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PKEFATOKY NOTICE. 


The substance of this Dictionary was collected by Mr. T. W. 
Beale, formerly a Clerk in the office of the Board of Kevenue, 
N.W.P., at a time when the Secretary was Henry Myers Elliot, 
afterwards well known as Sir H. M. Elliot, K.C.B. It is pro- 
bable that, in preparing his extracts from the Muhammadan 
Histories of India, Elliot availed himself of the aid of Mr. 
Beale, of whose scholarship Prof. Dowson makes justly deserved 
mention in the eighth volume of his valuable edition of Elliot's 
work.* Mr. Beale died at Agra, at a very advanced age, in the 
summer of 1875 ; having before his death expressed a wish that 
I would see his MS. through the press, and reduce the trans- 
literation into conformity with the system then recently adopted 
by the Government of India, and founded (as I need hardly 
observe) upon the system of Sir W. Jones. 

Accordingly, on the 5th October of that year I laid the MS. 
before Sir John Strachey, the then Lieut. -Governor, in a letter 
from which the f ollowing is an extract :— 

"This is no ordinary book. I have used it as a work of 
reference for years : and have lately had an opportunity of 
showing it to the eminent scholar Mr. E. B. Eastwick, C.B., 
who, I am authorised to say, concurs with me in thinking that 
the Dictionary will be of unique value to oriental students." 

Sir J. Strachey took up the subject with that enlightened 
energy which always actuated him in dealing with the past 
history of the country over whose administration he then pre- 
sided. The MS. and copyright were acquired at the expense

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of Government ; and it was ultimately resolved — in view of the 
importance of the work and my own official occupations — that 
the editing should be entrusted to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

The Society confided the labour of seeing the Dictionary 
through the press to their Philological Secretary, Principal Bloch- 
mann, of whose qualifications it would be presumptuous to say 
more than that they have an oecumenical reputation. That dis- 
tinguished man (of whom it has been observed by Count von 
Noer that he united the enthusiasm of an artist to the most 
patient accuracy of research*) undertook the task with his cha- 
racteristic earnestness and ability. But unhappily for oriental 
scholarship Mr. Blochmann's lamented death occurred before he 
had completed the preparation of more than a few sheets; and 
the duty ultimately reverted to the present Editor. 

The substance, as already stated, is almost entirely Mr. 
Beale's ; and I cannot close this notice more fitly than by giving 
the following extract from the preface originally drafted by 
himself : — 

" In preparing a work of this nature, intended to be used 
as a work of reference on matters connected with Oriental His- 
tory, it is proper to state that the greatest care has been taken 
to ensure accuracy in the narrative, as also in the dates of births, 
deaths, and other events recorded. ... Various MSS. have been 
collated whenever discrepancy was observed .... To remove 
all doubt, chronograms indicating the dates with a certainty not 
to be found by any other method and written when the events 
were fresh in the minds of men, have been inserted, when 
available." 

I may, however, add that it has been judged expedient to omit 
these chronograms, for the most part, in printing the book. In 
the chapter of Mr. Dowson's book already cited, will be found 
an account of this species of memoria technica. But it is chiefly

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interesting as machinery for producing a certain result ; and 
when the result has been produced is not of much more use 
than the scaffolding of a building when the building is complete. 

This notice may well terminate with a repetition of Mr. 
Beale's guarantee of accuracy : and with an appeal to scholars 
of larger leisure and opportunities for an indulgent treatment 
of a work originated by a man who had never been in Europe 
nor enjoyed the use of a complete Library. Mr. Beale had, 
however, drawn up a list of more than thirty books in various 
languages which had furnished him with materials. In addition 
I have from time to time referred to the translation of the 
Ain Ahbari and its invaluable notes by the late Mr. Bloch- 
mann, of which the First Volume (never, alas, continued) was 
published in Calcutta some years ago ; also to the works of 
Garcin de Tassy and the Baron McG. de Slane. 

One word more as to the inexhaustible subject of trans- 
literation. The English, as is well-known, have three methods ; 
the Haphazard (which indeed is no method at all); the Gil- 
christian; and the popularised Jonesian introduced by the Go- 
vernment of India under the inspiration of Sir W. W. Hunter. 
None of these is quite satisfactory. The French adopt a system 
of their own, and so do the Germans. Mr. Beale had followed 
an orthography, compounded of the two first-named elements, 
which has been conformed to the third method in printing these 
pages. The principle is, mainly, to accentuate the long vowels 
and to express the other vowels by the English sounds in 
"rwmmant" and "obey." G is always to be pronounced hard, 
as in "^ive." For the convenience of Continental European 
scholars the names have also been printed in the Persian 
character: and it is hoped that no practical difficulty will 
be experienced by those who may have occasion to use the 
Dictionary. 


ADVERTISEMENT TO SECOND EDITION. 


This work has been carefully revised and much amplified: 
and now appears, for the first time, as an English publication. 
The fresh additions to Mr. Beale's matter are chiefly taken from 
Ibn Khalikan and the works of Garcin de Tassy, with occasional 
references to Blochmann, von Noer, and some historical books 
by the Editor himself and other recent authors. It is still far 
from complete ; but great pains have been taken to make it a 
trustworthy and useful work of reference to students of Eastern 
history. " The Imperial Gazetteer of India," 2nd edition, 1886, 
has been consulted throughout. 

It must be understood that Anglo-Indian lives have been 
omitted : they will be found, in some instances from the pen 
of the present Editor, in the Dictionary of National Biography : 
to have included them here would have made the book too 
bulky. Similarly, Chinese matter is excluded ; indeed, Sinology 
forms a distinct department of research.

A'azz-Uddin (^jJI jji\), Prince, 

second son of Shah <Alam Bahadur Shah. He 
was horn on the 17th 31-Qa'da 1074, and 
appears to have died early. 

A'azz - Uddin (^ jJI J^l), son of 

Mu'izz-uddin Jahandar Shah, emperor of 
Dehli. He was blinded and imprisoned hy 
Farrukh-siyar, in the end of a.h. 1124. 

AbaBakr(^j Ul), Mirza or Sultan, 

the son of Shahrukh Mirza, the son of AniTr 
Timur. He was murdered hy order of his 
brother Mirza Ulugh Beg, a.d. 1448 (a.h. 
852). 

Aba Qaanjv Abqa Khan or Abaqa 
Khan (JTli \j\ or J^ \b\), a king 

of Persia, of the trine of Mughuls or Tartars, 
and descendant of Chingiz Khan, succeeded 
his father Huluku Khan in "February, a.d. 
1265 (Rabi*-us-§ani, a.h. 663), and was 
crowned on Friday the 19th June following 
(3rd Ramazan). He was a prince who added 
to the qualifications of courage and wisdom 
those of moderation, clemency, and justice. 
His ambassadors were introduced in 1274 
to the ecclesiastical Synod at Lyons. He 
proved a somewhat formidable neighbour to 
the Christians who settled at Jerusalem. The 
intrigues of his court embittered the latter 
years of his reign ; and his days were believed 
by many to have been shortened by poison 
given to him by his minister Khwaja Shams- 
uddln Muhammad, which occasioned his death 
on Wednesday the 1st April, a.d. 1282 (20th 
£il-fcijja, a.h. 680), after a reign of 17 years 
and some months. He had married the 
daughter of Michael Palseologus, emperor of 
Constantinople, who had been betrothed to 
his father, but arrived at Maragha in Tabriz, 
the seat of his government, after the death 
of that prince. Aba Khan was succeeded 
by his brother, Nekodar Khan (q.v.) t who 
embraced Muhammadanism, and took the title 
of At mad. 

•Abbas (^Lc), the eon of 'Abd-ul- 

Muftalib, and uncle of the prophet Muham- 
mad. He at first opposed the ambitious 
views of his nephew, but when defeated in 
the battle of Badr, he was reconciled to him, 
warmly embraced his religion, and thanked 
heaven for the prosperity and the grace which 
he enjoyed as a Musalman. He served the 
cause of Muhammad at the battle of J^unain

by recalling his dismayed troops to the charge, 
and inciting them boldly to rally round their 
prophet, who was near expiring under the 
scimitars of the §aknfites. He died on the 
21st of February, a.d. 653 (17th Rajah, a.h. 
32) ; and 100 lunar years after Abul-'Abbus, 
sumamed As Saffuh, one of his descendants, 
laid the foundation of the ' Abbasi or Abbaside 
family of the Caliphs in Baghdad, which con- 
tinued for 524 lunar years. The tomb of 
'Abbas is in Madlna. 

'Abbasa (^Ls), a sister of Harun-ur- 

Rashid, the Khalifa of Baghdad, who bestowed 
her hand on Ja'far Barmakl, his minister, on 
condition that she abstained from the marriage 
rights. The promise was forgotten, and the 
husband's life was sacrificed by the tyrant, 
and 'Abbasa was reduced to poverty. This 
circumstance took place in a.d. 803 (a.h. 
187). There are still extant some Arabic 
verses which beautifully celebrate her love 
and her misfortunes. [Ste Ja'far ul-Barmaki. ] 

'Abbas 'All (^As ir^) t a physician, 

and one of the Persian magi, who followed 
the doctrines of Zoroaster. He wrote, a.d. 
980, a book called Royal Work,, at the request 
of the son of the reigning Khalifa of Baghdad, 
to whom it was dedicated. It was translated 
into Latin by Stephen of Antioch in a.d. 
1127. 

•Abbas 'All (^Lc ^jJ^c), Mirza, whose 

poetical name was Betub, the son of Nawab 
Sayadat 'All Khan, son of Ghulam Muham- 
mad Khun, the son of Faiz-ullah Khan, 
Nawab of Kampor in the 18th century. 

'Abbas Bin-' All Shirwani (^ ^Lc 

yj>\)j& ^J*z), author of a history, 

containing the narrative of Sher Shah the 
Afghan, who drove Humayun from Hindu- 
stan, a.d. 1539, and mounted the throne of 
Dehli. This work was dedicated to the 
emperor Akbar, and is called Tuhfa-i-Akbar- 
shaht. The first part of this work was trans- 
lated into Urdu by Mazhar 'All Khan in the 
time of Lord Cornwallis, and is entitled 
Tarlhh-i-Sher Shahi.

'Abbas Mirza (\j^ <j*Ls), a Persian 

prince, son of Fatb 'All Shah, was born in 
1783. He died in 1833. His death was 
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a great loss to his country, although he could 
not prevent the encroachments of Russia. 
His eldest son, Muhammad Mirza, mounted 
the throne in 1834, on the death of Fath 'All, 
under the united protection of England and 
Russia. 

'Abbas Mirza (\j^ ^-U*), whose title 

was Nawab Iqtidar-uddaula, was the author 
of a Masnawl in Urdu verse, containing 
a history of Christ. He was living in Luck- 
now in a.d. 1849, and was then about eighty 
years of age. 

•Abbas (Shah) I. (aL* ^l^e), sur- 

named the Great, and seventh king of Persia 
of the §afawi family, was born on Monday 
the 29th of January, ad. 1571 (1st Ramazan, 
A. h. 978) . He was proclaimed king of Persia, 
in his sixteenth year, by the chiefs of Khura- 
san, and took possession of the thronelluring 
the lifetime of his father, Sultan Sikandar 
Shah, surnamcd Muhammad Khudabanda, 
A.D. 1588, (a.h. 996). He was the first 
who made Isiahun the capital of Persia. He 
Tas brave and active, and enlarged the bound- 
aries of his dominions. He took, conjointly 
with the English forces, in a.d. 1622, the 
island of Ormuz, which had been in the 

Sissession of the Portuguese for 122 years, 
e reigned 44 lunar years, was contemporary 
with Akbar and Jahangir, and died on 
Thursday the 8th of January, a.d. 1629 
(24th Jumada I., a.h. 1038V His grandson 
succeeded him and took the title of Shah 
Safi.

•Abbas (Shah) II. (^U ^ ^Lc), 

great grandson of Shuh 'Abbas I. succeeded 
his father Shah §afi on the throne of Persia 
in the month of May, a.d. 1642 (Safar a.h. 
1052), when he was scarcely ten years old. 
Qandahar, which was lost by his father, was 
recovered by this prince before he was six- 
teen years of age. Shah Jahan made many 
efforts to recover this city, but with no 
success. He reigned 25 lunar years, and 
was cut off by the lues venerea in his 34 th 
year, on the 26th August, a.d. 1666 (6th 
Kabi'-ul-awwal, a.h. 1077). He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Safi Mirza, who took the 
title of Shah Sulaimun. According to Char- 
din, he died on the 25th September which 
corresponds with the 5th Kabi'-ug-§anl.

a predilection for Mnsnawis, and is the author 
of the Gauhar-i Shah-war, which is in the 
style of Nizami's Makhzan-ul-A*r&r. He 
came to celebrity in Khurasan in a.d. 1545, 
A.n. 950.

He 
went on a pilgrimage to Mecca and Madlna, 
where he dwelt for a long time, and wrote 
works upon many subjects — Commentaries, 
Travels, Sufi Doctrines, Religion and History, 
and his different treatises amount altogether 
to more than one hundred. The best known 
are the Madlna Sakina, Malta* -ul- Anwar, 
Mad>trij-un- Kubuwwat, Jazb-ul-qulub, Akh- 
bar-ul-Athyor, a book on the saints. He 
was born in the month of January, a.d. 1551, 
Mufyarrum, a.h. 958. In the year a.d. 1637, 
although he was then nearly ninety years old, 
he i* said to have been in possession of his 
faculties. He died in the year a.d. 1642, a.h. 
1052, aged ninety -four lunar years; lies buried 
on the bank of the Hauj Shamsi in Dehli, and

'Abdul -Qadir (Sultan) was the de- 
scendant of a Marabaut family of the race of 
Hashim, who trace their pedigree to the 
Khalifas of the lineage of Fafjma. His 
father died in 1 834. His public career began 
at the time of the conquest of Algiers by 
the French. In 1847, he was defeated and 
surrendered himself, but was afterwards per- 
mitted to reside in Constantinople. He died 
in 1873.

Mubarak of Nagor. He is the author of a 
work called Muntakab-ut-Taw&r'&. He 
was a very learned man, and was frequently 
employed by the emperor Akbar to make 
translations into Persian from the Arabic 
and Sanskrit, as in the case of Mu l jam-ul- 
Buldan, Jami-ur-Bash/di, and the Rama y an. 
He also composed a moral and religious work, 
entitled Najat-ur-Rash%d, and translated two 
out of the eighteen Sections of the Maha- 
bhnrat, and made an abridgement of the 
History of Kashmir in a.d. 1591, a.h. 999. 
The year of his death is not known, but he 
was living in a.d. 1596, a.h. 1004, in 
which year he completed the Munta]&ab-ut- 
Tawarttt. His poetical name was Qadiri.

'Abdul-Qadir Bedil (Mirza) (>, ;P 

\\f J.A-H jAW), a celebrated poet, 

better known by his poetical name of Bedil or 
Mirza Bedil. He was a Tartar of the tribe 
of Birlns ; in his youth he was employed by 
prince A ( zam Shah, son of Aurangzib, but 
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being one day ordered by the prince to write 
a panegyric in his praise, he resigned the 
service and never afterwards served any one. 
He is the author of several works, such as 
Muhif, A'zam; Ckir l Unfur; Inika-i- Bedil, 
also called Ruq'at-i- Bedil ; and of a Diwan 
or book of Odes in Persian, containing 20,000 
couplets. He died in the commencement of 
the reign of Muhammad Shah, on the 24th 
November, o.s. 1720; 4th §afar, a.h. 1133. 
He is also the author of a work called Nukat- 
i- Bedil, containing the memoirs of Shaikh 
Junaid, third in descent from the celebrated 
Shaikh §afi, and grandfather of Shah Isma'il 
§afavi, king of Persia.

•Abdul-Qadir Gilani or Jilanl or Jill 

(Shaikh), also called Plr-i-Dastglr 
and Ghaus-ul-A'zam Mubiy-ud-dTn, a saint, 
who is said to have performed a number of 
miracles during his lifetime. He was born 
in Gilan or Jilan in Persia, in the year a.d. 
1078, a.h. 471, and was greatly revered for 
his learning, his piety, and the sanctity of his 
manners. He died on the 22nd February, 
a.d. 1166, 17th Rabi< II. 561, aged 91 lunar 
▼ears, and is buried at Baghdad, where he 
held the place of guardian of Abu-Hanifa's 
tomb. The order of Dervishes, called after 
him the Qadiris acknowledge him as founder. 
His tomb is held in high veneration amongst 
the Muhammadans. He is said to have 
written many books on Mystical Theology, 
amongst which are the Futuh-ul-Qhaib, 
Malfuzat-i-Qddir7 in Arabic, and a trans- 
lation of the same in Persian, named M*U 
fuzat-i-Jllani. Another work of his in 
Arabic on Jurisprudence is called Ghunyat- 
ut-TalUnn, and another work on Sufism is 
entitled Bahjat~ul-A*rar, and a book of Odes 
called Dhean-i-Ghaui'Ul-A'zam.

'Abdul-Qadir Nalni (Maulana) (, 

^i-jli j jlfll), a poet who was a native 

of NaTn near Isfahan, and contemporary with 
Shaikh Sa'di. 

'Abdul - Qadir, a resident of Devi, 
a village in the district of Lucknow. From 


the Jami'-ut-Tiuarikh of Rashld-uddin he 
translated that portion which is called the 
book of Pa tan jail into easy Persian, at the 
request of Major Herbert, in May, 1823. It 
is a collection of all the sciences, and one of 
the most valuable works of the sages of Hind. 
It contains an account of their various sects, 
and the history of their ancient kings, also 
the life of Sakyamuni. 

'Abdul-Qahir Jurjani (Shaikh) (ju^ 
J)\^jj>- -J&ULH), son of 'Abdur- 


Rabman, was the author of the book called 
Daail-ul-rjaz t and several other works. He 
died in a.d. 1081, a.h. 474. 

'Abdul-Karim (+jJ$\ Ju*), sumamed 

Imam-uddin Abul-Qusim, author of the Shark 
Kab'T and Shark $ayh r. 

'Abdul -Karim bin - Muhammad al- 
Hamadani, author of a Persian Com- 
mentary on the Sirajiya of Sajawandi, en- 
titled FaraiZ'ttt'Tnjl Shark Faraiz-is-Siraji. 

'Abdul-Karim Sindhi (Mulla) ( v «» 

• 

JbX~» +$jQ\)$ a native of Sindh who 

served under Khwaia Mahmud Gawan in the 
Deccan, and was living about the year a.d. 
1481, a.h. 886. He is the author of the 
history of Sulfcan Mahmud Bahmani, entitled 
Tar »&-%- Mahmud- Shahi. 

'Abdul-Karim, a native of Dehli, who 

accompanied Nadir Shah to Persia, and wrote 
a history of that conqueror about the year 
a.d. 1764, a.h. 1168, entitled Baydn-i- 
Waoi.

'Abdul-Karim, Mir, of Bukhara, who 

died at Constantinople about a.h. 1246, a.d. 
1H 30. He is the author of a history of 
Afghanistan and Turkistan (a.d. 1740 to 
In 18), translated into French oy G. Schefer, 
Paris, 1876.] 

'Abdul-Karim, Munshi, who died about 

thirty years ago. He is the author of the 
Tarikh-i-Akmad, a history of Ahmad Shnh 
Durrani and his successors. The Persian 
text was lithographed in 1266, and an UrdQ 
translation under the title of Waqi l at-i- 
Durrani was issued at Eanhpur in a.h. 1292 
(a.d. 1876). 'Abdul-Karim also wrote a 
larger work, entitled Mukaraba-i- Kabul o 
Qandakar (h. 1266), which contains the 
heroic deeds of Akbar Khan, son of Dost 
Muhammad Khan, and is chiefly based on the 
Akbar-nama written in verse by Munshi 
Qasim Jan ; and the Tar'>&-i-Panjab tuk- 
fatan lil-ahbab (a.h. 1266) on the Sikh wars. 
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•Abdul - Quddus Gangohi (Shaikh) 
(p*~* ^r^ ij»3**l\ &**), a native 

of Gangoh, near Dehli, was a descendant of 
AbO-Hanifa Kufa, and a famous saint of 
India. He died on the 27th November, a.d. 
1537, 23rd Jumada II. ah. 944, the chrono- 
gram of theyear of his death being " Shaikh- 
l-ajall." His grandson Shaikh 'Abdun-Nabi 
held a high post in the reign of Akbar, but 
was subsequently imprisoned and murdered. 

•Abdullah (i^LkJl Ju* ( .j<dJ1j^), 

the father of Muhammad the Prophet, was a 
younger son of ' Abdul -Muttalib the son of 
Hushim. He was remarkable for his beauty, 
and though a driver of camels, he is said to 
have possessed such merits, that his hand was 
solicited in marriage by the fairest and the 
most virtuous of the women of his tribe. He 
was so universally admired, that on the night 
of his nuptials one hundred young females 
expired in despair. His wife Amina, though 
Ion* barren, at last became the mother of 
Muhammad. 'Abdullah died during the life- 
time of his father, eight days (some say eight 
years) after the birth of his son, and left his 
widow and infant son in very mean circum- 
stances, his whole substance consisting of 
only five camels and one female Ethiopian 
slave. 'Abdul- MutJ.alib, his father was there- 
fore obliged to take care of his grandson 
Muhammad, which he did and at his death 
enjoined his eldest son Abu-Talib to provide 
for him for the future. 'Abdullah died about 
the year a.d. 671. 

'Abdullah bin-' All al-Halabi was one 

of the first writers on Shifa jurisprudence, 
as he was amongst the earliest compilers 
to the traditions of that sect. It does not 
appear that any of his legal compositions 
are extant. 

•Abdullah (<fc^ ^j idJlj^c), son of 

Rawaha, was an Arabian poet, who signalized 
himself in arms as well as poetry. He 
became an associate of Muhammad and was 
sent with the army, of which Zaid was the 
chief, against the Greeks, and was killed at 
Muta in Syria with Zaid and Ja'far the 
brother of 'All, in a.d. 629, a.h. 8. 

'Abdullah, son of Zubair ( .j aIIIjuji 

j-*-!j) was a Musalman born at 

Madtna amongst those who were called 
" Muhajirin," that is to say, fugitives from 
Mecca. After the battle of* Karbalu in a.d. 
680, in which Husain the son of 'All was 
slain, the inhabitants of Mecca and Madina, 
perceiving thut Yazid did all that lay in his 
power to suppress the house of 'Ali, made an 
insurrection against Yazid, the second khalifa 
of the house of Fmayyn, and procliumed 
'Abdullah khalifa in the "city of Mecca. The 


Musalmans of Syria also, after the death of 
Yazid and Mu'awiya the 2nd, acknowledged 
him for the space of 128 days, after which 
time Marwan the son of IJakam was pro- 
claimed khalifa in the city of Damascus. 
'Abdullah still remaining in the city of Mecca, 
was besieged there in a.d. 691, a.h. 72, by 
Hajjsij, general of the khalifa 'Abdul-Malik. 
The siege lasted 8 months and 17 days, after 
which 'Abdullah made a sally upon the 
enemy, destroyed a great number of them 
with nis own hand, and was at length killed 
fighting valiantly in a.d. 692, a.h. 73. His 
head was cut off and Bent to the khalifa 
'Abdul-Malik. 

•Abdullah (jyu»* ^ *Uf Juc), son of 

Mas'ud, companion of Muhammad. He died 
in a.d. 652, a.h. 32. 

'Abdullah (,-Lc ^ a1)I Jua), son of 

'Abbas, the uncle of Muhammad, was dis- 
tinguished as a teacher of the sacred book. 
Before he was ten years of age, he is said 
to have received inspiration from the angel 
Gabriel. He was born in a.d. 619, three 
years before the Hijra (622), and was con- 
sidered the ablest interpreter of the Quran 
then in existence. He was appointed governor 
of Basra, by the khalifa 'Ali, and remained 
there for some time. He then returned to 
Hijuz, and died at T&yif, a town lying 60 
miles eastward of Mecca, in a.d. 687, a.h. 
68, a^ed 70 years. His mother Umm-ul-Faxl 
was the sister of Maiinuna, one of the wives 
of Muhammad. 

•Abdullah (^-c ^j aIN jl^x), son of 

'Umar the second khalifa after Muhammad, 
was one of the most learned Arabians amongst 
the contemporaries of Muhammad. He died 
in a.d. 692, a.h. 73. He is famous for his 
liberality. 

'Abdullah (juj-j ^ *JJ !.*-*), son of 

YazTd, was celebrated as a lawyer in the 7th 
century. He was the disciple of Abu-Huraira 
and Aou- 'Abbas, companions of Muhammad, 
and lived till the hundredth year of the Hijra, 
or a.d. 718, a.h. 100. 

•Abdullah (^& ^ aIH X*c), the son of 

'Ali, son of 'Abdullah, son of 'Abbas, the 
uncle of Muhammad, was the uncle of the 
first two khalifas of the Abbasides, viz., 
Abul-'Abbos al-Saffal? and Al- Man? fir, under 
whom he served as general against the khalifa 
Marwan, and having vanquished that prince, 
proclaimed his nephew Al-Saffalj. He was 
guilty of horrible cruelties on the family of 
the bmmaides. When his eldest nepnew 
died, his brother Al-Mnnsur took upon him 
the government, which displeased 'Abdullah 
so much, that he raised an army against him, 
but was defeated and afterwards perfidiously 
murdered in a.d. 754, a.h. 137. 
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'Abdullah (jJjU ^-j aJJUj^), the son 

of Rawand. was the founder of an impious 
sect, who were called after him the Ra- 
wandites, during the Khilafat of Al-Mansur 
the Abbaside, about the year a.d. 776. 

'Abdullah (<d^Jux), the son of Shams- 

uddin, author of the marginal notes on the 
Talicih, entitled Hdthiya bar Talwh, a work 
on jurisprudence. 

'Abdullah (^U? ^ aLMjuc), the son 

of Tahir, the general of Al-Maumn. He 
succeeded his brother Talha in the govern- 
ment of Khurasan about the year a.d. 828, 
a.h. 213, reigned 17 years, and died in a.d. 
844, a.h. 230. He was succeeded by his son 
Tahir II. 


'Abdullah (u^--J* ^ <UJU-. 

II), the son of Tayyib al- 



Sarakhsi, preceptor to the Khalifa Mu'tazid 
Billah, by whom he was put to death a.d. 
899, a.h. 286. Heis the author of the 
Bahr-ul-Mantiq, and lsaughjt (a commentary 
on the Isagoge of Porphyras). 

'Abdullah (^*Xc ^ ddJ!.*-^), the son 

of 'Adiy, author of the Kitab Kamil. He 
died in a.d. 975, a.h. 365. 

'Abdullah, author of a collection of 
Letters, entitled Insha- 1 - ( A bdullah . 

'Abdullah (hum ^ (b~* ^ ^J^.) f 

the son of Muslim, the son of Qutaiba, was 
the author of the work called KiVib-ul- 
ma'arif, and several other works. He died 
in a.d. 889, a.h. 276. 

•Abdullah (jJJlj^r), author of the 

Persian work on jurisprudence, called Ahkam 
tu-$alat. 

•Abdullah ( jy-li <dJtjux:), of Kul- 

barga, author of a work called Fars-nama, 
written in a.d. 1407. 

•Abdullah (Maulana) (l^ aUIjuc), 

son of Ilahdad. He is the author of Shark 
Mizan-il-Man(iq, and several other works. 
He was a native of Dehli, nourished in the 
reign of Saltan Sikandar, and died in a.d. 
1516, a.h. 923. 

'Abdullah (Maulana), of Sultanpur, 

a learned bigoted Sunn! at Akbar's Court. 
He had the title of " Makhdum-ul-Mulk." 
He played a prominent part in the religious 
discussions which led Akbar to renounce 
Islam. He died, or was poisoned, in a.h. 990.

'Abdullah ( JL ^j aJJIjuc), the son 

of Salam, author of the questions which 
Muhammad was asked on the subject of his 
prophecy. He is also the author of a work 
called ' Azmat-ul-Manqitl. Another work, 
called Hazar Masayil, is ascribed to him. 

'Abdullah (x*sr* ^ <d!lk\-*c), son of 

Muhammad, sumamed Qalanisi, an Arabian 
author. He died in a.d. 1121, a.h. 515. 

'Abdullah (ju\£ j*sU\ ^\ &\j~z), 

the son of 'Al-Yafi'i Shafi'i, author of the 
Arabic work called Rauzat-ur-Rayah n, con- 
taining a detailed account of the lives of 
Muhammad, the twelve Imams, and of all 
the saints of Arabia, Persia, and Hindustan. 

•Abdullah Abu-Muslim (^\ il]\s t c 
jLw), author of the Commentary on 

the Quran, called §ahih Muslim. He was born 
in a.d. 817, a.h. 202, and died in the year a.d. 
875, a.h. 261. He is called by some writers 
AbuUHusain Muslim bin-al-Hajjai bin- 
Muslim al-Qushairi, and by others Muslim 
bin-^ajjaj Niehapuri, which see. 

'Abdullah Ahrar (Jj-*~\ 4±}\±-r*\ 

author of the MalfiUzat-i-Khwoja 'Abdullah, 
containing the doctrines of the Naqshbandis, 
and of the Anh-ws-Salikin. 

'Abdullah Ansari (Khwaja) (<dJ\ 


ijy -i ..'A), sumamed Shaikh Abu 

Isma'il, the son of Abii-Mansur, the son of 
Abu-Ayyub. He was born at Hirat in May, 
a.d. 1006, Sha'ban, a.h. 396, and is the 
founder of the sect called 'Ansaris in Hirat 
and Khurasan. He died on the 2nd July, 
a.d. 1088, 9th Rabi' I. a.h. 481, aged 84 
lunar years, and is buried at Hirat, in a place 
called Guzurffah. 'Abdullah was struck with 
stones by the boys when he was doing 
penance, and expired. 

'AbduUah bin -'All bin-Abu-Shu'ba 
al-Halabi (^ ^j ^lx ^ <JlLHju£ 

, _ -)_/»" <Ua£). One of the earliest 


writers both on the IJadsi and Law of the 
Imamiyasect. His grandfather, Abii-Shu'ba, 
is related to have collected traditions in the 
time of the Imams Hasan and Hnsain. 
'Abdullah wrote down these traditions, and 

? resented his work, when completed, to the 
mam Ja'far $adiq, by whom it is said to 
have been verified and corrected. 

'Abdullah bin-'Ali, author of the work 
called Strak-ul-Ifind-y which he paraphrased 
from the Persian into the Arabic, for it had 
been originally translated from Sanskrit into 
the Persian. 
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'Abdullah bln-Fazl-ullah, of Shlraz, 
author of the Tarlkh-i- Wa$*af.

time of Akbar. He was made governor of 
Mandu (Malwa) in a.d. 1662, and afterwards 
rebelled against the king, but was defeated 
and compelled to leave the country.

•Abdullah Khan (lSj)\ u U- a11^), 

chief of the Uzbaks, was the son of Sikandar 
Elan, the son of Jani Beg Khan, a descend- 
ant of Juii Khan, son of Chin^iz Khan. 
After the ueath of his father (during whose 
life he had several battles with him\ he 
ascended the throne of Samarqand and Buk- 
hara in a.d. 1582, a.h. 990, invaded Khura- 
and took Hirat after a siege of nine 


sun 


months in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. Its governor, 
'All Qui! Khan, with several other chiefs 
were put to death, and the city was plundered. 
lie was contemporary with Shah 'Abbas of 
Persia and Akbar Shah, and died after a 
reign of 15 years, aged 66, on the 12th 
February, a.d. 1597, 6th Rajab a.h. 1005. 
The chronogram of the year of his death is 
"qiyamat qayim shud." He was succeeded 
by his son 'ADdul-Mumin Khun. 

'Abdullah Khan Firuz-Jang (<dJ\jux 

^ jf^ji e^-^X a descendant of 

Khwaja 'Abdullah Ahrur. He came to India 
in the latter end of the reign of the emperor 
Akbar, was raised to the rank of 6000 by the 
emperor Jahangir, and died in the time of 
Shah Jahan, a.d. 1644, 17th Shawwal 1054, 
aged nearly 70 years. 

'Abdullah Khan (Sayyld) U \ \\.\ . . 

Juw> &\s>*), styled Qutbul-Mulk, was 

governor of Allahabud from the time of 
Bahadur Shah, emperor of Dehli, and his 
younger brother Sayyid Husain 'All Khan, 
that of Bihar. These brothers sprung from 
a numerous and respected family of the 
descendants of the prophet, who were settled 
in the town of Barha, and in consequence of 


this origin, they are best known in India by 
the name of Sadat, or Sayvids, of Barha. 
Farrukh-siyar, who by the aid of these two 
brothers had ascended the throne of Dehli, 
on his accession in January, a.d. 1713, a.h. 
1125, made the former his prime minister, 
with the title of Qutb-ul-Mulk, and appointed 
the latter Amir-ul-Umara. Husain 'All 
Khan was assassinated by Mir Haidar Khan, 
at the instigation of the emperor Muhammad 
Shah, on the 18th September, o.s. 1720, 
27th gil-qa'da 1132, and his brother, 'Ab- 
dullah Khan, who made some resistance, was 
defeated and taken prisoner on the 4th 
November following, 14th Mubarram 1133, 
and died in confinement, after three years, on 
the 19th September, o.s. 1723, 30th £il- 
bilja 1135. The remains of Husain 'Ali 
Kuan were transferred to Ajmir for burial. 
His brother 'Abdullah was buried at Dehli.

'Abdullah Qutb-Shah (c-JaJ aJJIj^ 

*l£), the sixth Sultan of the Qutb- 

Shah! dynasty of Oolkonda in IJaidarabad, 
Deccan. He succeeded Muhammad Qutb- 
Shah, and reigned many years under the 
protection of the emperor Shah Jahan, to 
whom he acknowledged himself tributary, and 
paid an annual sum ; but in the year a.d. 
1656, a.h. 1066, he displeased that monarch, 
and brought upon himself much trouble. The 
emperor had commanded him to permit his 
prime minister, Mir Muhammad Sa'id, and 
nis son Muhammad Amin, to repair with their 
effects to court. Qutb-Shah disobeyed the 
mandate, and confining Muhammad Amin, 
then at Haidarabad, seized part of his wealth. 
The prince Aurangzib, then governor of the 
imperial territories in the Deccan, enraged at 
this conduct, marched to rjaidarabad, which 
he took and plundered. 'Abdullah was 
obliged to purchase pardon by a contribution 
of a crore of Rupees, and the gift of his 
daughter in marriage to the son of his enemy, 
the prince Sultan Muhammad. From this 
time 'Abdullah, during the remainder of his 
life, was, in fact, a vassal of the empire. 
'Abdullah Qutb-Shah died in June, a.d. 
1674, Rabi I., a.h. 1085, and was succeeded 
by his son-in-law, Abul-Hasan. 

'Abdullah Mansur (.j Q -^ <dJlju^c), 

author of the ra^afw/i-i-jrafatfaM'-tfw/ya, 
containing the lives of the most celebrated 
§ufis and Shaikhs. 

'Abdullah Mirza (V %J * *1H Jus) was the 

son of Ibrahim Mirza, the son of Shahrukh 
Mirza, and great-grandson of AraTr Timur. 
Upon his father's death (about the year a.d. 
1443), he became possessed of the sovereignty 
of Furs, or Persia ; but, four years after, he 
was dispossessed by one of his cousins-merman, 
named Mirza Abu-Sa'id, and was obliged to 
fly to his uncle Mirza Ulngh Beg, who then 
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reigned in Transoxiana, and who gave him 
his daughter in marriage. Some time after, 
Hugh Beg having been defeated in a battle 
against his son Mirza ' Abdul - Latff, and 
afterwards put to death by him in October, 
a.i>. 1449, Ramnzan, a.h. 853, and the latter 
not enjoying the success of his parricide 
above six months, 'Abdullah, as son-in-law to 
tllugh Beg, took possession of his dominions ; 
but Mirza AbQ-Sa'id, his cousin - german, 
declared war against him, and defeated him 
in a pitched battle, in which he perished. 
This event took place in the year a.d. 1451, 
a.h. 855. 

•Abdullah Sayyid, son of Bahadur All, 

a native of Sawana, near Thanesar, and a 
prominent disciple of Savyid Ahmad (?.«.), 
under whose inspiration he published Abdul 
Kadlr's Urdu version of the Koran, with 
commentary, 1822. 

'Abdullah Shattari (Shaikh) (<d]t j^c 

,jr.UaJ»), a descendant of Shaikh 

Shihab-uddin Suhrawardi. He came from 
Persia to India, and died in Malwa, a.d. 
1406, a.h. 809, and is buried there.

'Abdullah Tamimi ( ^u3 ^JJU^c), 


author of the Arabic work called Rauzat- 
ul-Abrar, which contains the history of 
Muhammad, and Memoirs of many oi his 
companions. 


'Abdullah Tiimlzl (Mir) (*JJl 

iciu^J) was an elegant poet and 

wrote an excellent Nasta'lTq hand, for which 
he received from the emperor Jahangir the 
poetical name of Wasfi, or praiseworthy, and 
the title of Mushkln-Qalam, that is to 
say, out of whose pen flowed musk. He is 
the author of several poems. His death 
happened in the year a.d. 1626, a.h. 1035. 
His tomb stands at a place in Agra, called 
Nagla Jawuhir.

•Abdul-Latif (ujLJaUt Jl^x), a cele- 


brated physician born at Baghdad, a.d. 
1261, a.h. 660. To the acquirement of 
medical knowledge, he applied nimself with 
diligence ; and it was chiefly with this view 
that, in his 28th year, he left Baghdad in 
order to visit other countries. Having spent 
a year in Mausil, he removed to Damascus in 
Syria and thence to Egypt, where the people 
of the highest rank continued to vie with each 
other in cultivating his friendship. lie after* 
wards travelled to Aleppo, and resided several 


years in Greece. Of 150 treatises which he 
composed on various subjects, only one, 
entitled Histories Aigypti Compendium, has 
survived the ravages of time. He died 
suddenly at Baghdad in his 65th year. 

4 Abdul-Latif ( w g g MJ1 JuiO, a great- 
grandson of Amir Timur. In October a d. 
1449, he defeated his father Mirza Ulugh 
Beg in an action near Samarqand, took him 

{nisoner and put him to death. He did not 
ong enjoy his success, for he had scarcely 
reigned six months, when he was murdered 
by his own soldiers on the 9th May, 1450, 
26th Rabi I. a.h. 854. His head was 
separated from his body and sent to Hirat, 
where it was placed on the gate of the college 
built by his father. 

4 Abdul-Latif (cjuLW j^c), a native 

of Qazwfn, and author of the work entitled 
Lubb-ut-Tawarkh, a history of Persia, 
written in the middle of the 16th century. 

'Abdul-Latif (Mulla) (L. 4_jLL1H Jur) 

of Sultanpiir, was the tutor of the prince 
Auranzlb. In the last years of his life he 
became blind, received from the emperor 
Shah Jahan a few villages free of rent for his 
support, and died in the year a.d. 1632, 
a.h. 1042. 

'Abdul-Latif, author of a collection of 
Letters called Intha-i- 1 Abdul-Latif. 

'Abdul-Latif (^jLUJ! Ju^), author of 

the work called Lafaif-i-Ma l nawi, a com- 
mentary on the difficult passages of the 
Masnawi or Maulnna Rum, written in a.d. 
1640. He also is the author of a Dictionary 
called Lalhif-ul-Lughflt.

'Abdul-Maal ( Jl*w*Jl *w0, author of 

a system of Geography, written in the Persian 
Language, and entitled Mas a hat ul-Arz, or 
the survey of the earth. 

'Abdul-Majid Khan (ju^l *+£.), the 

Turkish emperor of Constantinople, was born 
on the 23rd April, 1823, and succeeded his 
father Mahmud II. on the 2nd July, a.d. 
1839, a.h. 1277. He died on the 25th June, 
186 1 , aged 39 years, and was succeeded by his 
brother 'Abdul-'AzIz. 

1 Abdul-Majld Khan (^U. Ju^l x+z), 

entitled Majd-ud daula, a nobleman who was 
promoted by Ahmad Shah of Dehli to the 
post of 3rd Bakhshigari or pavmastership, in 
a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161. He died in the year 
1752, a.h. 1165. 
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'Abdul-Majid (Shaikh) (j^^\ 

•• • • 

■s* - ), a learned man who flourished 



in the time of Shah Jahan, and wrote a 
history of that emperor entitled Shah Jahan- 
noma.

•Abdul-Malik {J ir . ^ £&& V ), 

the son of Marwan I. and the 5th Khalifa of 
the house of Uraayya (Ommaides). He 
succeeded his father at Damascus, on the 
13th April, a.d. 685, 3rd Ramazin, a.h. 65, 
surpassed liis predecessors in military exploits, 
and extended nis power as far as Spain m the 
west, and India in the east. He was so 
generous as not to take a church from the 
Christians, which they had refused to grant 
him when he requested it. He was called 
Abul-£ubab or "father of flies," because 
his breath was so offensive, that it killed the 
very flies that settled on his lips. He reigned 
upwards of 21 lunar years and died in October, 
a.d. 705, Shawwal, a.h. 86. He was suc- 
ceeded by Walid I. the eldest of his sixteen 
sons, who greatly extended the Moslem 
dominions.

the son of §alib, the son of 'Abdullah, the 
son of 'Abbas, was related in blood to the 
prophet Muhammad ; was invested by Hariin- 
ur-Rashid, the Khalifa of Baghdad, with 
the government of Egypt, in which he 
continued till about the year a.d. 794, a.h. 
178, when Hurun, suspecting that he was 
engaged in some cabals, in order to obtain 
the empire, threw him into prison, where he 
remained till Harun's death. His son re- 
leased him, and invested him with the govern- 
of Syria, a.d. 809, a.h. 193. 

*bdul-Malik (^ ^\ c_£UH Ju*), 

the son of £uhr, an eminent Arabian 
physician, commonly called by Europeans 
Avenzur, a corruption of Ibn-£uhr. His 
full name is Abu -Marwan 'Abdul -Malik ibn- 
£uhr. He flourished about the end of the 
11th or the beginning of the 12th century. 
He was of noble descent, and born at Sevilla, 
the capital of Andalusia, where he exercised 
his profession with great reputation. His 
grandfather and father were both physicians. 
It is said that he lived to the age of 135; 
that he began to practice at 40 or, as others 
say, at 20 ; and had the advantage of a longer 
experience than almost any one ever had, for 
he enjoyed perfect health to his last hour. 
He left a son, also known by the name of 
Ibn-?uhr, who followed his father's pro- 
fession, was in great favour with Al- Mansur, 
emperor of Morocco, and wrote several 
treatises on physic. Avenzur wrote a book, 
entitled Tayawur Ji-l-mudawat wot-tadb~>r y 
which is much esteemed. This work was 


translated into Hebrew in a.d. 1280, and 
thence into Latin by Paravicius, whose version 
has had several editions. The author added 
a supplement to it, under the title of Jamt\ 
or Collection. He also wrote a treatise 
Fil-adwiyat wal-a&ziyat, i.e., of medicines 
and food, wherein he treats of their qualities 
Ibn-£uhr was contemporary with Ibn-Rashid 
(Averroes), who more than once gives him a 
very high and deserved encomium, calling him 
admirable, glorious, the treasure of all know- 
ledge, and the most supreme in medicine from 
the time of Galen to his own. 

'Abdul-Malik (c_5a_J1 juc), king of 

Fez and Morocco, was dethroned by his 
nephew Muhammad, but he afterwards de- 
feated Sebastian, king of Portugal, who had 
landed in Africa to support the usurper. The 
two African monarchs and Sebastian fell on 
the field, a.d. 1578 (a.h. 986). 

'Abdul-Malik (Khwaja), a native of 
Samarqand who held the office of Shaikh-ul- 
Islam in that city in the reign of Amir 
Timur. 

'Abdul-Malik Samani I. (d<UU j^ 
j^JL^L-j), a king of the house of 

Saman, and son of Amir Nub I., whom he 
succeeded in a.d. 954 (a.h. 343). He reigned 
in Khurasan and Mawaran-nahr seven and a 
half years, and was killed by a fall from his 
horse while playing at ball m a.d. 961 (a.h 
350) . He was succeeded by his brother Amir 
Mansur I. 

'Abdul-Malik Samani II. (CSLA\ juc 
^JUL), an Amir of the house of 

Soman, was elevated to the throne of 
Khurasan, after his brother Amir Mansur II 
in a.d. 998 (a.h. 388). He was the la&t 
Amir, or king, of the race of the Samanides. 
He reigned only a few months, and was 
defeated in battle against Suljan Mahniud of 
Ghaznl in a.d. 999, who took possession of 
his country. 'Abdul-Malik was shortly after 
murdered. 

'Abdul-Manaf (^iUH j^), or 'Abd- 

Manaf, (i.e. slave of the idol Manaf) the 
great-great-grandfather of Muhammad, was 
the son of Qusayy, who aggrandised the tribe 
of the Quraish by purchasing the keys of the 
Ka'ba from Abu-Ghassan, a weak and silly 
man, for a bottle of wine. Qusayy was 
succeeded by his second son 'Abdul-Manaf 
to whom the prophetic light, which is said to 
have manifested itself in his face, gave the 
right of primogeniture. After his death his 
son Hashim, the father of 'Abdul-Mutt alib 
succeeded. ' 

['Abd-Manaf is also the name of a son of 
the Prophet, who died in infancy.] 
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'Abdul-Mannan (Mir) (^ ii> \^\ x*z), 

son of Mir Nu'man Khan, son of Khwaja 
'Abdur-Rahim Khan of Andiian. He served 
under the celebrated Nizam-ul-Mulk Asaf-Jah 
in the Deccan for several years, was an 
excellent poet, and is known under the poetical 
name of 'I brat. 

'Abdul-Mumin (^yA\ Jus), a man of 

obscure origin and son of a potter, who seized 
the crown of Morocco, after destroying the 
royal family. He extended his dominions by 
the conquest of Tunis, Fez, and Tremezen. 
He meditated the invasion of Spain, when 
death stopped his career in a.d. 1156. His 
son Yusuf who succeeded him, carried his 
ambitions into effect. 

•Abdul-Mumin Khan (^y^ j^c 

l^jlrO, the son of 'Abdullah Khan, 

chief of the Uzbaks, was raised to the throne 
after the death of his father at Saniarqand in 
the year a.d. 1597, a.h. 1005. He took 
Mashad and put the inhabitants to the sword. 
He was soon after assassinated by his own 
officers in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1006 ; the chrono- 
gram of his death bein" contained in the 
words " Badbakht-i-sar-ourida." After his 
death, Din Muhammad Khan, the son of 
'Abdullah Khan's sister, was placed on the 
throne ; butlie fell shortly after, in a battle 
fought at Hirat, against Shuh 'Abbas, king 
of Persia. 

'Abdul-Muttalib ( ^ J U +\ \ j^) the 

grandfather of Muhammad, the son of 
Hashim of the tribe of Quraish. He is said 
to have been extremely affable and easy of 
access, as well as just and generous. The 
well which God shewed Hagar the mother of 
Ishmael, in the wilderness, is said to have 
been miraculously discovered to 'Abdul- Mut- 
falib, about five hundred years after it had 
been filled up by 'Amr, prince of the 
Jorhomites. The well is called Zamzam by 
the Arabs and is on the east side of the Ka'ba, 
covered with a small building and cupola. 
Its water is highly reverenced, being not only 
received with particular devotion by the 
pilgrims, but also sent in bottles as a great 
rarity to most parts of the Muhammadan 
dominions. 'Abdul - Muttalib had ten sons 
whose names are as follows : Abii-Talib, the 
father of 'All; 'Abbas, the ancestor of the 
Abbasides who reigned at Baghdad ; JJamza ; 
Haris; Abu-Lahab; Abdullah, the father 
of Muhammad ; Al-Maqawwam ; Zubair ; 
Zirar ; Qusam. His younger son 'Abdullah, 
the father of Muhammad, dying eight dap 
after the birth of his son, 'Abdul-Mujtalib 
was obliged to take care of his grandson 
Muhammad, which he not only did during 
his life, but at his death enjoined his eldest 
son Abu -Ta lib to provide for him for the 
future. 'Abdul-Mutjtalib died about the year 
a.d. 579, at which time Muhammad was 
about eight years old. 


'Abdul-Nabi (Shaikh) ( < _*jj\ 

£r*~0, son of Shaikh Ahmad, and 

grandson of Shaikh 'Abdul-Quddus of Gan- 
goh. He was the tutor of the Emperor 
Akbar, and was honoured with the post of 
§adr-us-$adur (Chief Justice). No §adr 
during any former reign had so much favour. 
The Emperor was for some time so intimate and 
unceremonious with him that he would rise to 
adjust the Shaikh's slippers when he took his 
leave. At last, through the enmity of 
Maulana 'Abdullah Makhdum-ul-Mulk {vide 
p. 6) and others, he fell in Akbar's estima- 
tion, and began to be treated very differently. 
He was banished to Mecca, and after his 
return was murdered in the year a.d. 1583 
(a.h. 991).

commonly called Khan Mirza, was the son of 
Bairam Khan, the first prime-minister of the 
emperor Akbar. He was born on the 17th 
December, a.d. 1556 (14th $afar a.h. 964) 
and was only four years old when his father 
was assassinated. When of age, he received 
a command in the force attached to the 
emperor's person. In 1584 he was one of 
the commanders of the army sent to Gujarat, 
and on the conclusion of the campaign, was 
made head of the army. On Todar Mai's 
death (1589) he was made prime- minister. 
His daughter Jam Begam was married to 
prince Danyal in the year a.d. 1599 (ah. 
1007). He translated the Waqi'at-i-Bnbarl 
(Memoirs of the emperor Babar) from Turk! 
into Persian. After Akbar' s death he served 
under Jahangir for 21 years, and died a few 
months before that emperor, shortly after the 
suppression of Mahabat Khan's rebellion, in 
the year a d. 1627 (a.h. 1036), aged 72 lunar 
years, and lies buried at Dehli near the Dargfih 
of Shaikh Nizam -uddln Auliya, where his tomb 
is to be seen to this day. His poetical name 
was Rabim.

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'Abdul-Rahim ( > - ^ W X+.z), one of 

the principal nobles who joined Prince 
Khusrau in his rebellion against his father 
Jahangir in ad. 1606. He was taken 
prisoner with the prince and brought to the 
emperor at Lahor; by whose order he was 
sewn up in the raw hide of an ass, kept 
constantly moist with water, in which miser- 
able condition he remained twenty- four hours. 
He was afterwards pardoned.

He was killed by Hasan, son of 'AlT, in 
January, a.d. 661 (Ramadan a.h. 40).

Sower against Hajjaj, the governor of Arabia, 
efeated him in several battles, and at last, 
rather than fall into his hands, threw himself 
from a house and died, a.d.

'Abdul -Rahman, a popular Afghan 

poet of Peshawar. His verses are written 
with fiery energy, which has made them 
popular amongst a martial people, and yet 
with natural simplicity which is charming to 
the lover of poetry, ftot far from the city is 
his grave, situated on the road to Hazar- 
khana. the poet's native village.

cal Dictionary is called Babacauschi, was 
mufti of the city of Caffa, in Tauris. He 
wrote a book called The Friend of Prince*.

•Abdul-Rahman (^as^^S Ju*^), also 

called by old writers Abderames, a descendant 
of the Khalifas of the house of Umayya. He 
was invited to come to Spain, in a.d. 756, 
a.h. 139, by the Saracens who had revolted; 
and after he had conquered the whole king- 
dom, he assumed the title of king of Cordova. 
He was the founder of the Ommaides of 
Spain, who reigned above two hundred and 
fifty years from the Atlantic to the Pyrenees. 
He died in a.d. 790, a.h. 174, after reigning 
32 years. 

'Abdul-Rahman Iohi (^j^jl\ jl-^c 

aH), or Ijl, the father of 'Qazt 


'A?d-uddfn_ of Shiraz, a learned man and 

native of Ich, a town situated 40 farsakhs 
from Shiraz. 

'Abdul-Rahman ( cr *>^H Jur), called 

by us Abderames, a petty prince in the king- 
dom of Morocco, who murdered 'Imad-uddin, 
his predecessor and nephew, and was himself 
after a long reign assassinated by a chieftain 
whose death he meditated, a.d. 1503, a.h. 
911. 

'Abdul-Rahman, the Sultan of Fez 

and Morocco, born 1778, was rightful heir 
to the throne when his father died ; but was 
supplanted by his uncle, after whose death he 
ascended the throne in 1823. His eldest son 
Sidi Muhammad (born 1803) is heir to the 
throne. 

'Abdul-Rahman Khan (^*»» A\ 

tijL^), !Nawab of Jhajjar, who on 

account of his rebellion during the mutiny of 
the native troops in a.d. 1857, a.h. 1274, 
was found guilty and executed at Dehli before 
the Kofcwali on the 23rd December of the 
same year. He was a descendant of Naiabat 
*Ali Ahun, to whom in 1806, when Sir G. 
Barlow was Governor-General of India, were 
granted the large territorial possessions held 
by the late Nawab, yielding a yearly revenue 
of 12 J lacs, and consisting of jhajjar, Badli, 
Karaund with its fort, Naraaul, etc. In 
addition to these, expressly for the purpose 
of keeping up 400 horsemen, the territory of 
Badwan and DadrT was granted. Up to May, 
1857, he had always been looked upon as a 
staunch friend of the British Government; 
but when the rebellion burst forth, he forgot 
all his obligations to the British, and sided 
with the rebels. 
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'Abdul-Rahman Khan ( ~*^J1 
^jLsw), Sadr-us-Sudur of Kanhpur 


(Cawnpore), a rebel and a staunch supporter of 
Nun* §ahib, when that rebel commenced 
his career. He was hanged at Kanhpur, in 
June, 1858, a.h. 1274. 

'Abdul - Rahman Sulami (Shaikh), 

author of the Tabaqat St/Jiga, a work on 
Sufism. He died in a.d. 1021, ah. 412. 
He is also called AbQ-'Abdur-rabman. 

'Abdul-Rahman, son of 'Abdul-'Aziz 
NaqshbandT, the father-in-law of Salaiman 
Shikoh, who married his daughter in a.h. 
1062, the 25th year of Shah Jahan. 


'Abdul-Rahman Ohishtl Lj**^ Jus 
^ - »- m .i ^ »), author of the Mir-dt-%- 

Mas'ud*, which contains the legendary history 
of Salar Mas'ud Ghazi, buried at Bahraicn 
in Audh. 'Abur-rabmSn died during the 
reign of Aurangzlb in a.h. 1094.

He 
had reigned but one year, when Tughril, one 
of his nobles, assassinated him and mounted 
the throne of GhaznT. fughril reigned only 
forty days, andTwas murdered on the Persian 
New Year's day in March a.d. 1053, a.h. 
444, when Farrukhzad, a brother of 'Abdur- 
Kashid, succeeded him. 


•Abdul-Rashid (Mir) (^ Ju-i J! Juc) 


son of 'Abdul- GhafQr-ul-HusainT. He lived 
in the time of the emperor Shah Jahan, and 
wrote chronograms on his accession to the 
throne of Dehli in a.d. 1628, a.h. 1037. 
He is the author of the Persian Dictionary 
called Farhang-i-Rashidi, also of the Mun- 
U*hhab-ul-Lu$hat, a very useful Arabic 
Dictionary, with Persian explanations, dedi- 
cated to the emperor Shah Jahan. Another 
work of his is called Ris&la-i-Mu'arrabat. 

The Farhang-i-Rashidi, which was written 
in 1064 (a.d. 1653), is the first critical 
dictionary of the Persian language, and has 
been printed by the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal.

He was at first 
employed by Sultan AbO-Sa'id Khan as a 
Yasawal, or mace-bearer, but after his death, 
when confusion took place, he possessed him- 
self of Khurasan in a.d. 1336, ah. 737, and 
was slain, after one year and two months, 
by his brother, Wajih-uddin Mas'Qd, in 
September, 1337, §afar a.h. 738, Mas'ud 
reigned seven years, and was deposed by his 
brother Shams-uddin, who after a reign of 
four years and nine months was slain at 
Sabzwar by Qaidar Qassab. After him Amir 
Yahya Qirati made himself master of 
Khurasan, and gave the command of his 
troops to rjiaidar Qossab. In the month 
of December a.d. 1353, a.h. 754, Yahya 
slew Tughan Timur, a descendant of the 
Mughul Icings, in battle, and was himself 
slain by his nobles, after he had reigned four 
years and eight months. After nim they 
raised Khwaja Lufcf-ullah, the son of Khwaja 
Mas'ud to the masnad.

'Afa - ul - Haqq. He is the author_of the 
commentary called Taf$»r Zad-uU Ahhirat, 
in Urdu, consisting of 200,000 verses, which 
he completed about the year a.d. 1828, a.h. 
1244, as the name of the work shows. . 

'Abdul-Salam, a famous philosopher 
and physician, who died at Damascus in a.d. 
1443, a.h. 847.

of Lahor, a pupil of Amir Fatb-ullah Shirazi. 
He died in the year a.d. 1628, a.h. 1037.

a descendant of Khwaja 'Uoaid-ullah Ahrar. 
The native country of his father was Samar- 
qand, but he was born at Agra. In his 
childhood, he went with his father to Samar- 
kand, where he completed his studies. In 
the reign of Aurangzib he returned to India, 
and was, at his first introduction to the 
emperor, raised to the rank of 600, and after 
a snort time to that of 1500, with the title of 
Khan. In the reign of Jahandar Shah, the 
rank of 7000 and the title of 'Ali-Jang were 
conferred on him. He was made governor of 
Lahor, in the time of Farrukh-siyar. and was 
sent with a great army u gainst the Sikhs, 
whom he defeated and 'made prisoners with 


Banda their chief. He was made governor of 
Multan by the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
with the title of Samsam-uddaula, and his 
son, Zakariya Khan, §ubadar of I/ihor. He 
died in a.d. 1739, during the invasion of 
Nadir Shah.

Abk-J'afar ut-Tusi 
describes him in the Fihritt as the greatest 
orator and lawver of his time, the most 
ancient Mujtahid, the most subtle reasoner, 
and the chief of all those who delivered 
Fatwas. Ibn-Kasir-ush-Shaml relates that, 
when he died, Ibn-Naqib, who was one of the 
most learned of the Sunn! doctors, adorned 
his house, told his followers to congratulate 
him, and declared that, since he had lived to 
see the death of Shaikh Mufid, he should 
himself leave the world without regret. 
Shaikh Mufid is stated to have written 200 
works, amongst which one, called the Irthad, 
is well-known. He also wrote many works 
on the law of inheritance. His death took 
place in a.d. 1022, a.h. 413, or as some say 
a.d.

Timor in his conquest of Asia. 

Abu-Bakr Shlbll (Shaikh) (jjLf yj\ 
pf* jJl*-I*), a celebrated doctor of 

divinity, born and brought up at Baghdad, 
but the native country of his parents was 
Khurasan. This $uf! followed the doctrines 
of the sect of Iraan Malik, and had for his 
masters Junaid and other holy men of that 
epoch. He died at Baghdad on Friday 31st 
July, a.d. 946, 27th 3il-bijja a.h. 334, aged 
87 years. 

Abu-Bakr Siddiq (jjJup^j y\), the 

father of 'Ayisha, the wife of Muhammad the 
prophet, by whom he was so much respected 
that he received from him the surname of 


§iddiq, which signifies in Arabic "a great 
speaker of truth,' and at the Prophet's death, 
in June, a.d. 632, he was elected Khalif 
in opposition to 'AH, the son-in-law of the 
prophet. He supported with energy the new 
faitn, and reduced several of the Arabian 
tribes who wished to abandon the new 
doctrines and return to the religion of their 
fathers. Afterwards he turned his arms 
against foreign nations, and by the valour of 
his active general Khalid, he defeated an army 
of 200,000 men, whom the Greek emperor 
Heraclius had sent to ravage Syria. He did 
not long enjoy his victories: a slow fever 
wasted his vigour, and he died the very day 
that Damascus was taken ; but before he died 
he appointed for his successor 'Umar (Omar) 
the son of Khaftab. He reigned two lunar 
years three months and nine days, and expired 
in his 63rd year on Friday the' 23rd August, 
a.d. 634, 22nd Jumada II. a.h. 13. He 
was buried close to the tomb of Muhammad 
in Madina. 

Abu-Bakr Tughluq (^mJj ^0, the 

son of prince £afar Khan, and grandson of 
Flruz Shah Tughluq. was raised to the throne 
of Dehli after the assassination of his cousin 
Ghiyas-uddln Tughluq, in February, a.d. 
1389, Safar, a.h. 791. He reigned one year 
and six months, after which his uncle Prince 
Muhammad Tughluq, the son of FirGz Shah, 
who was at Nagarkoj; (Kangra) ; proclaimed 
himself king, and proceeded with an army 
towards Dehli. After some repulses he was 
victorious, entered Dehli, and ascended the 
throne in the month of August, a.d. 1390, 
Ramazan, a.h. 792. Abu-Bakr who had fled 
towards Mewat, was taken prisoner on the 
29th November of the same year, 20th 
£il-bijja, and sent to the fort of Mirath 
(Meerut), where he died some years after.

Muhammad, who was governor of Syria in 
the time of the Khalifa UJmar. 

Abu-Daud Sulaiman bin -al- Ash' as 

(O^iJI ^ ^U-JU Jj'j tf\), BUT- 

named Al-SijistanI, author of a Kitdb t/«- 
Sunan, which contains 4,800 traditions, selected 
from a collection made by him of 600,000. 
It is considered the fourth book of the Sunna. 
He was born in a.d. 817, a.h. 202, and died 
at Basra in a.d. 888, a.h. 276. 

Abu - Daud Sulaiman bin - 'Uqba 

surnamed Az-?ahiri. He is the translator 
and commentator of Euclid in Arabic. He 
was also the founder of a Sunni sect, but had 
few followers, and was called Az-£ahirf, 
because he founded his system of jurisprudence 
on the exterior (zahir), or literal meaning of 
the Quran and the traditions, rejecting the 
qiyas. He was born at Kufa a.d. 817, a.h. 
202, and died at Baghdad in a.d. 883, a.h. 
270. Some authors say that he died a.h. 276 
(a.d. 888). He was a great partisan of 
Shafi'i. 

Abu-Hafs al-Bukhari (^^Jls^ ^j\ 

jj^UcUl), a mufti of Bukhara, and 

a very rigid Musalman. He was surnamed 
Al-Kabir, the Great, to distinguish him 
from his son, who was surnamed Al-$aghir, 
the Little, or the Younger, and was also a 
learned teacher, but not so famous as his 
father. 

Abu-Hafs Haddad, 'Amr, son of 8a- 

lama, of RishapQr, a saint, who died in a.h. 
264. 

Abu-Hafs 'Umar (^j** ^a-i-o* y>\ 

<y*>-\) 9 son of A^ mad, author of 330 

works, among which are Targhib and Taftlr 
and Mamad. He died in a.d. 996, a.h. 
386. 

Abu - Hafs 'Umar al - G-haznawi 

surnamed Siraj-uddin, a follower of Abu- 
QanTfa, and author of the Arabic work called 
Zubdat-ul- Ahkam, which expounds the prac- 
tical statutes of the different doctrines of the 
four Sunni sects. He died in a.d. 1371, 
a.h. 773. 

Abu-Hamid (Imam) (*L«1 Ju^Uv- *jl 

jJl^c «x*«** cir j), son of Muhammad, 
surnamed GhazzalT. He is the author of 


the Arabic work on theology, called Ihyou- 
'ulum-id din, and of many other works. He 
died in a.d. 1111, a.h. 606.

Aus bin Malik, was one of the six authors 
most approved for Muhammadan traditions.

91, aged 103 years, after having begot 100 
children. He was the last that was styled 
§ababa, that is to say, friends, companions, 
and contemporaries of Muhammad. 


Abu-Hanifa (Imam) UU\ *i~»- f\), 

Abu-Haraira (tjjjbjS), that is "father 

of the kitten/' so nicknamed by Muhammad, 
because of his fondness for a cat, which he 
always carried about with him. He was so 
constantly called by this name, that his true 
name is not known, nor his pedigree. He 
was such a constant attendant upon Muham- 
mad, that a great many traditions go under 
his name ; so many, indeed, that the multi- 
tude of them make people suspect them. 
Nevertheless, others receive them without 
hesitation as of undoubted authority. He 
was Qazi of Mecca in the time of 'Usman. 
He died in the year a.d. 679, a.h. 69. 

Abu-Huaain Zarrin (^lj\ ^^u*- jt\), 

of Hirat, and master of Abu- 'Abdullah 
Maghribi. He died at the age of 120. 

Abu-Hatim (*jL»- ^j\) t a celebrated 

Musalman lawyer.

Abu-Ibrahim Ismail ( J*st*J p+bjAyA 
^j*S! ^fl*r ^X son of Yafcya al- 

Mazani, a distinguished disciple of Imam 
Shafi'i, and author of the J ami 1 Saghhir 
and other works. He died in the year a.d. 
878, a.h. 264. He was the most celebrated 
amongst Shafi'i' s followers for his acquaint- 
ance with the legal system and juridicial 
decisions of his preceptor, and for his know- 
ledge of the traditions. Amongst other works, 
he wrote the Mukktafir, the Manfltr, the 
Rasail-ul- Mu'iabira, and the Kitab-ul- 
Wa§«%q. The MufshPifir is the basis of all 
the treatises composed on the legal doctrines 
of Shafi'i, who himself entitled Al-Mazani 
"the champion" of his doctrine. 

Abu-Is-haq, son of Alptigln, indepen- 
dent governor of Ghazni. Abu-Is-baa handed 
over the reigns of the government to Subukti- 
gin, who, on Is-bao/s death, in a.d. 977, 
a.h. 367, usurped the throne. 
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Abu-Is-haq (xta* ^ J^*\ tf\), the 

son of Muhammad, an inhabitant of Syria, 
who wrote an excellent commentary to Muta- 
nabbi. He died in a.d. 1049, a.h. 441. 

Abu-Is-haq Ahmad (xt^-l Jh«^ J\) 


or Abul-Is-haq Ibrahim bin-Isma'il, author 
of the Qifaf-ul-Anbii/a, which contains an 
account of the creation of the world, and 
a history of all the prophets preceding 
Muhammad ; also the history of Muhammad 
till the battle of Ufcud, a.d. 623. He died 
in a.d. 1036, a.h. 427. 

Abu-Is-haq al-Kaziruni Cl^I ^j\ 

jJj^j jl£M), a Muhammadan saint who, 

they say, lighted a lamp in the mosque of 
the college called " Takht Si raj/' which con- 
tinued burning for four hundred years till the 
time of Bin-Qasim.

'Abdullah Ansari, was governor of Shiraz m 
the reign of Sultan Abti-Sa'id Khan, and was 
murdered during the reign of Arpu. Kh»in, in 
a.d. 1335, a.h. 736. His son, Amir Mas'ud, 
who succeeded him, was also slain shortly 
after, when his brother, Abu-Is-haq, took 
possession of Shiraz in 1336. He reigned 18 
years ; but when Amir Muhammad Muzaffar 
besieged Shiraz, in a.d. 1363, a.h. 754, 
Abu-Is-haq fled to Isfahan, where he was 
slain four years after, on Friday the 12th 
May, a.d. 1357, 21st Jumada I. a.h. 768. 

Abu-Is-haq Shami, of Syria, a famous 

saint, who died on the 14th RabP II. 329, 
and lies buried at 'Akka.

He was born at Amul in 
Tabaristun in a.d. 838, a.h. 224, and died 
at Baghdad in a.d. 922, a.h. 310. He was 
also the author of a commentary to the 
Quran. His son, Muhammad T&bari, was 
also an author, and died about twenty yean 
later.

As-§aduq, one of the earliest of the many 
writers on the Quran among the Shi'as. He 
lived in the fourth century of the Hijra, 
and was a contemporary of Rukn-ud-daula 
Dailami. He was one of the greatest of the 
collectors of Shi'a traditions, and the 
most celebrated of all the Imamiya lawyers 
of Qum in Persia. This writer composed 
a large and a small Tafslr. There is 
considerable uncertainty as to the exact 
time when he lived. Snaikh Tusi says in the 
FihrUt that Abu-Ja'far died at Rai in a.h. 
331, a.d. 942, but this appears to be 
erroneous. Shaikh Najashi, who died in 
a.d. 1014, states that Abu-Ja'far visited 
Baghdad whilst yet in the prime of life, in 
a.h. 355, a.d. 965, which might well have 
been the case, since Abul -Hasan 'All bin- 
Babwaihi, the father of Abu Ja'far, did not 
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die until ah. 329, a.d. 940. In addition to 
this, Nur-ullah relates, on the authority of 
the Shaikh ad-Durysati (Duryast, a Tillage 
near Bai, which is now called Durasht), that 
Abu- Ja'far lived in the time of Bukn-ud-dauln 
Dailami, and had repeated interviews with 
that prince, who, as is well-known, reigned 
from a.h. 338 to a.h. 336, a.d. 949—976. 
He is also the author of the Man ta yahzarhu 
el-Faqih, which is the fourth of the four 
authentic hooks on Shi 'a tradition, called 
" Kutab Arba." He is said to have written 
in all 172 works, and to have been specially 
skilled in Ijtihid (jurisprudence, q.v.). 

Abu-Ja'far Muhammad bin -Hasan 
al-Tusi Shaikh, who was one of the 

chief Mujtahids of the Imamiya or Shi'a 
sect, is the author of the work entitled 
Fihr\9tu-Kutub-i*h-Shl % a tea Asma-H-Mufan- 
nijin. It is a bibliographical dictionary of 
Shi'a works, together with the names of the 
authors. The greater part of this author's 
works were publicly burnt in Baghdad in the 
tumult that arose' between the Sunnis and 
Shi'as in a.d. 1066, a.h. 448 — 460, Abu- 
J 'afar died in a.d. 1067. He is also the 
author of a very extensive commentary on the 
Quran, in twenty volumes, which is generally 
called the Taftir-ut-Tim, though it was 
entitled by its author the Majtna*-ul-Bayan 
li-'ulum-il- Quran. . Among the Four Books 
on Shi 'a #adis, called Kutab Arba l t the two 
first in order were composed by him entitled 
Tahzib-ul- Ahkamj and Istibfar. His chief 
works are the Mabmt and JChitiif, which are 
held in great estimation, as are also the 
JVtAaya and the Muhij, by the same author. 
The Ht9ala-i-Ja*fariya is likewise a legal 
treatise by at-Tusi, which is frequently 
quoted. 

Abu-Jahl (J^r y>\\ the uncle of 

'Umar ibn-ul-Khaftab (" Father of ignor- 
ance/' Jahl means theological ignorance, or 
unbelief). He was one of the most inveterate 
enemies of Muhammad and his religion. 
Though his son 'Ikrima became a convert to 
the tenets of Muhammad, yet the father was 
for ever shut out from paradise ; and so 
violent is the resentment of the Musalmans 
against this first enemy of their prophet, that 
they call the colocynth, in contempt, the 
melon of Abu-Jahl/ Abu-Jahl was slain in 
the battle of Badr, which he fought against 
Muhammad, together with Al- As, his brother, 
in the 70th year of his age, in the month of 
March, a.d. 624, Ramadan a.h. 2. 

Abu-Lahab (v-^J yj\), the uncle of 

Muhammad, also called 'Abdul-'Uzza, was 
the son of 'Abdul-Mutjalib and one of the 
bitterest enemies of Muhammad and his 
doctrines. He died of grief within a week 
after the defeat of Abu-Sufyan in the battle 
of Badr, which took place about the begin- 
ning of the year a.d. 624, a.h. 2. He was 


a man of wealth, of proud spirit, and irritable 
temper. His son 'Utba was engaged, or 
according to some, married to, Mohammad's 
third daughter Buqayya, but when Muham- 
mad appeared as a prophet, the contract was 
dissolved, and Buqayya married her lover 
'Ustnan. AbQ-Lanab was also allied to 
the" rival line of Quraish, having married 
Umm- Jamil, sister of Abu-Sufyan. 

Abu-Lais Nasir Samarkand!, author 

of the work on jurisprudence in Arabic called 
Fiqh Abu-Laify&nd the Ghunyat-ul-Mubtadi. 

Abul- 'Abbas, surnamed Al-Saffah, 

which see. 

Abul-'Abbas Ahmad bin-Muhammad, 
commonly called Ibn- 4 Uqda, was one of the 
greatest masters of the science of traditions, 
and was renowned for his diligence in collect- 
ing them, and the long and frequent journeys 
which he undertook for the purpose of obtain- 
ing information on the subject. Al-Darqutni, 
the Sunni traditionist, is reported to have 
said that Ibn-'Uqda knew 300,000 traditions 
of the Ahl-i-Bait and the Banu-Hashim. He 
died in a.d. 944, a.h. 333. 

Abul-'Abbas bin -Muhammad (yj\ 

J> a t** ijj (jwLtJtil), author of the 

Arabic work Ma l rifat-us-$ahaba, and other 
books. He died in a.d. 1041, a.h. 432. 

Abul-'Abbas Fazl, bin-Ahmad, of Is- 
farain, was minister to Mahmud of Ghazni. 

Abul-'Aina (l.i + x\\ jj\), a Musalman 

lawyer, celebrated for his wit. When Musa, 
son of the khalifa 'Abdul Malik, put to death 
one of Abul-'Aina' s friends, ana afterwards 
spread a report that he had escaped, Abul- 
'Aina said in the words of the Lawgiver of 
the Hebrews, "Moses smote him and he 
died." The sentence was reported to the 
prince, and Abul-'Aina was summoned to 
appear. Instead of dreading the threats of 
the tyrant, he boldly replied in the words of 
the following verse in Exodus, " Wilt thou 
kill me to-day as thou killedst the other man 

Sesterday P " The ingenuity of the expression 
isarmea the anger of Musa, who loaded him 
with presents. 

Abul-'Ala OLJ! jj\), entitled Malik- 

usb-Shu'ara, or royal poet, of Gania, 
flourished in the time of Manuchihr, ruler 
of Shirwan. The poets Falaki and Khaqani 
were his pupils, ana to the latter he gave his 
daughter in marriage. 

Abul-'Ala Ahmad bin-'AbduUah al- 
Ma'arri (*JJ\ juj: ^ ±as^\ LaJI ^j\ 

^JjXa^\), a celebrated Arabian philo- 
sopher, free-thinker and poet, horn at 
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Ma'arra in Syria on Friday the 26th 
December, a.d. 973, 1st Babi* I. a.h. 
363. Though he lost his sight in the third 
year of his age by the small-pox, his poetry 
is animated and his descriptions are beautiful 
and striking. He died on Friday the 9th of 
May, a.d. 1057, 1st Babi' I. a.h. 449. He 
was the panegyrist of Al-qfivim Billah, the 
Jchalifa of Baghdad, and has left a Dlwan in 
Arabic.

(Mir), son of Mir Abul-Wafa Hasani, of 
Agra, was born in the year a.d. 1582, 
a.h. 990. His grandfather Mir 'Abd-us- 
Salam came to India from Samarqand, and 
went on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and died 
after some years. His father Mir Abul- 
Wafa died at Fatfepur Sikri, from which 
place his remains were conveyed to Dehli 
and buried close to the college situated near 
the Lai Darwaza. When Raja Man Singh 
was appointed governor of Bengal, Mir Abul- 
4 Ala accompanied him, and was honored with 
the rank of 3000, but he soon left him and 
proceeded to Aimir, and thence to Agra, 
where he passed the remainder of his fife, 
and is said to have performed many miracles. 
He died on Friday the 21st January, a.d. 
1651, 9th $afar, a.h. 1061, aged 71 lunar 
years, and lies buried at Agra, at a place 
near the karbala, where every year on the 
anniversary of his death a great number of 
people assemble together and worship his 
tomb.

Abul-Faraj (-y&\ j\), who in some 

of our Biographical Dictionaries is called 
Abulfara^ius (George), was the son of Aaron, 
a Christian physician, born at Malatia in 
Armenia, near the source of the Euphrates 
in a.d. 1226. He followed his father's 
profession, but afterwards studied the 


Eastern languages and divinity, and was 
ordained bishop of Guba in his 20th year, 
from whence he was translated to Lacabena 
and Aleppo. He wrote a work on history, 
called Mu&tatir-ud-Dawai, divided into 
dynasties, which is an epitome of universal 
history from the creation to his own time. 
The most excellent part of the work is that 
which relates to the Saracens, Mughuls, and 
the conquests of Chingiz Khan. Dr. Pococke, 
Professor of Hebrew and Arabic at Oxford, 
published this work in 1663, in the original 
Arabic, with a Latin version to it. Abul- 
Faraj died in a.d. 1286, a.h. 685. 

Abul-Faraj *Ali (^ ^La ^jlM jjI 
), the son of Husain bin- 


Muhammad Quraishi Isfahan!, was born in 
the year a.d. 897, a.h. 284, and was 
brought up at Baghdad. He is the author 
of a famous work called Kitdb~ul-Jghani, or 
Book of Songs, an important biographical 
dictionary, notwithstanding its title, treating 
of grammar, history, and science, as well as 
of poetry. The basis is a collection of one 
hundred Arabian songs, which he presented 
to Saif-ud-daula, prince of the race of I^am- 
dan, who ordered him a thousand dinars. 
The minister of that prince, thinking this 
sum too small for the merit of the work, on 
which the author had laboured fifty years, 
doubled it. The author of this celebrated 
work died in a.d. 967, a.h. 356, having lost 
his reason previous to his death.

597, and is buried 
at Baghdad. His father's name was 'AH, 
and that of his grandfather Jauzi. One of his 
works is called Talbit IblU, The Temptation 
of Satan. 

Abul-Faraj Runi (^ ^\ ^\) f of

author of a Dlwan, and was the panegyrist 
of Sultan Ibrahim (the grandson of Sultan 
Mahmud of Ghazni) who reigned from a.d. 
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1069 to 1088, a.h. 451 to 481. Anwari 
imitated his style.

al-Marghmanl al-Samarqandl, author of the 
Fueul-ul-'Imndiyo, which comprises forty 
sections containing decisions respecting mer- 
cantile matters, and being left incomplete at 
the author's death, which took place in a.d. 
1253, a.h. 651, was finished by Jamal-uddln 
bin- 'Imad-uddin. 

Abnl-Fath Bilgrami Qazl (Jtd\ ^\), 

commonly called Shaikh Kamal. It is men- 
tioned in the work called Sharaif-i-' Usmani, 
that he was born in the year a.d. 1511, a.h. 
917, and that in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar he held the situation of Qazi of 
Bilgram, and died in the year a.d. 1592, 
a.h. 1001. Mulla Firuz *UsmanI found the 
chronogram of the year of his death in the 
letters of his name, viz. : Shaikh Kamal. 

Abnl-Fath Busti Shaikh CJLill j>\ 

luj), a learned Musalman of Bust, 


who lived in the time of Sul(an Mahmud 
of Ghazni, wrote excellent poetry on divinity, 
and died in July, a.d. 1039, Shawwal, a.h. 
430. He is the author of a Dlwan in Arabic. 

Abnl-Fath GHlani (^l£ JJA\ ^j\), 

surnamed Masib-uddin, the son of 'Abdur- 
Hazzaq, a nobleman of Gilan, was a physician 
in the service of the emperor Akbar. In the 
year a.d. 1589 he proceeded to Kashmir with 
that monarch, and during the emperor's 
progress from Kashmir to Kabul, he died 
at a place called Dhantur, on the 20th June 
of the same year, 16th Sha'ban, a.h. 997, 
and was buried at Baba Hasan Abdal. He 
had come to India with his two brothers 
Hakim Humam and Qakim Nnr-uddin 
Qarari about the year a.d. 1567, a.h. 974.

Abnl-Fath Lodi, chief of Multan. 
Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni took Multan in 
a.d. 1010, and carried away Abul-Fatl? as 
prisoner to Ghazni. 


Abnl-Fath Muhammad al-Shahrls- 
tani ( L ^li r r rr iJ! **** £-iH y>\), 

author of the Arabic work called Kitab ul- 
Milal tvan-Nihal, or the Book of Religious 
and Philosophical Sects-. This book, which 
gives a full account of the various fiunni 
sects, was translated into Latin and published 
by Dr. Haarbriicker, in a.d. 1850, and into 
English by the Rev. Dr. Cureton. Shah- 
ristani died in a.d. 1153, a.h. 548. 

Abul-Fath Nasir bin-Abnl-Makarim 
Mntarrizl (yj\ ^^j^-^Li -rfJLH ^j\ 

ij\j&* *.&*!!), author of the Arabic 

Dictionary called Mug&rib. He died in a.d. 
1213, a.h. 610 in Jthwarazm. He was a 
Mu 4 tazilite and invited people to that faith. 
He is also the author of the Sharh Maqam^t 
Hariri, and of another work called Kitab 
Azharl. The inhabitants of Khwarazm used 
to call him the master of Zamaqhshari, and 
on his death the poets wrote more than seven 
hundred elegies in his praise. 

Abnl-Fath Nasir bin -Muhammad 
(j*\j Jlil\ yi\) } author of the Jamf- 

ul-Ma'arif. 

Abnl-Fath Rukn-nddin bin-Husam 
Nagorl (^J^^ f>&\ y\), author 

of a work on jurisprudence, entitled the 
Fata tea Hammnaiya, which he composed and 
dedicated' to his tutor, Hammad-uddm Ah- 
mad, chief-aazi of Naliarwala (Pafcan) in 
Oujrat. This work was lithographed in the 
original Arabic at Calcutta in a.d. 1825. 

Abnl-Fath 'TJsman (^Ulc Shl\ y\), 

surnamed Malik ul-'Aziz 'Imad-uddin, 
second king of Egypt of the Ayyfibite 
dynasty. He acted as viceroy of Egypt 
during the absence of his father, Sultan 
§alab-uddin Yusuf ibn-Ayyub, in Syria. 
On the demise of his father at Damascus 
in a.d. 1193, he took possession of the 
supreme power with the unanimous consent 
of the great military officers of the empire. 
He was born at Cairo on the 7th of January, 
a.d. 1172, 8th Jumada I., a.h. 567, reigned 
about five years, and died at Cairo on the 
23rd November, a.d. 1198, 21st Mubarram, 
a.h. 595. 

Abnl-Fazl 'Abdul-Malik bin-Ibrahim 
al-Hamadani al-Mukaddasl (y\ 

t.jXJ\ Jus J*fiJLl\), author of the 

Faraiz-ul-Muqaddasi, a treatise on the law of 
inheritance according to the Shafi'i doctrine. 
He died a.d. 1095, a.h. 489. 
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Abul-Fazl Balhaki(J^j J^dAJI y\), 

author of several works on history. Vide 
Baihaqi. 

Abul-Fazl Ja'far (jus*- J*J}\ #\) t 

son o! the khalifa Al-Muktafi, was a great 
astronomer. Fide Al-Mutawakkil. 

Abul-Fazl Muhammad (J<JJLH *j\ 

t\A^s^*\ author of the Arabic Dic- 
tionary called fjlurah-ul-Lughat. 

Abul-Fazl (Shaikh) (p** J^LiJ^O, 

Akbar's favorite Secretary and Wazir. His 
poetical name was 'Allami. He was the 
second son of Shaikh Mubarak of Nagor, 
and brother of Shaikh Fain. He was born 
in the year a.d. 1651, a.h. 958, and was 
introduced to the emperor in the 19th year 
of his reign. His writings prove him to 
have been the most learned and elegant 
writer then in the East. He is celebrated 
as the author of the Akba>nama and the 
Aln-Akbart, and for his letters, called 
Makiubat-i-' Allami, which are considered 
in India models of public correspondence. 
The history of the Mughul emperors he 
carried on to the 47th year of Akbar's reign, 
in which year he was murdered. He was 
deputed with prince Sultan Murad in a.d. 
1597, a.h. 1006, as Commander-in-Chief 
of the army of the Deccan, and on his being 
recalled five years after, he was advancing 
towards Narwar with a small escort, when 
he fell into an ambuscade laid for him by 
Birsingh Deo Bundela, raja of Urcha in 
Bundelkhand, at the instigation of Prince 
Salim (afterwards Jahangir) on suspicion 
of being the occasion of a misunderstanding 
between him and the emperor his father ; 
and although Abul-Fazl defended himself 
with great gallantry, he was cut off with 
most of his attendants, and his head was 
sent to the prince, who was then at Allaha- 
bad. This event took place on Friday the 
13th of August, a.d. 1602, 4th Rabi< I, a.h. 
1011. Akoar was deeply afflicted by the 
intelligence of this event ; he shed abundance 
of tears, and passed two days and two nights 
without food or sleep. Abul-Fazl is also 
the author of the l Ay nr- Danish, which is a 
translation of Pilpay's Fables in Persian.

Abul-Fida Ismail Hamawl OjJLil y\ 

cjy+z*- fj-ftfe**^), whose full name is 
Malik Muayyad Isina'il Abul-Fida, son of 


Malik -ul-Aizal, a learned and celebrated 
prince, who succeeded his brother Ahmad as 
King of IJamat, in Syria, in the year a.d. 
1342, a.h. 743. When a private man, he 
published in Arabic an account of the regions 
beyond the Oxus called Taqwim-ul- Bulddn, 
which was first edited by Grsevius, with a 
Latin translation, London, 1650, and by 
Hudson, Oxford, 1712. Abul-Fida died in 
1345, a£ed 72, at Hamat. The principal of 
Abul-Fida's other works is his abridgment of 
Universal History down to his time, called 
T&rl& Mukhtatir. He is very exact, and his 
style is elegant, on which account his works 
are very much esteemed.

Abul-Faiz Muhammad bin-Husaln 

bin- Ahmad, surnamcd Al Katib, or 

the Writer, is better known by the name of 
bin -Ahmad. He was a wazir of Sultan 
Rukn-ud-daula, of the Boyides. He was a 
great orator and a poet, and brought Arabian 
caligraphy to perfection. He died in a.d. 
961, a.u. 360. 

Abul-Futuh Razl Makki ( r fJd\ y\ 
**&** %Jj]j\ author of the Arabic 

work called Sisdla, or Kitab ITasaniya, 
which has a great reputation amongst the 
Shi'as, particularly in Persia. It consists of 
an imaginary disputation between a Shi'a 
slave-girl and a learned Sunni lawyer, on 
the merits of their respective doctrines, in 
which, as a matter of course, the girl utterly 
discomfits her opponent. The argument is 
very ingenuously managed, and the treatise, 
taken altogether, furnishes a good and concise 
exposition of the tenets of the Shi'as, and the 
texts on which their belief is founded. This 
work was translated from Arabic into Persian 
by Ibrahim Astarabadi, in a.d. 1551. 

Abul-Grhazi Bahadur (.jl^j ufjUl^), 

Khan of the Tartars, was descended from 
the great Chingiz Khan. He came to the 
sovereignty of Khwarazm on the death of his 
brother; and after 20 years, during which 
he was respected at home and abroad, he 
resigned the sovereignty to his son, Anusha 
Muhammad, and retired to devote himself to 
literature. He wrote a valuable genealogical 
history of the Tartars, the only Tartar history 
known in Europe, but did not live to finish 
it. He died a.d. 1663, a.h. 1074, and on 
his death -bed charged his son and successor 
to complete his history, which he performed 
in two years after his father's death. This 
valuable work was translated in to German by 
Count Strahlenberg, and a French translation 
appeared at Leyden in 1726.

called £ul-Rama, son of 'Uqba. He was an 
Arabian poet, and was contemporary with 
Farazdaq.

Abul- Husain Ahmad bin -'All al- 

Najashi, author of a biographical 

work entitled Kitdb-ur-Rijal, comprising the 
lives of eminent Shi'as. Najashi died in 
a.h. 405 (a.d. 1014). 

Abnl -Husain 'All bin-'Umar al- 
Darqutni (^ ^ J* ^t^^ ^ 

^JaS.ta), a Sunn! traditionist, whose 

collection of traditions, like those of Abu- 
Bakr Ah niad-bin-al- Husain al-Baihaqi, are 
of the highest authority. He died in a.d. 
995, a.h. 385. 

Abul-Husainbin-Abu-Ya'la al-Farra 
(Kazi) l^Hyj\ ^ {:r ~A\ r j\), 

author of the Tabaqat-ul-Hanbahya, which 
comprises the lives of the most famous lawyers 
of the sect of Ibn-Qanbal ; it was commenced 
by our author, continued by Shaikh Zain- 
uddin 'Abdur- Rahman bin- Ahmad, commonly 
called Ibn-Raiab, and concluded by Yusuf 
bin-Hasan al-Muqaddasf ; these three writers 
died respectively in a.d. 1131, 1392, and 
1466, a.h. 626, 795, and 871. 

Abul-Husain Kharqani ( .-.. ^\ ^j\ 
^iUjsL), author of the Sharh-%- 


Ma&zan-ul-A*rdr, and Mir-at-ul-Muhaqqi- 
qin, containing an explanation of the cere- 
monies used on the induction of a §ufX, and 
the rules of the order. He died a.d. 986, 
a.h. 376.

Abul-Hasan, the son of I timad-ud- 

daula, prime minister of the emperor Jahangir, 
had three daughters, viz. Arjmand Banu, 
also called Mumtaz-Maljall, married to the 
emperor Shah Jahan; Sultan Zamania, the 
second daughter, was married to Sultan 
Parwiz ; and the third, Badr-uzzamania, to 
Shah * Abdul- Lafclf, the spiritual guide of the 
emperor 'Alamgir.

Abul-Hasan 'Abdullah (Imam) (t_jl 

t i8« ^ *JJU-x &»J\) 9 son of 

Muqanna'. He translated Pilpay's Fables 
from the Pahlawi language into Arabic by 
order of Abu-Ja'far Mansur, the second 
khalifa of the house of 'Abbas, who reigned 
at Baghdad from a.d. 754 to 775. The book 
is called Kalila Damna. 

Abul-Hasan 'All ( Ju£ {zr ^J\ jjl), 


author of the works called Sunan and 'Hal. 
He died a.d. 990, a.h. 380. 

Abul-Hasan 'All bin-al-Husain al- 
Kumi (^*a\\ ^^^ ^ { ^\ yj\ 

4uyj\j), commonly called Babwaihi, 

who is said to have died in a.d. 940, a.h. 
329, was the author of several works of note, 
one of which is called Kitab-uth-SharVa. 
This writer is looked upon as a considerable 
authority, although his fame has been almost 
eclipsed by his more celebrated son, Abu- 
Ja'far Muhammad Ibn- Babwaihi (p. 14). 
When these two writers are quoted together, 
they are called the two $aduqs. He is also 
the author of the Kitdb-ul-Mawdrii, a 
treatise on the law of inheritance. 

Abul-Hasan 'All (^ ^ ^^J\ ^j\ 

Ayju»* (jUaJu*), the son of Sultan 

Mas'ud I., ascended the throne at Ghaznf, 
on Friday 29th December, a.d. 1049, 1st 
Sha'ban, a.h. 441, reigned little more than 
two years, and was deposed by his brother, 
'Abdur-Rashid, in a.d. 1052, a.h. 443. 

Abul-Hasan Ash'ari ( ... Jl ^j\ 

i)~xa~>\ ^\ ±Jj*£>\), son of Ismail. 

He was a Mu'tazilite, but afterwards became 
a Sunni. He is the author of nearly 400 
works. He died in the year a.d. 936, a.h. 
324. 

Abul-Hasan Juijani (^^u-Jl yj\ 
^JLs^-jjO, ft celebrated lawyer, a 


native of Jurjan or Georgia. Vide Jurjanl. 
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Abul-Hasan Qhan (Mirza) ( ( j M ^s*\^)\ 

\\j-* ^A-^), Persian ambassador to 

the British Court in 1809 and 1819. He is 
the author of a work called Hairat-natna, or 
book of wonders, which title was given to it 
by Fatfc 'All Shah, king of Persia. It 
contains a long account of the Khan's travels 
in India, Turkey, Russia, England, etc. 

Abul-Hasan Qutb-Shah ( .^"^ yj\ 

2fL& t_»*kJ), whose literary name 

was Tana Shah, was the son-in-law of 'Ab- 
dullah Qu];b-Shah, after whose demise, about 
the year a.d. 1672, a.h. 1083, he succeeded 
to trie throne of Golkonda in Haidarabad, 
Deccan. This place was conquered by 
'Alamgir, after a siege of seven months, on 
the 22nd September, a.d. 1687, 24th £il- 
qa'da, a.h. 1098, and Abul-Hasan was taken 
prisoner and confined for life in the citadel 
of Daulatabad. Golkonda was then reduced 
to a province of the empire of Hindustan. 
Abul-Hasan died in confinement about the 
year a.d. 1704. He was the last Sultan of 
the Qutb-shahi dynasty, and a famous poet 
in the JDakini, or dialect of the Deccan. 

Abul-Hasan Razin bin-Mu'awiya al- 
•Abdari (4jjU* ^ s ^j {J m*s$\ y>\ 

(OJufflOy author of a collection of 

traditions hearing the same title as the one 
written by Baghawi, namely Jami* baina-l- 
$ahikain. It comprises the works of Al- 
Bukhari and Muslim, the Muwafta of Malik 
ibn-Aus, the Jami' - ut - Tirmizi, and the 
Sunans of Abu-Daud, and Al-Nasai. He 
died in a.d. 1126, a.h. 620. 

Abul-Hasan Turbati ( cr ** M sM yj\ 

^lj^J), entitled Eukn-us-Saltanat, 

an Amir who held the rank of 5,000 in the 
reign of the emperor Jahangir, and died in 
the sixth year of Shah Jahan, a.d. 1632, 
a.h. 1042, aged 70 years. 

Abul-Qaslm al-Sahrawi (^AjLH *j\ 
^Ls:^!), called in Lempriere's 

English Biographical Dictionary "Alsaha- 
ravius," an Arabian physician who lived 
about the year a.d. 1085, a.h. 478, and is 
the author of the Al-Tafrif, a treatise in 
thirty-two books on medical practice. 

Abul-Qasim Namakin (^AJLll ±j\ 

{: j+L*j), a Sayyid of Hirat, served 

with distinction under Akbar and Jahangir, 
and became a rich landowner in Bhakar, in 
Sindh. He built the great mosque in Sakhar. 
His descendants served under Shah jahan, 
'Alamgir, and Farruk-siyar.

Abul-Qaslm Nisnapuri (^LSJ| yj\ 

^^lu-J), author of a Persian work 

on Ethics, called Ganj-i-Ganj, and of another 
work, entitled Hulyat-uUMuttaqln. 

Abul-Qasim 'AbduUah (*_UJ1 yi\ 

*U\ J^c), son of Muhammad Baghawi, 

author of the book called Mu'jam, and several 
other works. He died in the year a.d. 929, 
a.h. 317. 

Abul - Qasim Isma'il bin - 'Abbad 

(J-JC4-J ^MililH jj>\), wazir of the 

Boyide prince Fakhr-ud-daula. One of the 
most splendid libraries ever collected by a 
private individual in the East was that of 
this nobleman. Ibn-Asir relates that four 
hundred camels were required to remove the 
books. 

Abul-Qasim Mirza, son of Kamran 
Mirza, brother of the emperor Humayun. In 
the year a.d. 1557, a.h. 964, he was confined 
in the fort of Gwaliar by the emperor Abkar, 
who, when going to punish JQian Zam&n, 
ordered him to be murdered. 

Abul-Qasim Kahi ( *& +JH\ y>\), 

of Isfahan, though it is usually said that he 
was of Kabul. He died at Agra. Vide 
Qasim-i-Kahi. 

Abul-Qasim of Hilla( v J L ^ »«iUN jit), 

commonly called Shaikh Muayyad, author of 
the Sharai 1 -til-Islam, a treatise on lawful 
and forbidden things. This book is of great 
authority amongst the Muhammadans pro- 
fessing Shi'a doctrines. He is also called 
Shaikh Najm-uddin Abul-Qasim Ja'far bin- 
Muayyad. He died a.d. 1277, a.h. 676. 

Abul-Qasim 'UbaiduUah bin -'Ab- 
dullah bin-Khurdadbih, died ah. 

300, a.d. 912. He is best known as Ibn- 
Khurdadbih. He wrote the Kitdb-ul-Mamlik 
teal - Mamalik, the Book of Roads and 
Kingdoms.

Abul-Khair Maulana of Khwarazm 


and poet, whose poetical name was 'Ashiq. 
From his native country he went to Hirat 
in the latter part of the reign of Sulfcan 
Husain Mirza, and was there till Muhammad 
Shaibani, commonly called Shah! Beg £han 
Uzbak, conquered that province, and took 
him to Mawaran-nahr, or Transoxiana, where 
he died in a.d. 1550, a.h. 957. The chrono- 
gram of the year of his death is "Faut-i- 
' Ashiq," the death of 'Ashiq. 
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Abul-Ma'ali, whose proper name is 

Muhammad §adr-uddin, is claimed by the 
Turks as the first of their poets, though his 
labours were not confined to their language 
alone, for he wrote in Arabic also, ana was 
in Persian the rival and opponent of Nasir- 
uddfn. He was contemporary with Jalal- 
nddln Bum! and his son Walad, and died 
about the year a.d. 1270. He is not, how- 
ever, according to Baron von Hammer, 
to be strictly considered a Turkish poet by 
his countrymen ; but the mystic tone which 
he adopted from Persian literature, and 
which he was undoubtedly the first to impress 
upon the national mind, rives him an un- 
questionable right to the place assigned him. 
The names of his works, such as the Seal 
of Perfection, and the Key of Mysteries, 
indicate the peculiarity of his taste and 
genius ; but amidst ail the confusion of 
style and thought some passages of great 
beauty and even simplicity are found in his 
works. He is lost, however, in the fame 
of his successor 'Ashik. 

Abul-Ma'all (Ju^ J-c^ JUJIyl), 

the son of 'Abdul-Majid, the most eloquent 
of the Persians, who flourished in the time 
of Suljan Bahrain Shah Ghaznawi, by whose 
order, in the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 512, he 
wrote in prose nis Katila Damna (or Pilpay's 
Fables) from a copy which B&daki, the 
celebrated poet, had formerly used for poetry. 
This version continued in vogue till the time 
of Sultan Husain Mirza, fourth in descent 
from 'Umax Shaikh, the second son of Amir 
Timur, when his prime minister Amir 
Shaikh Ahmad Suhaili got Husain Wa'i? 
to modernize it, in a.d. 1506, a.h. 910, 
under the name of Anwar Suhaili, or the 
Bays of Canopus. Abul-Fajl, the able 
prime minister of Akbar, compressed this 
work, and gave it the name of 'Aydr-ltanish, 
or the Touch -stone of Knowledge. He is 
called by Daulat Shah, Hamid-uddin Nasr- 
ullah. Vide Nasr-ullah, the son of 'Abdul 
H&mid. 

Abul-Ma'all (Shah) (*U { J\sl^\ #\), 

a chief in the service of the emperor Akbar, 
who having revolted was compelled to seek 
safety in Kabul, where Mirza Muhammad 
yikim, the brother of Akbar, gave him 
his sister, named Mihr-un-Nisa Begam, 
in marriage, and raised him to the first 
office in that kingdom. The ungrateful 
refugee, however, had not been many months 
in office, before he aspired to the kingdom 
of Kabul, and in March a.d. 1564, Sha'ban, 
a.h. 971, basely assassinated Mirza Muham- 
mad hakim's mother, his own mother-in- 
law, who was a woman of uncommon abilities, 
and might with truth be said to have ruled 
that kingdom. He then pretended to act as 
regent to the young prince, who was still in 
his minority, with a view to get rid of him 
as soon as he could conciliate the Umaras. 
In the meantime Mirza Sulaiman, prince of 


Badakhshan, attacked him, and slew him in 
a battle on the 13th May, a.d. 1564, 1st 
Shawwal, a.h. 971, and took possession of 
that country, which he held for two years. 
Abul-Ma'all was an elegant poet, and his 
poetical name was Shahbadi. 

Abul-Ma'ali (Shaikh) ( JU^Jl yj\ 

■*-* ^jLTaIH), of Allahabad, author 


of the work called Tuhfat-ul-Qfldiriya, or 
the life of Shaikh 'Abdul-Qidir Gilani. He 
resided in Lahore, and died there on the 6th 
^ April, a.d. 1615, 16th Babi' I., a.h. 1024. 

Abnl-Mafakhir Razi (^IjUll yj\ 

kJ)\jX * P°et who flourished in the 
reign of Sultan Muhammad Saljuqi. 

Abul-Mahasln (^U^ yj\) 9 author 
of the work called Mankal-i-Sdfi. 

Abul-Makarim bin-'Abdullah. There 

are three comments on the Niqaya of 'Ubai- 
dulla bin-Mas'ud, which are much esteemed ; 
they were written respectively by Abul- 
Makarim in a.d. 1501, a.h. 907 ; Abu-'Ali 
bin -Muhammad al-Biriindi in a.d. 1528, 
a.h. 935 ; and Shams-uadin Muhammad al- 
Khurasani in a.d. 1534, a.h. 941. 

Abnl-Ma'shar (^ ,:, n a \\ j->\) 9 who is 

called by some older authors Albumassar and 
Albumazar, was a learned Arabian astronomer, 
who flourished in the ninth century in the 
reign of the khalifa Al-Mamun of Baghdad, 
and wrote a treatise on the revolutions of the 
years. His full name is Ja'far bin-Muham- 
mad bin -'Uinar Abul - Ma'shar. He is 
called the prince of the Arabian astrologers. 
He was born in Balkh. In his famous work, 
called Uluf or Kitab-ul-Uiuf which he 
wrote from a Sanskrit work on astronomy, 
he asserts that, when the world was created, 
the seven planets were together in the first 
point of the sign of Aries, and that it will 
end when the same planets shall meet again 
in the last point of Pisces in their exalta- 
tion or Dragon's head. He died in a.d. 885, 
a.h. 272. His works were printed in Latin 
at Venice in 1586, 8vo. 

Abul-Najlb al-Bukhari (i^s^l y\ 

^jj\Jsxl\), poetically called also 

'Am'aq, was a Persian poet who flourished 
in the fifth century of the Hiira at the court 
of the Sultan Qadr Khan, king or khaqan 
of Turkistan, who maae him president of the 
academy of poets which he had established. 
His poem of the loves of Tusuf and Zalikha, 
whicn can be read in two different metres, 
is much admired. He was particularly 
famous for his elegies. He lived nearly 
100 years. Daulat Shah Bays, he lived in 
the time of Sulfcan San jar, who requested 
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him to write an elegy on the death of his 
daughter Malik Khatun, which he did, al- 
though he was then blind on account of old 
age. He appears to have died some years 
before or after a.d. 1145, a.h. 640. 

Abul-Sa'adat Mubarak Ibn-Asir 

al-Jazari, author of an Arabic Dictionary 
called Al-Nihat/a ft gharib-il- Hadi§. He 
died in a.d. 1209, a.h. 606. Vide Ibn-Asir. 

Abul-Wafa (Khwaja), one of the 
great saints of Khwarazm, and author of 
several works on Sufism. He died a.d. 1432, 
a.h. 83d. 

Abu-Maaz Muslim ( Ju** iU^ *->\), 

an Arabian grammarian, who died in a.d. 
803, a.h. 187. 

Abu-Mansur, surnamed al-Hakim bi- 

amr-illah, succeeded his father Al-'Aziz to 
the throne of Egypt in a.d. 990, a.h. 381, 
when only 11 years of age. In the latter 
part of his reign he fancied himself a god, 
and found no fewer than 16,000 persons who 
owned him as such. These were mostly the 
Dararians, a new sect sprung up about this 
time, who were so called from their chief, 
Muhammad Ibn-Isma'il, surnamed Darari. 
He is supposed to have inspired the mad 
khalifa with this impious notion ; and as 
Darari Bet up for a second Moses, he did 
not scruple to assert that Abu-Mansur was 
the great creator of the universe. He was 
assassinated in the year a.d. 1020. His son 
Tahir succeeded him. 

Abu-Mansur (j^*** jj\), author of 

the Kitdb-ut~ Tauhid, and several other 
works. 

Abu-Mansur 'Abdul-Kahir al-Bagh- 

dadi, author of a treatise on the law 
of inheritance according to Shafi'i. He died 
a.d. 1037, a.h. 429. 

Abu-Mas'ud, surnamed Shaikh -ul- 
Islam, a native of Constantinople, and author 
of the valuable commentary on the Quran, 
entitled Irshad-ul-'aql, flourished in the reign 
of Sultan Sallm Khan, emperor of Constanti- 
nople, and died in a.d. 1516, a.h. 922. 

Abu-Muhammad (.X* &*s* y\\ of 

Mecca, son of Abu-Talib, author of a 
commentary on the Quran, and several other 
works. He died in a.d. 1045, a.h. 437. 

Abu-Muhammad, son of Abbas, the 

son of a sister of Abu-Ja'far bin- Muhammad 
bin-Jarir al-Tabari. It is said that he had 
by heart 100,000 verses of different authors. 
He died in a.d. 993, a.h. 383, and was a 
contemporary of the author of the i Ayyar. 


Abu-Muhammad Husain bin-Mas'ud 
Farra al-Baghawi ( ,*»»&- <\*s* v\ 

i5 j * ^' *}/J Jj***** ^r^X author of 

a collection of traditions called the Mafdbih, 
in Arabic; also of the Ma'alim-ut- Tamil, 
and Skarh-ue-Sunnat. He died in a.d. 1122, 
a.h. 516. He was a vendor of furs, conse- 
quently he was called Farra. Baghawi also 
wrote a Jamx" baina-l-$ahihain. 

Abu - Muhammad Hisham bin -al- 
Hakim al - Kindi al - Shabani, 
who lived in the time of the Khalifa Harun- 
ur-Rashid, and died in a.d. 796, a.h. 179, is 
famed as one of the first compilers of Shi'a 
traditions. 

Abu-Muhammad Nasihi (a + «vs ^j\ 
^j-s?°\j), was a man of eminent 

learning in the time of Sulfcan Mas'ud I., of 
GbaznI. He wrote a book entitled Mas'udi, 
in support of the doctrine of Abu-J^anifa, 
which he presented to the king. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1035. 

Abu -Muhammad Rozbihan Bakali 
Shirazi (^ J^ )v ju^ yj\ 

^jj\j^t») t author of the Safwat-td- 

Mashdrib. He died in July, a.d. 1209, Mu- 
barram, a.h. 606. Vide Rozbihan (Shaikh). 

Abu-Muhammad Shatibi (jua^st* ±j\ 

i^-JbLi), a very learned Musalman 

and author of the Qasida Shatibiya. He 
died in a.d. 1194, a.h. 590. "His proper 
name was Qasim ; he was born at Shafibiya, 
in Andalusia, from which he derived his title 
of Shatibi. He is also the author of several 
other works. 

Abu -Muhammad Tabriz!, author of 
the Persian history called Tart&-i-Tabar%. 
The original of this book was written in 
Arabic by Abu-Ja'far bin-Jarir Tabari, in 
a.d. 912, a.h. 300, and was afterwards 
translated into Persian and continued by Abu- 
Muhammad, and dedicated to Abu-§alfh bin- 
Nufo, about the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 512. 

Abu - Musa Ja'far al - Sufi, whose 
poetical name is Jabar, was the founder of 
the Arabian school of chemistry, flourished 
towards the end of the eighth, or the com- 
mencement of the ninth century. According 
to the majority of authorities, he was born 
at Tus, in Khurasan. He wrote an immense 
number of treatises on alchemy, also a work 
on astronomy. An edition of his works in 
Latin was published at Dantzic, in 1662, and 
another in English by Russel, in 1678. 
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Abu - Musa al - Ash'arl (^~»j-* %j\ 
Lt\), one of the arbitrators 


between 'Ali and Mu'iwiya I., by whose 
decision 'AH was deposed in the year a.d. 
658, a.h. 37. Eight months after the battle 
of $ifRn between 'All and Mu'awiya, the two 
arbitrators, Abu-Musa and 'Amr, the son of 
'As, met at a place between Mecca and Kufa, 
where a tribunal was erected. Abu-Musa 
first ascending it, pronounced these words 
with a load voice: "I depose 'All and 
Mu'awiya from the Khilafat (or government) 
to which they pretend, after the same manner 
as I take this ring from my finger,*' and 
immediately came down. 'Amr then went 
up and said : " Ton hare heard how Abu- 
Musa has on his part deposed 'All; as for 
my part I depose nim too, and I give the 
Knilafat to Mu'awiya, and invest him with 
it after the same manner as I put this ring 
upon my finger ; and this I do with so much 
the more justice, because he is 'Usman's 
heir and avenger, and the worthiest of all 
men to succeed him." 

Aba-Muslim, a great general, to whom 

the Abbasides entirely owed their elevation 
to the Khilafat, for which he is commonly 
called Safcib-ud-Da'wat, or author of the 
vocation of the Abbasides. For his good 
conduct and bravery, he occupied the first 
posts in the service of the Ommaides. He 
was governor of Khurasan, a.d. 746, when 
he proclaimed the Abbasides the lawful heirs 
of the Khilafat, and in a.d. 749 transferred 
the dignity of Khalifa from the family of 
Umayya to that of the Abbasides. This 
revolution occasioned the death of above 
600,000 men; and when Abu-Ja'far Al- 
Alansur, the second Khalifa of the race of 
* Abbas, was opposed on his accession by his 
uncle 'Abdullah, son of 'All, 'Abu-Muslim 
was despatched against him. This general 
having harassed him for five months together, 
at last brought him to a general action, and 
having entirely defeated him, forced him to 
fly to Ba?ra. Notwithstanding all his services, 
however, Abu-Muslim was soon after, on 
Thursday the 13th February, a.d. 755, 24th 
Sha'ban, a.h. 137, ungratefully and bar- 
barously murdered by Al-Mansur, and his 
body was thrown into the Tigris. Abu- 
Muslim took his origin (as Isfahan!, a Persian 
historian relates) from FJamza, who pretended 
to descend from Gaudarz, one of the ancient 
kings of Persia. 

Abu-Na'im (dlUju^ ^ *-ju y)\), son 

of 'Abdullah, author of the works ' Ulya and 
Datiiil-i'NubuiDicat. He died in the year 
a.d. 1012, a.h. 403. 

Abu-Nasr Farabi C-jjAi 

Vide Farabi. ^ 

Abu-Nasr, author of a Persian work 
on Sufism, called Anis-ul- ^dltbtn. 
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Abu-Nasr Farahi ( Jb\ji +a> *j\) $ 

flourished about the year a.d. 1220, in the 
time of Bahrain Shah, son of Taj-uddin, 
ruler of Sistan (also called Nimruz), who 
began to reign in the year a.d. 1216. He is 
the author of a vocabulary in verse, called 
Nifdb-us-Sibydn. His real name is Mu- 
hammad Badr-uddin, and he belongs to 
Far ah, a town in Sijistan.

Abu-Nasr Isma'il bin-Hammad al- 
Jauharl (jU>. ^j J-**— \y-aJ yj\ 

^Jfcft-s^) is the author of the Dic- 
tionary called $ihdh-ul-Lughat. He was 
born at Farab, and died about the year a.d. 
1003, a.h. 394. 

Abu-Nasr Khan (Nawab) (Iaj %j\ 

.y J* 

<—>!y ^W), an amir of the reign 

of the emperor 'Alamgir. The mosaue of 
Jajnagar, in Orisa, was built by him in the 
year a.d. 1687, a.h. 1098. 

Abu-Nasr Maskatl ( Ai.Cu^^^aJ y\), 

a native of Maskafc, and author of the book 
called Maqamat. 

Abu-Nasr Sabur (Shapur), son of 

Ardsher. He built in the year a.d. 954, an 
edifice at Baghdad, dedicated to scientific 
and literary exercises, and collected a large 
quantity of books, designed for the use of 
Musalmans; there were, it is said, upwards 
of 10,400 volumes of all kinds, including a 
hundred Qurans, copied by the celebrated 
caligrapher Ibn-Muqla. 

Abu-Nawas (,jJy j>}), al-Hasan bin- 
Hani, a celebrated Arabian poet, born in the 
city of Basra. His merit was acknowledged 
at the court of Harun - ur - Kashid. His 
principal works have been collected by several 
persons, on which account there is a great 
difference between the copies of his works. 
His proper name is Abu- 'Ali. He died a.d. 
810, a.h. 195. 

Abu-Raihan al-Biruni (^J^Tj y\ 

Jjj^Jl), or Abu-Eailjan Muhammad 

bin-Ahmad al-Biruni, was born about the 
year a.d. 971, in the town of Birim, said to 
be situated in the province of Khwarazm. 
He was astronomer, geometrician, historian, 
scholar, and logician. Besides metaphysics 
and dialectics, he studied, and appears to 
have drawn his chief lustre from, attainments 
in the magical art. Of this the following 
instance is related. One day Sulfan Mahmud 
ordered him to deposit with a third person a 
statement of the precise manner in which the 
monarch would quit the hall where he then 
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was sitting. The paper being lodged, the 
king, instead of going out by one of the 
numerous doors, caused a breach to be made 
in the wall, by which he effected his exit; 
but how was he amazed, when, on the paper 
being examined, there was found in it a 
minute specification of the precise spot 
through which he penetrated ! Hereupon the 
prince with horror denounced this learned 
man as a sorcerer, and commanded him to be 
instantly thrown out of the window. The 
barbarous sentence was presently executed; 
but care had been taken to prepare beneath 
a soft cushion, into which the body of the 
sage sank without sustaining any injury. 
Abu -Rail? an was then called before the 
monarch, and was required to say whether by 
his boasted art he had been able to foresee 
these events, and the treatment through which 
he had that day nassed. The learned man 
immediately desirea his tablets to be sent for, 
in which were found regularly predicted the 
whole of these singular transactions. He 
travelled into different countries, and to and 
from India for the space of 40 years. He 
wrote many works, and is said to have 
executed several translations from the Greek, 
and epitomized the Almajest of Ptolemy. 
His works are said to have exceeded a camel 
load. The most valuable of all his works is 
the Tarlkh-ul-Hind. Another of his works 
is the Qanun Mas'udi, dedicated to Sultan 
Mas'ud of Ghazni, for which he received an 
elephant- loacT of silver coins. He lived in 
the time of Sultans Mahmud and Mas'ud 
Ghaznawl, and died in the year a.d. 1039, 
a.h. 430.

Abu-Sa'id (<dMju.fi ^ Juju* yj\) t 

the son of 'Abdullah, an Arabian poet who 
flourished in the court of Salah-ud-din, 
(Saladin), and was his prime minister. He 
died in the year a.d. 1201, a.h. 697. 

Abu-Sa'id (^li u-^Jt^ ^ Juju*^j1), 

the son of Kulaib ShashT, author of the book 
called Mamad Kabir. He died in a.d. 946, 
a.h. 335. 

Abu-Sa'id * Abdul -Malik bin-Quraib 

commonly called Asma'i, celebrated for his 
grammatical knowledge and eloquence. He 
was born in the year a.d. 740, a.h. 122, and 
flourished in the time of Al-Mansur, khalifa 
of Baghdad (who reigned from a.d. 754 to 
775), and died at Basra during the reign of 
Harun-ur-Rashid, or, as some authors say, 
in a.h. 216 (a.d. 832). 

Abu-Sa'id 'Abdur - Rahman bin - 
Mamun al-Mutawalli, author of the 
Far&iz Mutawalti 1 , a treatise on the law of 
inheritance according to ShafiTs doctrine. 
He died a.d. 1085, A.n. 478. 


Abu-Sa'id Baizawi (^.LdLj Juju* *jt), 

or Qazi Abu-Sa'id 'Abdullah Baizawi, author 
of the work called Nizam-ut-TawdriQ, an 
epitome of Oriental History from Adam to 
the overthrow of the Khilafat by the Tartars 
under Hulaku Khan, a.d. 1258, a.h. 674, 
written about the year 1275. Vide Baizawi. 


Abu-Sa'id Fazl-uUah (J«ii Jlul*^ 

aJJI), son of Abul-Khair, a great 

§ufi, of Mahna. His spiritual guide was 
Abul-Fazl Luqman of Sarakhs. He devoted 
himself to ascetic exercises, and spent fourteen 
years in the wilderness. He is the author of 
the Quatrains, called Ruba'iyat-i-Abu-Sa'id 
Abul-Khair. He died at the age 44 in the 
year a.d. 1068, a.h. 440. 

Abu-Sa'id Khan Bahadur (jujuj *jI 

jlj\J\ ^j^ fj^), a Sultan of 


the family of Hulaku Khan, was the son of 
Oljaitu, commonly called Muhammad Khuda- 
banda, whom he succeeded to the throne of 
Persia in December, a.d. 1316, Shawwal, 
a.h. 716, when he was only twelve years of 
age. In his time Rashid-ud-din, the author 
of the Jdmi'-ut- Tawdrikb, was put to death. 
This monarch may be termed the last of the 
dynasty of Hulaku Khan who enjoyed any 
power. The few princes of that sovereign's 
family who were raised to the throne after 
Abu-Sa'id were mere pageants, whom the 
nobles of the court elevated or cast down as 
it suited the purposes of their ambition. 
Abu-Sa'id reigned 19 lunar years, and died 
of fever on the 30th November, a.d. 1335, 
13th Rabi' II., a.h. 736. The following is 
a list of the princes of the family of Chingiz 
Khan, who were raised to nominal power 
after the death of Abu-Sa'id Khan : 

Arpa Khan (Mu'izz-uddln) was crowned in 
1335, reigned five months, and was killed 
iu battle m a.d. 1336. 

Musa Khan was elevated in 1336, reigned 
two years, and was murdered in a.d. 1338. 

Saki, sister of Abu-Sa'id Khan, was 
elevated to the throne in 1338. She 
was married to Jahan Timur, who got 
the kingdom as her dowry, but was 
deposed the same year. After him 

Sulaiman Khan was declared king ; he left 
the kingdom and went to Diyar-bakr in 
1344. 

Nausherwan was elevated in 1334. 
Abu-Sa'id Mirza (Sultan) (jl-ju* *j! 
t^LkL^j 'jj-*)i the son of Sultan 

Muhammad Mirza, son of Miranshah, son of 
Amir Timur (Tamerlane). He was born in 
a.d. 1427. After the death of his father in 
1441, he continued to live with Mirza Ulugh 
Bee, son of Mirza Shahrukh, at Samarqand^ 
ana served in his army when he was at war 
with his son Mirza 'Abdul-Latff ; but when 
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that prince was murdered by his unnatural 
son, in October, a.d. 1449, Ramazan, a.h. 
853, and be in bis torn was slain after six 
or seven months by his own soldiers, and 
Samarqand was taken possession of by Mirza 
'Abdullah, son of Mirza Ibrahim, and grand- 
son of Mirza Shahrukh, Abu- Said, with 
the assistance of Abu-K]iair Uzbak, having 
defeated and taken 'Abdullah prisoner in a 
battle, put him to death and ascended the 
throne of Samarqand in a.d. 1451, a.h. 855. 
He also took possession of Khurasan after 
the death of Babar Sultan, son of B&ya- 
aanghar Mirza, in a.d. 1457, a.h. 861, and 
greatly extended his dominions, but was at 
last taken prisoner in an ambuscade, and put 
to death on the 8th February, a.d. 1469, 
25th Bajab, a.h. 873, after he had reigned 
18 years. After his death, Sultan Husain 
Baiqra, surnamed Abul-Ghazi, a descendant 
of Amir Timor, made himself master of the 
empire. Abu-Sa'id at his death left eleven 
sons, viz. : Mirza Sultan Ahmad, Mirza 
Sulfan Mabmiid, Mirza Sultan Muhammad, 
Mirza Shahrukh. Mirza Ulugh Beg, Mirza 
'Umar Shaikh. Mirza Aba-Bakr, Mirza 
Sultan Murad, Mirza Sultan Khalil, Mirza 
Sultan Walid, and Mirza Sultan 'Umar; of 
whom four arrived to the dignity of kings, 
viz. : Mirza Ulugh Beg to the throne of 
Kabul ; Mirza Sultan Ahmad to the kingdom 
of Samarqand; Mirza *Umar Shaikh to the 
united thrones of Andijan and Ferghana ; and 
Mirza Sultan Mahmud to those of Kunduz 
and Badakhshan. Abu-Said Mirza, says 
Babar Shah, though brought up in the city, 
was illiterate and unrefined.

Abu-Sina Muhammad, author of the 

Arabic work called J)aqdiq-ul-Haqdiq t con- 
taining a collection of traditions. 

Atou-Sina (U^^jI), or Abu-'Ali Slna, 

whom we call Avicenna, was a famous 
Muhammadan physician and philosopher, who 
early applied himself to literature, botany, 
and mathematics. At the age of eighteen he 
began to practise, and with such success that 
he became physician to the court at Baghdad. 
He was born in the city of Bukhara, in a.d. 
983, a.h. 373, and died at Hamadan in July, 
a.d. 1037, a.h. 427, aged 54 lunar years, 
with the character of a learned man, but 
too much addicted to wine and effeminating 
pleasures. His books on Medicine, etc., were 
in number 100, now nearly all lost. He is 
also called Ibn-Sina. The following are the 
titles of his works : Of the Utility and 
Advantages of Sciences, 20 books ; of Inno- 
cence and Criminality, 2 books; of Health 
and Remedies, 18 books; on the means of 
Preserving Health, 3 books ; Canons on 
Physic, 14 books ; on Astronomical Observa- 
tions, 1 book ; on Mathematical Sciences ; of 
Theorems, or Mathematical and Theological 
Demonstrations, 1 book ; on the Arabic 
Language, 10 books ; on the Last Judgment ; | 


on the Origin of the Soul, and the Resurrec- 
tion of Bodies ; of the end we should propose 
to ourselves in Harangues and Philosophical 
Arguments ; Demonstrations of the collateral 
lines in the sphere ; abridgment of Euclid ; 
on Finity and Infinity ; on Physics and 
Metaphysics ; on Animals and Y egetables, 
etc. ; Encyclopaedia, 20 volumes. Avicenna 
is also creditea with an Arabic redaction of 
some of the works of Aristotle, and with 
some Persian quatrains in the style afterwards 
popularized by Umar IQiayyam (q.v.). 

Abu-Sufyan (c-^r^ ^ e)W*~» j^)i the 

son of rjlarb, the grandson of Umayya, and 
great-grandson of 'Abdul- Shams. He was 
an able and ambitious man, of great wealth 
and influence, and one of the most persevering 
and powerful opponents of Muhammad. He 
was the father of Mu'awiya, the first khalifa 
of the house of Umavya, and one of the 
heads of the tribe of Quraish, to which 
Muhammad also belonged. When Muhammad 
took up arms for the propagation of his faith, 
Abu-Sufyan was made generalissimo of his 
enemies against him ; and after the battle of 
Badr, he stood very fair for the headship of 
that tribe. But he was at last convinced 
(as it seems, by a signal victory gained by 
Muhammad over his enemies) of the truth of 
the prophet's pretensions, and was converted 
in the 8th year of the Hijra, a.d. 629. 

Abn-Sulaiman Daud (j>j!j^U*L* yl), 

bin-Abul-Fagl bin-Muhammad Fakhr Bina- 
kiti, so called from having been born at 
Binakit, or Finakit, a town in Transoziana, 
afterwards called Shahrukhiya. He is the 
author of the Tdrikh-i- Bindkiti. Its correct 
name in full length is Rauzatu uli-Ualbdb 
fi Tawdrl -il-Ak&bir wal-Amab, i.e. the 
garden of the learned in the histories of 
great men and genealogies. It is chiefly an 
abridgment of the Jdmi' -ur-Rashidl, and was 
compiled by the author only seven years after 
that work, in a.d. 1317, a.h. 707, and is 
dedicated to Sultan Abu- Said, the ninth 
Mughul king of Persia. The author was 
a poet as well as an historian, and was 
appointed by Sultan Ghazan Khan, poet 
laureate of his court. He died in or about 
the year a.d. 1330, a.h. 731.

Abu-TaMr (^JbU* ^j\), of Tortosa, 

in Spain, author of the Ddrdb-ndma, an 
abridgment of Oriental Biography, contain- 
ing the Lives of Zufyak, of Darius, of Philip 
of Macedon, and of Alexander the Great; 
also Memoirs of Galen and other Greek 
Philosophers, etc. 

Abu-Tahir Khatuni ( J JU. JbVby>\), 

a poet who flourished in the twelfth or 
thirteenth centuries of our era. He is the 
author of the History of the Saljuqi kings, 
entitled Tartkh-ul- Saljuqi, and of another 
work, called Mandqib-usk-Shu'ard. 
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Abu-Talib (v_JU> jj\) was the father 

of 'Alt, and the uncle of Muhammad the 
prophet. He died three days before Khadija, 
the first wife of Muhammad, in August, a.d. 
619, aged 80 years. 

Abu-Talib Husaini, author of the 

Tuzuk-i- Timuri. This work contains an 
account of the first forty-seven years of the 
life of Tamerlane, written by himself in 
Chaghtai Turk!, and translated into Persian 
by Abu-Talib, who dedicated it to Shah 
Jahan. It has been translated into English 
by Major Charles Stewart.

Abu-Talib Kalim f . A < i^Jli, ^j\ 
_j!ju4Jb), whose poetical name was 

Kalim, was a great poet of Hamadan in 
Persia, and came to India, the first time in 
the reien of the emperor Jahangir, and 
returnea home in a.d. 1619, a. if. 1028. 
After some years he again visited India in 
time of Shah Jahan, who employed him, and 
conferred on him the title of "Malik-ush- 
Shu'ara," or Poet Laureate. He was twice 
weighed against gold and silver, and the 
amount was given to him as a reward for his 
poetical talents. He died at Lahore on the 
19th November, a.d. 1651, 15th 3il-bijja, 
a.h. 1061. He is the author of a poem 
called ?afar-nama-i-Shdh Jahan, or the 
conquests of Shah Jahan, and of a Diwan in 
Persian. 

Abu-Talib Khan (Mirza) (l-JU? yj\ 

\\j-* iiA-sO, the son of Hajl Mu- 
hammad Beg Khan, by descent a Turk, was 
born at Lucknow in the year a.d. 1752, a.h. 
1165. He was appointed by Mukhtar-ud- 
daula, the prime minister of Nawab Asaf-ud- 
daula of Lucknow, in a.d. 1775, 'Amaldar 
of Itawa and several other districts situated 
between the rivers Jamuna and Ganges. In 
this situation he continued for two years; 
but, after the death of his patron, and the 
appointment of Haidar Beg Khan to his 
office, he was superseded, and repaired to 
Lucknow, and was allowed by the Nawab 
60,000 rupees per annum for his support. 
After the expiration of one year, Colonel 
Alexander Hannay, having been appointed 
Collector of Gorakhpur, requested the Nawab's 
leave to take him as an assistant, in which 
situation he continued for three years. He 
was afterwards employed by Mr. Middleton, 
the Resident of Lucknow, in reducing the 
rebel Raja Balbhaddar Singh, whom, during 
two years, he frequently defeated and pursued. 
At length, the Rajah, being surprised in his 
camp, was killed in endeavouring to make his 
escape. Abu-Talib, after this falling into dis- 
tress for some years, embarked for Europe with 
Captain David Richardson, a British officer, 
and left Calcutta in February, 1799, Ramazan 
a.h. 1213. He visited England and other 
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parts of Europe, and was well known in 
London under the title of the Persian Prince. 
During his travels he wrote a Journal in 
which ne daily inserted every event, and com- 
mitted to writing such reflections as occurred 
to him at the moment. On his return to 
Calcutta in 1803, a.h. 1218, having revised 
and abridged his notes, he published them 
under the title of Maasir-ut-Tdlibifi Bilad- 
i-Ifranjt. This work was translated by 
Charles Stewart, and published in London in 
the year 1814. Abu-Talib died about the 
year a.d. 1806, a.h. 1221. He is also the 
author of the Khulfi§at-ul-Afkar.

Abu-Talib (Shaikh) (^~* i-Jlt ^\\ 

the father of Shaikh Muhammad 'All I^azln. 

1127, 
and was interred in the cemetery, called 
Mazar Baba Rukn-uddin, close to the tomb 
of the learned Maulana Hasan, Shaikh -ul- 
Islam of Gilan. 

Abu-Tammam Habib ibn-Aus al-Tai 

ft* *t>. 

an Arabian poet. Having arrived in the city 
of Hamadan, he was received with great 
distinction by Abul-Wafa bin-Salama. When 
, about to depart, a heavy fall of snow made 
the roads for a long time impassable. Abul- 
Wafa conducted the poet to his library, and 
placed it entirely at his disposal. Surrounded 
with these literary treasures, Aba-Tammam 
forgot his journey, read the precious volumes 
with avidity, and devoted his time to the 
composition of several works. The poetical 
collection entitled Khamsa was the principal 
fruit of these researches, and attests the inde- 
fatigable attention with which the learned 
writer had ransacked this rich library. 
Amongst the other works that he wrote, one 
is called Fuhul-ush-Shu'ara. He was born 
in a.d. 804, a.h. 188, at Jasim, near 
Damascus, and died in a.d. 845, a.h. 231. 

Abu-Tayyib al-Mutanabbi (^>Jb *)\ 
^^jcl*! \ ). Vide Mutanabbi. 

Abu-Turab (Mir) (j^* c-i^J ^j\\ 

a Salami Sayyid of Shiraz, who served, with 
his son Mir Gadai, in Gujrat, and then 
under Akbar. He died in a.h. 1005, and 
lies buried in Ahmadabad.

Abu-'Ubaida (*&~s. yi\), a friend and 

associate of Muhammad, who had the com- 
mand of the Moslem army in the time of 
Abu-Bakr, the first Khalifa, but being de- 
feated in a battle against the troops of the 
Greek emperor, he was deprived of the com- 
mand, which was given to Khalid. *Umar, 
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on his accession to the khalifat, replaced 
*Abu-'Ubaida in the command of the army 
in Syria, being greatly displeased with the 
cruel and blood-thirsty disposition of Khalid. 
*Abu- t Ubaida extended his conquests over 
Palestine and Syria, and drove the Greeks 
oat of the whole country extending from the 
Mediterranean to the Euphrates. This con- 
quest was completed in a.d. 639, a.h. 18, in 
which year Syria was visited by a dreadful 
plague, in which the Moslems lost 25,000 
men, among whom were Abu-'TTbaida him- 
self, Yazid ibn Abu-Sufyan, and many other 
men of distinction. 

Abu-'Ubaida ibn -Mas 'ud (sx~z *>\ 

Jyuj^§ ^0, a general in the time 

of the khalifa 'Umar. He was defeated and 
killed in battle by Farrukhzad, who com- 
manded the army of Turan-Dukht, queen of 
Persia, about the year a.d. 635. 

Abu-'Ubaida Kam bin-Salam, author 
of a work on Qardat. 

Abu-'Ubaida Ma'mar bin-Al-musanni 

(j£*b\ ij) jut** *Ju~£ yi\), a famous 

Arabian grammarian, born in Basra, who 
lived in tne time of Harun-ur-Rashid, and 
died a.d. 824, a.h. 209, aged 99 lunar years.

the Tabaqat-i-Nafiri, a celebrated history, 
written in a.d.

Mansur defeated him, and confined him in an 
iron cage, where he ended his days. 


Abu-Yusuf (Imam) (A*\ \__i-j ; y->\) 

bin-Habib al-Kufi, a celebrated Qagi of 
Baghdad, and one of the first pupils of Abu- 
Hanifa, dignified with the title of Qazi-1- 
Quzat, or supreme judge, in the reigns of 
Had! and Harun-ur-Rashid, khalifas of 
Baghdad. He supported the tenets of Abu- 
Hanlfa, and maintained the dignity of his 
office by impartiality. When one day re- 
proached for his ignorance of one of the 
causes brought before him, for the decision 
of which he received an ample allowance, he 
jocosely replied, that he received in propor- 
tion as he knew; but, said he, "If I were 
paid for all I do not know, the riches of 
the kjiilafat itself would not be sufficient to 
answer my demands." He was born a.d. 731, 
a.h. 113, and died on the 13th September, 
a.d. 798, 27th Rajab, a.h. 182, at the age 
of 69 years, at Baghdad. The only work 
known Co have been written by him, treats of 
the duties of a Magistrate, and is entitled 
Ad&b-ul-Q&zi. The reputation of this work 
has been eclipsed by that of another, having 
a similar title, by ai-Khassaf . 

Abu-Yuauf Ya'kub bin-Sulaiman Is- 
faraini (^U-i- ^ c^yuu ujL-jJ rf ), 

. author of the Shard it-ul-Khild fat. He died 
in a.d. 1095, a.h. 488.

of the Karamatians in Arabia, who not only 
opposed the religion of Muhammad, but 
plundered and insulted the temple of Mecca, 
and carried away the black stone which was 
believed to have fallen from heaven.

Abu-Zarr Yaqut Mausili (tZJybj J^j\ 
1*^«), a celebrated caligrapher. 

Abu-Zubaid (*X%j: y)\), an author who 

has written on the lion and all its names in 
the Arabic language.

founder of the dynasty of kings called after 
him, viz. :

of prince Baland-Akhtar, a brother of the 
emperor Muhammad Shah of Dehli. He was 
familiarly called Achchhe $ahib, and there- 
fore chose Achchhe for his "takhallus." 
He is the author of a beautiful poem, called 
Nah\d-o-A)chtar t i.e. Venus and the Star, 
containing 355 verses, which he completed in 
the year a.d. 1726, a.h. 1139. 

Adam, the first man. The Muhamma- 
dans place Adam's Paradise in heaven ; hence 
after the fall Adam and tfawwa (Ere) were 
hurled down to earth. As this event happened 
about 7,000 years before the Hijra, Adam is 
often called haft-hazari. 

Adam Khan G-akkhar Mlf^U* ^ jT), 

chief of the Gakkhars, who defied the power 
of the emperor Akbar. In 970, at the 
instigation of Kamal gjian Gakkhar, Adam 
was attacked, and defeated and captured at 
Hilan, south of Chilianwala, near Dangali, 
Adam's stronghold.

Adham (+bj\), the poetical name of 

Mirza Ibrahim, a Sayyid of the $afawf race.

Adham Khan (^U. **>j\), the son of 




Mahum Anaga. He appears to have been 
an illegitimate son of the emperor Hamayun. 
His mother Mahum was one of Akbar's 
nurses {anaga) y who attended on Akbar " from 
the cradle till after his accession." She 
played a considerable part in bringing about 
Bairam's fall. Adham Khan (i.e. the Black 
Khan) was a commander of 5,000, and dis- 
tinguished himself in keeping the rebellious 
Bhadauriya clan, near Hatkanth, south-east 
of Agra, in order. In a.h. 968, he de- 
feated Baz Bahadur of Malwa, whose female 
favourite was the poetess Rupmati (q.v.). In 
the following year, a.d. 1562, he stabbed at 
court his enemy Atgah JQian, Akbar's foster- 


father, and was killed by the emperor's order. 
Mahum Anaga died forty days after from 
grief , and was buried with her son in Dehli, 
in a Mausoleum erected by Akbar. Adham* a 
brother Baqi Khan, or Khan Baqi Khan, 
died in the 30th year of Akbar's reign, as 
Governor of Garha-Katanga (Central Pro- 
vinces).

Adhan (Shaikh) (^oO, a Chishtl 
saint, who died at Jaunpur in a.h. 970. 

Adib (tt^ojl), the poetical name of 


Abu -Hasan 'AH bin-Nasr, an excellent 
philosopher, who was a judge in Egypt, 
under the fchilafat of Ammar the Farjmite. 

Adib (c-^oc^), surnamed Sabir, a poet 


who was contemporary with Asir-uddin 
Futulji and Anwari. Vide Shihab-uddin

'Adil Khan (^JH J^S^ J^U), 

Fariiqi I., ruler of Khandesh, who is also 
called Miran Ghani, which see. 

'Adil Khan II, Parnqi (J^ JjU 

.J 15 lJ)j\*)> entitled A'zam Hama- 
yun, son of Hasan, and grandson of Nasir 
JQian Fariiqi by the daughter of Mahnmd 
Shah, of Gujrat. He succeeded to the throne 
of Khandesh after the death of Daud JQian 
Faruqi, in August, a.d. 1510, Jumada I., 
a.h. 916, and removed from Talner to 
Burhanpur, which place he made the teat of 
his government, and died there, after a reign 
of nine or ten years, in a.d. 1520, a.h. 926, 
and was succeeded by Miran Muhammad, his 
eldest son by the sister of Bahadur Shah of 
Gujrat. 

'Adil Khan (^U. JjU), the eldest 

brother of Sulfcau Islam Shah, king of Dehli. 
He fled to Patna after his defeat in a battle 
against his brother, but he soon disappeared, 
and was never heard of afterwards. 

Adina Beg Khan ( .A^ C^Cj *uj\ ), 

son of Channu, an Arain by caste, was born 
at Sarakpiir, near Lahore. He was brought 
up in a Mughul family, became a soldier, 
but devoted himself to accounts. He was 
Governor of Snljanpur when Nadir Shah 
invaded India. Subsequently, he became 
Governor of the Panjab. In 1768 he defeated 
the Afghans near Lahore. Soon after this 
he diedV without heirs, at Khanpur, near 
Hoshvarpur, where a fine tomb was erected 
over nifl remains. 
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*Adli (^Jlc), the nickname of Mu- 
hammad 'Adil Shah, king of Dehli. His 
name was Mubiriz Khan, son of Nizam Khan. 
He succeeded Islam Shah in the very end of 
a.h. 960, defeated with the help of his 
general Himu, in 962, Muhammad Shah of 
Bengal at Chhapparghatia, east of Kalpi, and 
was at last, in 964, one year after Akhar's 
accession, defeated and killed in the battle of 
Surajgarh, near Munger, by Bahadur Shah, 
Sultan of Bengal. His nickname 'Adli was 
often further corrupted to "AndhlT f " the 
blind woman. 

'Adnan (^Ijjx), one of the descend- 
ants of Isma'il, the son of Abraham, with 
whom the genealogies of the Arabians, and 
also that of Muhammad, terminate. For 
reckoning up from 'Adnan to Isma'il, the 
descents are very uncertain, and the best 
historians confess that there is nothing certain 
beyond 'Adnan. 

Ail CJO, poetical name of Ahmad 

Tar Khan, author of a small poem in Persian 
called Magnawi Gulz&r-i-Khay&lj containing 
the story of Shahzada and Gada, written in 
1848.

Aflrasyab (c-jL*^), an ancient, if 

not mythic, king of Turin, the son of 
Pashang. He overcame Nauzar, king of 
Persia of the Peshdadian dynasty, and having 
killed him, ruled oyer Persia for twelve years. 
He was subsequently defeated in a battle 
against Kai-khusrau, king of Persia, of the 
second or Kaianian dynasty. 

Afrasyab Khan, adopted son of Mirza 
Najaf Khan (q.v.), became Amir-ul-TJmra 
on the~aeath of his master, a.d. 1782. 
Intriguing with Madhuji Sindhia, he_ was 
over-reached, and was assassinated near Agra, 
October, 1783. 

Afrin (^yT), poetical name of Shaikh 

Qalandar Bakhsh, of Saharanpur, who is the 
author of a work called Tuhfat-u*-$andi l . 

Aftin (^j»\) f the poetical name of 

Shah Faqir-ullah, of Lahore. He was a 
Gujar, embraced Muhammadanism, and is 
the author of a Diwan, and of an epic, called 
Hir-wa-Rdryhd. Some say that he died in 
a.d. 1730, and others in 1741, a.h. 1143, or 
1154. 

Afsah (^1), Shah Fa*ih, a pnpil of 

Mirza Bedil, died at Lucknow in a.h. 1192, 
and left a Diwan. 


Afsarl (,£^1), the poetical name of 
a poet. 

Afshin ( . t J!Lkj\) t the surname of 

Gaidar ibn-Kaus, a general of the khalifa 
al-Mu'tasim Billah, of Baghdad. He was a 
Turk by origin, and had been brought up a 
slave at the khalifa's court, and having been 
employed in disciplining the Turkish militia, 
had acquired the reputation of a great captain. 
He was, however, executed about the year 
a.d. 840, by the khalifa, being accused of 
holding correspondence with the khalifa's 
enemies. 

Afsos (^ r yuj\) 1 the poetical name of 

Mir 'All, son of S. Muzafar All Khan, 
claiming descent from Imam J afar {q.v.) t 
born at Dehli, where his grandfather had 
been in the imperial service; author of the 
Ardith, a sort of Urdu Gazetteer, admired 
for its style. He was first in the service of 
Nawab Is-baq Khan, the uncle of Asaf-ud- 
daula, of Lucknow, and subsequently of 
Mirza Jawan-Bakht, and was finally recom- 
mended to Lord Wellesley, and appointed a 
Munshi of the College of, Fort William. He 
is the author of the Araish-i-tfah/il, in 
Urdu, and of the Gulistdn, translated by 
him into the same language. He died in 
Calcutta in a.d. 1806, a.h. 1221. 


Aftab (<_A_X-i1), the Takhallus, or 

poetical name of Shah 'Alam, king of Dehli, 
who died in the year a.d. 1806. The 
following couplet is a sample of his Majesty's 
poetry: 

" The forenoon with the wine-cup, the 
evening with the wife ; 
The rest ia known to God alone ; mean- 
time I live my life."

Afzal, the poetical name of Shah 
Ghulam A'zam, which see.

'Abd-urrabman, son of the celebrated Shaikh 
Abul-Fazl, minister and secretary to the 
emperor Akbar, was Jahaugir's governor of 
Bihar in a.d. 1610, and died at Agra in 1613.

Afeal Khan^U*. J-oil), whose original 

name was Mulla Shukr-ullah, the son of

Jahangir, who conferred on him the rank of 
an Amir. In the second year of Shah Jahan, 
A.d. 1628, a.h. 1038, the office of Wizarat- 
i-kull having become vacant by the dismissal 
of Iradat Knan, the brother of Asaf Khan 
Ja'far Beg, he was honoured with that 
appointment. In the eleventh year of the 
emperor, the mansab of 7,000 and 4,000 
saw are was conferred upon him, but he died 
the next year at Lahore, on the 7th January, 
12th Bamazan, a.h. 1048, o.s. 1639, aged 
70 years. His poetical name was 'Allami. 
His tomb, called Chini Rauza, is in Agra, on 
the left bank of the Jamna. 

Afzal - ud - daula (Nawab), Nizam of 

tfaidarabad, succeeded his father, Nawab 
Nasir-ud-daula, in May, a.d. 1857, 15th 
flil-aa'da, a.h. 1285, and departed this life 
on tne 26th February, 1869, aged 44 years, 
leaving an infant son, who, according to the 
succession guarantee granted by Lord Canning, 
is now his successor. 

Afzal-uddin (Mir), Nawab of Surat. 

He died on the 7th August, 1840, at the 
age of 59 years, after enjoying his nominal 
nawabship about 21 years. His son-in-law, 
Mir Ja'far 'All, succeeded him. 

Agah (alif), the poetical name of 

Maulawf Muhammad Baqir. His parents 
were of Bijapur, but he was born at Ellora 
in a.d. 1745, a.h. 1158, and died on the 3rd 
March, a.d. 1806, 14th &il-bijja, a .h. 1220. 
He is the author of a Diwan. 

[He was a Naita (pi. Kuwait, said to be a 
corruption of the Persian nau-dmad, a "new 
arrival"), a namegiven to certain seafaring 
Arabs, settled in Western India.] 

Agah Khan, a eunuch of the emperor 

Shah Jahan, who died on the 9th Rabi' I., 
a.h. 1067. His tomb is near the Mumtaz- 
Mafeall, in Tajganj. 

Agha Ahmad 'All, poetically styled 

Ahmad, son of of Agha Shaja'at 'All, of 
Dhaka, a Persian grammarian of note, who 
successfully defended, in his Muayyid-%- 


Bttrhan, and the Shamsher-i-Teztar, the 
author of the Burhan Qafi 1 , a Persian 
Dictionary, against the famous Dehli poet 
Ghalib. He also published the Risala-i- 
Ishtiqaq, the Risdla-i- Tarana, Haft Annan, 
A History of the Persian Mamatct, and edited 
several works for the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 
He was a Persian teacher in the Calcutta 
Madrasa when he died, June, 1873. 

Agha Husain Khwansarl (.**»>- Ul

Agha Mir (_** liT), entitled Mu'tamad- 


ud-daula, minister of Ghizl-uddin Ilaidar, 
king of Audh.

1832, 5th &il-bij ja, a.h. 1247. 

Agha Muhammad Khan (sa^s^ lit

Agha Mulla (L* LcT), surnamed 

"Dawatdar," " the jnkstand-holder," the 
ancestor of the three Asaf Khans who served 
under Akbar and Jahangir. His genealogical 
table is given in Ain Translation, i. p. 369. 

Aghar Khan^Uy^ ), Pir Muhammad, 

who served during the reignof Aurangzib 
against Prince Snuju 4 , in Asam, and in 
Kabul. He died in a.h. 1102. His son, 
Aghar Khan II., was still alive during the 
reign of Muhammad Shah. The family 
traced their descent from Aghar, a descendant 
of Yafis ( Japhet), son of Nub- Their villa, 
Agharabad, near Dehli, is often mentioned 
in the histories. 

Ahi ( Jbt), a poet who was a chief 

of one of the Chaghtai hordes, and had 
assumed originally the poetical name of 
"Nargisi," but changed it into "Ahi," 
because he found that another poet of his 
time had adopted it. He is the author of a 
Diwan, which he dedicated to prince Gharib 
Mirza, the son of Sultan Husain Ttirza 
Baiqra. He died in the year a.d. 1520, 
a.h. 927. 

Ahl-i-Bait (sj^j J*>\), "the people 

of the house," a general name for the 
descendants of Muhammad, the Sayyids. 

Ahl-i-Kitab (^\z£ J*\), "the people 

of the book," a collective name for the Jews, 
Christians, and Muhammadans, who received 
a book, i.e. revealed religion from heaven. 
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Ahli Khurasani ( jL^ /J^), a 

poet who died at Tabriz in the year a.d. 
1527) a.h. 934. He must not be confounded 
with Ahli-i-Turani, a Chaghtai nobleman of 
profligate character, who lived at the court of 
Sultan Huaain Mirza, and died in a.d. 1497, 
a.h. 902. 

AMI Shirazi (Mairtana)(^ j^^UI), 

of Shlraz, an elegant poet in the service of 
Shah Isma'il §afawi I. He is the author of 
several poems, amongst which are the Siftr-i- 
Halal, Sham 1 tea Farwana, Risala-i-Naghz, 
Saqindma, and Fawaid-ul-Fawaid. He died 
in the year a.d. 1535, a.h. 942, and is buried 
at Shlraz, close to the tomb of Hafij. 

Ahlia Bat, the wife of Madhu Rao 

Peshwa, built a ghat at Agra, in the time 
of Shah 'Alam, called Bisnan Gb&J;, or a 
bathing-place for all men, on Ihe banks 
of the river Jamna. It extended from the 
trench of the fort to the house of Dara 
Shikoh, and was in good preservation in the 
rear a.d. 1830. On one of the corners a 
large gun of iron was then lying, under the 
Haweli of Dara Shikoh, called Dhaul Dahani. 

Ahlia Bai (^JU <Ul*0, the wife of 

Khande Rao, the son of Malhar Rao Holkar 
I., of Indor, after whose death, in a.d. 1766, 
she had a jagir allotted to her, yielding an 
annual revenue of 1,500,000 rupees. Her 
husband, Khande Rao, was killed in battle at 
Dig against Surajmal J&t, in 1754. Her son 
Mali Rao, who had succeeded his grandfather 
Malhar Rao in 1766, died nine months after. 
She was a woman of spirit and ability, and 
reserved in her own hands the right of 
nominating a successor, and elected Tukaji to 
the raj . 

Ahmad al-Makkari (&*-» \), author of 

the History of the Muhammadan Dynasties 
in Spain. This work was translated by M. 
Pascual de Gayangos, an erudite Spaniard, 
London, 1810, 'in 4to. Vol. I. He was born 
in the 16th century, and died in Damascus in 
the year a.d. 1631, a.h. 1041. After having 
composed a very detailed biography of the 
celebrated and learned wazir of Granada, 
Muhammad Ibn-ul-Khatfb, he added to it, 
in the form of an introduction, a general 
history of the Arabs in Spain from the 
conquest to their final expulsion. 

Ahmad I. (jk^s* ^ *Xa**\), emperor 

of Turkey, son and successor of Muhammad 
III., whom he succeeded in January, a.d. 
1604, Sha'ban, a.h. 1012. This prince was 
of a good constitution, strong and active ; 
he would throw a horseman's mace, of nine 
or ten pounds weight, farther than any of 
his court. He was much given to sensual 
pleasures, and had 3,000 concubines. He 


died on the 15th November, a.d. 1617, 15th 
£il-qa 4 da, a.h. 1025, at the age of thirty, 
having reigned fourteen years. He was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Mustafa I. 


Ahmad II. (*-Jb^ ^ Ju4cl), son of 

Ibrahim, succeeded on the death of his brother 
Sulaiman II., in a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103, to 
the throne of Constantinople, and died in 
a.d. 1695, a.h. 1106. He was succeeded by 
Mustafa II., son of Muhammad IV. 

Ahmad III. (sa^^ ^ ±as»\), son of 

Muhammad IV., was placed on the throne of 
Constantinople in a.d. 1703, a.h. 1115, by 
the heads of a faction which had deposed his 
brother Must.afa II. He granted a friendly 
asylum to Charles XII. of Sweden, after the 
battle of Pultowa ; and the kindness and the 
hospitality which marked the whole of his 
intercourse with that unfortunate monarch, 
are entitled to the highest encomium. He 
was preparing an expedition against Persia, 
when an insurrection hurled him from his 
throne, and exalted his nephew Mahmud I. 
from a prison to the sovereign power in a.d. 
1730, a.h. 1142. He died of apoplexy in 
1736, aged 74 years, a.h. 1148. 


Ahmad IV. (± m +^\ ^j 


\\ (also 


called 'Abdul -FJ amid), son of Ahmad III., 
emperor of Turkey, succeeded his brother 
Mu&afa HI. in a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188. He 
died, after a reign of 15 years, on the 7th 
April, 1789, Rajah a.h. 1203, and was suc- 
ceeded by Salim III. 

Ahmad ( Jl*^!), an Arabian author who 

is known as the writer of a book on the 
interpretation of dreams, a translation of 
which, in Greek and Latin, was published 
with that of Artemidorus on the same subject, 
at Paris, by Rigault, a.d. 1603. He uvea 
in the 4th century of the Hijra. 

Ahmad Abu-Tayyib al-Mutanabi

Biographical Dictionary, called Maktzan-ul- 
Ghardib, dedicated to Nawab $afdar- Jang, of 
Faizabad, who died in a.d. 1754, a.h. 1167. 
His poetical name was Khadim. 
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Ahmad 'All Khan, Nawab of Bampiir. 
Vide Fai*-ullah Khan. 

Ahmad 'All Khan (^Li. ^Jx. *a*~\ 

L->\y ) , Nawab of Karnal. A remission 

of revenue to the extent of 5,000 rupees per 
annum was granted to him in perpetuity by 
the British Government, and a khil'at of the 
value of 10,000 rupees was conferred on him, 
in July, 1858, for his distinguished loyalty, 
and for the eminent services rendered by him 
during the rebellion of 1857. In 1806, the 
Pargana of Karnal consisted of a number of 
villages, yielding a revenue of 40,000 rupees 
per annum. It was conferred by Lord Lake 
in jagir on three Mandal chiefs, named 
Muhammad! Khan, Ghairat ( Ali £Jian, and 
Ia-haq Khan, for their lives, and after their 
death to descend to their heirs, subject to 
the payment of 15,000 rupees per annum in 
perpetuity. Nawab Ahmad 'All lOjan is the 
lineal descendant of Muhammadi Khan, and 
holds 24 entire villages, besides a third share 
in four others. These lands are assessed at 
24,000 rupees, on which the Nawab has 
hitherto paid a quit rent of 5,000 rupees, 
payment of which sum the Government has 
now remitted. 

Ahmad 'All Khan (Sayyid) (x*^\ 

iV-^mj ^\~^ tc^- c \ Nawab-Nasrim of 

Bengal, succeeded his brother 'All- Jan. He 
died on the 30th October, a.d. 1824. 

Ahmad 'Ali Khan, and Walldad Khan, 
the rebel Nawabs of Malagarh. 

Ahmad Ayaz, Malik Khwaja Jahan, 

served with distinction under Muhammad 
Shah bin-Tughluq, of Dehli. On the death 
of the king at Tatta, in a d. 1352, a.r. 752, 
he tried to set up at Dehll a son of the late 
king, but had to submit to Firuz Shah III., 
who allowed the nobles to execute him before 
he himself entered Dehli. 

Ahmad Bakhsh Khan (Nawab), 
entitled Fakhr-ud-daula, was the jagirdar of 
Firuzpur and Loharu, in the district of Dehli, 
after whose death his son, Nawab Shams - 
uddin Khan, succeeded him. The latter was 
executor for murder in October, 1835. 

Ahmad Barani (^Jj* ±+*»\), author 
of a Persian work called Sifr~ui-Siyar. 

Ahmad Beg Kabul! , served in Kabul 

under Muhammad Qakim, Akbar's brother, 
and later under Akbar and Jahangir. He 
was for some time governor of Kashmir. He 
died about a.d. 1614. 


Ahmad Beg Khan, a son of (Mu- 
hammad Sharif) Nut Jahan's brother. He 
served under Jahangir in Bengal, assisted 
Prince Shahjahan during his rebellion, and 
was subsequently made, by Shahiahin, 
Governor of Tatta, Slwistan, and of Multan. 
He received as jagir Jais and Amethi, in 
Audh, where he died. 

Ahmad bin - 'Abdullah al - Kirmi 

(<0J\juf ^jj *v*»*\), author of a work 

on the fundamental points of Muhammadanism. 
Vide Abu- Ahmad, the son of Qaaim. 

Ahmad bin-Abu-Bakr, (+j\ j &a&~\ 

£j), an Arabian author who wrote 

the Mashra'-ul-Mantiqib, a minute account 
of the events of Muhammad's life, with 
memoirs of his successors and companions. 

Ahmad bin - Abn - Bakr bin - Nasir 
Mustafa al-Kazwini (*j\ .j sa^\ 

j£j), author of the Tdrlkh-i-Gutlda, 

which contains the history of the four ancient 
Persian Dynasties, viz. Peshdadians, Kai- 
anians, Asnkanians, and Sasanians, that is, 
from the year B.C. 890 to a.d. 636, and 
memoirs of the several dynasties who ruled 
over Persia, Tartary, etc., during the khilafat, 
and to the year a.d. 1329. See also called 
Qamd-ullah Mustaufi. 


Ahmad bin 'Ali Razi (Shaikh) (j*>-\

the year a.d. 917, a.h. 305, and died in a.d.

On 
the removal of Abul- 'Abbas Fail, two years 
after the succession of Mahmud, Khwaja 
Ahmad was appointed prime minister, which 
office he held uninterruptedly for a period 
of eighteen years, when Altuntash, the 
commander-in-chief, and a number of other 
Amirs, brought before the court of the king 
charges against him. He was in consequence 
disgraced and imprisoned for thirteen years 
in one of the forts of India. He was released 
by Sultan Mas'ud, son and successor of 
Mahmud, and reinstated in the responsible 
office of minister, which he held for some 
time. He died a natural death in the year 
a.d. 1033, a.h. 424.

Ahmad bin-Muhammad al-Ghaffari 
al-Kazwini (,jj\hii\ Xsje* ^ .x*aJ), 

a qazi, and a descendant of 'Abdul-Ghaffar, 
the author of the Haw*. He is the author 
of the work called Na$k&-i-Jahan-drd t which 
he composed in the year a.d. 1663, a.h. 971, 
of which number the title forms the chrono- 
gram. It is also called 7%rikh-i-_MukJitafir, 
an abridged history of Asia, from Adam down 
to Shah Tahmasp of Persia, a.d. 1525. It 
also contains memoirs of the Muhammadan 
kings of Spain, from a.d. 755 to 1036. It 
was dedicated to Shah T&hmasp. We are 
also indebted to him for the better known 
work entitled Nigarutdn. We learn from 
the Tari& Badaoni that, haying resigned his 
employment in Persia, he went towards the 
close of his life on a pilgrimage to Mecca, 
and that, landing in Dfbal in Sindh, for the 
purpose of paying a visit to Hindustan, he 
died at that port in a.d. 1567, a.h. 975.

the instructor to one of the princes of the 
family of al-Mutawakkil, and died in a.d. 892, 
a.h. 279. His Futuh-ul-Bulddn is one of 
the earliest Arabic chronicles. He also wrote 
a geographical work entitled Kitdb-ul- 
JBulddn, the Book of Countries. 

Ahmad bin-Yahya (}--*** ,.j Jl*»»0, 

author of the marginal notes on the Wiqaya, 
a work on jurisprudence. 

Ahmad bln-Yusuf (wJ^ ^ X*>*\) f 

an historian, and author of the A&bar-ud- 
dawal, written in ad. 1599, a.h. which is 
said to be an abridgment of Janabfs Tarlkh- 
ul-Janabt, called also Bar-uzh~Za khkha r. 

Ahmad Chap, Malik, was Naib-Barbak 

under Firuz Shah II. (Khilji), of Dehli, 
whom he warned in vain against 'Ala-uddin. 
He was blinded by 'Ala-uddin after his 
accession. 

Ahmad G-haffari. Vide Ahmad bin- 
Muhammad al-Ghaffari. 

Ahmad Qhazzali. Vide Ghazzall 
(Ahmad). 

Ahmadi (^x^uvl), a Turkish poet, 


whose proper name was Khwaja Ahmad 
Ja'farl, ana of whom we have the following 
anecdote : The great Tartar conqueror Amir 
Timur (Tamerlane) being on his march 
through Anadoli, halted for awhile at Amasia, 
where Ahmadi lived ; and the poet took the 
opportunity of presenting him with an ode. 
This led to further intimacies, Timur being 
a patron of literary men ; and one day 
when both were in the bath, the monarch 
amused himself by putting crotchetty questions 
to Ahmadi, ana laughing at his answers. 
" Suppose now," said he, pointing to the 
surrounding attendants, "you were required 
to value these beautiful boys, how much 
would you say each was worth?" Ahmadi 
answered with becoming gravity, estimating 
one at a camel-load of silver, another at six 
bushels of pearls, a third at forty gold wedges, 
and so made the circuit of the ring. " Very 
fair," said Timur, "and now tell me, What 
do you value Me at?" " Four and twenty 
aspers," replied the poet, "no more and no 
less." "What!" cried Timur, laughing, 
"why the shirt I have on is worth that. 
"Do you really think soP" asked Ahmadi, 
with the greatest apparent simplicity — "at 
that rate you muftt oe worth nothing, for I 
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included the shirt in the valuation ! " Much 
to his credit, Timur, instead of being angry, 
applauded and rewarded the wit and boldness 
of the poet. Ahmadi was a contemporary of 
Shaikh!, and is the author of the Kulliyat-i- 
Khwaja Ahmad Jafari. He also composed 
a heroic poem on the actions of Tamerlane, 
and a Sikandar-nama in the Turkish language. 
He died in a.d. 1412. 

Ahmadi (^Jl*^), the poetical name 

of Mir Sayyid Lufcf-ullah, who died in a.d. 
1633, a.h. 1043. 

Ahmad Ibn-' Arab-Shah. Vide 'Arab- 
Shah. 

Ahmad Ibn - Hanbal. Vide Hanbal 
(Imam). 

Ahmad Ibn-Tnlun (^Jjl? ^\ Jk**^), 

the founder of the Tulunide dynasty in Egypt, 
a Turkish slave, who, being entrusted by 
al-Mu'tamid, the khalifa of Baghdad, with 
the government of that country and Syria in 
a.d. 879, set up for himself, and maintained 
his authority notwithstanding all attempts to 
depose him. He reduced Damascus, Hims, 
JJamat, Kinnisrin, and ar-Raqqa, situated 
upon the eastern banks of the Euphrates. 
His mosque in Cairo may be seen to tnis day. 
He died in a.d. 884, a.h. 270, and was 
succeeded by his son Khumarwaih. Egypt 
continued to be governed by his successors 
for several years, when it was again reduced 
in a.d. 905 by Muhammad, general of the 
khalifa of Baghdad al-Muktafi; the last 
khalifa of Egypt having assassinated his pre- 
decessor, ana thereby rendered himself very 
odious. In the year 933, Muhammad, the 
son of Taj, or 'fajil, surnamed al-Ashhad, 
seized upon Syria and Egypt in the khilafat 
of ar-Razi B'illah, and his family retained 
the whole of it, except a small part which 
'Ubaid-ulla al-Mahdi, the first of the 
Fatfmite dynasty (the seat of whose empire 
was at Qairuwan, near Tunis) had conquered 
in a.d. 910. His successor, Abu-Tamim 
Ma'd, surnamed Mu'izz li-din-illah, con- 
quered the rest of Egypt about the year 970, 
by his general Ja'far, who built the city of 
al-Qahira, commonly called Grand Cairo, 
whither his master soon removed his court. 
The Fatimite dynasty ended in a.d. 1176, 
when, upon the death of the last prince of 
this family, the kingdom was usurped by the 
famous $alub-uddin (Saladin).

Buzurg, which see. 

Ahmad Jam (Shaikh al - Islam) 

(aL>- A*».\), entitled Abu-Nasx and 

Zinda-Pil, a celebrated Muhammadan saint 
of Nishapur, born in the year a.d. 1049, 
a.h. 441. He nassed 18 years of his life in 
devotion in wilas and mountains. He sub- 
sequently got married, and was blessed with 
thirty-nine sons and three daughters. At the 
time of his death, besides the three daughters, 
fourteen of his sons were living, all of whom 
became men of learning and authors of several 
works. Ahmad Jam himself was an author, 
and among the different works that he wrote 
are the following : Rieala Samarqandi, Anie- 
nt - Tdlibin, Miftah -un- Najat, Bahr - ul - 
IJaqlqat, and Siraj-uS'Sayirln. He died in 
the reign of Sultan San jar, in February, a.d. 
1142, Rajab, a.h. 536. 

Ahmad Jan (Sultan), of Hirat. He 
died about the 6th April, a.d. 1863, 17th 
Shawwal, a.h. 1270, and was succeeded by 
his son, Shah Nawaz Khan. 

Ahmad Kabir (Sayyid) (^J j^^\ 

Jud), a Musalman saint, whose tomb 
is at Uchcha in Multan. He is the son of 
Sayyid Jalal, and the father of two other 
saints, Sayyid Jalaluddin, surnamed Makhdum 
Jahaniyan Jahan-gasht, and Raju Qattal. 
Numerous miracles were wrought by these 
two brothers. 

Ahmad Khan (^l^ <X*>-0, surnamed 

Nekodar for Nicholas^, was raised to the 
throne of Persia after the death of his brother 
Abaqa Khan, the son of Hulaku Khan, in 
April, a.d. 1282, £i]-hiija, a.h. 680, and 
was the first emperor of the race of Chingiz 
Khan who embraced the Muhammadan re- 
ligion. He is said to have been baptized 
in his youth by the name of Nicholas, but 
policy, or conviction, led him to abandon the 
doctrine of Christ for that of Muhammad, 
when he assumed the name of Ahmad Khan. 
In the first year of his reign, Majd-ul-Mulk 
Yazdi, a nobleman of his court, being accused 
of sorcery, lost his life. He put his own 
brother to death, and was successful in 
obtaining possession of the person of his 
nephew, Arghun Khan; but tnat prince was 
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not only rescued from bis violence by tbe 
Mughul nobles, but by their aid was enabled 
to deprive him of his crown and life on the 
night of Thursday 11th August, a.d. 1284, 
26th Jumada I., a.h. 683, and become his 
successor. 

Ahmad Khan Bangash (^L*. Ju^»-\ 

fJlJL^j) t second son of Muhammad 

Khan Bangash, Nawab of Farrukhabad. 
When the Wazir §afdar-Jang, after the 
death of Qaim-Jang, the brother of Ahmad 
Khan, confiscated his estates in December, 
a.d. 1749, a.h. 1163. he (Ahmad Khan) 
collected an army of Afghans, defeated raja 
Nawil Rai, the Wazir V deputy, who was 
slain in the action, and recovered the terri- 
tories lately seized from his family. This 
circumstance took place on Friday the 2nd 
August, 17*50, 10th Ramazan, a.h. 1163. 
After this, Ahmad Khan governed his country 
about 22 lunar years, and died in November, 
1771, Sha'ban, a.h. 1185, wh?n he was 
succeeded by his son, Diler Himmat Khan, 
who received the title of Muiaffar-Jang from 
the emperor Shah 'Alam, who was then on 
his way to Dehli from Allahabad. 

Ahmad Khan Mewati, one of the petty 

rulers fmuluk-i-fateaifj who had usurped the 
chief parts of the Dehli empire during the 
Sayyid dynasty (beginning of the fifteenth 
century). Ahmad Khan held Mewat, his 
frontier coming close up to Dehli. He had 
to submit to Buhlul Looi. 

Ahmad Khan (Sayyid), C 8 1., of 

'Aligarh, a distinguished Muhammadan re- 
former. He wrote a book on the life and 
work of the Prophet, and founded the * Allga. h 
College. (See Sayyid Ahmad.) 

Ahmad Khan Snr. Vide Sikandar 
Khan Sir.

Ahmad MaghribI, who was the son of Malik 
Ikhtivar-uadin, a nobleman at the court of 
Sultan Firuz Shah Tughluq of Dehli, and 
related to him. After the death of his father, 
having squandered his wealth in pleasure and 
dissipation, he became a disciple of Shaikh 
Baba Is-haq Maghribi, and turned very pious 
and journeyed to Gujrat, where he acquired 
great fame. During his residence at that 
place, he obtained such celebrity, that Sultan 
Muzaffar Gujrati became his disciple. He 
died in that country in the reign of Sultan 
Muhammad of Gujrat, on Thursday 6th of 
January, 1446, 8th Shawwal, ah. 849, aged 
111 years, and was buried at Sarkich, near 
Ahmadabad. Khattu is a place in Nagor, 
where Shaikh Ahmad was born.

of a qazi of Tatta. His ancestors, who resided 
in Sindh, were Faruqis of the Hani fa sect, 
but he was a Shi 'a. He is the author of a 
work called K7iula f at -ul- Hat/a t y the Essence 
of Life. He came from the Deccan to the 
court of the emperor Akbar, in the year a.d. 
1682, a.h. 990, and when that monarch 
ordered the Tarik&-i~Alfl to be compiled, 
several authors were employed in the compi- 
lation, but subsequently the chief labour 
devolved upon Mull a Ahmad. The compila- 
tion of the first two volumes up to the time 
of Chingiz Khan was just finished by him, 
when Mirza "Pulad Birlas, during the month 
of January, 1688, §afar, a h. 996, persuaded 
the Mulla, who was always openly reviling 
the first khalifas, to leave his own house at 
midnight on some pretence, and then murdered 
him in a street at Lahore. For this act 
Mirza Fulad was sentenced to death, was 
bound alive to the leg of an elephant in the 
city of Lahore, and dragged along till he 
died. The Mulla expired three or four days 
after the Mirza. After the death of Mulla 
Ahmad, the remainder of the work was 
written by Asaf Khan Ja'far Beg, up to the 
year ah. 997, or a.d. 1689. Mulla Ahmad 
was buried at Lahore, but being a Shi 'a 
who openly used to revile the first khalifas, 
the people of Lahore exhumed his remains 
and burnt them.

Ahmad Nizam Shah Bahri (j.*.>*\ 


*Ll /»UsJ)> the founder of the 

Nizam- Shahi dynasty of the Deccan, was the 
son of Nizam-ul-Mulk Bahri, prime minister 
to Sultan Mahmud Shah Bahmani. He had 
conquered many places in the vicinity of his 
father's jagir, and was besieging the fort of 
Dundraipur about the year a.d. 1486, a.h. 
891, when he received intelligence of the 
assassination of his father, and immediately 
returned and assumed the titles of the deceased, 
and was generally known by those of Ahmad 
Nizam-ul-Mulk Ba^ri, to which the people 
of the Deccan added the title of Shah. As 
he had distinguished himself repeatedly as a 
general in the field, though the Sultan wished 
to remove him from power, none of his 
nobility would accept the task of reducing 
him. He, however, on the 3rd May, 1490, 
3rd Rajab, a.h. 896, gained a victory over 
the army of the SuU.an, and from that time 
he sat without opponent on the masnad of 
royalty, and by the advice of Yusuf 'Adil 
Shah, who had already become independent, 
having discontinued to read the khntba in the 
name of the king, put in his own and spread 
a white umbrella over his head. He laid the 
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foundation of the city of Ahmadnagar in a.d. 
1495, a.h. 900, which was completed in two 
years, and became the first of the Nizam- 
Shahi kings of Ahmadnagar. He died in 
a.d. 1608, a.h. 914, and was succeeded by 
his son, Burhan Nizam Shah I. The follow* 
ing is a list of the Nizam- Shahl kings of 
Ahmadnagar:

He was 
soon after defeated by Ibrahim, the favourite 
of Sulaiman, and his head was sent to 
Constantinople. 


Ahmad Ruml (^^••j Jl^^), author 

of the Faiq-ul-Haqaiq y a work written in 
imitation of the Mamawi of Jalal uddin 
Ruml. 

Ahmad Samani (Amir) (jl*L d**>-\ 
»1), second king of the race of 


Saman (Samanides^, succeeded his father Amir 
Isma'il in the provinces of Khurasan, etc., in 
a.d. 907, a.h. 295. He was a cruel prince, 
and contended with his uncle, his brothers, 
and other relations, for the extensive posses- 
sions of his father, more by intrigues at the 
court of Baghdad than by arms. After a 
reign of seven years, he was murdered by 
some of his domestics on Thursday 30th 
January, a.d. 914, 23rd Jumada I., a.h. 
301, and his son, Amir Nasr, then only eight 
years of age, was placed upon the throne of 
Khurasan and Bukhara. Ahmad was buried 
in Bukhara, and they gave him the title of 
Sultan Shahid, i.e. the martyred king. 


Ahmad Sarhindi (Shaikh) (ju^l 

;), entitled Mujaddid- 



i-Alf-i- §ani, a dervish celebrated for his 
piety and learning, was the son of Shaikh 
'Abdul -Wahid Faruqi, and was born at 
Sarhind in a.d. 1563, a.h. 971. He was a 
disciple of Khwaja Baal, a celebrated saint of 
Dehli, and is the author of several works. 
He died on Tuesday 29th November, a.d. 


1624, the last Tuesday in the month of §afar, 
a.h. 1034, and is buried at Sarhind. He 
was called " Mujaddid-i-Alf-i-§ani, or the 
* ' Benewer of the second Milfamihim, ' ' because 
he adopted the general belief that every 
thousand years a man was born who has a 
thorough Knowledge of the Islam, and whose 
vocation it is to revive and strengthen it. 
He believed that he was the man of the 
second (&ni) Millennium (a\f). 

Ahmad, Sayyid, of Barha, brother of 

Sayyid Mahmud Barha, served under Akbar 
in Gujrat. He was in charge of Akbar's 
hunting leopards. His son, Sayyid Jamal- 
uddin, was killed by the explosion of a mine 
before Chitor. 

Ahmad, Sayyid, of Bukhara, father of 

the renowned Shaikh Farid-i-Bufchan. Vide 
below. 

Ahmad Shah (*Lfc Ju^O, entitled 

Mu j ahid - ud - din Muhammad Abun - Nasr 
Ahmad Shah Bahadur, was the son of 
Muhammad Shah, emperor of Dehli, whom 
he succeeded on the 15th April, a.d. 1748, 
27th Rabi* II., a.h. 1161. His mother's 
name was Udham Bai. He was born in the 
fort of Dehli on Tuesday 14th December, 
a.d. 1726, 17th Rabr II., a.h. 1138, and 
crowned in Panipat on Monday 19th April, 
a.d. 1748, 2nd Jumada I., a.h. 1161. After 
a reign of 6 years 3 months and 8 days, ho 
was deposed and imprisoned, and afterwards 
blinded, together with his mother, by his 
prime minister, 'Imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi- uddin 
Khan, on Sunday 2nd June, n.s. 1754. 
After this, he Uvea more than 21 years, and 
died on the 1st January, a.d. 1775, from 
bodily disease. He was buried in front of the 
mosque of Qadam- Sharif in Dehli, in the 
mausoleum of Maryam-Makani. After his 
imprisonment, 'Alamgir II., son of Jahandar 
Shah, was raised to the throne.

Ahmad Shah Abdali (»L& 


\ 


J^\ t yj\), commonly called Shah 

Durrani, was the son of a chief of the Afghan 
tribe of Abdal, in the vicinity of the city of 
Hirat. He was taken prisoner in his infancy 
by Nadir Shah, who gave him the post of a 
mace-bearer, and by degrees promoted him to 
a considerable command in the army. The 
morning after the assassination of Nadir 
Shah, which took place in the night of the 
12th May, 1747, o.s., he made an attack, 
supported by a corps of Uzbeks, upon the 
Persian troops, but was repulsed. He then 
left the army, and proceeding by rapid 
marches to Qandahar, not only obtained 
possession of that city, but took a large 
convoy of treasure which was coming from 
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Kabul and Sindh to the Persian camp. By 
the aid of these means, he laid the foundation 
of a kingdom, which soon attained a strength 
that renaered it formidable to the surrounding 
nations. He not only subdued Qandahar and 
Kabul, but took Peshawar and Lahore ; and 
emboldened by this success, and the weakness 
of the empire, he resolved the conquest of 
the capital of Hindustan. In the beginning 
of the year a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161, he began 
his march from Lahore. Muhammad Shah, 
the emperor of Dehli, being at this time too 
indisposed to take the field, despatched his 
only son, prince Ahmad, against the enemy, 
under the command of the wazir Qaniar- 
nddin Khan, §afdar- Jang, governor of Audh, 
and several other chiefs, with a great army. 
For some days several skirmishes took place 
between the "two armies near Sarhind. At 
length, on Friday 11th March, a.d. 1748, 
22nd Babi' I., a.h. 1161, Qamar-uddin 
Khan, the wazir, being killed as he was at 
his devotion in his tent by a cannon ball, a 
panic prevailed in the Mughul army; the 
battle, nowever, continued tiiTa magazine of 
rockete taking fire in the enemy's camp, 
numbers of the troops were wounded by the 
explosion ; and Shah Abdali, either dis- 
heartened by the loss, or satisfied by the 
plunder gained at Sarhind, thought it proper 
to retreat towards Kabul, which he did un- 
molested. In the year, a.d. 1757, a.h. 1170, 
he again advanced as far as Dehli and Agra, 
and after having plundered and massacred 
the inhabitants of Mathura, he returned to 
Qandahar. About the year a.d. 1758, a.h. 
1172, the Mara J ha power had spread itself in 
almost every province of Hindustan, when 
Najib-ud-aaula, the Bohela, Shuja'-ud- 
daula Nawab, of Audh, and not only the 
Musalmans, but Hindus also, joined in 
petition to Ahmad Shah Abdali, that he 
would march and assume the throne of Dehli, 
in which they promised to support him. The 
Abdali, enraged at the seizure of Lahore by 
the Marathas, rejoiced at the invitation, and 
advanced without delay across the Indus, and 
driving the Marafchas before him, he did not 
stop till they reached the vicinity of Dehli. 
He engaged the Marafchas in several battles, 
and attained the highest renown among 
Muhammadans by the memorable defeat that 
he gave the hostile army on the plains of 
Panipat. This famous action was fought in 
January, 1761. After this victory, Durrani 
Shah returned to his own country, but before 
his departure he acknowledged Shah 'Alam, 
then in Bengal, as emperor of Hindustan, 
and commanded Shuja'-ud-daula and other 
chiefs to submit to his authority. He died 
after a reign of 26 years in a.d. 1772, a.h. 
1182, aged 50 years, and was succeeded by 
his son, Timor Snah. His tomb, covered with 
a gilt cupola, stands near the king's palace, 
ana is held sacred as an asylum. 

Ahmad Shah Bahmani II. (Saltan) 
*Ll Juto^). On the 


death of his father, Sultan Mahmud Shah II., 
in October, a.d. 1518, Shawwal, a.h. 924, 


Amir Band, his prime minister, dreading that 
the surrounding powers would attack him 
should he assume open independence, placed 
prince Ahmad, son of the late kinjr, upon the 
throne at Ahmadabad Bidar, leaving him the 
palace, with the use of the royal jewels, and 
a daily allowance of money for his support. 
The sum not being equal to his expenses, the 
king broke up the crown, which was valued 
at 400,000 nuns, or £160,000, and privately 
sold the jewels. He died two years after hi 
accession to the throne, in the year a.d. 1521, 
a.h. 927. After his death Amir Barid raised 
Sul&an 'Ala-uddin III., one of the princes, 
on the throne. Two years after ne was 
imprisoned, and another son of Mahmud 
Shah, named Wali-ullah Shah, was placed 
in his room. Three years after his accession, 
the minister conceiving a passion for his wife, 
he caused him to be poisoned, and espoused 
the queen. He then placed Kallm-ullah, 
the son of Ahmad Shah II., on the throne. 
This prince enjoyed nothing but the name of 
sovereign, and was never allowed to leave the 
palace. He was afterwards treated with great 
rigour by Amir Barid, whereupon he made 
his escape, first to his uncle lsma'il *Adil 
Shah to Bijapur, and thence to Burhan 
Nizam Shah of Ahmadnagar, where he 
resided till his death. With him ended the 
dynasty of the Bahmani kings of the Deccan. 
In fact, before this event, the Deccan was 
divided into five kingdoms — 'Adil- Shahi, or 
kings of Bijapur; Qu£b-Shahi, or kings of 
Golkonda ; 'Imad-Shahi, or kings of Barar ; 
Nizam- Shahi, or kings of Ahmadnagar ; and 
Barid- Shahi, kings of Ahmadabad Bidar. 

Ahmad Shah I. (*L& Jl^aJ), second 

king of Oujrat, was the son of Tatar Khan 
and grandson of Muzaffar Shah, whom he 
succeeded as king of Oujrat. The author of 
the Muntafchab-ut-Tawdrlkh states that his 
grandfather placed him on the throne during 
his lifetime, in the year a.h. 813, a.d. 1410, 
and that he survived, that measure five months 
and sixteen days. In the same year he laid 
the foundation of a new city on the banks of 
the Sabarma^i, which he called after his own 
name, Ahmadabad, and which afterwards 
became the capital of the kings of Oujrat. 
The date of the laying of the foundation of 
this city is contained in the words "Ba- 
fehair," i.e. all well. He died after a reign 
of nearly 33 years, on the 4th July, a.d. 
1443, 4th Babi' I., a.h. 847, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son, Muhammad Shah. 

Ahmad Shah II. t^U **-* *~*-*^), 

king of Oujrat. After the death of Mahmud 
Shah III., there being no relation on whom 
the succession might devolve, I'timad Khan, 
the prime minister, resolved rather than see 
the kingdom in absolute anarchy, to elevate 
a youth, whom he asserted to be the son of 
pnnce Ahmad Khan, formerly governor of 
Ahmadabad, and declared him the legal 
successor to the crown of Oujrat. He was 
forthwith placed on the throne on the 18th 
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February, a.d. 1654, 16th Rabi* I., a.h. 961. 
He reigned seven years and some months, and 
was found murdered one morning at the foot 
of the palace wall. This event took place 
on Monday the 21st April, a.d. 1661, 6th 
Sha'ban, a.h. 968. He was succeeded by 
Mu?affar Shah III.

"The Maulawi," a prominent character in 
the neighbourhood of Shahjahanpur and 
Muhammad! during the mutiny of 1857. He 
is said to have been the inspired Faqir who 
travelled through the upper provinces, a few 
years ago, on a miraculous mission. He made 
a pretty long stay at Agra, astonishing the 
natives and puzzling the authorities. It seems 
probable that he was even then busy in sowing 
the seeds of rebellion. He held great power 
within the city of Lucknow, in March, 1868, 
when the Commander-in-chief entered that 
city and commanded a stronghold in the very 
heart of the city. He was slain at Pawain, 
on the 15th June, 1858, sixteen miles north- 
east of Shahjahanpur, and the raja of that 
5 lace sent the head and trunk to Mr. Gilbert 
[oney, the Commissioner. 

Ahmad Shah Wall Bahmanl I. 
(Sultan) (^*^ jjjj *l£» X4^U, was 

the second son of Sulf.an Daud Shah of the 
Bahmanl race. He ascended the throne of 
the Deccan on the loth September, a.d. 
1422, 5th Shawwal, a.h. 825, ten days before 
the demise of his brother, Sult.an Firuz Shah, 
who had resigned the crown in his favour. 
He is the founder of the city and fort of 
Ahmadabad Bidar, the foundation of which 
he laid in the year a.d. 1432, a.h. 836. It 
is said that the Sultan, on his return from 
a war at Bidar, took to the amusement of 
hunting; and coming to a most beautiful 
spot, finely watered, resolved to build upon it 
a city, to be called after his name* Ahmada- 
bad. A citadel of great exteut and strength 
was erected on the very site of Bidar, the 
ancient capital of princes, who, according to 
the Hindu books, 5,000 years back, possessed 
the whole extent of Mirhat, Kamatik, and 
Talingana. Raja Bhim Sen was one of the 
most celebrated of this house, and the history 
of the loves of his daughter and Raja Nal, 
king of Malwa, are famous through all 
Hindustan. Their story was translated from 
the Sanskrit by Shaikh Faizi, under the title 


of Kai Daman, into Persian verse, at the 
command of the emperor, Akbar Shah. 
Ahmad Shah reigned 12 lunar years and 10 
months, and died on the 19th February, a.d. 
1435, 18th Rajah, a.h. 838. He was buried 
at Ahmadabaa Bidar, and was succeeded by 
his son, Sultan 'Ala-uddin II. 

Ahmad (Shaikh) {pi~» ijyjz *Xa&*\), 

of Ghazni, author of the work entitled 
Maqdnidt-i- Shaikh Ahmad, containing the 
Life of Ahmad Jam, Shaikh -ul- Islam, of 
Nishapur ; with a minute account of the 
miracles performed by him.

Ajmal (Shah) ( J-^1), or Shah Mu- 
hammad Ajmal, a Pirzada of Allahabad, 
was a descendant of Shah Khiib-ullah, and 
younger brother of Shah Ghulam Qutb-uddin, 
the son of Shah Muhammad Fakhir, the 
respectability of whose family is well-known 
at Allahabad. He died in the year a.d. 1821, 
a.h. 1236. 

Ajmirl Khan, an inhabitant of Ajmlr. 

He walked with the emperor Akbar from 
Agra to Ajmlr, on which account he received 
the title of Ajmirl Khan from that emperor. 
He had built a_ garden on a spot of 28 bighas 
of ground at Agra. This place is now called 
Ajmirl Khan-ka Tila. 

Aka Rihi, of Nishapur, an author. 

Akbarabadi Mahall ( J«* ^jLJ^fl), 

A'azz-un-Nisa Begam, was the name of one 
of the wives of the emperor Shah Jahan. 
The large red stone mosque at Faizbazar, in 
Dehli, was built by her in the year a.d. 1661, 
a.h. 1060, at a cost of 150,000 rupees. She 
died on the 29th January, a.d. 1677, 4th 
£il-hijja, a.h. 1087, in the reign of 'Alamgir. 
There is also a masjid inside the city of Agra 
built by her, called Akbarabadi Masjid. She 
had a villa also built at Agra. 
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Akbar 'All Tashbihi (,Jufi j~£\ 
i-^ZJ). He is mentioned in the 

Khulasat-ul-Ash'ar to have been the son of 
a washerman. He went to India, and turned 
faqir, but, as he was an infidel, his ascetic 
exercises cannot have been of much use to his 
soul. He left a diwan of about 8000 verses, 
and a masnawi, called %arra wa Khurshed. 
He was alive in a.d. 1586, a.h. 993.

Akbar Khan, the son of Dost Mu- 
hammad Kfran, ruler of Kabul, by his first 
wife. He shot Sir W. H. Macnaghten on 
the 26th December, 1841, when his father, 
Dost Muhammad Khan, was a State prisoner 
in India. When his father, Dost Muhammad 
Khan, came in possession of Kabul after 
the retreat of the English in 1842, he was 
appointed heir - appari nt in preference to 
Muhammad Afial Khan, his eldest son by 
his second wife. He died in 1848, when his 
full brother, Ghulam Haidar Khan, was 
nominated heir-apparent, after whose' death, 
in 1868, Sher 'All, his brother, was nomi- 
nated. 

Akbar (Prinoe) , the youngest son of the 

emperor 'Alamgir, was born on the 10th 
September, o.s. 1657, 11th £il-bijja, a.h. 
1067, raised the standard of rebellion against 
his father, and joined the Mara&ha chief 
- Sambntfjt in June, 1681. He afterwards 
quitted his court, and repaired to Persia, 
where he died in a.d. 1706, a.h. 1118, a few 
months before his father, and was buried at 
Mashhad, in £hurasan. 'Alamgir, at one 
time, intended to make Akbar his successor, 
and this preference arose from Akbar being 
the son of a Muhammadan mother, the 
daughter of Shah Nawaz Khan ; whereas his 
brothers, Sultans Mu'azzam and A'zam, were 
born of Rajput princesses. 

Akbar Shah (*L& j^il), the Great, 

emperor of Hindustan, surnamed Abul-Fatb 
Jalal-uddin Muhammad, was the eldest son 
of the emperor Humayun, and was born in 
Amarkot in the province of Sindh, on Sunday 
the 16th October, a.d. 1642, 6th Rajab, a.h. 
949, at a time when his father, after being 
defeated by Sher Shah, had taken refuge with 
Rana Prashad. At the time of his father's 
death, Akbar was at Kalanur, where he had 
been deputed by his father with a considerable 
force to expel the ex-king Sikandar Shah 
Sur from the Siwalik mountains. When 
information reached the prince of this mourn- 
ful event, Bairam Khan, and other officers 
who were present, raised him to the throne 
on Friday 14th February, a.d. 1666, 2nd 
Rabi 4 II., a.h. 963, Akbar being then only 
13 years and 9 months old. He enlarged his 
dominions by the conquest of Gujrat, Bengal, 
Kashmir, and Sindh. Besides the forts of 


A£ak, Agra, and Allahabad, many military 
works were erected by him. He also built 
and fortified the town of Fatfcpur Sikri, 
which was his principal residence, and which, 
though now deserted, is one of the most 

Slendid remains of former grandeur of India, 
e died after a prosperous reign of 61 lunar 
years and 9 months, on Wednesday the 16th 
October, o.s. 1606, 13th Jumada II., a.h. 
1014, aged 64 lunar years and 11 months. 
The words "Faut-i- Akbar Shah" (the death 
of Akbar Shah), are the chronogram of his 
death. He was buried in the village of 
Sikandra, in the environs of Agra, where 
a splendid mausoleum was built over his 
remains by his son Jahangir, which is still 
in a high state of preservation. He received 
after his death the title of "Arsh-'Ashyani," 
and was succeeded by his son Sultan Salim, 
who assumed the title of Jahangir. His 
mother's name was JJanuda Banu, commonly 
called Maryani - Makanl. The history of 
this potentate has been written, with great 
elegance and precision, by his wazir Abul- 
Fazl, in the work entitled Akbar-nama. In 
order to keep his turbulent Umaras, Turks, 
and Afghans, in check, Hindu chiefs wtro 
encouraged by Akbar, and entrusted with the 
highest powers, both military and civil, as 
was the case with Raja Maldeo of Marwar, 
Bhagwan Das of Amber, Man Singh, his son, 
and Raja Todar Mai. He also connected 
himself and his sons with them by marriage. 
Both Akbar and his successor. Jahangir, had 
amongst their wives several of Hindu origin. 
Towards the middle of his reijrn, Akoar 
became dissatisfied with the Muhammadan 
religion, and invited to his court teachers of 
the Christian, Hindu, and Parsi religions, 
and took an interest in their discussions. 
He adopted, however, none of them, but 
attempted to found a new system of belief, 
called " Din-i-Ilahi," whicn acknowledged 
one Ood, and the king as his vice-regent.

Akbar Shah II. (^tf »V4^) f king 

of Dehli, whose title in full is Abul-Nasr 
Mu'in-uddin Muhammad Akbar Shah, was 
the son of the nominal emperor Shsfr ' Alam ; 
was born on Wednesday 23rd April, jr.s. 
1760, 7th Ramagan, a.h. 1173, and succeeded 
his father at the age of 48, on the 19th 
November, a.d. 1806, 7th Ramadan, a.h. 
1221, as titular king of Dehli. On his 
accession he made some weak attempts to 
increase his influence and power. These were 
properly resisted, but at the same time the 
pledge given by Lord Wellesley, to increase 
the allowance of the imperial family when 
the revenue of the country improved, was 
redeemed by an act of politic liberality. An 
augmentation of 10,000 rupees per mensem 
was appropriated for the support of his eldest 
son, whom he had declared heir- apparent. 
He sat on the throne of his ancestors nearly 
32 lunar years ; died on Friday 28tn 
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September, a.d. 1837, 28th Jumada II., a.h. 
1253, aged about 80 lunar jean, and was 
buried at Dehli, close to the tomb of Bahadur 
Shah. His son Bahadur Shah II., the last 
king of Dehli, succeeded him. Akbar some- 
times wrote poetry, and used the word Shu' a 
for his poetical name. 

Akhfash Ansat (k~>^ ^ ft ^ \), was 


called Akhfash. because he had small eyes. 
His proper name is Abul-Hasan Sa'id. He 
was an author, and died in the Tear a.d. 830. 
Some say he was born at Balkjj, and died in 
a.h. 376. There were three persons of this 
name, all of whom were authors. Akhfash 
Aaghar. or the lesser, died in a.d. 845. 

Akhtar (jj^J), the poetical name of 

Qui Muhammad $adiq £han, an excellent 
writer of prose and Terse. 

Akhtar (pU^t), the poetical name of 

Wajid 'All Shah, the last king of Audh, now 
of Garden Reach, Calcutta. 

Akmal-uddin Muhammad bin-Mah- 
mud (Shaikh), author of a commen- 
tary on the Hidaya, entitled k Inaya, or al- 
'Inaya. There are two commentaries on the 
Hidaya, commonly known by that name, but 
the one much esteemed for its studious 
analysis and interpretation of the text, is by 
this author ; it was published in Calcutta in 
1837. This author died in the year a.d. 
1384, a.h. 786. 

'Akrima, or more correctly *Ikrima 

a^JLa), surname of Abu-'Abdullah, 

who was a freed slaTe of Ibn- 'Abbas, and 
became afterwards his disciple. He was one 
of the greatest lawyers. He died in the year 
a.d. 725, a.h. 107. 

Aksir, or more correctly, Iksir (Mirza) 
Oir"* ^\-i ( JlJ\ j+ttSV), of Isfahan, 

author of a book of elegies. He served under 
Nawajt^Tizam-ul-Mulk Asaf-Jah and §afdar- 
Jang, and died in Bengal in n.s. 1756, a.h. 
1169. 

Alahdad Sarhindi, or more correctly, 

Ilahdad, poetically styled Faizi, a 

native of Sarhind, and author of a Persian 
Dictionary called Madar ul-Afazil.

Al-Ahnaf ( 


HI), uncle of Yazid, 


the second khalifa of the house of Umayya. 
At the battle of $iffin he had fought on 


the side of 'Ali. Sereral sayings of this 
celebrated chief are recorded in the Bio- 
graphical Dictionary of Ibn IQiallikan. He 
outlived Mu'awiya. 

Alahwirdi Khan (^Ll iSfylft), 

or more correctly, Ilahwirdi Khan, 

a nobleman of the reign of the emperor 
JahangTr. He was raised to the rank of 
5,000 in the time of Shah Jahan, and held 
several offices of importance. He was ap- 
pointed Governor of Patna, and espoused tne 
cause of Sultan Shuja', brother of Aurangzib, 
a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068, and after the defeat of 
Shuja', accompanied him to Bengal, where 
he was slain, together with his son Saif-ullah, 
by order of that prince, in July, a.d. 1659, 
£il-qa'da, a.h. 1069. 

[The word wtrdi or wirdi means " a rope," 
God being the habUi-matln, the strong rope 
which the faithful seize so as not to perish. J 

Alahwirdi Khan ( U L*. c*^*JD, 

or more correctly, Ilahwirdi Khan, 

title of Ja'far Rfran, the son of Ilahwirdi 
Khan the first. He was raised to the rank 
of an amir by 'Alamgir, with the title of 
Hahwardi ]£ban 'Alamgir- Shahi. He was 
appointed Subadar of Allahabad, where he 
died a.d. 1669, a.h. 1079. He was an 
excellent poet, and has left a Diwan. 

Alahwirdi Khan, (^L^ ^ydJl 
j*>- k£~-jly^), or more commonly, 


Allahwirdi Khan, styled Mahabat- 

Jang, the usurper of the government of Bengal, 
was originally named Mirza Muhammad *Ali. 
His father, Mirza Muhammad, a Turkman, 
an officer in the service of the prince A'zam 
Shah, on the death of his patron in a.d. 
1707, falling into distress, moved from Dehli 
to Ka(ak, the capital of OrTsa, in hopes of 
mending his fortune under Shuia'-uddin, the 
son-in-law of Nawab Murshid Quli Ja'far 
Sjian, Subadar of Bengal, who received him 
with kindness, and after some time bestowed 
on his son the Faujdari of Rajmahall, and 
procured for him from the emperor a mansab 
and the title of Allahwirdi Khan, and after- 
wards that of Mahabat-Jang. After the 
death of Shuja'-uddin, and the accession of 
his son, Sarfaraz Khan, to the government of 
Bengal, Allahwirdi overthrew the Nawab, 
in an action in which the latter was slain, 
in a.d. 1740, a.h. 1153, and ursurped the 
government. He reigned sixteen years over 
the three provinces of Bengal, Bihar, and 
Orisa, and died on Saturday the 10th April, 
N.s. 1766, 9th Rajab, a.h. 1169, aged 80 
Tears. He was buried in Murehidabad, near 
the tomb of his mother, in the garden of 
Khnsh - Bagh. and was succeeded by his 
grand-nephew and grandson, Mirza Mahmud, 
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better known by his assumed name of Siraj- 
ud-daula. It does not appear that Allah wirdi 
ever remitted any part of the revenue to 
Dehli after payment of the first instalment, 
of which the bulk went to the Maratha 
Government at Puna. 

Alah Yar Khan (p** ^U* Jj d\), 
or more correctly, Hah Yar Khan 

(Shaikh), son of Shaikh 'Abdus- 

Subban, was formerly employed by Nawab 
Mubariz-ul-Mulk Sarbaland Khan, Governor 
of Gujrat, and in the reign of the emperor 
Famikhsiyar was raised to the rank of (>,000, 
with the title of Rustam Zaman Khan. In 
the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
when Rai a Abhai Singb, the son of Raja 
A jit Singh Marwari, was appointed Governor 
of Gujrat in the room of JSawab Sarbaland 
Khan, the latter made some opposition to his 
successor ; a battle ensued, and Shaikh Hah 
Yar, who was then with the Nawab, was 
killed in the action. This took place on the 
day of Dasahra, 5th October, o.s. 1730, 8th 
Rabi II., a.h. 1143. 

Alah Yar Khan (^J\ ^Ul Ju <lH 
^jLsL .LasliO, or more correctly, 

Ilah Yar Khan, son of Iftikhar 

Khan Turkman, a nobleman of the court of 
Shah Jahan. He died in Bengal in a.d. 
1650, a.h. 1060. 

Alah Yar Khan Mir-Tuzuk (Aj aJ\

<—S\y j~+ uAfiO, or more correctly, 

Ilah Yar Khan, a nobleman in the 

time of the emperor 'Alamgir, who held the 
rank of 1,500, and died a.d.' 1662, a.h. 1073. 

Alamayo (Prince), the son of king 

Theodore of Abyssinia. After the fall of 
Magdala and the death of his father, 10th 
April, 1868, he was sent to England to be 
educated, where he died. 

Al-Amin (^W), the 6th khalifa of 

the house of 'Abbas, succeeded his father, 
Harun-nr-Rashid, to the throne of Baghdad, 
in March, a.d. 809, a.h. 193. He was no 
sooner seated on the throne than he formed 
a design of excluding his brother, al-Mamun, 
from the succession. Accordingly, he deprived 
him of the furniture of the imperial palace 
of Khurasan; and in open violation of his 
father's will, who had bestowed on al-Mamun 
the perpetual government of Khurasan and 
of all tne troops in that province, he ordered 
these forces to march directlv to Baghdad. 
Upon the arrival of this order, al-M&mun 
expostulated with the general al-Fagl Ibn 


Rabi'a, who commanded his troops, and 
endeavourtd to prevent his marching to 
Baghdad ; but without effect, for he punc- 
tually obeyed the orders sent by the khalifa. 
Al-Fazl having ingratiated himself with the 
khalifa by his ready compliance with his 
orders, was chosen prime minister, and 
governed with absolute sway, al - Amin 
abandoning himself entirely to drunkenness. 
Al-Fazl was a very able minister; but fearing 
al-Maniun's resentment, if ever he should 
ascend the throne, he gave al-Amin such 
advice as proved in the end the ruin of them, 
both, lie advised him to deprive al-Mamun 
of the right of succession that had been given 
him by his father, and transfer it to his own 
son Musa, though then but an infant. Agree- 
able to this pernicious advice, the khalifa sent 
for his brother al-Qasim from Mesopotamia, 
and recalled al-Mamun from Kn origan, 
pretending he had occasion for him as an 
assistant in his councils. By this ill-treat- 
ment al-Mamun was so much provoked, that 
he resolved to come to an open rupture with 
his brother. A war soon after oroke out 
between them. Tahir ibn-Husain, the general 
of al-Mamun, laid siege to Baghdad, took it, 
and having seized al-Amin, cut off his head, 
and exposed it to public view in the streets 
of Baghdad. Afterwards he sent it to al- 
Mamun in Khurasan, together with the ring 
or seal of the khilafat, the sceptre and the 
imperial robe. At the sight of these, al- 
Mamun fell down on his knees, and returned 
thanks to God for his success, making the 
courier who brought the insignia a present 
of a million dirhams. The death of al-Amin 
took place on the 6th October, a.d. 813, 6th 
§afar, a.h. 198. He was then 30 years of 
age, and had reigned but four years and some 
months. 

'Alamgir I. (jlijb^JljL), emperor 

of Hindustan, surnamed Abul-?afar Mufoi- 
uddin Muhammad Aurangzib, took the title 
of 'Alamgir on his accession to the throne, 
lie was the third son of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, born on Sunday 10th October, o.s. 
1619, 11th Zil-qa'da, a.h. 1028. His 
mother* s name was Arjmand Banu, surnamed 
Mumtaz-Maball. In his youth, he put on 
the appearance of religious sanctity, out in 
June, a.d. 1658, Ramjan, a.h. 1068, during 
his father's illness, he, in conjunction with 
his brother, Murad Bakhsh, seized Agra, and 
made his father prisoner. Murad was soon 
after imprisoned by 'Alamgir, who marched 
to Dehli, where ne caused himself to be 
proclaimed emperor on the 21st July of the 
same year, 1st Zil-qa'da, a.h. 1068, but was 
not crowned till the first anniversary of his 
accession, a circumstance which has intro- 
duced some confusion in the chronology of 
his rei^n. Soon after, he put Murad Bakhsh 
and his eldest brother, tne heir - apparent, 
Dara Shikoh, to death. He greatly enlarged 
his dominions, and became so formidable that 
all Eastern princes sent ambassadors to him. 
He was an able prince, but a bigoted Sunni, 
and attempted to force the Hindus to adopt 
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that faith, destroying their temples, and 
levying the capitation tax (jizya) from every 
Hindu. The feudatory chiefs of Rajjratana 
successfully resisted the impost. He died 
after a reign of 50 lunar years at Ahmad- 
nagar, in the Deccan, on Friday the 21st 
February, o.s. 1707, 28th £il-qa 4 da, a.h. 
1118, aged 90 lunar years and 17 days, and 
was interred in the court of the mausoleum of 
Shaikh Zain-uddin, in Khuldabad, eight kos 
from the city of Aurangabad. After his 
death, he received the title of " Hazrat 
Khuld-Makan" [i.e. He whose place* is in 
paradise). He was married in the 19th year 
of his age to a daughter of Shahnawaz Khan, 
the son of 'Asaf Khan, the prime minister of 
the emperor Jahangir, by whom he had five 
sons and four daughters. His eldest son, 
named Sultan Muhammad, died before his 
father ; his second son was Muhammad 
Mu'azzam, who succeeded him with the title 
of Shah 'Alam Bahadur Shah ; the third, 
A'zam Shah, was slain in battle fought 
against the latter; the fourth, Muhammad 
Akbar, who revolted against his father, took 
refuge in Persia, and died there ; the fifth, 
Kam Bakhsh, who was also slain in battle. 
The names of his four daughters are: Zeb- 
nn-Nisa, Zinut-un-Xisa, Badr-un-Nisa, and 
Mihr-un-Nisa. 

'Alamgir II., 'Azlz-uddln, was the son 

of the emperor Jahandar Shah by Anup Bai ; 
was born in a.d. 1688, a.h. 1099, and raised 
to the throne, in the fort of Dehll, by 
'Imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi-uddin Khan the wazir, 
on Sunday the 2nd June, n.s. 1754, 10th 
Sha'ban, a.h. 1167, after the deposition and 
imprisonment of Ahmad Shah, the son of the 
emperor Muhammad Shah. He was, after 
a nominal reign of five years and some 
months, assassinated by the same person who 
had placed him on the throne, on the 29th 
November, n.s. 1759, 8th Babi* II. a.h. 
1173, and was interred in the platform before 
the mausoleum of the emperor Humayun. 
His son 'Ali Gauhar (afterwards Shah 'Alam) 
being then in Bengal, Mubiy-ul-Sunnat, son 
of Kim Bakhsh, the son of the emperor 
Anrangzib, was seated on the throne, with 
the title of Shah Jahan, and insulted by 
the empty name of emperor for some 
months, after which, on the 10th October, 
n.s. 1760, 29th §afar, a.h. 1174, the 
Maraftas having plundered Dehll, prince 
MTrza Jawan Bakht, the son of 'AH Gauhar, 
was placed on the throne by the Marafta 
chief Bhao, as regent to his father, who was 
still in Bengal.

Alaptlg-in or Alptitfn ( ^fyjt^ 

one of the chief nobles of Bukhara, and 
Governor of Khurasan during the reign of 
the house of Sam&n. Having, in a.d. 962, 
renounced his allegiance to that court, he 
retired, with his followers, to Ghazni, then 


an insignificant town, to escape the resent- 
ment of Amir Mansur Saniani, whose eleva- 
tion to the throne he had opposed, on the 
ground of his extreme vouth. He established 
a petty principality, of which Ghazul became 
the capital. He died a.d. 976, a.h. 366, 
when his son, Abu-Is-ljaq, succeeded him; 
but that weak and dissipated prince survived 
his father but a short time ; and the suffrage 
of all ranks gave the rule to Subiktagin, a 
chief in the service of Alaptigin, in a.d. 977, 
a.h. 367. 

Al-Aswad (dyJi\\ an impostor. Vide 
Musailama. 

'Ala-nd-danla (Prince) (^jJljLc 

i_j^j), the son of Baisanghar Mirza, 

and grandson of Shahrukh Mirza, after whose 
death, in a.d. 1447, he ascended the throne 
at Hirat, but was soon driven from it by his 
uncle, Uhigh Beg. After the death of rflugh 
Beg, a.d. 1449, he was imprisoned and 
blinded by his brother, Sultan Babar. He 
died in a.d. 1459, a.h. 863. 


'Ala-ud-danla (dl^jJ^lL <_>\>J), a 
Xawab of Bengal. Vide Sarfaraz Khan. 

'Ala - ud - danla (Mir or Mirza) 
(j-~+ aJjjJULc), a poet whose 


poetical name was Kafi. He is the author 
of a biography of those poets who flourished 
in the reign of the emperor Akbar. The 
time of his death is not known, but he 
was living at the time of the conquest of 
Chitor by Akbar in a.d. 1567, a.h. 975. 
There is some mistake in his poetical name ; 
he appears to be the same person who is 
mentioned under the poetical name of Kami, 
which see. 

'Ala-ud-danla Samnani (aJLjJULc 
.JL**j), one of the chief followers 

of the §ufi Junaid Baghdad!. In his youth 
he served Arghun Rhan, the Tartar king of 
Persia, and his uncle Sharaf-uddin Samnani 
was a nobleman at the court. He died on 
Friday the 8th March, a.d. 1336, 23rd Rajah, 
a.h. 736, aged 77 lunar years, six years before 
Khwaja Kirmani. 

1 Ala-nddin ( .j jJULO, a Muhammadan 

prince of the Arsacides or Assassins, better 
Lnown by tiie appellation of "The old man 
of the mountains.*' His residence was a 
castle between Damascus and Antioch, and 
was surrounded by a number of youths, whom 
he intoxicated with pleasures, and rendered 
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subservient to his views, by promising still 
greater voluptuousness in the next world. As 
these were employed to stab his enemies, he 
was dreaded by the neighbouring princes.

•Ala - uddin (Khwaja) (^jJljlU 

u_£Ju«Ua-c Ast-t^fiL), Burnamed Ata 

Malik, was the brother of Shams-nddin Mu- 
hammad §abib, diwan, and is the author of 
a history called Jahankushd. 

'Ala-uddin 'All al-Qnraishi ibn-Nafla 

author of the commentary termed Miyiz-ul 
Q&n&n Jll-Tibb t being an epitome of the 
canons of Avicenna. He died a.d. 1288. 

'Ala-uddin All Shah (^ ^jJljlU 

*\j*) f king of Western Bengal. He 

usurped the government of that country after 
defeating Fakhr-uddin Mubarak Shah, and 
was assassinated, about a.h. 746, by the 
instigation of Khwaja llyas, who succeeded 
him under the title of Shams -uddin llyas 
Shah. 

'Ala-nddin Atsiz (y^\ ^jJljlU), 

the son of 'Ala-uddin Hasan Ghori. He 
defeated Baha-uddin Sim in a.d. 1210, and 
reigned four years in Ghor. He fell in battle 
against Taj -uddin Ilauz, a.d. 1214, and was 
the last of the kings of Ghor, of the family 
of 'Ala-uddin Hasan. 

« Ala-uddin Hasan ( cr *^- ^jJ^jLc 

i^fjyz), prince of Ghor, entitled 

Jahan-soz. His elder brother, Qufcb-uddin, 
prince of Ghor, was publicly executed by his 
Drother-in-Taw, Bahrain Shah of Ghazni, in 
a.d. 111-0, a.h. 513. Saif-ud-daula, brother 
of the deceased, took possession of Ghazni in 
a.d. 1148, a.h. 643, but afterwards was 
defeated, taken prisoner, and put to death by 
Bahrain Shah in a.d. 1149, a.h. 544. When 
the mournful news of his brother's death 
reached 'Ala-uddin, he burnt with rape, and 
being determined to take revenge, invaded 
Ghazni with a great army. He defeated 
Bahram Shah, who fled to Lahore, took 
possession of Ghazni, in a.d. 1152, a.h. 574, 
and gave up the city to flames, slaughter, and 
devastation for several days, on which account 
he is known by the epithet of "Jahan-soz," 
or the burner of the world. He carried his 
animosity so far as to destroy every monument 
of the Ghazni emperors with the exception 
of those of Sulfcan Mahmud, Mas'ud, and 
Ibrahim ; but he defaced all the inscriptions, 
even of their times, from every public edifice. 


'Ala-uddin died in the year a.d. 1156, a.h. 
549, after a reign of six years, and was 
succeeded by his son Malik Saif-uddln, or 
Saif-ud-daula, who in little more than a year 
fell in battle with the Ghiza Turkmans. He 
was succeeded by his eldest cousin, Ghiyas- 
uddin Muhammad Ghori. The following is 
a list of the kings of Ghor :

i ^ %) t Hasan Kangoh Bahmani, 

the first Bahmani king of the Deccan. He 
was a native of Dehli, and in the service of 
a Brahmanical astrologer named Kangoh, or 
Gangoh, enjoying hign favour with the prince 
Muhammad Tughluq, afterwards king of 
Dehli. This Brahman assured Hasan that 
he perceived from his horoscope that he would 
rise to great distinction, and be eminently 
favoured of the Almighty; and made him 
promise that if he ever should attain regal 
power, he would use the name of Kangoh 
and employ him as his minister of finance, 
a request with which Hasan readily complied. 
The Governor of Daulatabad and others 
having revolted took possession of the place, 
and selected Hasan (who had then the title 
of ?afar Khan and a jagir in the Deccan) to 
be their king. On Friday the 3rd August, 
a.d. 1347, 24th Rabi' II. a.h. 748, they 
crowned him and raised him on the throne, 
with the title of 'Ala-uddin Hasan Kangoh 
Bahmani at Kulbarga, which place became 
the royal residence and capital of the first 
Muhammadan king of the Deccan, and was 
named Ahsanabad. Towards the end of the 
reign of Muhammad Tughluq of Dehli, he 
subdued every part of the Deccan previously 
subject to the throne of Dehli. The death 
of 'Ala-uddin Hasan happened ten years, ten 
months, and seven days after his accession to the 
throne, about the 10th February, a.d. 1358, 
1st Rabi' I. a.h. 759. He was succeeded 
by his son, Muhammad Shah I. Bahmani.

« Ala-nddin II. (Saltan) (^jJljlU 

^iLLs l <jL5), son of Sultan Ahmad 

Shah Wall Bahmani, ascended the throne at 
Ahmadabad Bidar in the Deccan, in the 
month of February, a.d. 1436, a.h. 838, and 
died after a reign of 23 years, 9 months, and 
20 days in the year a.d. 1457, a.h. 862. He 
was succeeded by his son, Humayun, a cruel 
prince. 

4 Ala-nddin Khilji (Sultan) (^ jJljSL 

styled Sikandar-i-$ani, "the second Alex- 
ander," was the nephew and son-in-law of 
Sultan Jalal-nddin Firuz Shah Khilji, whom 
he murdered at Kara-Manikpur, in the 
province of Allahabad, on the 29th July, 
a.d. 1296, 17th Ramazan, a.h. 696, and 
marching thence with his army ascended the 
throne of Dehli in the month of October the 
tame year, Zil-feijja, a.h. 696, after haying 
defeated and removed Rukn-uddin Ibrahim, 
the son of Firuz Shah. He was the first 
Musalman king who made an attempt to 
conquer the Deccan. He took the fort of 
Chitor in August, a.d. 1303, 3rd Mu^arram, 
a.h. 703. It is said that the empire never 
flourished so much as in his reign. Palaces, 
mosques, universities, baths, mausolea, forts, 
and all kinds of public and private biiildings, 
seemed to rise as if by magic. Among tne 
poets of his reign, we may record the names 
of Amir Khusrau, Khwaja Hasan, §adr- 
uddln 'Ali, Fakhr-uddln Khawas, 9 amid - 
uddin Raja, Maulana 'Arif, 'Abdul- Hakim, 
and Shihab-uddin §adr-Nishin. In poetry, 
Amir Khusrau and Khwaja Hasan had tne 
first rank. In philosophy and physic, Maulana 
Badr-uddin Damishqi. In divinity, Maulana 
Shitabi. In astrology, Shaikh Nizam-uddin 
Auliya acquired much fame. 'Ala-nddin died, 
according to Firishta, on the 6th Shawwal, 
a.h. 716, or 19th December, a.b. 1316, 
after having reigned more than twenty years. 
He was buried in the tomb which he had 
constructed in his life-time near the Manihar 
Masjid in Old Dehli. Amir Khusrau, in 
that part of his Diwan called Baqiya-i- 
Naqiya, says that he died on the 6th 
Shawwal, a.h. 715, i.e. about the 30th 
December, a.d. 1315. After his death, Malik 
Naib Kaffir, one of the eunuchs of the king, 


placed his youngest son, Sultan Shihab-uddin 
'Umar, who was then only seven years old, 
on the throne. After a short time, however, 
the eunuch Kaffir was slain, and Shihab- 
uddin was set aside, and his elder brother, 
Mubarak Khan, under the title of Mubarak 
Shah, ascended the throne on the 1st April, 
a.d. 1316, 7th Mubarram, a.h. 716, but 
according to Firishta in 1317. It was the 
boast of 'Ala-nddin that he had destroyed 
one thousand temples in Banaras alone. He 
is best known now by the beautiful gateway 
to the Kutb Mosque, and the unfinished 
tower by which he hoped to rival the Kutb 
Minar. 

'Ala-uddin 'Imad Shah (,.,.jjJULc 

l\jt> t)l*e) succeeded to the govern- 
ment of Barar in the Deccan after the 
death of his father, Fatb-ullah 'Imad Shah, 
about the year a.d. 1513, and following the 
example of other chiefs of the house of 
Bahmani, declared himself king of Barar, and 
established his royal residence at Gawal. He 
contracted an alliance by marriage with the 
sister of Isma'Il 'Adil Shah, named Khadija, 
in a.d. 1528, a.h. 935, and died some time 
about the year a.d. 1532, a.h. 939. He was 
succeeded by his son Darya, 'Imad Shah. 

'Ala-nddin Kaiqnbad (Sultan) (jLc 

jLJL»£ ^jJO, a prince of the 

Saljfiqian dynasty. When Sultan Malik- 
Shah conquered Kum or Anatolia, in Asiatic 
Turkey, he conferred on Sulaiman, the son of 
Kutlumish, that kingdom, whose descendants 
reigned there till the time of Abaqa Khan, 
the Tartar king of Persia. 'Ala-uddin 
Kaiqnbad was a descendant of Sulaiman 
Shah, and died about the year a.d. 1239, 
a.h. 637. Vide Sulaiman bin-Kutlumish.

saint of Agra, commonly called Shah 'Alawal 
Balawal, son of Sayyidf Sulaiman. He died 
in the beginning of the reign of Islam Shah, 
son of Sher Shah, in the year a.d.

His tomb is in Agra, at a place 
called Naf-ki Mandi, where crowds of 
Musalmans assemble every year to worship 
it. The adjacent mosque has sunk into the 
ground to the spring of the arches. 

•Ala-nddin Mas'nd (jyu^^jjJtjLO, 

Sultan of Dehli, was the son of Sultan 
Rukn-uddin Firuz, and grandson of Shams- 
uddin Iltitmish, was raised to the throne 
of Dehli after the murder of Bahrain Shah, 
in May, a.d. 1242, £il-qa'da, a.h. 639. 
He died on the 10th June, a.d. 1246, 23rd 
Mu^arram. a.h. 644, after a reign of four 
years, ana was succeeded by his brother 
(or uncle), Sultan Nasir-uddin Mahmud. 
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*Ala-uddin Muhammad al-Samar- 
qandi (Shaikh) (s^jb^ ^j jJ^jlU 

4j£jcJi«4uJl), author of a compendium 

of Al-Quduri's Mukhtasir. which he entitled 
the Tuhfat-ul-Fukaha. This work was com- 
mented upon by his pupil Abu-Bakr bin-

*Ala-uddin Husain Shah (^j jJULc 

*L* c j- t? ^>.r^) > king of Bengal. He 

was the son of Sayyid Ashraf, and after 
defeating Musaffar Shah at Ganr in a.h. 
899, ascended the throne of Bengal. He 
reigned with justice for a considerably longer 
penod than any of his predecessors until the 
year a.d. 1621, a.h. 927, when he died a 
natural death, after a reign of 28 years. His 
son Nusrat Shah succeeded him. 

•Ala-uddin (Sultan) (^ILL. ^J^ji* 

^Jiysr—*), a king of the race of 

Saljuq, who reigned in Iconium, and died 
in the year a.d. 1301, a.h. 700. 

'Ala-uddin (Sultan) (^UaLi ^jJ\j)L 

^^JufeJ *L*jb), the last king of 

Dehli of the Sayyid dynasty, succeeded his 
father Sultan Muhammad Shah to the throne 
in January, a.d. 1446, Shawwal, a.h. 849. 
Bahlol Lodi, in a.d. 1451, a.h. 855, at 
the instigation of Hamid Khan wazir, took 
possession of Dehli during the absence of the 
ting, who was then at Badaon. 'Ala-uddin 
continued to reside at Badaon unmolested till 
his death, which happened in the year a.d. 
1478, a.h. 883 ; his reign at Dehli being 
about six years, and his government at Badaon 
28 years. 

'Ala-uddin (Sayyid), of Oudh, whose 
poetical name was Wasili, is the author of 
a Tarjrband, commonly called Mamuqim&n, 
with which word it commences. He was a 
native of Khurasan, came to India about the 
year a.d. 1300, became a disciple of Ni^am- 
uddin Aulia, and fixed his residence in Oudh. 

'Ala-uddin Takash (jl£j ^JjJjjLO, 
a Sulfcan of Khwarizm. Vide Takash. 

'Ala-ul-mulk Kotwal (Malik) (jlx 
u-£L* JV^ <^-£*H)* He served 

under Sulfcan 'Ala-uddin Khilji, king of 
Dehli, and was the uncle of Ziya-uddin Barni, 
the author of the TZrith Firuz-Shdhi. He 
was then very old and so fat that he was not 
able to attend the court more than once a 
month. He was living in a.d. 1300, a.h. 
699.

This 
famous warrior, after several battles with 
Al-Aftakin, the amir of Damascus and the 
Karmafians, died in a.d. 990, a.h. 381. 
'Al-Aziz died on his way to Syria, in the 
21st year of his reign and 42nd of his age, 
and was succeeded by his son, Abul-Mansur. 

Al-Baghawi (^jJLJD. Vide Abul- 

Faraj - al - Baghawi and Abu - Muhammad 
Farrai ibn-Mas'ud al-Baghawi. 

Al-Batani (^ia-JI), commonly called 

by European writers Albategnius, was an 
Arabian astronomer who wrote a treatise on 
the knowledge and the obliquity of the Zodiac 
of the stars. He died in 929. He greatly 
reformed astronomy, comparing his own 
observations with those of Ptolemy. This 
book was printed at Nuremberg, in 1537, 
4 to., and at Bologna in 1645. He died 
a.d. 929. 

Al-Biruni( J^JI), an Arabian author, 

whose original work, entitled Tariff Hind, 
was compiled in India in about a.d. 1030-33. 
See Abu-Hainan. 

Al-Bukhari (jj^Lae^JI), who received 

this name from Bukhara, the place of his 
birth or his chief residence, was a famous 
lawyer by name of Muhammad Isma'il. His 
collection of traditions on the Muhammadan 
religion, commonly called $ahih-ul-Bui£dri, 
is of the greatest authority of all that have 
ever been made ; he called it Al-$ahlh, i.e. 
genuine, because he separated the spurious 
ones from those that were authentic. He 
says, he has selected 7,275 of the most 
authentic traditions out of 10,000, all of 
which he looked upon to be true, haying 
rejected 200,000 as false. He died at 
Bukhara in the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256. 
Vide Muhammad Isma'il Bukhari.

Ahmad ibn Kathir or Kasir, an Arabian 
astronomer of the ninth century, author of 
an introduction to astronomy.

'Alha and Udal ( J Jj\ j ^0, princes 

of Mahoba. There is a heroic ballad sung 
or recited by the Hindu sepoys in a kind of 
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monotonous, but not unmusical sort of chaunt, 
accompanied by a sotto voce beat of the dhol, 
which rise to a constrepito in the pause 
between the verses. Whoever has resided in 
a military cantonment must have frequently 
observed the sepoys, when disengaged from 
military duty, collected in small knots, 
listening to one of the party reciting some 
poem or tale to a deeply interested audience. 
The subject of this lay is the prowess of 
'AIha', the Raja of Mahdba, a town in 
Bundelkhand, of which extensive ruins remain. 
The hero is described as the terror of the 
M uhammadans ; his triumphs over whom are 
attributed not only to his own valour, but the 
favour of the goddess Kali, whom he had 
propitiated by the offering of his life. There 
are many songs, it is said, of this prince, 
and his brother Udal, a warrior of equal 
estimation ; but they are preserved only 
traditionally by the Powars, and their amateur 
students. The verses are in Bhakha. 

Al-Hadi (^jV 1r J\) f the fourth khallf of 

the house of 'Abbas, succeeded his father, 
al-Mahdl, on the 4th August, a.d. 785, 
23rd Muharram, a.h. 169, to the throne of 
Baghdad. He reigned one year and one 
month, and having formed a design to deprive 
his younger brother, Harun-aL-Rashid, of 
his right of succession, and even to assassinate 
him, was poisoned by his prime minister 
about the month of September, a.d. 786, 
Rabi I. a.h. 170. On his death his brother, 
the celebrated Harun-al-Rashid, ascended the 
throne. 

Al-Hakm, also called ibn Abdul Hakm, 

an Arabian author, who (according to the 
chronological arrangement of the Arab 
authorities by Howard V vse and Dr. Sprenger, 
in the former s second volume of The Pyramids 
of Oizeh) lived about a.d. 1450, or six hundred 
years after the death of the khallf al-Mamun 
of Baghdad, but by a manuscript note re- 
corded oy a gentleman of the British Museum 
1868), it appears that al-Hakm was nearly 
contemporary with that prince, who flourished 
between a.d. 813 and 843. Al-Hakm writes 
that the Great Pyramid in Egypt was built 
by a certain antediluvian kin? Saurid, and 
filled by him chiefly with celestial spheres 
and figures of the stars, together with the 
perfumes used in their worship; and that 
khalifa al-Mamun found the body of a man 
deposited, with jewels, arms, and golden 
writing, in the coffer, when he broke into the 
king's chamber of the Great Pyramid. But 
neither Abu Mushar Jafar bin Muhammad 
Baljchi, who wrote in about a.d. 890, nor 
ibn Khurdalbeh, in a.d. 920, have one word 
about al-Mamun, or any opening of the 
pyramid. But when we descend to Masaudi, 
in a.d. 967, he, after an astonishing amount 
of romancing on what took place at the 
building of the pyramids 300 years before the 
Flood, mentions that, not al-Mamun, but his 
father, khalifa Harun-al-Rashid, attempted 
to break into the Great Pyramid ; and after 
penetrating 20 cubits, found a vessel con- 


taining 1000 coins of the finest gold, each 
just one ounce in weight, and making up a 
sum which exactly repaid the cost of nis 
operations, at which, it is added, he greatly 
wondered. About the year a.d. 1170, or 
340 years after al-Mamun's age, that prince 
is mentioned by Abu Abd-ullah Muhammad 
bin Abdur Rahim Alkaisi, who states that he 
was informed that those who went into the 
upper parts of the Great Pyramid in the 
time of al-Mamun, came to a small passage, 
containing the image of a man in green stone, 
and within that a human body with golden 
armour, etc., etc. 

Al-Hasan ( -a*sJ\), an Arabian who 
wrote on optics, about the year a.d. 1100. 

'All (v_JU> y\ rf] Ji*), son of Abu- 

Tulib, was the cousin and son-in-law of 
Muhammad. He was born 23 years before 
the Hijri, i.e., in the year a.d. 599, at the 
very temple itself. His mother's name 
was Fafcima, daughter of Asad the son of 
Hashim. After the death of Muhammad, 
he was opposed in his attempts to succeed 
the prophet by 'Usman ana *Umar, and 
retired into Arabia, where his mild and 
enlarged interpretation of the Quran, in- 
creased the number of his proselytes. After 
the death of 'Usman, the 3rd khalifa, he 
was acknowledged khalifa by the Egyptians 
and Arabians in July, a.d. 656, but in less 
than five years after he was compelled to 
resign that title, and Mu'awiya was pro- 
claimed khalifa at Damascus. 'All was 
subsequently wounded by * Abdur- Rahman 
ibn-Muljim in a mosque at Qnfa, whilst 
engaged in his evening prayers, on Friday 
the 22nd January, a.d. 661, 17th Ramasan, 
a.h. 40, and died four days after. 'All, 
after the decease of his beloved Fajjma, the 
daughter of the prophet, claimed the privilege 
of polygamy, ana had 18 sons and 18 
daughters. The most renowned of them 
are the two sons of Fafcima, viz., Hasan 
and Husain, as also Muhammad rjanlf, by 
another wife. Among the many surnames, 
or honorable titles bestowed upon 'All, are 
the following: Was!', which signifies " legatee 
and heir;" Murtasa, "beloved by God;" 
Asad-ullah-ul-Ghalib, " the victorious lion 
of God ; " rjaidar, " a lion ; " Shah Mardan, 
" king of men ; " Sher Khudu, " the lion of 
God." His memory is still held in the 
highest veneration by the Muhammadans, 
who say that he was the first that embraced 
their religion. They say, moreover, that 
Muhammad, talking of him, said, " Ali is 
for me and I am for him ; he stands to me 
in the same rank as Aaron did to Moses ; I am 
the town in which all knowledge is shut up, 
and he is the gate of it." However, these 
great eulogies aid not hinder his name, and 
that of all his family, from being cursed, and 
their persons from being excommunicated 
through all the mosques of the empire of 
the khalifas of the house of Umayya, from 
Mu'awiya down to the time of 'tJmar ibn- 
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'Abdul- 'Aziz, who suppressed the solemn 
malediction. There were besides several 
khalifas of the house of 'Abbas, who ex- 
pressed a great aversion to 'All and all his 
posterity ; such as Mu'tazid and Mutawakkil. 
On the other hand, the Fafcimite khalifas of 
Egypt caused his name to be added to that 
of Muhammad in the call to prayer (atanh 
which is chaunted from the turrets of the 
mosques. He is the first of the twelve 
Imams, eleven of whom were his descendants. 
Their names are as follows : 

1. 'All, the son of Abu-Talib. 

2. Imam Hasan, eldest son of 'All. 

3. ,, Husain, second son of 'All. 

4. ,, Zain-ul-'Abidin, son of Husain.

As to the place of 'All's burial, authors 
differ ; but the most probable opinion is, that 
he was buried in that place which is now 
called Najaf Ashraf, in Kufa, and this is 
visited by the Muhammadans as his tomb. 

The followers of 'Alt are called Shi'as, 
which signifies sectaries or adherents in 
general, a term first used about the fourth 
century of the Hijra. 

Ali is reputed the author of several works 
in Arabic, particularly a collection of one 
hundred sentences (paraphrased in Persian by 
Raehid-uddin-WafcwaJ;), and a Diwan of di- 
dactic poems, often read in Madrasahs. 

In mentioning 'All's name, the Shi'a use 
the phrase " 'alaihi as-salam," which is used 
after the names of prophets ; the Sunnis say, 
" karrama ollahu wajhahu," may God honour 
his face. 

•Ali (Jf/j #\ {J jSa S ~\ u j J*), 

son of Ahmad bin-AbQ-Bakr Kufi, a resi- 
dent of TTch and author of the history of 
Sindh in Arabic called Tuhfat - ul - Kirdtn. 
This work was translated into Persian and 
called Chdch Ndma, a translation of which 
was made in English by Lieutenant Postans 
and published in the Jour. As. Soc. in 1838. 

•All Ojo^ fryc^S J^t ^ J*), 

son of Ahmad, commonly called Wabidi, was 
an Arabian author who wrote three Com- 
mentaries, viz. : Wa9\\ y Zaklr, and Basil, 
and also Eitab Nuzul. He died in a.d. 
1075, a.d. 468.

'AH (^Ulc ^ .J^)i son of 'Usman 

Gilani, author of the Kashf-ul-Mafy'ub, 
containing a minute description of the twelve 
orders of $uf!s, etc., written in a.d. 1499, 
a.h. 905. He is also called Pir 'AH 
Hajwiri. 

'All ( 4s| *gu*)l y)\ JU v-^Sl* ^J^), sur- 
named Abul Hasan. Vide Abul-Hasan 'Ali. 

'All ( J*jJj> U vdix* ^J-c), the 
poetical name of Mulla Nasir 'Ali, which see. 

'All (J-t), the poetical name of a poet 

who converted the Ghazals of Hafiz into 
Mukhammas. 

'All 'Adil Shah I. (*L* JjU ^jL* 

ijr.^Laaj), of Bljapur, surnamed 

Abul-Muzaffar, succeeded to the throne of 
that kingdom after the death of his father 
Ibrahim 'Adil Shah I, in a.d. 1658, a.h. 
965. He reigned about 22 lunar years, and 
as he had no son, he appointed in the year 
a.d. 1579 his nephew, Ibrahim, son of his 
brother T&hmasp, his successor ; and the 
following year on the night of Thursday the 
10th April, 1580, 23rd §afar, a.h. 988, 
he was assassinated by a young eunuch. He 
was buried in the city of Bijapnr, where 
his tomb or mausoleum is called by the 
people, " Rauza Ali."

'All 'Adil Shah II. (*L* J jU ^jL* 
^^jLaTLJ ^LS), of Bljapur, 

succeeded his father Muhammad 'Adil Shah 
in his childhood in November, a.d. 1656, 
Muharram, a.h. 1067, and was unable to 
remedy the disorders which had occurred 
in his kingdom, by the rebellion of the 
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celebrated Marhatta' chief Sewaji, who had 
possessed himself of all the strongholds in the 
Kokan country, and erected several new forts. 
Under pretence of making his submissions 
to the Sultan, he begged an interview with 
the Bijapur general, Afzal Khan, whom he 
treacherously stabbed in an embrace. Rustam 
Khan was afterwards sent against him, and 
defeated. 'All <Adil Shah died in the year 
a.d. 1672, a.h. 1083, after a turbulent 
reign of eleven or twelve years. He was 
succeeded by his son Sikandar 'Adil Shah. 


• All Ahmad (Shaikh) (^» j^^ \ lc), 

the son of Shaikh Husain NaqshT, a learned 
man and engraver who died suddenly on 
hearing a verse of the poet Khwaja Hasan 
of Denli repeated in the presence of the 
emperor Jahangir on the 13th April, o.s. 
1609, 18th Muharram, a.h. 1018. 

•All Akbar { Jm1 £\ W\ the eldest son 

of Imam Husain, killed in battle together 
with his father on the 10th October, a.h. 
680. 

'All Akbar (^ ^Ix), author of the 

work called Mq/ma'-ul-Aulid, containing a 
detailed account of all the Muhammaaan 
saints, dedicated to the emperor Shah Jahan, 
who was a great admirer ot saints, a.d. 1628, 
a.h. 1038. 

•AH Akbar (^jUrf^JI ^J\ ^Lc) t 

of Allahabad, author of the Fasitl Akbari 
and Usui Akbari, and several other works. 

S AH Asghar (^uol Jir), proper name 
of Imam Zain-ul-'Abidtn, which see. 


'AH Aflghar (

Qanauj, author of a commentary on the Qaran 
called Sawakib-ut-Tanztl. He died in the 
year a.d. 1727, a.h. 1140. 

«AH Bahadur (yLyj ^\^J ^^Lc), 

Nawab of Banda, eldest son of Shamsher 
Bahadur I. and grandson of the Marhatta 
chief Bajl Rao Peshwa I. He received the 
investiture of Bundelkhand from Nana Far- 
nawis, the Puna minister, about the year 
a.d. 1790, and accompanied by his brother 
Qhani Bahadur, and supported by a powerful 
army, invaded Bundelkhand, but was opposed 
by Nana Arjun (the guardian of Bakhat 
Singh, a descendant of Raja Chatursal), who 
falling in the contest, and Raja Bakhat Singh 
being taken prisoner, All Bahadur acquired 
the whole of that part of the raj of Bands 
which belonged to Bakhat Singh and all the 
raj of Panna. He reigned about eleven or 
twelve yean, and as at the time of his death, 


which happened in a.d. 1801 or 1802, his 
eldest son, Shamsher Bahadur II. was absent 
at Puna, his youngest son Zulfikar All was 
proclaimed (in violation of the title of his 
eldest brother) as his successor by his uncle 
GhanT Bahadur and his Diwan Himmat 
Bahadur Goshain. Ghani Bahadur, how- 
ever, was soon after expelled by Shamsher 
Bahadur, who took possession of the raj. 

'All Bahadur Khan (fj^ jjlyJ L J^X 

the last Nawab of Banda and son of Zulfikar 
Ali Khan Bahadur. He is the author of a 
diwan and a masnawi called Mehrullak. He 
was removed for alleged complicity in the 
rebellion of 1857. 

'All Bal {^\j jJlx), (whose name is 

spelt in our English Biographical Dictionaries 
All Bey) was a native of Natolia, son of a 
Greek priest. In his thirteenth year he was 
carried away by some robbers as he was hunt- 
ing, and sold to Ibrahim, a lieutenant of the 
Janissaries, at Grand Cairo, who treated him 
with kindness. 'All distinguished himself 
against the Arabs, but when his patron was 
basely assassinated in a.d. 1768, by Abrahim 
the Circassian, he avenged his death, and 
slew the murderer with his own hand. This 
violent measure raised him enemies, and his 
flight to Jerusalem and to Ptolemais or Acre 
with difficulty saved him from the resentment 
of the Ottoman Porte, that had demanded his 
head. Time, however, paved the way to his 
elevation. Those who had espoused the cause 
of the Circassian were sacrificed to the public 
safety ; and 'Ali, recalled by the public voice, 
governed the country with benevolence and 
equity. In a battle fought against a re- 
bellious Mamltik to whom he had entrusted 
5 art of his army, 'Ali saw some of his troops 
esert, and unwilling to survive a defeat, he 
defended himself with the fury of a lion, till 
he was cut down by a sabre and carried to the 
conqueror's tent, where eight days after he 
expired of his wounds, April 21st, a.d. 1773, 
in his 45th year, and left behind him a cha- 
racter unrivalled for excellence, for courage, 
and magnanimity. 

•All Bal (Jb ^Jls). The titles by 

which he was known in the Muhammadan 
countries were al-Amir, al-Hakim, al-Faqih, 
al-Sharif, al-Haj 'Ali Bai ibn Usman Bai al- 
Abbas, l£fradim Baitullah al-Haram, i.e. the 
prince, the learned, doctor of the law, of the 
blood of Muhammad, pilgrim, 'Ali Bai, son 
of Usman Bai, of the race of the Abbasidesi, 
servant of the house of God. He was master 
of the Arabic language, and had carefully 
studied the mathematical and natural branches 
of science and knowledge. It was in a.d. 
1802 that he visited England. In June, a.d. 
1803, he sailed from Spain to Morocco, and 
travelled through Tripoli, Cyprus, Egypt, 
Arabia, Syria, and Turkey, and wrote a 
history of his travels, whicn was translated 
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into English and published in London in the 
year a.d. 1816, entitled The Travels of 'Mi 
Bdi. In his visit to the isle of Cyprus he 
surveyed some curious remains of antiquity 
that nave been usually overlooked. Having 
been admitted in his character of a Muham- 
madan prince to sweep the interior of the 
Ka'ba at Mecca, the most sacred office that 
a Musalman can perform, and to visit it 
repeatedly, he has given, from personal in- 
spection, a more minute and exact account 
of the Temple of Mecca than other travellers 
could lay before the public. His notice of 
the venerated mountain beyond Mecca, the 
last and principal object of the pilgrimage to 
that city, and his description of tne interior 
of the Temple of Jerusalem, which no Chris- 
tian is permitted to enter, is said to contain 
much new information. 

'All Barid I. (jjy ^U) succeeded his 

father, Amir Barid, to the throne of Ahmada- 
bad Bidar in the Deccan in the year a.d. 
1642, and was the first of this family who 
assumed royalty. He died after a reign of 
more than twenty years in a.d. 1662, a.h. 
970, and was succeeded by his son Ibrahim 
Barid. 

'All Barid II. succeeded his father 

Kasim Barid II. in the government of Ah- 
madabad Bidar in a.d. 1672, and was deposed 
in a.d. 1609 by his relative Amir Barid II. 
who succeeded him, and was the last of this 
dynasty. 

•All Beg (C-^j Jj.), a p i e , bora of 

Christian parents. When young he was made 
prisoner by the Tartars and sold to the Turks, 
who educated him in the Muhammadan faith. 
He rose in the Turkish court, and was ap- 
pointed interpreter to the Grand Signior, and 
translated the Bible and the English Catechism 
into the Turkish language. His great work 
is on the liturgy of the Turks, then- pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca, and other religious ceremonies, 
translated into Latin by Dr. Smith. He died 
a.d. 1676. 

'All Beg (Mlrza) (^ ULj ^Jlc), 

a native of Badakhshan who held a high rank 
in the service of the emperor Akbar ; and was 
honoured with the office of 4,000 in the reign 
of Jahangir. He accompanied the emperor 
one day to visit the shrine of the celebrated 
saint, Shaikh Main-uddin Chishti at Ajmir, 
and_ happening to see the tomb of Shahbaz 
£han Kambu, he embraced it, and crying out 
with a loud voice, that "he, when living, 
was one of his oldest and best friends," gave 
up the ghost. This happened on the 11th 
March, o.s. 1616, 2nd Rabi I. a.h. 1026. 

'All bin al-Husain al-Masa'udi al- 
Hudaili (^jyu*^ ^^^J] ^ J^) f 
the far-famed author of the Maruj-uz-Zahab, 


and who has been, with some justice, termed 
the Herodotus of the East, was also a writer 
on the Shia' traditions. He died a.d. 967, 
a.d. 346. 

•All Buya or All ibn Buya (<*jy v <^), 

entitled 'Imad-ud-daula, the first of a race of 
kings of Fars and 'Irak. The flatterers of 
this family, which is called Dilami or Dialima 
(from the name of their native village, Dilam) 
and Buya or Buyites (from that of one of their 
ancestors named Buya), trace their descent to 
the ancient kings of Persia ; but the first of 
this race that history notices was a fisherman 
of Dilam whose name was Buya. His eldest 
son, 'Ali Buya, was employed' by a governor 
of his native country, named Murawij, and 
was in the command of the chief part of his 
army, with which he encountered and defeated 
Yakut, the governor of Isfahan, and by the 
immense plunder that he obtained from that 
victory, he became at once a leader of reputa- 
tion and of power. He pursued Yakut into 
Fars, defeated him again, and took possession 
of the whole of that province as well as those 
of Kirman, KhQzistan and 'Iraq in a.d. 933. 
a.h. 321 . This chief was afterwards tempted 
by the weak and distracted state of the Khila- 
fat or Caliphate, to a still higher enterprise ; 
accompanied by his two brothers, Hasan and 
Ahmad, he marched to Baghdad. The Khalif 
al-Razi Billah fled, but was soon induced to 
return, and his first act was to heap honours 
on those who had taken possession of his 
capital. 'Ali Buya, on agreeing to pay 
annually 600,000 dinars of gold, was ap- 
pointed viceroy of Fare and 'Iraq, with tne 
rank of Amir-ul-Umra, and the title of 
'Imad-ud-daula. His younger brother Ah- 
mad received the title of Maizz-ud-daula, 
and was nominated wazTr to the khalif. 
Hasan, who was his second brother, received 
the title of Rukn-ud-daula, and acted, during 
the life of 'Ali Buya, under that chief. 'Ali 
Buya fixed his residence at Shiraz, and died 
on Sunday the 11th November, a.d. 949, 
16th Jamad I. a.h. 338, much regretted by 
his soldiers and subjects. He was succeeded 
by his brother Rukn-ud-daula. 

Sul&ans of the race of Buya, who reigned 108 
lunar years in Persia, 

'Imad-ud-daula 'Ali Buya; Maizz-ud- 
daula Ahmad; Rukn-ud-daula Hasan, 
sons of Buya.

'All Durdazd (Moulana) ( J : J .J l*^-* 

^jbl^wj! \J^y) 9 of Astarabad. 

A poet who was contemporary with Katibi 
Tarshizi, who died in a.d. 1435, a.h. 840. 
He is the author of a diwan. He was living 
in a.d. 1436, in which year his wife died, on 
which account he wrote a beautiful elegy. 
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Alif bin Nur Kaahani (^ ±jj\ 
sJ^^jjj), author of another Matla- 


vl- Anwar, besides the one of the same name 
written by Mulla Husain "Waez. This is a 
complete nistory of Muhammad, his descen- 
dants, with Memoirs of the khalifa. 

'All Ghulam Astarabadl (( .li ^1* 

^jbt^rfU, a poet who served under 

the kings of Deccan and was living in a.d. 
1565, a.h. 972, in which year Ramraj the 
raja of Bijanagar was defeated and slain in 
a battle against the Muhammadan princes of 
Deccan, of which event he wrote a chrono- 
gram.

'All Hamza's 
poetical name is 'Azurf, which see. 

'All Hazln (Shaikh Muhammad) 
•AU ibn Isa (J^^xt ^\ ^Js), general 


of the khalif al- Amin, killed in battle against 
Tahir ibn Husain, the general of the khalif 
al-Mamun, in the year a.d. 811, a.h. 195, 
and his head sent as a present to the khalif. 

'All Ibn ul-RUal ( JUyJI ^\ ^Jl*), 

author of the Arabic work on astronomy called 
Altera* ahkdm Najutn. 

*AU Ibrahim Khan (^U ^\J\ J^), 

a native of Patna, who became judge of 
Banaras. He was the author of twenty-eight 
mans and several other works, and a tazkira 
or biography of Urdu poets, which he wrote 
about the year a.d. 1782, a.h. 1196, and which 
he entitled Gubzar-i-Ibrahim. His poetical 
name is Khalil. He is called Hal by Ishki 

•AU Jah (aU- ^Js), the eldest son of 

the Nizam of Haidarabad. He rebelled 
against his father in June, a.d. 1795, was 
defeated and made prisoner, and died shortly 
after. 

•AU Lala (Shaikh Razi-uddln), 

a native of Ghazni. His father Sayyid Lala 
was the uncle of Shaikh Sana! the poet. He 
was a disciple of Najm-uddin Kubra and his 
title Shaikh -nl-Sharukh. He died a.d. 1244, 
a.h. 642, aged 76 lunar years. 


•AU Mahaemi C^ajI^ ^Lc), a native 

of Mahaem in the Deccan, was the son of 
Shaikh Ahmad, and is the author of the com- 
mentary on the Quran entitled Tafslr JRah~ 
mani. He died a.d. 1431, a.h. 835. 

4 Ali Mardan Khan (^U. JiOj* ^L:), 

Amir-ul-Umra, was a native of Persia and 
governor of Qandahar on the part of the king 
of Persia, but finding himself exposed to much 
danger from the tyranny of his sovereign Shah 
Sail, he gave up the place to the emperor Shah 
Jahan, and himself took refuge at Dehli in 
the year a.d. 1637, a.h. 1047. He was re- 
ceived with great honour, was created Amir- 
ul-Umra, and was, at different times, made 
governor of Kashmir and Kabul, and employed 
in various wars and other duties. He excited 
universal admiration at the court by the skill 
and judgment of his public works, of which 
the canal which bears his name at Dehli still 
affords a proof, and the taste and elegance he 
displayed on all occasions of show and festivity. 
He died on his way to Kashmir, where he was 
going for change of air, on the 16th April, 
a.d. o.s. 1657, 12th Rajab, a.h. 1067, and 
was buried at Lahore in the mausoleum of his 
mother. He left three sons, viz., Ibrahim 
Khan, Isma'il Beg and Is-lpaq Beg, of whom 
the two last were slain in the battle which 
took place between Dara Shikdh and 'Alam- 
gfr at Dhaulpur on the 29th May, o.s. 1658, 
7th Ramazan, a.h. 1068. He is believed to 
have introduced the bulbous Tartar dome into 
Indian architecture. 

4 AU Mosi Raza (U, ^y ,^-A the 

eighth Imam of the race of All, and the son 
of Musi Kazim the seventh Imam. His 
mother* s name was Umm Sayyid ; he was 
born in the year a.d. 764 or a.d. 769, a.h. 
147, and died on Friday the 12th August, 
a.d. 818, 9th Safar, a.h. 203. His wife's 
name was Umm Habil, the daughter of the 
Khalif al-Mamun. His sepulchre is at Tus 
in Khurasan. That town is now commonly 
called Mash-had, that is, the place of martyr- 
dom of the Imam. To the enclosure wherein 
his tomb is raised, the Persians give the name 
of " Rauzat Rizawi," or the garden of Raza, 
and esteem it the most sacred spot in all 
Persia. The chief ornament and support of 
Mash-had is this tomb, to which many thou- 
sands of pious pilgrims annually resort, and 
which haa been once greatly enriched by the 
bounty of sovereigns. Nasir-ullah Mirza, the 
son of Nadir Shah, carried away the golden 
railing that surrounded the tomb, and Nadir 
Mirza, son of Shah-rukh Mirza and grand- 
son of Nadir Shah, took down the great 
golden ball which ornamented the top of the 
dome over the grave, and which was said to 
weigh 60 maunds or 420 pounds. The carpets 
fringed with gold, the golden lamps, and 
everything valuable were plundered by these 
necessitous and rapacious princes. All Musi 
Raza was poisoned by the khalif al-Mamun, 
consequently is called a martyr. 
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'All Muhammad Khan (Xa^* J^ 

(jlsO, founder of the Rohila govern- 
ment. It is mentioned in Forster's Travels, 
that in the year a.d. 1720 Basharat Khan 
and Daud Khan, of the tribe of RofiTlas, 
accompanied by a small number of their 
adventurous countrymen, came into Hindustan 
in quest of military service. They were first 
entertained by Madan Shah, a Hindu chief of 
Serauli (a small town on the the north-west 
quarter of Rohilkhand) who by robbery and 
predatory excursions maintained a large party 
of banditti. In the plunder of an adjacent 
village, Daud Khan captured a youth of the 
Jafc sect, whom lie adopted and brought up in 
the Muhammadan faith, by the name of 'AIT 
Muhammad, and distinguished this boy by 
pre-eminent marks of paternal affection. 
Borne years after, the Rohilas quarrelling 
with Madan Shah, retired from his country, 
and associating themselves with Chand Khan, 
the chief of Barelf, they jointly entereoTinto 
the service of Azmat Khan, the governor of 
Moradabad. After the death of Daud Khan, 
who was slain by the mountaineers in one of 
his excursions, the Rohila party in a short 
space of time seized on the districts of Madan 
Shah and 'All Muhammad Khan was declared 
chief of the party. From the negligence of 
government and the weak state of the empire 
of Dehli in the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
he possessed himself of the district of Katir 
(now called from the residence of the Rohilas, 
Kohilkhanfl) and assumed independence of 
the royal authority. He was besieged in 
March, a.d. 1746, Safar, a.h. 1158, in a 
fortress called Bankar and 'Aoula and taken 
prisoner, but was released after some time, 
and a jagir conferred on him. The emperor 
Muhammad Shah died in April, a.d. 1748, 
a.h. 1161, and 'Ali Muhammad Khan some 
time after him in the same year at 'Aoula, 
which he had ornamented with numerous 
public and private edifices. He left four 
sons, viz.. Sa'd-ullah Khan, Abdullah Khan, 
Faiz-ullan Khan, and Dunde Khan. Sa'd- 
ullah Khan succeeded to his father's posses- 
sion, being then twelve years old.

•All (Mnlla) (L* ,Juc ), Muhaddis or 

the traditionist, whose poetical name was 
" Tan," died in the year a.d. 1573, a.h. 
981, and Mulla 'Alam wrote the chronogram 
of his death. 

•All Mnrad Khan (^U* J\^ ( Jl-£), 

a king of Persia of the Zand family. He 
succeeded to the throne after the death of 
Sadiq Khan in March, a.d. 1781, and assumed 
the title of wakil. He reigned over Persia 
five years, and was independent of the govern- 
ment two years prior to this period. Persia 
during this time enjoyed a certain degree of 
peace. He continued to confine his rival 
'Aka Muhammad Khan to the province of 
Mazindaran. He died in a.d. 1785. 


'All Mnrad (Mir), present chief of 
Khairpur (1869). 

'All Naql (Imam) (^L.1 ^jLj ^lx) 

was the tenth Imam of the race of 'All, and 
the son of Imam Muhammad Taqi, who was 
the ninth Imam. He was born in the year 
a.d. 828, a.h. 213, and died on the 17th 
June, a.d. 869, 3rd Rajab, a.h. 255. His 
tomb is in Sarmanrae (which is also called 
Samira) in Baghdad, where his son Muham- 
mad Askari was also buried afterwards. 

'All Naql Khan (Nawab) (_JJ ic 

i_j1jJ j^lsO, the father-in-law and 

prime minister of Wajid 'Ali Shah, the last 
king of Lucknow. He died at Lucknow of 
cholera about the 1st December, 1871, 17th 
Ramgan, a.h. 1278. 

'All Naql (JK JuO, DiwSn of Prince 

Murad Bakhsh, son of Shalyahi, whom he 
slew with his own hand. 

'All Nawedl (^Jjji lc), a poet and 

pupil of Shah TShir Andjani, came to India, 
where he was patronized by Abul Fatha 
Husain Nizam Shah I. in the Deccan. For 
some time he was in disgrace with his patron 
and changed his Takfrallus or poetical name 
from Nawedl to Na-umaidi (or hopeless). 
He died in a.d. 1567, a.h. 976, at Ahmaa- 
nagar in the Deccan.

'All Shahah Tarshizi (c-A^-fc ^Jlc 

^jl^JttjJ), a poet who was a native 

of Tarshish. He flourished in the reign of 
Shah-rakh Mirza, and found a patron in 
his son Muhammad JogT, in whose praise he 
wrote seyeral panegyrics. He was contem- 
porary with the poet Azuri, who died a.d. 
1462, a.h. 866. 
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' Alisher ( Amir) (,.^1 ~iuAe), surnamed 


Nizam-uddin, was the prime minister of the 
Sultan Husain Mirza (q. v.), ruler of Khura- 
san. He sprang from an illustrious family of 
the Jaghtai or Chaghtai tribe. His father, 
Oajkina Bahadur, held one of the principal 
offices of government during the reign of 
Sultan Abul Qasim Babar Bahadur, great 
grandson of Amir Taimur. His grandfather, 
by his mother's side, was one of the principal 
Amirs of Sultan Baiqara Mirza, the grand- 
father of Sultan Husain Mirza. 'Alisher, 
who was born a.d. 1440, and educated at 
the same school as his future patron, attached 
himself originally to Sultan Abul Qasim 
Babar Mirza, who was greatly attached to 
him, and called him his son. After his death 
he retired to Mash-had and continued his 
studies there ; which place he subsequently 
Quitted for Samarqana, on account of the 
disturbances which broke out in Khurasan, 
and applied himself diligently to the acquire- 
ment of knowledge in the college of Khwaja 
Fazl-ullah. When Sultan Husain Mirza 
became uncontrolled ruler of Khurasan (a.d. 
1469), he requested Sultan Ahmad Mirza, 
at that time ruler of the countries beyond the 
Oxns, to send 'Alisher to him. On his 
arrival he was received with the greatest 
distinction, and raised to the highest posts 
of honour. 'Alisher' 8 palace was open to all 
men of learning : and notwithstanding that 
the reigns of government were placed in his 
hands, in the midst of the weightiest affairs, 
he neglected no opportunity of improving 
both himself and others in the pursuit of 
knowledge. He was not only honoured by 
his own Sulfcan and his officers, but foreign 
princes also esteemed and respected him. 
After being employed in the capacity of 
diwin and prime minister for some time, 
love of study induced him to resign, and 
bidding a final adieu to public life, he passed 
the remainder of his days in composing 
Turkish and Persian works, of which Sam 
Mirza recounts the names of no less than 
twenty-one. Daulat Shah, the biographer, 
Mfrkhund and his son Khundamir, the 
historians, dedicated their works to him, 
and amongst other men of genius who were 
cherished by his liberality may be mentioned 
the celebrated poet Jami. £us collection of 
Odes in the Chaghtai or pure Turkish dialect, 
which he wrote under toe poetical name of 
Kawai, amounts to 10,000 couplets, and his 
parody of Nizamfs five poems, containing 
nearly 30.000 couplets, is universally admired 
by the cultivators of Turkish poetry, in which 
he is considered to be without a rival. In 
the Persian language also he wrote a collec- 
tion of Odes, under the poetical name of Fan! 
or Fanai, consisting of 6000 distiches. He 
was also a proficient in painting and some of 
the plastic arts. 'Alisher died on Sunday 
the 6th December, a.d. 1600, 15th Jamad 
I. a.h. 906, five yean before his royal friend 
and master Sultan Husain Mirza. Khun- 
damir has recorded the year of his death in 
an affectionate chronogram : " His highness 
the Amir, the asylum of divine guidance, in 


whom all the marks of mercy were con- 
spicuous, has quitted the thorny brake of 
the world, ana fled to the rose-garden of 
compassion. Since the ' light of mercy ' has 
descended on his soul, those words represent 
the year of his departure." One of his works 
is called Majalu-ul-Naf&ee. 

•All Tatar (Prince) (sj^JJ? J^), 

was the son of prince ' Azim Shah, and grand- 
son of the emperor 'Alamgir. He died in 
the year a.d. 1734, a.h. 1147. 

'All Waez (kc^ ^lx), the son of the 

famous Husain "Waez Kashifl of Hirat.

Aljaitu (ysjLJl), a Tartar king of 

Persia, who assumed the title of Muhammad 
Khnda Banda on his accession to the throne, 
which see.

•Allama Hilli (Shaikh) ( U. <U#Lc 

&**), the great Shia lawyer, whose 

full name is Shaikh al- 'Allama Jamal-uddin 
Hasan bin Yfisuf al-Mutakhir Hilli, was the 
author of the Khulasat-ul-Aqwal> a bio- 
graphy of eminent Shias. His chief works 
on the subject of traditions are the Jttiktd 
al-Ya l lbar, the Mamblh al- Anwar, and the 
Durar-wa al-Marjan. He died in a.d. 1326, 
a.h. 726.

'Allami ( ~*lx), the poetical name of 

Shaikh Abul Fazl, the favorite wazlr and 
secretary of the emperor Akbar. 

'AUami Shirazi (^j^ ^^), or 

the philosopher of Shiraz, a very learned 
man, so generally called that his proper name 
is almost forgotten. He is the author of a 
celebrated collection of tracts on pure and 
mixed mathematics, entitled Durrat-ut-Ttij. 
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Al-Mahdi (^X^\), the third khalif 

of the race of Abbas, succeeded his father, Aha 
Ja'far al-Mansur, to the throne of Baghdad, 
and was inaugurated on Sunday the 8th 
October, a.d. 775, 6th £il-hijia, a.h. 158. 
From the accession of al- Mahal to the year 
a.d. 781, a.h. 164, the most remarkable 
event was the rebellion of al-Maqna (or al- 
* Maqanna), which see. All this time war had 
been carried on with the Greeks, but without 
any remarkable success on either Bide. But 
after the suppression of the rebellion of al- 
Maqna, the thallf ordered his son HarQn-al- 
Rasnid to penetrate into the Greek territories 
with an army of 95,000 men. Harun then, 
haying entered the dominions of the empress 
Irene, defeated one of her commanders that 
advanced against him; after which he laid 
waste several of the imperial provinces with 
fire and sword, and even threatened the city 
of Constantinople itself. By this the empress 
was so terrified, that she purchased a peace 
with the khalif by paying him an annual 
tribute of 70,000 pieces of gold, which for the 

S resent at least delivered her from the depre- 
ations of these barbarians. After the signing 
of the treaty, Harun returned home laden witn 
spoils and glory. This year {i.e. the 164th 
year of the Hijri or a.d. 781) according to 
some of the oriental historians, the sun one day, 
a little after his rising, totally lost his light 
in a moment without being eclipsed, when 
neither any fog nor any cloud of dust appeared 
to obscure him. This frightful darkness con- 
tinned till noon, to the great astonishment 
of the people settled in the countries where it 
happened. Al-Mahdi was poisoned, though 
undesignedly, by one of his concubines, named 
Hasana. She had designed to destroy one of 
her rivals whom she imagined to have too 
great an ascendancy over the khalif, by giving 
her a poisoned pear. This the latter, not 
suspecting anything, gave to the khalif ; who 
baa no sooner eaten it than he felt himself 
in exquisite torture, and soon after expired. 
This event took place on the eve of Thursday 
the 4th August, a.d. 785, 23rd Muhurram, 
a.h. 169, in a village called Ar Bad in the de- 
pendencies of Masabadan. He was succeeded 
by his eldest son al-Hadi. 

Al-Mahdi (^x^Jl), a khalif of 

Barbary. Vide Obeid-ullah al-Mahdi and 
Muhammad al-Mahdi. 

Al-Mamun (^j*UH), surnamed 'Ab- 
dullah, was the seventh khalif of the race of 
the Abbasides, and the second son of Harun- 
al-Rashid. He was proclaimed khalif at 
Baghdad on the 6th October, a.d. 813, 6th 
Saiar, a.h. 198, the day on which his brother 
al-Amin was assassinated. He conferred the 

fovernment of Khurasan upon T&hir ibn 
Lusain, his general, and his descendants with 
almost absolute ana unlimited power. This 
happened in the year a.d. 820, a.h. 205, 
from which time we may date the dismem- 
berment of that province from the empire 


of the khalifa. During the reign of this 
khalif nothing remarkable happened; only 
the African Moslems invaded the island of 
Sicily, where they made themselves master 
of several places. Al-Mamun conquered part 
of Crete, nad the best Greek writers trans- 
lated into Arabic, and made a collection of 
the best authors. He also calculated a set of 
astronomical tables and founded an academy 
at Baghdad. In Khurasan he made Tus, at 
that time the capital of the kingdom, his 
place of residence. Under his patronage 
Khurasan became the resort of learned men ; 
and the city of Tus, the great rival of Bagh- 
dad. He died of a surfeit on the 18th 
August, a.d. 833, 17th Bajab, a.h. 218, 
after a reign of 20 years and some months 
in Asia Minor, aged 48 years, and was 
buried at Tarsus, a city on the frontiers 
of Asia Minor. His wife named Burin, 
daughter of Hasan ibn Sahl, his prime 
minister, out-lived him 50 years, and died 
on Tuesday the 22nd September, a.d. 884, 
27th Rabi I. a.h. 271, aged 80 years. 
Al-Mamun was succeeded by his brother 
al-Mo'tasim Billah. 


Al-Mansur (j 



1), 2nd khalif of 


Barbary of the Fatimite race. Fide Ismail, 
surnamed al-Mansur. 

Al-Mansur (.j n - + ^), whose former 

name was Abu Ja'far, was called al-Mansur, 
the victorious, by his overcoming his enemies. 
He was the second khalif of the noble house 
of Ban! Abbas or Abbasides, and succeeded 
to the throne of Irak at Baghdad after the 
death of his brother Abul Abbas surnamed 
al-Saffah, in a.d. 754, a.h. 136. He was 
opposed by his uncle, 'Abdullah, son of Ali, 
who caused himself to be proclaimed khalif at 
Damascus, but was defeated by al-Mansur's 
general, Abu Muslim. He laid the founda- 
tion of the city of Baghdad on the banks of 
the Tigris in a.d. 762, and finished it four 
yean after. He was a prince of extraordinary 
talent and taste f and an ardent lover of science 
and literature. He got the Pahlawi copy of 
Pilpay's Fables translated into Arabic. In 
the year a.d. 775, a.h. 158, the khalif set 
out from Baghdad in order to perform the 
pilgrimage to Mecca ; but being taken ill on 
the road, he expired at Bir Maimun, whence 
his body was carried to Mecca, where, after 
100 graves had been dug, that his sepulchre 
might be concealed, he was interred, having 
lived, according to some 63, according to 
others 68 yean, and reigned 22 lunar yean. 
He is said to have been extremely covetous, 
and to have left in his treasury 600,000,000 
dirhams and 24,000,000 dinars. He is re- 
ported to have paid his cook by assigning him 
the heads and legs of the animals dressed in 
his kitchen, and to have obliged him to pro- 
cure at his own expense all the fuel and 
vessels he had occasion for. He was succeeded 
by his son al-Mahdi. A Christian physician, 
named Bactishua, was very eminent at the 
court of al-Mansur, who understanding that 
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he had an old infirm woman for his wife, sent 
him three beautiful Greek girls and 3,000 
dinars as a present. Bactishua sent back the 

S'iIb and told the khalif that his religion pro- 
bited his having more than one wife at a 
time ; which pleased the khalif so much, 
that he loaded him with presents, and per- 
mitted him, at his earnest request, to return 
to his own country of Khurasan. 

Al-Maqna or al-Maqanna ( j-^-L^J\), 

a famous impostor of Khurasan who lived in 
the reign of al-Mahdl the khalifa of Bagh- 
dad. His true name was Hakam ibn Hasham, 
and he had been an under-secretaryto Abu 
Muslim, governor of that province. He after- 
wards turned soldier, and passed thence into 
Mawarunnahr, where he gave himself out as 
a prophet. The name of al-Maqna, as also 
that of al-Burqai, that is, the veiled, he re- 
ceived from his custom of covering his face 
with a veil or girdle-mask, to conceal his 
deformity ; he having lost an eye in the wars, 
and being otherwise of a despicable appear- 
ance, ana a stutterer; though his followers 
pretended he did this for the same reason that 
Hoses did, viz., lest the splendour of his 
countenance should dazzle the eyes of his 
beholders. In some places he made a great 
many proselytes, deluding the people with 
a number of juggling tricks which they 
swallowed as miracles, and particularly by 
causing the appearance of a moon to rise out 
of a well for many nights together ; whence 
he was also called in the reman tongue, 
Sazinda Mah, or the Moon-maker. This 
wretch, not content with being reckoned a 
prophet, arrogated to himself divine honours ; 
pretending that the Deity resided in his per- 
son. He had first, he said, assumed the oody 
of Adam, then that of Noah, and subsequently 
of many other wise and great men. The last 
human form he pretended to have adopted 
was that of Abu Muslim, a prince of Khu- 
rasan, from whom it proceeded to him. At 
last this impostor raised an open rebellion 
against the khalif, and made himself master 
of several fortified places in Khurasan, so 
that al-Mahdl was obliged to send one of his 
generals with an army against him about the 
year a.d. 780, a.h. 163. Upon the approach 
of the khalifa's troops, al-Maqna retired into 
one of his strong fortresses which he had well 
provided for a siege. But being closely be- 
sieged by the khalifa's forces, and seeing no 
possibility of escaping, he gave poison in wine 
to his whole family and all that were with 
him in the castle ; when they were dead, he 
burnt their bodies, together with all their 
furniture, provisions, and cattle ; and lastly 
he threw himself into the flames. He had 
promised his followers, that his soul should 
transmigrate into the form of an old man 
riding on a greyish coloured beast, and that 
after so many years he would return and give 
them the eartn for their possession; which 
ridiculous expectation kept the sect in being 
for several years. English readers will re- 
member the use made of this story by the 
author of Lallah Bookh. 


Al-Mo'tamid Billah (aJJL Ju^mM), 

the fifteenth khalif of the house of Abbas, 
was the son of al-Mutwakkil Billah. He was 
raised to the throne of Baghdad by the Turks 
after the murder of al-Muhtadi in a.d. 870, 
a.h. 256. This year the prince of the Zan- 
jians, All or al-ffablb, made incursions to the 
very gates of Baghdad, doing prodigious mis- 
chief wherever he passed. In the year a.d. 
874, Ta ( kub-bin-Lys having taken Jthuraaan 
from the descendants of Tanir, attacked and 
defeated Muhammad ibn Wasil (who had 
killed the khalif s governor of Fare, and 
afterwards made himself master of that pro- 
vince), seizing on his palace, where he found 
a sum of money amounting to 40,000,000 
dirhams. In the year a.d. 879, a.h. 265, 
Ahmad ibn Tulan rebelled against the khalif 
and set up for himself in Egypt. There were 
now four independent powers in the Moslem 
dominions, besides the house of Umyya in 
Spain, viz., the African Moslems, or Aghla- 
bites, who had for a long time acted indepen- 
dently ; Ahmad ibn Tulan in Syria and Egypt ; 
Ya'kub ibn al-Lys in Khurasan, and al-Habib 
in Arabia and I'raq. In the year a.d. 883, 
a.h. 270, al-Habib was defeated and slain by 
al-Muwafiq, (he khalif s brother and coadjutor, 
who ordered his head to be cut off, and carried 
through a great part of that region which he had 
so long disturbed. In the year a.d. 891, a.h. 
278, the Qarmatians first made their appear- 
ance in the Moslem empire, and gave almost 
continual disturbance to the khalits and their 
subjects. Al-Mo'tamid reigned 22 lunar 
years 11 months and some days, and died in 
the year a.d. 892, a.h. 279. He was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew, al-Mo'tazid Billah, the 
son of al-Muwafiq. 

AI-Mo'tasim Billah (aJJL> ^uj\) 

was the fourth son of Harun-al-Rashld, and 
the eighth khalif of the house of Abbas. He 
succeeded to the throne by virtue of his brother 
al-Mamun's express nomination of him to the 
exclusion of his own son al-* Abbas, and his 
other brother al-Qasim, who had been ap- 
pointed by Harun-al-Rashld. In the begin- 
ning of his reign, a.d. 833, a.h. 218, he was 
obliged to employ the whole forces of his 
empire against one Babak, who had been for 
a considerable time in rebellion in Persia and 
Persian Iraq, and had taken upon himself the 
title of a prophet. He was, however, de- 
feated and slain. In the year a.d. 838, a.h. 
223, the Greek emperor ^Theophilus invaded 
the khalifa territories, where he behaved with 
the greatest cruelty, and, by destroying Sozo- 
petra, the place of al-Mo'tasim's nativity, 
notwithstanding his earnest entreaties to the 
contrary, occasioned the terrible distinction of 
Amorium. He is said to have been so robust, 
that he once carried a burden of 1,000 pounds 
weight several paces. As the people of Bagh- 
dad disturbed nim with frequent revolts and 
commotions, he took the resolution to abandon 
that city, and build another for his own resi- 
dence. * The new city he built was first called 
Samira, and afterwards Sarmanri (for that 
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which gives pleasure at first sight), and stood 
in the Arabian 'Iraq. He was attached to 
the opinion of the Matazalites who maintain 
the creation of the Quran ; and both he and 
his predecessor cruelly persecuted those who 
believed it to be eternal. Al-Mo'tasim died 
on Thursday the 5th January, a.d. 842, 18th 
Bab! I. a.h. 227. He reigned eight years, 
eight months and eight days, was born in the 
eighth month (Shaban) of the year, was the 
eighth khalif of the house of Abbas, ascended 
the throne in the 218th year of the Hijri, 
died on the eighteenth of Kabl I. lived forty- 
eight years, fought eight battles, built eight 
palaces, begat eight sons and eight daughters, 
had 8,000 slaves, and had 8,000,000 dinars, 
and 80,000 dirhams in his treasury at his 
death, whence the oriental historians gave 
him the name of al-Musamman, or the Oc- 
tonary. He was the first khalif that added 
to his name the title of Billah, equivalent 
to the Dei Gratia of Christian sovereigns. 
He was succeeded by his son al-Wathiq or 
Wasiq Billon. 


<Al-Mo'tazid Billah (<d!l 


1>. 


the son of al-Muwafiq, the son of al-Mut- 
wakkil Billah, was the sixteenth khalif of the 
race of Abbas. He came to the throne of 
Baghdad after the death of his uncle al- 
Ho'tamid Billah in a.d. 892, a.h. 279. In 
the first year of his reign, he demanded in 
marriage the daughter of &hamarawia, Sultan 
or khalif of Egypt, the son of Ahmad ibn 
Tulan ; which was agreed to by him with the 
utmost joy, and their nuptials were solemnized 
with great pomp in the year a.d. 895, a.h. 
282. He carried on a war with the Qarma- 
tians, but very unsuccessfully, his forces being 
defeated with great slaughter, and his general 
al-Abbas taken prisoner. The khalif some 
time after his marriage granted to Harun, 
son of Khamarawia, the perpetual prefecture 
of Awasam and Kinnisrin, which he annexed 
to that of Egypt and Syria, upon condition 
that he paid him an annual tribute of 45,000 
dinars. He reigned nine years, eight months 
and twenty-five days, ana died in a.d. 902, 
a.h. 289. His son al-Muktafi Billah suc- 
ceeded him. 

Al-Mughira (y ; ,, t ♦ \\\ the son of 

Sayyid and governor of Kufa in the time of 
Mu'awia, the first khalif of the house of 
Umvya. He was an active man, and of very 
good parts; he had lost one of his eyes at the 
battle of Yersnouk, though some say that it 
was with looking at an eclipse. By the 
followers of All he was accounted to be of 
the wrong party, and one of the chief of 
them. For thus they reckon: There are 
five elders on All's side : Muhammad, All, 
Fatima, Hasan and Husain ; and to these are 
opposed Abu Bakr, 'Umar, Muawia, Amru 
and al-Mughira. He died in the year a.d. 
670, a.h. 60, at Kufa. A great plague had 
been raging in the city, which made him 
retire from it; but returning upon its violence 
abating, he nevertheless caught it, and died 
of it. 


Al-Muhtadi (ja,:.,^ aJ\\ the four- 
teenth khalif of the Abbasides, was the son 
of one of Wathiq's concubines named Kurb, 
who is supposed by some to have been a 
Christian. Al-Muhtadi was raised to the 
throne of Baghdad after the dethronement 
of al-Muttai'z Billah in a.d. 869, a.h. 255. 
The beginning of his reign is remarkable for 
the irruption of the Zanjians, a people of 
Nubia, Ethiopia, and the country of Caffres, 
into Arabia, where they penetrated into 



al-Habib, who falsely gave himself out to be 
of the family of Ali ibn Abu Taleb. This 
made such an impression upon the Shias in 
those parts, that they flocked to him in great 
numbers ; which enabled him to seize upon 
the cities of Basra and Bamla, and even to 
pass the Tigris at the head of a formidable 
army. In the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256, al- 
Muhtadl was barbarously murdered by the 
Turks who had raised him to the throne. He 
reigned only eleven months and was succeeded 
by al-Mo'tamid. 

Al-Mukhtar (jU-sr*^), a celehrated 

Muhaminadan chief who had beaten all the 
generals of the khalifa Tezid, Marwan, and 
Abdul Malik, and had made himself sole 
master of Babylonian I'raq, whereof Kufa 
was the capital. He persecuted all those he 
could lay nis hands on, who were not of 
Husain' s party ; he never pardoned any one 
of those who nad declared themselves enemies 
to the family of the prophet, nor those who, 
as he believed, had dipped their hands in 
Husain' a blood or that of his relations. He 
sent an army against Ubeid-ullah the son of 
Zayad, who was sent by the khalif Abdul 
Malik towards Kufa with leave to plunder 
it for three days, and slew him in battle in 
August, a.d. 686, Muharram, a.h. 67. Al- 
Mukhtar was killed at Kufa in a battle 
fought with Misaa'b, the brother of Abdullah, 
the son of Zuber, governor of Basra, in the 
month of April, a.d. 687, Bamzan, a.h. 67, 
in the 67th year of his age. It is said that 
he killed nearly 50,000 men. 

Al-Muktafi Billah (aUIj AzLA\) 

was the seventeenth khalif of the house of 
Abbas who reigned in Baghdad. He suc- 
ceeded his fattier, al-Mo'tazid Billah, in a.d. 
902, a.h. 289, and proved a warlike and 
successful prince. He gained several advan- 
tages over the Qarmatians, but was not able 
to reduce them. The Turks, however, hav- 
ing invaded the province of Mawarunnahr, 
were defeated with great slaughter; after 
which al-Muktafi carried on a successful war 
against the Greeks, from whom he took 
Seleucia. After this he invaded Syria and 
Egypt, which provinces he recovered from 
the noose of Ahmad ibn Tulan in a.d. 905, 
a.h. 292 ; he then renewed the war with 
success against the Greeks and Qarmatians. 
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Al-Muktafl died in a.d. 908, a.h. 296, after 
a reign of about fix yean and a half. He was 
the last of the khalifa who made any figure 
by their warlike exploits. His successors al- 
Muqtadir, al-Qihir, and al-Razi, were so 
d isit es s od bv the Qarmatians and numberless 
usurpers wno were every day starting up, 
that by the 325th year of trie Hijri, a.d. 
937, tney had nothing left but the city of 
Baghdad. 

Al-Muqtadi Billah (aJJU ^JciJO, 

snrnamed Abul Qisim Abd-ullah, the son of 
Muhammad, and grandson of al-Qaem 
Billah, was raised to the throne of Baghdad 
after the death of his grandfather in a.d. 
1075, a.h. 467, by orders of Sultan Malikshah 
Sal Juki, who was then the real master of 
the empire. He was the 27th khalif of the 
race of Abbas, reigned 19 lunar years and 6 
months and died a.d. 1094, a.h. 487. His 
death induced Barkayanu} the Saljuki, the 
reigning Sultan of Fersia, whose brother 
Manmud had died about the same period, to 

S> to Baghdad, where he confirmed al- 
ustazhir, the son of the late khallf, as his 
successor, and was himself hailed by the new 
lord of the faithful, as Sultan of the empire. 

Al-Muqtadir Billah (<UJL> jJc£j\), 

the eighteenth khalif of the house of Abbas, 
was the son of al-Mo'tazid Billah. He 
succeeded his brother al-Muktafi to the 
throne of Baghdad in a.d. 908, a.h. 295. 
He reigned 24 lunar years 2 months and 7 
days, and was murdered by a eunuch on the 
29th October, a.d. 932, 25th Shawwal, a.h. 
320. He was succeeded by his brother al- 
Qihir Billah. 

Al-Muqtafl Bi-amr-illah ( & -. S + \\ 

i\l\j*\j) t the son of al-Mustazahr, 

was the 31st khalif of the house of Abbas. 
He succeeded his nephew al-Rashid in a.d. 
1136, a.h. 530, reigned about 24 lunar years 
and died in a.d. 1160, a.h. 555, leaving his 
kingdom to his son al-Mustanjad. 

Al-Mustaa'li Billah (jdJb f J J c^^\), 

the sixth Fatimite khalif, succeeded his father, 
al-Mustanasar Billah, in the government of 
Egypt and Syria. During his reign, the 
power of that dynasty was impaired, and 
its authority weakened, their political in- 
fluence haying ceased in most of the Syrian 
cities, and the provinces of that country 
having fallen into the possessions of the 
Turkmans on one hand, and the Franks on 
the other. This people (the Crusaders) 
entered Syria and encamped before Antioch 
in the month of October, a.d. 1097, Zil- 
qada, a.h. 490; they obtained possession 
of it on the 20th June, 1098, 16th Kaiab, 
a.h. 491 ; the following year they took 
Maaratun Noman, and in the month of 
July, 1099, Sha'ban, a.h. 492, they became 


masters of Jerusalem, after a siege of more 
than 40 days. This city was token on a 
Friday morning; during the ensuing week 
a great multitude of Moslems perished, and 
upwards of 70,000 were slain in the Masjid 

al-Aqsa (or mosque of Umar) al-Musta- 

a'll was born at Cairo on the 24th August, 
a.d. 1076, 20th Muharram, a.h. 469, pro- 
claimed khalif on Thursday the 28th 
December, a.d. 1094, 1 8th £ii-bijja, a.h. 
487, and died in Egypt on the 10th 
December, a.d. 1101, loth Safar, a.h. 495. 
His son Amar bi Ahkam-ullah Abu All 
Mansur succeeded him. 

Al-Mnstaa'sim Billah (<dlb +*ojg*^\), 

snrnamed Abu Ahmad Abdullah, was the 
thirty-seventh and last khalif of the race of 
Abbas. He succeeded his father, al-Mus- 
tanasar, to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1142, a.h. 640. In his time Halaku Khan 
Tartar, emperor of the Mughals and grand- 
son of the great conqueror Changiz |Chan, 
besieged Baghdad for two months, and 
having taken that place, seized al-Mustaa- 
'sim and his four sons, whom he put to a 
most cruel death with 800,000 of its inhabi- 
tants. Halaku Khan was very desirous of 
seizing upon Baghdad, and of adding the 
whole kingdom of Mesopotamia to his already 
vast and numerous conquests; but, partly 
on account of his own scruples, and partly 
from fear of offending the prejudices of his 
Sunni followers, who were all of the same 
faith with the khalif. he refrained for a time 
from entering the sacred dominion of one 
who was considered as the head of their 
holy religion, and the true representative of 
their beloved prophet. But the glorious days 
of the house of Bani Abbas had already been 
numbered, the effeminate Mustaa'sim had 
personal vices enough to lead to and excuse 
the final extinction of his race! Ibn al- 
Qama, his prime minister (who hated him 
more than any other of his oppressed subjects) 
from within, and Nasir-uadin Tusi, the 
preceptor of the Mughal prince (who owed 
trim an old grudge) from without, urged the 
conqueror to the gates of Baghdad. Nasir- 
uddin had a few years before been at Baghdad, 
seeking shelter from persecution, and when he 
was introduced to Mustaa'sim, the latter asked 
him to what country he belonged ? " Tus, 
please your holiness, answered Nasir-uddin. 
"Art thou of the asses, or of the oxen of 
TusP" said the khalif (meaning the two 
principal branches of the Shia faith — 
Akhbaris and TJsulis). Mortified as the 
illustrious refugee was at this inhospitable 
insult, he still submissively answered, " Of 
the oxen of Tus, please your highness." 
"Where, then, are thy horns/' said the 
insolent buffoon. " I nave them not with 
me," replied Nasir-uddin, "but if your 
holiness permit, I will go and fetch them.'* 
" Make haste, hence, thence, thou deformed 
animal," said the khalif, " and never again 
appear in my presence in so imperfect a 
state ! " Nasir-uddin kept his promise well, 
for, at the moment when Baghdad was on 
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m the point of being surrendered, and the 
' khalif driven to the last extremity, he sent 
him a message to the effect that the ox 
of Tub was at the gate with his horn*, and 
inquiring, when it would please his holiness 
to receive him? Nasir-uddin had in the 
city another old offender, whom he was 
anxious also to chastise. This was ibn 
Hajib, also one of the khalif s ministers, 
and a person of great reputation for his 
learning; but being an Arabian Sunni, and 
a very Mooted one too, he. had behaved still 
more cruelly than his master to the distressod 
Persian Shia when he sought protection at 
Baghdad. Ibn Hajib, having been seized 
with depression of spirits, the physicians had 
recommended him (and the priests had 
granted him dispensation^ to take, occasion- 
ally, a little wine. Tnis happened when 
Nasir'-uddin was at Baghdad. One day, ibn 
Hajib feeling himself particularly melancholy, 
and having, in consequence, taken a larger 
dose than usual, he became unusually merry, 
and requested Nasir-uddin to accompany him 
on the Tigris. Having reached the middle 
of the stream, he stopped the boat, and 
produced the several volumes of NasTr-uddin's 
works, which the learned refugee had pre- 
sented to the khalif — some of them in the 
original manuscript, and not yet transcribed, 
and in the presence of their anxious author, 
he threw them all, one after another, into 
the river, with such spiteful force, that the 
water was splashed about in every direction ; 
when turning himself, on each occasion, to 
his mortified guest, he exclaimed with a 
sarcastic smile of triumph, "How wonder- 
fully it bubbles ! " When the turn of Nasir- 
uddin came he, too, gave full vent to his 
revenge. He ordered ibn Hajib to be cased 
up to nis neck, in an ox's hide, just taken off 
the animal, and, having filled the skin with 
air, he laid it for a few hours in the sun, till 
it became quite dry, and sounded like a drum. 
Then the victor advanced close to his half 
exhausted enemy, gave him a kick of triumph, 
and, as he rolled on the ground, exclaimed, 
" How wonderfully it rattles ! " The fall of 
Baghdad took place on Sunday the 10th 
February, a.d. 1258, 4th Safar, a.h. 656, 
from which time Baghdad was added to the 
other conquered provinces of this proud 
emperor. Al-Mustaa'sim reigned 15 lunar 
years and 7 months. 

Al-Musta'in Billah (*ilb ^ «»), 

the son of Muhammad, the son of al- 
Mo'tasim Billah, was the twelfth khalif of the 
race of Abbas. He ascended the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 862, a.h. 248, after the 
death of his cousin or brother aUMustanasar 
Billah, but was forced to abdicate the throne 
in a.d. 866, a.h. 252, by his brother al- 
Mo'tiz Billah, who afterwards caused him to 
be privately murdered. 

Al-Mustakfl Billah (aJJU ^C&^l) 

was the 22nd khalif of the Abbaside family, 
and the son of al-Muktafi, the son of al- 
Md'tazid Billah, He succeeded his uncle 


al-Muttaqi in a.d. 945, a.h. 333, reigned in 
Baghdad one year and four months, and was 
deposed by his wazir in a.d. 946, a.h. 334. 
After him al-Mutia' Billah was raised to the 
throne. 


Al-Mustanasar Billah(<dHj

the son of Tahir, was the fifth khalif of 
Egypt of the Fatimite race. He succeeded 
his father a.d. 1036, and with the assistance 
of a Turk named Basasiri, conquered Bagh- 
dad and imprisoned al-Kaem Billah about 
the year a.d. 1054, and for a year and a half 
was acknowledged the only legitimate chief 
of all the Musalmans. Basasiri was defeated 
and killed by Tughral Beg a.d. 1059. a.h. 
487. 

{Vide Basasiri. Al-Mustanasar died in 
1094, having reigned 60 years; and was 
succeeded by his son al-Mustaa'li Billah 
. Abul Qasim.] 

Al-Mustansir Billah lX^b^JU**Jl) f 

the eleventh khalif of the race of Abbas, 
ascended the throne of Baghdad after the 
murder of his father, aUMutwakkU, in 
December, a.d. 861, Shawwal, a.h. 247, 
and had reigned only six months, when he 
was cut off by the hand of death in a.d. 862, 
a.h. 248. He was succeeded by his cousin 
al-Musta'In Billah. 

Al-Mustansir Billah II. { . n ---..~+\\ 

A.UU). surnamed Abu Ja'far al- 

Mansur, ascended the throne of Baghdad 
after the death of his father, al-Tahir, in 
a.d. 1226, a.h. 623. He was the 36th 
khalif of the house of Abbas, reigned about 
17 years, and died a.d. 1242, a.h. 640, 
leaving his kingdom to his son al-Mustaa'- 
sim Billah, the last of the khalifs. 

Al-Mustanjid Billah (aillj jsuJI), 

the 32nd khalif of the race of Abbas, suc- 
ceeded to the throne of Baghdad after the 
death of his father al-Muktati, in a.d. 1160, 
a.h. 555, reigned 11 lunar years and died in 
a.d. 1171, a.h. 566, when his son al-Mustazi 
succeeded him. 

Al-Mnstarashid Billah (dlJIj juS^u*tf ), 

the twenty-ninth khalif of the Abbaside 
family, succeeded his father, al-Mustazahr, 
to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 1118, 
a.h. 512. It is related by ibn Rhallikan 
that when Sultan Masaud, the son of Muham- 
mad, the son of Malikshah Saljuki, was 
encamped outside the town of Maragha in 
Azurbejan, al-Mustarashid was then with 
him, and on Thursday the 28th or, according 
to ibn Mustaufi, the 14th or 28th ZiTqada, 
a.h. 629 (corresponding with the 24th 
August or 7th September, a.d. 1135), a 
band of assassins broke into the khalifs tent 
and murdered him. Al-Mustarashid reigned 
17 lunar years and some months, and was 
succeeded by his son al-Bashid Billah. 
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Al-Mustazhir Billah (4ll. fr-...+ H) g 

the son of al-MuqtadT, was the twenty-eighth 
khalif of the dynasty of Abbas. He was 

S laced on the throne of Baghdad after the 
eath of his father in a.d. 1094, a.h. 487, 
by Barkyaraq Saljfiki, the Turkish Sultan of 
Persia. He reigned 2d lunar years and some 
months, and at his death, Which happened 
in the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 512, he was 
succeeded by his son al-Mustarashid. 


Al-Mnstazi Bi-amr-illah (

j*\*\ the thirty-third khalif of 

the Abbaside family, succeeded his father, al- 
Mnstanjad, to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1171, a.h. 566. He reigned about seven 
▼ears and died in a.d. 1179, a.h. 575, when 
his son al-Naair Billah succeeded him. 

Al-Mutaa'zz Billah (aJJIj jcj&\) 9 the 

son of al-Mutwakkil, was the 13th khalif of 
the race of Abbas. He deposed his brother 
al-Mustain in a.d. 866, a.h. 252, and having 
caused him to be murdered privately, ascended 
the throne of Baghdad. He did not. how- 
ever, long enjoy the dignity of which he had 
so iniquitously possessed himself, being de- 
posed by the Turkish Militia (who now 
oegan to set up and depose khalifa as they 
pleased) in the year a.d. 869, a.h. 26 j. 
After his deposition, he was sent under 
an escort from Sarr Manrae to Baghdad, 
where he died of thirst and hunger, alter a 
reign of three years and about seven months. 
The fate of this khalif was peculiarly hard : 
the Turkish troops had mutinied for their 
pay ; and al-Mutaa'zz not having money to 
satisfy their demands, applied to his mother, 
named Kabiha, for 50,000 dinars. This she 
refused, telling him that she had no money at 
all, although it afterwards appeared that she 
was possessed of immense treasure. After 
his deposition, however, she was obliged to 
discover them, and even deposit them in the 
hands of the new khalif al-Muhtadi. They 
consisted of 1,000,000 dinars, a bushel of 
emeralds, and another of pearls, and three 
pounds and three quarters of rubies of the 
colour of fire. 

Al-Mutla* Billah (ddlb £-k*N), the 

twenty-third khalif of the race of Abbas, was 
the son of al-Muqtadir Billah. He ascended 
the throne of Baghdad after al-Mustakfi in 
a.d. 946, a.h. 334, reigned 29 lunar years 
and 4 months, and died in a.d. 974, a.h. 363. 
It was in his time that the temporal power 
of the khalifa of Baghdad, after naving been 
long sustained by Turkish mercenaries, was 
completely and finally broken by the Byzantine 
Romans, led by Nicephorus Phocas and John 
Zimisces. [Smith's Gibbon (ed. 1862), vi. 
pp. 106, 422, 427-8.] His son al-Taya' 
succeeded him. 

Al-Muttaqi Billah (aUIj ^JgjJS), the 
son of al-Muqtadir, was the twenty-first 


khilif of the dynasty of Abbas. He succeeded 
his brother al-Razi Billah to the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 941, a.h. 329, reigned 3 
years 11 months and 15 days, and died in 
a.d. 945, a.h. 333. He was succeeded by 
his nephew al-Mustaqfi, the son of al-Muktafi. 

Al-Mutwakkil 'Al-aUah (Ji^Jl 

dilt^JiO. This was the name and 

title assumed by Abul Fazl Ja'far on his 
accession to the throne of Baghdad. He was 
the tenth khalif of the house of Abbas, and 
the son of al-Mo'tasim Billah. He suc- 
ceeded his brother al-Wathik or Wasiq in 
the year a.d. 847, a.h. 232, and began his 
reign with an act of the greatest cruelty. 
The late khalif s wazir having treated al- 
Mutwakkil ill in his brother's lifetime, and 
opposed his election to the khilafat, was on 
that account now sent to prison, and after- 
wards thrown into an iron furnace lined with 
spikes or nails heated red hot, where he was 
miserably burnt to death. During this reign 
nothing remarkable happened, except wars 
with the Greeks, which were carried on with 
various success. He was very intolerant, 
especially of the Jews and Christians, on 
whom he heaped many indignities. He did 
not stop there. In his imbecilityand ferocity 
he forbade the pilgrimage to Karbala, and 
caused the sacred repository of the ashes of 
Husain and the other martyrs interred there 
to be razed. He reigned 14 years 9 months 
and 9 days, and was assassinated and cut into 
seven pieces on the 24th December, a.d. 861, 
17th Shawwal, a.h. 247, at the instance of 
his son al-Mustanasar, who succeeded him. 

Al-Muwaffiq Billah (allb Jiyi\), 

the son of al-Mutwakkil Billah, the khalif 
of Baghdad and brother and coadjutor of the 
khalif al-Ma'tamid, to whom he was of much 
service in his battles against his enemies. 
He died of elephantiasis or leprosy in the 
year a.d. 891, a.h. 278, and while in his 
last illness could not help observing that of 
100,000 men whom he commanded, there 
was not one so miserable as himself. His 
son Md ( tazid, after the death of his brother 
al-Md'tamid in a.d. 892, succeeded to the 
throne of Baghdad. 

Al-Muwyylddsma'ilX J^jiaJi JJjJD, 

whose name is spelt in Lempriere's Universal 
Biographical Dictionary " Alombuadad," 
and in Watkin's Biographical JJictionary 
" Almuvadad," was an Arabian historian, 
who gave a chronological account of the 
Saracen affairs in Sicily from a.d. 842 to 
904. This MS. is in the Library of tin 
Escurial, in Spain, and a Latin version of 
it is inserted in Muratori's Rerum Italicarum 
Scrip tores. 

Al-Muzani (^jj^l\). Vide Abu 

Ibrahim Ismail. 

Al-Nasir BiUah (*Ub j+\d\), or al- 
Nasir-uddin allah, the son of al-Mustozi, 
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succeeded his father to the throne of Baghdad 
in a.d. 1179. He professed the Shia 4 faith, 
and after a long reign of 46 lunar years and 
1 1 months, died in the year a.d. 1225. He 
was the 34th khalif of the house of Abbas, 
and was succeeded by his son al-Tahir Billah. 

Alp Araalan (JL*j\ <wJD, (which 

means in the Turkish language " the valiant 
lion "), was a king of Persia of the Seljukian 
dynasty , and the son of Daud Beg Sal Juki. 
lie succeeded his uncle Tughral Beg in a.d. 
10C3, a.h. 455, married the sister of the 
khalif Qaim Billah, and his name was pro- 
nounced in the public prayers of the Mu- 
hammndans after that of the khalif. He was 
a warlike prince; and, having spoiled the 
Church of St. Basil in Ccesarea, defeated 
Romanus Diogenes, Emperor of the Greeks 
in a.d. 1068, a.h. 460, who was seized and 
carried to the conqueror. Alp Arsalan de- 
manded of his captive, at the first conference, 
what he would have done if fortune had 
reversed their lot. " I would have given 
thee many a stripe," was the imprudent and 
virulent answer. The Sultan only smiled 
and asked Romanus what he expected would 
he done to him. " If thon art cruel," said 
the Emperor, " put me to death. If vain- 
glorious load me with chains, and drag me in 
triumph to thy capital. If generous, grant 
me my liberty." Alp Arsalan was neither 
cruel nor vainglorious, he nobly released his 
prisoner, and, giving all his officers who were 
captives dresses of honour, sent them away to 
their homes. Alp Arsalan after a reign of more 
than nine years was stabbed about the 15th 
December, a.d. 1072, 30th Rabi I. a.h. 
465, by a Khwarizmian desperado whom he 
had token prisoner and sentenced to death. 
He was buned at Marv in Khurasan, and the 
following is the translation of the inscription 
engravea on his tomb : " All ye who nave 
seen the glory of Alp Arsalan exalted to the 
heavens, come to Marv, and you will behold 
it buried in the dust." He was succeeded by 
his son Malikshah. 

Alp Arsalan, who is by some called 

Apal Arsalan, was the son of Atsiz, a Sulfcan 
of Khwarizm, whom he succeeded in a.d. 
1166, a.h. 551-557, and died in a.d. 1162. 

Alptakin or Alptagin (^■^(■-..yjl). 
Vide Alaptakln. 

Al-Qadir Billah (<l11j ^jUU), the 

twenty-fifth khalif of the Abbaside family, 
was tne son of Is-haq, the son of Muqtadir 
Billah. He ascended the throne of Baghdad 
after the dethronement of al-Taya' in a.d. 
991, a.h. 381. He was a contemporary of 
Sultan Mahmud of Qhazni ; reigned 41 lunar 
years and 3 months, and died a.d. 1031, a.h. 
422. He was succeeded by al-Qaimbi-amr- 
illah. 

Al-Qadiri or Qadiri (^oUJI), a sect 
of Muhammadans. Thes3 are a branch of the 


Muetazillfs, and differ in their opinions from 
the orthodox Musalmans, in that they deny 
God's decree, and assert free will ; affirming 
that the contrary opinion makes God the 
author of evil. 

Al-Qahir Billah (<db y*UJl), the 

nineteenth khalif of the race of the Abbasides, 
and the third son of al-Mo'tazid Billah, 
succeeded his brother al- Muqtadir to the 
crown of Baghdad in October, a.d. 932, 
Shawwal, a.h. 320. He had reigned only 
one year, five months and twenty-one days 
when his wazir ibn Maqla deprived him of 
his sight with a hot iron on Wednesday the 
23rd April, a.d. 934, 6th Jamad I. a.h. 
322, and raised al-Razi Billah, the son of 
Muqtadir, to the throne. It is said that al- 
Qahir, after this, as long as he lived, was 
obliged to beg for charity in the mosque at 
Baghdad, calling out to the people that 
assembled there, " Have pity and give 
charity to one, who had once been your 
khalifa." 

Al-Qaim (*jUJ\) v second khalif of the 

Fatimite race of Barbary; he succeeded 
his father Obeid-ullah al-Mahdi a.d. 924, 
a.h. 312. During his reign we read of 
nothing remarkable, except the revolt of 
Tezld ion Kondat, a man of mean extraction. 
Al-Qaim reigned nearly 12 years and died in 
a.d. 945, a.h. 334. His son Ismail al- 
Mansur succeeded him. 

'Al-Qama (<uilr), son of Qys, was one 

of the pupils of Abdullah bin Masaud, and 
an eminent man. He died in a.d. 681, 
a.h. 61. 

Al-Qaim Billah or Al-Qaim -bi-amr- 

illah (&JL> a_>\JLH). surnamed Abu 

Ja'far Abdullah, the 2Hth khalif of the house 
of 'Abbas. He succeeded his father Qadir 
Billah to the throne of Baghdad in a.d. 
1031, a.h. 422, reigned 44 lunar years and 
8 months, and died in a.d. 1075, a.h. 467, 
which was soon after Sultan Malikshah the 
Seliuki had ascended the throne of Persia, 
and as that monarch was the real master of 
the empire, the nomination of a successor was 
deferred till he was consulted. He deputed 
a son of his prime minister Nizam -ul-Mulk 
to Baghdad with orders to raise al-Muqtadi, 
the grandson of al-Qaim, to the (nominal) 
rank of the commander of the faithful. 

Al-Rashid or Hamn al-Rashid ( . * ,1* 

j*J*J\), the celebrated hero of the 

Arabian Nights, was the fifth khalif of the 
race of Abbas and son of al-Mahdi; he 
succeeded his eldest brother al-Hadi to the 
throne of Baghdad in a.d. 786, a.h. 170. 
This was one of the best and wisest princes 
that ever sat on the throne of Baghdad. He 
was also extremely fortunate in alibis under- 
takings, though he did not much extend his 
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dominions by conquest. In his time the 
Moslem empire may be said to have been in 
its most flourishing state, though, by the 
independency of the Moslems in Spain, who 
had formerly set up a khalif of the house of 
Umyya, his territories were not quite so 
extensive as those of some of his predecessors. 
He possessed, however, the provinces of Syria, 
Palestine, Arabia, Persia, Armenia, Natblia, 
Media or Azurbejan, Babylonia, Assyria, 
Sindh, Sijistan, Khurasan, Tabristan, Jurjan, 
Zabulistan, Mawarunnahr, or great Bukharia, 
Egypt, Libya, Mauritania, etc., so that his 
empire was still by far the most powerful of 
any in the world, and indeed extended farther 
than the Roman empire ever had done. 

In the beginning of the year a.d. 802, a.h. 
186, he divided the government of his exten- 
sive dominions among his three sons in the 
following manner: To al-Amin the eldest, 
he assigned the provinces of Syria, Irak, the 
three Arabias, Mesopotamia, Assyria, Media, 
Palestine, Egypt, and all the part of Africa 
extending from the confines of Egypt and 
Ethiopia to the Straits of Gibraltar, with the 
dignity of khalif ; to al-Mamun the second, 
he assigned Persia, Kinnan, the Indies. 
!Onira*an, Tabristan, Kabulistan and Zabu- 
listan, together with the vast province of 
Mawarunnahr ; and to his third son al-Qasim, 
he gave Armenia, Natolia, Jurjan, Georgia, 
Circassia, and all the Moslem territories 
bordering upon the Euxine sea. As to the 
order of succession, al- Amln was to ascend the 
throne immediately after his father's decease ; 
after him al-Mamun ; and then al-Qasim, 
whom he had surnamed al-Mo'tasim. 

The most considerable exploits performed 
by this khalif were against the Greeks, who 
by their perfidy provoked him to make war 
upon them, and whom he always overcame. 
In the year a.d. 803, a.h. 187, the khalif 
received a letter from the Greek Emperor 
Nicephorus, commanding him to return all 
the money he had extorted from the Empress 
Irane, or expect soon to see an Imperial army 
in the heart of his territories. This insolent 
letter so exasperated Harun, that he im- 
mediately assembled his forces and advanced 
to Heraclea, laying the country through which 
he passed waste with fire and sword. For some 
time also he kept that city straitly besieged, 
which so terrified the Greek Emperor that he 
submitted to pay an annual tribute. 

In the year a.d. 804, a.h. 188, war was 
renewed with the Greeks, and Nicephorus 
with a great army attacked the khalif s forces 
with the utmost fury. He was, however, 
defeated with the loss of 40,000 men, and 
received three wounds in the action; after 
which the Moslems committed terrible ravages 
in his territories, and returned home laden 
with spoils. The next year Harun invaded 
Phrygia ; defeated an Imperial army sent to 
oppose him, and having ravaged the country, 
returned without any considerable loss. In 
the year a.d. 806, a.h. 190, the khalif 
marched into the Imperial territories with an 
army of 135,000 men, besides a great number 
of volunteers and others who were not enrolled 
among bis troops. He first took the city of 


Heraclea, from which he is said to have 
carried 16,000 prisoneis ; after which he 
made himself master of several other places, 
and, in the conclusion of the expedition, he 
made a descent on the island of Cyprus, 
which he plundered in a terrible manner. 
This success so intimidated Nicephorus, that 
he immediately sent the tribute due to Harun, 
the withholding of which had been the cause 
of the war ; and concluded a peace upon the 
kjiallf 8 own terms. Charlemagne respected 
his character, and Harun in token of his 
friendship presented to the European prince a 
clock, the mechanism and construction of 
which were regarded among the prodigies of 
the age. Hurun reigned 23 years, and died 
in Khurasan on the eve of Saturday the 24th 
March, a.d. 809, 3rd Jamad II., a.h. 193, 
and was buried at Tub, which is now called 
Mashhad. He was succeeded by his eldest 
son, al-Amin. 

Al-Rashid BlUali (jJJb ±£\J\), the 

thirtieth khalif of the Abbasides, succeeded 
his father, al-Mustarashad, in August or 
September, a.d. 1135, Zil'kad, a.h. 529, 
and died in the year a.d. 1136, a.h. 530. 
He was succeeded by al-Muqtafi, the son of 
al-Mustazahir. 

Al-Razi. SeeRazI. 

Al-Razi Billah (aJJIj ^j*\J\) 9 the son 

of al-Muqtadir and the twentieth khalif of 
the house of Abbas, was the last who deserved 
the title of the Commander of the Faithful. 
He was raised to the throne of Baghdad, 
after the dethronement of his uncle al- Qatar 
Billah by the wazir Ibn Maqla in April, a.d. 
934, Jamad I. a.h. 322. in the year 936, 
the khalif finding himself distressed on all 
sides by usurpers, and having a wazir of no 
capacity, instituted a new office superior to 
that of wazir, which he entitled Amir-ul- 
Umra. This great officer, Imud-ud-daula 
All Boya, was trusted with the management 
of the finances in a much more absolute and 
unlimited manner than any of the khalif s 
wazirs ever had been. Nay, he officiated for 
the khalif in the great mosque at Baghdad, 
and had his name mentioned in the public 
prayers throughout the kingdom. In short 
the khalif was so much under the power of 
this officer, that he could not apply a single 
dinar to his own use without the leave of the 
Amir-ul-Umra. In the year a.d. 937, the 
Moslem empire so great and powerful, was 
shared among the following usurpers : 

The cities of Wasat, Basra, Eufa with the 
rest of the Arabian Iraq, were considered as 
the property of the Amir-ul-Umra, though 
they had been in the beginning of the year 
seized upon by a rebel called al-Baridi, who 
could not be driven out of them. 

The country of Fars, Faristan, or Persia 
properly so called, was possessed by Imad-ud- 
daula All ibn Boya, who resided in the city 
of Shiraz. 

Part of the tract denominated al-Jabal, 
together with Persian Iraq, which is the 
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mountainous part of Persia, and the country 
of the ancient Parthians, obeyed Rukn-ud- 
daula, the brother of Inad-ud-daula, who 
resided at Isfahan. The other part of the 
country was possessed by Wasnmakin the 
Dilamite. 

Dayar Rabia, Dayar Bikr, Dayar Modar, 
and the city of Musal, acknowledged for 
their sovereign a race of princes called 
Hamdanites. 

Egypt and Syria no longer obeyed the 
khalits, but Muhammad ibn Taj, who had 
formerly been appointed governor of those 
provinces. 

Africa and Spain had long been indepen- 
dent. 

Sicily and Crete were governed by princes 
of their own. 

The provinces of Khurasan and Malvarun- 
nahr were under the dominions of al-Nasr 
ibn Ahmad, of the dynasty of the Samanians. 

The provinces of Tabristan, Jurjan or 
Georgia, and Mazindaran, had kings of the 
first dynasty of the Dilamites. 

The province of Kirman was occupied by 
Abu All Muhammad ibn Eylia al-Samani, 
who had made himself master of it a short 
time before. And 

Lastly, the provinces of Temama and 
Bahryn, including the district of Hajr, were 
in the possession of Abu Tahir the Earmatian. 

Thus the khalifs were deprived of all their 
dominions, and reduced to the rank of 
sovereign pontiffs; in which light, though 
they continued for some time to be regarded 
by the neighbouring princes, yet their power 
never arrived to any height. In this low 
state the khalifs continued till the extinction 
of the Khilafat by Halaku Khan the Tartar 
in the year a.d. 1268, a.h. 656. 

Al-KazT Billah reigned 7 years 2 months 
and 11 days, and died in a.d. 941, a.h. 329. 
He was succeeded by his brother al-Muttaqi. 

Al-Saharawi (^\js^\). Vide Abul 

Qasim. 

Al-Saffah CljuJt), surname of Abul 

Abbas, the son of Muhammad, the son of 
All, the son of 'Abdullah, the son of Abbas, 
the uncle of the prophet. He was proclaimed 
Jchalifa by the inhabitants of Kufa on Friday 
the 29th November, a.d. 749, 13th Rabi 
II., a.h. 132, upon which a battle took 
place between him and Marwan II., the last 
Khalifa of the house of Umyya and Ommaides, 
in which the latter was slain, 6th August, 
a.d. 750, 26th 3iH>ijja, a.h. 132. Al- 
Saffah after this victory investing himself 
with sovereign power, laid the foundation of 
the dynasty of the Abbasides, which continued 
to be transmitted to his family from father to 
son for 524 lunar years, during a succession 
of 37 khalifs, till they were dispossessed by 
Halaku Khan the Tartar king of Persia in 
a.d. 1258, a.h. 656. By the elevation of 
the house of Abbas to the dignity of khilafat, 
began that glorious period during which 
Arabic and Persian literature reached its 
highest perfection. With some few ex- 


ceptions these khalifas were the noblest race 
of kings that ever adorned the throne of 
sovereignty. Abul Abbas died, after a reign 
of more than four years, of the small-pox, 
on Sunday the 9th June, a.d. 754, 13th 
Zil-bijja, a.h. 136, and was succeeded by 
his brother Abu Ja'far Almansur.

Al - Tahir bi-amr-illah Muhammad 
(x^s^ 9 <d!^b ytlLH ) succeeded his 

father, al-Nasir Billah, to the throne of 
Baghdad in a.d. 1225, a.h. 622. He was 
the thirty-fifth khalif of the house of Abbas, 
reigned 9 months and 11 days, and died in 
a.d. 1226, a.h. 623. His son al-Mustanasar 
II. succeeded him. 

Al-Taya 4 (or al-Tayi') Billah (yUaN 

<d)M, the sou of al-Mutla Billah, 
was the twenty-fourth khalTf of Baghdad. 
He succeeded his father in a.d. 974, reigned 
17 years and 4 months, and was deposed by 
Baha-ud-daula in a.d. 991, when Qadir 
Billah, the son of Is-baq, the son of Muqtadir, 
was raised to the throne.

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Al-Walid (jJjJO. Vide Walld.

(J*y\), the ninth khalif of the

227, to the throne 
of Baghdad. The following year, he invaded 
and conquered Sicily. Nothing remarkable 
happened during the rest of his reign. He 
reigned 5 lunar years 7 months and 3 days, 
and died in a.d. 847, a.h. 232. He was 
succeeded by his brother al-Mutwakkil. He 
is the Vathek of Beekford's well-known tale.

Pallal Singh of Chittore, died in a.h. 1028 

Amar Singh (a£~a ^%\) } son of Gaj 

Singh, a rajput chief of the tribe of Raf.hor. 
He killed Salabat Khan Mir Bakhshi in the 
17th year of Shah Jahan in the presence of 
the Emperor, on Thursday evening the 26th 
July, o.s. 1644, 30th Jamadi I., a.h. 1054, and 
was by the order of the Emperor pursued and 
cut to pieces after a gallant defence near one 
of the gates of the fort of Agra, which is to 
this day called Amar Singh Darwaza or Amar 
Singh Gate. An account of this prince's 
early history will be found in Tod's Rajasthdn. 
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Amar Singh (aJL* j*\\ of Benares, 

whose poetical name was Khushgo, held a 

fovernment appointment in the Koel district, 
[e compiled a short history of Akbar'a palace 
and of the Taj of Agra, and put the Bahar 
Danish into verse and called it Tarjuma liahar 
Vanish . This book is to be distinguished 
from the Izhar Danish, an Urdu translation 
of Bahar Banish by Mullazada at Palnar. 

Amar Singh (Rana), son of Rana 
Purtab Singh. Vide Rana Sankar. 

Ambaji Inglia, a general of the Gwa- 
liar State who served under Mahadaji Sindhia 
from 1787, and who continued his services, 
both military and political, under his nephew 
Daulat Rao. The last mention of him is 
in Lake's war in Hindustan, in which he 
succeeded Gen. Perron [Keene's History of 
India, i. pp. 274, 360, 37'2]. 

Axnili ( XJ), a poet who was the 

author of a Diwan. This person appears to 
be the same with Shaikh Baha-uddin 'Amili. 

Amin ( er ^), the sixth khallf of the 
house of Abbas. Vide al-Amin. 

Amin (^j^\) y poetical name of Shah 

Aniin-uddin of Azimabad, who flourished 
about the year a.d.

Amina (^J ), the wife of 'Abdullah, 
and mother of Muhammad the prophet of the 
Musalmans. She was the daughter of 
Wahab the son of 'Abdul Manaf.

She died 
six years after the birth of her son Muham- 
mad, about the year a.d. 577.

Amin Ahmad or Amin Muhammad 
Razi (^j^j j^^\ ^O, the author 

of the Biographical Dictionary called Haft 
jlktim. (The seven climates.) This book, 
which he, finished in the time of the emperor 
Akbar in a.d. 1594, a.h. 1002, contains a 
short description of the seven climates of the 
Temperate Zone, and the Topography of 
their principal cities ; with memoirs of the 
illustrious persons and eminent poets which 
each has produced. 

Amin-uddin Khan, Nawab of Loharu, 
descended from Ahmad Bakhsh, a Minister of 
the Alwar State in it 03-1826. The Nawab 
succeeded his unhappy brother Shams-ul-din 
(q.v.) in 1835; and died on the 31st December, 
a.d. 1869, aged 70 years. His eldest son, 
Mirza 'Ala-uddln Khan, succeeded to his 
estates at Loharu, on the 11th January, 1870.

Sulfan Ibrahim, a contemporary of Khwaja 
'Asafi, who died in a.d. 1520, a.h. 926.

C48, and there were found 
in his house, amongst other precious articles, 
about 10,000 volumes of valuable works, 
copied by the most celebrated caligraphers. 

Amin-ud-daula Khan (<dJjj^ .j~^ 

^l>>), a rebel, was blown from the 

mouth of a gun on the 3rd August, 1857, at 
Agra. 

Amir bi Ahkam Allah (M X^^.\), 

surnamed Abu Ali Mansur, seventh khalif 
of the Fatimite dynasty of Egypt, succeeded 
his father, al-Mustaa'li Billah, in December, 
1101. From this time to the reign of 'Azid 
li-din Allah, during which period five khalifs 
ascended the throne of Egypt, the history of 
that country affords little else than an account 
of the intestine broils and contests between 
the wazirs or prime ministers, who were now 
become so powerful, that they had in a great 
measure stripped the khalifs of their civil 
power, and left them nothing but a shadow 
of spiritual dignity. These contests at last 
gave occasion to a revolution, by which the 
race of Fatimite khalifs were totally extin- 
guished.

In 1814 
during his campaign against Sir David 
Ochterlony in the Kamaon hills, he evinced 
equal valour and patriotism ; but was com- 
pelled to surrender, at Malaun near Simla, 
10th May, 1815.

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Amir Barld I. (jj^j ^ty, the son of 

Qasim Band, whom he succeeded in the 
government of Ahmadabad Bidar in a.d. 
1504, ah. 910. During his rule the king 
Saltan Mahmud Shah Bahmani died in a.d. 
1517, ah. 923, when Amir Barid placed 
Sultan 'Ala-uddin III. on the throne, and 
after his death Sultan Kalim Ullah, who 
being treated with great rigour by the Amir, 
fled from Bidar to Ahmannagar, where he 
died shortly after. With Kalim Ullah ended 
the dynasty of the Bahmani kings of Deccan. 
Amir Barid reigned over the territories of 
Ahmadabad Bidar with full power more than 
25 years, and died at Daulatabad in a.d. 
1542, a.h. 949. He was buried at Ahma- 
dabad Bidar, and succeeded by his son All 
Barid. 

Amir Barid II. (^JlS ju^j j^.\) 

succeeded to the government of Ahmadabad 
Biwar after deposing his relative Ali Barid 
Shah II. in a.d. 1609, and was the last of 
the Barid Shahi dynasty. 

Amiri (^jj+*\) t the poetical name of 

Maulana Sultan Muhammad, a distinguished 
man who lived in the time of Shah Tahmasp 
Safwi I. He praised this sovereign in his 
poems, and is the translator of Amir Ali 
Sher's Tazkira, called Mojdlia-ul-Nofaea, 
from Turki into Persian. He is also the 
author of the Bo*tan ul-Khaydl, 

Amir Khan (^U. j^\) t title of Mir 

Abul Wafa, the eldest son of Mir Qasim 
Khan Namkin, was a nobleman in the time 
of the emperors Jahangir and Shah Jahan. 
At the time of his death he was governor 
of Thafja, where he died a.d. 1647, a.h. 
1057, aged more than 100 years. His former 
name was Mir Khan, but having made a 
present of one lac of rupees to Shah Jahan, 
ne was honoured with the title of Amir Khan. 


Amir Khan ( }^ 



snrnamed Mir Miran, the son of Khalil -ullah 
JOian Yezdi, was a nobleman of high rank 
in the time of the emperors Shah Jahan and 
'Alamgir, and a great favourite of the latter. 
He died at Kabul on the 28th April, a.d. 
1698, 27th Shawwal, a.h. 1109, and the 
emperor conferred the title of Amir £han on 
his son. 

Amir Khan (Nawab) (uJy J^j~*\), 

entitled U*mdat-ul-Mulk, was the son of the 
principal favourite of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
of the same name, and a descendant of the 
celebrated Shah Na'mat-ullah Wali. He 
was himself a favourite of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah ; was appointed governor 
of Allahabad in a.d. 1739, a.h. 1152, and 
re-called to court in a.d. 1743, a.h. 1156. 
He was naturally free of speech, and the 
emperor, fond of his repartee, had allowed 
him more license in his conversation than 
was consistent with respect to his own dignity, 


when he was on business with the emperor, 
which by degrees disgusted Muhammad Shah 
and made him wish his removal from office. 
He was consequently, with the consent of the 
emperor, stabbed with a dagger by a person 
who had been discharged from his service, 
and fell down dead on the spot. This circum- 
stance took place on Friday the 26th 
December, 1747, 23rd ftl-hijja, a.h. 1159. 
He was buried after four days in the sepulchre 
of Khalil- ullah Khan his grandfather, which 
is close to the Sarae of Ruh-ullah Khan at 
Dehli. His poetical name was An jam. He 
composed logographs, and has left Persian and 
Rekhta Poems. There is a full account of 
Amir Khan in the Sujar-ul-Mutukiarin, 
where he is said to have died in the same 
year as the emperor. 

Amir Khan (^U* j~*\), the famous 

ally of the Pindaris and ancestor to the 
present Nawab of Took. He was originally 
in the service of Jaswant Rao Holkar, who 
heooming insane in 1806 and incapable of the 
administration of his own affairs, this Mu- 
hammadan chief endeavoured to establish an 
ascendancy at his court, hut soon left it with 
the army ne commanded to pursue the separate 
object of his own ambition, and became the 
chief supporter of the Pindaris. A treaty was 
ratified with him by the British Government 
on the 19th December, 1817. He had on 
various pretexts avoided the ratification of the 
engagements which his agent had concluded 
with the resident of Dehli, but the movement 
of troops to his vicinity, and their occupation 
of positions which left him only the option 
between engaging in an unequal conflict and 
signing this treaty, induced him to adopt the 
safer course. He was confirmed in the pos- 
session of all the territories he held from the 
Holkar family, but compelled to surrender 
his large trains of artillery to the English 
Government, and to disband that great body 
of plunderers which had been for more than 
two years the scourge of Malwa and Rajpu- 
tana. Amir Khan cued a.d. 1834, a.h. 1250. 
His Life was written by a Hindu named 
Basawan Lai ; and the Memoir was translated 
into English by the late Thoby Prinsep. 

Amir Khan (^^^•O, whose proper 

name was Mir Jthan, but was changed by the 
emperor * Alamgir by adding an alii to it into 
Amir Khan. On a spot of seven bighas of 
ground, he had built his house close to the 
place called Guzur Tijara, including the ma- 
nalla of Ghhipitola. In the first year of the 
emperor 'Alamgir he was appointed governor 
of the fort of Shahjahanabad, and in the 
eleventh year of the reign of the emperor he 
was appointed Subadar of Kabul. 

Amir Khan Sindhi ( Jb X*~> ij*>*jt"\), 

title of Mir Abdul Karim, son of Amir Khan, 
the son of Mir Abul Qasim Namkin. He was 
employed in various offices during the reign 
of 'Alamgir, Bahadur Shah and Farrukh- 
siyar, and died some time before the accession 
of Muhammad Shah to the throne of Dehli.

Burnamed Fakhr-uddin, and commonly called 
Ibn-Yemin, was the son of Amir Yemln- 
uddin, entitled Malik -ul Fuzla, i.e., the 
prince of the learned. Amir Mahmud was 
an excellent poet, and died on Saturday 
the 29th January, a.d. 1368, Jumada II. 
a.h. 769, in Persia. He is mentioned in Dr. 
Sprenger's Catalogue, p. 67, to have died in 
749 Hijri corresponding with a.d. 1348, and 
in the Tazhira DatUat Shahl it is mentioned 
that he died in a.h. 745, a.d. 1344. He has 
left a Diwan. 

Amir Mirza (Nawab) {^J\^ \j^ ^\) 

was the son of George Hopkins Walters, a 
pensioned European officer, who, with his 
family, consisting of a wife, two daughters 
and one son, had established himself in Luck- 
now as a merchant many years ago. After 
his death his family, through the intrigues of 
one Bakhsh Ali Khan, embraced the Muham- 
madan religion, and the younger daughter not 
long after was consigned to the Seraglio of 
king Nasir-uddTn Hydar and became one of 
the queens of that monarch, under the title 
of Wilayeti Mahal, or the King's European 
consort. The elder daughter also received the 
name and title of Ashraf-un-nisa Begam. 
She remained unmarried all her life. The 
brother, Joseph Walters, received the name 
of Amir Mirza. He was brought up as a 
Musalman of the Shi'a sect, and always took 
a pride in showing himself as an orthodox 
follower of the Crescent. After Wilayeti 
Mahal's death, her elder sister Ashraf-un-nisa 
Begam succeeded to her estate, consisting of 
Government Securities valued at 11,400,000 
rupees besides jewellery, movable and im- 
movable property of considerable value. In 
1832 Ashraf-un-nisa died, and was succeeded 
by Amir Mirza, her brother, who squandered 
almost the whole property by his reckless 
prodigality. Amir Mirza died on the 10th 
January, 1870, in his 66th year. 

Amir Mo'izzi (^jm j~*\), a celebrated 

poet of Samarqand, who served under Sulfcan 
Malik Shah and Sulfan San jar Sal Juki, and 
was honoured with the title of Malik -ush- 
Shua'ra, or the Royal Poet. He was accident- 
ally killed by an arrow shot by the latter 
prince. His Diwan contains 16,000 verses. 
His death happened in the year a.d. 1147, 
a.h. 542. His proper name was Amir Ali. 

Amir Shahi (^Ijj-- ^ll^), of 


Sabzwar, a poet who flourished in the time of 
Shahrukh Mirza, about the year a.d. 1436. 
Vide Shahi (Amir). 


Amir Taimur ( .\

styled Sahib Qiran, because he reigned more 
than 30 years, or because he was born in a 
conjunction of the planets so called. He is 
also called Timurlang (Tamerlane) from some 
defect in his feet ; was born at Kush in ancient 
Sogdania on Tuesday, the 9th April, a.d. 1 336, 
27tn Sha'ban, a.h. 736. Some say he was 
the son of a shepherd, and others that he 
was descended in a right line from Qajuli 
Bahadur, son of Tumana Khan, of the same 
lineage with Changes Khan, the celebrated 
conqueror of Persia. His father's name was 
Amir Tura^hai and mother's Taklna Khatun ; 
however, his obscurity was soon forgotten in 
the glory of his exploits. Distinguished by 
his courage and unbounded ambition, he 
gained a number of faithful adherents, and 
seized the city of Balkh, the capital of Khu- 
rasan, and having put to death Amir Husain, 
the ruler of that place, whose sister he had 
married, he ascended the throne on Wednes- 
day the 10th April, a.d. 1370, 12th Ramzan, 
a.h. 771. He then subdued Kandahar, Persia 
and Baghdad, and seconded by an enthusiastic 
army he penetrated to India, took Dehli on 
Tuesday the 17th December, a.d. 1398, 7th 
Rabi II. a.h. 801, with its immense trea- 
sures, and returned to punish Baghdad that 
shook off his yoke. The offending city was 
given up to pillage, and 80,000 of her inhabi- 
tants put to the sword. Now master of the 
fairer part of Asia, he interfered, at the request 
of the Greek emperor, in the affairs of Baiazid 
(Bajazet), emperor of the Turks, and com- 
manded him to abandon the siege of Constan- 
tinople. The message roused the indignation 
of Baiazid ; he marched against the new 
enemy, and was defeated by him in Phrygia, 
after a battle of three days, on Friday the 
21st July, a.d. 1402, 19th £il-hijja, a.h. 
804. Baiazid fell into the hands of the em- 
peror, and was carried about in mockery in 
an iron cage. To these conquests Taimur 
added Egypt and the treasures of Cairo, and 
then fixed the seat of his empire at Samarqand, 
where he received the homage of Manuel 
Palflcologus, emperor of Constantinople, and 
of Henry III. King of Castile, by their 
ambassadors. Taimur was preparing fresh 
victories by the invasion of China, when death 
stopped his career on Wednesday the 18th 
February, a.d. 1405, 1 7th Sha'-ban, a.h. 807, 
in the 36th year of his reign, aged 71 years, 
and was buried at Samarqand. He was the 
ancestor of Babar, who founded the dynasty of 
the Mughul emperors of Dehli. After nis death 
he received the title of " Firdaus Makani," 
i.e., " May paradise be his place of residence.'* 
He had four sons, viz., Jahangir Mirza, Umar 
Shaikh Mirza, Miran Shah and Shahrukh 
Mirza. Tamerlane on his death-bed named 
his grandson Pir Muhammad, son of Jahangir 
Mirza, the universal heir of all his dominions ; 
but the contempt with which his will was 
treated after death was equal to the venera- 
tion which had been paid to his authority 
during his life. The Sultan Khalil, another 
of his grandsons, immediately took possession 
of the capital of Samarqand, and proclaimed 
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himself emperor. Pir Muhammad did not 
live long enough to assert his rights, hut was 
assassinated six months after the death of 
his grandfather. After his death, Shahnikh 
Mirza, the youngest of the two surviving sons 
of Tamerlane, succeeded to the inheritance 
assigned for Pir Muhammad.

Amir Yemin-uddin (^ jjl ^^ ^1), 

entitled Malik -ul-Fuzla, ie. t the prince of 
the learned, was a Turk and an excellent 
poet. He flourished in the time of Sultan 
Muhammad Khuda Banda, and died in a.d. 
1324, a.h. 724. [ Vide Tughard!.] 

Amjad *Ali Shah ULi JLa ±jb*\) 

was the son of Muhammad All Shah, whom 
he succeeded on the throne of Lucknow as 
king of Oudh, with the title of Sana Jan, 
on the 17th May, a.d. 1842, 5th Rabi II. 
a.h. 1258, and died on the 16th March, a.d. 
1847, 26th Safar, a.h. 1263. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Waiid Ali Shah, in whose 
time Oudh was annexed to the British Govern- 
ment on the 7th February, a.d. 1856. 

'Ammar lbn Hissan ( d L> ^\ JJU) 

was Ali* s general of the horse, and was killed 
in battle fought by Ali against Mu'awia, the 
first khalif of the house of Umaia, in the 
month of July, a.d. 657, Safar, a.h. 37. He 
was then about 90 years of age, and had been 
in three several engagements with Muhammad 
himself. He was one of the murderers of 
Usmin, the third khalif after Muhammad. 

Amra-al Qais (^-ill *\j*\\ the Bon 

of Hajar, one of the most illustrious poets 
the Arabians had before Muhammadanism. 
He is one of the seven poets whose poems 
have, for their excellency, been hung in the 
temple of Mecca. These poems were called 
Muallakat (suspended), and aa they were 
written in letters of gold, they were also 
called Muzahhibat. The names of these 
seven celebrated poets are Amra-al -Qais, 
Tarafa, Zuhir, Labid, Antar, Amru and 
Harath. 

[Amra-al-Qais is the same person who is 
commonly called Majnun, the lover of Laila, 
and Labid was his friend and master. Amir 
Khussu's Loves of Majnun and Laila has been 
translated into English.] 


Amrit Rao (J. CLJ^O, a Mahratta 

chief who had been placed on the masnad of 
Puna by Holkar in a.d. 1803, but deposed 
by the British, and a pension of 700,000 
rupees was assigned for his support annually. 
He was the son of Raghunath Rao, commonly 
called Raghoba. For some time he resided 
at Banaras and then in Bundelkhind, and 
died at the former station in a.d. 1824. 

'Amru bin Mua'wia (<o>U^ ^ •y^) 1 

an ancient Arabian poet whose collection of 
poems are to be found in the Royal Library 
at Paris, No. 1120. 

'Amru lbn Al-'As (^LaJ ^\ ir*-*), 

a celebrated Muhammadan, at first the enemy 
and afterwards the friend of Muhammad, of 
whom it is reported by tradition that Muham- 
mad said, " There is no truer Musalman, nor 
one more steadfast in the faith than 'Amru." 
He served in the wars of Syria, where he 
behaved with_singular courage and resolution. 
Afterwards Umar the khalif sent him into 
Egypt, which he reduced in a.d. 641, a.h. 
20, and became lieutenant of the conquered 
country. Usman continued him in that post 
four years, and then removed him ; where- 
upon he retired to Palestine, where he lived 
privately till Usman* s death. Upon this 
event, ne went over to Mu'awia upon his 
invitation, and took a great part in the dis- 
pute between 'Ali and Mu'awia. The latter 
restored him to the lieutenancy of Egypt, and 
continued him in it till his death, which 
happened in a.d. 663, a.h. 43. Before he 
turned Muhammadan he was one of the three 
poets who were famous for writing lampoons 
upon Muhammad, in which style of composi- 
tion 'Amru particularly excelled. There are 
some fine proverbs of his remaining, and also 
some goou verses. He was the son of a 
courtezan of Mecca, who seems to have num- 
bered some of the noblest of the land among 
her lovers. When she gave birth to this 
child, the infant was declared to have most 
resemblance to 'As, the oldest of her ad- 
mirers, whence, in addition to his name of 
Amru, he received the designation of Ibn- 
al-'As. 

'Amru (jc-jji—j ^ ^-4-fi), the son of 

Sa'id, was a cousin of the khalif 'Abdul- 
Malik. In the year a.d. 688, a.h. 69, the 
khalif left Damascus to go against Misaa'b, 
the son of Zuber, and appointed Amru to take 
care of Damascus, who seized upon it for 
himself, which obliged 'Abdul-Malik to re- 
turn. After three or four days the khalif 
sent for him and killed him with his own 
hand. 


'Amru bin Lais (d-wJ ^ )j-*-*) 9 

brother of Ya'kiib ibn Lais, whom he suc- 
ceeded in the government of Khuriisiin, etc., 
in a.d. 878, a.h. 265, and ruled over those 
countries for 23 years. He was at last 
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seized by Amir Isma'il Samani in a.d. 900, 
a.h. 288, and sent to Baghdad, where he was 
confined for some time; his execution was 
the last act of the Khalif Al-Mo'tazid, who 
gave orders for it a few months before his 
own death in a.d. 901, a.h. 289. He was 
blind of one eye. With Amru fell the for- 
tunes of his family. His grandson Tahir 
struggled for power in his native province ; 
but after a reign of six years, during which 
he conquered Fare, his authority was sub- 
verted by one of his own officers, by whom 
he was seized and sent prisoner to Baghdad. 
The only other prince of the family of BanI 
Lais that attained any eminence was a chief 
of the name of Khalif, who established him- 
self in Sistan and maintained his power over 
that province till the time of Sultan Mahmud 
of Gnazni, by whom he was defeated and 
made prisoner. 

Axnurath, names of several emperors of 
Turkey, as written by English writers, being 
a corruption of Murad, which see. 

Anandpal ( JU j±j\) f son of Jaipal I., 

raja of Lahore, whom he succeeded about the 
year a.d. 1001, and became tributary to 
Bulfcan Mahmud of Ghazni. He died about 
the year 1013, and was succeeded in the 
government by his son Jaipal II. 

Anarkali ( l^lj\), the name of a lady, 

otherwise "Nadira Begam," who lived in 
the time of the emperor Jahangir. Her 
mausoleum is at a place called Anarkali in 
Lahore, which has oeen recently used as a 
church. Different stories are told concerning 
the name Anarkali, by which the mausoleum 
as well as the station in its vicinity is known. 
According to some, it was the name of a 
princess in Jahangir's time, while others say 
that Anarkali was a beautiful handmaid with 
whom Jahangir fell in love, and who, on 
Akbar becoming aware of it, was buried alive. 
These stories may not be true ; but this much 
is at least certain, that the woman after whoso 
name the building is called, lived in the time 
of Akbar, or his son Jahangir, that Jahangir 
or some other prince was madly in love with 
her, and that her death took place under such 
mournful circumstances as broke the heart of 
the fond lover, and led him to compose the 
following couplet, still found engraved on her 
tombstone : " Oh ! could I see again the face 
of my lost friend, I would thank my God 
until the day of judgment." 

Anand Rao, Gaikwar OX-f J j J^Jl), 

a Marhatta chief of Baroda, with whom the 
English Government had in 1812 concluded a 
subsidiary alliance. Before the treaty he was 
a nominal dependant of the Feshwa. 

Anas (uhj \ ) 9 a poet of Arabia.

Anis (yj\), poetical name of Mohan 
Lai, which see. 

Anisi Shamlu (^Uli l^-jI), a poet 

named Yal Qui! Beg. He was an intimate 
friend and constant companion of prince Ibra- 
him Mirza, a grandson of Shah Isma'il Safwi, 
consequently took the takhallas of Anisi. 
When 'Abdullah Khan Uzbacj took Hirat 
he made a proclamation in his army, that 
the life of Anisi be spared, and treated him 
with great respect. He came to India and 
received a salary of 50,000 rupees and a 
jagir. He died at Barhanpur in a.d. 1605, 
a.h. 1014, and has left a Diwan and a Mas- 
nawi called Mahmud Ai&z. 

Ang or TJngh Khan, a king of the Trit 

Tartars, who resided at Earakoram, and to 
whom the celebrated Jangez Khan was at one 
time a tributary. He is also called Prester 
John by the Syrian Missionaries. Jangez 
Khan having thrown off his allegiance, a 
war ensued, which ended in the death of 
Ang Khan in a.d. 1202. 

Anjam (*lac*\), the poetical name of 

Nawab TJmdat-ul-Mulk Amir Khan. Vide 
Amir Khan. 

Annp Bai (^Ij c-Jyt), the wife of 

the emperor Jahandar Shah, and mother of 
Alamgir II. king of Dehli. 


Anushtakin (^jLzJL^j\) f the cup- 


bearer of Sultan Sanjar, and father of Sultan 
Qutb-uddin Muhammad of ghwarizm. 

Ana bin Malik (i_£JLs ^ ^-jT). 
Vide Abu Hamza bin Nasr-al-Ansari. 

'Ansurl d^olc), a poet of the court 
of Sultan Mahmud. Vide Unsari. 

Antar (j\sj\), one of the seven Arabian 

poets, whose poems were hung up in the 
temple of Mecca in golden letters, and from 
that circumstance were called Mua'llakat (sus- 
pended), or Muzahhibat (golden). The first 
volume of the history of Antar, called Ths 
Life and Adventures of Antar, was translated 
into English and published in December, a.d. 
1818, in England.

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Anwarl (*£jy\), a famous Persian poet 

surnaraed Ashad-uddin. He formerly took 
for his poetical name "Khafwari," out he 
changed it afterwards to •' Anwari. ,, From 
the superiority of his poetical talents he was 
called the kin* of the poets of Khurasan. 
He was a native of Ahiward in Khurasan, 
was the favourite of Sultan Saniar Saljuki, 
and the rival of the poet Rashlai surnamed 
Watwat, who espoused the cause of Atsiz, 
the Sultan of Khwarizm. Whilst the two 
princes were engaged in war, the two poets 
assailed one another by rhymes sent on the 
point of arrows. He is also said to have 
been the greatest astronomer of his age. It 
so happened in the year a.h. 581 or 582, 
September, a.d. 1186, that there was a con- 
junction of all the planets in the sign of 
Libra ; Anwar! predicted a storm which 
would eradicate trees and destroy every 
building. When the fatal day arrived it 
was perfectly calm, and there was the whole 
year so little wind, that the people were 
unable to winnow their corn. He was there- 
fore accused for his predictions as an astro- 
loger, and was obliged to fly to Balkh, where 
he died in the reign of Sultan Alauddin 
Takash in a.d. 1200, a.h. 596. His death 
is mentioned in the Khulasat-ul-Asha'ar to 
have taken place in a.h. 587, and others have 
written a.h. 592. Anwari, when very young, 
was sitting at the gate of his college, called 
Mansuria iu Tus, when a man richly dressed 
rode by him on a fine horse, with a numerous 
train of attendants ; upon his asking who it 
was, he was told that it was a poet belonging 
to the court. When Anwari reflected on the 
honour conferred on poetry, for which art he 
had a very early bent, he applied himself to 
it more ardently than ever, ana having finished 
a poem, presented it to the SulJ.an, who ap- 
proved the work and invited him to his palace, 
and raised him even to the first honours of 
the State. He found many other poets at 
court, among whom were Salman, Zahlr and 
Bashidi, all men of wit and genius. Anwari 
has left us a collection of highly esteemed 
poems on various subjects, called biwan An- 
wari. Verses from his poems are quoted by 
Sa'di in his Gulistan. 

Anwari Khan (^Ui. ^fj^\ a cor- 
ruption of Abu Raihan, which see. 

Anwar-uddln Khan (^W* ^^ j^t 

Nawab of the Carnatic, a soldier of fortune, 
who had attained power by treaoherous con- 
nivance to the murder of trie legitimate heir, 
a child whose guardian he had been appointed 
by Nizam-ul-Mulk. He at first served under 
one of the emperors of Dehli, and was ap- 
pointed governor of Kora Jahanabad. Ill 
success, or perhaps ill conduct, preventing him 
from being able to pay the usual revenues of 
his government to the throne; he quitted it 
privately, and went to Ahniadabad, where 
Ghazi-uddfn Khan, the father of Nizam-ul- 
Mulk, gave him a post of considerable trust 


and profit in the city of Surat. After the 
death of Ghazi-uddiuj his son, who had suc- 
ceeded in the Subadarl of the southern pro- 
vinces, appointed him Nawab of the Carnatic, 
or Vellore and Rajmandrum, countries which 
he governed from a.d. 1725 to 1741, and in 
a.d. 1744 he was formally created governor 
of the country. He was killed in battle 
fought against Muzaffar Jang, the grandson 
of Nizam-ul-Mulk, on the 23rd July, o.s. 
a.h. 1162, who took possession of the Car- 
natic. Anwar-uddln was then 107 years 
old. His eldest son was made prisoner and 
his second son, Muhammad All, fled to Tri- 
chinopoly. A heroic poem called Anwar 
Ndma y in praise of this Nawab was written 
by Abdl, in which the exploits of Major 
Lawrence, and the first contests between the 
English and French in India are recorded 
with tolerable accuracy. ( Vide Sa'adat- 
ullah Khan.) His son Muhammad Ali was 
confirmed by Nawab Nasir Jang in the 
government of the Carnatic in a.d. 1750. 

Aohad Sabzwari (Khwaja) (,x»»^ 
T V^** S&^Lrt" - ^ poetical name of 


Khwaja Fakhr-uddin, a physician, astronomer, 
and poet, of Sabzwar. He died a.d. 1463, 
a.h. 868, aged 81 lunar years, and left a 
Dlwan in Persian containing Ghazals, Qasidas, 
etc. 

Aohadi i^j&^J), the poetical name of 

Shaikh Aohad-uddin of Isfahan or Maragha, 
a celebrated Persian poet who put into verse 
the Jam- i- Jam, a book full of Muhammadan 
spirituality, which he wrote in imitation of 
the Hadiqa of Sana! ; he also wrote a Dlwan 
containing verses. He was liberally rewarded 
by Arghun Khan, the king of the Tartars. 
He was a pupil of Aohad-uddin Kirmanx; 
died in a.d. 1337, a.h. 738, and was buried 
at Maragha in Tabreiz. 

Aohad - nddin Isfahani (Shaikh) 
( ^jL^JLJ jjjjJljk^jl), a Persian 
poet. Vide Aohadi. 

Aohad - nddin Kirmani (Shaikh) 

( JU^ ^jjJIj^O, author of the 

Misbah-ul-Aricah. He flourished in the 
reign of Al-Mustanasar Bill ah, khalif of 
Baghdad, and died in the year a.d. 1298, 
a.h. 697. His poetical name is Humid. 
He was a contemporary of Shaikh Sa'di of 
Shiraz. 


Aohad-nddin (^jjtj^l), the sur- 
name of the celebrated Anwari, which see. 

Aoji (ic-?r)\\ a poet who died in 

a.d. 1640, A.n. 1050. 
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'Apa Sahib (w^^U bj), a nephew of 

Rag]i6ji Bhonsla II. and cousin to Parsaram 
Bhonsla, commonly called Bala Sahib, raja 
of Nagp&r or Berar. The latter succeeded 
his father in March, a.d. 1816, but being 
an idiot and unfit to rule, ' Apa Sahib assumed 
the chief authority under the title of Regent, 
and had the sole conduct of the public affairs. 
Although he was in a great degree indebted 
for his elevation to the English Government, 
he early evinced a disposition as inconsistent 
with the gratitude which he owed to that 
State, as with the obligations of good faith. 
It was also discovered that he had secretly 
murdered his predecessor, Bala Sahib (Par- 
saram), in order to obtain that elevation 
which he had so disgraced. He was conse- 
quently seized in the beginning of the year 
a.d. 1818, and brought to the Residency, 
where he continued in confinement till directed 
to be sent under a strong escort to the Com- 
pany's territories. When arrived at Raichora, 
a village within one march from Jabalpur, 
he contrived, by bribing some of his guards, 
to make his escape. It is believed that after 
having for a short period found a refuge in 
Asirgurh, he fled to the Panjab, where he 
remained a miserable dependant on the charity 
of Raja Ran jit Singh. After the dethrone- 
ment of 'Apa Sahib, the grandson of Rag^dji 
Bhonsla was raised to the masnad of Nagpur.

Apa Sahib (« ^U iJ), also called 

Shalyi, third brother of Partap Singh Kara- 
yan, raja of Satara. After the dethronement 
of his brother in a.d. 1839, he was placed on 
the masnad of Satara by the British Govern- 
ment, and died on the 6th April, 1848. 
Before his death he expressed a wish that 
he might adopt as a son, a boy by name 
Balwant Rao Bhonsla. It was, however, 
determined to annex Satara. 

Aqa Muhammad Khan Qajar (\J! 


j*— r — cJ— ~ "■-■■ -» J ), king of 

Persia, of the tribe of Qajar, and son of 
Muhammad Hasan Khan Qajar, ruler of 
Mazanderan. He was made an eunuch in 
his childhood by 'Adil Shah, the nephew and 
immediate successor of Nadir Shah. After 
the death of 'Adil Shah he obtained his 
release, and joined his father, who was after- 
wards slain by Karim Khan Zand, king of 
Persia. Agha, or Aqa Muhammad, was 
obliged to surrender himself to him, and was 
a prisoner in the city of Shiraz. He had 
for some time been very strictly guarded, and 
was never allowed to go beyond the walls of 
the town, but afterwards lie was permitted 
to go a-hunting. When the last illness of 
Karim jChan assumed a dangerous appearance, 
ho contrived to leave that city on the usual 
pretext of hunting. When intelligence was 
brought to him that the founder of the Zand 
dynasty was no more, accompanied by a few 
attendants, he commenced nis flight, and, 


favoured by the confusion of the moment, he 
reached his province of Mazandaran in safety, 
and proclaimed himself one of the competitors 
for the crown of Persia. Soon after the 
death of 'All Murad Khan, ruler of Persia, 
in a.d. 1785, he made himself master of 
Isfahan without a battle, but had for several 
years to contend with Lurf 'All Khan, the 
last prince of the Zand family, before he 
became sole master of Persia. Lufcf 'Ali 
Khan was put to death by him in a.d. 1795, 
14th Muljarram, a.h. 121*2. Aqa Muhammad 
Khan was murdered on the 10th July, a.d. 
1797, by two of his attendants, whom he had 
sentenced to death, in the 63rd year of his 
age. He had been a ruler of a great part of 
Persia for 20 years, but had only for a short 
period enjoyed the undisputed sovereignty of 
that country. He was succeeded by his 
nephew, Fath 'AH Shah, who died in a.d. 
1834, a.h. 1250. After him, his grandson, 
Muhammad Shah, the son of 'Abbas Mirza, 
mounted the throne, and died in 1847, when 
his son, Nasir-uddin Ahmad Shah, the 
present king of Persia, succeeded him. 

Aqa Razi (^j Ul ), a poet of Persia, 

who came to India, and after his return home, 
died in a.d. 1615, a.h. 1024. 

'Aqidat Khan (^U. C^JuAr), title 

of Mir Mahmud, brother of Asalat Khan 
MashhadL He came to India in the 14th 
year of 'Alamgir, a.d. 1670, and was raised 
to the rank of 1,000 and 400 saw are. 

'Aqil ( J-Afi), 'Aqil the brother of 'AH. 

There is a story of him that being displeased 
with his brother 'All the Khalifa, he went 
over to Mu'awiya, who received him with 
great kindness and respect, but desired him 
to curse 'AIT ; and as he would not admit of 
any refusal, 'Aqil thus addressed the congre- 
gation: "0 people, you know that 'All, 
the son of Abu-Talib, is my brother; now 
Mu'awiya has ordered me to curse him, 
therefore, may the curse of God be upon 
him." So that the curse would either apply 
to 'Ali or to Mu'awiya. 

'Aqil Khan (^U. JiU), 'Aqil Khan, 

nephew of Afzal Khan wazir, a nobleman of 
3,000, who served under the emperor Shah 
Jahan, and died a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. 

'Aqil Khan (Nawab) b->\y ^U. JiU), 

the title of Mir 'Askari. He was a native of 
Khawaf, in Khurasan, and held the office of 
wizarat in the time of the emperor 'Alamgir. 
He was an excellent poet ; and as he had a 

Seat respect for Shah Burhan-uddin, entitled 
az-i-Iltihi, he chose the word Razi for his 
poetical title. He is the author of several 
works, among which are a Masnawi and 
Dlwan. He died a.d. 169>, a.h. 1108. Vide 
Razi. 
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'Arabshah (iLlw-^-j:), author of a 


history of Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) called 
Ajaeb-uUMaqdur, and of a treatise on the 
unity of God. He was a native of Damascus, 
where he died in ad. 1450, ah. 854. He is 
also called Ibn 'Arabshah and Ahmad Ibn 
Arabshah. 

Arum Bano Begam (JLj yb *U), a 

daughter of the emperor Akbar, who died 
in the 40th year of her age in a.d. 1624, 
a.h. 1033, during the reign of Jahangfr, her 
brother, and is buried in the mausoleum of 
Akbar at Sikandra in Agra. Her tomb is 
of white marble. Her mother's name was 
Bibi Daulat Shad, and her Bister's name 
Shakr-un-nisa Begam. 

Aram Shah. (Sultan) (>ll J J), king 

of Dehli, succeeded his father, Sultan Qutb- 
nddin Aibak, in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and had 
scarcely reigned one year when he was de- 
posed by Altimsh (the adopted son and son- 
in-law of Qutb-uddln) who assumed the title 
of Shams-uddin Altimsh. 

Araru (j^j\ ), a zamlndar of Kora in 

the province of Allahabad, was of the tribe 
of Khichar, who, taking advantage of the 
weakness of the empire, slew Nawab Jan 
Nisar Khan (brother to the wazir' s wife), 
chakladar of that district in a.d. 1731, a.h. 
1144, upon which 'Azim-ullah £han, the 
son of tne deceased, was sent with an army 
to chastise him, but the zamlndar took refuge 
in his woods, and for a long while eluded his 

Imrsuer, who, tired out, returned to Dehli, 
earing his army under the command of 
Khwarizm Beg Khan. Araru, emboldened 
by the Nawab 8 retreat, attacked and slew 
the deputy; upon which the wazir Qamar- 
uddin Khan applied for assistance to Burhan- 
ul-Mulk Sa'adat Khan Subadar of Oudh, for 
the reduction of the rebel. Sa'adat Khan 
marched against Araru in a.d. 1735, a.h. 
1148, killed him in a battle and sent his head 
to the emperor Muhammad Shah. The skin 
of his body was flayed off, and sent stuffed 
with straw to the wazir. 

Ardai Vlraf (*—i\ J3 */*>/), a priest of 

the Magian religion, who lived in the time of 
Ardisher Babagan, king of Persia, and is the 
author of the Ardai Viraf Nama, which he 
wrote in the Zend, or the original Persian 
language. 

[See Xousherwan Kirmani.] 
Ardisher Babakan C&b -JiJ.l), 


or Babagan, the son of Babak, was, we are 
told, a descendant of Sasan, the son of Bah- 
man and grandson of Isfandiar. He was the 
first king of the Sasanian dynasty. His 
father Babak, who was an inferior officer in 


the public service, after putting to death the 
governor appointed by Ardawan (Artabanes) 
made himself master of the province Fars. 
The old man survived but a short time. His 
son Ardisher, after settling the affairs of 
Fars, not only made himself master of Isfa- 
han, but of almost all Iraq, before Ardawan, 
who was the reigning prince, took the field 
against him, about the year a.d. 223. The 
armies met in the plains of Hurmuz, where a 
desperate battle ensued, in which Ardawan 
lost his crown and his life ; and the son of 
Babak was hailed in the field with the proud 
title of Shahan Shah, or King of kings. He 
was contemporary with Alexander Severus, 
the Roman emperor. Ardisher (whom the 
Roman historians call Artaxerxes) having 
reigned fourteen years as absolute sovereign 
of Persia, resigned the government into the 
hands of his son, Shahpur, called by the 
Romans Sapor or Sapores, in the year a.d. 
238.

Ardisher (^ j^), (or Artaxerxes) IT. 

succeeded his father Shahpur II. in the year 
a.d. 380, and sat on the throne of Persia 
only four years, during which period no event 
of consequence occurred. He was deposed in 
a.d. 384 by his brother Shahpur III. who 
succeeded him. 

Ardisher (^ jj\), (or Artaxerxes) III. 


a king of Persia, of the Sasanian race, who 
reigned about the year a.d. 629, after 
Sheroya. 
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Ardisher Darazdast (

j:fjj) y an ancient king of 

Persia, the Artaxerxes Longimanns of the 
Greeks, surname*! Bahman, was the son of 
Isfandiar. He succeeded his grandfather, 
Gashtasp, as king of Persia in B.C. 464. 
He is celebrated for the wisdom he displayed 
in the internal regulation of his empire. In 
the commencement of the reign of this 
monarch, the celebrated Rustam was slain 
by the treachery of his brother. This prince 
is supposed to be the Ahasuerus of Scripture, 
who married Esther, and during the whole of 
his reign shewed the greatest kindness to the 
Jewish nation. The long reign of this 
monarch includes that of two or more of his 
immediate successors, who are not noticed by 
Persian writers. According; to them, he 
ruled Persia 112 years, ana was succeeded 
by his daughter Queen Humai. 

Arghnn Khan (^U* ^jyij\\ the son 

of Abaka Khan and grandson of Halaku 
Khan, was raised to the throne of Persia after 
the murder of his uncle Ahmad Khan, sur- 
named Nekddar, in August, a.d. 12 #4, 
Jamad I. a.h. 683. His reign was marked 
by few events of consequence. He recalled 
the celebrated Shams -ud-dlu Muhammad 
Sahib Dfwan, his father's wazir, who, dis- 
gusted with court, had retired to Isfahan : 
but this able minister was hardly re-estab- 
lished in his office, before his enemies per- 
suaded the prince that he had actually 
poisoned his father ; and the aged wazir 
was in the same year made over to the public 
executioner. Amir Buka, the rival of Shams- 
ud-dln, rose, upon his fall, to such power 
that he was tempted to make a grasp at the 
crown ; but he was unsuccessful, and lost his 
life in the attempt. Arghun Khan died on 
Saturday, the 10th March, a.d. 1291, 6th 
Rabi I. a.h. 690, after a reign of 6 years 
and 9 months, and was succeeded by his 
brother Kaijaptu or Kaikhatu. His mother 
was a Christian.

Arghnn Shah Jani Qnrbani (Amir) 

^ fJ^J \J^ *^ i#*A who 

reigned in NaishapOr and Tus about the year 
a.d. 1337, and was defeated by the Sarbadals 
of Sabzwar. 

'Arif (i_j,U), the poetical name of the 

son of Ghulara Hnsain Khan. He was an 
excellent Urdu poet of Dehli, and died in 
a.d. 1862, a.h. 1268. 

'Arifi (Manlana) t^jV*), a Persian 

poet who flourished in the time of the wazir 
khwaja Muhammad bin Is-haq, and wrote a 
work in his name called Dah Natna. He 
lived in the 9th century of the Hijri era. 


'Arifi (Manlana) (^.^Le), son of 

Mubarik Maskhara, was a learned Musalman, 
and was living in a.d. 1680, a.h. 988, when 
he wrote a chronogram on the death of 
Qasira Kuhi, who died in that year, during 
the reign of the emperor Akbar. 

Arjnmand Bano Begam ( yb ^^s^J\ 

Xj), entitled Mumtaz Mahal (now 

corrupted into Taj Mahal and Taj Bib!) was 
the favourite wife of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, and daughter of 'Asaf Khan, wazir, 
the brother of the celebrated Nur Jahan 
Begam. She was born in the year a.d. 1692, 
a.h. 1000, and married to the prince Mirza 
Khurram (afterwards Shah Jahan) in a.d. 
1612, a.h. 1021, by whom she had several 
children. She died in child-bed a few hours 
after the birth of her last daughter, named 
Dahar Ara, on the 7th July, o.s. 1631, 17th 
£il-hijja, a.h. 1040, at Burhanpur in the 
Deccan, was at first buried there in a garden 
called Zainabad, but afterwards her remains 
were removed to A<n*a, where a most splendid 
mausoleum was built over her tomb, with a 
coating of white marble decorated with 
mosaics, which for the richness of the 
material, the chasteness of the design, and 
the effect at once brilliant and solemn, is not 
surpassed by any other edifice either in 
Europe or Asia. ' It was completed in a.d. 
1646, a.h. 1066, and is now called the 
"Taj," or "Taj Mahal," which is said to 
have cost the enormous sum of £3,000,000. 
The chronogram of her death contains the 
date in the word " Gham," or Grief. 8he 
was also called Kndsia Begam and Nawab 
'Alia Begam. 

Aijnn Singh (itu^ ^J) was one of 
the three sons of R«ja Mansingh. 
[Vide Aln Translation, i. p. 485.] 

Arpa Khan (^U- b^), one of the 

princes of the Tartar family, was crowned 
king of Persia after the death of Abu Said 
Khan Bahadur, in November, a.d. 1335, 
a.h. 736. He reigned five months and was 
killed in battle against Musi Khan in a.d. 
1336, who succeeded him.

Arsalan Khan (^U* JL*j\), title of 

Arsalan Quli, the son of Alahwardi Khan I., 
was a nobleman in the service of the emperor 
Alamglr, and was living about the year a.d. 
1696, a.h. 1108. 

Arsalan Shah (*li ^JL^), the son of 

Sultan Masa'ud III. of Ghazni. He murdered 
his brother Sherzad in a.d. 1115, a.h. 609, 
and having ascended the throne, he im- 
prisoned all his other brothers excepting 
Bahram Shah, who fled to Khurasan ana 
sought assistance of Sultan San jar his ancle. 
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Sanjar in the year a.d. 1118, a.h. 612, 
marched to Ghazni, and in a battle defeated 
Arsalan Shah, who made his escape to 
Lahore, bnt was soon after taken prisoner 
and put to death, when Bahrain Shah ascended 
the throne. 

Arsalan Shah (all ^L*^), a king of 

Khwarizm, and son of Ataiz. Vide Alp 
Arsalan. 

Arsalan Shah Saljuki (*L& { JL^ i \ 

lJ^T**), the son of Tughxal II 

and grandson of Sulfcan Muhammad, brother 
to Sultan Sanjar. Arsalan Shah died in 
January, a.d. 1176, a.h. 571. His son 
Tughral III. who succeeded him, was the 
last Sultan of the family of the Salju- 
kides, who reigned in Persia. 

'Arsh-Ashaiani ( ^LjJ J^z), the 

title given to the emperor Akbar I. after his 
death. 

'Arshi (^J^jz)) whose proper name 

was Mir Muhammad Momin, was a brother 
of Mir Salah Kashifi, the son of Mir Ab- 
dullah Mushkin Qalam Husaini, who was 
a celebrated caligrapher under Jahangir. 
Arshi is the author of a poem called Shdhid- 
Ar*hi, composed in the year a.d. 1659, a.h. 
1070, also of another work entitled Mehr wa 
Wafa y and of a Diwan.

Arzami Dnkht (u^Lj \s")fi* a 

Seen of the Persians, whose general named 
ehran being killed in a battle against the 
Saracens, she was deposed by the people, who 
placed Yezdijard III. upon the throne in her 
stead, a young man of the royal family. But 
this did not much mend the matter, the 
government of the new king of theirs being 
even more inauspicious than that of the 
queen ; for in her reign the confines of the 
empire were only invaded, but in his all was 
entirely lost, and the whole kingdom and 
country of the Persians fell into the hands of 
the Musalmans. The accession of Yezdijard 
is placed by Sir John Malcolm in a.d. 632, 
a.h. 11, but Major Price fixes it in a.d. 635, 
A.H. 14.

Arzani Begam ( Xj .Jl^') was the 

daughter of Shahriar, who was married, in 
the 16th year of Jahangir' 8 reign, to Mihr- 
un-nisa, the daughter of Nur Jahan.

Arzn (•;>1), the poetical name of 
Siraj-ud-din All Khan, which see. 


Asa Ahir f^j&l L»l ), a shepherd chief, 

who built the fortress of Asirgarh in the 
Deccan in the 14th century ; he had some 
2000 retainers. The hill had long before 
been encircled by a wall to protect the cattle, 
and it was to employ the poor that Asa con- 
structed, instead of the fortifications, which 
still remain, beyond all comparison, the 
strongest native built fortress in India. Asa 
was put to death by Malik Nasir, the Muham- 
madan chief Khandais, who possessed himself 
of the stronghold by treachery, and com- 
pleted the fortifications. Two centuries later 
Asirgarh and all Nimar were conquered by 
Akbar and incorporated with the Mughal 
empires. It was talten by the British in 1817. 

Asad (ju»s0, the poetical name of 

Mirza Asad-ullah Khan, usually called Mirza 
Noushah. His ancestors were of Samarqand, 
but he was born at Agra ; but was brought 
up and lived at Dehli, where he rose to great 
fame as a poet and writer of the Persian 
language, whilst his compositions in Urdu 
were not less admired. He won the favour 
of Bahadur Shah, the last king of Dehli, 
who conferred upon him the title of Nawab, 
and appointed him royal preceptor in the art 
of poetry. He is the author of a Persian 
Insha, a Masnawi in praise of 'All, and a 
Diwan in Persian and another in Urdu. 
Both have been printed. He was in a.d. 
18o2, when sixty years of age, living at Dehli, 
and was engaged in compiling a history of 
the Mughal emperors of India. His poetical 
name is Ghalib, which see. He died in the 
year a.d. 1869, a.h. 1285. 

Asadi Tusi (^ajb *X-»0, a native of 

Tus in the province of Khurasan, and one 
of the most celebrated Persian poets at the 
court of Sultan Mahraud of Ghazni, whom 
the Sultan often entreated to undertake the 
legendary history of Persia, but he excused 
himself on account of his age. His best 
work is supposed to be lost. He was the 
master of Firdausi, who afterwards composed 
the Shah Nama. It is said that Firdausi 
on his departure from Ghazni requested 
him to finish the Shah Nama, which was 
yet incomplete, and that Asadi composed 
that part of the poem between the Arabian 
conquest of eastern Persia under the khalif 
'Uraar, to the end, consisting of 4000 
couplets. The year of Asadi' s death is un- 
known, but it appears from the above cir- 
cumstance that he was living in a.d. 1010, 
a.h. 401, in which year Firdausi departed 
from Ghazni. The most celebrated of the 
other works of Asadi now extant is his 
dispute between Day and Night, a transla- 
tion of which in English verse is to be found 
in the Hose Garden of Persia, by Louisa 
Stuart Costello, published, London, 1845. 

Asad Khan (Nawab) (c-^y ^U* *xJ), 

entitled Asaf-nd-daula and Jumlat-ul-Mulk, 
was descended from an illustrious family of 
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Turkmans. His father, who fled from the 
oppressions of Shah Abbas, of Persia, into 
Hindustan, was raised to high rank by the 
emperor Jahangir with the title of Zulfiqar 
Khan, and married to the daughter of a new 
relation to his empress Nur J ah an. His son 
Asad Khan (whose former name was Ibrahim) 
was very early noticed by Shah Jahan, who 
married him to a daughter of his wazir 'Asaf 
Khan, and promoted him to the office of 
second Bnkhshi, which he held till the 15th 
year of 'Alamgir (A.d. 1671), when he was 
raised to the rank of 4000, and a few years 
afterwards to the office of wazir and highest 
order of nobility, seven thousand. In the 
reign of Bahadur Shah he was appointed 
Wakil Mutlaq (an office superior to wazir), 
and his son lsma'il made Mir BakhshI or 
chief paymaster, with the title of Amir-ul- 
'Umra 2ulfikar Khan ; but on the accession 
of Farrukhsiar, he was disgraced, his estates 
seized, and his son put to death. After that 
period, he lived upon a scanty pension in a sort of 
confinement, but much respected by all ranks. 
He died in the year a.d. 1717, a.h. 1129, 
aged 90 lunar years, and was buried with 
great funeral pomp at the expense of the 
emperor, in a mausoleum, erected by his 
father for the family. 

Asad-nllah al-Gttialib(i_JU!1 aUIaJ), 

the conquering lion of God, an epithet of All 
the son-in-law of Muhammad. 

Asad-nllah Asad Yar Khan (Nawab) 

(^li^^U JuJ &^\ JuJ); he lived in 

the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
and died in a.d. 1745, a.h. 1158. His 
poetical name was Insan, which see. 


Asad-nllah Khan (Mirza) (<&_J| «x~>\

Asaf (i^jLtfl), a native of Qumm in 

Persia, who came to India in the reign of the 
emperor Shah Jahan, and is the author of a 
Diwan. [The name comes from the legendary 
minister of Solomon, who appears to have 
been merely a musician; vide I. Chron. 
c. xvi. 7.] 

Asafi (Khwaja) (fc*-^ ^J^)> Bon 

of Khwaja Na'mat-ul-lah, was an elegant 
poet. Asafi is his poetical name, which he 
took on account of his father having served 
in the capacity of wazir_ to Sultan Abu Sa'id 
Mirza ; for, tney say, Asaf or Asaph of the 
Scriptures, was wazir to king Solomon. He 
was one of the contemporaries and com- 
panions of Jam!, and took instructions from 
him in the art of poetry. He died about the 
month of August, a.d. 1520, 16th Shaban, 
a.h. 926, aged more than 70, and was buried 
at Herat ; but according to the work called 
Kliulasat-ul-Atha'ar, he died in a.h. 920. 
He is author of a Diwan or book of Od'8 
called Diwan Atafi, and a Masnawi in the 
measure of MaQzan-ul-Asrar. 


Asaf Jah (*U- ±jj\\ the title of the 

celebrated Nizam-ul-Mulk of Haidarabad. 

Asaf Khan I. (J&~ lJJ\), surnamed 

Abdul Majid, was a nobleman in the time of 
the emperor Akbar, who in a.d. 1565, a.h. 
973, distinguished himself by the conquest of 
Garrakoja, a principality on the Narbada, 
bordering on Bundelkhand. It was governed 
by a Queen or Ban! named Durgawati, who 
opposed the Muhammadan general in an un- 
successful action, and when seeing her army 
routed and herself severely wounded, she 
avoided falling into the hands of the enemy 
by stabbing nerself with a dagger. Her 
treasures, which were of great value, fell 
into the hands of Asaf Khan ; he secreted a 
great part, and the detection of this embezzle- 
ment was the immediate cause of his revolt. 
He was, however, subsequently pardoned, 
and after the conquest of Chittour, that 
country was given to 'Asaf Jvhan in jagir. 

Asaf Khan II. (^U. uL*T), title of 


Khraj-Ohayas-ud-din All Qaiwani, the son 
of Aqa Mull and, uncle to Asaf Khan Jafar 
Beg. He held the Bakhshigari in the time 
of the emperor Akbar, and after the conquest 
of Gujrat in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, in which 
he distinguished himself, the title Abba* 
Khan was conferred on him. He died at 
Gujrat in a.d. 1581, a.h. 989, and after his 
death his nephew Mirza Jafar Beg was buried 
with the title of Asaf Khan. 


Asaf Khan III. {jkxD? ^U* ujuT 
~*j), commonly called Mirza Ja'far 


Beg, was the son of Mirza Badi-uz-Zaman 
ana grandson of Aqa Mulla Qazwini. He 
was born at Qazwin, and came to India in 
his youth, a.d. 1577, a.h. 985. At the 
recommendation of his uncle Mirza Ghaias- 
ud-din, who was a nobleman at the court of 
the emperor Akbar, and bore then the title 
of Asaf Khan, was received with honour, 
and after the death of his uncle the office of 
Bakhshigari was conferred on him with the 
title of Asaf Khun, a.d. 1581, a.h. 989. 
He was an excellent poet, and was one of 
the many that were employed by the em- 
peror in compiling the Tarikh Alfi, and 
after the assassination of Mulla Ahmad in 
a.d. 1588, a.h. 996, the remainder of the 
work was written by him up to the year a.h. 
997. He is also called Asaf Khan Mirza 
Ja'far BakhshI Begi, and is the author of a 
poem called Shirin wa Khutro. The office 
of chief Diwan was conferred on him by the 
emperor in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1007, and in the 
reign of Jahangir he was raised to the high 
post of wazarat. He died in the year a.d. 
1612, a.h. 1021. In his poetical composi- 
tions he used the name of Ja'far. One of 
his sons, who also bore the name of Ja'far, 
became an excellent poet and died in the time 
of 'Alamgir, a.d. 1082, a.h. 1094. 
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Asaf Khan IV. (J^ ujuT), the title 

of 'Abul Hasan, who had several other titles 
conferred on him at different times, such as 
Ya'tqad Khan, Yemin-ud-daula, etc., was the 
son of the celebrated wazlr Ya'tmad-ud-dauln, 
and brother to Nur Jahan Begam. After his 
father's death in ad. 1621, a.h. 1030, he was 
appointed wazir by the emperor Jahangir. His 
daughter Arjumand Bano Bezam, also called 
Mumtaz Mahal, was married to the prince 
Shah Jahan. ' Asaf Khan died at Lahore in 
the 15th year of Shah Jahan on the 10th 
November, o.s. 1641, 17th Sha'ban, a.h. 
1o51, aged 72 lunar years, and was buried 
there on the banks of the Raw! opposite to 
the city of Lahore. Besides Mumtaz Mahal, 
he had four sons, viz., Shaista Khan ; Mirza 
Masih, who was drowned in a drunken frolic 
in the river Behafc in Kashmir ; Mirza Hu- 
sain, of moderate abilities and little note ; 
and Shahnawaz Khan, who rose to much 
reputation and distinction.

Asaf-ud-daula (Nawab) (<djjJl ujLJ 

i-j^J), the eldest son of Nawab 

Shojaa'-ud-daula of Audh, after whose death 
in January, a.d. 1775, £il-qada, a.h. 1188, 
he succeeded to his dominions, and made 
Lucknow the seat of his government, which 
formerly was at Faizabad. He died after a 
reign. of twenty- three lunar years and seven 
months on Friday the 21st September, 
a.d. 1797, 28th Rabi I. a.h. 1212, and 
was buried in the Imam Bara at Lucknow, 
of which he was the founder. His eldest 
adopted son, Wazir All Khan, agreeably to 
his request, was placed on the masnad, but 
was after four months deposed by Sir John 
Shore, then Governor of Calcutta, and Sa'adat 
All Khin, the brother of the deceased, raised 
to the masnad. Asaf-ud-daula is the author 
of a Diwan in Urdu and Persian. 

Asalat Khan (^U. cJU), title of 

Mir Abdul Had!, son of Mir Miran Yezdi, 
was a nobleman in the service of the emperor 
Shah Jahan. He died in the year a.d. 1647, 
a.h. 1057. 

Asalat Khan (^U- v^JUO, title of 

Mirza Muhammad, son of Mirza Badia' of 
Mashhad. He came to India in the 19th 
year of Shah Jahan, a.d. 1645, a.h. 1055, 
and was raised to the rank of 5,000 by the 
emperor 'Alamgir, in whose time he died, 
A.D. 1666, a.h. 1076. 

Asam or Atham (*J\), poetical name of 
Haflz-ullah, which see. 


Asar (yl), poetical name of Akhund 

Shafa'i or Shafia'ai of Shiraz, who died at 
Lar in the year a.d. 1701, a.h. 1113, and 
left a Diwan containing 10,000 verses. 

Asar (yl), poetical name of Nawab 

Husain Ali Khan, son of Amir-ud-daula 
Haidar Beg Khan. He is the author of a 
Diwan. 


Asghar (^U* ^. 


\), Husain 

Khan (Nawab) of Furrukhabad, in 1874, 
went to Bombay, intending to proceed to 
Mecca on a pilgrimage. 

Asha'ri (,Cj*J*\), the surname of one of 

the most celebrated doctors among the Musul- 
mans, named Abul Hasan Ali oin-Isma'il. 
Originally a resident of Bassora and a teacher 
of the sect which flourished there in the 
tenth century a.d. ; he publicly renounced 
their doctrines and finally removed to Bagh- 
dad, where he died in nis 70th year, after 
writing more than half a hundred works on 
the side of orthodoxy. He died about 952.

'Ashiq. (^llc), poetical name of Mahdl 

All Khan, grandson of Nawab Ali Mardan 
Khan. He is the author of three Diwans in 
Urdu, two in Persian, a book called Hamla 
Haidari, and several works. 

'Ashiq. (Jh£»U), poetical name of Shaikh 

Nur-ud-din Muhammad, the author of the 
Masnawi called Aish tea Tarab (Enjoyment 
and Merriment), composed in a.d. 1668, 
A.h. 1079. 

'Ashiq Pasha (U,lj J^-U), a Turkish 

poet, who was born at Hirshari, in the reign 
of Sultan Orkhan, the successor of Othman, 
and died at no very advanced age, in the reign 
of Murad I. He was, says Yon Hammer, 
one of the richest Shaikhs of his time, but 
lived nevertheless the life of a simple darvesh, 
from conscientious motives. His Diwan or 
great work, in imitation of Jalal-ud-din 
Rumi's, is a collection of mystical poetry, 
exceeding ten thousand distichs, and divided 
into ten books, each book into ten parts. 

'Ashiq ( J^llc), poetical name of Man- 
Una Abul Khair of Khwarizm, which see. 

Ashir-ud-din CjJ jJ' j~*\\ pronounced 
by the Indians Asir-ud-din, which see. 

Ashk (lJCiI), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Khalil-ullah Khan, which see. 
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Ashna (lx* I ), poetical name of Mirza 

Muhammad Tahir, who had the title of Inait 
Khan. He was a eon of Nawab Zafar £han 
Ihsan, and died in a.d. 1666, a.h. 1u77. 
His complete work is called Kulliat 'Ashna, 
in which Kasidas are to be found in praise of 
Shah Jahan and Dara Shikoh. 

Ashna (L£ 1 ), poetical name of Ghaias- 
ud-din, who died in a.d. 1662, a.h. 1073. 

Ashob {(^jyti \ ), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Bakhsh, a poet who flourished in 
Audh during the reign of Asaf-ud-daula and 
his father Shujaa'-ud-daula. He is the 
author of a Diwan. 

Ashraf (uJ-^0, or Darwesh Ashraf. 


He flourished under Baisanghar's son, and 
has left a Diwan. 




Ashraf All Khan Koka ( lc 
&f ^U.). Tide Fighan. 

Ashraf (uJj^t), poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Sa'Td of Mazandaran, son 
of Mulla Muhammad Qana'. He came to 
India and was appointed to instruct Zebun 
Nisa Begam, the daughter of the emperor 
'Alamgir. He died at Mungair. He is the 
author of a Diwan and several Masnawis. 

Ashraf (i.J^O, poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Hasan, son of Shah Muhammad 
Zama.ii of Allahabad. He was probably alive 
in a.d. 1852, and is the author of a Masnawi 
called Ma* dan Faiz. 

Ashraf (>-iJ*\), a chief of the Afghans 


of the tribe of Ghilzai, who was elected on 
the 22nd April, o.s. 1725, by the Afghans as 
successor of his cousin or uncle Mahmud, 
another chief of the same tribe, who had 
usurped the throne of Persia in the time of 
Sultan Husain Safwi, whom he kept in con- 
finement. Ashraf on his accession murdered 
the latter, and sent his corpse to be interred 
in Qumm. He was defeated by Nadir Quli 
(afterwards Nadir Shah} in a.d. 1729, a.h. 
1142, who placed Shan Tahmasp II. son 
of Sultan Husain on the throne. Ashraf 
was afterwards seized and murdered by a 
Billoch chief between Kirman and Qandahar 
in January, a.d. 1730, a.h. 1143, and his 
head sent to Shah Tahmasp. 

Ashraf Khan (JuL i»J-£l), title of 


Mirza Muhammad Ashraf, the son of Islam 
Khan Mashhadl. In the reign of Shah Jahan 
he held the rank of 1500, and the title of 
Ya'tmad Khan. In the time of 'Alamgir he 
was raised to the rank of 3000 with the title 
of Ashraf Khan, and died five days after the 
conqut-st of Bljapur on the 17th September, 
a.d. 1686, 9th £il-qada, a.h. 1097. 


Ashraf Khan (^Ui. t^Jj-iO, whose 

proper name was Muhammad Asghar, was 
a Sayyad of Mashhad, and held the office 
of Mir Munshi in the time of the- emperor 
Akbar. He wrote a beautiful hand, and 
was an excellent poet. He composed a 
chronogram on the death of Muhammad 
Yusaf in a.d. 1562, a.h. 970; another on 
the completion of the mosque of Shaikh 
SalTm Cnishti at Fathapur Sikri in a.d. 
1571, a.h. 979; and one on the conquest 
of Surat by Akbar on the 1st January, a.d. 
1573, 25th Sha'ban, a.h. 980. He accom- 
panied Munaim Khan Khankhanan to Bengal 
and died at Lakhnauti in the year a.d. 1575, 
a.h. 983. At the time of his death he held 
the rank of 2,000. 

'Ashrat (c^ykr). Vide Ishrat.

'Ashrati (JJj±£.), the name of a poet. 
Vide Ishrati. 

'Asl (^Ax), the poetical name of 

Ghulam Sarwar, author of the Qaf Namn, 
which consists of Ghazals, all the verses of 
which end in Qaf, hence the name ; another 
peculiarity is that the first letter of every verse 
of the first Ghazal is Alif , of the second Be, 
of the third Te, etc., a ghazal for every letter 
of the alphabet.

'Asiml (^*«*lc), an Arabian poet who 

lived in the time of Khwaja Nizam-ul-Mulk, 
and wrote beautiful panegyrics in his praise. 

Asir (—•J), poetical name of Sayyid 


Gulzar Ali, the son of Nazir, a poet of Agra. 
He is the author of an Urdu Diwan, and is 
still living in Agra (1878). 

Asir (r*-»l), commonly called Mirza 

Jalal Asir, a celebrated poet of Persia and 
a relation of Shah Abbas the great. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1600, never 
came to India, and is the author of a Diwan 
in Persian. He died in a.d. 1630, a.h. 
1040. 

Asir-ud-din Akhsikati (^jsIS j^Ji 

l -jlJL**u£vU, a native of Akhsikat, 

a city in the province of Farghana, was an 
excellent poet and contemporary with Kha- 
kani. He died in ad. 1211, a.h. 608. 
Ho spent the greatest part of his life at 
the courts of the Atabaks, and stood in 
high favour with Arsalan Shah, the son of 
Tughral, Eldiguz and Qizil Arsalan. 
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Asir-nd-din Aomani or Aamani (-m-;\ 

^yUtjf gtJjJt), a poet of Hamdan, 

who was a pupil of Nasir-ud-din Tusi. He 
is the author of a Dlwan in Persian and 
Arabic. 

Asir-ud-dln ibn-Umar al-Abhari 

(\fj&ftj*z ^ ^^ j~*\)> author 

of the Kaehf, Zubda, and Hidaya, which is 
also called Hidayet-ul- Hikmat, the Guide to 
Fhilottophy. He died in a.d. 1344, a.h. 
745. 

'Asjudi (^jss?**), a powerful poet at 

the court of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni, was 
a native of Mary t and one of tEe scholars 
of 'Unsari. He evinced in his works much 
genius ; but they are scarce, and the greatest 
part of them are lost. 

Askaran (Raja) (^\j ci /iJ) t brother 

of Raja Bihari Mai Kachhwaha. He served 
under the emperor Akbar for several years, 
and died some time after the year a.d. 1688, 
a.h. 996. After his death, his son Raj 
Singh was raised to high rank and honours. 

'Askari (Imam) (A«\ ^L^r). Vide 
Hasan Askari. 

'Askari (Mirza) (V^ UijL**), third 

son of the emperor Babar Shah. On the 
accession of his eldest brother, Humayun, to 
the throne of Dehli, the district of Sarkar 
Sambhal was conferred on him as jagir. He 
was subsequently kept in confinement for some 
time on account of his rebellious conduct by 
Humayun on his return from Persia. He 
afterwards obtained permission to eo on a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, but died on his way 
across the deserts of Arabia in the year a.d. 
1554, a.h. 961. He left one daughter, who 
was married to Yusaf Khan, an inhabitant 
of Mashhad. 

Asmai ( ***-*\), surname of Abu Said 
Abdul Malik bin Qureb, which see. 

'Asmat ( % -^ 4 .a *), or Ismat, poetical 

name of Khw&ja Asmat-ullah of Bukhara. 
He was descended from a noble family of 
Bukhara tracing his ancestry to Ja'far, the 
son of Abu Talib, the father of Ali. He was 
successful in all kinds of poetical composition ; 
and flourished in the time of prince Mirza 
Khalil, the grandson of Amir Taimur, whom 
he instructed in the art of poetry. He died 
in the jear a.d. 1426, a.h. 829, and has left 
a DrVan consisting of 20,000 verses.

'Asmat-ullah (Mulla) (<L^\ 12. 
L*), of Saharanpur, was the author 

of the work called Shurah Khuldsat ul-Hisdb. 
He died in a.d. 1626, a.h. 1035. 

Asoka (<kjyj\), the son of Bindusara 

and grandson of Chandragupta, raja of Patali- 
putra in Magadha. He reigned for about 
forty years, until the year b.c. 223. His 
reign is most important. Numerous inscrip- 
tions made by his order have been discovered 
in various parts of India. In his edicts he 
styles himself " Piyadasi." 

'Assar (j\»+s) (oil-presser), the poetical 

name of Shams-ud-din Muhammad. He was 
a native of Tabrez, and author of a romantic 

Joem called Mehr wa Muthtari, the Sun and 
npiter, which he completed on the 20th 
February, a.d. 1377, 10th Shawwal, a.h. 
778, and died in the year a.d. 1382, a.h. 
783. 

Aswad (jj— j0, or Al-Aswad. Vide 
Musailima. 

'Ata (Ike), the poetical name of Shaikh 

Ata-ullah, a pupil of Mirza Bedil. He died 
at Dehli in a.d. 1723, a.h. 1135. 

Atabak (L^j\j\), or Atabeg. This is 

a Turkish title, formed from the word Ata, 
father or tutor, and Beg, lord ; and signifies 
a governor or tutor of a lord or prince. 
From the time of the decline of the dynasty 
of Saljiik to the conquest of Persia by Halaku 
Khan (which occupies a period of more than 
a century), that country was distracted by the 
contests of a number of petty princes, or 
governors, called Atabaks; who, taking ad- 
vantage of the weakness of the last monarchs 
of the race of Saljuk, established their 
authority over some of the finest provinces 
of the empire. One of the most distinguished 
of these Atabegs was Eldiguz, a Turkish 
slave, whose descendants reigned over 'Azur- 
bejan. The Atabegs of Fars were descended 
from Salghur, a Turkish general. 

[Vide Eldiguz and Salghur, also 'Imad* 
ud-din Zangi. There were four dynasties 
of these Atabaks.] 

Atabak Abu Bakr (^Xj jj\ LjCj\j\), 

the son of Atabak Muhammad, the son of 
Eldiguz, succeeded his uncle Qizal Arsalan as 
prime minister to Tughral III. Sal Juki, in 
a.d. 1191, a.h. 587. He appears to have con- 
tented himself with the principality of 'Azur- 
bejan, and fixed his residence at Tabrez. His 
long reign was only disturbed by one war 
with his brother Qutalac^, in which he was 
victorious. Qutlaq fled into Khwarizm and 
encouraged Ala-ua-din Takash to advance 
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against Tughral III. whom he defeated and 
slew in a.d. 1194, a.h; 690. Abu Bakr 
died in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Atabak Muzaffar. 

Atabak Abu Bakr bin-Sa'd bin-Zangi

Atabak 'Ala-ud-daula (*Lc <^Jolj^

*JjjJl), the son of Atabak Sam, one 

of the Atabaks of Isfahan of the race of the 
Dilaraites. He died in a.d. 1227, a.h. 624, 
aged 84 years. 

Atabak Eldiguz (j-fjJuj CJoUl). 
F«fc Eldiguz. -^ ' 

Atabak Muhammad ( \+~+ i^JL\Jj\) 

• 

was the eldest son of Eldiguz, whom he 
succeeded as prime minister in a.d. 1172, 
a.h. 668. When Tughral III. a prince of 
the Saljukian dynasty (who was a child of 
seven years of age), was placed on the throne 
in a.d. 1176, Muhammad, who was his uncle, 
became the actual ruler of Persia. This chief 
after enjoying power 13 years died in March, 
a.d. 1186, gu-hijia, a.h. 681, in which year 
the conjunction of all the planets took place. 
He was succeeded by his brother Qizal Arsalun. 

Atabak Muzaffar ( q U» ^ LJsjW), the 

son of Atabak Muhammad. He succeeded 
his brother Abu Bakr in a.d. 1210, a.h. 
607, and not only inherited Azurbejan, but a 
considerable part of 'Iraq. He enjoyed this 
power 16 years ; after which 'AzurWjan was 
invaded and conquered by Sul&an Jalal-ud-din, 
the monarch of Khwarizm, a.d. 1226, a.h. 
622. Muzaffar shut himself up in the fort 
of Alanjaq, where he died; and with him 
perished the power of the family of Eldiguz. 

Atabak Muzaffar - ud - din Zangi 
( i JLjj j . k}h * u-nj\j1), a prince of 
Shiraz, and brother of Sunqar, which see. 

Atabak Sa'd bin-Zangi. Vide Sunqar. 

'Ata Husam Khan (^U. ^^wu^ Ike), 

whose poetical name was Tahsin, is the 
author of the Kautarz Murassa 1 , an Urdu 
translation of the Chahar Darweth. He 
flourished in the time of Nawab 'Asaf-ud- 
daula of Lucknow, about the year a.d. 1776, 
a.h. 1189. As a specimen of the Urdu 
language the Nautarz Murtuaa* was rendered 
objectionable for students, by his retaining 
too much of the phraseology and idiom of 
the Persian and Arabic. On this account a 
simple version was executed by Mir Amman 
of Dehll in a.d. 1802, a.h. 1217, which is 
styled the Bdgh-o-fiahdr,

Atal (Jj\), a name assumed by MTr 

Abdul Jalil Dehli in his poetical composi- 
tions, who gave out that he was by inspira- 
tion the pupil of Ja'far Zatalli, and wrote 
poetry in Persian and Arabic. 

'Ata Malik (lJL* Ik*). Vide Ata- 

ud-din surnamed 'Ata Malik. 

Atash (jjiij \ ), poetical name of Khwaja 

Haidar Ali of Lucknow, who is the author 
of two Dlwans or books of Odes consisting of 
Persian and Urdu verses. He died in a.d. 
1847, a.h. 1263. 

'Ata-ullah (<L^]\ Lkx), surname of 

several Musalman authors, but particularly 
of Tuj-ud-din Muhammad bin- Ahmad bin- 
Ata-ullah, who is the author of a book 
entitled Hakam-vl-Atia, which treats on 
Musalman law, and is to be found in the 
Eoyal Library at Paris, No. 672. There is 
one Ata-ullan who is the author of a dic- 
tionary called Firdaus-ul-Lughat. 

'Ata-ullah (aJI ILr), bin-Muhammad 

-al-Husaini Naishapuri, author of the Rauzat- 
ul-Ahbdb, containing the history of Muham- 
mad, of his companions, and of the twelve 
Imams. This book was written at Herat 
and dedicated to Amir 'Alisher in a.d. 1494, 
a.h. 899. He is also called Amir Jamal-ud- 
din Ata-ullah. He also wrote another work 
on the art of writing poetry, entitled Kitab 
Takmil -us- Sanaa* t, dedicated to the same 
Amir, in which he calls himself 'Ata-ullah 
bin- Muhammad- al-Husaini Naishapuri. He 
was wazir to Sultan Husain Mirza of Herat, 
and died in the beginning of the year 
a.h. 917. 

At-har or Athar Khan (^U* ^t'\ 

the son of Amir Nizam-ud-din Razwi; he 
was a native of Bukhara, and came to India 
in the time of the emperor 'Alamgir, where 
he collected his poems into a Diwan. 

Atma' (<U*kl), a poet whose proper 
name is Abu Is-haq Hallaj, which see. 

Atsiz (L*Jf\), one of the Sultans of 

Khwarizm called Atsiz ibn-Auk by Ibn 
Khallikan. Tutush or Turtush, son of Alp 
Arsalan, who was lord of the countries to the 
east of Syria, caused him to be arrested, and 
having put him to death on the 21st October, 
a.d. 1078, 11th Rabi II. a.h. 471, took 
possession of his kingdom. 

Atsiz (jaaJI), a Sultan of Khwarizm 

called by ibn -Khallikan, Atsiz, the son of 
Qutb-ud'-din Muhammad, the son of Anush- 
takin. He was contemporary with Sult.au 
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Sanjar Saljuki, with whom he had several 
battles. lie died in a.d. 1166, 6th Jamad 
II. a.h. 651, and was succeeded to the 
throne by his son Alp Arsalan, who is also 
called Apa Arsalan. He died in a.d. 1162, 
19th Rajab, a.h. 557. 

Atsiz (j^yjl), son of Ala-ud-din Hasan 

Jahan Soz, king of Ghor. He reigned after 
Baha-ud-din Sam, and was killed in a battle 
against Taj -ud -din Elduz, prince of Ghaznl, 
some time about the year a.d. 1211, a.h. 
608. He was the last of the kings of Ghor 
of this branch. 

'Attar ( f Ua_e), poetical name of Farid- 
ud-dln Attar, which see. 

Aurang (L-&jS) t name of a lover 
whose mistress was Gulchehra. 

Anrangrabadi Begam(*Cj ^S^&jf), 

one of the wives of the emperor Aurangzeb 
'Alamgir. 

Aurangzeb (L-^tjkjJ), the son of 


Shah Jahan, emperor of Dehli. On his 
accession to the throne, he took the title of 
'Alamgir, agreeably to the custom of the 
Eastern princes, who always assume a new 
one on that occasion.

Aurangzeb (c^jio j^\) f private name 


of the emperor 'Alamgir I. which see. The 
Mughil Emperors changed their names on 
accession, like the Popes of modern times. 

Avank Khan (^U* t-Jo^), or Ung 

Khan, a prince of the tribe of Karit or Kirit, 
a tribe of Mughils or Oriental Tartars, who 
made profession of the Christian religion. 
He was surnamed Malik Yuhanna, or king 
John. From the name of this prince we 
have made John the Priest, who was stripped 
of his dominions by Changez Khan in a.d. 
1202, a.h. 599. They have since applied 
the name of John the Priest or Prestre John 
to the king of Ethiopia, because he was a 
Christian. Avank Khan is by some authors 
called Avant Khan. He was a very power- 
ful sovereign, and the greatest part of 
Tartary was tributary to him ; but he was 
defeated and put to death by Changez Khan.

Aweis Qarani (Khwaja) ( Jj ijhjA), 

an upright Musalman of the Sufi sect, who 
had given up the world, used to say to those 
that sought him, "Do you seek GodP If 
you do, why do you come to me P And if 
vou do not seek God, what business can I 
nave with you P" He was an inhabitant of 
Yeman and of the tribe of Qaran. He was slain 
in a battle fought by All against Mu'awia I. 
in a.d. 657, 17th Shawwal, a.h. 37. This 
man had never seen Muhammad, and yet the 
Musalmans say, that when he heard that 
Muhammad had lost a tooth in battle, and 
not knowing which, he broke all his teeth. 

Aweis Jalayer (Sultan) (Jh>- i^*] 

^JJiaLi) succeeded his father, Amir 

Hasan Buzurg, as king of Baghdad in July, 
a.d. 1356, Rajab, a.h. 757, and after a 
reign of nearly nineteen lunar years died on 
Tuesday the 10th October, a.d. 1374, 2nd 
Jamad I. a.h. 776. He was succeeded by 
his son Sultan Husain Jalayer. 

Aweis Mirza Oj^ (j-OjO, a prince 

nearly related to Baiqara Bahadur, waa 
nephew to Abul Qhazi Sultan Husain Baha- 
dur. He was murdered by Sulfcan Abu Said 
Mirza, between the years a.d. 1451 and 
1457. 

'Ayani (^jLx), whose proper name 

was Abu Is-haq Ibrahim, probably flourished 
previous to the 8th century of the Hijrat. 
He is the author of a Masnawl called Anbia 
Kama, a history of the prophets who pre- 
ceded Muhammad. 

Ayaz (:\j\), a slave of Sultan Mahmud 

of Ghaznl who, being a great favourite of his 
master, was envied by the courtiers ; they 
therefore informed the Sul&an that they 
frequently observed Ayaz go privately into 
the Jewel office, whence they presumed he 
had purloined many valuable effects. The 
next time when the slave had entered the 
treasury, the Sultan followed by a private 
door, and, unobserved, saw Ayaz draw from 
a large chest a suit of old dirty garments, 
with which having clothed himself, he 
prostrated himself on the ground and re- 
turned thanks to the Almighty for all the 
benefits conferred on him. The Sultan, 
being astonished, went to him, and demanded 
an explanation of his conduct. He replied, 
"Most gracious Sire, when I first became 
your Majesty's servant, this was my dress, 
and till that period, humble had been my lot. 
Now that, by the grace of God and your 
majesty's favour, I am elevated above all the 
nobles of the land, and am intrusted with the 
treasures of the world, I am fearful that my 
heart should be puffed up with vanity; I 
therefore daily practise this humiliation to 
remind me of my former insignificance." 
The Sultan being much pleased, added to his 
rank, and severely reprimanded his slanderers. 
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'Ayaz (Qazi) ( <*lS ^Le), son of 

Musa, and author of the Sharah SaLlh 
Muslim, Mashariq-ul- Anwar, and several 
other works. He died in a.d. 1149, a.h. 
544. 

'Ayesha (*Jtolc), daughter of Abu 

Bakr, and one of the most beloved wives of 
Muhammad, though she bore him no child. 
She was his third wife, and the only one 
that was a maid, being then only seven 
years of age ; on which account (some say) 
ner father, whose original name was Aha- 
nllah, was named Abu. Bakr, that is to say, 
the father of the virgin. An Arabian author, 
cited by Maracci, says, that Abu Bakr was 
very averse to giving him his daughter so 
young, but that Muhammad pretended a 
divine command for it ; whereupon he sent 
her to him with a basket of dates, and when 
the girl was alone with him, he stretched out 
his hand, and rudely took hold of her clothes ; 
upon which she looked fiercely at him, and 
said, " People call you the faithful man, 
but your behaviour to me shews you are a 
perfidious one." But this story is most pro- 
bably one of those calumnies against Muham- 
mad which were invented and found favour 
in the Middle Ages. After the death of her 
husband she opposed the succession of All, 
and had several bloody battles with him; 
although violent, her character was respected, 
and when taken prisoner by All she was dis- 
missed without injury. She was called 
prophetess and mother of the faithful. She 
died, aged 67, in the year a.d 678, a.h. 
68. Her brother Abdur Rahman, one of the 
four who stood out against Yezid's inaugura- 
tion, died the same year. There is a tradition 
that * Ayesha was murdered by the direction 
of Mu'awia I. and the following particulars 
are recorded : — 'Ayesha having resolutely and 
insultingly refused to engage her allegiance 
to Yezld, Mu'awia invited her to an enter- 
tainment, where he had prepared a very deep 
well or pit in that part of the chamber 
reserved for her reception, and had the 
mouth of it deceptively covered over with 
leaves and straw. A cnair was then placed 
upon the fatal spot, and 'Ayesha, on being 
conducted to her seat, instantly sank into 
eternal night, and the mouth of the pit was 
immediately covered with stones and mortar. 
There is, however, no trustworthy authority 
in support of this story. 

'Ayn-tiddin (Shaikh) (^ ^ jJl ^^ 

of Bijapur, author of the Mulhiqat, and 
Kitdb-ul-Antv&r containing a history of all 
the Muhammadan saints of India. He 
flourished in the time of Sultan Ala-uddin 
Hasan Bahmani. 

•Ayn-nl-Mulk (Hakim) (ujCUJI ^ 
*-£=•-), a native of ShTraz, and a well- 
educated and learned Musalman, was an 
officer of rank in the time of the emperor 


Akbar. He was an elegant poet, and his 
poetical name was Wafa. He died in the 
40th year of the emperor in a.d. 1594, a.h. 
1003. 

'Ayn-til-Mulk (Khwaja) (lJX^\ ^-x 
\%£~), a distinguished nobleman in 


the court of Sultan Muhammad Shah 
Tughlaq and his successor Sultan Firoz 
Shah Barbak, kings of Dehll. He is the 
author of several works, one of which is 
called Tartil 'Ayn-ul-MiUki. He also 
appears to be the author of another work 
called Fatha Noma, containing an account 
of the conquests of Sultan 'Ala-uddin Sikan- 
dar Sam, who reigned from a.d. 1296 to 
a.d. 1316. 

'Aysh (^Ljj:), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad 'Askari, who lived in the reign of 
the emperor Shah 'Alam.

'Ayshi (JLhz), a poet who is 

author of a Masnawl called Haft Akhtar, 
or the seven planets, which he wrote in 
a.d. 1675, a.h. 1086. 

Azad (jU), poetical name of Mir 

Ghulam All of Bilgram, born about 1703. 
His father Sayyad ftuh, who died in a.d. 
1752, a.h. 1165, was the son of the cele- 
brated Mir Abdul Jalil Bilgrami. He was 
an excellent poet and is the author of several 
works in Persian and Arabic, among which 
are Qasaid ' Uzzd, Sab - hat - ul - Mirjan, 
KJiazana * Amir a, and Taikira Sarv *Asad. 
He died in the year a.d. 1786, a.h. 1200. 

Azad (jUl), the poetical name of 

Captain Alexander Hiderley, in the service 
of the raja of Alwar. He was a good poet 
and has left a small Diwan in Urdu. His 
father's name was James Hiderley, and his 
brother's Thomas Hiderley. He died on the 
7th July, 1861, Zilhij, a.h. 1277, at Alwar, 
aged 32 years. 

Azad Khan (^U* oUl), governor of 

Cashmere, of the Afghan tribe, succeeded his 
father, Hail Karim Dad, a domestic officer 
of Ahmad Shah Abdali, and who was at the 
death of that prince advanced to the govern- 
ment of Cashmere by Taimur Shah, as a 
reward for quelling the rebellion of Amir 
Khan, the former governor. Azad Khan was 
only 18 years of age (in 1783) when he was 
governor of Cashmere, but his acts of ferocity 
exceeded common belief. 

'Azaeri (^lic). Fide Uzaerl. 

Azal (J;^), poetical name of Mirza 

Muhammad Aniin, who died in a.d. 1728, 
a.h. 1141. 
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'Azam Shah (»tfc ^1), the third Bon 

of the emperor Alamgir, was born on the 
11th July, o.s. 1653, 25th Shaban, a.h. 
1063. After his father's death (his eldest 
brother Bahadur Shah being then at Kabul) 
he was crowned in the garden of Shalimar 
at Ahmadabad in the Deccan on the 4th 
March, o.s. 1707, 10th Zil-hijja, a.h. 1118, 
but was soon after slain, together with his 
two sons, Bedar Bakht and Walajah, in a 
battle fought against his eldest brother at 
Jajowan between Agra and Dholpur. This 
took place on Sunday the 8th June, o.s. 
1707, 18th Rabi' I. a.h. 1119, three lunar 
months and eighteen days after his father's 
death. His mother's name was Bano Begam, 
the daughter of Shahnawaz Khan. He was 
buried in the mausoleum of Humayun at 
Dehli. His two youngest sons who survived 
him were 'Ali Taoar and Bedar Dil. 

Azdihak. Vide Zuhak. 

'Azd-ud-daula (^j\\ >vJr), a Saltan 

of the Boyites, succeeded his father, Rukn- 
ud-daula, in September, a.d. 976, Muharram, 
a.h. 366, to the government of Furs and 
'Irak, as well as in the office of wazir or 
Amir-ul-Umra to the khalif AM ay a Billah 
of Baghdad, in the room of his cousin Izz- 
ud-daula, the son of Maizz-ud-daula, whom 
he killed in battle in a.d. 978, a.h. 367. 
He built the mausoleum of 'Ali at Najaf 
Ashraf , embellished Baghdad and other plaoes 
by magnificent public buildings, and died on 
Monday the 27th March, a.d. 983, 8th Shaw- 
wal, a.h. 372, aged 47 lunar years. At his 
death the reigning khalif read the prayers at 
the funeral of this good and great man. His 
name is still fondly cherished in a country 
over which he endeavoured during the reign 
of his father and his own, being a space 
of 34 years, to diffuse prosperity and joy. 
His power and possessions became from the 
moment of his death a subject of contest 
between his brothers and nephews. 

'Azd-uddin (Qazi) ( ^*ti ^ jJI j*ar), 

of Shiraz, author of several works, one of 
which is called the Muwaqif 'Azdia, a cele- 
brated work in Arabic on Jurisprudence. He 
flourished in the time of Shah Abu Is-haq, 

Svernor of Shirax, to whom he dedicated 
b above work. He died a.d. 1355, a.h. 
756. 

'Azid la din-aUah-bin-Yusaf-bin- 

Hafiz (^ uLy ^ aISI t^td «X*U 

lailoO, the eleventh and last khalif of 

Egypt of the Fatimite dynasty, succeeded his 
father, Faez-bi-naar-allah lsabin-Zafir, inthe 
year a.d. 1158, a.h. 553. But the state of 
affairs in Egypt was now tottering to its fall. 
The descendants of 'AH from the death of Al- 
Musta'ali Billah, a.d. 1101, had become 


puppets in the hands of their wazir or Aniir- 
ul-Jayush (generalissimo), who wielded all 
the regal authority of the state : two Amirs, 
Dargam and Shawar, had contested in arms 
this high dignity; and the latter, defeated 
and expelled from Egypt, sought refugee and 
aid from Nur-uddln, styled Malik -uT-'Adil 
Nur-uddin Mahmnd, the celebrated ruler of 
Syria. The sovereign of Damascus eagerly 
embraced the opportunity of obtaining a 
footing in Egypt, and in a.d. 1163, a.h. 
558, despatched a force under Asad-ud-din 
Shirakoh (the brother of Aiyub) and his 
nephew Salah-uddTn to reinstate Shawar, 
whose rival called in the Christians of Pales- 
tine to his support; bnt ere Amaury (the 
brother and successor of Baldwin III.) could 
enter Egypt, Dargam had been overpowered 
and slain by Shirakoh, who replaced Shuwar 
in his former power. But Shawar, faithless 
alike to friend and foe, now entered into 
arrangements with the Franks in order to 
elude the fulfilment of his engagements with 
Nur-uddin ; and Shirakoh, alter maintaining 
himself for some time in Belbes against the 
joint forces of Jerusalem and Egypt, was' 
compelled to enter into a convention with 
Amaury and evacuate the country. But he 
was soon recalled by Shawar to deliver him 
from the vengeance of his new allies, to whom 
he had proved as perfidious as to those of 
his own faith ; Cairo was closely besieged 
by the Franks, and the Fatimite khalif, ' Azid 
le-dln-allah, sent the hair of his women, the 
extreme symbol of Oriental distress, to im- 
plore the succour of Nur-uddln (a.d. 1168). 
Shirakoh again entered Egypt with an army, 
forced Amaury to retreat, and after beheading 
the double traitor Shawar, installed himself 
in the twofold office of wazir to the Fatimite 
khalif and lieutenant of Egynt in the name 
of Nur-iuddin ; but dyin£ tne same year, 
was succeeded in his dignities by his famous 
nephew Salah-uddin, who, after the death 
of Nuriuddin in May, a.d. 1173, Shawwal, 
a.h. 669, became the sole master of Egypt 
and Syria. The khalif 'Azid died in a.d. 
1171, a.h. 667, and the name of the Abba- 
side khalif Mustazi was substituted in the 
public prayers till the death of Nur-uddin. 

'Azim (*Jo£), the son of Mulla, QaidI, 

and a nephew of Mulla Nazlri, was a Persinn 
poet of Naishapur. He flourished about the 
year a.d. 1663, a.h. 1074, and is the author 
of a Diwan, and a Masnawi called Fauz 
Azim.

'Azim ( Joel), poetical name of Siraj- 

ud-daula Muhammad Ghana Khan, Nawab of 
the Karnatic. 

'Azim ( JSlc^), poetical name of Sayyad 

'Azim 4 AlT of Allahabad, author of a Diwan 
in Urdu, composed in a.d. 1855. 
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'Azim Ali (Mir) (^ Jb ^1), of 


Agra, author of a Sikandar Nama in Urdu 
verse, translated from the one in Persian, in 
a.d. 1844. 

'Azim Hnmaynn (^Uj* » U A) 
Vide Adil Khan Faruqi II." ' 

'Azim Hnmaynn Shirwani ( y U. A 

ijjf* uy^X a nobleman of the 

court of Sulfcan Sikandar Shah Lodi. He 
was imprisoned hy Sulfcin Ibrahim and died 
in prison. 

'Azim Jah (jfU. ^J^c\ Nawab of 

Arkat, died 14th January, 1874, aged 74. 
He was the second son of Azim Jah, one of 
the Nawabs of the Carnatic, and the uncle 
of the late Nawab Ghulam Muhammad Ghaus 
Khan. He received a pension of 2500 rupees 
from the Government. 

•Azim Jah (Nawab) (<_>1y >U- ^us), 

Siraj-ul-Umra, the son of Azim-ud-daula, 
Nawab of the Karnatic, was installed by the 
British Government as Nawab on the 3rd 
February, 1820. He died on the 12th 
November, 1825, aged 34 years. 

♦Azim Khan (J^ ^0, or Khan 

'Azim, an officer of state in the time of 
Humiiyun and Akbar. emperor of Dehli. 
He was commonly called Anka Khan, sur- 
named Shams-uddin Muhammad, and was the 
father of Mirza Aziz Koka, who also after- 
wards held the title of 'Azim Khan. He 
was a native of Ghazni, and formerly served 
under Prince Kamran Mirza. It is said that 
he saved the life of Humfiviin, or had been 
of some service to him after his defeat by 
Sher Shah at Kanauj ; for which service he 
was handsomely rewarded by that emperor 
after his having recovered the kingdom. 
He accompanied the emperor to Persia, and 
as his wife, Jiji Begam, became the wet- 
nurse of Akbar, the emperor's son, he was 
consequently called Atyak Khan. He was 
the first person that was honoured with the 
rank of " Haft HazarT," or Seven Thousand, 
by Akbar. The office of Wakil Mutlaq, 
which was taken away from Maham Anka, 
was also conferred on him ; on which account, 
Adham Khun Kokaltash (q.v.), the son of 
Maham Anka, took offence, and assassinated 
Khan 'Azim on Monday the 18th May, a.d. 
1662, 12th Ramzan, a.h. 969, in a room 
adjoining to that occupied by the emperor. 
Adham Khan was immediately bound hand 
and foot by order of the emperor, and thrown 
down headlong from a window of the court 
at Agra, where this circumstance had taken 
place, and crashed to death. The remains 
of Khan 'Azim were sent to Dehli, and 
buried in the vicinity of the Dargah of 
Nizum-uddln Aulia, where a mausoleum was 


erected over his grave by his son Mirza AzJe 
Koka, which is still to be seen at Dehli. 
Maham Anka died with grief one month 
after the death of his son Adham Khan. 
The tomb of Adham Khan, who is also 
buried at Dehli, is called Bhul Bhulian. 

'Azim Khan (^LrL . U *\) The in- 

habitants of the town of Azimgarh, which 
is near Jaunpur, say that the fortress and 
town of Azimgarh was founded by a person 
who belonged to the family of the Kajos 
of that place, and who was forced by the 
emperor Jahangir to become a Muhammadan, 
ana received the title of Azim Khun. 

'Azim Khan (^jls*. Ua^), commonly 




called Mirza Aziz Koka or Kokaltash, was 
the son of 'Azim Khan or Khan 'Azim. 
He was called Koka or Kokaltash on account 
of his being foster-brother and playmate of 
Akbar ; for his mother, whose name was Jiji 
Begam, was Akbar' 8 wet-nurse. He was 
one of the best generals of the emperor, who", 
in the 16th year of his reign, conferred on 
him the title of 'Azim Khan. He held the 
government of Gujrat for several years to- 
gether, and being absent from the presence 
for a long period, was summoned to court 
by Akbar in a.d. 1592, a.h. 1001, but as 
that chief had always entertained the wish 
to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and 
his friends representing to him that the king 
was displeased with him, and merely sought 
an opportunity to imprison him, he placed 
his family and treasure on board a vessel, 
and on the 13th March, o.s 1594, IstRajab, 
a.h. 1002, set sail for Hejaz without leave 
or notice. In a short time, however, he 
found his situation irksome in that country, 
and returned to India, where he made his 
submission, and was restored at once to his 
former place in the emperor's favour and 
confidence. He died at Ahmadabad Gujrat 
in the 19th year of the reign of Jahangir, 
a.d. 1624, a.h. 1033. His remains were 
transported to Dehli and buried close to his 
father's mausoleum, where a splendid monu- 
ment was erected over Iris tomb all of marble. 
It consists of sixty-four pillars, and is called 
by the people " Chaunsa'th Khambh." 

•Azim Khan ( a U ^\), title of Mir 

Muhammad Baqir, the brother of 'Asaf Khun 
Jafar Beg. In the second year of the reign 
of the emperor Jahangir, a.d. 1606, a.h. 
1015, he was honoured with the mansab 
of 1000 and title of Iradat Khun. In the 
first year of Shah Jahan, a.d. 1628, a.h. 
1037, the rank of 2000 was conferred on him 
with the office of Wizarat Kull ; in the third 
year of his reign he received the title of 
'Azim Khan. He was appointed at different 
times governor of Bengal, Allahabad, Gujrat 
and latterly of Jaunpur, where he died in 
a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059, aged 76 lunar years, 
and was buried there. After his death the 
title of 'Azim Khan was conferred on his 
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eldest son, who was slain in the battle which 
took place between Dara Shikoh and his 
brother Alaxngir in a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068, 
at Agra. His second son, Mir Khalil, was 
honoured with the title of Khan Zaman. 
During the government of this viceroy in 
a.d. 1634, the English obtained permission 
to trade with their ships in Bengal by the 
emperor Shah Jahan, but were restricted to 
the port of Pipley, where they established 
their factory. 

'Azim Khan (^Uw Ja^), ex-amir and 

a brother of Sher AIT Khan, Amir of Kabul, 
died at Shah Rud on the 6th October, 1S69. 

'Azim Khan Koka (&££ ^U. Ja^O, 

the title of Muzaffar Husain, commonly 
known by the appellation of FidaT Khan, a 
title conferred on him by the emperor Shah 
Jahan. His elder brother held the title of 
Khau Jahan Bahadur Kokaltash, and were 
both foster-brothers to the emperor Alamgir. 
Fidal Khan was honoured with the title of 
'Azim Khan by Alamgir about the year a.d. 
Iti76, a.h. 1086, and: appointed governor of 
Bengal in a.d. 1676, a.h. 1087, which 
situation he held for a whole year, and died 
on his way to Behar on the 21st April, ' 
o.s. 1678, '9th Rabl I. a.h. 1089. 

'Azim Naishapuri (^j ,«jLl*J Joel) 

author of a Diwan found in the Library of 
Tipu Sultan. 

'Azim-nd-daula (Nawab) (<dj jjl Jac 

<--^y), of the Carnatic, was the son 

of Nawab Amir-ul-Umra, the brother of 
Umdat-ul-Umra. On the death of Umdat- 
ul-Umra, the English resolved to take the 
functions of government into their own hands. 
'All Husain, the next heir, refused to comply, 
consequently Ayim-ud-daula, the nephew of 
the deceased, was placed on the masnad by 
the British Government on the 31st August, 
a.d. 1801. He died on the 2nd August, a.d. 
1819. His son ( AzIm Jab was installed as 
Nawab of the Carnalie on the 3rd February, 
a.d. 1820. 

'Azim-nl-Umra (^Jl fjir.), minister 

of the Nizam of Hydarabid. He succeeded 
Bukn-ud-daula about the year a.d. 1794. 

'Azim-nllah Khan (^U. <dH j-k»\ 

says Mr. Sheppard in his Narrative of the 
M*utiny, was a charity boy, having been picked 
up, together with nis mother, during the 
famine of 1837-1838, when they were both 
in a dying state from starvation. The mother 
being a staunch heathen, she would not con- 
sent to her son being christened. He was 
adopted in the Cnwnpore Free School under 
Mr. I'atan, schoolmaster. After ten years 
he was raised to be a teacher. After some 
years he attached himself to the Nana, who 


sent him to England for the purpose * of 
bringing his case before the Home Govern- 
ment. He became a favourite in English 
society, and visited the camp before Sevas- 
topol, returning to India in 1856. He 
intrigued with Dehli, and persuaded the 
Nana to join the mutinous Sepoys in 1857. 
He is believed to have instigated the Cawn- 
pore massacre. He fled on tne re-occupation 
of the place, and his further fate is unknown. 

'Azimush Shan ( u \&j\ *.hr), second 

son of the emperor Bahadur Shah of Dehli. 
He was appointed by his grandfather, the 
emperor 'Alamgir, governor of Bengal ; he 
made Patna the seat of his government and 
named it Azimabad. On the news of his 
grandfathers death, leaving his own son 
Farrukhsiar (afterwards emperor) to super- 
intend the affairs of that country, he came 
to Agra, and was present in the battle which 
took place between his father and his uncle 
'Azam Shahj in June, a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119s 
He was slain in the battle which ensued 
after his father's death between Jahandar 
Shah and his other brothers, in the month 
of February, o.s. 1712, Muharram, a h. 
1124. His second son, Muhammad Karira, 
was taken prisoner after the battle and 
murdered by order of Jahandar Shah, who 
ascended the throne. 

'Aziz (jjj^), whose proper name was 

Abdul Aziz Khan, was a native of Deccan. 
He is the autEor of a Diwan, also of a prose 
composition called Qulshdn Rang. 

'Aziz Koka (Mirza) (\\^ && JijA 

the foster-brother of the emperor Akbar. 
Vide 'Azim Khan, the son of Khan 'Azim, 
commonly called Anka Khan. 

'Aziz-nllah Zahidi (^jjb\: i&\ yy), 

author of a Masnawi, which he composed in 
the year a.d. 1407, a.h. 810. He is com- 
monly called Aziz. 

'Azmat-nllah (Shah) (aJJI *,--+rir), 

author of the Mazhar-ul-Jsrdr, being a long 
dissertation on the nature of the divinity, the 
soul, and other abstruse subjects on Suf iism. 

'Azra (\j±c), name of the celebrated 

mistress of Wamiq. 

Azraqi (++£>- \Jjfi* commonly called 

Hakim Arzaql or Azraqi, was a physician 
and a poet. He was a native of Mars, and 
flourished in the reign of Tughral III. 
Sal Juki, king of Persia, in whose name he 
wrote several books. Arzaql died in a.d. 
1189, a.h. 585. His Diwan contains nearly 
2000 verses. He is also said to be the author 
of a work called Kitab Sindbdd. His proper 
name is Abii'l Mahasin Abu Bakr Zam-ud- 
din, son of Isma'il Warraq. He introduced 
himself into the society ana confidence of the 
Sal Juki prince Tughan Shah I. the seat of 
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whose government was Naishapur, by the 
eomposition of a most obscene book, which 
he called Alfia Shaljla, illustrated with 
pictures. This book appears to be a version 
of the Kok Shashtar. He is called Azraai 
in the Jour. As. Soc. of Bengal for 1844, vol. 
xiii. part ii. p. 620, and stated to be the 
author of a nistorv of Mecca, of which 
ancient work several MSS. are in Europe, 
especially one at Cambridge, formerly the 
property of Dr. Burckhardt, who in the 
preface to his Travels in Arabia professes 
to have largely made use of it. 

Azur (.jO, the poetical name of Lutf 

'Ali Beg, author of the Tazkira called 
Ataishkada Azur. He was engaged in the 
compilation of this work in ad. 176), a.h. 
1179, and was alive in a.d. 1782, a.h. 1196. 
He never came to India. 

Azuri Razi (±$\\j i.SjA 1 ), a native of 

Rei in Persia, was a celebrated poet who 
lived at the court of Saltan Manmud of 
Ghazni. On one occasion he received a 
present of 14,000 dirhams from the Sulfcan 
for a short panegyric. 


Azuri (Shaikh) (ir*-* ^jjS\) t Iafaraenl, 

whose original name was Jalal-uddin Hamza, 
was a pious Musalman and an excellent poet. 
He came to the Deccan from Persia in the 
reign of Sulfcan Ahmad Shah Wali Bah- 
mani, a.d. 1432, a.h. 836, and returned 
again to Khurasan, his native country, where 
he died in the year a.d. 1462, a.d. 866, 
aged 82 lunar years. He is the author of 
several works, among which are Jawahir-uU 
Asrar, Tughrae Mumdyun, and Ssmrat 
Fruit*, which consists of four books, vis., 
Almakrl Tama, Ajaeb-ud-duniOv Ajisb-ul- 
*Ala and Sa'i-us-Safa. He also left a Diwin 
of 30,000 verses. He adopted the poetical 
name of 'Azuri, because he was born in the 
Persian month of Azur. His tomb is at 
Isfaraen, and was at the time of Daulat Shah 
so sacred, that convicts found an asylum there 
from the hands of justice. He is also the 
author of another poetical work, called 
Bahman Kama,

Baba (IjIj), a Turkish imposter, who 

announced himself in a.d. 1260 as the 
messenger of God ; and collected a number 
of adherents, at whose head he laid waste 
Anatolia. He was at last overpowered and 
his sect dispersed. 

Baba Afzal Kashi (^ J^J\ l\) } 
an author. 

Baba Fighanl (^Ui UU), a poet of 

Persia who serred under Sultan Ya'afib, the 
son of Uzzan Hasan, and died in the year 
a.d.

Babak U-Cb), the father of Ardsher 

Babakan, which see. 

Babak (c-Sob), an impostor, who first 

appeared in a.d. 816, a.h. 201, when he 
began to take upon him the title of a prophet. 
What his particular doctrine was. is now 
unknown; but his religion is said to have 
differed from all others then known in Asia. 
He gained a great number of proselytes in 
'Azarbiij&n and Persian 'Iraq, where he 
soon grew powerful enough to wage war 
with the khalif Al-Atamun, whose troops 
he often beat, so that he was become ex- 
tremely formidable in the beginning of the 
khalif Al -Mu'ta'?im*s reign. The general 
sent by the khalif to reduce nim was IJaidar- 
ibn-Kaus, surnamed Afshln (9.9.), a Turk bv 
birth. By him Babak was defeated with 
prodigious slaughter, no fewer than 60,000 
men being killed in the first engagement. 
The next year, a.d. 835, a.h. 220, he 
received a still greater overthrow, losing 
100,000 men either killed or taken prisoners. 
By this defeat he was obliged to retire into 
the Gordian mountains, where he fortified 
himself in such a manner that Afshln found 
it impossible to reduce him till the year a.d. 
837, a.h. 222, when he was forced to sur- 
render to Afshln upon that general promis- 
ing him pardon. But Afshin no sooner had 
him in his power, than he first caused his 
hands and feet, and afterwards his head to 
be cut off. Babak had supported himself

against the power of the khalifa for upwards 
of 20 years, during which time ho had cruelly 
massacred 250,000 people, it being his custom 
to spare neither man, woman, nor child of 
the Muhammadans or their allies. 

Baba Kaikhusiz (\~»jsz& bb) (Father 

without Anxiety), a dervish who flourished in 
the reign of Murad III. and was author of 
the ' Abdullah- Nama. 

Baba Lai Guru (^ J J \j\>), a Hindu 

of the tribe of Khattrls, who was a Hindi 

Siet, and flourished in the time of Jahangir. 
e was an inhabitant of Malwa. 

Baba Ratan (L^ y\ ^j \j\j), sur- 
named Abu Baza, a pious Musalman, who 
is said, by Daulat Shah, to be one of the 
disciples of Jesus Christ, and that he lived 
to the advanced age of 1400 years, and died 
about the beginning of the 13th century of 
the Christian era. 

Babar Shah (^jJI^-^fe jLI^jIj 


0, surnamed Zahlr-ud din Mu- 
hammad, the ancestor of the Mughal 
emperors of Dehli, was the sixth in descent 
from Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) . His father 
'Uinar Shaikh Mirza, was the son of Abu 
Sa'id Mirza, the son of Muhammad Mirza, 
the son of Miraoshah, the son of Amir 
Taimur. His mother's name was Kutlagh 
Nigar Khanam, daughter of Yunas Khan, 
king of Mughalistan and sister to Mahmud 
Khan, a descendant of the famous Changez 
or Jenghiz jQian. He was born on the 15th 
February, a.d. 1483, 6th Muharram, a.h. 
888, and succeeded his father in the govern- 
ment of Farghana, the capital of which is 
And j an, in June, a.d. 1494, Ramazan, a.h. 
899. During eleven years he fought several 
battles with the Tartar and Uzbak princes, 
but was at last obliged to leave his country 
and fly towards Kabul, which place he con<- 
querea, without opposition, together with 
Qandahar and Badakhshan. He reigned for 
22 years over those countries before his con- 
quest of India. He then proceeded to Hindu- 
stan, slew Ibrahim Husam Lodi, the Pafchan 
king of Dehli, in a battle at Panlpat on 
Friday the 20th April, a.d. 1526, 7th Rajab, 
a.h. 932, and became the founder of the 
Mughal dynasty of India, which ended in 
1867. Babar wrote his own life — Tuzak- 
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i- Babar i — in the Turkish language, with 
such elegance and truth, that the performance 
is universally admired. It was translated in 
the reign of his grandson Altbar, by Abdul 
Rahim Khan Khankanan into Persian, and 
recently into English from the Jaghatai 
Turk!, by Dr. Leyden and Mr. W. Erskine. 
This monarch ascended the throne in his 12th 
year, and reigned 38 lunar years, viz. : at And- 
jan 11 years, at Kabul 22, and nearly 5 years 
in India, and died in Agra on Monday the 26th 
December, a.d. 1530, 6th Jamaa I. a.h. 
937. He was at first buried in a garden on 
the left bank of the Jamna, then called the 
Nur Afshan, and now Rambagh, from which 
place his remains were transported after six 
months to Kabul, where a splendid mausoleum 
was built over his tomb by his great-great- 
grandson, the emperor Shah Jahan, in a.d. 
1646. His tomb on a hill near the city, 
surrounded by large beds of flowers, com- 
mands a noble prospect. The chronogram 
of the year of his death was found to consist 
in the words " Bahisht-rozibad," or "May 
heaven be his lot." After his death, he 
received the title of " Firdaus-Makani." He 
was succeeded on the throne of Dehll by his 
eldest son, the emperor Humayun. His three 
other sons were Mirza Kamran, Mirza 
'Askari, and Mirza Handal. Firishta says 
that Babar, who was much addicted to women 
and wine, on occasions when he was inclined 
to make merry, used to fill a reservoir in a 
garden in the neighbourhood of Kabul with 
wine, over which was inscribed a verse to this 
purpose : 

Bright Spring blooms here, from day to day, 
Young girls stand by, old wine to pour ; 

Enjoy them, Babar, while you may — 
x our Spring, once gone, returns no more. 

Babar (Sultan) (^IkL* ^jb), sur- 

named Abul Qasim, was the son of Mirza 
Baisanghar and grandson of Shahrukh Mirza. 
After the death of Mirza Ulagh Beg and his 
son 'Abdul Latlf, he succeeded in January, 
a.d. 1452, ZiU^ijja, a.h. 856, in murdering 
his own brother Sultan Muhammad ana 
establishing himself in the government of 
Khurasan and the neighbouring countries. 
A few months before his death, the comet of 
a.d. 1456, a.h. 860, made its appearance 
and alarmed the inhabitants of Khurasan. 
He died at Mashhad on Tuesday the 22nd 
March, a.d. 1457, 25th Rabi II. a.h. 861. 
After his death Khurasan was taken posses- 
sion of by Mirza Abu Sa'id, the grandfather 
of the emperor Babar Shah of Dehll. 

Baba Soudai. Vide Soudai (Baba) 

Babawla (Aj^U), or Bin Babawia, 

father of Ibn Babawia. Vide Abu'l Hasan 
Ali Bin-al-Husdin at Kumar!. 

Badakhshl (^Arljj), a Persian poet 

who was a native of the province of Badakh- 


shan. He flourished in the nign of the 
khalif Al-Muktafi, about the year a.d. 905, 
a.h. 294. His Diwan or collection of poems 
is written upon the fortunes of the great men 
of the court ; and he says that the varied 
scene in human affairs ought not to create 
surprise as we see that life is measured by an 
hour-glass, and that an hour is always above 
and the other below in alternate succession. 


Badakhshl (Maulana) (US 
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^jx3j+J), of Samarqand, flourished 

in the reign of Ulagh Beg Mirza, the son of 
Shahrukh Mirza, and is the author of a 
diwan. 

Badan Singh Jat (iiU>- *iL* ^Jo), 

the son of Churaman Jat, a raja of Bhartpfir 
and the founder of the fort at pig. He was 
living at the time of Nadir Shah's invasion 
of India in a.d. 1739, a.h. 1152. After his 
death his son Surnjmal Jat succeeded him. '.

Badaoni t-ijtjij). Abdul Kadlr of 
Badaon (q.c). 

Badi-uddin (^ jtf £jj). Vide Shah 
Madar. 

Badi-uddin (Shaikh) (x~» ^ jjl *ju), 

of Saharanpur, was a disciple of Shaikh 
Ahmad Sarnindi. He died in the year a.d. 
1632, a.h. 1042, and lies buried in the yard 
of the masjid erected by him at Saharanpur. 

Badi'-Uzzaman Mirza (^Ujll %-l±l 
llr*^» was the eldest son of Sultan 

Husain Mirza, after whose death in a.d. 
1606, a.h. 912, he reigned conjointly with 
his younger brother, Muzaffar Husain Mirza, 
over Khurasan. He was subsequently com- 
pelled ~T>y the victorious Uzbaks, and the 
usurpation of his brother, to take refuge in 
'Iraq; and in the year a.d. 1514, a.h. 920, 
went to the court of the Ottoman Suljtan, 
Sallm I. where, after a few months* residence, 
he died of the plague. He was the last of 
the race of Taimur who reigned in Persia. 
In a work called Ship of the Time, a Persian 
Anthology, there are to he found verses of 
the royal poet's composition. The following 
is a translation of a few lines — 

Since not for me thv cheek of roses shines, 
My bosom like the lading tulip pines ; 
\Vno in his burning heart conceals its flame, 
And mine, in absence, perishes the same. 
Pour wine— and let me, as I drink, suppose 
I see the colours of that blushing rose ; 
Pour wine — and let it borrow every hue 
Born in the tulip's petals wet with dew ; 
Till I believe thou may'st e'en yet be mine — 
And let me never wake, nor that sweet 
dream resign.

Badr Cnaohi ( -^U- ,Jj), surnamed 

Fakhr-uz-zaman, a celebrated poet of Chach 
(the ancient name of Tashkand), who flourished 
in the reign of Sultan Muhammad Tughlaq 
Shah, king of Dehli, and died some time 
after the year a.d. 1344, a.h. 745. 

Badr Muhammad (^Jl^j Jl*jt* »Jj), 

of Dehli, author of the Persian Dictionary 
called Adab-ul-Fuzala, dedicated to Qadr 
Khan bin Dilawar Khan, written in a.d. 
1419, a.h. 822. 

Badr Shirwani (Maulana) (.j^j 

\j*iy ^J\jJL) j a Muaalman scholar 

and poet, who was contemporary with Katibi, 
who died in a.d. 1435. 

Badr (Pir). Vide Plr Badar. 

Badr-uddin Aintabi( ^^J\ jjjl .jj). 

an historian, who relates that the Qazi Ibn- 
al-Maghuli, who died in a.d. 1231, a.h. 628, 
bequeathed a part of his vast collection of 
books to the library of the college founded in 
Cairo by Malik 'Ashraf Borsabai. 

Badr-uddin (Balbaki) ( ..j a .,» Jt y_j 

^ C*j m ), a Syriac physician, who 

wrote a book called Muutrrah-aUNafa. He 
lived in the 7th century of the Hijrah. 

Badr - uddin, Isma'il - al - Tabriz! 

Arabian author, surnamed Bazil. 

Badr-uddin Jajurmi ( ^jjJI .jlj 
>- \> ), an author who died in 


a d. 1287, a.h. 686, in which year also died 
Majd-uddin Hamkar. He was a contem- 
porary of Shams-uddin Muhammad Sahib 
DTwan, and of Sa'di. 

Badr-uddin Lulu (jJ^J ^jjt jS:) f 

ruler of Mausal, who was living in the reign 
of Halaku Khan, the Tartar, in a.d. 1258, 
and was in his 90th year. 

Badr-uddin Mahmud (^jjJI .xj 

J^*), known by the name of 

Ibn-al-Qazi Simawana, is the author of the 
Jama'-al- Ftmtlain, a collection of decisions 
on mercantile matters. He died a.d. 1420, 
a.h. 823. 


Badr-uddin Mahmud Bin Ahmad-al-

^^uaJO, author of a commentary on 

the Kanz - ul - Daqaeq, called Ramz - ul - 
Haqaeq. He died in a.d. 1451, a.h. 855.

Badr-uddin Muhammad Bin Abdur

in March, a.d. 1670, 3i-Qa*da, a.h. 1080. 

Badshah Bano Begam (*JL> *L&jL> 

>L^j), one of the wives of the 

emperor Jahangir. She died in a.d. 1620, 
a.h. 1029. 

Badshah Begam ( Jlj aLijL), wife 

of the emperor Jahangir, died in the year 
a.h. 1029. 

Baghdad Khatun (^jjL-L jljuu), a 

daughter of Amir Choban or Jovian, who 
governed the empire of the Tartars in the 
reign of Sulfcan Abu Sa'id, the son of Aljaitu. 
Her father refusing to give her in marriage 
to that prince, because she had been betrothed 
to Shaika Hasan Jalaiar, was the occasion of 
the Amir's disgrace and death. Hasan, who 
had married her, afterwards repudiated her 
and gave her into the hands of Abu Sa'id. 
The prince publicly married her, and for some 
time was entirely governed by her ; but being 
at last disturbed, and dying a short time after 
in a.d. 1335, a.h. 736, she was suspected to 
have poisoned him, and Baidu Knan, the 
successor of Abu Sa'id, put her to death. 
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Baghuri (^iyu), or Baghshiirl, sur- 
name of Muhammad bin Is-haq, an Arabian 
author who wrote on moral subjects, died in 
the year a.d. 1280, a.d. 679. 

Baghwi (tjjki). Vide Abu Muhammad

Bahadur All Husaini (Mir) (jjl^j 

j~+ ^ »«**». .J-c), chief Munshi of 

the college of Fort William, author of the 
Akjldq Hindi, or Indian Ethics, translated 
from a Persian version, also of the Xasir 
Benazir, a prose translation of the enchanting 
fairy tale entitled Sehr-ul-Baydn y commonly 
called Mir Hasan's Masnawi. This latter 
work was written by the request of Dr. 
Gilchrist in a.d. 1802, a.h. 1217, and pub- 
lished at Calcutta in 1803. 

Bahadur Khan Faruqi ( S J^ j J W^ 
^Jj^li), succeeded his father, Raja 

Ali Khan, in the government of Khandesh 
in a.d. 1696, a.h. 1005. When the emperor 
Akbar a few years afterwards arrived at 
Man^o, with tne avowed intention of in- 
vading the Deccan, Bahadur Khan instead 
of adopting the policy of his father in relying 
on the honour of Akbar, and going with 
an army to co-operate with him, shut himself 
up in the fort of Asir, and commenced 
preparations to withstand a siege. When 
Akbar heard of tbese proceedings he sent 
orders to the Khankhftnan 'Abaur Rahim 
Khun and the pnnce Danial Mirza to con- 
tinue the siege of Ahmadnagar, while he 
himself marched to the south and occupied 
Burhanpur, leaving one of his generals to 
besiege Asir. The blockade of this fortress 
continued for a length of time, till it sur- 
. rendered, and Bahadur Khan, the last of the 
Furuqi dynasty, humbled himself before the 
throne of Akbar in the year a.d. 1599, a.h. 
1008, while the impregnable fortress of Asir 
with ten years' provisions and countless 
treasures fell into the hands of the conqueror. 

Bahadur Khan Rohila (^Lr*. iJU^j 

aL&jj), 8on of Daria Khan, was an 

amir of high rank in the reign of the emperor 
Shah Jahan. He accompanied prince Aurang- 
zib to Qandahar, and (lied there during the 
siege, on the 19th July, a.d. 1649, 19th 
Rajab, a.h. 1059. 

Bahadur Nizam Shah Ulk) ,j^ 

&\~»), the last of the Nizam Shah! 
kings of Ahmadnagar in the Deccan. On 
the death of his father, Ibrahim Nizam Shah, 
which took place in August, a.d. 1595, Zil- 
bn'ja, a.h. 1003, several factions arose in 
Ahmadnagar, each setting up a nominal 
sovereign. Mian Manju who possessed the 
city, and acknowledged the title of Bahudur 


Nizam Shah, then an infant, being besieged 
by his competitors, invited Sultan Murad, 
son of the emperor Akbar, then governor 
of Gujrat, to his assistance, for which he 
offered to become tributary to the Mughal 
power. Sulf.an Murad embraced the pro- 
posal, and arrived before Ahmadnagar with 
a considerable army. Mian Manju by this 
time, having overcome his rivals, repented 
of his offers, and prepared to oppose the 
prince. Having committed the city to the 
charge of Nasir Khan, his deputy, under 
the care of Chand Bibi, great aunt to Sul^m 
Bahadur, he departed to raise levies and 
implore the assistance of Qutb Shah of Ool- 
kanda and 'Adil Shah of Bijapur. Sulfcin 
Murad besieged Ahmadnagar, on the 16th 
December, o.s. 1595, 23rd Rabi II. a.h. 
1 004, which was gallantly defended. Breaches 
were made, but were immediately repaired 
by the heroic conduct of Chand Bibi, who, 
covering herself with a veil, headed the 
troops. At length in the month of March, 
a.d. 1596, Rajab, a.h. 1004, supplies grow- 
ing scarce in the camp, and the allies of 
Bijapur and Golkan^a approaching, Sultan 
Murad thought proper to accept of some 
offers of tribute from Chand Bibi, and raise 
the siege. Some money was paid, and the 
districts in Berar belonging to the Nizam 
Shahi government were ceded to the Mughals. 
In the year a.d. 1600, beginning of a.h. 
1009, Ahmadnagar was taken by the Mughals, 
and Bahadur Shah with all the children of 
both sexes of the royal family were taken 
prisoners and sent to perpetual confinement 
in the fortress of Gwaiiar. 

Bahadur Shah (^j\ks\ ali jv)l^), an 

Afghan, succeeded his father, Mahmud Khan, 
as governor of Bengal in the time of Salim 
Shah, and became independent and reigned 
five years. He was deposed in a.d. 1549, 
a.h. 956, and succeeded by another of the 
nobles of Salim Shah, named Sulaiman 
Qirani. 

Bahadur Shah (all ^ik« ^ *\£ jj^» 

^J>\tF)> the second son of Muzaffar 

Shah II. of Gujrat. At the time of his 
father 1 8 death, he was absent at Jaunpur, but 
when Mahmud Shah, his younger brother, 
ascended the throne of Gujrat, after the 
murder of his eldest brother, Sikandar Shah, 
Bahadur returned from thence, and having 
deprived Mahmud of his kingdom, ascended 
the throne on the 20th August, a.d. 1626, 
15th £i-Qa'da, a.h. 932. He conquered 
Malwa on the 26th February, a.d. 1531, 
9th Shaban, a.h. 937, and the king of that 
place, Saltan Mahmud II. who was taken 
prisoner and sent to Champanir, was put 
to death on the road. In the year a.d. 1536, 
a.h. 942, Malwu was taken by the emperor 
Humavun, and Bahadur being defeated: was 
obliged to fly towards Cambay, where, on 
his arrival, he heard that a fleet, in which 
there were between 4,000 or 5,000 Europeans, 
had arrived off the Island of Diu. He im- 
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mediately repaired thither with a reinforce- 
ment of troops, and on his arrival there he 
ordered his barge and went to visit the 
admiral with the intention of killing him; 
bat perceiving that he wan betrayed he arose 
and waa attacked on all sides by the Portu- 
guese, when a soldier struck him over the 
head with a sword and threw him into the 
water, where he was drowned. This event 
took place on the 14th February, ad. 1537, 
3rd Kamazan, a.h. 943, and has been com- 
memorated in two Persian chronograms, 
comprising the numerals which form the date 
of the year when it occurred. Their meaning 
is this : " The Europeans were the slayers 
of Bahadur/' and "The king of the land 
became a martyr at Sea." Bahadur Shah 
was 20 years of age when he ascended the 
throne, reigned 1 1 lunar years, and was slain 
at the age of 31. After his death his nephew 
Miran Muhammad Shah was raised to the 
throne of Gujrat. 

Bahadur Shall I. (v-^Joi *L* .jL^j 
*l* ^JkH), surnamed Qutb- 


fJU 


uddin Shah 'Alam, formerly called prince 
Mu'azzim, was the second son of the emperor 
• Alamgir I. born at Burhanpur in the Deccan 
on the 4th October, o.s. 1643, 30th Bajab, 
a.h. 1053. At the time of his father's death, 
which took place at Ahmadabad, on the 21st 
February, o.s. 1707, 28th £i-Qa'da, a.h. 
1118, he being then at Kabul, his younger 
brother, prince 'Azim, was proclaimed 
sovereign of all India in perfect disregard 
of the fate emperor's will. Prince Mu'azzim, 
with better reason, assumed the crown at 
Kabul with the title of Bahadur Shah ; and 
both brothers prepared to assert their pre- 
tensions by force of arms. They assembled 
very large armies, and met at length between 
Dhaulpur and Agra. A bloody battle ensued 
on Sunday the 8th June, o.b. 1707, 18th 
Rabi' I. a.h. 1119, in which prince 'Azim 
and his two grown-up sons, Bedar Bakht 
and Walajah, were killed. Bahadur Shah 
reigned nearly five lunar years, and died at 
Lahore on Monday the 18th February, o.s. 
1712, 2lst Mubarram, ah. 1124, in the 
71st lunar year of his age. He was buried 
in the environs of Dehli, near the tomb of 
Khwija Qutb-uddin, where he had built 
during his life a mosque entirely of white 
marble named Mot! Masjid. His tomb is 
also built of the same stone. He received 
the title of "Khuld Manzil," i.e., "May 
his mansion be in paradise," after his death. 
He left four sons, riz., Ma'iz-uddin Jahandar 
8hah, Azim-ush-Shan, Rafi-ush-Shan, and 
Jahan Shah, among whom a battle ensued, 
wherein the three latter brothers were killed, 
and Jahandar Shah ascended the throne. 

Bahadur Shah II. (yLkJ^ »l£ jj\^ 

Jbs^sr* jjJ-aM £-5/"»), the last king of 

Dehli, whose title in full was Abu'l Muzaffar 
Siraj -uddin Muhammad Bahadur Shah, a 


lineal descendant from Amir Taimur, the son 
of Akbar Shah II. on whose death he suc- 
ceeded him on the 28th September, a.d. 
1837, 28th Jumada II. a.h. 1253. He was 
born on Tuesday the 24th October, a.d. 
1775, 28th Shaban, a.h. 1189; and Abu'l 
Muzaffar is the chronogram of his birth. 
His mother's name was Lai Bai. A stipend 
or pension of one lakh of rupees monthly 
was allowed him by the British Government. 
He was an excellent Persian scholar and an 
elegant Urdu poet, and Zafar waa his poetical 
name. His Diwan or Book of Oaes was 
printed some years ago at Dehli. He was 
supposed to be the principal instigator of 
the mutiny of the native troops throughout 
India in a.d. 1857, and was deposed and 
tried, but his life was spared. In October, 
a.d. 1858, he was sent down to Calcutta, 
from which place he embarked on board 
H.M. ship Megara on Saturday the 4th 
December, a.d. 1858, for Rangoon, accom- 
panied by two of his wives, a son and a 
grandson. He died there a few years later, 
and thus ended the royal race of Taimur 
in India. His sons Mirza Mughal and Mirza 
Khwaja Sultan, and a grandson named Mirza 
'Abu Bakr, who were known to have taken 
a prominent part in the atrocities attending 
the insurrection, were captured on the 22nd 
September, a.d. 1857, at the tomb of Huma- 

S'm, and shot on the spot by Major Hodson. 
uring the mutiny in a.d. 1857, Bahadur 
Shah had struck a new coin with the following 
inscription : — 


Siraj -ud-dln, that hero bold, 
Adorned his triumph with this gold.

Bahadur Singh Kuohwaha ( . jl^J

Baha-uddin (^jJl 'l^), a' learned 

Arabian, known as a favourite of Sultan 
Salah-uddin (Saladdin) and the historian of 
that prince's life. He flourished about the 
year ad. 1190, a.h. 686. An edition of his 
work appeared at Leyden in a.d. 1755. 

Baha-uddin (^^i-A ^ ^ jJ\ 'L^ 


' u^^)» the 8on °* Shams-uddTn, the 

son of Fakhr-uddm. His father was the first 
. king of the second branch of the Sultans of 
Ghor. Baha-uddin was the second king, and 
is said to have reigned 14 years. Imam 
Fakhr-uddin Razi, who flourished in his 
time and died in a.d. 1210, a.h. 606, dedi- 
cated the work called JUsdla Haiyat or book 
of geometry to him. After the death of 
Baha-uddin, his son Jalal-uddin succeeded 
him. He was slain by Sultan Muhammad 
of Khwarizm, and appears to have been the 
last of this branch. 

Baha-uddin (J^u\ ^U- ^j jj\ A^), 

governor of Isfahan, and author of the Mun- 
takhab-ul-A£hbdr, an abridged history of the 
patriarchs and prophets, also of Muhammad 
and his descendants, with a good description 
of the cities of Mecca and Madina. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1271, a.h. 
670. 

Baha-uddin 'Amili (Shaikh) (*L^j 
L\J* [ X^ fjl oJl), a native of Amul 

in Persia, and son of Shaikh Husain. His 
poetical name is Bahal. He is the author 
of several works, one of which is a Masnawi 
or poem called Nan-tsoa- Halved (bread and 
pudding). He flourished in the time of Shah 
'Abbas the Great, king of Persia ; died at 
Isfahan on Tuesday the 21st August, o.s. 
1621, 12th Shawwal, a.h. 1030, and was 
buried agreeably to his request at Mashhad. 
Imad-ud-daula Abu Talib, the prime minister 
of Shah 'Abbas, found the chronogram of 
the year of his death in the words " Shaikh 
Baha-uddin Wae." Besides the above-men - 
tijned Masnawi and many Arabic works, he 
has left a Dl wan and a Kasnkdl, or Adversaria. 

Baha-uddin Muhammad ( -j ±1\ L^j 

£-*-* JApt **£*•), Jalal or Jalll 

(Shaikh) of 'Amil. This person is mentioned 
by H. M. Elliot, Esq., in his Historians of 
India, and appears to be the same with the 


preceding. He was a Persian mathematician, 
says he, and lived in the reign of Shah 'Abbas 
the Great. He was celebrated among his 
countrymen for a supposed peculiar power 
which he possessed over the magi and writers 
of talismans, and was one of the most pious 
devotees of his time. His works on various 
subjects are much read in Persia, particularly 
one entitled Kashkol, or the Beggar 1 s Wallet, 
being an universal miscellany of literature. 
The Ja'ma'-ul- Abbott, a concise and com- 

Erehensive treatise on Shia law" in twenty 
ooks, is generally considered as the work of 
Baha-uddin Muhammad 'Amili, but that 
lawyer only lived to complete the first five 
books, dedicating his work to Shah 'Abbas. 
The remaining fifteen books were subsequently 
added by Nizam Ibn-Husain-al-Sawai. 

Baha-uddin Naqshband (Khwaja) 
(te>-\y£* i\;«£Sj [ji^ ^vA a famous 

learned Musalman, who died on Monday the 
1st March, a.d. 1389, 2nd Rabi I. a.h. 791, 
and was buried at Bukhara. 

Baha - uddin Naqshband (Shaikh) 
(p*~* j>x»juJD ^ jj\ lyj), a celebrated 


saint and the founder of an Order of Sufis, 
distinguished by the title of Naqshband!. 
He is the author of the Haiat A/dtna, an 
esteemed moral poem. He died at Harafa 
in Persia, a.d. 1453, a.h. 867. He appears 
also to be the author of a work on Sufiism 
called Dal\Uul- i Ahhiqln. 

Baha-uddin Sam (*L ^&\ \^), son 

of Ghayas-uddm Mahmud, king of Ghor and 
Ghazni. He succeeded his father in a.d. 
1210, a.h. 607, at the age of fourteen years, 
but was, after three months, defeated by Ala- 
uddin Atsiz, son of Jahan Soz, who reigned 
four years in Ghor and Ghazni, and fell in 
battle against Taj -uddin Elduz in a.d. 1214. 
Baha-uddin Sam was, after his defeat, taken 
captive by the governor of Hirat, and sent to 
Khwarizm Shah, who at the time of the 
invasion of Chingiz Khan, threw him, along 
with his brother, into a river, where both 
were drowned. 

Baha-uddin Shirazi ( ._>aJ\ L^_> 

t/j\r~")» a celebrated KazI of Shiraz, 
who died in the year a.d. 1380, a.h. 782. 

Baha-uddin Wald (Maulana) (L^j 

\jiy jJ. ^jjjM), a native of Balkh 

and the father of the celebrated Jalal-uddin 
Maulawl Rurai. He flourished and enjoyed 
distinguished honours in the time of Sultan 
Muhammad, surnamed Qutb -uddin of Khwar- 
izm. He was an enthusiastic follower of the 
doctrine of the Sufis, and became so celebrated 
as a preacher and expounder that people 
flocked from all parts of Persia to hear him 
discourse. In the latter part of his life he 
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left his native country and went and dwelt at 
Qonia (Iconium) in Asiatic Turkey, where he 
died about the year a.d. 1230 or 1233, a.h. 
628 or 631, and his son succeeded him as 
the head of the sect. 

Baha-uddin Zikaria (Shaikh) (L^j 

&*** ^ij^j &-i^\ a Muhammadan 


saint of Multan, was the son of Qutb-uddin 
Muhammad, the son of Kamal-uddin QureshT. 
He was born at Kdtftaror in Multan in a.d. 
1 170, a.h. 565. After his studies he journeyed 
to Baghdad and became a disciple of Shaikh 
Shahao^uddtn Suharwardi. He afterwards 
returned to Multan, where he became intimate 
-with Farid-uddin Shakarganj. He died at 
Multan on the 7th November, a.d. 1266, 
7th §afar, a.h. 665, aged 100 lunar years, 
and is still considered one of the most revered 
saints of India. He left enormous wealth to 
his heirs. His son Shaikh Sadr-uddin died 
at Multan in a.d. 1309, a.h. 709. 

Baha-uddin (JjjI\ \^j) (Badi'-uddln 

or Bogo-neddin), a Muhammadan saint whose 
tomb is in the neighbourhood of Bukhara, 
called Mazari Bogo-neddin. During the 
invasion of the Russians at that place, it is 
said that a book, written in verse in the 
Persian language, was found in the tomb of 
this saint. It is said in this book that in the 
82nd vear of the Hi j rah, a.d. 1865, the 
Christians will rush upon Tashkand like a 
river. In the 84th year, a.d. 1867, they will 
occupy Samarkand, and sweep it away like a 
prickfy thorn. In the 88th year, a.d. 1871, 
the Christians will take Bokhara, and con- 
vert it into a level like the steppe. In the 
year 90th but one, a.d. 1872, the Khwariz- 
mians will run out of their own accord to 
meet them like children. 

Bahishti ( -SjI^j), poetical name of 

Shaikh Bamziin, the son of 'Abdul Muhain, 
an author, who died a.d. 1571, a.h. 979. 

Bahjat (cL-jsrtf), or Behjat, author of 

a Dfwan which contains chiefly Ghazals, and 
at the end a very silly Qaseaoa in praise of 
Europeans. He was living in Lucknow in 
a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212. 

Bahlol ( JjL^j), who lived during the 

reign of the JAallf Harun-al-Rashid, was 
one of those people who pass amongst the 
Musalmans either for saints or madmen. 
Although surnamed Al-Majnun, or the Fool, 
he was possessed of a great deal of wit. 

Bahloli (.J}i^j\ a poet, whose Diwan 
was found in the Library of Tipu Sulj.an. 

Bahlol Lodi (Sultan) (^JjJ Jj-1-^ 

^ILLj), a king of Dehli of the tribe 
of Afghans called Lodi. His father, Malik 


Kala, was the son of Ibrahim Khan or Malik 
Bah ram, governor of Multan. In the year 
a.d. 1450, a.h. 854, Bahlol, during the 
absence at Badaon of Sultan Ala-uddin, son 
of Muhammad Shah, took possession of 
Dehli. He, however, gave place to the 
name of the Sulf.an for some time in the 
khutba ; but when that prince promised to 
cede to him the empire, upon condition that 
he would permit him to live quietly in the 
possession of Badaon, Sulf.an Bahlol im- 
mediately threw the uame of * Ala-uddin out of 
the khutba and caused himself to be crowned 
on the 18th January, a.d. 1452, 25th £il- 
bijja, a.h. 855. Bahlol reigned 38 lunar 
years, 7 months and 7 days, and died on the 
1st July, a.d. 1489, 2nd Sha'ban, a.h. 894. 
He is buried at Dehli near the tomb of 
Nasir-uddin Mahmud, surnamed Chiragh 
Dehli, a Musalman saint, and was succeeded 
by his son Nizam Khan, who assumed the 
title of Sikandar Shah.

Bahman (-4^), an ancient king of 

Persia, better known in history by his title 
of Ardisher Darazdast, which see. 

Bahmani, name of a dynasty in the 

Deccan, founded by an Afghan adventurer, 
'Ala-ud-din Hasan Gango, (?.*.), a.d. 1347, 
a.h. 748. 

Bahman Yar Khan (^U. Jo ^^X 

son of Shaista Khan and grandson of Asaf 
Khan, a nobleman of the court of the emperor 
'Alamgir. 

Bahrain I. (J^j) (Varanes of the 

Greeks), the fourth king of the Sasanian 
race, was the son of Hurmuz (Hormisdas), 
whom he succeeded to the Persian throne in 
the year a.d. 273. He was a mild and 
munificent prince, and much beloved by his 
subjects. The most remarkable act of his 
reign was the execution of the celebrated 
Man! (Manes), the founder of the sect of the 
Manichoeans. 

[Vide Man!. Bahrain reigned only three 
years and three months, after which ne died 
and left the crown to his son Bahrain II. 
about the year a.d. 276.] 

Bahrain II. (^L^j), (some authors 

term him the fourth of that name), was the 
son of Bahrain I. whom he succeeded to the 
crown of Persia in a.d. 276. He reigned 17 
years, and after his demise was succeeded by 
his son Bahrain III. about the year a.d. 
293. 
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Bahrain III. (f|^) succeeded his 

father, Bahrain II. to the Persian throne about 
the year a.d. 293, reigned only four months, 
and was succeeded by his brother, Narsi or 
Narses. 

Bahram IV. (f]^), the twelfth king 

of Persia of the Sasanian race, succeeded his 
brother Shahpur ^Sapores) (q-v.) about the 
year a.d. 390, and is aistinguishea from other 
princes of the same name by nis title of Kirman- 
shah, which he received from haying, during 
the reign of his brother, filled the station of 
ruler of the province of Kirman ; and he has 
perpetuated it by founding the city of Kirman- 
shab. He reigned, according to some accounts, 
eleven years ; and to others fifteen. He was 
killed oy an arrow when endeavouring to 
quell a tumult in his army, and was succeeded 
by Yezdijard I. who is called Isdigerdes by 
the Greek authors. 

Bahram V. (J^) (or Yaranes V.), 

the fourteenth king of Persia of the Sasanian 
dynasty, who is known, in Persian history, 
by the name of Bahram Gor. He was the 
son of Yezdijard I. whom he succeeded to 
the throne of Persia in a.d. 420. The word 
Gor signifies a wild ass : an animal to the 
chase of which this monarch was devoted; 
and it was in pursuit of one of these that he 
lost his life ; naving suddenly come upon a 
deep pool, into which his horse plunged, and 
neither the animal nor his royal rider were 
ever seen again. The first rhythmical com- 
position in the Persian language is recorded 
to have been the production of Bahram and 
his mistress Dilaram. Bahram visited India, 
was contemporary with Theodosius the 
emperor of Constantinople, and ruled Persia 
eighteen years. He died in a.d. 438, and 
was succeeded by his son Yezdijard II. 

Bahram ( />\ r tf) 1 an author who wrote 

the History of the Parsis of Bombay in a.d. 
1599, entitled Qiasai Sunjan. 

Bahram Chobin (^^ fl^A or 

Jovian, a general of Hurmuz III. king of 
Persia, whom he deposed; he reigned eight 
months, about the year a.d. 690. 

[Vide Hurmuz III.] 

Bahram Mirza (\j^ A^) t son of 

Shah Sama'il Safawi. Ho was a good poet 
and died in the prime of youth in a.d. 1650, 
a.h. 957. 

Bahram Saqqa (<&* J^), a poet, 

was of Turkish extraction and belonged to 
the Bayut tribe. It is said that the prophet 
Khizr appeared to him, and a divine light 
filled him. He renounced the world and 
became a water-carrier.

Bahram Shah (all f^), son of 

Sultan Masa'ud III. ascended the throne of 
Ghazni by the assistance of Sultan San jar 
his uncle, after his brother Arsalan Shah, 
who was put to death in a.d. 1118, a.h. 512. 
Bahram Shah, after a prosperous reign of 
35 lunar years, was defeated in a.d. 1152, 
a.h. 647, by 'Ala-uddin Hasan Ghori, and 
fled to Lahore, where he died the same year, 
and his son Ehusro Shah succeeded him in 
the government of Lahore. The poets Shaikh 
Sa'nai and Abu 4 Majd-bin-'Adam-al-Ghaz- 
nawi flourished in the time of Bahram Shah. 

Bahram Shah (*l£ *^), snrnamed 

Ma'iz-uddin, was the son of Sultan Rukn-uddin 
Firoz. He was raised to the throne of 
Dehli after the murder of Sultana Razia the 

2ueen, on Monday the 21st April, a.d. 1240. 
le reigned little more than two years, and 
was slam by the instigation of Mahzab-uddln 
wazir, about the 16th May, a.d. 1242, when 
Sultan 'Ala-uddin Masa'ud, another son of 
Sultan Altimsh, was raised to the throne. 
Firishta erroneously savs that Bahram was 
the son of Altimsh and brother of Sultana 
Bazia. 

Bahramand Khan (^Isv. j^j-^j), 

son of Mirza Bahram, and one of the emperor 
'Alamgir's oldest nobility and his friend. 
After the death of Kuh-ullah-Khan, he was 
raised to the post of Mir Bakhshi or chief 
paymaster by the emperor in a.d. 1692, a.h. 
1103, and died in the Deecan on the 17th 
October, o.s. 1702, 5th Jumada II. a.h. 1114. 
He was buried at his own request in a small 
tomb at Bahadurgurh. He was succeeded 
in his office by Zulnqar Khan Nasrat Jang, 
who notwithstanding this appointment con- 
tinued in the command of the army against 
the Marhattas in the Deecan. 

Bahr-nl Hifz Qe*J\ js?), (or the Sea 

of Memory,) is the title of Abu Usman-bin- 
( Amru, who wrote a book on the manners 
and qualities of princes. He died a.d. 869, 
a.h. 255. 

Bahn Begam (^x-j ^j), the mother 

of Nawab Asf-ud-daula of Lucknow. She 
died on the 28th December, 1815. She was 
one of the "Begams" on whose ill-treat- 
ment was based a charge in the impeach- 
ment of Warren Hastings. 

Baian (^Lo), the poetical name of 

Khwiija Ahsan-uddin or Ahsan-ullah Khan 
of Agra, who was living at Dehli in a.d. 
1760, a.h. 1174.

Baiazid I. (Sultan) (^ILLi Ju LjL), 

whom we call Bjjazet, surnamed Ilderim, or 
lightning, succeeded his father, Murad I. 
(Amurath) in a.d. 1389, a.h. 791, as Sultan 
of the Turks. He caused his elder brother 
Ya'kub, his rival for the throne, to be 
strangled, an act of barbarity which since his 
time prevailed as a custom at the Turkish 
court. He conquered Bulgaria, Macedonia, 
and Thessaly; and after he had made the 
emperor of Constantinople tributary to his 
power, he marched to attack Tamerlane in 
the east. He was, however, totally defeated 
near Angora on Friday the 21st July, a.d. 

1402, 19th £il-hijja, a.h. 804, and taken 
prisoner; and when the proud conqueror 
asked him what he would have done with 
him if he had obtained the victory, Baiazid 
answered that he would have confined him 
in an iron cage. " Such then shall be thy 
fate," rejoined Tamerlane, and ordered him 
to be carried about with his camp in an iron 
cage. Baiazid died on the 8th March, a.d. 

1403, 13th Sha'ban, a.h. 805, at Antioch 
in Pisidia during his confinement in Taimur's 
camp. His son Musa, who was with his 
father at the time of his death, brought his 
remains to Brusa and buried them there. 
During his (Musa's) absence in the camp, his 
brother Sulaiman had ascended the throne. 

Baiazid II. (Sultan) (^IkL* job), 

emperor of Turkey, succeeded his father 
Muhammad II. to the throne of Constanti- 
nople in May, a.d. 1481, Rabi I. a.h. 886. 
He extended "the boundaries of his kingdom ; 
and obliged the Venetians to sue for peace. 
His reign was distracted by intestine discord, 
and he fell by the perfidy of his son Salim I. 
who caused him to be poisoned in a.d. 1512, 
a.h. 918, in the 60th year of his age and 
31st of his reign. He was a man of un- 
common talents, and did much for the 
improvement of his empire and the promotion 
of the sciences. 

Baiazid Ansari (jCjLajl ^iji^.X the 

Afghan Apostle, called Pir Roshan, founder 
of the Sufi sect called " Roshania," or " the 
enlightened." He had established amid the 
mountains of Afghanistan a temporal power 
upon the authority of his spiritual character, 
which enabled him and nis successors to 
disturb the tranquility of the empire of Dehli, 
when, under the celebrated A&bar, it had 
reached the very zenith of its power. 

Baiazid Bustami (Khwaja) (juljlj 
\*£- L ^Ikw), the famous ascetic 


of Bustam, whose original name was Tnifuri ; 
he is therefore sometimes catled Baiazid 
Taifuri-al-Btistami. His father's name was 
4 Isa - ibn - Adam - ibn - * Isa - ibn - 'All. His 
grandfather was a Gabr or magian, but 
became a jconvert to Islamism. These two 
brothers, Adam and 'All, were, like himself, 
devout ascetics, but in an inferior degree. 


He was born in the year a.d. 777, a.h. 160, 
lived to a great age, and died between the years 
a.d. 845 or 848, a.h. 231 or 234, but 
according to Ibn-Khalikan his death took 
place in a.d. 875 or 878, a.h. 261 or 264. 
He is said to have been a contemporary of 
Ahmad Khizroya, who died a.h. 240. 

Baiazid Khan (^U- O^^Vj), Faujdar 

of Sarhind, who was commanded by the 
emperor Farrukh-siyar to punish the Sikhs, 
who had risen in rebellion ; he took the field, 
but was assassinated in his tent when alone 
at evening prayers, by a Sikh commissioned 
for that purpose by Banda their chief, and 
the murderer escaped unhurt. This circum- 
stance took place about the year a.d. 1714, 
a.h. 1126. 

Baiazid (Sultan) (jjUaJu-j JuJjL). 

There is a cenotaph at Chafigaon (Chitta- 
gong), called the Kauza of Sultan Baiazid. 
It is related that he was born at Bustam in 
Khurasan, of which country he was king; 
but abandoning regal pomp and cares for the 
tranquility of the ascetic life, he came with 
twelve attending disciples to Chatigaon. 
Their arrival was promptly opposed by the 
king of the fairies and the attendant genii, 
who desired them forthwith to depart. Sultan 
Baiazid, with feigned humility, entreated to 
be allowed to remain that night and to occupy 
only as much ground as could be illumined by 
a single lamp, called in Bengali chaj.l or 
chaj; ; on obtaining their consent, he kindled 
from his urine a lamp of such radiance, that 
its light extended to Tik Naof , a distance of 
120 miles, and scorched the terrified genii, 
who fled from its flame in dismay. In 
commemoration of this event, the place was 
named Chajjgram, in common parlance, 
Chatgaon, signifying the village of the lamp. 
This insult and breach of confidence led to 
implacable war on the part of the genii, 
whom Sultan Baiazid, in various conflicts, 
drove from the field; and in his strenuous 
exertions dropped a ring where the cenotaph 
now stands — -nis Karanphul, or ear-ring, fell 
in the river, which thence was named the 
" Karanphul! " ; and a sankh, or shell, 
dropped from his hand into the other stream, 
from which it derived the name of Sankhauti. 
Sultan Baiazid then became a Gorchela (i.e. 
did penance in the tomb) for 12 years : after 
endowing it with lands to keep it in repair 
and defray the expenses of pilgrims and the 
twelve disciples, he proceeded to Makanpur, 
and was succeeded by his disciple Shah, who, 
in the hope of an eternal reward, performed 
the penance of standing for 12 years on one 
leg, after which he also proceeded to Makan- 
pur ; leaving the cenotaph under the charge 
of Shah Pir, an attending disciple of Baiazid. 
This place was therefore m after ages held in 
great repute, and visited by numerous pilgrims 
From distant parts. It is situated on a hill, 
ascended by a flight of steps, inclosed by a 
wall about 30 feet square and 15 high, with 
mitred battlements, and a pillar rising two 
feet above them at each angle, similar to the 
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buildings of the time of Akbar. The tomb, 
about 12 feet by 9, is in the centre of the 
area, with some shells and corals deposited at 
its head. 

Baiazid Taifuri-al-Bustami (ju L»U 

,^lla*uJ\ i^yut). Vide Baiazid 
Bustami. 

Baidu Khan (^U. jJjU), the son of 

Turaghai and grandson of Halakii Khan, 
succeeded Kaikhatu or Kaijaptu Khan in 
January, a.d. 1295, §afar, a.h. 694, and 
enjoyed the crown of Persia only seven 
months : he was dethroned and slain by his 
nephew, Ghazan Khan, the son of Arghun 
Khan; who was compelled to attack his 
uncle and sovereign to preserve himself from 
destruction. This event took place in October 
the same year, £il-ljrjja, a.h. 694. In 
English Histories he is called Batu. In 
1235, at the head of half a million of 
Keptchak Mongols, he conquered the east 
of Russia, destroying Riazan, Moscow, 
Ylandimir and other towns. 

Baihaqi ( g ^ j), surnamed Abu'l 

Fazl, and whose proper name is Abu Bakr 
Ahmad, was the son of Husain Baihaqi. He 
is the author of the works in Arabic called 
Sunan Rubra and Sughra and of one 
entitled Sha'b-ul-Imdn, He died in the 
year a.d. 1066, a.h. 458. His collection of 
Traditions is also of the highest authority. 

Baiju (ysXj), one of the most cele- 
brated songsters of India, besides Naek, 
Gopal, and Fansin. 

Baiqara Mirza (Saltan) (\- + UJbU 

^UaLO, the son of Umar Shaikh 

Mirza, the second son of Amir Taimur. 
Baiqara succeeded his brother as governor 
of Persia in a.d. 1394, a.h. 796. His 
eldest brother, Pir Muhammad Jahangir, 
was slain in a.d. 1405, a.h. 808. Baiqara, 
Mirza was slain by his uncle Shahrukh 
Mirza in a.d. 1416, a.h. 819 ; he left a 
son named Mansur, who became the father 
of Sultan Husain Mirza, surnamed Abu'l 
Ghaz! Bahadur. 

Bairam (a^j), sometimes erroneously 

written by us for Bahram. It is the T. 
name of tne planet Mars. 

Bairam Beg (C-Xo ^j) was father 

of Munim Khan. The latter was a grandee 
in Humayun's Court.

Bairam Khan (^Ul Jj^j), styled 

Khan Khanan, or Lord of lords, was one of 
the most distinguished officers of the Mughal 


court. He was a Turkman and descended 
from a line of ancestors who served for many 
generations in the family of Taimur. Bairam 
accompanied the emperor Humayun from 
Persia to India, and on the accession of 
his son Akbar, he was honoured with the 
title of Khan Khanan and the office of prime 
minister ; and had the whole civil and mili- 
tary powers vested in his hands. When 
Akbar in a.d. 1558, a.h. 965, thought he 
was capable of acting for himself, he dismissed 
Bairam Khan from the wizarat. Bairam at 
first had recourse to rebellion, but being un- 
successful, was compelled to throw himself on 
the clemency of his sovereign, who not only 
pardoned him but assigned to him a pension 
of 50,000 rupees annually for his support. 
Bairam soon after took leave of the emperor 
with the design of making a pilgrimage to 
Mecca, and had proceeded to Gujrat in order 
to embark for Mecca, but was slain by 
one Mubarik Khan Lohani, whose father 
Bairam Khan had slain in battle with his 
own hand during the reign of the emperor 
Hum ay an. This event took place on Friday 
the 31st January, a.d. 1561, 14th Jumada I. 
a.h. 968. He was at first buried near the 
tomb of Shaikh Hisam at Gujrat, but after- 
wards his remains were transported to 
Mashhad and buried there. He is the author 
of a Diwan. 

Baizawi (Qazi) (^15 ,J)LLj), the 

surname of Nasir-uddin Abu'l Khair Abd- 
ullah-ibn-ITmar al Baizawi. He was a 
native of Baiza, a village of Shiraz, on 
which account he is styled Baizawi. He 
held the office of Qazi or Judge of the city 
of Shiraz for a considerable time, and died 
at Tabriz or Tauris in the year a.d. 1286, 
a.h. 685, or as others say in a.d. 1292, 
a.h. 691. He is the author of the well- 
known Commentary on the Quran called 
Tafsir Baizawi, which is also called Anwar- 
ul-Tanzil, and Asrdr-ul-TawU. Some say 
that he is also the author of a history entitled 
Nizamut Tawarikh, but the author of this 
work is said by others to be Abu Sa'Id 
Baizawi, which see. 

Baisangrhar (Mirza) (Ij^t jku^Aj), 

son of Mirza Shahrukh, the son of Amir 
Taimur. He was a learned and noble prince, 
a great protector of letters and learned men. 
He himself wrote six different hands, com- 

{>osed verses in the Persian and Turkish 
anguages, and constantly had in his employ- 
ment forty copyists for transcribing MSS. 
He was born in the year a.d. 1399, a.h. 
802, and died before his father in a.d. 1434, 
a.h. 837, at Herat, aged 35 lunar years. 

Baisanghar (Mirza) (\j^ yc^Aj) t 

son of Sultan Husain Mirza of Herat. He 
was killed by Khusro Shah, king of Qundaz. 

Bajazet, name of several Turkish 
emperors spelt so in English, being a cor- 
ruption of Baiazid, which see. 
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Baji Bai (^5U ^b), also called 

Bija Bai, which see. 

Baji Rao I. (Peshwa) OyJ^J fa j>* \j ), 


the son of Balaji Rao Bishwanath Peshwa, 
whom he succeeded in October, a.d. 1720. 
He was the ablest of all the Brahman dynasty, 
and perhaps of all the Marhaga nation, except 
Sewaji. He died on the 28th April, o.s. 
1740, 1 2th §afar, a.h. 1153, and left three 
sons, riz. Balaji Baji Rao, who succeeded him 
as Peshwa ; Raghnuath Rao, commonly called 
Raghoba, who was at one time much con- 
nected with the English, and was the father 
of the last Peshwa Baji Rao II. ; and Sham- 
sher Bahadur, to whom (though an illegitimate 
son by a Muhammadan woman, and brought 
up in his mother's religion), he left all his 
possessions and pretensions in Bundelkhand. 

Baji Rao II. O^Lo fa ^\}\ the 

last Peshwa, was the eldest son of Raghoba 
or Raghunath Rao of ambiguous memory. 
He succeeded Madho Rao, the infant Peshwa. 
who died suddenly in October, a.d. 1795, 
During the reign of Madho Rao he and his 
brother Chimnaji were confined in the fort 
of Juneir, near Puna, and after his death 
Chimnaji was furtively invested, but he was 
soon after deposed and Baji Rao was pub- 
licly proclaimed Peshwa by Daulat Rao 
Scindhia on the 4th December, a.h. 1796. 
In May, a.d. 1818, a proclamation was 
issued by Government deposing him for re- 
bellion ; and the Raja of Sitara, Partap 
Singh Narayan released from confinement, 
had a part of the Puna territories assigned 
for his support, and was vested with the 
reality of that power of which his ancestors 
in latter times had enjoyed only the name. 
Baji Rao was compelled to surrender himself 
to the English, and was pensioned on the 
3rd June, a.d. 1818. The pension allowed 
him by Government was 800,000 rupees per 
annum. He died at Bithur, near Cawnpore, 
in December, a.d. 1852, and was succeeded 
by his adopted son Dhondu Pant, commonly 
called Nana Sahib (?.?.), who became a 
rebel in the disturbances of 1857.

Bakhat Singh (aJL** CU^), or Bakht 

Singh Rathor, son of Ajit Singh and brother 
of Abhai Singh, Raja of Jodhpur. He was 
poisoned in a.d. 1752. 

Bakhshi 'Ali Khan (^U. ^ ^jtixr), 

whose poetical name was Hashmat, flourished 
in the time of Nawab Salabat Jang of Hydera- 
bad, about the year a.d. 1751, a.h. 1164. 


Bakhshi Bano Begam (*jIj _.£-££? 

»x«j), a sister of the emperor Akbar 
the Great. 


Bakhtaiar Beg Gurdi Shah Mansur 

(ali djf C-Xo jLi»C), Turkman, 
was an Amir, and governed (1001) Siwistan. 
[Vide Ain Translation, vol. i. p. 474.] 

Bakhtaiar Khilji (^j^^ } ; -- **? ). 

Vide Muhammad Bakhtaiar Khilji. 

Bakhtari (^jji&t?), one of the most 

celebrated Arabian poets, who died in the 
year a.d. 823. According to some writers, 
tie was born in a.d. 821, a.h. 208, flourished 
in the time of the khalif Al-Musta'in Billah, 
and died in his 63rd year at Baghdad. He 
is also called Bin-Bakhtari. 

Bakhtawar Khan (^.U*. j^\z^r), an 

amir who served under the emperor Alamgir. 
The Sarae of Bakhtawarnagar, near Dehli, 
was constructed by him in a.d. 1671, a.h. 
1082. He is the author of the work called 
Mirat-uW A lam, a history of the first part 
of the reign of 'Alamgir. He died in a.d. 
1684, a.h. 1095.

Bakhtishu (ej.A. « -. **r), name of a 

Christian physician in the service of Harun- 
al-Rashid. 

Bakshu (^Lisr), a singer, lived at the 

Court of Raja Bikramajit Mansur ; but when 
his patron lost his throne he went to Raja 
Kirat of Kalinjar. Not long afterwards he 
accepted a call to Gujrat, where he remained 
at the Court of Sulfcan Bahadur, a.d. 1526 
to 1536.

Baktash Quli (^JJ ^SL&JLj), a 

Musalman writer of the Persian sect, who 
wrote a book called Bostan-aUKhayal, or the 
Garden of Thoughts. (Watkin's Biographical 
Dictionary.) See also Amlri, who also wrote 
a book of that name. 

Balaji Rao Bishwa Nath Peshwa 
0^ ^p\j & fa ^Jli), the 

founder of the Brahman dynasty of Peshwa, 
was the hereditary accountant of a village 
in the Kokan. He afterwards entered into 
the service of a chief of the Jado family, 
whence he was transferred to that of the 
Raja Sahu, son of Sambhaji, chief of the 
Marhattas. His merits were at length re- 
warded with the office of Peshwa, at that time 
second in the State. He died in October, 
a.d. 1720, and was succeeded by his son 
Buji Rao Peshwa.

Surrendered to and pensioned 
by the English, 3rd June, 1818, and Partap 
Singh Narayan, the Raja of Sitara, released 
from confinement. 

Balaji Baji Rao (^ ^As ^Jl), 


also called Bala Rao Pandit Pradhan, was 
the son of Baj! Rao Peshwa I. and succeeded 
his father in April, a.d. 1740. He was at 
Puna when the battle between the Marhattas 
and Ahmad Shah Abdall took place in January, 
a.d. 1761, but died in the month of June of 
the same year, leaving three sons, viz., Biswas 
Rao, who was killed in the battle of Panipat, 
Madho Rao, and Narayan Rao. 

Baland Akhtar (p&*\ jJj), a brother 

of the emperor Muhammad Shah. Vide 
Achchhe. 

Balash (^Jlb). Vide Palash or Palas. 
Balban (^^.Lj), a king of Dehli. 

Vide Ghayas-uddin Balban. 

Balbhaddar Singh (aJL* jS^A)) t a 

Raja lineally descended from the ancient 
Hindu monarchs of Audh, who, having 
100,000 Rajputs at his command, considered 
himself as equal to the Nawab Wazir of Luck- 
now, whose authority he disclaimed. To 
reduce this Raja an army was sent about 
the year a.d. 1780, composed partly of the 
Nawab's troops, and partly of the Company's 
sepoys ; but owing to the intrigues of Haidar 
Beg Khan, the minister of the Nawab Wazir 
Asaf-uddaula, and the native collectors, who 
extorted large sums from the zamlndars, this 
expedition failed of success. During two years 
he was frequently defeated and pursued ; and 
at length being surprised in his camp, he was 
killed in endeavouring to make his escape. 

Baldeo Singh (aJL*j *jj1>), the Jat 

Raja of Bhartpur, was the second son of 
Ranjit Singh. He succeeded to the R;ij 
after the death of his eldest brother, Randhir 
Sindh. 

Baligh (j--L), author of the Daluel 

Zahira, Talauwan Qudrat, and Makdlima. 
He was a native of India and was living in 
a.d. 1772, a.b. 1186. 


Balin, erroneously written by some for 
Balban, which see. 

Balqini ( jJ&S), Vide Bilqainl. 

Balti (jA\j) (tide Jodh Bal), the 

daughter of Raja Udaia Singh Rathor, 
commonly called Motha Raja ; she was married 
to the emperor Jahangir and became the 
mother of Shah Jahan. She died in a.d. 
1619, a.h. 1028. 

Balwan Singh (&~» uV'A ( w ^° was 
always called by the natives of Agra as the 
Kastil-wala Raja) was the son of the celebrated 
Chait Singh, Raja of Banaras. Balwan Singh 
was born at Gwaliar, and after his father's 
death, he and his family lived in the city of 
Agra for many years on a monthly pension 
of 2000 rupees. 'He lost his only son, Kiiwar 
Chakarbati Singh, on the 17th December, 
1871, and after a few days, on the 26th of 
the same month, he resigned his unusually 
prolonged life. The only surviving members 
of this family were the widow of Chakarbati 
Singh and his children, a boy aged nine and 
a girl aged 11 years. Balwan Singh was 
the author of a Diwan in Urdu. 

Balwant Singh (<*&**> cuJjL), a Raja 

or zamindar of Banaras. He was the father 
or brother of the famous Chait Singh who 
rebelled against the British, and was arrested 
and deposed by Mr. Hastings in 1781. 
Balwant Singh succeeded his father Mansa 
Ram in a.d. 1740, reigned 30 years, died in 
1770, and was succeeded by Raja Chait Singh. 

Balwant Singh ((*&*-» uuJjL), Raja 


of Bhartpur, succeeded his father, Baldeo 
Singh, in August, 1824 ; was displaced by one 
of his cousins, named Durjan Sal, in March, 
1825 ; but reinstated by tbe British Govern- 
ment on the 19th January, 1826. Bhartpur 
was stormed and taken by the Bengal troops 
under Lord Corabermere, on the 18th January. 
The British lost during the siege 45 officers 
killed and wounded, and 1500 men; the 
enemy lost some thousands, and the usurper 
Durjan Sal was seized and sent to Allahabad. 
His father, Baldeo Singh, was the second 
brother of Randhir Singh, the eldest of the 
four sons of Ranjit Singh the son of Kehxi 
Singh, the brother of Ratan Singh, the 
brother of Jawahir Singh, the son of Surajmal, 
the son of Churaman J at, the founder of the 
principality. Balwant Singh died aged 34 
years on the 16th March, 1853, and was 
succeeded by his infant son Jaswant Singh. 

Banana (<ULj), an Arabian poet whose 

full name is Abu Bakr-bin-Muhammad bin- 
Banana. There has been another Bin- 
Banana, viz., Abu Nasr-ibn-ul-'Aziz-bin 
Banana, who was a poet also, and died at 
Baghdad in a.d. 1009, a.h. 400. 
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Banda (*j^). Vide Razi (Maulana). 

Banda (*Jcj), a guru or chief of the 

Sikhs, and successor of Guru Gobind. This 
man obtained great power, and committed 
great depredations in the province of Lahore, 
in the reign of Bahadur Shah I. and while 
the emperor was in Deccan against his brother 
Kara Bakhsh, Banda collected his followers, 
to revenge the death of his predecessor's sons, 
who were taken prisoners and had been put 
to death some time before. He committed 
the greatest cruelties on the Musulmans, in 
every advantage shewing no quarter to age 
or sex, and even ripping up women with 
child. The emperor found it necessary to 
march in person against him, and he was 
besieged in the fortress of Lohgarh, which 
was taken, but Banda found means to 
escape, and raise new insurrections. In the 
reign of the emperor Farrukhsiar, 'Abdus 
Samad Khan, governor of Kashmir, was sent 
against the rebels with a great army. After 
many severe engagements, he forced Banda to 
take refuge in a fortress, which was blockaded 
so effectually as to cut off every supply. 
The garrison was reduced to the necessity of 
eating cows, horses, asses, and other animals 
forbidden by their laws; when at length, 
having no provision of any sort left, and 
being reduced to the extremity of famine and 
disease, they begged for quarter. 'Abdus 
Samad Khan, having planted a standard on 
the plain, commanded them to come out and 
lay their arms under it, which they did. He 
then divided the meaner sort among his chiefs, 
who cut off their heads; and tnrew their 
bodies into a river near the fortress. Banda 
and many other captives were sent to Dehli, 
through which he was carried in an iron cage 
upon an elephant, dressed in a robe of gold 
brocade. The Sikhs bore the insults of the 
populace with the greatest firmness, and 
steadily refused the emperor's offers of life 
if they would embrace the Muhammadan 
faith. They were put to death, a hundred 
each day, on the ensuing seven days. On 
the eighth day Banda ana his son were put 
to death without the city. A dagger was 
put into his hands, and he was commanded 
to kill his infant son ; but refusing, the child 
was slain by the executioner, his heart torn 
out, and forced into the father's mouth. 
Banda was then put to death by the tearing 
of his flesh with red hot pincers and other 
tortures, which he bore with the greatest 
constancy. This event took place in the 
year a.d. 1715, a.h. 1127. 

Bano Begam ( JLj y\j) t the daughter 

of Shahnawaz Khan, the son of the Wazir 
Asaf Khan, wife of the emperor Alamgir, 
and mother of ( Azim Shah. 

Baqai (^Liu), surname of Ibrahim- 
bin- 'TJmar, a learned Musalman, who is 
the author of several treatises on ancient 


philosophers, on divination by numbers, a 
commentary on the Quran, etc. He died in 
the year a.d. 1480, a.h. 885. 

Baqai (Mulla) QU ^\b), a poet who 

lived in the time of the emperor Babar Shah. 
He is the author of a poem or Masnawi, which 
he dedicated to the emperor. 

Baqalani (^iXSL), the author of a 

work called Ai'jdz-ul- Quran, or of the diffi- 
cult things in the Quran. See Abu Bakr 
Baqalani. 

Baqi Khan (^U* ^J\j), a, nobleman 

of the court of the emperor Shah Jahan, by 
whom he was appointed governor of the fort 
of Agra. In the 24th year of the reign of 
the emperor he was raised to the rank of 
1500. In the 49th year of the emperor's 
reign, he still held the governorship of the 
fort of Agra, and was raised to the rank of 
2000 the following year. He had built in 
the front of the gate called Hathiapol, which 
is situated towards the Chauk and the Jama 
Misjid, a fine bungalow, which was still 
standing about the year a.d. 1830. 

Baqili CJJb), surname of Abu'l Fazl 

Muhammad - bin- Qasim-al - Khwarizmi, who 
from his learning has the title of Zain-uddin 
and Zain-ul-Mashaekh, or the ornament of 
the doctors. He wrote a book on the prayers 
of the Musalmans, on the glory and excellence 
of the Arabs, called Sola t-ul- Baqili. He 
died in a.d. 1167, a.h. 662, but according 
to Haji Khalfa in a.d. 1170, a.h. 666. 
There was another Baqili, also a Muham- 
madan doctor, who died in a.h. 982. 

Baqi Muhammad Khan Koka (_JU 

&&£ S J<£- *x*ksr*), eldest brother of 

Adham Khan, the son of Maham Anka, 
was an officer of 3000 in the time of the 
emperor Akbar. He died at Garh Kafcka, 
where he had a jagir, in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Baqir (^Jlj), the poetical name of 

Muhammad Baqir All Khan, who flourished 
in the time of the emperor Muhammad Shah 
and wrote a Masnawi or poem called Ramuz- 
ut-Tdhirin, composed in a.d. 1726, a.h. 
1139, also another work entitled Oulshani 
Atrar, which he wrote in a.d. 1732, a.h. 
1145. He is also the author of a Diwan, 
and another poem called Mirat-ul-Jamdl. 

Baqir AH Khan ( U U* ^^J-c^Jlj). 
Vide Baqir. 

Baqir (Imam) (pL*\ yib). Vide

Baqir Kashi (^-iK ^U), whose 


poetical name is Khirad, was a contemporary 
of Zahuri who flourished about the year a.d. 
1600. and is the athor of a Diwan. 

BacLir Khan ( u l^ yU), a nobleman 

in the service of the emperor Shah Jahan. 
In the latter part of his lite, he was appointed 
governor of Allahabad, where he died in ad. 
1637, a.h. 1047, in which year died also 
Khan Zaman Bahadur, in Daulatabad. 

Baqir Khan (^JlS ^ Ju^j3\->), 

surnamed Najm Sani, an amir of the reign 
of Shah Jahan. He was a very liberal man, 
fond of literature, and was himself a poet. 
He died in a.d. 1640, a.h. 1050, but, Accord- 
ing to the work Mazir-uUVmra y in a.d. 
1637, a.h. 1047. He is the author of a 
Diwan or Book of Odes. 

Barahman (^jAJbjj), poetical title of a 

Brahman whose name was Chandar Bhan, 
which see. 

Barbak (*i&,U), the son of Bahlol 

Lodi, king of Dehll. Vide Husain Shah 
Sharqi. 

Barbak Shah (a Li L-&Jo), Purbi, 

the son of Nasir Shah, whom he succeeded 
to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1458. He 
reigned for a period of 17 years and died in 
a.d. 1474, a.h. 879. 

Barbarassa (jl-^uAj), the famous 

Corsair. Sulaiman, emperor of the Turks, 
gave him the title of Khair-uddin, and made 
him afterwards Pasha of the sea. He suc- 
ceeded his brother Aruch, who conquered 
the kingdom of Algiers, after having killed 
Salim the Arabian king. He took Tunis 
a.d. 1533, a.h. 940, after having driven out 
the Venetians, but Andrea Doria retook it 
again a.d. 1536, a.h. 943. After this, he 
ravaged several parts of Italy, and reduced 
Yemin, in Arabia Felix, to the Turkish 
government. Khair-uddin died at Constanti- 
nople in a.d. 1516, a.h. 953, aged 80. 

Barbarassa (Anion) (a. m >,L>.Lj), a 

famous pirate. Being called in to assist 
Salim, pnnce of Algiers, against the Spaniards, 
he murdered that monarch, and took posses- 
sion of his throne. He afterwards laid siege 
to Tunis, which he took, and caused himself 
to be proclaimed sovereign. He was besieged 
by the Marquis of Gomarez and reduced to 
the greatest distress. He escaped by a sub- 
terraneous passage, but was overtaken with 
a small number of Turks, the whole of whom 
died sword in hand in a.d. 1518. 


Barbnd (xjj\-j) t a famous Persian 

musician, master of music to Khusro Parwez, 
king of Persia. He composed an air called 
Aorangi, and invented a musical instrument 
(a sort of lyre) which bears his name: i.e. 
Barbud or Barbut. 

Barizi (^ciju), the son of 'Abdul 

Bahim, an Arabian author who wrote a 
commentary on the work called Asrar-vl- 
Tanzil. He died in a.d. 1337, a.h. 738. 
This author appears to be the same with 
Baziri, which see. 

Barkali (,J^j\ the name of two Mu- 

hammadan doctors; the one died in a.d. 
1653, a.h. 960, and the other in a.d. 1573, 
a.h. 982. They are sometimes called Birgili, 
which see. 

Barkat-ullah (Sayyad) («dJ\ ^JU-JyJ 

^J), styled Sahib'til-Bark&t, was 


the son of Savyad Aweis, the son of Mir 
'Abdul Jalil, the son of Mir 'Abdul Wahid 
Shahidi of Bilgaram. His poetical name 
was 'Ishqi, and as his grandfather's tomb 
was in Mahara in the district of Agra, he 
went and lived in that village till the day 
of his death, which happened on the 25th 
July, a.d. 1729, 10th Mufcarram, a.h. 1142. 

Barkayaraq. (Sultan) (^UaLi Jj/-£^), 

the eldest son of Sultan Malikshah Saljuqi, 
whom he succeeded in a.d. 1092, a.h. 486. 
His usual residence was Baghdad . His brother 
Muhammad ruled over Azur-baijan; while 
San jar, his third brother, established a 
kingdom in Khurasan and Transoiiana, from 
whence he extended his conquests over the 
fallen princes of Ghazni. Barkayaraq reigned 
twelve years and^ied in December, a.d. 1104, 
a.h. 498. His brother Sulfcan Muhammad 
succeeded him. 

Barmak (;_£*j), the name of a noble 

family, originally from Balkh in K>urasan, 
and highly celebrated all over the East for 
their generosity, magnificence, and dis- 
tinguished patronage of men of genius. One 
of the most illustrious was governor to the 
khalif Hariin-al-Rashid, and his son Ja'far, 
afterwards minister to that prince ; but having 
incurred his displeasure, he with several of the 
heads of the family was put to death. Vide 
Ja'far-al-Barmaki. (The "Barmecide" is 
familiar to readers of Galland's Arabian 
Nights.) 


Baroda (\ j.^j), Raja of. Vide Pelaj

Barq ( t-j), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Raza (q.v.). 
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> Basasiri ,c ^^Lj (Glutton") was 

the nickname, and afterwards the surname 
of Arsalan, who from a slave became Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the armies of Baha-ud- 
daula, the wazlr of the khalif of Baghdad. 
Haying quarrelled with him he fled to Egypt 
and put himself under the protection of Ai- 
Mustanasir Billa, the fifth khalif of Egypt 
of the Fajimite dynasty. After some time 

• he came to Baghdad. He took Qaem, the 

26th khalif of the Abbasides, prisoner in 
Baghdad, deposed him, and caused Mustanasir 
to be acknowledged the only and legitimate 
chief of all the Musalmans. He maintained 
Mustanasir in the khilafat for one year and 
a half, after which Tughral Beg, Sultan of 
the Saljuqides, put Qaem on the throne of 
Baghdad again, defeated and killed Basasiri 

I a.d. 1059, a.h. 451, and sent his head to 

Qaem, who caused it to be carried on a pike 
through the streets of Baghdad. 

Bashir-ibn-ul-LaiB (<J^-1H ^)\ j+Zs), 

the brother of the arch-rebel Rafa-ibn-ul- 
Laia, who had revolted against Harun-al- 
Bashld the khalif of Baghdad in the year 
a.d. 806, a.h. 190, at Samarqand, and 
assembled a considerable force to support him 
in his defection ; notwithstanding all Harun's 
care, the rebels made in a.d. 807, a.h. 191, 
great progress in the conquest of Khurasan. 
According to Abul Faraj, in the year a.d. 
809, a.h. 193, Bashir was brought in chains 
to Harun, who was then at the point of 
death. At the sight of him the khalif 
declared, that if he could speak only two 
words he would say kill him ; and immediately 
ordered him to be cut to pieces in his 
presence. 

Basiti ( Jx-Aj), poetical name of a 

person who is the author of the biography of 
poets called Tatkira Basiti. 

Basils (^j-pAj), an Arabian woman, 

from whom originated a war, called Harb-i- 
Basus, which has since become a proverb to 
express, "Great events from little causes." 
Two Arabian tribes fought about 40 years 
because a camel belonging to this woman 
broke a hen's egg ; the owner of the e^ 
wounded the camel with an arrow, and the 
two tribes were instantly in arms. 

Batalmiynsi (^j^JJaj), an Arabian 

author, who died in a.d. 1030, a.h. 421. 
He wrote a treatise on the Qualities requisite 
in a secretary and good writer, and another 
on genealogies. 

Batu Khan (^U* y\j), the son of 

JujI Khan, and grandson of Changez Khan. 
He ruled at Kipchak and was contemporary 
with Pope Innocent IV. 


Bauwab (v_>l£) (or Bouwab), surname 

of Abu'l Hasan 'All Kola, who is better 
known under the name of ibn- Bouwab. It 
is he who improved the form of the Arabic 
Alphabet after Ibn-Maqla. He died in a.d. 
1o22, a.h. 413, or as some say in a.d. 1032, 
a.h. 423. After him Ya'kub, surnamed 
Mustaa'simi, reduced it to its present form. 

Baz Bahadur (jjL^-J :Lj) whose 

original name was Malik Baiazid, succeeded 
his father Shujaa' Khan to the government 
of Malwa in a.d. 1564, a.h. 962, and having 
taken possession of many towns in Malwa 
which were previously almost independent, 
he ascended the throne under the title of 
Sultan Baz Bahadur. His attachment to 
Bupmati, a celebrated courtezan of that age, 
became so notorious, that the loves of Baz 
Bahadur and Bupmati have been handed 
down to posterity in song. He reigned about 
17 years, after which the kingdom of Malwa 
was taken, and included among the provinces 
of the empire of Dehli, by the emperor 
Akbar in the year a.d. 1570, a.h. 978. 
Baz Bahadur afterwards joined Akbar at 
Dehli and received a commission as an officer 
of 2000 cavalry. Baz Bahadur and Bupmati 
are both buried in the centre of the tank at 
Ujjain.

Baz Khan (^U* j\i), an amir in the 

service of the emperor Bahadur Shah. He 
was killed in the battle against Asrim Shah 
(?.*.) on the 8th June, o.s. 1707, 18th Babi ( 
I. a.h. 1118, near Dhaulpur. 

Bazil ( J jb). Fide RafI Khan Bazil. 

Bazil (JjU), the poetical name of 

Badr-uddin, Ismail-al-Tabrizi, an Arabian 
author. 

Baziri (^ijLj), author of a poem 

entitled Koukab-al-Darriat or the Brilliant 
Star, in praise of Muhammad, who cured 
him, as he said, of the palsy in a dream. 
Every line of the poem ends with an M., 
the initial of the prophet's name, and it is 
so highly valued that many of the Muham- 
madans learnt it by heart, on account of its 
maxims. (Lempnere's Universal Dictionary 
under Bausirri.) Barizi and Baziri appear 
to be the same person. 

Bazmi ( L yO), author of the Padmdwat 

in Persian verse. He was a native of Karkh 
and resided for some time at Shiruz. He 
came to Gujrat during the reign of the 
emperor Jahangir, and composed the above- 
mentioned poem in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028. 
He was living at Dehli in the time of Shah 
Jahan about the year 1G34. His proper 
name was 'Abdul Shakur 
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Bazzaz (j]j-j), the author of the 

Adab-al-Mufridat or a treatise on the par- 
ticular conditions and properties of traditions, 
and some other works on the Muhammadan 
theology. 

Bebadal Khan (^U* Jjo^j), a poet 

of Persia who came to India in the reign of 
the emperor Jahangfr, and nourished in the 
time of Shah Jahan, who conferred on him 
the title of Bebadal Khan. Under his super- 
intendence the Peacock throne was constructed. 
Bebadal Khan appears to be the former title 
of Abu Talib Kalim. 

Bedar (\xS) y the poetical name of 

Sanath Singh, a Hindu, who was living in 
a.d. 1753, a.h. 1166. 

Bedar (.\juj), an author whose proper 

name was Imam Bakhsh, a native of Ambala. 
He is the author of the work called Tarikh 
Sa'ddat, being an account of the progress of 
the dynasty which ruled over Audh from 
Shujaa'-uddaula to Sa'adat 'AH Khan, to 
whose name the title is an allusion. It was 
composed in a.d. 1812, a.h. 1227. He is 
also the author of several Masnawis, one of 
which contains the praises of Nawab Sa'adat 
«Ali Khan, called Guhhan-i- Sa'adat. He 
was living in the time of Naslr-uddln Haidar, 
king of Audh. 

Bedar Bakht (Prinoe) (c^csr 1 ^JuA 

son of 'Azim Shah. He was killed in the 
battle fought by his father against the 
emperor Bahadur Shah on the 8th June, 
o.s. 1707, a.h. 1119. 

Bedar Bakht (cuA* t^J^X son of 

Ahmad Shah, king of Dehli. He was 
elevated to the throne of Dehli on the 1st 
September, a.d. 1788, 27th 3i-Ka'da, a.h. 
1202, when Ghulam Qadir imprisoned Shun 
Alam. Bedar Bakht continued to reign until 
the approach of the Marhattas towards Dehli, 
when ne fled upon the 12th October, 1788, 
but was subsequently apprehended and put to 
death by the orders of Shah Alam. 


Bedil (Mirza) (\jj-~* J **-+->), the 
poetical name of Saidai Gilani, which see. 

Begam Sultan (^IkL* *£**), a ^7 

of rank, whose tomb is to be seen to this 
day, outside of the gate of Ya'tmad-uddaula's 
mausoleum in Agra. From the inscription 
that is on her tomb, it appears that she died 
in the time of the emperor Humayun in a.d. 
1538, a.h. 945, and that she was the daughter 
of Shaikh Kamal. 

Begana (<G\£-j), the poetical name of 

Abu'l Hasan. 


Bekasi (Maulana) (Ij^ ^.C-j), 

a poet who lived in the time of the emperor 
Akbar. 

Bekasi (Maulana) (1 3^ „, < . Q, 

a poet of ShTraz who was contemporary with 
Ghizali, who died in the year a.d. 1111, 
a.h. 505. 

Bekhabar (^ijj), the poetical name 

of Mir'Azmat-ullah, son of Lutf-ullah of 
Bilgram. He died in a.d. 1729, a.h. 1142, 
at Dehli. He is the author of the work 
called Saf'mae Bekhabar. 

Bekhud (jyiru), poetical name of 

Mulla Jam! Lahauri Namdar KhanI, which 
see. 

Bekhud (j^isjj), poetical name of 

Sayyad Hadi 'AH, son of Sayyad Nasir 'AH 
Senr, and author of a Diwan. 

Bengal, Sultans and Governors of.

Beni Narayan. A Hindu by birth, 

but follower of the warlike teacher Sayyad 
Ahmad (q.v.). He wrote a sort of biographic 
anthology called Tazkira-i- Jahan (published 
1 8 1 2 1 ana many other works in prose and verse. 
(De Tassy, Bitt. de la litt. hind. 115.) 


Berar (4^ j^), Raja of. Vid$

Betab (c— Ai*j), whoso proper name 
is Abbas ( Ali Khan, which see. 

Bhagwan Das (Raja) (^Jul^jL^j 

te*^), called by Abu'l Fazl Bhagwan t 

Das was the son of Raj a Bihura Mai Kachhwaha 
Ambhar or Amer, now Jaipur. His daughter 
was married to the prince Mirza Salim (after- 
wards Jahangir) in the year a.d. 1585, a.h. 
993, by whom he had a daughter named 
Sulfan-un-nisa Begam, and then a son who 
became Sulfan Khusro (q.v.). Bhagwan Das 
died five days after the death of JUja Todar 
Mai, i.e. on the 15th November, a.d. 1589, 
19th Mu^arram, a.h. 998, at Lahore. After 
his death, the emperor Akbar, who was then 
at Kabul, conferred the title of Raja on his 
son Man Singh with the rank of 5000. 

Bhagwant Singh (aJL* u^J^jLyj), 


rana of DhaulpQr (1857). He died on the 
14th February, 1873. 

Bhanbu Khan (^U*. j-^ 1 ), the son 
of Zabita Khan, which see. 
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Bhartrihari, brother of Raja Yikram 

(Bikramjit). His Century of Sentences has 
been translated into English by Prof. Tawney, 
of Calcutta. 

Bhara Mai (Raja) (J* \J^) m Vide 

Bihari Mai. 

Bhartpur (*>^ j^c-^), Baja of. 

Vide Churaman Jiifc. 

Bhaskar Aoharya (b ; U^ j^^tf), a 

most celebrated astronomer of the Hindus, 
who was born at Bidae, a city in the Deccan, 
in the rear of Salivahana, 1036, corresponding 
with the year a.d. 1114, a.h. 508. He was 
the author of several treatises, of which the 
Zilatcati and the JBlja Ganita, relating to 
arithmetic, gcometery and algebra, and: the 
Siromani, an astronomical treatise, are ac- 
counted the most valuable authorities in those 
sciences which India possesses. The Siromani 
is delivered in two sections, the Gola- Adhyaya, 
or the Lecture on the Globe, and the Ganita 
Adhyava, or the Lecture on Numbers, as 
applied to Astronomy. The Ltlawntl was 
translated into Persian bv FaizI in the reign 
of Akbar, and an English translation has 
also been lately made by Dr. Taylor and 
published at Bombay. Bhaskar died at an 
advanced age, being upwards of 70 years. 
Lilawati was the name of his only daughter 
who died unmarried. 

Bhau (jl^), a Mahratta chief. Vide 

Sadasheo Bhau. 

Bhau Singh (aJL* jl^) f also called 

Mirza Raja, was the second son of Raja 
Bhagwan Das Kachhwaha, Raja of Amber 
(now Jaipur). He succeeded to the raj after 
his father's death in a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023, 
was raised to the rank of 5000 by the emperor 
Jahangir, and died of drinking a.d. 1621, 
a.h. 1030. Two of his wives and eight con- 
cubines burnt themselves on his funeral pyre. 
Among Jahangir' s courtiers the Rajas of 
Amber were the most addicted to drinking. 
His eldest brother Jagat Singh, and Maka 
Singh his nephew, had likewise paid with their 
lives for their drunken habits, out their fate 
was no lesson for Raja Bhau. 

Bhim Singh (<i t.\ »> A-*-fj), rana of 
Udaipur, was living in a.d. 1760. 

Bhim {e\^-\j a-^j), Raja of Gujrat, in 

whose time Sultan Mahmud Ghaznawi took 
the famous temple of Somnath in a.d. 1027. 

Bhim Singh Rathour (^ s * vt * - i ; ' 

••ylt). He usurped the throne of 
Jodhpur in a.d. 1793, on his grandfather's 


death by defeat of Zalim Singh, and died in 
1803. He was succeeded by Man Singl}. 

Bhoj (Raja) {^\j yj). Fide Raja 

Bhoj. ' 

Bhori Rani ( j\j ^Jjytf), the last of 

the wives of Maharaja Ran jit Singh; she 
died childless at Lahore on the 5th April, 
1872. Her adopted son Kuwar Bhup Singh 
distributed large sums of money before and 
after her death as alms to the poor. The 
funeral was very grand. Her remains were 
burnt near the aamddh of the late Maharaja, 
and the ashes were sent to be thrown into 
the Ganges at Hardwar. She drew a pension 
of 800 rupees per mensem from our Govern- 
ment and held jagirs of upwards of 60,000 
rupees per annum. 

Bhnohohn (jf^). Vide Zarra. 
Bhuya (^L-* A£«-^)> a nobleman of 

the court of Sultan Sikandar Lodi, who built 
the masjid Math in Delhi, but was afterwards 
assassinated by that princo without any crime, 
only because people used to assemble at his 
place. 

Bibi Bai (^jb ^^X the sister of 

Muhammad Shah ' Adil, king of Dehli, married 
to Salim Shah Sur, by whom she had a son 
named Firoz. After the death of Salim Shah, 
when Firoz, then an infant, was being murdered 
by his uncle Muhammad Shah, she defended 
her son for some time in her arms, presenting 
her body to the dagger, but her cruel brother 
tore the young prince from her embrace, and 
in her presence severed his head from his 
body. This event took place in May, a.d. 
1554. 

Bibi Danlat Shad Begam ( --;.«-{ 

*£*j t>U» e^Jjj), one of the wives 

of the emperor Akbar, and the mother of 
Shakrunnisa Begam, who survived her father, 
and died in the time of Jahangir. 

Bibi Marwarid (J0j^ ^^X *tfo 

of the late Amir Ai zal Khan, died in September, 
a.d. 1874. 

Bibi Zinda Abadi OJul *Jo: ^.p), 

commonly called Bibi Jind "Wadi by the 
people of Uchcha, was one of the descendants 
of Sayyad Jalal. She is buried at Uchcha 
in Multan. The dome in which she rests is 
erected of burnt bricks and cemented by 
mortar. The whole of the edifice is ornamented 
by various hues, and lapis lazuli of the 
celebrated mines of Badakhshan. The size 
of this grand building may be estimated at 
50 feet high, and the circumference 25. 
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Biharl Lai (JjJ u^lyj), a celebrated 

Hindi poet, called by Gilchrist the Thomson 
of the Hindus, and much admired among 
them ; he appears to have flourished about 
the beginning of the 16th century. Being 
informed that his prince Jaisah of Jaipur 
was so infatuated with the beauty of a very 
young girl he had married (so as to neglect 
entirely the affairs of his country, for he never 
came abroad, having shut himself up to 
contemplate the fascinating charms of his 
beauteous, though immature bride), Bihar! 
boldly ventured to admonish him by bribing 
a slave girl to convey a couplet, which he had 
composed, under his pillow ; the translation 
of which is thus given by Gilchrist, "When 
the flower blooms, what will be the situation 
of the tree, that is now captivated with a 
bud, in which there is neither fragrance, 
sweets, or colour. 1 ' This had not only the 
desired effect of rousing the prince from his 
lethargy, but excited in his breast a generous 
regard for the man, whose advice came so 
seasonably and elegantly disguised. Biharl 
received, ever after, a pension from court, 
with a present of more than one thousand 
pounds, for a work he published under the 
name of Salsai, from its consisting of seven 
hundred couplets. 

Biharl Mai (J^ ±Sj\>)t also called 

Bharamal and Puranmal, a Raja of Amber 
or Ameir, now Jaipur, was a raj put of 
the tribe of Kachhwaha. He paid homage to 
Babar about the year a.d. 1627, and was on 
friendly terms with the emperor Akbar, and 
had at an early period given his daughter in 
marriage to him, of whom was born the 
emperor Jahangfr. Both he and his son Raja 
Bhagwan Das were admitted at the same time 
to a high rank in the imperial army by the 
emperor. Bhagwan Das gave his daughter in 
marriage to Jahanglr in a.d. 1585, who was 
married next year (1586) to the daughter of 
Raja Udai Singh, son of Rao Maldeo Rafchor. 

Blja Bai (^yb Wu), or Biza Bal, 

the wife of Maharaja Daulat Rao Scindhia 
of Gwaliar. After the death of her husband, 
who died without issue, she elected Jhanko 
Rao Scindhia as his successor on the 18th 
June, 1827. She was expelled by him in 
1833, and went over to JhansI, where she had 
a large estate. She died at Gwaliar about 
the middle of the year 1863. 

Bijaipal (JU^. ar), a famous or 

fabulous Raja of Bayana, regarding whose 
power, riches, and extent of dominion, many 
curious tales are still current among the 
Bhartpur J at?, who assert their (spurious) 
descent from him. In the Byaipiil Rasa, a 
metrical romance or ballad (written in the 
Birj Bhakha) the Ilindu scholar will find a 
full and particular account of this great 
Hindu monarch, who is fabled to have con- 
quered Raja Jumeswar, the father of Pirthi 


Rai, the celebrated chauh&n king of DehlT, 
ana to have ruled despotically over the whole 
of India. The Karauli Raja too boasts his 
descent from Bijaipal, and if any faith can be 
placed in a " Bansaoli or genealogical tree," 
be has a fair claim to the benefits, real or 
imaginary, resulting therefrom. 

Bijai Singh {d±~> c 3^), son of Raja 

Abhai Singh, the son of Maharaja A jit, 
Singh, Rajhor of Jodhpur, succeeded to the 
raj in a.d. 1752, a.h. 1167. He became in- 
fatuated with fondness for a young concubine ; 
after having fought the Mughols for 40 years 
he organised a confederacy against them in 
1787 and was defeated by de Boigne (q.v.) at 
Patan and Nirta in 1790*; his chiefs rebelled, 
his family were in hostility with each other, 
and he left at his death the throne itself in 
dispute. Raja Man Singh at length suc- 
ceeded, in 1804, to the honours and the feuds 
of Bijai Singh. 

Bijai Singh (a$Lj ^jssr\ son of Raja 
Bhagwan Das. Vide Ramji. 

Bikramajit (^^w^U^G), or more 

properly Vikramaditya, a mythical sovereign 
of Malwa and Gujrat, whose capital was 
Ujain. His era called the Sambat is still used 
in the north of India. Bikramajit died (or 
ascended the throne) in the Kali Jug year, 
3044, according to Wilford, whose essays in 
the 9th and 10th volumes of the Asiatic 
Researches contain information on the history 
of the three supposed princes of this name 
and of their common rival Salivahana. The 
first Sambat year, therefore, concurs with the 
year 3045 of the Kali Jug year, or 57 years 
Defore the birth of Christ. This prince was a 
great patron of learned men ; nine of whom 
at his court are called nine gems, and are said 
to have been Dhanwantari, Kshapanaka, 
Amera Sinha, Sanku, Vetalabhalta, Ghata- 
karpara, Ealidasa, Virahamihira, and Vira- 
ruchi. His real date is still an open question. 
" To assign him to the first year of his era 
might be quite as great a mistake as placing 
Pope Gregory XIII. in the year one of the 
Gregorian Calendar." — Holtzmann.

Bikramajit (RajaaXte*^ e^U£), 
Vide Rae Patr Das. A Khatre. 

Bikrami ( **\£*) t the poetical name 

of Mir 'Abdur Rahman Wizarat Khan, 
brother of Qasim Khan, the grandfather of 
Samsam-uddaula Shahnawaz Khan. He was 
promoted in the reign of the emperor 
'Alamgir to the DiwanI of Malwa and 
Bijapur. He was an excellent poet, and has 
left a Diwan composed in a most beautiful 
style. 
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Bilal (Jib), the name of the crier, 

who used to announce to the people when 
Muhammad prayed. He was an African, 
aid a freed slave of Muhammad. He died in 
the time of Umar, the second Khalif after 
Muhammad, in the year a.d. 641, a.h. 20. 

Bilal Kunwar (^ J5b), the wife of 

the emperor 'Alamgir II. and mother of Shah 
'Alam, king of Denil. Her title was Zinat 
Mahal. 

Bilqaini ( aJlIj), whose proper name 

was Abu Hafs, is the author of the works 
called Mahdsin-ul-Istildh, Sharah Bukbari, 
and Tarandl. He died in a.d. 1402, ah. 
805. See Siraj-uddin, son of Nur-uddin, 
and Abu Hafs-aL-Bukhari. 

Binai (Maulana) ( JLj). His father 

was a respectable architect at Herat, the birth- 
place of the poet, and his takhallus or 
poetical name is derived from Bina or Banna, 
a builder. He is the author of a work called 
Jiahramvea - Bahroz, a story which he 
dedicated to the Sultan Ya'qub the son of 
TJzzan Hasan. His conceit had roused the 
jealousy of Amir Alisher ; Binai tried to con- 
ciliate his favour by writing a Qasida in his 
praise, but receiving no reward, he therefore 
substituted the name of Sultan Ahmad Mirza 
for that of Alisher, saying that he would not 
give away his daughters without dowry. 
Alisher was so enraged at this, that he 
obtained a death-warrant against him. Binai 
fled to Mawarunnahr. He was killed in the 
massacre of Shah Isma'il in a.d. 1512, a.h. 
918. He has also left a Diwan consisting of 
6,000 verses.

Binayek Rao (Raja) (<^U ^ . v-Jo Lj), 

the son of Amrit Rao, a Marhatta chief. 
He died in July, 1853, aged 50 years. 

Bin Banana (tfUj ^) 9 surname of 

Abu Nasr-ibn-ul-'Aziz bin-'Amru, an 
Arabian poet who died at Baghdad in a.d. 
1U09, a.h. 400. 

Bindraban (^Kj^j), a Hindu author 

who flourished in the reign of tho emperor 
'Alamgir, and wrote a work called Lubbut- 
Tawarikh, a summary history of Hindustan. 

Birbal (jj^^^j), or Birbal, was a 

Brahman of the tribe of Bhaj;. His proper 
name was Mahes Das. He was a man of 
very lively conversation, on which account he 
became one of the greatest personal favourites 


of the emperor Akbar, who conferred on 
him the title of Raja and the rank of 5000. 
He was also an excellent Hindi poet, and was 
honored with the title of Kabrae or the royal 
poet. He was slain, together with Mulla 
Sheri and other officers of note, in a battle 
fought against the Yusafzai Afghans of 
Sawad and Bijor (places between Kabul and 
Hindustan) in February, a.d. 1586, Rabi I. 
a.h. 994. Akbar was lor a long time incon- 
solable for the death of Birbal, and as the 
Raja's body was never found, a report gained 
currency that he was still alive among the 
prisoners, and it was so much encouraged 
by Akbar, that a long time afterwards an 
impostor appeared in his name ; and as this 
second Birbal died before he reached the 
court, Akbar again wore mourning as for his 
friend. Many of Birbal's witty sayings are 
still current in India. 

Birbhan, founder of the sect of 

Sadhs (Hindust. " Quakers") born near 
Narnaul at a.d. 1640. Date and place of 
death unknown. 

Bir Singh (teAj &~» ^-j), a Raja of 

the Bundela tribe of Rajputs. He was the 
founder of this family, and from him the 
family of the Urcha chief is descended. The 
greater part of his dominions was wrested 
from him by Raja Uhatar Sal, who was 
the last sole possessor of the Bundelkhand 
province. At that period its capital was 
fcalanger, but the residence of the Raja was 
Panna, celebrated for its diamond mines. 

Birgili (^ji) f surname of Mulla 

Muhammad-bin-Pir 'All, a celebrated Arabian 
author, who wrote the Sharah Arba,in, 
and died a.d. 1573, a.h. 981. He is by some 
called Barkali. 

Birjis Qadar (^jj ^a^j^j), whose 

original name was Ramzan 'All, was son of 
"Wajid 'Ali, the ex- king of Lucknow. His 
mother's name was Ma ( shuk Begam. At the 
outbreak, he was created king with the unani- 
mous consent of the rebel soldiery in 1857 at 
the instance of Barkat Ahmad, Risaladar, 
late 15th Regiment Irregular Cavalrv, who 
subsequently tell in battle. Birjis Qadar was 
then 10 years of age. Before his accession, 
his uncle Sulaiman Sbikoh was much per- 
suaded by the rebels to accept the crown, but 
refused. Birjis Qadar was driven out of 
India and took refuge with his mother at 
Katmandu in Nepal. 

Bir Singh Rao (^ a£~j^-j), other- 
wise written Nar Singh, a Bundela chief 
suborned by Saltan Salim, eldest son of 
Akbar, to slay Abul Fazl, the emperor's 
favourite minister. The Rao was hotly pur- 
sued for his crime but escaped. On Salmi's 
accession he was rewarded.

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Bisati Samarqandi (^jxJja^ ^Lo), 

a poet of Samarkand who flourished in the 
time of Sulti.n Khulil-ullah, grandson of 
Amir Taimur. He was formerly a weaver of 
carpets, and had assumed for his poetical title 
" HasTri," but he changed it afterwards to 
Bisati. lie was contemporary with 'Asmat- 
ullah Bukhari. 

Bislir Hafl (^.jU^^Lj) (i.e. Biahrthe 

barefoot), a Muhammadan doctor who was 
born at Marv, and brought up at Baghdad, 
where he died on Wednesday the 10th No- 
vember, a.d. 840, 10th Muharram, a.h. 226. 
Different dates are given of his death ; but it 
is certain that he died several years before 
Ahmad Hnnbal, and the one given here 
appears to be very correct. 

Bishun Singh (Kachwaha) ( .JLj 

*&**>), Raja of Ambhar or Ameir, 

was the son of Ram Singh and the father of 
Mirza Raja Jaisingh Sewai. He died about 
the year a.d. 1693, a.h 1105. 

Bismil (J^ywj), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Sha'ft of Naishupur, uncle 
of Nawab Safdar Jang. 

Bismil (J^^ygwj), the poetical name of 

Amir Hasan Khan of Calcutta, who was 
living in a.d. 1845, a.h 1261. 

Biswas Rao (^ (j»\y*j), the eldest 

son of Bala Rao Peshwa, the Marhatta chief. 
He was killed in the battle against Ahmad 
Shah Abdali on the 14th January, n.s. 1761, 
together with Sadasheo Bhau and other 
Marhatta chiefs. 

Bithal Das Gaur (^ ^J Ji£rf)> 

son of Gopal Das, Raja of Sheopur. On a 
spot of 10 bhigas towards Tajgani on the 
banks of the river Jamna he had ouilt his 
house and a garden. In the town of Shali- 
ghan he was raised to 3000, and was appointed 
Kiladar of the fort of Agra. He was after- 
wards raised to the rank of 5000, and in the 
year a.h. 1062 went home and there died. 

Bo 'All Qalandar ( Jm \ A i ^U yj). 

[Vide Abu 'All Qalandar.] 

Bolgne (or le Borgne)Benoit, Count de, 
a Savoyard who, after holding commissions in 
the French and Russian armies, came to India 
and entered the East India Company's ser- 
vice at Madras, 1778. After some adventures 
he entered Sindhia's service in 1784, and trained 
four regular brigades. In 1796 he returned 
to Europe with a large fortune, much of 


which he devoted to public purposes and 
charity at Chamberi, his native town. He 
died there on the 21st June, 1830.

Bughra Khan (^U- \jiu\ surname of 

Nisir-uddin Mahmud, the second son of 
Sultan Ghayas-uddin Balban, king of Dehli. 
He was made governor of Lakhnauti in 
Bengal by his father, at whose death in a.d. 
1286, he being then in that province, his 
son Kaiqubad was raised to the throne of 
Dehli.

Bukhari (^jj&r). Vide Al-Bukharl. 

Bultml ( JJj). Vide Mirza Muhammad 
suraamed Bulbul. 

Burandaq ( jjJ^j), the poetical name 

of Maulana Baha-uddin. He was a native 
of Samarqand, and a sprightly satirical poet ; 
much dreaded by his contemporaries, on 
account of his wit and caustic humour. He 
was the especial panegyrist of Sultan Baiqara 
Mirza, the son of 'Umar Shaikh and grandson 
of Amir Taimur. When Prince Baiqara 
ascended the throne in a.d. 1394, he ordered 
that the sum of five hundred ducats (in Turki 
bish yuz altun) should be paid to Burandaq. 
By a mistake of the Secretary, he received 
only two hundred ; and therefore addressed 
the following lines to the Sultan : — 

" The Shah, the terror of his foes, 
Who well the sound of flatt'ry knows, 
The conqueror of the world, the lord 
Of nations vanquish' d by his sword, 
Gave, while he prais'd my verse, to me 
Five hundred ducats as a fee. 
Great was the Sultan* s generous mood, 
Great is his servant's gratitude, 
And great the sum ; but strange to say ! 
Perhaps the words in Turkish tongue 

Convenient meaning may derive ; 
Or else my greedy ear was wrong, 

That turn'd two hundred into five." 

The Sultan was extremely entertained at the 
readiness of the poet ; and sending for him, 
assured him that the words " bish yuz altun " 
signified in Turkish a thousand ducats, which 
he ordered to be immediately paid (Dublin 
University Magazine for 1840). The year of 
Burandaq" s death is unknown. He was 
contemporary with Khwaja 'Asniat-ullah 
Bukhari who died in a.d. 1426, a.h. 829. 

Bnrhan (^Vay), a poet of Mazindaran, 

came to Dehli and died there shortly after 
Nadir Shah had pillaged that city. He is 
the author of a Diwan. 

Burhan (^Ij&^j), the poetical name of 

Muhammad Hasan, the author of the Persian 
Dictionary called Burhan Qata.

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Burhan 'Imad Shall (*Li jUx &\*>j), 

one of the princes of the 'Imad Shahi dynasty. 

He succeeded his father, Daria 'Imad Shah, in 

the government of tterar when hut a child. 

His minister Taufal Khan became regent ; 

and before the prince was of an age to assume 

the reigns of his empire, Taufal Khan, 

assisted by the ruler of Khandesh and by the 

Nizam Shahi court, usurped the government. 

He eventually confined his sovereign in irons 

in the fort of Parnala, and assumed the title 

of king. In the year a.d. 1568, ah. 980, 

Nizam Shah marched against Taufal Khan, 

under the pretence of releasing the imprisoned 

prince from his confinement. He took the 

fort of Gawal by capitulation, defeated Taufal 

Khan and made him prisoner with his son ; 

but instead of placing the captive monarch on 

the throne of Berar, sent him with the 

usurper and his son to be confined in one of 

the 5»izam Shahi forts, where they were all 

subsequently strangled by the king's order. 

Thus the family of 'I mad Shah and that of 

the usurper Taufal Khan became extinct. 

Burhan Naqid (jili ^U^), a poet 

who is the author of the poem entitled Dil 
Aihob, dedicated to the emperor Shah Jahan. 

Burhan Nizam Shah I. (*Uaj sJ^j 3 . 
i\*L) ascended the throne of Ahmad- 

nagar in the Deccan after the death of his 
father, Ahmad Nizam Shah, in a.d. 1508, a.h. 
914, in the seventh year of his age. He 
reigned 47 lunar years and die4 at the age of 
64 in a.d. 1554, a.h. 961, and was buried in 
the same tomb with his father. 

Burhan Nizam Shah II. (Jiaj (jU j 

all), brother of Murtaza Nizam II. 

ascended the throne of Ahmadnagar in the 
Deccan on the 15th May, o.s. 1591, 1st 
Sha'ban, a.h. 999, alter deposing and con- 
fining his own son Isma'il Nizam Shah, who 
had been placed on the throne during his 
absence at the court of the emperor Akbar. 
He was advanced in years ; but notwith- 
standing his age, gave himself up to pleasures 
unbecoming his dignity. His reign was 
marked by an unsuccessful war with the king 
of Bijapur, and a disgraceful defeat from the 
Portuguese, who had seized the sea coasts of 
his dominions. He died after a reign of 
four years and sixteen days, on the 18th April, 
a.d. 1595, 18th Sha'ban, a.h. 1003, in the 
40th year of the reign of Akbar, and was 
succeeded by his son Ibrahim Nizam Shah. 
Maul ana Zahuri dedicated his Siiqinama to 
Burhan Nizam Shah, containing nearly 4,000 
verses. 

Burhan-uddin Abu Is-haq-al-Fazari 
(jh**^ yi\ ^jJl cA*/A commonly 
called Ibn-Firkah, author of the Faraez-al~ 


Fazfiri, a treatise on the law of Inheritance 
according to Shafa'i's doctrine. He died in 
a.d. 1328, a.h. 729. 

Burhan-uddin Bin Mazah-al-Bu- 
khari (^jjjl ^L&pj), author of 

the Zukhlrat-ul-Fatawa, sometimes called 
Zakhirat ul-liurAania, and of the Muheet-al- 
Burhanl. 

Burhan-uddin All Bin Abu-Bakr-al- 
Marghinani (Shaikh) (^jJ\ ^lay 

iff* i<^X author of the JELidaya 

Sharah Badly a, or the Lawyer' $ Guide, a 
very celebrated book of Muhammadan Juris- 
prudence, which during the period that Mr. 
Hastings governed the British dominions in 
India, was bv his orders most ably translated 
by Charles Hamilton, Esq., and published in 
London, in the year a.d. 1791. Burhan- 
uddin was born at Marghinan, in Transoxania 
in a.d. 1135, a.h. 529, and died in a.d. 
1197, a.h. 593. The Htdiya, which is a 
commentary on the Badaya-al-Mubtada, is 
the most celebrated law treatise according to 
the doctrines of Abu Hanifa, and his disciples 
Abu Yusaf and the Imam Muhammad. A 
Persian version of the Hidaya was made by 
Maulwi Ghulam Yehia Khan and others and 
published at Calcutta in 1807. He also 
wrote a work on inheritance entitled the 
Faraez-ul- Usmdni, which has been illustrated 
by several comments. 

Burhan-uddin Gharib (Shah or 
Shaikh) (,VA w^i ^jJI ^Ijy), 

a celebrated Musalman saint much venerated 
in the Deccan. He died in a.d. 1331, a.h. 
731, and his tomb is at Barhanpur in Daula- 
tabad, and is resorted to in a pilgrimage by 
the Muhammadaus. He was a disciple of 
Shaikh Nizam -uddin Aulia, who died in a.d. 
1325, a.h. 725, 

Burhan-uddin Haidar Bin Muham- 

mad-al-Hirwi (^ ^jJi e>W^ 

«X*f*), author of a commentary on 

the Sirajia of Sajawandi. He died in a.d. 
1426, a.h. 830. 

Burhan-uddin Ibrahim Bin Ali Bin

Malik! lawyers, and author of the l)ibaj*Hl- 
Muzahhib. He died in a.d. 1396, a.h. 799. 

Burhan-uddin (Qazi) (^•iJI cA-^ 

j^ilS), Lord of the city of Sivas in 

Cuppadocia or Caramenia, who died in a.d. 
1395, a.h. 798. After his death Bayezfd I. 
Sultan of the Turks, took possession of his 
States. 
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Burhan-uddin Mahmud Bin Ahmad 

author of a Afuhil, which, though known in 
India, is not so greatly esteemed as the 
Muhit-a9-Sarakh*i. The work of Burhan- 
uddln is commonly known as the Muhit-al- 
Burhani. 

Burhan - uddin Muhammad Baqir 
(Mir) (^ ^ ±*s* ^\ ^Uj 

jc-^15), QazI of Qashan. He wrote 

a Diwan containing about 5,000 verses. He 
was living about the year a.d. 1686, a.h. 993. 

Burhan-uddin (Shaikh) ( .*> jJI ^Uj

Burhan-uddin (Sayyad) ( . jjj^ .U j 

Ju^), surnamed Muhaqqiq. He died 

in the year ad. 1247, a.h. 645, and was 
buried at Caesarea.

Burzuj ^jj^j), a Persian physician 

He 
was sent by that prince to India to procure a 
copy of the book called the Wisdom of all 
Agt»; which he afterwards translated into 
Persian. That which now exists is greatly 
altered from the original version. 

Bns-haq (jL*~yj), the abbreviated 
poetical name of Abu Is-haq Atma', which see. 


Buzarjimehr^As^), the celebrated 

minister of Naushirwan the Just, king" of 
Persia. He is said to have imported from 
India the game of Chess and the Fables of 
Pilpay. Such has been the fame of his 
wisdom and virtues, that the Christians claim 
him as a believer in the gospel; and the 
Muhammadans revere him as a premature 
Musalman. He lived to a great age, and 
died in the time of Hurmuz III. son and 
successor of Naushirwan the Just, between 
the years a.d. 580 and 590. 

Bnzarjmehr Qnmmi ( --4J jie*^Jj0* 

a celebrated Persian Prosodian of Qumm, who 
lived before the time of Saifi, the author of 
the Uruz Saijl. 

Buzurg Khanam ( jl^ *— fo)# the 

daughter of Saif Khan, by Malika Bano 
Begam, the daughter of Asaf Khan Wazir, 
and wife of Zafar Khan, a nobleman of the 
reign of the emperor 'Alamgir. She died 
before her husband in the month of May, 
a.d. 1659, Shawwal, a.h. 1069. 

Buzurg Umaid Khan (Jl*^ ^jri 

c ,Lc»0, son of Shaista Khan, an 

officer of rank in the time of the emperor 
Alamgir. At the time of his death, which 
took place in a.d. 1694, a.h. 1106, he was 
governor of Behar. 

Buzurg Umaid*(ju^ v— fo\ or Kaia 

Buzurg Umaid, one of the Ismailis, who 
succeeded Hasan Sabbah, the Old Man of 
the Mountains, in June, a.d. 1124, Rabl II. 
a.h. 618, and reigned 24 years. After his 
death his son Kuia Muhammad succeeded 
him and reigned 26 years. 
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Caragoeea. Vide Qara Ghuz. 


Chaghtai Khan (^Uw 'UjLsO, or 

Qain, the most pious and accomplished of all 
the sons of Changez Khan ; and although he 
succeeded, by the will of his father, to the 
kingdoms of Transoxiana, Balkh, Badakhshan, 
and Kashghar in a.d. 1227, a.h. 624, he 
governed these countries by deputies, and 
remained himself with his eldest brother, 
Oqta Qaan, by whom he was regarded with 
the reverence which a pupil gives to his 
master. He died seven months before his 
brother in the month of June, a.d. 1241, 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 638. Qarichar Nawian, who 
was the fifth ancestor of Amir Taimur, was 
one of his Amirs, and, at length, captain 
general of all his forces. The dynasty that 
founded the so-called " Moehul, or Mnghol 
Empire" of India was nameaafter Chaghtai.

Chaghta Sultan (^1 U \ ... bJL>-), a 

handsome young man of the tribe of the 
Mnghols and favourite of the emperor Babar 
Shah. He died at Kabul in a.d. 1646, a.h. 
953. 

Chait Singh (*{•.«# ls-^jj-), Raja, 

son of Balwant Singh, zamlndar of Banaras. 
He succeeded his father in a.d. 1770. In 
August, 1781, demands were made upon him, 
by the Governor-General, for additional tribute 
to be paid to the Company, as the sovereign 
power now requiring assistance in its exigency. 
The Raja declined, pleading willingness, but 
inability. He was arrested by Mr. Hastings' 
order, at Banaras; a revolt took place in 
his behalf on the 20th August ; nearly two 
companies of Sepoys and their officers were 
destroyed, —and the Raja escaped in the con- 
fusion. The Governor-General immediately 
assumed control of the province ; and troops 
were called in to oppose the Raja, who now 
headed the numbers flocking to his support. 
He was defeated at Latifpur, in Bundelkhand. 
where he had taken retuge ; and lastly, his 
stronghold of Bijaigurh was seized, and his 
family plundered by a force under Major 
Popham. His post was declared vacant, and 
the zamindari bestowed on the next heir, a 
nephew of the Raja, a minor. After these 
transactions at Banaras, the Governor- General 
proceeded to Audh, to obtain an adjustment 
of the heavy debts due to the Company by 
the Wazir 'Asaf-ud-daula. The territories 
of the Begams (one, the mother of Shuja'-ud- 
daula, the late Nawab— the other, the mother 


of the Wazir) were seized, on a charge of 
aiding the insurrection of Chait Singh. The 
Raja found an asylum in Gwaliar for 29 
years, and died there on the 29th March, a.d. 
1810. See Balwant Singh. His estates, 
with title of Raja, were presented to his 
nephew Babu Muhip Narain, grandson of 
Raja Balwant Singh.

Chand («xil»0, or Chand, called also 

Trikala, from his supposed prophetic spirit, 
was a celebrated Hindu poet or bard. He 
flourished towards the close of the twelfth 
century of the Christian era. He may be 
called the poet laureate of Prithiraj, the 
Chauhan emperor of Dehli who, in his last 
battle with Shahab-uddin Ghori, was taken 
prisoner and conveyed to Ghazni, where his 
oard, Chand, followed him. Both perished 
by their own hands, after the death of their 
implacable foe, Shahab-uddin. Like the 
Greek bard, Homer, countries and cities have 
contended for the honour of having been the 
place of birth of this the most popular poet 
of the Hindus. Dehli, Qanauj, Mahdba, 
and the Pan jab, assert their respective claims, 
but his own testimony is decisive, whence it 
appears that he was a native of Lahore. In 
his Prithiraj Chauhan Rnsa, when enumerat- 
ing some of the heroes, friends and partizans 
of his hero, he says, " Niddar was born in 
Qanauj, Siluk and Jait, the father and son, 
at Abu ; in Mundava the Parihur, and in 
Kurrik Kangra the Haoll Rao, in Nagor, 
Balbhaddar, and Chand, the bard, at Lahore." 

Chand Saudagar (J?\jf* «*3l>»), a 
Bangali merchant.

Chanda Knnwar („„•«„? U,;,.v), 

also called Jindan Kour ; the wife of Maha- 
raja Ranjit Singh, of Lahore, and mother 
of Maharaja Dilip Singh (q.v.).

Chanda (L&J *L* U ■>,>»), also called 


Mah-liqa, a dancing girl, or queen of Haidara- 
bad, was a poetess of much taste and merit. 
She ia the author of a Diwan, which was 
revised by Sher Muhammad Khan I man. In 
the year a.d. 1799, in the midst of a dance, in 
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which she bore the chief part, she presented 
a British officer with a copy of her poems, 
accompanied with the following complimentary 
observations, in the form of the usual gazal :— 

Since my heart drank from the cup of a 

fascinating eye, 
I wonder beside myself, like one whom wine 

bewilders. 
Thy searching glances leave nothing unseated ; 
Thy face, bright as flame, consumes my heart. 
Thou soughtest a Nazar : I offer tnee my 

head; 
Albeit thy heart is not unveiled to me. 
My eyes fixed on thy lineaments —emotion 

agitates my soul, 
Fresh excitement beats impatient in my heart. 
All that Chanda asks is, tnat, in either world, 
Thou wouldst preserve the ashes of her heart 

by thy side.

OhandaSahit>(c^r*.L?tax>-), surname 


of Husain Dost Khan, a relation of Dost 'Ali 
Khan, Nawab of Arcot, whose daughter he 
had married. He had made his way to the 
highest offices of the government by the services 
of his sword, and was esteemed the ablest 
soldier that had of late years appeared in the 
Carnatic. He cajoled the queen of Trichi- 
nopoly, and got possession of the city in a.d. 
1736. He was taken prisoner by the 
Mahraftas on the 26th March, a.d. 1741, 
and imprisoned in the fort of Sitara, but was 
released, by the intervention of Dupleix in 
1748, and appointed Nawab of the Carnatic by 
Muzaffar Jang. He was put to death in 
a.d. 1762, 1st Sha'ban, a.h. 1165, by the 
Mahratjas, and his head sent to Muhammad 
'Ali Khan, made Nawab of Arcot by the 
English, who reigned for over 40 years. 


Chandar Bhan ( tir «Jb r J ^lyj j^^) t 

a Brahman of Patjala, well-versed in the 
Persian language.was emploved as a MunshT 
in the service of the prince t)ara Shikoh, the 
eldest son of the emperor Shah Jahan. He 
is the author of several Persian works, i.e., 
Guldasta, Tuhfat-ul- Anwar ', Tvhfat-ul- 
Fut-hd, Majma'-ul- Fuqrd, one entitled 
Char Chaman, another called Manshat Brah- 
man being a collection of his own letters 
written to different persons, and also of a 
Diwan in which he uses the title of Brahman 
for his poetical name. After the tragical 
death of nis employer, he retired to Banaras 
where he died in the year a.d. 1662, a.h. 
1073. He had also built a house at Agra, of 
which no traces now remain. 

Chand Bibi (Sultana) C^^-J JuL*-) 

was the daughter of Ilusain Nizam Shah I. 
of Ahmadnagar in the Deccan, sister to 
Murtaza Nizam Shah, and wife of 'All 'Adil 
Shah I. of Bijapur. After the death of her 
husband in a.d. 1580, a.h. 98*, she had 
been queen and dowager-regent of the neigh- 


bouring kingdom of Bijapur during the 
minority of her nephew Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah ft. and was one of the most able 
politicians of her day. The Mughols under 
prince Murad, the son of Akbar, proceeded 
in November, a.d. 1695, Rabi' II. a.h. 1004, 
and besieged Ahmadnagar for some months, 
while Chand Sulfana defended the place with 
masculine resolution. At the same time, 
there being a scarcity of provisions in the 
Mughol camp, the prince and Khan-Khanan 
thought it advisable to enter into a treaty 
with the besieged. It was stipulated by 
Chand Bibi that the prince should keep 
possession of Berar, and that Ahmadnagar 
and its dependencies, should remain with her 
in the name of Bahadur, the grandson of 
Burhan Shalj. She was put to death by a 
faction in the year a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008. 

Chandragnpta (l^T,jc^), caUed by 

the Greeks Sandracottus. He seized the 
kingdom of Magadha, after the massacre of 
the survivors of the Naida dynasty, whose 
capital was the celebrated city Pataliputra, 
called by the Greeks Palibothra. Married a 
Greek Princess, daughter of Seleucus Nikator, 
and was grandfather to Asoka (q.v.). 


ChanduLal (^ J^Jc^), a Hindu, 

who was appointed Diwan to the Nizam 
of Haidarabad in a.d. 1808. His poetical 
name is Shadan. He died in the year a.d. 
1863. 


Changez Khan (^U** 



), also 


called by us Gengis, Jengis, and Zingis, 
surnamea Tamujin, was the son of Yesuki 
a Khan or chief of the tribe of Mughols. 
He was born in a.d. 1154, a.h. 649, and at 
the age of 13 he began to reign, but the 
conspiracies of his subjects obliged him to fly 
for safety to Avant Khan, a Tartar prince, 
whom he supported on his throne, and whose 
daughter he married. These ties were not 
binding. Avant Khan joined against Changez, 
who took signal vengeance on his enemies, 
and after almost unexampled vicissitudes he 
obtained, at the age of 49, a complete victory 
over all those who had endeavoured to effect 
his ruin, and received from the Khans of 
Tartar}' the title of Khaqan in a.d. 1206, 
a.h. 602, and was declared emperor of 
Tartary. His capital was Qaraqunn. In 
the space of 22 years he conquered Corea, 
Cathay (part of China) and the noblest 
provinces of Asia, and became as renowned a 
conqueror as Alexander the Great. He died 
on Sunday the 29th August, a.d. 1227, 
Ramazan, a.h. 624, aged 75 lunar years, 
leaving his dominions (which extended 1800 
leagues from east to west, and 1000 from 
north to south) properly divided among his 
four sons, Juji, Oqtai, Chaghtai and Tuli 
Khan.

k-^o-Up), Raja of Sitae, who died 

in, or a year before, a.d. 1874, whose adopted 
son was Raja Bam. 

Chair Sal ( JL> j&-), or, according 

to the author of the Masir-ul-Umra, 
Satar Sal, was the son of Chait Singh, chief 
of the Bundelas or inhabitants of Bundel- 
khand, of which province he was Raja. To 
secure the independence of his posterity 
against the encroaching power of the 
- Marhaftas, he entered into a close alliance 
with the Peshwa Baji Rao I. about the year 
a.d. 1733, a.h. 1146, and at his demise he 
bequeathed him a third of his dominions, 
under an express stipulation that his 
posterity should be protected by the Peshwa 
and his heirs. Chatr Sal died a.d. 1735, 
leaving two sons, Hirde Sah and Jagat Raj . 
The division of the dominions of Bundel- 
khand, bequeathed to the Peshwa, comprised 
the Mahals of Kiilpi, Sirounj, Kunch, Garra 
Ko£a, and Hirdainagar. Uangadhar Bala 
was nominated by the Peshwa as his naib to 
superintend the collections. Afterwards the 
principal leaders in Bundelkhand having 
fallen in battles, and the ruin of the country 
having been completed hy the subsequent 
conquest of the Raja of Panna hy Nana 
Arjun, the grandson of Bakhat Singh, a 
descendant of Chatr Sal, it hence became 
the object of Nana Farnawis, the Puna 
minister, notwithstanding the stipulations by 
which the former Peshwa obtained from 
Chatr Sal one-third of his dominions, to 
annex the whole of Bundelkhand to the 
Marha&a States. For this purpose he gave 
the investiture of it to 'All Bahadur, son of 
Shamsher Bahadur, an illegitimate son of the 
Peshwa Bail Rao, whose descendants became 
Nawabs of Banda.

Chatur Mahal (\&f A>»), one of 

the Begams of the ex-king of Oudh. One 
Qurban 'AH, who had held a subordinate 
position, and was latterly a Sharistadar under 
the British Government, suddenly became a 
rich man by marrying her. He formed the 
acquaintance of this young and beautiful 
woman, and they resolved to be married. 
But the Begam did not wish the union with 
a man so inferior to herself to take place 
where she was known, and so obtained the 
permission of the Chief Commissioner to 
leave Oudh on the pretence of making a 
pilgrimage to Mecca. Once clear of Lucknow, 
she was joined by Qurban 'All, and made for 
his home at Bijnaur in Bundelkhand.

), the 


younger son of the Mahra&a chief Raghunath 
Rao (Raghoba) was furtively raised to the 
masnad at Puna some time after the death 
of Madho Rao II. the son of Narayan Rayo 
II. on the 26th May, a.d. 1796; but was 
deposed afterwards, and succeeded by his elder 
brother Baji Rao II. who was publicly pro- 
claimed on the 4th December following. 

Chin Qalich Khan (^U. ^3 ^j^).

Chin Qalioh Khan C..U* -*di ,.^s^) 9 
former name of Nizam - ul - Mulk Asaf Jah 

Churaman C^l/j^i an enterprising 

Ja£ who having enriched himself by plun- 
dering the baggage of the emperor 'Alanigir's 
army on his last march to the Deccan, 
built the fortress of Bhartpur, fourteen kos 
from Agra, with part of the spoil, and 
became the chief of that tribe. The present 
Rajas of Bhartpur are his descendants. He 
was killed by the Imperial army in the battle 
which took place between the emperor 
Muhammad Shah and Qutb-ul-Mulk Sayyad 
'Abd-ullah Khan in November, a.d. 1720, 
Muharram, a.h. 1133. His son Badan 
Singh succeeded him.

Whilst the British were in Bengal, 
and the Wakil of the king of Persia was 
killed in Bombay in an affray, it became 
urgent for the British Government to send 
a Wakil on deputation to Persia. Dabir-ud- 
daula was selected for this high office. On 
his return, after fully completing the trust, 
he was appointed a full Political Agent at 
Ava. Alter this, in latter times, he held the 
office of Prime Minister to Akbar Shah II. 

Daghistani ( <J j\ sl«, r\j) t a poet of 

Daghistan in Persia, who is the author of a 
Persian work called Rayaz-ush-Shu'arii.

Dahan (^\jt\ j), whose proper name is 

Abu Muhammad Sa'id, son of Mubarik, better 
known as Ibn Dahan- al- Baghdad!, was an 
eminent Arabic grammarian and an excellent 
poet. He died in a.d. 1173, a.h. 669. 

Dai ( *c^j), whose full name is Nizam- 

uddin Muhammad Dai', was a disciple of 
Shah Na'mat-ullah Wall, and is the author 
of a Diwan which he completed in the year 
a.d. 1460, a.h. 865. 

Daqiqi (JL3S), a famous poet at the 

court of Amir Nuh II. son of Amir Mansur 
SamanI, by whose request he had commenced 
to write the Shah Ndma, but before he could 
finish a thousand verses of the story of 
Gtishtasp, he was slain by one of his slaves. 
The year of his death is not known, but this 
event appears to have taken place during the 
reign of his royal master, who reigned in 
Khurasan twenty years, and died in a.d. 997, 
a.h. 387. His proper name, according to 
the Aitashkada, was Mansur bin -Ahmad. 

Dalpat (^yJ^S) 9 Raja of Bhojpur near 

Buxar, was defeated and imprisoned, and when 
he was at length set at liberty by Akbar, on 
payment of an enormous sum, he again 
rebelled under Jahangir, till Bhojpur was 
sacked, and his successor Raja Partdb was 
executed by Shah Jahan, whilst the Rani 
was forced to marry a Muhammadan courtier. 
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Dalpat San (»L, e^J j), the husband 
of Rani Durgawati, which see. 

Damad (jUj), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad Baqir, which see. 

Damaji ( jj-UU), the first Gaeqwar 
of Baroda. His successor was Pelaji. 

Damishqi ( g.fl, «j), an illustrious 

Persian poet, named Muhammad Damishqi, 
who flourished in the time of Fazl, the son 
of Ahia or Yahia, the Barmecide or Barmaki. 

Danial Mirza (Sultan) (U^ JLJ^J 

^UaL*), the third son of the emperor 

Akbar. He was born at Ajmir on "Wednes- 
day the loth September, a.d. 1572, and 
received the name of Danial on account of 
his having been born in the house of a 
celebrated Darwesh named Shaikh Danial. 
His mother was a daughter of Raja Bihari 
Mai Kachhwaha. After the death of his 
brother, prince Sultan Murad, he was sent 
to the Deccan by his father, accompanied by 
a well appointed army, with orders to occupy 
all the Nizam Shah I territories. Ahmadnagar 
was taken in the beginning of the vear a.h. 
1009, or a.d. 1600; Sultan Danial died on 
the 8th April, a.d. 1605, 1st £il-hijja, a.h. 
1013, in the city of Burhanpur, aged 33 years 
and some months, owing to excess in drinking. 
His death and the circumstances connected 
with it so much affected the king his father, 
who was in a declining state of health, that 
he became every day worse, and died not long 
after. From the enronogram it would seem 
that the prince Danial died in the year a.h. 
1012, or a.d. 1604, a year and six months 
before his father. 

Danish (^Utj), poetical name of Mir 
Razi who died in a.d. 1665, a.h. 1076. 

Danishmand Khan (^U*- ^*£JLQ, 

whose proper name was Muhammad Shaft or 
Mulla Shafi, was a Persian merchant who 
enme to Surat about the year a.d. 1646, a.h. 
1056, from which place he was sent for by 
the emperor Shah Jahan. He was soon 
after raised to the mansab of 3000 and 
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paymastership of the army, with the title of 
Danishmand Khan. In the reign of 
'Alamgir he was honored with the raansah 
of 4000, and after some time to that of 5000, 
and appointed governor of Shah Jahanahad, 
where he died in the month of July, a.d. 1670, 
10th Rabi I. a.h. 1081. He used to speak 
much about the Christian religion. Bernier, 
the French Traveller, who accompanied 
'Alamgir to Kashmir in 1664, was attached 
to his suite, and has mentioned him in his 
Travels. 

Danishmand Khan (^U* j>;^Jb), 

whose original name was Mirza Muhammad, 
and poetical, All, was a native of Shiraz. In 
the year a.d. 1693, he was honored with the 
title of Na'mat Khan, and the superinten- 
dence of the royal kitchen by the emperor 
'Alamgir. After the death of that monarch, 
the title of Nawab Danishmand Khan Ali 
was conferred on him by Bahadur Shah, by 
whose order he had commenced writing a 
Shahnama or history of the reign of that 
emperor, but died soon after in the year a.d. 
1708, a.h. 1120.

Dara or Darab II. (c-^ta \j\S) f the 

eighth king of the second or Kaianian 
dynasty of the kings of Persia, was the son 
of Queen Humai, whom he succeeded on the 
Persian throne. His reign was distinguished 
by several wars; particularly one against 
Philip of Macedon. He reignea 12 years, and 
was succeeded by his son Dara or Darab II. 

Dara or Darab III. (ljUj U j) i 8 the 

celebrated Darius Codomanus of the Greeks. 
He succeeded his father Dara II. as king of 
Persia, and was slain in battle against Alex- 
ander the Great in the year b.c. 331. He 
was the ninth and last king of the 2nd or 
Kaianian dynasty of the kings of Persia.

Darab Khan (^U. c_^ j,) commonly 

called Mirza Darab, was the second son of 
Abdul Rahim Khan, Khan Khanan. After 
the death of his eldest brother Shahnawaz 
Khan in a.d. 1618, a.h. 1027, he was 
honored with the rank of 5000 by the 
emperor Jahangir and was appointed 
goTernor of Bepar and Ahmadnagar in the 
Deccan. He was also governor of Bengal 
for some time, and on his return to the 
Deccan the emperor, being displeased with 


him on some account, ordered Mahabat Khan 
to strike off his head, which he did, and 
sent it to the king. This circumstance took 
place a.d. 1625, a.h. 1034. 

Darab Khan (^U*. c-j^j), son of 

Mukhtar Khan Subzwan, a nobleman in the 
service of the emperor 'Alamgir. He died 
on the 24th June, a.d. 1679, 25th Jumada I. 
a.h. 1090. 

Dara Shikoh (*yLi \j\j), the eldest 

and favourite son of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
was born on the 20th March, o.s. 1615, 29th 
§afar, a.h. 1024. His mother, Mumtaz 
Mahal (v. Arjumand), was the daughter of 
'Asaf Khiin, wazir, the brother of Nur 
Jahan Begam. In the 20th year of his age, 
i.e., in the vear a.d. 1633, a.h. 1043, ne 
was married to the princess Nadira, the 
daughter of his uncle Sultan Parwez, by 
whom he had two sons, viz., Sulaiman 
Shikoh and Sipahr Shikoh. In a.d. 1658, 
during the illness of his father, a great battle 
took place between him and his brother 
Aurangzib 'Alamgir for the throne, in which 
Dara being defeated, was at last obliged to 
fly towards Sindh, where he was captured by 
the chief of that country and brought to the 
presence of Aurangzib, loaded with chains, 
on a sorry elephant without housings ; was 
exposed through all the principal places and 
then led off to a prison in old Dehli, where 
after a few days, in the night of the 29th 
August, o.b. 1659, 21st £il-hijja, a.h. 1069, 
he was murdered by the order of Aurangzib ; 
his body exhibited next morning to the 
populace on an elephant, and his head cut off 
and carried to the emperor, who ordered it 
to be placed on a platter, and to be wiped 
and washed in his presence. When he had 
satisfied himself that it was the real head of 
Dara, he began to weep, and with many 
expressions of sorrow directed it with its 
corpse to be interred in the tomb of the 
emperor Humayun. Sipahr Shikoh, his son, 
who was also taken captive and brought with 
his father, was sent away in confinement to 
Gwaliar. Sulaiman Shikdh, his eldest son, 
who, after the defeat of his father had taken 
refuge in Srinagar for some time, was 
subsequently, in a.d. 1670, a.h. 1071, given 
up by the FUja of that place to the officers of 
Aurangzib and conveyed to Dehli. He was 
then sent to Gwaliar, where he and his 
brother Sipahr Shikoh both died within a 
short space. Dara Shikoh is the author of 
the work called Safinat-ul- Aulia, an abridg- 
ment of the Life of Muhammad, with a 
circumstantial detail of his wives, children, 
and companions, etc., also of a work entitled 
Majma 1 - ul - Bahrain (i.e., the uniting of 
both seas), in which he endeavours to 
reconcile the Brahman religion with the 
Muhammadan, citing passages from the 
Quran to prove the several points. In 1656 
he likewise, with the same intent, caused a 
Persian translation to be made by the 
Brahmans of Banaras, of the Apnikhat, a 
work in the Sanskrit language, of which the 
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title signifies " the word that isnot to be said ;" 
meaning the secret that is not to be revealed. 
This book he named Sarr-i-Jsrdr, or Secret 
of Secrets ; but his enemies took advantage 
of it to traduce him in the esteem of his 
father's Muhammadan soldiers, and to 
stigmatize him with the epithets of Kafir 
and Rafizi (unbeliever and blasphemer), and 
finally effected his ruin ; for Aurangzib his 
brother made a pretence of that, and con- 
sequently had all his bigoted Muhammadans 
to join him. Anquetil du Perron has given 
a translation of this work, in two large 
volumes in quarto, on which a very good 
critique may be found in the Second Js umber 
of the Edinburgh Review. There is also a 
copy of the Persian version of this work in 
the British Museum, with a MS. translation, 
made by N. B. Halhed. The authorship of 
other works has been ascribed to this prince. 
His poetical name was Qadirl. Catrou says 
that Dara died a Christian.

Dard (Mir) (^ j^j) is the poetical 

name of Khwaja Muhammad Mir of Dehli, 
a son of Khwaia Nasir who was one of the 
greatest Shaikhs of the age. Dard was the 
greatest poet of his time. He was formerly 
in the army, but he gave up that profession 
on the advice of his father and lea the life 
of a devotee. "When during the fall of Dehli 
everybody fled from the city, Dard remained 
in poverty contented with His lot. He was a 
Sufi and a good singer. A crowd of musicians 
used to assemble at his house on the 22nd of 
every month. Some biographers say that 
he was a disciple of Shah Gulshan, meaning 
Shaikh Sa'd-ullah. Besides a Diwan in 
Persian and one in Rekhta, he has written a 
treatise on Suflism called Risala Waridat. 
He died on Thursday the 3rd January, a.d. 
1786, 24th §afar, a.h. 1199.

Dardmand (jkjwvJ.j), poetical name 

of Muhammad Taqih of DehlT, who was a 
pupil of Mirza Jan Janan Mazhar, and 
the author of a SaqTnama and of a Diwan. 
He died at Murshidabad in the year a.d. 
1762, a.h. 1176. 

Daria Ihmad Shah (s y J* jltx Ujj), 

the son of 'Ala-uddin 'I mad Shah, whom he 
succeeded on the throne of Berar in the 
Deccan about the year a.d. 1532, a.h. 939. 
In a.d. 1543, a.h. 950, he gave his sister 
Rabia' Sultana in marriage to Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah, and the nuptials were celebrated with 
royal magnificence. In a.d. 1558, a.h. 
966, he gave his daughter in marriage to 
nusain Nizam Shah, and reigned in great 
tranquility with all the other kings ot the 
Deccan until his death, when he was 
succeeded by his son Burhan 'Imad Shah. 


Daria Khan Rohela (aL*^ ^U- 1>.j), 

a nobleman in the service of prince Shah 
J ah an, who, on his accession to the throne, 
raised him to the rank of 5000. He afterwards 

i'oined the rebel Khan Jahan Lodi. In a 
tattle which took place between him and 
Raja Bikarmajit Bundela, son of Raja 
Chhaj jar Singh, he was killed, together with 
one oi his sons and 400 Afghans, a.d. 1630, 
a.h. 1040. His head was sent to the 
emperor. 

Dariqutni ( v Vt nJ\S). Vide Abu'l 
nusain 'All-bin- *Umr. 

Darimi Cyt^j), the son of 'Abdul 

Rahman of Samarqand, is the author of the 
work called Musnad Darimi. He died in the 
year a.d. 869, a.h. 255. He is also called 
by some authors Abu Muhammad 'Abd- 
ullah-al-Darimi. 

Darkl (^4J ^JjSi, of Qumm in Persia, 

was a contemporary of Shah 'Abbas. He 
died in the Deccan and left a Persian Diwan. 


Dasht Balazi (^Lj e^-lo). Fide 
Wall of Dasht Bayaz. 

Dastam Khan (^jlrL *z~:S), son of 

Rustam Khan Turkistani, was an Amir of 
3000 in the service of the emperor Akbar. 
He died in a.d. 1580, a.h. 988, of his 
wounds which he had received in battle 
against the three nephews of Raja Bihari 
Mai, who had rebelled against the emperor 
and were also killed. 

Data Ham Brahman (^yjAj *\j l^ J), 
a poet who wrote beautiful Persian verses. 

Dattaji Slndhia (a^x.*** ^Ijj), 

son of RanajT and brother of Jaiapa Sindhia, 
a Mahrafta chief who had a cavalry of 80,000 
horse under him, and was slain in battle 
against Ahmad Shah Abdali in the month of 
January, a.d. 1760, Juraada II. a.h. 1173, 
a year before the death of Bhau, the famous 
Mahratja chief.

Dand Bidari (Mulla) (^JjS^j Jjb), 

a native of Bidar in the Deccan. When 
twelve years of ago, he held the office of page 
and seal -bearer to Sultan Muhammad Shah 
Bahmani I. king of Deccan about the year 
a.d. 1368, a.h. 770. He is the author of 
the Tahfat-uS'Saldtin Bahmani. 

Dand Khan Farnqi (J^li ^U. dta) 

succeeded his brother Miran Ghanl to the 
throne of Khandesh in September, a.d. 1503, 
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1st Jumada I. a.h. 916, reigned seven years 
and died on Wednesday the 6th August, a.d. 
1510. He was succeeded by 'Adil Khan 
Farqui II. 

Daud Khan Qnreshi C^-kji^U* *Jjta) 

son of Bhikan Khan, was an officer of 5000 
in the reign of the emperor 'Alamgir. In 
the year a.d. 1670, a.h. 1081, he was 
appointed governor of Allahabad. 

Daud Khan Paxmi (^ ^U* djta), 

son of Khizir Khan Ponni, a Pafchan officer, 
was renowned throughout India for his reckless 
courage, and his memory still survives in the 
tales and proverbs of the Deccan. He served 
several years under 'Alamgir, and when 
Bahadur* Shah, on his departure from the 
Deccan, save the viceroyalty of that kingdom 
to the Amir-al-Umra, Zulfikar Khan, as 
that chief could not be spared from court, he 
left the administration of the government to 
Daiid Khan, who was to act as his lieutenant. 
In the reign of Farrukh-siyar, when the 
Anur-ul-Umra Husain 'All khan marched 
towards Deccan, Daud Khan received secret 
orders from the emperor to oppose and cut 
him off. Accordingly when the Amir-ul- 
Umra arrived at Burhanpur, Daud Khan, 
who regarded himself as the hero of his age, 
prepared to receive him. The engagement 
was very bloody on both sides ; a matchlock 
ball struck Daud Khan, and he fell down 
dead on the seat of his elephant. This event 
took place in the year a.d. 1715, a.h. 1127. 

Daud Qaisari (Shaikh) (u^xJ jjtj 
X*~*) 9 author of another commentary 

called Sharah Hadls-ul-Arba'in, besides 
the one written by Birgili. He died a.d. 
1530, a.h. 751. 

Daud Shah Bahmani (Saltan) (jj\j 

l^UoL* .c^J *l&), the son of Sultan 

'Ala-uddin Hasan, ascended the throne of 
Deccan, after assassinating his nephew 
Mujahid Shah on the 14th April, a.d. 1378, 
21st Mubarram, a.h. 780. He reigned one 
month and five days, and was murdered on 
the 19th May, the same year in the mosque 
at Kulbarga where he went to say his 
prayers. He was succeeded by his brother 
Mahmud Shah I. 

Daud Shah (ji\jJ *\± dj'd), a king 

of Go i rat, who was placed on the throne 
after the death of his nephew Qutb Shah in 
a.d. 1439, and was deposed after seven days, 
when Mahmud Shah, another nephew of his, 
a youth of only 14 years of age, was raised to 
the throne. 

Daud Shah (all *)jb), the youngest 

son of Sulaiman Qirani, succeeded to the 
kingdom of Bengal after the death of his 


eldest brother Baiazid in the year a.d. 1573, 
a.h. 981. This prince was much addicted to 
sensual excesses; and the propensity was 
rendered more degrading by his inclination to 
associate with persons of low origin and mean 
connections, by whom he was induced to 
attack the frontiers of the kingdom of Dehli, 
He had several skirmishes with Munaim 
Khan, Khan Khanan, governor of Jaunpur, 
who was subsequently joined by his master, 
the emperor Akbar, when an obstinate battle 
took place on the 30th July, a.d. 1575, 21st 
RabI II. a.h. 983, in which Daiid Shah was 
defeated and obliged to retire to a fort on the 
borders of Kafak. After this a peace was 
concluded, by which Daiid Shah was invested 
with the government of Orisa and Kafcak, 
and the other provinces of Bengal were 
occupied by Munaim Khan in the name 
of tne emperor. The year of this event 
is commemorated in a Persian Hemistich. 
After the death of Munaim K]ian, which took 
place the same year at Lakhnauti, Daud 
Khan re-took the provinces of Bengal, but 
was soon attacked by Khan Jahan Turkman, 
who was appointed, governor, when after a 
severe engagement Daud Khan was taken 
prisoner, and suffered death as a rebel. From 
that period, the kingdom of Bengal was 
subdued, and fell under the subjection of the 
emperor Akbar. Thus ended the rule of the 
Furbi or independent eastern kings of Bengal. 

Dand Tai (^U? Ojb), a Musalman 

doctor who was master of several sciences. 
He had served Abu Hanifa for 20 years, and 
was one of the disciples of Habib Ral. He 
was contemporary with Fazail Aiaz, Ibrahim 
Adham and Ma'ruf Karkhl, and died in the 
reign of the khalif AlTMahdi, the son of 
Al-Mansur, about the year a.d. 781 or 782, 
a.h. 1G4 or 165. 

Danlat Rao Sindhla (j\j u^JjJ 

A a *y : - ~«) son of Anandi Rao, 

nephew to Madhoji, by whom he was 
adopted. Made war against the British, 
1803, but was beaten in one campaign ; died 
a.d. 1827.

Dawanl ( _J^d), the philosopher, 

whose proper name is Jalal-uddin Muham- 
mad Asa'd Aldawani, the son of Sa'd-uddin 
Asa'd Dawanl. He flourished in the reign 
of Sultan Abu Sa'id and died, according 
to Haji Khalfa, in the year a.h. 908 
(corresponding with a.d. 1502.) He is the 
author of the Sharah Haiakal, Akhlaq Jalali, 
Isbat Wajib (on the existence of God), Risdla 
Zaura (on Sufiism), Haahia Shamsia, and 
Anwar Shafia. He also wrote the Sharah 
'Agdedy and marginal notes on Sharah 
Tajrid. The Akhlaq Jalali is a translation 
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from the Arabic, the original of which 
appeared in the 10th century under the name 
of Kitab-ut-Tahdrat, by an Arabian author, 
minister of the imperial house of Boya. Two 
centuries after, it was translated into Persian 
by Abu Nasr, and named Akhlaq Nasiri, or 
the morals of Nasir, being enriched with 
some important additions taken from Abu 
Sina. In the 16th century it assumed a still 
further improved form, under the present 
designation, the Akhlaq Jal&ti or morals of 
Jalal. This book, which is the most esteemed 
ethical work of middle Asia, was translated 
into English by W. F. Thompson, of the 
Bengal Civil Service, London, 1839. 

DawarBakhsh (Sultan) (jAa^ Jd 

IjILLj), surnamed Mirza BulaqI, was 

the son of Sulfcin Khusro. When his 
grandfather, the emperor Jahangir, died on 
his way from Kashmir to Lahore in October, 
o.s. 1627, Safar, a.h. 1037, 'Asaf Khan, 
wazir, who was all along determined to 
support Shah Jahan, the son of the late 
emperor, immediately sent off a messenger to 
summon him from the Deccan. In the 
meantime, to sanction his own measures by 
the appearance of legal authority, he released 
prince Dawar Bakhsh from prison, and 
proclaimed him king. Nut Jahan Begam, 
endeavouring to support the cause of Shahriar, 
her son-in-law, was placed under temporary 
restraint by her brother, the wazir, who 
then continued his march to Lahore. 
Shahriar, who was already in that city, forming 
a coalition with two, the sons of nis uncle, 
the late Prince Danial, marched out to oppose 
'Asaf Khan. The battle ended in his defeat ; 
he was given up by his adherents, and after- 
wards put to death together with Dawar 
Bakhsh and the two sons of Danial, by orders 
from Shah Jahan, who ascended the throne. 
Elphinstone in his History of India says that 
Dawar Bakhsh found means to escape to 
Persia, where he was afterwards seen by the 
Holstein ambassadors. 

Daya Mai ( J* b j). Fide Imtiyaz. 
Daya Nath (*#[> b j). Fide Wafa. 

Dayanat Khan (^U* v^jl>. J X title 
of Muhammad Husain, an amir of 2,500, who 
served under the emperor Shah Jahan, and 
died at Ahmadnagar in the Deccan a. d. 1630, 
a.h. 1040. 

Daya Ram (^ l j), Pattha, a hero, 

renowned in the west of Hindustan for extra- 
ordinary strength of body, extraordinary 
courage, and extraordinary achievements. 
He was a Gwala by caste, and flourished in 
the reign of the emperor Farrukh-siyar. 
The wonderful feats of this man are sung 
or recited accompanied by the beat of a 4hol 
throughout Hindustan. A full and affecting 
account of this hero is given in the Btngal 
Annual, published at Calcutta in 1833, p. 169. 


Daya Ram (J, L>d), a chief of 

Hatras, tributary to the East India Company, 
who, about the year a.d 1814, confiding in 
the extraordinary strength of his fort, showed 
a spirit of contumacy and disobedience. A 
train of Artillery was brought against this 

?lace from Cawnpore, under Major-General 
>yson Marshall ; and a few hours of its 
tremendous fire breached the boasted fortifica- 
tion. Daya Ram effected his escape by a 
sally-port, and was never heard of after. 

Deo Narain Singh (<i&-» ^fc £*) 

(K.C.S.I., Sir, Raja) of Banaras, died suddenly 
on the 28th August, 1870. 

Dewal Devi (^-jJ J^-Jj). Vide 
Kaula Devi. 

Dhara (^Lifcj), the son of Raja 

Todarmal. He was killed in a battle fought 
against Mirza Jani Beg, ruler of Thatta, in 
November, a.d. 1591, Mubarram, a.h. 1000. 

Dhola Rao (^ Hjfcj), the ancestor of 

the Eachhwaha Rajas of Ambir or Jaipur ; 
he lived about the year a.d. 967. 

Dhnndia Wagh (A^j oy JJjfcj), the 

free-booter, who had for several years with 
a formidable band, pillaged and laid waste 
the frontiers of Mysore. This robber assumed 
the lofty title of king of the two worlds, and 
aimed, doubtless, at carving out for himself 
some independent principality, after the 
example of Haidar 'All, in whose service he 
originally commenced his adventurous career. 
Subsequently he incurred the displeasure of 
Tipu Sultan, who chained him tike a wild 
beast to the walls of his dungeons in Serang- 
apatam, from which "durance vile" he was 
liberated by the English soldiers after the taking 
of Serangapatam. He proceeded to threaten 
Mysore with 5,000 cavalry. The Govern- 
ment of Madras instructed Colonel Wellesley 
to pursue him wherever he could be found 
and to hang him on the first tree. His sub- 
jugation and subsequent death (in 1800) with 
the extirpation of his formidable band of free- 
booters, relieved the English Government 
from an enemy who, though by no means 
equal to Haidar and Tipu, might eventually 
have afforded considerable annoyance. 

Dil (Jj), poetical name of Zorawar 

ghan of Sirkar Kol. He is the author of a 
Diwan and a few Masnawis. 

Dllami (^*Hd) and Samani were two 

dynasties which divided between them the 
kingdom of Persia towards the beginning of 
the 10th century. They both rose to power 
through the favour of the Khalifs of Baghdad, 
but they speedily threw off the yoke. The 
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Dilami divided into two branches, exercised 
sovereign authority in Kirman, Iraq, Fans, 
KhuzLstan, and Laristan, always acknowledg- 
ing their nominal dependence on the Khaliti, 
and during the whole period of their rule, 
one of the southern branch of this family was 
Tested with the dignity of Amir-ul-Umra, or 
vizir, and managed the affairs of the Khalifate. 
Several of the Dilami were able and wise 
rulers, but Mahmud of Ghazni put an end to 
the rule of the northern branch in a.d. 1029, 
and the Saljuqs subjugated the southern one 
in a.d. 1056, by the capture of Baghdad, 
their last stronghold. Their more powerful 
rivals, the Samani, had obtained from the 
Khalif the government of Transoxiana in a.d. 
874 ; and to this, Isma'il the most celebrated 
prince of the family, speedily added Khwarizm, 
Balkh, Khurasan, Sistan, and many portions 
of northern Turkistan. Rebellions of pro- 
vincial governors distracted the Samanida 
monarchy towards the end of the 10th century ; 
and in a.d. 999 their dominions north of 
Persia were taken possession of by the Khan 
of Kashghar, the Persian provinces being 
added by Mahmud of Ghazni to his dominions. 
See Samani. 

Dilawar Khan ( { J^ j^\ founder 

of the dynasty of the Muhammadan kings 
of Malwa. The Hindu histories of the 
kingdom of Malwa go back as far as the reign 
of Raja Bikarmajit, whose accession to that 
kingdom has given rise to an era which 
commences 67 years before Christ. After 
him reigned Raja Bhoj and many others who 
are all mentioned among the Rajas of 
Hindustan. During the reign of Ghayas- 
uddin Balban, king of Dehli in the year a.d. 
1310, a.h. 710, the Muhammadans first 
invaded and conquered the provinces of 
Malwa ; after which it acknowledged allegi- 
ance to that crown until the reign of 
Muhammad Shah Tughlaq II. a.d. 1387, 
a.h. 789. At this period Dilawar Khan, a 
descendant on his mother's side from Sultan 
Shahab-uddin Ghori, was appointed governor 
of Malwa, previously to the accession of 
Muhammad Takhlaq, and he subsequently 
established his independence. In the year 
a.d. 1398 a.h. 801, Mahmud Shah, king of 
Dehll, being driven from his throne by Amir 
Tainiur (Tamerlane), made his escape to 
Gujrat, and then to Malwa, where he remained 
three yean, after which, in a.d. 1401, 
a.h. 804, he, at the instance of the Dehli 
nobles, quitted Malwa, in order to resume 
the reins of his own government. Dilawar 
Khan shortly afterwards assumed royalty and 
divided his Kingdom into estates among his 
officers whom he ennobled. Dilawar Khan 
on assuming independence, took up his 
residence in Dhur, which place he considered 
as the seat of his government, but he fre- 
quently visited the city of MAn^o, remaining 
there sometimes for months together. He 
only survived his assumption of the royal 
titles a few years ; for in the year a.d. 1405, 
a.h. 808, he died suddenly, and his son Alp 
Khan ascended the throne under the title of 
Sultan Uoshang Shah. Including Dilawar 


Khan eleven princes reigned in Malwa till 
the time of the emperor Humayun, whose 
son Akbar eventually subdued and attached 
it to the Dehli government. Their names 
are as follow : 

1. Dilawar Khan Ghori. 

2. Hoshang Shah, son of Dilawar. 

3. Sultan Muhammad Shah. 

4. Sultan Mahmud I. Khilji, styled the 

Great, son of Malik Mughis.

Dilawar Khan (^U. jjlb), a noble- 
man of the reign of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
was the son of Bahadur Khan Rohila. He 
died at Kabul in the year a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068. 

Dildar Aga (UT ^jjj\ one of the 

wives of the emperor Babar, and mother of 
Mirza Handal. 

Diler Himmat Khan (^U- u^v4J& J j), 

original name of Nawab Muzaffar Jang of 
Farrukhabad, which see. 

Diler Khan (J^ ^S), a Daudzal 

Afghan, whose proper name was Jalal Khan. 
He was the younger brother of Bahadur 
Khan Rohila, and one of the best and bravest 
generals of the emperor 'Alamgir. He held 
the rank of 5,000, and died in the year a.d. 
1683, a.h. 1094, in the Deccan. 


Diler Khan (^Ul .--Jj), title of 


' Abdul Rauf , the son of 'Abdul Karim, formerly 
in the service of the king of Bijapur. After 
the conquest of that country, he joined 
'Alamgir and received the title of Diler 
Khan and the mansab of 7,000. He died 
in the reign of Bahadur Shah in the Deccan, 
where he hold a jagir. 

Dilip Singh (a&~» l-^J J), Maharaja, 

often miscalled by Europeans "Dhuleep 
Sing," the son of Rani Chanda Kunwar {q.v.). 
He became titular ruler of the Panjab a.d. 
1843, but was deposed by Dalhousie 1818; 
became a Christian and settled for some years 
in England. Married an Egyptian lady, by 
whom ne had issue. Went to India, alleging 
grievances against the Government, but was 
not allowed to land. Abjured Christianity 
and declared himself a foe to the British race. 
Was living on the Continent in 1890.

Dilras Bano Begam ( JLj y [> ij-JS), 

daughter of Shahnawaz Khun Safwi, the son 
of Mirza Rustam Kandhari, and wife of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. She had another sister 
who was married to Murad Bakhsh, brother 
of 'Alamgir. 
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Dilshad Khatun (^"U. jLuJj), 

daughter of Amir Damishq, the son of Amir 
Juban or Jovian, and wite of Sulfan Abu 
Sa'id Khan. Amir Hasan Buzurg, after the 
death of the Sultan in a.d. 1335, took 
possession of Baghdad and married her, but 
the reigns of government remained in her 
hands. 

Dilsoz (jj_*Jj), poetical title of 

Khairati Khan, a poet who lived about the 
year 1800. 

Din Muhammad Khan (jui-s£* ^ J 

l^U>*)> the son of Jan! Beg Sultan, 

and 'Abd-uilah Khan Uzbak's sister, was 
raised to the throne of Samarqan^ after the 
death of 'Abdul Momin Khan, the son 
of 'Abd-ullah Khan, in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1006. 
He was wounded in a battle fought against 
Shah 'Abbas the Great, king of Persia, and 
died shortly after. 

Diwan (^^J), a collection of odes. 

The word is of frequent occurrence in Persian 
literature. 

Diwana (ju^j), poetical name of 

Muhammad Jan, who died in the year a.d. 
1737, a.h. 1160. 

Diwana (dj^jj), poetical name of Rae 

Sarabsukh. a relation of Raja Maha Narayan. 
He wrote two Persian Diwana of more than 
10,000 verses; most poets of Lucknow were 
his pupils. He died in a.d. 1791, a.h. 1206. 

Diwana (ajLjj), poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad 'Ali Khan of Jahanabad. 
He was employed at the office of Mr. Colebrooke 
at Jahanabad. 

Diwanji Begam ( JLj ^a^ljjj). She 

was the mother of Arjumand Bano Begam 
Mumtaz Mahal, and the wife of 'Asaf Khan, 
wazir. On a spot of fifty bighas of land on 
the bank of the river Jamna, close to Tajganj, 
is to be seen her tomb of white marble. 

Dost 'Ali (^U ls^wijJ), Nawab of 

Arkat and a relative of Murtaza Khan. Under 
him the atrocious seizure of Trichinopoly was 
perpetrated by Chanda Sahib. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Safdar 'All, who, after 
overcoming the effects of poison prepared for 
him by Murtaza Khan, fell by the poniard 
of a Pathan assassin, hired for the work by 
the same person. A storm was raised whicn 
he had not the courage to encounter; and 
disguising himself in female attire, he escaped 
from Arkat to his own fort of Vellore. 


Dost Muhammad Khan (s^sf 9 uu«iij 

ruler of Kabul and Qandahar, was one of 


the brothers of Fatha Khan, the celebrated 
wazir of Mahmud, ruler of Hirat and chief 
of the Barakzai clan. He was the most 
powerful chief in Afghanistan, and had for 
some years previous to the restoration of Shah 
Shujaa'-ul-Mulk by the British in 1838, 
ruled that country. He was taken to Calcutta 
during the war, as related below ; but his 
son Akbar Khan (q.v.) defeated and for a 
time expelled the invaders and killed Shujaa' 
(q.v.). The following is a summary of the 
Dost s career : — 

On the death of this prince, Dost Muham- 
mad again assumed the reins of government. 
On the base and cruel murder of Fatha 
Khan by Mahmud, at the instigation of Prince 
STamran, his brothers revolted from their 
allegiance under the guidance of Azim Khan, 
the governor of Kashmir, and drove Mahmud 
and his son Kamran from Kabul. Azim 
Khan in the first instance offered the vacant 
throne to Sbah Shujaa', but offended by some 
personal slight withdrew his support, and 
placed in his room, Aiyub, a brother of Shah 
Shujaa', who was content to take the trappings 
with the power of royalty. On Azim Knan s 
death, his brothers dissatisfied with their 
position conspired against his son, Habib- 
ullah Khan, and seizing his person, by threats 
of blowing him from a gun, induced his 
mother to deliver up the residue of Azim 
Khan's immense wealth. Aivub's son was 
killed in these disputes, and he himself, 
alarmed by these scenes of violence, fled to 
Lahore. Dost Muhammad l£han, the most 
talented of the brothers, then took possession 
of the throne and became de facto king of 
Kabul. Sher Dil J£]ian, accompanied by four 
brothers, carried off about half a million 
sterling of Azim Khan's money, and seated 
himself in Kandahar as an independent 
chieftain. He and one of his brothers died 
some years ago ; and Kandahar was until 
lately ruled by Kohan Dil Khan, assisted by 
his two surviving brothers Rahim Dil and 
Mir Dil. In the year 1839 the British army 
entered Kabul ana placed Shah Shujaa'-ul- 
Mulk on the throne on the 8th May, and 
Dost Muhammad Khan surrendered to the 
British Envoy and Minister in Kabul on the 
4th November, after having defeated the 2nd 
Bengal Cavalry, who were aisbanded for their 
behaviour in the action of Parwan Darra. 
He was subsequently sent down to Calcutta, 
where he arrived, accompanied by one of his 
sons, on the 23rd May, 1841. He was set 
free in November, 1842, and returned to 
Kabul, where he reigned as . before till his 
death, which took place on the 9th June, a.d. 
1863, 31st Zil-hriija, a.h. 1279; his youngest 
son Amir Sher Ali succeeded him. 

Doulat Khan Lodi doJ ^J^ csJjj), 

who, according to Firishti, was an Afghan 
by birth, originally a private Secretary, who 
after passing through various offices was 
raised by Sultan Mahmud Tugfelaq, and 
attained the title of 'Aziz MumaTik. After 
the death of Mahmud, the nobles raised him 
to the throne of Dehli in April, a.d. 1413, 
Mubarram, a.h. 816. Jn March, 1414, 15th 
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Ribi I. a.h. 817, Khizir Khan, governor ot 
Multan, invaded Dehll, and after a siege of 
four months obliged Doulat Khan on the 
4th June, 1414, Jornada I. a.h. 817, to sur- 
render. He was instantly confined in the 
fort of Firozabad, where he died after two 
months. 

Dottlat Khan Lodi (^Jjl ^J^ <^j^)» 

who invited Babar Shah to India, was a 
descendant of the race of that name, who 
heretofore reigned at Dehll. He was a poet 
and a man of learning. He died a short 
time before Babar conqu red Dehll, i.e. in 
the year a.d. 1526, a.h. 923. 

Doulat Khan Lodi Shahu Khali 

(J-o*. jb\j* ^Jjl ^jlr*. L^Jjj) was 

the father of the rebel Khan Jahan Lodi. 
He served under Mirza 'Aziz Koka, 'Abdul 
Rahim Khan Khanan, and Prince Danial 
for several years, and was raised to the rank 
of 2,000. He died in the Deccan a.d. 1600, 
a.h. 1009. 

Doulat Rao Sindhia (Maharaja) 

of

Gwaliar, a Mahratta chief, was the grand- 
nephew and adopted son of Madhoji Sindhia, 
whom he succeeded to the Raj of Gwaliar in 
March, a.d. 1794, a.h. 1208. His violence, 
rapacity and lawless ambition, were the main 
causes of the war in 1802 with the confederate 
Mahratta chieftains . Hostilities having broken 
out with the British, Sir Arthur Wellealey 

giterwards Duke of Wellington) defeated 
oulat Rao at Assaye in 1803, while Lord 
Lake drove the Mahraftas from the whole of 
the Doab. He married Baiza Bald, daughter 
of Sherji Rao, Ghatgai, reigned 33 years, and 
died on the 21st March, 1827, 21st Sh'aban, 
a.h. 1242. He was succeeded by Jhanko 
Rao Sindhia. 


Doulat Shah 0L-3> iz~*Jjj), boh of 

Bakht Shah of Samarqand, and author of the 
Biography of Poets called Tazkira Doulat 
8 Ad hi. He flourished in the reign of Sultan 
Husain Mirza of Herat, surnamed Abul 
Ghaxi Bahadur, and dedicated the work to 
his prime minister, the celebrated Amir 
Nizam - uddin ' Alisher. This work was 
written in a.d. 1486, a.h. 891, and contains 
the Lives or Memoirs of ten Arabian, and one 
hundred and thirty- four Persian poets, with 
various quotations from their works, and 
anecdotes of the princes at whose courts they 
resided. It also gives an account of six poets 
then residing in Herat ; two of whom were 
principal ministers of the Sultan ; viz. 
'Alisher and Amir Shaikh Ahmad Suheli. 
He died in a.d. 1495.

Dnndi Khan (*i-*J^ ^L*. e*Jji>)» 

a Rohila chief, and son of All Muhammad 
£han, the founder of the Rohila Government. 


In the partition of lands which were assigned 
to the chiefs, in the time of Hafiz Rah mat 
Khan, Dundey Khan obtained the districts of 
Bisaull, Muradabad, Chandpur and Sambhal 
in Rohilkhand. He died previous to the 
Rohila war which took place in a.d. 1774, 
leaving three sons, the eldest of whom, Muhib- 
ullah Khan, succeeded to the largest portion 
of his territories. 

Dnnyapat Singh (Raja) (c^jLjJ 


\j a.£.:..mQ. His father died in 

a.d. 1790, at which time he was only 
seven years of age. He inherited from his 
grandfather Rup Rae the Chaklas of Kora, 
Fathapur and Kara, but was dispossessed 
by the Nawab "Wazir, and a Nankar allow- 
ance of 24,000 rupees granted to the Raja 
on his exclusion. This was subsequently 
reduced to 7,500 rupees. The original grant 
amounted to 52,000 per annum, payable from 
14 rnahals, but in a.d. 1770, tne Nawab 
Najaf Khan acquiring unlimited dominion 
over these provinces, dispossessed his father 
of eleven of the villages, by which his income 
was reduced to 20,000 rupees. In 1787 his 
father was dispossessed of tne remaining three 
villages by Zain-ul-'Abidln Khan, the 'Amil, 
but as the Raja was about to proceed to 
hostilities, the 'Amil agreed to allow him 
10,000 rupees for the first year, and 20,000 
thereafter, but failed in the fulfilment of his 

Sromise. In a.d. 1792, Zain-ul-'Abidln 
ied, and was succeeded by his son Baqar, 
'Ali Khan, and from that period up to 1802 
the Raja Duniapat Singh was allowed 8,000 
rupees per annum, which was confirmed by 
Government in 1805 in perpetuity. 

Duplets, Joseph Francois, a French 

officer, governor of Pondicherry. In a.d. 
1750 he was elevated to the rank of a Haft 
Hazari, or Commander of seven thousand 
horse, and permitted to bear an ensign, 
assigned to persons of the highest note in the 
empire, by Muzaffar Jang, viceroy of the 
Deccan, after his victory over his brother 
Nasir Jang, who fell in battle on 1 oth December 
of that year. But the ambitious plans of 
Dupleix were not approved by the French 
Government. He was suspended and sent 
home in 1754 ; and died in disgrace and 
poverty Nov. 10th, 1764.

Durgawati (Rani) (^\j ^J^j*), 

the daughter of the Gond Raja of Mahoba, 
who was much celebrated for hex singular 
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beauty. Overtures had been made for an 
union with Dalpat Sah, Raja of Singalgurh 
(which is situated on the brow of a hill that 
commands a pass on the road about halfway 
between Garcia and Sangar) ; but the proposal 
was rejected on the ground of a previous 
engagement, and some inferiority of caste on 
the part of the Garha family, who were of the 
race of the Chandeil raj puts. Dalpat Sah 
was a man of uncommonly fine appearance, 
and this, added to the celebrity of his father's 
name and extent of his dominions, made 
Durgawati as desirous as himself for the 
union, but he was by her given to understand, 
that she must be relinquished or taken by 
force, since the difference of caste would of 
itself be otherwise an insurmountable obstacle. 
He marched with all his troops he could 
assemble, met those of her father and his 
rival, — gained a victory and brought off 
Durgawati as the prize to the fort of 
Singalgurh. Dalpat Sah died four years 
after their marriage, leaving a son named 
Bir Narayan about three years of age, and 
his widow as regent during his minority. 
Asaf Khan, the imperial viceroy at Kara 
Mttnikpur on the Ganges in the province of 
Allahabad, invited by the prospect of 
appropriating so fine a country and so much 
wealth as she was reputed to possess, invaded 
her dominions in the year a.d. 1564, at the 
head of 6,000 cavalry and 12,000 well 
disciplined infantry, with a train of artillery. 
He was met by the Rani at the head of her 
troops, and an action took place in which she 
was defeated. She received a wound from an 
arrow in the eye ; and her only son, then 
about 18 years of age, was severely wounded 
and taken to the rear. At this moment she 
received another arrow in the neck ; and 
seeing her troops give way and the enemy 
closing round her, she snatched a dagger 
from the driver of her elephant, and plunged 
it in her own bosom. Her son was taken off 
the field and was, unperceived by the enemy, 
conveyed back to the palace at Chnrajr arh, to 
which Asaf Khan returned immediately after 
his victory and laid siege. The young prince 
was killed in the siege ; and the women set 
fire to the palace under the apprehension of 
suffering dishonour if they fell alive into 
the hands of the enemy. Two females 


are said to have escaped, the sister of 
the queen, and a young princess, who had been 
betrothed to the young prince Bir Narayan ; 
and these two are said to have been sent to 
the emperor Akbar. In this district of 
Jabbalpur the marble rocks and the palace 
called Madan Mahal are worth seeing. There 
is some doggrel rhyme about this palace 
which is not generally known, though of some 
interest. This building stands on a single 
granite boulder, and was constructed by the 
Gond princess Rani Duragawati at the time 
of the Muhammadan invasion of Central 
India. Tears after the cession of the country 
to the British, a wag of a Pandit wrote on the 
entrance door of the palace the following 
lines: 

Madan Mahal ke chhain me, 
Do tangon ke bich, 
Gara nau lakh rupl, 
Aur sonS ka do int. 

Translation — 

In the shade of Madan Mahal, 
Between two boulders, 
There are buried nine lakhs of rupees 
And two bricks of gold. 

It did not take long for the news of the 
appearance of this writing on the door to 
spread abroad, and the very person to fall a 
dupe to the Pandit's trick was Captain 
Wheatley, at that time a Political Assistant 
at Jabalpur. He mustered some peons and 
labourers, and having proceeded to the spot 
commenced digging for the treasure on the 
part of Government. The native lady, in 
whose possession were the village lands on 
which the palace stood, came rushing down 
to the Agent to the Governor- General and 
represented that she was being plundered of 
her treasure by Captain Wheatley. " Pagli " 
replied Sir Wm. Sleeman, " he is as mad as 
you are ; the PanoUt would not have divulged 
the secret were it of much value." Many 
years have since elapsed, and many others not 
possessed of Sir William's wisdom have fallen 
dupes to the Pandit's poetical trick ; and, but 
for the very durable nature of the martas, 
there have oeen enough excavations made in 
and about the building to raze it to the 
ground.

Ekkoji (^Vj-%^), tho founder of the 
Tanjore family, was the son of Shahji Bhosla, 


the brother of Siwajl, but from another 
consort. The principality of Tanjore was 
one of the oldest in the Manratja confederacy, 
of which province Ekkoji obtained possession 
in a.d. 1678.

Fagnfur Yezdl (+*£*» ^Jjj jy***), 

(Hakim), a physician and poet of Persia, born 
at Tezd. He is the author of a Diwan or 
Book of Odes, and has written several 

Snegyrics in praise of the kings of Persia, 
e came to India in a.d. 1603, a.h. 1012, 
and was employed by prince Parwez, and died 
at Allahabad about the year a.d. 1619, 
a.h. 1028. 

Fahmi Kirmani (Manlana Sadr-uddin 
Muhammad) (U^ ^JU^ ^^-J 

«v*fr* ^jJl .Jup), a poet who is the 

author of a Masnawi called Surat-wa-Ma'ani, 
and also of some Qasidas, Ghazals, Satires, etc. 
He died in the year a.d. 1684, a.h. 993, in 
the fort of Tabrez, during the time it was 
besieged by the Turks. 

Faiq (^li), or Fayeq, poetical name 

of Moulwi Muhammad Faiq, author of the 
work called Maf&zan-ul- Fawned. 

Faiz (^/oAs), or Fayez, poetical name 

of Shaikh Muhammad Faiz, a pupil of 
Muhammad Sa'id Ayaz. Ho is the author 
of a short Diwan, ana was probably living in 
a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136. 

Faiz(^AJ), the distinguished mystical 

philosopher and theologist, Mnlla Muhsin of 
Kashan, commonly called Akhund Faiz. He 
flourished under Shah * Abbas II. of Persia, 
who treated him with great respect. He has 
written a great number of books, of which 
Kitdb 'Asafi, and Kitdb Soft are two 
Commentaries on the Quran. lie died at 
Kashan in the time of Shah Sulaiman of 
Persia, and his tomb is a place of pilgrimage. 

Faiz (^^-i), poetical title of Mir Faiz 

'Ali, an Urdu poet of Dehli. His father, 
Mir Muhammad Taqi, was also an elegant 
poet, and had assumed the title of Mir for 
nie poetical name. Both Faiz 'All and his 
father were living at Dehli in the year a.d. 
1785, a.h. 1196. 


Faiz ( L ^L}) t a pupil of MirzaQatTl, and 

author of a poetical work containing amorous 
songs in Persia, called Diwan Faiz. He was 
living in the time of Muhammad 'All Shah, 
king of Lucknow, about the year a.d. 1840, 
a.h. 1256. 

Faiz (^aJ), poetical title of Faiz-ul- 

Hasan of Saharanpur, author of the Rauzat- 
ul-Faiz, a poem composed in a.d. 1847, 
a.h. 1263.

Faizi Kirmani ( -jL*^ 

poet who rendered the Tazkira of Doulat 
Shah in Persian verses in the time of the 
emperor Akbar, and altered the division of 
the original, making ten periods instead of 
seven.

Faizi (Shaikh) (p* ^j***), whose 

proper name was Abu'l Faiz, was the son of 
Shaikh Mubarik of Nagor, and eldest brother 
or Shaikh Abii'l Fazl, prime-minister and 
secretary to the emperor Akbar Shah. He 
was born on the 16th September, a.d. 1547, 
1st Shaban, a.h. 954, and was first presented 
to Akbar in the 12th year of his reign, and 
introduced his brother Abu'l Fazl six years 
later. After the death of the poet laureate 
Ghizali of Mashhad, about the year a.d. 1572, 
or some years after, or, according to the 
Masir-ul- Umr&y in the 33rd year of the 
emperor, Faizi was honoured with the title of 
Malik -ush- Skua 1 rd, or king of poets. In 
history, philosophy, in medicine, in letter 
writing, and in composition, he was without 
a rival. His earlier compositions in verse 
bear his titular name of Faizi, which he 
subsequently dignified into Fuiyazi, but he 
survived to enjoy his last title only one or 
two months, and then met his death. Being 
desirous of rivalling the Khamsa or the five 
poems of Nizami, he wrote in imitation of 
them his Markaz Adwar, Sulaiman and 
Bilkais, Nal Datnan, Haft Xisktcdr, and 
Akbar Rama. The story of Nal Daman is 
an episode of the Mahabharat, which he 
translated into Persian verse at the command 
of the emperor Akbar. He was the first 
Musalman that applied himself to a diligent 
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Btudy of Hindu literature and science. 
Besides Sanskrit works in poetry and philo- 
sophy, he made a version of the Dija Ganita 
and Zildwatl of Bhaskar Acharya, the best 
Hebrew works on Algebra and Arithmetic, 
lie was likewise author of a great deal of 
original poetry, and of other works in Persian. 
He composed an elaborate Commentary upon 
the Quran, making use of only those 13 out 
of the 28 letters of the Alphabet which have 
no dots, and which he named Sawdta'-ul- 
Jlham; a copy of this extraordinary 
monument of wasted labour (says Elliot) 
is to seen in the Library of the East India 
House. There is also another book of the 
same description which he wrote and called 
Matcarid - ul - Kalam._ Faizi suffered from 
asthma and died at Agra on Saturday the 
4th October, o.s. 1595, 10th Safar, a.h. 
1004, aged 49 lunar years and some months ; 
and, as many supposed him to have been a 
deist, several abusive chronograms were 
written on the occasion, of which the follow- 
ing is one — " The Shaikh was an infidel." 
There is also an Insha or collection of Letters 
which goes after his name. His mother died 
in January, a.d. 1590, a.h. 998, and his 
father in August, a.d. 1593, £eqa'd, a.h. 
1001. He was a profound scholar, well 
versed in Arabic literature, the art of poetry 
and medicine. He was also one of the most 
voluminous writers that India has produced 
and is said to have composed 101 books. 
Faizi had been likewise employed as teacher 
to the princes ; he also acted as ambassador. 
Thus in a.h. 1000 he was in the Deccan, from 
whence he wrote the letter to the historian 
Budaoni, who had been in temporary disgrace 
at Court.

Faiz-ullah Anju (Mir) (ys*\ <0j\ ^^Lj 

*+*), a Qazi who presided on the 

seat of justice in the reign of Sulfcan 
Mnhmud Bahmani, king of Deccan, who 
reigned from a.d. 1378 to 1397, a.h. 780 to 
799. He was a good poet, and a contem- 
porary of the celebrated Khwaja Hafiz. 
Once presenting the Sultan with an ode of 
his own composition, he was rewarded with 
a thousand pieces of gold, and permitted to 
retire, covered with honours, to his own 
country. 

Faiz-uUah Khan ( U U* <dM u ^*i) f 

chief of the Rohelas and Jagirdar of Rampur, 
was the son of 'All Muhammad Khan Rohela. 
After the battle of Kutra in a.d. 1774, he 
retired to the Eamaon hills. By the treaty 
under Colonel Champion, he had a territory 
allotted to him of the annual value of 14 lakhs 
of rupees. He chose the city of Rampur as 
the place of his residence, and after an .un- 
interrupted and prosperous administration of 
20 years, he diea in September, a.d. 1794, 
Safar, a.h. 1209, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Muhammad 'All Khan. This 
prince, in the course of a few days, in 1794 


was imprisoned and assassinated by his younger 
brother Ghulam Muhammad, who forcibly 
took possession of the government. The 
Englisn, having espoused the cause of Ahmad 
Ali, the infant son of the murdered prince, 
defeated and took Ghulam Muhammadprisoner 
at Bit.houra. He was conveyed to Calcutta, 
where, under pretence of going on a pilgrim- 
age to Mecca, he embarked on board a ship, 
probably landed at one of the ports in Tipu 
Sultan's dominions, and thence made his way 
to the court of Kabul in a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212, 
where, united with the agents of Tipu in 
clamours against the English, he urged 
Zaman Shah, the son of Taimur Shah, to 
invade Hindustan, promising that, on his 
approach to Dehli, he should be joined by 
the whole tribe of Rohelas. The Nawab 
Ahmad Ali Khan died about the year a.d. 
1839, a.h. 1255. After the death of Ahmad 
Ali Khan, Muhammad Said Khan ascended 
the Masnad in 1840 ; after him Muhammad 
Tusuf AH Khan succeeded in 1855, who was 
living in 1872. 

Fakhrl ( i ^j J s^) t son of Maulana Sultan 

Muhammad Amiri of Herat. He is the 
author of the Jawdhir-tU- 1 Ajaeb, Gems of 
Curiosities, being a biography of poetesses. 
He informs us that with the intention to 

Serform the pilgrimage to Mecca, he came 
uring the reign of Shah Tahmasp Husaini 
to Sindh ; the ruler of that country was then 
Isa Turkhan (who died about the year a.d. 
1566, a.h. 974). Hah! the poet calls the 
above-mentioned work Tazkirat-ul-Ni&d. He 
is also the author of the Tahfat-ttl- Habib y a 
collection of Ghazals from the best authors. 

Fakhrl (^^pS- 5 ), a Persian poet who 

wrote a Dlwan of 10,000 verses in which he 
imitated most of the ancient masters, but as he 
had not much education he was not acknow- 
ledged by other poets. He dug a grave for 
himself outside the Isfahan Gate and made 
himself a tombstone, and visited his grave every 
Friday. He was living in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Fakhr-ud-danla (J^jJ^), title of 

Abu'l Hasan 'Ali, a Sultan of the race of 
Boya, was the son of Sultan Rukn-ud-daula. 
He was born in a.d. 952, a.h. 341, and 
succeeded his brother Mowaiyad-ud-daula to 
the throne of Persia in January, a.d. 984, 
Sha'ban, a.h. 373. He was a cruel prince, 
reigned 14 years, and died in August, a.d. 
997, Sha'ban, a.h. 387. He was succeeded 
by his son Majd-ud-daula. 

Fakhr-ud-daula (^jjl^i 3 ), a noble- 
man who was governor of Patna in the reign 
of Muhammad Shah, emperor of Dehli ; he 
held that situation till the year a.d. 1735, 
a.h. 1148, when it was taken away from him 
and conferred upon Shujaa'-uddin Nawab of 
Bengal, in addition to that government, and 
of the province of Urissa. 
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Fakhr-nddin (^jl'^i*), one of the 

princes of the Druses, who, early in the 17th 
century, conceived the idea of rendering him- 
self independent of the Porte. He was 
betrayed, carried a prisoner to Constantinople, 
where he was strangled by order of Saltan 
Murad IV. in a.d. 1631, a.h. 1011. 

Fakhr-nddin Abu Mnhammad-bin- 
Ali az-Zailai (xj^s^ yj\ ^jJ^ 

* »Lj { l£. ^), author of a Com- 
mentary on the Kanz-ul- Daq&eq entitled 
Ta'ba'ln-ul-Haqaeq, which is in great repute 
in India, on account of its upholding the 
doctrines of the Hanafi sect against those of 
the followers of Shafa'i.

1342, a.h. 743.

He was contemporary with Sultan Aljaitii, 
surnamed Muhammad Khuda Banda, king of 
Persia, who sent an army against him which 
he defeated. He died about the beginning 
of the year a.d. 1307, a.h. 706, and was 
succeeded by his brother Malik Ghayas-uddln 
Kart I. who died in a.d. 1329. 

Fakhr-nddin Ismat-nllah Bnkhari

died in a.d. 1426, a.h. 829.

After the death of his father in a.d. 1325, a.h.

1199, 
aged 73 years, and lies buried close to the

name and the year of his demise. His grand- 
son Ghulam Nasir-uddin, surnamed Kali 
Sahib, was a very pious and learned Musalman ; 
he too was a good poet and died in the year 
a.d. 1852, a.h. 1268. 

Fakhr - nddin Muhammad Razi 


(Imam) {^\ ^^ j**** ^ jJI^) 

was a doctor of the Shafa'i sect. He sur- 
passed all his contemporaries in scholastic 
theology, metaphysics and philosophy. He is 
the author of several instructive works, among 
which is one called Hadayek-ul- Jnxcar, a 
book on different subjects which he dedicated 
to Sulfan 'Ala-uduin Takash, ruler of 
Khwarizm ; and another called Risala Haiyat, 
or Geometry, dedicated to Sultan Baha-uddin 
Ghori. He was born at Rei on the 26th 
January, a.d. 1150, 25th Ramagan, a.h. 
544, and died at Herat on Monday the 29th 
March, a.d. 1210, 1st Shawwal, a.h. 606, 
aged 62 lunar years. His father's name was 
Ziya-uddin-bin-Umar. The title of Ra/i 
attached to his name is because he was born 
at Rei in Tabristan. He is the father of 
Khwuja Nasir-uddin Tusi.

also called Fakhra, was the kin? of Sonargaon 
in Bengal, which adjoins the district of 
Pandua. He was put to death by Shams- 
uddin, king of Lakhnauti. about the year a.d.

There has been also another Falaki surnamed 
Abu'l Fazl, who was an author.

His proper name is Abu 
Naar. He was one of the greatest Musalman 
philosophers, remarkable for his generosity 
and greatness of talents, whom we call 
Alfarabixs. He was murdered by robbers in 
Syria in a.d. 054, a.h. 313, thirty yean 
before the birth of Abu STna. Im ad -uddin 
Mahmud and Ahmad-bin -Muhammad were 
two authors who were also called Farabi. 

Farabnrz (jjAji), the son of Kaikaue 
(Darius the Mede), king of Persia.

brother of Hakim Fath-ullah Shirazi. He 
was living in a.d. 1563, a.h. 971, in which 
year the fort of Ranthanbur was conquered 
Dy the emperor Akbar, on which occasion he 
wrote a chronogram.

Abu Zikaria Yehia, was an excellent Arabic 
grammarian who died in the year a.d. 822, 
a.h. 207.

the Hercules of the Persians. He was assas- 
sinated by the order of Bahman, also called 
Ardisher 'Darazdast, king of Persia. There 
is said to have also been an author, named 
Muhammad bin- Faramurz, styled Shadid. 

Farasquri (^jji— >^-j), surname of 
Muhammad bin - Muhammad - al - Hanifa, 

Imam of the mosque named Gouride, at 
Grand Cairo, who flourished about the year 
a.d. 1556, a.h. 964, and was an author. 

Fard (j^i), poetical name of Abu 1 

nasan, the son of Shah Na'mat-ullah. He 
died in the year a.d. 1848, a.h. 1265, and 
left a Diwan. 

Farghani ( Jl^i), commonly called 

so because he was a native of Farghana, but his 
full name is Ahmad or Muhammad -ibn-Kaeir - 
al-Farghani, a famous Arabian astronomer 
whom we know under the name of Alfragan 
or Alfraganius. He flourished in the time 
of the Khalif-al-Mamun, about the year 
a.d. 833, a.h. 218, and is the author ot an 
introduction to Astronomy, which was printed 
by Golius, at Amsterdam, in 1669, with notes. 
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Farhad (jLa^i), the lover of the 

celebrated Shirin, the wife of Khusro Parwez, 
king of Persia. The whole of the sculpture 
at Behstun in Persia is ascribed to the chisel 
of Farhad. He was promised, we are told 
in Persian Romance, that if he cut through 
the rock, and brought a stream that flowed 
on the other side of the hill to the valley, 
the lovely Shirin (with whom he had fallen 
distractedly in love) should be his reward; 
he was on the point of completing his labour, 
when Khusro Parwez, fearing to lose his 
mistress, sent an old woman to inform Farhad 
that the fair object of his desire was dead. 
He was at work on one of the highest parts 
of the rock when he heard the mournful 
intelligence. He immediately cast himself 
headlong, and was dashed in pieces. Vide 
Shirin. 

Farhat (^.^s^jS), poetical name of 

Shaikh Farhat-ullah, son of Shaikh Asad- 
ullah. He wrote a Diwan in Urdu and 
died in the year a.d. 1777, a.h. 1191, at 
liurahidabad. 

Farhat Kashmiri (^jj+aJ^ vj^>y), 
a poet who was living in a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136. 

Farid Bukhari (Shaikh) (<j^Usr jj^j 

^v*l), commander of the Agra city 

guards when Akbar died. Great honours 
were conferred on him by the emperor 
Jahangir, on account of his services. He 
received the title of Murtaza Khan, and 
managed the affairs of the empire till he was 
rendered unfit for business by a stroke of the 
palsy, which opened the way for the promotion 
of Ya'timad-uadaula, the father of the empress 
Kur Jahan. He died a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025. 

Farid Katib (l-^K Jjy ). Fide Farid- 
uddin Katib. 

Farid ox Farid-nddin Ahwal (j^j -J 

of Persia who was a native of Asfaraen in 
Khurasan and contemporary with Imami 
SirvrT. Khwaja Nizam-uddin Abu Bakr 
the Waiir of Azd-uddin Sa'd was his patron. 
He died at Isfahan and left a Diwan contain- 
ing 6,000 verses. 

Farid or Farid-nddin (Shaikh) (joy 

&£ Jjji ^vS Jj* ^d\), a cele- 
brated Muhammadan saint, who is styled 
Shakar Gary, on account of his having, it is 
said, miraculously transmuted dust or salt 
into sugar. His father's name was Shaikh 
Jalal-uddin Sulaiman, a descendant of 
Farrukh Shah of Kabul. He was a disciple 
of Khwaja Qutb-uddin Bakhtyar Kakl, and 


was contemporary with Shaikh Sa'd-uddin 
Hamwia, Saif-uadin Makharzi, and Baha- 
uddin Zikaria, all of whom died successively 
a short time after one another. He was born 
in a.d. 1173, a.h. 569, died on Saturday the 
17th October, a.d. 1265, 5th Mu^arram, 
a.h. 661, aged 95 lunar years, and is buried 
at Ajudhan, a place commonly called Pa£an 
or Pak Patan in Multan. The anniversary 
of his death is celebrated every year on the 
5th of Mubarram, when a great crowd of 
Muhammadans assemble together to pray at 
his tomb. 

Farid-nddin (l-^K ^jJIjj^j), com- 
monly called Farid Katib, was a pupil of 
Anwar!, a good poet and secretary to Sultan 
San jar. When that prince was defeated by 
the monarch of Qara Khatai in a.d. 1140, 
a.h. 535, and fled with a few followers to 
Khurasan, Farid consoled him by composing 
an ode upon the occasion, in which he says, 
" that every thing must change, but that the 
condition of God alone was not liable to 
vary." 


Farid-nddin Attar (Shaikh) (ju^J 

^x^» jUa-c ^jJD, Burnamed. Mu- 
hammad Ibrahim, was a dealer in perfumes, 
from which he took his poetical name * * * Attar . * * 
He afterwards retired from the world, became 
a disciple of Shaikh Majd-uddin Baghdad!, 
and lived to a great age, namely, that of 1 14 
lunar years. He was born at Shadyakh, a 
village in Naishapur in the reign of Suljan 
Sanjar in November, a.d. 1119, Sha'ban, 
a.h. 513, and, when at the siege of Naishapur, 
the son-in-law of Changez Khan, the Tartar, 
was killed, a general massacre of the inhabi- 
tants of that place was made by the Mughals, 
among the number that were slain being 
Farid-uddin. This circumstance took place 
on the 26th April, a.d. 1230, 10th Jamad II. 
a.h. 627. He is the author of 40 poems and 
several prose works, amongst the latter 
Tazkirat-ul-Aulia.

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descendant of Tahmurs, king of Persia. He 
had escaped, it is said in a miraculous manner, 
from Zunaq, when that prince had seized and 
murdered his father. At the age of 16 he 

i'oined Kawa or Gawa, a blacksmith, who 
tad collected a large body of his countrymen; 
these fought with enthusiasm under the 
standard of the blacksmith's apron, which 
was afterwards converted into the royal 
standard of Persia, called the Durafsh 
Kawani. Zuhaq, after numerous defeats, 
was made prisoner, and put to a slow and 
painful death. Faridun, who was a very 
lust and virtuous king, had three sons, viz., 
Balm, Tur, and Iraj, among whom he 
divided his kingdom ; but the two elder, 
displeased that Persia, the fairest of lands and 
the seat of royalty, should have been given to 
Iraj their junior, combined to effect his ruin, 
and at last slew him, and sent his head to 
Faridun. The old man fainted at the sight, 
and when he recovered he called upon Heaven 
to punish the base penetrators of so unnatural 
and cruel a deed. The daughter of Iraj was 
married to the nephew of Faridun, and their 
young son Manucnehr proved the image of 
his grandfather. When ne attained manhood, 
the old king made every preparation to enable 
him to revenge the blood of Iraj. A war 
commenced ; and in the first battle Salm and 
Tur were both slain. Faridun soon after- 
wards died, and was succeeded by Manuchehr. 
Persian authors assure us that Faridun 
reigned 500 years. 

Faridun f^Ju^J), a Turk who wrote 

a Commentary in the Turkish language on 
the Ghazals of Hafiz. 

Farigh (c^Ls), author of the poem 

called Mamaw'x Farigh, which he composed 
in a.d. 1692, a.h. 1000, in which year, he 
says, Shah 'Abbas conquered Gilan, and to 
whom it was dedicated. 

Faris Eoohidiak (^U), an Arabic poet 

and litterateur, born about the year a.d. 1796. 
In religion he was a Syrian Christian. He 
is the author of several works. When in 
London he published Ids revised text of the 
New Testament in Arabic. His Diwan in 
Arabic is highly spoken of by whose who 
have seen it. He was living in 1860. 

Fariz (^.Li), or Ibn Fariz, surname 

of Abu Hafs Sharaf-uddin Umar bin-al- 
Asa'di, bin-al-Murshid, bin- Ahmad al Asa'di, 
a very illustrious Arabian poet. He was born 
at Cairo a.d. 1181, a.h. 677, and died there 
in the year a.d. 1234, a.h. 632. 

Farkhari (^Ls^i), a poet who was 

in the service of Amir Kaikaus, and is the 
author of the story of Wdmiq-wa- Uzra, in 
verse. 


Farkhunda Ali Khan (Mir) (jjj^ i 

J+* i£jU»- .jw), Nizam of Deccan. 

He succeeded his father Sikandar Jah in the 
government of Haidarabad in a.d. 1829.

Faroghi Kashmiri {^Jj^jUmJ ^f-)/)* 
a poet who died in a.d. 1666, a.h. 1077. 

Faroghi (Maulana) (UJy* i<*)j*\ °* 

Qazwin in Isfahan; he was a dealer in 
perfumes, but an excellent poet, and lived in 
the time of 'Abbas the Great. 

Farrukhi (^^y), or Farkhl, a poet 

who flourished in the time of Sultan Mahmud 
of Ghazni, was a pupil of Unsari the poet, 
and a descendant of the royal race of the 
kings of Sistan. He is the author of a work 
called Tarjuman - ul - Bala ghat, and of a 
Diwan in Persian. He wrote several pane- 
gyrics in praise of Abu'l Muzaffar, the son 
of Amir Nasr and grandson of Nasir-uddin, 
ruler of Balkh. 

Farrukh Fa'l ( Jli • ^j), a son of the 

emperor Humayun by Mah Chuchak Begam, 
born at Kabul in a.d. 1655, a.h. 962. 

Farrukh-siyar (Muhammad) (_*_> -li 
0, emperor of Dehll, born on 


the 18th July, o.s. 1687, 18th Ramagan, 
a.h. 1098, was the son of Azim-ush-Shan, 
the second son of Bahadur Shah I. and great- 
grandson of the emperor Alamgir. His father 
was killed in the battle fought against 
Jahandar Shah, his uncle and predecessor. 
One of Jahandar Shah's first acts on his 
accession to the throne had been to put all 
the princes of the blood within his reach to 
death ; among those whom he could not get 
into his power was Farrukh-siyar. who was 
in Bengal at the time of his grandfather 
Bahadur Shah's death. But when the 
information of his father's death reached 
him, he threw himself on the compassion and 
fidelity of Saiyad Husain All Khan, the 
governor of Behar, who warmly espoused his 
cause, and prevailed on his brother, Saiyad 
Abdullah Khan, governor af Allahabad, to 
adopt the same course. By the aid of these 
noblemen, Farrukh-siyar assembled an army 
at Allahabad, inarched towards Agra, 
defeated Jahandar Shah, took him prisoner, 
and having murdered him, ascended the 
throne in the fort of Dehli on Friday the 9th 
January, o.s. 1713, 23rd £il-hijja, a.h. 
1124. The former Amir-ul-Umra Zulfiqar 
Khan and many other nobles and dependants 
of the late emperor were pat to death by the 
bow-string and other punishments. Raja 
Sabhchand, Diwan to the late Amir-ul-Umra, 
had his tongue cut out : Azlz-uddin, son of 
Jahandar Shah, 'All Tabar, the son of 'Azim 
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Shah, and Humayun Bakht, younger brother 
to Farrukh-siyar were deprived of their 
sight by a red hot iron drawn over their eyes. 
On Farrukh - siyar's accession, Abdullah 
Khan, the eldest brother, was made "Wazir 
with the title of Qutb-ul-Mulk, and Husain 
Ali Khan raised to the rank of Amir-ul- 
Umra (Commander-in-Chief) which was the 
second in the State. The emperor's nuptials 
with the daughter of Raja Ajit Singh of Marwar 
were celebrated with unprecedented splendour 
in the year a.d. 1716, a.h. 1128. Farmkh- 
siyar had not long enjoyed the throne, when 
a jealousy arose between him and the Wazir 
Qutb - ul - Mulk ; and upon the emperor 
trying to form schemes for the recovery of 
his independence, he was deposed, blinded and 
imprisoned by the two brothers. This event 
took place on the 18th February, o.s. 1719, 
8th Rabi' II. a.h. 1131, and not long after he 
was murdered on the 16th May, a.d. 1719, 
9th Bajab, a.h. 1131, following, and buried 
in the court of the mausoleum of the 
emperor Humayun at Dehli. He had reigned 
6 years 3 months and 15 days. After his 
deposal the Saivads set up a prince of the 
blood to whom they gave the title of Rafl- 
ud-Darjat. It was from Farmkh-siyar that 
the East India Company obtained their 
Farman of free trade, with leave to purchase 
thirty-seven districts in Bengal, besides 
various privileges ; little attention was how- 
ever paid to it by the Subahdar till the 
English acquired force to give it weight. 

Farrnkhzad (Jij£j-i) f a prince of 

Persia of the Sasanian race.

Farrnkhzad (dtj£yi), son of Sultan 

Masa'nd I. of Ghazni, began to reign after 
the death of his brother Sulf.an Abdul RashTd, 
in March, a.d. 1053, a.h. 444. He reigned 
6 years and died in the latter part of the year 
a.d. 1058, when his brother Sultan Ibranim 
succeeded him. 

Farsi t^U b Lfy*\ or FarasI, sur- 
name of Abu'l Fawaris Ibrahim, a Persian 
author. 

Farsi (.<-»/), poetical name of Sharif 
Khan Amir-ul-Umra, which see.

Faxyad (jl^j), the poetical name of 

Lala Sahib Rae, a Kayeth of Lucknow. He 
originally had assumed Qurban, for his 
poetical name, but latterly changed it to 
Farvad. He was living in a.d. 1782, a.h. 
1196. 

Farzada Quli (^15 bj^i), author of a 

Catalogue of books in the Arabic, Persian, 
and Hindi languages, amounting, on a rough 


estimate, to upwards of 2,000 volumes. From 
its mentioning the Diwan of Sanda, it 
appears that it was written within the last fifty 
or sixty years. It also mentions the Afustaja 
Nama, in the metre of the Shah Nama, 
embracing the history of Persia from Muham- 
mad to Tahmasp Shah Safwi, amounting to 
104,000 couplets; also of a Persian trans- 
lation of the Muqamat of Harizi. Jour, of 
the Roy. At. Soc. No. XI. 

Farzadaq ( jJJ/), the son of Ghalib, 

called the master of Arabian poets, was an 
author, and had the whole Quran by heart. 
He died in a.d. 728, a.h. 1 10, aged upwards 
of 70 years. He flourished in the reign of 
Abdul Malik, the son of Marwan I. who 
imprisoned him because he wrote a panegyric 
in praise of Imam 'All Zain-ul-'Abidin, son 
of Imam Husain, but was released, after the 
death of the khalif , by his son Walid. His 
Diwan in Arabic is much esteemed in Hajjaz 
and Iraq. 

FasiM Ansari (^yb L jj\**j\ ^jsxai), 

of Herat, a Persian poet, who flourished 
about the year a.d. 1595, a.h. 1004. He 
never came to India. He died in a.d. 1636, 
a.h. 1046. 

Fasih - uddin Muhammad Nizami 

Maulana (^Uai J*jcf ^ jJ! -*v-aj 

^y), author of the Shardh Ju$m\n\. 

Fassi (^*yj), surname of FaqTh-uddln 

Muhammad- ibn- Ahmad ' All -al- Husain! ; he 
was a native of Fass (Fez), on which account 
he was called Fassi. He was an author and 
Qazi of the city of Mecca, and died a.d. 1429, 
a.h. 833. 


Fatha Ali Husaini ( 


author of the biography called Tazkiral-ush- 
Shua'rae Hindi. It contains the Memoirs 
of 108 Hindi and Deccani authors, with 
numerous extracts from their works. 

Fatha 'All Shah (>li ^ J*), king 

of Persia, was a Turkman of the tribe of 
Kaiar. He succeeded his uncle 'Aka 
Muhammad Khan to the throne of Persia 
in a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212. He had received 
an excellent education, and possessed some 
literary accomplishments ; was a tolerable 
poet, and fond of the society of the learned, 
whom he generously patronized. He reigned 
nearly 40 years and died in the year a.d. 
1834, a.h. 1250. After him Muhammad 
Shah, the son of 'Abbas Mirza and grand- 
son of Fatha 'Ali Shah, mounted the throne 
and died in a.d. 1847, when his son Nasir- 
uddln Ahmad Shah, the present king, suc- 
ceeded him. It was to the court of Fatha 
'Ali Shah that Sir John Malcolm in 1800 
led the magnificent embassy which Lord 
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Wellesley had despatched from Calcutta, with 
the view of trumping Bonaparte's cards in 
the East, and of playing off a Persian ally 
on oar Indian frontiers against an Afghan 
ill-wisher, the ambitious Zaman Shah. 


Fatha Haidar ( . Ju»- ^), the eldest 
son of Tippu Sultan. 

Fatha Khan (J^. ,Jj), the son of 

Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak, king of Dehli, 
and brother of Zafar Khan.

Fatha Khan (^U. Jvi), Nawab of 
Bhawalpur. 

Tatha Khan (^U. ^j), brother of 

Dost Muhammad Khan, ruler of Kabul. 
The celebrated Wazir of Mahmud, ruler 
of Herat and chief of the Barakzai clan, 
whose family drove away the descendants of 
Ahmad Shan Abdali from Kabul. 

Fatha Khan (^U. Jli), tho son of 

Malik 'Ambar, the Abyssinian chief of Ahmad - 
nagar in the Deccan, who had the Nizam 
Shahi dominions under his control for some 
years. After his father's death in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. 1035, he succeeded to his authority ; 
but Murtaza Nizam Shah II. being weary 
of his control, took him prisoner by treachery, 
and confined him in tne fort of Khybar. 
Haying made his escape, he rebelled, but 
was again taken, and confined in Daulat- 
abad. He was released in time, and appointed 
generalissimo by the influence of his sister, 
mother to Nizam Shah. He shortly, to 
prevent another removal from office, confined 
the Sultan under pretence of insanity, and 
put to death twenty -five of the principal 
nobility in one day, writing to the emperor 
Shah Jahan that he had thus actea to 

Prevent them from rebelling against him. 
'he emperor in reply commended his attach- 
ment, and ordered him to put the captive 
prince to death, which he did: about the year 
a.d. 1628, a.h. 1038, and placed his son 
Husain, an infant of ten years, on the throne. 
Fatha Khan, by offering a present of eight 
lacs of rupees, and agreeing to pay tribute, 
was allowed to keep what territory yet 
remained to the Nizam Shahi sovereignty. 
In the year a.d. 1634, a.h. 1044, Fatha 
Khan was forced to surrender ; and the fall 
of this place put a final period to the Nizam 
Shahi dynasty, which had swayed the sceptre 
for 150 years. Husain Nizam Shuh was 
confined for life in the fortress of Gwaliar, 
but Fatha Khan was received into favour, and 
was aUoweoTto retire to Lahore on a pension 
of two lacs of rupees, which he enjoyed till 
his death. 


Fatha Naek (CSAj JS), the father 

of Haidar 'All £han, the usurper of Mysore 
and Seringapatam. He died in a.d. 1738, 
and was buried at Kolar, a capital of seven 
parganas, about 35 miles east oi Bangalore. 

Fatha-purl Mahal (J^* ^y -*i), 

or Begam, one of the wives of the emperor 
Shah Jahan. She was the founder of the 
Fathapuri Masjid in Dehli. 

Fatha Shah (^^ *\& JS), Purbl, 

succeeded Yusaf Shah to the throne of 
Bengal in a.d. 1482, a.h. 887, and after a 
reign of about eight years was murdered in 
a.d. 1491, a.h. 896, by the eunuch Sultan 
Shahzada, who succeeded him. 

Fatha-nUah Imad Shah (<dJt **J 

*L* jLttx), originally in the service 

of Sulfan Mahmud Shah II. Bahmanl, king 
of Deccan, was made governor of Berar. 
He became independent about the year a.d. 
1484, and died about the year a.h. 1513. 
His son 'Ala-uddin 'Imad Shah succeeded 
him.

Fatha-nUah Mnstanfl (*JJ\ 


J^wf), surnamed Fakhr-nddln, 

was a good poet and served under Khwaja 
Rashid-uddin, Fazl-ullah and his son Ghayas- 
uddin Muhammad, as secretary. He is the 
brother of Khwaja Hamd-ullah Mustaufi, 
who died in a.d. 1349. 

Fatha-nUah Shirazi Amir (ddJl JLi 

j+a\ ^cjI-iJ*), one of the most learned 

men of his time. Ho came from Shiraz to 
Deccan and passed a few years in the service 
of Sultan Ali Adil Shah of Bijapur. After 
the death of that king, he left Deccan and 
came to Dehli in the year a.d. 1582, a.h. 
990, and had an honourable office assigned to 
him by the emperor Akbar, near his person, 
with tne title of Azd-ud-daula. He died on 
Wednesday, the 3rd Shawwal, 997 Hijri, the 
24th Amardad Mah Ilahi, in the 34th year of 
Akbar' 8 reign, corresponding with tne 6th 
August, o.s. 1589, at Sirfnagar the capital of 
Kashmir, where he had proceeded with his royal 
master. The emperor was much grieved at his 
loss ; and Shaikh Faizi wrote an appropriate 
epitaph on the occasion. Fifteen anys after 
his death died also the Hakim Abu'l Fatha 
Gilani, the brother of Hakim Haman, who 
was then with the king proceeding to Kabul. 
Sarfi Sawaji wrote tho chronogram of their 
death. 
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FatM ( --sXi), a poet of Ardastan, 
who died in a.d. 1635, a.h. 1046.

Fatima GutU), the daughter of Mu- 
hammad and his wife Khudija. She was 
born at Mecca five years before her father 
gave himself out for a prophet, i.e., about 
the year a.d.

After a long 
residence in India he returned to his father- 
land, but died in a short time after his 
arrival there. He was living in a.d. 1649, 
a.h. 1059, and has left a Diwan in Persian 
verse. As he was employed in the army he 
derived his poetical title from Fauj, i.e. army. 

Fanlad Khan (Shidi) (^L^ Sl^J 

lJ\ +.£»), an Abyssinian who was at 

Kotwal in the time of the emperor Muham- 
mad Shah, about the year a.d. 1737, a.h. 
1150, and on whom a satire was written by 
the poet Sauda. He had built a fine garden 
in Agrah, of which no traces are to be seen 
now. 


Fauraq (j^i), surname of Abu Bakr 

Muhammad, bin-Hasan, bin -Fauraq, com- 
monly called ibn- Fauraq, was a great 
Metaphysician and Schoolman, for which 
reason he is styled Mutkallim. He was born 
at Isfahan, and died in the city of Naishapur, 
in Khurasan, a.d. 1015, a.h. 406. 

Fawad Muhammad Pasha (j^-i

), a Turkish statesman 


and litterateur of Constantinople, son of Izzat 
Mulla, and nephew of Laila Khatun, a 
Turkish poetess. He is the author of several 
works.

Fazl Ali Khan (Jl&- Lf Le J-aj), a 

poet who flourished in the time of the 
emperor Muhammad Shah of Dehli, and 
was living in a.d. 1739, a.h. 1152. 

Fazl Ali Khan (^L*. ^Ju. J-aJ), 

whose entire title was Nawab Ya'timad-ud- 
daula Zaya-ul-Mulk Saiyad Fazl 'Ali Khan 
Bahadur Sohrab Jang, was the prime 
minister of the king of Audh Ghazi-ud-din 
Haidar, and was living in a.d. 1829. 

Fazl Barmaid ( £ »j J*^), hrother 

of ' Jafar-al-Barmaki, the minister of Harun" 
al-Rashid Khalifa of Baghdad.

Fazl Haq. (j^. J*ai), the son of Fazl 

Imam. He wrote prose and poetry as did 
also his father. His Qasidas are much 
esteemed. At the outbreak of 1857, he joined 
the rebel Nawab of Banda and others, and was 
said to have been killed at Narod in an attack 
made by General Napier on the 1 7th December, 
a.d. 1858, a.h. 1274. The Dekli Gazette, May 
17th, 1859, mentions, however, that sentence 
of transportation was passed on the rebels Loni 
Singh, ex-Raja of Mitauli, and the Maulwi 
FazlHaq. 
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Fazli CjLij), a poet and author of the 

Lores of Shdh-wa-Mah, a poem containing 
12,260 Persian verses, which he completed in 
the year a.d. 1641. 

Fazl Imam (A«\ J*ai), an inhabitant 

of Khairabad, who wrote prose and poetry, 
and died in the year a.d. 1828, a.h. 1244. 

Fazl Rasnl Moulvi (^}y J^y JLai 

jJ^Ijj), of Badaon, son of Maulvl 

Abdul Majid, and author of the works called 
Bawarik and Tashih-ul-Mas&el. He was 
living in a.d. 1864, a.h. 1271. 

Fazl-ullah (^AA\ J— aJ), suraamed 

Khwaja Rashld-uddin, a native of Qazwin or 
Hamdan and a Persian historian, who wrote 
at the desire of his master, the Sultan of 
Persia, a history of the Mughals, finished in 
a.d. 1294, to which he afterwards added a 
supplement. He was beheaded in July, a.d. 
1318. His name is spelt in some of our 
Biographical Dictionaries, Fadl-allah. From 
the work of Rashid-uddin, called Jdma'-ut- 
Tawarikhi and from other materials, Abu'l 
Ghazi, king of Khwarizm, composed in the 
Mughal language his Genealogical Hittory.

Fazl-ullah Khan Nawab (<lLM J-aJ 

^IriO, an Amir of the court of the 

emperor Babar, who built a mosque in Dehli 
in the year a.d. 1629, a.h. 936, which is 
still standing. 

Fazl-ullah Maulana (b^ <dl! J*ai), 

Physician to Amir Taimur, and the most 
celebrated and skilful practitioner of the age 
in which he lived. 

Fazuli Baghdad! (^jljJL* U n ; ), 

an author who was a native of Baghdad, and 
died in the year a.d. 1662, a.h. 970, and 
left us a Diwan in the Persian and Turkish 
language. 

Fidai Khan (^U. ^IjJ), former 
title of 'Azim Khan Koka, which see. 

Fidai Mirza (!j^ ^Iji), name of a 
poet. 

Fidwi (^ji), of Lahore, the poetical 

name of a poet of the end of the 18th century ; 
was son of a Hindu chandler but converted "to 
Islam by Sabir «AH Shah ; became a client of 
Zabita Khfin (q.v.) and died at Moradabad 
about 1780. He is the author of a poem in 


Urdu entitled Yu*af-wa-Zaleihha (the Loves 
of Joseph and Potiphar's wife). Mir Fatha 
Ali Shaida has Batinzed him in his story of 
the Bum and Baqqal. 

Fidwi (^jJui), author of a Persian 

Diwan. He flourished in the year a.d. 1649, 
a.h. 1059. 

Fighan (^Ui), the poetical title of 

Ashraf 'All Khan, the son of Mirza 'Ali 
Khan, and the Koka or foster-brother of the 
emperor Ahmad Shah of Dehli. He is the 
autnor of a Diwan in the Urdu language, 
containing about 2,000 verses. He died at 
Patna in a.d. 1772, a.h. 1186, and was 
buried there. 

Fighani (J> Ui). Vide Baba Figkanl. 
Fikrat (^/j), poetical title of Mirza 

Ghaias-uddin. 

Fikri (.jr^JLi), poetical title of Sa'ld 

Muhammad of Herat. He was a weaver and 
is therefore called Jamabaf. He came to 
India in a.d. 1561, a.h. 969, and gained, 
through his great talents for making epigrams, 
the favour of the emperor Akbar. He com- 
posed only Ruba'is, and died in a.d. 1566, 
a.h. 973. 

Firaqi (^lyj), poetical title of an 

author named Abu'l Barkat, who died in the 
year a.d. 1507, a.h. 913. 

Firdansi or Firdausi Tusi (b l <->«*> / i 

\S*$° L5 - >^/^» ^ e P oe ti ca l ^tle °* 

Abu'l Kasim Hasan - bin - Sharaf Shah, a 
famous Persian poet, sometimes called the 
Homer of Persia, whose epic poem, called 
Shahnama, written by order of Suljin 
M ah mud of Ghazni, is justly celebrated. It 
contains the legendary annals of the ancient 
kings of Persia, from the reign of the first 
king, Kaiomurs, to the death of Tezdijard III. 
the last monarch of the Sasanian race, who 
was deprived of his kingdom a.d. 641, by the 
invasion of the Arabs during the Khilaiat of 
'Umar, the second Khalif after Muhammad. 
It was the labour of 30 years, and consists of 
60,000 verses, each of which is a distich. 
The following circumstances respecting the 
origin of the poem and the life of the poet 
are chiefly derived from the preface to the 
copy of the Shahnama, which was collated 
a.d. 1426, a.h. 829, by order of Baisanghur 
Mirza the grandson of Amir Taimur. It 
appears from that preface, that Tezdijard, 
the last king of tne Sasanian race, took 
considerable pains in collecting all the 
chronicles, histories, and traditions connected 
with Persia and the sovereigns of that 
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country, from the time of Kaiomurs to the 
accession of the Khusros, which by his 
direction were digested and brought into one 
yiew, and formed the book known by the 
name of Siar-ul-Maluk, or the Bdstdn Nama. 
When the followers of Mohammad overturned 
the Persian monarchy, this work was found 
in the plundered library of Tezdijard. In the 
tenth century one of the kings of the then 
dynasty, directed Daqiqi (g.v.) the poet to 
Terrify that extensive work, but the poet only 
lived to finish a thousand distichs, having been 
assassinated by his own slave. Nothing 
farther was done till the reign of Sulfcan 
Mahmud, when a romantic accident furnished 
the Sultan with a copy of the Bdstdn Nama, 
tiie existence of which was till then unknown to 
him. From this work, he selected seven 
stories which he delivered to seven poets to be 
composed in verse, that he might be able to 
ascertain the merits of each competitor. The 
poet Unsari gained the palm, and he was 
accordingly engaged to arrange the whole in 
verse. Firdausi was at this time at Tub, 
his native city, where he cultivated his 

Setical talents with assiduity and success, 
e had heard of the attempt of Daqiqi, and 
of the determination of the reigning king 
Mahmud, to patronize an undertaking which 
promised to add lustre to the age in which he 
lived. Having fortunately succeeded in 
procuring a copy of the Bdstdn Nama, he 
pursued nis studies with unremitting zeal, 
and soon produced that part of the poem in 
which the battles of Zuhaq and Fand&n are 
described. The performance was universally 
read and admired, and it was not long before 
his fame reached the ears of the Sulfcan, who 
immediately invited him to his court. It is 
related that when Firdausi, on the invitation 
of the Sulfcan, reached the capital Ghazni, he 
happened to pass a public garden where the 
three royal poets, Unsari, Asjadi and 
Farrukhi were . enjoying themselves. The 
poets observed him approach and at once 
agreed that if the stranger chanced to have 
any taste for poetry, which they intended to 
pat to test, he should be admitted to their 
friendship, and in order to decide as to his 
merits they settled among themselves to 
repeat each in turn a hemistich, and leave to 
Firdausi to complete the fourth, but at the 
same time satisfied in their own minds that 
there was no other word in the Persian 
language that would rhyme with the three 
which they had taken care to pre-occupy. 
Firdausi joining them and hearing the 
proposal, promised to exert his powers. 
They then commenced each with an extem- 
poraneous line : — 

Unsari ... The light of the moon to thy 

splendour is weak, 
Asjadi . . . The rose is eclipsed by the bloom 

of thy cheek ; 
Farrukhi ... Thine eyelashes dart through the 

folds of the Joshan, 
Firdausi ... Like the javelin of Geo in the 

battle with Pushan. 

The poets were astonished at the readiness 
of the stranger, and ashamed at being totally 


ignorant of the story of Geo and Pushan, 
which Firdausi related as described in Boston 
Nama. They immediately treated him with 
the greatest kindness and respect, and after- 
wards introduced him to Mahmud, as a poet 
capable of undertaking the Shdkndma. 
Mahmud considered himself never so much 
honoured as when Firdausi set his foot at 
Ghazni; he was never more proud than 
that Firdausi was by his command, composing, 
in his faultless verse, a history of the 
monarchs of Persia, his predecessors. No 
reward then appeared to turn too great to 
offer, to induce the poet to undertake the 
task, no promise too splendid to excite him. 
" Write, unequalled one,*' cried he, " and 
for every thousand couplets a thousand pieces 
of gold shall be thine.' * Firdausi obeyed, 
but resolved to accept no reward till he had 
completed the work he had undertaken, and 
for thirty years he studied and laboured that 
his poem might be worthy of eternal fame. 
In this he succeeded, and presented an elegant 
copy of his book to Mahmud, but the patience 
of tne Sultan was exhausted, his enthusiasm 
was gone, his liberality had faded away, and 
when the 60,000 couplets of the Shdhndma 
were ended, there was a pause, which brought 
to the poet disappointment and to the monarch 
such everlasting disgrace as has obliterated 
all his triumphs. Mahmud received the book, 
coldly applauded his diligence and dismissed 
him. Many months elapsed, and Firdausi 
heard no more of his work; he then took 
occasion to remind the king of it by the 
following epigram : 

'Tis said our monarch's liberal mind 
Is like the ocean unconnned, 
Happy are they who prove it so, 
'Tis not for me that truth to know. 
I've plunged within its waves, 'tis true, 
But not a single pearl could view. 

Shamed, picqued, and offended at this 
freedom, the Sulfcan ordered 60,000 pieces of 
silver dirhams to be sent to the author, 
instead of the gold which he had promised. 
Firdausi was in the bath at the time the 
money arrived, and his rage and amazement 
exceeded all bounds when he found himself 
thus insulted. He immediately distributed 
the paltry sum amongst the attendants of the 
bath and the slave who brought it. The 
excited poet then relieved his mind by a satire 
full of stinging invective, and caused it to be 
transmitted to the favourite Wazir who had 
instigated the Sultan against him; it was 
carefully sealed up, with directions that it 
should be read to Mahmud on some occasion 
when his mind was perturbed with affairs of 
State, as it was a poem likely to afford him 
entertainment. Firdausi having thus prepared 
his vengeance, quitted the court and was 
safely arrived in Mazandaran, where news 
reached him that his lines had fully answered 
the purpose he had intended they should do. 
Mahmud had heard and trembled, and too 
late discovered that he had ruined his own 
reputation for ever. After his satire had 
been read by Mahmud, the poet feared to 
remain too long in one place ; he sought 
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shelter in the court of the khalif of Baghdad, 
in whose honour he added a 1000 couplets to 
iheShdhndma, and who rewarded him with the 
60,000 gold pieces which had been withheld 
by Mahmiid. Mahmud pretended to have 
discovered that his Wazir had deceived him 
in attributing impiety to Firdausi, and he at 
once sacrificed that favourite, dismissing 
him with disgrace. Thinking, by a tardy 
act of liberality, to repair his former meanness, 
Mahmud dispatched to Firdausi the 60,000 
pieces he had promised, a robe of State, and 
many apologies and expressions of friendship ; 
but the poet was dead, having expired in his 
native town full of years and honours, sur- 
rounded by his friends and kindred. Firdausi 
died at Tub (now called Mashhad) his native 
country in a.d. 1020, a.h. 411, aged 89 years, 
but Haji Ehalfa says he died in a.d. 1025, 
a.h. 416. "^Besides the Shdhndma, he was 
the author of other poems called Abxat 
Firdausi. 

ilrdausi-al-Thihal (J^l xj*j<*j\ 

a Turkish historian, and author of the 
Turkish work called bhahndma, which com- 
prises the history of all the ancient kings of 
the East. Bavazid or Baiazet II. to whom 
the book was dedicated, ordered the author to 
reduce it from its original bulk of 300 
volumes to 80. Firdausi however, felt so 
mortified at this proposal, that he preferred 
leaving the country altogether, and emigrated 
to Khurasan, in Persia. Firdausi flourished 
in a.d. 1600. 

Firlshta (^J^i), whose proper name 

was Muhammad Qasim, and who was the 
author of the history called Turikh-i-Firishta, 
was born at Astrabad on the borders of the 
Caspian Sea, between the years a.d. 1570 or 
1650, a.h. 978 or 968. His father, a learned 
man, by name Ghulam 'All Hindu Shah, left 
his native country when our author was very 
young and travelled into India. He even- 
tually reached Ahmadnagar in the Deccan 
during the reign of Murtaza Nizam Shah I. 
and was appointed by the Sultan to instruct 
his son Miran Husain in the Persian language, 
but he soon died after his selection, and 
Firishta was left an orphan in early youth. 
After the death of Murtaza Nizam Shah, in 
a.d. 1589, a.h. 996, he proceeded to Bijapur, 
and was presented by Dilawar Khan, minister 
to Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. by whose request 
he wrote the history which goes by his name, 
in the year 1023 Hijri (a.d. 1614). The year of 
his death is altogether unknown. Briggs 
supposes that it occurred in a.d. 1612, a.h. 
1021, making him only 41 years of age. 
M. Jules Mohl supposes aim to have revised 
his work up to at least a.d. 1623, a.h. 1033, 
making his age not less than 73, as he 
supposes him to have been born in a.d. 1550. 
Firishta styles his work Gulshan-i-Ibrdklmi 
and Naura» Noma. Its former name is 
derived from the king to whom it was 
dedicated ; and hence it is frequently quoted 
under the name of Tarihh Ibrahltni. The 


latter name was given to it in commemoration 
of the new capital, N auras, which his patron 
Ibrahim 'Adil Shah, commenced building in 
the year a.d. 1699. The first and second 
books, giving an account of the Dehli 
emperors down to Akbar, were translated 
into English by Colonel Dow in 1768 ; the 
history of the Deccan by Captain Jonathan 
Scott. But the translation of the entire work by 
General Briggs in four volumes 8vo., 1829, has 
(according to Elliot) thrown others into the 
shade, and is by far the most valuable store- 
house of facts connected with Muhammadan 
dynasties of India.

Firoz (jjg^-J), a celebrated Sufi of 

Agra, author of a Persian work on Theology 
called 'Aqaed Su/ia, written in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. 1036. 

Firoz I. ( jjy-j-i) (the Peroses of the 

Greeks), a king of Persia of the Sosanian 
race, was the eldest son of Yezdijard II. He 
succeeded his younger brother Hurmuz, 
whom he dethroned and put to death in a.d. 
458. He lost his life in a battle against the 
king of Transoxiana, after a reign of 26 years, 
in a.d. 484. Balas or Palas or Balasus, his 
son, succeeded him ; and after his death his 
brother Qubad mounted the throne. 

Firozabadi (^j^jg-jj), surname of 

Majd-uddin Muhammad - bin - 'Yaqub bin- 
Munammad, a learned Persian, so called from 
his birth-place Firozabad, a village in Shiraz. 
The stupendous work called Qatnus or Qamus- 
ul-Lughat, renowned as the most perfect 
Arabic Dictionary, was written by him. Those 
who are acquainted with the peculiarities of 
the Arabic language cannot open this work 
without feeling amazed at the literary services 
rendered by this learned man. He died a.d. 
1414, a.h. 817.

Musalman, author of Al Tanbidh, or Tanbiz, 
or general information on the Muhammadan 
law in the 1 1th century. Lempriere's Uni- 
versal Dictionary. 

Firoz Jang Khan (^U* <— £j>- j*j+*), 

the inscription on the gate of the old fort of 
Patna, dated in the Hijra year 1042 (a.d. 
1633), attributes its erection to Firoz Jang 
£han. 

Firoz Khan Khwaja Sara Cjl^ JU-J 

*\j~» 4jj^jjO, who held the rank of 
300 in the time of Shahjahan. 
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Firoz Mtilla (^-jK^ 1* )*j-**)> son 


of Kaus, chief priest of the Pan! Qadiniis of 
Bombay, author of the George N&ma, a 
history of India from its discovery by the 
Portuguese to the conquest of Puna by the 
English in a.d. 1817, a.h 1233. 

Firoz Shah (*l£ j)j**), the son of 

Salim Shah, was raised to the throne of 
Dehli at Gwaliar after the death of his father 
when he was only about 12 years old. He had 
scarcely reigned three months (or only 3 days) 
when nis mother's brother Mubarik Khan 
murdered him on the 2nd May, a.d. 1554, 
29th Jumada I. a.h. 961, and ascended the 
throne with the title of Muhammad Shah 
4 Adil. See Bib! Bai. 

Firoz Shah Bahmani Saltan (u^i 

^UaJ— j -Jwt-fJ *L&), king of the 

Deccan, was the son of Sultan Daud Shah. 
After haying deposed and confined Sultan 
Shams-uddin, he ascended the throne on the 
15th November, a.d. 1397, a.h. 800, with 
the title of Sultan Firoz Shah Roz Afzun. 
He excelled his predecessors in power and 
magnificence, and in his reign the house of 
Bahmani attained its greatest splendour. On 
ascending the throne, he appointed his 
brother Ahmad Khan, Amir-ul-Umra, with 
the title of Khankhanan, and raised Mir 
Faizullah Aniu, his preceptor, to the office of 
Wazir-us-Saltanat, with the title of Malik 
Naeb. He reigned 25 years 7 months and 
16 days, and died on the 25th September, 
a.d. 1422, 16th Shawwal, a.h. 825, ten days 
after resigning his crown in favour of his 
brother Ahmad Khan, who ascended the 
throne with the title of Sulfcan Ahmad Shah 
Wall Bahmani. 

Firoz Shah Khilji Sultan (*U, j^J 

i^Ua-Lrf —sT- 5 *"), Burnamed Jalal- 

nddin, son of Qaem Khan, ascended the 
throne of Dehli after the murder of Sulfcan 
Muiz-uddin Kaiqubad in a.d. 1282, a.h. 
688. He reigned about 8 years, after which 
he was obliged to go down to Kara Manikpur 
in tbe province of Allahabad to punish nis 
nephew and son-in-law 'Ala-uddin, the 
governor of that place, who had rebelled 
against him. * Ala-uddin, hearing of the 
king's departure from Dehli, crossed the 
Ganges and encamped near Manikpur upon 
the opposite bank. When the king reached 
the lauding place, 'Ala-uddin appeared upon 
the bank with his attendants, whom he 
ordered to halt. He advanced alone, met 
his uncle and fell prostrate at his feet. The 
king, taking him by the hand, was leading 
him to the royal barge, when 'Ala-uddin 
made a signal to his guards, and one of his 
officers struck his head on*. 'Ala-uddin 
caused it to be fixed on the point of a spear 
and carried through the camp and city. This 
circumstance took place on the 19th July, 
a.d. 1296, 17th Ramaxan, a.h. 695, and 


'Ala-uddin ascended the throne of Dehli 
with the title of Sikandar Sani (" second 
Alexander"). Firoz Shah was the first Sultan 
of the second branch of the Turko -Afghan 
dynasty called Khilji.

4. Mubarik Shah Khilji, the last of this 

dynasty, was murdered in a.d. 1321, 
by Malik Khusro, a favourite slave, 
who ascended the throne, but was soon 
afterwards slain by Ghaiaa-uddln 
Tughlaq Shah, the first of the 3rd 
branch of Afghan kings of Dehli. 

Firoz Shah Purbi i^j£ *l* j)j-*), 

a king of Bengal, whose former name was 
Malik Andil, an Abyssinian chief, who after 
killing the eunuch Sulf.an Shahzada, was 
elevated to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 
1491, a.h. 896, with the title of Firoz Shah. 
He repaired the city of Gour, commonly 
called XakhnaujJ, where he gave universal 
satisfaction to all classes of his subjects. He 
died in a.d. 1494, a.h. 899. 

Firoz Shah Tughlaq Sultan (jj^-J 
U ILL) j\*3 *l&), called Firoz Shah 

Barbak, was the son of Sipahsalar Rajab, 
the brother of Sultan Ghaias-uddin Tughlaq, 
and cousin to Sultan Muhammad Tughlaq, 
whom he succeeded to the throne of Dehli on 
the 20th March, a.d. 1351, 21st Muharram. 
a.h. 762, at Thafta. He was a just ana 
learned prince. His soldiers and his subjects 
were equally happy under his administration, 
nor did anyone dare to exercise oppression in 
his time. He was himself the author of the 
work called Fatdhdt Firoz Sh&hi, i.e. the 
conquests of Firoz Shah. In August, a.d. 
1387, he abdicated the throne ana resigned 
the reins of government to his son Nasir- 
uddin Muhammad, but the prince giving himself 
up entirely to pleasure, was soon after expelled 
and obliged to fly with a small retinue to the 
mountains of Sirmdur, and Firoz Shah again 
resumed his full authority. He constructed 
numerous buildings and canals, as also the 
fort of Firozabad at old Dehli, and after a 
reign of of 38 lunar years and eight months, 
died on the 21st September, a.d. 1388, 1 8th 
Ramazan, a.h. 790, aged upwards of 80 years. 
Thewords "Waf at Firoz* ' ^the death of Firoz) 
comprise the numerical letters of the year of 
his demise. He was buried on the banks of 
the Hauz Khas, a tank built by him in old 
Dehli; and was succeeded by his grandson 
Ohaias-uddin (the son of Fatna Khan) who 
was slain after five months. Alter him 
another grandson of the late king, named 
Sultan Abu Bakr, the son of Zafar Khan, 
was raised to the throne. He had reigned 
one year and six months, when his uncle 
Nasir-uddin Muhammad Shah, the son of 
Firoz Shah, deposed him and ascended the 
throne of Dehli in August, a.d. 1390. 
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Firoz Shah (>L& ;.r-o), one of the 


sons of the ex-king Bahadur Shah II. 
king of Dehli, and one of the chief rebels in 
. the outbreak of 1857. He fought the British 
boldly, and for a time acted with Tantia 
Topi in 1858 ; so that the British Goyernment 
offered a reward of 10,000 rupees for his 
apprehension. It was reported in 1864 that he 
had made his appearance in the Seronj Jungles. 
Some Arabs wno arrived at Haidarabaa in 
1866 reported that they had seen him in 
Arabia, and supporting himself by begging 
among the rich merchants. [Since this was 
written nothing more has been heard of 
this Prince.] 

Fitrat (c^yki), the poetical name of 

Mir Moiz-uddin Muhammad Muswi Khan, 
a mansabdar in the time of ' Alamgir employed 
as Diwan of Suba Behar. He was a Sayyad 
and lineal descendant of 'All Musi Raza. He 
subsequently chose for his poetical name, 
Muswi. He was born in Persia in a.d. 1640, 
a.h. 1050, and came to India, where he was 
much esteemed for his talents as a poet and a 
critic. He is the author of a Tazkira or 
biography called Guhhan-i- Fitrat, also of a 
Diwan. He died in a.d. 1690, a.h. 1100.

was Abu Turab, was a poet. He died in the 
year a.d. 1617, a.h. 1026.

Muhammad Beg, a poet, who was in the 
service of Shah 'Abbas II. and died under 
Shah Sulaiman, kings of Persia. He has 
left a Diwan of Ghazais.

Fuzail Ayaz (^oLc J--ai), a pious 

Musalman, whose native country was either 
Kufa, Khurasan, or Samarqand. He received 
instructions from Imam Ja'far Sadiq, and 
was the master of Bishr Hafi and Sari SaqtL 
He suddenly fell down and died at the time 
of prayers at Mecca in January, a.d. 803, 
Mugarram, a.h. 187.

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Gaj Singh Rathor (jyj\j &£-« ** < 

JLA^-y-as), a Raja of Marwar or 

Jodp&r of the tribe of Rafchor rajputs, was 
the son of Suraj Singh and the father of 
Jaswant Singh. He reigned about 18 years 
and died in the year a.d. 1630, in Gmrat. 
The building called Kali Mahal at Pipal 
Mandi in Agrah, was constructed by him. 
His son Amar Singh killed Salabut Khan. 
Sulfcan Parwez married Gaj Singh's sister in 
a d. 1624, and Sulaiman Shikoh, the son of 
Sultan Parwez, married the daughter of Gaj 
Singh in the year a.h. 1065. 

Gakkhar ( *$£ ), a tribe whose resi- 
dence is amongst the mountains that lie between 
Bhat and Sindh. 
[ Vide Kamal Khan Gikhar.] 

Ganga Bai (^Jb \wa ), Rani of Jhansi 

and widow of Raja Gangadhar Rao. At the 
outbreak of 1857 she joined the rebels, and 
was the cause of the massacre at Jhansi. She 
was killed in the battle of Gwaliar on the 
17th June, 1858. She fell with her horse, 
and was cut down by a Hussar ; she still 
endeavoured to get over, when a bullet struck 
her in the breast, and she fell to rise no 
more. The natives hastily burnt her dead 
body to save it from apprehended desecration 
by the Firingis on the night of the 17th 
and 18th. 

Ganna Begam ( JLj Us ). Vide Gunna 
Begam. 

Gajpati (,&</?)$ a Raja of Jagdespur 

in south Bihar, who, with his brother Bain 
Sal, during the reign of the emperor Akbar, 
defied the Mughal armies for several years, 
though the unequal combat led to their 
destruction. 

Garshasp (*_^>U»^), an ancient king 

of Persia. Vide Karshasp. 
Gashtasp (\>^*J&jz£) was, according 


to Persian history, the son of Lohrasp, and 
the fifth king of the Kaianian dynasty of 
Persia. In his time flourished Zardnsht or 
Zoroaster, who converted the Persians to the

worship of fire. Gashtasp, it is said, reigned 
60 years, and was succeeded by Bah man his 
grandson, whose father Isfandaiar (q.v.) was 
a great warrior and was killed by Rustam 
some time before. He is supposed to have 
been the Darius Hystaspes of the Greek 
writers. 

George Thomas ((^**\k ^-j^)- The 

district of Harriana was once the field of the 
exploits of this famous adventurer. The Jats 
are a stalwart and brave race, and showed 
what they could do under his leadership, 
though when left to themselves they were 
so divided by factions, that Harriana has 
always yielded to every adventurer who had 
been able to attack them. Thus it was over- 
run by the Mahraftas, under Messrs. Bourquin 
and ferron, by the Rohillas under Amir 
Khan, and another leader, and finally by the 
British. George Thomas came out to India 
as a common seaman, and having deserted 
his ship first took service with Madho Rao 
Sindhia about the year a.d. 1782. The 
famous Begam Samru of Sirdhana was then 
in the zenith of her power, and he left 
Sindhia to serve her. Shortly after, having 
collected a body of men, he left her, and 
marched down to Harriana, and in no time 
carved out a kingdom for himself. He made 
the city of Hansi his capital and built a 
strong fort in it. He built another fort 
about 20 miles to the south of the town of 
Rohtak, and called it after his own Christian 
name Georgegarh, which (perhaps from his 
maritime origin) the natives call Jahajgarh, 
or " ship-castle." After a few years the 
MahraLtas under Louis Bourquin invaded his 
territories. He hastened to give them battle, 
and throwing himself into the small fort of 
Jahajgarh, he fought them for three days, 
though his force was infinitely smaller than 
theirs. His cavalry, which was composed 
principally of Rau^hars, having gone over 
to the enemy, and his Lieutenant, an English- 
man of the name of Hopkins, being killed, 
his troops at length gave way, and he fled on 
a favourite Arab horse to Hansi, a distance 
of about 60 miles. Bourquin assaulted the 
city and Thomas, after a defence of some 
weeks, gave himself up, and was allowed to 
join the British Brigade at Anupshahr. De- 
parting thence, in charge of a Capt. Francklin, 
he died on his way down the river, as he was 
seeking to return to Europe by way of 
Calcutta. His great-granddaughter was the 
wife of a writer on a humble salary (1867) 
in one of the Government offices in Agra. 
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There is a Life of George Thomas, written 
by Franrklin, of which a copy is to be seen 
in the Dehli Institute Library. [See Keene's 
Fall of the Mughal Empire, part iii. ch. ii.

Ghafil i^sMjjQi Jili), a poet of 
Agrah. 

Ghairat Khan (^U* <^**), title of 

Khwaja Kangar, the nephew of 'Abdullah 
Kjan, Firoz Jang and son of Sardar Khan. 
In the year a.d. 1631, he brought the~head 
of Khan Jahan Jodi to Shah Jahan, and was 
raised to the rank of 2000 with the title of 
Ghairat Khan. He died in a.d. 1640, a.h. 
1050, at Thatjta of which place he was 
governor. He is the author of the Jahangir 
Nama. 

Ghalib (c^JLi), the poetical title 

assumed by Muhammad Sa'd, author of a 
Diwan which he completed in the year a.d. 
1690, a.h. 1101. 

Ghalib (uJli), the poetical name of 

Mir Fakhr-uddin, author of a book of Qasidas 
which he finished in the 6th year of Muhammad 
Shah the emperor of Dehli, a.d. 1734, a.h. 
1136. 

Ghalib (l-^U), poetical title of Shaikh 

Asad-ullah, son of the sister of Shaikh 
Muhammad Afzal of Allahabad. He died 
in a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163. 

Ghalib («w^JU), poetical name of Mirza 

Asad-ullah Khan, author of a Diwan, and a 
history of the Mughal emperors of India. He 
was the son of 'AlT Bal&sh Khan, the brother 
of Nawab Ahmad Bakhsh Khan of Firozpur 
and Lohari. He died at Dehli in the month 
of February or March, a.d. 1669, a.d. 1285. 

Ghani ( -X-c), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Tahir. He is commonly 
called Ghani Kashmiri on account of his 
being a native of Kashmir. He was a 
pupil of Shaikh Muhsin-Fani, whom he 
excelled in his learning and became an 
elegant poet. He wrote a book of Odes 
called D>%van Oham, and died in Kashmir 
two years before his master a.d. 1668, a.h. 
1079. It is said that the emperor 'Alamgir 
wrote to Saif Khan the governor of Kashmir 
to send Ghani to his presence. Ghani refused 
to go, telling him at the same time to inform 
the emperor that Ghani had become insane 
and was not worthy to be sent to his presence. 


Saif Khan said that he could not call a wise 
man like him mad; upon which Ghani 
immediately really went mad, tore his clothes, 
and died after three days. He was a young man 
at the time of his death, having enjoyed a 
brilliant reputation for poetical excellence for 
about eighteen years. He sometimes uses 
Tahir for his poetical name. 

Ghani Bahadur {jC\^ ^£) t son of 

Shamsher Bahadur I. and younger brother of 
( Ali Bahadur, the Nawab of Banda.

Ghanimat (vr-v^ir), poetical name of 

Muhammad Akram, author of a short Diwan 
and a Masnawi containing an account of the 
Loves of Aziz and Shahid, called Nairang 
lehg, composed in the reign of 'Alamgir 

Gharib (v^^o^x), poetical name of 

Shaikh Nasir-uddin of Dehli. He is the 
author of a Diwan in Persian. 

Gharib (u^o^), poetical name of 
Sayyad Karim-ullah of Bilgrum. 

Ghasiti Begam (^u*T ^ Jlo ^JUu^S 

»JL*j), the wife of Shahamat Jang, 

and Amina Begam, the mother of Nawab 
Siraj-uddaula, were daughters of Nawab 
Mahabat Jan* of Bengal ; they were drowned 
in the river, close to Jahangirnagar, by order 
of Miran the son of Nawab Ja'far 'Ali Khan, 
in June, a.d. 1760. 

Ghana Muhammad Khan (v£j>«-£ 

flsw &*>&"), whose title is Mohta- 
shim-uddaula, was (1870) Nawab of Jlwara.

Ghauwasi (^J£ i<*\jA of Yez< *> a 
poet, whose proper name is Izz-uddin. He 
is said to have composed 100,000 verses. 
This fertile poet, in a work which he wrote 
in a.d. 1543, a.h. 950, says: "The poetry 
which I have written amounts to 1,950 books." 
He made 500 verses a day, and it would 
appear that he put the fiauzat-uth-Shohada, 
the history of Tabari, the legends of the 
Prophets, Kaleila-wa-Damna, and the Medical 
work called Zakfrfra Khuartzm Shahi, and 
many other works into verse. He died in 
a.d. 1653, a.h. 960, at an age of more than 
one hundred years. 
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Ghayas Halwai (^jJu. cuL-c), of 

Shiraz, was blind and died by a fall from 
the terrace of a house in the time of Shah 
Safi. He is the author of a Diwan.

Ghayas - uddln Bahmani (Saltan) 

(^UaL* ^J**^ ^^\ cl^Li), the 

eldest son of So If an Mahmud Shah I. He 
ascended the throne of the Deccan in his 
seventeenth year, after the death of his father 
in April, a.d. 1397. He had reigned 
only one month and twenty days, when 
Lalchin, one of the Turkish slaves, not 
being appointed prime minister — to which 
office he had aspired — put out his eyes with 
the point of his dagger, and having sent him 
in confinement to the fortress of Sagar, placed 
Shams-uddin, the late king's brother, on the 
throne. This circumstance took place on 
the 14th June, a.d. 1397, 17th Ramazan, 
a.h. 799. 


Ghayas-uddin Balban(Sultan)(vuLi 


u llaL» ^j-J-J ^j jJU, king of Dehll. 

In his youth he was sold as a slave to Sultan 
Altimsn, who raised him by degrees to the 
rank of a noble, and gave him his daughter 
in marriage. On the accession of his son 
Kasir-nddin Mahmud to the throne of Dehli, 
Ghayas-uddin was appointed his wazir. After 
the king's deposal or death in February, a.d. 
1266, a.h. 664, he ascended the throne and 
reigned 20 years. He died in a.d. 1286, 
a.h. 685, aged 80 years, and was succeeded 
by his grandson Moiz-uddin Kaiqubad, the 
son of Nafliruddm Baghra Khan, governor 
of Bengal, who was then absent in that 
province. 

Ghayas-uddin Kart I. (Malik) (CjLi 

ujX* UL2j£ ^jJO, fourth king of 

the race of Kart or Kard. He succeeded his 
brother Malik Fakhr-uddin Kart in a.d. 1307. 
a.h. 706, reigned more than 21 years over 
Herat, Balgh, and Ghazni, and died in the 
year a.d. i 329, a.h. 729. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Malik Shams-uddin Kart. 

Ghayas - uddln Kart II. (Malik) 
(uJl* &J ^JJI CjLx), the eighth 


and last king of the dynasty of Kart or Kard. 
He succeeded his father or grandfather Moiz- 
uddin Uusain Kart in a.d. 1370, a.h. 771, 
and reigned 12 years over Herat, Ghor, 
Sarakhsh, and Naishapur, and conquered Tas 
and Jam. He was a great tyrant, and had 
several battles with the Sarbadals of Sabzwar 
and the chiefs of Jam Qurbani. In the year 


a.d. 1381, a.h. 783, Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) 
conquered Herat, when Ghayas-uddin, together 
with his son and brother, were taken prisoners 
and put to death. This dynasty lasted one 
hundred and nineteen lunar years and two 
months. 

Ghayas-uddin Khilji (Sultan) (luLc 


,,«JL- 



^jjJO succeeded his 


father Sultan Mahmud Khilji on the throne 
of Gujrat in May, a.d. 14b9, £i-Qa'da, a.h. 
873. When he had reigned 33 years and 
arrived at an advanced age, his two sons 
anxiously looked for his death as an event 
which would secure to one of them the throne 
of Malwa ; a jealousy arose between the two 
brothers, who conspired against each other, 
till Nasir-uddin, the eldest, having put his 
brother, Shuja'at Khan to death on the 22nd 
October, a.d. 1500, 24th Rabi II. a.h. 
906, assumed the reins of government. A 
few days after, his father was found dead in 
the Seraglio ; and it was supposed that poison 
had been administered to him by his son. 

Ghayas-uddin Mahmud (^jJI ^^ 

J y+s*), the son of Ghayas-uddin 

Muhammad Ghori, succeeded his uncle 
Shahab-uddin in the kingdom of Ghor 
and Ghazni in a.d. 1205, a.h. 602. He 
reigned about four years, and was assassinated 
by the people of Mahmud All Shah on 
Saturday night, the 31st July, a.d. 1210, 7th 
$afar, a.h. 607. He was at first buried at 
Firdii Kdh, but was afterwards transported to 
Herat and buried there. He was succeeded 
by his son Baha-uddin Sam, who was after 
three months defeated by 'Ala-uddin Atsiz 
(son of Ala-uddin Hasan surnamed Jahan 
Sdz) who reigned in Ghor and Ghazni for 
four years, and fell in battle against Malik 
Nasir-uddin Husain Amir Shikar in the year 
a.d. 1214, a.h. 611. After his death Ala- 
uddin Muhammad, son of Abu All, cousin of 
Malik Ghayas-uddin Muhammad, was raised 
to the throne by Taj -uddln Elduz. 

Ghayas-uddin Mahmud Ghori (cjLc 

sjjyz J> a.** jj-jjJ^), the son of 

Ghayas-uddin Muhammad Ghori, and nephew 
of Snahab-uddin Muhammad Ghori, whom he 
succeeded to the throne of Ghor and Ghazni 
in a.d. 1206. Mahmud being naturally 
indolent, remained satisfied with the throne 
of Ghor, and proclaimed Taj-uddin Elduz, 
king of Ghazni. He died in a.d. 1210. 

Ghayas - uddln Muhammad Ghori 
(^•i **&" ^^\ CjLc), king of 

Ghor and Ghazni, was the son of Baha-uddin 
Sam, the youngest brother of Ala-uddin 
Hasan Ghori. He succeeded to the throne of 
Ghor and Ghazni after the death of his cousin 
Malik Saif-uddin, the son of the latter, about 
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the year a.d. 1157, and conferred the 
government of Ghazni on his brother 
Shahab-uddin surnamed Mo'iz-uddin Muham- 
mad ; this illustrious general subdued 
Khurasan and a great part of India in the 
name of his brother Ghayas-uddin, who 
annexed those countries to his own dominions. 
Ghayas-uddin died on Wednesday the 12th 
March, a.d. 1203, 27th Juraada I. a.h. 
599, and was succeeded by hiis brother 
Shahab-uddin. 

Ghayas-uddin Muhammad (Sultan) 

(^IkL* jk*f* (ji^ CjLi), the son 

of Malik Shah of the Saljuk dynasty. In 
the time of his eldest brother Barkayaraq the 
empire was divided, Barkayaraq retaining 
Persia; Ghayab-uddin Muhammad, Syria 
and Azurbejan ; and Sultan Sanjar, Khurasan 
and Mawarunnahr. fie reigned about the 
year a.d. 1095.

Ghayas-uddin Pnrbi (^jJI ^W-* 
jcJjy ) succeeded his father Sikandar 

Purbi on the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1367, 
a.h. 776, reigned for a period of seven years, 
and died in 1373. He was succeeded by his 
son Sul^an-us- Salatin. 

Ghayas - uddin Tughlak Shah I. 
(Sultan) (^ILL, jli7 ^ jM CjU), 

king of Dehli (also known as Ghazi Malik). 
His father Tughlaq was a slave of Sultan 
Ghayas -uddin Balban. He ascended the 
throne of Dehli after murdering Khusro Shah 
on the 26th August, a.d. 1321, 1st Shaban, 
a.h. 721, reigned three years and some 
months, and was crushed to death by the 
fall of a temporary wooden building which his 
son had raised for his entertainment on his 
return from Lakhnauti in February, a.d. 
1325, Rabi 4 I. a.h. 725. His son Muham- 
mad Tukhlaq succeeded him. The celebrated 
poet Amir Khusro of Dehli, who lived to 
the end of this king's reign and received a 
pension of 1000 tangas monthly, wrote the 
nistory of this prince under the title of 
Tughlaq Kama. Ghayas-uddin was the first 
king of the 3rd branch of the Afghan dynasty 
which is called Tughlaq Shahi. The follow-

Ghayas-uddin Tughlak II. (Sultan) 

(JJaL jAtf ^jJl ctAji) was the 

son of prince Fatha Khan and grandson of 
Firoz Shah Tughlaq. He ascended the 
throne in place of Firoz Shah in Dehli on 
the death of his grandfather in a.d. 1388, 
a.h. 790, but giving loose to his youthiul 
passions, and neglecting the affairs of the 
State, the chiefs together with the household 
troops revolted, and put him to death on the 
19th February, a.d. 1389, 21st $afar a.h. 
791, after he had reigned six months. He 
was succeeded by his cousin Abu Bakr 
Tughlaq the son of prince Zafar Khan, the 
third son of Firoz Shah. 

Ghazali ( J\je). Vide Ghazzall. 

Ghazan Khan ( U U^ \Jj±\ seventh 

king of Persia of the Tartar tribe and fourth 
in descent from Halaku Khan, was the son of 
Arghun Khan. He succeeded to the crown 
of Persia after the dethronement of Baidn 
Khan his uncle in October, a.d. 1295, 
£il-bijja, a.h. 694. He was the second 
emperor of the race of Changcz Khan who 
embraced the religion of Muhammad, and 
with him near one hundred thousand of his 
followers followed their leader into the pale 
of Islam. He was the first of this race of 
kings who threw off all allegiance to the 
Khaqan of Tartary, by directing that the 
name of that monarch (whom he now deemed 
to be an infidel) should not in future be 
struck on the coina of Persia. After 
embracing Muhammadanism, he took the 
title of Sultan Mahmud. He reigned nearly 
nine years and died on Sunday the 17th Mar, 
a.d. 1304, 11th Shawwal, a.h. 703, at 
Qazwin ; he was interred in a superb mosque 
which he had constructed near Tauris or 
Tabrez. He was succeeded by his brother 
Aljaitu, who took the title of Muhammad 
Khuda Banda. 

Ghazanfar Khan (^U^ yu*a£), son 

of Alawardi Khan I. and brother of Ala ward i 
Khan II. a nobleman of the reign of Shah 
Jahan and 'Alamgir. He was three times 
at different periods appointed governor of 
Saharanpur and afterwards of Thafcta in Sindh, 
where he died on the 1st May, a.d. 1666, 17th 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 1077. His remains were 
brought to Dehli and buried there. 

Ghazi (^jlc), the poetical title of a 

person who served as Kurbegi under the 
prince Sultan Muhammad Muazzim the son 
of the emperor 'Alamgir. 

Ghazi (^jli), or Al-GhazI, the son of 

Ortak, the first of the Turkman Ortakite 
princes who seized Jerusalem and reigned in 
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Mardin and Miafarkiii in Syria. The follow- 
ing were his descendants : —

Ghazi-nddin Haidar ( -jjjj c£jl-i 
), the eldest of the ten sons of

Nawab Sa'adat 'Ali Khan of Audh. On 
his father's death, which took place on the 
11th July, a.d. 1814, 22nd Kajab, a.h. 
1229, he succeeded to his dominions as 
Nawab Wazir, and five years after, assumed, 
with the concurrence of the British Govern- 
ment, the regal dignity. His coronation 
took place on Saturday the 9th October, a.d. 
1819, 18th Zil-fcijja, a.h. 1234, at Lucknow, 
when he took the title of Abu'l Muzaffar 
Maiz-uddin Shah Zaman Ghazi-uddin Haidar 
Padshah. On ascending the first step of the 
throne, the minister delivered to him a crown, 
studded with diamonds and jewels of great 
value. He then put it on his head and was 
congratulated on the occasion by the Resident, 
who saluted him as king of Audh. Jewels 
and pearls to the value of 30,000 rupees were 
then scattered over the heads of the spectators, 
many of which were picked up by English 
ladies. Ghazi-uddin Haidar diea after a reign 
of more than 13 years, on the 19th October, 
a.d. 1827, 27th Rabi' I. a.h. 1243, aged 58 
lunar years, and was succeeded by his son 
Suleiman J in Nasir-uddin Haidar. 

Ghazi-nddin Khan I. ( .j jJ! ^jLc 

V— Ku* j^-J ^LO, styled Firoz 

Jang, whose original name was Mir Shahab- 
uddin, was the son of Kulich Khan Sadr-us- 
Sndur, and was raised to the rank of an Amir 
with the title of Firoz Jang, after his father's 
death, by the emperor 'Alamgir in a.d. 1687, 
a.h. 1098. His son was the famous Nizam- 
ul-Mulk 'Asaf J ah whose descendants are 
known to Europeans as Nizams of the Deccan. 
In the reign of Bahadur Shah he was 
appointed governor of Gujrat, and died at 


Ahmadabad in a.d. 1710, a.h. 1122. His 
remains were transported to Dehli, and 
interred in the yard of the college built by 
him outside the Ajmiri Gate. 

Ghazi-nddin Khan II. (^jJl cij^ 

\-*l\ j*+-*\ cA-s*-)* Amlr-ul-Umra, 

also styled Firoz Jang, was the eldest son of 
the celebrated Nizam-ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jan. 
He was elevated to the rank of Amir-ul- 
Umra after the death of Khan Dauran, and 
departure of Nadir Shah to Persia, in a.d. 
1739, a.h. 1152, by the emperor Muhammad 
Shah. Some years after the death of his 
father, when his brother Nasir Jang, who 
had succeeded him, died in the Deccan, he 
proceeded from Dehli to regain his possessions 
in that country, but died on his way at 
Aorangabad on the 16th October, a.d. 1752, 
7th £u-bijja, a.h. 1165 (new style). His 
remains were brought to Dehli and buried 
there. After his death the office of Amir - nl - 
Umra was conferred on his son Shahab-uddin 
with the title of 'Imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi-uddin 
Khan.

styled 'Imad-ul-Mulk, was the son of Ghazi- 
uddin Khan Firoz Jang, the son of Nizam- 
ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jah. His original name was 
Shahab-uddin, but after the death of his 
father in a.d. 1752, a.h. 1165, he was, by 
the recommendation of Nawab Safdar Jang, 
wazir, appointed Amir-ul - Umra, by the 
emperor Ahmad Shah of Dehli with the title 
of 'Imad-ul-Mulk GhazT-uddin Khan. This 
is that Ghazi-uddin Khan, who afterwards 
became wazir, imprisoned and blinded his 
master the emperor Ahmad Shah, and 
assassinated 'Alamgir II. His wife was the 
celebrated Ganna, or Gunna (q.v.), Begam, 
who died in the year a.d. 1775, a.h. 1189. 
The year of Ghazi-uddin Khan's death is 
unknown, but according to the biography of 
the poet called Gulzar Ibrahim, he was living 
in a.d. 1780, a.h. 1194, in straitened circum- 
stances. His poetical name was Nizam. Ac- 
cording to the work called Masir-ul-Umra, 
he went to the Deccan a.d. 1773, a.h. 1187, 
and received a jagir in Malwa ; subsequently 
he proceeded to Surat and passed a few years 
with the English, and thence on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca. He composed Persian and Raikhta 
poetry, and left Arabic and Turkish Ghazals 
and a thick Persian Diwan and a Masnawi in 
which the miracles of Maulana Fakhr-uddin 
are related. Some say he died at Kalpi, a.d. 
1800.

Ghazali (Imam Ahmad), younger brother of 
Imam Muhammad Ghazzali. He was a 
doctor of the sect of Shafa'i, and died at 
Qazwin in the year a.d. 1123, a.k. 517, but 
according to Ibn Khallikan in a.h. 520, 
corresponding with a.d. 1126. 

Ghazzali (ju*-sr* *Lt1 ^j-*\ or 

Ghazali (Imam Muhammad), who is also 
entitled Hujiat-ul-Islam, is the surname of 
Abii Hamid Muhammad Zain-uddin-al-Tusi, 
one of the greatest and most celebrated 
Musalman doctors, and author of a treatise 
on the different classes of science which 
concern religion, called, Kxmide Sa'ddat, and 
many other works such as the Ydkut-ut- 
Tawib, also called Tafsir Jawdhir-ul- Quran, 
A kdcd Ghazzali, Ahia-ul-' Mum, and Tuhfat- 
-ul-Filatafa. He was born in the year a.d. 
1058, a.h. 450, in a village called Ghazzala 
or Ghazali, in Tus, whence he and his 
brother derived their names of Ghazzali. He 
died on the 18th December, a.d. 1111, 4th 
Jumada II. a.h. 505, aged 55 lunar years. 
Some authors say that his name should be 
spelt Ghazali and not Ghazzali, but the 
following verses from the Mukhbir-ul- 
"Wasilin confirm the latter. 

He is said to have written ninety-nine works, 
mostly in Arabic, a few in Persian. 

Ghazzali (Maulana) f\Siy ^Jj-A 

of Tus or Mashhad, the royal poet. He 
mentions in one of his Qasidas named Rauzat- 
us-Safa, that he was born in the year a.d. 
1524, a.h. 930. He first came from Mashhad 
his native country to the Deccan, where being 
disappointed in his prospects, he went over to 
Jaunpur, and was employed for some years 
by Khan Zaman 'All Qui! Khan, governor 
of that province, during which time he wrote 
a poem called Naqsh BadVa, for which he 
received from his patron a piece of gold for 
each couplet. Afer the death of Khan Zaman, 
who was slain in battle against the emperor 
Akbar in a.d. 1568, a.h. 975, he fell into 
the hands of that monarch, who took him 
into his service, and conferred on him the 
title of Malik-ush-Shua'ra, or the King of 
poets. He was the first poet that was 
honoured with this title in India. He accom- 
panied his royal master to the conquest of 


Gujrat, and died there of venereal disease, on 
Friday the 5th December, a.d. 1572, 27th 
Kaiab, a.h. 980. He is buried at Ahmada- 
bad, Gujrat, at a place called Sarklj. He is 
also the author of a Diwan, and three 
Masnawis or poems, containing from 40 to 
50,000 verses ; their titles are : Kitab Asrdr, 
Jiishahdt-ul-Maidt and Mirat-ul-Komat. 

Ghulam Ahia M <** *Lc), author of 


an Arabic work on Logic, which goes after 
his name. Its marginal notes written by 
another author are called Shamt-uz-Zuha 

Ghulam 'All (^U fSU), author of the 

work called Shah k Alam Ndma, a history of 
the reign of the emperor Shah 'Alam, who 
died in a.d. 1806, a.h. 1221. 

Ghulam 'All Khan (^[^ Jx. *4i), 

author of the Lama^UuUTahxrin, a pane- 
gyric on the actions of Muhammad, and a 
number of mystical poems, dedicated to the 
emperor 'Alamgir. 

Ghulam 'Ali, Mir (^ J -** ±c *U), 
a poet whose poetical title is 'Azad, which see. 

Ghulam Husain Khan (^.^ ^^jv. *Lc 

t^lfiO, author of the Persian History 

of Bengal called Rayaz-ussalatin, which he 
wrote about the year a.d. 1780, at the 
request of Mr. George Udney of Malwa. He 
was a learned and respectable character, once 
of great consequence, and afterwards a 
member of the native court of judicature 
under the Nawab 'All Ibrahim Khan. 

Ghulam Husain Khan, Nawab Say y ad 

surnamed Tiba Tibai, son of Hidayat 'Ali 
Khan, Bahadur Asad Jang, author of a 
Persian work called Star - ul- Mutdkbirin 
written in the year a.d. 1780, a.h. 1194, 
and translated soon after into English by a 
French Creole, named Raymond, calling 
himself " Haji Mustafa." He is also author 
of a Poem entitled Bashdrat-ul-Imdnai. He 
was a client of M. Raza Khan (?.*.). 

Ghulam Imam Shahid, Maulana

Seventy-two years before he was a 
prisoner in the hands of the English, and 
since then a recipient of the highest honours. 
He died in Calcutta on the night of the 11th 
August, 1872, aged 78 years. 

Ghulam Qadir Khan (^U^jlS pic.), 

son of Zabita Kh in, and grandson of Najib- 
nddaula, the Koliila chief. This is that 
traitor who, after extorting as much money as 
he could from his royal master, the emperor 
Shin 'Alam of Dehli, ordered his Rohilas to 
pluck out his eyes from their sockets and 
placed Bedar Bakht, son of Ahmad Shah 
and grandson of Muhammad Shah, on the 
throne. Thin tragic scene happened on the 
10th August, a.d. 1788, 7th gil-Qa'da, 
a.h. 1202. After this, the traitor endeavoured 
to make his retreat to his own territory 
Ghousgarh, but was pursued by the Mahraftas 
who took him prisoner, cut off his ears, nose, 
arms, and legs, and in this mutilated state he 
was sent to Dehli ; but died on the road in 
the month of December the same year, 
Rabi I. a.h. 1203. His tomb is in Aul, 
Parganna Furrah, Zila Agra.

Ghulam Qutb-uddin Shah ( w*la3 *U 

ijc\i\ aU\ b\£> ^SiS), of Allahabad, 

whose poetical name is Muslbat, was the son 
of Shah Muhammad Fakhir. Ho was an 
elegant poet eminently learned and accom- 
plished, and is the author of a work called 
Nan Qalia (Cakes and Steaks) which he 
wrote in answer to a work entitea Nan Halved, 
(Cakes and Pudding). He was born on the 
29th August, o.s. 1725, 1st Mal^arram, a.d. 
1138, went on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and 
died there in the year a.d. 1773-4, a.h. 
1187-8. 

Ghunchaoha-i-Umaid (ju^isr^), 

(i.e. a small bud of hope), was one of the 
wives of Umar Shaikh Mirza, the son of 
Sultan Abu Sa'id Mirza, and mother of Nasir 
Mirza and Mahd Bano Begam. She was a 
native of And j an.

Girami ( -^p ), the poetical name of 

a poet whose Dlwan was found in the Library 
of Tipu Sulfcan. 


Girdhar Das (^jy^j^/), of DehlT, 

author of the history of Ram, entitled 
Ramayan, translated from the Sanskrit in 
a.d. 1722. This is a very celebrated Hindi 

Soem, containing the exploits of the famous 
emigod Ram, who reigned over India for 
many years. His capital was at Audh, and 
his conquests extended to Ceylon, where the 
chain of rocks which nearly unite that island 
to the continent is still called Ram's Bridge. 
Besides this, there are two other Jtamdyans, 
one translated by Tulshl Das in the Bhakha 
dialect, and another by Khushtar in Urdu. 

Girdhar Singh (iL**jbAj>) 9 or Gird- 

har Bahadur, a Rajput chief who was 
governor of Malwa in the reign of the 
emperor Muhammad Shah, and fell in battle 
against the Peshwa Bajl Rao's officers in 
a.d. 1729. His nephew, Daya Ram, who 
succeeded him, and nad opposed a gallant 
resistance for some time, was defeated by 
Chimnaji the Peshwa' s brother, and lost his 
life in battle about the year a.d. 1732. 

Gobind Guru (^ jl^Jj/), a chief of 

the Sikhs.

Gopal or Nayek Gopal (ilioU U U^), 

a celebrated singer of India, who was a native 
of the Deccan, and flourished during the reign 
of Sultan 'All-uddin Sikandar Sani. He 
was a contemporary of Amir Khusro, who died 
in a.d. 1325. It is related that when Gopal 
visited the court of Dehli, he sung that 
species of composition called Git, the beauty 
of which style, enunciated by the powerful 
and harmonious voice of so able a performer, 
could not meet with competition ; — At this 
the monarch caused Amir Khusro to remain 
hid under his throne, whence he could hear 
the musician unknown to him. The latter 
endeavoured to remember the style, and on a 
subsequent day, sung Qoul ana Tarana in 
imitation of it, which surprised Gopal, and 
fraudulently deprived him of a portion of his 
due honour. 

Goshyar ( \j*£), an astronomer whose 
proper name is Abu'l Hasan. 

Gouhar Shad Begam ( JLj jLly^S ), 

the wife of Mirza Shahruk^, the son of Amir 
Taimur. She was slain by Sultan Aba Sa'id 
Mirza for creating disturbances, in a.d. 1467, 
a.h. 861, at Herat, where she lies buried on 
the left bank of a stream called Anjir. The 
grave is covered by a very high gilt dome. 
She is said to have been the most incom- 
parable lady in the world. Some erroneously 
say that she was the daughter of Amir 
Taimur and sister of Shahrukh Mirza, and 
that she never married, but devoted herself to 
the perusal of the Quran.

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Goya (L>j6 ), poetical name of Hisam- 

uddaula Nawab Faqir Muhammad Khan of 
Lucknow. He is the author of a Dlwan. 

Goya (Ij^S ), poetical name of Mirza 
Kamran, a brother of Joya, which see. 

Goya (ljj_S), poetical name of Shaikh 
Haiit-ullah of Furrukhabad. 

Gojar (jp**fi) 9 grandson or son of the 

daughter of the Peshwa Raghdji Bhosla's 
daughter. He was raised to the masnad of 
Nagpur after the dethronement of ' Apa Sahib 
in a.d. 1818. 

Gulab Singh (d£±~> <—>X£), of Jammu 

(Maharaja) , the independent ruler of Kashmere 
and the hills, which were made oyer to him 
by the British "for a consideration/' after 
the Punjab war (1846) . He died 2nd August, 
a.d. 1867, about three months after the out- 
break of the Bengal Army. He was succeeded 
by his son Banbir Singh. 

Gnlbadan Begam (^ { * » ^\ „ Ijf), a 

daughter of the emperor Babar Shah, sister 
to Humayun and aunt to Akbar Shah. She 
was married to Khizir Khan, a descendant of 
the kings of Kashghar. Khizir Khan was 
made governor of Lahore in a.d. 1565, a.h. 
963, and afterwards of Behar, where he died 
about the year a.d. 1659, a.h. 966. 

Gtilbarg Begam (jL+J t^-Juf), 

daughter of the emperor Babar Shah ; she is 
also called Gulrang Begam and Gulrukh 
Begam, which see.

daughter of the emperor Babar Shah, and 
youngest sister of Humayun, by whom she 
was given in marriage to Abbas Sultan, an 
Uzbak prince, at Kabul in a.d. 1648. 


Gal Muhammad Khan (s^s* J-^ 

J^\J ^V^), a poet of Dehll who 

died in the year of the Christian era a.d. 
1848, a.h. 1264. His poetical name was 
Natik, which see. 

Gulrukh Begam (*JLj £j±£), a 

daughter of the emperor Babar, who was 
married to Mirza Nur-uddln Muhammad, a 
person of respectable family, by whom she 
had a daughter named Sallma Sultana Begam, 
who was married in the beginning ot the 
reign of the emperor Akbar, to Buiram Khun, 


Khankhanan. after whose death in a.d. 1561, 
a.h. 968, the emperor married her himself. 
Gulrukh Begam is called in the Masir-ul- 
Umra Gulbarg Begam, and by some Gulrang 
Begam. 

Gulrukh Begam (aJlo £j^f), a 

daughter of Kamran Mirza, the brother of 
the emperor Humayun and first cousin to 
Akbar. She was married to Ibrahim Hu&ain 
Mirza, the son of Muhammad Sultan Mirza, 
a descendant of Amir Taimur. Ibrahim 
Husain, who together with his other brothers 
had created great disturbances in the country, 
was taken prisoner in a.d. 1673, a.h. 9»1, 
and shortly alter put to death and his head 
sent to Akbar, who ordered it to be placed 
over one of the gates of Agra. Gulrukh 
Begam survived him for several years and was 
living at Agra in a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. 

Gulshan (Jb\S) t the poetical name of 

Shaikh Sa'd-ullah, a mystical poet, who 
resided for some years at Dehli, and left 
nearly 100,000 verses of Ghazals. He was a 
disciple of Shah 'Abdul Ahad Sarhindi, and 
made with him a pilgrimage to Mecca. He 
died a.d. 1728, a.h. 1141. 

Gulshani ( j^Ji"), the poetical title 

of Shaikh Sa'd-ullah, which see. 

Gunna or Ganna Begam (*JLj La ), 

a princess, celebrated for her personal accom- 
plishments, as well as for the vivacity of her 
wit, and the fire of her poetical genius. 
Several of her lyric compositions in the 
Hindustani language are still sunjr and 
admired, one of which is to be seen in the 
first volume of the Asiatic Researches, p. 66. 
She was the daughter of ftawab 'All Qui! 
Khan, commonly called Chhanga or Shash 
Angushti (from having six fingers on each 
hand), a mansabdar ol 6000 horse. Gonna 
Begam was betrothed to Shuju'-uddaula, the 
son of Nawab Safdar Jang of Audh, but 
afterwards married to 'Imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi- 
uddin Khan, wazir of the empire, and this 
rivalship is said to have in part laid the 
foundation of the mortal enmity which after- 
wards subsisted between that wazir and Safdar 
Jang. Adjoining to the village of Nurabad 
near Dholpur, two miles from Chola Sarae, 
is a pretty large garden, the work of the 
emperor Alamgir, built in the year a.d. 1688, 
a.h. 1160, over the gate of which is an 
inscription bearing the chronogram of the 
year of its erection, viz. "Dida Biigh 
Jamal." Within this garden is the monument 
of Gunna Begam. Her shrine bears the 
following inscription: " Ah gham Gunna 
Begam," which is the chronogram of the 
year of her death, viz. a.d. 1776, a.h. 
1189. The poets Suz, Souda, and Minnat 
corrected her verses. 
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Gurdezi Fathl All Hnsaini. Vide 
Husaini. 

Guru Gobind ( Jcj^ ^5), the son of 

Tegh Bahadur, a famous chief of the Sikhs. 
After the death of his father, who was 
executed by order of the emperor 'Alamgir 
in the year a.d. 1673, having collected his 
followers, he gave them arms and horses, 
which till this time they had never used, and 
began to commit depredations, but he was 


soon obliged to fly, and two of his sons 
being taken prisoners, were put to death. 
Being desirous of returning to nia home, he 
prevailed on some Afghans to conduct him, 
disguised as one of their devotees, through 
the army stationed at Sarhind ; and for the 
remainder of his life kept himself retired, 
having lost his faculties in grief for his sons. 
He ordered his disciples to wear blue, and 
leave their beards and the hairs of their heads 
unshaved, which they do to this day. He was 
succeeded by Banda, one of his followers.

He 
was imprisoned, and afterwards put to death 
in June, a.d. 1460, Sha'ban, a.h. 864, by 
Suit an Humayiin Shah II. Bahmani, a tvrant, 
who at the same time cast his brother llasan 
Khan, who had rebelled against him, before 
a voracious tiger, that soon tore the wretched 
prince to pieces. 

Habshi or Habashi ( A ,, >), a poet 

who having lost an eye in a scuffle, was asked 
by Ibrahim Pasha, " Where is thine other 


eye?" and making answer, "It grew tired 
of stopping at home in the socket, and flew 
out to see the world?" was imprisoned ten 
years for his wit in the tower of Hero and 
Leander, where he daily gave vent to his 
feelings in such verses as the following : — 

I will groan, till every stone in this cold 

prison-tower shall weep, 
I will cry, till earth and sky, and each 

dark rolling hour shall weep, 
I will make, that hearts shall break, and 

even the dewless flower shall weep, 
Yea, for me, the wronged Habshi, both 

Musulman and Gabr shall weep ! 
[So Mr. Beale : We shall perhaps run no 

great risk of error if we suppose Habshi 

to have been an Abyssinian domiciled in 

Egypt. — Ed.]

Hafl C<J^), which means barefoot, is 

the surname of Zain-uddin Muhammad, an 
author, who led an austere life, and who 
always walking barefoot, was thus surnamed. 

Haflz Abrn (tr-^ laJL>0, surnamed 

Nur-uddin-bin-Lutf-ullah, author of the 
history called lahkh Eafiz Abru. He was 
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bom in the city of Herat, but passed his 
infancy in Hamdan, where he received his 
education. He was fortunate enough to 
secure the esteem of Amir Taimur, who 
sought every occasion to do him service. 
After the death of that tyrant, he attended 
the court of his son Shahrukh Mirza, and 
received from the young prince Mirza Baisan- 
ghar every demonstration of kindness and 
regard. To him he dedicated his works under 
the name of Zubdat-ut- Tawarikh Baisangkar, 
which contains a complete history of the 
world, and an account of the institutions and 
religions of different people down to a.d. 
1425, a.h. 829. He died five years after- 
wards in the city of Zanjan, about the year 
a.d. 1430, a.h. 834. 

Haflz Adam (*jl loiUO, a Musalman 

devotee and disciple of Shaikh Ahmad Sar- 
hindi, who about the year a.d. 1673, in 
conjunction with the Sikh Guru Teeh Bahadur, 
having collected his followers, levied con- 
tributions with the greatest oppression from 
the inhabitants of his neighbourhood and 
pretended to royalty. He was banished from 
the kingdom across the Indus by order of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. 

Haflz Halwai (J\^ laiU), a con- 
fectioner and poet of Herat, who flourished 
in the reign of Shahrukh Mirza, the son of 
Amir Taimur, about the year a.d. 1430, 
a.h. 834. 

Haflz, Khwaja (te»1j£. IojL.), whose 

proper name is Shams-uddin Muhammad, was 
the most elegant lyric poet of Persia. He 
was born at Sniraz in the reign of Muzaffarians, 
and was living at the time when Amir Taimur 
(Tamerlane) defeated Shah Manstir, the last 
Sultan of that dynasty. The language of 
Haflz has been styled among the Musafmans 
" Lis&n-ul-Ghaib," the language of mystery. 
From his frequent celebration of love and 
wine in his odes he has very appropriately 
been denominated, by some Orientalists, the 
Anacreon of Persia. He died in a.d. 1389, 
a.h. 791, at Shiraz, where his tomb is yet 
to be seen at a place called Musalla, and is 
visited as a sacred spot by pilgrims of all 
ages. After his death a collection of 669 of 
his odes was made by Sayyad Qasim Anwar, 
entitled DUcdn Hafiz. A few of his poems 
may be understood in a literal sense ; but in 
general they are figurative, and allude to the 
Sufi doctrines; most of them have been at 
different times translated into some of the 
European languages. At the head of the 
English translators stand Sir W. Jones, 
Messrs. Richardson and Carlyle. [There 
have been two other Persian "poets of the 
name of Hafiz, one of them surnamed Halwai, 
that is to say, the confectioner, who lived 
in the reign of Sultan Shahrukh, the son of 
Tamerlane, and the other was named Ajan 
Rumi.] Many zealous admirers of Hafiz 
insist that by wine he invariably means 
devotion; and they have gone so far as to 


compose a dictionary of words in the lannuage, 
as they call it, of the Sufis ; in that vocabulary 
sleep is explained by meditation on the divine 
perfections, and perfume by hope of the divine 
favour ; gales are illapses of grace ; kisses and 
embraces, the rapture of piety ; idolaiort, 
injldels, and libertines, are men of the purest 
religion, and their idol is the Creator himself ; 
the tavern is a retired oratory, and its keeper, 
a sage instructor; beauty denotes the per- 
fection of the Supreme Being ; tresses are 
the expansion of his glory; lips the hidden 
mysteries of his essence ; down on the cheek, 
the world of spirits who encircle his throne :

Haflz Rahmat Khan (\jl<sa*> j kiU- 

l^LsO, a celebrated Bohila chief. 

He joined his countrymen during the adminis- 
tration of 'Ali Muhammad Khan, who advanced 
him to an important station, and Pilibhit 
and Bareily were given to him and Muradabad 
to another chief named Dunde Khan. Having 
attained his office, by military ability and 
genius, he at length wholly superseded the 
authority of Sa'd-ullah-Khan, the son of 
4 Ali Muhammad Khan, and was advanced to 
the supreme administration of affairs. He 
failed in his engagement to pay forty lacs of 
rupees to Nawab Shuja-uddaula of Audh for 
the protection of his country from the ravages 
of the Marhatj.as, was killed in a battle fought 
by the Nawab by the assistance of the English 
on the 23rd April, a.d. 1774, 10th Safar, 
a.h. 1188. His Life has been translated by 
Elliot.

Haflz-uddin Ahmad, Moulwi (laJL»-

Khirad Afroz, an Urdu translation of the 
Ayar Danish, or Pilpay's Fables, which he 
translated for the use of the College of Fort 
William in a.d. 1803, a.h. 1218. 

Hafiz - uddin Nasafl - bin - Ahmad 

author of the commentaries called Mada> ik- 
ut-Tanzilvnd Hakaeq-ut-Tanauil, in Arabic. 
He died in the year a.d. 1310, a.h. 710.

of Zain-uddin Ahmad, the youngest son of 
Hail Ahmad, and nephew and son-in-law 
of Alahwardi Khan Mahabat Jang, governor 
of Bengal. He was the father of Nawab 
Siraj-uddaula, who succeeded Mahabat Jang 
in the government of Bengal in a.d. 1756. 

Haibat Khan ( L .jlr>- o^Jb). He is 

the author of the Tart&h Khan Jahan Lodl, 
Mak&zan-i- Afghani, containing the history 
of Khan Jahan Lodl and of the Afghans. 
Khan Jahan was a general of great reputation 
during the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
but rebelling against Shah Jahan, was killed 
in an engagement with the royal troops, a.d. 
1631, a.h. 1087. The above work was 
written in a.d. 1676. There is also an 
abridgment of this work, by the same author, 
called Majmua* Afghani. 

Haidar (jju*-), a title of 'All, the son- 
in-law of Muhammad. 

Haidar (^ ;< x^ L i*& jS^), 

also called Haidar Kului or Haidar Kulicha, 
because he was by profession a baker. He 
was a native of Herat, and is the author of a 
Diwan in Persian and one in Urdu. 

Haidar ( jJua*), or Mir Haidar Shah, 

a gallant soldier in the service of Nawab 
Sarfaraz Khan, governor of Bengal. He put 
the Diwan of Wall the Deccani into Mu- 
khammas and interspersed that of Hafiz with 
verses of his own. He died at Hugll in the 
reign of the emperor Ahmad Shah, a year or 
two before or after a.d. 1750, a.h. 1164, 
aged 100 years. Garcin-de-Tassy thinks that 
he is the author of a Masnawi entitled Kissai 
Chandar Badon and Mahyar. 

Haidar All, known to contemporary 

Europeans as " Hyder Naik," son of a 
Punjabi adventurer, born in the Deccan about 
a.d. 1702 ; distinguished himself in the 


service of the Maisur (Mysore) State about 
1740. Deposed the Raja and assumed the 
power of the State twelve years later and 
ruled for 20 years. His extraordinary efforts 
and occasional successes against the British 
are matter of history. Defeated by Sir Eyre 
Coote at Porto Novo 1781, he died 7th 
December, 1782. He was succeeded by his 
sonTipu (Tippoo). 


Haidar All Moulwi (^j}y ^Js> jS^

the Muntahx-ul-Kalam and several other 
works. He was living in Dehli a.d. 1854, 
a.h.

Haidar Mir (

Haidar Mirza (Ur* jsX-*-cO, who is 

also called Mir Haidar and Mirza Haidar 
Doghlat, was the son of Muhammad Husain, 
andnis wife was the aunt of Babar Shah. 
He was formerly in the service of Kamran 
Mirza, brother of the emperor Humayun, 
but being disgusted with his conduct abandoned 
his standard about the year a.d. 1539, a.h. 
946, and joined the emperor, to whom he 
was afterwards of great service. In a.d. 
1540, a.h. 947, he was deputed by the 
emperor to conquer Kashmir, which he took 
in a short time ; but as that emperor was 
soon after expelled from India by Sher Shah, 
Haidar became the king of that country. In 
the year a.d. 1548, a.h. 955, he invaded 
Little Thibet, and not only succeeded in con- 
quering that country, but subsequently added 
Great Thibet, Rajora and Pogla to his 
dominions. He reigned nearly ten years, and 
was killed by an arrow in a night-attack made 
upon his camp in a.d. 1551, a.h. 958. 


Haidar Khan, Mir (^ ^U- j±***), 

the grandson of Mir Haidar, who was the 
author of the Tarikh Rathidi. This person, 
on plea of presenting a petition, killed Husain 
*AH Khan Amir-ul-Umra, at the instigation 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah, on the 
18th September, o.s.1720, 27th £i-Qa'da, 
a.h. 1132, and was himself cut to pieces. 

Haidar Malik (L-OU^Ju^O, entitled 

Rais-ul-Mulk Chuehtal, author of the most 
authentic history of Kashmere down to his 
own time. He was a nobleman in the service 
of the emperor Jahangir, and was living 
about the year a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028, in 
which year he accompanied that emperor to 
Kashmere. 


Haidar Mnammai, Mir (^[ajl* jJuj 
>), Bumamed Raflsgl KashI, a 


punster who flourished in the time of Shah 
Ismail II. king of Persia, and wrote a chrono- 
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gram at his death, which took place in ad. 
1577, a.h. 985. He was distinguished by 
his skill in making chronograms and enigmas. 
He came to India in the time of Akbar, and 
was drowned when returning by sea to Persia. 
He was in charge of copies of Faizi's works 
for distribution in Persia, and they were 
also lost. Vide Mir Haidar. 

Haidar Razi (±j\\j jJ*=0, a Persian 

historian who wrote in the 17th century of 
the Christian Era. 

Haidar, Shaikh or Sultan (jju*^- 

^Lki— j), father of Shah Ismail I. 

Safwi. He was the son of Sultan or Shaikh 
Junaid, the son of Shaikh Ibrahim, the son 
of Shaikh or Khwaja All, the son of the 
celebrated Shaikh Sadar-uddin Musa, the 
son of Shaikh Safi or Safi-uddin Ardibeli, 
who was the 21st in a direct line from MusT 
Qazim, the seventh Imam, He was killed 
in a battle against Ya'kub Bee the son of 
Uzzan Hnsan, at Shirwan in the month of 
July, a.d. 1488, Sha'ban, a.h. 893. 

Hairan (^ _*>»), poetical name of Mir 

Haidar 'All. He was killed in zillah Bihar, 
but had the assassin put to death before he 
expired. 

Hairani, Maulana (liL-* 

jlx*J&), of Hamdan. He is the 

author of several Masnawis or poems, viz. 
Bahram-wa-Nahtd. Dispute between Heaven 
and Earth, entitled Maniizira Arz-wa-Sama ; 
Dispute between the Candle and the Moth, 
called Manazira Skama'-wa- Panama ; and 
Dispute between the Roasting Spit and the 
Fowl, named Manazira Slkh-wa-Murgh. He 
died in a.d. 1497-8, a.h. 903. 

Hairat (^JjJl AJ cr^sO, poetical 



name of Qayam-uddin, the author of the 
biography called Tozkira Maqalat-ush- 
bhua'ra, which he completed in a.d. 1760, 
a.h. 1174. 

Hairat (cjy-~>-), poetical title of 

Pandit Ajnddhia Parshad, a native of Kash- 
mere, who resided at Lucknow. He is the 
author of a small Dlwan and a few Masnawis. 
He died a.h. 1234, in the 35th year of 
his age. 

Hairati ( J,*^), a poet of Marv. In 

reward of a Qaslda which he composed in 
praise of Shah Tahmasp I. Safwi, he obtained 
the title of Malik-ush-Shua'ra or king of

poets. Besides the work called Rahjat~ul- 
Alubnhijy he is the author of a MasnawT to 
which he gave the title of GulzGr. All his 
verses amount to about 40,000. He was 
murdered at Kashan a.d. 1554, a.h. 962. 

) was the greatest 

poet of his time. He had studied at Isfahan, 
and was alive when Taqi Kashani wrote his 
Tazkira a.d. 1585. Though he received a 
liberal allowance from the Persian Govern- 
ment, owing to his extravagance, it was quite 
insufficient for bis support, and in a.d. 1581, 
a.h. 989, he came to India being attracted 
by the prodigality of the Qutb-Shahi kings 
of Golkan^a. 

Hajar (ys^), a very great man among 

the followers of 'All, and remarkable for his 
singular abstinence, piety and strictness of 
life, his constant purifications according to 
Muhammadan law, and exactness in observing 
the hours of devotion. He was put to death 
in a.d. 666, by order of Mu'awia I. for 
speaking reproachfully of him, affronting his 
brother Zayad, governor of Kufa, and affirming 
that the government did not, of right, belong 
to any but the family of 'All.

Haji Khalfa (<LaL<- ^UO, a cele- 


brated author commonly called Mnstafi Haji 
Khalfa. He is the author of the work called 
Fazlaka, also of the Biographical Dictionary 
called Kasftf-uz-ZuHun, and the work called 
Taqwhn-ut-Tawarikh Ruml, The latter is a 
Chronological Table of remarkable events 
from the Creation of the world to a.d. 1648, 
a.h. 1058, translated from the Turkish 
during the reign of Sulj.an Muhammad IV. of 
Constantinople. The Kashf-uz-Zuniin was 
printed for the Oriental Translation Fund in 
1835-50, together with a Latin translation by 
Professor Fluegel. It appears that Haji 
Khalfa formerly bore the title of Katib ChilpT, 
and if this is correct, he died in a.d. 1657, 
a.h. 1067. 

[In Chambers' Encyclopaedia the month and 
year of his death are given as September, a.d. 
1658, and he is also said to have been the author 
of the Tana Kabtr, the Great Hietory t which 
is a history of the world from the creation of 
Adam to a.d. 1655, containing notices of 150 
dynasties, principally Asiatic ; also a history 
of the Ottoman empire from a.d. 1591 to 
1658, and a history of the maritime wars of 
the Turks, which has been translated into 
English.] 
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Haji Muhammad Beg Khan (

), the father of the 


celebrated Mirza Abu Talib Khan, author of 
the Masir Talibi. He was by descent a Turk, 
but born at 'Abbasabad in Isfahan. Whilst a 
Toung man, dreading the tyranny of Nadir 
&hah, he fled from Persia, and on his arrival 
in India was admitted into the friendship of 
Nawab Abu'l Mansur Khan Safdar Jang. 
Upon the death of Raja Nawul Rae, Deputy 
Governor of Audh in a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163, 
Muhammad Quli Khan, the nephew of the 
Nawab, was appointed to that important 
office, and he (Haji) was nominated one of 
his assistants. On the death of Safdar Jang 
in a.d. 1753, a.h. 116 7, his son Shuja- 
uddaula became jealous of his cousin Muham- 
mah Qui! Khan, arrested him and put him to 
death. Haji fled with a few of his faithful 
servants to Bengal, where he passed a number 
of years, and died at Murshidabad in April, 
a.d. 1769, £il-l>ijja, a.h. 1182. 


Haji Muhammad Jan ( 


u 


i^Jl^w* (jU*-), of Mashhad. His 

poetical name is Quasi. He flourished in the 
reign of the emperor Shah Jahan, who 
conferred on him the title of Malik-ush- 
Shua'ra, or the Royal poet. He is the 
author of a poem containing the conquests of 
the emperor, which he named Zafarnama. 
He died in the year a.d. 1645, a.h. 1055, 
and after him the title of the royal poet was 
conferred on Abu Talib Kalim. He is also 
the author of a Dlwan, and an Insha. 

Haji Muhammad Kashmiri Maulana 


One of bis forefathers, who was a native of 
Hamdan, came to Kashmere with Mir Said 
'All Hamdani. Haji was born in that 
province, but came to Dehll in his youth, 
where he received his education. He was an 
excellent poet, flourishing in the time of 
Akbar, and died on Thursday the 22nd 
September, a.d. 1597, 19th §afar, a.h. 
1006, o.s. He was a religious man, and had 
many disciples, one of whom, named Maulana 
Hasan, wrote the chronogram of his death. 

Haji Muhammad Khan Sistani 

( Ju*u*— > ^jUw <x**£* ,«>-l>-). He 

was at first in the service of Bairam Khan 
Khankhanan. after whose dismissal he was 
honoured with the rank of 3000 by the 
emperor Akbar. He accompanied Munaim 
Khan Khankhanan to Bengal and died at 
Gour in a.d. 1575, a.h. 983.

the most valiant Arabian captains, who was 
made governor of Arabia and Arabian Iraq, 
by Abdulmalik the fifth Khallf of the 
Ommaides, after he bad defeated and killed 
Abdullah - bin-Zubeir, who had taken the 
title of Khalifa at Mecca. In the year a.d. 
693, a.h. 74, he pulled down the temple of 
Mecca, which Abdullah had repaired, placing 
the black stone on the outside of it again and 
restoring it to the very form it had before 
Muhammad's time. He was a great tyrant ; 
it is said of him, that in his lifetime tie had 
put to death a hundred and twenty thousand 
persons, and when he died had 50,000 in his 
prisons. He died in the reign of the Khallf 
Walif I. in the year a.d. 714, a.h. 85, aged 
54 years. 

Hakim I. (**£>»), the poetical title of 

a person who was a native of Mashhad, and 
was living about the year a.d. 1688, a.h. 
1100. He was an Arabic and Persian scholar, 
and is the author of a Dlwan and a Masnawi. 

Hakim II. (**£».), the poetical name 

of Shah Abdul Hakim of Lahore. He is the 
author of a work called Mardum Dida, 
compiled at Aurangabad in a.d. 1761, a.h. 
1175. It contains an account of those poets 
with whom the author was acquainted. 

Hakim-Ain-ul-Mulk (^»,.c *-«JL>. 

i^CLrfJO, of Shiraz. He was a 

learned man and a clever writer. He traced 
his origin, on his mother's side, to the 
renowned logician Muhaqqiq-i-Dawani. The 
Historian Badaoni was a friend of his. Akbar 
also liked him very much. Hakim was a 
poet and wrote under the Lakhalus of 
I)awani. He died at Handiab on the 27th 
£il-bijja, a.h. 1003.

984, for which he received a 
handsome present from the king, while other 
poets who wrote on the same occasion 
received nothing. 

Halaku Qaan or Khan (^lli Shb), 

also called Ilkhan, was the son of Tuli Khan, 
and the fourth successor and grandson of 
Changez Khan the Tartar. In the reign of 
his brother Manjjii Qaan, king of Tartarv, 
he was detached, in May, a.d. 1253, Rabi* I. 
a.h. 651, attended by one hundred and fifty 
thousand horse to subdue Persia, which he 
soon conquered, after which he extirpated the 
power of the Isma'il is, the descendants of 
Hasan Sabbah (q.v.), the founder of the 
sect, and destroyed their strongholds in 
November, a.d. 1256, £il-qada, a.h. 6-54. 
He next intended to march direct to Constan- 
tinople, but was persuaded by Nasir-uddin 
Tusi (whom he had made his prime minister) 
to turn his arms against Baghdad. He 
marched against that capital, and after a 
siege of some months toot it in February, 
a.d. 1258, 4th ?afar, a.h. 656. The Khalifa 
Mustaa'sim Billah and his son were seized, 
and with 800,000 of its inhabitants were put 
to death. After these successes Halaku was 
desirous of returning to Tartarv to take 
possession of the government of nis native 
country, which had become vacant by the 
death of his brother Mangu Qaan ; but the 
great defeat which the general whom he had 
left in Syria suffered from Saif-uddm Firoz, 
the prince of the Mamluks of Egypt, com- 

E el led him to abandon his design ; and after 
e had restored his affairs in Syria, he fixed 
his residence at Maraghn, in Azurbaijan, 
where he died on Sundav the 8th February, 
a.d. 1265, 19th Rabi' ll. a.h. 663, after a 
reign of twelve yeais from hi9 first coming to 
Persia, and eight years from the death of his 
brother. During his prosperous reign, the 
literature of Persia resumed its former 
flourishing state ; and the illustrious Persian 
Bard Sa'di of Shiraz was living in his time. I

The Tdrikt Guztda ranks among the best 
general histories of the last eleven years ; after 
the completion of this history, the author 
composed his celebrated work on Geography 
and Natural Historv, entitled Nuzhat-ul- 
Quluby The delight of n< arts, which is in high 
repute with Oriental Scholars, and which has 
obtained for him from D'Herbelot the title 
of le Geographe Persan. Hamd-ullah died 
a d. 1349, a.h. 750. He was the brother of 
Fakhr-uddln Fath-ullah Mustoufi. See also

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Hamid (j^a-^O, a poet, who is the 


author of a poem called Ismat Narna, contain- 
ing the loves of Satin and Mina, composed in 
the year a.d.

a celebrated caligrapher, who reformed the 
Arabian characters in the reign of the Khalif 
Muawia II. of the house of Umaiya. He 
died in a.d.

or more properly Prince Mirza Hamid 'All, 
son of Wajid 'Ali Shah, the last king of 
Luc know. He accompanied his grandmother 
the Dowager Queen of Lucknow to England 
to claim his right, in 1856.

Hamid-nddin Nagori, Qazi (. 
^--^li t^SjyS\J ^jjjJO, a native of 

Nagor who held the appointment of Qazi, 
and died on the 11th July, a.d. 1296, 11th 
Ramazan, a.h. 695, and is buried at Dehli 
close to the tomb of Khwaja Qutb-uddin 
Bakhtiar, commonly called Qutb Shah. He 
is the author of the book called Tawdla-ush- 
JShanutSy containing religious contemplations 
and speculative opinions of the essence and 
nature of the divinity, etc., etc. The year of 
his death is taken from an inscription over his 
tomb. 


Hamid-nddin Qazi l«-*lS ^ jJl Ju. 
ijyljbS), of Dehli, was the author 

of the Sharah Hiddyat-ul-Fiqah and several 
other works. He died in a.d. 1363, a.h. 764. 

Hamid-nddin Umar, Qazi (^ A ± ^ 

^'j jAa ^jJl) flourished in the 

time of Sultan Sanjar, the Saljiiki king 
of Persia, was a contemporary of the poet 
Anwari, and is the author of a Commentary 
on the Quran called Muqamdt. 

Hammad (jL*->»), the son of Abu 

Hanifa, who was a learned man, and died in 
the year a.d. 792, a.h. 176. 

Hamza, Amir ( J ^\ *j*» ), the son of 


Abdul Muttalib, and uncle of Muhammad, 
who gave him the title of Asad-ullah, or the 
lion of God, because of his courage and valour, 
and put into his hands the first standard he 
ordered to be made, which was called " Raet- 
ul- Islam," the standard of the faith. Hamza, 
who was also called Abu 'Umar, was killed 
in the battle of Ohad which Muhammad 
fought with the Qureshites, of whom Abu 
Sufian was chief. After the battle Hinda, 
the wife of Abu Sufian, pulled Hamza 1 s 
liver out of his body and chewed and 
swallowed some of it. This battle took place 
in the month of March, a.d. 625, Shawwal, 
a.h. 3. 

Hamza Bano Begam (JLj y b ***>-), 


daughter of Shah Jahan by Kandahari Begam, 
daughter of Muzaffar Husain Mirza of the 
royal race of Shah Isma'il Safwi. She was 
born in the year a.h. 1019. 

Hamza Mirza (\-^ *)**-), the eldest 


son of Sultan Muhammad Khuda Banda, and 
the grandson of Shah Tahmasp I. of the 
Safwi family of Persia. His father, on 
account of a natural weakness in his eyes, 
which rendered him almost blind, had at 
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first entrusted the charge of the empire to his 
wazir, Mirza Sulaiman ; when that nobleman 
was slain, he created his own son, Ilamza 
Mirza, regent of the empire. This prince, 
by his valour, extricated his weak father from 
all his difficulties with which he was 
surrounded. But this gleam of good fortune 
soon vanished. This gallant prince was 
stabbed by a barber, in his own private 
apartments on the 24th November, a.d. 1586, 
22nd gil-bijja, a.h. 994. 

Hanbal, Imam ( *U1 J~*0, or Ahmad 

Ibn Hanbal, the son of Muhammad- 
ibn- Hanbal, was the fourth Imam or 
founder of one of the four orthodox sects of 
the Sunnis called Hanbalites. This sect 
made a great noise in Baghdad in the reign of 
the Khalif Al-Muqtadir in a.d. 929, a.h. 
317. Merauzi, chief of the sect, had asserted 
that God had placed Muhammad on his 
throne, which assertion he founded upon the 
passage of the Quran : " Thy Lord shall soon 
give thee a considerable place or station." 
All the other sects of the Musalmans regard 
the explication of the Hanbalites as a shocking 
impiety. They maintain that this consider' 
able place or station was the post or quality 
of a mediator, which they affirm to belong to 
their prophet. This dispute passed from the 
schools to the public assemblies . At length 
they came from words to blows which cost 
the lives of several thousands. In the year 
a.d. 935, a.h. 323, the Hanbalites became 
so insolent, that they marched in arms on the 
city of Baghdad, and plundered the shops on 
pretence that wine was drunk in them. 
Ahmad was a traditionist of the first class, 
and composed a collection of authenticated 
traditions called Masnad, more copious than 
those any other person had, till then, been able 
to form : it is said that he knew by heart one 
million of those traditions. He was born in 
the year a.d. 780, a.h. 164, and died on the 
31st July, a.d. 855, 12th Rabx' I. a.h. 241, 
in the reign of the Khalif Al-Mutwakkil, and 
was buried at Baghdad. It was estimated 
that the number ofmen present at his funeral 
was 800,000, and 60,000 women ; and it is 
said that 20,000 Christians, Jews and 
Magians became Moslems on the day of his 
death. In the year a.d. 835, Ramagan, 
a.h. 220, some time in the month September, 
he was required by Khalif Al-Motasim Billah 
to declare that the Quran was created, but 
would not, and although beaten and imprisoned 
persisted in his refusal. The eternity of the 
Quran, considered as the word of Goa, is the 
orthodox Moslem doctrine. [The modern 
Wahhabis are believed to be partly followers 
of this teacher. See Hughes* Dictionary of 
Islam, in voc. " Ibn Hanbal."] 


Handal Mirza Oj^ Jljui^), son of 

the emperor Babar Shah and brother of 
Humayun, was born in the year a.d. 1518, 
a.h. 924. He lost his life in a night attack 
made by his brother Kamran Mirza on the 


emperor Humayun near Khaibar in the 
province of Kabul, on the 19th November, 
a.d. 1551, 21st £i-Qa'da, a.h. 958. He is 
buried at Kabul close to the tomb of the 
emperor Babar Shah. Humayun, out of 
affection to the memory of Handal Mirza, in 
the same year gave the daughter of that 
prince, Raqia Sultana, to his son Akbar in 
marriage. 

Hani ( J*s*-) t surname of Muhammad- 


bin- 'All, a poet who died in the year a.d. 
1333, a.h. 733. 

Hanifa Imam UL1 Asuis*), also called 

Abu Hanifa and Imam 'Azim, was one 
of the four Jurisconsults of Mecca, 
viz. Imam Hanifa, Imam Hanbal, Imam 
Shafa'i and Imam Malik, from whom are 
derived the various Codes of Muhammadan 
Jurisprudence. He was one of the most 
celebrated doctors of the Musalmans, and 
chief of the sect of Hanintes ; and though his 
sect is the principal of the four which they 
now indifferently follow, he was ill-used 
during his lifetime. His principal works are : 
the Masnad, i.e. the foundation or support, 
wherein he established all the points of the 
Musalman faith ; a treatise entitled Filkalam 
or Scholastic Divinity ; and a catechism 
called Mua'Uim-ul- Islam, i.e. the Instructor. 
Another of his books is entitled the Fiqh- 
ul- Akbar ; it treats of the Ilm-ul-Knlam, 
and has been commented upon by various 
writers, many of whom are mentioned by 
Haji Khalfa. Some say that the Masnad 
was written by Imam Hanbal. By the Shias 
he is as much detested and censured as by 
their antagonists he is admired and exalted. 
For allowing his disciples to drink nabiz, 
which is a wine made of dates, he is accused 
by the Persians of departing from the clear 
injunction of the Prophet against all intoxi- 
cating beverages. [At the time of his birth 
some of the "companions" of the Prophet 
were still living, which adds to his authority 
among the Sunn! denomination.] 

Haqiqat (c^JLJLsw ), poetical title of 

Saiyad Husain Shah, son of Saiyad Arab 
Shah. He accompanied Col. Kydd to 
Chinapatan in Madras as head Munshi and 
died there. He is the author of an Urdu 
Dlwan and seven other works, some of which 
are named Tahfat'Ul-'Jjanty Khaz\nat-ul- 
Amsal, Sanamkada Chin and Hasht Qnlgusht.

Haqiri djj + S^), poetical name of 

Maulana Shahab-uddin Mua'mmaT. 
Harindar Narain Bhup, Maharaja 

(*^!A* V*r? v^ftj^j*}* the 

Raja of Kuch Behar, who died at Benares 
on the 30th May, 1 839, and was aged 70 years. 
He was of the Rajbansi caste, and a follower 
of Siva, but his style of living was very 
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unlike that of a Ilindu. He used to marry 
without any regard to caste, and entered into 
the connubial relation with any women he 
took a fancy to. He did not even spare married 
women. 'The number of his wives or ranis 
was no less than 1200 ! 

Hari Rao Holkar (^iLLb ^j ,jr r *), 

Raja of Indor, was the cousin and successor 
of Malhar Rao III. the adopted son and 
successor of J as want Rao Holkar. He died 
on the 24th October, a.d. 1843. 

Hariri djyjjj>0» whose full name is 

Aba Muhammad Qxsim -bin-'Ali- bin - 
Usman-al-Hariri-al-Basri, was a native of 
Basra. He was one of the ablest writers of 
his time, and is the author of the Mttqdmdt 
Hariri, a work consisting of fifty Oratorical, 
Poetical, Moral, Ecomiastic, and Satirical 
discourses, supposed to have been spoken or 
read in public assemblies ; but which were 
composed by the author at the desire of 
Anusherwan - ibn - Khilid, wazir to Sultan 
Muhammad Saljuqi. He died at Basra in 
the year a.d. 1122, a.h. 516. Poets, 
historians, grammarians and lexicographers 
look upon the Muqamat as the highest 
authority, and next to the Quran, as far at 
least as language is concerned. His book has 
been translated either entirely or partially 
into nearly every Eastern and European 
tongue. 

Harkaran (^Jjto), the son of Mathura 

Das, a Kamboh of Multan, was a Munsbl in 
the service of Nawab Ya'tbar Khan, and is 
the author of a collection of letters called 
ln*Kae Harkaran, or the Forms of Harka- 
ran, translated into English by D. Francis 
Balfour, M.D. The second edition of this 
work was printed in 1804. 


Haran-al-Rashid (jl^^JI ^.Lb). 
Tide Al-Rashid. 

Hasan (J-^-» ^ ^^u^.), son of Suhail 

or Sahl, was governor of Ghaldea about the 
year a.d. 830, under the Khalif Al-Mamun, 
who married Turin Dukht his daughter. 
Some attribute to this Hasan the translation 
of the Persian book entitled Jdtcedan Khirad 
into Arabic. 

Hasan (^u*^.), poetical name of Mu- 


hammad Hasan, who flourished in the reign of 
the emperor Shah 'Alam of Dehli. 


Tuimur, and died at Qandahar, where his tomb 
is resorted to by pilgrims. Jahangir says in 
thj Ttizak that' the place Hurasadak is 76 kos 
from Kashmere. 

Hasan 'Ali ( ( J^fi ^j-**-^), the poet 


Hasan Abdal ( J1ju-x { j**j^), or Baba 

Ilasan Abdal, a famous saint who was a 
Sayyad at Sabzwar in Khurasan. He came 
to India with Mirza Shahrukh, son of Anser 


laureate in the service of Tipu Sultan of 
Mysore. He is the author of a book called 
Bhogbal, or the Kok Shastar. It is a curious 
but obscene satire on women, said to be a 
translation or paraphrase from the Sanskrit 
in Hindi verse. There is another translation 
of the same book in Persian prose called 
Lazzat-un-Nisa, by Ziya-uddin Nakhshabl. 

Hasan Askari, Imam (^jL*** ^u*>-), 

or Abu'l Hasan 'All-al-' Askari, was the 
eleventh Imam of the race of 'All, and the 
eldest son of Imam 'All Nam who was the 
tenth. He was born at Maaina in the year 
a.d. 846, a.h. 232, and died on the 6th 
November, a.d. 874, 22nd Muharram, a.h. 
261, aged 28 years. He is buried at Sar- 
manrai in Baghdad close to the tomb of his 
father. 

Hasan Basri, Khwaja (^ ^ » C1 ^>- 
Asj-LrL), a native of Basra and a very 

pious Musalman, who is said to have possessed 
all the branches of science, and was noted for 
self- mortification, fear of God and devotion. 
He is the author of a Diwan or book of Odes 
in Arabic. He was born in a.d. 642, a.h. 
21, and died on the 11th October, a.d. 728, 
1st Rajab, a.h. 110, aged 89 lunar years, 
and was buried at Basra. 

Hasan Beg (Khani, Badakhshi) 

( _ *• ^ v i J)V&~ lJL+j . — V 

Shaikh Umari was a good soldier. He was 
made a commander of 2,500 for his services in 
Bangash, and was put, towards the end of 
Akbar's reign, in charge of Kabul, receiving 
Fort Rohtas in the Pan jab as jagir. Hasan 
Beg, after making a useless attempt to in- 
criminate others, was put into a cow-hide 
and in this state he was tied to donkeys and 
carried through the bazaar. He died after a 
few hours from suffocation.

Anis-ul-'Uahihdq, the lover's companion, 
containing an explanation of all the metaphors 
and phrases used by the poets ; with numerous 
quotations from those held in the greatest 
estimation.

Hasan Buznrg (u-^fJ iir *^J>-) 9 also 

called Sheikh Hasan, Amir Hasan Ilqani, 
and Amir Hasan N avian, Kayukai, the son 
of Amir Ilqan Jalayer. He was an immediate 
descendant of Sultan Arghun Khan, king of 
Persia (whose sister was his mother), and 
one of the principal chiefs of the Mughals in 
the reign of Sultan Abu Sa'id. He married 
Baghdad Khatun, daughter of Amir Choban 
or Jovian, but the prince being deeply 
enamoured of her charms, Amir Hasan, after 
the death of her father, was forced to resign 
his consent to him in a.d. 1327, a.h. 7*28. 
A few years after the death of Abu Sa'id, 
Amir Hasan married his widow Dilshad 
Khatun, went to Baghdad, seized that city, 
and became the founder of a petty dynasty 
of princes. His life was passed in contests 
to establish his authority over the territories 
of Baghdad, and he died before this object 
of his ambition was accomplished, in July, 
a.d. 1356, Kajab, a.h. 757. His son Sultan 
Owes Jalayer was more fortunate; he not 
only succeeded in completing the conquest 
his father had commenced, but carried his 
arms into Azurbejan and Khurasan. Sultan 
Owes died in October, a.d. 1374, a.h. 776, 
and left his government to his second son 
Sultan Husain Jalayer. This excellent prince, 
who is also alike celebrated for his benevo- 
lence and love of justice, lost his life in an 
action in a.d. 1382, a.h. 784, with his 
brother Ahmad, surnamed Ilqani, a cruel and 
unjust ruler, whose enormities compelled his 
subjects to invite Amir Taimur (Tamerlane) 
to their relief in a.d. 1393, and almost the 
whole of the future life of Ahmad passed in 
an ineffectual struggle with that conqueror. 
He fled to Egypt for safety, and when, after 
the death of Taimur, he returned to recover 
his dominions, he was taken and put to death 
by Qara Yusaf, a Turkman chief, in a.d. 
1410, a.h. 813. 

Hasan Ganga. Vide Ala-ad-dln I. 
Hasan Imam (*U1 ^^oO, the eldest 

son of 'Ali, the son of Abu Talib, and 
Fatima, the daughter of Muhammad ; was 
born on the 1st March, a.d. 625, 15th 
Bamagan, a.h. 3. After the death of his 
father in January, a.d. 661 , Ramagan, a.h. 40, 
he succeeded him as second Imam, and was 


proclaimed Khalif by the Arabians, but 
perceiving the people divided and himself 
ill-used, lie after six months resigned the 
Khilafat to Mu'awia, who assignee! to him 
about 15,000 pounds a year, besides large 
presents. After this Hasan and his brother 
Husain retired and lived privately at Madina, 
where after a few years he died of poison, 
administered to him by one of his wives, 
whom Yazid, the son of Mu'awia, suborned 
to commit that wickedness, on the promise 
of marrying her afterwards ; though instead of 
a new husband, she was forced to be con- 
tented with a good sum of money which 
Mu'awia gave her for her pains; for Yazid 
was not so mad as to trust himself to her 
embraces. Hasan's murder took place on 
the night of the 17th March, a.d. 669 or 
670, 7th §afar, a h. 49. He was buried ia 
Madina at a place called Baqia*. Hasan is 
said to have been in person very like his 

frandfather Muhammad, who, when he was 
orn, spit in his mouth and named him 
Hasan. He had twenty children — fifteen 
sons and five daughters. Though his wives 
were remarkably fond of him, yet he was apt 
very frequently to divorce them and marry 
new ones. 

Hasan Kashi, Maulana (_<£»\£ 


w^j**), a poet who was a native of 

Kashan. He is the author of many Qasldaa 
and Ghazals. The year of his death is not 
known, but he appears to have flourished 
about the 8th century of the Hijri era. 

Hasan Khwaja (jlsj-L^. . - r ^ ). 
Vide Hasan Sanjari. 

Hasan Khwaja (<L5*-Lj*. . nm ^ ), a 

darwesh, the son of Khwaja Ibrahim. He 
is the author of a Diwan of Ghazals, in the 
last verses of each of which he has mentioned 
the name of his beloved. 

Hasan Koohak, Shaikh ( , ^a_^- 

Uf*** t— X>»j£), a grandson of Amir 

Chouban or Jovian. He was one of the 
chiefs who, during the period of trouble and 
confusion which took place after the death 
of Sulfcan Abu Sa'id, king of Persia, in a.d. 
1335, rose to eminence. He fought several 
battles with Amir Hasan Buzurg (?.?.), and 
met his death accidentally by the hands of a 
quarrelsome wife, in December, a.d. 1343, 
Itajab, a.h. 741. 

Hasan Malmandi djjc***** c ^^). 

It is asserted by some that he was one of the 
ministers of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni. 
This statement is altogether incorrect and 
unfounded, says Sir H. Elliot, as it is not 
mentioned by any great historian. But his 
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boo who is commonly called Ahmad-bin-Hasan 
Mainland! was a minister of that monarch. 
Hasan Maimandi was, during the lifetime of 
Sultan Nasir-uddin Subaktagin, employed as 
Diwan or Collector of Revenues at Qasba 
Bust ; but Nasir-uddin was led by the secret 
machinations of his enemies to entertain an 
unfavourable opinion of him, till he was at 
last, in consequence of his having been con- 
victed of extortion and fraud to a large 
amount, hanged by order of that Sultan ; so 
that the general notion which prevails that 
he was the wazir of Sulfcan Mahmud, is 
erroneous. 

Hasan, Mir (^ f j M *^.) 9 a Hindustani 

poet of Lucknow, and author of the novel 
called Masnawi M\r Hasan, containing the 
loves of Badr-i-Munir and Benazir in Urdu 
yerse, which he completed and dedicated to 
Nawab 'Asaf-uddaula in the year ad. 1785, 
a.h. 1199. It is also called Sahr-nl-Bayan. 
His ancestors were of Herat, but he was born 
at Dehli and went early in life to Lucknow, 
where he was supported by Nawab Safdar 
Jang and his son Mirza Nawazish Ali Khan. 
He is also the author of a Diwan of about 
8000 verses, and of a Tazkira of Urdu poets. 
He died in a.d 1790, a.h. 1204. His father's 
name was Mir Ghulara Husain Zahik. 

Hasan Mirza (!•* , >,. -».), son of 

Mulla Abdur Razzaq of Lahijan. He has 
left some noble compositions, such as The 
True Light on the articles of Faith, The 
Beauty of good Men in their Works, a pious 
treatise, and some others. He died in the 
beginning of the 18th century. 

Hasan, Manlana (LiL^* .i^r), a 


learned Musalman who lived in the time of 
the emperor Jahangir and wrote a chronogram 
on the sudden death of Shaikh 'AH Ahmad, 
son of Shaikh Husain Naqshi, in the year 
a.d. 1609, a.h. 1018. 

Hasan Mntkallim, Manlana ( . .... ^ 

\Sly+ JuXJw^), a poet and pupil of 

Manlana Muzaffar of Herat. He flourished 
in the reign of Malik Ghayas-uddin Kart 11. 
in whose name he composed a book on the 
art of poetry. 

Hasan Rafi (%J. ^^u*^), a Persian 
poet. 


Hasan Sabbah (.L^ j^u*.**), the 

founder of the dynasty of the Isma'Tlis in 
Persia. He was styled Shaikh -ul-Jabal, an 
Arabic title, which signifies "the chief of 
the mountains. 1 * The name by which this 
ruler and his descendants are indiscriminately 
known in European history is, " The Old 


Man of the Mountain." His followers or 
descendants were also called Hasan!, and the 
English word " assassin, " is supposed to 
have been formed from a corruption of this 
term. Hasan Sabbah was at first a mace- 
bearer to Sultan Alp Arsalan ; but in con- 
sequence of a quarrel with Nizam-ul-Mulk, 
the minister of that prince, he retired to Rai, 
his native country, and from thence, to 
Syria, where he entered into the service of a 
chief of the family of Isma'il the son of 
Ja'far Sadiq, and adopted the tenets of that 
sect. The first object of Hasan was to 
possess himself of a stronghold; and he 
succeeded in gaining by stratagem the moun- 
tain fort of Alahmut, situated between 
Qazwin and Gilan. The fort was built by 
Hasan-bin-Zaid in the year a.d. 860, a.h. 
246, and Hasan Sabbah took it in a.d. 1089, 
a.h. 482. From this fortress he commenced 
depredations on the surrounding country, and 
added several other hill forts to the one he 
had already seized. That of Rodbar, which 
is also near Qazwin, was next to Alahmut in 
consequence. Malik Shah Sal Juki, the reign- 
ing Sultan, had sent a force to reduce him, 
but without any success. In the month of 
October, a.d. 1092, Ramazan, a.h. 485, 
Nizam- ul-Mulk, who was then following the 
royal camp from Isfahan to Baghdad, was 
stabbed by one of the followers of Hasan Sabbah 
who was his personal enemy. Hasan Sabbah 
died in a.d. 1124, 26th Rabi II. a.h. 518. 
Rukn-uddln, who was the last of this family, 
and who is better known under the name of 
Qahir Shah or K^ur Shah, after a weak and 
ineffectual struggle fell before Ilalaku. That 
conqueror not only made him prisoner, but 
took and dismantled all his strongholds. This 
event took place in the month of November, 
a.d. 1266, £i-Qada' a.h. 654. It was his 
father Ala-uddin Muhammad who forced 
Nasir-uddin Tusi to remain with him for 
some years, till he was released by Halaku 
Khan. Vide Ismail and Ismail Is. The 
successor of Hasan was Buzurg Umaid. 
[Hasan Sabbah and the minister had both 
been schoolfellows at Umar Khayyam (q. v.)."]

Hasan Sanjari, Khwaja ( ,

Hasan Dehlawi, a celebrated Persian poet 
of Dehli, who was a contemporary of the 
famous Amir Khusro, and had become at 
the age of 50 years a disciple of Shaikh 
Nizam-uddin Aulia. He diea, according to 
the author of the Mirat-ul- Khayal, in the 
Deccan in the year a.d. 1307, a.h. 707, and 
is buried at Daulatabad. He is the author 
of several works, amongst which is a Diwan, 
and one called Fawaed-ul-Fawad, a collection 
of letters written by Nizam-uddin Aulia to 
his disciples. Talib says he died in a.d. 
1337, a.h. 738. His father name was Ahu 
Sanjari. 
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Hasan, Shaikh (^-» ^^^rO, the son 

of Shaikh Nazar-ullah. He is the author of 
a work called Sarat Utakam. He died in 
Mlrat in the year a.h. 1078. 

Hasan Khan Shamlu (^Lrw ^ . v -^ 
^J-*L2»), governor of Herat under 

Shah Abbas II. and his son Shah Sulaiman. 
Ho died in ad. 1697, a.h. 11u9, and is the 
author of a Diwan. 


Hasan, Sayyad (^ji ±~* cr ***^), of 

Ghazni, a poet who flourished in the reign of 
Sultan Bahrain Shah the Ghaznavida, and 
is the author of a Diwan. He is also called 
Sayyad Hasan-al-Husaini. He died on the 
way while returning from Mecca, in the year 
a.d. 1170, a.h. 563. 

Hasham (cjCUll J^c ^ *l£Jb), the 

son of Abdul Malik, and the tenth Khalif 
of the house of Umaiya or Umraaides, succeeded 
his brother Yazid II. in a.d. 724, a.h. 105. 
He conquered the Khaqan of Turkistan, and 
made war against Leo III. the Isaurian. He 
was always attended by 600 camels to carry 
his splendid wardrobe. He died after a reign 
of 19 years 7 months and 1 1 days in the year 
a.d. 743, a.h. 125, and was succeeded, by 
Walid II. son of Yazid II. In his time 
lived tho celebrated Majnun, the lover of 
Laill. 

Hashim (*£U), a poet who flourished 

at Burhanpur in the Deccan in the reign of the 
emperor Jahanprand was a disciple of Shaikh 
Ahmad Faruqi, commonly called Shaikh 
Ahmad Sarhindi. He is the author of a 
Diwan and several other books, and was alive 
in a.d. 1616, a.h. 1056. 

Hashim (^Lto\ the son of Abdul 

Manaf, was the father of Abdul Muttalib, 
who was the father of Abdullah and grand- 
father of Muhammad the prophet of the 
Musulmans. He succeeded his father as 
president of the Ka'ba, and raised the glory 
of his people to the highest pitch ; insomuch 
that the neighbouring great men and heads 
of tribes made their court to him. Nay, so 
great veneration is the memory of Hashim 
held in by the Arabs, that from him the 
family of Muhammad among them are called 
Hashim it 08. He died at Ghaza in Syria, 
and was succeeded by his son Abdul Muttalib, 
who became president of the Ka'ba. 

Hashimi Kinnani ( JU^ C *-«U), 


author of a poem or Masnawi called Mazhar- 
ul- Astir. He died in a.d. 1541, a.h. 948. 


Hashmat (^r„4> A Q, the poetical 

name of Mir Muhtashim Ali Jvhan, whose 
ancestors were of Badskhshan, but he was 
born in Dehli. He died about the year a.d. 
1748, a.h. 1161, and left a Diwan of 700 
verses. 

Hashmat (cl^aJS*^), the poetical 

name of Bakhshi Ali Khan, which see. 

Hasrat (*zjy*>0 f the poetical name 

of Sayyad Muhammad, who died in the reign 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah. 

Hasrat (y.^j^M.rw), poetical name of 

Mir Muhammad Hayat of Patna who had 
the title of Haibat Quli Khan. He was for 
some time attached to the service of Nawab 
Shaukat Jang at Purania, and for some time 
to that of Siraj-uddaula of Mnrshidabad. He 
died in a.d. 1800, a.h. 1215, and left a 
Diwan of 20u0 verses. 

Hasrat (c^y**. ), poetical appellation 

of Mirza Ja'far 'Ali, an Urdu poet who 
flourished in the latter part of the 18ih 
century, and gave instructions in the art of 
poetry to Nawab Muhabbat Khan at Lucknow. 

Hasrati ( J. ***»). Vide Shefta. 

Hatifi, Maulana (Lfl^* ^^iJVjb), the 

poetical name of Abd-ullah, the son of 
Maulana Abdur Rahman J ami' a sister. He 
was born in Jam, a city of Herat, and died 
there in the year a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, and 
was buried in the village of Kharjard. He 
was a good poet, and author of several works. 
Having finished his studies, under the patron- 
age and instruction of his uncle HatitI, with 
his permission, secluded himself from the 
world. When Shah Isnia'il Safw! fought 
the Uzbak Tartars in Khurasan, and slew 
Shahibeg Khan their chiet in a.d. 1508, a.h. 
914, he prevailed on our poet to quit his cell, 
and come to court. Solely ambitious of 
rivalling the Khamsa or Ave poems of Nizami, 
he wrote in imitation of them his Laili and 
Majnun, Khusro and Sh%r\n, haft Manzar, 
the Taimur Nama, which is also called 
Zafarnama, and in imitation of the Sikandar 
Nama, he undertook a heroic poem in praise 
of his patron, called Fatithat Shahi, which he 
did not live to finish. Among the numerous 
Persian poems on the story of Laili and 
Majnun, that of Hatifi seems universally 
esteemed the simplest and most pathetic. 

Hatim (^ylt *jW), commonly called 

Hiitim Tai, a famous Arabian Chief of the 
tribe of Tai, celebrated for his liberality, 
wisdom and valour. He flourished bet ore 
the birth of Muhammad, nnd his sepulchre 
may still be sein at a little village called 
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Anwarz in Arabia. There is an account of 
his adventures ia the romance entitled Hatim 
Tii in Persian, which has also been translated 
into Urdu. An English translation of this 
romance was made by Duncan Forbes, A.M., 
from the Persian. 

Hatim (^^\ *jl»»), surnamed Al- 


Asamm, that is to say, the deaf, was a great 
Musulman doctor, much esteemed for his piety 
and doctrine. He was a disciple of Shaqiq 
Balkhi and master of Ahmad Khizroya. He 
died a.d. 851, a.h. 237, in the reign of 
Matwakkil the Khalif of Baghdad, and was 
buried at Balkh in Khurasan, his native 
country. 

Hatim Kashi, Manlana ( --ll£ *jU- 

\jfiy), a poet of Kashan in Persia, 

who flourished in the reign of Shah Abbas 
the Great. 

Hatim (^LpO, or Shah Hatim, 

poetical name of Shaikh Zahir-uddin, a poet 
who was a contemporary of Wall {q.v.). He 
was born at Dehli in a.d. 1699, a.h. 1111, 
and was a soldier by profession. He gave 
the first impulse to Urdu poetry in Dehli. 
In a.d. 1720, a.h. 1132, the Diwan of Wall 
was brought to Dehli and verses of it were 
on everybody's lips; this induced him and 
three friends of his, Nail, Mazmun, and 'Abru 
to apply themselves to Ktkhta poetry. Up to 
the time of Hatim, it would appear that 
the Dehli poets wrote in Persian. He is the 
author of two Diwans in Urdu, one in 
imitation of Wall, and the other in imitation 
of Sauda and Mir Taqi. The date of Hatim' s 
death is unknown. Hu Diwan Zuda appeared 
in 1750. 

Hatim Ali Beg, Mirsa (^ ^U 
\\f £J~>)* Vide Mehr. 

Hawas (.*,»&), poetical title of Nawab 

Mirza Taqi, son of Nawab Mirza All Khan. 
He is the author of the story of Laili and 
Majnun in Urdu, and of a Diwan in which 
every Ghazal contains the name of Laili and 
Majnun. 

Haya (L*^0, poetical title of Shio 

Ramdas, a Hindu, and brother of Raja Daya 
Mai Imtiyaz. He was a pupil oi Mirza 
Abdul Qaair Bedil, and is the author of a 
Diwan of about 6000 verses. 

Hayat-nllah Ahrari (<dJ! <j^L^ 
l£j\j\), author of the work called 

Hahata Alarfin y which contains the life of 
Abrsala. He died in a.h. 1061, and his 
tomb is in Agra. 


Hayati Mulla ()L« ^y L*0, of Gllan, 
a poet. 

Hazin <^U j*s* ^ \fiy. ^J^X 

the poetical name of Manlana Shaikh Muham- 
mad * Ali, a Persian of distinction, eminently 
learned, and accomplished. He fled into 
Hindustan from his native country to avoid 
the persecution of Nadir Shah in a.d. 1733, 
a.h. 1146. He was a voluminous author 
both in prose and verse. He wrote his 
Memoirs in 1741, eight years after his settle- 
ment for life in India, and it contains a 
variety of personal and historical anecdotes, 
excellent observations on men and manners, 
besides an interesting account of his travels, 
and remarks on many modern literary 
productions. A translation of this work, 
entitled The Life of Shaikh Muhammad All 
Hazin, was made by F. C. Belfour, F.R.A.S., 
and published in 1830. His father's name 
was Shaikh Abu Talib of Gllan, a descendant 
of Shaikh Tajuddin Ibrahim, commonly 
called Shaikh Zahid Crilani, who was the 
spiritual guide of Shaikh Safi-uddin Ardibeli. 
He was born at Isfahan on the 7th January, 
1692, o.s., 27th Eabi' II. a.h. 1103, was in 
Dehli at the time of Nadir Shah's invasion, 
and died in 1766, according to Sir Wm. 
Ouseley, a.d. 1779, a.h. 1180, aged 77 lunar 
years, at Banaras (where he had built his 
own tomb some time before his death) equally 
admired and esteemed by the Musaiman, 
Hindu and English inhabitants of that place. 
He is the author of several works in Persian 
and Arabic. 

Haznq, Hakim (**£>- Jj*^)> son of 

Hakim Humam, the brother of Abu'l Fatha 
Gilani. He was a noble of the reign of the 
emperor Shah Jahan, a physician and a poet, 
and is the author of a Diwan in Persian. He 
died a.d. 1658, a.h. 1068. 

Hessing, Colonel John William, 

of Holland. He came to India and was at 
first employed by the Nawab Nizam Ali Khan 
of the Deccan in the year a.d. 1763, a.h. 
1177, and afterwards by Madho Rao Sindhia 
in 1784, after whose death in 1794, he 
continued in the service of his nephew Daulat 
Rao Sindhia, by whom he was appointed 
a Colonel in 1795, with the command of the 
fortress and city of Agra. He died on the 
21st July, 1803, and was buried in the 
Roman Catholic Burial-ground at Agra, 
where a splendid mausoleum of red stone was 
built by his children, with an English 
inscription on his tomb which is of white 
marble. 

Hidayat (c^-ol^-Jfe), poetical name of 

Hidayat Khan, the uncle of Nisar-ullah Khan 
Firak. lie died in the year a.h. 1215, and 
left a Diwan. 
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Hidayat-ullah (<dJl euoljufc), author 


of a work on arts and sciences called Hidayat- 
ul-Ramal, written in a.d. 1601. 

Hidayat-ullah Khan (&M\ lt-' I* - » 

•• •• 

(jU*0, great grandson of Khan 'Azim 

Mirza Koka. He is the author of a history 
called Tarifsh Hidayat-ullah Khan written in 
the year a.h. 1659. 

Hijri (j^), the poetical title of 

a poet who was a native of Konban but lived 
in Bengal. He is the author of a Diwan in 
which there is a Qasida of a most wonderful 
composition. If you read the first letter of 
every Misra 1 , you have a Qita* in praise of 
Nawab Sayyad Muhammad Riza Khan 
Muzaffar Jang. Some letters in the Qasida 
are written in red, if you read them by them- 
selves, you have a Ghazal, and certain letters 
in the Ghazal form a Ruba*i, and certain 
letters in the Ruba'i form a Misra'. He was 
living in a.d. 1766, a.h. 1180. 

Hilal Qazwinl (^Jjji JLa), an 
author who died in a.d. 1527, a.h. 934. 

Hilali (^jl^jxJi J>U), of Astarabad, 


was a Tartar of the tribe of Jughtai or 
Chughtai, and author of a Diwan consisting 
of amorous odes. In his youth he travelled 
to Khurasan, and resided at Herat, where 
the illustrious Amir 'Alisheir conferred on 
him many favours. He was a Sunni by 
religion, and was, by the contrivance of his 
enemies, who were Shlas, put to death by 
order of one of the Uzbak chiefs in the year 
a.d. 1530, a.h. 936, but according to a book 
called Tuhfa Shahi, in a.d. 1533, a.h. 939. 
He is the author of the following works, viz., 
Shah-wa-Darwethj Laili-wa-Majnun, Si/at- 
ul-'Ashiqim, and a Diwan. 

Hilm ( Ju^), poetical name of Prince 

Mirza Said-uddin, commonly called Mirza 
Faiyaz-uddin, son of Mirza Rayaz-uddin alias 
Mirza Muhammad Jan, son of Mirza Khurram 
Bakht. son of Mirza Jahandar Shah, son of 
Shah Alam, king of Dehli. He is the author 
of a Diwan. 

Hlxnmat Bahadur Gushaln (,j^wtdb 

MjAujf j«Ayj), Diwan of Ghani Baha- 
dur, Nawab of Bandn, and one of the 
Peshwa's (Baji Rao II.) principal officers in 
Bundelkhand. He joined the British troops 
under the command of Lieutenant- Colonel 
Powell in September, 1803, and gave battle 
to Shamsher Bahadur, Nawab of Banda, who 
was defeated and compelled to retreat with 
loss. Hiinmat Bahadur was a powerful 


commander of a large body of horse, and of a 
numerous party of Gushains or Nam a 
peculiar class of armed beggars and religious 
devotees of whom he was not only the military 
leader, but also the spiritual guide. He died 
at Kalpi in 1804, and his family was pro- 
vided for by the British Government.

Himmat Khan (^J^ 


), was the 


son of Khan Jahan Shayasta Khan, the son 
of the wazlr Asaf Khan. He built his house 
on the banks of the river Jamna in a year 
with many other buildings such as gardens, 
reservoirs, baths, etc., etc., of which a bath, 
a reservoir, a Baoli, etc., etc., are still to be 
seen. His proper name was Sayyad Muzaffar. 
Shah Jahan conferred on him the name 
of Himmat Khan. In the 19th year of 
Alamgir he was appointed governor of 
Allahabad. In the 24th year of Alamgir, 
the appointment of B:ikhigani was conferred 
on him ; and in the 30th year of Alamjrir, he 
was again appointed governor of Allahabad. 

Himu (**«&), a banian or Indian shop- 
keeper of the caste of Dhusar, whom Salim 
Shah, king of Dehli, had made superintendent 
of the markets. In the reign of Muhammad 
Shah 'Adil, he was appointed his wazlr, and 
intrusted with the whole administration of 
affairs. This person in the beginning of the 
reign of the emperor Akbar laid siege to 
Agra, and having reduced it proceeded to 
Dehli which also surrendered, and Tardi Beg, 
governor of that place, who fled to Sarhind, 
was seized by Bairam Khan (?.c), the 
minister of Akbar, and beheaded for abandon- 
ing Dehli, where he might have defended 
himself. Himu was afterwards defeated and 
made prisoner in a battle fought at Panipat 
on Thursday the 6th November, a.d. 1556, 
2nd Mubarram, a.h. 964, and brought into 
the presence of the king by Bairam Khan, 
who oegged him to kill the infidel with his 
own hand. Akbar (who was then in his 
fifteenth year) in order to fulfil the wish of 
his minister, drew his sword and touched the 
head of the captive, while Bairam Khan, 
drawing his own sabre, at a single blow 
severed the head of Himu from his body. 




Hlnda (tJ^Jb), the daughter of Utba 

and wife of Abu Sufi an. 
[Vide Hamza (Amir).] 

Hlndal Mirza Oj^* JljcJJh). Vide 
Handal Mirza. 

Hindu Rao (j\j j&Jb), the brother of 

Bija Bai (q.v.), the wife of Maharaja Daulat 
Rao Sindhia. His Kothi or Rekka House 
on a hillock is well-known at Dehli. He died 
in a.d. 1856. [He was fond of the society 
of Englishmen in India, among whom he was 
very popular.] 
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Hira Singh (l_£~j-> [,&), a Sikh 

Chief and minister of Maharaja Dilip Singh 
of Lahore. He was murdered with many 
others about the beginning of January, 1845. 

Hirpaldeo (jjjjby*), the son-in-law 

of Ramdeo, Raja of Deogir, who by the 
assistance of the other Rajas of the Deccan, 
had recovered his country from the Musal- 
maas, but Mubarik Shah, the son of Ala- 
nddin Khiljl, in the second year of his reign, 
a.d. 1318, a.h. 718, marched towards the 
Deccan, took Hirpaldeo prisoner, flayed him 
alive, and hung his body at the gate of 
Deogir which is now called Daulatabad. 

Hisam-bin-Jamil ( J-*>- ^ *L*>0, 

surname of Aba Sahl - al - Baghdad!, who 
passed for one of the best traditionists of 
Musalmanism. He died in a.d. 722, a.h. 
104. 

Hissan (o^jU ^ ^L*^), the son of 


Sabit, was a poet and companion of Muham- 
mad. He is tie author of a Diwan in Arabic. 
When Muhammad overcame his enemies at 
the battle of Khandaq, Hissan wrote a few 
rerses on that occasion ; the prophet was so 
much delighted, that he gave him Shirin 
the sister of Maria Qabti, for wife. 

Hissan-al-Hind (jc^JI ^LudO, that 

is, the Hissan of India, a title which Mir 
Oulam 'Ali Azad assumed. 

Holkar. Vide Malhar Rao I. The 
word means " Ploughman." 

Hormisdas. Vide Hurmuz. 

Hoshang (L-£iJ*jJ&), second king of 

the first or Pishdadian dynasty of Persia, was 
the son of Sayamak, and grandson of Kyomurs 
whom he succeeded. He reigned 40 years 
and was succeeded by his son Tahmurs, 
commonly called Deoband, or the Magician 
binder, a title he derived from the success 
with which he warred against the enemies of 
his family. 

Hoshang Shah (A-* <*JLiJ*yJb) (for- 
merly called Alp Khan), was the first Muham- 
madan king of Malwa, and the son of Dila- 
war Khan Ghori who was governor of that 
place from The time of Muhammad Shah, 
a.d. 1401, son of Firoz Shah Turiilaq, king of 
Dehli. After hisfather'sdeath, which happened 
about the year a.d. 1405, a.h. 808, taking 
advantage of the times, he became entirely 
independent and assumed the title of Sultan 
Hoshang Shah. He reigned 30 lunar years, 
and died on the 17th July, a.d. 1434, 9th 
£il-bijj&» a.h. 837. He' was buried in a 
stone vault, and a splendid mausoleum of 


white marble was built over it which is still 
to be seen at Mamjfo. The date of his death 
is to be found in the three last words of a 
tetrastich translated thus by General Briggs. 

When death had sealed the Hoshang' 8 fate, 
And he prepared to tread on Lethe's shore, 

I asked a poet to record the date, 

Who briefly said, "Shah Hoshang is no 
more." 

He was succeeded by his son Sulfcan 
Muhammad Shah, who was poisoned after a 
reign of one year and nine months by 
Mahmud Khan (the son of his Wazlr), who 
took the title of Mahmud Shah and ascended 
the throne of Malwa on Tuesday the 15th 
May, a.d. 1436, 29th Shawwal, a.h. 839.

In his time Malwa was incorporated with 
the kingdom of Gujrat by Bahadur Shah

Hoshdar Khan (^U- j\jJ*jit>), a title 

of Hidavat-ullah Khan, the son of Iradat 
Khan Wazah. He was honoured with this 
title by the emperor Farrukh-siyar, and after 
his father's death with that of Iradat Khan 
and the Faujdari of Duhipereya in the 

Srovince of Malwa. In the sixth year of 
luhammad Shah, a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136, he 
attended Nizam-ul-Mulk 'Asaf J ah to the 
Deccan, and after the victory over Mubariz 
Khan, was appointed Diwan of the Deccan 
with the rank of 4000. He was afterwards 
appointed governor of Kulburga in the Deccan 
and died in the year a.d. 1/44, a.h. 1167. 
He had many sons, most of whom died in his 
lifetime. Ilia eldest surviving son, Hafez 
Khan, succeeded him in the government of 
Kulbarga which he held at that time. Shah- 
nawaz Khan wrote the Mdsir-ul- Umra, or 
Biography of Nobility. 

Hoshmand Begam (*iL^J A^S>jft), 

daughter of Suljan Khusro, married to Prince 
Husnang, the son of prince Danial in the 
year a.h. 1036. 

Hnjjat (c^sr**), poetical name of 
Nasir Khusro, which see. 

Hujjat-nl-Islam (JLJ1 c^sf^), a 

title of Muhammad Ghazzali, a celebrated 
doctor of the MusalraaiTlaw. 
[Vide Ghazzali.] 

Hnma (U&), poetical name of Sayyad 

Imtiyaz Khan, a son of Mo'tmid Khan, and 
a brother of Sayyad Ahmad whose takhallns 
was Zamir. He is the author of a Diwan. 
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Humai, Queen (^L^Jb), was the 

daughter of Bahman, who is also called 
Ardisher Darazdast (Artaxerxes Longimanus 
of the Greeks). She succeeded her father as 

2ueen of Persia, in the fourth century before 
!hrist. She built the city called Simrah, 
which the author of the Labb Taxcarlkh says, 
bore also the name of Simirem, and is the 
same which is at this day called Jarbadakan. 
The Persian authors state, that when she 
ascended the throne, she was pregnant by her 
own father. Shame led her to conceal this 
circumstance; and the child, of which she 
was delivered, was given over to a nurse to 
be put to death. The life of the child, 
however, was miraculously preserved ; and 
the unnatural mother first recognised her son 
when his fortune and valour nad advanced 
him to the rank of a victorious general in her 
army. Humai immediately resigned the 
crown to him, and retired to a private life 
after she had reigned 32 years. Her son 
reigned about 12 vears, and is called by the 
Persians Dara or barab I. 

Humam, Hakim (*X»» fl«Jh), brother 

of Hakim Abu'l Fatha Gilani, a well 
educated and learned man in the service of 
the emperor Akbar. He was sent by that 
monarcn on an embassy, in company with 
Sayyad Sadr Jahan, to Abdullah ' Khan 
Uzbak, ruler of Khurasan, about the year 
a.d. 1589, a.h. 997. He died in a.d. 1595, 
a.h. 1001, and left two sons, Hakim Sadlq 
and Hakim Khushhal. 

Humam (*L.*-fe), poetical name of 

Kamal-uddin Muhammad bin- Abdul -Wah- 
hab, styled by Arabshah, " One of the most 
illustrious doctors of the member of the 
Sadat," that is to say, of the race of Ali. 
He lived in the time of Amir Taimur 

g'amerlane) and died in a.d. 1457, a.h. 861. 
e is author of a Commentary on the Hidaya 
His proper name is Kamal-uddin Muhanimad- 
al-Siwasi, which see. 

Humam Tabrezi, Khwaja (*L**_& 

jjjj), a celebrated Persian poet of 

Tauris or Tabrez, and author of a collection 
of Rubins or quatrain verses called Rubayat 
Mir Humam. He was a contemporary and 
rival wit of Shaikh Sa'di. Meeting Sa'di one 
day in a bath, Humam, observing Sa'dl to be 
very bald, presented to him a basin with the 
bottom upwards; asked him ""Why do the 
heads of the people of Shiraz resemble this?" 
Sa'di, having- turned the basin with the 
empty side upwards, replied, •• First tell me, 
why do the heads of the people of Tabrez 
resemble this r** Many other anecdotes are 
related of them. Humam died in the reign 
of Aljaitu, emperor of the Mughils, in 
a.d. 1313, a.h. 713, and was buried at 
Tabrez. He is also called Khwaja Humam- 
uddin Tabrez! . 


Humam-uddin Tabrezi (^jM aI** 

jV"). Vide Humam Tabrezi. 
Humayun (jc*s* ^jJt j~a> ^Ua), 


emperor of Hindustan, snrnamed Nasir-uddin 
Muhammad, was the eldest son of the emperor 
Babar Shah, was born at Kabul on the night 
of Tuesday the 7th March, a.d. 1508, 
4th £i-Qa<da, a.h. 913, and his mother's 
name was Maham Begam. He succeeded 
his father on the throne at Agra on the 
2Cth December, a.d. 1530, 6th Jumada I. 
a.h. 937, and conferred the government of 
Kabul, Qandahar, Ghazni, and the Pan jab 
on his brother Mirza Kamiran ; to Mirza 
Askari he gave the government of Sarkar 
Sambhal, to Mirza Randal, Sarkar Alwal, 
and the government of Badakhshan to Mirza 
Sulaiman, the son of Khan Mirza, the son of 
Sultan Muhammad, the son of Sultan Abu Said. 
Humayun was defeated the first time by Sher 
Khan (afterwards Sher Shah) in a 'battle 
fought on the banks of the Chaunsa in Behar 
on the 26th June, a.d. 1539, 9th §afar, a.h. 
946, and the second time at Qannoj on the 
17th May, a.d. 1540, 10th Muharram, a.h. 
967. The capital no longer afforded him a 

Elace of refuge; even his brothers became 
is enemies, and would not grant him shelter 
in their provinces. He fled from one place 
to another, subject at times to the greatest 
hardships ; and was at last obliged to quit 
the kingdom and seek an asylum in Persia, 
where he arrived in July, a.d. 1541, a.h. 
951, and was hospitably and honorably enter- 
tained for some time oy Shah Tahmasp of 
Persia, who assisted him with troops. During 
the absence of Humayun, which extended to 
a period of fifteen years, five kings ascended 
the throne of Dehli, viz. Sher Shah, his son 
Salim Shah, Muhammad Shah Adili, Ibrahim 
Khan, and Sikandar Shah. Humayun having 
overcome his brothers at Kabul and Qandahar, 
commenced his march from the former city 
in the month of January, a.d. 1555, Safar, 
a.h. 962, towards India. He took the 
Panjab, and advancing towards Dehli defeated 
Sikandar Shah on the 22nd June, a.d. 1555, 
2nd Shaban, a.h. 962, in a battle fought at 
Sarhind. Sikandar, after his defeat, fled 
to the mountains of Sewalik, and Humayun 
having reached Dehli in triumph, became a 
second time emperor of Hindustan. Bairam 
Khan (q.v.), to whose valour and talent the 
king was principally indebted for his restor- 
ation, was rewardea with the first offices in 
the state with the title of Khan Khanan. The 
year of this victory was found by Bairam 
Khan to be contained in the woros, " The 
sword of Humavun." Seven months after 
this victory, on the 21st January, a.d. 1556, 
as Humayun was coming down at the time 
of evening pravcrs from the terrace of the 
Library at Dehli, he fell headlong down the 
steps, and died on the 25th January, a.d. 1556. 
11th Rabi I. a.h. 963. The words " Alas ! 
my sovereign fell from the terrace," are 
the English of the line recording the year 
of his demise. He was buried at Kiloghari, 
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a distance of four kos from the city of 
Shahjinabad on the banks of the river 
Jumna; and a splendid monument was 
erected over his remains some years after by 
his son Akbar, who succeeded him. Humayiin 
died at the age of 49, after a reign of 25 
years, including the fifteen years of his banish- 
ment from his capital. The foundation of 
his mausoleum was laid in a.d. 1566, a.h. 
973, was superintended by Haji Begam, 
mother of Akbar, and was finished in 16 years 
at a cost of 15 lakhs of rupees. Farrukh- 
siyar, 'Alamglr II. Dara Shikoh and other 
princes -are also buried in this mausoleum, 
where the last of the dynasty took refuge in 
1857 (see above, in voc. Bahadur Shah II). 
Humayiin, after his death, received the title of 
Jannat 'Ashianl.

Humayun, Amir (j-^J ujjL*Jb), of 

Isfaraen, a poet who went early in life to 
Tabrez, and was supported bv Qazi 'Isa, 
and Sulfcan Ya'qub, who callecf him Khusro 
Sam, that is, the second Khusro and Khusro 
Kochak. After the death of his patron, he 
went to Kashan and died there in a.d. 1496, 
a.h. 902. He is the author of a Diwan. 

Humayun Shah, Bahmani, Sultan 
(^Ua-L- > Lf~**tf *L- (j^jL^Jb), sur- 

named Zalim, or the Cruel, was the eleventh 
king of the Bahmani dynasty. He succeeded 
his father Sulfan 'Ala-uddin II. Bahmani in 
the year a.d. 1458, a.h. 862, and causing 
his brother Hasan Khan's eyes to be put out, 
ascended the throne of the Deccan. According 
to the will of his father, he conferred the 
office of Wakil-us-Saltanat on Khwaja 
Mahmud Gawan, with the title of Malik-ut- 
Tajjar and the government of Bijapur. He 
was an unjust prince and a great tyrant, on 
which account he wassurnamed " the Cruel." 
He reigned 3 years 6 months and 6 days, and 
was murdered with one stroke of a heavy 
club on the 1st September, a.d. 1461, 28th 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 865, during a fit of intoxica- 
tion, by his own servants, who were wearied 
out with his inhuman cruelties. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Sultan Nizam Shah, then 
only eight years of age. See above in voc. 
Bahmani. 

Hunain ( . A ;,v) surname of Abu 

Zaid 'Abdur Rahman Hunain, son of Is-haq, 
son of Hunain, was a celebrated Christian 
physician who translated many books out of 
the Greek into Syriac and Arabic. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd I. (L> L^.j» 

jy+jJb), the third king of Persia, of 

the Sasanian race, was the son of Shahpur I. 
whom he succeeded in a.d. 272. He is the 
Hormisdas of the Greek authors, and is said 
to have resembled, both in person and cha- 
racter, his grandfather (r. Ardisher Ba began). 
The mother of this monarch was the daughter 


of Mahrukh, a petty prince, whom Ardisher 
had put to death, and whose family he had 

Sersecuted, because an astrologer had pre- 
icted that a descendant of Mahrukh should 
attain the throne of Persia. This lady had 
fled to the tents of a shepherd, where Bhe was 
seen by Shahpur when hunting. This prince 
became enamoured, and married her privately. 
His father Ardisher, going one day unexpectedly 
to his son's house, saw young Hurmuz. He 
was greatly pleased with the appearance of 
the child and made inquiries, which compelled 
Shahpur to confess all that had happened. 
The joy of the old king was excessive. ' * The 
prediction of the astrologers," he exclaimed, 
"which gave me such alarm is, thank God, 
confirmed, and a descendant of Mahrukh 
shall succeed to my crown." Hurmuz was 
a virtuous prince, but reigned only one year 
and ten days. He died about the year a d. 
273, and was succeeded by his son Bahrain I. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd II. ( ^15 JJ^Jb), 

the eighth king of Persia of the Sasanian 
race. He succeeded his father Narsi about 
the year a.d. 303, ruled Persia seven years 
and five months and died a.d. 310. No 
events of any consequence occurred during 
the reign of this prince. At his death he 
left no son; and the kingdom was on the 
point of being thrown into confusion, when 
it was declared that one of the ladies in the 
harem was pregnant, and that there were 
certain indications of the embryo being a 
male. When the child was brought forth, it 
was named Shahpur, and every care was 
taken to give the young sovereign an education 
suited to his high duties. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd III. (jj-^—to 

l^JIj), the second son of Yezdijard 

II. succeeded his father, of whom he was 
always the favourite, a.d. 456. His elder 
brother Firoz, though at first compelled to 
fly across the Oxus, soon returned to assert 
his right at the head of a large arrnv, which 
aided by a general defection of the Persians, 
who deserted his weak brother, obtained an 
easy victory, and the unfortunate Hurmuz 
was, after a short reign of little more than 
one year, dethroned and put to death a.d. 457. 

Hurmuz or Hurmuzd IV. (j^\* £j*j*>) 

(the Hormisdas III. of the Greeks) was 
declared successor to his father the great 
Chosroes, surnaraed Nausherwan the Just, 
and ascended the throne of Persia a.d. 679. 
His subjects revolted against him at the 
instigation of Bahrain Chohin or Varanes, his 

feneral, whom he had offended by sending 
im a female dress because he had been 
defeated by the Komons. They confined 
Hurmuz and put out his eyes to disqualify 
him from ascending the throne, ana soon 
after put him to death a.d. 690. His son 
ghusro Purvez having collected a force to 
oppose Bahrain, who with the intention of 
taking the government into his own hands 
was advancing towards Madain, was defeated, 
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and with great difficulty effected his escape 
to the territories of the Romans (Greeks), 
from whose emperor, Maurice, he met with 
the most friendly and hospitable reception. 
Bahrain Chobin took possession of the vacant 
government, but his rule was short, for 
within eight months from the period of his 
taking possession of Madain, he was defeated 
by an army of Romans and Persians com- 
manded by Khusro, and fled to Tartary.

author of the story of Padmawat in Persian 
poetry called Qissai Padmawat. 

Husain Hallaj , Shaikh (-L*-

V"** - ), the son of Mansur Hallaj. 

Many fables have been invented to account 
for the imprudence of this wise teacher. One 
of these states, that he observed his sister go 
out every evening ; he followed her ; having 
seen her communicate with the Huries, and 
receive from these celestial nymphs a cup 
of nectar, he insisted on drinking one or two 
drops that remained of this celestial liquor. 
His sister told him he could not contain it, 
and that it would cause his death. He per- 
sisted ; from the moment that he swallowed 
it he kept exclaiming "An-ul-Haq!" that is, 
" I am the truth ! " till he was put to death.

Husain, Imam (A^\ ^ * >».■>»), the 

second son of 'All, the son-in-law of Mu- 
hammad. He was born at Medina in January, 
a.d. 626, Shaban, ah, 4, and was the third 
Imam of the race of 'All. Having refused 
to acknowledge Yazid the son of Mu'awia 
for the lawful KhalTf, he was obliged to 
leave Medina and to fly to Mecca, but was 
overtaken on his way and killed by order 
of Ubaidullah-ibn-Zayad, one of Yazid' s 
captains, on the 10th October, a.d. 680, 10th 
Mubarram, a.h. 61. When his head was 
brought to Ubaidullah at Kufa, he struck it 
over the mouth with a stick, and treated it 
with great contempt. He then sent it along 
with his family, who were made captives, to 
Damascus, where Yazid then reigned. The 
day on which he was killed is still a great 
day amongst the Musalmans. He is buried 
at a place called Karbala in Babylonian Iraq 
or Chaldea near Kufa. Some pretend to 
6how that Husain' 8 head was buried near the 
river of Karbala ; others say that there are 
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no other traces of it remaining. However, 
the first Sultan of the race of Boyaides built x 
on that spot a sumptuous monument, which 
is visited to this very day with great devotion 
bv the Muralmans.' It is called "Gunbaz 
laiz," or the dome of grace. 

Husain Jalayer, Saltan (jIsj- , a ^,^ 

^v Yt Jl».Q, grandson of Amir Hasan 

Buzurg, succeeded his father Sultan Awes 
Jalayer to the throne of Baghdad in October, 
a.d. 1374, a.h. 776, and lost his life in an 
action with his brother Sultan Ahmad, in a.d. 
1382, a.h. 784.

He 
flourished in the latter part of the 17th 
century. 

Husain Langa I. (ifj ^^^) t third 

king of Multan, succeeded his father Qutb- 
uddln Mahmud Langa in a.d. 1469, a.h. 
874. He entered into a treaty of alliance 
with Sikandar Lodi, king of Dehli, and died 
about the year a.d. 904, or according to 
some, on Sunday the 28th August, a.d. 1502, 
26th §afar, a.h. 908, after a rei^n of 30 or 
34 years. He was succeeded by his grandson 
Mahmud Khan Langa. Firishta says that 
the Tawarikh Bahadur Shdhi, which contains 
the history of this prince, is full of errors, 
and the author of the Mir at- Sikandarl 
declares it to be absolutely unintelligible. 

Husain Langa II. (\£j ^^^) t fifth 

and last king of Multan, was, after the death 
of his father Mahmud Khan Langa in 1524, 
raised to the throne, although a minor. He 
was only a pageant in the hands of his sister's 
husband, Snujaa'-ul-Mulk, who assumed the 
office of protector. Shah Husain Arghun, 
king of Thatta, under the orders oi the 
emperor Babar Shah, soon after besieged 
the place, which was at length, in the year 
a.d. 1526, a.h. 932, carried by escalade, after 
a siege of fifteen months. Husain Arghun 
having nominated one Lashkar Khan his 
deputy, returned to Thatta. When Babar 
Shah, during his illness, abdicated the throne 
in favour of his son Humayun, tbe latter 
prince gave the Pan jab in jagir to Mirza 


Kamran his brother, who on his arrival at 
Lahore sent for Lashkar Khan and made 
over the district of Kabul to him, in lieu of 
that of Multan, since which time the kingdom 
of Multan has continued a province of the 
empire of Dehli.

961. In a.d. 1666, a.h. 972, an alliance 
was formed between him and tbe three 
Sultans, viz. 4 AH 'Adil Shah of Bijapur, 
Ibrahim Qutb Shah of Golkanda and Amir 
Band of Admadabad Bidar, against Ramraj, 
Raja of Bijanagar, who was defeated and 
slain. Husain Nizam Shah died eleven days 
after his return from this expedition, on 
Wednesday the 6th June, a.d. 1565, 7th 
£i-Qa 4 da, a.h. 972, and his son Murtaza 
Nizam Shah succeeded him. The death of 
Nizam Shah has been commemorated in the 
following chronogram: "The sun of the 
Deccan has become obscured.*'

throne of Jaunpur after his brother Muham- 
mad Shah, who was slain in battle about the 
year a.d. 1452, a.h. 856. He fought several 
battles with Bahlol LodI, the king of Dehli, 
and was at last defeated, and so closely 
pursued that he left his horse and escaped on 
foot. The army of Dehli advanced without 
any other check to Jaunpur, which fell to the 
arms of Bahlol, while Husain Shah, abandon- 
ing his capital, was obliged to content himself 
with a small tract of country yielding only 
a revenue of five lakhs of rupees. Bahlol 
having delivered over Jaunpur and its 
kingdom to his own son Bar oak, enjoined 
him not to deprive Husain Shah of the small 
tract to which he was confined, terming it 
his family estate. This event took place 
about the year a.d. 1476, a.h. 881, and: the 
subversion of the Sharqi dynasty may be 
dated from that year. The reign of Husain 
Shah lasted for a period of 19 lunar years. 
Some years after the death of Bahlol' LodI 
(which happened in a.d. 1489, a.h. 894) 
Husain Shah incited the prince Barbak to 
rise up against his brother Sikandar LodI, 
king of Dehli, and wrest the government out 
of his hands; but Barbak was defeated in 
the first action and retired to Jaunpur, to 
which place he was pursued by the king. 
Jaunpur fell shortly after, and was added to 
the kingdom of Dehli. Husain Shah was 
now induced to seek refuge with 'Ala-uddin 
Purbi, king of Bengal, by whom he was 


treated with the respect due to his station till 
his death, which took place in a.d. 1499, 
a.h. 905. With him the royal line of 
Jaunpur was extinguished.

in the city of Herat till the Hijri year 910, 
on the last day of which he expired, i.e. on 
the 3rd June, a.d. 1505, 30tn ZH-bijja, 
a.h. 910. He is the author of a commentary on 
the Quran, commonly called Taftnr Husaini y 
which he entitled Mawahib *IJlidt, also of 
one entitled Jawahir-ut-Ta/asir. Besides 
these, he wrote several other works, amongst 
which are the Rouzat - u$h - Shuhadd, an 
excellent history of Muhammad with a minute 
detail of the battle of Karbala, dedicated to 
Saltan Husain Mirza in a.d. 1501, an abridg- 
ment of which is called Bah Majlit. His 
Akhldq Muhsini is a very valuable system of 
Ethics, treating upon worship, prayer, 
patience, hope, chastity, etc., dedicated to 
the same Sultan a.d. '1494, a.h. 900, the 
title of which gives the year of its completion. 
The Anwar Suhell, Rays of the star Cemopus, 
is a translation of Pilpay's Fables in 
Persian, dedicated to Amir Shaikh Ahmad 
Suhell, seal-bearer to the Sultan. He calls 
himself in this book Maulana Husain-bin- 
'Ali-al-Waez sumamed Kashifi. He also 
made an abridgment of Moulwi Rami's 
Masnawl which he called Lubb-i-Labdb. He 
is also the author of the works called Makhsan- 
ul-Inshd, Saba Kashifia (on astrology), Asrar 
Qdsitm, Matla^ul- Anwar, and of a collection 
of Anecdotes called Lataif-ut-TawiUf. This 
author is by some writers called Kamal-uddln 
Husain-al- Waez-al-Kashifi-us- Subzwari.

Of one, whom he calls Kanka-al- Hindi, he 
Bays : He was skilful as a philosopher amongst 
ancient philosophers of India, and one of the 
greatest of men. He investigated the art of 
physic, the power of medicines, the nature of 
compound substances, and the properties of 
simple substances. He was the most learned 
of ail men in the form of the universe, the 
composition of the heavenly bodies, and the 
motions of the planets. An extract from 
the above work is given in the Jour, of 
the Royal As. S<*. No. 11, by the Rev W. 
Cureton with remarks by Professor H. H.

It contains 27 Hutams or Instructions ; each 
of which is attributed to one of the ancient 
patriarchs or prophets, excepting the last, 
which belongs to Muhammad, ana is entitled 
Hakam Fardiyat Muhammadiat. The Musal- 
man doctors are very much divided as to the 
merit of this work ; for some praise it, and 
others absolutely reject it as being full of 
superstition and falsehood. He is also the 
author of several other works, one of which 
is called Fatuhdt Makkia. He died in a.d.

description of several countries which he 
wrote in the year a.d. 977, a.h. 367. 

Ibn-Humam UU* ^1), author of a 

Commentary on the Hidaya, entitled Fath- 
ul-Qadir, which is also called Sharah Hidaya. 
He died in the year a.d. 1467, a.h. 861. 
He is also called Humam, which see. 

Ibn-Husam (A**. ^1), of Khawaf, 

surname of Shams-uddin Muhammad, author 
of an heroic poem in praise of 'All, containing 
the principal events of his life, his disputes, 
wars, etc., entitled Khdwar Nama. He died 
a.d. 1470, a.h. 875. 

Ibn-Ibad (jLwe [ ji\) 9 surname of Abii'l 

Qasim Ismail, Kafi, who was wazir and first 
minister of state to the Sultans Muwaiyad- 
uddaula and Fakhr-uddaula of the race of 
Boya. He died a.d. 995, a.h. 38o, and is 
said to have left a library consisting of 
112,000 volumes, and to have passed for 
the most generous and most literal man of 
his time. He was also styled Kafi-ul-Kafat.

Khurasan who flourished in the latter end of 
the 14th century of the Christain Era. He 
resided in Shiraz, and is author of a Diwan 
or a love story, called Bah Nama, in Persian.

Ibn-Khaldun (^jJurL ^\\ the 

African philosopher. His name and titles are 
in Arabic: " Wali-uddln Abu Zaid 'Abdur- 
rahman - bin - Muhammad - al - Hazrami - al- 
Isnbili," but he is better known by the single 
patronymic name of Ibn-Khaldun. His 
father surnamed Khaldun was a native of 
Amazirg or Berber ^in Africa), but his wife, 
descending from a family of the Arabian 
province Hazramat, made her son adopt the 
surname of Al- Hazrami. He was born in 
Tunis in the year a.d. 1332, and passed his 
youth in Egypt. He then served a short 
time under laimur, as chief justice at 
Damascus. He returned to E^ypt, where he 
became Supreme Judge, and died in the year 
a.d. 1406. His principal and most remarkable 
work is the history of the Arabs, the Persians, 
and the Berbers. The whole composition is 
commonly called Tarlfch-ibn- Khaldun. 

Ibn-Khallikan iJLk*. ^\), whose 

full name is Shams- uddin Abu'l Abbas 
Ahmad-ibn- Muhammad -ibn- Abu Bakr-ibn 
Khillikan, drew his descent from a family 
ot Balkh. This very eminent scholar and 
follower of Shafa'i doctrines, was born at 
Arbela, but resided at Damascus, where he 
had filled the place of chief Qazi till the year 
a.d. 1281, a.h. 680, when he was dismissed, 
and from that time till the day of his death 
he never went out of doors. He was a man 
of the greatest reputation for learning, versed 
in various sciences, and highly accomplished ; 
he was a scholar, a poet, a compiler, and an 
historian. By his talents and writings, he 
merited the honourable title of " the most 
learned man,'* and was an able historian. 
His celebrated biographical work called the 
WaJiat-ul-Aiydn, or deaths of eminent men, 
is considered the acme of perfection. This 
work was translated from the Arabic by 


Baron McGuckin De Slane, Member of the 
Council of the Asiatic Society of Paris, etc., 
and published in a.d. 1842. The work is 
in four volumes 4 to. and in English. It was 
printed in Paris for the Oriental Translation 
Fund of London. This translation is a most 
valuable work to those who wish to gain 
a knowledge of the legal literature of 
the Muhamraadans, as the translator has 
added to the text numerous learned notes, 
replete with curious and interesting informa- 
tion relating to the Muhammadan law and 
lawyers. Ibn-Khallikan was born on Thursday 
the 22nd September, a.d. 1211, 11th 
Rabi' II. a.h. 608, and died on Thursday 
the 31st October, a.d. 1282, 26th Rajab, 
a.h. 681, aged 73 lunar years, in the 
Najibia College at Damascus and was 
interred at Mount Kasiyun. 


Ibn-Khurdadbih (<u j* j^ ^jl), an 

historian, who died about the year a.d. 912.

Ibn-Maja (a>»1,« ^0, whose proper 

name is Abu Abdullah Muhammad -bin -

the Sunna, and is commonly called Sunan 
lbn-Maja. Ibn-Maja was born in the year 
a.d. 824, a.h. 209, and died in a.d. 886, 
a.h. 273.

Ibn-Maqla (aLL* ^\), wazlr of the 

khalif al-Qahir Billah of Baghdad, whom, 
with the consent of other Umras, he deposed 
and having deprived him of sight raised 
Al-Razi Billah to the throne. Not long 
after, his hands and tongue were cut off by 
the order of Razi, because he had written a 
letter to the Khalif s enemy without his 
knowledge, and he died from the injuries in 
the year a.d. 939, a.h. 327. Ibn-Maqla is 
the inventor of the present Arabic character 
which was afterwards improved by Ibn- 
Bauwab.

called so, but his proper name is Abu Bakr.

Ibn-Rashid (j> * t\j ^yj\) 9 surname of 

Abu'l Walid Muhammad-bin-Ahmad, whom 
the Europeans call Averroes and Aven Roach, 
was one of the most subtile philosophers that 
ever appeared among the Arabians. He was 
born at Cordova in Spain (a.d. 1149), where 
his father held the office of high priest and 
chief judge, under the emperor of tne Moors. 
His knowledge of law, divinity, mathematics, 
and astrology was very extensive, and to this 
was added tne theory rather than the practice 
of medicine. On the death of his father, he 
was appointed to succeed him. Falling under 
the suspicion of heresy, he was deprived of 
his posts and thrown into prison, from 
whence he was at last delivered and reinstated 
in his office of judge. He wrote a treatise 
on the art of physic, an epitome of Ptolemy's 
Almagest, a treatise on astrology, and many 
amorous verses ; but when he grew old, he 
threw the three last into the fire. He is best 
known as a translator and expositor of 
Aristotle ; his commentaries were published 
at Venice a.d. 1489-1560. He was a 
pantheist, and a despiser of all supposed 
revelations, as to which his opinions were: 
that Christianity is absurd; Judaism, the 
religion of children ; and Muhammadanism, 
the religion of swine. A further edition of 
his works is that published at Venice 1608. 
He is said to have died at Morocco in a.h. 
595, corresponding with a.d. 1199, though 
Lempriere in his Universal Biography says 
that he died in a.h. 1206.

killed in a.d. 61*0, a.h. 71, in a battle fought 
between the khalif 'Abdul Malik and Misaa'b 
the brother ot * Abdullah, the son of Zubair, 
whose faithful friend he was. 

Ibrahim (a-&^), the son of Ibrahim 

Mahran, a very famous doctor of the sect of 
Shafa'I, and author of several works. 

Ibrahim Adham (^jbjl ^-J^yl), a king 

of Balkh, who retired from the world, 
became a Dervish and died between the years 
875 and 880, aged 110 years. It is said 
that he saw in a dream a man on the top of 
a house looking for something. He asked 
him what he was looking for. The man 
replied that he had lost his camel. " What a 
fool you must be" said the king, "to be 
looking for your camel on the roof of a house ! " 
The man rejoined " and what a fool you must 
be to look for God in the cares and troubles of 
a crown ! " Ibrahim from that day abdicated 
his throne, and became a wandering Dervish. 

Ibrahim 'Adil Shah I. ( JjU mjAjS 
a\J*), Sultan of Bljapur, surnamed 

Abu'l Nasr, son of Ismail 'Adil Shah, 
succeeded his brother Mallu Adil Shah on 
the throne of Bljapur in the Deccan in a.d. 
1535, a.h. 941. He married the daughter 
of 'Ala-uddin 'Imad Shah, named Kabia 
Sultana, in a.d. 1513, a.h. 950, reigned 24 
lunar years and some months, and died in 
a.d. 1558, a.h. 965. He was buried at 
Kukf near the tombs of his father and grand- 
father, and was succeeded by his son 'All 
'Adil Shah. 

Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. ( J jlc *-a^ 

*l&), of Bljapur, surnamed Abu'l 

Muzaffar, was the son of Tahmasp the 
brother of 'AH 'Adil Shah, whom he 
succeeded in April, a.d. 1580, Safar, a.h. 
988, being then only in his ninth year. The 
management of public affairs was given to 
Kamal Khan DakhanI, and Chand Bibi 
SuU.ana, widow of the late king, was entrusted 
with the care of the education of the minor 
monarch. For some time Kamal Khan 
behaved with due moderation in his office; 


but at length was guilty of some violence 
towards Chand Sulj.ana, who turned her 
thoughts to means for his destruction. She 
secretly sent a message to Hajl Kishwar 
Khan, an officer of high rank, who caused him 
to be murdered. After this event Kishwar 
Khan, by the support and patronage of 
Cnand Bibi, grasped the authority of the 
State, and ruled with uncontrolled sway till 
he was assassinated. Akhlaa Khan next 
assumed the regency ; but after some time he 
was seized by Dilawar Khan, who put out 
his eyes, and became regent of the empire. 
He was expelled by the king in a.d. 1590, 
and his eyes put out and himself confined in 
a.d. 1592. Ibrahim 'Adil Shah died after a 
reign of more than 38 years in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. Iu36, and was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad 'Adil Shah. The first building 
of any importance we meet at Bijapur is the 
Ibrahim Kauza, the tomb of Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah II. On a high -raised platform of 
stone, separated by a square, in the midst of 
which is a hauz or fountain, stand the rauza 
and mosque opposite each other, and corre- 
sponding in size and contour. The tomb is 
most elaborately ornamented, the walls being 
covered with inscriptions from the Quran 
in raised stone Arabic letters, which formerly 
were gilt, on a blue ground, though now the 
colouring has worn away. The mosque also 
is a beautiful building. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan (^U* ^c *-*^), 

the chief of Malair Kotla, was a minor of 
about 15 years of age (1872), and was re- 
ceiving his education in the Wards' School 
at Umballa. 

Ibrahim Ali Khan (^U. ^Jx. +-*>\j\), 

Nawab of Tonk, grandson of the famous 
Pindari chief Amir Khan. His father Mu- 
hammad 'Ali Khan was deposed by the 
British Government on account of the Lowa 
massacre in 1867. He was installed as 
Nawab of Tonk on the 19th January, 1871, 
by the British Government. 

IbraMmAstarabadi(^jU\j^^\j^), 

an author who translated the Risala or Kitab 
Masania of Abu'l Fatuh Razi Makkl from 
the Arabic into Persian in a.d. 1551, a.h. 958. 

Ibrahim Barid Shah (jLi jjj *?*>\j\) 

succeeded his father 'Ali Barid in the govern- 
ment of Ahmadabad Bidar about the year 
a.d. 1562, a.h. 970. He reigned seven years 
and died about the year a.d. 1569, a.h. 977. 
His brother Qasim Barid II. succeeded him. 

Ibrahim Bayu, Malik (*^j j*.j>|i f\ 

i_ £1 -) In the province of Behar 

there is a hillock called Fir Pahari, on the 
top of which there is a tomb with Persian 
inscriptions in verse, intimating that Malik 
Ibrahim Bayu died in the reign of Sul&an 
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Firoz Shah on a Sunday in the month of 
#il-bijja, a.h. 753, whicn corresponds with 
January, a.d. 1353, but who he was we are 
not informed. 

Ibrahim - bin - Aghlab (^j +^Ub\jj\ 

i-^LcO, an Arabian captain who was 

appointed governor of Egypt and Africa by 
the Khalif Harun-al-Rasliid in a.d. 800, 
a.h. 184. The descendants of this governor, 
who settled in Africa, bore the name of 
Aghlabia or Aghlabites, and formed a dynasty 
of princes who reigned there till the year 
a.d. 90N, a.h. 296, when they were driven 
out by the Fatimites. 

Ibrahim-bin- Ali ( Jus ^ *-*JbLj1), 

author of the work called Majma 1 -ul- Jnsdb, 
or the Genealogy of the different dynasties of 
Persia, till a.d. 1233, a.h. 630. 

Ibrahim - bin - Hariri ( .j > ^ ^V A 

^jj-jj-**), author of the T&tlkh 

Ibrahimly an abridged history of India from 
the earliest times to the conquest of that 
country by the emperor Babar Shah, who 
defeated Sulfcan Ibrahim Hussain Lodi, king 
of Dehli, and became the founder of the 
Mughal dynasty. It was dedicated to Babar 
Shah in a.d. 1628, a.h. 934. 

Ibrahim -bin -Mnhammad-al-Halabi, 
Shaikh (^AJ\ ^^ ^ ^1 

^-1), author of a Persian work on 

Theology called Aqaed Sunnia and of the 
Multdqa-al-Abhur. This work, which is an 
universal code of Muhammadan law, contains 
the opinions of the four chief Mujtahid 
Imams, and illustrates them by those of the 
principal jurisconsults of the school of Abu 
Hanlfa. He died a.d. 1549, a.h. 956.

Ibrahim-bin-Nayal ( JLj ^ *-Jfc^), 

brother of Tugfcral Beg's mother, a chief who 
defeated T ugh an Shah I. a prince of the 
Saljuqian family, in battle, took him prisoner 
and blinded him. Ibrahim was murdered 
after some time in a.d. 952, a.h. 451, by 
Tughral Beg, the uncle of Tugfcan Shah. 

Ibrahim-bin-Saleh ( JU ^ ^JbJ^jl), 

cousin of Harun-al-Rashid. A curious story 
is given of him in the Jour, As. Soe. 
No. 11, that when he died Mauka-al- 
Hindi, the philosopher, restored him to life, 
and that Ibrahim lived long after this 
circumstance, and married the princess 'Ali 
'Abbasa, daughter of Al-Mahdi, and obtained 
the government of Egypt and Palestine, and 
died in Egypt. 


Ibrahim-bin-Walid II. (^j f-j-*^ 

i^Jlj A_Jj), a Khalif of the race of 

Umaiya, succeeded his brother Yazld III. 
in a.d. 744, a.h. 126, and had reigned but 
seventy days when he was deposed and slain 
by Mu'awia II. who ascended the throne in 
Syria. 

Ibrahim Husain, Khwaja ( . n ^ A 
^4-=^ ... ■> ,m.i.> ), a celebrated cali- 


grapher in the service of the emperor 'Akbar, 
who wrote a beautiful Nastaliq hand. He 
died in the year a.d. 1593, a.h. 1001, and 
'Abdul Qadir Badaoni found the chronogram 
of his death to be contained in his very name 
with the exception of the first letter in Ibrahim, 
viz. Alif. 

Ibrahim Husain Lodi, Sultan (^jfctal 

^ to Li c^J^J t j - ? ** > > ascended the 

throne of Agra after the death of his father 
Sikandar Shah Lodi in February, a.d. 1510, 
£i-qa'da, a.h. 915. He reigned 16 years, 
and was defeated and slain in a battle fought 
at Panipat with the emperor Babar Shah on 
Friday the 20th April, a.d. 1526, 7th Rajah, 
a.h. 932, an event which transferred the 
empire of Dehli and Agra to the family of 
Amir Taimur. From this battle we may 
date the fall of the Pathan empire, though 
that race afterwards made many efforts, and 
recovered it for a few yean in the time of 
the emperor Humayun. 

Ibrahim Husain Mirza ( |ju wf- *j*l j\ 
\jj^*), a Bon-in-law of the emperor 

Humayun, and the second son of Muhammad 
Sultan Mirza, who had four other sons besides 
him, viz. 1st, Muhammad Husain Mirza, 
2nd, Ibrahim Husain Mirza, 3rd, Masa'ud 
Husain Mirza, 4th, Ulagh Mirza, who died 
in a.d. 1567, a.h. 975, and 5th, Shah Mirza. 
They were styled " The Mirzas," and were, 
on account of their ill-conduct, confined in 
the Fort of Sambhal by order of the emperor 
Akbar. When that monarch marched in the 
year a.d. 1567, a.h. 975, for the purpose of 
subduing Malwa, they made their escape and 
sought an asylum with Chingiz Khan, a noble- 
man at Baroch. They took Champaner and 
Surat and also Baroch in a.d. 1669, a.h. 
977, and created a great disturbance in the 
surrounding countries. Ibrahim Husain was 
taken prisoner in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, and 
shortly after put to death by Makhsus Khan, 
governor of Multan, and his heabTsent to the 
emperor, who ordered it to be placed over 
one of the gates of Agra {vide Gulrukh Begam) 
and caused his brother Masa'ud Husain Mirza 
to be confined in the fort of Gwaliar, where 
he soon afterwards died. 
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Ibrahim -ibn- Aghlab (*j\ . j >^ jl 

c-^Jl-cO, a king of Barbary. This 

country was reduced by the Saracens in the 
Khilafat of 'Umar, and continued subject to 
the Khalif of Arabia and Baghdad till the reign 
of Harun-al-Rashid, who having appointed 
Ibrahim -ibn-Aghl.ib governor of the western 
parts of his empire, that prefect took the 
opportunity, first of assuming greater powers 
to himselt than had been granted by tho 
Khalifa. The race of Aghlab continued to 
enjoy their new principality peaceably till 
the year a.d. 910, a.h. 29ri, during which 
time they made several descents on the island 
of Sicily, and conquered a part of it. About 
this time, however, one Obedullah surnamed 
'Al-Mahdi rebelled against the house of 
Aghlab, and assumed the title of Khalif of 
Qairwan. 

Ibrahim, Imam (*U1 ^Jt\yj\). This 

Ibrahim, who bears the title of Imam, or 
chief of the religion of Muhammad, is not of 
the number of the twelve Imams of the 
posterity of 'AH. He was a son of Mu- 
hammad, the son of 'All, the son of 'Abdullah, 
the son of 'Abbas, the uncle of the prophet, 
and eldest brother of the two first RiialifB of 
the house of 'Abbas ; but was himself never 
acknowledged as a Khalif. He was put to 
death by order of Marwan II. surnamed 
Ilimar, last Khalif of the house of Umayya, 
in the month of October, a.d. 749, §aiar, 
a.h. 132. 

Ibrahim Khan (^U- ^^), the son 

of the celebrated Amir-ul-Umra 'Ali Mardan 
Khan. He was honoured with the rank of 
5"Uu in the second year of the emperor 
'Alamgir, a.d. 1659, and appointed governor, 
at different periods, of Kashme're, Lahore, 
Bihar, Bengal and other places, and died in the 
reign of Bahadur Shah. 

Ibrahim Khan Fatha Jang ( . 1 ^ it 

^vJ ^Is**) was a relation of 

the celebrated NOr Jahan Begam, whose 
mother* s sister he had married. When Qasim 
Khan the grandson of Shaikh Salim Cliishti 
was recalled to court from the government of 
Bihar in the twelfth year of the emperor 
Jahangir, a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025, Ibrahim 
Khan was appointed governor of that province 
with the rank of 4000. He was killed at 
Dacca, a d. 1623, a.h. 1032, in battle against 
prince Khurram (afterwards Shah Jahan) who 
had rebelled against his father Jahangir. His 
wife Huh I'urwez Khanam lived to a great 
age, and died in the reign of the emperor 
'Alamgir. 

Ibrahim Khan Snr (.*-» ^l^ ^jb\j)\) 9 

son of Ghazi Khan, governor of Bavana, was 
the brother-in-law ot : Muhammad Shah 'Adili, 


whose sister he had married. He raised a 
considerable army and took possession of Dehli 
and Agra on the 28th February, a.d. 1555, 
6th Jumada' I. a.h. 962. He had no sooner 
ascended the throne than another competitor 
arose in the province of the Panjab, in the 
person of Ahmad Kh<in, a nephew of the late 
Sher Shah. He defeated Ibrahim Khan in 
a battle, and the latter retreated to Sambhal, 
while Ahmad Khan took possession of A<nra 
and Dehli, and assumed the title of Sikandar 
Shah in May the same year. Ibrahim Khan 
was killed by Sulaiman, king of Hengal, in 
Orissa in a battle fought in a.d. I5f>7, a.h. 
975, and is buried there. Amongst the 
incidents of the year a.d. 155o,_a.h. 962, 
was the explosion of the fort of Agra, when 
enormous stones and columns were sent flying 
several Xm to the other side of the Jamna, and 
many people were destroyed. As the whole 
Fort was called Badalgarh, the d\te was 
found in the words " The fire of Badalgarh." 

Ibrahim Khawas (^et.^ *-*j&Lj!), 

a pupil of Abu 'Abdullah MaghrabI, who died 
a.d. 911. He was called Ahawas, which 
means a basket- maker. 


Ibrahim Qutb Shah (*l£, 




<**!/?!> 


was the son of Quli Qutb Shah I. sovereign 
of Golkanda. (in the death of his brother 
Jamshid Qutb Shah, the nobles of the court 
elevated his son Subhan Quli, a child seven 
years of age, to the throne ; but as he was 
unable to wield the sceptre Ibrahim was 
sent for from Bijanagar, where he then 
resided, and was crowned on Monday the 28th 
July, a.d. 1550, 12th Rajab, a.h. 9o7. In the 
year a.d. 15*6, a.h. 972, he, in conjunction 
with the other Muhammadan monarch* of 
the Dcccan, marched against Ramraj, the 
Raja of Bijanagar, who was defeated and 
slain, and his territories occupied by the con- 
querors. In a.d. 1571, a.h. 979, the fort 
of Rajamandri was taken from the Hindus by 
Rafa't Khan, the general of Ibrahim ; the 
following chronogram commemorates the date 
of its occurrence : " The temple of the infidels 
has fallen into our hands." Ibrahim Qutb 
Shah, after a prosperous reign of 32 years, 
died suddenly on Thursday the 5th June, a.d. 
1581, 2lst fcabr II. a.h. 989, in the 61st 
year of his age, and was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad Qutb Shah. 

Ibrahim Mirza (tj^ «*]/!), the son 

of Bahrain Mirzit and grandson of Shah 
Ismai'l Safwi. nis poetical name was Jiihi. 
He was murdered by order of his grandfather. 

Ibrahim Mirza, Sultan (\- ^ **aU->\ 

t^l A aJ— i), was the son of Shahrukh 

Mirza and grandson of Amir Taimur. He 
was governor of Fars during the life of his 
father, and died a few years before him in 
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a.d. 1435, a.h. 839. After his death, his 
bod 'Abdullah Mirza succeeded him, and was 
killed in battle against Mirza Abu Sa'Id his 
cousin-german in a.d. 1451, a.h. 855. 

Ibrahim Mirza (\j^ *->^), a Saffavi 

of literary tastes ;_ temp. Shah Jahan ; his 
poetical name was Adham, which see. 

Ibrahim Mirza j^* ^Jb^/jl), the son 

of Mirza Sulaiman of Badakhshan t was born 
in the year a.d. 1534, a.h. 941. When his 
father, with the intention of conquering Balkh, 
went to that country, prince Ibrahim accom- 
panied him, and was taken prisoner in battle 
and put to death by order of Pir Muhammad 
Khan, ruler of Balkh, in the month of 
September, a.d. 1560, £il-bijja, a.h. 967. 

Ibrahim Nayal (J Li ~Jb\jj\). Vide 
Ibrahim-bin-Nayal. 

Ibrahim Nizam Shah (*UaJ » : * V A 

*L*2>) succeeded his father Burhan 

Nizam Shah II. in the kingdom of Ahmad- 
nagar Deccan in the month of April, a.d. 
1595, Sha'ban, a.h. 1003, and was slain in 
action against the troops of Ibrahim 'Adil 
Shah II. of Bijapur, after a reign of only 
four months, in the month of August, a.d. 
1595, Zil-bijja, a.h. 1003. Mian Manju, 
his wazir, raised to the throne one Ahmad 
a boy, said to be of the Nizam Shahi family. 

Ibrahim Pasha (<L-iL> j *.a> j, .^), an 

adopted son of Muhammad 'Ali Pasha of 
Egypt, was born in a.d. 1789, and gave the 
first proofs of his gallantry and generalship 
in a.d. 1819 in quelling the insurrection of 
"Wahabls. He afterwards made several con- 
quests. In a.d. 1848, when Muhammad 
'Ali had sunk into absolute dotage, Ibrahim 
went to Constantinople, and was recognized by 
the Porte as Viceroy of Egypt ; after a short 
visit to England, on the 9th November, a.d. 
1848, he died at Cairo. 

Ibrahim Shah Saltan (*L& » _- *\ A 

uUaJu*) ic-*j-^»\ called Sharaqi, or 

•' Eastern," ascended the throne of Jaunpur, 
after the death of his brother Mubarik Shah 
in a.d. 1402, A.n. 804. He was famous 
during his reign for the encouragement he 
afforded to literature ; and we find that in 
those times of anarchy and confusion which 
prevailed in Hindustan, Jaunpur became the 
scat of learning ; as appears (says Firishta) 
from several works now extant, dedicated to 
Ibrahim Shah. He died in a.d. 1440, a.h. 
844, after a long reign of upwards of 40 
years. He was beloved in life, and he was 
regretted by all his subjects. His eldest son 
Mahmud Shah Sharqi succeeded him. 


Ibrahim Shah Pir (^ *li *?*!/A 

a Muhammadan saint whose tomb is in the 
district of Each thirty miles above Lakpat. 

Vide Trans. Roy. As. Soc., vol. iii. p. 588. 

Ibrahim Shaikh (ir^ » : * V ,«1), the 

son of Shaikh Musa, the brother of Shaikh 
Salim Chishti. He served Akbar for several 
years in the military profession ; and, 
when that emperor was proceeding to Kabul 
after the death of his brother, Muhammad 
Hakim, Shaikh Ibrahim accompanied him as 
far as Thaneaar, where he fell sick through 
excess of drinking and died on the 16th Mehr, 
in the 30th year of Akbar' 8 reign, correspond- 
ing with September, a.d. 1585, Shawwal, 
a.h. 992. According, however, to a later 
work, the Marir-ul- Utnra, he was left behind 
by the emperor and ordered to take charge 
of the fortress of Agra, where he died a.d. 
1591, a.h. 999. 

Ibrahim, Shaikh, ibn-Mufrij-Tis-Suri 

author of the history of Alexander the Great 
and of Khizir in Arabic, called Kitab TarTkk 
al - Iskandtir Zulkarnain - ul - Rumi - tea - 
Wazir at - al - Khizr. This is one of those 
substructures of myth upon which Eastern 
nations have erected a large and romantic 
edifice of fable, much in the same manner as 
the tales of chivalry of the Middle Ages, 
which, though fictitious, were partly attri- 
buted to real characters, as in the romances 
of the Knights of the Round Table and the 
Peers of Charlemagne. 

Ibrahim Shaibani ( '. l ;n * T ^Jb\ji\) t 

of Kirman Shah, a pupil of Abu ( Abdullah 
Maghrabi. He lived about the year a.d. 900. 

Ibrahim Shirwani, Shaikh (» n *V ?\ 


^"^ *V^y--)i ruler of Shirwan, who 

reigned about the beginning of the ninth 
century of the Hijra. Maulana Eatibi 
flourished in his time and died in a.d. 1435. 

Ibrahim, Sultan (^UaL* +*b)js\), the 

son of Sultan Masa'ud I. of GhaznT, succeeded 
his brother Farrukhzad in a.d. 1059, a.h. 
450. He was a pious, liberal and just prince. 
In the first year of his reign he concluded a 
treaty of peace with Sultan Sanjar the 
Saljukide, at the same time his son Masa'ud 
espoused the daughter of Malikshah. sister to 
Sultan Sanjar, and a channel of friendship 
and intercourse was opened between the two 
nations. He afterwards came to India and 
took several forts and obtained the title of 
conqueror by the extent of his victories. 
Sultan Ibrahim had 36 sons and 40 daughters 
by a variety of women, the latter of whom 
he gave in marriage to learned and religious 
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men. He died after a reign of more than 
forty years in a.d. 1098, ah. 492, aged 76 
lunar years, and was succeeded by bis son 
Sultan Masa'ud II. or III. According to 
the work called Tarikh Guzida be reigned 30 
rears and died in the year a.d. 1088, a.h. 
481. 

Ibrahim, Sultan (^lkL-9 * ^jj\) 9 

emperor of the Turks, was the son of 
Ahmad (Acbmat). He succeeded his brother 
Murad IV (Amarath) in February, a.d. 1640, 
a.h. 1049, and spent a great part of his 
reign in the war of Crete against the 
Venetians, but without any great success. He 
was assassinated for his debaucheries and 
repeated cruelties in a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. 
His son, Muhammad IV. succeeded him. 

'Ibrat (w^c), the poetical name of 

Ahmad 'All Khan, cousin of Nawab Sa'adat 
Khan Zulfiqar Jang. 


'Ibrat (t^-^), the poetical title of 

Mir Zaya-uddln, a poet, who wrote the first 
part of "the story of Fad ma iv at in Urdu verse, 
and died; consequently the second part was 
written by Ghulain 'Ali 'Ishrat, and finished 
in the year a.d. 1796, a.h. 1211, the chrono- 
gram of which he found to contain the words 
"Tasnif Dosha'ir." 

'Ibrat (jlZj+s), the poetical name of 
'Abdul Mannan, which see. 

'Ibrat (iZJj+z), the poetical name of 

Ahmad, a musician of Dehll, who from the 
instructions that he received from Mirza 
'Abdul Qadir Bedil, became an excellent poet. 
He at first had assumed "Maftun" for his 
poetical name, but afterwards changed it for 
'• Ibrat." He was a contemporary of Nasir 
'Ali the poet, and was living about the year 
a.d. 1688, a.h. 1100. 

•Ibrat (tZJj+z), the poetical title of 

Mir Ziya-uddin, author of the first portion of 
the story of Padtnavcat in Urdu verse. He 
died about the year a.d. 1795.

Muhammnd-ibn- 'Abdullah IdrTs), aim called 
Sharif-al-Idrisi-al-Siqili, author of a system 


of Arabian geography, composed in a.d. 1153. 
He is said to be one of the most eminent 
Arabic geographers and to have belonged to 
the royal iamily of the Idrisites. He was 
born at Ceuta or Sibta {ad septem) in the 
year a.d. 1090. The title of his work is 
Nuzhat-al-Mushtaq, and it has been trans- 
lated into Latin by several authors. 

'Iffat Bano (y\j c^JU), daughter of 

the emperor Jahangir. Her mother was the 
daughter of Said Khan of Kashghar. She 
died at the age of 3 years. 

Iftlkhar Khan ( U jlirtst), title of 

Sultan Husain, the eldest son of Mir 'Abdul 
Had!, entitled Asalat Khan Mir Bakhshi, 
who died at Balkh in the '20th year of the 
emperor Shah Jahan a.d. 1647, a.h. 1057. 
In the first year of 'Alamgir, Sultan Husain 
was honoured with the title of Iftikhar Khan 

(fr. Arab^*« = " glory "). Some time before 
his death he was appointed Faujdar of Jaun- 
pur, where he died in a.d. 1681, a.h. 1092. 

Ihsan (^jLm^), the poetical name of 

Mirza Ihsanullah, commonly known by the 
title of Nawab Zafar Khan, who at one time 
was governor of Kabul when the poet 
Muhammad 'Ali Saeb of Persia came to see 
him there. He died in a.d. 1662, a.h. 1073, 
and was the author of a Diwan in Persian. 

Ihsan (^L*^-!), the poetical name of 

'Abdur Rahman Khan of Dehli, who wrote 
excellent poetry in Urdu, and died some time 
after the year a.d. 1814, a.h. 1260. 

Ihsan (^L**^), the poetical title of a 

Hindu named Chunni Lai, who flourished at 
Agra in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174. 

Ihtisham Khan (^U- AlisJ), title 

of Shaikh Farid of Fathapur Sikri, the son of 
Qutb-uddin Shaikh Khuban {g.v.). He served 
under the emperors Jahangir, Shah Jahan 
and 'Alamgir ; and was raised to the rank of 
3000. He died in a.d. 1664, a.h. 1075. 

Xjad (jlasH), the poetical name of Mir 

Muhammad Ihsan, who died in the year a.d. 
1721, a.h. 1133. 

ljtihad (jlyi^l), inspired interpreta- 
tion ; authoritative application of texts.

Ikhlas Khan Husain Beg (^cL^

He wrote the history of that emperor and called 
it Badshah Kama.

They arose on the decay of the 
Mu'tuzilas (q.v.). 

Ikram All (^U J^) f author of the 

Urdu Akhwnn-ut-Safa, which he translated 
from the Persian in the year a.d. 1810, 
a.h.

Islam Khan and Ladli Begam, the sister of 
Abu'l Fazl, prime minister of the emperor 
Akbar.

Ilahi, Shaikh (^^ ^\\ a philo- 
sopher of Bay ana, who in the time of Khan, 
or Salim Shah, son of Sher Shah Sur, made 
a great stir, by introducing a new system of 
religion. He called himself Imam Mahdi, who, 
according to the Shia tradition, is still living 
and is to conquer the world. Having raised 
a great disturbance in the empire, he was in 
the year a.d. 1547, a.h. 954, scourged to 
death by order of the emperor. 

Ildiguz, Atabak G^XUt jijL) was 

a Turkish slave, sold to Sultan Masa'ud, one 
of the Saljuql princes. He is said to have 
so completely established himself in the favour 
of his royal master, that the latter advanced 
him to the highest stations in the kingdom ; 
and the able manner in which Ildignz 
executed every duty that was assigned to him 
led at last, not only to his being charged with 
the education of one of the young princes, 
which gave him the title of Atabak or Atabeg, 
but to his marriage with the widow of 
Tug^ral II. (the brother of Masa'ud and 
nephew of Sultan San jar), and within a short 
period he became the most powerful noble of 
the Persian empire. He died at Hamdin 
in a.d. 1172, a.h. 568, in the reign of 
Arsalan Shah, and left his power and station 
to his eldest son Atabak Muhammad.

Sh&miy the Lightning of Syria. He died 
a.d. 1201, a.h. 597. 

*Imad Faqih Kirmani, Khwaja 


(A^^ ^J\*J t+ti j\+z), a Mu- 
hammad doctor who lived in the time of 
Shah Shujaa' of Shiraz. His death is 
mentioned in the Jawahir-ul-Asha'ar to have 
happened in a.d. 1391, ah. 793, but 
according to the poets Ilahi and Danlat Shah 
he died in the year a.d. 1371, a.h. 773, 
which appears to be correct. Ilahi also 
mentions having seen 12,000 verses of his 
composition, adding that he is the author of 
the works called Muhabbat Ndma and Mehnat 
N&ma, and also that he wrote in all a Panj 
Ganjy that is to say, five Masnawis or Poems. 
It is mentioned in the Hablb-us-Sntr, that 
Khwaja 'Imad had a cat that would stand up 
to prayers with him, and do what he did. 
This was believed by Shah Shujaa' to be a 
miracle of the Khwaja; but Khwaja Hafiz, 
who was his contemporary, and would not 
take it for a miracle, but a trick played by 
the doctor, wrote a ghatal on that occasion ; 
the following is the translation of a couplet 
from the same: " thou charming bird, 
where art thou going ; stand still, and be not 
proud (or think thyself to be safe) because the 
cat of the saint savs prayers." 'Imad Khwaja 
was buried at Kirman, the place of his 
nativity. 

'Imadi (^jUx), surname of Jamal- 

uddtn-bin-Imad-uddin Hanafi, author of the 
Arabic work called Fusul-ul-'Imddi.

Amid, a.d. 1163, a.h. 679.

•Imad-uddin Zangi ( ^ j ^ jJbUc), 

the son of Afsaqar, was one of the Atabaks 
or ruling ministers under the latter princes of 
the Saljukian race. He was the first of that 
branch that had the government of Musal. 
He received the governorship of that province 
in a.d. 1127, a.h. 521, from Sultan Muham- 
mad, the son of Sultan Malikshah Saljuki, 
reigned 19 years, and was murdered by one of 
his slaves in a.d. 1145, a.h. 640.

was descended from the Kanarese infidels of 
Bijanagar. Having been taken prisoner in 
the wars with that country when a bov, he 
was admitted among the bodyguards of pan 
Jahan, commander-in-chief and governor of 
Berar. In the reign of Muhammad Shah 
Bahmani, through tne influence of Khwaja 
Mahmud Gawan, he received the title of 
'Imad-ul-Mulk, and was subsequently raised 
to the office of commander of the forces in 
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Berar. After the murder of his patron 
Khwaja Mahmud Gawan in a.d. 1481, a.h. 
88d, he retired to his government of Berar. 
On the accession of Sul&an Mahmud Bihmani, 
he was honoured with the office of wizarat, 
which he held for some time, hut being soon 
after disgusted with the court, he left it and 
declared his independence in the year a.d. 
148*5, a.h. 890. Elichpur was his capital. 
He died about the year a.d. 1513, a.h. 919, 
and was succeeded by his eldest son 'Ala- 
uddln 'I mad Shah.

Imam (*U) (lit "pattern" or "ex- 
ample''), a high priest or head or chief in 
religious matters, whether he be the head of 
all Muhammadans, as the Khalifa or the 
priest of a mosque, or the~leader in the 
prayers of a congregation. This sacred title 
is given by the Shias only to the immediate 
descendants of 'Ali the son-in-law of the 
prophet, who are twelve, 'AH being the first. 
The last of these, Imam Mahdi, is supposed 
by them to be concealed (not dead), ana the 
title which belongs to him cannot, they 
conceive, be given to another. Their doctrine 
is somewhat mystic ; but among the Sunnis 
it is a dogma that there must be always a 
visible Imam or " father of the churcn." 
The title is given by them to the four learned 
doctors who are the founders of their faith, viz. : 
Imams Ilanifa, Malik, Shafa'i, and Ilonbal. 
Of these four sects, the Hanbalite and 
Mdlikite may be considered as the most rigid, 
the Shafa'ite as the most conformable to the 
spirit of Islam ism, and the Hanifite as the 
freest and most philosophical of them all. 
Two other Imams, Abu Daud-uz-Zahiri and 
Sufi an - us - Sauri, were also chiefs of the 
orthodox sects, but their opinions had not 
many followers, and after some time were 
totally abandoned. Ibn - Jarir - ut - Tabari, 
whose reputation as an historian is so familiar 
to Europeans, founded also a particular sect, 
which disappeared soon after his death. The

Afterwards, however, a selec- 
tion was made from these decisions by the 
Imam Ibrahim- bin - Muhammad - al - Halabi, 
and an epitome was thus formed, which is in 
one volume, and still retains the title of 
Tatartbdnia.

179, in 
the time of the Khalif Uarun-al-Kashid.

Deputy Collector, who was hanged at Banda, 
together with the rebel Tahsildar of Pailanl, 
Muhammad Muhsin on the 24th April, 1858. 

Imtihani ( jWi*\), poetical name of 
Imam-uddin Beg. 

Imtiyaz (;L^), the poetical name of 

Raja Day a Mai, whose father was Diwan of 
Asad Khun, the Wazir of 'Alamgir, and he 
of Ghazi-uddin Khan, styled 'Imad-ul-Mulk. 

Imtiyaz Khan, Sayyad (^U- jW^ 

f^JXr^ Ju-»), whose poetical name is 

Khali*, was a native either of Isfahan or of 
Mashhad. He came to India in the time of 
the emperor ' Alamgir, was appointed governor 
of Gu j rat for some time, and was slain by 
Khuda Yar Khan in a.d. 1710, a.m. 1122, 
in Sindh. It is said that Qisim Ali Khan, 
the Nawab of Bengal, was his grandson. He 
is the author of a Diwan. 

Ina'amullah Khan (^U. <Ai\ +\ju\). 
Fide Yeqin. 

Inayet Khan (\j t JL\ ^U*. c^*jL^), 

whose poetical title is 'Ashna or Ahsan, and 
proper name Muhammad Tahir, was the son 
of Zafar Khan. He was an excellent poet, 
and is the author of the work called Shah 
JahUn Ndma, a history of the emperor Shah 
Jahan. Besides the above-mentioned work, 
he is the author of a Diwan and a Masnawi. 
He died in a.d. 166i, a.h. 1077. 

'Inayet-ullah, Shaikh (<dll cujUx 

c/jAjfcJ ^.-1), of DehlT, author of 

the work called Bah&r Danish, a collection of 
amusing tales, principally satires on women. 


Several of these tales were published by 
Colonel Dow, under the title of The Tales 
of 'Inayet-ullah, and the whole work was 
translated in the year a.d. 1799, by Jonathan 
Scott, in three volumes, octavo.

a descendant of Sayyad Jamal of Naishapur. 
His mother Hafiz Mariam was tutor of the 
princess Zeebun Nisa Begam, the daughter of 
the emperor 'Alamgir ; by her influence her 
son 'Inayet-ullah Khan was raised by degrees 
to the rank of 2500. In the reign of Farruyi- 
siyar the rank of 4030 was conferred on him, 
and in that of Muhammad Shah, of 7000. 
He was the author of the work called Ahkatn 
l Alamgxri and compiler of the Kalm&t 
Taiyahat. He died a.d. 1726, a.h. 1139.

Sujan Sindh. He died in the Deccan about 
the year a.d. 1675, and his zamindari of

Insaf (^Uiil), the poetical name of 

Muhammad Ibrahim. His father was a 
native of Hiurasan, but he was born in 
India. He was a contemporary of Sarkhush, 
the poet, was living about the year a.d. 
1688, a.h. 1100, and died young. 

Insan (^L*^), the poetical title of 

Nawab Asad-ullah Asad Yar Khan. He held 
the mansab of Haft Hazari ;7000), in the 
reicm of Muhammad Shah, and died in April, 
a.d. 1745, Rabi' I. a.h. 1158. His remains 
were brought to Agra and buried there in 
the cemetery of his ancestors. 

Insha or Insha Allah Khan (Vj \Hj\ 

^Lr^ dJJLuO, a poet and son of 

Masha Allah Khan. He is the author of 
four Diwans of different kinds. 

Intikhahi (^UftU, a poet who was 

a native of Khurasan, but was brought up in 
India. He is the author of a Diwan. 

Intizam-uddaula Khan Khankhanan 

(cAJl^ ^U AijjJl r Uo^J\), the 

second son of Nawab Qimar-uddin Khan 
Wazir. He was appointed to the rank of 
second BakhshI on the accession of Ahmad 
Shah to the throne of Dehli in a.d. 1748, 
a.h. 1161, and was honoured with the 
appointment of Wazir in a.d. 1763, a.h. 
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1165, after the dismissal of Nawab Safdar 
Jang from the office. He was murdered by 
'Imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi-uddin Khan on the 
26th November, a.d. 1759, 5th Rabi' II. 
a.h. 1173, three days before the assassination 
of the emperor 'Alamglr II. 

Iqa Pandit (c^Jcj \j\), a Marbatta 


Brahman who, in the time of Shah Alam and 
Madho Rao Sindhia, held the appointment 
of the Subadarship of the fort of Agra. 

Iqbal Khan (J^ J LSI) was the 

son of Zafar Khan, the son of Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq. He defeated Nasrat Khan and 
ascended the throne of Dehli about the 
beginning of the year a.d. 1400, a.h. 802, 
and was slain in a battle against Khizr Khan, 
the governor of Multan, in November, a.d. 
1405, 19th Jumada I. a.h. 808. After his 
death Sultan Mahmud Shah, who was 
defeated by Amir Taimur and had fled to 
Guj rat and then to Qanauj, returned on the 
invitation of Daula &hftn Lodi, who com- 
manded at Dehli, and took possession of the 
empire. 

Ilbal -nddanla Muhsin All Khan 
(^U Jlc ^^^ aLjJI JL51), the 

son of Shains-uddaula Ahmad 'All Khan, 
the son of Nawab Sa'adat 'All Khan of 
Lucknow. ne sailed for England to claim 
the throne of Audh in January, a.d. 18*8, 
and after trying in vain to obtain the 
recognition of his claim from England, 
determined upon passing the remainder of his 
days in a life of sanctity in Turkish Arabia. 
He is the author of the work called lqbal 
JFirang. 

Iradat Khan ( U U* m*\j\\ the title 

of Mir Ishaq or Ishaq Khan, the son of 
Nawab 'Azim Khan, who held a high rank in 
the reign of the emperor Jahangir. Iradat 
Khan held various offices under Shah Jahun, 
and in the first year of 'Alamglr' s reign he 
was appointed governor of Audh, but died 
after two months in October, a.d. 1658, 
#il-hijja, a.h. 1068. 

Iradat Khan (^^ ^U. i~jS\j\) t the 

title of Mirza Mubarik-ullah, whose poetical 
name was Wazah. His father Is hat Khan 
(who afterwards held the title of Kifayet 
Khan) was the son of Nawab 'Azim Khan. 
Both his grandfather and father were noble- 
men of high rank. The former was Mir 
Bakhshi to the emperor Jahangir, and was 
afterwards appointed Fanjdar of Jaunpur, 
where he diedm a.d. 1649, a.h. 1059. The 
latter was the subject of the last article ; and 
his title of I radat Khan was conferred on his son 
after his death. In the 33rd year of 'Alanigir 


our present subject was appointed Faujdar of 
Jagna, and at other periods of Aurangabad 
ana Mando in Malwa. Was equerry to Prince 
Bedar Bakht (q.v.) in the short war of 1707, 
of which he wrote an account. In the reign 
of Shah 'Alam or Bahadur Shah I. he was 

? governor of the Doab, and the intimate 
riend of Mua'zzim Khan, Wazir. In the 
latter part of his days he led a retired life, 
became a Kalandar, and died in a.d. 1716, 
a.h. 1128. His abilities as a poet were great, 
and he left a volume of poems behind him. 
He is the author of the Kalmat Aliat, 
(Sublime discourses), Mina Bazar and of a 
history of Aurangzeb's Successors, which 
latter was translated into English by Jonathan 
Scott, Esq., in a.d. 1786. After his death, 
which happened in the time of Famikh- 
siyar, his son Mir Hidafct-ullah received 
the title of Hoshdar Khan, held the rank of 
4000, and died at Aurangabad a.d. 1744, 
a.h. 1157. 


'Iraqi (<-SU-^), whose proper name is 

Pakhr-uddin Ibrahim-bin- Shahryar, was a 
native of Hamdan in 'Iraq, and a pupil and 
grandson bv the mother's side of the great 
Shailjji Shanab-uddin Suharwardi, author of 
a host of mystical works highly esteemed by 
the Sufis. 'Iraq! offended his parent and 
master, in consequence of a love affair, and 
went to India, where he remained some time, 
regretting; his native country, and uttering 
his complaints in moving verse. He lived in 
company with the Shaikh Baha-uddin Zikaria 
of Multan, whom he accompanied on his 
journey and became his disciple. 'Iraqi, 
after a long sojourn in India, proposed return- 
ing to his own muster, Shahab-uddln ; but 
the latter had died, and our poet continued 
his wanderings to Syria, where .he expired 
after a long life of eighty-two years on the 
23rd November, a.d. 1289, 8th £i-Qa'da, 
a.h. 688, and was buried at Salahi in 
Damascus close to the tomb o£ Shaikh Muhx- 
uddin Ibn-ul- ' Arabi. His son Shaikh Kabir- 
uddin is also buried there. 'Iraqi is the 
author of a work called Lama* at.

But al-Mahdi, the son of Mansur, being 
apprised of his defection, sent a detachment 
ot 1,000 horse to bring him to Baghdad;

fhe being the next apparent heir to the crown) 
tor 10,0-00 according to some, and according 
to others 10,000,000 dinars. 

'Isa Sawaji (^vr^L* ]^^) t a poet of 

Sawa who was a Kazi. He died in a.d. 896, 
a.h. 291. 

'Isi Turkhan, Mirza (^Ui. -J \ ^ c r 

U j-*)> was a Turkman and commander- 
in-chief of Shah Beg Arrhun, king of Sindh's 
army, after whose death he took possession 
of Thatja, of which he was then governor, 
and assumed the title of king. He reigned 
13 years ana died in a.d. 1667, a.h. 975, 
when he was succeeded by his eldest son 
Mirza Muhammad Baqi Turkhan, who during 
his rule always maintained a friendly inter- 
course with the emperor Akbar of Dehli, 
frequently sending presents, and acknowledg- 
ing fealty to that monarch. He died after 
a reign of 18 years in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993, 
and was succeeded by his grandson Mirza 
Jan! Beg.

Isfahani (^L^J^), author of the 
Danish Mma, a system of natural philosophy. 

Isfan or Stephen ( U U<J) is the name 

and takhallus of a Christian poet born at 
Dehli. His father was a European. He 
was alive in a.d. 1800, a.h. 1215. 


Isfandiyar (AjXjLjO, the son of Kish- 

tasp or Gashtasp (Hytaspes), the fifth king of 
the Kayanian dynasty ot Persia, was a great 
warrior, the son of Darius I. and great- 
grandson of Achaemenes. Isfandiyar answers, 
m some respects to the Xerxes (Sher Shah) of 
the Greeks, and Ahasuerus of the Jews. He 
is the Kihayarsha of the Cuneiform inscrip- 
tions. [But vide Malcolm's Persia, where it 
is shown that, according to native historians, 
Isfandiyar was never Tring, but only com- 
mander-in-chief of his father's armies. He is 
said to have been killed by the hero Rustam 

Is-haq ( sL^l), the poetical title of 

Jamal-uddin, a cotton-carder of Shiraz. He 
was an elegant poet, and has left us a Diwan 
called Aksir-ul-I*htiha, the Elixir of Hunger, 
full of amorous songs and parodies on the 
odes of Khwaja Hafiz, each verse of which 
contains either the name of a sweetmeat or a 
dish. He lived in the time of Prince Sultan 
Sikandar, the son of Umar Shaikh, who much 
esteemed him. His proper name is Aba- Is- 
haq, which he uses in poetry by abbreviating 
it into Bus-haq. 

Is-haq - bin -'Al^^^Lc ^ J^^), 

author of a Diwan in Arabio, and of a work 
called Zuhr-ul- 'A dab.

Is-haq-bin-Husain or Hnnain ( As?*\ 
. ^-ff- l> .j..* >v ^) 9 an Arabian 

author who translated the Almagest of 
Ptolemy from the Greek into Arabic under 
the title of Tahrir-al-Majastl. This book 
is to be found in the French National Library. 
Shirazi has written a commentary on this 
work, and entitled it Sal Mushkilat-al- 
Majasti. 

Is-haq Khan (^L*- jtar 1 !), styled 

Mo'tamin-uddaula, whose original name was 
Mirza Ghulam 'All, was a nobleman of high 
rank, and a great favourite of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah of Dehli. He was a good 
poet, and used for his political name Is-haq. 
He died in the 22nd year of the emperor, 
a.d. 1740, a.h. 1153, and after his death his 
daughter was married to Shuja-uddaula, the 
son of Nawab Safdar Jang, and the nuptials 
were celebrated with uncommon splendour, 
a.d. 1746, a.h. 1159. 

Is-haq Manlana (\j*ly jLs*^), a 

learned Musalman who was born at TTchcha 
in Mult an. In his youth he dedicated himself 
under the guidance of his uncle Sayyad Sadr- 
uddin Kaiu Qattal, whose sister was his 
mother. He died in a.d. 1456, a.h. 860, 
and was buried in the compound of his own 
house at Saharanpur. 
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Is-haq Mousali (^jL*y jL^l), a 

celebrated Arabian author, born at Musal. 
It is related in the Kitab Alagh&nl that 
when he was on a journey he carried with 
him eighteen coffers full of books, though he 
declared that if he had not been anxious to 
make his luggage as light as possible, he 
would have brought double the quantity. 

'Ishq (Jh^-c), poetical title of Shah 

Rukn-uddin, who flourished in the reign of 
the emperor Shah 'Alam. 

'Ishqi ( ^jLLc), the title of a poet who 

flourished in the reign of the emperor Mu- 
hammad Shah, and is the author of a Diwan. 
He died in a.d. 1729, a.h. 1142. 

'Ishqi ( J£**) t poetical title of Shaikh 

Muhammad Wajlh, son of Ghulam Husain 
Mujrim of Patna. He was for ten years 
under the English government Tahsildar of 
KSarwar ; was living in a.d. 1809, a.h. 
1224, and is the author of a Diwan.

Ishtiyaq ( jLo^l), poetical name as- 
sumed by Shah Wali Ullah of Sarhind, who 
was the grandson of Shaikh Ahmad Sarhindi. 
He was a distinguished theologian and Sufi. 
He died in a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161, and left 
several works. Shah 'Abdul 'Aziz of Dehli, 
the most celebrated Indian theologian in 
modern times, was one of his sons. 

Ishurior Ishwari Singh (a$L* ^...A) 

the son of Raja Jai Singh Sawai, whom he 
succeeded to tne Raj of Jaipur in a.d. 1743. 
He died in a.d. 1760, and was succeeded by 
his son Madho Singh.

Islam Khan (^U. f!LJ) 9 title of Mir 

Ziya-uddin Husain Badakhshl, whose poetical 
name was "Wala. He served under the 
emperor 'Alamgir, and was raised to the 
rank of 5000 with the title of Islam Khan. 
He died in the year a.d. 1663, a.h. 1074, at 
Agra, and the chronogram of his death was 
written by Ghani Kashmiri. He was the 
father of Nawabs Himmat Khan, Saif Khan 
and 'Abdur Rahim Khan. 

Islam Khan (^L>- jJL>0, the son of 

Safi Khan and grandson of Islam Khan Mash- 
hadi, was Subadar of Lahore in the time of 
the emperor Farrukh-siyar, and was raised to 
the rank of 7000 in the reign of Muhammad 
Shah. 

Islam Khan Mashhadi, Nawab ( JL1 

c-jUi ^x^L* ^UO (he is by some 

called Islam Khan Rumi, but that is a mistake) . 
He was a native of Mashhad, and his original 
name was Mir *Abdus Salam. In the time 
of Jahangir he held the mansab of 5000, and 
the Subadar! of Bengal ; and in the time 
of Shah Jahan was raised to the rank of 6CW0 
with the title of Motam-uddaula and held 
the appointment of second Bakhshigari and 
governorship of the Deccan. He afterwards 
was again appointed governor of Bengal. In 
the 13th year of Shan Jahan he was raised to 
the rank of Wizarat with the title of Jumdat- 
ul-Mulk. Shortly after he was raised to the 
rank of 7000, and the Subadar! of the Deccan. 
He was wazir to Shah Jahan and held the 
mansab of 7000, with the title of Islam Khan. 
He was some time before his death appointed 
governor of the Deccan, where he died in the 
21st year of the emperor, on the 2nd November, 
a.d. 1647, 14th Shawwal, a.h. 1067, and 
was buried at Aurangabad. 

Islam Khan Rumi, "Turk," (*U 

i 

LS^V lA 1 ^' ^ e °* husain Pasha, 

son of *Ali Pasha. He was governor of 
Basra, but being deprived of that situation 
by his uncle Muhammad, he left that country 
and came to India in a.d. 1689, a.h. 1080, 
where he was received by the emperor 
'Alamgir with the greatest respect, and 
honoured with the rank of 5000 and title 
of Islam Khan. He was killed in the battle 
of Bijapur in the Deccan on the 13th June, 
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a.d. 1676, 11th Babi* II. a.h. 1087. He 
had built his house at Agra on a piece of 
ground consisting of four bigas ana seven 
cottas, and a garden on a spot of three bigas 
and nine cottas, on the banks of the river 
Jamna near the Ghat called Tajara close to 
the fort of Agra. Byzantine Turks were called 
Burnt in medieval India ; and officers of that 
race were often employed in the artillery. 

Islam Khan, Shaikh (^Jb l0 Ul AJ), 

styled Nawab Ya'tzad-uddaula, was a grand- 
son of Shaikh Salim Chishti, and son-in-law 
of Shaikh STubarik, the father of the cele- 
brated ' Abu'l Fazl, whose sister, named Ladll 
Begam, he had married. He was appointed 
governor of Bengal by the emperor JahangTr 
m a.d. 1608, a.h. 1017. Nawab Ikram 
Khan was his son, and Qasim Khan his 
brother. The latter succeeded him in the 
government of Bengal in a.d. 1613, a.h. 
1022, in which year Islam Khan died. His 
remains were transported to Fathapnr Sikri, 
where his monument is still to be seen. 

Islam Shah (all JLJW Vide Sallm 
Shah. 

Isma'il ( Jjjjm^I), or Ishmael, the son 
of the patriarch Abraham. 

Iama'll (jjUyi*^ fUl ^ J-**J), 

the eldest son of Imam Ja'far Sadiq, from 
whom the sect of Isma'ilis or Isma'ihas take 
their name. They maintain that Isma'il 
Ibn Ja'far, who was the eldest son, but died 
during his father's life, should have succeeded 
to the dignity of Imam, and not Musi Kazim, 
who was his younger brother, and became 
the seventh Imam. For their other opinions 
see Hughes in voe. Ismdiliyah. Hasan 
Sabbah was of this sect.

Isma'il I. Safavi, Shah (^ JL* J***J 

a Li), the son of Saltan Haidar, was 

the first monarch of the Safavi dynasty of 
kings who reigned in Persia (a.d. 1600). 
He traced his descent from Musi Kazim 
the seventh Imam, who was descended in 
a direct line from ( Ali, the son-in-law of 
Muhammad. Almost all his ancestors were 
regarded as holy men, and some of them 
as saints. The first of this family who 
acquired any considerable reputation was 
Shaikh Safi-uddin, who had settled at 
Ardiole, and from whom this dynasty takes 
its name of Safwia or Safavi. His son 
Sadr-uddin Mnsa, as well as his immediate 
descendants, Khwaja AH, Shaikh Ibrahim, 
Sultan JunaidT and Haidar, acquired the 
greatest reputation for sanctity. Contemporary 
monarchs, we are informed, visited the cell 
of Sadr-uddin. The great Taimfir (Tamerlane) . 
when be went to see this holy man, demanded 
to know what favour he should confer upon 


him. "Release those prisoners you have 
brought from Turkistan, was the noble and 
pious request of the saint. The conqueror 
complied ; and the grateful tribes, when they 

faincd their liberty, declared themselves the 
evoted disciples of him to whom they owed 
it. Their children preserved sacred the obli- 
gation of their fathers ; and the descendants 
of the captives of Taimfir became the sup- 
porters of the family of Safi, and enabled 
the son of a devotee to ascend one of the 
most splendid thrones in the world. Khwaja 
4 Ali, after visiting Mecca, went on a pilgrim- 
age to Jerusalem, and died at that city. His 
grandson Junaid, sat on the masnad as a 
spiritual guide after the death of his father 
Shaikh Ibrahim ; and so great a crowd of 
disciples attended this holy man that Jahan 
Shah, the chief of the tribe of the Black 
Sheep, who at that time ruled Azurbaijan, 
became alarmed at their numbers and banished 
him from Ardibel. Junaid went to Dayar- 
bikar, whose ruler, the celebrated Uzzan 
Hasan, received him kindly, and gave him 
his sister in marriage. He afterwards went 
with his disciples to Shirwan, where he was 
slain in a conflict with the troops of the king 
of that province in a.d. 1456, a.h. 860. His 
son Sultan Haidar succeeded him, and his 
uncle Uzzan Hasan, who had now by his 
overthrow of Jahan Shah and Sulfcan Abu 
Said become powerful in Persia, gave him 
his daughter in marriage. The name of 
this princess, according to Muhammadan 
authors, was 'Alam Shao', but we are informed 
by a contemporary European writer that she 
was called Martha, and was the daughter of 
Uzzan Hasan by the Christian lady Despina, 
who was a daughter of Calo Joannes, King 
of Trebixond. Sultan Haidar also lost his 
life from the wound of an arrow which he 
received in a battle with the troops of 
Shirwan Shah and Ya'qub Beg in July, a.d. 
1488, Shaban, a.h. 893. Sultan Haidar 
had three sons by this princess— Sultan 'All, 
Ibrahim Mirza and Shah Isma'il. When 
Isma'il attained the age of fourteen (his 
elder brothers having died some years before), 
he put himself at the head of his adherents, 
and marched against the great enemy of his 
family the ruler of Shirwan, called Shirwan 
Shah, whom he defeated a.d. 1500, a.h. 
906; and soon after, by another victory 
gained over Alwand Beg, the son of Ya'qub 
Beg, a prince of the dynasty of the White 
Sheep, he became the master of the province 
of Azurbaijan, and established his residence 
at the city of Tabrez ; and in less than four 
years became the acknowledged sovereign of 
the kingdom of Persia. He was born on the 
17th July, a.d. 1487, 25th Bajab, a.h. 892, 
died after a reign of 24 lunar years on 
Monday the 23rd May, a.d. 1524, 19th 
Bajab a.h. 930. aged 38 years, and was 
buried at Ardibel. Muhammadan historians 
fix the commencement of his reign from the 
year a.d. 1500. He left four sons — Tahmasp, 
who succeeded his father, Sam Mirza, 
Bahrain, and Ikhlas Mirza, and five daughters. 
He composed a Turkish Diwan in which he 
uses the Takhallus of Kitabi.

Tahmasp I. Safari, whom he succeeded on 
the throne of Persia in May, a.d. 1576, 
§afar, a.h. 984, by the aid of his sister 
Pari Khanam, who sent for him from the 
fort of Qahqah, where he had been confined 
br his father for 18 years. The short reign 
of this unworthy prince was marked by 
debauchery and crime. Immediately on his 
accession, he directed the massacre of all the 
princes of the blood -royal that were at 
Qazwin, except 'Ali Mirza, whose life was 
spared ; but eren he was deprired of sight. 
His eldest brother Muhammad Mirza, who 
had a natural weakness in his eyes, which 
rendered him almost blind, and was during 
his father's life employed as governor of 
Khurasan, was then at Shiraz. Orders were 
sent to murder him and his son 'Abbas, but 
before they could be executed Isma'il was 
found dead one morning in a confectioner's 
house, supposed to hare been poisoned by his 
sister. His death happened at Qazwin on 
Sunday the 24th Norembcr, a.d. 1577, 13th 
Ramadan, a.h. 985, after a short reign of 
one year and six months. He was succeeded 
by nis eldest brother Muhammad Mirza, 
who, on his accession to the throne, took the 
title of Muhammad Khuda Banda. 

Isma'il (J-ot*-J), surnamed al-Mansur, 

third or fourth Khalif of Barbary of the race 
of the Fatimites, succeeded his father al- 
Qaera a.d. 945, a.h. 334, and having 
defeated and slain Yezid-ibn-Kondat, who 
had rebelled against his father, caused his 
body to be flayed, and his skin stuffed and 
exposed to public riew. Al-Mansur died 
after a reign of seven years and sixteen days 
in a.d. 952, 30th Shawwal, a.h. 341, and 
was succeeded by his son Abu Tamim Ma'd, 
surnamed Mo'izz-uddln-allah. 


Ismail 'AdU Shah, Saltan (J*jl+~>\ 

*Li JjLc), of Bijapur, surnamed 

Ahii'l Fatha, succeeded his father Tusaf 
'Adil Shah on the throne of Bijapur in the 
Deccan in a.d. 1510, a.h. 915, and died after 
a glorious reign of 25 lunar years on Wednes- 
day the 27th August, a.d. 1534, the 16th 
§afar, a.h. 941, and was buried at Kuki 
near the tomb of his father. He was 
succeeded by his son Mallu 'Adil Shah. 

Isma'il- Din-Hasan (^j***-^ J^***-^), 

author of the work called Zakhira Khwarism 
Sh'ih. He flourished in ihe reign of Ala- 
uddin Takash, Sultan of Khwarizm, who died 
in a.d. 1200, a.h. 596, and was a contem- 
porary of Khaqani the poet. 


Isma'ili or Isma'ilia ( 



\ ), sect of Ismail-ibn-Ja far 

(?.f>.). Their tenets were held by a man 
who had through the means of superstition 
established an influence orer the minds of 
his followers, that enabled them to strike 
awe into the bosoms of the most powerful 
sovereigns, and to fill kingdoms witti horror 
and dismay for a period of nearly two 
centuries. Their ruler, who became the 
chief of the Assassins, resided on a lofty 
mountain called Alahmut, and fate was in 
his hands ; for there was no shape which 
his followers could not assume, no danger 
that they could not brave, to fulfil his 
mandates. These were the Isma'ilis or 
Assassins, well-known by the Crusaders, as 
subjects of the Old Man of the mountain. 
They were completely extirpated by Halaku, 
the Tartar king of Persia, in the year a.d. 
1256.

Isma'il Nizam Shah (*Ua) ,Lui^J 

*Li). His father, prince Burhan 

Shah, having been defeated in an attempt to 
dethrone his brother Murta'za Nizam Shah, 
had fled for protection to the court of the 
emperor Akbar. On his departure he left 
behind him two sons, named Ibrahim and 
Isma'il, who were kept confined in the 
fortress of Lahagurh. On the death of 
Mi ran Husain Shah, the younger being 
raised to the throne of Ahmadnagar by Jamal 
Khan in the month of March, a.d. 1589, 
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Jornada I. a.h. 997, took the title of Isma'il 
Nizam' Shah. His father Burhan Shah, 
having received assistance from the emperor 
Akhar, marched against his son, hut was 
defeated. However, in a short time after this, 
he renewed his attempts, and being joined by 
a great majority of the chiefs and people, 
attacked Jamil Khan the king's minister, 
who was killed in the action on the 27th 
April, o.s. 1591, 13th Rajab, a.h. 999. 
Isma'il, who had reigned little more than 
two years, was taken prisoner and confined by 
his father, who ascended the throne of 
Ahmadnagar with the title of Burhan Nizam 
Shah II. 

Isma'il Pasha (LlLr J..«,« .+ ,A) 9 a 

recent Viceroy of Egypt, the successor of 
Mohammad 'All Pasha', who died in August, 
a.d. 1849. 

Isma'il Samani, Amir (J l*L> J 1 jt*~t\ 

^0, the first Xing of Amir of the 


race of Saman, called Samani, traced his 
descent from Bahrain Chobin, the warrior 
who contended for the crown of Persia with 
Khusro Parvez. Saman the great- grandfather 
of Isma'il, is termed, by the European writers, 
a keeper of herds, and a robber ; but this 
merely designates the ordinary occupations of 
a Tartar chief. Ilis father Isasr Ahmad, the 
son of Asad, the son of Saman, was appointed 

Svernor of Mawarun Nahr by the Khali f 
o'tamid in the year a.d. 875, a.h. 261. On 
his death his son Isma'il succeeded him. 
Isma'il, after his conquest over Amru - bin - 
Lais, whom he seized and sent to Baghdad, in 
a.d. 900, became independent. The power of 
the dynasty of the Samanis extended over 
Khurasan, Seistan, Balkh and the countries 
of Transoxania, including the cities of 
Bukhara and Samarqand. This justly 
celebrated prince died after a reign of twenty 
years in a.d. 907, §afar, a.h. 295, aged 
60 years, and was succeeded by his son Amir 
Ahmad Samani.

officer in the service of the emperor Akbar. 
He was stabbed by his servant Maqsud 'All 
in a.d. 1678, a.h. 916, and was buried at a 
glace called I'tmadpur, twelve miles from 
Agra, which he had founded in his lifetime. 

rtmad Khan (^U- jlc^), title of 

Shaikh 'Abdul Qawi, an Amir of the reign of 
the emperor 'Alamgir. He was murdered by 
a Qalandar in a.d. 1666. a.h. 1077. 

I'tmad-uddaula (aJjjJ! oUox:\), title 

of Khwaja Ayas or Ghavas the father of the 
celebrated Nur Jahan fiegam, the favourite 
wife of the emperor Jahangir. He was a 
Tartar and came from Persia to India in the 
reign of the emperor Akbar. In the time of 
Jahangir, he was raised to the high rank of 
I'tmad-uddaula, and his two sons to the first 
rank of 'Umra with the titles of 'Asaf Khan 
and I'tqad Khan. He died near Kot Kangra, 
where he had accompanied Jahangir on his way 
to Kashmere in February, o.s. 1621, RabP I. 
a.h. 1030. His remains were transported to 
Agra and buried on the left bank of the 
Jamna, where a splendid mausoleum was 
built over his relics by his daughter Nur 
Jahan. It was completed in a.d. 1628, and 
is still in a high state of preservation. It is 
said, but it seems not to be true, that she 
intended to raise a monument of silver to his 
memory, but was reminded by her architect 
that one of less oovetable material stood a 
fairer chance of duration. After his death 
his son 'Abu'l Hasan was appointed Wazir 
with the title of 'Asaf Khan. No private 
family ever made such alliances with royal 
blood as this Tartar ; for his own daughter, 
his son's daughter and the daughter of his 
grandson, were married to three successive 
emperors of Hindustan ; and another daughter 
of his grandson, to prince Murad Bakhsh, who 
disputed the throne with 'Alamgir, and for 
some days thought himself in possession of it. 
The place where he is buried was a garden 
planned by I'tmad-uddaula during his lifetime. 
There are two tombs of yellow stone under the 
Rauza, or tomb ; one of which is that of I't- 
mad-uddaula, while the other is Baid to be his 
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wife* s. It has a very large gate towards the 
east, built of red stone. It has two miliars 
on both sides in the same number as there are 
two on the side of the Jamna towards the 
west. There is on the chabutra towards the 
Jamna a fish made of stone ; if the water 
runs in and rises as far as its mouth, the 
whole of Allahabad will be inundated. 

rtmad-uddaula (dj^jil jUasl), title 

of Muhammad Amir Khan, the prime minister 
of the emperor Muhammad Shan.

Ttqad Khan ( u l^ jlJLif.l), the 

brother of 'Asaf Khan, Wazir, and son of I't- 
mad-uddaula. He was appointed governor 
of Kashmere by the emperor Shah J ah an, 
which situation he held for several years. He 
died at Agra in a.d. 1650, a.h. 1060. 

I'tqad Khan (J^. jLi\.c\), the title 

of Mirza Bahman Yar, the son of 'Asaf &han 
and grandson of I'tmad-uddaula. He was 
raised to the rank of 4000 in the 26th year of 
Shah Jahan, a.d. 16-51, a.h. 1061, with the 
title of I'tqad Khan, which his father held 
for some time as well as his uncle the brother 
of 'Asaf Khan. In the 5th year of 'Alamgir, 
a.d. 1662, a.h. 1072, the rank of 5,000 was 
conferred on him. In a.d. 1667, a.h. 1077, 
he proceeded to Dacca in Bengal, to visit his 
brother Shaista KMn, who was then governor 
of that province, and died there in the year 
a.d. 1671, a.h. 1082.

Izid Bakhsh, Mirza (1 \\^ JLssT jjA ). 

His poetical name was Rasa ; he was the 
grandson of 'Asaf Khan Ja'far Beg, who was 
Wazir to Jahangir. Izid Bakhsh was at 
first employed by the prince 'Azim Shah, and 
then by his father the emperor 'Alamgir in 
the capacity of Munshi. On the accession of 
Farrukh-siyar, he was disgraced by that 
emperor for having cast some reflections 
on his father Azira-ush-Shan on account 
of the battle which took place between 


'Azim Shah and his brother Bahadur 
Shah. By the order of the emperor, the 
hairs of his mustaches were plucked out one 
by one, and afterwards he was cruelly 
murdered. Tbis event took place about the 
beginning of the year a.d. 1713, a.h. 1125. 
His tomb is still to be seen in the compound 
of the Agra College.

(Shaikh) 'Abdul 'Aziz, which see.

'Izz-uddaula Bakhtyar (aJjjJ1j_s 

•L^ssT), the son of Mu izz-uddaula- 

ibn-Buya. He succeeded to the kingdom of 
'Iraq the same day on which his father died, 
viz. Monday the 1st April, a.d. 967, 17th 
Rabi' II. a.h. 356. The Khalif -al - Taya 
Billah in the year a.d. 974, gave him his 
daughter in marriage, on whom a dowry of 
one hundred thousand dinars was settled by 
her husband. He was a noble prince, and 
possessed such bodily strength that he could 
take an enormous bull by the horns and throw 
him to the ground. A contest which arose 
between him and his cousin 'Azd-uddaula 
relative to their respective possessions, caused 
a breach between them which led to a war, 
and on Wednesday the 29th May, a.d. 978, 
they met and fought a battle, in which 'Izz- 
uddaula was slain, aged 36 years. His head 
was placed on a tray and presented to 'Azd- 
uddaula, who is said, on seein? it, to have 
covered his eyes with his handkerchief and 
wept. 

4 Izz - uddin Abdul Aziz - bin - Abdus- 
Salam Damishqi, Shaikh C*jjJUx 

author of the Shajrat-ul-Ma^rtf. He died 
in the year a.d. 1261, a.h. 660. 
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'Izz-uddin Husain (^j-**^- (ji^j*). 

He was created by Sultan Ibrahim of Ghazni, 
Amir Hajib (Lord Chamberlain), in which 
station he conducted himself so well, that the 
king gave him a princess of the house of 
Qhazni in marriage. He rose daily in favour 
and estimation, till Sultan Masa'ud, the son 
of Ibrahim, put him in possession of the 
principality of Ghor. By the princess of 
Ghazni he had seven sons entitled the seven 
stars. One of them, Fakhr-uddin Masa'ud, 
became king of B rimy an. The second was 
Qutb-uddin Muhammad, who married his 


cousin, a princess of Ghazni, the daughter of 
Sultan Bahrain Shah. The third was *Ala- 
uddin Hasan, prince of G]i5r, who destroyed 
Ghazni circ. a.d. 1152). Izz-uddin during 
his life -time paid tribute to the Saljuqs as 
well as to the Gjaznavides. 

•Izz-uddin Khalid Khani ( -jjjlls 
jjlsi* jJUO, author of the work 

culled Dalail Firoz Shdhl, which he translated 
into Persian by order of Flroz Shah, from a 
Hindi book which treated on philosophy, 
astrology and divination.

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Jabali ( JLs^), the son of Ayham, 

last king of the tribe of Ghassan, who were 
Christian Arabs. He became a Muhanimadan, 
and afterwards attempted to assassinate 
Umar, the second Khalif after Muhammad. 
He died a.d. 673, a.h. 53. 

Jabali ( JLa»0, surname of Abu 'All 

Muhammad-bin- 'Abdul Wahab, who was the 
master of the celebrated Abu'l Hasan al- 
Asha'ri, chief of the sect of the Asharians, 
and one of the four Imams of Musalmanism. 

Jabali (jJu^), poetical name of Abdul 

"Wasa, who was horn in the mountains of 
Ghurjistan, hence his takhallus which means 
mountaineer. He found a patron in Bahrain 
Shah of Ghazni, and served Sultan San jar 
Sal Juki fourteen years. He died in a.d. 1160, 
a.h. 555, and left a Diwan of Easidas.

Jabila Ram Nagar ( tj J . aJl^), 

a Hindu chief who was governor of Allahabad, 
and died there in the commencement of the 
reign of Muhammad Shah in a.d. 1720, a.h. 
1132. His nephew Girdhar was appointed

governor of Audh after his death, and in 
a.d. 1724, a.h. 1136, the government of 
Molwa was conferred on him, and the 
Subadari of Audh was given to Burhan-ul- 
Mulk Sa'adat Jthan. Raja Girdhar died in 
Malwa during the invasion of Baji Rao 
Peshwa of the Mahrattas, acting in the name 
of the Raja Sahu, about the year a.d. 1729, 
a.h. 1142 ; he was succeeded by Daya Baha- 
dur his relation, who continued gallantly to 
resist the enemy, and fell in battle about the 
year a.d. 1730, a.h. 1143, when Muhammad 
Khan Bangash was appointed governor of that 
province. 

Jabir (aJJIj^ ^ ^jUO, the son of 

'Abdullah, was a companion of Muhammad 
and a traditionist. He was present in nine- 
teen battles which Muhammad fought, and 
died in the year a.d. 692, a.h. 73, aged 94 
years. 

Ja'far (yjt^ ), poetical title of 'Asaf 
Khan, commonly called Mirza Ja'far Beg. 


Ja'far ( .£*>-), a soldier by profession. 

He is the author of a Masnawi, which he 
dedicated to the emperor Shah Jahan. 

Ja'far-al-Barmaki (^ ^J**jJ\ Ju^r 

JjSkT), son of Ahia or Yahia and 

grandson of Khalid, the son of Barmak who 
was originally a fire-worshipper. He suc- 
ceeded his father Ja'far as wazir to the 
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Khalif Harun - al - Rashid ; his grandfather 
having been wazir to Abdu'l 'Abbas Saffah, 
who was the first of all the {Chalifs who had 
a wazlr. This wazlr Ja'far, was a great 
favourite of Harun-al- Rashid who gave him 
'Abbasa, his sister, in marriage, under the 
condition that he was to have no carnal con- 
nection with her, but he transgressed the 
command, for which the Khalif ordered his 
head to be struck off. He also threw his 
brother Al-Fazl and his father Ahia into 
prison, and there left them to die. Ja'far 
was only 28 years old when he was executed, 
having been in the favour of Harun-al- 
Rashid for the space of seventeen years. 
Ja'far was beheaded on Sunday the 29th 
January, a.d. 803, 1st §afar a.h. 187, his 
body was gibbetted on one side of the bridge of 
Baghdad, and his head stuck up on the other. 
He was the ancestor of the " Barmecides." 

Ja'far All Khan (^U- Jx /*>-), 

commonly called Mir Ja'far, whom the 
English placed on the maenad as Nawab of 
Bengal, Behar and Orissa, after the defeat and 
death of Nawab Siraj-uddaula, in June, a.d. 
1757, Shawwal a.h. 1170. He was, however, 
deposed in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174, on account 
of alleged negligence in the affairs of his 
government, and was obliged to retire on an 
ample pension, when his son-in-law, Mir 
Qasim 'All Khan was raised to the maenad. 
This man after his elevation, intending to 
drive out the English from Calcutta, was 
defeated in a battle fought at Udwa Nala on 
the 2nd of August, a.d. 1763, 22nd Mu^ar- 
ram, a.h. 1177, and expelled, and Mir 
Ja'far was again placed on the masnad by the 
English. He died on Tuesday the 5th 
February, a.d. 1765, 14th Shab&n, a.h. 
1178, and his son Mir Phulwari, who assumed 
the title of Najm-uddaula, was elevated to 
the masnad. Ja'far All's cemetery is at 
Murshidabad, where his Begam and his son 
Miran are also buried.

down to Shahrukh Mirza, son of Amir 
Taimur. This work was dedicated to 
Baisanghar Hahadur, third son of Shahrukh, 
in a.d. 1417, a.h. 820. Many authors have 
compiled works under this title, one of 
which was written by Shaikh 'Abdul Qadir 
Badaonl. 

Ja'far-bin-Tufail ( J^ ^ J**?), 

an Arabian philosopher in the 12th century, 
author of a romance, called the history of 
Hai-ibn-Yokdhan, in which he asserts that 
by the light of nature, a man may acquire a 
knowledge of things and of God.

Ja'far Khan (^Ul 

" Umdat-ul-Mulk," was the son of Sadiq 
Khan Mir Bakh^hi, and sister* s son and son- 
in-law of Yemin-uddaula 'Asaf Khan, wazlr. 
He held the rank of 5000 under the emperor 
Shah Jahan, was appointed prime minister by 
'Alamgir about the year a.d. 1662, a.h. 
1073, and died in the 13th year of that 
emperor, a.d. 1670, a.h. 1081, at Dehli. 
After his death the office of wizarat was 
conferred upon Asad Khan with the title of 
Asad-uddaula. It seems that after the death 
of Ja'far Khan his remains were transferred 
to Agra, where his tomb is to be seen still 
standing on the right bank of the Jamna. 

Ja'far Khan ( U U- y*^), whose 

first title had been Murshid Qui! Khan, was 
appointed governor of Bengal by the emperor 
'Alamgir in a.d. 1704, a.h. 1116. He 
founded the capital of Murshidabad and 
named it after his original title. He was the 
son of a Brahman, converted to Muham- 
madanism by Haji Shafia' Isfahan!. He 
died in the rei^n of the emperor Muhammad 
Shah about the year a.d. 1726, a.h. 1138, 
and was succeeded by his son-in-law Shuia- 
uddin (also called Shuja-uddaula). The 
following is a list of his dynasty : —

Persia of the House of Zend. He was recog- 
nised by the principal noblemen in Fars, after 
the death of 'AH Murad Khan in 1785, and 
the people were forward in acknowledging his 
authority, but unable to resist his enemy 'Aqa 
Muhammad Khan, who now ventured to 
embrace a more extensive field for the exer- 
tion of his talents, and commenced his march 
against Isfahan. Ja'far Khan was treacher- 
ously murdered in 1788 ; his head was severed 
from his body, and cast before the citadel, the 
sport of children, and the outcasts of the city. 

Ja'far Khan (^U* jkxs^ ), a nobleman 


who in the first year of the emperor Bahadur 
Shah was appointed governor of Kashmere 
in the room of Nawazish Khan a.o. 1707, 
a.h. 1119. He proved to be a bad governor 
and a mob set fire to his residence. He died 
in Kashmere of drink and excess a.d. 1709, 
a.h. 1121, and according to the record of his 
death, must be faring badly at present. 

Ja'far Nasiri (^j^al jJuxs?), an 

author, who completed the work called Lataif 
Khayal, in a.d. 1742, a.h. 1155, which was 
commenced by Mirza Muhammad Salah. 

Ja'far Sadiq (jjU j***-), or Ja'far 

the Just. He was the eldest son of Mu- 
hammad Baqir, the grandson of Imam Husain. 
He is reckoned the sixth Imam ; was born 
at Madina about the year a.d. 702, a.h. 83, 
and died in the same city under the khilafat 
of Abu Ja'far Al-Man^ur, in a.d. 76o, a.h. 
US. He was very famous for his doctrine 
amongst the Musalmans, was invited to court 
by Al-Mansur, that he might profit by his 
counsel: Ja'far returned for answer, " Who- 
ever has a view duly to this world, will not 
give you sincere advice, and he who regards 
the next, will not keep your company. " He 
was buried in the cemetery of Al-baqia at 
Madina. The same tomb contains the bodies 
of his father, Imam Bakir, his grandfather 
4 Ali Zain-ul 'Abidin, and his grandfather's 
uncle, Hasan, son of 'Ali. His mother's 
name was Umm Farwah, daughter of Kusim, 
the son of Muhammad, the son of Abu Bakr 
Sadiq, the first Khalif after Muhammad. He 
is said to be the author of a book of fate 
called Fal Noma. 

Ja'far Zatalll, Mir (^ ijj Jm^). 


a Sayyad of Narnoul, contemporary with Mirza 
Bedil. He served under prince 'Azim Shah, 
the son of the emperor 'Alamglr, who was 
slain in battle in a.d. 1707, a.h. 1019, Ja'far 
was the most celebrated humouristic poet of 
Hindustan : his compositions are a mixture 
of Persian and Urdu. He is the author of a 


Shahnama in Rekhta. He was put to death 
in a.d. 1713, a.h. 1225, by order of the 
emperor Farrukh -siyar, on account of a satirical 
verse he had written on the accession of that 
emperor to the throne of Dehli. 

Jagat Groshaini ( JoLl^ cu^),

Jagat Narayan (^^li i^J^) f a 

Hindu poet who wrote some kasidas in praise 
of Nawab 'Asaf-nddaula of Lucknow, who 
died in a.d. 1797, a.h. 1212. 

Jagannath, Raja (U-\. *-yjl ■«£:>»), 

the son of Bhara Mai. He held the rank of 
6000 in the time of the emperor Jahangir, 
about the year a.d. 1605, a.h. 1014. 

Jagat Singh (ajL^ iz~*£?~), the son 

of Makund Singh Hara, lived in the time of 
the emperor 'Alamgir, a.d. 1659. 

Jagat Singh (*&~» c^&r), Raja of 

Jaipur or Jainagar, was the son of Raja 
Partap Singh, the son of Madho Singh, the 
son of Ishuri Singh, the son of the celebrated 
Raja Jai Singh Sawai, who lived in the time 
of the emperor Muhammad Shah. Jagat 
Singh succeeded his father in a.d. 1803, and 
is said to have been an effeminate prince; 
though he died without issue, he was succeeded 
by Raja Jai Singh, a posthumous son, believed 
supposititious. 

Jagnath Kalanwat (c^JH£ 4y L&»~), 

a musician who was employed by Shah J ah an, 
who conferred on him the title of Maha 
Kabraj . 

Jaghtai (^LJL^). Vide Chaghtal 
Khan. 

Jagnath (*yU^-), brother of Raja 

Bhagwan Das. He distinguished himself in 
the war with Raja Partap Singh. He slew 
the renowned champion Ram Das, son of 
Jahmah. 

Jahan. Tide Ben! Narayan. 

Jahan Ara Begam ( JLj \J\ &\^s>-), 

daughter of the emperor Shah Jahan, by 
Mumtaz Mahal, daughter of 'Asaf Khan, 
wazir; was born on Wednesday the 23rd 
March, a.d. 1614, 21st $afar, a.h. 1023. 
One of the most beautiful examples of female 
modesty to be found in the annals of woman 
is recorded of this princess, celebrated in song 
and history as the heroic, the witty, the 
generous, the elegant, the accomplished, and 
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the beautiful Jahan Ara Begam. One night 
(26th March, a.d. 1644, 27th Mufciarram, 
a.h. 1054), as she was returning from her 
father's apartments to the harem, in one of 
the passages which connect the latter building 
with the body of the palace, her flowing 
drapery was unhappily ignited by the flame 
of a lamp. Her whole dress, which was of 
the finest muslin, was instantly in flames, 
and of course her life was in imminent peril ; 
but, knowing that she was then within hearing 
of many young nobles of the court, she would 
not raise an alarm, lest they should run to 
her assistance, and behold her unveiled, or 
lay their hands upon her in order to extinguish 
the flames. Heroically enduring all the agonies 
which fire could inflict, she withheld her cries, 
and rushed forward until she reached the 
women's apartments, and there sunk upon 
the floor, almost lifeless. For a long penod, 
no hopes were entertained of her recovery, 
but she was ultimately restored to health by an 
English physician named Gabriel Bougnton 
who was then at Surat, and had been sent 
for by the emperor her father then in the 
Deccan, although her beauty was cruelly 
impaired. The emperor, in reward for Dr. 
Bougnton' s services, besides other favours, 
granted him, at his disinterested request, a 
patent for his countrymen to trade free of 
customs throughout his dominions. The large 
masjid of red stone adjoining the fort of 
Agra near the Tripolia (now demolished) was 
built by her (or in her honour) in the year 
a.d. 1648, a.h. 1058, at a cost of five lacs 
of rupees. She died in the reign of her 
brother the emperor 'Alamgir on the 6th 
September, a.d. 1680, 3rd Ramazan, a.h. 
1092, and lies buried in the yard of the 
mausoleum of Nizam : uddin Auha at Dehli. 
The name of Jahan Ara will ever adorn the 
pages of history as a bright example of filial 
attachment and heroic self-devotion to the 
dictates of duty, more especially when we 
view it in contrast with the behaviour of 
her sister Roshan Ara, who, by Aiding the 
ambitious designs of Aurangzib, enabled him 
to dethrone Shah Jahan. The amiable and 
accomplished Jahan Ara not only supported 
her aged father in his adversity, but voluntarily 
resigned her liberty and resided with_ him 
during his imprisonment in the fort of Agra. 
Her tomb is of white marble, open at the 
top, and at the head is a tablet with a Persian 
inscription inlaid in black marble letters, to 
the following effect : " Let no one scatter 
over my grave anything but verdure, for such 
best becomes the sepulchre of one who had a 
humble mind." On the margin is written, 
"The perishable faqlr Jahan Ara Be^am, 
daughter of Shah Jahan, and tho disciple of 
the saints of Chisht, died in the year of the 
Hijra, a.h. 1092." 

Jahan Bano Begam (JLj y 1j ^J^>*) f 

the daughter of Prince Murad, the son of the 
emperor Akbar. She was married to Prince 
Parwez, the son of Jahangir, by whom she 
had Nadira Begam, who was married to Dara 
Sheko, the eldest son of Shah Jahan. 


Jahan dar Shah (*\j* jljJlysjO, sur- 

named Muhammad Mui'zz-uddin, was the 
eldest son of the emperor Bahadur Shah, and 

Sundson of 'Alanigir. He was born in the 
eccan on Wednesday the 8th April, a.d. 
1663, 10th Ramazan, a.h. 1073. The death 
of his father, which took place in February, 
a.d. 1712, Muharram, a.h. 1124, was followed 
by the usual struggle among his sons for the 
crown. The incapacity of Jahandar Shah, 
the eldest, had given a great ascendancy to 
the second whose name was Azim-ush-Sh.tn. 
He was supported by most of the nobility 
and of the army, but his other brothers joined 
their interests, and were kept together by the 
persuasions and false promises of Zuffikar 
Khan, the Amir-ul-'Lmra. Their concord 
was of short duration, and lasted only until 
the defeat and death of AzTm-ush-Shan ; 
after which a bloody battle ensued between 
the three surviving brothers, two of whom, 
viz., Jahan Shah with his son Farkhunda 
Akhtar, and Rafi-ush-Shan, being killed. 
The subject of this notice, by the intrigues and 
support of the Amir-ul-'Umra, remained un- 
disputed master of the throne, and was crowned 
at Lahore on Thursday the 10th April, a.d. 

1712, 14th Rabr I., a.h. 1124, with the 
title of Jahandar Shah. He was in himself 
a weak man, effeminately careful of his person, 
fond of ease, indolent, and totally ignorant 
of the art of government. He made the vast 
empire of Hindustan an offering to the foolish 
whims of a public courtezan, named Lai 
Kunwar, thus vexing the minds of worthy 
subjects loyal to his family. He reigned 
only nine months, being defeated in a battle 
fought near Agra, and afterwards taken prisoner 
and murdered in the month of January, a.d. 

1713, Zil-bijja, a.h. 1124, by order of his 
nephew Farrukh-sivar (the son of the late 
Azim-ush-Shan), wno became emperor. His 
corpse was exposed to public view, and then 
interred in the platform before the mausoleum 
of the emperor Humayun at Dehli. His 
mother's name was Nizam Bai. 

Jahandar Shah, Prinoe ( .l^yjU^ 
»J\^Jti ill), the eldest son of the 

emperor Shah ( Alam. Born about a.d. 1749. 
Appointed Regent by Ahmad Shah Abdali in 
1761, after the overthrow of the Mahraftas at 
Panipat, he administered the remains of the 
Empire until his father's restoration in 1771. 
His private appellation was Jawan Bakht 
(Mirza). In April, a.d. 1784, on account 
of the unsettled affairs of his father, he made 
his escape from Dehli and repaired to Lucknow, 
where the British Governor of Bengal, Warren 
Hastings, had arrived to regulate the con- 
cerns between the wazir, Asaf-uddaula, and 
the Company. He accompanied Mr. Hastings 
to Benares, which place he chose for his 
residence. He had an allowance of five lacs 
of rupees per annum from the Nawab wazir 
at the earnest request of Mr. Hastings. 
He died in Benares on the 31st May, a.d. 
1788, 25th Shaban, a.h. 1202, after an illness 
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of little more than twenty-four hours ; aged 
about 39 years, and was buried with every 
honour due to his rank near the tomb of a 
venerated Muhammadan in Benares. The 
English Resident and principal people of the 
city attended his funeral. He left behind him 
three sons, whom, with the rest of his family, 
he recommended to the care of the English, 
under whom they still enjoy a comfortable 
asylum and allowance at Benares. Garcm 
de Tassv informs us, that there is a work of 
his in the Indian Ilouse, which has the title 
of Bayaz Iniyet Murshidzada. The narrative 
written by this prince, was translated by Col. 
Scott, and published in the appendix to Mr. 
Hastings' Review of the state of Bengal.

Jahangir (^ j.CiL^.s**), a cousin and 

husband of Sikandar {q.v.) Begam of Bhopal. 
His ancestor, Dost Muhammad, about the time 
of Aurangzib's death, declared himself inde- 
pendent at Bhopal. Jahangir' s uncle was the 
third Nawab, on whose death his widow was 
declared Regent by the army, and his daughter 
Sikandar Begam, heir. She married Jahangir 
who died in the year a.d. 1845. 

Jahangir (emperor) (^ jj\.y j^j\^ 

'), surnamed Nur-uddln Mu- 


hammad, was the eldest son of the emperor 
Akbar the Great ; was born in the village of 
Sikri on Wednesday the 31st August, a.d. 
1569, 17th Rabi' I. a.r. 977, and was named 
Mirza Salim on account of his coming into 
the world, as supposed, by the prayers of 
Shaikh Salim Chisnti, a venerable Shaikh and 
dervish who resided in the village of Sikri, 
now called Fathapur Sikri in the province 
of Agra. His mother, who received the title 
of Mariam Zaramam, was the daughter of 
Raja Bihari Mai Kachhwaha. After the 
death of his father, which took place on the 
16th October, a.d. 1605, he succeeded him by 
the title of Nur-iiddin Muhammad Jahangir. 
He reigned 22 lunar years, 8 months and 
15 days from the day of his father's demise ; 
and died in camp on Sunday the 28th October, 
a.d. 1627, 28th Safar, a.h. 1037, on his 
way to Lahore from Kashmere, aged 59 lunar 
years, 11 months and 12 days; and was 
interred in the suburbs of Lahore in the 
garden of his favourite wife Nur Jahan Begam. 
He was succeeded by his son Mirza Khurram, 
who took the title of Shah Jahan. His 
favourite Sultana Nor Jahan, who survived 
him 18 years, is also buried in the mausoleum. 
Jahangir, after his death, received the title 
of " Jannat MakanT." It was to this prince 
that Sir Thomas Roe was sent as ambassador 
by King James I. Sir Thomas has given a 
good description of the grandeur of the court 
of Hindustan ; but very little notice is taken 
of this embassy in the chronicles of the East. 
In 1612, Jahangir permitted the Company 
to establish factories at Surat, Ahmadahad, 
and Cambay. Jahangir wrote his own memoir 
in Persian, called Tuzak Jahanghi, which 


has been translated by Major David Price, 
London, 1829, 184 pages 4to. It is also 
called Jahangir Natna. 

Jahangir Mirza (U^* jJjiV^), the 

eldest son of Akbar Shah II. king of Dehli. 
He was, in consequence of having fired a 
pistol at Mr. Seton, the Resident at DehlT, 
sent as a State prisoner to Allahabad, where 
he resided in the garden at Sultan Kjiusro for 
several years, and died there in a.d. 1821, 
a.h. 1236. aged 31 years; a salute of 31 
guns was tired from the ramparts of the fort 
of Allahabad at the time of his burial. He 
was at first interred in the same garden, and 
subsequently his remains were transferred to 
Dehli, and buried in the court-yard of the 
mausoleum of Nizam-uddin Aulia. 

Jahangir Mirza Oj^^Jol^), the 

eldest son of Amir Taimur. He died before 
his father a.d. 1574, a.h. 776. His son's 
name was Pir Muhammad, which see. 

Jahangir Quli Khan ( Ji ^Jul^sj- 

^LsO, son of Khan Azim Mirza 

'Aziz Koka, served under the emperors Akbar 
and Jahangir, and died in the fifth year of 
Shah Jahan a.d. 1631, a.h. 1041. 

Jahangir Quli Khan, Kabnli (_Jo L>» 
jJjK ^U*. {k J^) f an anrir of the 

rank of 5000, who was appointed governor 
of Bengal by the emperor Jahangir, in a.d. 
1607, ah. 1016, and died there in a.d. 160m, 
a.h. Iul7.

Jahan Khatun (^jjlrL o ,L^>0, a 

famous lady, who after the death of her first 
husband was married toKhwaja AmTn-uddin, 
minister to Shah Abu Is-haq, ruler of Shiraz. 
She is said to have been a very beautiful 
woman, and a good poet. 

Jahan Shah (Prinoe) (*L£ ioL^jj- 
iJ^Jti), the third son of the emperor 

Bahadur Shah. He was slain in the battle 
which took place at Lahore, after the death 
of his father, between his brothers in March, 
a.d. 1712. His mangled body with that of 
his brother Rafi-ush-bhan and his son, was 
conveyed to Dehli and interred without 
ceremony and pomp in the mausoleum of the 
emperor numayiin, the general receptacle of 
the murdered princes of the imperial family. 
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Jahan Shah Turkman (jLi eA-v-sr 

^U^jf), son of Qara Yusaf Turkman, 

was the brother of Sikandar Turkman, after 
whose death in a.d. 1437, a.h. 841, the 
government of Azurbejan was conferred on 
him by Shahrukh Mirza, the son of Amir 
Taimur He helH it till the death of that 
prince in a.d. 1447, a.h. 850, after which he 
conquered most part of Persia, and carried 
his arms as far as Dayarbikar, and fell in a 
battle which he fought against Hasan Beg, 
commonly called Uzzan Hasan, the ruler of 
that province, on the 10th November, a.d. 
1467, 12th Rabi 4 II. a.h. 872, aged 70 years. 
He reigned more than 30 lunar years, and as 
he was slain in battle against Hasan Beg, the 
chronogram of the year of his death was found 
to contain the words " Slain by Hasan Beg." 

Jahan Soz (;*—» ^L^-), a title of 

Sultan 'Ala-uddin Hasan Ghori. 

Jahi ( Jblsj-), the poetical name of 
Ibrahim Mirza (Sultan), which see. 

Jahiz or Aljahiz (k^USl l> la^UO, 

the surname of Abu 'Usman 'Umar bin- 
Mahbub Kana'ana, a man of great learning, 
but of a very eccentric tendency of mind. lie 
wrote a book on the Commerce of the 
Arabians early in the third century of the 
Hijra entitled Kitab-al-Nazrat Jil Tajarat, 
which is frequently quoted by Nawari. 
Jahiz died a.d. 868, a.h. 255, at the age of 
96 years. 

Jaiapa (Lfr v '- -* \jL^~), Sindhia, sue- 

ceeded his father Ranoji Sindhia, the founder 
of the Sindhia family, in a.d. 1750, a,h. 
1163, and was murdered in his tent in a.d. 
1759, A.n. 1172. He was succeeded by his 
brother Madhoji Sindhia. 


Jai Chand (ijf!\; *X*f- lS 5 ^' *^ e ^ as ^ 


Rathor monarch of Kanauj. He ruled the 
country from Buxar to Kanauj and reigned 
about the Sambat vear a.d. 1400, a.h. 1343. 
His favourite residence was near the city of 
Jounpur which he had built in a.d. 1359, 
Sambat 1416. The present city of Jaunpur 
was built by Firoz Shah in the vear a.d. 
1370, a.h. 772, in honour of nis uncle 
Fakhr-uddin Muhammad Jftnan, the date of 
which is found in the words " Shahr 
Jaunpur." According to Colonel Tod, 
Jaichand reigned about the 12th century of 
the Christian era, and one of his grandsons 
named Seoji, with a few retainers, planted 
the Rafchor standard in Mirwar in the year 
a.d. 1212.

Jaikishun (^jJUs^p*), a Kashmiri 

Brahman whose poetical name waa 'Izzat, 
was the agent of Jsawub Is-haq Khan. 

Jaimal (J,* + ?>-), a Raja, famous in 

history as "the bravest of the brave.' ' In 
a.d. 1568 Udai Singh, the son of Rana 
Sank* or Sanga, and the founder of the 
capital Udaipur in C hitter, came under the 
displeasure of the emperor Akbar. The 
recreant chief fled and left the defence of his 
capital Chittor to Raja Jaimal, who was 
kifled by Akbar himself in the course of the 
siege, a'd. 1568. 

Jaipal I. ( Jjl Jt-sr), son of Hitpal, 

Raja of Lahore of the Brahman tribe, who 
reigned over the country extending in length 
from Sarhind to Langhan, and in breath 
from the kingdom of Kashmere to Multan. 
He was once defeated by Subaktagin, the 
Sultan of (rhaznt, with great slaughter, and 
again on Monday the 27th November, a.d. 
1001, by his son Sultan Mahmud, when 
Jaipal with fifteen of his principal chiefs, 
being his sons and brethren, were taken 
prisoners, and 5000 of his troops were slain 
on the field of battle. He was afterwards 
released by Mahmud, but in compliance with 
a custom which prevailed among the Hindus, 
that whatever Raja was twice overpowered 
by strangers became disqualified to reign, he 
ordered a funeral pile to be prepared, and 
having set fire to it with his own hands, 
perished therein. He was succeeded by his 
son Anandpal. 

Jaipal II. {i^.\j ^ JU-rX Raja 

of Lahore, son of Anandpal, whom he suc- 
ceeded in a.d. 1013. He was routed in a 
great battle by Sultan Mahmud in a.d. 1022, 
on the banks' of the river Ravi ; the result 
was the permanent occupation of Lahore by 
a Muhammadan governor, and the appoint- 
ment of a Viceroy of Lahore by Mahmud. 
Jaipal fled to Aimir. This has been con- 
sidered the foundation of the Muhammadan 
empire in India. 

Jai Singh I. (Raja) ( J^ <i t ;■..» 

to-\.), of the tribe of Kachhwaha, 

commonly called Mirza Raja, was the son of 
Raja Mana Singh, the son of Partap Singh, 
the son of Raja Man Singh. He served 
under the emperor Shah Jahan, and was 
made governor over the conquered provinces 
of the D ocean about the year a.d. 1664, by 
the emperor 'Alamgir. He was recalled to 
court in a.d. 1666, but died on the road, 
soon after his arrival at BurhanpQr, 28th 
Muharram, a.h. 1078. According to (tome's 
Historical Fragments of the Mttghul Empire, 
Jai Singh died at Burhanpur soon after the 
pretended revolt of Sulfctin Muazzim, the son 
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of the emperor, and was said to hare been 
poisoned by the procurement of 'Alamgir. 
There never was a prince among the Rajputs 
equal to him in accomplishments. He was 
competely learned in Hindi, and understood the 
Turkish, Persian, and Arabic languages. 
He left two sons, Ram Singh his eldest, 
and Kirat Singh. The former was honoured 
after his father's death with the title of 
Raja, and put in possession of his father's 
territories. _ Jai Singh had built several fine 
edifices at Agra, of which no sign remain now, 
but the name and place on which the buildings 
stood is still called Jaisinghpura. 

Jai Singh II. Sawai (jjL** 4&*« 

jjl), a Raja of the tribe of Kachh- 

waha raj puts, was the son of Bishn Singh, 
the son of Kishun Singh, the son of Ram 
Singh, the son of Mirza Raja Jai Singh. He 
is commonly called Mirza Raja Jai Singh 
Sawai. He was the zamindar or Raja of a 
considerable territory in the province of Ajmir 
named Amer, but since the prince founded 
a new city called Jaipur the Raiaship has 
also taken that name. Bishn Singh, the 
father of Jai Singh and Bijai Singh, died 
about the year a.d. 1693, Sambat 1750, and 
after his death the title of Raja was bestowed 
on Jai Singh by the emperor 'Alamgir with 
the rank of 1600, and subsequently with that 
of 2000. After the death of that emperor 
he espoused the cause of 'Azim Shah, the son 
of 'Alamgir, whilst his brother Bijai Singh 
aided Bahadur Shah, who on his accession to 
the throne conferred the rank of 3000 on the 
latter. Bijai Singh quarrelled with his 
brother for the Raj ; and the emperor, 
not willing to displease either, confiscated 
their estate, and appointed Sayyad Husain 
Ali Khan of Barha, as Faujdar of that place. 
When the emperor marched to the Deccan to 
punish his brother Kambakhsh, a.d. 1708, 
a.h. 1120, Jai Singh, with the aid of Raja 
Ajlt Singh Rafchor, engaged the Faujdar in 
battle and having killed him took possession 
of the province. In the reign of Farrukh- 
siyar he was honoured with the title of 
Dnlraj Raja Jai Singh, and in the time of 
Muhammad Shah with that of Sawai (q.d. 
"exceptional"). In the year a.d. 1732, a.h. 
1145, he was appointed governor of Malwa. 
His love of science makes nim one of the most 
remarkable persons of his nation. He built 
five observatories for astronomical studies, 
namely, at Dehli, Banaras, Mathra, Ujain 
and Jaipur, and published a work on 
astronomy called Zij Muhammad Shahi. He 
also erected a Karavansarai and market in 
every province of Hindustan for the conveni- 
ence of travellers at his own expense. After 
his death, which took place in September, 
a.d. 1743, 9th Shaban, a.h. 1160, three of 
his wives, with many concubines, burned 
themselves on his funeral pile. He was 
succeeded by his son Ishuri Singh, after 
whose death in a.d. 1760 Madho Singh his 
son succeeded him.

Sanka who lived in the time of the emperor 
Akbar, succeeded his father Rana Raj Singh, 
a.d. 1680, a.h. 1091. 

Jalal Asir ( j+J\ Jib*-). Vide Aslr. 
Jalal 'Azd, Sayyad (ju** juac Jis»-), 


a poet who flourished in the reign of 
Muhammad Muzaffar, ruler of Fare and 
his descendants. He is the author of a 
Diwan. 


Jalal Bukhari (^.LaT Ji-sjO, or 

Sayyad Jalal Bukhari. He came to India from 
Bukhara and became a disciple of Shaikh 
Baha-uddin Zikaria of Multan. He resided 
at Uchcha in Multan and died there. He 
had three sons, Sayyad Ahmad Eabir, Sayyad 
Baha-uddin and Sayyad Muhammad. Sayyad 
Ahmad Kabir, who succeeded bis father as 
spiritual guide, had two sons, Makhdum 
Jahanian, also called Shaikh Jahal and 
Shaikh Sadar-uddin, commonly called Raja 
Qattal.

Jalal Bukhari, Sayyad (^jjWr Jlb>- 

Ju«*), a descendant of Sayyad Ahmad 

Kabir and son of Sayyad Muhammad 
Bukhari. He was born in the year a.d. 
1594, 5th Jumada II. a.h. 1003,' and was 
highly respected by the emperor Shah Jahan, 
who conferred on him the office of Sadarat 
(chief justiceship) of all India with the 
mansab of 6000. He sometimes amused 
himself in writing poetry, and had adopted 
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the word Raza for his poetical title. He died 
on the 25th May, 1647, o.s. 1st Jumada I. 
a.h. 1057, and is buried at Tajganjin Agra. 
His grandfather Sayyad Ahmad Kablr lies 
buried at a place in Uehli called Bijai Mandil. 
Jalal Bukhari left three sons, viz. Sayyad 
Ja'far, Sayyad Ali styled Razwl £han, and 
Sayyad Musa, on whom high titles were 
conferred by Shahjahan, and his eldest son 
Ja'far obtained the place of his father. 

Jalal (Hakim) ( (I J^ ^j\ 3j £ JJU), 

a physician and poet, who was a native of 
Shirwan. He flourished in the reign of 
Muhammad Muzaffar and his son Shah 
Shujaa', rulers of Shiraz, both of whom 
reigned from a.d. 1353 to 1384. He is the 
author of a poem entitled Gul-iva-Nauroz, 
which he wrote in a.d. 1334, a.h. 734. He 
is also called Jalal-uddln Tablb. 

Jalali or Jalal ( Ji^ [j Jis?), com- 
monly called Sayyad-i-'Alam Jalal or Jalali, 
was a native of Ahmadabad, and his father 
and spiritual guide was Mir Sayyad Jalal 
bin-Hasan. He is the author of a biwan. 

Jalali CJJbj-), poetical name of Badr- 
uddui. 

Jalal, Shaikh (^ JlUO. Vide 

Shaikh Jalal, commonly called Makhd&m 
Jahanian. He was the son of Sayyad Ahmad 
Kablr , and grandson of Sayyad Jalal Bukhari 
the first.

He ruled with such justice 
that he became entitled to the appellation of 
the Nausherwan of the age. He reigned 17 
years and died in a.d. 1410, a.h. 812, when 
his son Ahmad succeeded him. 

Jalal-nddin Rumi, Maulana (JlLsj- 

^V* lS*V cJi^^* common ly called 

Maulana or Maulwi Rumi, was the son of 
Baha-uddin "Wald Balkhi, He is not less 
esteemed as a poet than as a metaphysician, 
and is the author of the astonishing work 
entitled the Mapuxtci Maulwi Burnt. He 
founded an order of Derwishee or Sufis in the 
city of Conia (Iconinm) in Asiatic Turkey. 
He was born at Balkh on the 30th September, 
a.d. 1207, 6th Rabr I. a.h. 604, and died in 
the time of Abka Khan on the 17th December, 
a.d. 1273, 5th Jumada II. a.h. 672. He 
was buried in a monastery at Conia, and his 
tomb was visited for many centuries by his 
devout countrymen, who considered his works 
as the effect of inspiration and only inferior to 
the Quran. His Diwan contains 30,000 
verses, and his Masnawi more than 47,000. 
In his Diwan, instead of his own title, he 
has inserted the name of Shams Tabrezi his 
master. 
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Jalal-uddin Sayuti (^JlM J^T 
.J?£«-»), son of 'Ahdur Rahman bin- 

Abi Bakr, on Egyptian author of some merit, 
who died in a.d. 1506, a.h. 911. He is said 
to he the author of 400 works, amongst which 
are the commentary on the Burr -Al-Mun*hur t 
and the last half of the Ta/Hr Jaldlain ; the 
author of the other half was Jalal-uddin 
Mahali, who died in a.d. 1450, a.h. 854. 
Another work of Sayuti is called Lubb-ul- 
Lubab. It is a dictionary of patronymic 
names, and of others under which the Arabic 
authors are much more frequently quoted 
than under their proper names. The con- 
fusion under which the Arabs labour to 
identify men known under different names, 
has induced them to prepare dictionaries for 
obviating this difficulty. Samani (or Sani- 
nini) in the sixth century of the Hijra 
published one, entitled Fil Ansab, in which 
ne does not only explain the sense and origin 
of these names, but also mentions with regard 
to every word the true names of the authors 
who have had them. This work was abbre- 
viated in the succeeding century by Ibn-ul- 
Asir, and this extract shortened by Sayuti. 
There is another work of Sayuti called 
Kashfu9-8akala-un- Watfuz Zalzala, contain- 
ing an account of all the earthquakes which 
took place from the year a.d. 713, a.h. 94, 
to his time. He wrote this work on the 
occasion of an earthquake in Egypt, with a 
view of shewing to his countrymen that 
earthquakes are ordained by God to punish 
men for their sins. This work was translated 
from the Arabic by Dr. A. Sprenger. Vide 
Jour. At. Soe. vol. xvii. part ii. p. 741. 
Sayuti was also the author of the Jama'-ul- 
Jawatna, containing a collection of Traditions, 
of which he afterwards made an abridgment 
and called it Jdma'-us-Saghir. 

Jalal-uddin, Sultan CjjjJl J^r

hammad, surnamed Qutb-uddin, Sultan of 
Khwarizm.

It is said that he 
secretly followed the tenets of the Isma'ilis, 
but the people thought otherwise. He died 
on Monday the 29th September, a.d. 1253, 
4th Shawwal, a.h. 651. 

Jamal Khan (^Uw J 1*0*0, a man- 

sabdar, or commander of 5000 horse, in the 
reign of Shah Jahan. It is related that the 
emperor had ordered that all the ladies at 
court should provide precious stones and 
bring them to a market-place that he had 
erected, and there shew their wares publicly 
to all the noblemen at court, who were 
ordered to buy them at whatever prices the 
ladies put upon them; and that the long 
himself was to be a buyer, to put the greater 
honour on the new erected marJiet. The 
ladies obeyed, and took their booths as they 
thought fit. On the market day the long 
and the noblemen came to market, and bought 
the jewels and other trifles the ladies had to 
dispose of. The king, coming to the booth 
of a very pretty lady, asked her what she had 
to sell. She told him she had one large fine 
rough diamond still to dispose of. He desired 
to see it, and he found it to be a piece of fine 
transparent sugar-candy of a tolerable diamond 
figure. He demanded to know what price 
she set on it, and she told him with a pleasant 
air that it was worth a lakh of rupees, or 
£12,500 sterling. He ordered the money to 
be paid, and falling into discourse with her 
found her wit was as exquisite as her beauty, 
and ordered her to sup with him that night 
in his palace. She accordingly went and 
stayed with him three nights and days, and 
then went back to her husband, whose name 
was Jamal Khan. The husband received her 
very coldly, and told her that he would 
continue civil to her, but would never live 
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with her again but in the same manner as if 
she was his stater. Upon which she went to 
the palace, fell at the emperor's feet, and told 
him what her husband had said. The king, in 
a rage, gave orders to carry her husband to 
the elephant garden, and there have him put 
to death by an elephant. The poor man was 
soon apprehended, and as they dragged him 
from his house he begged to have leave to 
speak to the king. A friend of his ordered 
the messengers of death to stop awhile, till 
he had acquainted the king with the request, 
which was accordingly done, and he was 
ordered to be carried into the court of the 
palace, that the king might hear what he had 
to say: and being carried thither, the king 
demanded what he would have. He answered 
that what he had said to his wife was the 
greatest honour which he was capable of doing 
his kin£, because, after he had honoured his 
wife with his embraces, he thought himself 
unworthy ever after to cohabit with her. The 
king, after pausing a little, ordered him to be 
unbound, and brought to his own room, 
where, as soon as he came, the king embraced 
him, and ordered a royal suit to be put upon 
him, and gave him command of five thousand 
horse more, but took his wife into his own 
harem. — As. Jour. vol. xxx. p. 215.

al-'Allama, is called the chief of the lawyers 
of Hilla. He is the author of the Khulasat- 
ul-Aqwal. His legal works are very numerous 
and frequently referred to as authorities of 
undisputed merit. The most famous of these 
are— the Tal&U-ul-Matam, the Qhaet-ul~ 


Ahkdm and the Tahrir-ul-Ahham, which 
last is a justly celebrated work. The Mukk- 
talif'Ush-Shiq is also a well-known composi- 
tion of this great lawyer ; and his Irshad-al- 
Azhan is constantly quoted as an authority, 
under the name of the Irthdd-i-'AU&m*.

Jamal-nddin Hnsain Anjn (JL4-5*- 
y^\ 0***** ^JM), son of Fakhr- 


uddin Kashmiri, author of the Persian 
Dictionary called Farhang Jahang\r\ y which 
he dedicated to the emperor JahangTr in a.d. 
1605, a.h. 1014. The author of the Masir- 
ul-'Umra calls him Mir Jamal-uddln Anjn, 
and says that he is a descendant of the 
Sayyads of Shiraz, and came to the Deccan 
and thence to Agra a.d. 1585, a.h. 993, in 
the time of Akbar, who raised him by degrees 
to the rank of 3000. In the reign of Jahangir 
the rank of 4000 was conferred on him with 
the title of 'Azd-uddaula. 


Jamal-nddin-ibn-Malik (^ JU>- 

cJ3l* ^i\) author of an Arabic work 
on philosophy, called Alfia. 


Jaml (yU^W ^\ J} j ^U), 

the poetical name of Nur-uddin 'Abdur 
Rahman, a celebrated Persian poet, the son 
of Maulana Muhammad or Ahmad Isfahan! ; 
was born on the 7th November, a.d. 1414, 
23rd Shaban, a.h. 817, at a village in Herat 
called Jam, from which he derived his poetical 
name " Jam!." He was remarkably polite, of 
a very gentle disposition, and endued with 
such extensive learning that it was supposed 
there was not throughout the empire of 
Persia so complete a master of the language 
as himself. Even princes who were them- 
selves men of erudition and exalted talents 
have lavished upon him the most unbounded 
praises and the highest honours. He was very 
intimate with Sulj.an Abu Sa'id Mirza of 
Herat, who continued the friend of Jaml so 
long as he lived. After his death, our poet 
enjoyed the same favours from his son and 
successor Sulfan Husain Mirza. He was a 
contemporary of the esteemed biographer 
Daulat Shan, who recorded his fame in the 
Lives of the Persian poets, called Tazkira 
Daulat Shdhl. Jam! was the author of more 
than 44 works. His poem on the Loves of 
Joseph and Zalikha is one of the finest 
compositions in the language ; it contains 
about 4000 couplets. He is also the author 
of the book called Nafahdt-ul-Ins, a very 
celebrated abridgment of the Lives of the 
Sufi Shaikhs, translated from the Arabic 
Tabkat-us-Sufta, and dedicated to the 
celebrated wazir 'Alisher in a.d. 1476, a.h. 
881. It may be here observed that the 
celebrated poets, as Hafiz, Sadi, Jami, etc., 
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were professed Sufis. The following are the

Jami died at the advanced age of 81 lunar 
years, on Friday the 9th November, a.d. 
1492, 18th Mubarram, a.h. 898, mourned by 
the whole city of Herat ; his funeral expenses 
were defrayed by Sultan Husain, and a 
magnificent train of the most illustrious 
nobles accompanied his body to the tomb. 
*Aliflher his friend laid the first stone of a 
monument which he caused to be raised to 
his memory, and his fame became immortal 
in the minds of his countrymen. He was 
also the author of a Tafsir or commentary of 
some note. [Salaman and Abs&l has been 
translated into English Terse by the late 
Mr. Edward Fitzgerald.] 

Jamila (aLa>-), the poetical name of 
a Persian Poet. 

Jamil-ibn-Mi'mar (,L** ^ J~*>), 

a celebrated Arabian poet who lived in the 
time of the khalif 'Aodulmalik, and died in 
the year a.d. 701, a.h. 82. He was contem- 
porary with two other famous poets named 
'Umax the son of 'Abdullah and Xathir Azza. 
Jamil was the lover of Shanba, one of those 
pairs of lovers whose constancy and fidelity 
the orientals praise in their histories and 
poems. 

Jamil-uddin Kashl (^jJI JLa-^ 
^jZ&)> author of the history called 

Zubdat-ut- Tawarikh. A work of the same 
title is mentioned under Shaikh Nur-ul-Haq 
of Dehli. 

Jamil - uddin Muhammad Abdul 
Razzaq (^jJI A 4.y JL^-s*- 

jVjjHjua). Vide Jamal-uddin bin- 
* Abdul Razzak. 

Jamshed (juJL*ajO (also called Jam) 

was one of the ancient mythic kings of Persia, 
and the fourth of the First or Pishdadian 
dynasty. He is celebrated as the founder of 


Persepolis, which is to this day called Istakhr 
and Takht Jamshed. He is said to have 
introduced the solar year and ordered the first 
day of it, when the sun entered Aries, to be 
celebrated by a splendid festival. His country 
was invaded by Zuhak, a Turanian king, and 
the unfortunate Jamshed was obliged to fly 
before the emperor. He was pursued by the 
agents of Zuhak, through Sistan, India, and 
China, and was at last seized and carried 
like a common malefactor before his cruel 
enemy, who ordered him to be placed between 
two boards and sawn asunder with the bone of 
a fish. We are told by Firdausi that his reign 
lasted 700 years. He is supposed to have 
flourished 800 years before the Christian era. 
His goblet, called Jam Jamshed and Jam 
Jam, was wondrous. A hundred marvellous 
tales are told of this celebrated cup, which 
used to dazzle all who looked in it, and has 
often been employed by the poets to furnish a 
simile for a bnght eye. 

Jamshed (juA*^»), this title is some- 


times given by the Musalmans to king 
Solomon the son of David, and they say that 
his magic ring and throne possessed extra- 
ordinary powers, and his control was absolute 
over genii and men. 


Jamshed Qutb Shah (i_^k3 

*l&), son of Qui! Qutb Shah I. 

ascended the throne of Golkon^a in the 
Deccan after the death of his father in 
September, a.d. 1543, Jumuda II. a.h. 950. 
He reigned seven years and some months, 
and was succeeded by his brother Ibrahim 
Qutb Shah in a.d. 1550, a.h. 957. 

Jan (c.^^-1* f^r) f or Jan Sahib, 

poetical name of Mir Tar 'All, who is the 
author of a Diwan. 

Janabi (^jL^-), the surname of Abu 

Muhammad Mustafa bin-Sayyad Hasan-al- 
Husaini, a celebrated historian and author of 
a work called Tdrijch-al-Jandbi, of which the 
correct name is supposed to be Bahr-uz- 
Zakhkhdr, the Swelling of the Sea; it com- 
prises a general history from the beginning of 
the world to a.d. 1689, a.h. 997. It was 
originally written in Arabic, and translated 
by the author into Turkish. Janabi died in 
a.d. 1591, a.h. 999. 


Jan Fishan Khan Bahadur (<J 
L-Ay jj\^> (jU- ^^*i), Nawab of 

Sardhana. A Cabuli of Persian extraction 
who for his conspicious loyalty during the 
mutiny of 1857, was ordered by Government 
to be rewarded with a pension of 1000 rupees 
a month in perpetuity to his male heirs, and a 
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grant of confiscated Tillages of 10,000 rupees 
per annum to be conferred upon him with 
remission of one half of revenue for his life, 
and a quarter for two generations. 

Jangez Khan (^U* jJ^). Vide

Janl ( JU), There have been three 

authors of this name. The first, 'Abu 'Abdullah 
Muhammad ibn- Malik A til, a native of 
Damascus ; the second, Basar Janl ; and the 
third, Mansur-bin'Umar-al - Adib, a native 
of Isfahan, who died a.d. 1026.

Mirza Jan, the father of Mirza Jan Jinan.

was married to prince Danial, the son of the 
emperor Akbar in a.d.

son of 'Abdullah Khan Uzbak's sister. His 
son, Din Muhammad Khan, was raised to the 
throne of Samarqand after the death of 
'Abdul Momim Khan, the son of 'Abdullah 
Khan Uzbak. 

Jani Beg Turkhan, Mirza CjjLrj- 

\jj* J^J <—^), ruler of Thatta, 

succeeded his grandfather Mirza Muhammad 
Baqi, in the government of Thatta, the remain- 
ing province of Sindh, in a.d. 1584, a.h. 
993. Akbar Shah who before the death of 
Muhammad Baqi had gone to Lahore, and 
had remained there for some years, expected 
a personal visit from Jani Beg; but being 
disappointed he proceeded to take measures 
for the subjugation of that country. He 
therefore in the year a.d. 1591, a.h. 999. 
directed his commander-in-chief 'Abdul 
Bahlm £han, the son of Bairam Khan, to 
proceed and occupy the place in his name. 
The first action toot place on the 3rd Novem- 
ber, a.d. 1591, 26th Mubarram a.h. 1000, 
when the Sindhis were totally defeated. 
Notwithstanding, daily skirmishes took place 
between the two armies ; at last Mirza Jani Beg 
offered to acknowledge fealty to the emperor 
and to proceed to the presence. Shortly 
after 'Akdul Rahim Khan .celebrated the 
nuptials of his son Mirza Inch with the 
daughter of Jani Beg, and after the rainy 
season of the year a.d. 1592, a.h. 1001, 
accompanied Mirza Jani Beg to the presence 
of Akbar, who created the latter a noble of the 
realm ; and from that date the whole kingdom 
of Sindh reverted to the sovereignty of the 
empire of Dehli. Mirza Jani &g died at 
Burhanpur in a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008, and the 
government of Thafta was conferred on his 
son Mirza Qhazi. 


Jan Janan, Mirza fl*^* ^UU- fj^) 9 

son of Mirza Jan, a learned Musalman and a 
good poet, distinguished no less for the grace 
and spirit of his compositions than for the 
independent spirituality and anti-idolatrous 
nature of his sentiments. His poetical name 
was Mazhar; was born at Agra about the 
year a.d. 1698, a.h. 1110, but resided at 
DehlT. In the month of Mubarram or 3rd 
January, a.d. 1781, 7th Mubarram a.h. 
1195, having expressed his contempt for a 
superstitious ceremony — the commemoration 
of the death of Husain — he was shot on the 
terrace of his own house, by a vindictive 
partizan of that martyr, and died on the 6th 
of that month, 10th Mubarram, a.h. 1195. 
He was the author of a Diwan.

the wazir Qamar-uddin Khan who had 
married his sister. He was appointed 
Chakladar of the districts of Kora Jananabad 
in the province of Allahabad, and was 
assassinated by Ar5ru Bhagwant Singh, a 
zamlndar of tnat place in a.d. 1731, a.h. 
1144.

He was 
the author of an excellent commentary on the 
Quran called Kashshaf, which he wrote in 
the name of one of the princes of Mecca. He 
obtained the surname of Jarullah (or neigh- 
bour of God) on account of his residing for a 
long period at Mecca. He was born in a.d. 
1074, a.h. 467, and died in the place of his 
nativity in the year a.d. 1142 or 1144, a.h. 
537 or 539. He was also the author of many

He made a rapid incursion into the Doab 
and committed some ravages, but was defeated 
and pursued by Lord Lake to the Sikh 
country as far as the Bias in 1803, and all 
his territories occupied bj a British force. The 
whole was restored to him at the peace. He 
became insame in 1806, and Tulshi Bai, his 
wife, was acknowledged regent. He died on 
20th October, 1811, and was succeeded by 
Malheur Bio III. his son, by a woman of low 
birth. Tulshi BaT, however, continued to 
act as regent. On the 20th December, 1816, 
a company of armed men seized Tulshi Bai, 
conveyed her forcibly to the neighbouring 
river of Sipra, and cutting off her head on 
the bank, threw the lifeless trunk into the 
water.

5 laced on the Raja Udaut Singh, who was 
escended from Madhukar San, father to 
Raja Bir Singh Deo, which was approved by 
the emperor, who conferred on him the title 
of Raja with a suitable mansab.

Jaswant Singh, Maharaja (i 

l^\J^ Ax*«*), the celebrated Raja 

of Jodhpur or Marwar, of the tribe of Rafchor 
Rajpnts, who acted so capital a part in the 
competitions of 'Alamgir and his brother 
Dura Shikoh whose cause he espoused, and 
was guilty of great impropriety. He was the 
son of Raja Gaj Singh and a descendant of 
Rao Maldeo. Jaswant Singh, subsequently 
became one of the best generals of 'Alamgir, 
and held the rank of 7000 for several years. 
He died near Kabul about the 11th December, 
a.d. 1678, 6th gil-qada a.h. 1089. He had 
built a fine house at Agra on the banks of 
the Jamna, the surrounding walls of which 
are still standing, and his followers brought 
his infant children and his women who did 
not burn with him, towards their native 
country. Orders were sent by the emperor 
'Alamgir to conduct them to court, where, on 
their arrival, he insisted on the children being 
made Musalmans. Upon this the rajput 
attendants determined to die rather than 
submit to this order, fied with their charge 
towards the Raja's territories, and being 
pursued by the emperor's troops fought 
valiantly, and were mostly cut to pieces, out 
. the women and infants arrived safe at 
Jodhpfir; they were, however, compelled to 
take refuge in the hills and the woods, and 
on the death of 'Alamgir in a.d. 1707, 
regained their former possession. A jit Singh, 
his son (g.v.), was restored to the throne of 
his ancestors in the year a.d. 1711, by the 
emperor Farrukh - nyar who married his 
daughter. 


Jat (iJLiU*-), a tribe of Hindu labourers 

who made no figure in the Mughul empire, at 
a nation, till the reign of 'Alamgir, in whose 
expedition to the Deccan, they were first 
heard of as a gang of banditti, under an 
intrepid leader Cnuraman. They were then 
so daring as to harass the rear of the 
imperial army. After the death of that 
monarch they took advantage of the growing 
imbecility of the empire, and fortifying 
themselves, spread their depredations to the 
gates of Agra. Mukham Singh, who after 
the death of Churaman commanded the Jajs 
and took upon himself the title of Raja, bat 
their power increased under Badan Singh and 
Surajmal (?.*.).

Jawad 'Ali, Mirza (Vj^ ^Jlc *\fr\ 

or more properly Mini Muhammad Jawad 
'All Sikandar Hashmat Bahadur, son of 
Amiad 4 Ali Shah, and brother of Wajid 'Ali 
Shan, the ex-king of Lucknow. He accom- 
panied his mother, the dowager Queen of 
Audh, after the annexation of that country to 
the British possessions in 1856, to England, 
and died there after the death of his mother, 
on the 25th February, 1858, aged 30 lunar 
years. The body of the prince was trans- 
ferred from London to Paris, to be buried on 
French soil beside that of the Queen his 
mother. An immense crowd assembled to 
witness the procession, attended by Mirza 
Hamid 'Ali, the nephew of the deceased. 

Jawahir Singh (*&»! j»f js»»). Vide

Jawahir Singh (a^L-*^^), the Jat 

Raja of Dig and Bhartpur, was the son of 
Surajmal Jat;. He succeeded to the Raj after 
his father's death in December, a.d. 1763, 
a.h. 1177, was secretly murdered in 1768, 
and was succeeded by his brother Rao Ratan 
Singh, who did not escape suspicion of having 
been accessory to his brother's murder. 
Ratan Singh reigned ten months and thirteen 
dayB and was stabbed by a faqir named 
Rupanand, who pretended to transmute 
copper into gold.

was a doctor and a very celebrated meta- 
physician, who bore the title of "Imam-ul- 
Haramain." He flourished in the reign of 
Malik Shah the Saljukide, and professed the 
doctrine of Shu fa 'I at Naishapur, where the 
famous Ghazzall {q.v.) was his disciple. He 
was the author of several works, amongst 
which are the two following : Tdrith Jahan 
Ktuhae and Aqldat-ul-Nizamiat. He died 
in a.d. 1085, a.h. 478. 

Jawera (jFjj«5»-) y one of the wives of 

Muhammad whom he married in the sixth 
year of the Hijra a.d. 627. She is said to 
nave been a woman of great beauty, and was 
brought among the captives after a fight. 
She aied about the year a.d. 670, a.h. 66. 

Jawid Khan (^l^ jj^IsjO, an eunuch 

and a great favourite of the emperor Ahmad 
Shah and his mother, who raised him to the 
rank of an Amir with the title of Nawab 
Bahadur. Nawab Safdar Jang, who was 
much digusted at the influence he had over 
the emperor, invited him to an entertainment, 
and murdered him during the banquet. This 
event took place on the 28th August, o.b. 
1752, 28th Shawwal, a.h. 1165.

Jhanko Rao Sindhia («\. « (. •- , ^ 

A*JbX.+~i), also called Mukkl Rao, on 

the death of Daulat Rao Sindhia, was elected 
by his widow Baji Bai as Raja of Gwaliar, 
and was put on the masnad on the 18th June, 
a.d. 1 827 ; but being then only nine years of 
age, Baji Bai acted as regent. He assumed 
the reins of government in a.d. 1828, reigned 
15 years and some months, and died on the 
4th February, a.d. 1843, aged 24 years. 
He was succeeded by his adopted son Jiaji 
Sindhia the late Raja of Gwaliar, with whom 
Bija Bai appears to have resided until the 
time of the mutiny. 



Jiaji Rao Sindhia (^ 

AJbX****), the late Kaja of Gwaliar, 

whose name in full is, Maharaja 'All Jah 
Jiaji Rao Sindhia, was the adopted son of 
Jhanko Rao Sindhia, on whose death he 
succeeded to the government on the 4th 
February, a.d. 1843. His installation took 
place on the 20th January, a.d. 1844, when 
Lord Ellenboroueh visited the fort. He was 
made G.C.B. and a British General, and died 
in a.d. 1888. 

Jiji Begam ( JLi ^s^s^) t the wet- 


nurse of the Emperor Akbar, and the mother 
of Mirza 'Aziz Koka, who was raised to a 
high rank by the emperor with the title of 
Khan 'Azim. She aied in the year a.d. 
1599, a.h. 1008. The emperor carried her 
coffin on his shoulders and shaved his beard 
and moustache. 
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Jiwan, Mulla (L^ &>-*->-). Vide

Jodha Rao (^ LfeJ^-^), Raja of 

Marwar, and a descendant of Seoii, the 

S-andson of the celebrated Jaichand, the last 
a£h5r monarch of Kanauj. He, in the 
year a.d. 1432 founded the modern capital 
of Jodhpur, to which he transferred the seat 
of the government from Mandor. 

Jodh Bai (jjb *Jy>-) (whose maiden 

name appears to be Jagat Goshaini and also 
Balmatl), was the daughter of Raja Udai 
Singh of Jodhpur or Marwar, the son of 
Raja Maldeo. She was called Jodh Bai, 
because she was a princess of Jodhpur. She 
was married to Mirza Salim (afterwards 
Jahangir) in a.d. 1585, a.h. 994, and 
became the mother of the Emperor Shah 
Jahan, who was born in a.d. 1592, a.h. 
1000, at Lahore. She poisoned herself at 
Agra in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028, and was 
buried in Sohagpura, a village founded by 
her, where her palace and tomb are still to 
be seen in a ruinous state.

Hasan Khan, who is familiarly called Achchhe 
Sahib. He was living in Lucknow in a.d.

Khan, the son of Hafiz Rahmat Khan (q.v.). 

Joshish (yLL^), poetical title of 

Muhammad Hasan or Muhammad Roshan of 
Patna, who flourished in the time of the 
Emperor Shah 'A lam. 

Jot Parkash, Lala ODI ii&J 0^>), 

a Hindu Kayeth and an author. This 
appears to be the correct for Jent Parkas, 
which see. 

Jonhar ( Jb^), the poetical appella- 
tion of Jawahir Singh, a Hindu, who was 
the pupil of the poet Mulla Natiq of Naisha- 
pur. He was the author of a Diwan in 
Persian and Urdu, and was living in a.d. 
1861, a.h. 1267. 

Jonhar (jb*s**) 9 the poetical name of 

Munshi Sewa Ram of ShahiahanpOr, who 
flourished in the time of Akbar Shah II. 
and was the author of several works in 
Persian, such as Jouhar-ul-Tatim, Jouhar- 
ul-Tarkib, etc. ; the last-named work he 
wrote in a.d. 1820, a.d. 1235.

Lughat, the purity of the tongue. He is 
often called after this work, " Sahib-us- 
Sahah," or the author of the Sahah. He 
is commonly called Farabi or Farabi-al- 
Turki, because he was a native of Farab 
in Turkistan. He died a.d. 1002, a.h. 
393. Some authors say that his death took 
in a.d. 992, a.h. 382. 

Jonharl Zargar (J^j ^yty^), a poet 

who flourished in the time of Sulaiman Shah 
* and Arsalan Shah of the house of Saljnq. 
He is the author of a poem containing the 
story of " Amir Ahmad and Mahasti." 

Jonnpnr (ij-3js*0, kings of. Vide

Jonzl (ur>Jr). Vide Abu'l Faraj 
ibn-Jauzi. 

Jnban Ghoban or Jovian, Amir 
(j~*\ \J^,y>-) 9 the tutor and general 


of the armies of Sulfcan Abu Sa'id Khan, 
son of Aljaitu, king of Persia. He was 
put to death by Malik Ghavas-uddin Kart 
in November, a.d. 1327, Mubarram, a.h. 
728, by order of the Sultan, because he 
refused to give him his daughter Baghdad 
Khatun in marriage.

Jnji Khan (^U* L5 ^^r) was the 

eldest son of Chingiz Khan the Tartar, from 
whom he had received for his share the wide 
regions of Qapchaq; but this prince died a 
few months before his father in a.d. 1226, 
and left his territories to his son Batu 
Khan, who conquered Russia and Bulgaria, 
ravaged the countries of Poland, Moravia, 
and Dalmatia, and had marched into Hun- 
gary in order to attack Constantinople, when 
death ended his victorious career. 
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Jnnald Baghdadi, Shaikh ( > n •- ~ - 
f* ^jljjb), a celebrated ascetic 



whose father was a glass-blower, of Naha- 
wand. He was born and brought up at 
Baghdad, and became one of the best disciples 
of Shafa'i, but followed the system of Suf ian 
Souri. He made thirty pilgrimages to Mecca, 
alone and on foot. He died at Baghdad in 
the year A.r>. 911, a.h. 298, and was buried 
near the tomb of his master and maternal 
uncle, Sari SaqtL 

Junaid, Shaikh or Saltan (&_ t _-«^r*~ 

l^UaL*), third in descent from the 

celebrated Shaikh Safi-uddin Ardibeli, and 
grandfather of Shah Isma'il I. of Persia, 
fonnder of the Safwi dynasty which was 
extirpated by Nadir Shah. He was a Sufi 
or mystic philosopher, but being expelled 
from Azurbejan by the Turkman ruler Jahan 
Shah, established himself in Dayarbikar. In 
the latter period of his life,* he went to 
Shirwan with his disciples, and was killed 
in a.d. 1456, a.h. 860, in a conflict with 
the troops of Amir Khalil-ullah, ruler of 
that province.

Jnna Shah (*li Uj^), a brother of 

Muhammad Tughlaq Shah, king of Dehli, 
who built the city of Jounpfir, which goes 
after his name.

called Lataef Shouq, a collection of enter- 
taining and witty tales, which he composed 
in the year a.d. 1689, a.h. 1100, and 
dedicated to the emperor 'Alamgir, but 
many were rather obscene. 

Jununi, Manlana (UiL* J^), a 

sprightly satirical poet of Herat who flourished 
in the time of Amir Ghavas-uddTn Sultan 
Husain, son of Firoz Shah, about the 9th 
century of the Hijri era. 

Jurat (i^Vpj^), poetical title of 

Kalandar Bakhsh, a son of Yehia Araan 
and pupil of Hasrat. He was first supported 
by Nawab Muhabbat Khan, but in a.d. 1800, 
a.h. 1216, he was in the sendee of prince 
Sulaiman Shikoh at Lucknow. While still 


in the prime of life he became blind, but 
became a food musician and an excellent 
player on the guitar. It appears that Jurat 
and his family had the family name of Yehia 
Man, because they said that they were 
descended from Yehia Bai Man, who resided 
in a street at Dehli which is close to the 
Chandni Chouk, and is still called the Bai 
Man Street. It is also stated that this Bai 
Man was executed by Nadir Shah. Jurat 
died in the year a.d. 1810, a.h. 1225. He 
was the autnor of an Urdu Diwan and two 
Masnawis. 

Jurir (jlj9?), or Abu Hazra Jarlr ibn- 

Atiya, was one of the greatest and most 
celebrated poets. He flourished in the reign 
of the Khalif 'Abdulmalik of the house of 
Umayya, and received from him a handsome 
salary. He was once rewarded by the prince

Jurir -ttm- 'Abdullah (^A 

aIMju*), a general of the army in 

the time of ( Umar, the second Khalifa after 
Muhammad. 

Jurjani (^J^orfr), which see.

or Georgia. Al-Sayyad-ush- Sharif Abu'l 
Hasan tor Husain) 'Ali was thus surnamed 
because he was born in that country. He 
was one of the most celebrated Musalman 
doctors ; was born in a.d. 1339, a.h. 740, 
and died at Shiraz a d. 1413, a.h. 816. 
There have been several other authors of this 
surname, as Al- Sharif -al-Husaini, a son of 
the first, who was a famous physician and 
lived in the time of Atsiz, Sultan of the 
Khwarizmians. Also Abu'l "Wafa, a mathe- 
matical^ Abu Bakr bin- 'Abdul Kahir, a 
grammarian, and Muhammad Jirjani, a 
valiant captain of the Sultan of Khwarizm, 
and governor of the city of Herat, who was 
killed in defending that place against Tuli 
Khan, son of Changez Khan. 

Juya (bj»0, poetical appellation of 

Mirza Darab Beg, a poet whose native 
country was Kashmere. He died in a.d. 
1706, a.h. 1118, and is the author of a 
Diwan. The poetical name of his brother 
Mirza Kamran, was Guya.

Ka'b (^j»j ^)\ c-^), or Kaa'b ibn- 

Zahlr of Mecca, was an Arabian poet, and 
author of the Qas&ed Banat Sa'ad, a poem 
in Arabic held in the highest estimation, 
containing a panegyric on Muhammad. A 
translation of part of it may be found in 
Sir William Jones's second volume of the 
Asiatic Research**. The author was a Jewish 
Rabbi, contemporary and opponent of Mu- 
hammad, and had written some satirical 
verses upon him ; but afterwards being 
desirous of a reconciliation with the prophet, 
he wrote the above poem, which had the 
desired effect. Some authors say that he 
died in the first year of the Hijra, that is, 
a.d. 622, a.h. 1. But, according to Ockley's 
History of the Saracens, " Kaa'b came in the 
ninth year of the Hiira, and made his peace 
with Muhammad with a poem in his praise." 
By this it appears that he was living in a.d. 
631. He is said to have assisted Muhammad 
greatly in the compilation of the Quran. 
Vide Wilkin's Biographical Dictionary under 
Coab. 

Ka'b-al-'Ahbar ( J ^ r xi\ u^), a 

famous traditionist of the tribe of Hamyar, 
who embraced Islamism in the reign of 'Umar, 
and died a.d. 652, a.h. 32, during the reign 
of 'Usman. 

Kabir (j+J>), a celebrated Hindi poet, 

by trade a Musalman weaver, who, according 
to the Akbar-nama, was contemporary with 
Sikandar Shah Lodi, king of Dehll. Kabir 
was a Sufi or Deist of the most exalted senti- 
ments and of benevolence unbounded. His 
poems, which are still universally esteemed, 
inculcate the purest morality, good will and 
hospitality towards all men, and breathe so 
fine a spirit of toleration that both Hindus 
and Musalmans contend for the honour of his 
having been born of their religion. From 
the disinterested, yet alluring, doctrines his 

Stems contain a sect has sprung up in 
industan, under the name of Kabir Panthi, 
who are so universally esteemed for veracity 
and other virtues, among both Hindus and 
Musalmans, that they may be with propriety 
considered the Quakers of the country. The 
time of Kabir' s death seems involved in equal 
obscurity with the manner of his decease and 
burial. They relate that he lived a long time 
at Kasi (Benaras) and Gay a, and sojourned 
also at Jaganath, where he gave great offence 
to the Brahmans by his conduct and tolerant 
doctrine. When stricken in years, he departed

this life among a concourse of his disciples, 
both Musalmans and Hindus. He is buried 
at Ratanpur, where his tomb is said to be 
seen to this day. 

Kabir, Shaikh (x*~* j+£) 9 surnamed 

Bala Pir, was the Shaikh Qasim Qadiri, 
whose tomb is at Chunar. Shaikh Kabir 
died at Qanauj on Monday the 4th November, 
a.d. 1644, 12th Ramadan, a.h. 1054, where 
a splendid mausoleum was built on his tomb 
by one of his sons, named Shaikh Mahdi, who 
died a.d. 1677, a.h. 1088, and is also buried 
there. 

Kabir-uddin {^\ ^3 ^ ^jftj-JS 

iJ\j*)> son of Taj-uddln 'Iraqi, 

lived in the time of Sultan Ala-uddin, king 
of Dehll, and wrote a book on his conquests. 

Kabuli Mahal ( Js« ^LK), a wife of 
Shahzahan. 

Kaohhwaha, the title of the Rajas of 
Amber or Jaipur. Vide Bhara Mai. 

Kafi (^3^), surname of Taql-uddln 

'Ali bin- 4 Ali, an Arabian author who died in 
the year a.d. 1355, a.h. 756. His name is 
spelt in some of our biographical dictionaries, 
Cafi. 

Kafi or Kami (_&), poetical name of 

Mirza 'Ala-uddaula, who flourished in the 
reign of the emperor Akbar.

Kafi ( JK), whose proper name was 

Kif ayet 'Alt, was a poet of Muradabad, and 
author of the Bahar Khuld, which is a trans- 
lation of the Shimael.

Kafor, Malik (ujl^yK), a favourite 

eunuch of Sultan 'Ala-uddin Khilji, king of 
Dehll, probably of Hindu birth, who was 
raised to the high rank of wazir. After the 
kings death the first step which the traitor 
took was to send a person to Gwaliar, to put 
out the eyes of Khizir Khan and Shadi Khan, 
the two sons of the deceased Sultan. 
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orders were inhumanly executed. He then 
placed Shahab-uddin, the king's youngest 
son (a boy of seven years of age) on the 
throne, and began his administration ; but 
was assassinated thirty- five days after the 
king's death, in January, a.d. 1317, a.h. 
716, when Mubarik, the third son of the 
king, was raised to the throne. 

Kahaj Tabrezi, Shaikh (u$ .-J ^ 
> ^ M> ) I a learned Musalman who held 


the office of Shaikh -ul- Islam at Tabrez during 
the reign of Sultan A wis and Sultan Husain 
of Bagdad. He was the author of a Diwan. 

Kahl (^K). Vide Qasim Kahl. 

Kaikans (^os&LO, second king of the 

Eayanian dynasty of Persia, was the son of 
Kaiqubad. He was vain and proud; and 
appears to have been in continual distress 
from the unfortunate result of schemes that 
his ambition led him to form, but which he 
wanted ability to execute. His life is con- 
nected with a thousand fables, which though 
improper in this place form excellent materials 
for Firdausf , who has given, in his history of 
this period, the extraordinary and affecting 
tale of the combat between Rustam and his 
unknown son, Suhrab, who is killed by his 
father. This part of the Shah-nama has been 
translated in English verse by J. Atkinson, 
Assistant Surgeon on the Bengal Establish- 
ment, and member of the Asiatic Society in 
1814. Kaikaus, when grown old, resigned his 
crown in favour of his grandson Kaikhusro, 
the son of Siawakhsh (corresponds to Cam- 
byses I. ; vide Achaemenis). 

Kaikans, Amir {^\ ^K-O, grand- 


son of Qabus, prince of Jurjan, and one of 
the noblemen wno lived at the court of Sultan 
Maudud, the grandson of Sultan Mahmud of 
Ghazni. He is the author of the work called 
Qjabusn&ma. 

Kaikhusro ( 3jM *ssS$) 9 the third king 

of the Kayanian dynasty of Persia and the 
grandson of Kaikaus. He ascended the throne 
in the lifetime of his father, who resigned the 
crown in his favour. He had several battles 
with Afrasiab the king of Turin, who was 
at last defeated, taken prisoner, and slain. 
Soon after these events Kaikhusro resolved to 
devote the remainder of his life to religious 
retirement : he delivered over Kabul, Zabu- 
listan and Nimroz to Rustam, as hereditary 
possessions ; and resigned bis throne to 
Luhrasp, the son-in-law of Kaikaus and his 
own son by adoption and affection. After 
these arrangements, he went, accompanied by 
some nobles, to a spring which he had fixed 
upon as the place of his repose. Here he 
disappeared, and all those that went with him 
were destroyed on their return by a violent 
tempest. He lived 90 years and reigned 60. 


Kaikhnsro (^^^j^^J), the eon of 

Sultan Muhammad l£han, governor of Mulfcan, 
who was the eldest son of Sulfcan Ghayus- 
uddin Balbau, king of Dehli. After his 
father's death in a.d. 1285 he was made 
governor of Multan by his grandfather, and 
after his decease in a.d. 1286 was murdered 
at Rohfcak by Malik Nizam-uddin, wazlr of 
Kaiqubad, who ascended the throne as king 
of Dehli. 

Kaiomurs (\j»j*y£), the first monarch 

of Persia, according to all Muhammadan 
writers. This king is stated to have re- 
claimed his subjects from a state of the most 
savage barbarity. They say he was the grand- 
son of Noah, and the founder of the first 
dynasty of Persian kings, called Pishdadian. 
His son Siamak was killed in one of the 
battles with the barbarians or Devs ; and 
when that monarch carried Hoshang, the 
infant son of Siawak, to share in the revenge 
he meant to take upon his enemies, his army 
was joined by all the lions, tigers and panthers 
in his dominions, and the Devs were routed 
and torn to pieces by the auxiliaries, who 
had left their native forest to aid the just 
king. After this victory, Kaiomurs returned 
to his capital Balfeii. He reigned 30 years, 
and was succeeded by his grandson Hosnang.

Kaiqnbad ( A*aJ), the founder of the 

second or Kayanian dynasty of the kings of 
Persia, was a lineal descendant of Manuchchr, 
according to some accounts he was his great- 
grandson. This prince had retired to the 
mountain of Alburz, from which place he was 
brought by Rustam the son of Zal and pro- 
claimed king of Persia. He committed the 
administration of government into the hands 
of Zal, whose son Rustam was appointed to 
lead the Persians against the dreaded Afrasiab, 
who had again passed the Oxus and invaded 
Persia. In this battle Rustam overcame 
Afrasiab, and afterwards a peace was con- 
cluded, by which it was agreed that the Oxus 
should remain as it had been heretofore, the 
boundary between the two kingdoms. Kai- 
qubad lived some time after this in peace : he 
is said to have reigned 120 years, and to have 
left four sons — Kaikaus, Arish, Rum and 
Armen. To the former he bequeathed his 
throne, and enjoined all the others to obey him.

Kaiqubad (j\JL£), snrnamed l£u izz- 

uddin, the grandson of Sultan Ghayas-uddin 
Balban, whom he succeeded in a.d. 1286, 
a.h. 685, on the throne of Dehli in the 
absence of his father Nasir-uddm Baghra 
Khan, who was then in Bengal. In the year 
a.d. 1287» a.h. 686, his father, having heard 
the state of affairs at Dehli, marched from 
Bengal to visit and advise his son. They met 
on the banks of the Ghagra at Behar, and the 
whole scene was so affecting that almost all 
the court shed tears. On this occasion the 
celebrated poet Amir Rhusro wrote the poem 
called the Kiran-us-Sadain, or the conjunc- 
tion of the two planets. Kaiaubad was 
assassinated in a.d. 1288 through the instiga- 
tion of the Firdz Malik Khilji, who ascended 
the throne by the title of Jalal-uddm Firdz 
Shah Khilji, and became the first Sultan of 
the second branch of the Turk dynasty called 
Khilji.

Kalb All Khan (^U ^Lc c-^li), 
Nawab of Rampur in 1869-70. 

Kalb Hnsain Khan, Mirza (t_^Ji-£ 

\\f ^\s>* c ^ *fc gw ) y Deputy Collector 

of Etawah, the son of Ahtaram-uddaula Dabir- 
ul-Mulk Kalb 'All Khan Bahadur. He is 
the author of four Dfwans and a biography 
called Shaukat Nadiri. He was living in 
a.d. 1864, a.h. 1281. 

Kalhana (duLyli'), a Brahman and 

author of a history of Kashmere, called Raja- 
tar an ginx. There are four chronicles of the 
history of Kashmere written in Sanskrit verse ; 
the first by Kalhana, bringing the history of 


Kashmere to about 1148 after Christ; the 
second, a continuation of the former, by 
Jauaraja, to a.d. 1412 ; the third, a con- 
tinuation of the second, by Srivara, a pupil 
of Jauaraja, to a.d. 1477 ; and the fourth, by 
Praj vabhatj.a, from that date to the conquest 
of the valley by the emperor Akbar. The 
author of the work, the Pandit Kalhana, of 
whom we merely know that he was the son 
of Champaka, and lived about a.d. 1150, 
under the reign of Sifiha Deva of Kashmere — 
reports that before entering on his task he 
had studied eleven historical works written 
previously to his time, and also a history of 
Kashmere by the sage Nlla, which seems to 
be the oldest of all. Kalhana begins hie 
work with the mythological history of the 
country; the first king named by him is 
Gonaraa, who, according to his chronology, 
would have reigned in the year b.c. 2448, and 
the last mentioned by him is Sinha Deva, 
about 1150 after Christ. 

Kali Das (^jwb JK), a celebrated 

Hindu poet traditionally said to have lived 
towards the commencement of the Christian 
era, and to have been one of the nine splendid 
gems that adorned the court of Raja jBikar- 
majit (Vikramaditya). Some say that he 
flourished in the time of Raja Bhoi (1040-90 
a.d.). He wrote the Nalodia for tiie purpose 
of exhibiting his unbounded skill in alliter- 
ation. In four books, containing on the 
average fifty-four stanzas each, he nas given 
such illustrations of this art as can never be 
surpassed. This work has been published in 
Europe, with a Latin translation by a con- 
tinental scholar, Ferdinandus Benary. No 
reason can be imagined why Kali Das should 
again write the history of Nala and Damayanti, 
after it had been so elegantly written in 
flowing verse by Vyasa Deva, except that he 
intended in this simple story to shew forth 
his ingenuity in alliteration. He is also the 
author of the poem called Kumara 8ambhuvu 9 
and of another called Mahd Na(ak. 

Kalim (*_«Ji_0, the poetical name of 
Abu Talib Kalim, which see. 

Kalim-nllah (dJUjlfl, a title of 
Moses the prophet. 

Kalim-nllah GdJljJ^), the last king 

of the Bahman! dynasty of Kulbarga or 
Ahmadabad Bidar in the Deccan. He was 
expelled in a.d. 1527 by Amir Barid his 
wazir, who mounted the throne and took 
possession of that kingdom.

Kali Sahib (c^o-U JK), surname 

of Ghulam Nasir-uddin, tbe son of Maulana 
Qutb-uddin, the son of Maulana Fakhr* 
uddin. Although he was the Murshid or 
spiritual guide of the king of Dehll, he 
preferred the habit of a Derwish. He died 
in a.d. 1852, a.h. 1268. 

Kamal ( JU£), a poet of Isfahan. 
Kamal (JU£), poetical title of Mir 

Kamal 'All of Gaya Manpur. He wrote 
Persian and Bekhta verses, and is the author 
of a large work called Kamal-ul-Hikmat, on 
philosophy, and one called Chahardah Darud, 
i.e. the fourteen blessings, containing an 
account of the Imams. He died in a.d. 
1800, a.h. 1215, and the chronogram of the 
Hijri year of his death is contained in the 
word Daregha.

poet and physician who flourished in the time 
of Ibrahim Sultan. 

Kamal Khan, Qikhar (^U* JL£ 
jt££ ) prince of the Gikhars, was the 

son of Sultan Sarang, the son of Malik Kalan 
II. the son of Malik Kalan I. the son of Malik 
Kfra r, who was the founder of the principality 
of the Gikhars. Their country lies among 
the mountains between Bhafc and Sindh, which 
formerly belonged to the government of Kaeh- 
mere. Malik Kalan II. had several battles 
with Sher Shah, but was at last taken prisoner 
and put to death by that monarch, and his 
son or grandson Kamal Khan imprisoned in 
the fortress of Gwaliar. He was, however, 
after some years released by Salim Shah the 
son of Sher Shah, but during his confinement 
his uncle Sulfcan Adam had taken possession 
of the country. In the first year of the reign 
of Akbar he was introduced to that monarch 
and was employed in his service. He by 
degrees rose to the rank of 5000, and was 
afterwards put in possession of his dominions 
by that emperor, and Sultan Adam his uncle 
taken prisoner and made over to Kamal Khan, 
who put him in confinement, where he died. 
Kamal Khan, who became tributary to Akbar, 
died in a.d. 1562, a.h. 970.

Kamal-uddin Isma'il (^jjJ^JLk^ 

J^ji**^), son of Jamal-uddln Mu- 

hummad 'Abdul Razzaq, of Isfahan, a cele- 
brated poet of Persia, styled Malik-ush- 
Shu'ara, that is to say, king of the poets, 
and is the author of a Diwan. In the year 
a.d. 1237, 2nd Jumada I. a.h. 635, on' the 
21st December, when Oqtai Khan, the son 
of Changez Khan, invaded Isfahan and 
massacred the inhabitants of that city, he 
also fell a martyr. It is said that he was 
tortured to death by the Mugful * wno 
expected to find hidden property in his 
house. 

Kamal - uddin Khujandi, Shaikh 
(£-* ±J***F^ ^aMjUO, was a 

great Shaikh and lyric poet, and a contemporary 
of Hafiz, who, though they never saw each 
other, much esteemed him, considering him 
and Salman Sawaji as amongst the firstpoets 
of their time. He is commonly called Kamal 
Khujandi, born at Khujand, a town situated 
in one of the most beautiful and fertile districts 
of Persia. After having made the pilgrimage 
to Mecca he settled at Tabrez, a place which 
he found extremely agreeable during the reign 
of the princes of the family of Jalayer. The 
principal personages of Tabrez became his 
pupils, ana he led a life of literary ease and 
enjoyment ; but when Tuqtamish khan sur- 
prised Tabrez, Shaikh Kamal was made 
prisoner, and was carried to Serai in Kapjak 
by order of Manga Khun the grandson of 
Cnangez Khan, where he remained four years, 
after which he was permitted to return to 
Tabrez, near which city the Sultan Awes 
Jalayer built him a house. Kamal did not 
sing' the praise of princes in Qasida, nor did 
he write Masnawis, but only Ghazals and 
fragments. He died in the year a.d. 1390, 
a.h. 792, and was buried at Tabrez. A MS. 
of the Diwan of Kamal, which had been the 
property of a Sulfcan, is possessed by the 
Imperial Library at Vienna, and is a great 
treasure as a specimen of splendid writing, 
and also for the superbly executed miniatures 
which adorn it, illustrating the poems. These 
pictures are not more than a square inch in 
size : there are two on each side of the con- 
cluding verse ; and though so small, represent 
with the greatest correctness, either alle- 
gorically or simply, the meaning of the poet.

'Alamgir, a vain and violent young man, 
who had received from his father the kingdom 
of the Deccan, but as he refused to acknow- 
ledge the sovereignty of the emperor Bahadur 
Shah, his eldest brother, and struck coin in 
his own name, that monarch, after attempting 
in vain to win him over by concessions, 
marched against him with a powerful army to 
the Deccan, and defeated him in a battle near 
Haidarabad, where Kam Bakhsh died of his 
wounds on the same day in the month of 
February or March, a.d. 1708, £il-l?ijja, 
a.h. 1119. His mother's name was Udaipuri 
Muhal, and he was born on the 25th 
February, a.d. 1667, 10th Ramagan, a.h. 
1077. 


Kami tytK), whose proper name is 

Mirza Ala-uddaula Qazwini, was the son of 
Mir Tahya bin- 1 Abdul La(if, and is the 
author of the work called Nafais-ul-Matir, 
a Biographical Dictionary of Persian poets. 
It contains notices of about 350 poets in 
alphabetical order. Most of them flourished 
in India during the reign of Akbar, to whom 
the book is dedicated. It was finished in 
a.d. 1571, a.h. 979, but there occur much 
later dates in it. He is supposed by some to 
have died in a.d. 1663, a.h. 971, and by 
others in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, but the latter 
date appears to be correct. The discrepancy 
arises from the chronogram of his death, in 
which the number of the last word is con- 
sidered by some to be 60 and by others 70, 
a difference of ten years.

son of the emperor Babar Shah, and brother 
to the emperor Humayun, who, after his 
accession to the throne in a.d. 1530, a.h. 
937, conferred on him the government of 
Kabul, Qandahar, Ghazni and the Panjib. 
He was deprived of his sight by Humaynn 
when at Kabul in the year a.d. 1653, a.h. 
960, on account of his repeated offences, and 
continually raising disturbances in the govern- 
ment. The operation was performed by 
piercing his eyes repeatedly with a lancet. 
Kamran bore the torture without a groan 
until lemon-juice and salt were squeezed 
into his eyes, when he called out " I»rd 
my Ood ! whatever sins I have committed I 
have been amply punished in this world, hare 
compassion on me in the next." Kamran 
eventually obtained permission to proceed to 
Mecca, where he resided three years and died 
a natural death in a.d. 1556, a.h. 964. He 
left three daughters and one son, named 
Abu'l Qasim Mirza, who was imprisoned in 
the fort of Gwaliar, and put to death by 
order of the emperor Akbar, his cousin, in 
the year a.d. 1565, a.h. 973. 

Kamran Shah (*L-1 &\j-*%), the 

present ruler of Herat, is the son of Mahmud 
Shah, the son of Timor Shah, the son of 
Ahmad Shah Abdali. On the death of his 
father, Mahmud Shah (in a.d. 1829), he 
succeeded him on the throne of Herat.

mutiny in 1857. 

Karim Khan Zand (jjj ^U. *j J). 

The history of Persia, from the death of 
Nadir Shah till the elevation of 'Aqa Muham- 
mad, though it occupies nearly half a century, 
E resents no one striking feature, except the 
ie of Karim Khan, a chief of the tribe of 
Zand. He collected an army chiefly composed 
of the different tribes of Zand and Mafi, 
defeated the Afghans in several engagements, 
finally drove them out of the country, and 
secured to himself the kingdom of Fare, or 
the southern division of Persia, while 
Khurasan partially remained in possession of 
the descendants of Nadir Shah; and the 
countries bordering on the Caspian Sea were 
retained by Muhammad Hasan Khan Qajar, 
ruler of Mazindaran, the great-grandfather of 
'Aqa Muhammad Shah Qajar. Karim Khan, 
after subduing his enemies, enjoyed inde- 

Sendent power for twenty-six years; and 
uring the last twenty, viz. from 1759 to 
1779, he had been, without a competitor, the 
acknowledged ruler of Persia. His capital 
was Shiraz. He died at an advanced period 
of life on the 2nd March, a.d. 1779, 13th 
§afar, a.h. 1193, being nearly 60 years of 
age. After his death Zaki Khan assumed the 
reins of government, and was assassinated two 
months after. Sadiq Mian, brother of Karim 
Khan, took possession of Shiraz after the 
death of Zaki Khan, and was put to death on 
the 14th March, a.d. 1781, 18th Rabi' I. 
a.h. 1195, by 'Ali Murad Khan, who now 
became the sovereign of Persia, and died on 
the 11th January, a.d. 1785, 28th §afar, 
a.h. 1199. After his death Lutf 'Ali Khan 
reigned for some years at Shiraz. He was 
defeated in 1794 and slain afterwards by 
'Aqa Muhammad Khan Qajar, who took 
possession of the throne of Persia.

Kashi Rao Holkar (Jl* }j ^K), 

the eldest of the four sons of Tukaji Holkar, 
after whose death in a.d. 1797 disputes arose 
between Kashi Rao and his brother Mulhar 
Rao, and both repaired to the court of the 
Peshwa at Piina, where, on their arrival, 
Daulat Rao Sindhia, with a view of usurping 
the possessions of the family, espoused the 
cause of Kashi Rao, and made a sudden and 
unexpected attack in the month of September 
on Mulhar Rao, whom he slew with most of 
his adherents. After this, Sindhia pretended 
to govern the possessions of the Holkar family 
in the name of Kashi Rao, whom he kept in 
a state of dependence and appropriated the 
revenue to his own use. A long contest 
ensued between Daulat Rao and Jaswant Rao 
Holkar, the brother of Kashi Rao, and con- 
tinued till the year a.d. 1802, when Jaswant 
Rao appears to have taken possession of Indor, 
the territory of his father. 

Kashifi ( Ju^K), the poetical name 

of Maulana Husain bin -Ali, also known by 
that of Waez or the preacher. He wrote a 
full commentary on the Quran in the Persian 
language. He was a preacher at the royal 
town of Herat in ghurasan. He died in 
a.d. 1505, a.h. 910.

He came 
to Herat in the reign of Baisanghar Mirza, 
and afterwards became one of the best poets 
of the courts of the prince Sulfcan Mirza 
Ibrahim of Shir wan, in whose praise he once 
wrote a panegyric, and received from that 
prince a present of 10,000 dinars. We have 
several of his works in the Persian language. 
In the latter period of his life he fixed his 
residence at Astrabad, and died there in a.d. 
1435, a.h. 839. His works, which contain 
five poems, are called Majma 1, ~ul -Bahrain, 
the story of Nasir and Mansur, which may be 
read in two different metres; Dad Baby 
Musnwa Jshq and Bahrain and Oulanddtn.

Khan, was the son of Oqtai Qaan, the son of 
Changez Khan.

commencing with the invasion of the emperor 
Babar Shah, a.d. 1519, A.n. 925, and 
continued to the accession of Muhammad 
Shah ; comprehending the whole of the reign 
of the emperor 'Alamgir, also those of 
Bahadur Shah, Jahaudar Shah, Farrukh- 
sivar, and Ilafi-ud-darjat; all of which, 
except the first ten years of 'Alamgir's reign, 
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Colonel Dow was obliged to pass over, for 
want of documents. There are few works in 
the Persian language (says Stewart) so 
worthy of being translated. The author was 
a person of good family, who resided at 
Denli during the latter part of the reign of 
'Alamgir, where he compiled his history ; 
but in consequence of the well-known pro- 
hibition of that monarch he was obliged to 
conceal his intentions, and for some other 
causes did not publish it till the 14th year of 
the emperor Muhammad Shah, a.d. 1732, 
a.h. 1145. The work was well received, and 
the author was honoured with the title of 
Khafi Khan, or the " concealed."

Khair - uddin Muhammad, Maulvi

the history of Jaunpur. 

Khair-un NisaKhatun (1 m -- W v ^ 

<^yUi-), a poetess, who was the 

daughter of the QazI of Samarqand, and 
lived at Khurasan. 

Khaju (y>> U. ). Vide Khwaj u. 

Khaki ( J?LO, author of the Munaqib- 

yi^Arifxn, This book contains the memoirs 
of three very celebrated Sufi Shaikhs, viz. 
Khwaja Baha- uddin, Burhan- uddin, and 
Jalal- uddin. The former of these was 
reputed a great saint, and was the founder of 
an Order of Sufis, distinguished by the title 
of Naqshbandi. He died at Harafa in Persia, 
a.d. 1453, a.h. 857. The two others were 
authors of commentaries on the Quran, and 
were held in much veneration. The above- 
mentioned book was dedicated to Baha-uddln.

Khaksar (,1*^1^), poetical name of 

Shukr-ullah Khan, who died in a.d. 1696, 
a.h. 1108, and has left a Diwan. 

Khaldun (^jJUO. Vide Khalidun. 

Khalid ibn-Barmak (^^1 o^!l_£^ 

ux-4.j) was the first of the 

Barmacides, who acted as wazir to Abu'l 
'Abbas 8 .iff ah. lie was the grandfather of 
Ja 4 far, wazir to Horun-al-Rashid. He died 
in the year a.d. 780 or 782, a.h. 163 or 165. 

Khalid ibn-Walid (jj^ ^\ aJLO, 
who became a proselyte to Muhammadanism 




in a.d. 630, and afterwards so terrible to the 
Greeks, was called from his courage, the 
Sword of God. In spreading the doctrines of 
the Quran, and the dominion of the prophet, 
he committed atrocious cruelties, and was at 
last cut off by the plague in a.d. 639, but 
according to Ockley's History of the Saracens 
Abu Ubeda died that year, and Khalid 
survived him about three years, and then 
died. 

Khalid ibn - Yezid ibn - Mua'wia 

(jjJj ^\ jJlsO. Ho is reported to 

hare been the most learned of the tribe of 
Quresh in all the different branches of know- 
ledge, and skilled in the art of alchemy. He 
died in a.d. 704, a.h. 85. 

Khalidi (^jJU^), surname of Abu'l 

Farai, one of the first poets of the court of 
the Sultan Saif-uddaula Hamdani. He was 
a native of Khaldia or Chaldea, consequently 
he is called Khalidi. 

Khalidun (^ jJU-), or 'Abdul Rahman 

bin - Muhammad bin - Khalidun, surnamed 
Alhazrami, was an author and QazI of the 
city of Aleppo when Amir Timur took it, 
who carriea him away to Samarqand as a 
slave, where he died a.d. 1405, a.h. 808. 

Khalif or Khalifa (*i~U»). This Arabic 

word (which signifies vicar or successor), from 
which we have formed that of Khalif or 
Caliph, is the name of a sovereign dignity 
amongst the Musalmans, which comprehends 
an absolute power, and an independent 
authority over all that regards religion and 
political government. Not only the first 
tour immediate successors of Muhammad, but 
the rulers of the house of Umayya (written by 
us Ommaides), who reigned in Damascus, and 
the 'Abbosides, who reigned in Baghdad, 
were also called Khalifas. There were in all 
66 Khalifas, 4 of whom were of the house of 
the prophet, 16 of the house of Umayya, and 
37 of the house of 'Abbas. 

Khalif or Khalifas (<LLLO, of the 
house of Muhammad. See Abu Bakr Siddiq. 

Khalif or Khalifas (±~*\ 4JuLO, of 
the race or Umayya, who reigned at Damascus. 
[nvfeMu'awial.] 

Khalif or Khalifas (^Lc dJLlrl), of 

the house of 'Abbas called 'Abbasi or Abba- 
sides, who reigned at Baghdad. 
[rufeAl-Saffah.] 

Khalil (J«LO, the poetical title of 

All Ibrahim Khan, which see. 
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Khalil ( Jj^*.), the poetical appella- 
tion of Mirza Muhammad Ibrahim, whose 
title was Asalat Khun. He served under the 
emperor 'Alamgir, and was living" in Patna 
in a.d. 1690, a.h. 1102. He was a native 
of Khurasan, but brought up in India. 

Khalil bin- Ahmad (j^l ^ J-U* 

Ljj*a)), of Basra, a very learned man 

who is said to be the first that wrote on the 
art of writing poetry. He wrote several 
works and died about the year a.h. 175. 

Khalil ibn-ls-haq (j\mfA ^\ J-U), 

author of a Mukhtasir which goes after his 
name. This is a work professedly treating of 
the law according to the Maliki doctrines, 
and has been translated into French by 
M. Perron and published in the year 1849. 

Khalil Khan (J^. J-UO, a man- 

sabdar of 6000 of the court of Shah Jahan, 
but of a very bad temper. It was he who 
instigated 'Alamgir to confine his father 
Shah Jahan. He had built a fine house at 
Agra on the banks of the Jamna, of which 
some traces are still to be seen. 

Khalil, Manlana (U^ J-Jls^), a 

poet of Persia, who flourished in the time of 
Shah Tahmasp Safwl, and was living about 
the year a.d. 1539, a.h. 946. 

Khalil, Snltan (^ILL, JuU*), son of 

Shaikh Ibrahim Shirwani, ruler of ShTrwan. 
He reigned about the beginning of the 15th 
century of the Christian era. 

Khalil, Snltan (^UaL- J-i^), also 

called Mirza Khalil and Khalil-nllah, was the 
son of Miranshah, and grandson of Amir 
Timur, at whose death he, being present with 
the army at Samarqand, took possession of 
that country. This prince, who was a person 
of excellent temper and had many good 
qualities, might have preserved the power he 
had acquired, had not his violent love for 
Shad-ul-Mulk, a celebrated courtezan, whom 
he had secretly married, diverted him from 
the cares of government. He had scarcely 
reigned four years, when he was seized by 
the chiefs who had raised him to the throne, 
and sent a prisoner to the country of Kashghar 
in a.d. 1408, a.h. 811, where insteaa of 
endeavouring to effect his release and recover 
his power, he spent the whole of his time in 
writing verses to his beloved mistress, who 
had been exposed, by the reverse of his fortune, 
to the most cruel indignities. He was at 
last released by Mirza Shahrukh his uncle, 
who had taken possession of his kingdom, I 


and who not only gave him the government 
of Rei, Eum and Hamdan, but restored his 
beautiful mistress to his arms. After this 
he lived two years and a half and died 6th 
November, a.d. 1411, 18th Rajab, a.h. 814, 
aged 28 years, and Shad-ul-Mulk, on the 
occurrence of this event, acted a part which 
has given fame to her memory — she struck a 
poniard to her breast: and the lovers were 
buried in one tomb in the city of Rei. 

Khalil-nllah (<0J\ J-l^), the Friend 
of God, a title of Abraham the patriarch. 

Khalil-nllah Hirwi, Mir (<dJ\ JA± 

r~+ (jr^yb), a descendant of Shaikh 
Na'mat-ullah Wali. 

Khalil-nllah Khan ( U U* <dH J-LO, 

entitled Umdat-ul-Mulk, brother of Asalat 
Khan Mir Bakhshl, served under the emperor 
Shah Jahan, was appointed governor of l)ehli 
about the year a.d. 1653, a.h. 1063, and was 
raised to the rank of 6000 in the firstyear of 
'Alamgir, a.d. 1658, a.h. 106S. He died 
on the 11th February, a.d. 1662, 2nd Rajab, 
a.h. 1072. 

Khalil-nllah Mirza (^ aU\ J-L^). 
Vide Khalil Sul&an. 

Khalis (^LO, the poetical name of 
Imtiyaz Khan of Isfahan, which see. 

Khallikan (JSLJ^). Vide Ibn- 

Khallikan. 

Khamosh (,^*Ll), poetical name of 

Rae Sahib Ram of Dehli. He was for some 
time Tahsildar under Mr. Jonathan Duncan 
in Benaras. He has left a large Dlwan. 

Khan (^Lr^). This word, which 

appears to be a corruption of Qaan, is a 
Turkish title and means powerful lord. The 
most powerful kings of Turkistan, of Great 
Tartary and of the Tthatayana have borne this 
title. Changez, the great conqueror, had no 
other, and it makes even part of his name, 
for he is called by the Orientals, Changez 
Khan. It means the same as Khakan or 
Qaan. 

Khan (<jU>.), the poetical name of 

Mirza Sharif. 

Khan «Alam (^U J^\ title of Mirza 

Barkhurdar, son of Mirza 'Abdul Rahman 
Dauldi, a nobleman who served under the 
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emperor Shah Jahan and was raised to the 
rank of 5000 ; he was also in favour under 
'Alamglr (Aurangzeh). In the latter part of 
his life, he was pensioned by the emperor 
and received one lac of rupees annually. He 
had a house and garden in Agra on the banks 
of the river Jamna built of red stone touching 
the northern Burj of the Rauza of Tajganj 
in a spot consisting of 50 bighas. In the 
latter part of his life he was raised to 6000 
and appointed governor of Bihar. 

Khan 'Alam (jJU ^U), title of 

Ikhlas Khan, the son of Khan Zaman Shaikh 
Nizam. He served under the emperor 'Alamgir 
and was raised to the rank of 5000 in a.d. 
1689, a.h. 1100, with the title of Khan 
'Alam. In a.d. 1696 the rank of 6000 was 
conferred on him. After the death of that 
emperor he espoused the cause of 'Azim Shah 
against his brother Bahadur Shah, and fell in 
battle a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119. After his death 
his son was honoured with the same title. 

Khanam Sultan (^IkJuj *JL>0, a 

daughter of the emperor Akbar, married to 
Muzaffar Husain Mirza, the son of Ibrahim 
Husain Mirza, in a.d. 1593. [The word is 
the feminine of Khan, as Begam is of Beg.] 

Khan 'Azim (Jo* J^). Vide 'AzTm 

Klin. 

Khanazad Begam (JLj jljdjUO, the 

sister of the emperor Babar, was five years 
older than he. Another daughter of 'Umar 
Shaikh was Mehr Bano, eight years younger 
than Babar. Another daughter was Yadgar 
Saltan Begam, whose mother name is Agha 
Sultan Ghunchichi ; the fourth daughter was 
named Buqia Sultan Begam, whose mother's 
name was Makhduma Sultan Begam, who was 
also called Qara Qur Begam; the last two 
daughters were born after the death of their 
father. 

Khanazad Khan (^Ul jU*JL^). 
ride Khan Zaman Bahadur and Ruh-ullah 

Khanazad Khan (^U- i)tjAjU») y son 

of Sarbuland Khan, was governor of Peshawar 
in a.d. 1723, a.h. 1135. When the govern- 
ment of Allahabad was conferred on his father 
by the emperor Muhammad Shah, in a.d. 
1732, a.h. 1145, he was deputed to act for 
him as governor of that province. 

Khan Bahadur (jjLyj ^L^), son of 

Raja Mittra Jit of Patna. He is the com- 
piler of the work called J&ma* Bahadur ghani, 


an epitome of European Sciences in the 
Persian language, including treatises on 
astronomy, optics, and mathematics, and 
copious tables of logarithms for natural 
numbers, sines, tangents, etc., also of a small 
octavo volume of Perspective called '//m-«/- 
Mamzarat, in the Persian language, which 
he presented to the Asiatic Society in a.d. 
1835, a.h. 1251. 

Khan Bahadur Khan. A descendant 

of Hafiz Rahmat (q.v.) who was sub- judge of 
Bareli in 1857, and took advantage of the 
Sepoy mutiny to assume power there. He 
committed many crimes, but was driven out 
at the end of the year. The date of his death 
is uncertain. 


Khan Bahadur Khanf^lcL ,jLj^UO, 

the son of Jalal-uddin Khan, the son of Hafiz 
Rahmat Khan. Vide Masruf. 

Khande Rao Gaeqwar L\. ^jjLf^ 

j\£iS), Raja of Baroda. He died in 

a.d. 1870, and was succeeded by his brother 
Malhar Rao, the deposed (1875) Raja of 
Baroda. 

Khande Rao Holkar (JSjbA. ^jJ^O, 

the only son of Malhar Rao Holkar I. He 
was killed in a battle at Dig against Suraj 
Mai Jat in a.d. 1754, many years previous 
to his father's death, and left an only son, 
Mali Rao, who succeeded his grandfather and 
died nine months after.

Khan Duran I. (^\ ^];j*> J^) t 

whose proper name is Shah Beg Khan Kabul!, 
was an Amir in the time of the emperor 
Akbar. He received the title of Khan Douran 
from Jahangir in the year a.d.

1016, and was appointed governor of Kabul. 
He died in Lahore in the year a.d. 1620, 
a.h. 1029, aged 90 years.

Jang, title of Khwaja Sabir, son of Khwaja 
Hisari Naqshbandi. He was an officer of 
state in the service of the emperor Shah 
Jahan and held the rank of 7000. He was 
stabbed one night whilst asleep by a young 
Kashmerian Brahman whom he had converted 
to Muhammadanism, and died after a few days 
on the 12th July, a.d. 1645, 27th Jumida 1. 
a.h. 1055, at Lahore. His remains were 
transported to Gwaliar and buried there in 
the cemetery of his ancestors. 
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Khan Duran III. (^^ ^j J^ 

^le*. lUj^aj), Nasrat Khan, son of 

Khan Douran Nasrat Jang. lie held the 
rank of 5000 in the reign of the emperor 
'Alamgir. In the latter part of his life he 
was appointed governor of Orissa, which post 
he held for several years and died there a.d. 
1667, a.h. 1077. 

Khan Duran IV. (^^ J^ J±\ 

Vide Abdus Samad Khan Bahadur Jang. 

Khan Jahan (^L^ JL±), title of 

Husain Quii Beg, a mansabdar of 5000 in 
the reign of the emperor Akbar. He was 
appointed governor of Bengal after the death 
of Munai'm Khan, about the year a.d. 1576, 
a.h. 984. He defeated, took prisoner, and 
slew Baud Khan, the ex-king of Bengal, who 
had again rebelled against the emperor, and 
sent his head to Agra the same year. Khan 
Jahan died at Tantfa in a.h. 1678, a.h. 986, 
and was succeeded by Muzaffar Khan.

Khan Jahan Barha ( u LuJ>- u U^ 

Ia;Vj), title of Sayyid Muzaffar Khan 

of Barha Zilla Muzafarnagar, an officer of the 
rank of 6,000, who died in the time of the 
emperor Shah Jahan at Lahore, a.d. 1645, 
a.d. 1056. 

Khan Jahan Kokaltash ( W L^ U U* 

(^iv^-LS^i), whose proper name was 

Mir Malik Husain, the son of Mir Abu'l 
Ma'ali fthwafi. He was a nobleman of high 



dignity, and being the foster-brother of the 
emperor 'Alamgir, thought himself superior 
to all the other 'Umra. He was appointed 
governor of the Deccan in a.d. 1670, a.h. 
1081, and promoted by that monarch about 
the year a.d 1674 from the rank of 700 to 
that of 7000 horse, and the title of Khan 
Jahan Bahadur Kokaltash Zafar Jang. His 
former title was Bahadur Khan. He died on 
the 24th November, a.d. 1697, 19th Jumada 
I. a.h. 1109. He seems to be identical with 
the author of the Tdrlkh Asam or the Invasion 
of Asam. 

Khan Jahan Kokaltash Khan Zafar 
Jang (^U. ^jkllyt cA-v-T J^» 

b), a title of All Murad, 

a foster-brother of Jahandar Shah. In the 
time of Bahadur Shah he was honoured with 
the title of Kokaltash Khan, and when 
Jahandar Shah ascended the throne, the rank 
of 9000 was conferred on him with the title 
of Khan Jahan Zafar Jang and the office of 
Mir Bakhshigari. But he did not long enjoy 
this high station, for he soon after fell in the 
battle which took place between his master 
and Farrukh-siyar a.d. 1713, a.h. 1125. 

Khan Jahan Lodi (^J^J \J^r \J±) t 

an Afghan probably of obscure birth, but 
with all the pride and ambition of his nation 
in India. He is by some said to have been 
a descendant of Sultan Bahlol Lodi, and by 
others of Daulat K[an Lodi Shahu Khail. 
He had held great military charges, was 
raised to the rank of 5000 in the reign of 
the emperor Jahangir, and commanded in 
the Deccan under prince Parwez at the time 
of that prince's death. On the accession of 
Shah Janan, he entered into a close intimacy 
with his late enemies, and seemed to be aiming 
at independence. He was at last killed, to- 
gether with his son, in an engagement with 
the royal troops on the 28th January, a.d. 
1631, 1st Rajab, a.h. 1040, and their heads 
sent as a most acceptable present to Shah 
Jahan. An affecting account of his death 
may be found in the third volume of Dow's 
History. The Tdrlhh Khan Jahan Lodi, 
which is also called Ma&hzan Afghani, con- 
tains the memoirs of this chief, written by 
Haibat Khan in a.d. 1676.

Khan Jahan Maqbul, Malik ( u Lr^ 
t— £1 <* Jj-JL* ^L^s*-), entitled 


Kawam-ul-Mulk, was the prime minister of 
Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak, who ascended the 
throne of Dehll in a.d. 1361. He was 
originally a Hindu by name KattQ. On bis 
conversion to Muhammadanism in his youth, 
Sultan Muhammad, the predecessor of Firoi 
Shah, changed his name to MaoMl, and 
appointed him to the government 01 MuHin. 
He afterwards became N&ib waiar under the 
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wazlrship of Khwaja Jahan, whom he at 
first supported in his attempt to place a son 
of Sulfcan Muhammad on the throne, but 
went orer to Sulfcan Firoz on his approach 
to Dehli, and was appointed by him wazir 
of the kingdom. According to the historian 
Shamsi Siraj Afif, he died in the year a.d. 
1374, a.h. 776, but by others in a.h. 772. 
After his death his son Jahan Shah was 
honoured with his place and title of Khan 
Jahan by the king, who placed as much con- 
fidence in him as he hadf done in his father. 
He filled the office of prime minister for 
twenty years. 

Khan Khanan (^Ul^. U L*0. This 

word is a title of honour, and means Lord of 
Lords. Bairam Khan and his son 'Abdur 
Kahim Khan, both ministers to the emperor 
Akbar, and several others were honoured with 
this title. Like the later title, Amir-ul- 
Amra, it originally implied military command 
of the highest rank, but became an honorific 
title in later days. 

Khan Mirza (\jj-* &{-£-), ruler of 

Badakhshan, was the son of Sultan Mahmud 
Mirza, the son of Sultan Abu Said Mirza, a 
descendant of Amir Taimur. He died in 
a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, leaving behind a son of 
seven years of age named Mirza Sulaiman. 
Khan Mirza was a cousin of the emperor 
Babar, who on Mirza' s death appointed his 
own son Humayun to that government. 

Khan Mirza (!•* ^UO, surname of 

'Abdur Rahim Khan (q.v.), Khan Khunan 
in the time of the emperor Akbar. 

Khan Zaman (^Uj Jl^), title of 

'All Quli Khan ; he and his brother Bahadur 
Khan were the sons of Haidar Sultan Uzbak, 
who was an officer of state in the service of 
the emperor Humayun. In the reign of 
Akbar Shah, these two brothers, for their 

food services, were raised to higher ranks and 
onoured with the post of jagirdar of Jaunpur 
and the lower provinces. They at last raised a 
rebellion in the name of the emperor's 
brother Mirza Hakim, which induced the 
emperor to march against them with a large 
force ; a battle ensued wherein both brothers 
were slain. This event took place on Monday 
the 9th June, a.d. 1567, 1st £il-hijja, a.h. 
974, at a place some distance west of Alla- 
habad, which on account of this victory was 
named Fathapur. The date of this transaction 
is commemorated in the words " Fatha Akbar 
Mubarik," i.e. May this great victory be 
prosperous. 

Khan Zaman (^Uj u UO, title of 

Mir Khalil, second son of 'Azim Khan the 
brother of 'Asaf Khan Ja'far Beg, and son- 
in-law of Yemin-uddaula 'Asaf IChan. He 
served under the emperor Shah Jahan for 


several years, and in the reign of 'Alamglr 
was raised to the rank of 5000. At tne 
time of his death he was governor of Malwa > 
where he died a.d. 1684, a.h. 1095. 

Khan Zaman Bahadur (^L*: <j^> 

jjL^-j), whose former title was 

Khannzad Khan and proper name Mirza 
Aman-ullah, was the eldest son of Mahabat 
Khan, the surname of Zamana Beg. He was 
an officer of state in the time of the emperor 
Jahangir, and was appointed governor of 
Bengal a.d. 1625, a.h. 1033. In the first 
year of Shah Jahan, the rank of 5000 was 
conferred on him with the title of Khan 
Zaman Bahadur. He was a good poet, and 
is the author of a work, called Majmuq, con- 
taining the history of all the Muhammadan 
kin"s who reigned in different parts of the 
world before his time, and of a IMwan. He 
died in Daulatabad in a.d. 1637, a.h. 1047, 
in which year Baqir Khan also died. His 
poetical name was Amani. 

Khan Zaman Fatha Jang ( .U : ^U-. 

L-&*>- *4j) was the title of Shaikh 

Nizam Haidarabadi. He at first served under 
Abu'l Hasan ruler of Haidarabad for several 
years, and then left him and was employed by 
the emperor 'Alamgir. In the year a.d. 
1689, a.h. 1100, he took prisoner Sambha. 
the Marhatfa chief, together with his wife and 
children ; on which account he was raised to 
the rank of 7000 with the above title. He 
died a.d. 1696, a.h. 1108. 

Khaqan (^liUO, the title of Changez 

Khan and his descendants. It means an 
emperor in the Turkish dialect. 

Khaqani( JlSl^.), a celebrated Persian 

poet surnamed Afzal-uddin Ibrahim bin- 
'All Shirwani. He was a native of Shirwan, 
and the pupil of Falaki the poet. He 
flourished m the reign of Khaqan Manuchchr, 
prince of Shirwan, who conferred on him the 
title of Khaqanl. He is the author of the 
book called Tuhfat-ul-Irdqln, a poetical 
description of the two provinces of 'Iraq 
'Ajam and 'Iraq 'Arab, composed by him 
while travelling through them on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca. He is considered the most learned 
of the lyric poets of Persia, and was called 
" Sulfcan -ush-Shu'ara" or king of poets. 
He is also the author of a Diwan, according 
to Daulat Shah, and the book called Haft 
Aqtim. He died at Tabrez in the year 
a.d. 1186, a.h. 582, and is buried at 
Surkhab, where, close to his tomb, Zahir- 
uddin Farvabi and Shah Qfrafur Naishapuri 
are also interred. The chronogram of the 
year of his death, given in the work Mufchbir- 
nl- Waiilm, shews that he died in a.d. 1199, 
a.h. 595. 
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Kharag Singh, Maharaja (a&~> t-J^y£ 
>-\iL^), the ruler of Lahore and 


the Punjab, was the eldest son of Maharaja 
Ranjit Singh, whom he succeeded on the 
27th June, a.d. 1839, a.h. 1256. He reigned 
one year and four months, and died on the 
6th November, a.d. 1840, a.h. 1266, aged 
46 years. He was succeeded by his son liaja 
Nau Nihal Singh, who, after having per- 
formed the customary rites at his father's 
funeral, was returning home, and as he passed 
the Lahore gate a part of the building gave 
way and fell over nim, from the effects of 
which accident he died. This event took 
place on the 17th November the same 
year. After his death his mother Rani 
Chand Kunwar managed the affairs of her 
country for two months, when her second 
son Raja Sher Singh deprived her of that 
power, and became the sole manager of the 
government. He reigned about two years 
and eight months, and was murdered, together 
with his son Raja Partab Singh, by Sardar 
Ajit Singh, on the 13th September, a.d. 1843. 
Raja Dalip Singh, the youngest son of 
Maharaja Ranjit Singh, who was only ten 
years of age, was then raised to the masnad.

he completed in a.d. 1681, a.h. 1092. 

Khassaf or Al-Khassaf (t_il n -Q

Khatib (c—^-krL), surname of Shams- 

uddln Muhammad bin- Ibrahim -al-Maliki, 
commonly called Khatib-al- Waziri, an author 
who died in the year a.d. I486, a.h. 891. 

Khattabi ( j1Vi--^) # surname of Abu 

Sulaiman Hamid bin-Muhammad, an author 
who died in a.d. 998, a.h. 388. 

Khatun Jannat (u^o*j>- ^L>), 

i.e. the lady of paradise, a title of Fatama, 
the daughter of Muhammad, and wife of 'All. 

Khatnn Tnrkan (J&jj ^yUO. This 

name or title means the " Turkish lady," and 
was always given to princesses of Turkish 
descent. The wife of Sulfcan Malikshah 
Sal Juki bore the same title. She was the 
mother of Mahmud, a boy of four years of 
age, whom she raised to the throne after the 
death of her husband in a.d. 1092, a.h. 485, 
but he died soon after, and Barkayarak his 
eldest brother mounted the throne. The wife 
of Sulfcan Saniar was also called Khatun 
Turkan. She died in a.d. 1166. 



Khawari (^U^), poetical title of 
Mir 'Abu'l Fatha. 

Khawas Khan (^ls^ fj^y^) 9 an amir 

in the service of Salim Shah, justly renowned 
for personal courage, strict honour, great 
abilities in war, and extensive generosity, 
was long driven about from place to place 
on account of his fighting against the king 
in favour of his brother 'Adil Shah. lie at 
last took protection with Taj Khan, governor 
of Sambhal, who to ingratiate himself with 
Salim Shah basely assassinated him about the 
year a.d. 1651, a.h. 958. His body was 
carried to Dehli and there interred.' His 
tomb is frequented to this day, by the devout 
who number him among their saints. 

Khawas Khan (^\&- ^y>-), an amir 

in the service of the emperor Jahangir. He 
had a jagir in Kanauj, and died there in the 
year a.d. 1521. 

Khawind Shah or Khawand Shah 


\ *L* JjjLO, also called Mir 


Khawand, and Amir Khan, and Shah, a 
celebrated Persian historian, known amongst 
us by the name of Mirkhond, as he calls 
himself in the preface of the life of Mu- 
hammad, but his true name at length is 
Muhammad bin- Khawand Shah bin- Manmud. 
He is the author of the work called Rausat- 
us-Saja, the Garden of Purity. He was born 
towards tho close of the year a.d. 1433 or 
the beginning of 1434, a.h. 836 or 837. His 
father's name was Sayyad Burhan-uddin 
Khawand Shah, a native of Mavarunnahr, 
after whose death he found means to be 
introduced to the excellent Amir *Alisher, 
prime minister to Sulfan Husain Mini of 
Herat, from whom he experienced every mark 
of kindness and encouragement, and to 
whom he dedicated the above work. He died 
at Balkh after a lingering illness on the 23rd 
June, a.d. 1498, 2nd £i-Qa'da, a.h. 903, 
aged 66 years. There is no Oriental work 
(says Sir H. M. Elliot) that stands higher 
in public estimation tnan the Rauzat-*ts- 
Safa. This work is written in seven books. 
The author had just completed the 6th book 
when he died, and his son Khonda Mir wrote 
the 7th book, and finished it in a.d. 1523, 
a.h. 929. [The Rauzat-u*-$afi was trans- 
lated by the late David Shea, and published 
with illustrative notes by the translator, for 
the Oriental Translation Fund of Great 
Britain and Ireland in 1832. It is little 
more than a prose epitome of the Shohnama.] 

Khayal ( JL-^), the poetical title of 

Mir Muhammad Taql, author of the work 
called Boetan Khayal, the Garden of Imagi- 
nation. He flourished about the year a.d. 
1756, a.h. 1170. 
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Khayali (^U< JLrO, of Bukhara, 

a pupil of Khwaja 'Ismat-ullah, and though 
he spent the greater part of his life in his 
native country he was two years at Herat in 
the service of Mirza Ulugh Beg, during whose 
reign he died and left a Diwan. 

Khazini (.yj »), an astronomer whose 
proper name was 'Abdul Rahman. 

Khink Sawar (J^ i,j£^). Vide 

Sayyad Husain Khink Sawar. 

Khlrad (jprO, the poetical name of 
Baqir Kashi, which see. 

Khitabi (^IVt-Q, the poetical title 
of Shah Isma'fl Safawi I. 


Khizr Khan (J^ j~*L&~), king of 

Dehli. Firishta savs that both the authors 
of the Tabkot Mahmud Shdhi and the 
Taxcdrikh Mubarik style him a Sayyad or 
descendant of the prophet. His father Malik 
Sulaiman was governor of Multan, and he 
succeeded him in that office. He defeated 
Daulat Khan Lodi in a battle, and having 
taken him prisoner ascended the throne of 
Dehli on the 4th June, a.d. 1414, loth 
Rabi' I. a.h. 817. He died after a reign of 
seven lunar years two months and two days on 
the 4th June, a.d. 1421, 17th Juroada I. a.h. 
824, and was succeeded by his son Mubarik 
Shah. Khizr Khan did not assume the title 
of emperor, but professed to hold the empire 
for Shahrukh Mirza the son of Amir Taimur, 
in whose name he struck coins.

of a prophet who, the Orientals say, is still 
living, and sometimes appears to travellers 
who nave lost their way. He is said to have 
accompanied Alexander the Great to the dark 
regions of Zulmat, where he was told he 
would find the Water of Life. 

Khojam (*>-i~w) f the poetical name of 


Khwaja Sultan, the author of a poem in 
Urdu containing the story of Shamshad Shah, 
dedicated to Sa'adat 'All Khan, the Nawab 
of Lucknow, about a.d. 1798. 

Khondamir (^jjj-O, the son of the 

celebrated Amir Khawand Shah (Mirkhond). 
His full name is Ghayas-uddin Muhammad 
bin-Hamid-uddin Khond Amir. He is the 
author of the history called Khulasat-ul- 
Akhbdr, which is considered to be an abridg- 
ment of the Jtauzat-us-Safi; this book he 
wrote in a.d. 1498, a.h. 904, and dedicated 
it to Amir 'Alisher his patron. He was born, 
says Sir H. M. Elliot, at Herat about the 
year a.d. 1475, a.h. 880, for he states in the 
preface to the Habib-ua-Siar that when he 
commenced it in the vear a.d. 1521, a.h. 
927, he had advanced through seven or eight 
stages beyond the fortieth year of his life. It 
was after the name of his patron Karim-uddin 
Habib-ullah, a native of Ardibel, that he 
entitled his work Hablb-us-Siar. Besides 
the above mentioned works, he composed the 
Mdsir-ul-Maluk y the Akhb&r-ul-Akhidr, the 
Dastur-ul-Wazra, the Mukdrim-ul- Aklddq, 
and the Muntattib Tarikh Wassdf. There 
are two other works ascribed to him, called 
Qharaeb-ul-Asrar and Jawdhir-ul-Athbdr. 
He was compelled to leave Herat on account 
of the disturbed state of the country in a.d. 
1527, a.h. 933, and afterwards took a 

i'ourney to Hindustan in company with 
iaulana Shahab-uddin the punster, and 
Mirza Ibrahim Qannni, esteemed the most 
literary men of the age. On Saturday the 
19th September, a.d. 1528, 4th Muljarram, 
a.h. 93d, they reached the metropolis of Agra, 
and were introduced to the emperor Babar 
Shah. They were loaded with presents and 
directed to remain in future about his peroon. 
Khondamir accompanied the emperor on his 
expedition to Bengal, and after his death 
attached himself to his son Humayun, in 
whose name he wrote the Qanun HumayHrii, 
which is quoted by Abu'l Fazl in the Akbar- 
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nama. Ho afterwards accompanied that 
monarch from Khandesh to Manau in pursuit 
of Bahadur Shah Gujrati, and in that 
expedition he died. This event took place 
in a.d. 1535, a.h. 942, some time after 
the death of his friend Maulana Shnhab- 
uddin, who died the same year. By his own 
request his body was conveyed to IJehli, and 
was buried by trie side of Nizam -uddin Aulia 
and Amir Khusro. The 7th and last book of 
the Rauzat-us-Safd was written by him. 

Khnb (^j^) t the poetical appellation 


of Kamal-uddin Shistani, the author of a 
mystical masnawi in the Gujrati dialect, 
composed in a.d. 1678, a.h. 986. He also 
wrote a Persian translation and commentary 
on it in a.d. 1582, a.h. 990. 

Khnban or Khnbn. Vide Qutb-uddln 
Kokaltash. 

Khnb-nllah, Shaikh (***> <0J\ <_>.^ ), 

of Allahabad, surnamed Shaikh Muhammad 
Yahia, was the nephew and son-in-law 
of Shaikh Afzal of that place, whom he 
succeeded on the masnad of Irshad, that is to 
say, as a spiritual guide. He died at Allaha- 
bad on Monday the 1st November, a.d. 1731, 
a.h. 1144, and his son Shaikh Muhammad 
Kaflir, whose poetical name was Fazli, 
succeeded him. Khub-ullah is the author 
of several works. 

Khnda Banda (*jjj \±£.). Pt<fr Mu- 

hammad Khuda Banda. 
Khnda Banda Khan (^Is^ *xj \ JcO, 

son of Amir-ul-'TJmra Shaista Khan. In 
the lifetime of his father he held~the Fauj- 
dari of Bahraich with the rank of 1000, 
and after his father's death, in a.d. 1694, 
he was recalled to the presence, and was 
married to the daughter of Jumlat-ul-Mulk 
Asad Khan. In the year a.d. 1700, a.h. 
1112, he was appointed governor of Bidar 
in the Deccan by the emperor 'Alnmglr, and 
subsequently of Karaatic Bijapur. After 
the death of Ruh-ullah Khan II. in a.d. 
1703, he was honoured with the post of 
grand steward of the household with the 
rank of 2500 horse. At the time of 'Alam- 
gtr's death, he held the rank of 3000. He 
espoused the cause of 'Azim Shah against his 
brother Bahadur Shah, and died of his 
wounds a few days after the battle in June, 
a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119. 

Khndyja (iLaTJ^), or Khadlja, tho 

first wife of Muhammad. She was a widow 
and dealt in merchandise. She had employed 
Muhammad for some time to drive her camels, 
and afterwards married him. Muhammad 
had several children by her, but all of them 
died young, excepting three daughters, one 


of them was Fatima, who was married to 
'AH. After her marriage with Muhammad 
she lived 22 years, and died at Mecca three 
years before tie commencement of the Hi in 
era, and three days after the death of Abu 
Talib the father of 'All, and uncle of 
Muhammad, in August, a.d. 619, aged 62 
lunar years. Burckhardt informs us that the 
tomb of Khudvja is still remaining, and is 
regularly visited by pilgrims. It is enclosed 
by a square wall, and presents no objects of 
curiosity except the tombstone, which has a 
fine inscription in Kufic characters, contain- 
ing a passage from the Quran, from the 
chapter entitled Surat-ul-Kurri. 

Khnrdadbih Guj^j^), or Ibn-Khur- 


daziba, surname of Abu'l Qasim 'TTbaid- 
ullah bin-A^mad (or 'Abdullah) Ibn-Khur- 
daziba. This author has been the object of 
considerable controversies among the orien- 
talists of Europe. Khurdaziba (the grand- 
father of our author) was a magician, who 
was converted to Islam by the Barmacides. 
Abu'l Qasim (our author) was subsequently 
appointed to the charge of the post and in- 
telligence department in the provinces belong- 
ing to the Jabal (mountain) ; and ultimately 
came to the court of the Khalifa Mo'tamia, 
and became one of his privy counsellors. He 
is the author of several works, among which 
are: 1, Kitab Adab-us-Samd (from which 
Masa'udi gives a very interesting extract in 
his life of Mo'tamia); 2, Kitab Jamhur 
Anadb-ul-Fars, containing the most cele- 
brated Genealogies of the Persians ; 3, Kitab* 
al-Ma*alik-ical-&fumdlik, a geographical 
work on the roads and kingdoms ; 4, Kitab* 
al-Shardb t on drink ; 5, Kitdb-ul-ZahwtcaU 
Maldhiy on playing and amusements; 6, 
Kitab- al- Anted, on the stars ; and 7, Kitab* 
ul-Nudamd-tral-Julasd t on courtiers and 
companions. The Geography of Ibn~ Khur- 
daziba, says Sir H. M. Elliot, is the only 
work which we possess of thi~ author, and 
of this there is only one copy in Europe. 
The MS. in question is ancient, bearing the 
date of a.d. 1232, a.h. 630, but it wants in 
most instances the diacritical points. It is 
preserved in the Bodleian Library at Oxford, 
fro. 993. Ibn-Khurdaziba died about the 
year a.d. 912, a.h. 300. 

Khnrram Bakht, Mirza (vr^skr +j&* 

U-*), the son of Mirza Jahandar 
Shah, the son of Shah 'Alam, king of Dehll. 

Khnrram Begam (aJL-j /*/^)» tho 
wife of Mirza Sulaiman Badakhshi. 

Khnrram, Mirza 0** fi/^X original 

name of the emperor Shah Jahan [q.v.) before 
he came to the throne. 
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Khurshed Mirza, Nawab ( lV^V ^ 
i-J\yj \\j-*) t son-in-law to the late 

Nawab Said-'uddaula, eldest son of Nawab 
Mnmtaz-uddaula, Bahadur, of Lucknow. 
He died on the 19th January, a.d. 1875. 
He had a Wasiqa of 1200 rupees per annum, 
which, it was understood, would be continued 
to his widow, then a young woman of 20.

He was a pupil of 'Arzu, who 
byKhushgo's request in a.d. 1742, a.h. 1165, 
made some glosses and added a preface to it.

He was for many years the agent and 
intelligencer of the British Government at 
Amritsar after the treaty with Maharaja 
Banjlt S^ngh, which was concluded in the 
year a.d. 1809. Date of death uncertain. 

Khusro, Amir (^-^1 jj*» rf» ), one of 

the most celebrated poets of Hindustan, who 
served under several emperors of Dehli, and 
wrote 99 poetical works. His father Amir 


Mahnrad Saif-uddin, a Turk of tho tribe 
of Lachin, came from Balkh to India and 
fixed his residence at Patiala, where Rhusro 
was born in the year a.d. 1253, a.h. 651. 
Khusro died six months after the death of 
Nizam-uddin Aulia, who was his spiritual 
guide, and was buried close to his tomb at 
uhay&spur in old Dehli. His death happened 
in September, a.d. 1325, Ramazan, a.h. 
725. Khusro unfortunately lived at a period, 
says Sir H. M. Elliot, when vice was 
triumphant throughout Hindustan. He, how- 
ever, bad the happiness, during the last fow 
years of his life, to see a just prince, Ghayas- 
uddin Tughlaq, on the throne, whose virtues 
he has commemorated in his history called 
Tughlaq-nama } though he survived him but a 
few months. The following among his poems 
are particularly admired by his countrymen, 
and are thought to rival those of the most 
esteemed poets of Persia.

Besides these there are several other poems, 
viz. Auh Sipehr, or the nine spheres, a 
beautiful mystical poem ; tho Qirdn-us- 
Sa*dyn, or the auspicious conjunction, a poem 
in praise of Sultan Mu'izz-uddin Kaiqubad, 
king of Dehli, and his father Nasir-uddin 
Baghra Khan, king of Bengal, who came 
to visit Hbira. The Maqala, containing 
memoirs of the first four Khalifas, viz. Abu 
Bakr, 'Umar, Usman and 'All, with a treatise 
on the Sufi tenets, written in a.d. 1324, the 
Ishqia, a collection of poems on love sub- 
jects; the Matla'-ul- Anwar, on the Sufi 
doctrines, and his Diwan, which is held in 
great estimation in India, containing poems 
chiefly on mystical theology and divine love : 
many of them have been set to music, and 
are chanted by the devotees or Sufis ; 
frequently producing extravagant ecstasies, 
termed by them icajd, or spiritual delirium. 
The Khamsa or the five celebrated books of 
Amir Khusro, which contains about 18,000 
verses, are the following :

Khusro Malik (t_XL« jj"£&»), son of 

Khusro Shah, was the last Sultan of the race 
of Ghaznavides. He ascended the throne at 
Lahore after the death of his father in a.d. 
1160, a.h. 555, was defeated in a.d. 1184, 
a.h. 580, by Shahab-uddin Ghori, then 
governor of Ghazni, who took him prisoner 
and sent him to his brother Ghayas-uddin to 
Flroz Koh, where he died after some years. 
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Khusro Malik. A converted Hindu, 

who held possession of the throne on the death 
of Mubarit Shah Khilji [q.v.). He called him- 
self Khusro Shah ; bat after a brief orgy was 
overthrown and slain by Ghazi Beg Tughlaq 
A.D. 1321.

brother-in-law of Saltan Muhammad Shah I. 
Tughlaq, whose sister named Khudawandzada 
he had married. He had once formed the 
project of taking the life of Sultan Firoz 
Shah, the successor of Muhammad Shah, by 
concealing a number of persons in the rooms 
adjacent to where the king sat, but the king 
was saved by Da war Malik, the son of Khusro 
Malik, who made a sign to him that Hanger 
was to be apprehended, upon which he left the 
room and took refuge on the top of the house.

), the 


son of Hurmuz III. (or IV.) king of Persia of 
the Sassanian race. He, by the assistance of 
the Roman emperor Maurice, after defeating 
Bahram Chobln, his father 1 s general, who 
had taken possession of the kingdom, ascended 
the throne of Persia a.d. 591. The moment 
he was firmly established on the throne he 
fulfilled in a most faithful manner the engage- 
ments he had entered into with his ally, and 
publicly adopted the emperor Maurice as his 
father ; but when that emperor was slain in 
a.d. 603 he instantly declared war, on the 
grounds of avenging his benefactor. His 
generals invaded the Roman territories ; 
l)ara, £dessa, and other strong places on 
the frontier, were soon subdued; Syria was 
completely pillaged, Palestine overrun, Jeru- 
salem taken, and the true cross, which had 
been enclosed in a golden case and buried 
deep in the earth, is said to have been 
discovered, and borne in triumph to Persia. 
His reign of more than 30 years was marked 
by a success never surpassed by the most 
renowned of his ancestors. Persia was, how- 
ever, invaded by Heraclius the Roman 
emperor, who defeated the troops of Khusro 
wherever he encountered them, and marched, 
in one direction, as far as the Caspian, in 
another to Isfahan ; destroying in his pro- 

fress all his splendid palaces, plundering his 
oarded treasures, ana dispersing, in every 
direction, the countless slaves of his pleasure. 
The subjects of Khusro now lost all regard 
for a monarch whom they deemed the sole 
cause of the desolation of his country: a 
conspiracy was formed against him; he 
was seized by his eldest son Sheroya or 
Siroes; his 18 sons were massacred before 
his face, and he was cast into a dungeon, 
and soon afterwards died or was put to death 
in a.d. 628, a.h. 7, after he had reigned 38 
years. The glory of the house of Chosroes 
(Nauaherwan) ended with the life of Khusro ; 
his unnatural son enjoyed only eight months 
the fruit of his crime. 


The Muhammadan authors say that Khusro 
had received an epistle from Muhammad, in- 
viting him to acknowledge Muhammad as 
the apostle of God. He rejected the invi- 
tation, and tore the epistle. "It is thus," 
exclaimed the Arabian prophet, "that God 
will tear the kingdom, and reject the sup- 
plications of Khusro." The historians of 
Muhammad, says Gibbon, date this embassy 
in the seventh year of the Hijra, which 
commenced the 11th May, a.d. 628. Then- 
chronology is apparently erroneous, since 
Khusro died in the month of February of 
the same year (Gibbon, vol. viii. p. 205). 

Khusro Shah (ali .^*cO, a descendant 


of the ancient kings of Badakhshan, whom 
Babar Shah defeated about the year a.d. 
1505, and took possession of his country 
and made it over to his cousin Khan Mirzi. 

Khusro Shah (*l& jj*mj>*), sumamed 

Nizam-uddin, was the son of Bahram Shah 
of Ghazni. He succeeded his father at 
Lahore in a.d. 1152, a.h. 547, and died 
there after a reign of seven years in a.d. 
1160, a.h. 555. He was succeeded by his 
son Khusro Malik. 

Khusro Shah (»L* j.-m*-^). Vide

Khusro, Sultan (^\li\ -jj^jw), the 

eldest son of the emperor Jahangir; was 
born in the month ox August, a.d. 1587, 
Ramadan, a.h. 995, at Lahore. His mother 
was the sister of Raja Man Singh, the son of 
Raja Bhagwan Das, and after the birth of 
Khusro she got the title of Shah Begam. 
He died in the Deccan on the 16th January, 
a.d. 1622, 13th Rabi ( I. a.h. 1031, aged 
36 lunar years, and his remains are said to 
have been transported to Allahabad, where 
his monument is to be seen in a garden 
surrounded by masonry walls, called the garden 
of Sultan Kuusro, or " Khusro- Bagli, and 
where his mother Shah Begam is also buried. 
The dome over his tomb nas a pathetic in- 
scription of several Persian verses, and contains 
the chronogram of the year of his death in 
the words "Faiz Laeq." It is related in 
the work called Maaeir Qutb Shdhl that 
Khusro was strangled by a man named Raza 
by the order of Shah Jahin his younger 
brother.

Khwaja Jahan ( c ,l ir s»- t^*~\y>*) ) 


honorific name of Malik Sarwar, founder of 
the race of the kings of the East, or Sharqi 
dynasty of Jaunpur. The different rulers 
who have governed in the provinces of 
Jaunpur and Antarbed (territories south of 
Dehli lying between the rivers Jamna and 
Ganges) are styled by historians the Sharqi 
kings. It appears from the Tawdrikh Mu- 
barik Shahi that Sulfcan Muhammad Shah, 
son of Firdz Shah Tughlaq, king of Dehli, 
created one of his eunuchs, named Malik 
Sarwar, his prime minister, and honoured 
him with the title of Khwaja Jahan ; that 
upon the death of Muhammad Shah, and 
on the accession of his son Sulfcan Mahmud 
Shah Tughlaq, a boy of ten years of age, in 
a.d. 1394, a.h. 796, he was appointed 
governor of the Eastern provinces of the 
empire, viz. Qanaui, Audh, Kara and Jaunpur, 
the latter of which he made the seat of his 
government. The reign of Mahmud Shah was 
interrupted by serious internal commotions; 
and Khwaja Jahan taking advantage of these 
circumstances, and perceiving the weakness of 
the government arising out of the king's 
minority, assumed the title of Malik-ush- 
Sharq (king of the East), founded an in- 
dependent kingdom at Jaunpur, and died in 
the year a.d. 1400, a.h. 802, after a short 
reign of six years. He was succeeded by his 
adopted son Malik Wfisil or Qaranfal, who 
assumed the title of Mubarik Shah Sharqi, 
and died in a.d. 1402, a.h. 804. After his 
death his brother Ibrahim Shah Sharqi 
succeeded him, and died about the year a.d. 
1441, a.h. 845, after a reign of more than 
forty years. He was succeeded by Sultan 
Mahmud Shah Sharqi, who died in a.d. 1452, 
a.h. 856, and left the kingdom to his son 
Muhammad Shah, who was killed in battle 
about the year a.d. 1458, a.h. 861 or 862, 
when Husain Shah, his brother, succeeded 
him. He had several battles with Bahlol 
Lodi, king of Dehli, and was at last obliged 
to seek refuge in the court of Sultan 'Ala- 
uddin, king of Bengal, where he died in a.d. 
1499, a.h. 905. There are at Jaunpur several 
fine specimens of Pathan architecture — chiefly 
Mosques — dating from this dynasty.

989, on a supposition that he 
had been carrying on a correspondence with 
Mirza Muhammad Hakim (q.v.) half brother 
of Akbar, who had at that time invested 
Lahore.

Prince Mirza TVajih-uddin, who died in the 
East, though his remains were brought to 
Dehli and buried close to the Dargah of 
SuItan-ul-Mashaekh. which is about 6 or 8 
miles distant from Dehli. 

Krishn (^X), a god of the Hindus, 

was in the world in the time of the Kauras 
and Pandus, or the 7th century after the 
commencement of the Kalijug, according to 
this shlok: "When something more than 650 
years of the Kalijug were expired, then were 
the Kauras and Pandits, in whose time the 
Great "War took place." 

Krishna Raj Udawar (j^tji J, \^»J) f 

the lineal descendant of the ancient family of 
Mysore, whose power Haidar 'All Khan had 
usurped in the year a.d. 1761. But after the 
defeat and death of Tipu Sultan, and the 
departure of his sons from Seringapatam to 
Vellore, Mysore was divided between the 
Nizam and the English. The English took 
the southern portion and the city of Seringa- 
patam, by which accession their territory 
reached from sea to sea. The Nizam took an 
equal portion on the north-east. Some districts 
on the north-west, equal in value to more 
than half of each of their own portions, were 
offered by the allies to the Mahrajtas, which 
they refused to take, and they were divided 
between Nizam and the English. The re- 
mainder was given to Krishna Raja, then a 
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child of three years of age, who was raised to 
the throne of nis ancestors on the 30th June, 
a.d. 1709, and Purania, a Brahman of great 
ability and reputation, who had been the 
chief financial minister of Tipu, was appointed 
Diwan to the young prince by the British 
Government. He was, in later days, created 
Knight Grand Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. He died 
on Friday the 27th March, a.d. 1868, aged 
72 years. His adopted son, Chamrajainara 
Odawar, was recognized and proclaimed as 
Maharaja of Mysore. The young Maharaja 
being a minor, the government and ad- 
ministration of the territories of Mysore 
were, during his minority, conducted under 
the direction of the Commissioner. The state 
was made over to Odawar dynasty a.d. 1881.

697, and among the captives was Knla Deri, 
whom the king married. Her daughter Dewal 
Devi was also taken captive in the year a.d. 
1306, a.h. 706. A few days after her arrival, 
her beauty inflamed the Heart of the king's 
son, Khizr Khan, to whom she was eventually 
given in marriage. The history of the loves 
of this illustrious pair is written in an elegant 
poem called hhkia, composed by Amir Khusro 
of Dehli. Mubarik Shah, in tne Becond year 
of his reign, put to death his brother £oizr 
Khan, who was imprisoned at Gwaliar, and 
took Dewal Devi to be his wife.

Kyjaptu (yustiO, second son of Sultan 

Abqa Khan, the son of Ilalalu Khan, the 
Tartar king of Persia. He was raised to the 
throne by the voice of the majority of the 
Amirs on the death of his brother Arghnn 
Khan in March, a.d. 1291, Rabi* I. a.h. 
690. The resentment of a personal injury 
led Baidu Khan, a grandson of Haiaku 
Khun, to rebel against him, and the unfor- 
tunate monarch was, after a short struggle, 
made prisoner, and put to death in January, 
a.d. 1295, Safar, a.h. 694. Baidu Khan 
succeeded him. 
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Labid (juJ). whose full name is Abu 

A'qil Labid bin-Rabiat, was one of the most 
distinguished Arabian poets, and one of the 
seven whose verses constituted the Mua'l- 
laqat, a series of prizes suspended in the 
Ka'ba. He was still an idolater when 
Muhammad commenced publishing his laws. 
One of his poems commenced with this verse : 
"All praise is vain which does not refer to 
God: and all good which proceeds not from 
Him is but a shadow;" no other poet could 
be found to compete with it. At length the 
chapter of the Quran, entitled Bardt, was 
attached to a gate in the same temple, and 
Labid was so overcome by the verses at the 
commencement as to declare that they could 
only be produced by the inspiration of God, 
and he immediately embraced Islamism. 
When Muhammad was apprised of the con- 
version of Labid, the finest genius of his 
time, he was exceedingly delighted, and 
requested him to answer the invectives and 
satires of Amra-alkys and other infidel poets 
who wrote against the new religion and its 
followers. The following sentence, one of 
the finest which ever fell from the lips of an 
Arab, is also attributed to him. — "All is 
vain which is not of God." Labid is said to 
have lived to the age of 140 years, and died 
at the city of Kufa in 141 of the Hijra (a.d. 
768) ; but there seems some mistake in the 
year of his death. Vide Ockley's History of 
the Saracens. Labid is supposed to be the 
friend and tutor of Amra-alqai, commonly 
called Kaisand Majnun, the lover of Laila. 

Laohhmi Bai (^b ^j^A), the wife 

of Malhar Rao, Raja of Baroda, who married 
her under suspicions circumstances; a child 
was born in 1874 and it has been recognised 
as legitimate. 

Laohhmi Narayan (^^V^Vj ^a^A), 

of Benares. He is the author of a biography 
or Tazkira called Gul-e-Ita'na. 

Laohhmi Ram (J, ^^A), a Hindu 

who was a poet and had adopted the word 
"Surur" (happiness) for his poetical appella- 
tion. 

Laddardeo (y j, jJ ), a IUja of Telangana 

who became tributary to Sulfan 'Ala-uddin 
Sikandar Sani in the year a.d. 1310, a.h. 710. 

Ladli Begam (jL+j ^^ was the 
daughter of Shaikh Muborik of Nagor, and

sister to Abu'l Fazl the minister of the 
emperor Akbar. She was married to Nawab 
Islam Khan, who had been governor of 
Bengal aboutthe year a.d. 1608, a.h. 1017. 
8he died at Agra, and is supposed to have 
been buried there in the cemetery of her 
father, which is now called Rauza Laa*li. 

Laila, or Laili (JjLl), the name of the 

mistress of the celebrated Majnun, whose 
original name was Qais. These two lovers are 
very famous throughout the East. Laila was 
the daughter of a neighbouring Chief. She 
was equally accomplished with her lover; 
and nothing seemed likely to disturb the 
happiness which their permitted attachment 

Sromised, till the avarice of her father 
estroyed at once all their hopes. Laila was 
commanded to think of Qais no more, as she 
was destined to be the bride of one more 
rich and powerful ; and in spite of the grief 
and remonstrances of the unfortunate pair, 
they were separated. Qais became insane 
from disappointment, and his name was 
therefore changed to Majnun (the distracted). 
Death at length put a period to his miseries, 
and his faithful mistress soon followed him, 
leaving her cruel parent to his late and vain 
remorse, and the memory of these victims of 
avarice to eternal honour and regret. 

Laiq, or Layiq (^3), the poetical name 

of the author of the poem called Dastur 
Himmat, containing the story of Kamrup in 
Persian verses, which he dedicated to Himmat 
Khan Bahadur his patron. He completed 
this work in a.d. 1685, a.h. 1096, and found 
the chronogram of that year to be contained 
in Himmat Khun. 

Lais, or Laith (<J^J) is the proper 

name of a brazier, who by bis valour raised 
himself to the highest posts in the dominions 
of Darham, who then reigned in Sajistan. 
He left three sons, Ya'qub, A i mru, and 'All, 
of whom the first, called Ya'qub bin-Lais, 
was founder of the dynasty of the Safaridea. 

Lai (J3), a celebrated Hindu poet; 

ji. temp. Aurangzcb. He wrote a history of 
Chatr Sal {q.v.) entitled Chatra 1'rakdsh. 

Lai ( JI), or Lallu, Kabi, a Brahman 

of Guzrat in the beginning of the 18th century. 
Wrote a version of the Frem Sdgar. 
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Lai Ghand (ju^>- JJ), whose poetical 


name was Uns, is the author of a Persian 
DTwan. He died in the year a.d. 1852, 
a.h. 1268. 

Lai Khan (^IrL Ji), a celebrated 

songster of India, who died in the fourth 
year of the emperor Jahangir' 8 reign, a.d. 
1609, a.h. 1018. 

Lai Kunwar (jj& J)|), the favourite 

mistress of Jahandar Shah, emperor of DehlT. 
This woman had been a public dancer, and 
her family were of the same discreditable 
class ; yet they were exalted to high stations 
by the emperor, to the exclusion of the nobles, 
whom they were also allowed on several 
occasions to insult with impunity. 

Lai Singh (Raja) (U^ *L~> JS), 

a Sikh chief and paramour of Banjit Singh's 
widow, Chand, or Jindan. After the death 
of Raja Jawahir Singh, the office of prime 
minister remained vacant for some time and 
was disposed of by lot to Lai Singh in 
November, 1845. Lai Singh lived at Agra 
as a state prisoner for several years ; and 
died at Dehra about a.d. 1870. 

Laludin (^ Jj!S), the younger Nawab 

of Najibabad, who turned rebel in 1857, and 
was hanged in April, 1858.

Lashkar Khan (^U. jLti), a noble- 
man of the court of the emperor Jahangir.

He 
had built his house near Naikl Mandi on a 
spot of 20 blgas which had a large gate. 

Latafat Khan (^U* cuoUaJ), favourite 

eunuch and general in service of Nawab Asaf- 
uddaula, viceroy of Audh, sent in command 
of contingent destined to assist Shah Alam 
(g.v.) in 1775. He was captured and blinded, 
by Mirza Shaft, in 1783. 

Latif-unnlsa Begam (L*jJ\ i—cJaJ 

f£-j), a widow of the late Nawab 
Shams - ul - ' Umra and Wikar - ul - « Umra's 


mother, died at Hydarabad Deccan on the 
24th August, 1864, at the good old age of 
74 lunar years, having survived her husband 
only sixteen months and thirteen days. She 
was buried with great pomp in the sepulchre 
of her husband. 

Law, the Mushir Las of native his- 
torians, son for nephew) of the famous financier 
of the French Regency. Served in Madras and 
Bengal against Clive, and taken prisoner by 
Carnac at the battle of Gaya, 15th January, 
1761. His son was a distinguished French 
General under the First Empire ; the Marquis 
de LauriBton represents the family. Date of 
death unknown.

Lisani (Maulana) (Li^* _JL*J), 

poetical name of Wajlh-uddin 'Abdullah 
Shirazi, a son of Mir Muhammad Mushk- 
farosh. He died at Tabrez according to 
Khushgo in a.d. 1583, a.h. 991, and left a 
Diwan containing 4000 verses. 

Lodi (i^Jj!), a tribe of Pathans or 
Afghans in India. Vide Khan Jahan Lodi. 

Lonkaran {^jLl ). Vide Rai Lonkaran. 
Luhrasp (v^J^S), the son-in-law of 


Kaikaus, and successor of Kaikhusro, king 
of Persia. He was the fourth king of the 
Kavanian dynasty, and obliged both the rulers 
of Tartary and of China to do him homage. 
In his time Bakht un-Nasar f Nebuchadnezzar), 
the governor of 'Irao, took Jerusalem, ana 
carried away into bondage such of its inhabi- 
tants as were not put to the sword. Luhrasp 
is fabled to have reigned 120 years, and was 
succeeded by his son Kishtasp or Gashtisp, 
who is believed to be the Darius Hystaspee 
of the Greeks. 

Luhrasp (v_-~»^), original name of 

Mahabat Khan, the second son of the cele- 
brated Mahabat Khan Jahangiri. He had 
been governor of Kabul for several years in 
the time of the emperor 'Alamgir, out was 
recalled to the court about the year a.d. 1670, 
and shortly after ordered to command the 
army of the Deccan in the room of Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh, who was recalled. 

Luqman Hakim (» « <.rv ^L*JJ). 

A mythical writer, supposed to have written 
a thousand years before the Christian era, 
and said to have been contemporary with David 
the king of Israel. He is held to he the 
greatest of the Oriental moralists, and held 
in the highest esteem by the Orientals for 
his wisdom and virtues; even Muhammad 
speaks of him in the 31st chapter of the 
Quran, which is called Sura Lttqman, with 
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profound reverence. Luqman's wisdom, like 
Solomon's, is supposed to have been of 
divine origin. One day as he was in 
his room, working at his trade (he was a 
carpenter), several angels invisibly entered and 
saluted him. Luqman, hearing voices, looked 
around him, but not seeing anyone made no 
reply. The angels then aaid: We are 
messengers from God, thy Creator and ours, 
who hath sent us to thee to inform thee that 
He designs to make thee a monarch and his 
vicegerent on earth. Luqman answered: 
If it be the absolute will of God that I shall 
become a monarch, that will must be accom- 
plished ; and I trust that he will grant me 
grace to execute His commands faithfully ; 
but if the liberty of choice be given me, I 
should prefer abiding in my present con- 
dition ; the only favour that I ask from God 
being, that he would preserve me from offend- 
ing Him, for were I to offend Him all the 
dignities of the earth would be but a burden 
to me. This reply was so agreeable to God 
that he at once Destowed on Luqman the 
gifts of Knowledge and Wisdom to a degree 
hitherto unparalleled. The Maxims of Luqman 
are ten thousand in number ; and " any one 
of these," says an Arabian commentator, " is 
of much greater value than the whole world. 1 ' 
His wisdom and the striking morality of his 
fables are so like those of JEsop that he is 
considered by some to have been the original 
author so called. 

Lutf. Literary name of Mirza All 

Khan (?.*.). 

Lutf (ujSlil), the poetical name of Mir 

Amman, a Hindustani lyric poet, and one of 
the learned natives formerly attached to the 
College of Fort William. He is the author 
of the Bagh-o-Bahar, a simple version of the 
Nautarz Murassa in Urdu, completed in a.d. 
1802, a.h. 1217. 

Lutf 'All Khan ( U U. ^L uJU ), the 

eldest son of Ja'far Khan, king of Persia, 
whom he succeeded in the year a.d. 1788 ; 
had several battles with the troops of Aqa 
Muhammad Khan Kachar, by whom he 
was defeated, taken prisoner, and afterwards 
murdered in a.d. 1795. He was the last 
prince of the Zand family. 

Lutfullah (aU\ uflal), a Muhammadan 

gentleman, who was born in the ancient city 
of Dharanagar, in Malwa, on Thursday the 
4th November, a.d. 1802, 7th Rajab, a.h. 
1217. His father Maulvi Muhammad Akram 
was a Muhammad of the sacred order, a 
descendant of Shah Kamal-uddin, who was a 
great saint of his time in the province of 
Malwa, being the spiritual guide as well as 
general preceptor of Sultan Muhammad 
Khiljf, during a period of 30 years. After 
his death the Sulfcan built a magnificent 
mausoleum at the western gate of the city, 
and endowed therein a shrine to the memory 


of the holy man ; opposite to it he caused to 
be raised another edifice, surmounted by a 
superb dome, which was intended as a resting- 
place for his own mortal remains, and there 
they still repose. Lu&fullah proceeded to 
England as secretary to Mir Ja'far 'All the 
son-in-law of Mir Afgal-uddin, Nawab of 
Surat in March 1844, and after his return 
from England he wrote his adventures in 1854, 
entitled the Autobiography of Lutfullah in 
English, and dedicated it to Colonel W. S. 
Sykes, F.R.S., London, and published in 
June 1857. 

LntfuUah Khan (^Ul t&\ 4— o.Vi 1), 

son of Sa'dullah Khan, wazlr of the emperor 
Shah Jahan. After his father's death in 
a.d. 1656, a.h. 1066, though he was then 
only eleven years of age, the mansab of 700 
and 100 sawars were conferred on him. In 
the reign of the emperor 'Alamgir he was 
raised to a higher rank, and died at the time 
when that emperor was engaged in conquering 
the fort of Gandana in the Deccan. This 
event took place on the 28th December, a.d. 
1702, 18th Shaban, a.h. 1114. 

Lutfullah Maulana (U^ <dH cjbU), 

a native of Naishapur in Persia. He was an 
excellent poet ana flourished in the time of 
Amir Timur. The poet Shaikh Azuri has 
mentioned him in his work called Jawahir 
ul-Asrdr. He is the author of the TdriMi 
Shdhrukh, which is an abridgment of the 
history of Amir Timur, with memoirs of the 
first nine years of the reign of his son and 
successor Shahmklj Mirza, to whom he 
dedicated the work a.d. 1413, a.h. 816, and 
died the same year. 

Lutfullah Muhammad Muhaddis bin- 


Ahmad (^ CJOsr* ±*sf <0J1 ^U 
•\), author of the work called 


'Aamdn Sakhun, a rhymed abridgment of 
the Tazkira Daulat Shdhi. We are informed 
in the preface that Faezi Kirmani rendered 
the Tazkira of Daulat Shah in Persian verses 
in the reign of Akbar and altered the division 
of the original, making ten periods instead of 
seven; Lutfullah, who was a contemporary 
of Aurangzeb 'Alamglr, remodelled this 
version and added two periods more to make 
the number correspond with the signs of the 
Zodiac ; and in allusion to it, he gave it the 
above title. It consists of 250 verses ; every 
verse contains the name of a poet. 

Lutfullah Sadik. An Ansari of good 
family, who held high office under the 
Emperor Muhammad Shah (a.d. 1716-48). 

Lutf-unnisaBegam ( JLj L*iM <_JU), 

the wife of Siraj-uddaula, Nawab of Bengal. 
She was murdered in the time of Nawab 
Ja'far 'All Khan with several other women 
of the house of the late Nawab in June 1760. 
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Madaini (^j\j^) f a celebrated his- 
torian who was a native of Madein in Persia. 


Madan Pal, Maharaja (JLj 

Aaj-^l^), G.C.S.I., of Karaull, died 

of cholera on the 17th August, 1869. This 
event deprived Rajputana of one of the best 
of her native rulers. The Maharaja having 
died without a son, the Government of India 
recognised Lachhman Pal, son of his younger 
brother Birhan Pal, as successor to the Raj of 
Earauli. 

Madarl Mai (J^ ^Ijue), a Hindu 

and author of the work Bad&ya~ul-Fanun, 
containing forms of letters on different 
subjects in Persian. 

Madar Shah (*l& Ji j^), a celebrated 

Muhammad saint whose tomb is at Makanpur 
in Qanauj.

Madhava Rao (^ ybjL), or Madhojl 

Sindhia, Ruia of Gwaliar, was the son of 
Bandji Sindhia. He succeeded his brother 
Jiapa Sindhia (a.d. 1769) in the management 
of his patrimonial inheritance, of which 
Ujjain was the capital; and by a train of 
successful operations was enabled to appro- 
priate to himself a considerable part of the 
province of Malwa, belonging to the 
government of Puna, as well as to extend 
his domains over a great part of Hindustan ; 
and to obtain possession of the person and 
nominal authority of the emperor Shah 
'Alam, of whom ne was ostensible minister. 
He died on the 12th January, a.d. 1794, 
without male issue, and was succeeded by his 
grand-nephew and adopted son Daulat Rao 
Sindhia. He had built a small fort close to 
a place called Gazar Tiiara in Agra, and 
named it Madhogarh, the ruins of which 
were still to be seen about the year a.d. 1830.

Madhojl BhoBla (<t.L>j ( \ _^ybjU), 

the third Raja of Berar of the Bhosla family, 
was the son of Baghojl Bhosla I. He 
succeeded his eldest brother Bandji or Jandji 
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Bhosla in a.d. 1772, and died at an advanced 
age on the 29th May, a.d. 1788. He was 
succeeded by his son Baghoji Bhosla II. the 
fourth Raja of Berar of Nagpur. 

Madho Ram (J, ^JbjLO, a learned 

Hindu who is the author of a book of letters 
which goes after his name, called Insha* 
Madho Mam, containing forms of letters on 
different subjects in Persian. 

Madho Rao I. Bllal Peshwa (ybjU 
\yk-*J JL J^ )\j), second son of 


.ji Rao Peshwa, whom he succeeded as 
nominal Peshwa in a.d. 1761, under the 
regency of his uncle Baghunath Rao. He 
died in November, a.d. 1770, and was 
succeeded by his brother Narayan Rio. 

Madho Rao II. Peshwa (A. J»jl* 
L/m-»j , J 13), of the Marhattas, also 


called Bewail Madho Rao, was the posthu- 
mous son of Narayan Rao Peshwa, who was 
murdered in August, a.d. 1772, by his 
paternal uncle Raghunath Rao, also called 
Kaghoba, who usurped the masnad. A few 
months after this event Narayan Rao's widow 
was delivered of a son, who was named 
Sewaji Madho Rao, and was raised to the 
masnad, on which he continued until his 
death, which took place on the 27th October, 
a.d. 1795, by a fall (supposed to have been 
intentional) from the terrace of his palace. He 
was succeeded by Chimnaji Apa, the younger 
son of the Marhat£a chief Raghunath lUo. 

Madho Singh Kaohhwaha (a&*4 ytal* 

djb\jtf£), the son of Raja Bhagwan 
Das and brother-in-law of Jahangir. 

Madho Singh Kaohhwaha (dL>^jU 

AJbL^s?), succeeded Ishurl Singh his 

father to the government of Jaipur in the 
year a.d. 1760. He died in a.d. 1778 and 
was succeeded by his son Pirthi Singh, a 
minor, who was soon after deposed, and his 
brother Partap Singh succeeded to the gaddi 
the same year, and died in a.d. 1803. 
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Maftun ( ^ \ n ju*\ poetical name of 
Momin 'All, a poet. 

Maftun (^jj^,), the poetical title of 

Ghulam Mustafa, a brother of Razi-uddin 
Saruri, who was usually called Ghulam Mur- 
taza. He is the author of a Diwan. He 
died at the age of 30, about the year a.d. 
1755, a.h. 1168. 

Maghmum (^^jU), poetical name of 

Ramjas, a Hindu of Lucknow, and author 
of an Urdu Diwan. He was employed by 
Mumtaz-uddaula (Mr. Johnson), and was 
living in a.d. 1785, a.h. 1199.

Setical appellation of Muhammad Shirln. 
e was a friend of Kamal Khuiandi, and like 
him a profound Sufi. He died at Tabrez 
a.d. 1416, a.h. 819, and is buried at Surkhab. 
Having been given to the most disgusting 
vices during his lifetime, he is considered as 
a saint. He is the author of a Diwan called 
QfiMcd Maghrabi, and several other works. 


Mahabat Jang (, 
Vide 'All Ward!

Mahabat Khan (^U. cujI^), whose 


proper name was Zamana Beg, was the son 
of Ghor Beg, a native of Kabul. He had 
attained the rank of a commander of 500 
under Akbar, and was raised to the highest 
dignities and employments by the emperor 
Jahangir. He enjoyed a high place in the 
opinion of the people, and was considered as 
the most eminent of all the emperor's subjects. 
In the month of February, a.d. 1626, Jumada 
II. a.h. 1035, he seized the emperor's person, 
because he (the emperor) never consulted him, 
but followed the advice of his wife Nur Jahan 
in all affairs, and carried him to his own 
tents, where he remained a state prisoner for 
some time, but was soon released after a 
severe battle by his wife Nur Jahan. In 
the second year of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
the government of Dehll was conferred on 
him. He died in the Deccan in a.d. 1634, 
a.h. 1044, and his corpse was conveyed to 
Dehli and buried there. After his dea'th his 
eldest Bon Mirza Aman-ullah received the 
title of Khan Zaman, and his second son 
Luhrasp was honoured with the same title of 
Mahabat Khan. (Vide infra.) 

Mahabat Khan had his house built on the 
bank of the river Jamna on a plot of land 
of 50 bigas in Agra ; though little of it now 
remains, there are some parts of its ruins still 
to be seen. 

Mahabat Khan (^U. uujI^), whose 

original name is Luhrasp, was the second son 
of the celebrated Mahabat Khan of the reign 
of Jahangir, after whose death in a.d. 1634, 


a.h. 1044, he received this title. He was 
twice made governor of Kabul, and had the. 
command of the army in the Deccan. He 
died in a.d. 1674, a.h. 1086, in the reign of 
'Alamgir, on his way from Kabul to the 
presence. Also mentioned under Luhrasp, q.v. 

Mah Afrid (ju^T *U), daughter of 

Firoz the son of Yezdijard, the last monarch 
of the Sasanian dynasty of Persian kings, 
and mother of Yezid III. twelfth k^alif of 
the house of Umayya. 

Maham Anka (<l£j\ ^U), mother of 

'Azim Khan. Vide 'Azim Khan. 

Maham Begam (JLj *JbU), a grand- 
daughter of Shaikh Ahmad Jam. She was 
married to the emperor Babar Shah, and 
became the mother of Humayun. She was 
living about the year a.d. 1561, a.h. 969, as 
appears from an inscription on the gate of 
an old Madrasa (or college) and mas j id con- 
structed by her in that year near the fort of 
old Dehll called Din Panah. The numerical 
words of the inscription, from which the year 
of the buildings is known, are Khair Manazil, 
or the Mansions of Bliss. She must have 
been then more than 70 years of age. 

Maha Singh (*&»* l^*), the grandson 

of Raja Man Singh Kachhwaha of Ameir 
(now Jaipur), and son of Partap Singh. He 
served under the emperor Jahangir, and died 
in a.d. 1617. He was the father of Mirza 
Raja Jai Singh.

Maha Singh (<&** l^), a Sikh Raja 

of Lahore, who was the father of Maharaja 
Ranjit Singh. He extended his rule and 
died in a.d. 1792, when his wife became 
regent, with Lakhpat Singh minister. 

Mah Bano (yb *U>, sister of Khan 

'Azlm Koka. She was married to 'Abdul 
Rahim Khan, Khan Khanaii, son of Buiram 
Khan, about the year a.d. 1572, a.h. 980, 
and died a.d. 1597, a.h. 1005. 

MahbuVAli Khan(^U. ±c c-^s*). 

His Highness Asaf Jah Muzaffar ul-Mulk 
Nizam- uddaula Nawab Mir Mahbub 'All 
Khan Bahadur Fatha Jang is the Nizam of 
Haidarabad Deccan. 

Mah Chnohak Begam (<_£»-t>» *U 
*-j), one of the wives of the emperor

?ears in progress, was built at his expense for 
0,000 rupees, and finished in July, a.d. 1836. 
He was dismissed from his post in a.d. 1832, 
which was again restored to him on the acces- 
sion of Muhammad 'All Shah, in a.d. 1837. 
After this he lived only a few months and 
died in December, a.d. 1837. 

Mahdi, Imam (A*\ ^J^*), surnamed 

Abu'l Qasim Muhammad, the last of the 
twelve Imams, who are held in the highest 
veneration by the Muhammadans. The first 
of these was 'Ali, and the last Mahdi, the son 
of Hasan ' Askari, who was the eleventh Imam. 
He was born at Sarmanrai in Baghdad on 
Friday the 29th July, a.d. 869, 16th Sha'ban, 
a.h. 256, and when he was about four or 
five years of age his father died. The Shi 'as 
or Shl'ites say that at the age of 10 he 
entered into a cistern at his father's house, 
while his mother was looking on, and that 
he never came out again. This occurred in 
a.d. 879, a.h. 265. They believe him to be 
still alive, and concealed in some secret place, 
and that he will appear again with Elias the 
prophet at the second coming of Jesus Christ 
for the conversion of infidels to the Mu- 
hammadan religion. 

Mahdi Khan, Mirza (1 • ^ ^Ul ^ J^), 

styled Munshi ul-Mumalik, was the con- 
fidential Secretary to Nadir Shah, and is the 
author of the Tarildi Nadiri, which is also 
called Nadir-nama, or the history of Nadir 
Shah, and T&rikb Jahan Kushd. This work 
was translated into French by Sir William 
Jones. 

Mahdi, Mirza j^* xjXf), author of 

the work called Majmua Mirza Mahdi, a 
chronological table of the remarkable events 
of the house of Timur, commencing a.d. 
1423, with Abu Sa'id Mirza (third in descent 
from Timur, and grandfather of the emperor 
Babar Shah) who reigned over Khurasan 
and Transoxiana ; and terminating with the 
emperor Bahadur Shah, a.d. 1708. 


Mahfuz (byLsf), author of the Story 

of Shah Bedar BaW, which is also called 
Jkashk-i-Chaman, in Urdu verse dedicated to 
Ghazi-uddin Haidar, king of Audh, in a.d. 
1823, a.h. 1238. 

Mahip Narayan C^li i^**^*), Raja 


of Benares. A pottah was granted him by 
the English on the 14th September, a.d. 1781. 

Mahir (Jbl*), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad 'AH, a native of Agra. 
His father was a Hindu in the service of 
Mirza Ja'far Mua'mmai or the punster, who 
having no children converted the boy to the 
Muhammadan religion, adopted him as his 
own son, and gave him a good education. 
After the death of Mirza Ja'far he attached 
himself to Danishmand Khan and remained 
with him till his death, when he retired from 
the world and died in a.d. 1678, a.h. 1089. 
He was an excellent poet, and is the author 
of several works, one of which is called 
GuUi'Aurang, which he wrote in praise of 
the emperor Aurangzeb ' Alamgir on his acces- 
sion to the throne.

Mahmud (^l&fJ <U 

l£~otJ-juJ\), surnamed Burhan-ush- 

Shariat, who lived in the seventh century of 
the Hijra, is the author of the work on 
jurisprudence called Wiqaya, which he wrote 
as an introduction to the study of the Hidaya. 
This work has been comparatively eclipsed by 
its commentary, the Sharh al- Wiqaya, by 
'Abaid-ullah bin-Masa'ud; this author's 
works combines the original text with a 
copious gloss explanatory and illustrative. 
Both the Wiqaya and the Sharh al- Wiqaya 
are used for elementary instruction in the 
Muhammadan Colleges. Other commentaries 
on the Wiqaya exist, but they are of no 
great note. 

Mahmud (jy^r*), an Afghan chief 

of Qandahar of the tribe of Ghilzai, was the 
son of Mir "Wais, after whose death in a.d. 
1716 ho succeeded him. He besieged Isfahan 
in a.d. 1722, and compelled Sulj.an Husain 
Safwl, king of Persia, to surrender and resign 
his crown to him. The king went forth with 
all his principal courtiers in deep mourning, 
surrendered himself to Mahmud, and with 
his own hands placed the diadem on the head 
of the conqueror. The event took place on 
the 1 1th October of the same year, 1 1th Mu- 
burram, a.h. 1136. After two years' posses- 
sion of the sovereign power, he gave orders 
for the death of the Safwian princes who 
were his prisoners, and thirty-nine of them, 
some grown up, others in their childhood, 
were barbarously slaughtered. It is said that 
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he became deranged the same night, and not 
only tore his own flesh, but ate it. Every 
person that approached him he overwhelmed 
with abuse, ana in this condition died in a.d. 
1725. But before his death the Afghans, 
being threatened by an attack of the Persian 

Since, Tahmasp Mirza, the son of Sultan 
main, who had fled from Isfahan, elected 
Ashraf, the cousin of Mahmud, to be their 
ruler, who in April, a.d. 1726, 12th Sha'ban, 
a.h. 1137, murdered Mahmud, and became 
the king of Persia. 

Mahmnd (j^sr*) f the son of Sultan 

Muhammad Saliuqi. He held the govern- 
ment of Iraq ana Azurbejan for several years 
as deputy to his uncle Sultan Saryar, who 
gave nim his two daughters in marriage 
named Sitx Khatun and Mah Malik. He 
died in a.d. 1131, a.h. 625. 

MahmudC^j^^liddllj^^Jy^*), 

son of 'Abdullah Qan FirozT, is the author 
of the History entitled Madrir Qutf Shahi, 
and also of another work of the same descrip- 
tion called Tdritt Jama ul-H\nd. He served 
Qui! Qufcb Shah II. for 30 years, and was 
living at the time of that monarch's death, 
which happened in a.d. 1612, a.h. 1020. 

Mahmnd i^jpJ^JU Jj*f ), of Shnstar

Eak-ul- Ye kin, which is held in great estima- 
tion among the Persians. 

Mahmnd I. Snltan (^ILL* J J J**^*), 

emperor of Constantinople, was the son of 
Mustafa II. and nephew of Ahmad III. whom 
he succeeded in a.d. 1730, a.h. 1142. His 
janissaries expected from him the recovery of 
the conquered provinces, but he lost Georgia 
and Armenia, which were conquered by Naair 
Shah. Mahmud died in a.d. 1754, a.h. 1 168, 
and was succeeded by his brother 'Usrnin II. 

Mahmnd II. Snltan ( -J'J J^as* 

l^llaL*), emperor of Constantinople, 

was the son of Sultan 'Abdul Hamid, com- 
monly called Afcmad IV. the son of Mustafa 

III. He was born on the 20th July, a.d. 
1786, and ascended the throne after the depo- 
sition of his uncle Salim III. and Mustafa 

IV. on the 28th July, a.d. 1808. He was 
of the eighteenth generation from 'Usman I. 
who founded the dynasty, and the thirtieth 
sovereign of that family. He died on the 
30th June, a.d. 1839, a.h. 1266, and was 
succeeded by his son * Abdul Majid. The 
reign of Manniud has been full of important 
events. The Greeks, in a.d. 1821, threw off 
the Ottoman yoke, and after a sanguinary 
contest were declared independent ; and 
in a.d. 1828 a war with Russia took place, 
in which the armies of Mahmud were uniformly 
defeated, and the Russians were only pre- 
vented from advancing to Constantinople by 


large concessions on the part of the Turks, 
and the mediation of the European powers. 
He exterminated the mutinous guards or janis- 
saries at Constantinople ; and his fleet was 
destroyed by the combined Russian, French, 
and British squadrons at Navarino ; whence 
it was said of nim that the Turkish army was 
ruined by himself, and the Turkish navy by 
his allies. 

Mahmnd bin-Faraj (_y ^ Jj^jr*), 

a famous impostor who gave himself out for 
Moses risen from the dead ; but was flogged 
to death by the order of the khalif Mutwakkil. 

Mahmnd Boria, Pahlawan (j^us^ 

l^jly) \j % y ), a Muhammadan saint of 

Persia who followed the occupation of a 
boatman, and is the author of a work called 
Kit&b Kanz. 

Mahmnd Gawan, Khwaja (j*^ajc* 
■1*-r>- u^o X styled Malik-ut- 


Tajjar Khwaja Jahan, was the wazir of 
Nizam Shah feahmani, king of the Deccan. 
In the reign of Muhammad II. the duties of 
Wakil-us- Suty.anat were conferred on him. 
His enemies lost no opportunity of poisoning 
the king* s mind, and at last they brought this 
neat man to destruction by contriving an 
infamous forgery, upon wnich the king, 
without investigating the matter, ordered 
him to be put to death in the 78th year of 
his age. This event took place on the 6th April, 
a.d. 1481, 6th $afar, a.h. 886. Mahmud 
had great learning and much judgment in 
composition of prose and verse. A little 
before his death he had written a poem in 
praise of his ungrateful master. He is the 
author of the Rauzat ul-Jnshd and some poems. 
Maulana 'Abdul Rahman Jam! corresponded 
with him, and some of his letters are to be 
seen in his works. 

Mahmnd ibn-Masa'nd (^\ J*<ks** 
Jjjka**), author of a work called

great-grandson of Zabita Khan the son of 
Najib-uddaula Amir ul-Umra.

Mahmnd Khan Langa (^.U- Jyt-s** 

IxJ), the fourth king of Mult an, son 

of prince Firoz, succeeded his grandfather 
Husain Langa on the throne in August, 
a.d. 1602, §afar, a.h. 908. He reigned 
23 years. In a.d. 1624, a.h. 931, some time 
before his death, the emperor Babar Shah 
having conquered the country of the Pan jab 
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proceeded to Dehli, from whence ho wrote an 
order to Husain Arghun, governor of Thatja, 
informing him that he intrusted him hence- 
forward with the directions of affairs in 
Multan. That chieftain, in consequence, 
crossed the Indus and marched with a large 
array to Multan ; hut before his arrival the 
king died and was succeeded by his son 
Husain Langa II. 

Mahmud Khwarlzmi,Maulana ( jyis" 
\jty Lj"jj*y**}> a P oe ^ °* Khwaxizm. 

Mahmud, Mulla (L# Jj*ar*), of Jaun- 

pur, the son of Muhammad Faruqi, was the 
author of the work called Shams Bazigka, 
and of the Hawashi Farid fi Sharah ul- 
Fawded, which he wrote in a.d. 1632, a.h. 
1042, and died in a.d. 1652, a.h. 1062. 

Mahmud Parsa, Khwaja (L»Aj jyksf 

&pr\y>*) t a poet who flourished in the 

time of Prince 'Ala-uddaula and Sultan Abu 
Sa'Id Mirza, and died a.d. 1477, a.h. 882. 

Mahmud Sa'id, Erohi (jujt~> t)**^*), 

author of the Tuhfat-uUMajalis ; he was a 
contemporary of Shaikh A^mad Khaftu, 
whom he mentions therein. 

Mahmud Shah (s\Jt» jy*sf), one of 

the sons of Tiraur Shah, the son of Ahmad 
Shah 'Abdali, who being driven from Kabul 
by Dost Muhammad Khan, took possession 
of Herat, which country he ruled for some 
years, and after his death in a.d. 1829 his 
son prince Kamran succeeded him. 

Mahmud Shah I. (tJLu *L& Jyksf 

JjD> surnamed Baiqara, the son of 

Muhammad Shah and brother of Qutb-uddm 
or Qut.b Shah, was raised to the throne of 
Gujrat after the deposition of Daud Shah in 
June, a.d. 1459, Sha'ban, a.h. 863. He 
caused the city of Ahmadabad to be sur- 
rounded by a wall and bastions in a.d. 1847, 
a.h. 892; and on its completion had the 
sentence \L*1 w tf «U*> ^ in commemoration 
of the date of that event, inscribed on one 
face of the fortification, the meaning of 
which is, "Whosoever is within is safe." He 
made two expeditions to the Deccan, reigned 
65 lunar years, and died on the 23rd 
November, a.d. 1511, 2nd Ramadan, a.h. 
917, in the 70th year of bis ago. He was 
buried in Sarkij or Sarkich near Ahmadabad 
in the mausoleum of Shaikh Ahmad Khaftu. 
He was succeeded by his son Muzaffar 
Shah II. 


Mahmud Shah II. (J 15 *l£ jy^^*), 

whose former name was Nasir Khan, was 
the third son of Muzaffar Shah II. He was 
raised to the throne of Gujrat after the 
murder of his eldest brother Sikandar Shah 
in May, a.d. 1526, Sha'ban, a.h. 932. He 
reignea about three months, after which his 
brother Bahadur Shah, returning from 
Jaunpur, deprived him of his kingdom and 
mounted the throne on the 20th August the 
same year, 15th gi-Qa'da, a.h. 932. Mah- 
mud Shah died in a.d. 1527, a.h. 933. 

Mahmud Shah III. (dJlS *l£ J^tS*) 

was the son of Lafif Khan the brother of 
Bahadur Shah. He was raised to the throne 
of Gujrat after the death of Miran Muham- 
mad Shah in April, a.d. 1537, £i-Qa'da, 
a.h. 943. In his reign, about the year a.d. 
1540, a.h. 947, the fort of Surat (Surat}, on 
the shore of the sea, was completed by 
Khudawanda Khan, before which time the 
Portuguese were in the habit of attacking the 
Muhammadans along that coast. Mahmud 
Shah reigned about 18 years, and was slain 
on the 16th February, a.d. 1554, 13th 
RabI' I. a.h. 961, while he was asleep, by 
one Daulat, at the instigation of Burhan, 
private chaplain to the king, who hoped by 
that means to ascend the throne of Gujrat. 
The same year died also Salim Shah king of 
Dehli, and Nizam Shah Bahri the Sultan of 
Ahmadnagar in the Deccan. The words, 
" Zawal Khusroan," i.e. Destruction of 
Kings, commemorate the date of this event. 
Mahmud Shah was buried in the vault of 
Sultan Mahmud Baiqara, close to the 
mausoleum of Shaikh Ahmad Khaftu and 
was succeeded by Ahmad Shah II. 

Mahmud Shah I. Bahmani (j***** 

Jj! ^i^j *\£) f the fifth Sultan of 

the race of Bahmani kings of the Deccan, 
was the youngest son of Sultan 'Ala-uddin 
Hasan. He was raised to the throne at 
Kulbarga after the assassination of his 
brother Daud Shah in May, a.d. 1378, 
Mubarram, a.h. 780, reigned 19 lunar yean 
9 months and 24 days, and died of a putrid 
fever on the 20th April, a.d. 1397, 21st 
Rajab, a.h. 799. He was succeeded by his 
son Sultan Ghayas-uddin Mahmud, was a 
patron of literature, had a taste for poetry, 
and wrote elegant verses himself. In his 
reign the poets of Arabia and Persia resorted 
to the Deccan and were benefited by his 
liberality. Mir Faiz-ullah Anju, who presided 
in the seat of justice, once presented him 
with an ode, was rewarded with a thousand 
pieces of gold, and permitted to retire, 
covered with honours, to his own country. In 
his time the celebrated poet of ShirSz, 
Khwaja Hafiz, determined to visit the 
Deccan, but was prevented by a train of 
accidents. 
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Mahmad Shah II. Bahmani (jj^jr* 
( Js\j , ,u^ *L&), the fourteenth 

Sultan of the race of Bahmani kings of the 
Deccan, succeeded his father Muhammad 
Shah II. on the throne at Ahmadabad Bedar 
in March, a.d. 1482, §afar, a.h. 887, in the 
twelfth year of his age. He reigned 37 lunar 
years, and died on the 18th December, a.d. 
1517, 4th gil-bijja, a.h. 923. The reign of 
this prince, though a long one, was passed in 
troubles and civil wars, and the royal 
authority fell from the house of Bahmani. 
On his death the governors in their respective 
provinces threw off the small portion of 
allegiance which they latterly paid to the 
late king, and proclaimed their independence. 
He was succeeded by his son Sultan Afcmad 
Shah II. 

Mahmad Shah I. Khllji (*l& J 



**) was the son of Khan 


Jahan Khilji styled Malik Mughis and 'Azfm 
Humayun, the prime minister of Hoshang 
Shah, after whose death Mahmud in con- 
junction with his father, having succeeded 
in poisoning his sovereign Muhammad Shah, 
the son of Hoshang Shah, ascended the 
throne of Malwa on Tuesday the 15th May, 
a.d. 1436, 29th Shawwal,- a.h. 839. He 
reigned 34 lunar years, and died on the 27th 
May, a.d. 1469, 19th gi-Qa'da, a.h. 873, 
aged 68 years. The numerals of the two 
Persian words «**»- «v-AJ give the year of his 
death. He was succeeded oy his son Ghayas- 
uddin Khilji, who reigned 33 years and left 
his kingdom to his son Sultan Nasir-uddin. 
He reigned 11 years and 4 months and was 
succeeded by his son Sultan Mahmud II. 
who was defeated and slain by Sultan 
Bahadur Shah of Gujrat in a.d. 1531, 
a.h. 937, and Malwa incorporated with the 
kingdom of Gujrat. 

Mahmad Shah II. (^jl5 *U» J^tf), 

the third son of Sultan Nasir-uddin, after 
whose death he ascended the throne of Malwa 
on the 3rd May, a.d. 1511, 3rd Safar, a.h. 
917, Malwa was taken by Bahadur Shah king 
of Oujrat on the 26th February, a.d. 1531, 
9th Shaban, a.h. 937, and Mahmud Shah 
taken prisoner with his seven sons and 
ordered into confinement. He was sent to 
the fort of Champaner, but died or was 
murdered on his way to that place, and the 
kingdom of Malwa became incorporated with 
that of Gujrat. After the death of Bahadur 
Shah, one Qadir Khan and after him Shujaa 
Khan ruled over Malwa for some years, and 
after the demise of the latter his son Baz 
Bahadur reigned till the year a.d. 1570, a.h. 
978, when that kingdom was entirely 
subdued by the emperor Akbar. 

Mahmad Shah Porbi (*L& J 


-j>.4j) succeeded his father Firoz 
Shah to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1494, 


a.h. 899. He reigned about one year and was 
then murdered by Siddi Badr, who succeeded 
him and assumed the title of Muzaffar Shah 
in a.d. 1495, a.h. 900. 

Mahmad Shah Sharqi, Saltan 
(JijJt» *Ll J},4>jr*) t ascended the 

throne of Jaunpur after the death of his 
father Sultan Ibrahim Shah Sharqi in a.d. 
1440, a.h. 844. He reigned about 17 years 
and died in a.d. 1457, a.h. 862, when his 
eldest son Bhikhan Khan succeeded him, and 
assumed the title of Muhammad Shah Sharqi. 

Mahmad Shah Taghlaq, Saltan 

(^UaL* <jA*J *Li J^s?*), surnamed 

Nasir-uddin, was the son of Muhammad 
Shah, the son of Firoz Shah Tuehlaq. He 
was raised to the throne of Dehli after the 
death of his brother Humayun Shah in April, 
a.d. 1394, Jumada II. a.h. 796, at the age 
of ten years. His minority and the dissensions 
of the nobles encouraged many of the 
surrounding chiefs to revolt and become 
independent. In his time Amir Timur 
invaded India, and defeated Mahmud Shah 
in a battle fought, according to Firiahta, on 
the 15th January, a.d. 1399, 7th Jumada I. 
a.h. 801, and according to Sharaf-uddin 
Tezdl, on Tuesday the 7th Rabi* II. a.h. 
801, corresponding with the 17th December, 
A d. 1398, when Mahmud fled to Gujrat, 
and Timur the next day took possession of 
Dehli. 

On the eighth of Rabi'-us-Sani, with the 

sun 
In Capricorn, Timur had Dehli won. 

Timur, soon after his conquest of Dehli, 
returned to Persia with an immense treasure 
from India. After the departure of that 
conqueror Nasrat Khan, son of Fatha Khan, 
the son of Fir6z~~ Shah, took possession of 
Dehli, and ascended the throne with the title 
of Nasrat Shah. He was succeeded in a.d. 
1400 by Iqbal Khan, after whose death 
Mahraua Shah, who was then at Qanauj, 
returned and ascended the throne of Dehli 
the second time in December, a.d. 1405, 
22nd Jumada II. a.h. 808. But the 
governors of provinces no longer acknow- 
ledged allegiance to the throne, having 
established their independence during the 
civil war. Mahmud Shah died on the 4th 
March, a.d. 1413, 29th £i-Qa'da, a.h. 815, 
and was succeeded by Daulat Khan Lodi. 
With Sultan Mahmud the empire of Dehli 
was lost to the race of the Turks who were 
adopted slaves of the House of Ghar. 

Mahmad^altan^ji ^ILL* Jj*s*), 

the celebrated kinj* of Ghazni, was the eldest 
son of Sultan Nasir-udclin Subaktagin. His 
father at his death, a.d. 997, a.h. 387, 
unmindful of the superior right of Mahmud 
(who was then employed in the government of 
Khurasan), bequeathed his kingdom to Isma'il, 
a younger son. Isma'il attempted to confirm 
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himself in the power to which he was raised, 
but on the approach of Mahmud, after a rain 
attempt at resistance, he was compelled to 
throw himself upon the clemency of his 
offended brother. Mahmud reigned more 
than 33 lunar years, during which time he 
made twelve expeditions into India ; took 
Lahore, Dehli, Kanauj, and other parts of 
Hindustan; many hundred temples of the 
Hindus he levelled with the ground ; many 
thousand idols he demolished, and broke to 
pieces the famous idol of Sdmnath, the 
fragments of which he distributed to Ghazni, 
Mecca and Medina. He was born on the 
loth December, a.d. 967, 9th Mubarram. 
a.h. 367, and died on Thursday, the 23rd 
RabI' II. a.h. 421, which year and date is 
inscribed on his tomb at Ghazni, correspond* 
ing with the 30th April, a.d. 1030. On a 
tombstone of white marble lies the mace of 
Mahmud, of such a weight that few men can 
wield it. He was succeeded by his son 
Muhammad, who reigned only five months 
and was deposed and deprived of sight by his 
brother Masa'ud, who ascended the throne. 

Mahmud, Sultan (^UaLi Ay+sf), the 

son of Muhammad (Sultan), the son of Malik 
Shah, which see.

Mahmud Tistari, Shaikh (jy*_sz* 
y^j \ «m 7), a native of Tistar, 


a town in Persia, and author of the poem 
called QuUhan- e- Baz, which he wrote in 
a.d. 1317, a.h. 717. He died in the year 
a.d. 1320, a.h. 720, and was buried at Tistar 
his native country. 

Mali tab Bagh (Mj c-Ax^A name of 

a place or garden, which Shah Jahan had 
-commenced building on the other side of the 
Jamna opposite to the Rauza of Taigani and 
similar to it, where he intended he should 
be buried after his death, but 'Alamgir his 
son took away all the materials for the con- 
struction of some other buildings after his 
father's death ; some of its ruins are still to 
be seen. 

Mall (J_>L*) ; the poetical name of 

Mirza Qufcb-uddin, a nobleman of the reign 
of the emperor 'Alamgir. He was an excellent 


poet, but latterly became distracted and died 
eight days after Mulla Nasir 'All, in the 
month of March, a.d. 1697, Ramazin, a.h. 
1108. His brother Mirza Nixam-nddin 
surnamed Tala was also an elegant poet. 


Maimuna ( 


), the daughter of 


Harith or Haris, was one of the wives of 
Muhammad, who married her in the eighth 

5 ear of the Hijri, i.e. in a.d. 629. This was 
oubtless another marriage of policy, for 
Maimuna was 61 years of a^e ana a widow, 
but the connection gained him two powerful 
proselytes. One was Khalid, the son of 
Walia, a nephew of the widow, who by 
his prowess obtained the appellation of " The 
Sword of God." The other was Khilid's 
friend, 'Amru, the son of 'As, the same who 
assailed Muhammad with poetry and satire at 
the commencement of his prophetic career. 
Maimuna was the last spouse of the prophet, 
and, old as she was at her marriage, survived 
nearly all his other wives. She died many 
years after him in a pavilion at Sarif , under 
the same tree in the shade of which her 
nuptial tent had been pitched, and was there 
interred. This event took place about the 
year a.d. 671, a.h. 61. 

Malsana (&um~0, the Bedouin bride of 

the khalif Mu'awia I. and the mother of 
Tezid, was a daughter of the tribe of Kalab, 
a tribe remarkable for the purity of dialect 
spoken in it. She was married to Mu'awia 
whilst very young ; but this exalted situation 
by no means suited the disposition of Maisana, 
and amidst all the pomp and splendour of 
Damascus she languished for the simple 
pleasures of her native desert. She was an 
excellent poetess, and had pleased MQ'awia'a 
fancy to that degree with some of her verses, 
that he made her go back into the desert 
amongst her own relations, and take her son 
Tezid along with her that he also might be 
brought up a poet. This part of his education 
succeeded, for he was reckoned to excel in 
that way, though his chief talent consisted 
in making himself a drunken wretch. Maisana 
did not revisit Damascus till after the death 
of Mu'awia, when Yezid ascended the throne. 

Majahid Shah Bahmani (*L& jj>ls^ 
{ J^)). Vide Mujahid Shah. 

MaJ d Hamkar Farsi ( ^JjJ^jb *Xs**) f 

also called Majd-nddin Haibat-ullah.

Majd, Maulana (U)j* Jur*), author of 
the work called Mauzat ul-Kkuld. 

Majd-uddaula (dJ.jJl *x^*), a Sultan 
of the race of Boya called Boyaitet, was the 
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son of Fakhr-uddaula, the brother of 'Azd- 
uddaula, Sultan of Fan and Iraq. He had 
for a short time governed Khurasan and 
assumed a regal state, but was taken prisoner 
in Bei, by the victorious Sulfcan Mahmud of 
Ghazni in a.d. 1029, a.h. 420. He had 
been raised by the death of his father in 
August, a.d. 997, Sha'ban, a.h. 387, when 
Terr young, to the government of the city 
and the surrounding country. During the 
minority of this prince, all the power was in 
the hands of his mother. Mahmud com- 
manded one of his officers to inform the lady 
that she must submit to his authority, or 
prepare for war. " Had such a message been 
sent," replied the heroine, "in the life of 
my deceased lord, it must have occasioned 
great embarrassment. That is not the case 
now. I know Sultan Mahmud ; and from 
his character, am assured he will never under- 
take an expedition without calculating all the 
chances. If he attack and conquer a weak 
woman, where is the glory of such an achieve- 
ment ? If he be repulsed, the latest ages will 
hear of the shame of such a defeat !' ' Mahmud, 
either swayed by the above reasons or others 
of more weight, did not prosecute his designs 
upon Rei till Majd-uddaula was of age and 
had assumed the reigns of government. He 
then advanced an army, by the leader of 
which the prince was deluded to an interview 
and seized ; his treasures and dominions 
passed into the hands of Mahmud, who sent 
dim and his family prisoners to Ghazni.

He was a native of Shiraz and 
derived his descent from Anusherwan. He 
was in high favour with the Atabak Sa'd 
Abu Bakr bin-Zangi and a contemporary of 
Sa'dl. Under Abaqaan, the Tartar king of 
Persia, he was made governor of Shiraz, 
where he died upwards of 90 years of age in 
a.d. 1287, a.h. 686, and left a Diwan in 
Persian. In his time, people used to call him 
the king of poets.

The Hindus insist that the emperor Akbar 
was a Hindu in a former generation. The 
proximity of the time in which this famous 
emperor lived has forced them however, to 
account for this in the following manner : — 
"There was a holy Brahman of the above 
name, who wished very much to become 
emperor of India, and tne only practicable 
way for him was to die fint, and be born 
again. For this purpose he made a desperate 
Tapa$na, wishing to remember then every 
thing he knew in the present generation. 
This could not be fully granted ; but he was 
indulged with writing upon a brass plate a 
few things which he wished more particularly 
to remember ; then he was directed to bury the 
plate, and promised that he should remember 
the place in the next generation. Makunda 
went to Allahabad, buried the plate and then 
buried himself. Nine months afterwards he was 
born in the character of Akbar, who, as soon 
as he ascended the throne, went to Allahabad, 
and easily found the spot where the brass plate 
was buried." — (Mill's British India, vol. ii. 
p. 152.) The translation of the inscription 
on the brass plate is as follows: " In the 
Sambat year 1598, on the 12th day of the 
2nd fortnight of the month of Magh, I, 
Makunda Bramhcharl, whose food was 
nothing but milk, sacrificed myself at P&rag 
(Allahabad) the grand place of worship, with 
the design that I should become ruler of the 
whole world." The above date corresponds 
with the 27th January, a.d. 1542, and Akbar 
was born on Sunday the 15th October the 
same year, being three or four days less than 
nine months after the above circumstance. 

Maldeo Rao (^ ^j jJL.), a Raja of 

Marwar of the Radnor tribe of raj puts, and a 
descendant of Jodha Rao, woo founded 
Jodhpur. He acquired a pre-eminence in 
Rajputana in a.d. 1532, and is styled by 
Firishta " the most potent prince in "Hindu- 
stan." Powerful as he was, however, he was 
compelled to succumb to the emperor Akbar, 
and to pay reluctant homage at the court of 
the Mughal. After his death his son Udai 
Singh succeeded him. 
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Malhar Rao Gaekowar L\> A ,. r A ^ 

jl^iju), Raja of Baroda, succeeded 

to the Raja, after the death of his brother 
Khinde Bao, on the 29th November, 1870, 
aged 42. His father was called Maharaja 
ithande Bao Gaekowar, Bona Khaskhail 
Shamsher Bahadur. G. C.S.I. He is fifth 
in descent from Pilaji the second Gaekowar, 
and sixth from Damaji the first Gaekowar. 
When Sir Seymour Fitzgerald sent a 
peremptory message directing his brother 
Khanae Bao to replace his minion (Diwan) 
by some man of character, the Gaekowar fell 
into so violent a rage that the conflict of 
passion deprived him of life. At that time 
Malhar Bao the new ruler was a prisoner. 
He had been confined for years on suspicion 
of having attempted his brother's life, and 
from his captivity at Padra he was called to a 
throne by tne British government. In Feb. 
1873 he was tried for an alleged attempt to 
poison the British Resident, but the charge 
was not considered fully proved. He was, 
however, deposed for obvious maladministra- 
tion, and interned in Fort St. George, 
Madras. 

Malhar Rao Holkar I. (Ji*Jj jVyl*). 

The Holkar family are of the Dhungar or 
Shepherd tribe. The derivation of the name 
Holkar, or more properly Halkar, is perhaps 
from Hal a plough, and Kar a labourer ; 
so that it would mean " ploughman." 
Malhar Bao, who was the first prince of this 
family, was an officer in the service of the 
first Feshwa Baji Bao, and was one of 
the earliest Marhatta adventurers in the expe- 
ditions to the northward ; he killed Girdhar 
Bahadur Subadar of Malwa in a.d. 1726 or 
1729. The time when he first obtained local 
authority was in a.d. 1728 ; the district of 
Indor was assigned to him by the Peshwa in 
jagir about the year 1733. He was present 
at the battle of Panipat 1 4th January 1761, and 
died in a.d. 1768. The direct line Deing then 
extinct, Ahlia Bai, Khande Rao's widow, 
elected Tukaji Holkar the nephew of Malhar 
Bao to the principality. He had four sons, 
Kashi Bao and Malhar Bao by his wife, and 
Jaswant Bao and Etoji by his mistress.

He succeeded his 
father as Raja of Indor in a.d. 1811. After 
the battle of Mahadpur, a neace was con- 
cluded by Government with Malhar Bao on 
the 6th January, a.d. 1818. He died in 1834 
and was succeeded by Martand Bao his 
adopted son, who was soon after dispossessed 
by Kfrande Bao, who, dying without issue, 
the East India Company assumed the right of 
nominating Mulkerji Bao. 

Malika Bano Begam (JLj *jb a£L«), 

the eldest daughter of 'Asaf Khan, wazir, 
and sister of Mumtaz Mahal. She was 
married to Saif Khan surnamed Mirza Sail, 
son of Amanat Khan ; he was an amir of 
5000, and died in Bengal a.d. 1639, a.h. 
1049. Malika Bano died in a.d. 1640, a.h. 
1060, during the reign of Shah Jahan. 

Malika Jahan (^ly>- a£L*)> a princess 

of Dehli married to Husain Shah Sharqf, 
king of Jaunpur. 

Malika Jahan (^l^r *£■!■«)» a wife 

of the emperor Jahangir and daughter of 
Bawal Bhim of Jisalmir, whose brother's 
name was Bawal Kalyan. 

Malika Zamana (*jLtj aJLL*), 

daughter of the emperor Farruk^-siyar, 
married to Muhammad Shah, emperor of 
Dehli, in a.d. 1722, a.h. 1135. The year of 
her death is not known, but she lies buried in 
a small tomb out of the Kabul gate of Dehli. 

Malik Alashtar {y^Si\ uJlLO, a 

Saracen chief who served under 'Abu 'Ubaida 
and subsequently under 'All. He was 
poisoned on his way to Egypt by order of 
Muawia I. in a.d. 658, a.h. 38. 


Malik Ambar Habshi ( 


the 



.), an Abyssinian who rose 

from the condition of a slave to great influence 
and command in the Deccan. When Ahmad - 
nagar was taken by prince Danial in a.d. 
1600, a.h. 1009, Malik Ambar and Baju 
Minnan, a Deccan chief, divided the remain- 
ing territories between them, leaving to a 
nominal Sultan, MurtaRa Nizam Shah II. 
whom they had placed on the throne on the 
capture of Bahadur Nizam Shah, only the 
fortress of Ousa with a few villages for his 
support. About this period several com- 
motions happening in the Dehli Government, 
owing to the rebellion of Sulfan Salim, thedeath 
of Akbar, and revolt of Sulfcan Khusro, succes- 
sively, Ambar had leisure to regulate hia 
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country and levy mat armies, and even 
' dared to seize several of the imperial districts. 
When the authority of the emperor Jahangir 
was established, he sent frequent armies to 
the Deccan, but Ambar was not to be 
subdued. He at length gave up the places 
taken from the Mughals to the Prince Shah 
Jahan, to whose interest he became attached, 
and continued loyal until his death, which 
took place in the year a.i>. 1626, a.h. 1035, 
in the 80th year of his age. He was buried 
in Daulatabad, under a splendid dome which 
he had erected. After his death Fatha Khan 
his son succeeded him. 

Malik 'Aziz (jjjc cjl«). Vide Malik 
ul-AzIz 'Usman, or 'Abii'l Fatha 'Usman. 

Malik Dinar (,Lj J ujl*), a Turk of 

the tribe of Ghuz. He in a.d. 1187, a.h. 
683, dispossessed Bahrain Shah the last 
prince of Kirman of the family of Kadard 
Saljuqi, and put an end to that dynasty. 

Malik Fakhr-uddin (^ jJ^ i_£L), 

king of Bengal commonly called Purbi. The 
first Muhammad chief who invaded Bengal was 
Malik Muhammad Bakhtyar, in the reign of 
Qu&b-uddin Eybak, king of Dehli, a.d. 1191, 
a.h. 687. Ater him the several governors of 
that country were appointed from that capital. 
Malik Fakhr-uddin was originally a soldier 
in the service of Qadar Khan, governor of 
Bengal, whom he put to death in the reign of 
Tughlaq Shah about the year a.d. 1338, 
a.h. 739, proclaimed himself king, and 
declared his independence of the throne of 
Dehli. He reigned two years and five 
months, when he was defeated; taken prisoner 
in a pitched battle in a.d 1340, and put to 
death by Malik 'AH Mubarik, who had also 
proclaimed himself king under the title of 
Ala-uddin. 

Malik ibn-Ana8, Imam (^j\ i_£JLt 

aU i/»J0y one of the four learned 

doctors of the Sunnis, who are the founders of 
their faith. He was born at Madina in a.d. 
714, a.h. 95, and died there in the reign of the 
khalif Harun al-Rashid, on Sunday the 28th 
June, a.d. 795, 7th Rabi' II. a.h. 179, and 
was buried in the cemetery called Al-Baqia. 
He is the founder of the second Sunni sect, 
and is sometimes called "Imam Dar ul- 
Hiirat," from the circumstance of his birth 
and death occurring at the city of Madina. 
In his youth, he had the advantage of the 
society of Sihl bin-Sa'd, almost the sole 
surviving companion of the Prophet ; and it 
is supposed that from him he derived his 
extreme veneration for the traditions. He is 
the author of the Arabic work called Jfuwatta, 
being a collection of Traditions, and is 
always looked upon as next in point of 
authority to the six §a^ibe. 


Malik ibn-Nawera (^jy ^A vj3U\ 

the chief of those who refused to pay the 
Zakat (or that part of a man's substance 
which is consecrated to God, as tithes, alms, 
and the like, and the payment of which is 
strictly enjoined by the Muhamraadan law). 
He was a person of considerable figure, being 
the chief of an eminent family among the 
Arabs, and celebrated for his skill in poetry, 
as well as his manly qualities and horseman- 
ship. He was murdered by order of Khalid 
ibn-Walid in the year a.d. 633, a.h. 12.

Nath Bhanjan. In the well-known town of 
Mhow in Azimgarh, there is a place which 
obtains the distinguished title of " Nath 
Bhanjan " from the great exploits of a saint 
called Malik Jahir, who ejected the evil genius 
Deo Nath, together with the original Hindus, 
and colonized the place with Muhamiuadana. 
The true story is thus related : During the 
reign of Jahangir, king of Dehli, about a.d. 
1609, one Abhiman Singh, a Rajput of the 
Jatran tribe, having separated from his 
brethren, owing to the inadequacy of the share 
allotted to him in his hereditary possessions, 
took service under that monarch, and on his 
having embraced the religion of Mohammad, 
Jahanglr granted to him the whole Zamin- 
dari of Azimgarh, under the title of Raja 
Abhiman Singh 'All Muhammad Nafir- 
uddaula Khan. From that period up to the 
time the Nawab of Audh resumed the grant, 
the Muhammadans had the supremacy over 
the Hindus, but in a.d. 1801, when the 
district was ceded to the British, the Hindus 
taking courage came and resided there ; since 
then there have always been fends between 
the parties.

In process of time, the old Mamluks grew 
proud, insolent and lazy ; and the Boreites, 
a new Militia and slaves of the old Mammies, 
taking advantage of this, rose upon their 
masters, deprived them of the government 
and transferred it to themselves about the 
year a.d. 1382. The Borgites also assumed 
the name of Mamluks ; and were famous for 
their valour and ferocity.

He was at first 
employed by Murtaza Nizam Shah, and then 
by Burhan Nizam Shah, kings of Ahmad- 
nagar. Subsequently he went to Bijapur 
where he was much respected, and the highest 
honours conferred on him by the king of that 

Slace, Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. Ho gave his 
au?hter in marriage to Mulla Zahuri a 
celebrated poet of that court. Mulla Malik 
died in a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025, and Zahuri one 
year after him. He was called Malik ul- 
Kalam or the king of Poetry. He is the 
author of a Dlwan and several Masnawis. 

Malik Raja Faruqi (<L?»^ cJLL* 

i^ijjlj). The first person who as- 
sumed independence in the province of 
Khandesh was Malik Raja, the son of Khan 
Jahan Faruqi, whose ancestors were among 
the most respectable nobles at the Dehli 
court, in the reigns of Ala-uddin Khilji and 
Muhammad Tughlaq. At the death of his 
father he was very young, and inherited only 
a small patrimony. About the year a.d. 
1370, a.h. 772, he was appointed governor of 
Khandesh by Firoz Shah Tukhlaq, and had the 
jagir of Tamer conferred on him. After the 
death of that prince, when Dilawar Khan 
Ghori assumed independence in Malwa, an 
intimate connection took place between the 
latter and Malik Raja, so much so that 
Dilawar Khan gave his daughter in marriage 
to Malik Nasir the son of Malik Raja. He 
reigned 29 lunar years and died on the 28th 
April, a.d. 1399, 22nd Shaban, a.h. 801. 
He was buried at the town of Talner, and 
was succeeded by his son Malik Nasir Khan.

Malik Shah (^jJl J5L>- »\ ft. < 1 «), 

surnamed Jalal-uddin, was the third Sultan 
of the first dynasty of the Saljuqis or 8alin- 
kides. He succeeded his father Alp Arsalan 
in December, a.d. 1072, a.h. 465, and reigned 
twenty years. His right to the crown was 
disputed by his brother Qadir Beg, also called 
Qadard (which see), prince of Kirman ; but 
that chief was defeated and taken prisoner, and 
afterwards poisoned or put to death. Malik 
Shah subdued almost the whole of Syria and 
Egypt ; and being more fortunate than his 
father, not only conquered Bukhara. Samarkand 
and Khwarizm, but received homage from 
the tribes beyond Jaxartes. Towards the 
end of his fife he moved from Isfahan 
to Baghdad, with the design of trans- 

Elanting the khalif Al-Muqtadi, and fixing 
is own residence in the capital of the 
Moslem world. The feeble successor of Mu- 
hammad obtained a respite of ten days ; and 
before the expiration of the term, the Sultan 
was summoned by the angel of death. He 
died in the 38th year of his age, in the month 
of November, a.d. 1092, Shawwal, a.h. 485, 
a few days after Ni?am ul-Mulk his wazir, 
who was assassinated by a follower of Hasan 
Sabbah. The greatness and unity of the 
Saliukian empire expired in the person of 
Malik Shah. He invented an era called 
Tarikh Malikshahi or Jalali (Jalalian Era). 
This Era, according to Dr. Hyde, commences 
15th March, a.d. 1079, corresponding with 
the 1 1th Ramadan, a.h. 47 1 . Malik Shah left 
four sons — Barkayaraq, Muhammad, San jar 
and Mahmud, all of whom attained power in 
their turns. Mahmud the youngest, was only 
four years of age when his father died : but 
the ambition of his mother, the Sultana 
Khatun Turkan, placed the crown upon his 
infant head. However, she was soon com- 
pelled to resign, and after some time they 
both died, and Sulfcan Barkayaraq succeeded 
him.

Malik ul-'Azfz 'TJsman obtained thit of 
Egypt, and their brother Malik uz-Zahir 
continued to hold Aleppo. Damascus was 
afterwards besieged and: taken by his uncle 
Malik ill- 'Adil Saif-uddin Abu Bakr (the 
Saphadin of Christian writers). Nur-nddin 
4 Ali, in a poetical address to the khalif Nasir, 
lamented the similarity of his own fate to 
that of the khalif 'AH ibn-Abu Talib (hii 
namesake) in - being thus excluded from his 
rights by Abu Bakr and 'Usman : the khalif 
in his reply consoled him by the assurance 
that in him he should find the Nasir (pro- 
tector) whom 'Ali had sought in vain ; but 
the intercession of the khalif was unavailing 
to procure the restitution of any part of his 
territories. In a.d. 1198, however, on the 
death of his brother, the Sul&un of Egypt, 
Nur-uddin became Atabak, or guardian, to 
his infant nephew Malik ul-Mansur, and 
attempted by the aid of his brother, the 
Sult;an of Aleppo, to recover Damascus from 
his uncle ; but the expedition failed, and Saif- 
uddin retaliated by invading Egypt, and 
expelled the young Sultan and his guardian, 
a.d.

941, 
and was on account of his shar eful vices, 
blinded and deposed after an inglorious reign 
of only six months by order of his grandmother, 
and his younger brother Ibrah m was raised 
to the throne of Bijapur in the beginning of 
the year a.d. 1535, a.h. 941. . , 

MaUu Khan (^U- ^U), entitled Qadir 

Shah, wafl the nil or of Malwf. when Sber 
Shah took it about the year a.d, 1542, a.h. 
949, and made it over to one of hi c own officers 
named Shuja'at Khun or Shuja^' Khan Sur, 
which see, as also Qadir Shah. 
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Maluk Shah (*li lJj-L«), the father 

of the historian Shaikh 'Abdul Qadir of 
Badaon. He died in a.d. 1661, a.h. 969. 
He is the author of the work called Jilai ul- 
Khawatir. 

Malul (J^Jwt), the poetical name of 

Shah Sharaf-uddin, a dervish of Muradabad. 
He wrote two Persian Diwans, in which he 
used the takhallus of Ilham. He is also the 
author of a poem called Haft Mykhana, which 
he composed in a.d. 1777, a.h. 1191. 

Malwa (*j!L), kings of. Vide Dilawar 
Khan. 

Mamlnk (uJjU**). This word signifies, 

in Arabic, a slave in general ; but in par- 
ticular, it means the Turkish and Circassian 
slaves, whom the kings of the posterity of 
Sdlah-uddin (Saladin) had instructed in 
military exercises, and who at last made them- 
selves masters of Egypt, and are sufficiently 
known to us by the name of Mamluks. These 
Mamluks reigned in Egypt 275 lunar years, 
that is to say, from a.d'. 1250 to 1517, a.h. 
648 to 923, when Salim I. emperor of the 
Turks, entirely subdued and exterminated 
them. The first king of this dynasty was 
Malik Moizz 'Azz-uddin Aibak, which see. 

Kamnun (^c^) y poetical title of Mir 

Kizam-uddin, a son of Qamar-uddin Khan 
Minnat. He flourished in the time of Akbar 
Shah II. king of Dehli, and is the author of 
two Persian and Urdu Diwans. His ancestors 
were of Sonpat, but he was a native of Dehli. 
He was en. cloyed by the English Govern- 
ment as a £tador-us-Sadur at Aji 
died in the year a.d.

654, and was succeeded 
in the kiugdom of Tartary by his son Qablai 
Khan ; b , brother Halaku Khan became the 
sole mas! .: of Persia. 


Man! 0<jL«), whom we call Manes, 

was the founder of the sect of the Manichis or 
Manicheans. In the reign of Shahpur, the 
son of Ardisher, king of Persia, about the 

J rear a.d. 277, a painter, named Mam, having 
earned from the conversation of some Christians 
that the Redeemer had promised to send a Com- 
forter after him, formed the wild design of 
passing for the Paraclete ; and, as no opinions 
are too absurd to be embraced, he soon drew 
together a multitude of proselytes. Shahpur 
was enraged at this imposture, and wished to 
punish the author of it ; but Man! found 
means to escape, and fled as far as the borders 
of China, having first told his followers that 
he was going to heaven, and promised to meet 
them in a certain grot at the end of the 
year. In this retreat he amused himself with 
painting a number of strange figures and 
views, which at the year's end he shewed to 
his disciples, as a work given to him by angels. 
He was a very ingenious artist, and had a 
lively fancy, so that his pictures, which were 
finely coloured, easily persuaded the credulous 
multitude, in the infancy of the art in Asia, 
that they were really divine ; they were bound 
together in a book called Artang, which is 
often alluded to by the Persian poets . Mingling 
the pure doctrines of Christianity with paganism 
he taught that there were two principles of all 
things, coeternal and coeval, that is, God and 
the Devil, that from the former all good, and 
from the latter all evil, proceeded. The good 
being he called the author of the New Testa- 
ment, the bad of the Old. God, he added, 
created the soul ; the devil, the body. He 
pretended also to work miracles, and was 
therefore sent for by Shahpur to cure his 'son, 
but his pretended power failed him, the child 
died in his arms, and the disappointed father 
ordered the prophet to be flayed alive, and 
his skin stuffed with chaff to be hung at the 
gates of the capital, where Epiphamus, who 
refuted his doctrines, saw it. Some say this 
impostor was put to death in the reign of 
Bahrain, grandson of Shahpur. 

Mani (.^L*), a poet, who although 

called Kasagar Mazandarani, i.e. a porcelain 
manufacturer of Mazandaran, vet acquired 
the favour of Muhammad Muhsin Mirza, 
a son of Sultan Husain Mirza, in whose 
service he was killed by the Uzbeks in a.d. 
1507, a.h. 913. He was the author of a 
Diwan. 

Ma'ni ( ^juu*), the poetical name of 

Rai Bijai Mai, a brother of Imtiyaz, was 
living in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174, and did 
military service under Nawab Shuja'-uddaula. 

Manij a Begam (JLj <^cuU), sister of 

Nur Jahan Begam.

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Manik Pal (JU uXiLV), Raja of 

Karaull. He died in a.d. 1805, and was 
succeeded by a boy then 13 years of age. In 
December, a.d. 1817, the Karaull chief signed 
a treaty, and put himself under the protection 
of the British Government. 

Manka al-Hindi (^AXySl d&*«). Ibn- 

Abu Usaibia, in his work entitled Ayun-ul- 
Anba, on the physicians of India, says that 
Manka of India was one of the most dis- 
tinguished philosophers in the sciences of 
India, and was well acquainted both with the 
language of India and Persia. It was he who 
translated the book of Shanak the Indian, 
treating on poisons, from the Hindi to the 
Persian language. He lived in the days of 
Harun al-Rashid, and came during his reign 
from India to Iraq, and attached himself 
to him. 

Manni Ram Seith ( A* <-*+), the great 
banker of Mathura, died in July, a.d. 1836. 

Mannu Lai ( J J y^), a Hindu, who is 
the author of a work called Ouidastar Nashdt. 

Manohar Das (.J J jJbyj^t). Vide

Mansabdar (,\ \ : -~ •- ~) (from manfah 

"elevation" or "post"). The title of an 
office under the Mughol Empire, the holder 
of which ranked according to the number of 
men he was supposed to lead.

He possessed 
originally but half the village of Gangapur, 
by additions to which, in the usual modes of 
Hindustan, he laid the foundation of the great 
zamindari of fianaras. He died in a.d. 1740, 
and was succeeded by his son Balwant Singh. 

Man Singh (dJo— > i^A-*A a Raja of 

Gwaliar who lived in the time of Sultan 
Sikandar Lod! and his son Sultan Ibrahim 
Lodi, and died about the year a.d. 1518, a.h. 
924. He was a prince of great valour and 
capacity. His son Bikarmajit succeeded him 
in the rajaship and was living at the time 
the emperor Babar conquered India. 

Han Singh (j&*~ ^U), son or nephew 

of Raja Bhagwan Das Kachhwaha, ruler of 
Amur in A j mer, no w called Jaipur and Jainagar. 
He was appointed governor of Kubul by the 
emperor Akbor in a.d. 1587, a.h. 995, and 


in the next year of Behar, Haiipur and Patna ; 
and after the death of his father in a.d. 1589, 
a.h. 998, he was honoured with the title of 
Raja and manaab of 7000, and made governor 
of Bengal. It is said that he had 1500 concu- 
bines, and every one of them had children ; but 
they all died before him. Man Singh died in 
the ninth year of the emperor Jahangir, a.d. 
1614, a.h. 1023, in the Deccan, and sixty 
of his concubines burnt themselves with his 
corpse. His second son Raja Bhao Singh 
succeeded him and died of drinking. The 
eldest son of Man Singh was Raja Partap 
Singh, who died before his father and left a 
son named Maha Singh, who served under the 
emperor Jahangir, and after the death of his 
grandfather and uncle was honoured with the 
title of Raia. Man Singh had built a house 
on the banks of the river Jamna, of which at 
present towards the river only two broken 
bastions are to be seen. The Muhalla Man- 
panah close to the Jamna Masjid at Agra is still 
very well known. He died at Berar in a.d. 
1617, a.h. 1026. His son Mirza Raja Jai 
Singh served under Shah Jahan and 'AlamgTr. 
He was poisoned by his son Kirat Singh 
about the year a.d. 1625. After him his son 
Ram Singn was reduced to a man fab of 40OO ; 
Bishun Singh, reduced to a mantab of 3000, 
and after him came Jai Singh Sawai, son of 
Bishun Singh, which see. 

Man Singh (*&*« ^U), Baja of Jodh- 

5ur or Mapvar, was a descendant of Raja 
aswant Singh Rathorl, the earliest Raia of 
this country on record. He succeeded Raja 
Bhim Singh in a.d. 1803 or 1804. Disasters 
or disappointments either soured the temper 
or affected the reason of Man Singh, who 
became one of the moat sanguinary monsters 
that ever disgraced the gaddi. llis death 
was announced on the 20th September, a.d. 
1843. The Marwir succession question was 
settled in favour of Ahmadnagar on the 7th 
November, 1843, the choice falling not on 
the young heir of that house, but on his 
father TalAt Singh, who was unanimously 
elected, and whose son accompanied him as 
prince royal. Takht Singh is a descendant 
of the Herori Jaswant. Several of the Zanana 
ladies and three or four slave girls performed 
Sati. 

Man Singh, Raja (<L5^ <L&~» ^U), 

of Audh. His title was Maharaja 8ir Man 
Singh Bahadur Kayara Jung, k.c.s.i. He 
died at Ajudhia on the 1 1th October, a.d. 
1870. He was Vice-President of the British 
Indian Association, a post which he held with 
great success. 

Mansur ( .»«ai*), a khalif of Baghdad.

Mansur ( n n '- -), the son of Baiqara 


Mirza, and father of Sulj.an Husain Mirza of 
Herat. 
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Mansur (^ aL^), a poet, who iB the 

author of a Dlwan in which are some Kasidas 
in praise of Shah Abbas II. who died in 
a.d. 1666, a.h. 1077, and of Abbas Quli Beg. 

Mansur I. Samani, Amir ( ,^a^ 

j~*\ ^JI*Lj), a prince of the race of 

the Samanides, was the son of Amir Nuh I. 
and brother to Amur 'Abdul Malik, whom he 
succeeded a.d. 961, a.d. 350. He compelled 
the Dilami ruler of Fan and 'Iraq to pay 
him an annual tribute of 150,000 dinars of 
gold; and the peace by which this tribute 
was fixed was cemented by his marriage with 
the daughter of Rukn-uodaula, the reigning 
prince of that family. Amir Mansur died 
after a reign of 15 'lunar years on the 15th 
March, a.d. 976, 11th Rajah, a.h. 365, and 
was succeeded by his son Amir Nuh II. His 
wazir Abu 'AH bin- Muhammad translated 
into Persian the Tdrikh Tabari. 

Mansur II. Samani, Amir ( . « y \ ^ 
j~*\ 15^) succeeded his father Amir 


Nuh II. in a.d. 997, a.h. 387, on the throne 
of Khurasan. He occupied it for a short 
period (little more than a year), which was 
marked with disgrace and misfortune. He 
was obliged to fly before his rebellious 
nobles, who afterwards deprived him of his 
sight and elevated his younger brother, 
'Abdul Malik II. to the throne a.d. 998,

Mansur 'All Khan, (^U. ^Lc^^*), 
Nawab of Audh. 
[TukSafdar Jang.] 

Mansur 'All Khan, Sayyad (.va'-^r 

Ju-a ^1=^ jJ^), Nawab of Murshi- 
dabad. He died in 1884. 

Mansur HaUaJ ( JU- jya^*), the sur- 
name of Shaikh Husain Hallaj, a celebrated 
ascetic, who was a native of Baiza, and 
originally a cotton-carder. The Musal - 
mans differed in their opinions about the 
character of this person. Some took him to 
be a saint, and cave out that he performed 
miracles ; others believed him to be a sorcerer 
or a juggler, and that he only deceived 
people with his tricks. He wa«, however, 
condemned and sentenced by the khalif of 
Baghdad, Maqtadir, and was put to death 
because he used to proclaim ** An-ul-haq," 
i.e. " I am the truth," or in other words, 
" I am God." When they hnd taken him to 
the place of execution, they first cut off both 
his hands and then his legs ; they plucked out 
his eyes, cut out his tongue, and separated his 
head from his body. They then burned his 


mangled corpse to ashes, and threw it into 
the Tigris. This circumstance took place in 
the year a.d. 919, a.h. 306, but according to 
Ibn-Khallikan on the 24th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 
309, corresponding with the 26th March, a.d. 
922. Shaikh Husain is commonly called 
Mansur Hallaj, though it is the name of his 
father. He is considered by the Sufis to be 
one of their most spiritual leaders, who, they 
believe, had attained the fourth or last stage 
of Sufiism. An inspired Sufi is said to have 
demanded of the Almighty why he- permitted 
Mansur to suffer ? The reply was, " This is 
the punishment for the revealer of secrets."

first male according to the Hindus. Eapila 
was Manu' s grandson, and the author of the 
San&h S has tar y in which he mentions the 
Gita, which relates transactions that took 

Elace at the end of the Dwapar and the 
eginning of the Kaljug. Manu is the 
supposed author of the work that goes by his 
name ; it is said that it existed in the Satjug 
according to this shlok : " When 1010 years 
of the Satjug were expired, I Manu, at the 
full moon of the month Bhadr, by the 
command of Brahma, finished this Shastar." 
So runs 'the legend. But the work known 
to us as the Institutes of Manu is a 
Brahminical Utopia of comparatively modern 
date, probably a.d. 500.

Manuohehr ( 


>), one of the 


legendary kings of Persia of the first or 
Pishdadian dynasty, who succeeded Faridun. 
He was a good and pious monarch ; but the 
great prosperity which attended his reign was 
chiefly owing to the wisdom and courage of 
his prime minister, Sam, the son of Narfman, 
whose descendants Zal and Rustam, even 
during this reign, obtained a celebrity which 
has led Persian historians and poets to speak 
only of those events that are connected with 
their biography. Manuchehr died after a 
reign of 120 years, and was succeeded by his 
son Nauzar, in the latter part of whose reign 
died Sam, the son of Xariman. After the death 
of Sam, Pashang the king of Turin invaded 
Persia with a force of 30,000 men, commanded 
by his son Afrasiab. Two engagements and 
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- two single combats took place. Nauzar 
himself was discomfited by Afrasiab, who 
soon afterwards took him prisoner and slew 
him. This happened in the seventh year of 
the reign of that unfortunate monarch. [Such 
is the record of Mirkhond {q.v.).~\ 

Manuohehr (^j*). Vide Qabus. 

Manuohehr ( _^>-jjw«) (prince). He 

was the son of Shaikh Ibrahim, ruler of 
Shirwan, who died in ad. 1417, a.h. 820. 
His panegyrist was Katibi, who wrote a 
chronogram on his death, which happened in 
the year a.d. 1412, a.h. 816, five years 
before his father. 

Manuohehr (^^^). Vide Tousanl. 
Manuohehr, Malik or Khaqan L^ *i* 

^liLc>* b l-XLt), ruler of Shirwan, 

whose panegyrist was Khiqani the poet. He 
was a descendant of BaKram C hob in, and his 
title was Khaqani, hence the takhallus of 
Khaqani. Manuchehr reigned about the year 
a.d. 1180, a.h. 576, of the Christian era. 

Manuohehr! { l j J ^^%\ who had the 

sobriquet of Shast Gal la. His name was 
Hakim Najm-uddln A^mad bin-Ya'qiib bin- 
Manuchehr. He lived at the court of Sultan 
Mahmud of Ghaznl and of his two sons 
Masa'ud and Muhammad. He acquired much 
wealth, and hence his sobriquet of Shast Galla, 
i.e. sixty flocks of sheep. He died in a.d. 
1090, a.h. 483, and left a Diwan in Persian. 

Manwi, Maulwi (^j^ly j^), an 
author. 

Manzari (^jS^a^ ±sja**), of Samar- 
kand, a poet who was in the service of 
Bairam Khan at Agra, and wrote a poem called 
Sh&knami Khaydl, which contains an account 
of the war of Sikandar Shah Sur, etc. 

Maqanna* ( jjJ^). Vide al-Maqna' or 
Maqanna. 

Maqhul (J^-JL*), named Maqbul 

Ahmad. He is the author of Nur-nama and 
Qaf-ndma, also of a Masnawi in Urdu called 
Dard Ulfat. He was living at Lucknow in 
a.d. 1853, a.h. 1270. 

Maqna* (« v 5 «). Vide al-Maqna* or 
Muqanna. 

Maqrizi (^^jjJL*), author of the work 

entitled Qitab u*-Suluh. He lived about the 
year a.d. 1229, a.h. 626. 


Maqrizi (^jU t £")t whose proper name 

is TaoJ-uddin Abmad, was an eminent Arabic 
historian and geographer, born in a.d. 1360, 
in Maqriz near Baltec. He early devoted 
himself to the study of history, astrology, etc. at 
Cairo, where also he afterwards held the offices 
of inspector of weights and Imam of different 
mosques. Some of his works have been 
translated into French and Latin. He died 
in a.d. 1442, aged 82 years. 

Marghinani (^Li-i^). His proper 


name was Burhan-uddin 'All bin-Muhammad, 
but he derived this title from his native 
country Marghman, a city in Mawarun-nahr. 
He is the author of the Ridaya and several 
other works. His death happened in a.d. 
1197, a.h. 593. 
[ Vide Burhan-uddin 'All.] 

Maria (<Lj .L«), one of the wives of 

Muhammad, by whom he had a son named 
Ibrahim, who died when an infant. She was 
called Qabtl or Egyptian, because she was 
sent as a present to Muhammad by Makoukaa, 
king of Alexandria. She died in a.d. 637, 
a.h. 16. 

Mariam (^j ^). This word in Arabic 

signifies Mary, and is only applied to the 
Virgin Mary. The Quran, in the chapter 
called Al- Amran, or the family of Amran, and 
in Sura Miriam, confounds Mary the mother 
of Jesus with Miriam the daughter of Amram 
and sister of Moses and Aaron. In the book 
called Al- Sahib, there is a tradition that the 
Apostle of God said : ' ' Among men there have 
beeu many perfect ; but among women only 
four: — 'Asia, the wife of Pharaoh, Mary, 
the daughter of Amran, Khudyia, the 
daughter of Khawailid, and Fatima, daughter 
of Muhammad.' " Employed as an honorific 
title for Eastern ladies. 

Mariam Makani (^yli* rtj"\ a title 

of Hamlda Bano Begam, the mother of the 
emperor Akbar, which she received after her 
death. See Hamida Bano. 

Mariam Zamani (,<iUj *~ij~+). She 

was the daughter of Raja Behari Mai 
Eachhwaha, and was married to the emperor 
Akbar Shah. Her proper name is not known. 
She was the mother of the emperor Jahangfr. 
She died at Agra in the time of her son 
Jahangir in a.d. 1623, a.h. 1032, and the 
mausoleum at Agra in Sikandra, which was 
erected by her son over her crave, is called 
by the people of Agra, Rauza Mariam. 

Ma'ruf (wS-ju**), poetical name of 

Iliihi Bakhsh Khan, younger brother of 
Fakhr-uddaula bawdb Ahmad Bakh*h Khan, 
son of Mirza 'Arif Khan. He died in the 
year a.h. 1242, and leit two Diwans in Urdu. 
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Ma'ruf Karkhi (^.J uJ^). He 

was by birth a Christian, but being convinced 
that there are not three Gods as the Christians 
say, but one, he became a convert to Muhara- 
madanism, and his parents followed his 
example. He afterwards became a very pious 
Musalman ; was contemporary with Daod 
Tai and Ibrahim Adham, and became master 
of Sari Saqati. He died in the reign of 
Mamnn, the son of Harun al-Rashid, on the 
31st August, a.d. 815, 20th Muharram, ah. 
200, and lies buried in a place called Karkh 
in Baghdad. The heart of Ma'ruf (that is 
to say the letter R, which is the numeral for 
200) is the chronogram for the Hijri year of 
his demise. 

Marwan I. (aJLsll ^j\ ^U^), son of 

Hakam, was the fourth khalif of the race of 
Umayya. He was proclaimed khallf at 
Damascus after the death of Mu'awia II. in 
a.d. 684, a.h. 64. He was also called "Ibn- 
Tarid," the son of the expelled, because 
Muhammad had banished his father Hakam 
for divulging a secret. He died after a reign 
of 298 days on the 12th April, a.d. 685, 
2nd Ramazan, a.h. 65. He is said by some 
authors to have been poisoned by his wife, 
Zainab, the widow of Mu'awia II. He 
had married her on condition that her son 
Khalid should succeed him, but afterwards 
altering the succession in favour of his own 
son 'Abdul Malik, young Khalid reproached 
him with his breach of promise; upon this 
Marwan calling him bastard, the child com- 
plained to his mother, who, to be revenged 
for this affront, is said to have poisoned 
Marwan or smothered him with a pillow. 

Marwan II. (.UJl (^j^*), sumamed 

Himar or ' 'the ass, ' ' was the son of Muhammad 
the son of Hakam, and the fourteenth and 
last khalif of the house of Umayya. He was 
nephew to Marwan I. After deposing 
Ibrahim the son of Walid II. he ascended 
the throne of Damascus in a.d. 745, 26th 
£il-bijja, a.h. 132, and was defeated and 
slain on the 5th August, a.d. 750, in a battle 
fought against Abu'l Abbas al- Saftah, who 
was previously proclaimed khalif by the 
inhabitants of Kufa on Friday the 29th 
November, a.d. 749, 13 Rabi' II. a.h. 132. 
Marwan, before his accession to the throne, 
had been governor of Mesopotamia, and had 
received, by his Georgian warfare, the 
honourable epithet of the ass of Mesopotamia 
or Al-Himar, a warlike breed of asses that 
never fly from an enemy. 

Marwan ttra-Hafsa (<tai>. ^\ ^j*), 

an eminent Arabian poet, on whom the 
khalif Mahdi, on one occasion, bestowed the 
sum of 70,000 dirhams (£1600) as a reward 
for merit. 


Masa'ud I. Sultan (^UaLi J^ 4yuu*\ 

son of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni. After 
cruelly depriving his brother Muhammad of 
sight, he mounted the throne of Ghazni a.d. 
1030, a.h. 421. He made several incursions 
into India to maintain the tranquillity of those 
possessions which his father had subdued. 
But he had no time to attack others ; all his 
means were required to defend himself from a 
formidable tribe of Tartars, called SaljuqT, 
who had, for a considerable time past, made 
predatory incursions into Khurasan and other 
parts of his dominions. He carried on a 
petty war against different branches of this 
powerful tribe for some time, and with 
various success, till he was completely 
defeated in a great action fought in Khurasan 
with Tughral Beg Saljuqi on Friday the 
16th June, a.d. 1038, 9th Ramazan, a.h. 
429, and was obliged to fly towards Lahore, 
which he had resolved to make the future capital 
of his government. On his march he was 
deposed by his mutinous army, and his 
brother Muhammad Makahul the blind was 
again placed on the throne. Masa'ud 
remained in confinement for several years, 
and was afterwards assassinated by Aljmad 
the son of Muhammad Makahul a.d. 1041, 
a.h. 433. 

Masa'udll.SnltanC^lLLi^JlJj^u*^), 

son of Sultan Maudiid, a child of four years 
old, was raised to the throne of Ghazni after 
the death of his father in December, a.d. 
1049, but was soon deposed after a nominal 
reign of six days, and Abu'l Hasan 'Ali, the 
son of Sultan Masa'ud I. was proclaimed 
emperor. 


Masa'ud III. Sultan ((J^Jlj j^jv

jj.Vi 1 J), the son of Sultan Ibrahim, 

ascended the throne of Ghazni after the death 
of his father in a.d. 1098, a.h. 492. He 
reigned over Ghazni and Lahore 1 6 years ; and 
had for his wife the sister of Sulfcan San jar 
the Saljukide, who had made peace with his 
father. Sultun Masa'ud died in a.d. 1114, 
a.h. 508, and was succeeded by his son 
Sherzad or Shernazad. 

Masa'ud IV. Sultan CJ). J*ju**^« 

^ILLj), the Bon of Sultan Muhammad 

Saljuqi, and brother of Tughral II. whom he 
succeeded to the throne of Hamdan. He 
began to reign about the year a.d. 1134, 
a.h. 529, and died a.d. 1152, 1st Rajab, 
a.h. 547. Atabak Eldiguz was his minister. 

Masa'ud Ghazi, Salar (^iLc Jyc*** 

jJL«>), a celebrated Muhammadan 

martyr commonly called Ghazi Mi vain, whose 
tomb is at Bahraich in Audh. He was the 
son of Salar Sahu, and related to Sultan 
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Mahmud of Ghazni ; his mother being that 
monarch's sister. He had forcibly taken 
possession of a Hindu temple in Bahraich, 
upon which the Hindus surrounded him on 
all sides ; a battle ensued, in which Masa'ud 
Ghazi was slain, and several of his adherents 
cut to pieces. This circumstance took place 
on the 15th June, a.d. 1033, 14th Rajab, a.h. 
424, at which time he was only 19 years old. 
To commemorate his martyrdom a festival 
takes place every year at Bahraich on the 
first Sunday in the month of Jaith, which 
falls exactly on the 29th day after our Easter 
Sunday, and very seldom on any other day. 
The festival terminates with the flying of kites. 

Masa'ud Hisari, Maulana Q_S * _m- -r 

\jiy <j?(ta»»), a poet who was living 

at the commencement of Akbar's reign, and 
wrote the chronogram of the emperor Huma- 
yun's death, which took place in a.d. 1556, 
a.h. 963. 

Masa'ud, Khwaja (^^ Jj*«**), of 

Bak, a place near Bukhara. It is said that 
he was for some time a king in Mawarun- 
nahr, but a dervish at heart. He is the 
author of several works on Sufiism, one of 
which is the Utnm al-Nameh. He has also 
composed a Diwan, which he called Nur ul- 
Aln, the " light of the eye, " containing more 
than 3000 verses.

He flourished in the time of Manuchehr, 
ruler of that country, about the year a.d. 
1060, a.h. 452. lie is the author of a 
Diwan in Arabic and Persian. 

Masa'udi (^Ju ■«■***), the famous his- 
torian who visited India, Ceylon and the 
coast of China in the year a.d. 915. He is 
the author of the work entitled Ma 1 dan ul- 
Jawdhir, Mines of Gems, of which the first part 
has been well translated by Dr. A. Sprenger 
The first of his compositions is Akhbdr uz- 
Zaman, an enormous work of at least twenty 
volumes ; the second is the Qitab ui-Ausath, 
being the complement to the Akhbdr ; and 
the third Mines of Gems, or as some call it 
the Meadow* of Gold, forming at the same 
time the extract and the supplement of the 
two others. He died a.d. 956, a.h. 345. In 
describing the early discoveries of his country- 
men inside the Great Pyramid in Egypt, 
he says that some of them found in the lower 
part of the Pyramid a vase containing a 
quantity of fluid of an unknown quality. 
They also discoverd in a large hall a quantity 
of golden coins put up in columns, every 


piece of which was of the weight of 1000 
dinars. In another place they found the 
image of an old man, made of green stone, 
sitting upon a sofa, and wrapped up in a 

farment. Before him were statues of little 
oys. Having proceeded further they met 
with the image of a cock made of precious 
stones and placed upon a green column. 
Continuing their researches they came to a 
female idol of white stone and lions of stone 
on each side. This he says, occurred in the 
time of Tarid bin- 1 Abdullah, supposed, says 
Colonel Howard Vyse, to have been a king of 
Egypt. 


Mas-hafi ( 


), an Urdu poet of 


Lucknow, whose proper name is Ghulam 
Hamdani. His native country was Amroha 
in the district of Muradabad. He died about 
the year a.d. 1824, a.h. 1240. He is the 
author of several Diwans in Persian and 
Urdu, and also produced (1795) a Tazkira, 
or biography, of Urdu poets. He also wrote 
another Tazkira for Persian poets, and a 
historical work, in verse, which he called 
Shdhndma. 

Ma'shuq 'All, Maulana Muhammad 
(jLtf* \jly .Jo: S}*m««), of Jaun- 

pur, a learned Musalman and author of several 
works in prose and poetry. He died in the 
year a.d. 1852, a.h. 1268. 

Masha-ullah (<dJ! tlU), the surname 

of an author who is also styled Al-Misri, or 
the Egyptian. It is also the name of a Jew, 
who was a great astronomer, and lived in the 
time of the khalifa Al-Mansur and Al-Mamun. 

Maslh (,-sUm^), the poetical name of 
Hakim Rukna Eashi, which see. 

Masih (,-^w*), whose proper name was 

Hatim, is the author of the poem called 
Qissaia Manuchehr, containing the story of 
Manuchehr, which he composed in a.d. 1660, 
a.h. 1070, aud dedicated it to Shah Jahan 
the emperor of Dehli. 

Masiha (Laa.*» *), poetical title of 

Hakim Muhammad 'All Khan, who is the 
author of an Urdu Diwan. 

Masihai, Akhund (jJ^sL\ ^Lsru^), 

of Eashan, whose poetical name was Sahib, a 
man who possessed every ornament of learning 
and accomplishment, had been a pupil and 
son-in-law of Aqa Husain of Khwansar, and 
gained the admiration of all mankind by his 
good qualities and agreeable society. " He 
composed much in verse, and has left elegant 
compositions in prose. He died at Isfahan 
in the beginning of the 18th century. 
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Masihi ( 


), a Turkish poet of 


great repute at Constantinople, who flourished 
in the reign of the emperor Sulaiman II. 
styled the Lawgiver. His works are pre- 
served in the archives of the Royal Society. 
Masihi died in a.d. 1512, a.h. 918.

He rebelled against the 
British in 1857, and consequently was obliged 
to leave his native country and go to Mecca.

Wall Muhammad Khan, who was governor of 
Lar under Shah Tahmasp II. of Persia. 

Mast (o ■,*..>,*), the poetical appellation 
of Zulfiqar 'AH, which see. 

Ma'sum 'All Shah, Mir ( ^z »y*-** 

r+^i b\j*), a celebrated Sufi teacher, 

who was a disciple of Sayyad 'All Raza, a 
native of the Deccan. During the reign of 


Karim Khau he went from India to Shiraz, 
where his followers soon amounted to more 
than thirty thousand. The orthodox priests 
took alarm, and prevailed on the mild Karim 
Khan to banish the saint from his capital, 
but his reputation was increased by the act 
of power which proclaimed him dangerous. 
After Karim Khan's death Mir Ma'sum, who 
resided in a small village near Isfahan, deputed 
his first disciple, Fayaz 'All, to teach in that 
city. That holy person soon died, and was 
succeeded in his office by his son Nur 'All 
Shah : who, though young in yean, was (to 
us the phrase of his historian) , "old in piety. ' ' 
The number and rank of Mir Ma'sum's 
followers excited alarm in the priests of 
Isfahan, who transmitted so exaggerated an 
account of the vile heresies of the Sufis to 
'All Murid Khan the king, and recommended 
him so strongly to support the faith, by 
punishing those whose opinions were alike 
hostile to true religion and good government, 
that the monarch, the moment he received 
their representation, sent orders to cut off the 
noses and ears of some among the most zealous 
of the obnoxious sect ; and as a further dis- 
grace, to shave the beards of all who had 
adopted their opinions. The ignorant soldiers 
intrusted with the execution of this mandate, 
were not very capable of discriminating between 
true believers and infidels ; and we are assured 
by a contemporary writer, that many orthodox 
Muhammadans had their noses and ears cut 
off and their beards shaved on this memorable 
occasion. 

Mir Ma'sum 'All and Nur 'AH Shah, after 
wandering from one place to another, re- 
visited Kirman, where Mushtaq 'Ali, the most 
pious of his disciples, was put to death. At 
Kirmanshah Nur 'Ali Shah was placed in 
confinement ; and Mir Ma'sum was murdered 
when at prayers in the midst of his followers. 
This sect, however, notwithstanding the efforts 
of their enemies, continued to increase in 
numbers ; and Nur 'Ali Shah, with all who 
adhered to him, were banished the kingdom. 
His avowed disciples were at this period about 
sixty thousand, out many more were sup- 
posed to be secretly devoted to him. He is 
said to have been poisoned at Mausal. It is 
related that two inhabitants of Kirmanshah, 
who were distinguished by an extraordinary 
appearance of zeal, dressed his dinner on the 
day that he was suddenly attacked by violent 
spasms, which in a few noun terminated his 
existence. Their flight led all to suspect 
them of having poisoned him. Nur All died 
at 9 o'clock on the morning of the 3rd June, 
a.d. 1800, 10th Mubarram, a.h. 1215. He 
expired close to the grave of the prophet 
Jonas, within a league of Mausal. 

Matin (^»j^), the poetical name of 

Shaikh 'Abdul Raza bin- 'Abdullah Matin. 
He was a native of Isfahan, but of Arabic 
origin. He came to India in the reign of 
the emperor Muhammad Shah, and sub- 
sequently went to Lucknow, where he assumed 
the garb of a dervish and received a pension 
from Burhan ul-Mnlk Sa'adat Khan. Huviug 
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lost his pension owing to the change of rulers, 
he proceeded to Bengal, where he died a.d. 
1761, a.h. 1175, and left a Diwan of 6000 

verses. 

Matrazi (^jjjJa-*), surname of Mu- 

wayyad, the grandfather of Shaikh Nizami 
of Gauja. He was a poet and an author. 

Maudud Chishti, Khwaja (j^jy«

Yusaf the son of Sama'an. His father, who 
died in a.d. 1067, aged 84 lunar vears, lies 
buried at Chisht. Khwaja Maudud is the 
founder of a religious sect called Chishti, of 
which Khwaja Mo'm-uddin Chishti, whose 
tomb is at Ajmir, was a follower. Maudud 
died on the 8th May, a.d. 1153, 1st Rajab, 
a.h. 527. 

Maudud, Sultan (^ULL, djJj*), the 

son of Sultan Masa'iid I. of Ghazni. He was 
at Balkh when his father was murdered by 
Ahmad the son of the reigning Sultan, Mu- 
hammad Makahul ; he immediately proclaimed 
himself king and marched to revenge his 
father, and having defeated the Sultan's army 
on the banks of the Indus, made Muhammad 
and his sons prisoners, and put thorn all to 
death a.d. 1041, a.h. 433. The dynasty of 
Ghazni lost, during the reign of Maudud, all 
their possessions in Persia. Maudud died at 
Lahore on the 23rd December, a.d. 1049, 
24th Rajab, a.h. 441, having reigned upwards 
of nine years. 

Mauji (^ll^ Ju ^jry), of Badakh- 

shan, whose proper name was Muhammad 
Qasim Khan, is the author of a Yusaf Zalekha, 
containing 6000 verses. He died at Agra in 
a.d. 1571, a.h. 979. 

Maulana 'All (^ UH^), the son of 

Mahmud Kirmani, commonly called Shahab. 
He is the author of a history entitled 
Maasir Mahmudi, which he dedicated to 
Sultan Mahmud Shah I. Khilji, king of 
Malwa, who reigned from a.d. 1436 to 1469. 

Maulana Hasan (^^ IjJ^), alearned 

Musalman who died in the time of Sultan 
Salim Shah of Dehli in the year a.d. 1549. 
His tomb, which has a Persian inscription in 
verse, is still to be seen in the Roman Catholic 
Burial-ground at Agra. 

Maulana Husaln { {J ^^ L)5l^t) was 

a disciple of Khwaja Abii'l Wafa, who died 
in a.d. 1432, a.h. 836. Maulana Husain is 
the author of the work called Mag gad Aqsa 
and of the Sharah Qaslda Bur da.

marian. He died in a.d. 863, a.h. 249.

Warren Hastings conferred on him the title 
of "Malik-ush-Shu'ara," or "the king of 
poets, " at the recommendation of the Nawab 
of Murshidabftd. He visited the Deccan and 
received 5,000 rupees for a Qasida or pane- 
gyric which he wrote in praise of the Ni?am 
of Haidarabad. He died at Calcutta in a.d. 
1793, a.h. 1208, and left 150,000 verses in 
Persian and Urdu. Among his compositions 
is a Chamanistan and a Shakaristdn. He 
was the preceptor of Ounna Begam (q.v.). 

Mir (j~*). This word is an abbrevia- 
tion of Amir, which in Arabic signifies a 
chief, prince and commander. The Sayyads 
of India are also called Mir. 

Mir (^^t), the poetical designation of 

Mir Muhammad Taqi, a Hindustani poet 
who flourished in the time of the emperor 
Shah 'Alam, and whose poetry is mostly 
Rekhta. He was a native of Akoarabad and 
nephew to Sirai -uddin 'Ali Khan 'Arzu. He 
is the author of six Diwans and a Tazkira or 
biography of poets. He died at Lucknow, 
nearly 100 years old (lunar), in the year a.d.

Miran 'Adil Khan Faruqi ( J jlc ^\j+* 
J^U J4*), third king of Khandesh, 

succeeded his father Malik NasTr Khan in 
September, a.d. 1437. He reigned more than 
three years, expelled the Deccanis from 
Khandesh in a.d. 1440, and was murdered in 
the city of Burhanpur on Friday the 28th 
April, a.d. 1441, 8th 3il-hijia, a.h. 844. 
He was buried at Talner by the side of his 
father, and was succeeded by his son Miran 
Mubarik Khan I. 

Miran Ghani (^J»& &\j~*\ commonly 

called 'Adil Khan Faruqi I. succeeded his 
father Miran Mubarik Khan in May, a.d. 
1467, Rajab, a.h. 801, to the government 
of Miandesh, which province under his rule 
attained a degree of prosperity which it had 
never known under any of its former rulers. 
Thia prince added considerably to the fortifica- 
tions of Asir, and constructed: the strong out- 
work called Malaigarh ; he also built the citadel 
of Burhanpur, and raised many magnificent 
palaces in that town. He died after a reign 
of 48 lunar years on Friday the 8th 
September, a.d. 1503, 14th Rabi' I. a.h. 
909, and was buried at his particular request 
near the palace of the Daulat Maidan in 
Burhanpur. He was succeeded by his brother 
Daiid Khan Faruqi. 

Miran Husain Nizam Shah (^j-w* 

*Lfc *UaJ .j j mi *>») ascended the 

throne of Ahmadnagar in the Deccan after 
the murder of his father Murtaza Nizam 
Shah in June, a.d. 1588, Rajab, a.h. 996. 
Being of an impetuous and cruel disposi- 
tion, he began his reign by tyranny and 
oppression, and was deposed and murdered 
after a reign of ten months and three days on 
the 18th March, a.d. 1589, 11th Jumada I.

926, and after the demise of 
Bahadur Shah, king of Gujrat and Malwa, 
who was murdered by the Portuguese at Diu 
in February, a.d. 1537, he (Muhammad 
Khan) being the son of Bahadur Shah's 
sister, was proclaimed by his mother, in 
concert with the nobles, king of Gujrat and 
Malwa, and was formally crowned at Mando 
with the title of Miran Muhammad Shah; 
but his reign in those provinces was of short 
duration, Tor he died suddenly on the 24th 
April, a.d. 1537, 13th #-Qa'da, a.h. 943. 
ffis body was conveyed to Burhanpur, and 
interred in the vault of his father, 'Adil 
Khan II. His brother Miran Mubarik 
Khan II. succeeded him in the government of 
Khandesh, and Mahmud Shah son of Latif 
Khan the brother of Bahadur Shah), to the 
throne of Gujrat.

Mir Haji, the murderer of Captain Douglas 
and others during the mutiny at Dehli, was 
executed on Tuesday morning the 29th 
December, a.d. 1 868, in front of the Lahore 
Gate of the city of Dehli, facing the apart- 
ments which were the scene of the murders 
for which he suffered death. 

He was brought from jail to the place of 
execution under a strong Police Guard ; he 
mounted the scaffold with a firm step ; while 
the rope was being adjusted he muttered in a 
low voice, " Brethren, remember your 
Kalma," and then repeated in the same low 
tone two or three times, " La illah," etc., 
soon after which the trap fell, and all was 
over, almost without a struggle. After 
hanging the usual time, the body was made 
oyer to the friends of the convict.

1027, and served under him for 
several years. In the reign of Shah Jahan, 
he was raised to the rank of 5000 with the 
title of Mir Jumla. He died on the 22nd 
August, o.s. 1637, 10th Rabi' II. a.h. 1047. 

Mir Jumla (<lL«j>- -^), title of Mir 
Muhammad Said the prime minister of 


'Abdullah Qufcb Shah of Golkantfa. He had 
formerly been a diamond merchant, and had 
been known and respected throughout the 
Deccan for his wealth and abilities long 
before he attained high station. His son 
Muhammad Amin, a dissolute and violent 
young man, had drawn on himself the 
resentment of 'Abdullah Qufcb Shuh, and 
had involved his father in a dispute with the 
court at Dehli. Mir Jumla, in the year a.d. 
1656, a.h. 1066, threw himself on the 
protection of the emperor Shah Jahan, in 
whose service he remained ; became the chosen 
counsellor of the prince Aurangzib, and 
afterwards one of the most useful instruments 
of his ambitious designs. On the accession of 
Aurangzib ( Alamgir, he was sent in pursuit 
of Sultan Shujaa' and appointed governor 
of Bengal. The title conferred on him by 
'Alamgir was Mu'azzam Khan Khan- 
khanan Sipah Salar. He held the rank of 
7000. In the fourth year of the emperor, 
a.d. 1662, he went on an expedition against 
the kingdom of Asam. He marched from 
Dacca in Bengal about the month of 
February, and entered Asam by Ghoraghat ; 
from thence he proceeded with very little 
opposition to the capital Ghargaon which he 
took and plundered: ; but the rainy season 
setting in soon after, inundating great 
part of the country, his supplies were 
cut off by the Assamese, and nis troops 
becoming sickly, it was with great difficulty 
the army effected its retreat. The unfortunate 
general fell a victim to the climate a few days 
after his re-entering Bengal. He died at 
JChizarpurin Kuch Behar on the 31st March, 
a.d. 1663, 2nd Ramadan, a.h. 1073. The 
history of this expedition was written by 
Shahab-uddin Ahmad Talash in a.d. 1663, 
a.h. 1073. 

Mir Jumla (aU^^**), title of 'Abd- 
ullah, a nobleman and private favourite of the 
emperor Farrukh-siyar, was promoted for 
some time to the Subadari of Bihar. In the 
first year of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
he was appointed to the rank of Sadr us- 
Sudur, and died in the 13th year of his 
reign, about the year a.d. 1731, a.h. 1144.

He was lately one of the 
members of the Bombay Legislative Council.

December, a.d. 1870. Much respected, his 
remains were followed to the family mausoleum 
by the Commissioner, the Judge, and the 
Collector, of the district. He lies in the 
place originally intended for his late father, 
Mir Murad 'All, who preferred lying out in 
the open air, where the sun and moon could 
shed their light on his grave. He died in 
his 60th year. There now remain only three 
of the once numerous Talpur family at Haidar- 
abad, all aged men, at whose death in the 
course of time the once troublesome family will 
be extinct. The conquest of their territory 
and the overthrow of their power, furnish one 
of the most remarkable and interesting episodes 
in British Indian history.

He was killed by 
lightning when asleep in his tent on the night 
of the 2nd July, a.d. 1760, 18th fti-Qa'da, 
a.h. 1173. He had put to death the Nawab 
Sirai-ud-daula (g.v.) and killed several women 
of his harem with his own hand. Beiug re- 
proached by the British Resident with the 
murder of one of the women, he answered, 
"What, shall not I kill an old woman, who 
goes about in her litter to stir up people 
against my father ?"

(_ilj), the weaver, was an excellent 

poet of Persia who came to India in a.d.

His compositions mostly were 
Rubais, consequently he is sometimes called 
Mir Ruba'i. 

Mir Sharaef 'Allama (<u)L uJ^^*).

Mirza Ojj^wt) is an abbreviation of 

Amlrzada, which in Persian signifies the son 
of a prince or nobleman. It is also written 
Mirza, which has been adopted in this work. 
The descendants of Amir Taimur were all 
called Mirzas till Babar Shah, who assumed 
the honourable title of Badahah, and the 
princes were called Sultans and Salatin. 
When used to designate princely rank the 
word follows the name; when it* precedes it 
is a mere prefix of social respect like Mr. or 
Monsieur. 

Mirza 'Ali Beg (lX-j ^Jls. Ij^).

Mirza 'Ali Khan or Lutf. Author of 

a TazkWa, said to be the first ever written in 
Urdu. Published about 1801, it bears the 
name Qulshdn-i-Hind, and contains only 66 
articles, but is illustrated by copious extract*. 
A native of Dehli, he resided at Patna and 
Lucknow; but he appears to have died at 
Haidarabad (De Tassy). 

Mirza 'All Nawab (l-Aj ^ \)j*). 

He was executed at Dehli on Tuesday the 
9th July, a.d. 1844, for the murder of two 
dancing-girls in that city. The Fatwa was 
given by Maulana §adr-uddin Khan Bahadur, 
§adr-us-§udur.

Ghazi, two wazlrs who lived in the reign 
of the emperor 'Alamgir. Their tombs are 
in Tatta, and the inscription shows the date 
to be a.d. 1683, a.h. 1095. 

Mirza Jangli (^ULs*- \\j-~), Nawab 
Sa'adat 'All's second brother. 

Mirza Khan (^l>. \\f), author of the 

Tuhfat ul-Hind, a work on Hindu music, 
etc., composed under the patronage of 'Azim 
Shah. It contains a minute account of Hindu 
literature in all, or most of, its branches ; he 
professes to have extracted his elaborate chapter 
on music, with the assistance of Pandits, 
from the Ragarnarva or Sea of Passions, the 
Bagdarpana or Mirror of Modes, etc. 

Mirza Mihr Nasir (q-AI -^* ^}j")> 

a physician in the service of Earim Khan, 
king of Persia, and author of a Masnawi. 
Amongst the many poems which have celebrated 
the charms and delights of the Spring, his 
Masnawi holds the highest place. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1770, a.h. 
1184.

named Bulbul, a celebrated lutanist of Persia. 
It is related by Sir William Jones, that an 
intelligent Persian repeated to him again and 
again that he had more than once been 
present when Mirza Muhammad was playing 
to a large company in a grove near Shiraz, 
where he distinctly saw the nightingales trying 
to vie with the musician, sometimes warbling 
on the trees, sometimes fluttering from branch 
to branch, as if they wished to approach the 
instrument whence the melody proceeded, and 
at length dropping on the ground in a kind 
of courtesy, from which they were soon raised 
by the change of the mode. 

Mirza Muhsln ( -a**^* U **), brother 

of Nawab Safdar Jang. His title was Nawab 
Izzaf-uddaula, which see.

Mirza Nasir (^aJ \)y\ the father of 

the maternal grandsire of Nawab Shuja- 
uddaula. He came into Hindustan in the 
beginning of the reign of the emperor Bahadur 
Shah the son of 'Alamgir, by whom he was 
appointed to an office of trust at Patna about 


the year a.d. 1708, a.h. 1120, where he 
died and where his tomb yet remains. He 
had two sons, the second of whom, Muhammad 
Aniin, on being apprised of the death of his 
father, left Persia, and about the year a.d. 
1718, visited the court of the emperor Farrukh - 
siyar. He was appointed by this prince 
governor of the fort of Agra ; and soon rising 
to greater honours, he ultimately became the 
viceroy of Audh, by the title of Burhan ul- 
Mulk Sa'adat JChan. 

Mirza Nasir (^aj \\f\ a poet who 


came to India from Mazindaran in the reign 
of the emperor Shah 'Alam the blind. His 
son Malik Muhammad Khan received the title 
of Nawab Samsara-uddaula Malik Muhammad 
Khan Diler Jang, from Nawab Zulfikar- 
uddaula Najaf Khan and after some time died 
in Jaipur in a.d. 1804, a.h. 1219. 

Mirza Rustam (*-x«*. \: ,-*), a prince 

of Qandahar, being driven to difficulties by 
his own brothers and the Uzbaks, came to 
the court of Akbar in a.d. 1593, a.h. 1001, 
and presented the king with the fort of Qan- 
dahar, for which the government of Multan 
was conferred on him, and he was ranked 
among the Amirs of the empire. He was the 
son of Mirza Sultan Husain the grandson of 
Shah Isma'il, king of Persia. 

Mirza Shaft 4 (^JJ* \\j*\ nephew of 

Mirza Najaf Khan {q.v.). He contested the 
succession to his uncle with Afrasyab {q.v.) 
on the great Minister's death, and was assas- 
sinated before the fort of Agra by Muhammad 
Beg Hamadani in September, 1783. 


Misa'ab ( 


), brother of Abd- 


ullah ibn-Zuber, on whose part he was governor 
of Basra in the time of the Khalifs Marwan I. 
and his son 'Abdul Malik. He was killed 
in a battle fought against the troops of the 
latter, about the year a.d. 690, a.h. 71, and 
while 'Abdul Malik was at Kufa during an 
entertainment, Misa'ab's head was presented 
to him ; upon which one of the company took 
occasion to say, " 1 saw Husain' s head in this 
same castle presented to 'Ubaid-ullah ; ' Ubaid- 
ullah'sto Almukhtar ; Almukhtar'sto Misa'abj 
and now at last Misa'ab* s to yourself ." This 
observation so affected the Knalff , that either 
to avert the ill omen, or from some other 
motive, he ordered the castle to be immediately 
demolished. Misa'ab had been ' A bdul Malik's 
intimate friend before he was Khalif , but marry- 
ing afterwards Sakina the daughter of Husain, 
and 'Ayesha the daughter of Talha, by these 
marriages he was engaged in the interest of 
two families who were at mortal enmity with 
the house of Umayya. 

[iskin (^ j jC**), the poetical name of 
several poets of India. 
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Miskin Shah (*ll ^jJL***), a spiritual 

teacher of the chiefs of Karnal in the Bala- 
ghat districts, Southern Hindustan, whose 
mausoleum stands a mile distant from the 
town of Karnal. He is the author of a 
Diwan. 

Mitti ( J^*), a person of the tribe of 


Indians called Kalal, whose profession was 
to keep watch at the gate of the kings and 
noblemen of India, and to run before them 
in their retinue. Some of them were raised 
even to the rank of 1600. This man was 
employed by Nur Jahan Begam, was well 
educated and became a poet in the time of 
Jahangir. He is the author of a Diwan. 

Mohan Lai ( JS ^ys), a Hindu who 

adopted " Anls" for his poetical name. He 
was the author of a Tazkira called Anls ul- 
Ahbab, compiled' in a.d. 1783, a.h. 1197. 
He informs us that when 'Asaf-uddaula 
the Nawab of Audh saw the Tazkira of the 
contemporary poet Hazin, he ordered him to 
compile a similar work on Indian poets. 

Mohan Lai Munshi {Jl^+ Ji ^y), 

the son of Pandit Budh Singh, the son of 
Raja Man! Ram, of Eashmere descent. His 
father was a resident of Dehli. He was a 
student of DehlT College and accompanied 
Lieutenant Burnes and Dr. J. G. Gerard in 
the capacity of a Persian Munshi to Persia in 
January, 1m32, when he wrote a Journal of his 
Travels entitled Journal of a Tour through 
the Punjab. Afghanistan, Turkistan, Khurasan, 
and part of Persia, published in Calcutta in 
1834. He was employed as an attache" to 
the British agency during the first Afghan 
war, of which he published an account, in 
which he attributed: the outbreak of 1840 to 
the misconduct of British officers. He died 
about 1870 at Dehli, where he resided for the 
latter part of his life. He became converted 
to the Muhammadan faith. 

Mohan Singh (o\Li~* ^y^t son of 

Rao Qaran, murdered by one Muhammad 
Shah about the year a.d. 1761. His women 
burned themselves alive with his corpse.

Moi'zz-nd-din allah Abi Tamim Ma'd 

(jl^ pj» ^j\ <d)1 &<&y"\ the 

son of IsimVil surnamed Al-MansQr. He 
was the 4th Khalif of Barbary, and the first 
king of Egvpt of the Futimite dynasty who 
began to reign in the former country in a.d. 
9o2, 30th Shawwil, a.h. 361. The greatest 
achievement performed by this Khalif was his 


conquest of Egypt, and the removal of the 
Khilafat from Qairwan to that country in 
a.d. 970, a.h. 361. He subdued all Africa 
and built the city Al-Qahira in E^ypt, com- 
monly called Grand Cairo, and died after a 
reign of 24 years in a.d. 976, 19th Babi' II. 
a.h. 365.

He was succeeded by 
his son 'Izz- uddaula Bakhtaiar, who was 
killed in battle in a.d. 968, a.h. 356, by 
Azd-uddaula, the son of Rukn-uddaula, who 
succeeded him in the office of wazir to the 
Khalif of Baghdad.

an author and died at Dehli in a.d. 1749, 
a.h. 1162. 


Mu'awia I. (4jjIa*), the son of Abu 

Sufian, the son of Harb, and general of the 
khalifs 'Umar and 'Usman. After avenging 
his master's (Osman's) death, he seized his 
kingdom a.d. 644, and became the first 
khalif of the race of Umayya or Ommiades. 
He took Rhodes and after destroying the 
Colossus, he attacked Sicily, and carried 
devastation to the gates of Constantinople. 
After besieging in vain the capital for seven 
years, he purchased peace by an annual 
tribute. During this siege, the Greek fire is 
said to have been invented. He died on the 
7th April, a.d. 680, New Moon of Rajab, 
a.h. 60, after having reigned from Hasan's 
resignation 19 lunar years 3 months and 
27 days, and was buried at Damascus his 
capital, which was made the residence of the 
khalifs as long as the house of Umayya 
continued on the throne. Mu'awia had 
embraced the Muhammadan religion at the 
same time as his father, which was in the 
year of the victory. Muhammad made him 


his secretary, and 'Umar gave him the 
lieutenancy of Syria, which he held during 
four years of that khalifs life. 'Usman 
continued him in that post during the whole 
space of his reign, which was about twelve 
years. For four years more he kept Syria in 
Lis own hands by force, whilst he held out 
against 'All. Taken altogether, therefore, 
he held possession of Syria, either as governor 
or khalif, for nearly 40 years. There are 
different reports about his age ; some say 70 
years and others 75. He was succeeded by 
Lis son Tezid I.

683, a.h. 64, at Damascus, but being of a 
weakly constitution, and unable to bear the 
fatigues of government, resigned the crown 
six weeks after his inauguration, and died 
soon after without naming a successor. 
Therefore, as soon as he nad made his 
abdication, the officers of the court proceeded 
to the election of a khalif and their choice fell 
upon Marwan, the son of Hakam. In the 
meantime 'Abdullah the son of Zuber had 
been declared khalif in Arabia, 'Irak, 
Khurasan, Egypt, and a great part of Syria.

December, a.d. 1824. 

Mnbarik Shah (all uJA~0, the son 

of Khizir Khan, ascended the throne of Dehli 
after the death of his father on the 22nd May, 
a.d. 1421, 19th Jumada I. a.h. 824. fie 
reigned 13 lunar years 3 months and 16 days, 
and was murdered on the 18th April, a.d. 
1434, 6th Ramagan, a.h. 837, in a masjid 
where he had gone to say his prayers, by 
Qazi 'Abdus Samad, Sadharan Khattri and 
others, who raised Muhammad Shah, his 
nephew, to the throne. 

Mnbarik Shah Khilji (ali <-i,l~« 
sr^O, surnamed Qutb - uddln, 



ascended the throne of Dehli (according to 
Firishta) on the 22nd March, a.d. 1317, 7th 
Muharram, a.h. 717, after the death of his 
father Sultan 'Ala-uddin Khilji, and the 
murder of KafQr, a slave of the latter, who 
had aspired to the throne and had raised 
Shahab-uddin ( Umar Khan a boy of seven 
years of age, the youngest son of the late 
Sultan to the throne. Amir Khusro, the 
celebrated Persian poet who had served three 
kings before, wrote a book in his name, for 
which he was remunerated by the king with 
an elephant load of silver pieces. Muburik 
Shah reigned four years, and was murdered 
on the 4th April, a.d. 1321, 5th Rab! 1 I. 
a.h. 721, by his wazlr, Khusro Malik, a 
favourite slave to whom he "Had confided all 
the powers of the State. This man ascended 
the throne with the title of Khusro Shah, but 
was assassinated five months after by Ghazi 
Khan Tu^hlaq, governor of the Pan jab, who 
took the title of Ghayas-uddin Tu^hlao Shah. 
The house of Khilji terminated with Mubarik 
Shah. ~ 

Mnbarik Shah Sharqi, (*[£ <_J,Lw« 

i-ijj*), whose former name was 

Malik Wazil or Karanfal, was the adopted 
son of ]£hwaia Jahan Shark!, whom he suc- 
ceeded a.d. J 401, a.h. 803, to the govern- 
ment of Jaunpur, and perceiving that the 
kingdom of Dehli was thrown into disorder 
and anarchy, he, with the consent of the 
officers of his government, assumed the 
royal canopy, and caused coin to be struck in 
his name under the above title. He died 
after a short reign of 18 months in the year 
a.d. 1402, a.h. 804, and was succeeded: by 
his younger brother Ibrahim Shah Shark!.

the youngest of the three sons of Mir Ja'far

turned Musalinan and wrote a history of the 
religions in the time of the emperor Akbar 
entitled Dabistdn. The intention of the 
author appears to have been to furnish to 
Akbar a pretended historical basis of the 
religion which this emperor had invented, and 
which he was desirous to introduce. For this 
reason, the author commences with a very 
long chapter on the religion of the Mahiba- 
dians, which is a mere web of incoherent 
fables. Sir William Jones first mentioned 
this work. Gladwin published its first chapter 
in the New Asiatic Mitcellany, together with 
an English translation. Leyden in the 9th 
volume of the Asiatic Research** translated 
the chapter on the Illuminati, and the text 
of the whole work was published at Calcutta 
in 18(>9. The Oriental Translation Society 
also published the whole in English.

He has written a Masnawl called 
Atrar Jfuhabbat, containing the loves of Sisi 
and Panu y at the request of Mr. Johnson, 
who had the title of Mumtaz-uddaula, and is 
also the author of a Diwan. According to a 
chronogram of Jurat he died in a.d. 1807, 
a.h. 1222. 


Muhammad ( 


) (or Mahomed), 


the Arabian prophet, author of the Quran, 
was born on Monday the 20th April, a.d. 
671, 10th Rabi' I. at Mecca in Arabia, and 
was of the tribe of Quresh, the noblest of the 
country. Arab writers make him to be 
descended in a right line from Ishmael the 
son of Abraham ; but do not pretend to any 
certainty in the remote part of his genealogy. 
He lost his father, 'Abdullah, before he was 
two years old, and his mother, 'Amina, 
before he was six ; but their attention was 
supplied by the care of his grandfather, 
'Abdul Muttalib, who, at his death, which 
happened two years afterwards, left him under 
the guardianship of his son Abu Talib, with 
whom he continued till he was twenty- five, 
when he was placed in the service of a 
woman named Khudyja, the widow of a rich 
merchant at Mecca, who sent merchandize 


into Syria. This woman fell in love with 
Muhammad, the driver of her camels, and 
married him. In his frequent journeys 
through Arabia, he had observed the various 
sects which divided the opinions of the 
eastern Christians, and he considered that 
nothing could so firmly secure to him the 
respect of the world as laying the foundation 
of a new religion. In his 40th year he 
assumed the title of the Apostle of God, and 
gradually increased his fame and his followers 
by the aid of pretended visions. When he 
found himself exposed to danger at Mecca he 
left the city, ana retired to Madina, where 
his doctrines found a more friendly reception. 
This event, which happened in the year a.d. 
622, forms the celebrated era of the Muham- 
madans, called the Hijra or Hiiri, which 
signifies Separation. At Madina the prophet 
erected his standard, and as for thirteen years 
before he had endeavoured to spread his 
doctrines by persuasion, he now propagated 
them by the sword. In the eleventh year 
of the Hijra the prophet fell sick, and after 
a confinement of thirteen days he died on 
Monday the 8th June, a.d. 632, 12th Rabr I. 
a.h. 11, aged 63 lunar years. He was buried 
in the same place where he died, in the 
chamber of the most beloved of his wives, 
'Ayesha, the daughter of Abu Bakr, at 
Madina, where his remains are still preserved. 
It is very remarkable that though Muhammad 
himself so often declared in the Quran that he 
wrought no miracles, yet his followers have 
ascribed a great many to him. For instance, 
they affirm that he caused water to flow from 
his fingers, that he split the moon in two, 
that the stones, trees, and beasts acknow- 
ledged him to be the true prophet sent from 
God, and saluted him as such ; that he went 
one night from Mecca to Jerusalem, from 
whence he ascended to heaven, where he 
saw and conversed with God, and came back 
again to Mecca before the next morning; 
with many more miracles equally incredible. 
Muhammad permitted, by his law, four wives 
to each of nis followers, but did not limit 
himself to that number; for he observed 
that a prophet, being peculiarly gifted and 
privileged, was not bound to restrict himself 
to the same laws as ordinary mortals. The 
authors who give him the smallest number 
of wives own that he had fifteen, four of 
whom, however, never shared connubial rites.

Qasim and 'Abdullah who is also called 
Tahir; and Zainab, Rukia, Umm Kulsum 
and Fatima ; all of whom died before their 
father excepting Fatima, who was married 
to ( Ali and survived her father six months. 


Muhammad I. (J^l a+s?*) (or Ma- 
homet I.) Sulfcan of the Turks, was the son 
of Bayezid I. (Bajazet), whom he succeeded in 
a.d. 1413, a.h. 816, after an interregnum of 
eleven yean, during which time his brother 
Sulaiman had taken possession of Brusa. He 
was a brave and politic monarch, conquered 
Cappadocia, Servia, "Wallachia, and other 
provinces, and was at peace with Manuel 
Paloeologos, emperor of Constantinople, to 
whom he restored some of his provinces, and 
died at Adrianople of a bloody-flux a.d. 
1422, a.h. 825, aged 47 years. He was 
succeeded by his son Murad II. (Amurath). 

Muhammad II. (J IS x*&?) (Mahomet 

II.) emperor of the Turks, surnamed the Great, 
succeeded his father Murad II. (Amurath) 
in February, a.d. 1451, Muharram, a.h. 
855. His reign was begun with preparations 
for war ; he besieged Constantinople, and 
conveyed over the land some of his gallies into 
the harbour, which the Greeks had shut up 
againt the invaders. Constantinople was 
taken by him on Tuesday the 2fcth May, a.d. 
1453, 20th Jumada I. a.h. 867, and in her 
fall poured forth her fugitive philosophers 
and learned men to revive literature in the 
Western world. Muhammad by his victories, 
deserved the name of Great; and the appel- 
lation of Grand Seignor, which he assumed, 
has descended to his successors. After 
subduing two empires, twelve tributary 
kingdoms and two hundred towns, he was 
preparing for the subjugation of Italy, when 
a colic proved fatal to him, and he died on 
Thursday the 3rd May, a.d. 1481, 3rd 
Rabr I. a.h. 886, after a reign of 31 lunar 
years. His death was the cause of universal 
rejoicings over the Christian world, whose 
religion he had sworn to exterminate for the 
tenets of Muhammad. He was of exceeding 
courage and strength, of a sharp wit, and 


very fortunate ; but withal, he was faithless 
ana cruel ; and in his time occasioned the 
death of 80,000 Christians of both sexes. 
His son Bayezid II. succeeded him. 


Muhammad III. (oJU 


), 


emperor of the Turks, succeeded his father 
Murad III. in January, a.d. 1595, Jumada I. 
a.h. 1003, to the throne of Constantinople. 
He began his reign by ordering nineteen of 
his brothers to be strangled, and ten of 
his father's wives to be drowned, whom he 
supposed to be with child. He made war 
against Rodulphus II. emperor of Germany, 
and invaded Hungary with an army of 
200,000 men, but his progress was checked by 
Maximillian the emperor* s brother, who 
would have obtained a decisive victory had 
not his troops abandoned themselves to 
pillage. Muhammad, obliged to retire from 
Hungary, buried himself in the indolence of 
his seraglio. He died of the plague, after a 
reign of 9 years, in January, a.d. 1604, 
Shaban, a.h. 1012, aged 59 years, and was 
succeeded by his son Ahmad I. 


Muhammad IV. («-jU 


), emperor 


of the Turks, was the son of Ibrahim, whom 
he succeeded on the throne of Constantinople 
in a.d. 1649, a.h. 1069. He pursued the 
war with the Venetians, and after reducing 
Candia, with the loss of 200,000 men, he 
invaded Poland. His arms proved victorious, 
but the disgrace was wiped off by the valour 
of Sobcski, king of Poland, who the next 
year routed his enemies at the battle of 
Choezim. He was deposed in a.d. 1687, 
a.h. 1098, and sent to prison, where he died 
in a.d. 1691, a.h. 1102. He was succeeded 
by his brother Sulaiman II. 


Muhammad 'Abd ( jux 


), author 


of a Persian work on Jurisprudence called 
Asm ul- Islam, the Foundation of Muhara- 
madanism, and of one called Fiqha Sutmatf 
wa-JamdaH. 

Muhammad 'Adil Shah (JjU 

*Ll), king of Bljapur, succeeded his 

father Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. in the year 
a.d. 1626, a.h. 1036. As the armies of the 
emperor of Dehli were daily extending their 
conquests in the Deccan, and he knew that 
should the country of Ahmadnagar be reduced 
his own would become the object of attack, 
he assisted Ni?ara Shah against the imperial 
arms; and more than once suffered for his 
conduct, being obliged to purchase pi ice by 
large contributions. In the year a.d. 1634, 
a.h. 1044, the armies of the emperor Shah 
Jahan invaded the Deccan on three quarters 
and laid waste the country of Bljapur without 
mercy. After the reduction of Daulatabad 
and other forts, with most part of the 
kingdom of Nizam Shah, Muhammad 'Adil 
Shah agreed to pay a considerable tribute to 
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the emperor. He was the last king of 
Bijapur who struck coins in his own name. In 
the latter part of his reign his vassal Sewaji, 
the son of Sahu Bhosla, by stratagem and 
treachery obtained great power, and the founda- 
tion of the Bijapur monarchy became weak- 
ened. Muhammad died in November, a.d. 
1656, Muharram, a.h. 1067, and was succeeded 
by his son 'All 'Adil Shah II. His tomb at 
Bijapur, called " Gol Gumbaz," has a dome 
whicn measures 130 feet in diameter and which 
can be seen from 30 miles distance. A 
beautiful view is seen from the roof; the 
tomb being at the very end of the city, all the 
remarkable places present themselves to us, 
and the eye loses itself in the vast number 
of cupolas, domes, and minarets crowded 
together. Conspicuous among these are seen 
the fair proportions of the Rauza or tomb of 
Ibrahim 'Adil Shah. 


Muhammad Afzal (J A ^ 


), 


author of the work named Madinat-ul-Aubia. 
It gives an account of the creation of the 
world, and a history of all the prophets prior 
to the birth of Muhammad. 

Muhammad Afzal, Shaikh (juksr* 

^ J-aJl), son of Shaikh 'Abdur 

Rahim, a plrzada and native of Ghazipur, 
who by the command of his murshia or 
spiritual guide, Mir Syyid Muhammad of 
Kalpi, fixed his residence at Allahabad, 
where he held a school and passed the re- 
mainder of his life in teaching Arabic and 
Persian, and making proselytes. He is the 
author of several works ; was born on the 
28th October, o.s. 1628, 10th Rab'i I. a.h. 
1 038, and died aged 87 lunar years on Friday 
the 2nd January, o.s. 1713, 15th £il-hijja, 
a.h. 1124. His descendants are still at 
Allahabad. He used " Afzal " for his 
poetical name. 

Muhammad Akbar (-+£\ *Xa*s*), the 
emperor Akbar is sometimes so called. 

Muhammad Akbar (J&\ j^s^), the 

youngest son of the emperor Aurangzeb 
'Alamgir. He rebelled against his father, 
went to Persia and died there in a.h. 1116. 

Muhammad Akbar (J&\ jt*f*), son

Muhammad 4 Ali (^L X±sf), Viceroy 

of Egvpt. Upwards of twelve centuries have 
passed since Egypt fell under the arms of the 
successful General of the I£halif Omar; for 
a little over five centuries it remained in the 
possession of the successors of the conqueror ; 
their power was put to an end by the Turk- 
mans in a.d. 1171, and about eighty years 
afterwards the latter were in tneir turn 
expelled by the Mamluks. The Mamluks 
raised one of their own number to the throne, 
with the title of Sultan, and the dynasty 
lasted till 1517, when the last of the Mamluk 
Sultans was put to death by the Turkish 
Sulftan Salam, who appointed a Pasha to the 
government assisted by a council of twenty- 
four Mamluk beys or chiefs. This state of 
things lasted till 1798, when the French under 
Bonaparte landed in Egypt, and after destroy- 
ing the Mamluks were themselves attacked 
and defeated by the British in 1801. After 
the departure of the British, the country fell 
into anarchy till it was restored by Muhammad 
'All, who by the massacre of tne remaining 
Mamluks made himself master of the situation. 
The treaty of I^ondon in 1 84 1 made the govern- 
ment of Egypt hereditary in the family of 
Muhammad 'All, and Isma'il Pasha was his 
grandson. Egypt has now ceased to be a 
province of Turkey. Its ruler has had all 
the powers of an independent sovereign con- 
ceded to him by the Farman, which dates 
from the 8th June, a.d. 1873. Muhammad 
was born in 1769, entered the Turkish army, 
and in 1799 was sent to Egypt at the head 
of a contingent to co-operate with the British 
against the French invaders. Here his fine 
military qualities rapidly developed themselves, 
and he at length became the Commander of 
the Albanian Corps d'armee in Egypt. He was 
soon afterwards involved in disputes with the 
Mamluks, who practically had lone ruled Egypt. 
He was soon after involved in disputes with 
the Mamluks who had long practically ruled 
Egypt. They were at length entirely ex- 
terminated in 1820. He declared himself 
independent of the Porte in IK 38, and died 
on the 2nd August, a.d. 1849. He was 
succeeded by his son or grandson Isma'il 
Pasha.

1796, 
and his son 'Umdat ul-Umra succeeded him.

His estate came under the immediate control 
of the Political Department in the end of 
1870, when his son Ibrahim 'All ghan was 
installed as Nawab of Tonk.

1837, 4th Rabr II. a.h. 1253, at the age 
of 70 years, and took the title of Abu'l Fatha 
Moin-uddin Sultan Zaman Muhammad 'AH 
Shah. He reigned exactly five lunar years, 
and died at Lucknow on Tuesday the 17th 
May, a.d. 1842, 5th Rabi' II, a.h. 1258, 
when his son Suryya Jah Amjad 'Ali Shah 
succeeded him. 

Muhammad al-Mahdi (^Ju^Jl Jot^*), 

the first khalif or king of Barbary of the race 
of the Fatimites. He began to reign in a.d. 
908, a.h. 296, and was supposed to be a 
descendant of Husain the son of 'Ali and 
Fatima, whence the race is called Fntimite. 
His descendants conquered Egypt. He died 
in a.d. 933, a.h. 321, and was succeeded by 
his son Kaem Biamr-ullah, who died in a.d. 
945, a.h. 334, and was succeeded by his son 
Mansur Billah in a.d. 952, a.h. 341.

of Daulat Muhammad al-Husaini al-Balkhi, 
is the author of the work called Anfa 1 ul-

a long and laudatory notice at the close of 
the work. He concluded it in a.d. 1626, 
a.h. 1036, and styled it An/a* ul-Akhbar 
because the Hijri year a.h. 1036, in which it 
was completed, is represented by the letters 
composing those words.

^jlsiO, entitled Ya'tmad-uddaula, was 

the son of Mir Baha-uddin, the brother of 
Ni$ am ul-Mulk ( Asaf Jah, and came to India 
in the reign of 'Alamgir under whom he 
served for several years. He was the chief 
counsellor of the emperor Muhammad Shah, 
and was appointed wazir with the above title 
after the aeath of Sayyad Husain 'Ali Khan 
and the imprisonment of his brother Sayyad 
'Abdullah Khan in a.d. 1720, a.h. 1133, but 
he had scarcely entered on his office when 
he was taken ill and died suddenly on the 
17th January, o.s. 1721, 29th Rabi' I. a.h. 
1133. After his death the office of prime 
minister was only filled by a temporary sub- 
stitute, being ultimately designed for Ni?am 
ul-Mulk 'Asaf Jah, who was then in the 
Deccan.

Shaikh ul- Islam or high priest of the city of 
Isfahan, and one of the most celebrated Shia 
lawyers and learned scholars that Persia ever 
produced in general literature, law and 
theology. Such was the esteem in which he 
was held, that Shah Sulaiman pressed upon 
him the hand of his daughter, which, strange 
to say, he declined. One alone of this 
celebrated man's works, called Haqq ul- Yeqln^ 
which he dedicated to Shah Husain, extends 
to fourteen folio volumes. It contains a body 
of the theology of the Shias, and quotes and 
refutes the arguments opposed to the opinions 
advanced, illustrating the whole with evidences 
of the truth of the Shia doctrines and with 
numerous traditions. Besides this, he wrote 
on many other subjects. One of his works, 
treating exclusively of Hadis, is called JBahr 
ul- Anwar. He died a.d. 1698, a.h. 1110, 
aged 72 years. 

Muhammad Baqlr Damad, Mir

Sayyad Mahmud was styled Damad, because 
he was the son-in-law of Shaikh 'All 'A mill.

377. This work, though mentioned by Haji 
Khalfa, had hitherto escaped the industry of 
European explorers, but a portion of it (four 
books) has been found in the Royal Library 
of Paris, and the remainder in Herr yon 
Hammer Purgstall's collection. By a passage 
in the Fehrist f that learned gentleman has 
found that the Thousand and One Nights 
{Arabian Night*) had a Persian origin. In 
the eighth book, the author says that the first 
who composed tales and apologues were the 
kings of the first dynasty of the Persians ; 
then those of the Arsacidea, the third of the 
four ancient dynasties of Persia ; these tales 
were augmented and amplified by the 
Sasanides. The Arabs, he then proceeds to 
say, translated them into their tongue, 
composing others like them. The first book 
of this kind was the ffazdr Afsana, or 
Thousand Tales, the subject of which the 
writers explain, mentioning Shahrzada and 
Dinarzada as the two females who practise 
the ruse upon the king. " It is said," 
continues the authors, " that this book was 
composed by Humae, the daughter of 
Bahman." The tjruth is, that the first who 
had these tales told him at night, was 
Alexander the Great, in order that he might 
keep awake and be upon his guard. The 
kings who came after him made use, for the 
same purpose, of the Thousand Tales, which 
fill up a thousand nights, and two hundred 
conTersations besides, in the light of the 
moon, which were related in a number of 
nights.

A~)li) was a cousin of the khallf 

Walid I. and son .in -law of Hajjaj bin 
Yusaf Saqaii. By the command of the khallf 
in the year a.d. 711, a.h. 92, he marched 
with a large army to Sindh, and having 
defeated and killed the Raia of that country 
took possession of it on Ihursday the 23rd 
June, a.d. 712, 10th Ramazan, a.h. 93. 
From amongst the prisoners captured in the 
fort of Alor, two daughters of the Raja were 
Bent to Damascus, and the khallf sent them 
to his harem, consigning them to the care of 
his people until their grief should be assuaged. 
After two months, they were brought to the 
presence of the khallf ; when they raised the 
veils from their faces the khallf was smitten 
with their beauty, and asked their names ; 
one was called Girpaldeo, the other Surajdeo. 
The fchalif ordered one to bis own bed ; she 
said, 4i my Lord, I am not fit for the king's 
service, we have both for three days been 
with Bin-Qasim, who after dishonouring us 
sent us here." The king was highly incensed, 
and directed that his servants should Bieze 
Bin-Qasim, sew him up in a cow-hide, and 
send him to Syria. When Bin - Qasim 
received this order, he direct*. d the messengers 
to do as they were directed. They obeyed the 
order, covered Bin-Qasim with a raw cow- 
hide ; after enduring the torture for three 
days he died. They then put his body into a 
box, and conveyed it to the khallf, who, 
opening it in the presence of the two women, 
said, " Behold how absolute is my power, and 
how I treat such servants as Bin -Qasim.*' 
The woman replied, *' king, just men ought 
not to be precipitate in great affairs, or be too 
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hasty to act, either upon the representation of 
friends or foes." The khalif asked their 
meaning ; they said, " We made this accusa- 
tion against Bin-Qasim because of the hatred 
we bore him, seeing that he slew our father, 
and through him we lost all our property and 
possessions, and became exiles from our own 
country ; but Bin-Qasim was like a father 
and brother to us, he looked not on us for any 
bad purpose, but when our object was revenge 
for the blood of our father, we accused him of 
this treachery ; this end attained, do with us 
as you will. The £halif on hearing this 
suffered great remorse; he ordered the two 
women to be tied to horses, and dragged to 
death, and they buried Bin-Qasim in the 
burial place at Damascus.

Taimur, retained possession of that country. 
The prince, whose memoirs are the chief 
subject of this work, was 'Abdullah Khan ; 
he was a contemporary of the renowned 
Akbar, emperor of Hindustan, with whom he 
kept up constant correspondence and inter- 
change of ambassadors, and died a.d. 1595, 
a.h. 1005. This book was dedicated to 
Niz am-uddin Kokaltash.

721. His proper name is §udar-uddin Mu- 
hammad Husainf, but he was commonly called 
Muhammad Geisu Daraz, on account of his 
having long ringlets. He lived at Kulbarga 
in the reign of the Bahmani Sul&ans, and had 
the address to engage Prince Ahmad Shnh 
to become his disciple, and build him a fine 
house and a superb convent. When this 
prince ascended the throne, in a.d. 1422, 
a.h. 825, the credit of the saint became so 
great, that from the lord to the artificer all 
made it their glory to follow his instructions ; 
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so that his tomb became a pilgrimage to 
all sects. He died in the Deccan in the 
beginning of the reign of Ahmad Shah in 
a.d. 1422, and is buried at Hasanabad, 
commonly called Kulbarga. His tomb is 
a magnificent edifice covered with a dome, 
in the middle of an extensive court. During 
the reigns of the Deccan Sultans, great 
sums of money were occasionally offered to 
his descendants who reposed near the saint, 
in vows and presents, and many villages 
were assigned by the kings to defray the 
expenses of the tomb. He is said to be the 
author of several works, among which are 
the Addb ul-Murid, the Wajud ul-'Askiqin, 
containing the whole duty of a Sufi disciple, 
etc., and also of a book of Fables in Persian 
entitled Asmdr ul-Aarar. His son, named 
Muhammad Akbar, is the author of the 
Aqaed Akbar\ y containing the principles of 
the Muhammadan faith. 

Muhammad Ghana Jilani, Hazrat 
Shaikh (cL^u*- ,JLp- sl^i ±*s." 

^-i), a celebrated Muhammadan 

saint whose tomb is at Uchcha of the Jilanis 
in Multan, and round whose shrine this town 
was built and after whom it was named. He 
was a descendant of Shaikh 'Abdul Kadir 
Jilani Baghdad!, and came to Uchcha about 
the year a.d. 1394. The Daudputtras have 
continued to be his murjd or disciples, and 
the murid of his successors from the time of 
their first leaving Shikarpur. 


Muhammad Ghana Khan (,

Muhammad Ghaus, Shaikh (x^sr* 

j^y ^1 Oj£), of Gwaliar. His 

proper name is Haji Hamld-uddln, styled 
Ghaus-ul-'Alam, one of the greatest saints of 
India, who is said to have resided for twelve 
years in the practice of asceticism in the jangal 
which lies at the foot of the Chunar hills, 
consuming the leaves and fruits of the forest 
as his sole food ; and so celebrated was he for 
the fulfilment of his blessings and predictions, 
that even powerful kings used to come and 
visit him and pay their respects. He after- 
wards went to Gwaliar, where he engaged 
himself in the pursuits of his holy calling and 
in making proselytes ; and managed to content 
himself with the proceeds of a jagir, which 
yielded a crore of tangas. He was the murshid 
or master of Shaikh "Wajih-uddin 'Alw of 
Gnjrat, and died on the 14th September, o.s. 
1662, 14th Muharram, a.h. 970. The chrono- 
gram of the year of his death is " Shaikh 
Auliabud," i.e. Shaikh was a saint. He is 
the author of several works, among which 
are the Jawahir ul-Khamsa. and another 


entitled Oulzdr Abr&r containing the memoirs 
of all the Sufi Shaikhs of India with their 
places of burial and many other particulars. 
His brother Shaikh Phul, who served under 
the emperor Humayun, was killed at Agra, 
a.d. 1537, a.h. 945, by the adherents of 
Mirza Handal, who had rebelled against his 
brother. His tomb is on a hill near the fort 
of Bayana. They were the descendants of 
Khwaja Farid-uadin Muhammad 'Attar in 
the seventh generation. Their grandfather's 
name was Mo'in-uddin Qattal, whose tomb 
is in Jaunpur, and father's name Kiyam- 
uddin. He lies buried in Zahurabad, commonly 
called Kunbra, in Ghazipur. A small work 
entitled Mundkib Uhausia, containing the 
adventures of Muhammad Ghaus, was written 
by Sayyad Fazl-ullah in the year Hijri 941, 
24 years before the death of the saint. 

Muhammad Ghaus Zarrin (dj^s* 

izj-ijj C?j-i), of Bijnaur. He lived 

in the time of Nawab 'Asaf-uddaula of 
Lucknow, and is the author of a Chahar 
Darwesh in Persian. 

Muhammad Ghayas - uddin ( &*&?* 
fjl^ dA*i), the son of Jalal-uddm, 


the son of Sharaf-uddin, author of the Persian 
Dictionary entitled Ghayas uULugl&t, which 
he completed after fourteen years' labour in 
the year a.d. 1826, a.h. 1242, also of the 
Miftdh ul-Kunuz, Sharah Sikandar-ndma, 
Nutkha Bagh o-Bahdr, and several poems 
and Easidas, etc. He was an inhabitant of 
Mustafabad, commonly called Rampur in the 
Pergunnah of Shahabad, Lucknow.

Muhammad Hadi (^jLfc -v + ?* *), 

a nobleman of the Court of the emperor 
Jahangir, who wrote the last part of the 
Tuzak Jahanglrl, during the last four years 
of that emperor's reign ; Jahangir wrote the 
first part up to the seventeenth year of his 
reign, and the second part was written by 
Matmid Khan. 

Muhammad Hakim, Mirza (ju*^?* 

\ : -** *«£»- ), son of the emperor Hu- 
mayiin and half-brother of Akbar, was born 
at Kabul on the 18th April, a.d. 1554, 15th 
Jumada I. a.h. 961. In the reign of his 
brother, the emperor Akbar, he had the 
Government of Kabul, of which he remained 
during his life in undisturbed possession. He 
had twice invaded the Punjab ; once in a.d. 
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1566, a.h. 974, and the second time in Feb- 
ruary a.d. 1581, Muharram, a.h. 989, when 
the emperor found it necessary to proceed 
himself with an army, and Mirza Muhammad 
Hakim was obliged to retreat before him. 
He died at Kabul in the 30th year of the 
emperor Akbar, on the 26th July, o.s. 1685, 
16th Amardad ILahi, corresponding with 16th 
Sha'ban, a.h. 993, aged 32 lunar years. 
After his death Raja Bhagwan Das and his 
son Man Singh were sent to Kabul by the 
emperor to take charge of that province. His 
mother's name was Mah Chuchak Begam.

also called Muhammad bin- 'All, was the 
third son of 'All, and because he was not 
descended from his wife Fatima, as Hasan 
and Husain were, is not reckoned amongst 
the Imams, notwithstanding there were many 
who after Husain* s death secretly acknow- 
ledged him to be the lawful khalif or Imam. 
He died in the year a.d. 700, a.h. 81. 

Mnhammad Hasan ( . ^ s^jt*

about the year a.d. 1604, a.h. 1013, is the 
author of a Masnawi or poem containing the 
praises of the prophet, of his chaste wives 
and of great saints.

'Azim Shah as a physician. In the reign of 
Farrukh-siyar the title of Hakim -ul-Mumilik 
was conferred on him. He went on a pil- 
grimage to Mecca in the time of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah, and after his return to 
India ho died in the month of April, a.d. 
1737, Zil-bijja, ah. 1149, at Dehli. He 
is the author of a Diwan consisting of 5000 


verses. 


Mnhammad Ibn-AIahmar (^j\ 

j^^i\) } or more properly Ibn al- 

Ahmar, one of the Moorish kings of Granada 
in Spain and founder of the Alhambra, a 
celebrated fortress or palace which was 
regarded by the Moors of Granada as a 
miracle of art, and had a tradition that the 
king who founded it dealt in magic, or at 
least was deeply versed in alchemy, by means 
of which he procured the immense sums of 
gold expended in its erection. The name of 
this monarch, as inscribed on the walls of 
some of the apartments of the Alhambra, was 
Abu 'Abdullah, but is commonly known in 
Moorish history as Muhammad Ibn- Alahmar. 
He was born in Arjona in a.d. 1195, a.h. 
591, of the noble family of the Ban! Nasar ; 
when he arrived at manly years, he was 
appointed Alcayde or governor of Arjona and 
Jaen, and gained great popularity by his 
benignity and justice Some years afterwards, 
on the death of Ibn-Hud, wnen the Moorish 
power of Spain was broken into factions, 
many places declared for Muhammad Ibn- 
Alahmar ; he seized upon the occasion, made 
a circuit through the country, and was every- 
where received with acclamation. It was in 
the year a.d. 1238 that he entered Granada 
amidst the enthusiastic shouts of the multi- 
tude. He was proclaimed king with every 
demonstration of joy, and soon became the 
head of the Moslems in Spain, being the first 
of the illustrious line of Ban! Nasar that had 
sat upon the throne. He caused the mines of 
gold and silver, and other metals found in the 
mountainous regions of his dominions, to be 
diligently worked, and was the first king 
of Granada who struck money of gold and 
silver with his name, taking great care that 
it should be skilfully executed. It was about 
this time, towards the middle of the 13th 
century, that he commenced the splendid 
palace of the Alhambra. He retained his 
faculties and vigour to an advanced age. In 
his 79th year, he took the field on horseback, 
accompained by the flower of his chivalry, 
to resist an invasion of his territories, but was 
suddenly struck with illness, and in a few 
hours he died vomiting blood and in violent 
convulsions.

Abl 'Abdullah bin-Isma'Il al- Bnkhari, is the 
author of the Sahlh ul-Bukh&ri, a book held 
in the highest estimation, and considered, 
both in spiritual and temporary matters, as 
next in authority to the Quran. It contains 
9,880 traditions, selected from 167,000, 
recording not only all the revelations, inspira- 
tions, actions, and sayings of Muhammad, but 
also explaining many of the difficult passages 
of the Quran. It relates besides many 
miracles and anecdotes of the ancient prophets 
and other inspired persons. He was born 
in the year a.d. 810, a.h. 194, and died 
in the month of June, a.d. 870, Rajab, 
a.h. 256. He is commonly called Al-Bukhari, 
which see. 

Mnhammad Isma'il, Monlwi (ju*sr* 

i-$^Y* <J?£l*«^)> author of the Sirdt 

ul-Muttaqim or The True Path, containing 
an account of the peculiar tenets held by the 
followers of Sayyad Ahmad the modern 
Muhammadan zealot and reformer, with 
whose name we have recently become familiar. 
This work is one of the most important of 
several treatises which have been composed 
by that sect. The main object of the author 
in composing it was, in the first instance, 
probably to shew his own learning ; in the 
next, to justify the claims of Sayyad Afemad 


(of whom he was a constant and confidential 
adherent) as a devotee, {rifted with a sur- 
passing degree of religious capacity and 
illumination. It makes reference especially, 
in its explanations and allusions, to the 
peculiar divisions which prevail in India, 
among those who aspire to the honours of 
religious initiation. These are generally 
numbered as the followers of one or other, of 
three venerated Firs, each of whom has given 
a name to a distinct school or sect ; the first, 
the "Tariqa-i-Qadiria," which traces its 
origin to 'Abdul Qadir Jilani. Another, 
the " Tariqa-i-Chishtia," so called from its 
founder Khwaja Mo'In-uddin Chishti, whose 
tomb is at Ajmer ; the third, the " Tariqa- 
i-Naqshbandia, derived from a Khwaja Baha- 
uddin Naqshband, a native of Bukhara. It 
was one of the peculiar pretensions of Sayyid 
Ahmad, that he held himself privileged to be 
the founder of a school of his own, to which 
he eave the name of the " Tariqa-i-Muham- 
madia." His book was written some time about 
the year a.d. 1822, and it is to be remarked, as 
a new feature in the history of efforts for the 
propagation of Muhammaaanism, or for the 
reform of its corruptions, how extensively the 
emissaries of this sect have availed themselves 
of the Press to disseminate their tenets. The 
Sirdt ul- Mustaqim, the Taqwiat ul-Iman, 
the JBiddei ul-Mominin, and a little tract 
attached to it, named the Muzih ul- Kabir 
wa l l Bidaa't, and two other tracts, entitled 
the Naeihat ul-Mushmin, and Tambih ul- 
Qh&Jiltn, have all been printed at private 
presses in Calcutta or at Hugli.

Mnhammad Jani ( -jL>- xa*sl"), 

author of the work called Asar Ahmadi, a 
minute history of Muhammad and the twelve 
'Imams, with various anecdotes respecting 
them. 

Mnhammad Jogi Mirza (£*>- «X*f*), 

son of Shahrukh Mirza, the son of Amir 
Taimur. He died a.d. 1444, a.h. 848, two 
years before his father, aged 43 lunar years. 

Mnhammad Karim (j( Ju>f), the 

son of prince Azim-ush-Shan, the son of the 
emperor Bahadur Shah. He was murdered 
by order of the emperor Jahandar Shah his 
uncle, in April, a.d. 1712, a.h. 1124. 

Mnhammad Kazim, Mirza (jc*&"+ 

\\j+ pj6)t the son and successor of 

Mirza Muhammad Aram, private Munshi or 
Secretary to 'AlamgTr, and author of the 
history called * Alamgir-nama. It is a history 
of the first ten years of the reign of the 
emperor * Alamgir, to whom it was dedicated in 
the 32ndyear of his reign, a.d. 1689, a.h. 
1100. When it was presented to him, ho 
forbade its being continued ; and prohibited 
all other historians or authors from relating 
the events of his life, preferring (says his 
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panegyrist) the cultivation of inward piety to 
the ostentatious display of his actions. This 
monarch, whose reign is admired by the 
Muhammadans and detested by the Hindus, 
after having imprisoned his father, mounted 
the throne of Dehli in ad. 1658, a.h. 1068. 
At this period the glory of the house of Babar 
may be said to have arrived at its zenith. 
The empire extended from the north-west 
mountains of Qabul to the southern limits of 
Ghittagong ; and the kings of Golkanda and 
Bijapur paid tribute. He is also the author 
of a Shah-ndma, a Roz-nama, or Journal, and 
another work entitled Akhbar Hasania. 

Muhammad Khalil - ullah Khan 

(^Li* *JJi J-i-r^ Jjls*), Burnamed 

Ashk, is author of a history of Amir Hamza, 
uncle of Muhammad, which he professes to 
have drawn from a compilation made by 
order of Sulfcan Mahmud, the Ghaznavide ; 
and observes, "What renders this present 
history at all times interesting is this : that it 
informs us of the customs of various nations, 
and that it instructs us in the art of doing 
battle, and of taking towns and kingdoms. 
Accordingly Mahmud, to avoid the necessity 
of counsel from any one, had portions of it 
read to him as a daily observance." 

Muhammad Khan Bangash, Nawab 
(jjILj ^IrL x^s^) t styled Ghazanfar 

Jang, a Rohela chief of the tribe of Bangash. 
He founded the city of Farrukhabad in the 
name of his patron the emperor Farrukh- 
siyar. In the reign of Muhammad Shah, 
a.d. 1730, a.h. 1143, he was appointed 
governor of Malwa, but unable to cope with 
the Mahrntjas on account of their repeated 
incursions, he was removed in a.d. 1732, a.m. 
1145, and appointed governor of Allahabad. 
Muhammad Khan having planned the reduc- 
tion of the Bundelas, of whom Raja Chatursal 
was chief, entered that country in ad. 1733, 
a.h. 1146, with an army, and took several 
places ; but as he was little acquainted with 
the roads, Chatursal, with the assistance 
of Peshwa Baji Rao, surrounded him 
suddenly with an army. The nawab, unable 
to combat a superior force, took refuge in 
the fortress of Jaitgarh, where he was closely 
blockaded by the enemy for some time, 
when his son Qaera Jang, having collected an 
army of the Afghans, marched to Juitgarh 
and escorted his father in safety to Allahabad. 
The imperial ministers, making a pretence of 
Muhammad Khan's ill-success, removed him 
from the Subadari. He died in the month 
of June, a.d. 1743, Jumada I. a.h. 1156, 
and was succeeded in his jaglr by his son 
Qaem Jang, commonly called Qaem Khan.

j**)» commonly called Khan Kalan, 

was the eldest brother of Shams-uddfn Mu- 
hammad Anka Khan. He served under the 
emperors Humayun and Akbar, and was 
made governor of the Pan jab by the latter, 
which office he held for several years, and 
died a.d. 1575, a.h. 983. He was an 
excellent poet, and has left a Diwan in 
Persian, and another in the Turkish language. 
He was native of Ghazui, and therefore chose 
for his poetical name Ghaznawi. There is a 
work on Sufiism entitled Bur hart ul-Iman, 
either written by him or some other Muham- 
mad Khan. 

Muhammad Khan Shaibani (> + t"

Muhammad Khan, Sultan (,> + <*" 

^UaLa ^U- ), also called Muhammad 

Qaan and Khan Shahid, was the eldest son of 
Sultan Ghayas-uddin Balban, king of Dehli, 
who had appointed him viceroy of all the 
frontier provinces, viz. Multan, Lahore, De- 
balpur and other districts. This prince was 
blest with a bright and comprehensive genius, 
taking great delight in learning and the 
company of learned men. He, with his own 
hand, made a choice collection of the beauties 
of poetry, selected from the most famous in 
that art. The work consisted of 20,000 
couplets, and was esteemed the criterion of 
taste. Among the learned men in the prince* s 
court, Amir Khusro and JChwaja Hasan bore 
the first rank in genius and in his esteem. 
The throne of Persia was at this time filled 
by Arghun Khan, the son of Abqa Khan, 
and grandson of Halaku Khan. Timar Khan 
Changes!, who was then an Amir of mighty 
renown in the empire of the race of Changes 
Khan, and governed Herat, Qandahar and 
other districts, invaded Hindustan with 
20,000 chosen horse. Having ravaged all 
the villages about Debalpur and Lahore, he 
turned towards Multan. The prince Muham- 
mad Sultan, hearing of his designs, hastened 
to the banks of the river of Lahore, where 
both armies drew up in order of battle, and 
engaged with great tury. The prince, unfor- 
tunately, received a fatal arrow in his breast, 
by which he fell to the ground, and in a few 
minutes expired. Very few of the unfortunate 
Muhammaa's party escaped from this conflict. 
Among the fortunate few was Amir Khusro, 
the poet, who relates this event at large in 
his book called Khizir Khanl. This event 
took place on Friday the 9th of March, a.d. 
1285, 30th Zil-bijja, a.h. 683. 


Muhammad Khan Talpur (^IsL

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Muhammad Khuda Banda, Saltan 

(*jcj ^Jo- *Xks^), Burnamed Aljailu, 

a descendant of Changez Khan, succeeded his 
brother Sulfan Ghazan Khan, the son of 
Arghun Khan, to the throne of Persia in May, 
a.d. 1304, Shawwal, a.h. 703. lie is said 
to have been a just prince, and was the first 
monarch of Persia who proclaimed himself of 
the sect of 'Ali. He gave a public proof of 
his attachment to this sect, by causing the 
names of the twelve Imams to be engraven 
on all the money which he coined. He built 
the celebrated city of Sultania in 'Azurbejan 
or Media, which he made the capital of his 
dominions, and where he afterwards was 
buried. The dome over his tomb is fifty-one 
feet in diameter and is covered with glazed 
tiles. He died on the 17th December, a.d. 
1316, 1st Shawwal, a.h. 716, after a reign 
of 13 lunar years, and was succeeded by his 
son Sultan Abu Sa'id Bahadur Khan. 

Muhammad Khuda Banda, Sultan 

(*jcj \j^ XttS"*), surnamed Sultan 

Sikandar Shah, was the eldest son of Shah 
Tahmasp I. ; was born in the year a.d. 1531, 
a.h. 938, and succeeded to the throne of 
Persia on the death of his brother Shah 
Isma'U II. in November, a.d. 1677, a.h. 
985. The fortunes of this monarch, who 
from a natural weakness in his eyes, was 
incapable of rule, had been for many years 
upheld by the character of his eldest son, 
Hamza Mirza, and his power terminated at 
the death of that prince, who fell under the 
blow of an assassin in his own private apart- 
ments on the 24th November, a.d. 1586, 
22nd Zil-bijja, a.h. 994. The chiefs of 
Khurasan immediately proclaimed 'Abbas, 
the king's second son, as King of Persia, and 
in the year a.d. 1588, a.h. 996, marched 
with him to Qazwln, the capital of the 
empire, which thev took possession of without 
opposition, and tne unfortunate Muhammad 
was deserted by every inhabitant of Qazwln 
and by his own army.

He wrote five Masnawis or Poems, containing 
10,000 verses; one is in the metre of Haft 
Paikar, one in the measure of the Sikandar - 
nama, one called Pari Stirat is in the 
measure of Laili and Ma/nun, one called 
Hum wa-Naz is in the metre of Yusaf 
Zalekha, and one in the measure of the 
Makhzan ul-Aarar.

was a pious prince, and not being ambitious 
he remained, with his brother Mirza Khalll- 
ullah ruler of Samarqand; and when that 
country was taken by Mirza Shahrukh his 
uncle, and made over to his own son Mirza 
Ulagh Beg in a.d. 1408, a.h. 811, he passed 
the remainder of his life with the latter and 
died about the year a.d. 1441, a.h. 845, 
recommending his son Mirza Abu Sa'id to 
him. 

Muhammad Muhsin (^u^sr* j^^r*), 

the rebel Tahsildar of Pailani who joined the 
mutineers in the year a.d. 1857, and was, 
together with 'Imdad 'All the rebel Deputy 
Collector, hanged at Banda on the 24th April, 
a.d.

Muhammad Muzaffar ( o l^ Sa^+), 

surnamed Mubariz-uddin, was the founder of 
the dynasty of Muzaffarians in Fare. He 
held a high station at the court of Sultan 
Abu Sa'id Khan, king of Persia ; but after 
his death, which happened in a.d. 1333, when 
trouble and confusion began to reign on all 
sides, he retired to Yazd and took possession 
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of that country. In the year a. d. 1353, a.h. 
7 ">4, he took Shiraz from Shah Shaikh Abu 
Is-haq, and having seized him after some 
time put him to death, and became roaster 
of Fan. His son Shah Shujaa' rebelled 
against him in a.d. 1359, a.h. 760, deprived 
him of his sight and ascended the throne at 
Shiraz. Muhammad Muzaffar died in the 
year a.d. 1364, a.h. 765. This dynasty 
governed Fare 77 years, during which seven 
princes enjoyed power, viz. : 

1 . Mubariz-uddin Muhammad Muzaffar or 

Muzaffar-uddin. 

2. Shah Shujaa', son of ditto. 

3. Shah Mahmud, his brother. 

4. Sultan Ahmad. 

5. Shah Mansur, son of Muzaffar, in whose 

time Shiraz was taken by Amir Taimur. 

6. Shah Ahia. 

7. Shah Zain-ul 'Abidin, the son of Shah 

Shujaa 4 .

1172, he, under the royal 
standard of the prince 'All Gohar (afterwards 
Shah 'Alam), who had procured from his 
father, 'Alamgir II. grants of Bengal, Behar 
and Urysa, marched towards Patna, where, 
on his arrival, the place was besieged and the 
siege was carried on for some days with 
briskness; but he was obliged to raise the 
siege and retreat on receiving intelligence 
that Shujaa' -uddaula (who was his first 
cousin and the son of Safdar Jang) had 
treacherously seized Allahabad and possessed 
himself of tnat province. On his arrival at 
Allahabad in a.d. 1761, a.h. 1174, he was 
seized and imprisoned, and ultimately put to 
death in the fort of Jalalabad by order of 
Shujaa' -uddaula, who was jealous of his 
ambitious views in assisting the prince in the 
invasion of Bengal, and regarded Allahabad 
as his right, it having been given only in 
deputation by his father, Safdar Jang, to 
Muhammad Qui! Khan, who had refused to 
surrender it to the son.

Muhammad Shah (all j^s^), the 

son of prince Farid- uddin, the son of Khizir 
Khan, king of Dehli. He was placed on the 
throne after the assassination of his uncle 
Mubarik Shah in April, a.d. 1434, Ramazan, 
a.h. 837. He reigned 12 lunar years and 
died on the 20th January, a.d. 1446, 22nd 
Shawwal, a.h. 849. He was succeeded by 
his son Sulfcan 'Ala-uddin. 

Muhammad Shah (*ll «x*f*), the 

son of Abroad Shah, succeeded his father 
to the throne of Gujrat in July, a.d. 1443, 
Rabi' I. a.h. 847. He reigned eight lunar 
years 9 months and 4 days, and was poisoned 
fcy his wife on the 12th February, a.d. 1451, 
10th Muharram, a.h. 855. He was succeeded 
by his son Qufcb-Shah also called Qufcb- 
uddin. 
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Muhammad Shah (*{£ j^s^), the son 

of Hoshang Shah, ascended the throne of 
Malwa after the death of his father on the 
17th July, a.d. 1434, 9th £il-hijja, a.h. 
837. He reigned about nine months and 
was poisoned by Muhammad Khan (the son 
of Malik Mughis his prime minister), who 
ascended the throne under the title of 
Mahmud Shah Khilji in May, a.d. 1435. 


Muhammad Shah U li 


), emperor 


of DehlT, suraamed Roshan Akhtar or the 
Brilliant Star, was the son of the prince Jahan 
Shah, one of the three brothers who perished 
in disputing the crown with their eldest 
brother Jahandar Shah, the son of Bahadur 
Shah. He was born on Friday the 7th 
August, o.s. 1702, 21th Rabi' I. a.h. 1114, 
ana crowned by the two Sayyads after the 
death of Rafi-uadaula, on the 29th September, 
a.d. 1719, 25th gi-Qa'da, a.h. 1131 On 
his accession it was determined that the names 
of his two predecessors, viz. Rafi-uddarjat 
and Rafi-uadaula, who reigned about three 
months each, should be struck out of the list 
of king*, and that his reign should commence 
from the death of the emperor Farrukh-siyar. 
Muhammad Shah reigned 30 lunar years 
6 months and 10 days, and died one month 
after the battle of Sarhind, which his son 
fought against Ahmad Shah Abdali. His 
death took place on Thursday the 16th April, 
a.d. 1748, 27th Rabi* II. a.h. 1161, at the 
age of 47 lunar years 1 month and 3 days. 
He was buried in the court before the mauso- 
leum of Nizam -uddin Aulia at Dehli, and 
was succeeded by his son Ahmad Shah. This 
emperor may be termed the last of the race 
of Amir Taimur who reigned in Dehli and 
enjoyed any power. The few princes of that 
sovereign's family who were raised to the 
throne after Muhammad Shah were mere 
pageants, whom the nobles of the court 
elevated or cast down as it suited the purposes 
of their ambitions. 

Muhammad Shah (»l& A*ss"), king 

of Persia, was the son of 'Abbas Mirza, and 
grandson of Fatha Abu Shah, whom he suc- 
ceeded to the throne of Persia in a.d. 1834, 
and died in a.d. 1847.

ruler of Badnkhshan. He was placed in 
that high position by Amir Sher 'All of 
Qabul, to whom he was bound to pay 
tribute, the amount of which in a.d. 1870 
was £8,100 and 500 horses. His predecessor 
was the intimate friend of 'Abdul Rahman 
Khan, the pretender to the Afghan throne, 
who was opposed by Sher 'All in a.d. 1868, 
but afterwards became Amir.

brother of Sher Shah, and brother-in-law of 
Salim Shah, after whose death in a.d. 1554, 
a.h. 961, having murdered his son Firox, 
a boy of twelve years of age who had been 
raised to the throne, he assumed royal dignity 
with the title of Muhammad Shah 'Adil. He 
was illiterate, hated men of learning and kept 
company with illiterate persons like himself, 
whom he raised to the highest dignities in 
the State ; among whom, one Himu, a Bania 
or Indian shopkeeper, whom his predecessor 
Salim Shah had made superintendent of the 
markets, was intrusted with the whole adminis- 
tration of affairs. This naturally created him 
enemies anions the Afghan chiefs, who, having- 
conspired against his life, revolted from his 
authority. Ibrahim Khan Sur, who had the 
king* s sister for his wife, soon afterwards raised 
a considerable army, and, getting possession of 
the city of Dehli, ascended the throne in a.d. 
1555, a.h. 962, and assumed the ensigns of 
royalty. Muhammad Shah, finding himself 
betrayed, fled to Chunar, and contented him- 
self with the government of the eastern pro- 
vinces. He was 6lain in a battle fought at 
Munger with Bahadur Shah, king of Bengal, 
a.d. 1556, a.h. 963. The period of hie 
reign at Dehli was only eleven months. 


Muhammad Shah Bahmani I. (, 

J^ l^^H *^"')> th° second king of 

the Bahmani dynasty, was the son of Sul&in 
'Ala-uddln Hasan fcangoh Bahmani, whom 
he succeeded to the throne of the Deccan in 
February, a.d. 1358, 19th £i-Qa*da, a.h. 
776. He reigned 17 lunar years and died on 
the 21st March, a.d. 1375. His son Mujahid 
Shah succeeded him.

throne of the Deccan in July, a.d. 1463, in 
his ninth year ; and the affairs of government 
were conducted, as in the reign of his late 
brother, by Khwaja Jahan and Khwaja 
Mahmud Gawan, under the direction of the 
Queen mother. The former was murdered 
after some time, and the title of Khwaja 
Jahan was conferred on Mahmud Gawan, 
adding the duties of Wakll-ua-Saltanat to 
his other functions. Muhammad Shah reigned 
nearly 20 lunar years, and died a year after 
he had caused his minister Mahmud Gawin 
to be put to death, i.e. on the 24th March, 
a.d. 1482, 1st §afar, a.h. 887. His son 
Mahmud Shah II. succeeded him. The year 
of Muhammad Shah's death is comprised in 
a Persian verse, the translation of which runs 
thus:

1337, and built several royal buildings and 
places in Dehli. It was in his reign that 
'Ala-uddin Hasan Eangoh raised the standard 
of royalty in the Deccan, a.d. 1347, a.h. 
748, where his descendants reigned for several 
generations. Muhammad Shan died at ThaJ&a 
on the banks of the river Sindh on the 20th 
March, a.d. 1351, 21st Mubarram, a.h. 752, 
after a reign of nearly 27 lunar years. He 
was succeeded by his cousin Sultan Firoz 
Shah Barbak, the son of Sipah Salar Kajab. 

Muhammad Shah Tughlaq II. (xt^C 

j^JL) JjJjJlJ * Li), surnamed Nasir- 

nddin, was the son of Firoz Shah Tughlaq. 
He was born on the 3rd June, a.d. 1353, 
3rd Jumada I. a.h. 754. He ascended the 
throne of Dehli in the lifetime of his father 
in the year a.d. 1387, but was soon after 
deposed and expelled by the chiefs. He re- 
mained at Nagarkdt till the reign of Abu 
Bakr Shah, when he proceeded towards Dehli 
with a large army, and after some repulses 
proving victorious, ascended the throne in 
August, a.d. 1390, a.h. 792. He was the 
founder of a fortress in Jalesar, which he 
called Muhammad abad. He reigned 3 years 
and 7 months, and died on the 19 tn February, 
a.d. 1394, 17th Rabi' II. a.h. 796, and his 
bodv was deposited at Dehli in the same vault 
witn that of his father.

who was afterwards surnamed Makahul or the 
Blind, was the second son of Sulfcan Mahmud 
of Ghazni. He succeeded his father in a.d. 
1030, in the absence of his elder brother 
Masa'ud, who after five months deprived 
him of his sight and placed him in close con- 
finement, where he remained till he was 
reinstated by the army in a.d. 1038, and his 
brother Masa'ud deposed. He reigned at 
Lahore for two years, after which he was 
defeated and put to death by Sultan Maudud 
the son of Masa'ud a.d. 1044. 
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Muhammad, Sultan (^Lkl— * xtsf), 

was the second son of Sultan Malikshah

At first they were overpowered without an 
effort and were confined in the fort of Sambhal 
by order of the emperor Akbar, but when 
that monarch marched in the year a.d. 1567, 
a.h. 975, for the purpose of subduing Malwa, 
they made their escape to Gujrat and sought 
an asylum with Changez Khan, governor of 
Baroach, where they sowed the seeds of future 
troubles, which only ended with the subjuga- 
tion of the kingdoms by Akbar in a.d. 1572, 


a.h. 980 (vide Ibrahim Husain Mirza). Mu- 
hammad Sultan Mirza was, on account of his 
sons' rebellion, confined in the fort of Bayana 
about the year a.d. 1567, where he died some 
years after.

From the 
period of Muhammad Bakhtyar Khilji to that 
of Sher Shah the city of Gaur, which is also 
called Lakhnauti, had been the capital of 
Bengal, after which, owing to its insalubrity, 
it had been abandoned for Khawaspur Tanda. 
Munai'm Khan, however, admiring the spot, 
gave orders for its repairs, and made it his 
residence ; but he soon fell a victim to its 
unhealthy climate, and died there on the 
12th October the same year, 9th Rajab, 
a.h. 983. 

Munai'm Shaikh (ir** - **u*), a poet 

who served under prince Sulfcan Shujaa, 
governor of Bengal, and was present in the 
battle fought by that prince against his 
brother the emperor 'Alamglr in December, 
a.d. 1658, after which he was never heard of. 
For his poetical name, he used his own in his 
compositions. 

Munir Lahori, Mulla (^.^fcJ ■ - * ,-r 

51*), a poet of Lahore, was the son of 

Mulla 'Abdul Majld of Multan. He formerly 
took the words " Sakhun Sanj" for his 
poetical title, but afterwards used " Munir" 
in his compositions. His proper name was 
Abu'l Barkat. He died at Agra on Saturday 
the 31st August, a.d. 1644, 7th Rajab, a.h. 
1054, and left about 30,000 verses and an 
Insha which goes after his name, viz. Inshd-i- 
Munir. 
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Munir-uddin, agent of the titular 

emperor, Shah 'Alam, at Calcutta, after the 
battle of Buxar. Died at Benares, 1771. 

Munis, Haji (^j^l^- y»Jy), author 


of a Diwan, which he completed in a.d. 1723, 
a.h. 1135. 

Munna Jan (^U- l^). Vide flasir- 
nddin Haidar. 

Munnl Begam (*2-j .A*), a concubine 

of Mir Ja'far, Nawab of Bengal. After his 
death and the death of his two sons Najm- 
uddaula and Saif-uddaula, she was appointed 
guardian to Mubarik-uddaula, the infant son 
of the late Nawab, by Warren Hastings, in 
preference to others whose claims were more 
plausible. The guardianship was taken away 
from the Begam in a.d. 1776. She was the 
mother of Najm-uddaula. She died a.d. 
1779, Sha'ban, a.h. 1103. 

Munshl (J*±*) 9 takhallus of Jaswant 

Kae Munshl. He is the author of a Diwan, 
and was living in a.d. 1712, a.h. 1124. 

Munshl ( .,A.v, +\ poetical title of 

Munshi Mulchand, a Kayeth and native of 
Dehli. He was a pupil of the poet Nasir, 
and is the author of some fragments of the 
Shah-n&ma in Urdu. He died about the year 
a.d. 1822. 

Munslf fo_a n •- -), poetical title of 

Fazil Khan, who is the author of a Diwan, 
and was living in a.d. 1704, a.h. 1116.

Murad I. Sultan (^ Vi 1 „.i J^l J^), 

whom our English authors call Amurath I. 
and who is also called Murad Khan Ghazi 
and Khwawandgar Rum, was the third Sultan 
of the race of Usman or Othman. He suc- 
ceeded his father Arkhan (Orchan) on the 
Turkish throne in a.d. 1359, a.h. 760, and 
was known for his cruelties towards his son 


and those who espoused his cause. He advanced 
into Europe, and made Adrianople his capital 
in a.d. 1360. He was a great warrior and 
obtained 37 victories, in the last of which he 
perished, a.d. 1389, a.h. 791, aged 71, by 
the hand of a soldier. He (or as some say 
his father) was the first who established the 
formidable force of the Janisaris. His son 
Bayezid I. succeeded him. 

Murad II. Sultan (^UaL* ^LJ o\y) 

succeeded his father Muhammad I. as Ottoman 
emperor in a.d. 1422, a.h. 826, and was 
the first Turk who used cannon on the field of 
battle. In a.d. 1443, a.h. 847, he resigned 
the crown in favour of his son Muhammad II. 
but finding him incapable to hold the reins 
of government, he abandoned his retirement 
and defended the famous SikandarBeg (Scan- 
derbeg) , and routed the Hungarians. Accord- 
ing to Gibbon, he died on the 2nd February, 
a.d. 1461, £il-bijj&, a.h. 864, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Muhammad II. who after- 
wards took Constantinople. 

Murad III. Sultan ( u \kL> euJIS j^) 

succeeded his father Salim II. to the throne 
of Constantinople in December, a.d. 1674, 
Shaban, a.h. 982, and to rid himself of all 
competitors he, at his first coming to the 
throne, caused his five brothers to be strangled 
in his presence. This act of cruelty so affected 
his mother that she destroyed herself. He took 
from his adversaries the Persians, Armenia, 
Media, and the city of Tauris, and the fort 
Gaino from the Hungarians. He died on 
the 18th January, a.d. 1695, Jumada I. a.h. 
1003, aged 60 lunar years. At the time of 
his death such a sudden and terrible tempest 
arose, that many thought the world would 
then be dissolved. He was succeeded by his 
son Muhammad III. Sultan Murad is the 
author of the work called Fatuhat-HM-Siyam. 

Murad IV. Sultan (^ILLj j-jl. *>]/•), 

son of Ahmad I. emperor of Constantinople, 
succeeded his uncle Mustafa I . who was deposed 
the second time in a.d. 1623, a.h. 1032. He 
took Baghdad in a.d. 1637, 30,000 of whose 
inhabitants he put to the sword, though he 
had promised them protection. He died on 
the 8th February, a.d. 1640, a.h. 1049, in 
the 18th year of his reign, of excessive 
intoxication, and was succeeded by his brother 
Ibrahim. 

Murad Bakhsh, Sultan (JL£? j\ 


^UaLj), youngest son of the emperor 

Shah Jahan, by whom he was appointed 
governor of Gujrat, Thafta and Bihkar. He 
was seized and imprisoned in the fort of 
Gwaliar by the oruers of his brother the 
emperor 'Alamgir, after the first battle he 
fought against his brother Dara Shikdh, and 
was subsequently murdered, a.d. 1662, a.h. 
1072, at Gwaliar and buried within the fort. 
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Mnrad Mirza Oj^ j]^), also called 

Sultan Murad and Shah Murad, was the 
second son of the emperor Akbar. His 
mother's name was Salima Sulfcana Begum. 
He was born on Thursday the 8th June, a.d. 
1570, a.h. 978, in the house of the venerable 
Shaikh Salim Chishti at Sikri. The Hindus, 
on account of his being born in the elevated 
region of Sikri, used to call him Pahari. 
After this prince's birth the emperor, con- 
sidering the village of Sikri a propitious spot, 
two of his sons having been born there, ordered 
the foundation of a city to be laid, which, after 
the conquest of Gujrat, he called Fathapur. 
This prince was sent by his father to conquer 
the Deccan in a.d. 1595, a.h. 1004, where 
he fell sick and died on the 1st May, a.d. 
1599, 15th Shawwal, a.h. 1077. He was 
at first buried at Shahpur, but afterwards his 
corpse was removed to Dehlf and laid by the 
side of Humayun the prince's grandfather. 

Mnrassa' Raqam ( Jj^ ^*j*\ title of 

the author of the Nautarz Murassa. Fide 
Tahsin. 

Murauwat (ci^*), poetical name of 

Saghir 'AH, a poet, who is the author of 
a story in Urdu called Ttlismat Ishq, com- 
posed in a.d. 1792, a.h. 1207. 

Mnrshid Khan (^U* Jj^), a poet, 

who flourished in the time of Jahangir, and 
is the author of a Diwun. 

Mnrshid Qnli Khan (^U. Ji J^), 

a nobleman of the time of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, who was Faujdar of Muthura, and 
was killed there in a.d. 1638, a.h. 1048. 

Mnrshid Qnli Khan gU Jj 0^), 
Nawab of Bengal. Vide Ja'far Khan. 

Mnrshid Qnli Khan (^U. Jj jjy.), 

Eastern Jang, son-in-law of Shuja-uddin, 
governor of Bengal {g.v.), by whom he was 
appointed governor of Katak. Being defeated 
by Mahabat Jang, Nawab of Bengal, he fled 
to the Deccan in the year a.d. 1739, where 
he died. He was a good poet, and his poetical 
name was Sarshar. 

Mnrtaza Khan (ju^ ^U J^^J^), 

a Savyad, who on the accession of Nawab 
'Asai-uddaula to the masnad of Lucknow, 
was appointed by him his naib or deputy, 
with the title of Mukhtar-uddaula, but Basant 
'Ali Khan, an old khwaja sara (eunuch) of 
the nawab's father, being jealous of the 
influence he had over the nawab, resolved to 
remove him ; and for this purpose, having 
invited him to an entertainment, murdered 
him, and was himself slain the same day by 


order of the nawab. This circumstance took 
place in the month of March, a.d. 1776, 
§afar, a.h. 1190. 

Mnrtaza Khan C,L^ < ^ ^ ~\ a 

nephew and son-in-law of Dost 'All, the 
Nawab of Arkat, under whom the per- 
fidious seizure of Trichinopoly was perpe- 
trated by Chanda Sahib. The nawao was 
succeeded by his son Safdar 'AH, who, 
after overcoming the effects of poison pre- 
pared for him by Mnrtaza £han, fell by 
the poijrnard of a Pathan assassin hired for 
the work by the same person. A storm was 
raised which he had not the courage to 
encounter, and, disguising himself in female 
attire, he escaped from Arkat to his own fort 
of Vellore. Two years afterwards, the youth- 
ful son and successor of Safdar 'All met the 
fate of his father, and common report attributed 
to Murtaza Khan a principal share in the 
contrivance of this murder also. Such was 
the man to whom the patronage of Dupleix, 
who was at that time grievously at a loss for 
money, was extended, for Murtaza Khan had 
the reputation of being extremely rich, and 
was selected by Dupleix as the new Nawab of 
Arkat. He was solemnly installed in his new 
dignity, but finding that his faculties were 
inadequate to the position, he abdicated and 
returned to Vellore. 

Mnrtaza Khan (^U* J^^jy*). Fide

Mnrtaza Khan Anjn (^L^ < A " -t 

^acM), a nobleman of the reign of the 

emperor Shah Jahan. At the time of his 
death, which took place a.d. 1629, a.h. 1038, 
he was governor of Thaj&a. 

Mnrtaza, Mir (^* J^-^jy*), snrnamed 


" Al-Madau bi-ilm ul-Huda. He died in 
September, a.d. 1046, $afar, a.h. 436. 

Mnrtaza Nizam Shah I. ( \—*a-3 


*l& *UaJ) ascended the throne of 

Abmadnajrar in the Deccan after the death 
of his father Husain Nizam Shah I. in a.d. 
1565, a.h. 972, and as he was then in his 
minority, his mother Khunza Sultana became 
for six years chief manager of affairs, after 
which the Sulfcan took the affairs under his 
own management. He reigned about 24 lunar 
years, and becoming mad, his son Miran 
Husain Nizam Shah shut him up in a warm 
bathing room, and, shutting fast tno doors and 
windows to exclude all air, lighted a great 
fire under the bath, so that the Sultan was 
speedily suffocated by the steam and heat. 
This circumstance took place about the 15th 
January, a.d. 1589, 8th Rabi I. a.h. 997. 
But according to the work of Jama ul-Hind, 
he was poisoned by his son on the 5th June, 
a.d. 1588, corresponding with 18th Rajab, 
a.h. 996. 
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Murtaza Nizam Shah II. ( L— a. 
*l& *Ua3), a nominal prince and a 

descendant of the Ni?am Shahi kings of Aljmad- 
nagar, who was raised to the throne by Malik 
Ambar the Abyssinian and others after the 
capture of Bahadur Ni$ am Shah in a.d. 1600, 
a.h. 1009. He was put to death about the 
year a.d. 1628, a.h. 1038, by Fatha Khan, 
the son of Malik Ambar, who placed his son 
Husain, an infant of ten years, on the throne. 
Husain was afterwards confined for life by the 
emperor Shah Jahan in the fortress of Gwaliar.

Musahib, Mirza Qjj^* i-*-*- La^), a 

poet who flourished after the poet Saeb, whom 
ne imitates, and was probably living in a.d. 
1746, a.h. 1168. 

Musa ibn-Nusair CL^*.^), son of 

Nusair, a Christian captive taken at the siege 
of Ain Tamr in Mesopotamia ; was born 
about a.d. 640. He conquered Northern 
Africa in 709 ; and three years later overthrew 
the Visigoths and subjugated Spain. He died 
in disgrace in Arabia, 717. 

Musalllma (&*L***), commonly called 

Kazzab or the Liar, was an impostor who 
arose in the time of Muhammad in one of the 
provinces of Arabia, named II ajar. As success 
in any project seldom fails to draw in imitators, 
Muhammad having raised himself to such a 
degree of power and reputation, by acting the 
prophet, induced others to imagine they might 
arrive at a similar height by the same means. 
His most considerable competitors in the pro- 
phetic office was Musailima and Al-Aswad. 
Musailima pretended to bo joined in com- 
mission with Muhammad, and published reve- 
lations in imitation of the Quran. He sent 
Muhammad a letter, offering to go halves 
with him, in these words : " From Musailima 
the apostle of God, to Muhammad the apostle 
of God. Now, let the earth be half mine 
and half thine." But Muhammad, believing 
himself too well established to need a partner, 
wrote him this answer : " From Muhammad 
the apostle of God, to Musailima the liar. 
The earth is God's ; ho giveth the same for 
inheritance unto such of his servants as 
he pleaseth ; and the happy issue shall attend 
those who fear him." During the few 
months which Muhammad lived after the 
setting up of this new imposture, Musailima 
grew very formidable. Abufeakr, Muhammad's 
successor, in the second year of his reign and 
the 12th of Hijri (a.d. 633, a.h. 12), sent an 
army against him under the command of 
Xhalia, the son of Walld, who defeated and 
slew him in battle. Al-Aswad set up for 
himself the very year that Muhammad died ; 
but a party, sent by Muhammad, broke into 
his house by night, and cut off his head. 
Musailima and he received the appellation of 
44 The two Liars." 


Musannifak (t— £ g.v .*t.«), surname of 

Mulla 'Ala-uddfn 'All bin-Muhammad, an 
Arabian author, who died a.d. 1470, a.h. 875. 


Musa, Sayyad (ju~i ^y)- He fell 

in love with Mohani, a jeweller's daughter, in 
the time of the emperor Akbar ; an account 
of whom may be seen in the Tarith Badaoni. 

Mushfaqi ( JuLl^), a poet who was 

born at Bukhara in the year a.d. 1538, a.h. 
945, and composed a Diwan, which he com- 
pleted in a.d. 1575, a.h. 983. 

Muahtaq (jlsA*), the poetical name 

of Mir Said 'All of Isfahan, who flourished in 
the year a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174. 

Mnshtaq ( A •;,«*, ,«), poetical title of 

Mushtaq Husain of Agra. He was the 
author of a Diwan, and since he was a pupil 
of Bahadur Shah, the last king of Dehli, in 
every one of his Ghazals he has mentioned in 
the last verse the poetical name of the king, 
viz. Zafar. 

Mushtaq (jjl^uL*), poetical appella- 
tion of Muhammad Quli Khan of Fatna, a 
son of Hashim Qui! Khan. He was a pupil 
of Muhammad Roshan Joshish, and Darogha 
of the household of Nawab Zain-uddin A^mad 
Khan Haibat Jang. He died in a.d. 1801, 
a.h. 1216.

745, 
a.h. 128, and died in the reign of the Khalif 
Harun al-Rashid on the 1st September, a.d. 
799, 25th Rajab, a.h. 183. He was buried at 
Baghdad on the west bank of the Tigris, 
opposite the mausoleum of Abu Hanifa.

Muslim bin -Hajjaj Naishapuri ( Ju*~* 

^jjyAjLJ ^-^sr*" ^), or Qashmiri, 

author of the Sahih Muslim, a succinct collec- 
tion of Traditions, and of the Masnad Kablr. 
He died in the year ad. 875. a.h. 261. The 
Sahih Muslim ia considered as almost of equal 
authority with the Sah\h-ul-Btt%hdri, and 
indeed by some, especially by the African 
doctors, is preferred to that work. The two 
collections are constantly quoted together 
under the name of the Safcihain or two 
Sahihs. Muslim is said to have composed 
his work from 300,000 traditions.

Muslim ibn-'Uqail (J-ifi ^\ Juu**), 

nephew of 'All and cousin of Imam Husain, 
whom he wished to assist against Yezid, the 
son of Mu'awia, but was beheaded along with 
Haris on the 8th September, a.d. 680, 8th 
£il-hijja, a.h. 60, when their heads were 
sent as a present to Yezid by 'Obaid-ullah 
ihn-Zayad. This event took place a few 
days before the death of Imam Husain. 

Muslim ibn-'Uqba (<Uas ^ J*w**) 

was made governor of Medina by Yezid, the 
son of Mu'awia I. a.d. 682, a.h. 63, to 
chastise the insolence of the inhabitants of 
that place, who had rebelled against him, 
which done, he marched directly with his 
army towards Mecca, but died by the way in 
September, a.d. 683, Mu^arram, a.h. 64. 

Mustaa'sam Billah (<0Jb M-nT-.wi), 

the 37th or last khallf of the house of 'Abbas. 
Vide Al- Mustaa'sam. 

Mustafa (^ j Vi .<n *), a title of Mu- 
hammad. 

Mustafa I. Sultan (^llaL* tJka*) 

succeeded hiB brother Ahmad I. (Achmet) as 
emperor of Turkey or Constantinople in a.d. 
1617, £i-Qa'da, a.h. 1025, which was a 
novelty never before heard of in this kingdom, 
it being the Grand Seignor's policy to strangle 
all the younger brothers ; however, this Mus- 
tafa was preserved, either because Ahmad, 
being once a younger brother, took pity on 
him, or because he had no issue of his own 
body, and so was not permitted to kill him. 
It is said that Ahmad once intended to have 
shot him, but at the instant he was seized 
with such a pain in his arm and shoulder 
that he cried out, "Muhammad will not let 
him die." He carried himself but insolently 
and cruelly, and was deposed and sent to 
prison in a.d. 1618, a.h. 1027, when 'Usman, 
his nephew, was raised to the throne. 'Usman 
was murdered in a.d. 1621, a.h. 1030, and 


Mustafa again restored, hut was ultimately 
strangled by his Janisaris in a.d. 1623, a.h. 
1032. He was succeeded by Murad IV. 

Mustafa II. Sultan. (^UaL* J^ik^a*), 

son of Muhammad IV. succeeded Ahmad II. 
in a.d. 1695, a.h. 1106, as emperor of 
Constantinople. He was an able warrior, 
and after defeating the imperialists at 
Temswar, he attacked the Venetians, Poles, 
and Russians. He retired to Adrianople, 
where he forgot himself in lascivious 
pleasures, till a revolt of his subjects com- 
pelled him to descend from his throne in a.d. 
1703, a.h. 1116. He died of melancholy 
six months afterwards. He was succeeded by 
his brother A^mad III. 

Mustafa III. Sultan (^IkL* J^ik***), 

son of Ahmad III. succeeded his nephew 
'Usman III. as emperor of Constantinople in 
a.d. 1767, a.h. 1171. He spent his time in 
his seraglio, and left the government to his 
favourites. He died on the 21st January, 
a.d. 1774, a.h. 1187, and was succeeded by 
his brother Aljmad IV. also called 'Abdul 
Hamid. 

Mustafa IV. Sultan (^ILL* J^iko*), 

son of Ahmad IV. succeeded Salim III. on 
the 29th May, a.d. 1807, a.h. 1222, as 
emperor of Constantinople. He reigned one 
year, and was deposed and slain in a.d. 1808, 
a.h. 1223, when Mahmud II. was raised to 
the throne. 

Mustafa bin - Muhammad Sa'id 
(li..U »n *), author of the Persian 

commentary on the Quran, entitled Aqsam 
1 At/at Quran. 

Mustafa Khan, Nawab, under the 

name of Shafta, wrote the most considerable 
of all the Hindustani Tazkitas. Under the 
title of Gulshan-he-JQi&>' y it was lithographed 
at Dehli in 1845, and contains six hundred 
articles. Shafta was living in a.d. 1868 
^Tassy). 

Mustai'd Khan (^l-L Jucju**), sur- 

named Muhammad Saqi, was employed as 
Munshi or secretary to 'Inayet-ullah Khan, 
wazir of Bahadur Shah, and is the author of 
the Masir-i-'Alamgtri, the history of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. He had been a constant 
follower of the court for forty years, and an 
eye-witness of many of the transactions he 
records. He undertook the work by desire of 
his patron, and finished it in a.d. 1710, a.h. 
1 122, being only three years after the decease 
of 'Alamgir. 


Musta'in Billah (aJJU ,.,**£«**). Vide 
Al-Musta'in Billah. 
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Mustajab Khan (^Lsw i^LssLm*^), 

one of the sons of Hafiz Rahmat Khan, and 
author of the work called Gulistdn-i- Rahtnat, 
being a history of his father. He died in 
February, a.d.

1248, aged 74 lunar years.

He was a 
good poet, and had at first assumed Fitrat for 
his poetical name, but afterwards changed it 
to Muswi, to which the title of Khan was 
added by the emperor. He died in the 
Deccan in a.d. 1690, a.h. 1101, aged 61 
years. [Vide Fitrat.l His jaglr at Agra 
extended from the Kacheri ghat to the 
Dargah of Sayyad near the Raj ghat. The 
ground contained nearly 300 bighas. 

Mutalihi ( f LVi «), Burname of Mu- 
hammad bin-Idris al-Sh&fa'i, who was one 
of the four Imams, or chiefs of the four 
orthodox sects amongst the Musalmans. 

Mu'tamid Billah (<d!b XiS**). Vide 
Al-Mo'tamid Billah. 

Mu'tamid Khan (^L*. Juulji*), a 

nobleman of the reign of the emperor 
Jahungir, who wrote the second part (the 
first part was written by Jahanglr himself) of 
the IkbaUnama Jahdngiri, a memoir of 
that monarch from his accession to the throne 
in a.d. 1605, a.h. 1014. After the death of 
Mir Jumla, a.d. 1637, a.h. 1047, he was 
appointed Mir Bakhshi by Shah Jahan. He 
died a.d. 1639, a.h. 1049 {tide Muhammad 
Hadi). There is an old masjid still standing 
in the city of Agra supposed to have been 
erected by him. 


Mu'tamid Khan (^Lw An i\ a 

nobleman who lived in the time of the 
emperor 'Alamgir and in the year a.d. 
1661, a.h. 1072, built the Masjid of 
Gwaliar, which is at the present time in 
perfectly good order. 

Mu A tamid-uddaula Bahadur Sardar

Mu'taqid Khan (^U- J&**), son of 

Iftikhar Khan, an officer of the rank of 4000 
in the time of the emperor Shah Jahan. He 
died on the 17th October, o.s. 1651, 12th 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 1061, at Jaunpur, of which 
place he was then governor. 

Mu'taqid-uddaula (*!jjj\ j> gj; .%.+), 

the title of Man Khan, the brother of Udham 
Bal, the mother of the emperor Afemad Shah 
of Dehli, on whose accession to the throne in 
a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161, he was raised to the 
rank of 6,000 with the above title. 

Mu'tarazzi (^j^jt^), surname of 

Nasr bin-'Abdus Sa'id, also named Burhan- 
uddin bin- 1 Abdul Mukarim. He was one of 
the most illustrious Arabian grammarians. 
He died a.d. 1213, a.h. 610. 

Mu'tasim Billah (ASL» **a&**), kballf 
of Baghdad. Vide Al-Mo'tasim Billah. 

Mu'tazid Billah (aJJU Jwfc*^), khallf 
of Baghdad. Vide Al-Mo'tazid Billah. 

Mu'tazila ( Jjjut**), a sect of sepa- 
ratists founded by Wasil bin- Ala— called 
Ghazzal — who taught that the will was free, and 
tuat the Quran was created and not eternal. 
They flourished at Basra in the 3rd c^utury 
of the Hijra, and continued to be influential 
in those parts till the conversion to the Sunm 
orthodoxy of Ashan (q.v.). 

Muti Begaxn ( JLj J^), one of the 

wives of the emperor Shah Jahan, who built 
a garden called Muti Bagh on the banks of 
the Jamna near the Rajg^at at Afro; no 
traces of it are to be seen now, but the 

Sound on which it was built is still called 
uti Bagh, rod 80me °f **■ huid is under 
cultivation. 

Mutia 1 Billah (aISIj £-!**), kha. ifa of 

Baghdad. Vide Al-Mutia' Billah. 

Mutjali ( 1jsk?U), poetical name of 
Sayyad Qufcb-uddin. 
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Mntnabbi ( -*^), or Al-Mutnabbi, 


surname of Abu Tyyeb Ahmad bin-Husain, 
one of the most celebrated of the Arabian 

Sets, born at Kui'a in a.d. 915, a.h. 303. 
e had acquired an extensive knowledge of 
pure Arabic, drawn from the best sources, 
and this he had handed down in his poetical 
compositions. He flourished about the year 
a.d. 950, a.h. 339; his father was a water- 
carrier in Kufa. His principal patron was 
Saif-uddaula, prince of Damascus, of the 
family of Hamdan. The surname of Al- 
Mutnabbi (the pretended prophet) was 
given him because he had set up for a 
prophet in the flat country near Sawama, 
where he was followed by a great multitude 
of the Banu Ealab and other tribes; but 
Lulu, governor of Emessa, having marched 
against him took him prisoner and dispersed 
his partizans. He keot Mutnabbl in confine- 
ment for a long period, and having at length 
brought him back to the Muslim faith, he 
set him at liberty. _ He was attacked by a 
chief of the tribe of Asad, at the head of a troop 
of partizans ; a combat took place, in which 
he was killed with his son Al-Muhassad and his 
slave Muflik. This event happened in the 
month of September, a.d. 965, a.h. 354. 

Mnttaqi Billah (*UIj Jxl+), a khalif 
of Bagdad. Vide Al-Muttaqi.

Muwyyad al-Hnlla, Shaikh (jlju-*

Muwyyad-uddaula (<djjjl jj^), son 

of Rukn-uddaula, the son of All Bdya the 
Boyite. He succeeded to a part of his 
fatner's dominions in Persia in September, 
a.d. v 976, Mubarram, a.h. 366. He was 
taken captive and imprisoned by Hisam- 
uddaula at Jurjan in January, a.d. 984, 
Sha'ban, a.h. 373, and his brother Fakhr- 
uddaula Abu'l Hasan All got possession of 
the empire. 

Muwyyad-uddaula (<djjJl *ty\ the 

son of Nizam ul-Mulk, the celebrated wazir 
of Sultan Alp Arsalan and his son Malikshah. 
He served as minister to Barkayarak, the son 
of the latter for some time, and when 
dismissed by that monarch, he joined his 
broth? i* Muhammad in an attack upon 
Barkayarak ; but was taken, and put to death 
by tfiit prince. 

Muzaffar or Muzaffarian (^ h \^ + 

^Ijyda^), a dynasty of petty rulers 
of Fare in Persia. From the period at which 


the fortunes of the house of Halaku. began to 
decline, i.e. after the death of Sulfcan Abu 
Sa'id in a.d. 1335, till the conquest of Persia 
by Amir Taimur, the province of Fare 
was governed by a dynasty of petty rulers, 
who took the name of Muzaffar from their 
founder, Mubariz-uddin Muhammad, whose 
title was Al -Muzaffar, or the Victorious, 
which title he received on his victory over 
Abu Ishaq, the governor of Shiraz, in a.d. 
1353, a.h. 754. The capital of this family 
was Shiraz, which is said to have attained its 
great prosperity under their rule.

Mnzaffar ( JiLx*), the poetical name of 

a person who flourished about the year a.d. 
1690, a.h. 1102. The name of his Murshid 
or spiritual guide was All Amjad, in whose 
praise he has written some Ghazals. 

Mnzaffar Hnsain Mirza {*+**-+. Jba* 

!j r*) was the son of Sultan Husain 

Mirza, ruler of Khurasan, after whose death 
in May, a.d. 1506, £il-l?ijja, a.h. 911, he 
conjointly with his brother Bad! - uzzaman 
Mirza, ascended the throne at Herat; but 
they did not enjoy it long, for Shah! Beg 
Khan, the Uzbak, defeated them in May, 
a.d. 1507, Mubarram, a.h. 913, and took 
possession of the country. Muzaffar Husain 
Mirza, who had gone to Astarabad, died 
there the same year. 


Mnzaffar Hnsain Mirza ( , 


!:-*), of the royal Safwi race of 

Persia, was the son of Sulj&n Husain Mirza, 
the son of Bahrain Mirza, the son of Shah 
Israa'il Safwi. He left his jagir of Qandahar, 
and proceeded to India; and on his arrival 
at the court of the emperor Akbar in August, 
a.d. 1595, was appointed an amir of 5000. 
The Sarkar of Sambhal was assigned to him 
in jagir, and Qandahar (which was made 
over to the emperor) to Shah Beg Kabul!. 
About the year a.d. 1609, Mirza Khurram 
(afterward* Shah Jahan) was married to a 
aaughter of Muzaffar Husain, who received 
the title of Qandahar! Begam. 

Mnzaffar Hnsain Mirza i^^s*. yik* 

\\j>+) was the son of Ibrahim Husain 

Mirza and GulrulA Begam. He was married 
to Khanam Sultan, the daughter of the 
emperor Akbar, in a.d. 1693, and was living 
in a.d. 1600. 

Mnzaffar Jang: (l^&s*- y^A also 

called Muzaffar Husain Khan, Nawab of 
Farrukhabad, whose original name was Diler 
Himmat Khan. He succeeded his father 
Ahmad Khan Bangash in the month of 
November, a.d. 1771, Sha'ban, a.h. 1185, 
and received the above title from the emperor 
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Shah 'Alam, who was then proceeding to 
Dehli from Allahabad. He ceded his terri- 
tory to the English on receipt of a pension 
of 108,000 rupees on the 4th June, ad. 1802. 
After his death, his grandson Tafazzul Husain 
Khan succeeded him. 

Muzaffar Jangr (L- k^ j^*), whoso 

original name was Hadaet Muhin-uddin, was 
the favourite grandson of the celebrated 
Nizam ul-Mulk, the Subadar of Haidarabad. 
He was the son of that nobleman's daughter, 
and on his death he collected an army and 
gave out that his grandsire had in his will 
not only appointed him to inherit the greatest 
part of his treasures, but hnd likewise 
nominated him to succeed to the government 
of the southern provinces. Nasir Jang, his 
uncle, who had taken possession of his 
father's wealth, was enabled to keep his 
father's army in pay; and this was so 
numerous, that the forces which Muzaffar 
Jang had collected were not sufficient to 
oppose him with any probability of success. 
Muzaffar Jang subsequently went to Arkat 
(Arcot), where he defeated and killed Anwar - 
nddin Khan, the nawab of that place, by the 
assistance of the French, in a battle fought on 
the 23rd July, a d. 1749, and was acknow- 
ledged the lawful Subadar of the Deccan. 
He was, however, after some months obliged 
to surrender himself to Nasir Jang, who kept 
him in close confinement; but after the 
murder of Nasir Jang in December, a.d. 
1750, 17th Mub&rram, a.h. 1164, he was 
again raised to the masnad by the assistance of 
the French. His reign was, nowever, of short 
duration, for he was not long afterwards 
assassinated by the same persons who had 
raised him to power. His death took place on 
the 3rd February, a.d. 1751, 17th Rabi' I. 
a.h. 1164, when Salabat Jang, the third 
son of the old Nizam, was placed on the 
masnad by the French. 

Muzaffar Khan, Nawab (^Is. JLlL* 

t-j^J) was the younger brother of 

Amir ul-Umra Khan Dauran Abdus Samad 
Khan, by whose interest he was appointed 
governor of Ajmir in the reign of Farrukh- 
siyar, and was ordered to march with a 
numerous army against the Mahrafta chief 
Malhar Rao ftolkar, who had invaded the 
territories of the Maharaja Jaising Sawai of 
Amber (now called Jaipur). Muzaffar Khan 
was slain along with his brother in the battle 
which took place between the emperor 
Muhammad Shah and Nadir in the month of 
February, a.d. 1739, 3i-Qa'da, a h. 1151. 

Muzaffar Khan (^U*- /&>+), a noble- 
man who was appointed governor of Agra by 
the emperor Jahanjrir in the year a.d. 1621, 
a.h. 1030. He built the mosquo in the city 
of Agra called "Kalinor Kali Mas i id," in 
the year a.d. 1631, a.h. 1041, which is still 
standing, but in a ruinous state. 


Muzaffar Khan Tirbati (^LsL «k - 

^Jyj), a nobleman who was ap- 
pointed governor of Bengal by the emperor 
Akbar in a.d. 1-579, a.h. 987. In his time 
Baba Khan Qaqshal rebelled against the 
emperor, took Gaur, slew Muzaffar Khan at 
Tan^a in April, a.d. 1580, Rabi* I. a.h. 
988, and became independent for some time. 

Muzaffar, Maulana (1 \Hj ^ il; ^) a 

celebrated poet of Herat in Khurasan, who 
lived in the time of Sultan Ghayas- nddin 
Kart and Shah Shujaa' of Shiraz. 

Muzaffar Qawaxni, Maulana (JLia-* 

Muzaffar Shah I. (*l£ yla*), whose 

original name was Muzaffar Khan, was the 
first king of Gujrat. He was born at Dehli 
on the 30th June, a.d. 1342, 25th Mu^arram, 
a.h. 743. His family had been elevated from 
menial stations in the household of the kings 
of Dehli. He was, however, appoint**! 

fovernor of Gujrat in a.d. 1391, a.h. 794, by 
ultan Muhammad Tughlaq II. king of 
Dehli, in the room of Far hat ul- Mulk, who 
had rebelled against the king ; a battle took 
place, in which the latter lost his life. In the 
year a.d. 1396, a.h. 799, Muzaffar Khan 
caused himself to be proclaimed king undt-r 
the title of Muzaffar Shah, and directed coin 
to be struck in his name. He died after a 
reign of nearly 20 years, on the 27th July, 
a.d. 1411, 6th Rabi' II. a.h. 814, in the 
71st year of his age, and was succeeded by hi* 
grandson Ahmad Shah the son of 'Tatar 
khan.

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Muzaffar Shah II. (*Li qU ^ ) was 

born on Thursday the 10th Anril, a.d. 1470, 
20th Sha'ban, a.h. 875, and succeeded his 
father Sultan Mahmud Shah I. Baiqara on 
the throne of Gujrat, in the 41st year of his 
age, in November, a.d. loll, Sha'ban, a.h. 
917. He reigned nearly Id years, and died 
on Saturday the 17th February, a.d. 1526, 
3rd Jumada I. a.h. 932, aged 56 lunar years. 
He was buried at Sarklch. His son Sikandar 
Shah succeeded him. 

Muzaffar Shah III. (jLfc * k - ), a 

suppositious son of Mahmud Shah III. named 
Nathu, was raised to the throne of Gujrat by 
Ya'traad Khan, the prime minister, after the 
death of Ahmad Shah II. in a.d. 1561, a.h. 
968. In the year a.d. 1572, a.h. 980, the 
emperor Akbar was invited by Ya'tmad Khan 
to occupy Gujrat as in former times ; upon 
which Akbar advanced on the capital of that 
kingdom, which he took possession of on the 
2utn November of the same year, 14th Kajab, 
a.h. 980, and re-united it to Dehli as a 
province of Hindustan. Muzaffar Shah, who 
nad abdicated his throne in favour of Akbar, 
was sent to Agra in the first instance, but was 
subsequently remanded into close confinement, 
from which he not only made his escape but 
flying into Gujrat, collected a respectable 
force, attacked the viceroy of Qu(b-uddin 
Khan, and slew him in action ; and after an 
imprisonment of nearly nine years, re-ascended 
the throne of Gujrat. His reign was, how- 


ever, of short duration ; for in the year a.d. 
1583, a.h. 991, Akbar having deputed Mirza 
Khan KhanKhanan, the son of Bairam Khan 
to re- take Gujrat, Muzaffar Khan was defeated 
in a pitched battle and fled to Junagarh ; and 
as he was pursued by Khan ' Azim, ne cut his 
throat with a razor. His head was then cut 
off and sent to court. His downfall terminated 
the dynasty of the Muhamniadan kings of 
Gujrat ; ever since which period that kingdom 
has been considered as a province of Dehli. 

Muzaffar Shah Purbi (*L^ S U» ^ 

jjJj^j), whose former name was 

Siddf Badar, was an Abyssinian slave ; he 
murdered his sovereign Mahmud Shah, and 
ascended the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1495, 
a.h. 900. He reigned three years, and was 
killed in a battle fought with his minister 
Sayyad Sharif, who succeeded him with the 
title of 'Ala-uddin II. in a.d. 1498, a.h. 904.

who came to India, and was a contemporary 
of Naziri of Naishapur. 

Nadir (^jU), poetical title of Mirza 

Kalb Husain, Deputy Collector of Etawah. 
[Fufc Kalb Husain.] 

Nadira Begam( JLj j^jU), daughter of 

Sultan Parwez, the son of the emperor Jahan- 
gir. She was married to prince Dara Shikoh, 
the eldest son of the emperor Shah Jahan, 
on the 23rd January, a.d. 1634, by whom she 
had two sons, viz. Sulaiman Shikoh and 
Sipehr Shikoh. She died of fatigue in May, 
a.d. 1659, Ramadan, a.h. 1069, at Dawar, 
the country of M alik Jiwan, where her husband 
had fled along with her after his defeat at 
Ajmir. She was buried in the Khanqa of 
Mian Mir at Lahore. 

Nadir Shah (all jjb), also called 

Nadir Quli fthan and Tahmasp Quli Khan, 
the greatest warrior that modern Persia has 
ever produced. He was the son of a shepherd, 
born in the province of Khurasan, a.d. 1687, 
but by selling some of his father's sheep, he 
collected a number of desperate followers who 
shared his dangers and the booty gained in 
plundering caravans. By degrees ne saw him- 
self at the head of 6,000 brave adherents, and 
his assistance was solicited by Shah Tahmasp 
II. king of Persia, whose throne was usurped 
by Ashraf, the chief of the Afghans. With 
impetuous valour, Nadir attacked and routed 
the enemy, and then seated his master on the 
throne of his ancestors at Isfahan, a.d. 1730. 
He then pursued the flying Afghans to Quan- 
dahar, and on his return, taking advantage of 
the odium created by an unfavourable treaty 
made by Shah Tahmasp with the Turks during 
his absence, he deposed the king; and his 
son, an infant of six months he proclaimed 
Shah, by the name of 'Abbas III. This 
event took place on the 16th August, a.d. 
1732, a.h. 1145. In his name, Nadir assumed 
to himself the sovereign power, and after 
having recovered all that had been taken from 


Persia, he concluded a peace with the Ottoman 
Porte in a.d. 1736. On the death of the 
young Shah 'Abbas the same year, he signified 
nis intention of resigning his honours; but 
the nobles, excited by his private intrigues, 
invested him with the sovereign power. The 
historian of Nadir is careful in informing us 
that the crown of Persia was placed upon the 
head of the conqueror exactly at 20 minutes 
past 8 in the morning of the 26th February, 
1736, Shawwal, a.h. 1148. Nadir, now 
elevated to the height of his ambition, wisely 
saw that war was the only support of his 
greatness, and therefore with a numerous 
army he marched against India in 1739. The 
Mughol empire was rapidly conquered, 200,000 
men were put to the sword, and a booty esti- 
mated at one hundred and forty-five millions, 
in which was the imperial throne set with 
diamonds of an immense value, called the 
Peacock Throne, was brought away by him from 
Dehli. He latterly became capricious, proud, 
and tyrannical, ana was guilty of such cruelty 
that the nobles conspired against him and 
assassinated him on the night of Sunday the 
10th May, a.d. 1747, 10th Jumada I. a.h. 
1160, after he had reigned 20 years over one 
of the most extensive military monarchies of 
the time. He was buried at Mashhad nine 
dap after his death. His nephew and murderer 
4 AJi Quli Khan, who took the title of 'All 
Shah or 'Adil Shah, succeeded him. On his 
accession, he put to death thirteen of the sons 
and grandsons of Nadir ; the only descendant 
of the conqueror that was spared was his 
grandson, Snahrukh. the son of Raza Quli, 
who was 14 years of age. He went to Europe 
and died at Vienna an officer in the Austrian 
service, known as "Baron von Semlin." 
'Adil Shah was soon afterwards deprived 
of sight and imprisoned. After him Ibrahim 
his brother reigned for some time in a.d. 
1748, Snahrukh in a.d. 1749, Sulaiman in 
a.d. 1760, Isma'il bin-Sayyad Mustafa from 
a.d. 1760 to 1769, and after him Karim 
Khan Zand and 'Aqa Muhammad IQun Qajar, 
which see. 

Nafis bin-'Iwaz (^oy^ ^ ^ « jj\ 

author of the Arabic work called Hall-i- 
Mujiz-ul- Qanun. He was a contemporary of 
Mirza Ulagh Beg. 

Naftuya (&j^kju), or Niftuya, was 

called so, because an offensive smell like 
naphtha issued from his body. He was_an 
author, and died in a.d. 912, a.h. 300. 
proper name is Abu 'Abdullah Ibrahim. 
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Nalla (Lj), the mother of Flroz Shah 
and the daughter of Raja Mai Bhafti. 

Naishapnxi dj^yLuLJ), or Naisaburl, 

an Arabian author, who took his poetical 
name from Naishapur his birthplace ; he is 
called by European writers Nisaburiensis. He 
has collected in a little book the grave and 
witty sayings of Mohammad and his successors, 
and some of the kings of Persia. 

Naiyar and Rakshan ( ,,V^ . b .Li) 

are the poetical titles of Nawab Ziya-uddin 
Abmad Khan, the son of Nawab Al?mad 
Bakhsh Kban of Firozpur and Lahore. 

Najabat Khan Khan Khanan Nawab 


nobleman of the reign of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
by whom he was much respected. His proper 
name was Mirza Shujaa ; he was the son of 
Mirza Shahrukh. and the grandson of Mirza 
Sulaiman of Badakhshan. He was born on 
the 25th November, a.d. 1603, and died on 
the 13th December, a.d. 1664, 4th Jumadal. 
a.h. 1075, at Ujjain. He held the rank of 
5000 at the time of his death.

Najaf Khan (J^ ujL«^), styled 

Amir ul-XJmra Zulflqar-uddaula, was born in 
Persia of a family said to be related to the 
Safavi sovereigns of that empire, and in his 
infancy was, with many of nis relations, a 
prisoner to the usurper Nadir Shah, who kept 
all the personages any way allied to the 
throne in confinement for his own security. 
At the request of Mirza Muhsin Khan, the 
brother of Nawab Safdar Jang, who was sent 
on an embassy to Nadir Shah by Muhammad 
Shah the emperor, after his invasion of 
Hindustan, Najaf Khan and a sister much 
older than himself were released. This lady 
married her deliverer, and Najaf Khan accom- 
panied her and her husband to Dehll. He 
was treated with parental affection by Mirza 
Muhsin, and at his death attached himself to 
Muhammad Qui! Khan, his son, the governor of 
Allahabad, who was shortly afterwards seized 
and put to death by his first cousin Nawab 
Shuja-uddaula, the son of Safdar Jang. Najaf 
Khan, upon this event, retired with a few 
followers into Bengal, and offered his services 
to the Nawab Mir Q&sim 'All Khan, then at 
war with the English, who gave him great 
encouragement. When Qasim 'All took refuge 
with Shuja-uddaula, Najaf Khan, not choosing 


to trust himself in the power of the latter, 
repaired to Bundelkhand, and served Gumau 
Singh, one of the chiefs of that country. 
Upon the flight of Shuja-uddaula, after the 
battle of Buxar, he offered his services to the 
English, representing himself as the rightful 
lord of the province of Allahabad, was re- 
ceived with respectful welcome, and even put 
in possession of a part of it ; but when peace 
was concluded with the Nawab Wazir, the 
English, alleging the falsehood of his claim, 
set it aside, and rewarded his attachment with 
a pension of two lakhs of rupees and strong 
recommendations to the emperor Shah 'Alam. 
The recompense was greater than his services 
to the English, as he had kept up a corre- 
spondence with Shuja-uddaula, whom he would 
have joined had he been successful in the 
battle of Kora. From Allahabad he accom- 
panied the emperor Shah 'Alain to Dehll in 
a.d. 1771, and having recovered the city of 
Agra from the Jafcs, he was appointed Amir- 
ul-'Umra with the title of Zulflqar-uddaula. 
The Rajas of Jaipur and several other Hindu 
princes were his tributaries. He died on the 
22nd April, a.d. 1782, a.h. 1169, in the 
49th year of his age, leaving no issue, when 
the succession was disputed oy Mirza Shan' 
and Afrasyab Khan (9.0.). In spite of early 
intrigues Najaf Khan was an exceptionally 
efficient man, and gave the Empire some nine 
years of apparently renewed vigour.

Najib-nddaula (jjjjjl l^^-^ 4 ), the 

title of Najib Khan, a Rohela chief, and 
nephew of Basharat Khan. He came into 

19 
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Bohelqhand during the administration of 'AH 
Muhammad Khan. He was at first appointed 
to the charge of a very small party, not con- 
sisting of more than twelve horse and foot. 
But his courage and activity soon brought him 
to the notice of his patron, who entrusted him 
with a respectable military command, and 
procured for him in marriage the daughter of 
Dunde Khan the Rohela chief. He sub- 
sequently espoused the imperial cause, and 
was honourably received at Dehli by the wazir 
Qhazi-uddin Khan, and, being 1 soon after- 
wards promoted to the command of the army, 
he attacked Safdar Jang, who had avowedly 
announced his hostile disposition to the court, 
and compelled him to cross the Ganges, a.d. 
1753, a.h. 1167. On the successful con- 
clusion of this campaign, in which he was 
wounded, he received from the emperor A^mad 
Shah the title of Najib-uddaula. He was created 
Amir-ul-'Umra to the emperor 'Alamgir II. 
by Ahmad Shah Abdall on his return to 
Qandahar, in a.d. 1767, a.h. 1170, but was, 
soon after that conqueror's departure, deprived 
of his office by the wazir Ghazf-uddin Khan, 
who conferred it on Ahmad Shah Bangash, the 
Nawab of Farrukhabad, as a return for his 
services. Najib-uddaula was present in the 
famous battle fought by Ahmad Shah Abdall 
with the Marhaj&as in January, a.d. 1761, 
and on his departure to Qandahar, was again 
restored to his former situation of Amir-ul- 
'Umra, and was entrusted with the care of 
the city of Dehli and the protection of the 
royal family. He governed Dehli and the few 
districts yet in possession of the royal family 
with moderation and justice till his death, 
which took place in October, a.d. 1770, 
Rajab, a.h. 1184, when he was succeeded in 
his dominions by his son Zabita Khan, who 
continued to protect the royal family, the 
emperor Shah 'Alam residing at Allahabad 
with the English. Najib-uddaula was buried 
at Najibadad, a city founded by him.

about the year a.d. 1231, a.h. 628, and left 
a Diwan.

Najm-uddaula (*JjjJ\ +-&*), whose 

proper name was Mir Phulwari, and the 
eldest son of Mir Ja'far 'Ali Khan, Nawab 
of Bengal, Behar, and Urisea. He succeeded 
his father in February, a.d. 1765, Sha'bin, 
a.h. 1178, and the same year the East India 
Company received from the emperor Shah 
'Alam the appointment of Diwan of the three 
provinces of Bengal, and the Nawab became a 
mere pensioner. Najm-uddaula died of the 
small-pox, after a reign of one year and four 
months, on the 3rd May, a.d. 1766, 22nd 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 1179, and was succeeded by 
his brother Saif-uddaula.

wards received the title of Danishmand Khan, 
Comptroller of the Kitchen to the emperor 
'Alamgir, and a constant attendant on his 
person. He is the author of a number of 
excellent poems, one of which is called Hum 
wa-Ishq, hut that held in the greatest 
estimation is a satire on the conquest of 
Golkonda by 'Alamgir, a.d. 1687, in which 
the author lashes not only the generals, but 
even the emperor himself, whose conduct 
in destroying the Muhammadan kings of 
Bijapur and Golkonda, while the Mahraftas 
and other Hindu chiefs had exalted the 
standard of defiance, was much disapproved 
of by many of the zealous Musalraans. The 
officers and soldiers were also much disgusted 
by incessant wars in the Deccan, and the very 
great hardships they suffered during his 
campaigns in that country. This book goes 
by the name of the author, Na'mat Khan 
€ AU, and has no other name. It is sometimes 
called Waqaya Na'mat Khan l Ali. He also 
compiled a very excellent book on Oriental 
Cookery. The whole of his work is called 
Khwan Na'mat, or the Table of Delicacies. 
He died in the reign of the emperor Bahadur 
Shah, a.d. 1708, a.h. 1120.

Na'mat-nllah( Jy^U ju-, aUI v^aju), 

a Sayyad of Narnaul and a nious Musalman 
who is said to have performed miracles. He 
had reared a hawk by whose aid he procured 
his subsistence for several years. He after- 
wards proceeded to Akbarnagar, commonly 
called Rajmahal, in Bengal, wnere the prince 
Sulf&n Shujaa', the son of the emperor Shah 
Jahan. then governor of that province, with 
several of his 'Umra, became his disciples.

Na'mat-ullah Wall, Sayyad Shah 
Nnr-nddin (all ju*o ^ -dJ\ ^l^aju 

^jJKy), a descendant of Imam 

Musi Qazim. He was a learned and pious 
Musalman, and an excellent poet. He is said 
to have performed miracles ; was the disciple 
of Shaikh 'Abdullah Yafa'f, but followed the 
tenets of Imam Shafa'i. He is the author 
of nearly 500 books and pamphlets. He died 
in the time of Shahrukh Mirza, the son of 
Amir Taimur, a.d. 1424 or 1431, a.h. 827, 
aged 75 years, and is buried at Mahan, a 
village of Kirman in Persia. Sayyad was 
his poetical title.

Nana (bli), a corruption of Nanha, or 

Nannha, is the appellation by which Balaji 
Rao Peshwa was commonly known in 
Hindustan, and is by most supposed to be 
a title of State ; but, as we are informed, it 
arose from the nickname given him when a 
child by his father, Nannha signifying a 
little man. 

Nana (^j^JjJ LjLJ), or Nanha 

Farnawis or Pharnawls, was the Karkun of 
Madho Rao Peshwa. His original name was 
Janardhan, and he rose by the aid of great 
ability and lack of scruple. Was rival of 
Madho ji Sindhia, whose great-nephew Daulat 
Rao caused the Nana's fall and ruin. Died 
about 1797. 

Nana (c-^L UU), or Nana Sahib, 

the nickname of Dhundhupant of Bithur 
near Cawnpore. This miscreant was an 
adopted son of Baji Rao II. the ex-Peshwa 
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of Puna, who died on the 28th January, a.d. 
1853. The pension of the ex-Peshwa, 
amounting to 8 lakhs of rupees per annum, 
was not continued to the Nana, and this 
appears to have been his principal, if not sole 
grievance, though he invariably maintained 
friendly relations with the European residents 
and indeed on many occasions treated them 
with apparently cordial hospitality. His 
residence was at Bithur, Bituated ten miles 
from Cawnpore, where he owned an estate 
left him by his patron the ex-Peshwa, and he 
was allowed a retinue of 600 infantry and 
cavalry, with three guns of small calibre, 
and tnese troops were of course entirely 
independent of European authority. On 
learning the general character of the out- 
break of the Bengal army in 1857 he attacked 
the garrison of Cawnpore, all of whom he 
destroyed by the help of the vilest treachery ; 
but fled before the avenging force of General 
Havelock. A proclamation was issued by the 
Governor-General in March, a.d. 1858, wherein 
a reward was offered of one lakh of rupees 
to any person who should deliver Nana 
Dhunahupant of Bifchur to the district officer 
commanding in any military camp or at any 
military post; and, in addition to the 
pecuniary reward, a free pardon was 
guaranteed to any mutineer, deserter or 
rebel (excepting tne Nawabs of Farrukh- 
abad, Bareli, Banda and Raja of Mainpuri) 
who should so deliver up the Nana Sahib. 
The Nana was never afterwards heard of 
authentically, hut probably perished in the 
Nipal jungles. 

Nanak (»l& ijCtti), or Nanak Shah, 

the founder of the sect called Sikhs, was born 
in the year a.d. 1469. He was the son of a 
Hindu grain -merchant, and disciple of 
Sayyad Husain, or as some say of Kabir, and 
consequently a sort of Hindu deist, but his 
peculiar tenet was universal toleration. He 
maintained that devotion was due to God, 
that forms were immaterial, and that Hindu 
and Muhammadan worship were the same 
in the sight of the Deity. During his travels 
Nanak was introduced to the emperor Babar, 
before whom he is said to have defended his 
doctrine with great firmness and eloquence. 
Nanak died in the month of August, a.d. 
1539, a^ed 70 years. After his sect had 
silently increased for more than a century, it 
excited the jealousy of the Musalman 

S)vernment, and its spiritual chief, the 
urn Arjun, was put to death in a.d. 1606, 
within a year after the decease of the emperor 
Akbar. This tyranny changed the Sikhs 
from inoffensive quietists into fanatical 
warriors. They took up arms under Hargo- 
bind, the son of the martyred Arjun, who 
inspired them with his own spirit of revenge 
ana of hatred to their oppressors.

Nandknmar (jU£jcJ), a Brahman born 

about 1720, in the district of Birbham, became 
Wanu Faujdarof Hugli under Sirai-ul-daula 
{q.v.) about 1756. All the power of the State 
had been committed to him without control, 
in the time of the Nawab Ja'far ( Ali Kban. 
He was a treacherous enemy to the English. 
He was convicted of a forgery, condemned 
to suffer death, and hanged at the appointed 
place of execution in Calcutta on tiie 5th 
August, a.d. 1775, 7th Jumada II. a.h. 
1189. His treasure and effects were given 
up to his son Raja Gurdas. It is said there 
were fifty-two lakhs of rupees in money, and 
about the same amount in jewels ana rich 
goods. In the Siyar-ul-Muta&arm , it is said 
that in his house were found counterfeit seals of 
several eminent persons which he had forged. 
[Warren Hastings was long charged with 
improperly influencing the trial of Nandknmar, 
but his memory is generally thought to have 
been cleared by Sir J. F. Stephen, whose 
book on the subject should be consulted.] 


Naqib Khan (^U** t^JU), the grand- 
son of Yahia bin- * Abdul- Latif, which see.

Naqi Kamara (j^f .<&), a poet who 

died in a.d. 1622, a.h. 1031, and left a

when he died is not known. 

Narayan Rao Peshwa (jU ^^Xj

Peshwa, succeeded his brother Madho Rao in 
November, a.d. 1770. He was assassinated 
by his paternal uncle Raghunath Rao, better 
known oy the name Rarhoba, in August, a.d. 
1772, and was succeeded by his infant son 
Sewaji Madho Rao. Raghunath Rao, failing 
in his plans, joined the English at Surat. 

Nargisi (^Jy), an author who died 

at Qandahar, in a.d. 1533, a.h. 937, and 
has left a Dlwan. 

Narsi (^^J), the Narses of the 

Greeks, a king of the Sasanian dynasty, 
succeeded his brother Bahrain III. a.d. 393, 
on the throne of Persia, and after a reign of 
nine years abdicated it in favour of his son, 
Hurmuz II. and survived that act but a short 
period. 

Narsingh Deo Bundeila, Raja (^j 
>\j *1ja-xj yjS), son of Kaja 


Madhukar Sah Bundeila, who died in the 
reign of the emperor Akbar, a.d. 1592, a.h. 
1000. He served prince Mirza Salim (after- 
wards Jahangir) for several years and oy his 
orders slew Aon'1 Fazl, the prime minister of 
his father Akbar, in a.d. 1602, a.h. 1011. 
In the first year of Jahangir he was raised to 
the rank of 3000, and subsequently to that 
of 4000. The Hindu temple at Muthura 
(Muttru) , which * Alamgir afterwards converted 
into a mosque, was built by him at a cost of 
three lakhs of rupees. He died in the year 
a.d. 1626, a.h. 1036. 

Nasafi. ( _iL*J), or al-Nasafl, whose 

proper name is Abu'l Barakut 'Abdullah bin- 
Afcmad, commonly called Hafiz-uddin al- 
Nasafl, is the author of a law-book entitled 
Waft and its commentary called the Kaji. 
He is also the author of the Kanz ul-Daqdek, 
a book of great reputation, principally derived 
from the Waft, and containing questions and 


decisions according to the doctrines of Abu 
Hanifa, Abu Tusaf, the Imam Muhammad, 
Zafar, al-Shafa'i, Malik, and others. Many 
commentaries have been written on this 
work ; the most famous is the Bahr ar-Raeq 
by Zain-ul-'Abidin bin-Nujaim al-Misri. 
Nasafi died a.d. 1310, a.h. 710.

Nasafi (^Ju»*J), surname of Najm- 

uddin Abu Hafs 'Umar bin-Muhammad, a 
celebrated doctor, and author of the Aqded 
ai- Nasafi, a book in Arabic containing the 
fundamental and principal articles of the 
Muhammad religion.

On his death Muzaffar Jang was placed 
on the masnad of the Deccan by the con- 
spirators ; but this young prince did not lone 
enjoy his dignity, for ne was f»«M«ii»H 
almost immediately after his accession by the 
same persons who had raised him to power. 
This event took place on the 2nd February, 
a.d. 1751, 17th Rabi I. a.h. 1164. Nasir 
Jang was buried at Burhanpur near the 
tomb of his father.

Nasir Khan (^Ul j^^X ruler of

1261, where he died on the 16th April, a.d. 
1845.

Nasir Khnsro (. _ MfJ ± A i), a cele- 
brated physician and poet of Isfahan, whose 
poetical name was Hujjat. He is the author 
of several works, among which are the two 
following, viz. Rortai-nama in verse, and 
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Kanz-uUHaqaeq in prose. He has also left 
a Diwan consisting of 30,000 verses. He 
was a contemporary of Khwaja 'Abu 4 ! Hasan 
Jurjani and the celebrated physician Avicenna. 
Some say that he was a Deist, and others 
considered him to be an Atheist, on which 
account he was persecuted by the Muham- 
madans, and fled from one city to another, 
till at last he was obliged to conceal himself 
among the hills of Badakhshan. Daulat 
Shah has given a very interesting account of 
Nasir Khusro, in his Tazkira. In 1872 
there was discovered among the Elliot papers 
an Arabic work by Nasir Khusro, on the 
buildings and water-works of Jerusalem. He 
is most precise in his information. It is 
said, that if this work had been found a 
little earlier, it might have saved the Pales- 
tine Exploration Committee some diggings 
and considerable outlay. There is also a 
work of the same kind in Persian, called 
The Travels of Nasir Khusro. which he wrote 
in a.d. 1052, corresponding with a.h. 414. 

Nasir, Khwaja (ts**\y>~ j*\j), a poet 

who was contemporary with Salman Sawaji.

Nasir Shah Pnrbi (^j+jft *l3»^-*l3), 

a lineal descendant of Shams-uddin Bhangara, 
was placed on the throne of Bengal in a.d. 
1427, a.h. 831, after the murder of Nasir- 
uddin Ghulam, who had usurped the throne 
for several days after the death of his master 
Abmad Shah. General Briggs, in his trans- 
lation, says that he reigned only two years, 
whereas it appears from Major Stewart's 
Bengal history, which seems to be correct, 
that he reigned 32 years, consequently his 
death must nave happened in the year a.d. 
1458, a.h. 863. He was succeeded by his 
son Barbak. He is also called Nasir Husain 
Shah, as appears from an Arabic inscription 
on a mosque lately discovered in the district 
of Hughli in Bengal by the late H. Blochmann, 
Principal, Calcutta Madrasa. 

Nasir, Shaikh (^jb^ pi* j+\j), 

of Akbarabad, a Musalman saint who is said 
to have performed a number of miracles, and 
was highly respected by the emperor Shah 
Jabln. He died on the 7th June, a.d. 1647, 
13th Jumada I. a.h. 1057, and was buried at 
Agra. 

Nasir-nddanla (a\^\\ : ^}) r Nizam of 


the Haidarabad State, succeeded his father 
Sakandar Jah on the 23rd May, a.d. 1829, 
and died in May, a.d. 1857. His son 
ascended the masnad with the title of Nawab 
Afzal-uddaula.

Afemad Shah, the present king of Persia.

jww*^~), king of Audh, was the son of 

Ghazi-uddin Haidar, whom he succeeded on 
the throne of Lucknow on the 30th October, 
a.d. 1827, 28th Rabi 4 I. a.h. 1243, with 
the title of Sulaiman Jah Nasir -uddin 
Haidar. He reigned ten years, and died, 
poisoned by his own family, on the 7th 
July, a.d. 1837, 3rd Rabi' II. a.h. 1253, 
in which year died also William IV. king 
of England, and Akbar II. king of Dehll. 
Nasir-uddin Haidar was succeeded by his 
uncle Nasir-uddaula, who took the title of 
Abu Mu?affar Mdi-uddln Muhammad 'All 
Shah, and Munna Jan the illegitimate son 
of Nasir-uddin Haidar was sent to the fort 
of Chunar, where he died on the 15th January, 
a.d. 1846, 16th Mubarram, a.h. 1262. 

Nasir-nddin Khilji, Snltan (^ jJ^U 

^UaL» **^")> was the son of Sultan 

Ghayas-uddin Khilji, king of Malwa. He 
ascended the throne of that kingdom a few 
days before the death of his father, which 
happened on the 25th October, a.d. 1500, 
27th Rabi* II. a.h. 906. He reigned eleven 
years and four months ; and, having pre- 
viously declared his third son Mahmua as 
his successor, died about the year a.d. 1511, 
a.h. 917.

Firishta, Nasir-uddin Mahmud Awadhi, sur- 
named Chiragh Dehli, or the Candle of Dehll, 
a celebrated Muhammad saint, who was a 
disciple of Shaikh Ni?am- uddin Aulia, 
whom he succeeded on the masnad of Irshad, 
or Spiritual Guide, and died on Friday the 
16th September, a.d. 1356, 18th Rama? an, 
a.h. 757. He is buried at Dehli in a 
mausoleum which was built before his death 
by Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak, one of his 
disciples, and close to his tomb Sultan 
Bahfel Lodi was afterwards buried. He is 
the author of a work called Khair-ul-Majalis. 

Nasir-nddin Mahmud (, #t -jjJ 1-^1.3 


^Ic*. \jk) Jk/fcsr*), 8urnamed Baghra 

ghan, governor of Bengal, was the son of 
Sult;an Ghayas-uddin Balban, and the father 
of MSizz-uddiu Kaioubad, who was, during 
the absence of his lather in Bengal, made 
king of Dehli. When Sultan Ghayas-uddin 
Tughlaq, in a.d. 1324, marched in person 
towards Bengal, he was then living, and came 
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from Lakhnanti to pay bis respects, bringing 
with him many valuable presents. He was 
confirmed in his government of Bengal, and 
permitted to assume the ensigns of royalty. 
Me died in the time of Muhammad Tughlaq 
Shah.

Nasir- uddin Qabbaoha or Fattah 
(^bi \j ^L5 ^^i^U), ruler of 

Sindh. It is related in several histories, such 
as the Khulasat ul-Hikaet, the Haj-nama, 
and the History of Ifaji Muhammad Qatida- 
hari, that the first establishment of the 
Muhammadan faith in the country of Sindh 
took place in the time of Hajjaj bin-Yusaf, 
governor of Basra, at the time when Walid, 
the son of the Khalif ( Abdulmalik, was ruler of 
the provinces of both 'Iruqs. Hajjaj deputed 
Mahmud Husain in the year a.d. 706, a.h. 
87, with a select army into Mikrau, and he 
subdued that country and made converts of 
many of the inhabitants called BallochTs. He 
afterwards deputed Budmin to conquer Dlbal 
{modern ThaJ&i on the Indus) . Budmin failed 
in his expedition, and lost his life in the first 
action. Hajjaj, not deterred by this defeat, 
resolved to follow up the enterprise by another. 
In consequence, in the year a.d. 712, a.h. 
93, he deputed his cousin Imad-uddin Mu- 
hammad bin-Qasim, the son of Aqil or Uqail 
Thaqafi or Saqafi, with six thousand soldiers 
to attack Dlbal, and he in a short time con- 

Juered the place, and Raja Dahir, the ruler of 
>Ibal, was slain in battle. After the death 
of Muhammad bin-Qasim, a tribe who trace 
their origin from the Ansaris established a 
government in Sindh ; after which the zamln- 
dars, of the tribe of Sumara, usurped the 

Eiwer, and held independent rule over the 
ngdom of Sindh for the space of 600 years. 
About a.h. 737 the dynasty of Sumara was 
subverted, and the country subdued by another 
native dynasty called Sumana, whose chief 
assumed the title of Jam. During the reigns 


of these dynasties in Sindh, the Muhammadan 
kings of India Proper, such as those of 
Ghazni, Ghor and Dehli, invaded Sindh, and, 
seizing many towns, appointed Muhammadan 

Sovernors over them. Among these rulers, 
lasir-uddin Qabbacha asserted his indepen- 
dence, and caused the public prayers to be 
read in his name as king of Sindh. Nasir- 
uddin was one of the Turkish slaves of Shahab- 
uddin Muhammad Ghori, who made him 
governor of Uchcha in Multan about the 

Sear a.d. 1203, a.h. 600. He espoused the 
aughter of Sultan Qutb-uddin Aibak, viceroy, 
and afterwards king of Dehli, after whose 
death in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, having seised 
many of the towns subjected to the Sindh 
government, he reduced the territory of the 
Dumanas to the small tract of country around 
Thafta, and, renouncing his allegiance to 
the throne of Dehli, became independent. 
Besides Sindh, his kingdom embraced the 

frovinces of Multan, Kohram and Sursati. 
[e was twice attacked by Taj -uddin Eldui 
of Ghazni, but he successfully repelled both 
these invasions. In a.d. 1225 Shams-uddin 
Altimsh, king of Dehli, made several attempts 
to remove him from his government, and 
even marched for that purpose as far as 
Uchcha, when Nasir-uddin, having no hones 
of eventually repelling the arms of the Dehli 
monarch, placed his family and personal 
attendants with his treasure, in boats, and 
endeavoured to occupy a contiguous island ; 
when a storm coming on, the boat foundered, 
and every one perished. This usurper ruled 
in Sindh and Multun for a period of 22 years. 
In the latter end of the reign of Muhammad 
Tughlaq of Dehli, Sindh owned allegiance to 
that monarch; nevertheless, occasionally taking 
advantage of local circumstances, the Sindhis 
contrived, for a considerable period, to shake 
off their allegiance. The first of the family 
of which we have any account was Jam Afra.

Nasir-uddin Shah (*li ^j jlH^U), 


king of Persia, was born in a.d. 1 831 , and was 
the eldest son of Muhammad Shah, the eldest 
son of 'Abbas Mirza, so well known for his 
partiality to the English, and the great-grand- 
son of Fatha 'All Shah. Nasir-uddin ascended 
the throne after the death of his father, on 
the 4th September, a.d. 1848, in his 19th 
year. He visited Russia, London, France, 
Germany, etc., in a.d. 1873, and again in 
1889. 

Nasir-uddin Tusi, Khwaja ( .j £\j~*j 

&^\}&* ^j*ajb) t the famous philo- 
sopher and astronomer who was employed by 
Halaku |Chan, the grandson of Cnangez 
Khan, to form the Ilkhani Tables, etc. He 
was the son of Imam Fakhr-uddin Muham- 
mad Razi, was born at Tus in Khurasan on 
Saturday the 3rd March, a.d. 1201, 11th 
Jumada I. a.h. 597, and though a somewhat 
over-zealous Shia, was one of the best, and 
certainly the most universal scholar that 
Persia ever produced. He wrote on all 
subjects, and some of his works are to this 
day standard books in Persian Universities. 
He was a fair Greek scholar, and made a new 
translation of Euclid into Arabic, wherein he 
proves most of the propositions, sometimes in 
two, three, and four ways, wholly different 
from the demonstrations of the Greek author. 


He likewise translated the Almajisti, and 
wrote a volume of learned explanatory notes 
upon it. He also wrote several works on 
geometry, astronomy, philosophy, theology, 
and dissertations on miscellaneous subjects. 
During the Mughal persecutions he wandered 
among the mountains of Khurasan, and was 
taken captive by Alauddin Muhammad, a 
descendant of Hasan Sabbah, who forced him 
to remain with him for several years and 
employed him as his wazir. It was during 
his captivity that he wrote the most celebrated 
of all his treatises, a well-known and excellent 
little work on moral philosophy, which he 
styled A^hlaq Ndsiri, or the Morals of Nasir, 
in compliment to Nasir-uddin 'Abdul Rahim, 

governor of the fortress of Dez ; but the 
attery did not procure him his liberty, he 
remained in that mountainous region till he 
was released by Halaku Khan in November, 
a.d. 1256, a.h. 654. It was Nasir-uddin 
that persuaded Halaku to march against 
Baghdad, which was taken in a.d. 1258. 
The Akhlaq Ndtiri is a translation in Persian 
of the Kitdb-ut- Tahdrat Jll Hikmat Amali, 
an Arabic work by Abu All Muhammad of 
Mecca. There are two other works on 
Sufiism which he wrote, one called Aotaf-ul- 
Anhraf, the Praises of the Virtuous, and the 
Bahar-ul-Maafii, the Sea of Truth. He is 
also the author of a work entitled Khill&fat- 
n&ma llahl, and another work on Prosody 
called Masr-ush-shohra. Nasir-uddin died 
in the reign of Abakaan, the son of Halaku, 
on the 24th June, a.d. 1274, 18th ftl-fcijja, 
a.h. 672, and was buried at Baghdad near 
the tomb of Imam Musi Qazim. His brutal 
severity towards Ibn Hajib, a helpless captive, 
is an everlasting stain on the otherwise illus- 
trious character of this distinguished man.

'Abu Nasr of Badakhshan, who was an author, 
and died in a.d. 1668, a.h. 1078.

of this author was Muhammad Tahir ; he was 
born at Nasrabad (which is in the district of 
Isfahan) about the year a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025, 
and is the author of the biography called 
Tazkira Nasrabadi, which he wrote in the 
year a.d. 1672, a.h. 1083, and added about 
nine biographies ten years after. 


Nasr Ahmad (a^>-1 j^j), a grandson 

of Saman. He was appointed governor of 
Bukhara by the Khalif Mo'tamid Billah in 
a.d. 875.

Nasr 'Asim (^ple^aj) was the first 

who introduced the diacritical marks in the 
Quran, by order of the Khalif 'Usman. 
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Nasrat (jjuyaJ), the poetical title of 

Dilawar Khan, who is the author of a Diwan. 
He died in a.d. 1726, a.h. 1139. 

Nasrati ( JLai), a celebrated poet of 

the Deccan, who is the author of a heroic 
poem in Hindi and the Dakhini dialect, called 
'AK-nama, which contains the conquests or 
wars of Sultan 'All 'Adil Shah of Brjapur. 
This prince, to whom the work was dedicated, 
was assassinated in a.d. 1580, a.h. 938. 
Nasrati is also the author of two other poems, 
called OuUhan Ithq and Guldattas 'Ishq; 
the former is the tale of Raja Manohar and 
the princess Chintawati, and the latter con- 
tains a variety of odes and amatory poems, 
also dedicated to his patron the Sultan, and 
written between the year a.d. 1560 and 1570.

He reigned eleven 
months, and was defeated in a battle by his 
cousin Eqbal Khan, the son of Zafar Khan, 
who succeeded him in a.d. 1400. The Subahs 
had rendered themselves independent in their 
own governments, during the misfortunes and 
confusions of the empire. Gujrat was seized 
upon by Khan 'Azim Zafar Khan; Malwa 
by Dilawar Khan ; Qanauj, Audh, Kara and 
Jaunpur by Sul£an - ush - Sharaa Khwaja 
Jahan; Lahore, Dibalpur, and Multan by 
Khizir Khan ; Samana by Khalil Khan ; 
Bayana by Shams Khan; Mahoba by Mu- 
hammad Khan bin-Malikzada Firdz, and 
so on. 

Nasrat Shah (>L* <U r ^J) ) who is 


called, by General Briggs, Naslb Shah, suc- 
ceeded his father * Alauddln in the government 
of Bengal in a.d. 1524, a.h. 930. When 
Ibrahim Lodi fell in battle with Babar (a.v.) 
the latter ascended the throne of Dehli in 
a.d. 1626, a.h. 932, when many of the 
adherents of the Lodi dynasty sought pro- 
tection at the court of Bengal. Among others 
the prince Mahmud (brother to Ibrahim 
Lodi) also took refuge there, and his sister 
became the wife of the king. Nasrat Shah 
died in a.d. 1538, a.h. 945, and Mahmud, 
who was then one of bis ministers, succeeded 
in usurping his throne. About this period 
Sher Khan, who afterwards ascended the 
throne of Dehli, attacked and defeated Mahmud 
in action, and eventually expelled him from 


Bengal, whence he fled to the court of Dehli, 
where, representing his grievances, the emperor 
Humayun marched with an army and took 
the kingdom of Bengal from Sher j£han, whom 
he defeated in a general action. Sher Khan, 
rallying his defeated troops in the year a.d. 
1542, a.h. 949, succeeded in re-conquering 
Bengal. On his death, and after the accession 
of his son Salim Shah to the throne of Dehli, 
the province of Bengal was made over to 
Muhammad Khan Afghan, one of the officers 
of his court, on whose death his son declared 
his independence, and proclaimed himself king 
under the title of Bahadur Shah. 

Nasr bin- Ahmad Samani ( ._; -"■ *

Nasr Samani, Amir (j+*\ .jUL^ai), 

the third Sultan or Amir of the race of 
Saman or Samanides, was eight years old 
when he succeeded his father Amir A^mad 
on the throne of Bukhara and Khurasan, a.t>. 
914, a.h. 301. He enjoyed a long and pros- 
perous reign, and died at Bukhara, a.d. 943, 
Bajab, a.h. 331, leaving all his territories in 
peace. He was succeeded by his son Amir 
Nuh I. Bddaki the poet lived in his time. 

Nasr-nllah (^ j^sc^dufi ^ A\\j*j 
^la-J! ^j\\ the son of 'Abdul 

Hamid bin-Abi ul-Ma'fili, a poet who 
flourished in the reign of Bahram Shah of 
Ghazni, in whose name he wrote the book 
called Kallela Damna, or Pilpay's Fables, 
which he translated from the Arabic into 
Persian.

Nasr-nllah (<d!^), king of Bukhara, 

who died in the year a.d. 1860. He was a 
great tyrant, a greater probably never ruled 
a people. When on his death-bed, and so 
weak as to be scarcely able to make himself 
understood, he directed one of his wives to 
be brought into his room. The poor lady's 
brother had recently been in rebellion, and 
the news of his defeat and capture reached 
the tyrant when on his deathbed. Unable to 

flut nis eyes with the sight of their execution, 
e wreaked his vengeance on his own wife, 
because she was sister to the rebel chief. She 
was beheaded before his eyes, now about to 
close in death. Laden with every crime that 
could burden the conscience of a responsible 
king, Nasr-ullah died, leaving the throne to 
his son and successor Muzaffar-uddin. 

Nasr-ullah bin-' Abdullah al-Akhmi 
Alazhari (<0J\j^ .j od^^), a cele- 
brated poet who died in the year a.d. 1 173, 
a.h. 569. He is also called Qalakas and 
Alaaz al-IskandarL

Naishapur, who came to India, and was the 
master of Jawahir Singh the poet.

Nawai Rae, Raja (<JLs>-\; ^j\j Jj-3), 

a Kayeth of the Saksena tribe in the service 
of Nawab Safdar Jang ; was by degrees raised 
to higher rank with the title of Raja, and 
was appointed his deputy to settle the affairs 
of the province of Farrukhabad. which was 
seized by the Nawab after the death of its 
ruler, Nawab Qaem Jang. Nawai Rae was 
slain in a battle fought against Alpnad Khan, 
the brother of the late Nawab, on the 3rd 
August, a.d. 1750, 10th Ramadan, a.h. 1163. 

Nawai Singh (JLr^ <l£x-i JjJ), the 

Ja£ Raja of Bhartpur, who succeeded his 
brother Rae Ratan Singh after the death of 
Kehri Singh, his nephew, about the year 
a.d. 1769, a.h. 1183, and died in the year 
a.d. 1776, at the time when the fort of Pig 
was besieged by Nawab Najaf Khan. After 
his death his nephew Ran jit Singh, the son 
of Kehri Singh, the son of Surajmal JaJ;, 
succeeded him. 

Nawawi (uJ^-1 ^ \j^) y the son of 

Sharaf , whose proper name was Abu Zikaria 
Tehia; is the author of several works on 
different subjects. One of his works is called 
Tahzib-ul-Asmae, a biographical dictionary 
of Illustrious Men, another the Fatdvcd-an- 
Nawaxci, a collection of decisions of some 
note. He also composed a smaller work of 
the same nature, entitled l Uaiun-al-Ma»ael 
al-Muhimmat, arranged in the manner of 
question and answer. He died a.d. 1278, 
a.h. 676. 

Nawazish Khan (^U. ^l$y) 9 author 

of the Oulzar Danish. 

Nawedi (^*XjjJ), a poet who is the 

author of a Diwan. He was living in a.d. 
1645, a.h. 1056. This person appears to be 
another Nawedi besides tne one whose proper 
name was Khwaja Zain-ul-'Abidin, which see. 


Naweri djr^y ), an historian who wrote 

the Life of Sultan Bibars, the sovereign of 
Egypt. He died in a.d. 1331, a.h. 732. 

Nazar (J-^ rf j*oj), son of Shumil,

(OCLNjfeli lSU\ ffeU), Wazir- 

uddaula, the son of Mubarik-uddaula, the 
Nawab of Bengal, whom he succeeded 28th 
September, a.d. 1793, and died in April, a.d. 
1810. He was succeeded by his son Zain- 
uddin ( A1 Khan. 

Nazir (jJai), the poetical title of a poet 

of Agra, whose proper name was Shaikh 
Wall Muhammad. He was the author of a 
poem or Diwan containing Persian, Urdu, 
and Hindi verses on different subjects. He 
has besides composed a Tarjihband in Urdu 
on the Pand-nama of Sa'di. He supported 
himself by teaching, and his poetry is much 
esteemed 'by the bazar people of Agra. He 
died at Agra on Monday the 16th August, 
a.d. 1830, 26th Safar, a.h. 1246, and was 
buried at Tajganj. 


Nazir Bakhtyar Khan (Xp&r Jo\j 

^IrO, a man of letters who led 

a private Jife near Farldabad, within a few 
miles of Agra, and is the author of a work 
called Mir at l Alam t or the Mirror of the 
World. This work contains the history of 
the first ten years of the emperor 'Alamgir. 
He is also called Bakhtawar Khan, which Bee. 
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NaziriC^c^lkJ ^j^lai), poetical title 

of Muhammad Husain of Naishapur. He 
came to India, where he found a patron in 
'Abdul Rahim Khan KhanKhanan. In a.d. 
1603, a.h 1012, he made the pilgrimage to 
Mecca, and after his return he paid a visit to 
his patron and then settled in A^madabad, 
Gujrat, where he died in a.d. 1613, a.h. 
1022. He is the author of a Persian Diwan. 

Nekodar (.Ij^-J), surname of Aljmad 
Khan, king of Persia, which see. 

Neko Siar, Sultan (^UaL^^ylj), 

son of Muhammad Akbar, the youngest son 
of 'Alamgir Aurangzeb. 

Nigahi ( jfclfi), of Aran, near Kash&n, 

is the author of a poem or Masnawi called 
Mukhtdr-natna, of about 30,000 verses in the 
metre of the Shah - ndma, and one called 
Mehr-wa-Mushtari, in imitation of Assar's 
Masnawi. 

Nihal Singh (jjL-. J^-s-0, ^ja °* 

Kapurthala. He died in the year a.d. 1852, 
haying made his last will and testament, in 
which he left the throne, with nearly the 
whole of his kingdom, to his eldest sou, 
Eandhir Singh, ana to his two younger sons, 
Bikrama Singh and Suchait Singh, he as- 
signed a jagir of one lakh each, in case they 
disagreed with their brother. The Govern- 
ment of India was made the executor of the 
will. After the Raja's death his eldest son, 
Eandhir Singh, ascended the gaddi. His 
youngest brother, Suchait Singh, fell out with 
him, and asked the British Government to 
execute his father's will in re«ird to him. 
Lord Dalhousie at once ordered the separation 
of a jagir of one lakh from the KaDurthala 
Baj, according to the provisions of the will. 
The other brother, Bikrama Singh, was a 
worthy man, and much attached to the 
British rule. Like his royal brother, he 
performed important services to the English 
Government in 1857, and was rewarded for 
them with a jagir in Audh and titles besides. 
He received his jagir of one lakh in Kapur- 
thala in 1868. 

Nirpat Rae (^j\j v^o^J), a Hindu 

who was in the service of Sarhindi Begam, the 
wife of Shahjahan. He also built a garden 
at Agra on a spot of 28 bighas. 

Nirpat Singh (<&-* u^j^j), Raja of 
Panna. 

Nisar (^jljbJ JjJ) 9 of DehlT, a poet 
who is the author of a Persian Diwan. 


Nisari (^lii ), poetical name of a person 

who is the author of the work called Chukir 
Gulzar. 

Nisbati (^jf^-JlyJ L5 ^-*J), of Thane- 
sar, a poet who has left a Diwan in Persian. 

Nizam (*Uai), the poetical name of 
'Imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi-uddm Khan III. 

Nizam of Astrabad (^jWjlJ *Ua})» 

an extremely pious man, who died in a.d. 
1515, a.h. 921, and left, besides a Diwan, 
a Masnawi, which bears the title of Bilqai* 
and Sulimdn, and contains the story of 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba. 


Nizam Ahmad (a*>-1 aIIsj), author of 

the work called Rahat-uLQulub y Delight of 
Hearts, containing the sayings of Shaikh 
Farid-uddln Shakarganj, a Muhammadan 
saint who is buried at Aiodhan, a place com- 
monly called Patau in Mulfcan. 

Nizam 'All Khan (^U^ Jlx JJaJ 
»-^y), Nawab or Nizam of Haidar- 


abad in the Deccan, was the son of the 
famous Nizam-ul-Mulk 'Asaf J ah. He de- 

5osed and imprisoned his brother Salabat 
ang on the 27th June, a.d. 1762, 4th Zil- 
bijja, a.h 1175, and assumed the government 
of the Deccan; but his power was much 
curtailed by the Marhaj$as, who obliged him 
to resign a great part of his territories and 

S.y a tribute for the remainder. He made 
aidarabad the seat of his government, 
reigned 42 lunar years, and died on the 
17th August, a.d. 1802, 16th Rabi* II. 
a.h. 1217. He was succeeded by his son 
Nawab Sikandar Jah. 

Nizam Bai (^U J&), the mother of 

the emperor Jahandar Shah, and wife of 
Bahadur Shah. 


Nizam Dast G-haib (, 
a poet. 

Nizam Haji Temani ( 


^i*j), author of the Lattief Ashrafl, 

which explains the origin of the Sufis, their 
tenets, customs, dress, mystical phrases, moral 
obligations and every other particular of their 
sect. Dedicated to Sayyad Ashraf Jahangir 
SamanI, a.d. 1446, a.h 850. 

Nizami (ytllaj), the surname of Abu 

Majd bin-Yusaf Al-Mutrazi, was one of the 
most illustrious poets of Persia. 
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Nizam ibn al-Husain al-Sawai 
(^jLM ^j^iu^l ^\ ($»), author of 

the three last portions of the Jama Abbasi. 
[Vide Baha-uddin Muhammad (Shaikh).] 

Nizami Ganjawi, Shaikh (w«UaJ 

^ri - * ijy^ziZ ), also called Nizam- 

uddin Oanjawi, a very celebrated poet who 
was a native of Ganja. He is the author 
of the poem called Sikandar-nama, the history 
of Alexander the Great, which is one of the 
most celebrated Romances of the East, and is 
written in admirable poetry. The number of 
works attributed to Nizami amount to nine 
or ten, among which are the five following 
poems called Die Khamsa, or the five books, 
via. : — 

1. MaJshzan - ul - Asrar, the Magazine of 

Mysteries, which he dedicated to Bah- 
rain Shah. 

2. Laiti-wa-Majnun, dedicated to Khaqan 

Manuchehr, ruler of Shirwan.

6. Sikandar-nama, which was his last work, 
and which he finished on the 15th 
October, a.d. 1200, 4th Mu^arram, a.h. 
697, and died the same year, aged 84. 
This book, it seems, he had dedicated to 
Tughral III. Saljuqi, some years before 
his death, for Tughral died in a.d. 1194. 
Some authors say that Nizami died in 
a.d. 1209, a.h. 606. 

To Nizami is accorded the palm for the 
best poem on the loves of JHiusro and Shirin ; 
to Jami, for those of Yusaf and Zalekha ; 
and to Hatifi, for the most musical, most 
melancholy version of the Bad tale of Lail! 
and Majnfin. Nizami' s Dlwan contains nearly 
20,000 verses on all subjects. 

Nizami 'Uruzi (.^.-x ^UaJ 

^jx3jA^) } of Samarqand, was a pupil 

of Amir Mu'izzi, who lived in the time of 
Malikshah. He is the author of a poem 
entitled Waisa - tea - Raw\n f and of another 
work in verse called Chahar Maqdla. 

Nizam Khan Ma'jiz (j^V ^U* J&), 

a poet, who is the author of a Dlwan in 
Persian. 

Nizam, Mirza §\j* +&*>>\ a poet who 

died in a.d. 1629, a.h. 1039, and is the 
author of a Persian Dlwan. 

Nizam Saqqa (djLt *Ua)) is the name 
of a person who was a water-bearer, and saved 


the emperor Humaynn from being drowned in 
the river Ohounsa after his first defeat by Sher 
Shah, near Patna. It is said that the emperor, 
after his return to Agra, rewarded this man by 
allowing him to sit on the throne for half a 
day and then honoured him with the dignity 
of an Amir. 

Nizam Shah Bahmani (*L& JiaJ 
j), son of Humayun Shah the 


Cruel, whom he succeeded on the throne of 
the Deccan in September, a.d. 1461, a.h. 
865, when only 8 years of age, the^queen- 
mother acting as regent. Mahmud Gawan, 
who now held the government of Berar, was 
appointed wazlr, and Khwaja Jahan assumed 
the office of Wakil - us - Saltanat and was 
made governor of Tilangana. By the happy 
co-operation and unanimity of these two 
personages and the aueen-mother, a woman of 
great abilities, the injuries occasioned by the 
tyranny of the late king were soon repaired. 
Nizam Shah died suddenly on the night of 
his marriage, being the 29th July, a.h. 1463, 
13th £i-Qa'da, a.h. 867, after a reign of two 
years and one month, and was succeeded by 
nis brother Muhammad Shah n. 

Nizam, Shaikh (lxJ^ *UaJ), one of the 


authors of the Fatdtcd 'Alamgtri, a work on 
jurisprudence. Of the collections of decisions 
now known in India, none is so constantly 
referred to, or so highly esteemed, as this 
work. It was compiled by Shaikh Nizam 
and other learned men, and commenced in 
the year a.d. 1656, a.h. 1067, by order of 
the emperor 'Alamgir, by whose name the 
collection is now designated. It was translated 
into Persian by order of 'Alamgir' s daughter, 
Zeib-un-Nisa. 

Nizam, Shaikh {&JU Akj). His 
poetical name was Zamiri, which see. 

Nizam-uddaula (^ji\ *UaJ), Nawab 
of Haidarabad. Vide Nasir Jang. 

Nizam-uddanla, Nawab WjjJI /»Ua3), 

a variant of the name of Najm-ud-daula 
(?.*.), eldest son and successor of the un- 
fortunate Mir Ja'far, whom he succeeded as 
titular Nawab Nazim of the Eastern Provinces, 
or Bengal. 

Nizam-uddin Ahmad, Khwaja (*Uaj 
\*&* *±as>~\ ^ jJO, author of the 


Tabqal Jkbari, which is also known as Tdritt 
Nizami, a general history of India, dedicated 
to the emperor Akbar about the year a.d. 
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1593, a.h. 1002. He was the son of 
Khwaja Muhammad Muqim of Herat, who 
was one of the dependants of the emperor 
Babar Shah, and who, at the latter part of 
that king's reign, was raised to the office of 
Diwan of the household. After the death of 
Babar, when Gujrat was conquered by 
Humayfin, and the provinces of A^madabad 
was entrusted to Mirza 'Asfeari, Khwaja 
Muqim was appointed wazir to the Mirza. 
He accompanied Humayun to Agra, after 
that monarch's defeat by Sher Shah at 
Chounsa. The Khwaja subsequently served 
under Akbar. His son Nizam-uddin, in the 
29th year of Akbar's reign, was appointed 
Bakhsni of Gujrat, to which office he 
continued for a long time. He died on the 
28th October, a.d. 1694, 23rd §afar, a.h. 
1003, on the banks of the Raw!, and was 
buried in his own garden at Lahore. The 
following chronogram by 'Abdul Qadir 
Badaoni, translated by Mr. H. M. Elliot, 
records the date of his death : " Mirza Nizam- 
nddin has departed in haste ; but with honour 
has he gone to his final doom. His sublime 
soul has fled to the celestial regions, and 
Kadiri has found the date of his death in 
these words, 'A jewel without price has 
left this world.' " 

Nizam-uddin Ahmad LjJjJl flkj 

fjl-tf Juts" (jJ Ji*>»l), son of Mu- 
hammad Salah, author of a work called 
Majmiia'-us- Sandy q y or Collection of Arts, 
containing some beautiful poetical inventions, 
compiled in the year a.d. 1650, a.h. 1060, 
and published in the Lithographic Press at 
Lucknow in a.d. 1845, a.h. 1260. He is 
also the author of the work called Karamat- 
ui-Aulia y containing a minute detail of the 
(pretended) miracles performed by the twelve 
Imams and other saints of the Muhammadan 
faith, written in a.d. 1657, a.h. 1067. 

Nizam-uddin Aulia, Shaikh UUaJ 

ir^ LJjl ^aJDi styled Sultan-ul- 

Mushaekh. He was one of the noblest 
disciples of Shaikh Farid-uddin Shakarganj, 
and a most celebrated saint among the 
Musalmans. He was born at Batiaon in 
October, a.d. 1236, $afar, a.h. 634, and 
died at Dehli on Wednesday the 3rd April, 
a.d. 1325, 18th RabT' I. a.h. 725, where he 
lies buried, and his tomb, which is in Ghayas- 

Sur, is visited by the Muhammadans to this 
ay. Amir Khusro, the poet, was one of his 
disciples. Savyid Ahmad, the father of 
Nizam-uddin, is buried at Badaon. 

Nizam-uddin G-anjawi (^jJl *UaJ

Nizam - uddin Sihali, Maulana 

Qufcb-uddin, is the author of the SharaM or 
marginal notes on the Sadra, and SA*m* 
Bdzigha, etc., etc. He died in a.d. 1748, 
a.h. 1161. 

Nizam-uddin Sikham, Amir ( J U ; 

j^^\ p-sr* ^jj> jj\), a poet who was 

a contemporary of Amir Alisher, and a 
panegyrist of Mirza Sultan A^mad of 
Samarqand. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk Ul£Lll ^Uai), a justly 

celebrated minister of Sulfcan Alp Altaian, 
second king of the Saljukides, and afterwards 
of his son Malikshah; to his virtue and 
ability is attributed the success and prosperity 
of their reigns. After an administration of 30 
years the fame of the wazir, his wealth and 
even his services, were transformed into 
crimes. This venerable statesman, at the 
age of 89 years, was dismissed by his master, 
accused by his enemies, and stabbed by 
an assassin, who was a follower of Hasan 
Sabbah, the Old Man of the Mountain, on 
Friday night the 16th October, a.d. 1092, 
Ramazan, a.h. 485, at a place called Naha- 
wand. His body was carried to Isfahan, 
where he was interred with great pomp. It 
is said that the assassin was suborned against 
him by Malikshah, who was fatigued to see 
him live so long. The Sultan survived him 
35 days only. Ni^am-ul-Mulk appears to be 
the author of the work entitled Sisr-ul- 
Maluk. [Nifam and Hasan Sabbah had 
both been school-fellows of the poet Uman 
Khayyam (q.v.).] 


Nizam-ul-Mulk (Uu>\ <_£1*H * UaJ 
*l£»~), entitled 'Asaf Jah, whose 


original name was Chin Eulich Shan, 
the son of Ghazi- uddin Khan Jang, a favourite 
Turkman officer of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
under which monarch he also distinguished 
himself. In the reign of the emperor 
Farrukh-siyar, he held the government of 
Moradabad and was afterwards appointed 
governor of Malwa, which province he 
restored to a flourishing condition, but the 
reputation he acquired rendered him an object 
of Jealousy to the two brothers, Sayyad 
'Abdullah &han and Husain 'All Khan, who 
wished to remove him to another quarter 
less favourable to his interest than the 
frontier of the Deccan ; but Nif am-nl-Mnlk, 
not willing to quit his post, excused himself, 
and resolved to seek an independent power in 
the Deccan. The disturbed state of that 
country gave him a pretence for raising troops, 
and turned his attention to the conquest of 
the Deccan. By intrigue and money he 
obtained possession of the fort of Asirgarh 
about the year a.d. 1717, and procured the 
junction of several officers of we province. 
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He was pursued from Hindustan by the 
force under Dilawar Khan and another under 
Alam 'AH Khan, both of whom he defeated 
and slew inHbattle in April, a.d. 1720, and 
at last remained without a rival in the Deccan. 
In the reign of Muhammad Shah, after the 
death of the two Sayyads, he was invited to 
court by that emperor ; and on his arrival at 
Dehli, the high office of prime minister was 
conferred on him, but Nizam-ul-Mulk, being 
soon disgusted with the state of things 
at court, sent in his resignation, and 
marched off for the Deccan, and though he 
continued to Bend honorary presents on 
fixed occasions to the emperor, he thenceforth 
conducted himself, in other respects, as an 
independent prince, and governed the pro- 
vinces of the Deccan for 30 years with great 
ability and success. He was present in the 
battle which took place between Muhammad 
Shah and Nadir Shah, but soon returned 
to the Deccan ; and the present Nizams 
of Haidarabad are his descendants and 
successors. He died on the 22nd May, a.d. 
1748, 4th Jumada II. a.h. 1161, thirty-seven 
days after the death of the emperor Muham- 
mad Shah, at a very advanced age, and was 
buried at Burhanpur near the tomb of Shah 
Burh&n-uddln Gharib. He left behind him 
six sons, viz. Uhizi - uddin, Nasir Jang, 
Salabat Jang, Nizam 'All, Basalat Jang and 
Mughal 'All, and was succeeded in the 

Sovernment of the Deccan by the second, 
[ir Ahmad surnamed Nasir Jang, who was 
present at Burhanpur when his father died ; 
the eldest, Ghazl-uddin Khan, then residing at 
Dehli in the office of Amir-ul-'Umra. Nasir 
Jang was assassinated in December, a.d. 
1750, and Muzaffar Jang, a grandson of 
Nizam-ul-Mulk, was placed on the throne 
and soon afterwards assassinated, in February, 
a.d. 1751. Salabat Jang, by the influence of 
the French, was then proclaimed and reigned 
until a.d. 1761, when he was imprisoned, 
and in a.d. 1763 put to death by his brother 
Nisam 'Ali, who assumed the administration, 
and reigned till 6th August, a.d. 1803, when 
he died, and was succeeded by his eldest son, 
Mirza Sikandar J ah. Sikanaar Jah died on 
the 23rd May, a.d. 1829, and was succeeded 
by his son Mir Farkhunda 'All Khan, the 
late Nizam (1858). Nizam-ul-Mulk appears 
to have been the author of a Diwan, which 
was found in the Library of Tipu Sultan, 
called Diwan t A»af Nizam-ul-Mulk.

Nizam-ul-Mulk Bahri (i_£UH JiaJ 

^jj2*?X the father of Ahmad Nizam 

Shah Bahri, who was the first king of the 
Nizam Shahl dynasty. Nizam-ul-Mulk was 
originally a Brahman of Bijanagar, but, being 
taken prisoner in his infancy by the army of 
Sultan Ahmad Shah Bahmani, was made a 
Musalman, and was educated as one of the 
royal slaves. He finished his education under 
the same tutor with the king's eldest son, 
Sultan Muhammad, and became eminently 
learned in Persian and Arabic literature. On 


the accession of Sulfcan Muhammad II. to the 
throne of the Deccan, in a.d. 1463, he was 
raised to the rank of a thousand and the charge 
of the royal falconry was entrusted to him, 
on which account he was called Bahri, i.e. a 
falconer. By degrees he rose to the highest 
honours ana was appointed governor of 
Tilangana. On the death of Muhammad 
Shah, in a.d. 1482, he by his will became 
first minister to his son Sultan Mahmud II. 
who added Bir and other districts to his 
jagir. This he committed to his son Malik 
Ahmad, who took up his residence at Khaibar 
and employed himself diligently in the affairs 
of his government, and after his father's 
death set up a separate dynasty in the Deccan 
called Nizam Shahl, the capital of which was 
Ahmadnagar. Nizam-ul-Mulk, who had the 
sole power of the administration in his hands, 
latterly paid little or no regard for the king's 
authority, and was murdered by the orders of 
the Sultan about the year a.d. 1486, a.h. 891, 
or some time afterwards. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk Mahmud (<_£L!1 Jiaj 
')> the son of Abl Sa Id JunaidI, 


a general and wazir of Shams-uddin Altamsh, 
king of Dehli. He died in the reign of 
Sultana Razia, on the mountains of Sirmor, 
where he had taken refuge from his enemies 
about the year a.d. 1238. 

Nizam-ul-Mulk Muhammad (*UaJ 

Jbtf?+ i_£L*H), the son of 'All Sayyad 

JunaidI, to whom the Jama~ul- Hikayat is 
dedicated, was the general of Shams-uddin 
Altamsh, king of Dehli. He was living in 
a.h. 622. 

Nizari, Hakim ( jl^M^S +£&- <*fj]?\ 

of Qohistan, a man of talents, but given to 
gaieties and pleasure, particularly to wine. 
He travelled much, and during his travels 
he met Sa'di and other distinguished men. 
Towards the end of his life he retired from 
the world and lived by agriculture. He died 
in a.d. 1320, a.h. 720, and left, besides a 
Diwan, two Masnawis. 

Nudar or Nuzar (j4y), an ancient 

king of Persia of the Fishdadian dynasty. 
[ Vide Manuchehr.] 

Nuh I. Samani, Amir (^LtL* -yj 

j*y*\), the fourth king of the Samanian 

dynasty, succeeded his father Amir Nasr to 
the throne of Khurasan and Bukhara in a.d. 
942, a.h. 331, and died in a.d. 954, a.h. 
343. His son 'Abdulmalik succeeded him. 

Nuh II. Samani, Amir (^jUL-j _jj 

uJ«m«!), seventh king of the Sa- 
manian dynasty, surnamed 'Abu'l Qasim, 
succeeded his father Amir Mansur I. in

Nur Jahan Begam ( JLj ij^r jjJ), 

the favourite Sultana of the emperor Jahangir, 
was the daughter of the wazir Ptmad-uddaula, 
whose tomb is at A^ra. She had attracted 
the notice of the prince Sultan Salim (after- 
wards Jahangir). The Prince was, at the 
suggestion of his father, the emperor Akbar, 
sent on service ; while, in order to withdraw 
the lady from the attentions of the prince, 
she was married to Sher Afgan Khan, a 
young Persian lately come into the service, to 
whom Akbar gave a jagir in Bengal. After 
the death of nis father, Jahangir appointed 
Qufcb-uddin Khan, his foster-brother, the son 
of Shaikh Salim Chishti, as governor of 
Bengal. Qutb-uddin Khan, on his arrival at 
Burawan, was slain by Sher Afgan Khan, 
who was himself despatched by Qutb-uddln's 
attendants. Nur Jahan was seized and sent 
as a prisoner to Dehli, and was at first placed 
by the emperor among the attendants of his 
mother, but he subsequently married her in 
the sixth year of his reign, a.d. 1610, a.h. 
1019, changed her name, which was Mehr-un- 
Nisa, into Nur Jahan (the light of the world), 
and raised her to honours such as had never 
before been enjoyed by the consort of any 


king in India. From this period her ascend- 
ancy knew no bounds ; the emperor took no 
step without consulting her, and on erar 
affair in which she took an interest, her will 
was law. A circumstance so uncommon in 
an Asiatic government is thus recorded on 
the coins of that period: — " By order of the 
emperor Jahangir, gold acquired a hundred 
times additional value by the name of the 
empress Nur Jahan." Her father, Mirxa 
Ghayas or Ayas, was made prime minister 
with the title of I'tmad-uddaula; and her 
two brothers were raised to the first rank of 
'Umra, by the titles, of Ya'tqad Khan and 
'Asaf Khan. One of the accomplishments 
by which she captivated Jahangir, is said 
to have been her facility in composing ex- 
temporary verses. After the death of her 
husband, she was treated with much respect 
and allowed a stipend of £250,000 a year. 
She survived Jahangir eighteen years, and 
died aged 72 in a.d. 1646, a.h. 1055, at 
Lahore, where she was buried in the mau- 
soleum of her husband close to his tomb, 
some say near the tomb of her brother ( Aamf 
Khan on the banks of the Bawi, at Lahore. 
Hugh Murray, in his History of BritisA 
India, p. 230, by his erroneous assertion, 
that she was buried in the mausoleum at 
Agra called the Taj Mahal, has misguided 
many others. Even so late as the year a.d. 
1858, the author of the Hi*tory ofths Indian 
Revolt, page 109, says that "this was the 
mausoleum of Shah Jahan and his favourite 
wife Nur Jahan." [Some further particulars 
may be found in the Turks in India, by the 
present Editor.]

Nor - nddin 'All, Malik Mansur 

(jy*** <_&• ^ ^i^ljji), the 

second Sultan of the dynasty of Tartar or 
Baharite Mamluks in Egypt, was placed on 
the throne by the Amirs after the assassina- 
tion of his lather Malik Moi'zz 'Azi-uddin 
Aibak, a.d. 1257, a.h. 655, at the age of 15. 
His short reign of two years was troubled by 
continual feuds among the Mamluk chieftains, 
and attempts on the part of the Ayyubite 
princes of Syria to recover the lost sway of 
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their family in Egypt ; and the apprehension 
of an irruption of the Muehals under Halaku, 
who had taken Baghdadand destroyed the 
Khilafat, showed the necessity of substituting 
a ruler of matured years and experience. The 
Amir Qutuz accordingly assumed the reigns 
of government, ad. 1259, a.h. 657, and no 
more is heard of Nur-uddln.

In the partition 
of his father's extensive dominions, which 
followed his death in a.d. 1193, Damascus 
and Southern Syria with Palestine fell to 
the lot of Nur-uddln ; hut in the dissensions 
which soon followed, he was stripped of his 
kingdom by his uncle Saif-uddin 'Abu Bakr 
(the Saphadin of Christian writers), and his 
brother 'Usman made Sultan of Egypt, a.d. 
1196.

Nur - nddin Arsalan Shah, Atabak 

(i-Jolj\ *l& ^jlLi^ fji^jy), a prince 

of Mousal and Mesopotamia, of the family 
of Zangi, and grand-nephew of the famous 
Nur-uddln, Sultan of Aleppo and Damascus. 
He succeeded his father, Azz-uddin Masa'ud, 
a.d. 1193, a.h. 589 (the year of the death 
of Salah-uddin). During a reign of 18 
years he established in some measure the 
declining power of his house, and compelled 
the minor princes of his family to acknowledge 
his supremacy as lord paramount. He died 
a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, regretted by his subjects 
as a mild and beneficent ruler. His son Azz- 
uddin, after a reign of between seven and 
eight years, was succeeded by an infant son 
bearing the title of Nur-uddin Arsalan II. 
who survived him only a few months.

Nur-uddin Manmud, Malik-nl-'Adil 

( JjUJl uJX« Jy>jsr* ^.oJ^y), one 

of the most celebrated and powerful of the 
Muhammadan rulers of Syria in the age of 
the Crusades, born a.d. 1117, a.h. 511, was 
a younger son of 'Imad-uddin Zangl. the 
second of the dynasty of the Atabaks of 'Iraq 
and Syria. At the death of his father, who 
was murdered by his own Mamluks at the 
siege of Jabbar, a.d. 1146, a.h. 641, Nur- 
uddln, hastening to Aleppo with the signet of 
the deceased prince, secured the possession of 
that city and of his father's Syrian dominions ; 
while Mesopotamia, with Musal for a capital, 
fell to the lot of the elder brother Saif -nddin ; 
and the feeble attempts of Alp Arsalan, a 
prince of the house of Saljuq, to assert his 


ancestral claims to the dominion of these 
provinces were easily frustrated by the com- 
bined power of the two brothers. The earliest 
exploits of the reign of Nur-uddln were in 
continuance of the Holy War which his 
father had assiduously waged against the 
Latin Christians of Palestine. Josceline de 
Courtenay, whose capital of Edessa had been 
taken by Zangi a lew years previous, was 
signally repulsed in an attempt to recover it, 
and the Christian inhabitants, who had aided 
the enterprise, were put to the sword without 
mercy by command of Nur-uddln, who even 
levelled the fortifications of the town to pre- 
vent it ever again becoming a bulwark to the 
kingdom of Jerusalem. The recovery of this 
important fortress was the avowed object of 
the second Crusade, undertaken a.d. 1148, 
a.h. 543, under Louis VII. of France and 
the emperor Conrad ; but of the mighty hosts 
which they led from Europe, only a miserable 
and dispirited remnant escaped the arrows of 
the Saljuq! Turks in their march through 
Anatolia to Palestine, the project of retaking 
Edessa was abandoned as nopeless, the siege 
of Damuscus, which was attacked by the 
crusading raonarchs in conjunction with 
Baldwin III. of Jerusalem, was foiled when 
on the eve of success by the address with 
which the minister of the Muslim prince 
Mujir-uddin fomented the mutual -jealousies 
of the Christian leaders ; and this vast 
armament, which if properly directed might 
have overwhelmed the rising power of Nur- 
uddln, only served by its failure to extend 
and confirm it. Resuming the offensive im- 
mediately after the departure of the Crusaders, 
he invaded the territory of Antioch, and in a 
pitched battle (27th June, a.d. 1149) routed 
and slew the prince Raymond, whose head 
was sent as a trophy to the Khalif at Bagh- 
dad ; and though he sustained a severe 
defeat in the following year from his ancient 
opponent Josceline de Courtenay, who sur- 
prised his camp, this disgrace was amply 
compensated by the captivity of that active 
leader, who was soon afterwards seized, while 
hunting, by a marauding party of Turkmans, 
and died in confinement, while tho remaining 
dependencies of Edessa, the fortress of Ain- 
tab, Tellbasher, Ravenden, etc., fell almost 
without resistance into the power of Niir- 
uddin, whose dominions now included the 
whole of Northern Syria. Mujir-uddin was 
still the nominal ruler of Damascus and the 
southern portion, but the government was 
entirely in the hands of his wazir Mo'in- 
uddin Anar, whose daughter Nur-uddin had 
married ; and after the death of this able 
minister the inhabitants, alarmed at the 
capture of Ascalon by Baldwin III. in a.d. 
1153, and dreading an attack from the 
Christians, voluntarily offered their allegiance 
to Nur-uddln (1154) as the price of his 
protection. The weak Mujir-uddin renigned 
tis power, and sought an asylum at the 
court of the Khalif of Baghdad, which then 
seems to have been the usual retreat of 
deposed princes; while Nur-uddin, the 
circuit of whose realms now encompassed 
on all sides by land the Latin territories in 
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Palestine, and extended to the frontiers of 
the Fatimite possessions in Egypt, fixed his 
capital at Damascus, which he raised from 
the ruinous state in which it had been left by 
an earthquake, and adorned with mosques, 
fountains, colleges, and hospitals. The death 
of Baldwin III. in a.d. 1162, released Nur- 
uddin from the ablest of his antagonists, his 
brother and successor, Almaric, or Amaury, 
being far inferior to Baldwin, both in 
prowess and abilities. Mesopotamia, ruled 
by the Sul&an's nephews, acknowledged his 
supremacy as head of the family ; he was 
now, by his officers, absolute master of 
Egypt; his name was recited with that of 
the Khalif Mustazi of Baghdad in all the 
mosQues throughout his dominions, and even 
in the holy cities of Mecca and Medina, 
which Turan Shah, brother of Salah-uddln, 
had made dependencies of Egypt. But the 
power and glory of Nur-uddin had now 
attained their highest pitch, and the three 
remaining years of his life were unmarked by 
any memorable achievement, and disquieted 
by the forebodings of the future downfall of 
his house by the ambition of Salah-uddln, 
who, though still ostensibly acting as his 
lieutenant, and making public professions of 
loyalty and obedience, nad in fact become 
independent master of Egypt, and eluded 
or disregarded all the orders of his nominal 
sovereign. Nur-uddin was preparing to 
march into Egypt to reduce or expel his 
refractory vassal, when an attack of quinsy 
terminated his life at Damascus after a 

Srospcrous reign of 27 years on the 26th 
lay, a.d. 1173, 21st Snawwal, a.h. 669. 
His son Malik- us- Salah isma'il, a youth 11 
years old, succeeded to the titular sovereignty 
of his extensive dominions, but was speedily 
stripped by Salah-uddln of Damascus and 
the greater part of Syria, and died 8 years 
afterwards, reduced to the sovereignty of 
Aleppo and its dependencies.

Taijchan, was a native of Jam in Herat and 


brought up at Mashhad. He was a favourite 
companion of the emperor Humayun ; and as 
the Pargana of Safaidun had been conferred 
on him as jagir, he was consequently called 
Safaiduni. He cut a canal from the river 
Jamna to Karnal in the year a.d. 1669, a.h. 
977, and named it " Shaikh u Nahr, in honour 
of the prince Sultan Salim, who was born in 
that year and was nicknamed by his father 
the emperor Akbar, Shaikhu Baba. He was 
an excellent poet and has left a Diwaa or 
book of odes. His poetical title was Nuri. 

Nur-uddin, Shaikh (*■*-* ^d^y), 

an historian who wrote the history of Kashmere 
in Persian called Tdrikh Kashmir ; which in 
after times was continued by Haidar Malik 
and Muhammad 'Arim.

Nur-ul-Haq, Shah or Shaikh (j^J^y 

»\JL), surnamed Al-MashraqT, Al- 

Dehlawl and Al-Bukhari, was the son of 
Shaikh 'Abdul Haq bm-Saif-uddln of Dehli. 
He is the author of the Zubdat-ut-Tawari£k % 
which is an enlarged edition of his father* a 
history, and was composed in order that by- 
improving the style and supplying omissions, 
he might render it worthy the acceptance of 
his patron, Shaikh Farid-uddin Bukhari, 
with whom he was connected by nrrringe, 
and who under the title of Murtaza' Khan 
managed for some time the affairs of the 
empire in the reign of the emneror Ja^angir. 
He has also written a Sharan on the SaAiA 
Aubhari and Muslim. He died in the reign 
of the emperor 'Alamgir, a.d. 1662, a.h. 1073. 

Nur-uUah Shustari, Mir (tU\jy-j 

£), who is sometimes 


called Nur-ullah bin-Sharif-ul-Husainl-ush- 
Shustarl, was a nobleman at the court of the 
emperor Akbar. He is the author of the 
work called Mqjdlis- ul- Momin in . This great 
biographical work is a mine of valuable in- 
formation respecting the most notable persons 
who professed the Shia faith. The author 
has given an entire book or section (the fifth 
Majalis) to the lives of the traditionists and 
lawyers, and has specified the principal works 
by each learned aoctor at the end of their 
respective histories. Nur-ullah was a zealous 
Shia and suffered in the year a.d. 1610, a.h. 
1019, for his religious opinions in the reign 
of Jahangir.

emperor Akbar, whose mausoleum is in old 
Dehli close to the seraglio of Shah Jahan. 
It was built in the year a.d. 1565, a.h. 973, 
and is called " Nil! Chhatri " on account of 
its having a blue canopy at the top. It is 
now in a ruinous state. 

Nusherwan (Jjl* ^^-^A^J), sur- 

named 'Adil or the Just (Chosroes of the 
Greeks), was the son of Qubad, king of Persia, 
at whose death, a.d. 531, he ascended the 
throne of that kingdom. The accounts given 
by Eastern and western authors of the suc- 
cesses of this king in his invasions of the 
Roman empire, differ but very little. Some 
of the former have falsely asserted that he 
took an emperor of the Romans prisoner ; and 
they have all, with a partiality that, in 
national historians writing of this monarch, 
seems almost excusable, passed over the few 
reverses which his arms sustained. But the 
disgraceful peace which the emperor Justinian 
purchased at the commencement of the reign 
of Nusherwan, the subsequent war, the re- 
duction of all Syria, the capture of Antioch, 
the unopposed progress of the Persian monarch 
to the shores of the Mediterranean, his con- 
quest of Iberia, Calchos, and the temporary 
establishment of his power on the banks of 
the^Phasis and on the shores of the Euxine, 
artifacts not questioned by his enemies. Tbey, 
however, assert, that his genius as a military 
leaner, even when his fortune was at the 
highest, was checked by Belisarius, who was 
twice sent to oppose his progress ; and whose 
success, considering his want of means and 
the character of the court he served, was 
certainly wonderful. In all the negotiations 
which took place between the emperor Justinian 


and Nusherwan, the latter assumed the tone 
of a superior. His lowest servants were 
treated, at the imperial court, in a manner 
calculated to inflame the pride and raise the 
insolence of a vain and arrogant nation ; and 
the impressions which this conduct must have 
made were confirmed by the agreement of 
the Roman emperor to pay 30,000 pieces of 
gold, a sum which could have been of no 
importance to Nusherwan, but as it showed 
the monarch of the Western world in the 
rank of one of his tributaries. In a second 
war with the Roman emperors Justin and 
Tiberius, Nusherwan, who though 80 years 
of age, still led his armies, experienced some 
reverses of fortune ; but the perseverance and 
valour of the aged sovereign were ultimately 
rewarded by the conquest of Dara and the 
plunder of Syria, a.d. 572. He died after a 
prosperous refen of 48 years about the year 
a.d. 579, and was succeeded by his son 
Hurmuz IV. 

Muhammad, who was born during the 
rei<*n of Nusherwan, a.d. 571, used to boast 
of his fortune in being born when so just a 
king reigned. This is great praise, and from 
a source that cannot be suspected of flattery. 

Nusherwan Kirmani ( ,U : A- » 

lJ>\*£), an author who translated 

the Ardai Yiraf-nama, originally written in 
the Zend, into the modern Persian. Another 
translation was made by Zaratash Biiram in 
Persian prose and one in verse. This work 
was translated into English by Mr. J. A. 
Pope and published in London in 1816.

Nnzar (iJy), an ancient king of 
Persia.

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Oqtai Qaan or Khan (^\\j *\zj\), the 

eldest surviving son of Changez Khan, whom 
he succeeded to the dominions of Tartary and 
Northern China, being crowned as £haqan 
or emperor a.d. 1227, a.h. 624. He died 
by excess of wine seven months after his 
brother Chughtui, about the month of 
January, a.d. 1242, a.h. 639. He was of 
a mild and generous disposition, and governed 
his conquered subjects with impartiality and 
justice. As a warrior, he was brave but 
prudent, and as a sovereign, equitable and 
benevolent. He was succeeded by his son 
Kayuk Khan.

Orkhan (jjU-^), the son of Othman 

or Osman, the son of Amir Tughral. After 
his father* s death he made himself Sultan 
of the Turks at Brusa in a.d. 1327, a.h. 
727, by the destruction of his elder brothers. 
He added largely to the territories of his 
father, and formed a body of infantry, after- 
wards formidable to Europe — the \enicheri 
or Jannisaris. He died about the year a.d. 
1369, a.h. 760, and was succeeded by his son 
Murad I. (Amarath).

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Padmawati ( J>jUjj), daughter of 

the Raja of Ceylon, who was carried off 
forcibly by Ratan Sain, Raja of Chittor, and 
taken away from him bv Sulfcan 'Ala-uddin, 
when he conquered Chittor about the year 
a.d. 1303, a.h. 703. Her story called Qistae 
Padmawat has been written in Persian poetry 
by Husain of Ghazni, and there is also a 
version in the Bhakha language in verse, by 
Malik Muhammad Jaesi. There is another 
in Persian prose by Rie Gobind Munshi, who 
wrote it in a.d. 1652, a.h. 1062, and called 
it Tukfat-ul-Kulub y which is also a chrono- 
gram for that year. In the year a.d. 1796, 
a.h. 1211, another translation into Urdu 
verse was written by two poets, the first part 
by Mir Ziya-uddln 'Ibrai, and the last by 
Cfhulam 'All 'Ishrat. 

Palaa or Palash (^b) (the Valene

He reigned four years, and was succeeded by 
his brother Qubad.

He died before his father, and left a son 
named Maha Singh, the father of Mirza 
Raja Jai Singh. 

Partap Singh (<&~i c->1^j), Raja of 


Partab or Partap Pal (Jl> c-Ajy), 

present Raja of Karouli. 


Jaipur. He succeeded his father Madho 
Singh in a.d. 1778, joined the confederacy 
organised by Bijai Singh, Rafhore (q.v.) 9 
ana shared his overthrow 1790 ; made peace 
in consequence, and died in a.d. 1803, when 
he was succeeded by his son Raja Jagat 
Singh. Don Pedro de Silva was employed 
by Partap Singh as a physician, at the time 
when Colonel Polier visited Jaipur in search 
of the Vedas of the Hindus, about the year 
a.d. 1788. His son or grandson Augustine 
de Silva, who received a pension from the 
Raja of Bhartpur, died m the year a.d. 
1856 ; his son Joseph de Silva settled at 
Agra, and the pension was continued to him. 
After the death of Ja^at Singh, who died 
without issue, Raja Jai Singh III. posthu- 
mous, believed supposititious, succeeded him 
a.d. 1818. 

Partap Singh Narayan {it^i <_A; j 

^jjt.U), Raja of Sitara, the son of 

Raja Sahu, commonly called Abba Sahib, and 
grandson of Raghoii Bhosla. He was closely 
confined by the Peshwn Bail Rao. After the 
dethronement of Apa Sahib, he was released 
from confinement and formally enthroned by 
the English on the 11th April, a.d. 1818, 
and a part of the Puna territories assigned for 
his support. On the 26th September, a.d. 
1819, a treaty was concluded between the 
British Government and the Raja, ceding to 
him the districts he subsequently possessed. 
He violated his treaty, was deposed in 1839, 
and died at Benares in a.d. 1847. He left 
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only one daughter, but was reported to have 
adopted Balwant Singh Bhosla as her son. 
His next brother having died without issue in 
1821, the third brother, Shahji alia* Appa 
Sahib, succeeded in a.d. 1839, and died 5th 
April, a.d. 1848, leaving no issue. 

Parwana (*3^), poetical name of 

Kunwar Jaswant Singh, a son of Raja Ben! 
Bahadur. He died in a.d. 1832, a.h. 1248. 

Parwiz, Sultan (^UaL* J^), second 

son of the emperor Jahangir. His mother's 
name was Sahib Jamal, daughter of Khwiija 
Hasan, uncle of Zain Khan Koka. He 
was born at Kabul about the year a.d. 
1690, a.h. 998, and died at Burhanpur in his 
88th year on the 28th October, a.d. 1626, 
6th Safar, a.h._ 1035. At a place called 
Sulfanpur near Agra, on a spot of 450 bighas, 
he had built many splendid buildings now in 
ruins. 

Pashang C^JL^j), an ancient king 
of Turin, and father of Afrasiab. 

Payam (^Ij), the poetical name of 

Mir Sharaf-uddin, who died at Agra in the 
year a.d. 1763, a.h. 1166. 

Payami ( **\j\ the poetical name of 

'Abdul -Salam. He lived during the reign of 
Akbar.

Pelaji or Belaji ( j>4-j), the second 


Gaikowar and Raja of Baroda. In a.d. 
1721, he laid the foundation of the future 
greatness of Baroda on the firm foundation of 
a most sagacious policy. He was murdered 
by the Raja of Jaudpur while engaged in the 
congenial occupation of lifting some of the 
Raja's property. He was succeeded by his 
son Damaii, who was an unworthy represen- 
tative of his illustrious sire. He had the 
audacity to declare open war against the 
Peshwa while the Peshwa was unencumbered 
with any other quarrels, and as the result of 
this unequal contest he lost half of his 
possessions, and was forced to hold the other 
half himself as a fief from the Peshwa. Syajl, 
the son of Dauroji, was a fool, and Anand 
Rao was a fool, that is, not fools in the 
conventional and uncomplimentary sense of 
the word, but literally fools — persons of weak 
intellect. But they were the heirs to the 
throne, and it was sought to make them the 
victims of an usurpation. The British 
Government was horrified at this iniquity, 
and they stepped in to prevent it. Afterwards, 
when the British were engaged in their 
fresh struggle with the Peshwa, Baroda sided 


with us. The Marhatta confederacy was 
broken up, and in the final settlement the 
Gaikowar received a large accession of 
territory. Anand Rao died in a.d. 18 If*, and 
was succeeded by Saiaji Rao. Since then we 
have maintained what was called by the term 
of the treaty our alliance with Baroda. 

Poroses (^m^^-j), of the Greeks.

Perron, General (J^>" ^•y-j), a 

French adventurer who came to India as a 
ship's carpenter, and was employed by Nizam 
'All Khan of Haidarabad under the celebrated 
Raymond. When on the 1st September, a.d. 
1798, a treaty was concluded between the 
English and the Nawab, Perron with his 
French troops were discharged from his 
service and employed by Daulut Rao Sindhia 
the Gwulior Chief. When M. de Boigne, 
who had the command of the districts of 
Koel, Aligurh etc., left India, Perron was 
appointed General and succeeded him, and 
continued in command till Lord Lake on 
the 29th August, a.d. 1803, took these 
places, and General Perron, being defeated, 
went over to Lake. He subsequently returned 
home to France.

Persia C^Aj)- For ancient kings

The princes of the present dynasty are Kaiar 
Turks; it was founded by Aka Mu- 
hammad (g.v.). Vide also Karim Khan 
Zand. For the Safani dynasty, ride 
Ismail I.

Bishwanath Peshwa. 

Phul, Shaikh (^L J^j), a brother 

of the saint Muhammad Ghana of Gwaliar, 
which see. Ho is also called Phul Shahid. 
His tomb is on a hill near the fort of Bayana. 

Piari Bann (y^^jj^j), the second 

wife of Prince Shujaa', son of the emperor 
Shah J ah an. She bore him three daughter* 
and two sons. She was so famed for her wit 
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and beauty, that songs were made and sung 
in her praise in Bengal ; and the gracefulness 
of her person had even become proverbial. 
After her husband's melancholy death in 
Arracan she dashed her head against a stone 
and died, and two of her daughters poisoned 
themselves, while the third was married to 
the Raja of that place. 

Pindar Razi (^j^ j^X * poet of 

Rei whose proper name is Kamal-uddin, and 
who lived at the court of Sultan Majd-uddaula, 
son of Fakhr-uddaula, about the year a.d. 
1009, a.h. 400, and wrote poetry in Arabic, 
Persian and the Dilami language. 

Pir All Hajwiri, Shaikh ( -~L* j^j 

IfJ* lJijjsP), a native of Hajwlr, a 

Tillage in Ghazni, and author of the work 
called Kashf-ul-Mahjub. He died about the 
year a.d. 1064, a.h. 456, and is buried at 
Lahore. 

Pir Badar (.jj _^), a celebrated 


Musalman saint, whose tomb is at Chitagftnw 
in Bengal and is evidently of great antiquity. 
There is a stone scraped into furrows, on 
which, it is said, Pir Badar used to sit ; there 
is also another bearing an inscription, which 
from exposure to the weather, and having on 
it numerous coats of whitewash, is illegible. 
There is a mosque near the tomb, with a slab 
of granite, bearing an illegible inscription, 
apparently from the Quran. At a short 
distance is the Masjid of Muhammad Yasin 
with an inscription conveying the year of the 
Hijri 1136. (a.d. 1724). 

Pir Muhammad (^Jol^ ±a*s« jJ) 

was the eldest son of Jahangir Mirza and 
grandson of Amir Taimur. He was sent to 
India some time before his grandfather, 
viz. in the year a.d. 1397, a.h. 799, and 
had already taken possession of Multan when 
his frandfather invaded it. He was a brave 
prince and his grandfather had bequeathed 
nis crown to him, but he was at Qandahar 
when his grandfather died; and Khalil 
Sultan, another grandson, who was present 
with the army, obtained the support of 
several powerful chiefs, and the possession of 
Samarqand, the capital of the empire. A 
contest took place between these princes, 
which terminated unfavourably for Pir 
Muhammad, who was put to death by the 
treachery of his own minister six months after 
the death of his grandfather, a.d. 1405, a.h. 
808. 

Pir Muhammad (a + ** — u). Vide 
Aghar Khan. 

Pir Muhammad, Mulla, of Shirwan 
(^y \t)jJ* L* «x*c" jS) 9 an officer 
who held the rank of 5000 in the time of the 


emperor Akbar. He was drowned in the 
river Narbada in pursuit of Buz Bahadur, 
king of Malwa, a.d. 1561, a.h. 969. 

Pir Muhammad Shah (jli j^s^^-j), 

a Pirzada or Mutwalli of the Dargah at 
Saloun, who died in a.d. 1688, a.h. 1099. 

Pirthi Raj (J, ^j), the Chauhan 

Raja of A j mere and Dehll who, in his last 
battle with Shahab-uddin Ghori in a.d. 1192, 
was taken prisoner and conveyed to Ghazni, 
where he stabbed himself , or was put to death. 
He is also called Fithoura. He was sung by 
the poet Chand {q.v.). 

Pirthi Raj Rathor (^l, ^ ^j) 9 

a Hindu chief who held a high rank in the 
service of the emperor Shah jahan, and died 
in the Deccan a.d. 1656, a.h. 1066. After 
his death his brother Ram Singh and his son 
Keisri Singh were raised to suitable ranks. 

Pirthi Singh (ol!^ ltvVJ)- Vide 
Madho Singh Kachhwaha. 

Pithura (\ jr ft). Vide Pirthi Raj the 

Chauhan Raja. 

Pran Sukh (uX-» ulrA a learne<1 

Hindu, of the Kayeth caste, who is the author 
of an Insha or specimens of letter writing, 
entitled Inahae liahat Jdt, written in the 
reign of the emperor Muhammad Shah and 
completed in the year a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163. 

Prithi Raj ( \ ^j). Vide Pirthi 
Raj. *" 

Puranmal (tsAj J+Jjtf) 9 Raja of 

Amber (now called Jaipur). He is also called 
Bihari Mai, which see. 

Purbahae Jami (^«L>- A^j^j), a 

poet, who was a native of Jam, a village in 
Herat. He flourished in the reign of Arghun 
Khan and was contemporary with Huniam 
Tabrezl. 

Purdil ( Jj^j), a poet who flourished 

in the time of 'Alamglr, and is mentioned in 
the Mirat-ul-Khayal. 

Pur Hasan Asfaraini ( .^t,>. j^j 

l5 ^jLa-»\), a very pious Musalman 

who was a native of Asfaraen. He was a 
disciple of Shaikh Jamal-uddin Zakir, a con- 
temporary of Shaikh Razi-uddin All Lala, 
and a good poet, and has left a Diwan con- 
sisting of Persian and Turkish ghazals. In 
his Persian poems, he uses for his poetical 
appellation his own name, viz. Pur Hasan, 
and in his Turkish compositions, Hasan Ughli. 
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Qaan. Vide Khan. 

Qablai Quan (Jfli *Li), or Khan, 

more properly Qawaila Qaan, Grand Khan 
of the Mongols and Emperor of China, 
was the son of MangQ Knan, emperor of 
Tartary, and great - grandson of Chingiz 
Khan. He succeeded his father about the 
year 'a.d. 1269, a.h. 655, and founded the 
Yueen dynasty in China. Being ordered by 
his father Man^u, then Khakan of the 
Mongols, to subjugate Corea and China, he 
entered China with an immense army in a.d. 
1290, drove out the Tartars of the Kin 
dynasty and took possession of North China. 
In 1279 he completed the ruin of the Song 
dynasty by invading and subduing Southern 
Cfhina, so that his dominion now extended 
from the Frozen Occean to the Straits of 
Malacca and from Corea to Asia Minor — an 
extent of territory the like of which had 
never before, and has seldom since, been 
governed bv any one monarch. The rule of 
the Mughuls, hitherto severe and barbarous, 
changed its character in the reign of this 
prince, who adopted entirely the manners of 
the Chinese, ana who is regarded, even by 
that people, as one of the best and most 
illustrious of their emperors. He died in a.d. 
1 294, a . h . 693 . English readers will recognise 
the " Khubla KhaV' of S. T. Coleridge.

Qabul ( Jj-3), the poetical appellation 

of Mirza 'Abdul Ghani Beg of Kashmere, 
who was a Sufi and a pupil of Joya, the 
brother of Goya. He died in a.d. 1726, a.h. 
1136. 

Qabus (^«ylS), a prince of the house 

of Shamgir, or Dashmagir, whose capital was 
Rei, and afterwards Jurjan in Khurasan. 
Shamgir was succeeded by his son Bistun, of 
whom nothing particular is related. But the 
next of this family, Qabus, whose title was 
8haraa'-ul-Mulk, or "the candle of the 
kingdom," is celebrated for his extraordinary 
wisdom and learning. He was, by the 
instigation of his son Manuchehr, slain by 
his own mutinous officers a.d. 1012, a.h. 
403, whose excesses he had probably desired 
to restrain. lie was succeeded by his son 
Manuchehr, who submitted to the power of 
8ultan Man mud of Ghaznl ; but that monarch 
not only continued him in his family posses- 
sions, but gave him his daughter in marriage. 


He died a.d. 1070, a.h. 463, and was 
succeeded in the government of Jurjan by his 
son Gilan Shah. Qabus is the author of 
several works, one of which is called Kamal- 
ul-Balayhat. 

Qadard (j.jU), the son of Ja'far Beg 

Daud, and brother of Alp Arsalan of the 
race of Saljuk. He was installed by Tughral 
Beg, his uncle, in a.d. 1041, a.h. 433, and 
became the first Sulfcan of the Saljuk dynasty 
of Kirman, where he reigned 32 years and 
died of poison in a.d. 1072, a.h. 465, by 
order of Malik Shah.

Wazir Khan, an inhabitant of Agra, who 
was in great favour with 'Alamgir and his 
two successors. He died in a.d. 1724, a.h. 
1136, and is the author of a Diwan. 
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Qadir ( .jli), the poetical name of 

Shaikh 'Abdul Qadir, who was employed as 
Munshi by Prince Muhammad Akbar, son of 
'Alamgir. He is the author of a Diwan. 

Qadir or Qadiri (^jli b jjli), the 
poetical name of 'Abdul Qadir of Badaon. 

Qadiri (^.jlS), the poetical title of 

Prince Dara Shikoh, the eldest eon of the 
emperor, Shah Jahan. 

Qadir Billah (a^ b j jU ). Vide Al- 
Qadir Billah. 

Qadir Shah (*L& jj\J) t of Malwa. 

After the occupation of Malwa by the 
emperor Humayun, that monarch had left 
his own officers" in the government of that 
kingdom, but shortly after his return to Agra 
Mallu Khan, one of the officers of the late 
Khilji government, retook all the country 
lying between the Narbada and the town of 
Bhilsa, after a struggle of twelve months 
against the Dehli officers; whom having 
eventually subdued, he caused himself to be 
crowned in Mango, under the title of Qadir 
Shah of Malwa. He reigned till the year 
a.d. 1542, a.h. 949, when Sher Shah took 
Malwa, and conferred the government on 
Shujaa' Khan, his minister and relative. 

Qadr Khan (^U.^ jj), king of Khutan, 

who was a contemporary of Sultan MahmQd 
of Ghazni. He was living between the years 
a.d. 1005 and 1024. It is related of him 
that he was very fond of music, and that four 
bags were constantly placed round his sofa, 
and as he listened to the song he cast 
handfuls of gold and silver to the poets. 

Qael (Jj IS), poetical name of 'Abdullah, 
a Persian poet. 

Qaeli or Qabili (, JjU), of Sabzwar, 

is the author of a biography or Tazkira of 
poets. He died in a.d. 1548, a.h. 955. 

Qaem (*jU), poetical appellation of 

Qaem Khan, who held the post of captain in 
the service of Wazir Muhammad Khan, Nawab 
of Tdnk, the son of Amir Khan. He is the 
author of an Urdu Diwan, which he completed 
and published in a.d. 1853, a.h. 1270. 

Qaem-bi-amr-ullah (<d!1~*b *jl3) was 

the son of Madhi, the first Khilif of the 
Fatlmites in Africa. He rebuilt the city 
of Massilah in Africa in the year a.d. 927, 
a.h. 315, and called it Muhammadia. 


Qaem Billah Gl^JU ^jU), Khalifa of 

Baghdad. Vide Al-Qaem Billah. 
Qaem Jang or Qaynm Jang (^jU 

lXuj-), the son of Muhammad 

Khan Bangash, Nawab of Farrujchabad, whom 
he succeeded in June, o.s. 1743, Jumada I. 
a.h. 1156. He made war by the instigation 
of the Wazir, Nawab Safdar Jang, with the 
Rohelas of Kafcer, now called Rohilkhand, 
after the death of their chief, 'All Muhammad 
Khan, but was defeated and slain on the 10th 
November, o.s. 1749, 10th £il-bijja, a.h. 
1162, and his estates confiscated by the wazir. 
The principal servants of the deceased were 
Bent prisoners to Allahabad ; but his mother 
was allowed to keep the city of Farrukhabad 
and twelve small districts for the supoort of 
the family, as they had been conferred 1 on it 
in perpetuity by the emperor Farrukh-siyar. 
The conquered country was committed to the 
care of the wazir's deputy, Raja Nawab R&e, 
who was soon afterwards slain in battle against 
Aljmad Khan, the brother of Qaem Jang, 
who took possession of the country.

Shamlu. 

Qaisar (^a-3), poetical name of Prince 

Khurshaid Qadr, the son of Mirza Asman 
Qadr, the son of Mirza Khurram Bakht, the 
son of Prince Mirza Jahandar Shah, tne son 
of Shah 'Alam, long of Dehli. 

Qaisar! Kirmani (^yL*^ %jj** «Z) 9 
a poet of Kirmania. 

Qalandar ( ,jJi). author of the work 

called Sirdt-ul-Mustaqim, which he composed 
in a.d. 1405, a.h. 808, and dedicated to Abu'l 
Muzaffar Husain Shah bin-Mahmud Shah 
bin-Ibrahim Shah of Jaunpur. 

Qalanisi ( ^JiS), surname of Abd- 


ullah bin-Muhammad, an Arabian author, who 
died in a.d. 1121, a.h. 515. 

Qamar-nddin Khan, Wazir (^ jJ! -o 

JU u^\ whose original name was 

Mir Muhammad Fazil, was the son of 
Ya'tmad - uddaula Muhammad Amin Khan, 
wazir, and was himself appointed to that 
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office, with the title of Ya'tmad - uddaula 
Nawab Qamar-udd!n Khan Bahadur Nasrat 
Jang, by the emperor Muhammad Shah, after 
the resignation of Nizam-ul-Mulk Asaf J ah, 
in a.d. 1724, a.h. 1137. He was sent under 
Prince Abroad on the invasion of A^mad 
Shah Abdali to oppose him, but was killed by 
a cannon ball, while at prayers in his tent, 
during the battle of Sarhind on the 11th 
March, o.s. 1748, 11th Rabi' I. a.h. 1161. 

Qamar-uddin, Mir (^ ^ji\ ^i), 
whose poetical title is Minnat, which see. 

Qambari (^^j l*LJ lSj~*) or Qan- 

bari, a poet of Naishapur, flourished in the 
time of Sultan Babar, who died a.d. 1457, 
a.h. 861. 

Qandaharl Begam ( JLo ^UjljJ), 

the first wife of the emperor Shah J ah an. She 
was the daughter of Muzaffar Husain Mirza 
Safwi, of the royal house of Persia, who was 
the son of Sulfcan Husain Mirza, the son of 
Bahrain Mirza, the son of Shah Isma'il I. of 
Persia. When Akbar Shah, in the third year 
of his reign, made over Qandahar to Shah 
'Abbas, king of Persia, the latter conferred the 

government of that province on his nephew 
ulfcan Husain Mirza, after whose death his 
son Muzaffar Husain succeeded him. His 
three brothers came to India in the 38th year 
of Akbar (a.d. 1592), and Muzaffar Husain 
followed them afterwards, was received by 
the emperor with the greatest kindness, and 
honoured with the rank of 5000 and the 

1'agir of Sambhai. His sister Qandahar! 
Segam was married in September, a.d. 1610, 
Rajab, a.h. 1019, to Prince Khurram (after- 
wards Shah Jahan), the son of the emperor 
Jahangir, and received the title of Qandahar! 
Begam, because she was born at Qandahar. 
The year of her death is unknown. She lies 
buried at Agra, in the centre of a garden called 
Qandahar! Ba gh. The building over her tomb, 
which is in the vault, is converted into a 
dwelling place ; it is a beautiful edifice, and 
now belongs to the Raja of Bhartpur. 

Qaplan Beg (^f : » u l^i), of the 

Qushch! family, was born in India and served 
under Khan - Khanan in the Deccan with 
great distinction, and was in high favour 
with Jahangir. He is the author of a Diwan 
and a Masnawi ; the latter is called Mdk Dost y 
which celebrates the loves of Bustam and 
Rudaba. 

Qara Arsalan (^i-^ \ji) (which sig- 
nifies, in Turkish, a black lion), surnamed 
'Imad-uddin, was the son of Daud, the son 
of Sukman bin-Artak. Nur-uddin Mahmud 
was his son, to whom Salah-uddin (Saladin) 

S,ve the city of 'Amid or Qara 'Amid in 
esopotamia a.d. 1183, a.h. 697. His name 
is to be found in some of our Biographical 
Dictionaries under Cara Arslan. 


Qaraehar Nawian (^LuJ .L>Xi) f 

name of the wazir and son-in-law of Changes 
Khan. 

Qara G-huz (ix \j5), a Beglarbeg of 

Natolia, whom our historians call Caragossa. 
He was impaled near Qara Hisar by Shah 
Qui! in the reign of Bayazid II. emperor of 
the Turks. 

Qara Khan (Jl£. \j3\ Vide Sadr- 
nddln bin-Ya'kub. 

Qarak Shah (*l& lS^). Vide Shah 
Qarak. 

Qara Muhammad Turkman ( j^ks* \j 
^L^u^J). The Turkmans of Asia 

Minor were divided into two great tribes, the 
Qara Eoinlii and Aqa Koinlu, i.e. the tribes 
of "Black and White Sheep," from their 
carrying the figures of these animals in their 
respective standards. Qara Muhammad, the 
founder of the first dynasty, left his small 
territories, of which the capital was Tan, in 
Armenia, to his son, Qara Yusuf, who though 
. possessed of considerable power was com- 
pelled to fly before the sword of Timor. 
When that conqueror died, he returned from 
Egypt, and was victorious in an action with 
Sultan Ahmad Jalayer Ilkani, the ruler of 
Baghdad, whom he made prisoner and put to 
death in a.d. 1410, a.h. 813. After this 
success he collected an army of 100,000, and 
was preparing to attack Sultan Shahrukh, the 
son of Amir Timor, when he was suddenly 
taken ill and died near Tabrez in a.d. 1411, 
a.h. 814. He was succeeded by his son 
Sikandar Turkman, who was defeated by 
Shahrukh in a.d. 1421, a.h. 824. Sikandar 
after this had several battles with Shahrukh. 
but was at last slain by his son Qubad a.d. 
1437, a.h. 841, when Shahrukh added Rei 
to his own possessions, and gave Tabrez to 
Jahan Shah, the brother of Sikandar. Jahan 
Shah, after a long reign of 30 lunar years, 
fell in one of the first actions he fought with 
Uzzan Hasan, chief of the Turkmans of the 
White Sheep, in November, a.d. 1467, 
Rabi' II. a.h. 872. 

Qarari (^^S), a Persian poet. Vide 
Abul Fath Gilani. 

Qara Yusuf ( u q.„,^j \ j 5). Vid* Qara 
Muhammad. 

Qarmat Oa^J), or Qarmata, a famous 

impostor, named Abu Zar, who in the year 
a.d. 891 became the head of a sect called 
Qarmati or Karamatians, which overturned 
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all the principles of Muhammadanism. He 
came from Khozistan to the Tillages near 
Kufa, and there pretended great sanctity and 
strictness of life, and that God had enjoined 
him to pray fifty times a day; pretending 
also to invite people to the obedience of a 
certain Imam of the family of Muhammad ; 
and this way of life he continued till he had 
made a very great party, out of whom he 
chose twelve apostles to govern the rest, and 
propagate his doctrines. Afterwards, his 
courage failing him, he retired to Syria, and 
was never heard of any more. This sect 
began in the Khilafat or Al-Mo'tamid ; they 
multiplied greatly in Arabian Iraq or Chaldea, 
and maintained perpetual wars against the 
Khallf. In the year a.d. 931, they besieged 
and took the city of Mecca, filled the well 
Zamzam with dead bodies, defiled and plun- 
dered the temple and carried away the black 
stone ; but they brought it again in a.d. 950, 
and fastened it to the seventh pillar of the 
portico, giving out that they had both taken 
it away, and brought it back again, by 
express order from heaven. This sect was 
dissipated by degrees, and at last became 
quite extinct.

Qarmati (^l^J), or Qaramatian, 
a follower of Qarma£, which see. 

Qasim (^jl\ ^S\ ^U), of Agra, 

author of the Zafar-nama Akbari, or book of 
the victory of Akbar £han, the son of Dost 
Muhammad Khan, which he completed in 
a.d. 1844, a.h. 1260. It is a poem and 
contains an account of the late wars in Kabul 
by the British. 

Qasim (^\J), the poetical name of 

Hakim Mir Qudrat-ullah, who is the author 
of a Tazkira or Biography of poets. 

Qasim All Khan, Mir (^Lsjlc ^-.li 

j~*), commonly called Mir Qfisim, 

was the son-in-law of Mir Ja'far 'All Khan, 
the Nawab of Bengal. The English, deceived 
by his elegance of manners and convinced of 
his skill in the finances of Bengal, raised him 
to the masnad in the room of his father-in- 
law in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174. He, in the 
latter years of his government, retired to 
Munger, and, actuated by a keen resentment 
against the English for their extensive en- 
croachments on his authority and the commerce 
of his country, formed the plan of throwing 
off their yoke and annihilating their influence 
in Bengal ; but was deposed and defeated, in 
a battle fought on the Odwa Nala on the 2nd 
August, a.d. 1763, 22nd Muharram, a.h. 
1177, and the deposed Nawab Ja'far 'All 
Khan was again placed on the Masnad. Qasim 
'Ali, incensed to madness at these reverses, 
fied from Munger to Patna, and there cruelly 


ordered the massacre of the English in his 
power: there were fifty gentlemen, Messrs. 
Ellis, Hay, Lushington, and others, and 100 
of lower rank. On the 5th October they 
were brought out in parties, and barbarously 
cut to pieces, or shot under the direction of a 
German, named Samru or Sombre. Munger 
fell to the English early in October. Patna 
was stormed on the 6th November, and the 
Ex- Nawab Qasim 'Ali fled to the wazir of 
Audh, with his treasures and the remnant of 
his army. On the 23rd October, a.d. 1764, 
Major Uarnac fought the celebrated battle of 
Buxar, completely routing the wazir Shuja- 
uddaula's army. The following day the 
Mughul emperor Shah 'Alam threw himself 
on the protection of the British, and joined 
their camp with the imperial standard of 
Hindustan. The British army advanced to 
overrun Audh. The wazir refused to deliver 
up Qasim 'Ali, though he had seized and 
plundered him. Qasim 'All made his escape 
at first into the Rohela country, with a few 
friends and some jewels, which he had saved 
from the fangs of his late ally, the wazir, and 
found a comfortable asylum in that country ; 
but his intrigues rendered him disagreeable 
to the chief under whose protection he resided, 
he was obliged to leave it, and took shelter 
with the Rana of Gohad. After some years' 
residence in his country he proceeded to 
Jodhpnr, and from thence came to try his 
fortune in the service of the emperor Shah 
'Alam about the year a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188, 
but was disappointed, and died shortly after- 
wards in a.d. 1777, a.h. 1191, at Kotwal, an 
obscure village near Dehli, unpitied even by 
his own family. With Qasim 'Ali ended, 
virtually, the powers of the Subadars of 
Bengal.

Qasim Ali Khan, Nawab (^lialr +J3 
c— >U-3), uncle to the Nawab of 

Rampnr. He was living in Bareli in 1869, 
and his daughter was murdered on the 22nd 
December of that year. 

Qasim Anwar, Sayyad ( j\j-j\ *— XJ 

Jumj), surnamed Ma In-uddln All, a 

great mystical poet, called from his knowledge 
and writings the " diver into the sea of 
truth," the " falcon of the transcendent 
plains,*' the " profound knower of the world 
of spirits,' * the "key of the treasury of 
secrecy," etc. He was born atTabrez; and 
was a member of a considerable family of the 
tribe of Sayyad, descended from the same 
stock as the Prophet. In his youth he dedicated 
himself, under the guidance of Shaikh Sadr- 
uddin Musa Ardibeli, to the contemplative 
life and deep study of the Sufis. He then 
journeyed to Gilan, where he soon acquired 
great fame ; and subsequently went into 
Khurasan. During his residence at Herat 
he obtained such celebrity, and was surrounded 
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by so many princes and learned men, his 
followers, that Mirza Shahrukh (the son of 
Amir Timur), moved by jealousy of the Sayyad, 
and attentive to the danger of the increase of 
the Sufi creed, commanded him to retire from 
the capital. In order to mitigate the harsh- 
ness of this command Baisanghar, the son of 
Shahrukh, a learned and noble prince, took 
upon himself to make it known to the Sayyad, 
which he did in the most humane manner, 
inquiring of him, in the course of conversation, 
why he did not follow the counsel contained 
in his own verse. The Sayyad inquired in 
which verse, and Baisanghar immediately 
quoted the following : — 

" Qasim, cease at once thy lay ; 
Rise and take thy onward way ; 
Other lands having waited long. 
Worthy thy immortal song ; 
Give the bird of paradise 
What the vulture cannot prize; 
Honey let thy friends receive, 
To thy foes the carrion leave." 

The Sayyad thanked him, and immediately 
set out for Balkh and Samarqand, where he 
remained for a time. He afterwards, how- 
ever, returned to Herat, where, as before, he 
was constantly followed by great and powerful 
men. His death occurred in the village of 
Khariard in Jam, near Herat, where a garden 
had been bought for him by his disciples, in 
which he greatly delighted. This event took 
place in the year a.d. 1431, a.h. 836, and 
nis tomb was erected in the very garden which 
he so much enjoyed. Amir Alisher afterwards 
piously endowed it. A book of Odes is the 
only work he has left behind, in which he 
uses Qasim for his poetical name. 

Qasim Arsalan (^jx^J^ ^L*^ *-A*), 

of Mashhad, a poet who was a descendant of 
Arsalan Jazib, a general of Sultan Mahmud 
of Ghazni. He flourished in the time of the 
emperor Akbar, and was in great favour with 
that monarch. He died in a.d. 1687, a.h. 
996, and has left a Diwan. 

Qasim Barid Shah I. (*L& Juj *-AS) 

was the founder of the Barid Shahi dynasty 
in the Deccan. He was a Turkish or 
Georgian slave, became by degrees the wazir 
of Mahmud Shah II. king of the Deccan, 
and assumed such power as to take upon him- 
self the entire government of the kingdom. 
He treated the King as a mere pageant, and 
about the year a.d. 1492, a.h. 898, by the 
advice of 'Adil Shah, Nizam Shah and 'Imad 
Shah, became entirely independent, and, 
leaving to the king only the town and fort of 
Ahmadabad Bidar, read the public prayers 
and coined money in his own name. After 
having ruled his estate for a period of twelve 

Sears, during the lifetime of his sovereign, he 
ied in the year a.d. 1504, a.h. 910, and his 
son Amur Band succeeded him in office, and 
assuming still greater power deprived Mah- 
mud Shuh of what little power tad been left 


him by his father. Seven princes of this 
family nave reigned since their establishment 
in the capital of Ahmadabad Bidar ; their 
names are as follow: —

He was succeeded 
by his son Mirza 'All Barid II. who was 
deposed after a reign of 27 years by his 
relative Amir Barid II. who ascended the 
throne in a.d. 1609, and was the last of this 
dynasty.

Maulana Majd-uddin, a poet of Khwaf in 
Khurasan. He is the author of the work 
Mauzat-ul-Khuld, which he wrote in imitation 
of the Qulistan of Sa'di. 

Qasimi (Dervish) {J>j ^^J3) 9 of 

Tun in Persia, who went about like a dervish 
and wrote poetry. He lived in the 9th 
century of the Hijra. 

Qasim Kahi, Maulana (_J*1£ *— ili 

\jly), a Sayyad, whose proper name 

was Najm-uddin and surname Abu'l Qasim. 
He was a pupil of 'Abdul Rahman J ami ; he 
accompanied Mirza Kamran, the brother of 
the emperor Humayun, on a pilgrimage 
to Mecca from Herat, and after the death 
of that prince in a.d. 1557, a.h. 964, he 
came to India in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar. For a long period he remained with 
Bahadur Khan, the brother of 'AH Quli Khan, 
at Benaras, and after his demise he came to 
A^ra, where he passed the remainder of his 
lite, and died there on the 17th April, a.d. 
1680, 2nd Kabi 4 II. a.h. 988, aged 110 
lunar years. He was buried at Agra at a 
place called Madar Darwaza. Maulana 
Qasim Arsalan, another poet, and Shaikh 
Faizi wrote the chronograms of his death. 
'Abdul Qadir Badaoni calls him an atheist 
and a disgusting cynic. 
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Qaaim Khan (^LcL +~\Z), Subadar 

of Kabul in the reign of the emperor Akbar 
Shah. He was murdered by one Muhammad 
Zaman, who gave out that ne was the son of 
Shahrukh Mirza. He had held possession 
of Badakshan for some years, but after his 
defeat by 'Abdullah Khan Uzbak, he came to 
Kabul and was confined by Qasim Khan, 
whom he murdered about the year a.d. 1600, 
and was consequently put to death by Mu- 
hammad Hashim, the son of Qaaim Khan. 

Qasim Khan Jawini, Nawab (^-^Li 

L T j\yJ <*ifT uA^X was a nobleman 

of the court of the emperors Jahangir and 
Shah Jaban, and held the rank of 5,000. He 
was a native of Sabzwar and was married to 
Manija Begaui, the sister of Nur Jahan, 
consequently he was sometimes in jest called 
by the officers of the court " Qasim Khan 
Manija." He is the author of a Diwan, and 
his poetical name is Qasim. He succeeded 
Fidai Khan in the government of Bengal in 
the first year of Shah Jahan, a.d. 1628, 
a.k. 1037. He slew about 10,0()0 Portuguese 
(men and women) and drove the rest from 
Hugli, of which place he took possession, but 
died three days afterwards, a.d. 1631, a.h. 
1041. He had built a very grand house at 
Agra, on 10 bighns of land, and on 20 bighas 
of land the garden was built, of which no 
traces now remain.

He invaded Asam, and his troops were mostly 
killed in a night attack by the Asam is, on 
which account ne was* recalled to court. He 
died not long afterwards. 

Qasim Qadiri, Shaikh ( *^jU *~*lJ 

^ M> ), also called Shah Qasim 

Sulaimani, a Musalman saint whose tomb is 
at Chunar. His son Shaikh Qabir, commonly 
called Bala Pir, is buried at Qanauj, where he 
died in the year a.d. 1644, a.h. 1054. The 
shrine of Shah Qasim Sulaimani at Chunar 
is the only notable Muhammndan endowment 
in the Mirzapur District supported from the 
income of rent-free lands and a Ma'ash 
Rozina pension.

He is the 
author of several works, among which is the 
history called Mated hib Ladtna or Mawahib- 
ud-Dnnnl, an accurate history of the first 
forty years of Muhammad, being the period 
before his assuming the prophetic character. 
He died in the year a.d. 1517, a.h. 923. 
Besides him there were other authors of this 
surname, viz. Ahmad - bin - Muhammad al- 
Qastalani, who died a.d. 1527, a.h. 933, 
Ahmad bin-Ibrahim bin-Yahya-al-Yazdi-al- 
Qastalani, and Mulla Maslah-uddin Mustafa 
Qastalani, who died a.d. 1495, a.h. 901. 
They were all born at Qastala, a city in 
Persia. 

Qatil, Mirza (U^ J-=i), the poetical 

name v of Mirza Muhammad Hasan. He was 
a native of Dehli, and a Hindu of the tribe 
of Khattri, but became a convert to Mu- 
haminadanism. He was an excellent Urdu 
and Persian poet, and died at Lucknow in the 
time of Ghazl-uddin Huidar, then nawab of 
that country, a.d. 1817, a.h. 1232. He is 
the author of several works, amongst which 
are: — Nuskhn Shairat-ul-Amanl, dedicated to 
Mir Aman 4 AlT, Nahr-u f -Fa»ahat y a Persian 
grammar, Chahar Sharbdt, and a Diwan.

al-'Uzjandi-al-Farghiini. He died in a.d. 
1195, a.h. 592. He is the author of a work 
entitled Fatawa Qdzl Khan, a collection of 
decisions which is held in the highest estima- 
tion in India. Yusuf bin-Junaid, generally 
known by the name of Akhi Chalabi-at- 
Tukati, epitomised this work and compressed 
it into one volume. 

Qazwini (,^-Jjj-S), author of the 

Aj&eb-ul-Mafflukat. Vide Zikaria bin-Mu- 
hammad bin-Mahmud. 

Qitran (^Ls r \jy*u* ^ ^^ia-S), or 

Qutran bin-Mansiir AjlT, a celebrated poet of 
Tabrez, was contemporary with the poet 
Rashid Watwat. He is the author of a poem 
called Qaut-ndtna, which he dedicated to Amir 
Ahmad or Muhammad bin Amir Qammai, 
ruler of Balkh, who was contemporary with 
Sultan Sanjar. 

Qizal Arsalan (^L-^l Jjj) (which 

means the red lion), was the second son of 
Atabak Eldiguz. He succeeded his brother 
Atabak Muhammad in the office of prime 
minister to his nephew Sulfcan Tughral III. 
a.d. 1186, a.h. 582, and in combination with 
Nasir. the reigning khalif of Baghdad, seized 
and imprisoned Tughral, and resolved to 
usurp the name as well as the power of a 
monarch. But the day before that fixed for 
his coronation he fell by a blow of an 
assassin, a.d. 1191, a.h. 587, and was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew Atabak Abu Bakr, the 
■on of Atabak Muhammad. 


Qlzal Bashi (^U J^i). This is a 
Turkish word and means " red-headed.*' 

Qizal Bash Khan (^Ul *b Jj3) f 

an amir of 4000, who served under the emperor 
Shah Jahan, and died in the year a.d. 1618, 
a.h. 1058. 

Qlzal Bash Khan (^L*- ^b fjjJ 

.jIjlaJi), of Hamdan, whose proper 

name was Muhammad Baza, came to India 
in the reign of the emperor Bahadur Shah, 
and was honoured with the title of Qizalbash 
Khan. He subsequently served under Muharii 
Khan, governor of Haidarabad, and after his 
death under Nizara-ul-Mulk *Aaaf J ah, and 
died at Dehli in the year a.d. 1746, a.h. 
1159. He was a gooa musician and knew 
the Indian and Persian systems of musical 
compositions. His poetical name is Umaid. 

Qubad (jLi) (Cavadea of the Greeks), 

was the son of Firoz I. king of Persia of the 
Sassanian race, and the successor of his brother 
Pal ash. We are told that when his brother 
Palish came to the throne Qubad, who had 
aspired to it, fled towards the territories of 
the Khaqan, or king of Transoxiana ; and as 
he passed Naishapur he spent one night with 
a beautiful young lady of that city, who, 
when he returned tour years afterwards accom- 
panied by a large army, presented him with 
a fine boy, the fruit of their casual amour. 
He was delighted with the appearance of the 
child ; and as he was contemplating him, he 
received accounts that his brother Pal ash was 
no more, and that the crown of Persia awaited 
his acceptance. This intelligence reaching 
him at such a moment made him conclude 
that fortune already smiled on his son, whom 
he, from that day, treated with the greatest 
favour, and gave the infant prince the name of 
Nusherwan {q.v.) . Qubad succeeded his brother 
in a.d. 488, and carried on a successful war 
against the Roman emperor Anastasius ; and 
died, after a long reign of 43 years, in a.d. 
631. His son Nusherwan succeeded him. 

Qubadl (^jL5), surname of Shis bin- 
Ibrahim, an Arabian author, who died in the 
year a.d. 1202, a.h. 599. 

Qudrat (sj^.jj), the poetical name of 

Shah Qudrat-ullah of Dehli, a Persian and 
Urdu lyric poet, and author of the work 
called fcataej ul-Afkdr and a Diwan. He 
was living at Murshidabad in a.d. 1782, a.h. 
1191. He was one of the most fertile Persian 

Sets ; his Diwan consists of 20,000 verses, 
e died in a.d. 1791, a.h. 1206, at Mur- 
shidabad. 

Qudrat (cu.Jj), the poetical name of 
Shaikh Qudrat-ullah of Bhopal. 
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Qudrat-ullah, Shaikh (ddJ^ dJjjJ 

fc~*), Superintendent of Stamps at 

Bhopal, and author of several works in Persian 
and Urdu, which were published by him in 
the year a.d. 1863, a.h. 1280, at Bhopal.

Quduri (^.i*xi), surname of Abul 

Husain Ahmad bin-Muhammad, a celebrated 
Musalman doctor of Baghdad, of the Hanifa 
sect, who died a.d. 103b, a.h. 428. He is 
the author of the Mnkhtasir-ul- Quduri, which 
is one of the most esteemed of the works 
which follow the doctrines of Abu Hanifa, 
and is of high authority in India. It is a 
general treatise on law, and contains upwards 
of 12,000 cases. A well-known commentary 
on the Muthtaeir ul- Quduri is entitled Al- 
Joharat ul-Naiyarat, and is sometimes called 
Al'Joharat ul-Munbat. 

Qulioh Khan (Jl±. tf±5), title of 

'Abid Khan, who came to India in the reign 
of Shah Jahan, and was raised to the rank of 
4,000. He was killed by a cannon ball at 
the siege of GolkanqX on the 8th February, 
a.d. 1686, 24th Rftbi I. a.h. 1097. He is 
the father of Ghazf-uddin Khan Firoz Jang I. 
and grandfather of the celebrated Nizam ul- 
Mulk 'Asaf Jah of Haidarabad {q.v.). 


Qulioh Khan (^U* ^Ji), of Andjan, 

of the tribe of JanI Kurbani, was an amir of 
4000, who served under the emperors Akbar 
and Jahangir from the years a.d. 1572 to 
1611, a.h. 980 to 1020. His poetical name 
was Ulfatl. 

Qulioh Khan Turani (^Li. **S3 

J*\jyj), an amir who served under 

the emperors Jahangir and Shah Jahan ; was 
raised by the latter to the rank of 5000, and 
appointed governor of Kabul and Kandahar. 
He died a.d. 1654, a.h. 1064.

Ya'qub. 

Quli Qutb Shah I. Sultan (u-JaJ Jj 

ifjlkLt jjpl all). This prince was the 

founder of the sovereignty of Golkan^a 
(Golconda). His father Qutb ul-Mulk was 
originally a Turkish adventurer who came 
to try his fortune in the Deccan and embraced 
the service of Muhammad Shah Bahmani. 
By degrees he was promoted to high rank ; 
and in the reign of Mahmud Shah obtained 
the title of Qutb ul-Mulk and the Tarafdari 
or government of Telingana. In a.d. 1493, 
A.n. 899, he received orders to besiege the 
fortress of Jamkonda, and as he was recon- 
noitring was killed by an arrow from the 
walls. After his deatn his office and titles 
were conferred by the king on his son Sultan 
Quli with the territory of Golkang\ part of 
Telingana, in jagir. On the decline of Bah- 
mani authority, when 'Adil Shah and others 
assumed royalty, he also in the year a.d. 1512, 
a.h. 918, styled himself Sultan of Telingana, 
under the title of Qui! Qutb Shah. He was 
a chief of £reat abilities and ruled the country 
for a period of 50 years; 18 of which he 
governed Telingana in the name of Mahmud 
Shah, and reigned as king 32 lunar years, 
at the end of which he was assassinated by a 
Turkish slave supposed to have been bribed 
bv his son and successor, Jamshed Qutb Shah, 
itis death happened on Sunday the 2nd 
September, a.d. 1543, 2nd Jumada II. a.h.

Quli Qutb Shah II. Sultan ( Jj 

^UaL» *Ll L^ l aS), who is also called 

Muhammad Quli Qutb Shah, was the son of 
Ibrahim Qutb Shah, upon whose death in 
June, a.d. 1581, Rabi* II. a.h. 989, he 
ascended the throne of Golkano'i in his twelfth 
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year. In the beginning of his reign he was 
engaged in war with 'Adil Shah of Bijapur, 
with whom he concluded peace in the year 
a.d. 1587, giving him his sister in marriage. 
The air of Golkan^a not agreeing with his 
constitution, he founded a city at about eight 
miles distance, which he called Bhagnagar, 
after his mistress Bhagmati, a celebrated 
courtezan ; but being afterwards ashamed of 
his amour, he changed it to Haidarabad. 
Shah 'Abbas, emperor of Persia, courted his 
alliance, by asking his daughter in marriage 
for one of bis sons ; and Qufcb Shah, esteem- 
ing connection with so august a monarch as 
an honour, complied with the request. He 
was much esteemed for his abilities and en- 
couraged literature ; he also is the author of 
the work called Kulli&t Qufb Sh&h, a very 
copious volume, containing Hindi, Dakhani, 
and Persian Poems, on a variety of subjects. 
He was the fourth Sultan of the Qutb Shahi 
dynasty and reigned 31 years. He died on 
Saturday the 11th January, a.d. 1612, 17th 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 1020, and haying no son was 
succeeded by his brother Muhammad Qufcb 
Shah.

Qutb 'Alam ( Jlc u-JaS), a celebrated

S'andson of Makbdum Jahanian Sayyid Jalal 
ukhari. He chose Gujrat for his place of 
residence, and died there on the 9th December, 
a.d. 1453, 8th £il-bij j&, a.h. 857. His tomb 
is at Batuh, six miles from the city of Ahmada- 
bad in Gujrat. There is a slab kept at the 
door of his mausoleum, which some say is 
stone, others think it would be wood or iron. 
His son, named Shah 'Alam, was also a pious 
Musalman and is likewise buried at Gujrat. 


Qutb 'Alam ( JLc l-^JoJ), another 

Musalman saint, whose proper name is Shaikh 
Nur-uddin Ahmad. He was born at Lahore, 
and died in the year a.d. 1444, at Pindtia in 
Bchar, where he is buried. Shaikh Hisam- 
uddin, whose tomb is at Kara Manikpur, and 
who is also considered a saint, was one of his 
disciples.

*_' ?A) r king of Dehli, originally 

a slave of Shihab-uddin Muhammad Ghori, 
prince of Ghdr and Ghazni, who raised" him 
to high rank in his army, and in the year 
a.d. 1192, a.h. 688, after his victory oyer 
Pithaura, the Raja of Ajmer, left him as his 
deputy in India. The same year Qutb-uddin 
conquered Mirath and Dehli and extended his 
conquest as far as Bengal. After the death of 
Shihab-uddin in a.d. 1206, a.h. 602, his 
nephew Ghayas-uddin Mahmud, who suc- 
ceeded him, sent Qutb-uddin all the insignia 
of royalty, a canopy, a crown and a throne, 
and conferred on him the title of Sultan. On 
the 27th June the same year, 18th £i-Qa'da, 
a.h. 602, Qu);b-uddin, having invested him- 
self with sovereign power, ascended the throne 
and made his residence the capital of Dehli. 
His reign, properly speaking, fasted only four 
years, though he enjoyed all the state and 
dignities of a king for upwards of twenty 
years. He died at Lahore by a fall from his 
horse in a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and was 
succeeded by his adopted son, Sultan 'Aram 
Shah. The Jama' Masjid in old Dehli, 
which is famous under the name of Quwat 
ul- Islam, and stands close to the Qu&b 
Minar, was formerly a Hindu temple. Qutb- 
uddin first converted it into a masjid, com- 
mencing the Minar as its Mazina, and 
afterwards Shams -uddin Altimsh and 'Ala- 
uddin Khilji made some additions to it. The 
following is a list of the Sultans of the Slave 
(or Turk) dynasty of Ghor who reigned at 
Dehli.

Qutb-uddin Allama, Maulana (y_4i* 
\jiy &*lc ^pjjJl), a learned Mu- 

haiumadan poet who was contemporary with 
the celebrated Shaikh Sa'di of Shiraz, and is 
the author of several works, among which are 
the Tuhfa Shdhi, Sharah Kulliat Qanun and 
Sharnh Miftah «/-' Ulum. He died at Tabrez 
on Sunday the 7th February, a.d. 1311, 
17th Ramagan, a.h. 710. 

Qutb-uddin Bakhtiar Kaki Khwaja 

a celebrated Muhammadan saint of Dehli, 
commonly called Qufcb Shah, and sometimes 
called Usui from his native country Ush near 
Andjan in Persia. He died at old Dehli on 
the 27th November, a.d. 1235, 14th Rabi' I. 
a.h. 633. His tomb is still conspicuous in 
that district, and is visited by devotees. He 
is the author of a Diwan. Shaikh Farid- 
uddin Shakar Ganj was one of his disciples. 

Qutb-uddin Khan (^U. ^jJl c-^LS), 

brother of Shams-uddin Auka, entitled 'Azim 
Khan. He was an amir of 5,000 in the reign 
of the emperor Akbar; was made governor 
of Bahroch, and was treacherously slain by 
Sultan Muzaftar, king of Gujrat, in a.d. 
1583. 

Qutb-uddin Khan Kokaltash (y_4ij 

^a\£fi ^U- ^aJI), whose original 

name was Shaikh Khuban or I£hubu, was 
the son of Shaikh Salim Chishtrs sister, and 
foster-brother of the emperor Jahangir, who 
raised him to the rank of 5000. He was 
made governor of Bengal in a.d. 1606, a.h. 
1015, and was killed at Bard wan by Sher 
Afkan Khan, the former husband of Nur 
Jahan Begam, in a.d. 1607, a.h. 1016. His 
remains were transported to Fathapur Sikri 
and buried there.

Qutb-uddin Muhammad Ghori (y_ 4 a 5 
kjjjz Ju4-ss* ^jjjjJ!) was the son of 

'Izz-uddln Ghori (q.v.). He married the 
daughter of Sultan Banram Shah, king of 
Ghazni, and having founded the city of 
ffrozkoh in Ghor, made it his capital, and 
assumed all the dignities of a sovereign. At 
length he was induced to attack Ghazni. 
Sultan Bahrain (9.0.), obtaining intimation of 
his intentions, contrived to get him into his 
power, and eventually put him to death. 
This is the origin of the feuds between the 
houses of Ghor and Ghazni. Saif-uddin Suri, 
prince of Ghor, brother of the deceased, 
raised an army to revenge his death, with 
which he marched direct to Ghazni, which was 
evacuated by Bahram, who fled to India. 
After some time Saif-uddin was betrayed 
into the hands of Sultan Bahram by the 
inhabitants of Ghazni. The unhappy prince 
had his forehead blackened, and was seated 
astride on a bullock with his face towards 
the tail. In this manner he was led round 
the whole city ; after which, being first put 
to torture, his head was cut oft and sent 
to his uncle Sultan San jar Saljuqi, while 
his wazir, Sayyad Majd-uddin, was impaled. 
This took place about a.d. 1159, soon after 
which Bahram was defeated and expelled 
by Saif-uddin's brother, Ala-uddln Hasan 
{q.v.). 
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Qutb-uddin Munuwar, Shaikh ( 

jy~* ^jJl), a Muhammadan 

saint of HitnsT, who was a grandson of Shaikh 
Jumal-uddin Ahmad. He lived in the time 
of Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak, king of Dehli. 
He was a contemporary of the celebrated saint 
Shaikh Nasir-uddin Chiragh Dehli, both of 
whom were disciples of Shaikh Ni?am-uddln 
Aulia, and both of whom died the same year. 
Nasir-uddin died on the 16th September, 
a.d. 1356, 18th Ramadan, a.h. 757, and 
Qufcb-uddin on the 22nd November, a.d. 
1356, 26th ft-Qa'da, a.h. 757. The former 
lies buried at Dehli and the latter at Hansl.

Raghoji Bhosla I. (aL-^j lc^JV^ 

was nominated Sena Sahib Sabha, or 
general of the Marhatta confederacy, in a.d. 
1734, received a sanad from the Peshwa and 
became the first Raja of Berar or Nagpur 
in a.d. 1740, in which year a great revolu- 
tion took place in the Marhaj&a government. 
The Raja of Sitara, Ramraja, a weak prince, 
being upon the throne, it was concerted 
between the two principal officers of the 
State, Baji Rao the Peshwa, and Raghoji 
Bhosla, the Bakhshi or Commander-in-Chief, 
to divide the dominions of their master. In 
consequence of this arrangement, the former 
assumed the government of the western 
provinces, continuing at the ancient capital 
of Puna ; the latter took the eastern, and 
fixed his residence at Nagpur, a principal 
city in the province of Berar ; whilst Ram- 
raja was confined to the fortress of Sitara, 
the Peshwa administering the government in 
his name. Hence the distinction between 
the Marhaftas of Puna and Berar. Raghoji 
was the son of Vimboji, who was killed in 
Audh during the lifetime of his father Par- 
soji, who was BakhshI under his brother 
Sahoji, the son of Sambhoji, the son of Sivaji, 
the founder of the Marhatja empire. Raghoji 
Bhosla died a.d. 1749 or 1753, and trans- 
mitted his government to his son JanojT, 
who, dying in a.d. 1772, left his inheritance 
to his" nephew and adopted son Raghoji 
Bhosla II. the son of his vounger brother

succeeded his father, Madhoji Bhosla, in the 
government of Berar or Nagpur in May, a.d. 
1788, and died on the 22nd March, a.d. 
1816, when his son Parsoji succeeded him. 

Raghoji Bhosla III. (<*L»jyj {^Fcj*» 

Raja of Berar. He died in a.d. 1853, not 
only without heirs but without any male 
relations who could support a legitimate claim 
to the Raj ; thereupon the Governor- General 
quietly annexed that large country to the 
Company's dominions. 

Raghunath Shah (*l2» JLyjU^y, of 

the Mandla district, who was a direct 
descendant of the eldest branch of the 
Gond dynasty, was executed in a.d. 1857 
for rebellion, and his estates confiscated. 
Fifteen years later the Government gave his 
widow, Mare Kiiuwar, a compassionate 
allowance of 120 rupees per annum. 

Raghunath Rao (j^ dL^Jlij-^JT,), 

commonly called Raghoba, a Marhafta chief 
who was at one time much connected with 
the English. He was the son of Baji Rao 
Peshwa I. and father of the last Peshwa Baji 
Rao II. and paternal uncle of Madho Rao 
Peshwa II. He usurped the Peshwaship 
after the death of Narayan Rao, youngest son 
of Balajl Rao Peshwa. On the death of 
Balaji Rao, who left two sons, Madho Rao 
and Narayan Rao, both minors, the power of 
the state was for some years wielded by his 
brother Raghunath as regent. Madho Rao 
whs enableofto take the reins of government 
into his own hands after some time, but died 
in a.d. 1772, and was succeeded by his 
brother Narayan Rao. He was soon after- 
wards murdered in consequence of a plot which 
Raghoba had formed against him. Raghoba 
I was acknowledged Peshwa after his death; 
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but it appeared Boon afterwards that the 
widow of Narayan Rao was with child. The 
ministers proclaimed the event during 
Raghoba's absence. He was defeated and 
fledto Surat. 

Rahia (<u^l,), one of the earliest pro- 
fessors of Muhammadanism, although he was 
not present at the battle of Badar. Muham- 
mad used to say of him, that of all men he 
had ever seen Kahia did most resemble the 
angel Gabriel. He died in the year a.d. 
670, a.h. 50. 

Rahim Beg, Mirza §\j* L^j p?**j\ 

of Sardhana, author of a small work on Persian 
and Arabic poetry entitled Makhzan Shu&ra, 
which he composed in the year a.d. 1852, 
A h. 1268. It is also called Wa»llat-v9h- 
Shuara. 


Kahim-uddin Bakht, Mirza (

Bakht (princes of Dehli and grandsons of 
Shah Alam), who came to Agra from Benares 
when the Duke of Edinburgh came to Agra 
in a.d.

of the history of the martyr Malik 'Umar, 
who is buried at Bahraich. He composed 
this poem 750 years after the death of the 
saint. 

Ral Gobind Munshi (,\y ,,„? ^), 

a Kayeth, who is the author of the story of 
Padmawat in Persian, entitled Tuhjat-ul- 
Kulub. which he wrote in the year a.d. 1652, 
a.h. 1062. 


Raiha (^LasT^), poetical name of Mir 

Muhammad 'All of Sayalkot, who died in 
a.d. 1737, a.h. 1150. 

Rai Indannan (^jSjS ,J\j), a Hindu, 

by caste a Bais of Hisar, and author of a 
work called Dastur-ul-Hisdb. He was living 
in a.d. 1768, a.h. 1182. 

Rai Lonkaran (^J^ ^), Raja of 

Pargana of Sambhar, lived in the time of 
the emperor Akbar, and died in the 11th 
year of Jahangir, a.d. 1615, a.h. 1024. He 
W88 a good Persian scholar, and used to 
compose verses; his poetical name was 
Tusani. He was succeeded in his territories 
by his son Manohar Das, whose poetical title, 
some authors say, was Tusani and not his 
father's. He fought on the Imperial side in 
the battle of Goganda, a.d. 1577.

Rai Rai Singh (av„ ^j\j ^j\j), son 

of Rai Kalian Mai Ratfior, a descendant of 
Rai Maldeo and zamindar of Bikaner in the 
time of the emperor Akbar. Rai Kalian Mai, 
with his son, served under that monarch for 
several years, and received his niece in 
marriage. Rai Singh subsequently gave his 
daughter in marriage to Suljan Salim, who, 
on his accession to the throne, conferred on 
him the rank of 5000. Rai Singh died in 
the year a.d. 1612, a.h. 1021. 

Rai Rayan Raja Bikarmajit (^j\j 

^*pA*J*j te?\j \^} j) was the title 

of a Brahman named Sundardas, who at first 
served under the Prince Shah Jahan in the 
capacity of a Munshi. He afterwards rose 
by degrees to higher dignities and received 
the above title from the emperor Jahangir. 
When Shah Jahan rebelled against his father, 
Bikarmajit, who was then with the prince, 
fell in the battle which took place between 
the troops of the prince and his father about 
the year a.d. 1621, a.h. 1030. 

Rai Saxjan Hara OjfUb [ ^r r ^ ^), 

Raja of Ranthanbur in the province of Agra, 
lived in the time of the emperor Akbar. 
After his death Rao Bhoj Hara succeeded 
him. 

Rai Shew Das (^J j : *» tj\j\ 

a Khattri who was appointed deputy to Raja 
Jai Singh Subadar of Agra in the time of 
Muhammad Shuh. He built a fine garden 
at Agra on the banks of the Jamna, which 
still goes after his name, Bagh Shew Das. 

Rai Tansukh Rai (^ aC ,yj ^j\j), 

a Hindu whose poetical name was Shauq, 
was the son of Rai Majlis Ilai,_ who was 
Naeb of the Diwan Kfralsa of Agra. He 
is the author of a Tazkira of Persian poets 
called Safinat-ush-Shauq, and also of a small 
Diwan of 1000 verses. He was living at 
Agra in a.d. 1756, a.h. 1170. 

Raja (jl>-\ ) f poetical title of Raja 

Balwan Singh, son of Raja Cheyt Singh of 
Benares. lie was a pensioner of the British 
Government, and used to reside at Agra ; he 
is the author of a Diwan in Urdu. 
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Raja Ali Khan, Faruqi ^jLs. *^\j) 

-J«.li ^l^O succeeded his brother 

Miran Muhammad Khan II. in the govern- 
ment of Khandesh in a.d. 1576. At this 
period the princes of Hindustan, from Bengal 
to Sindh including Malwa and Gujrtit, had 
been subdued by the victorious arms of the 
emperor Akbar ; and Raja 'All Khan, in 
order to avoid so unequal a contest, dropped 
the title of king, which his brother had 
assumed, and wrote a letter to Akbar, begging 
that he might be considered as his vassal 
and tributary. In order to convince him of 
his sincerity, he sent him many rich and 
valuable presents. After the death of 
Burhan Ki^am Shah II. king of Ahmad- 
nagar in the year a.d. 1o96, a.h. 1004, the 
prince Mirza Murad and Mirza Khan Khan 
Khanan, the son of Bairam Khan, marched 
for the purpose of subduing the Deccan. 
Raja 'Ali Khan accompanied them, and was 
killed with many officers of distinction by 
the explosion of a powder tumbril, in the 
famous battle fought between Khan Khanan 
and Suheil Khan, general of the Abmadnagar 
forces. His death happened on the 26th 
January, a.d. 1597, 18th Jumiida II. a.h. 
1005, after he had reigned 21 years. His 
body was carried to Burhanpur, where he 
was buried with due honours. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Bahadur Khan Faruqi. 

Rajab Salar (^L c-^j), brother of 

Tug^luo. Shah, and father of Sultan Firdz 
Shah, lung of Dehli. His tomb is in 
Bahraich. 

Raja Kans Pnrbi (^jj ^^ ter^j), 

a Hindu zamindar, who succeeded in placing 
himself on the throne of Bengal after the 
death of Shanis-uddin II. Purbi in a.d. 1386, 
and became the founder of a new dynasty. 
Ho reigned seven years and died in a.d. 
1392, a.h. 795, and was succeeded by his 
son Jitmal, who became a Musalman, and 
assumed the name of Jalal-uddin. 

Raja Ram (J, *>-\j) t the brother of 

Sambhajl the Marhafta chief, by another 
mother. He succeeded his brother in July 
a.d. 1689. On his accession Sambhaji, in 
April 1680, was seized and sent to reside 
in one of the forts of the Karnatic, with a 
decent appanage, but without any power in 
the government, and there he continued to 
reside till the death of his brother (July 
a.d. 1689), when he was acknowledged his 
successor. In his time the fortress of Sitara 
was taken by 'Alamgir on the 21st April, 
a.d. 1700, 13th 3il-Qa'da, a.h. 1111, but 
before it fell Raja Ram died of the small- 
pox the same year at Jhinji. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son Karan, who survived him 
but a few days, when another son of his, 
named Seiwa, an infant only two years old, 
was put on the masnad under the guardian- 
ship of Ram Chand Fan<Jit and regency of 


his mother, Tara Bai. But when, after the 
death of 'Alamgir, Raja Sahu or Sahji II. 
was released from confinement, he was put 
aside, and Sahji was crowned at Sitara in 
March, a.d. 1708.

His death took place on the 
20th June, a.d. 1753, 17th Shaban, a.h. 1166. 

Raj Singh Kuohhwaha, Raja (-^ 

Ub^-se aCv..)), son of Raja Askaran, 

brother of Raja Bihar! Mai. Served under 
the emperors Akbar and Jahangir, and died 
in the year a.d. 1615, a.h. 1024. 

Raj Singh, Rana {\j\j *£*■» _^), of 

Chittor and Udaipur, succeeded his father 
Rana Jagat Singh, a.d. 1652, a.h. H»62, 
and was honoured by the emperor Shah Jahan 
with the rank of 5000. In his time the fort 
of Chittor was demolished by order of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. He died in the 24th year 
of that monarch, a.d. 1680, a.h. 1091, and 
was succeeded by his son Rana Jai Singh. He 
is said to have been the writer of a remarkable 
letter to the Emperor 'Alamgir (Aurangzeb) 
preserved by Col. Tod. 
[Vide Tod's Rajasthan.'] 

Raja Qattal ( JUxi ^r\j\ surnamed 


Sayyad Sado-uddin, a Musalman saint and 
brother of Makhdum Jahaniiin Jahan Gasht 
Shaikh Jalal. He is the author of the 
Ttthfat-un-Naeayeh* which contains much 
good advice, though written according to the 
Sufi School. His tomb is at Uchcha in 
Multan, where he died in the year a.d. 1403, 
a.h. 806. 

Rajwara (*Jj>-\j) 9 name of a place at 

Agra built by several Rajas, such as Raja 
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Jaswant Singh, Raja Jai Singh, Raja Man 
Singh, Raja Bharath, Raja Bohar Singh, 
Raja Beattal Das son of Kaja Gopal Das, 
Ra^ a Dwarka Das and others. They built 
their house at A^ra at a place which is now 
called Mauza Rajwara. 

Ramai or Rami (jJ,). Vide Sharaf- 
nddin Rami. 

Ram Charan Mahant (j-^. A 

i=~»i^«), the founder of the Ram- 

aanehi sect, was a Ramawant Bairagi, born 
a.d. 1719 in a village in the principality 
of Jaipur. Neither the precise period, nor 
the causes which led him to abjure the 
religion of his fathers, now appear ; but 
he steadily denounced idol - worship, and 
suffered, on this account, great persecution 
from the Brahmans. On quitting the place 
of his nativity in a.d. 1750, he wandered 
oyer the country, and eventually repaired to 
Bhilwara, in the Udaipur territory, where, 
after a residence of two years, Bhim Singh, 
Rana or prince of that state, was urged by 
the priests to harass him to a degree which 
compelled him to abandon the town. The 
chief of Shahpura offered the wanderer an 
asylum at his court, where he arrived in the 
year a.d. 1767, but he does not seem to have 
settled there permanently until two years 
later, from which time it may be proper to 
date the institution of the sect. Ram Charan 
expired in April, a.d. 1798, in the 79th vear 
of his age, and his corpse was reduced to 
ashes in the great temple of Shahpura. Ram 
Charan composed 36/250 Sabds or hymns, 
each containing from five to eleven verses. 
He was succeeded in the spiritual directorship 
by Ramjan, one of his twelve disciples. This 
person died at Shahpura in a.d. 1809, after a 
reign of 12 years 2 months and 6 days. He 
composed 18,000 Sabds. The third hierach, 
Dulha Ram, succeeded him and died in a.d. 
1824. He wrote 10,000 Sabds, and about 
4000 Saki, or epic poems, in praise of men 
eminent for virtue not only of his own 
faith, but among Hindus, Muhammadans, and 
others. After him Chatra Das ascended the 
gaddi, and died in a.d. 1831. He is said to 
nave composed 1000 Sabds, but would not 
permit their being committed to paper. 
Naruyan Das, the fourth in descent from 
Ram Charan, succeeded him, and was living 
in a.d. 1835.

Ramdeo (jjx*^), a Raja of Deogir 

(now Daulatabad), became a tributary to 
Sultan 'Ala-uddin Sikandar Sani, and died 
in the year a.d. 1310, a.h. 710. 

Ramin ( ( j^\j) f a lover, the name of 

whose mistress was Waisa. Their story, 
entitled Ramin and WaUa, has been written 
in Persian poetry by Nif ami 'Uruzi. 


Ramjas Munshi ( JLi* t/^flP 

whose poetical name was Huh It, was a 
Khattri by caste, and his father Lala Ganga 
Bishun, whose poetical title was 'Ajiz, 
resided at Lahore, but Mubij; was bom in 
Dehli. He obtained an appointment in the 
Customs Department at Benares, which gave 
him 1200 rupees a year. He is the author of 
several Masnawis, such as Muhil-i-' Uhq y 
Muhit-i-Dard y Muhif-i-Gha'my etc. He 
also translated some books on mysticism from 
the Sanskrit, as Mu/iif-ul-Hagdik, Muhif- 
ul-Asrar, GuUhan-i-Ma'rifat, Muhil Ma'ri- 
fat, etc. 

Ramji (.y?*])), son of Raja Bhagwan 

Das, the uncle of the celebrated Raja Man 
Singh. He, together, with his two brothers. 
Bijai Ram and Sayam Ram, was crushed to 
death under the feet of an elephant, by order 
of the emperor Jahanglr in the early part of 
his reign. 

Ram Mohan Rai {^j ^y (Aj\ 

afterwards Raja Ram Mohan Rai, a Brah- 
man of a respectable family in Bengal, was 
early celebrated for his precocious genius, 
high linguistic attainments, and other natural 
gifts, which in his after life procured for him 
the reputation of a reformer. Among several 
other reforms, the degenerate state of Hindu- 
ism demanded his earliest attention, and he, 
with his wonted zeal and assiduity, took upon 
himself to introduce a reform, which at the 
risk of his purse and reputation he succeeded 
in a great measure in effecting among his 
former co-religionists. His object was to 
reconstruct and varnish the old Hinduism, 
and not to abandon it altogether, as 
some of the modern reformers propose. He 
picked up morals and precepts from the 
Yedas, Dussanas, and Upanishads, which he 
thought most appropriate and instructive ; 
but never accepted them as revelations. He 
likewise borrowed rules and precepts from 
other religions, but more particularly from 
Christianity. His originality of mind, his 
natural logical powers, nis mastery of mental 
and moral philosophy, and above all his 
ardent desire to establish the true knowledge 
of God among his countrymen, made him 
discard all the prevailing religions of the 
world as revelations. When in England, 
the Raja always attended the Unitarian 
church and much approved of its doctrines. 
He embarked for England and arrived at 
Liverpool on the 8th April, a.d. 1831, and 
died at Stapylton Grove near Bristol, while 
on a visit to that country, for the purpose 
of giving information and promoting the 
interests of his countrymen, by advocating a 
more liberal intercourse with India. Alter 
his death his followers in Bengal strictly 
adhered to the faith, and multiplied in num- 
ber by thousands. 'Ihe works of Sir W. 
Hamilton and Bishop Berkeley have also 
become their guides in points oi philosophy. 
In a word the Brahmists are neither idolaters, 
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** considered by some, nor infidels, as supposed 
by many. Raja Ram Mohan translated tbe 
tfpanishads of the Yajur Veda, according to 
the Comment of bankar Acharya, into 
English, establishing the unity ana incom- 
prehensibility of the Supreme Being, whose 
worship alone can tend to eternal beatitude. 
A translation of the Vedanta (an abridgment 
of all the sacred writings) in Hindustani and 
Bengali, was made by this Hindu philosopher 
and philanthropist. The Raja also published 
an abstract of it in English. His tomb is in 
Arno's Vale cemetery in Bristol. 

Ram Narain, Raja (j>\Jo Jj). He 

was deputy governor of Bihar in the time of 
Mir Ja'far «Ali Khan, the Xawab of Bengal, 
and was driven out of Patna by the Shazado 
Ali Gauhan (vide Shah Alara) in 1760. Mir 
Qasim 4 Ali, on his accession to the masnad 
in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174, having detected em- 
bezzlements of large sums from the revenues, 
the jagirs, and pay of the troops, confiscated 
his effects. About seven lakhs of rupees in 
money and goods were found in his house, 
and nearly the same sum was recovered from 
persons to whom it had been entrusted by 
himself and his women. He was then kept 
in confinement with several others on sus- 
picion. In August, a.d. 1763, Muburram, 
a.h. 1177, a few days before Mir Qasim 4 All's 
defeat by the English on the banks of the 
Undwa nala, he commanded these persons to 
be put to death, and Raja Ram Narayan was 
drowned in the Ganges with a bag of sand 
tied round his neck. Ram Narayan was a 
Persian scholar and wrote poetry in Persian 
and Urdu, having adopted the word Mauzun 
for his poetical name. 

Ramraj (-J, J,), a Raja of Bljanagar 

or Bijaianagar, who was slain in battle against 
the four Muhammadan princes of the Deccan. 
This celebrated action took place on the banks 
of the Krishna river on Friday the 25th 
January, a.d. 1565, 20th Jumada II. a.h. 
972. It cost Ramraj his life, and ended in 
the defeat of the Hindu army with the loss 
of nearly one hundred thousand men. Ramraj , 
being defeated, was taken prisoner and brought 
before Husain Nizam Shah, who ordered his 
head to be struck off, and caused it to be 
placed on the point of a long spear to be 
displayed to the army ; and afterwards kept 
at Bijapur as a trophy. 


Ramraj a (i^-Sj^j) succeeded Sahjl 

II. as Raja of Sitarain December, a.d. 1749. 
He was the adopted son of Sahjl and grandson 
of Tura Bai. He died on the 12th December, 
a.d. 1777, having a short time before his 
death adopted Abba Sahib, the son of Trira- 
bakjl Bhosla. This adopted son was formally 
enthroned under the title of Sahu, but was 
always kept a close prisoner by the Peshwa. 

Ram Singh (4JL>~> J,), name of tbe 
Raja of Ko];a and Bund! (a.d. 1858). 


Ram Singh Hara (\j\* it^ Jjl and 

Dalphat Rao Bundela, two Hindu chiefs who 
served under the emperor ( Alamgir in the 
military capacity, and were both killed at 
the same instant by a cannon shot in the 
battle which ensued oetween 'Azim Shah and 
his eldest brother Bahadur Shah, on the 8th 
June, a.d. 1707, 18th Rabi' I. a.h. 1119. 

Ram Singh I. (*pAj s£^ ^\j\ Raja 

of Jaipur. He was honoured, after the 
death of his father, Raja Jai Singh I. by 
the emperor 4 Alamgir in a.d. 1666, with the 
title of Raja, and put in possession of his 
father's territories. His son, Bishun Singh, 
succeeded him after his death about the year 
a.d. 1675. 

Ram Singh Munahi ( V ^U* *xv-> +\j} 9 

author of a collection of letters entitled Gul- 
shan Ajaeb, written in a.d. 1716, a.h. 1128. 

Ram Singh Rathor (jy$\j *>*-> *\j) 9 

son of Abhai Singh, Raja of Jodhpur. He 
poisoned Bakhat Singh, his uncle, and usurped 
the throne. At his death, a.d. 1773, dis- 
organization prevailed in Marwar, promoted 
by the Marhattas (who then got footing in 
Raj pu tana}, and by the evils generated by 
its feudal institutions. At Tonga, however, 
the Rathors defeated De Boigne, the celebrated 
general of Sindhia ; but they were crushed 
at the subsequent battles of Pafcan and Mairta 
under their reigning prince Bijai Singh. 

Ram Singh Sawai II. (£\y* i£±~» *\j), 

late Raja of Jaipur, son of Jai Singh III. 
was born a few months before the death of 
his father, whom he succeeded in January, 
a.d. 1834. He became a member of the 
Governor-General's Council in a.d. 1869. 


Rana Amar Singh (*>_;- Jf y\ ij\\ 

the son of Rana Partap Singh of Chittor. 
He rebelled against the emperor Jahangir for 
some time, but was at last compelled by force 
of arms to acknowledge fealty to the throne 
of DehlT. The emperor ordered to be cut in 
marble the images of Amar Singh and his 
son Qaran, which, when finished and brought 
to him, he took to Agra and placed in the 
garden seat called Jharokha Darshan, where 
the people assembled every morning to pay 
their respects to the empefor. Amar Singh 
died in a.d. 1619, a.h. 1029, but the statues 
were made while he was living. 

Rana Karan (^J> \j\J) f eon of Amar 

Singh, the son of Rana Partap Singh, the 
son of Rana Udai Singh, the son of Rana 
Sanka. He succeeded his father Amar Singh 
in the raj of Udaipur, a.d. 1619, and died 
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in the first year of the reign of Shah Jahan, 
a.d. 1678, when his son Rana Jagat Singh 
succeeded him, and was honoured by the 
emperor with the title of Rana and rank of 
6000. Jagat Singh died a.d. 1652, and was 
succeeded by his son Raj Kunwar, who received 
the title of Rana Raj Singh. 

Rana Hal ( J^ \j\\ a Raja of Bhatner 

who lived in the reign of Sultan Ghayas-uddin 
Tugfelaq. His daughter, named Naila, was 
married to Salar Rajab, the brother of the 
Sulfan and father of Sultan Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq.

Raja of Chittor. His son Udai Singh is the 
founder of the state now known by the name of 
its capital Udaipur (formerly called Me war). 
The Udaipur chief b, in the estimation of all 
the Hindu dynasties of India, par excellence 
the head, without a rival and free from stain. 
It is true that the independence of the ' ' great 
Ranas of Chittor" was assailed by the Moguls, 
and that they succumbed to circumstances; 
but they never acknowledged a superior in 
birth or descent. The family dates back 
upwards of a thousand years. Chittor was 
captured by Akbar (q.v.), but the conquest 
was but a barren slaughter : it was in a.d. 
1614, in the reign of the emperor Jahangir, 
that the house was first compelled by force of 
arms to surrender that complete independence 
it had then maintained for eight hundred 
years, and to acknowledge fealty to the throne 
of Dehli. In a.d. 1512 we first hear of the 
renowned Rana Sangu of Chittor. His army 
consisted of 80,000 horse, supported by 600 
war elephants. Seven Rajas of the highest 
rank, and 113 of inferior note, attended his 
stirrup in the field. The Rajas of Jaipur and 
Marwur served under his banner, and he was 
the acknowledged head of all the Rajput 
tribes. In ad. 1527 he espoused the cause 
of the dethroned dynasty of Dehli. All the 
princes of Raj pu tuna ranged themselves under 
his banner, and he advanced with 100,000 
men to drive Babar across the Indus. The 
encounter took place at Biana, where the 
advanced guard of the Moguls was totally 
routed by the Rajputs. Babar eventually 
put Rana Singh to flight, 16th March, a.d. 
1527, and he soon afterwards died (a.d. 1528). 
In a.d. 1568 Udai Singh, the son of Rana 
Sanga, came under the displeasure of Akbar. 
He fled and left the defence of his capital, 
Chittor, to Raja Jaimal, who was killed by 
Akbar himself. His death deprived the 
garrison of all confidence, and they deter- 


mined to sell their lives as dearly as possible. 
The women threw themselves on the funeral 
pile of the Raja, and the men rushed fran- 
tically on the weapons of the Moguls, and 
perished to the number of 8000. In a.d. 
1614 Partap Singh was Raja. He had 
recovered the greater portion ot his dominion 
before Akbar died. In a.d. 1678, Aurangzib 
marched against Udaipur and succeeded in 
subjugating it, but the alienation of the 
Ruiputs from the Moguls was now complete, 
and never changed. The great boast of the 
chiefs of Udaipur is, that their house never 
gave a daughter to the Mogul zanana. Jaipur 
and Jodhpur did so, and gloried in these 
imperial alliances as conferring additional 
dignity on their families.

Jat Raja of Bhartpur, was the eldest son of 
Rani it Singh, whom he succeeded. After his 
death, his brother Baldeo Singh ascended the 
Masnad of Bhartpur. 

Randhir Singh, Raja (&J^~>j*Jb±iJ), 

of Kapurthalla, was the son of the Aliiwal 
chieftain near Jalandhar, in the Punjab, who 
claimed equal rank with Maharaja Ranjit 
Singh, but whose fortune diminished as that 
of his rival increased. During the disturb- 
ances of a.d. 1857, he rendered excellent 
service to the State in and around Jalandhar, 
for which he was rewarded, though with no 
very liberal hand. He married a Christian 
wife. 

Rangin (^Sjj), takhallus of Sa'adat 

Yar Khan, who is the author of a poem called 
Mehr-wa-Mdh, a story of the Say y ad's son 
and the jeweller's daughter, who lived at 
DehlT in the reign of Jahangir. He is also 
the author of several Diwans and also of a 
curious Diwan in Urdu, rather indecent, in 
which he has brought in all the phrases of 
the women of the seraglio of Dehli and 
Lucknow. He died in October, a.d. 1835, 
Jumada II. a.h. 1251, aged 80 years. 

Ranjit Singh (aJL^ c^ ; ), the 

Ja( Raja of Bhartpur, was the son of Kehri 
Singh, the brother of Ratan Singh and 
Jawahir Singh, the sons of Surajmal Jat, the 
founder of the principality. He succeeded 
his uncle Raja Nawab Singh in a.d. 1776, 
a.h. 1190.' He was despatched by Scindhia 
to raise the siege of Agra, near which a 
bloody battle was fought on the 16th June, 
a.d. 17*8, 12th Ramazan, a.h. 1202, in 
which Isma'il Be«» was completely defeated, 
with the loss of all his cannon, baggage, and 
stores. He was succeeded by his son Randhir 
Singh. 

Ranjit Singh, Maharaja (t;^ n ^ 
>-\j\y* &*~>\ the Sikh ruler of the 


Faniab and faithful and highly- valued ally 
of the British Government, was the son of 
Maha Singh, and appeared as a leader, first 
in 1779 ; and obtained investiture as Chief of 
Lahore from the Afghan ruler Ziman Shah 
in a.d. 1799. At his death, which happened 
on the 27th June, 1839, minute guns corre- 
sponding with the years of the deceased were 
fired from the ramparts of the forts of Dehli, 
Agra, Allahabad and all the principal stations 
of the army- Four of his Ranis and seven 
slave girls burnt themselves with his corpse. 
He was succeeded in the Raj by his eldest 
son, Kharag Singh.

Ranoji Bhoala (aL.^ i/T^IA v *** 

Janoji Bhdala. 

Ranoji Sindhia (<Uftj> :>.»-j , ^Jl.), 

the founder of the Sindhia or "Sindhaa" 
family of Gwaliar was born at Patili near 
Puna, and served first under a chief, who 
commanded the bodyguard of Baji Rao, the 
first Peshwa. From this inferior station he 
gradually rose, and afterwards accompanied 
the Peshwa in the expedition which was 
undertaken at the close of the reign of Raja 
Sahuji against the province of Muwa. This 
province was afterwards divided into three 
parts, of which the first was allotted to Baji 
Rao the Peshwa ; the second to the Raja of 
Sitara ; the third to the family of Holkar. 
As a reward for the services which Ranoji 
rendered in the expedition against Mulwa, 
the Peshwa granted a considerable portion of 
the shares belonging to himself and to the 
Raja of Sitara to Ranoji ; which grant 
was afterwards confirmed in jagfr to his 
descendants, now the Rajas of Gwaliar. He 
died in a.d. 1750, and left five sons, viz. 
JaTapa, Jotiba, Dattaji, Madhoji and Jokaji. 
Jaiapa succeeded his father and was assas- 
sinated in his tent in a.d. 1759 ; his brother 
Madhoji succeeded him, and although ille- 
gitimate was confirmed in the jagir by Madho 
Rao Peshwa. He was the most powerful of 
the native princes of that day. He died at 
Pana in a.d. 1794, and was succeeded by his 
grandnephew and adopted son Daulat Rao 
Scindhia, then only 13 years of age; the 
latter married the daughter of Sherji Rao 
Ghatkai, and died on the 21st March, a.d. 
1827.

The Nawab 
Safdar Jang in one of his contests had been 
deserted by Rao Bahadur Singh, whose 

Eunishment was entrusted by the emperor to 
luraj Mai Jat, with the grant of all the lands 
and castles he might wrest from his opponent. 
He performed the duty triumphantly. Bahadur 
Singh was killed in the siege 01 Ghashera, 
which with Koel acknowledged the sovereignty 
of the Jat prince. These events occurred in 
a.d. 1753, and form an episode in the Sujdn 
Cherittra, a heroic poem.

Rashid (s^J) (Pasha), a celebrated 

Turkish Statesman, was born at Constan- 
tinople about a.d. 1802. Though a Turk, he 
was one of the most enlightened men of his 
time, and was well versed in foreign 
languages, general literature and science. 
He died 7th January, a.d. 1858. He was 
65 years of age, and filled the position of 
grand wazir at the time of his death. He 
was known to Europeans as Redschid Pasha. 

Rashidi of Samarkand (^ j> j A . 
■), or of Balkh, Burnamed 


Watwat, a poet celebrated for his ready wit 
and smallness of stature. He was a descendant 
of 'Umax Khattab and a native of Balkh, but 
brought up at Samara and. He flourished in 
the time of Sultan Atsiz, son of Khwarizm 
Shah, one of the Sultans of Khwarizm. He 
was a contemporary of Anwari, and was in 
the fort of Bazar Asp while besieged by 
Sultan Sanjar, in whose service Anwari was. 
During the siege the two poets wrote very 
severe satires against the parties of eacn 
other, which they exchanged by means of 
arrows ; but the fort being at length taken, 
Watwat was made prisoner. He was, how- 
ever, released at the intercession of Anwari, 
and they both became intimate friends. He 
was called Watwat, which is the name of a 
small animal, on account of his being of a 
small stature and thin in body. He died in 
the year a.d. 1 182, a.h. 678, in the time of 
Sultan Shah, the son of Arsalan, the son of 
Atsiz, aged 97 years, at Jurjania in {vhwarizra. 
He is the author of the Mtsbdh bharif, an 
extensive collection of poems on various 
subjects, and different metres also of several 
other works, one of which is called Haddeq- 
ut-Sehr. He is also called Rashid-uddin 
Abdul Jalll Watwat 'Umari. His Diwan 
contains 16,000 verses.

a man who was the leading Zoroastrian 
inhabitant of Tezdin Tehran, and enjoyed the 
confidence of the Shah of Persia, fie was 
assassinated by the Musalmans at Tezd on 
the 28th November, 1874. 

Rashid-nddin Amir(^J ^jj\ Ju-i,), 

whose full name is Fazl-ullah Rashid-uddin 
ibn - 'I mad - uddaula, Abu'l Khair - ibn- 
Mawaffiq -uddaula. He was author of the 
Jama'-ut-Tawarikhj or collection of histories, 
which he completed in a.d. 1310, a.h. 710, 
and deposited in the mosque constructed by 
him at Tabrez. He was born in the city of 
Hamdan in a.d. 1247, a.h. 645, was by 
profession a physician, and it was probably 
from skill in the science of medicine that he 
procured office under the Tartar Sultans of 
rersia. He passed part of his life in the 
service of Aba Khan, king of Persia. At a 
subsequent period Ghazan Khan, who was a 
friend to literature, appointed him to the post 
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of wazir in a.d. 1298, a.h. 697, in conjunc- 
tion with Sa'd-uddin, who became his enemy. 
Rashid-uddin was maintained in his office by 
Aljaitu, surnamed Khudu Banda, the brother 
and successor of Ghazan Khan, and was treated 
by him with great consideration and rewarded 
with the utmost liberality. Rashid-uddin, 
in his first rupture with Sa'd-uddin, was 
compelled in self-defence to denounce him, 
and to cause him to be put to death. Amir 
'All Shah Juban, a person of low origin, 
was appointed Sa'd - uddin's successor at 
Rashid-uddin's request, but they soon fell 
out, and shortly after the death of Aljaitu, 
who was succeeded by his son Sulfan Abu 
Sa'Id, Amir 'All Shah was so far successful 
in prejudicing the Sultan against the old 
minister, that he was removed from the 
wizarat in a.d. 1317, a.h. 717. A short 
time afterwards he was recalled, but it was 
not long before he again lost favour at court, 
and was accused of causing the death of his 
patron. Aljaitu Khwn. It was charged against 
him that he hacT recommended a purgative 
medicine to be administered to the late king, 
in opposition to the advice of another phy- 
sician, and that under its effects the king had 
expired. He was condemned to death, and 
his son Ibrahim, the chief butler, who was 
only 16 years old, and by whose hands the 
potion was said to have been given to the 
king, was put to death before the eyes of his 
parent, wno was immediately afterwards 
cloven in twain by the executioner. His head 
was borne through the streets of Tabrez, and 
proclaimed by the public crier as the head of 
a Jew. Rashld-udddSn was 73 years old 
when he died, and his death occurred on the 
19th July, a.d. 1318, 13th Jumada I. a.h. 
718. If is eldest son, Ghayas-uddin, was 
subsequently raised to the same dignities as 
his father, and met with an equally tragical 
death. Besides the Jama'-ut-Tawarikh, 
Rashid-uddin composed several other works, 
such as the Kitdb-ut-Tauzihat, Miftah-ut- 
Tafasir, and the Itisalat-tu -bulfaniat (vide 
Fa/1-ullah). The body of Rashid-uddin was 
buried near the mosque which he had con- 
structed in Tabrez, but by a strange fatality 
it was not destined to repose quietly in this 
its last asylum. Nearly a century after his 
death, the government of Tabrez, together 
with Azurbaijan, was given by Taimur to his 
son Miranshah. This young prince, naturally 
of mild disposition, nad become partially 
deranged in consequence of an injury of the 
head occasioned by a fall from his horse, and 
one day, during a temporary access of 
madness, caused the bones of Kashid-uddin 
to be exhumed, and they were finally deposited 
in the cemetery of the Jews.

1107, at 
Sarhind. 

Rasikh (*f*\j), the poetical title of 

Ghulam 'Ali of Fatna, a Dervish, who died 
in a.d. 1824, a.h. 1240, and has left an 
UrdO Diwan. 

Ratan Singh (aJL-* Jij), also called 

Rao Ratan Singh, was the second son of 
Surajmal Jafc. He succeeded his brother 
Jawahir Singh in the Raj of Bhartpur in 
a.d. 1768, a.h. 1182, and was not long after- 
wards murdered by a low assassin named Rupa 
Nand, who pretended to be a transmuter of 
metals, and whom the Raja had threatened 
with death. Ratan Singh reigned ten months 
and thirteen days, and left an infant son 
named Eehri Singh, during whose minority 
internal commotions, occasioned by contests 
for the regency, contributed to the success of 
Najaf Khan {q.v.) with whom the Jats were 
then at war. Kehri Singh dying was suc- 
ceeded by his uncle Xawal Singh, the brother 
of Ratan Singh. 

Rathor ( %^j %\ a tribe of Rajputs or 

Rajas, who reigned in Jodhpur (Marwar). 
Vide Maldeo. 

Raughani (.<«i-£«i), a jester in the 


service of the emperor Akbar. He is the 
author of a Diwan consisting of 3,000 verses. 
He appears to have died in Kabul in the 
country of the Kafirs in a.d. 1573, a.h. 981. 
The following chronogram on his death 
expresses the estimation in which he was held 
by his contemporaries : "He has given his 
life in Kafiristan like a dog." 

Rayah (*<^), poetical name of Mir 
Muhammad 'Ali, a Persian poet. 

Rayazi of Herat i^jJb ,<-*^>;), an 

author and poet who flourished in the time of 
Shah Isma'il I. Safwi. He left a Masnawi 
of 8,000 verses, containing an acconnt of the 
reign of Sulfcan Husain Mirza of Herat, and 
had begun a poem on the exploits of Shah 
Isma'il, but aid not finish it. He died in 

A.D. 1515, A.H. 921.

proper name was Zafar Khan, was a nobleman 
• of the reign of Muhammad Shah. He is 
the founder of the Sonahri Masiid fgolden 
mosque) at Dehli, situated near the Kotwali 
Chabutra, and built in the year a.d. 1722, 
a.h. 1134. Another mosque or college, called 
the Masjid of Rdshan-uddaula, situated in 
the vicinity of Kaziwara at Dehli, which he 
had inlaid all over with gold, was built by 
him in a.d. 1725, a.h. 1137. This is that 
college, on the roof of which Nadir Shah 
took post, and from whence he gave orders 
to slaughter the inhabitants of that city. 
Roshan-uddaula died in the 14th year of 
Muhammad Shah, a.d. 1732, a.h. 1145. 

Roshan-nddanla,Nawab (jJ.jJI .£..), 

brother to the late Ni?am of Haidarabad, 
died of apoplexy on 27th July, a.d. 1870. 

Roz Afzun, Nazir (^\j ^jjl . tJ 

\j~» &j>~\f&»), a celebrated Khwaja 

Sara or eunuch of the emperor Muhammad 
Shah. The warden called Barh Nazir at 
Shahjahanabad, Dehli, was built by him in 
the year a.d. 1748, a.d. 1161. 

Roz Bihan Shaikh (^£ ^\y y )J ) 9 

surname of Aba Muhammad ibn-Abi Nasr- 
al-Baqili, a learned and pious Musalman, who 
is the author of the commentary on the 
Quran called Taftir Araesh, Safwat-al- 
Masharib, and several other works. He died 
in July, a.d. 1209, Muljarram, a.h. 606.

Rudaki (^J^j), a celebrated Persian 

poet and musician who flourished in the reign 
of Amir Nasr, the son of Aljmad Samani; 
and though born blind, soon attained, from 
the superiority of his genius, the highest rank 
at the court of that liberal ruler. History, 
indeed, gives no instance of a poet so honoured. 
His establishment was raised by Nasr to a 
level with that of the proudest nobles; and 
we may conjecture the style in which Rudaki 
lived, when assured that he was served by 
two hundred slaves, and that his equipment 
was conveved, when he attended his patron 
in the field, by four hundred camels. He 
turned the Arabic translation of Pilpay** 
Fable* into modern Persian verso in a.d. 
925, a.h. 313, and received from his royal 
master a reward of 40,000 dirhams. He" is 


the first who wrote a Diwan or book of 
Odes in Persian. His original name is 
Farid-uddin 'Abu 'Abdullah, out he assumed 
the title of Rudaki from Rudak, the place 
of his birth in Samarqand or Bukhara. His 
death happened in the year a.d. 954, a.h. 343. 

Ruhani, Amir (j*+-+\ ^j^jj), a most 


learned poet and philosopher. He wm a 
native of Samarqand and a pupil of Rashidi. 
He fled from Bukhara after that city was 
taken by Changez Khan about the year a.d. 
1226, a.h. 623, and sought protection at 
Dehli in the reign of Sul&an Altimsh, where 
he wrote many excellent poems. 

Rnhi ( <>-jj), poetical name of Sayyad 

Ja'far of Zanblrpur. He died in the year 
a.d. 1741, a.h. 1154. 

[FufeSayyad Ja'far.] 

Rnhi Baghdad! {^j\jJu ^j>.j.), 

a Turkish poet of celebrity. His satires an 
very forcible and striking, and his manner 
not unlike that of Juvenal. 

Ruhnl Amin Khan, Shaikh (_.. 

£*"* uM~ cfi"^> 80n °* ^ &zI Mu ~ 
hammad Sa'id of Bilgram. He was related 
' to Shaikh Alah Tar Khan, whose sister he 
married. He was an excellent poet and wrote 
a poem containing 7,000 verses. He held 
the rank of 6,000 with a jagir and 2,000 
sawars. He acted as deputy to Nawab Si- 
pahdar Khan, and after his death to Nawab 
Mubariz-ul-Mulk Sarbaland Khan, Subadir 
of Allahabad. He was subsequently made 
governor of 22 mahals in the Pan jab in the 
time of Muhammad Shah, and was killed 
in battle against Nadir Shah at Karnal on 
Tuesday, 13th February, a.d. 1739, 16th 
gi-Qa'da, a.h. 1151. 

Rnh-nllah Khan (^U- Ai\ -)j), an 

Amir who held the high office of Mir Bakhshi 
or Paymaster-General, in the reign of the 
emperor 'Alamgir. He died in the Deccan 
in the 36th year of the emperor, on the 8th 
August, a.d. 1692, 6th £il-bijj&> a.h. 1103. 
After his death his son Khanazad Khan, who 
was grand-steward of the emperor* s house- 
hold and treasurer of the privy purse, was 
also honoured with the title of Kuh-ullah 
Khan II. and died about the year a.d. 1703, 
a.h. 1115. 

RnknKashi, Hakim (^(jw ^J&^jX 

a physician and poet who adopted Masih 
for his poetical name. He was a respectod 
attendant at the court of Shah Abbas the 
Great, king of Persia, but having taken 
offence on some cause or other, he came to 
India and passed some years in the service 
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of the emperor Akbar and his successors, 
Jahangir and Shah Jahan, during whose 
rei°u he went on a pilgrimage to Mecca 
and returning from thence to Persia he 
died there some years afterwards in a.d. 1646, 
a.h. 1056, or, as some authors say, about 
the year a.d. 1656, a.h. 1066, and left 
nearly 100,000 verses. His nephew Rahmat 
Khan, also called Hakim Ziya-uddin, son 
of Hakim Qutba, served under Shah Jahan 
and 'Alamgir, and died about the year a.d. 
1664, a.h. 1075. 

Rukn-uddaula (aJjjJI J>j) was the 

brother of 'Imad-uddaula 'All Boya, the 
founder of the race of the Boyaites, whom he 
succeeded on the throne of Fan and 'Iraq, 
a.d. 949, a.h. 328. He was lord of Isfahan, 
Bei, Hamdan and all Persian 'Iraq, and father 
of the three princes 'Azd-uddaula, Muwayyad- 
uddaula ana Fakhr-uddaula, between whom 
he shared his possessions, which they governed 
with the greatest ability. He continued to 
reside in 'Iraq after the death of his brother, 
and gave over the charge of the affairs of 
Fars to his eldest son, 'Azd-uddaula. Besides 
'Imad-uddaula he had another brother, Moiz- 
uddaula, younger than himself, who was wazir 
to the Knalif Al-Razl Billuh and his three 
successors. Rukn-uddaula died at Rei on 
Friday night, the 15th September, a.d. 976, 
18th Mu^arram, a.h. 366, and was buried 
in the mausoleum which bears his name at 
Shiraz. He is said to have reigned 44 lunar 
years 1 month and 9 days, viz. he governed 
Persia during the life of his brother more 
than 16 years, and after his death he reigned 
nearly 28 years. He was succeeded by his 
son Mawayyad-uddaula.

Rukn-uddaula (*!jjM jSJ), a minister 

of the Nizam of Haidarabad, who was put 
to death by his master about the year a.d. 
1794. His subserviency to the views of the 
Marhaftas has generally been considered one 
of the chief causes which induced the Nizam 
to put him to death. 

Rukn-uddaula Ya'tqad Khan (£. 

i^tU*. jlibx\ aSjjJO, whose original 

name was Muhammad Murad, was by birth 
a Kashmerian, and native of the same place 
as Sahiba Niswan, mother of Farrukh-siyar. 
He was introduced by her to the emperor, 
whom he persuaded that he could easily effect 
the destruction of the two brother Sayyads 
without coming to open war, or causing con- 
fusion in the State. Farrukh-siyar, gratified 
by his flatteries, suddenly promoted him to 
the rank of 7000 with suitable jfigirs and the 
title of Rukn-uddaula. The district of Mura- 
dabad was taken from Nizam -ul-Mulk and, 
being with additional lands created into a 
Subadari, was conferred on him, but after 
the dethronement of Famikh-sivar in a.d. 
1719, a.h. 1131, by the Sayyads, he was 


disgraced, put under strict confinement, his 
fortune confiscated and severe tortures were 
also inflicted upon his person, to compel a 
disclosure of his wealth. He died during 
the reign of Muhammad Shah. 

Rukn-uddin Dabir (^j ^jjl jZj) 9 

author of the Shamdel Atkia, a record of 
the excellencies of the saints, and of the 
wonders and miracles performed by the Al- 
mighty ; with an eulogium on Muhammad, 
dedicated to Burhan-udain Sufi. 

Rukn-uddin Firoz, Sultan ( .j jj\ 4. 

^jUaLa Uj^»J), the son of Sultan 

Shams-uddTn Altimsh, king of Dehll, at 
whose death he ascended the throne on the 
1st May, a.d. 1236, Sh-ibAn, a.h. 633, but 
was after six months deposed by the nobles, 
and his sister Sultana Razia was placed on 
the throne on the 19th November the same 
year. Rukn-uddin died in confinement some 
time afterwards. 

Rukn-uddin Masa'ud Masihi, Mau- 
lana (^jsz^ Jyu~* ^xll ^ 

IjSj*), author of the Arabic work on 

the practice of Medicine called Z&bitat-ul- 
llaj. He was also a go<-d poet and was 
living about the year a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Rukn-uddin Qabai (^L3 ^jj\ J>j) 9 

a poet who was a pupil of Asir-uddin Asmani. 
He was a native of Qabai in Turkey, and 
contemporary with the poet Ma'jizi. 

Rukn-uddin Shaikh (ir*-* ^ jJl ^j), 

f-urnamed Abu'l Fatha, a Muhammadan saint, 
.was the son of Shaikh Sadr-uddin 'Arif and 
grandson of Shaikh Baha-uddin Zikaria of 
Multan. He lived in the time of Sultan 
'Ala-uddin Sikandar Sam about the year a.d. 
1310, a.h. 710, and was a contemporary of 
Nizam-uddin Aulia. Shaikh Jalal, who is 
commonly called Makhdum Jahanian, as well 
as Shaikh 'Usman Syyah, were his disciples. 

Rumani ( ^l* .), a learned Musalman, 

whose proper name was Abu'l Hasan 'Ali- 
bin-lsa. He died a.d. 994, a.h. 384. [The 
word ( = " Roman") was an epithet oft-n 
applied during the Middle Ages to natives of 
the Eastern Empire.] 

Runaq (J^m\ poetical name of Ram 

Sahae, a Hindu, who was an excellent 
Persian poet. 

Runaqi ( ^JLJj .), a poet of Hamdan 
who died in a.d. 1622, a.h. 1031. 
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Rupmati or Rnpmani, a Hindu poetess, 

the favourite of Buz Bahadur of Malwa (g.v.). 
On the defeat and flight of her protector 
she committed suicide to escape the addresses 
of Adham Khan (g.v.). Her story will be 
found in Sk. of the Mist, of HindiUtan.

have been the son of Zal or Z&Izar, and 
grandson of Sam, the son of Nan man. He 
was killed in a battle fought against 
Bahman, the sixth king of the dynasty of 
the Kayanians. [Rustam possibly represents 
a rebellion of the southern provinces.]

\Sly), son of All Asghar of Qananj. 

He is the author of the commentary on the 
Quran called Tafrir Sagh'r. He died in a.d. 
1764, a.h. 1178. 

Rnstam Bastami, Khwaja Nizam- 
nddin (<ss>-\y>~ -*LL*yJ *z~>j\ an 
author who died in a.d. 1431, a.h. 834. 

Rnstam Qadd Khozlanl, Khwaja

of the ninth century of the Hijra.

He is the 
author of a poem called Saili Sakhion, con- 
taining the Btory of two lovers who lived in 
the time of Nawab Qamar-uddin Khan, 
wazir. 

Sa'adat *Ali Khan, Nawab (ti; jLu* 

<*-*y ^Ic*. ^J^X Burnamed Yeman- 

uddaula, was raised to the masnad of Audh at 
Lucknow by Sir John Shore, Governor- 
General, after the death of his brother Nawab 
'Asaf-uddaula, and the dethronement of that 
Nawab' s adopted son Wazir 'Ali Khan, on 
the 21st January, a.d. 1798, 4th~Bhaban, 
a.h. 1212. He died, after a reign of nearly 
17 years, on the 11th July, a.d. 1814, 22nd 
Bajab, a.h. 1229, and was succeeded by his 
son Ghazi-uddin Haidar, who was afterwards 
crowned king of Audh. In the treaty with 
Sa'adat 'All Khan, the annual subsidy was 
fixed at 76 lakhs of rupees and the English 
force in Audh at 10,000 men. The fort of 
Allahabad was also surrendered to the English. 
Twelve lakhs of rupees were to be paid to the 
English as compensation for the expense of 
placing him on the masnad, and he was 
restrained from holding communication with 
any foreign state, employing any Europeans, 
or permitting any to settle in his dominions, 
without the consent of his British ally. 

Sa'adat Khan (Jut^j ^U e^L*^ 

i_£L«J0, styled Burhan-ul-Mulk, 

whose former name was Muhammad Amin, 
was originally a merchant of Khurasan. He 
is the progenitor of the nawabs and kings 
of Audh. His father, Nasir Khan, came to 
India during the reign of Bahadur Shah, 
and after his death Muhammad Amin came 
also. At the commencement of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah's reign he held the faujdari 
of Bayana, and was in the year a.d. 1724, 
a.h. 1136, appointed governor of Audh with 
the title of Sa'adat Khan, in the room of 
Raja Girdhar, who was appointed governor of 
Malwa. He afterwards received the title of 
Barhan-ul-Mulk and was present in the 
battle with Nadir Shah, dying on the night 
previous to the massacre of Dehli by that 
monarch, i.e. on the 9th March, a.d. 1739, 
9th £il-hijja, a.h. 1152; he was buried at 
Dehli in the mausoleum of his brother Sayadat 


Khan. His only child was a daughter, who 
was married to his nephew Abu'l Mansur 
Khan Safdar Jang, the son of Sayadat Khan, 
who succeeded him in the government of 
Audh.

Nawab of the Kama tic, who, having no issue, 
adopted two sons of his brother, appointing 
the elder, Dost 'Ali, to succeed him in the 
Nawabship, and conferring upon the younger, 
Bakir 'Ali, the government of Velore; he 
likewise directed that Ghulam Husain, the 
nephew of his favourite wife, should be 
Diwan or prime minister to his successor. 
Having reigned from the year a.d. 1710 to 
1722, a.h. 1122 to 1135, he died much 
regretted by his subjects. According to 
the Masir-ul- Umra, he held the Nawabship 
of the Karnatic from the time of 'Alamgir to 
the year a.d. 1732, a.h. 1145. Dost 'Ali and 
his son Hasan 'Ali were killed in battle 
against the Mahraftas on the 20th May, a.d. 
1740. His son Safdar 'Ali succeeded him, 
but was poisoned by his brother-in-law 
Murtaza 'Ali and died on the 2nd October, 
a.d. 1742. After his death Murtaza 'Ali was 
acknowlcged Nawab of the Karnatic , but 
in March, a.d. 1744, Nizam-ul -Mulk, the 
eubadar of the Deccan, having appointed one 
of his officers, named Anwar-uduin, Nawab 
of Arkot, he (Murtaza 'Ali) was deposed. 

Sa'adat Yar Khan (^IsL .b CJjU-»), 

son of Muhammad Yar Khan, the son of 
Hiifiz Rahmat Khan, the Bohela chief, is the 
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author of a work called Quli Rahmat, being 
a history of his grandfather Hafiz Bahmat, 
written m 1833. This work is an abridgment 
of the Gulistdn Rahmat, written by Mustaza 
Khan, his uncle.

Sabzwar and author of the Satcana Sabzwari, 
which contains a description of the city of 
Daulatabad in the Deccan, with a particular 
account of all the Sufis and holy men that 
are buried in its vicinity, written in a.d.

SadafL ( J*X*), a poet who flourished 

in the time of Muhammad Shah. He is the 
author of a Diwan which is usually called 
Dlwan Sadafi, but the true title given by the 
author is R&z-ul-'Arifi. 

Sadasheo Bhao (jL^J ^*~*1ju»a), a 


Mahrafta chief, son of Chimnaji and nephev 
of the Peshwa Balajl or Bajl Rao. He was 
slain in battle against Ahmad Shah Abdall 
on the 14th January, a.d. 1761, 6th 
Jumada II. a.h. 1174. After his death 
severaf pretenders started up, calling them- 
selves the Bhao. In 1779 one appeared in 
Benares and began to levy troops and raise 
disturbances in the city, upon which he was 
seized and confined in tne English garrison at 
Chunar, from whence he was released by 
Mr. Hastings in 1782. 

Sada Snk (u-Sy \sJ) t son of Bishun 

Parshad, the son of Gulab Bae, a Kayeth of 
Allahabad and author of a work on the art of 
writing prose and poetry entitled Murasa*

1782, a.h. 1196, and was buried in the same 
rault wherein his grandfather was interred, 
and which is over the nala of Bairam Dai in 
Dehli. 

Sadiqi (^JjLo), poetical name of 

Sadiq Bee, of the tribe of Afshar. He is the 
author of a Diwan and a Tazkira or Bio- 
graphy of poets in Turki. 

Sadiq Khan (^U. jjU), the son of 

'Aq£ Takir, whose poetical name was Wasli, 
grandson of Muhammad Sharaf Hajri, and 
nephew and son-in-law of Ya'tmad-nddaula 
Tenrani. He held a high rank in the 
time of Akbar and JahingTr, and died on 
the 7th October, a.d. 1630, 9th Rabi* I. 
An. 1040, in the reign of the emperor Shah 
Jahan. 

Sadiq Khan (^Li. jjL*) was a 

spiritual guide of the emperor Akbar the 
Great. He died in a.d. 1597, a.h. 1006. To 
the left of the road, about half way between 
Sikandra and Agra, are some tombs in the 
fields ; one with an adjacent hall of 64 pillars 
is believed to be the resting-place of this 
saint.

Sa'diq Muhammad Khan CjjL* 

j\gj\j\ ^Jbj Lfcjljl ^Ul *\***), a 

mansabdar of 4000 ; died a.d. 1597, a.h. 
1005, buried at Dholpur. He was a Persian, 
cousin to Nut Jahan, one of whose sisters he 
married. He was esteemed one of Akbar* s 
best officers. 

Sa'di, Shaikh (*-~* ^Jj\^ ij**-) f 

of Shiraz, a celebrated Persian poet, whose 
full appellation was Shaikh Maslah-uddin 
Sa'di-al-Shirazi. He was born at Shiraz 
about the year a.d. 1175, a.h. 571, and died 
in a.d. 1292, a.h. 691, aged 120 lunar years. 
During his youth he served as a soldier both 
against the Hindus and the Crusaders ; by the 
latter he was taken prisoner, and obliged to 
work at the fortifications of Tripoli, whence 
he was liberated by a person who gave him 
his daughter in marriage ; but the lady was 
of so bad a temper that the poet complained 
he had exchanged his slavery for a worse 
bondage. He was a great traveller, and 
made the pilgrimage to Mecca fourteen times. 
He was a disciple of the venerated Sufi, 
'Abdul Qadir Gilani, or, at least, adopted his 
opinion. His tomb is still to be seen in the 
neighbourhood of Shiraz. Besides the Gulistan 
and Bostan, he is the author of a large collec- 
tion of odes and sonnets. There is likewise 
a short collection of poetical pieces attributed 
to him called Al-JutabUat or the book of 
Impurities. The author, however, seems to 
have repented of having written these indecent 
verses, yet endeavours to excuse himself on 
account of their giving a relish to other poems, 
"as salt is used in the seasoning of meat." 
His works, all of which are held in high 
estimation, are the following : —

Quli Qutb Shah, king of Golkanda, who 
reigned from a.d. 1512 to 1543, a.h. 918 to 
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949. He is tbe author of a Persian work 
called Marghub-ul-Kuluby a history of that 
king.

Sadr Jahan, Mir (^* \J^r j***** 

a well educated and learned Musalman, a 
native of a village near Lncknow. He was an 
officer of 4000 in the service of the emperor 
Akbar, in the 31st year of whose reign, a d. 

993, he was sent on an embassy, 
together with Hakim Humam, to 'Abdullah 
Khan Uzbak, ruler of Turan, whose father, 
Iskandar Khan, had died at that time. He 
lived 120 years, and at the time of his death, 
which took place in a.d. 1611, a.h. 1020, he 
was so much emaciated by old age, that there 
was nothing left in him but bones.

His history entitled the 
Taj-ul-Tawarikh (the Crown of Histories), a 
work held in high estimation by scholars, 
gives a general account of the Ottoman empire 
from its commencement in 1299 till 1520. 
He also wrote the SdHm-ndma or History of 
Salim I. which is chiefly a collection of 
anecdotes regarding that prince. 


Sa'd-uddin Hamwia (^jjJ^ 

Ayj j*>0, entitled Shaikh -ul-Mashaeq, 

is the author of several works, one of which 
is called Sajatyal-ul-Aneah, The Mirror of 
the Soul, and another entitled Qitdb Mahb*b 9 
the Beloved book.

Sa'd-ullah Khan (^LsL JLyJI Jut~»), 

the son of the Rohela chief 'Ali Muhammad 
Khan, whom he succeeded to the Rohela 
territories in a.d. 1749, a.h. 1162, but re- 
tired with a pension of eight lakhs of rupees 
annually from Hafiz Rahmat Khan, and died 
in the year a.d. 1761, a.h. 1175, at Aonla. 
His brother 'Abdullah Khan was killed in 
the battle which took place between Hafts 
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Rahmat Khan and Nawab Shuja-uddaula, 
a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188. After his death his 
brother Faiz-ullah Khan succeeded him in 
the Rohela territories of ftampur. 

Sa'd-nllah Khan (^L^ ^1\ Jl*-»), 

whose title was Khan 'Alam, was sent as 
ambassador to the king of Persia by the 
emperor Shah Jahan. He died in the year 
a.d. 1631, a.h. 1044. 


Sa'd-nUah Khan (^LcL ^1 Jut-), 

the brother-in-law of Mahmud Khan, Nawab 
of Bijnour and Munsif of Amroha. He, 
together with Jalal-uddin Khan, the Nawab' g 
brother, was tried and convicted by court- 
martial, and shot by order of General Jones 
on the 23rd April, 1858, at Kote Khadir, 
within eight miles of Najibabad, on account 
of their rebellion. 

Sa'd-nllah Khan Wazir (^J\ 

j-tj) i^-^X snrnamed Allaml 

Fahhamf, and entitled Jumlat-ul-Mulk, was 
the most able and upright minister that ever 
appeared in India. He makes a conspicuous 
figure in all the transactions of the emperor 
8nah Jahan, and is constantly referred to as 
a model in the correspondence of the emperor 
'Alamgir during the long reign of that 
monarch. He died on the 9th April, a.d. 
1656, 22nd Jumada II. a.h. 1066, aged 48 
lunar years. After his death the mansab of 
700 and 100 Sawars was conferred on his son 
Lutf-ollah Khan, a boy of 11 years of age. 


Sa'd-ullah Kirmani (<L_fJl 
• cJL*^), author of the work called 

Fatuhdt Mtratuh&hi, containing an account 
of the conquests made by Miranshah, the son 
of Amir Taimur. 

Sa'd-nllah, Shaikh (j. Jlm *Jt Jju* 

&*"), of Dehli, a descendant of 

Islam Khan, who was wazir to one of the 
kings of Gujrat ; and as he was a disciple of 
Shan Gul, whose poetical name was Wahdat, a 
descendant of Shaikh A^mad Mujaddid, con- 
sequently he lived like a dervish, and assumed 
the title of Gulshan for his poetical name. 
He died at Dehli on the 13th December, a.d. 
1728, 21st Jumada I. a.h. 1141. 

Safavl (^ybe), a Persian dynasty. Vide

Safavl Khan (^IsL ^yL*), a descend- 
ant of the royal house of Persia of the §afavi 
family. He held a high rank in the service 
of the emperor 'Alamgir, and was killed in 


the battle which took place between the two 
brothers 'Azim Shah and Bahadur Shah on 
the 8th June, a.d. 1707, 18th Rabi I. a.h. 
1119. 

Safdar 'All Khan (^U* ^Jl^jJuL*), 

Nawab of Arkafc, son of Dost * All, murdered by 
his brother-in-law Murtaza 'All Khan, of 
Yellore, on the 2nd October, a.d. 1742. 

Safdar Jang (L-£±s>-j±JlJ), Nawab of 

Audh, whose proper name was Mirza Muqim 
and surname Mansur 'All Khan, was the son 
of Sayadat Khan, and nephew and son-in-law 
of Burhan-ul-Mulk Sa'adat Khan, whom he 
succeeded in the government of Audh, after 
paying two crores of rupees to Nadir Shah 
in the beginning of the year a.h. 1152. 
or April, a.d. 1739. He was appointed 
wazir in a.d. 1748 on the accession of the 
emperor Aljmad Shah (in the room of 
Nizam ul-Mulk, who had died that year), 
and assumed the whole administration of the 
imperial authority for several years. He was, 
however, dismissed from the wizarat in a.d. 
1762, a.h. 1166, and died on his way to 
Audh at Paparghafc on the 17th October, a.d. 
1764, 17th ZiTbijja, a.h. 1167. He was 
buried for some time at Gulab Bap in Faizabad, 
his seat of government, but afterwards his 
remains were conveyed to Dehli and interred 
in the vicinity of the Dargah of Shah Mardan, 
where a splendid mausoleum was built over 
his tomb. He was succeeded in the govern- 
ment of Audh by his son Nawab Shu j a-uddaula.

Maulwi Imam Bakhsh, Professor in the Dchll 
College. He translated the Arabic work 
called Had&eq-ul- Balaghat into Urdu, and 
is the author of several Persian and Urdu 
works, including a poetical Intikhab, or 
anthology, lithographed at Delhi 1842. He 
was living in a.d. 1854, a.h. 1271. 

Sahban (^L*^-*), the son of Wall 

Kheyui, who lived in the time of Harun-al- 
Hashid. Shaikh Sadi, in his Gu list an, says 
that Sahban Wail has been considered as 
unrivalled in eloquence, insomuch that if he 


spoke before an assembly for -the space of a 
year he did not repeat a word twice, and if 
the same meaning occurred he repeated it in 
a different form. 

Sahib (i»_^>-l*), the poetical appella- 
tion of Hakim Kazim, commonly called 
Maiih-ul-Bayan. He was a physician and 
also a poet, and held the rank of 500 in the 
reign of 'Alamgir. He died, two or three 
yean before Mirza Saeb the poet, about the 
year a.d. 1667, a.h. 1077, and left two or 
three Diwans. He imitated Jalal-uddin 
Rami and wrote several masnawis or poems, 
viz. Aina JDidna, Pari Khdna. Mala hat 
Ahtnadi, Sabahat Yusafi, Gul Muhammad, 
and Au/at Maslhi.

Sahib Jamal (J Us*- u^U), wife 

of the emperor Jahangir and a relative of 
Zain Khan Koka. She was the mother of 
Sultan Parweiz. 

Sahib Qiran (^^J c^^Lp). This is 

the title the Orientals, as well as Arabs, 
Persians and Turks, have given to Amir 
Taimur (Tamerlane), because he was born in 
a particular planetary conjunction.

Sahib Qiran ( J_J u^>*L*), the 
poetical title of Sayyad Imam 'All of Bilgram, 
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who became distracted in a.d. 1813, a.h. 
1228, and wrote indecent and satirical poetry. 
He came to Lucknow in the time of Nawab 
'Asaf-uddaula. 

Sahib Qiran Sani (^15 Ji^ v^^U), 

or Sahib Qiran the Second, a title of the 
emperor Shah Jahan, the first being Taimur 
or Tamerlane, the founder of the family. The 
word means "nearness" and is used in 
Astrology to express a planetary conjunction. 
Taimur and his descendant, the builder of the 
Taj, were both born when Jupiter and Venus 
were " in the same house."

Sahji (or Sahuji Bhosla I.) (b «js*Lj 

.^y&La), a Marhatta chief who rose 

to considerable rank in the time of Malik 
Ambar, an Abyssinian chief of Abmadnagar. 
He afterwards entered the Bervice of the king 
of Bijapur and was continued in his jagir, 
which had fallen to that state in the partition 
of the Abmadnagar territory. He was sub- 
sequently employed on conquests to the south- 
ward, and obtained a much more considerable 
1'agir in the Mysore country, including the 
owns of Sira and Bangalore. When at a 
great age he was killed hy a fall in hunting, 
about the year a.d. 1664. He was the father 
of the celebrated Sewaii, who, though the 
son of a powerful chief, be^an life as a daring 
and artful captain of banditti, ripened into a 
skilful general and an able statesman, and left 
a character which has never since been 
equalled or approached by any of his country- 
men. Sahji, in consequence of some dispute 
with his first wife, separated from her and 
married Toka Bai, by whom he had Ekdji, 
who afterwards became king of Tan j ore.

Sahji (Sahuji or Sau Bhosla II.) 

■L-» \j ( -sj-jJ&L-> ^js*L*j), the son 

of Sambhaji, the Marhafta chief, after whose 
death in a.d. 1689, 15th Muljarram, a.h. 
1101, he (though then an infant) was acknow- 
ledged as Raja, and his uncle Raja Ram 
nominated to be regent during his minority ; 
but when subsequently the infant Raja fell 
into the hands of *Alamgir and was confined, 
Raja Ram proclaimed himself Raja on the 
ground of the captivity of his nephew. In 
his time the fort of Sitara was taken by 
'Alamgir on the 21st April, a.d. 1700, 13th 
£i-Qa'da, a.h. 1111, but, before it fell, Raja 
Ram had died of the small-pox at Jhinji, 
and had been succeeded by his sou Sewa, a 
child of two years, under the regency of his 
mother Tara Bai, the widow of the deceased. 
After the death of 'Alamgfr, Sahji was 
released from confinement by 'Azim Shah, 
and was acknowledged by the Marhaftas as 
their principal chief, and crowned at Sitara 
in March, a.d. 1708. During his reign the 
Marhaftas, having overrun and plundered 
almost every part of Hindustan, excepting 
Bengal, extended their territories from the 
Western Sea to Drisa, and from Agra to 
the Karnatik, forming a tract of nearly one 
thousand miles long by seven hundred wide. 
Sahu had lost the old Marhatta vigour during 
his long captivity ; and bis minister, the 
Peshwa Balaji Bishwanath, gained such an 
ascendancy over the mind of his master as 
to persuade him to delegate the exercise of 
all authority and power in the state to 
himself. During the latter part of his reign 
Sahji shut himself up in Satara, and his 
person and government were almost forgotten. 
Sahu died (some time after the death of 
Nujam-ul-Mulk) about the month of Decem- 
ber, a.d. 1749, after a reign of 50 years. 
He was succeeded by his adopted son, Ram 
Raja, the grandson of Tara Bai, power rest- 
ing with the minister or Peshwa. Before 
his death he entrusted the Peshwa with the 
sole management of the MarhaJ&a empire, and 
directed that Kolhapur, then governed by 
Sambhaji, the son of Raja Ram, should 
be always considered as an independent king- 
dom. The headship of the Marhatta tribes 
passed permanently to the Peshwas from this 
time. 

Sahu (jbL*), also called Abba Saheb, 

was the son of Trimbakji Bhosla, and 
adopted the son of Ram Raja, whom he 
succeeded on the masnad of Sitara on the 
12th December, a.d. 1777. He was always 
kept a close prisoner. After his death, his 
son Partap Singh succeeded him. 
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Saib Mirza (\j j* c-^U), the poetical 

name of Mirza Muhammad 'All of Tabrez, a 
celebrated poet of Persia, who, in the latter 
part of the reign of the emperor Jahanglr, 
came to India as a merchant. He became 
intimate with Zafar £han, a nobleman of the 
court, who, being appointed governor of 
Kashmere in those days by Shah Jahan, took 
him along with him to that country. From 
Kashmere he returned to Isfahan, where he 
was honoured with the title of Malik-ush- 
Shu'ara, or the king of poets, by Shah 
Abbas, king of Persia. He wrote Ghazals in 
an entirely new style, and may therefore be 
considered as the founder of the new school. 
He died in a.d. 1669, a.h. 1080, and was 
buried at Isfahan. His Diwan in Persian 
contains 80,000 verses. 


Saib Mirza (U^ uoU, a Hindus- 
tani poet and author of the Mirat-ulJamdl, 
or the Mirror of Beauty, a very eccentric 
work, containing a distinct poem in praise of 
each of his mistresses' features, limbs, and 
perfections. 

Saidai Gilani (^jLf^Ju-i) came to 


India in the time of Jahan^ir, and as he was 
very clever and of great abilities, he was made 
a Darogah of the Zargar Khana or gold- 
smith's shop, and received the title of Bedil. 
He is the author of a Diwan, Nukat Bedil, 
Rukaat Bedil and Chahar Amur. He died 
about the year a.d. 1116.

Saifi of Naishapur (^jAjLJ ^Jl?*), 

a poet who flourished in the reign of Alauddin 
Takask of Khwarizm. There are several 
other poets oT this name, such as Saifi of 
Bukhara, Amir Haji Saif-uddin Saifi, a 
nobleman at the court of Amir Taimur, etc. 
One of them is the author of a small work 
on the art of writing poetry, called Una 
Saifi, which he wrote in the year a.d. 1491, 
or a.h. 896. This work was translated into 
English in a.d. 1872, by H. Blockmann. 

Saif Khan (^IrL ^JuS), a nobleman 


of the reign of the emperor 'Alamgir, who 
was appointed governor of the SQba of Agra 
in September, a.d. 1659, a.h. 1070. 
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Saif Khan (^U. t_jL->), the brother 
of Zain gjian Koka. 

Saif Khan (^U. ^\j\ ^ J&. i_i--), 

bod of Ibrahim Khan, Fatha Jang, governor 
of Bengal, by a sister of the empress Nur 
Jahan, named Malika Bano Begam. His 
aunt the empress, having no sons by Jahangir, 
adopted Sail Khan as her own, and he was 
from his tender years brought up at court 
by the empress. He was subsequently made 
governor of Bardwan, where, after some years, 
as he was riding on an elephant through 
the street, a child was accidentally trodden 
to death. The parents loudly demanded an 
exemplary punishment on the driver. Saif 
Khan refused their request and ordered them 
to be driven away. They made their com- 
plaint to the emperor, who ordered Saif Khan 
to make them ample amends for their loss ; 
but Saif Khan threw them into prison, which 
coming to the ears of the emperor, he sent 
for Saif Khan at Lahore, and for his dis- 
obedience had him trodden to death in the 
presence of the child's parents. 

Saif Khan Koka (t£j£ U U* i^jL-—), 

eldest brother of Zain Khan Kdka, who was 
raised by the emperor Akbar to the rank of 
4000. He was killed in battle against Mu- 
hammad Husain Mirza at Abmadabad Gujrat 
in the year a.d. 1572, a.u. 980. 

Saif-uddaula (^jj\ l, im*\ a prince 

of Hamdan who reigned about the year a.d. 
967, a.h. 356. 

Saif-uddaula (*J,jJt ujL*—), whose 

proper name was Mir Najabat 'All Khan, 
was the second son of Mir Ja'far 'All Khan, 
governor of Bengal, Bebar and tJrisa. He 
succeeded his brother Najm-uddaula, who 
died of small-pox in May a.d. 1766, £il- 
hijja, a.h. 1179, and assumed the title of 
Saif-uddaula. A pension was granted to him 
by the English, and the office of Nazim 
managed by deputy. He lived after this 
three years and ten months, and died on the 
10th March, a.d. 1770, 8th £i-Qa'da, a.h. 
1183. He was succeeded by his younger 
brother, Mubarik-uddaula, a minor. 

Saif-uddaula (JjjJI ±J.«J) m This 

man, who was a faithful follower of Mirza 
Najaf Khan, was a Hindu Rajput called 
Bafhor, a native of Bikaner. Having been 
in service at Allahabad under the brother of 
the late wazir, father of Muhammad Quli, he 
became a Muhammadan about the year 1866, 
and was appointed to the charge of districts 
returning 20 lakhs a year, with the title of 
Saif-uddaula.

of Asfarikat, a town in Mawarunnahr. He 
flourished in the time of one of the Sultans 
of Khwarizm, named Alp or Apal Arsaian, 
who reigned after Atsiz and died in a.d. 
1 166, a.h. 561. Saif-uddin has left a Diwan 
containing 12,000 verses. 

Saif-uddin Laohin, Amir LjjjJI 
j~A er--^), a Turk of the tribe of 

Lachin, came to India about the year a.d. 
1253, a.h. 651, and served under several 
emperors of Dehli. He is the father of 
'Azz-uddin 'All Shah, Hisam-uddin Al?mad, 
and of Abu'l Hasan, who is commonly 
called Amir Khusro, the celebrated poet of 
Hindustan.

sister of Mirza Muhammad Hakim, half- 
brother to the emperor Akbar. She was 
married to Shah Ghazi Khan, the nephew of 
Noklb Khan. 

Sakkaki (^J\L>). This word, which 

is in Arabic, signifies a cutler, was the sur- 
name of Abu \a'qub Yusaf bin- Abu Bakr, 
who was also called Siraj - uddin - al - 
Khwarizim. He was a great author and 
master of Zahidi. One of his works is called 
Misb&h'ttl- Ulum. He was born in a.d. 
1160, a.h. 555, and died in the year a.d. 
1229, a.h. 626. 

Salabat Jang (c~£^»» c^L), the 


third son of Nifam-ul-Mulk 'Asif Jah, was 
placed by the French on the masnad of the 
Deccan after the assassination of Mufaffar 
Jang, his nephew, which took place on the 
3rd February, a.d. 1751, 17th Eabi* I. a.h. 
1164. The Marquis de Bussy, a French 
General, was created by him a nobleman of 
the empire, and the Northern Sircars granted 
in jagir to his nation. Bussy continued to 
conduct the affairs of the Deccan till, by 
the intrigues of Nizam 'All, brother to 
Salabat Jan£, his counsellor, Haidar Jang, 
being assassinated on the 12th May, a.d. 
1758, 3rd Ramazan, a.h. 1171, and the 
English who had patronized Muhammad * All 
IChan in the province of Arkat growing 
powerful, he was obliged to return to the 
French territories to the assistance of his 
countrymen. Nizam 'All, being without 
a rival, deposed and imprisoned Salabat 
Jang on the 26th June, a.d. 1762, 4th £il- 
bijja, a.h. 1175, and assumed the govern- 
ment. Salabat Jang remained in confine- 
ment till his death, which happened on the 
29th September, a.d. 1763, 2uth Rabi' I. 
a.h. 1177.

Salabat Khan (^L-w ul^JL^), a 

nobleman, who held the office of Mir Bakhshi 
or Paymaster- General in the time of the 
emperor Shah Jahan. He was stabbed in 
the presence of the emperor by a Rajput 
chief; named Amar Singh Radnor, the son 
of Oaj Singh, on the evening of Thursday 
the 25th July, a.d. 1644, 8Uth Jumada I. 
a.h. 1054, in the fort of Agra. His tomb is 
still to be seen in the vicinity of Agra. Amar 
Singh was pursued and cut down near one of 
the gates of the fort, which goes after his 
name, Amar Singh Gate. 


Salabat Khan (^L-L y- ft y»\ a 

nobleman, who on the accession of the 
emperor Al?mad Shah to the throne of Dehli 
in a.d. 1748, a.h. 1161, was raised to the 
rank of Mir Bakhshi or Paymaster-General 
with the title of Zulfikar Jang.

or poem called N&z tea Nayaz, which he 
composed about the year a.d.

Salah, Mir ^yj^ j** JU), styled 


Eashfi, was the son of 'Abdullah Miskin. 
He died in the year a.d. 1650, a.h. 1060, at 
Agra, and lies buried there.

Salah-uddin Yusaf G^J^ .jjjl Jl*), 

the son of Ayyub (the same who is called by 
Christian writers Saladin}, a celebrated Sultan 
of Syria and the first king of Egypt of the 
Ayyubite family, equally renowned as a 
warrior and legislator. He was of Kurd 
extraction, and born at Tahrait, in Meso- 
potamia, about a.d. 1137. He rose in the 
service of the Fatimite Khalifa of Egypt, and 
conducted operations against the Syrians under 
Nur-ul-din (?.*.), on whose death he became 
Sult^an of Egypt and Syria. He had all the 
qualities of his position, and the influence of 
nis amiable character prevailed against the 
united efforts of the chief Christian potentates 
of Europe, who carried on gratuitous attacks 
against nim, under the fake appellation of 
Holy Wars. In a.d. 1187 he overthrew the 
Crusaders at Tiberias, and followed np the 
victory by capturing Jerusalem, their capital. 
He was, however, no mere soldier, as some 
of his public works, still extant, are enough 
to show. He reigned over Egypt and Syria 
from a.d. 1173 to a.d. 1193, a.h. 668 to 
a.h. 688, and in the year following he died at 
Damascus, leaving seventeen sons, who divided 
his extensive dominions. He was succeeded 
by his son Malik-ul-*Azlz 'Ueman in the 
government of Egypt, but as none of his 
successors possessed the enterprising genius of 
Salah-uddln, the history of Egypt from that 
time to the year a.d. 1250 affords nothing 
remarkable. At this time the reigning Sultan, 
Malik -al- Salah, was dethroned and slain by 
the Mamluks, a kind of mercenary soldiers, 
who served under him. In consequence of 
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this revolation the Mamluks became masters 
of Egypt, and chose a Sultan from among 
themselves.

His 
descendants ruled for nearly one hundred 
years, and were called the Mamlukites. 

Salamat 'All (^ ls^«)L), the city 

Munsif of Allahabad, who became a rebel 
and was hung in June, a.d. 1857, at that 
station. 

Salamat 'All Khan, Hakim (c^^Lj 
^Lflw ^_L_c), of Benares, 


author of a treatise on Music, who lived 
about the commencement of the 19th century. 

Salami or Salmi ( lJ *D. This word, 

which signifies a native of Baghdad, was 
also the surname of Abu 'I Hasan Muhammad 
bin-Obeid-ullah, who was one of the most 
illustrious Arabian poets of his time. He 
lived at the court or 'Azd-uddaula, a Sultan 
of the dynasty of the Bdyaides, who reigned 
at Fan and 'Iraq from a.d. 975 to A.d. 983. 

Salar Masa'nd Ghazi (iV«i_w.-r . SL* 
,jr;lc). Fids Masa'ud Ghazi (Salar). 

Salghar ( , « \ ,«Q, from whom the 

Atabaks of Fare were descended, was a 
Turkish general in the service of the Saljuqi 
kings, and was entrusted with the charge of 
one of the princes of that race and appointed 
to the government of Fare and some adjoining 


provinces. Salghur managed not only to keep 
his government during his life, but to 
transmit it to his descendants, seven of whom 
held Fars qs governors, viz. : — 

1. Maudud, the son of Salghur. 

2. Fazlan- Shuban- Earra, who received 

the government from Alp Arsalun, 
rebelled, but was subdued by Nizam- 
ul-Mulk, the prime minister of the 
Sultan. 

3. Rukn-uddaula. 

4. Atabak Jalal-uddin Jawali. 

5. Atabak Kuraja, who built a college at 

Shiraz, and a palace called Takht 
Kuraja. 

6. Atabak Mankus. 

7. Buzaba, who is said to have been a 

J'ust and wise governor. After the 
eath of Buzaba, who was the last 
of these governors, Atabak Sunqar, 
the great-grandson of Salghur, 
succeeded in a.d. 1148, and became 
a powerful ruler.

Salhahan or Salivahana (^JbLJLj) 

is said to have been the son of a potter and 
to have lived at Patar on the Godavari. His 
era is still in use in the Deccan; its date 
is a.d. 78. 

Salibi or Thalibi, Imam (^JIJ), 

author of the Tarikk Ghadr-us-Siar and 
Tarith A rats, 

Saliha Bano (y b Aa^D, the daughter 

of the Kasim Khan and wife of the emperor 
Jahangir, who gave her the title of Badshuh 
Mahal. 

Salik (ujCJL), poetical title of Shah 
Ibrahim. 

Salik Qazwini and Salik Yezdi (<*J3L, 

ijjjl ci£L fj-i^). These two 

?>ets, one from Qazwin and the other from 
ezd, flourished in the time of the emperor 
Shah Jahan, and both died in the reign of 
'Alamgir. Salik Qazwini died in a.d. 1699, 
a.h. 1080, and the other, one year after him. 

Salim (ju*sr* t ^U- ~L»), author of 

a Diwan, which he completed in a.d. 1701, 
a.h. 1082. His proper name is Haji 
Muhammad Aslam. 

Salim (*-1~j)> the poetical title of Mu- 
hammad Quli, who came to India from Persia 
during the reign of Shah Jahan and was 
employed by Islam Khan, wazir. He was 
the author of a Diwan and also of a Masnawi, 
which he wrote in Tenia, and in which he 
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describes Lahijan. But when he came to 
India he altered the heading and called it a 
description of Kashmere. He died in the 
year a.d. 1647, a.h. 1057. 

Salim (xisr* -** a-»Lj), Mir Muham- 
mad Salim of Pafcna, a merchant who died 
at Murshidabad in a.d. 1781, a.h. 1195, and 
left a Masnawi in Urdu. 

Salim I. Sultan (^UoL. *-JL»), em- 
peror of the Turks of Constantinople, and the 
greatest monster of that monstrous race, was 
the second son of Bayezld II. whom he 
defeated in a battle, and after poisoning 
him and murdering eight of his brothers 
or nephews, ascended the throne of Turkey 
on the 6th April, a.d. 1512, 18th §afar, a.h. 
918. He subverted the Mamliiks of Egypt, 
bringing it — with Palestine, Syria and Arabia 
— under the yoke of the Turks. He invaded 
the kingdom of Persia; subdued and slew 
Aladeules, the mountain king of Armenia, 
and reduced his kingdom to the form of a 
Turkish province. Ho repressed the forces 
of the Hungarians by a double invasion; 
but, when intending to turn all his forces 
upon the Christians, he was suddenly seized 
with a cancer on his back, of which he died 
on Friday the 21st September, a.d. 1520, 
6th Shawwal, a.h. 926, on the very spot 
where he had formerly unnaturally assaulted 
his aged father. He was suoceedea by his son 
Sulaiman I. surnamed "The Magnificent." 

Salim II. Sultan (^UaL* f-L»), suc- 
ceeded his father Sulaiman I. surnamed " The 
Magnificent," as emperor of the Turks in 
September, a.d. 1566, §afar, a.h. 974. He 
was an idle and effeminate emperor ; but his 
deputies took from the Venetians the isle of 
Cyprus, and from the Moors the kingdom 
of Tunis and Algiers. Over this emperor 
the Christians were victorious in thut famous 
sea-fight called the battle of Lepanto, when 
he lost above 35,000 men besides his fleet. 
Devoting his time to the enervating pleasures 
of his seraglio, he died, little respected, on 
the 9th December, a.d. 1574, Shaban, a.h. 
982, aged 52, and was succeeded by his son 
Sulfcan Murad III. 

Salim III. Sultan (^UaLi *J~j), son 

of Mustafa III. was born in a.d. 1761, and 
succeeded to the throne of Turkey on the aeath 
of his uncle Ahmad IV. in April, a.d. 1789. 
He began his reign with a war with Catherine 
II. of Russia, in which peace was purchased 
by great sacrifices of territory. At a later 
period Egypt was invaded by the French ; 
out they were defeated, and compelled to quit 
the country, by the English, in 1801 . A revolt 
of the Jannisaris deposed Salim on the 28th 
July, a.d. 1807, Jumada I. a.h. 1222, and 
raifled Mustafa IV. to the throne; but he 
was deposed after a reign of one year, and 
Mahmud II. made emperor a.d. 1808. 


Salim Chishti, Shaikh ( zJLs^ * L - 

>-£>), of Fathapur Sikri, surnamed 

Shaikh-ul-Islam, a Muhammadan saint, who 
during his life was greatly revered by the 
emperor Akbar. It is said that by his prayers 
the kin? was blessed with several children. 
His father Baha-uddin was a descendant of 
Shaikh Farid Shakarganj. He was born at 
Dehli in a.d. 1478, a.h. 883, was a disciple 
of Khwaja Ibrahim Chishti, and resided on a 
hill close to_ the village of Sikri about 20 
miles from Agra. Bv the liberality of the 
emperor, he was enabled to build a splendid 
Masiid or mosque on the hill, called the 
Masjid of Fathapur Sikri, which was com- 
pleted in a.d. 1571, a.h. 979, at a cost of 
5 lakhs of rupees. He died a few months 
after its completion on the 13th February, 
a.d. 1672, 27th Ramadan, a.h. 979, aged 
96 lunar years, and was buried on the top of 
the hill, where his tomb is to be seen to this 
day. He was one of the chief sainta of 
Hindustan, and some of his sayings have been 
found worthy of commemoration. After his 
death his son Badr-uddin succeeded him to 
the gaddi. His pedigree runs thus : " Shaikh 
Salim Chishti, the son of Baha-uddin, the 
son of Shaikh Sulaiman, the son of Shaikh 
'Adam, the son of Shaikh Musi, the son of 
Shaikh Maudud, the son of Shaikh Badr- 
uddin, the son of Shaikh Farid-uddin of 
Ajudhan, commonly called Shakarganj." 
Twenty-four times Salim Chishti is said to 
have gone on a pilgrimage to Mecca and 
returned again. His bread was made of 
singharas (water-note) that were produced in 
the reservoir of Sikri. His son Qu(b-uddin 
was killed in Bengal by Sher Afkan, first 
husband of Nor Jahan. His grandson Islam 
Shan, the son of Badr-uddin, was raised by 
the emperor Jahangir to the rank of an Amir 
and was appointed governor of Bengal in 
a.d. 1601, a.h. 1017. 
[ Vide Islam Khan.] 

Salim Shah Sur (.y» b\j* *-L*), more 

properly called Islam Shah, was the younger 
son of the emperor Sher Shah. His elder 
brother, 'Adil Khan, being absent at his 
father's death, Jalal Khan (as he was then) 
ascended the throne in the fortress of Kalinjar 
on the 29th May, a.d. 1545, 17th Babi* I. 
a.h. 952, and assumed the title of Islam 
Shah, which bv false pronunciation was 
turned to that of Salim Shah. He reigned 
nine years and became afflicted with a fistula, 
of which he died at Gwaliar a.d. 1554, a.h. 
961, in which year also died Mahmud Shah, 
king of Gujrat, and Burhan Nisam Shah, 
king of Abmadnagar. In commemoration of 
the remarkable circumstance of these monarchs 
dying almost at the same time, Maulana *AIi, 
the father of the celebrated historian Firishta, 
wrote a short epitaph, in which the words 
"the ruin of kings" exhibit the Hijri year 
a.d. 961. The remains of Salim Shah were 
conveyed to Sahsaram and buried close to his 
father's tomb. Salim Shah was succeeded by 
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his son the prince Firox, then 12 yean of age, 
who was placed on the throne by the chiefs of 
the tribe of Sur, at Gwaliar. " He had not 
reigned three days (some say three months) 
when Mubariz Khan, the son of Ni? am Khan 
Sur, at once the nephew of the late 8 her 
Shah and brother-in-law of Salira Shah, 
assassinated the young prince, and, ascending 
the throne, assumed the title of Muhammad 
Shah 'Adil. 

Salima Bano Begam ( JLj y I) 4*Jlj), 

the daughter of Sulaiman Shaikh, the son of 
Dara Shaikh, was married to Prince Muham- 
mad Akbar, Aurangzeb's fourth son. Their 
offspring was Nekusiyar, who was proclaimed 
emperor at Agra and imprisoned by Bukn- 
udaaula. 

Salima Sultana Begam («oUaL> f UJiu ) 

Xj). The mother of this lady was 

Gulrakh Begam, the daughter of the emperor 
Babar Shah, who gave her in marriage to 
Mirza Nur-uddln Muhammad, by whom she 
had Salima. Salima was marriea to Bairam 
Khan Khan Khanan in a.d. 1658. The 
marriage took place at Jalandhar with the 
consent of the emperor Akbar, who was 
present at the nuptials. After the death of 
Bairam Khan in 1561, she became the wife 
of the emperor, by whom she had a daughter 
named Shahzada Khanam and a son named 
Sultan Murad. She was well -versed in 
Persian and had a good genius for poetry. 
She died in the reign of the emperor Janangir 
a.d. 1612, a.h. 1021. 

Salimi or Hasan Salixni, Manlana 
(UJj* j^j***. _**L«), a poet who 

died and was buried at Sabzwar, in the year 
a.d. 1450, a.h. 854. He has left a Diwan. 

Saljuq ( Jj^~0. Vxde Salj Qql. 

Saljuqi (Ji)*^), a dynasty of Tartar 

kings who derive their name from Saljuq, a 
chief of great reputation, who had been 
compelled to quit the court of Bighu Khan, 
the sovereign of the Turks of Qapchak. 
Saljuq, who had proceeded with his tribe to 
the plains of Bukhara, embraced the religion 
of Muhammad and acquired the crown of 
martyrdom in the war against the infidels. 
His age of an hundred and seven years sur- 
passed the life of his son Mikail. Saljuq 
adopted the care of his two grandsons 
Tughral and Ja'far, the eldest of whom, at 
the age of 45 years, was invested with the 
title of Sultan in the royal city of Naishapur. 
It is said that Mikail became known to Sultan 
Mahmud of Ghazni, and was greatly honoured 
by that monarch. It is related that on 
Mahmud asking the ambassador of their chief 
what force they could bring to his aid : "Send 


this arrow," said the envoy, presenting one of 
two which he held in his hand, " and 60,000 
horse will appear!" " Is that all ?" exclaimed 
Mahmud. " Send this," he said, presenting 
the other," and an equal number will follow." 
" But suppose I was in extreme distress," 
observed the monarch, " and want your 
utmost exertions P" "Then," replied ' the 
ambassador, "send my bow, and 200,000 
horse will obey the summons !" The proud 
conqueror heard with secret alarm this 
terrifying account of their numbers ; and we 
are told that he anticipated the future over- 
throw of his empire. Tughral Beg and his 
brother served for several years under Sultan 
Mahmud. In a.d. 1036, a.h. 429, the 
former resisted Sultan Masa'ud, the son of 
Mahmud, and received investiture as Sultan 
of Khurasan from the Khalifa of Baghdad. 
Fide Tughral Beg, who was the first king of 
the Saljuk dynasty of Persia. Kadard was 
the first of the Saljuq dynasty who reigned in 
Kirman; Sulaiman or Qutfamish, the first 
Sultan of the Saljuq dynasty who reigned in 
Rum or Anatolia. 

Salman (^ULO, a poet who died in 
a.d. 1530, a.h. 937. 

Salman, 4 Aqa (liT U UL), also called 

Mirza HisabI, is the author of a commentary 
on the Preface of the Gulistan of about 3000 
lines. He devoted himself to Sufiism and 
wrote a treatise thereon. He also compiled 
an Arabic commentary on Qusanji*s Persian 
treatise on astronomy ; another work of his 
is called Ausaf-ul-Bildd He was living in 
a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Salman Farsi {^J6 U UL»), or the 

Persian. Is said to have been a native of a 
small place near Isfahan, and that on passing 
one day by a Christain Church he was so 
much struck by the devotion of the people, 
and the solemnity of the worship, tint he 
became disgusted with the idolatrous faith in 
which he had been brought up. He afterwards 
wandered about the East, from city to city, 
and convent to convent, in quest of a religion, 
until an ancient monk, full of years and 
infirmities, told him of a prophet who had 
arisen in Arabia to restore the pure faith of 
Abraham. He then journeyed to Mecca, and 
became a convert of Muhammadanism. This 
Salman rose to power in after years, and was 
reputed by the unbelievers of Mecca to have 
assisted Muhammad in compiling his doctrines. 
He died at Madain in Persia in a.d. 663, 
a.h. 33. 

Salman Sawaji (^^jL* ^l* L»Q, a 

celebrated Persian poet, native of Sawa, 
surnamed Jalal - uddin Muhammad, who 
flourished in the time of Amir Shaikh Ilasan 
Jalayer, also called Hasan Buzurg, and his 
son bultan Aweis, rulers of Baghdad. In the 
latter period of his life he became blind, and 
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having retired from the world died in the 
year a.d. 1377, a.h. 779. He is the author 
of a poem entitled Jamaheid-wa-Khursheid, 
and of the Firdq-ndma, and several other 
works, and also of a Diwun. 

Sam (aLj), the son of Narfman, and 

grandfather of Rustam, the celebrated hero of 
Persia.

Saman (^jLsL*), the great-grandfather 

of Isma'il Saman, the first king of the 
Samanides. His grandson Nasr Ahmad was 
appointed governor of Bukhara by Mo'tamid, 
the {Qialifa of Baghdad, in a.d. 874, a.h. 
261.

Samani ( JULO, a dynasty of Mu- 

hammadan kings who reigned over Transoxi- 
ana, holding its court at Bukhara. Its power 
extended over Khwarizm, Mawar-un-Nahr, 
Jurian, Siwastan and Gliazni. This dynasty 
continued to reign in Bukhara for a period of 
128 years, when it became extinct by the 
death of its last prince, 'Abdulmalik II. in 
a.d. 999, a.h. 389. The first king of this 
race was Isma'il Samani, great-grandson of 
Saman, a robber-chief, from whom this 
dynasty took its name. 

Samani or Samnani (^jL*L»), an 

Arabian author who, in the 6th century of 
the Hijri, wrote a dictionary of the names of 
all the Arabian authors, entitled Fi'l Attsdb, 
which in the succeeding century was abbre- 
viated by Ibn-al-Asir, and this extract again 
shortened by Sayuti.

Samanini (^xJUj), commonly called 

so, but his proper name is Abu'l Qusim 
'Umar, and his father's name Sabit. He was 
an excellent Arabic grammarian and died in 
a.d. 1050, a.h. 442. 

Sama-ullah, Shaikh (^O, dill *U-0. 

or Sama-uddin, one of the great Mashaekhs 
of India, and brother of Shaikh Isbaq. He 
lived in the time of Sultan Bahlol Lodi, and 
died according to 'Abdul Haq in a.d. 1496, 
a.h. 901, and lies buried on the banks of the 
Hauz Shams! at Dehli. 

Sambhaji (^-flf-l^ * ♦,...i), the son of 


Sewaji Bhosla, the Marhatja chief and second 
Raja of Sitara. lie was at Parnala when 
his father died, and a faction endeavoured to 
secure the succession to Raja Ram, a son of 
Sewaji by another wife. But Sambhaji, 
supported by the greater part of the troops, 
who had been the companions of his contests 
with the forces of the emperor 'Alamgir, 


established his sovereignty. He behaved with 
great cruelty to his opponents, imprisoned 
Itaja Ram, and reignect nine years. He 
succeeded his father in April, a.d. 1680, 
generally spent his time in female society and 
excessive drinking, and possessed no talents 
for government. He listened to the advice of 
no one, having a conceited opinion of his own 
abilities, and chose for his favourite Kab 
Kalaa or Kalusah, a Brahman, with whom he 
acted such scenes as made him hateful to the 
world. He was taken prisoner together with 
his minion by the officer* of the emperor 
'Alamgir, who ordered them to be executed. 
Sambhaji* 8 eyes were first destroyed with a 
hot iron, his tongue cut out, ana he was at 
last beheaded along with his favourite. This 
event took place in July or August, a.d. 
1689, a.h. 1100. His son SahjT, also called 
Sao or Sahu, an infant, was acknowledged 
Raja by the Marhatfcas, but he was soon after- 
wards taken prisoner by 'Alamgir and confined 
till the death of that monarch, when he was 
released. 

[PufcSahjill.] 
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Maharana of TJdaipur and Mewar, who was 
invested a G. C.S.I, on the 6th December, a.d. 
1871, and died on the 7th October, a.d. 1874, 
at the early age of 27. He succeeded to the 
gaddi of Mewar by adoption in 1862. His 
elevation was great and sudden, as his father, 
a brother of the late Rana SarGp Singh, had 
fallen under suspicion of conspiring to gain 
his way to the throne by poisoning toe invalid 
8arup ; and, while the father died under the 
hands of assassins in a prison within the walls 
of the palace, the son, along with other 
members of the family, suffered for several 
years the most cruel persecution. 

Samdik Phra Paramidr (i_£j*X~«L M i 

*&~*jj ijyi), king of Siam, who 

came to Hindustan in the beginning of 1872, 
and was received in Calcutta, Lucknow, 
Bombay, etc., with all the honours due to 
high rank. 

Sam Mirza (^jjj* +\~d 9 the son of 

Shah Isma'il I. He is the author of the 
work called Tuhfa Sam> t being a biography 
of the contemporaneous poets of Persia, com- 
piled in a.d. 1550, a.h. 957. His poetical 
name is Sami. 

Sammngarh (x£y\J) t a place near 

Agra founded by the emperor Akbar. It was 
the scene of Aurangzeb's victory over his 
brother Dara 20th or 30th May, 1658. 

Samnani ( jL**j), one of the chief 

followers of the Sufi sect. He died in a.d. 
1325, a.h. 736, six years before Khwaja 
Kirmani.

>-), a Brahman, who made a 

version of Euclid's Elements by order of 
Sew&i Jai Singh, Raja of Jaipur, in Sanskrit 
and called it ReJshi Qanita.

Samsam-uddaula (dJ^jJ! A***), title 
of Shahnawaz Khan, which see. 

Samsam-uddaula (dJ.jJl A^iaJ), the 

son of Mirza Nasir, who came to India from 
Mazindaran in the reign of the emperor Shah 
Alam. Samsam-uddaula, whose original name 
was Malik Mohammad Khan, received the 
title of Xawab Samsam - uddaola Malik 
Muhammad Khan Dilair Jang from Nawab 
Najaf Khan. He died in Jaipur in a.d. 1804, 
a.h. 1219. 

Samsam-uddaula or Samsam Jang 
(l-£±s>- ^L^ J^jJl jXoa**), the 

son of Samsam-uddaula Shahnawaz Khan, 
who received the same title after his father's 
death. Both of them held distinguished 
positions in the court of the Nizam of Haidar- 
abad.

Sam Sultan Bahadur ( \ Vi 1 ~» aL«» 
.«Ayj), a native of Gujrat, and author 

of the Tdrikh Bahadur Shdhi. 

Sana' (jJLj), poetical name of Shaikh 

Nizam-uddin Ahmad, commonly called Basi 
Mian. He flourished about the year a.d. 
1738, a.h. 1151. 

Sanai, Husain ( (jM ^ ^UJ). Vide 
Khwaja Husain Sanai. 

Sanai, Shaikh (f~> ^U), commonly 

called Hakim Sanai, a celebrated poet and 
native of Ghazni, who flourished in the reign 
of Bahrain Shah, son of Masa'vd Shah of 
Ghazni. He is the author of several poems. 
His last work, which he dedicated to Bahrain 
Shah, is called the Hadiqa, or Eadiqat-ul- 
Maqaeq, the Garden of Truth, a very beautiful 
poem on the unity of God and other religious 
subjects, said to contain 30,000 verses. This 
book he finished in a.d. 1131, a.h. 626, in 
which year he is supposed to have died, aged 
62 years. He is also the author of a small 
work containing about 280 verses, entitled 
llamuz-ul-Anbxa wa Kanuz-ul-Aulia, and 
of a Diwan. 


Sanai, Maulana (\jiy $&> author 
of a poem entitled Bagh Iram. 

Sana-ullah, Maulana (lilL* <dM L5), 

QazI of Panipat, flourished about the year 
a.d. 1639, a.h. 946, and is the author of the 
commentary called Mazkari and other works, 
one of which is called Saif-ul-Masluf. 

Sandhal Deo (^j JUjco), one of the 

Rajas of Amir, now called Jaipur; after 
him reigned Gokul or Kantal, ana after him 
reigned Pujandeva or Pajurji about the year 
a.d. 1186. He married the daughter of 
Prithi Raja. After him Malesi; alter him 
the following Rajas reigned in succession: 
— Bijalji, Rajdeo, who was defeated by 
Mahmud II. a.d. 1261, Kilan, Kantal, who 
built the city of Amir, Junsi, Udaikaran, 
Nar Singh, Banbir, Udhirao, Chandarsen, 
Prithiraj, murdered by his son Bhim, Aska- 
ran ; after him reigned Bharamal, also called 
Puranmal and Biharimal, which see. 

Sangham Lai (JX a-^-j), a Hindu 

whose poetical name was Izzat. He was a 
pupil of Mirza Jan Janan Mazhar, and was 
living at Agra in a.d. 1760, a.h. 1174. 

Sangram Shah (*l* »\jLj), Raja of 

^harakpur in South Bihar, defied the Mughal 
armies in the time of Akbar, lost his life in a 
struggle, and his son and successor were 
forced to become converts to Islam. 

Sanjar, Mir (^ j&L»), also called 

Shah Sanjar Bijapuri, was the son of Mir 
Haidar Kashi the punster. He was an 
excellent poet and flourished in the time of 
Sulfcan Ibrahim 'Adil of Bijapur. He died 
in a.d. 1612, a.h. 1021, and left a Diwan. 

Sanjar Shah (*l£^cL»), the son of 

Tughan Shah II. He was contemporary with 
Tnkash Khan, who married his mother and 
adopted him; but when he rebelled against 
him, Takash blinded him. 

Sanjar, Sultan (^ h 1 ..» ^acL-i), the 

third son of Sultan Malikshah Saljuqi. He 
held at his father's death, a.d. 1092, the 
government of Khurasan, and took little 
concern in the troubles that ensued on that 
event; but after the death of his brother, 
Sultan Muhammad, he may be deemed the 
actual sovereign of Persia. He forced Bahram 
Shah, a monarch of the race of Ghazni, whose 
capital was Lahore, to pay him tribute ; and 
Alauddin, prince of Ghor, who had defeated 
Bahram Shah and taken Ghazni, yielded in 
his turn to the superior fortune of Sanjar, by 
whom he was defeated, made prisoner and 
tributary to the house of Sal j uq. But Sanj ar, 
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after a long reign marked by singular glory 
and success, was destined to experience the 
most cruel reverses of fortune. In the year 
a.d. 1140, a.h. 535, he advanced far into 
Tartary to attack Go or Khan, the monarch 
of Qara Khata, and suffered a signal defeat, 
in which almost his whole army was cut to 
pieces, his family taken prisoner, and all his 
baggage plundered. He next marched, a.d. 
1153, a.u. 547, against the Turkman tribe 
of Ghuz, who had withheld their usual tribute 
of 40,000 sheep : an action ensued, in which 
he was defeated and taken prisoner. During 
his long confinement of four years, his dominions 
were ruled by his favourite, Sultana Khatun 
Turkan, at whose death in a.d. 1156, a h. 
551, San jar made an effort to escape and was 
successful ; but he lived only a short time 
after he regained his liberty, for he died on 
Friday the 24th May, a.d 11o7, Uth Rabi* II. 
a.h. 552, in the 73rd year of his age, and was 
buried in Marv. The Saljuq dynasty in 
Khurasan ceased with his existence, and the 
greater part of his kingdom fell into the 
possession of Khwarizm Shah Atsiz ibn- 
Muhammad ibn-Anushtaklm, the grandfather 
of Takash Khwarizm Shah. The poets of 
his court were Adib Sabir, Rashfd Watwat, 
Abdul Wasa, Jaball, Farid Katib, Anwarl, 
Malik 'Imad Zauzani, and Sayyad Husain of 
Ghazni.

Saqafi (^JLJLJ), or Thaqafl, whose 

original name is Abu. Isa. was an excellent 
Arabic grammarian and author. He died in 
a.d. 766, a.h. 149. 

Saqqa (^Sss? <U~>), or Dervish Saqqa, 

of Bukhara. He died in a.d. 1555, a.h. 
962, and is the author of a Diwan. 

Saqqa Bardwani ( -J^j^j AJL-0, 

author of a Diwan found in the library of 
Tipu Sultan. 

Saraj-nddin (^jJ! ~Jj— •). Vide 

Siraj-uddin. 

Sarakhsl or Al-Sarakhsi ( , l<Mj lJ, 
Vide Abu Bakr Muhammad-al- Sarakhsl. 

Sarbadal ( J\ jjjJ), a tribe of Afghans 

of Sabzwar. Vide 'Abdul Razzaq. 
Sarbaland Khan (^Uv AjJ-j _-j), an 


Amir of the time of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
who held the rank of 4000 and died in the 
year a.d. 1679, a.h. 1090. 


Sarbaland Khan (^U*. JuJj^), en- 
titled Nawab Mubariz-ul-Mulk, was governor 
of Patna in the time of Farrukh-sivar. and 
was recalled to court about the year a.d. 
1718, a.h. 1130. In the reign of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah he was appointed governor 
of Gujrat, a.d. 1724, a.h. 1137, but in a~d. 
1730, a.h. 1143, was removed from hi* 
government on account of his consenting to 
pay the MarhaJ&as the Chouth or part of the 
revenue of that province, and Raja Abhay 
Singh, the son of Ajit Singh Radnor, waa 
appointed to succeed him. Sarbaland Khan 
made some opposition to his successor, bat 
was defeated and prevented from coming to 
court by the emperor. He was, however, 
after some time appointed governor of 
Allahabad, a.d. 1732, a.h. 1145, when he 
deputed his son Khanazad Khan to command, 
himself residing at court. He died in a.d. 
1745, a.h. 1158. 

Sardar Singh (aJL~»» j\Aj~»), present 
Raja of Bikaner (1857). 

Sarfaraz Khan, Nawab (<jUw yr*r~* 

c— >Lj), entitled Ala-uddaula, was 

the son of Nawab Shuja-uddaula or Shuja- 
uddin, governor of Bengal, whom he suc- 
ceeded on the 13th March, a.d. 1739, 13th 
£il-bijja, a.h. 1151. He reigned one year 
and two months, and was slain in an attack 
made by Alahwardi Khan Mahabat Jang on 
the 29th April, a.d. 1740, 13th $afar, a.h. 
1153. The cause of this murder is thus 
recorded: " 'Ala-uddaula having accidentally 
met the niece of his wazir, Mahabat Jang, 
a young lady who bore the repute of being 
the most beautiful woman of the age, first 
commanded and then entreated her to with- 
draw her veil, that he might enjoy one look 
at her face. The modest damsel, over- 
whelmed with confusion and terror, entreated 
the prince's pardon, and, pleading eloquently 
for her honour, declined to gratify his 
curiosity; but he, being charmed with her 
exquisite grace and the delicious tones of her 
voice, was fired with a hasty determination 
and himself withdrew the veil. He gazed 
in ardent admiration on her lovely counten- 
ance for a few seconds; then, dropping the 
drapery, he asked forgiveness for his rude- 
ness, and, paying the beauty some princely 
compliment, passed on. The unhappy girl 
fled in tears to her father, 'Ataulluh, and to 
her uncle the wazir, and with mixed indigna- 
tion and shame declared the sad tale of 
her disgrace, and immediately afterwards 
destroyed herself with poison. Suffice it to 
say that the prince oecame their victim 
within a few hours." 

Sarfl Sawaji (,vrjl~» LcirA a V**& 

named Shaikh Yaqub, who flourished in the 
time of the emperor Akbar, and wrote a 
chronogram on the death of Amir Fata- 
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nllih ShirazI and Hakim Abu'l Fatha 
Gilani, both of whom died in a.d. 1589, 
a.h. 997. He was a native of Sawa in 
Persia and came to India, where he died in 
a.d. 1595, a.h. 1003, and left a Diwan. 

Sarfoji (^^-^j**), I&j a oi Tanjore, a 

descendant of Ekkoji, the brother of the 
celebrated Siwaji, the Marhafta chief. By 
the treaty of the 25th October, a.d. 1799, 
the English Government decided between two 
rival claimants to place Sarfoji upon the 
masnad, on condition that he transferred the 
management of his territory to the British, 
consenting to receive in lien of its revenue an 
annual payment of £118,350. The absolute 
sovereignty of the fortress and city of Tanjore 
itself were at the same time guaranteed to 
the prince. Sarfoji died in a.d. 1832, and 
was succeeded by his only son Siwaji, who 
reigned 23 years, and died on the 29th 
October, a.d. 1855, leaving no legitimate 
son to succeed him. The surviving family 
consisted of the following persons, viz. : the 
Queen Dowager, 16 wives, 2 daughters, 2 
sisters, 6 natural sons, 11 natural daughters, 
and 54 collaterals. 

Sarhindi Begam ( JLo ^JcJ^), one 

of the wives of Shahjahan, who built a 
garden at Agra, no traces of which are left 
now.

celebrated Musalman Baint, called Saqti 
because he formerly dealt in metals, but 
afterwards became a disciple of Maruf 
Karkhl. He was the uncle of Shaikh 
Junaid as well as his master. The following 
anecdote is related on good authority: Sari 
Saqti said that for thirty years he never 
ceased imploring divine pardon for having 
once exclaimed " Praise be to God ; " and on 
being asked the reason he said: "A fire 
broke out in Baghdad, and a person came up 
to me and told me that my shop had escaped, 
on which I uttered those words, and even to 
this moment I repent having said so, because 
it showed that I wished better to myself than 
to others." He died on Wednesday the 9th 
August, a.d. 870, 6th Ramazan, a.h. 256, 
and was buried at Baghdad. Some authors 
say that he died three years before that 
period. 

Sarkhush (^St^aL^), the poetical 

name of Muhammad Afzal, who was born 
in a.d. 1640, a.h. 1050, flourished in the 
time of the emperor 'Alamgir. He wrote a 
biography of the poets ot his own time, 
entitled Kalmdt-ush-Shu'drd, the letters of 
which, if taken according to their numerical 
values, will give the year in which it was 
produced, viz. a.d. 1682, a.h. 1093. He 
was a good poet, and had the good fortune 
to become acquainted with almost all men of 
talents of his day. He died at the advanced 


age of 76 yean, about the year a.d. 1714, 
a.h. 1126, and left, besides the above- 
mentioned work, four Masnawis or poems, 
viz. Huin-o-Ishq, Nur-i-'AU, Saqi-ndma, 
and Shah-nama Muhammad i Atim. 

Sarmad or Muhammad Sarmad (x+jJ) 

Qazi of Seringapatam in the time of Tipu 
Sultan, by whose request he translated into 
Persian a work in the Dakhani dialect, and 
called it KhuVUa Sudani . 


Sarmad (jc*^), the poetical name of 

an Armenian merchant who came to India in 
the reign of the emperor Shah Jahan. In 
one of his journeys towards Thalia, he fell so 
passionately in love with a Hindu girl that 
he became distracted and would go about the 
streets stark naked. He was well versed in 
the Persian language and was a good poet. 
In the beginning of the reign of 'Alamgir 
he was put to death on account of his 
disobeying the orders of that emperor, who 
had commanded him not to go about naked. 
This event took place about the year a.d. 
1661, a.h. 1072. Some say that the real 
cause of his execution was a Kubai which he 
had composed, the translation of which is: 
"The Mullas Bay that Muhammad entered 
the heavens; but Sarmad says that the 
heavens entered Muhammad.'* His tomb is 


close to the Jama Masjid at Dehli. 

Sarmadi (^jX*^), takhaUus of Mu- 
hammad Sharif of Isfahan. He died a.d. 
1606, a.h. 1015.

He was a native of 
Dehli but resided at Lucknow, and his Diwan 
and Qasaed contain a variety of poems on 
various subjects; also Idyls, Elegies, and 
other miscellaneous pieces in Hindustani 
verse. These volumes are held in the 
highest estimation all over India. They 
include a number of encomiastic poems on 
the Nawab 'Asaf-udduula of Lucknow, and 
many other persons of high rank and power 
both at Lucknow and Dehli, not the least 
remarkable of which is an eulogy on the well- 
known Mr. Richard Johnson. The satires 
of this poet are also numerous and admirable ; 
but having created him many enemies, to 
avoid the consequences of their anger, he 
feigned himself insane, and took the poetical 
name of Sauda, or madman, but he is fre- 
quently known by the appellation of Malik- 
ush-Shuara, or king of the poets. He died 
at Lucknow in the year a.d. 1781, a.h. 1196, 
aged 70 years. 'Asaf-uddaula of Lucknow 
gave him a stipend of 6000 rupees a year, 
lie was a pupil of Siraj-uddin 'All Khan 
'Arzu. 

Sandal, Baba of Abiward (Ub jlj^ 

^Jj^-j^), a poet who had formerly 

assumed Khawari for his poetical title, 
but as he used to go about the streets with- 
out turban or shoes, people gave him the 
title of Saudai, i.e. distracted, which he 
subsequently used in all hiB compositions. 
He lived in the time of Shahrukh Mirza. 
He died a.d. 1448, aged 80 years. 

Sayadat Khan (^U* cu^^), brother 


of Islam Khan, a nobleman of the reign of 
Shah J ah an ; he died in the month of July, 
a.d. 1669. He was the father of Fazl-ullah 
Khan. 


Sayadat, Mir Jalal-uddin (jujX^J), 

a son of Mir Jamal-uddin Muhhadis. He 
flourished about the year a.d. 1670, a.h. 
1081, and is the author of a Diwan. 

Saydi, Mir (^^ ^jL-^e), a poet of 

Persia, who in a.d. 1654, a.h. 1064, came to 
India in the reign of Shah Jahan. It is said 
that in one instance he received a present of 
5000 rupees from Jahan 'Ari Begara, the 
daughter of the emperor, and in another one 
lakh for his poems. He died in a.d. 167*2, 
a.h. 1083, and is the author of a Diwan 
containing 4000 verses.

Sayyad Ahmad (aa^\ -* : ). brother 

of the celebrated Sayyad Jalul Bukhiiri. 
He was left in charge of Gujrat by D&ra 
Shikoh in a.d. 1659. His elder brother's 
name was Sayyad Jafar Khan. His tomb 
is near Tajganj at Agra. 

Sayyad Ahmad ( Jj j j»*j>-\ l i- --») of 

BareilT, who raised a religious war with the 
Sikhs in the Pan jab and was killed at 
Balakot,. He began life in an indifferent 
school for the character of reformer and 
saint, which he ultimately assumed, as a 
sawar serving with Amir Klian's free- 
booting horse in Malwa. Quitting that 
service, he repaired to Dehli, and became a 
disciple of Shah 'Abdul 'Aziz, a very cele- 
brated devotee of the city ; the fame of 
whose knowledge and piety has been widely 
extended throughout that side of India, ft 
is frequently said by the natives, that it was 
from Shah 'Abdul 'Aziz that Sayyad A^mad 
derived the peculiar opinions which he sub- 
sequently promulgated, and the design which 
he adopted of preaching a religious war. It 
is at least certain that the chief of his first 
disciples and the most constant associates of 
all his fortunes were two near relatives of 
'Abdul Aziz, one his nephew, Maulwi Mu- 
hammad Isma'il, author of the Sirat-ul- 
Mustaqim, the other his son-in-law (and 
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also partially a contributor to the book), 
named Maulwi 'Abdul Hai. By that school 
Mohammad Isma'il is generally esteemed to 
have been a man of much talent and learning. 
The extreme honour which he and his brother 
Maulwi paid to Sayyad Ahmad, who was 
himself nearly illiterate, had a powerful 
effect in attracting towards him the respect 
of the vulgar. They rendered him almost 
menial offices, running, it is said, with their 
shoes off, by the side of his palankeen, when 
he moved out with his servants. From his 
first leaving Dehli he assumed the character 
of a religious teacher, and commenced to 
spread his religious doctrines. The general 
spirit by which these were animated (identical 
nearly with that of the tenets of the Arabian 
Wahabis, of whom the sect of Sayyad A I? mad 
may perhaps be accurately termed an Indian 
imitation) was the ardent profession of Mu- 
hammadanism in its primitive simplicity and 
fervour, and the utter rejection of all idola- 
trous or superstitious innovations, whence* 
soever derived. The manner in which they 
were at first actually received was, however, 
highly favourable. When Sayyad A^maa 
at last came down to Bengal, he had got 
together many followers ana had established 
an extensive reputation. He arrived in 
Calcutta with a considerable retinue towards 
the end of a.d. 1821, and immediately a 
great majority of the Muhammadans of the 
place, of all ranks and stations, flacked to 
Become, or to profess themselves, his disciples. 
In the early part of a.d. 1822 he proceeded 
with his friends, the two Moulwis, to Mecca, 
from whence he returned in October of the 
next year, having touched for a few days 
at Bombay, where, with reference to tne 
shortness of his stay, his success in gaining 
numerous followers was nearly as remark- 
able as in Calcutta. In December, a.d. 
1823, he again started for Upper India. The 
next important event of his career, his 
commencing a religious war in the Lahore 
territories, did not occur till after a consider- 
able interval, though the enterprise was one 
in which he had long openly announced his 
intention to engage. Its date is given in the 
Targh}b-ul-Jihady or Incitement of Religious 
War, a little treatise written in Hindustani 
during the continuance of the struggle by a 
Maulwi of Qanauj with the view, as its name 
purports, of rousing the Faithful to rally 
round the standard which had been raised in 
the Panjab. "The tribe of Sikhs," says 
the indignant Maulwi, " has long held sway 
in Lahore and other places. Their oppres- 
sions have exceeded alt limits. Thousands of 
Muhammadans they have unjustly killed, and 
on thousands have they heaped disgrace. 
The 'Azan, or summons for prayer, and the 
killing of cows, they have entirely prohibited. 
When at length their insulting tyranny could 
no longer be borne, Sayyad Ahmad, going to 
the direction of Kabul and Qandahar, roused 
the Muhammadans of those countries, and, 
nerving their courage for action in the 
service of God, some thousands of believers 
became ready at his call to tread the path of 
God's service; and on the 21st December, 


a.d. 1826, 20th Jumada I. a.h. 1242, the 
Jihad against the Kafir Sikhs began." The 
events of this war were watched with a 
natural interest by the Muhammadan popula- 
tion of India generally, whether followers of 
Sayyad Ahmad or not. Many of the inhabit- 
ants of our Western provinces went in bodies 
to range themselves under his standard ; and 
his emissaries gathered large contributions 
of money and jewels, even from our own 
distant Presidencies, and from the principal 
Muhammadan towns of the Deccan. The 
prominent occurrences of the war, the per- 
severance with which it was kept up, the 
temporary and occasional successes which 
Sayyad Ahmad met, and his ultimate death 
in battle, are well known. With his death 
the struggle appears to have entirely ceased. — 
Jour. As. Soe. of Bengal, vol. i. p. 450. [This 
story is chiefly interesting as an instance of 
what may be done in India by an ardent 
fanatic]

The native place 
of his ancestors is Arabia. They removed 
afterwards to Herat, and during the reign of 
Akbar the Great they came into India. Ever 
since that period they have enjoyed titles and 
dignity. Under the British Sayyad Ahmad 
has been made Khan Bahadur and K.C.S.I. 
His greatest work is the An^lo-Muhammadan 
College, Aligarh ; and he will have a place in 
Indian history as the greatest Muhammadan 
Reformer of modern times. His Life 
appeared in 1885, written by Lieut.

Sayyad 'All or Sayyad 'All Hamdani 
( J\±+Jo ^lx Ju«s), a famous Sayyad 

who fled to Kashmere from his native city of 
Hamdan, where he had incurred the wrath of 
Amir Taimur. Seven hundred Sayyads are 
said to have accompanied his flight to Kash- 
mere in the reign of Sulfcan Qut.b-uddin. 
He arrived in that province in a.d. 1380, 
A.u. 782. Ho remained at Kashmere six 
years and named it the " Garden of Solomon" 
(Bagh Sulaiman). He died at Pakli whilst 
on his return to Persia. His son Mir Mu- 
hammad Hamdani, also a fugitive, brought 
in his train three hundred Savyads to 
Kashmere, where he remained twefve years. 
These two immigrations of fugitive Sayyads 
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fixed the religion of the country, and were 
doubtless the chief cause of the religious 
persecutions which ensued in the following 
reign.

about two thousand paces out of the western 
gates of the city of Broach on the northern 
bank of the Narbada. The tomb is said to 
be upwards of three hundred years old. It 


is built of the ordinary form in a small en- 
closure. It is shaded by a Khizni tree, which 
grows by the side of the eastern wall oat 
of the enclosure. In the middle of the tomb 
is a reservoir about 5 feet 4 inches by I foot 
8 inches, and in depth about 1 foot 2 inches. 
In the midst of the water there rises, about 
one inch above it, a small island, or the 
inner tomb, of 4 feet by I. This miraculous 
reservoir is always full to the brim of very 
cold water. Hundreds of visitors go to the 
shrine every Thursday, and drink a tumbler 
full of the water, but it never diminishes nor 
increases. 

Sayyad Ja'far (jj -w«: Jjo- J— ) 

of Zamirpur or Zambirpur, was a descendant 
of Sayyad Namat-ullah Wall. His poetical 
name was Ruhl. He died on the 30th 
October, a.d. 1741, 1st Ramadan, a.h. 1154, 
and is buried at Zambirpur, a place situated 
thirty miles from Lucknow. 


Sayyad Ja'far Khan (Jl*j>-

Bukhari and brother of Sayyad Ahmad. 
After his father's death he sat on the masnad 
of Irshad as a spiritual guide. He lived in 
the time of the emperor 'Alamgir.

Oman and Imam of Muakat, who, at the 
age of 16, ascended the throne in a.d. 1803. 
The connection of the British with Muakat 
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commenced iu the beginning of the present 
century, when, in conjunction with the then 
Imam, Sayyad Said, the English were en- 
gaged in suppressing the Wahabi pirates who 
infested the Persian Gulf and the Indian 
Ocean. Sayyad Said lived to a great age, 
and filled the throne of Muskat for about 
fifty years. He died in ad. 1856, and was 
succeeded by his son Thowavni, who was 
murdered by his son Salim. The old Imam 
left several sons, one of whom received as 
his share the kingdom of Zanzibar, and 
the other, Sayyad Turk!, another chiefship. 

In the year ad. 1868, one Azan bin- 
Ghais, aided by the other potentates, having 
attacked and driven the Sul&an from the 
throne, occupied it himself. Sulf.an Salim 
fled to Bandar Abbas, where he is now. 
The new ruler, Azan bin-Ghais, was no doubt 
connected with the Wahabis and supported 
by them.

His suc- 
cessors in process of time, by valour, and by 
taking advantage of the times, enlarged the 
state, and in a.d. 1432 Jodha Rao of 
Marwar founded the modern capital of 
Jodhpur, to which he transferred the seat 
of government from Manddr. The name of 
Marwar is a corruption of Maruwar, also 
called Maru-deis, or " the region of death." 
Anciently, and properly, it included the 
entire western desert, from the Satlaj to the 


ocean. 


Sewajl or Siwaji ( ^A *-*—>), a cele- 


brated chief of the Bhdsla family and founder 
of the Marha^a States in the Deccan, of 
whose origin we have the following account. 
Bhim Sen, rana of Udaipur, the first in rank 
among the Hindu princes, had a son named 
Bhag Singh by a concubine of a tribe very 
inferior to his own. On the death of his 


father, Bhag Singh finding himself despised 
and neglected by his relations, the Sisodhia 
rujputs, who from the low caste of his mother 
regarded him only as a bastard, and not of 
their tribe, became weary of the indignities 
shewn him; and moved from Udaipur to 
Khandesh, where he embraced the service of a 
Zamindar, named Raja 'All Mohan. He 
afterwards retired into the Deccan, where he 
purchased a tract of land near the present 
Marhafcta capital of Puna, and settled upon it 
as Zamindar, in which situation he died. 
Bhag Singh had four sons, two of whom, 
Malluji and Bambuji, being of an enter- 

5 rising spirit, entered into the service of 
adho Rae, a Marha)&a chief of distinguished 
rank at the court of Bahadur Nizam Shah. 
Malluji had a son named Sahji or Sauji, 
who married the daughter of Jadno Rae, and 
thus the Bhdsla family became incorporated 
with the Marhattas, and are commonly 
esteemed as such in Hindustan. Sahji, after 
the death of his father, left Abmadnagar 
with his followers and entered into the service 
of Ibrahim 'Adil Shah, king of Bljapur, 
who gave him a jagir in the Karnatic, with 
a command of ten thousand horse. Soon after 
this, in May, a.d. 1627, his son Sewajl, 
afterwards so celebrated in the Deccan, was 
born, from the daughter of Jadho Rae 
Marhatta. Sahji, having disagreed with his 
wife, sent her, with the infant Sewajl, to 
reside at Puna, of which and the vicinity he 
had obtained a grant. Sewajl, though 
neglected by his father, was properly 
educated, ana at the age of seventeen excelled 
in every accomplishment. Military fame was 
his first passion; and the government of 
Bljapur being now weakened by intestine 
divisions and the encroachments of the 
Mughals, he had soon an opportunity of 
signalizing himself among other rebels. He 
raised banditti and plundered the neigh- 
bouring districts, ana having now taken 
possession of the jagir, raised more troops, 
successfully levied contributions on several 
Zamindars, and much extended the limits of 
his territories. At this crisis the prince 
Aurangzeb, governor of the imperial territories 
in the Deccan, was meditating the overthrow 
of his brother Dara Shikdh, the favourite son 
of the emperor Shah Jahan, who was now in 
a dangerous state of health. For this purpose 
he was preparing an army to march to Agra ; 
and, observing the enterprizing genius of 
Sewaji, sent him an invitation to his service. 
Sewaji, pretending to be struck with horror at 
the rebellion of a son against a father, 
received the prince's messenger with indignity, 
drove him from his presence, and ordered the 
letter he had bought to be tied to the tail of 
a dog. Aurangzeb for the present stifled his 
resentment, but never would forgive Sewaji* s 
insolence, and hence may be dated his tedious 
war in the Deccan, and finally the ruin of the 
Mughal empire by the Marhattas. Aurangzeb 
having left the Deccan in a.d. 1658, a.h. 
1068, Siwaji resolved to turn the inactivity 
of the imperial troops, and the weakness of the 
Golkanda and Bljapur princes, to the utmost 
advantage. He took the strong fortress of 
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Rajgorh, which he fixed upon as the seat of 
his government. The Bijapur government 
having in vain desired his father Sahji (who 
disclaimed all connection with him) to repress 
the excesses of his son, at length sent against 
him a considerable force under a general 
named Afzul Khan. Sewaji with artful 
policy invited him to come and receive his 
submission. Afzul Khun advanced without 
opposition to his tent, when he was stabbed 
by the treacherous Zamindar in embracing 
him. Upon a signal given, the Marhat&as 
rushed from an ambuscade, attacked the 
unsuspecting army of Bijapur, which, 
deprived of their chief, was quickly defeated. 
Sewuji plundered their rich camp, and by 
this victory became master of all Xdkan, the 
Zamindars of which flocked to acknowledge 
his authority, to save their possessions. The 
strong fortress of Situra and other places 
also opened their gates to receive him. In 
the course of only three years Sewaji became 
a powerful pnnce, his authority being 
acknowledged over almost the whole coast of 
Marwar. He built palaces and erected forti- 
fications in every part of his country ; gave 
much trouble to the emperor 'Alamglr; 
reigned more than twenty years, and left a 
character which has never since been equalled 
or approached by any of his countrymen. lie 
died on the 14th April, a.d. 1680, 24th 
Rabi' I. a.h. 1091, but, according to 
Elphinstone's History of India, on the 6th 
April the same year, aged 53 years represent- 
ing the difference between old and new styles. 
His funeral pile was administered with the 
same sacrifices as had been devoted the year 
before to the obsequies of the Maharaja 
Jaswant Singh of Jodhpur; attendants, 
animals, and wives, were burnt with his 
corpse. He was succeeded by his son Sambha 
or Sambhaji. 

Shabib (^ ^ *£ ^ c~~i), the 

son of Tezid, the son of Nairn, was a 
Kharajite. It is related that his father, Tezid, 
was sent by 'Usman the Khalif to assist the 
Syrian Muhammadans against the Greeks in 
the twenty-fifth year of the Hijra. The 
Musalmans obtaining the victory, the Chris- 
tains were exposed for sale. Among the 
captives Tezid espied a beautiful maid, whom 
he bought and married. She proved with 
child of Shabib, who was born on the 10th 
of the month of £il-hiija, being the day on 
which the pilgrims killed the sacrifices at 
Mecca. Tezid opposed Hajjaj, the governor 
of Mecca, for a long time, and was at last 
drowned in a river. His body being drawn 
out, his head was cut off and sent to Hajjaj. 
This happened in a.d. 696, a.h. 77. 

Shadad (j!jl£), poetical title of Rae 

Chandra Lai, an Amir in the service of the 
Nizam of Haidarabad. 

Shaddad (j^xl), the Adite, was the 
son of 'Adand, the first king of the 'Adites, a 


race of ancient Arabs ; the smallest of their 
tribe is said to have been 60 cubits high, and 
the largest 100 cubits. 'Ad had two sons, 
Shadid and Shaddad ; on the death of their 
father, they reigned conjointly over the 
whole earth. At length Shadid died, and his 
brother Shaddad ruled after him. Shaddid 
was fond of reading the ancient books, and 
when he met with descriptions of Paradise 
and of the world to come, his heart enticed 
him to build its like upon the earth. A 

Eleasant and elevated spot being fixed upon, 
haddad despatched one hundred chiefs to 
collect skilful artists and workmen from all 
countries. He also commanded the kings of 
Syria and Onnas to send him all their jewels 
and precious stones. Forty camel -loads of 

fold, silver and jewels were daily used in the 
uilding, which contained a thousand spacious 
quadrangles of many thousand rooms. In 
the areas were artificial trees of gold and 
silver, whose leaves were emeralds, and fruit 
clusters of pearls and jewels. The ground was 
strewed with ambergris, musk and saffron. 
Between every two of the artificial trees was 
planted one of delicious fruit. This romantic 
abode took 500 years in the completion. To 
this paradise he gave the name of Irim. 
When finished Shaddad marched to view it, 
and when he arrived near, divided two 
hundred thousand youthful slaves, whom he 
had brought with aim from Damascus, into 
four detachments, which were stationed in 
cantonments prepared for their reception on 
each side of the garden, towards which he 

Eroceeded with his favourite courtiers, 
uddenly was heard in the air a voice like 
thunder, and Shaddad, looking up, beheld a 
personage of majestic figure and stern aspect, 
who said, " I am the Angel of Death, com- 
missioned to seize thy impure soul." Shaddid 
exclaimed, " Give me leisure to enter the 
garden," and was descending from his horse, 
when the seizer of life snatched away his 
impure spirit, and he fell dead upon the 
ground. At the same time lightnings flashed, 
and destroyed the whole army of the infidel ; 
and the rose-garden of Iram became concealed 
from the sight of man. 

This paradise, though invisible, is still 
supposed to be standing in the deserts of 
Aden, and sometimes, though very rarely, God 
permits it to be seen. 

Crighton, in his History of Arabia, says 
that "The whole fable seems a confused 
tradition of Belus and the ancient Babylon ; 
or rather, as the name would import, of 
Benhadad, mentioned in Scripture as one of 
the most famous of the Syrian kings, and 
who, we are told, was worshipped by his 
subjects." 

Shadid (ju-jJu-i»), an author, whose 
proper name is Muhammad bin-Faramurx. 

Shadid, Qazi (^li Jj xL\ an eminent 

Musalman doctor and author, who died in 
the year a.d. 1447, a.h. 851. 
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Shadman, Sultan (^LiaL* ^Ujll), a 

poet who had assumed the title of Sulfcan on 
account of his being a descendant of the royal 
race of Gihkars, whose territory was between 
the countries of the Pan jab and Hasan 
Abdal. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Shah Jahan, and is the author of a 
Diwan. He wrote some beautiful verses in 
praise of the peacock throne on its completion 
in the year a.d. 1635, a.h. 1044. for which 
he was very handsomely rewarded by the 
emperor, fie died in the reign of 'Alamgir 
a.d. 1668, a.h. 1079. 

Shad-ul-Mulk (jul_» b cjCUl jLl 

ilCl *]\), a celebrated courtezan, 

whom Sulfln Khalil, the grandson of Amir 
Taimur, had secretly married, and at last lost 
his kingdom on her account.

Shafa'i (^jtiLl), poetical appellation 
of a poet.

Snafa'i Hakim (+£>. ^U-i), poetical 

title of Sharaf-uddin Hasan, a physician and 
poet who is the author of several Masnawis, 
one of which is called Namakdan Baqlqat, 
the Salt-cellar of Truth. He died in a.d. 
1628, a.h. 1037.

Snafa'i, Imam (^Ul ^-«iU>), surname 

of Abu Abdullah Muhammad bin-Idris, who 
was thus Bumanied from Shafia, one of his 
forefathers, who was a descendant of 'Abdul 
Mutallib, grandfather of -Muhammad. It is 
from that origin that the Sunnis give to this 
doctor the title of Imam-ul-Mutallibl, as 
well as that of *Arif Bill ah, or learned in 
God. He was born at Ghaza, a city of 
Palestine, on the very day that Abu Hanifa 
died, a.d. 767, a.h. 160, and eventually 
became the founder of the third of the chief 
Sunn! sects. He died in Egypt on Friday 
the 20th January, a.d. 820,' 30th Rajab, 
a.h. 204, aged 54 lunar years. He is the 
author of several works, and is said by all 
Sunni writers to have been a learned and 
virtuous man, who laboured to arrange the 
traditions so as to render them useful as a 
code of laws. In his youth he was a pupil of 
Malik ibn-'Aus. His followers were at one 
time very numerous in Khurasan; but at 
present his opinions are rarely quoted, either 
in Persia or India. He is reputed to have 
composed two collections of traditions, namely 
the Mamad and the Sunan. Besides the 
works on the traditions, he is said to have 
composed a most excellent treatise on juris- 
prudence called Al-Fiqh- «/- Akbar ; but it 
has been questioned whether he was the 
author.

Shahab-uddin Adib Sabir (c^Ly-fc 


j I* t-*^ ii^-^)» a celebrated poet 

at the court of Sulfcan Sanjar Saliuqi. He 
was a contemporary of Anwar! ana Kashldi, 
and was drowned in the river Jaihun by order 
of Sultan Atsiz of Khwarizm, who was an 
enemy of Sultan Sanjar. When Atsiz raised 
in Khwarizm the standard of revolt against 
Sanjar, the latter sent Adib as a spy to the 
court of Atsiz that he might continually 
keep him informed of the intentions of his 
enemy. It so happened that Atsiz despatched 
an assassin who was to murder Sanjar on 
Friday. Adib sent the intelligence of the 
plot and portrait of the assassin in advance 
to Sanjar. The plot was thus frustrated, 
but Adib paid witn his life for his fidelity 
to his former patron. Atsiz ordered that his 
hands and feet be tied, and that he be thrown 
into the Oxus. This happened in a.d. 1162, 
a.h. 646. He has left a Diwan of Easidas 
called Qiuaid Adib Sabir. 

Shahab-uddin Ahmad (^ ji\ <— A^ 
■\), son of Muhammad MaqdisI of 


Jerusalem, author of the Sharah Lamia 
tihatibia. He died a.d. 1328, a.h. 728. 
There appears to be another Shahab-uddin, 
the son of Tusaf Chilpi, who is said to be 
the author of the above work. He died in 
the year a.d. 1356, a.h. 766.

the title of Mua'mmai or the Punster. He 
died in the reign of the emperor Humayun, 
a.d. 1536, a.h. 942, and Khundarair, the 
historian, found the year of his death in the 
words " Shahab-ul-Sttqib," or Shahab the 
Sublime. 

Shahab - uddin Muhammad Ghori 
(^ai ±+s* ^aM <-A^), sur- 

named Moizz-uddin Muhammad Sam. He 
was appointed governor of Ghazni in a d. 1 174, 
a.h. 670, by his elder brother, Ghayas-uddin 
Muhammad, Sultan of Ghor and Ghazni. 
He defeated and took prisouer Khusro Malik, 
the last prince of the race of the Ghaznavides, 
a.d. 1186, a.h. 682, and subdued Khurasan 


and great part of India. He fought two 
battles with Pithoura, the Raja of Aimlr, 
who was made prisoner and put to death 
along with Khande Rae, king of Dehli, in 
ad. 1192, a.h. 688. His brother Ghayas- 
uddin died in a.d. 1203, a.h. 699, when he 
succeeded to the throne and reigned over 
Ghor, Ghazni and India three years. He 
was murdered by the Gihkars on his way to 
Ghazni on the 14th March, a.d. 1206, '2nd 
Shaban, a.h. 602, after he had reigned 32 
years from the commencement of his govern- 
ment over Ghazni, and three from his accession, 
to the throne. His remains were taken to 
Ghazni and buried there in a new vault 
which had been built for his daughter. He 
was succeeded by his nephew Ghayas-uddin 
Mahmud, the son of Ghayas-uddin Mu- 
hammad. 

Shahab-uddin, Qazi (^JlH c_jL^* 

^jIjLJjJ ic-*^X of Daulatabad, 

author of the Commentary on the Quran called 
Bahr Mauwaj, in Persian. He received the 
title of Malik-ul- 'Ulma, " king of the learned, " 
from Sultan Ibrahim Sharqi of Jaunpur, and 
died in the year a.d. 1437, a.h. 842. He is 
also the author of the work entitled Mundqib- 
us-Saadat. 

Shahab-uddin Suharwardi (c-jL^— 1 

**£** t-f^JXfY" cJi^)' generally called 

Shaikh Maqtul and Qatil-ullah, because he 
was put to death by the famous general Salnh- 
uddin (Saladin) of Aleppo, for having more 
philosophy than religion. According to the 
work called Haft Aklim, he was starved or 
put to death at Aleppo in a.d. 1189, a.h. 
686, aged 36 or 38 years. He is the author 
of the Commentaries called Sharah Haydkal 
and Sharah Ayzah. In the 4th vol. of liafi 
Khalfa, p. 236. he is said to be the author of 
another work called Akl Surth- 

Shahab - uddin - Suharwardi, Shaikh 

son of Abu Najib, was born at Suharward 
in January, a.d. 1146, Rajab, a.h. 639. 
He was a pious Shaikh, most assiduous in 
his spiritual exercises and the practice of 
devotion. He is the author of several 
works, among which is one called Atcdrif- 
ul-Mgarifj also called Atvanf'Ul-Haqaeq. 
He died on the 26th September, a.d. 1234, 
1st Muljarram, a.h. 632, in his 93rd year, 
at Baghdad, where he was buried. There is 
another work in Arabic found in the Library 
of Tipu Sulj.an, entitled Hikmat-ul-Ashriiq 9 
of which he is said to be the author. 


Shahab-uddin, Sultan ( #f j jj\ <— >ly<£ 

iollaLj), the son of Sultan Ala-uddTn, 
whom he succeeded on the throne of Kash- 
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mere, a.d. 1356, a.h. 757. He tamed bis 
attention to foreign conquest, and during the 
succeeding ten years subdued Thibet, Kash- 
ghar, Badakhshan and Kabul. He then, 
according to the historian Haidar Malik, in- 
vaded Hindustan with an immense army, and 
is said to have worsted Firoz Shah, king of 
Dehli, in a pitched battle on the banks of 
the Satlaj, the result of which was to cause 
that potentate to acknowledge his supremacy. 
Shahab-uddln then returned to Kashmere, 
where his religious zeal led him to destroy 
the idol temples at Bijbihari and elsewhere. 
He died after a reign of 19 years, a.d. 1376, 
and was succeeded by his brother Qutb-uddm, 
during whose reign the famous Sayyad 'All 
Hamaani arrived at Kashmere. 

Shahab-uddin 'Umar (^jJJlM *— >L-£» 

j+s>), son of Saltan 'Ala-uddln Si- 

kandar Sanl, king of Dehli.

Shahadat (c^jl^-i»), poetical name of 

Mirza Salah of Balkh, who died in a.d. 
1742, a.h. 1155. 

Shah 'Alam ( Jl* *ll), king of Dehli, 

whose original name wag 'AH Gauhar, was 
the son of the emperor *Alamgir II. by Zinat 
Mahal, surnamed Bilal Kunwar ; and was 
born on the loth June, a.d. 1728, 17th Zi- 
Qa*da, a.h. 1140. In the year a.d. 1758, 
a.h. 1172, fearing he might be made a 
prisoner by 'imad-ul-Mulk Ghazi-uddin 
Khan, the minister of his father, he left 
Dehli to try his fortune in Bengal, the 
Nawab of which province, Siraj-uddaula, 
had been deposed by the assistance of the 
English, and Mir Jafar set up in his room. 
He was in Behar when he received the in- 
telligence of the murder of his father, and, 
having assumed the imperial authority, he 
ascended the throne on the 25th December, 
a.d. 1759, 4th Jumada I. a.h. 1173, with 
the title of Shah 'Alam. After the defeat 
of Shuja-uddaula, his prime minister, at 
Buxar, on the 23rd October, a.d. 1764, 26th 
Rabi* II. a.h. 1178, and his flight to the 
upper province, the king followed the English 
to Allahabad, where be granted the East 
India Company the Sanad of the Diwani of 
Bengal, dated 12th August, a.d. 1765, 24th 
§afar, a.h. 1179, on the Company agreeing 
to pay the emperor 24 lakhs of rupees annually 
from the revenues of the three provinces, 
viz. Bengal, Behar, and Orissa. This im- 
portant business being settled by Lord Clive, 
he returned to Calcutta, leaving General 
Smith to attend the emperor, but in fact to 
rule him; for the General resided in the 
fortress, and his majesty in the town; and 
the sound of the imperial naubat in the fort 
being disagreeable to General Smith, he for- 
bad the band to play, nor did the servants 
of the emperor dare to disobey the disgraceful 
order. Shah 'Alam continued to reside at 


Allahabad under the protection of the English 
till the year a.d. 1771, a.h. 1185, when, 
growing weary of his retirement, he pro- 
ceeded to Denli, where he arrived on the 
25th December the same year, but not long 
afterwards fell into the power of Ghulam 
Kadir Khan, a Rohila chief, who put out his 
eyes on the 10th August, a.d. 1788, Ramazan, 
a.h. 1185. Shah 'Alam, after this event, 
re-assumed the throne, and died on the 19th 
November, a.d. 1806, 7th Ramazan, a.h. 
1221, aged 81 lunar years. Shah 'Alam'a 
poetical name was Aftab. He was a good 
poet, and has left a Dlwan called Liu an- 
Aftab) in Persian and Urdu verse. Ilis 
remains were deposited close to the tomb of 
Bahadur Shah, adjoining the Moti Masjid, 
near the Dargah of Qutb Shah.

Rah mam, an explanation of the Sufi tenets 
and mystical phrases, eto. 

Shahbaz Banda Nawaz (jxj ;L&1& 
jtjj), author of two books called 

Ishq-ndma and Sardat - nama, containing 
essays on divine love, the soul, future state, 
etc. 

Shahbaz Khan Kambu (^.U- jLteli 

j-*-*0, a descendant in the sixth 

generation of Haji Jamal, who was a 
disciple of Shaikh Baha-uddin of Mult an. 
He passed the first part of his life as a 
Dervish or mendicant, but was afterwards 
employed by the emperor Akbar, and raised 
to the dignity of an Amir. He was appointed 
governor of Bengal in a.d. 1584, a.h. 992, 
and died in the 44th year of the reign of 
that monarch, a.d. 1599, a.h. 1008, aged 
70 years. He was buried at Ajmir, near the 
mausoleum of Khwaja Mo'in-uddin Chishti. 
His liberality and the money he expended 
was so great, that it made the people think 
that he had in his possession the Philosopher's 
Stone. 

Shah Begam ( Jl*J *li»), the mother 

of Sultan Khusro, the son of the emperor 
Jahangir. Vide jChusro (Sultan). 
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Shah Begam (Jlj all). This was the 

title conferred by Jahan^Ir on his first wife, 
who was the daughter of Bhagwan Das, the 
son of Raja Behari Mai. She was married 
to prince Salim (afterwards Jahangir) in a.d. 
1584, a.h. 993, and became the mother of 
Sulf.an Khusro, who was born in a.d. 1587, 
a.h. 995. When Jahangir rebelled against 
his father Akbar, and was living independently 
at Allahabad, he gave himselt up more than 
ever to debauchery. He had always enter- 
tained a peculiar dislike for his eldest son, 
Sultan Khusro, whose own levity and violence 
seem to have given him reasons for his dis- 
pleasure. Some circumstance in their disputes 
so affected Khusro' s mother that she swallowed 

Soison (opium) in a.d. 1603, a.h. 1012, and 
ied at Allahabad, where she was buried in 
a place called Sultan Khusro 1 s garden, where 
her son Sulfcan Khusro also was afterwards 
buried. 

Shah Begam ( JLj *l*,\ a daughter 

of Muhammad Muqim, brother of Shah Beg 
Arghun, governor of Qandahar and after- 
wards king of Sindh. She was married to 
Qasim Koka, who was killed in the wars of 
the Uzbaks. On the conquest of Qandahar 
by Babar Shah, she was taken away to Kabul. 

Shah Begam (Jlj *U>), mother of 

Khan Mirza, of Badakbshan, traced her 
genealogy to Alexander the Great. 

Shah Beg Arghan or Urghun (*li 

l^tJijl <— Co), king of Sindh and 

founder of the Arghun family, was the son 
of Mirza Zunnun Beg Arghun, the com- 
mander-in-chief and head of the nobles at 
the court of Sultan Husain Mirza, king of 
Khurasan, and governor of Qandahar and 
the provinces of Shal, Sitnnak and Arghun. 
Mirza Zunnun met his death in attempting 
to resist an invasion under Muhammad f£han 
Shaibani Uzbak. After his death the govern- 
ment of Kandahar devolved on his son Shah 
Beg Arghun. When the emperor Babar 
Shah invaded the province of Qandahar, 
Shah Beg, unable to resist him, retreated 
towards Sindh, and having overcome Jam 
Firoz, the last king of the Samana dynasty, 
a.d. 1621, a.h. 927, he settled himself as 
king in that country. His reign was, how- 
ever, but of short duration, for he died two 
years and some months after the conquest, 
in the year a.d. 1524, a.h. 930, and his 
eldest son, Shah Husain Arghun, succeeded 
him. 

Shah Dai-nllah, Shirazi Cj^l J *L& 
ijfijj* *JJ1), a pupil of Shah Namat- 


ullah Wall. He was a mystical poet and a 
great saint. His tomb, which is at Shiraz, 
is a place of pilgrimage. 


Shah Ghulam Azim (*«kc Ac ill), 

son of Shah Abul Maali, the son of Shah 
Ajmal of Allahabad. He is the author of 
two Diwans and a Masnawi.

Shah Husain Arghun ( : - ^ *Li 

^u£.1) y king of Sindh, succeeded his 

father, Shah Beg Arghun, in ad. 1524, a.h. 
930. He reigned 32 years, and died in a.d. 
1555, a.h. 962. After his death the govern- 
ment of Sindh was divided between two 
rivals, Mahmud, the governor of Bakkar, and 
Mirza Isa Turkhan, governor of Thatta, who 
both assumed the title of king, and between 
whom frequent dissensions arose, and battles 
were fought. The emperor Akbar on coming 
to Lahore reduced the whole of the province 
of Bakkar exclusive of the fort, till at last 
Mahmud was willing to give it up, and 
Akbar deputed Geisu iQian to receive it, but 
Mahmud died before his arrival, a.d. 1574, 
A.n. 982, after a reign of 20 lunar years, and 
Akbar thus became possessed of Upper Sindh, 
and put an end to the hopes of the race of 
Mahmud. Isa Turkhan, who took possession 
of Thatta after the death of Shah Husain, 
died after a reign of 13 years in a.d. 1567, 
a.h. 976. 

Shah Husain Safwi (.jy^^-yvr- all) 

succeeded his father, Shah Sulaiman, king *.! 
Persia, in a.d. 1694, a.h. 1134. In the year 
a.d. 1722 Mahmud, an Afghan chief * 
Qandahar. besieged Isfahan and compel* 
Sultan Husain to surrender and resign 
crown to him. This circumstance occurred v»n 
the 23rd October the same year, a.h. 1135, and 
the unfortunate Sultan was confined in a small 
palace, where he remained seven years, wlien 
a reverse of fortune, which threatened theL- 
downfall, led his enemies, whose chief .was 
Ashraf, the successor of Mahmud, to pnt an 
end to his existence. This melancholy eve <t 
took place in November, a.d. 1729, a r. 
1142. The Safwian family mav be said to 
have actually terminated with Sultan Husain. 
His son Tahmasp assumed the title of kW, 
and struggled for a few years with his f , 
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but a weak, effeminate, and debauched youth 
-was unsuited for such times ; and he only 
merits a place in history as his name fur- 
nished a pretext for the celebrated Nadir 
Shah to lay the foundation of his great 
power.

Khan, who, after he had conquered Trans- 
oluana, invaded Khurasan, took Herat in 
a.d. 1607, a.h. 913, and extinguished the 
principal branch of the house of Taimur. 
He was, however, defeated and slain in a 
battle against Shah 'Isma'il I. Safwi, in a.d. 
15 i 0, a.h. 916, when his skull was overlaid 
with gold, and made into a drinking cup 
by that monarch. After his death Taimur 
Sultan sncceeded him and Jam Beg Suit an 
and 'Abdullah Khan divided Bukhara between 
themselves. The Uzbaks were Tartars who 
came from the borders of Russia, where they 
had been governed by a race of princes 
descended from Shaibani, the grandson of 
Changez Khan ; but they derived their name 
from Uzbak, the seventh of their race, who 
introduced the Muhammadan religion among 
them. The last prince of this tribe was 
Burgu Khan, who was slain by Shah Bakht, 
upon which the Uzbaks quitted their ancient 
habitation, and conquered Khurasan, Khwa- 
rizm, etc. 

Shahid (jjbll). Fide Ghulam Imam

. Sarbadals of Sabzwar. He was himself a 

native of Sabzwar and a very learned man. 

He wrote a beautiful hand, and was a good 

,» musician and painter. He flourished in the 

June of Baisangfear Mirza and Sulfcan Babar, 


and died at Astrabad in a.d. 1450, a.h. 854, 
aged more than 70 years. He was buried at 
his own request at Sabzwar. He is the author 
of a biography of poets called Majmua-uth- 
Shuard, and of a Diwan entitled Ditcdn 
Shahi. 

Shah Jahan (^l^sT *l~>), emperor of 

Dehli, surnamed Shahab-uddin Muhammad 
Sahib Qiran Sani, was the third son of the 
emperor Jahangir. He was born at Lahore 
on the 5th January, a.d. 1593, 29th Rabi' I. 
a.h. 1000, and named Mirza Khurram. His 
mother, Balmati, was the daughter of Raja 
Udai Singh, son of Raja Maldeo, of Jodhpur, 
and sister to Raja Suraj Singh. At the time 
of his father* s death he was absent in the 
Deccan, but the throne was secured for him 
by his father-in-law, 'Asaf Khan, the wazir, 
the brother of Nor Jahan Begam. He 
marched towards Lahore on hearing of 
the throne being at his disposal, and began 
his reign 4th February, a.d. 1628, 8th 
Jumada II. a.h. 1037. He was the most 
magnificent prince that ever appeared in 
India. The most striking instance of his 
pomp and prodigality was his construction of 
the iamous peacock throne. It took its name 
from two peacocks fashioned splendidly in 
sapphires, emeralds, rubies, and other ap- 
propriate jewels, which formed the chief 
ornament of a mass of bullion and preoious 
stones that dazzled every beholder. Tavernier, 
a jeweller by profession, reports that it cost 
nearly six millions and-a-half sterling. His 
greatest splendour was shown in his buildings. 
He founded a new city at DehlT, called after 
him Shahjahanabad, but of all the structures 
erected by him there is none that bears any 
comparison with the Taj Mahal at Agra, 
a mausoleum of white marble decorated with 
mosaics, which for the richness of the 
material, the chasteness of the design, and 
the effect at once brilliant and solemn, is not 
surpassed by any edifice, either in Europe or 
Asia. Taj Mahal is a corruption of Mumtaz 
Mahal (Ariumand Begam, ?.*.), the name 
of Shah Jahan' s favourite wife, whose sepul- 
chre it forms. Shah Jahan reigned thirty 
years, but was deposed and confined in the 
fort of Agra by his son 'Alamgir Aurangzeb 
on the 9th June, a.d. 1651, 17th Ramazan, 
a.h. 1068, and died at Agra, after an im- 
prisonment of 7 years and 10 months, on 
Monday night, the 23rd January, a.d. 1666, 
26th Rajab, a.u. 1076, aged 76 lunar years 
3 months and 17 days, and was buried in the 
Taj close to his wife's tomb. There were 
living at the time of his imprisorment four of 
his sons and four daughters. Of the sons the 
eldest was Dara Shikoh, the second Sulfcan 
Shujaa, the third 'Alamgir, and the fourth 
Murad Bakhsh ; but 'Alamgir, who suc- 
ceeded his father, murdered two of his 
brothers, viz. Dara and Murad, and the 
third, Sultan Shujaa, died in Arracan, or 
was murdered by the Raja of that country. 
His daughters were Ariuman 'Ara, Gaiti 
'Ara, Jahan 'Ara, and Dahr 'Ara (or 
Roshan 'Ara).

Shah Jahan Begam of Bhopal (^ll 
aX-j ^Ubj- ) succeeded to the princi- 
pality of Bhopal on the death of her mother, 
Sikandar Begam, on the 30th October, a.d. 
1868. Her Highness in a.d. 1871 married 
her prime minister, Muhammad Sadik Hasan 
Khan, by the advice or consent of the 
Supreme Government. He was her second 
husband. She commanded that in future he 
should be addressed thus: Motamid-ul- 
Muharn Muhammad Sadik Hasan K]ian 
Sahib Bahadur, second minister of the State 
of Bhopal. 

Bhah Jalal (Jl>- ill), a Muhammadan 

saint of great sanctity, whose tomb is in 
Sylhet. This shrine has a large number of 
attendants to minister at it, and the pigeons 
and other birds which flock there are held 
as sacred as the birds within the temple of 
Mecca. 

Bhah Karak (CjJ *ll), a celebrated 

Muhammadan saint, who is buried at Kara, a 
city in the province of Allahabad, and whose 
tomb is still held sacred by the Musalmans. 
It is mentioned by Firishta, that the day 
before the assassination of Sultan Jalal-uddin 
Firoz, in a.d. 1296, Sultan 'Ala-uddln visited 
the holy man, who, rising from his pillows 
repeated the following extempore verses: 
"He who cometh against thee shall lose 
his head in the boat, and his body shall be 
thrown into the Ganges ; " which,' they say, 
was explained a few hours afterwards by the 
death of the unfortunate king, whose nead 
fell into the boat upon this occasion. Shah 
Karak died between the years a.d. 1296 and 
a.d. 1316. 

Shah Madar (J\j^$ ill), a celebrated 
Muhammadan saint, whose proper name was 


Badl-uddin. He was a disciple of Shaikh 
Muhammad Taifuri Bastanii, and is the 
founder of the sect called Madaria in India. 
Many curious anecdotes are related of him. 
He aied on the 20th December, a.d. 1434, 
a.h. 838, aged 124 years, and is buried at 
Makanpur in Qanauj, where a great assembly 
is held every year at his tomb. He was a 
contemporary of Qazi Shahab-uddin Daulata- 
badi, who lived in the time of Sultan 
Ibrahim Sharqi of Jaunpur. 

Shah Mahmnd of Isfahan ( jyur" *l& 
Jl^iLJ). Vide Shah Shujaa 

Shah Mansur (^.<a_iw« *Ll), last 

Saltan of the dynasty of the Muzaffarians, 
was the son of Shah Muhammad Muzaffar. 
He reigned in 'Iraq and Fare after Shah 
Zain-ul-'Abidin, whom he deprived of sight, 
and took possession of Shiraz. He was 
defeated by Amir Taimur, who put him to 
death on Thursday, the 22nd May, a.d. 
1393, 10th Rajab, a.h. 795. 

Shah Mansur (^ .a v.* *L&). Vide 
Khwaja Mansur. 

Shah Mir (^ *ll), also called Mian, 

whose proper name was Shaikh Muhammad, 
was a descendant of the Khalif 'Umar, and 
a very pious Musalman. He is reckoned 
amongst the Muhammadan saints. He was 
born at Shistan a.d. 1550, a.h. 957, came to 
Lahore, where he resided 60 years, and died 
there on Tuesday, the 11th August, a.d. 
1635, 7th Rabi' 1. a.h. 1045, aged 88 lunar 
years. He is buried at a place called Has- 
nimpur, near Lahore. He had numerous 
disciples, one of whom was Mulla Shah, the 
spiritual guide of the prince Dara Shikdh, 
tne eldest son of the emperor Shah Jahan. 
He is the author of the work called Ziyd-ul- 
Ayun, or the Light of the Eyes, containing 
the rules for propriety of conduct through 
life. 

Shah Mir (^** »\JL), first Muhammadan 

king of Kashmere. The original inhabitants 
of Kashmere appear to have been the followers 
of Brahma. The period of the first estab- 
lishment of the Muhammadan faith in that 
country took place during the reign of Raja 
Seina Deva, about the year a.d. 1315, a.h. 
715, when a person called Shah Mir, coming 
to Kashmere in the habit of a Dervish, was 
admitted into the service of that prince. 
Upon the death of the Raja he was appointed 
prime minister to his son and successor, Raja 
Ran jan. "When this Raja died Anand Dcv, 
who succeeded him, also made Shah Mir his 
minister. The whole of this family not only 
gained great ascendancy over the Raja, hut 
also over the minds of the people, till the 
Raja, becoming jealous of their power, for* 
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bade them in court. This exclusion droye 
Shah Mir into rebellion, when, having occu- 
pied the valley of K ash mere with his troops, 
most of the officers of the Raja's government 
also joined him. This insurrection soon 
brought the Raja to the grave, and in the 
year a.d. 1327, a.h. 7*27, he died of a broken 
heart, leaving his widow regent.. Shah Mir, 
after some years, married Kaula Devi, the 
wife of the Raja, who embraced the Muham- 
madan faith, an event which secured to him 
the country which he had before nearly 
usurped. It is related by another author, 
that when preparations for the marriage 
commenced, the devoted princess, despairing 
and ignorant, surrounded by her train of 
maidens, advanced into the presence of the 
usurper and, upbraiding him for his ingratitude 
and treachery, stabbed herself before him. 
Thus perished, by her own hand, the last 
Hindu sovereign of Kashmere, and Shah 
Mir, who is considered the first Muhammadan 
king of that country, ascended the throne 
under the title of Sultan Shams- uddin in the 
year a.d. 1341, a.h. 742. He died in a.d. 
1344 or a.d. 1349, a.h. 745 or a.h. 750, 
and was succeeded by his son Jamshid. 

List of the Muhammadan Kings of Kashmere. 

1. Sultan Shams-uddin Shah Mir. 

2. Jamshid, son of Shah Mir, reigned 14 

months, and was expelled by his younger 
brother, 'Ala -uddin 'Alishir, and slain. 

3. 'Ala -uddin * Alishir, son of Shah Mir, 

reigned 13 years. 

4. Shahab-uddin, son of 'Ala-uddin, reigned 

19 years, and died a.d. 1376. 

5. Qujb-uddin, brother of Shahab-uddin, 

during whose reign the famous Sayyad 
'AH Hamdani arrived in Kashmere. 
He reigned 15 years. 

6. Sikandar, surnamed Butshikan, who de- 

stroyed all images and subverted the 
Hindu religion, was the son of Qu^.b- 
uddln, ana a contemporary of Amir 
Taimur. He reigned about 25 years. 

7. 'All Shah, the son of Sikandar, reigned 

nearly 7 years. 

8. Zain-ul-'Abidin, brother of 'All Shah, 

reigned 52 years, and died about the 
year a.d. 1474. 

9. Haidar Shah, son of Zain-ul-'Abidin, 

reigned little more than a year, and 
was killed by a fall from his palace. 

10. Sultun Hasan, son of Haidar Shah, 

reigned 12 years in excess and drunken- 
ness. 

1 1 . Muhammad Shah, a child of seven years 

of age, son of Hasan Shah. He had 
several battles with Fatha Khan, and 
after a reign of 1 1 years was imprisoned 
by his uncle. 

12. Fatha Khan, who took the title of Fatha 

Shah, reigned 10 years. 

Muhammad Shah re-ascended the throne in 
a.d. 15»6, and reigned two months, and 
then Fatha Shah one year, after which 
Muhammad Shah ascended the throne the 
third time, and was deposed after a reign 
of 19 years. He was once more raised to 


the throne, and died in a.d. 1533 after an 
interrupted reign of 50 years. 

Ibrahim, the son of Muhammad, reigned five 
years. 

Mubarik Shah, also called Nazuk and Barbak, 
son of Ibrahim, ascended the throne and, 
after a reign of three months, was expelled 
by the army of the emperor Humayun, 
who, being defeated by Sheir Shah in a.d. 
1541, had fled his country, and had re- 
treated to Lahore, whence he sent an 
army under the command of Mirza Haidar 
Doghlat, who, invading Kashmere, con- 
quered that province, and reigned there 
10 years. 

Mirza Haidar Doghlat, after a reign of nearly 
10 years, was killed in a night attack in' 
a.d. 1551, a.h. 958. After his death the 
leading men divided the country into three 
principalities among themselves, though for 
form's sake Nazuk, the son of Ibrahim, 
was again seated on the throne, and was 
again deposed the second time, by his 
brother. 

Ibrahim II. was placed on the throne by 
Daulat Chak, and after a short time was 
deposed and blinded, and his brother 

Isma'il was raised to the throne in a.d. 
1556. He reigned nearly two years, and 
was succeeded by his son 

Habib, who ascended the throne and reigned 
three years, after which he was imprisoned 
by Ghazi Chak. 

Ghazi Chak declared himself king and as- 
sumed the title of Ghazi Shah, and reigned 
four years, when, being attacked by a 
leprosy, he abdicated the throne in a.d. 
1563. 

Husain Shah, his brother, mounted the throne, 
reigned six years, and was compelled to 
abdicate in favour of his brother 'All Khan 
in a.d. 1569. 

'All Shah ascended the throne in a.d. 1569, 
and in the year a.d. 1572 Mulla Ishqi 
and Qazi Sadr-uddin came as ambassadors 
from the court of Dehli, the result of which 
was that Akbar was proclaimed emperor of 
Kashmere in the public prayers ; and 'All 
Shah, at the request of Akbar, sent his 
niece, the daughter of his brother Husain 
Shah, to be married to the prince Salim. 
In the year a.d. 1578, 'All Shah was 
killed by a fall from his horse, after a 
reign of nine years, and was succeeded by 
his son 

Tusaf Chak, who proceeded to the court of 
Akbar in 1586, and his son 

Yaqub Chak succeeded to the throne in con- 
sequence of his father's detention at the 
court of Dehli. In the year a.d. 1587, 
a.h. 995, Akbar appointed Muhammad 
jQasim Khan, Amlr-ul-Bahr (Admiral), to 
march and subdue Kashmere. Yaqub was 
defeated and at last seized and sent to 
Dehli in 1688, where Akbar enrolled Yusaf 
Shah and his son Yaqub among the nobles 
of his government. Each of them received 
estates in the province of Behar, and from 
that period the kingdom of Kashmere has 
been a province of Dehli. 
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Shah Muhammad, Khalifa (a*** ili 
A, <L>. Lf* . ), author of the book called 

Inshae Jdmg~ul-Qawdmn, commonly called 
Imhae Khalifa, containing forma of letters.

Shahnawaz Khan (^l^ j^JbLi), son 

of 'Abdul Rahim Khan KlmnKhanan. His 
daughter was married to prince Shah Jahan. 
He died in the year a.h. 1028. 

Shahnawaz Khan (^l^ :^.^ > \_A) y a 

nobleman of the reign of the emperor Shah 
Jahan, was the son of 'Asaf Khun, wazlr, 
and father-in-law of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
and of his brother prince Murad Bakhsh; 
though the author of the Mdsir-ul- Utnra says 
that he was the son of Mirza Rustam Qanda- 
hari. He was appointed governor of Gujrat 
in the room of the prince Murad Bakhsh, 
who was imprisoned by order of his brother 
'Alamgir in July, a.d. 1658. When Dara 
Shikoh, through various adventures, after 
his flight from Multan, came to Afomadabad 
Gujrat, Shahnawaz Khan, his maternal uncle, 
was then in that city, and his daughter, the 
wife of Murad Bakhsh, was in his palace. 
Her bitter supplications against 'Alamgir, 
the impending murderer of her husband, pre- 
vailed on him to join the cause of Dara, for 
whom he levied an army, and marched with 
him towards Ajmir, where on their arrival 
a bloody battle ensued between the armies 
of Dara and 'Alamgir, on Sunday, the 13th 
March, a.d. 1659, Juinada II. a.h. 1069, 
which ended in the defeat and flight of Dara 
and death of Shahnawaz Khan, who fell by 
the lance of Dileir Khan. He was buried by 
the orders of 'Alamgir in the mausoleum of 
Khwaja Mo'in-uddin Chishti at Ajmir. 

Shahnawaz Khan (^U*. j\ i ' fr L&\ a 

nobleman of Shah 'Alam's court, author of 
the book called Miraat-i-Aftab-numai, a 
work on the history of modern Dehli. 

Shahnawaz Khan (^u^» ^[^ jUx^-1 

aJjJlJO, entitled Samsam-uddaula. 

The original name of this nobleman was 
'Abdul Razzak ; he was descended from the 
family of Sadat of Khawaf in Khurasan, 
but his great-grandfather Amir Kamal-uddin 
left Khawaf, and came to Hindustan in the 
reign of the emperor Akbar, when he was 
admitted amongst the nobles of the court of 
Agra. Mirak Husain, the son of Kamal- 
uddln, held a situation in the service of the 
State, in the reign of Jahangir. The son 
of Mirak Husain, Mirak Mo'in-uddin, com- 
monly called Amanat Khan, was in great 
favour with Shah Jahan, and rose to the 
first rank. He retained also the patronage 


of 'Alamgir, was appointed by him to various 
important governments, as those of Lahore, 
Multan, Kabul and Kashmere. Amanat 
Khan was the ablest man in the court, and 
a great favourite of 'Alamgir. When the 
emperor resided in Upper India, he bestowed 
the Subadari of the Deccan on Khan Jahan 
Bahadur Kokaltash about the year a.d. 1670, 
a.h. 1081, and Amanat Khan was appointed 
Diwan of the Deccan, or Paymaster-General, 
and Historiographer. He had four sons of 
eminent character: the first, 'Abdul Qadir 
Dayanat Khan, was the keeper of the Privy 
Purse; the second, Mir Husain Amanat 
Khan, was the public treasurer and governor 
of Surat ; after his death the latter post was 
assigned to his elder brother ; the third son 
was Mir 'Abdul Rahman Wizarat Khan, 
who was promoted to the Diwani of Malwa 
and Bijapur ; he was an excellent poet and 
composed a Diwan under the poetical title of 
Bikrami; the fourth son, Qasim Rhan, was 
Diwan of Multan. Mir Hasan 'All, the son 
of Qasim Khan, was the father of Nawab 
Samsam-uddaula Shahnawaz Khan. He was 
born on the 10th March, a.d. 1700, 29th 
Ramazan, a.h. 1111, at Lahore, but repaired 
to 'Aurangabad at an early age, and took 
up his abode with his relations and kinsmen 
wno resided there before him. He was 
engaged first by Nizam -ul-Mulk 'Asaf J ah, 
under whom, and his son Nasir Jang, he 
served as Diwan of Berar for several years. 
In the time of Salabat Jang he was raised 
to tbe rank of 7000 with the title of Samsam- 
uddaula. On the 12th May, a.d. 1758, 3rd 
Ramazan, a.h. 1171, the* day on which 
'Abdul Rahman Haidar Jang, the counsellor 
of Monsieur Bussy, the French general, was 
assassinated by the instigation of Nizam 'All, 
the brother of Salabat Jang, he also was 
murdered in the confusion, together with his 
youngest son, Mir 'Abdul Nabi Khan, but 
nis two other sons, Mir 'Abdur Salam and 
Mir 'Abdul Hai, escaped. The remains of 
the father and son were interred in the tomb 
of their ancestors in the southern part of the 
city of 'Aurangabad. The chronogram of 
this event gives the following: "We have 
been murdered by 'Abdul Rahman." Shah- 
nawaz Khan is the author of the work called 
Mdtir-ul- Umrae Taimuria, containing the 
memoirs of the nobility who served in Hindu- 
stan and the Deccan under the house of 
Taimiir. It was commenced by him, but 
he left it unfinished, and in the turbulent 
scenes which attended his death the manu- 
script was scattered in various directions, 
and was considered as lost ; some short time 
afterwards Mir Ghulam 'All Azad, a friend 
of his, collected the greater portion of the 
missing leaves, and restored the work to its 
entire form with a few additions, amongst 
which was the life of the author. At a sub- 
sequent period again, his son Mir 'Abdul 
Hai Khan, who had received the title of 
Samsam-uddaula Samsam Jang after his 
father's death, completed the work in the 
form in which it now occurs, in the year 
a.d. 1779, and died on the 28th April, a.d. 
1782, loth Jumada I. a.h. 1196. 
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Shah Nnr (,y *Li), a celebrated Der- 
vish and saint who died on the 2nd February, 
a.d. 1693, and was buried in the vicinity of 
'Aurangabad, where his tomb is still visited 
by the Muhammadans. 

Shah Nnr Ashhari (^±\ jy> >\JL), 

a famous poet, who was a pupil of Zahir-uddin 
Faryabi, and flourished in the reign of Sultan 
Muhammad Khwarizm Shah, son of Takash. 
He died at Tabrez in a.d. 1201, a.h. 600. 

Shah Qasim (+^>\j all), a piouB and 

learned Musalman, who died in the year a.d. 
1584, a.h. 992, and Kliwaia 'Abdul Raza 
wrote the chronogram of the year of his 
death.

Shah Quli Khan Hahram (^A-S ill 

fr*" cA 2 * \ a nobleman of the court 

of the emperor Akbar. He held the rank of 
6000, and was sent with prince Sultan SalTm 
to Aimir, accompanied by Raja Man Singh, 
to chastise the Amirs under the Raja of 
Udaipur in a.d. 1598, a.h. 1007. The 
emperor Jahangir says, in his Memoirs, that 
in the first year of bis reign, a.d. 1605, he 
gave the daughter of Mirza Handal, named 
Sultan Begam, in marriage to Shah Quli 
Khan Mahram, but his death is mentioned 
in another work, viz. Mdsir-ul- Umra, to 
have taken place in the month of December, 
a.d. 1600, 18th Azar, a.h. 1009, at Agra. 

Shahristani (^JlsJ^,). Fids 'Abu'l 
Fatha Muhammad-ash-Shahristani. 

Shahrukh, Mirza (\^ ^yfcLi), the 

son of Raza Quli and grandson of Nadir Shah. 
His father's (Raza Quli) mother, Fatima 
Sultan Begam, was the daughter of Shah 
Sulfan Husain Safwi. Shahrukh was raised 
to the throne some time after the death of his 
grandfather, but was Boon afterwards seized 
and deprived of sight. He retired to Mash- 
had, which province he was allowed to hold 
in his possession till the time of his death, 
which happened at Damghan in a.d. 1796. 
His death was the consequence of the tortures 
that had been inflicted upon him by *Aqa 
Muhammad, king of Persia, who by this 
act extorted from him many precious stones 
of great value which had once belonged to 
Nadir Shah. 

Shahrnkh, Mirza (\j^ ^JbLl), was 

the fourth son of Amir Taimur, and held 
the government of Khurasan at his father's 
death, which took place in February, a.d. 
1405. After the imprisonment of Sultan 


Khalil, his nephew, ruler of Samarkand, a.d. 
1408, a.h. 811, he marched from Khurasan 
to take possession of his dominions. His 
authority was immediately acknowledged, not 
only in Samarqand, but over all Transoxiana. 
He was brave and generous, but not an am- 
bitious prince; and during a reign of 42 
years we hear of no wars in which he was 
engaged, except with the Turkman tribes of 
Asia Minor, whose power Taimur had over- 
come, but not destroyed. Mirza Shahrukh 
was born at Samarqand on the 21st July, 
a.d. 1377, 14th Rabi* I. a.h. 779, and died 
at Fish award in the province of Rei, on the 
Persian new year's day, viz. Sunday, the 
12th March, a.d. 1447, 25th £il-bijja, a.h. 
850, aged 71 lunar years. He reigned 42 
years, during which the conquests of his 
lather in India seem to have remained in 
subjection to his authority. At his death 
he left five sons, viz. Mirza Ulagh Beg, 
Ibrahim Mirza, Mirza Baisanghar, Sayur- 
ghamish, and Muhammad Jugi. He was 
succeeded by his son Mirza Ulagh Beg. 

Shahrnkh Mirza (\jj* fyfcli), a de- 
scendant of Amir Taimur, was the son of 
Ibrahim Mirza, the son of Mirza Sulaiman, 
ruler of Badakhshan. His mother's name 
was Muhtarim Khanam. About the year 
a.d. 1575, a.h. 9&3, he forcibly took posses- 
sion of Badakhshan from his grandfather, 
and reigned there about 10 years, after which, 
in a.d. 1585, a.h. 993, that province was 
conquered by 'Abdullah Khan Uzbak, and 
Shaiirukh compelled to fly to India, where 
he was kindly received by the emperor Akbar, 
who gave him his daughter Shalcar-un-Nisa 
Begam in marriage in the year a.d. 1593, 
a.h. 1001, and raised him to the rank of 
an Amir of 5,000, In the time of Jahangir 
the rank of 7,000 was conferred on him. 
He died at Ujjain in a.d. 1607, a.h. 1016, 
and was buried there. 

Shahruk Mirza or Mirza Shahruk 
(<— 5,l£ \\j* \\j* l-$j\JL), who had a 

t'agir in Gujrat, was murdered by his younger 
irothers in the year a.h. 1032. 

Shahryar (^b^-i), a king of Persia of 

the Sassanian race, who reigned in Persia a 
few months in a.d. 629. Vide Shiroya. 

Shahryar, Sultan (^liaLi^b^), the 

youngest son of the emperor Jahangir, was 
married to a daughter of Nnr Jahan Begam 
by her former husband, Sher Afghan Khan. 
On the death of Jahangir in a.d. 1627, a.h. 
1037, this prince, who was then at Lahore, 
seized the royal treasure, brought over the 
troops, and forming a coalition with the two 
sons of his uncle, the late prince Danial, 
marched out to oppose 'Asaf Khan, the wazir, 
who had released prince Da war Bakhsh, sur- 
named Bulaqi, the son of Sultan Khusro, 
from prison, and proclaimed him king. The 
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battle ended in Shahryar's defeat. He fled, 
but being given up by his adherents, was 
imprisoned and blinded. He was, after three 
months, put to death, together with Da war 
Bakhsh and the two sons of Danial, named 
Tahniur and Hoshang, by order of Shah 
Jahan (?.*.). Shahryar was famous for the 
beauty of his person as also for his mental 
imbecility, on which latter account he was 
called "Nashudani" (the Inefficient), answer- 
ing to the 0. E. " Niddering." 

Shah Sadr ( .jL> aLi), a Muhammadan 

saint, whose tomb is situated at the foot of a 
large mountain of Siwistan, at the distance of 
about 300 vards from the village of Lakki in 
Sindh, which belongs to the Sayvads of that 
place. This famous saint, says Lutf-ullah in 
his Autography, originally came from Arabia, 
and brought thousands of infidels to the light 
of Islam from the darkness of idolatry in 
Sindh. The year of his death is not known, 
but his tomb was built here by order of Nadir 
Shah, king of Persia, in a.h. 1155. Tradition 
states that Nadir in a dream was invited by 
this saint to come to Amarkote, where he was 
to find a very large treasure. Nadir, having 
acted upon the visionary command, discovered 
the treasure promised to him, and received a 
very large amount as a tribute from the 
Amirs of Sindh. Nadir then bestowed a 
large sum of money upon the Sayyads of the 
village, and directed them to have the edifice 
built over the remains of the saints. This they 
carried into execution, and an inscription at 
the door of the shrine, of which translation 
follows, gives the date of its completion : — 

" I inquired of intellect the year of its date. 

" Inspiration informed me, It is the 
Paradise of the members of the sacred 
house." a.d. 1742, a.h. 1156. 

All Sayyads of Sindh that are called Lakki 
Sayyads are, I am informed (says Lutf-ullah), 
the descendants of this saint, wnose parentage 
ascends up to the Imam 'All Naki. I am 
therefore inclined to think that the word 
Lakki is a corruption of Naki, which is the 
name of the tenth Imam. 


Shah Safl ( 


*L&), grandson of 


Shah Abbas the Great, king of Persia. His 
father's name was Sail Mirza and his original 
name Bahrain Mirza. He succeeded his 
grandfather in January, a.d. 1629, Jumada I. 
a.h. 1038, and took the title of Shah Sail. 
He was a capricious tyrant ; and every year 
of his rule presented the same horrid and 
disgusting scene of barbarous cruelty. All 
the princes of the blood royal, and almost 
every minister, or general of family or 
character, were either put to death, or deprived 
of their eves, by command of this monarch. 
He reigned nearly 14 years, died in May, a.d. 
1642, $afar, a.h. 1052, and was succeeded by 
his son, Abbas II. 

Shah Sharaf-uddin ( .j jA\ uJ-i *l2»), 
a Muhammadan saint, who died in the year 


a.d. 1379, a.h. 781, and is buried in Behar, 
where his monument is still standing and is 
visited by the Muhammadans. There is an 
inscription in the Kufi character over the 
entrance to the dargah, which however time 
has rendered illegible with the exception of 
the date of the death of the saint, and of the 
erection of the tomb in a.d. 1569, a.h. 977. 
The dargah is held in great veneration by the 
Muhammadans, who at the 'Urs or anniversary 
of the death of the saint, assemble from all 
parte of the country, it is said to the number 
of 50,000. He is also called Makhdum-ul- 
Mulk Shah Sharif-uddin and Shaikh Sharif. 
The emperor Sikandar Shah, the son of Bahlol 
Lodi, went to visit his tomb about the year 
A.d. 1495, a.h. 9t'0.

Shah Shujaa' (cU-* all), Sultan of 

the Muzaffarians, whose capital was Shiraz. 
It is said that this prince was in such a 
manner plagued by a malady called Jau'l 
Baaar, or canine hunger, that he could not 
satisfy his hunger, neitner on his journey, nor 
when he was at rest. He deprived his father, 
Muhammad Muzaffar, of his sight in a.d. 
1359, and held the reins of government in his 
own hands. His brother Snah Mahmnd of 
Isfahan besieged Shiraz in 1364, took posses- 
sion of that country, and died before his 
brother in a.d. 1375, 9th Shawwal, a.m. 
776, after a reign of 16 years. Shah Shujaa' 
died on Sunday the 9th October, a.d. 1384, 
2l8t Shaban, a.h. 786. He was succeeded 
by his son Zain-ul-'Abidin, who, on the 
approach of Amir Taimur to Shiraz, retired 
to Tishtar, where his uncle, Shah Mansur, 
seized him and deprived him of his sight. 
Shiraz was bestowed by Amir Taimur on 
Shah Ahia, the son of Muzaffar, but it was 
soon afterwards taken by Shah Mansur, in 
whose possession it remained till it was retaken 
by that conqueror in a.d. 1393, a.h. 795. 
There is a garden near Shiraz called Haft-tan, 
which contains the remains of Shah Shujaa', 
and has on one side of it a small building 
ornamented with a variety of pictures. 

Shah Shujaa* or Shuja'-ul-Mulk (ali 

L^CLJl cLe* \i ^Ls^), king of 

Kabul, was the youngest son of Taimur Shah, 
the son of Ahmad Shah Abdali. He was sent 
to Eashmere by his brother Muhammad Shah 
and imprisoned in the fort of the Koh-i- 
Martin m a.d. 1812, from which place he was 
released in 1814 by Ran jit Sin^h and detained 
at Lahore as a prisoner, till his escape to the 
British territories. ' He was placed by the 
British Government on the throne of Kabul 
on the 8th May, ad. 1839, and was murdered 
by his nephew, a son of Zaman Shah, on the 
2nd May, a.d. 1842. He is the author of a 
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biographical sketch of his own life, written at 
Ludhiana in 1826-27. This work was trans- 
lated by Lieut. Bennet, of the Artillery, and 
published in the At. Jour. vol. xxx. p. 6, 
under Asiatic Intelligence.

Shah Sub-han (^b^i jll), a Mu- 

hammadan saint, who died in a.d. 1200, 
a.h. 596. 

Shah Sufi (^jj-0 *Li), a Muhammadan 

saint, whose shrine is at a village called 
Sufipur, in the Pargana of Firozabad in 
Agra. It is related by the Khadims of the 
dargah that in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar, Shah Sufi, afaqir of some celebrity, 
wandered from Isfahan to India, and took up 
his hermitage among the Jamna ravines near 
the city of Chandwar, then the county town 
of the Pargana of the same name, and which, 
from the remains which still cover the sur- 
rounding country for miles, ruined mosques, 
dilapidated octagon mausolea, fallen entrance 
gates, and such like works of costly strength, 
must have been an important post in a fiscal 
and military point of view. All the time 
from which the fable of Shah Sufi's miracles 
commence, Raja Chandarsen was the lord 
of the fort of Chandwar, and a troublesome 
tributary of the Dehli court. Non-com- 
pliance with the royal demands for payment 
of revenue brought upon the Raja the invest- 
ment of his fort by the army of Akbar, who 
is said to have commanded his forces in 
person, and to have prosecuted his attack 
with no approach to success for a period, 
which the credulous or imposing Khaaims of 
the establishment have exalted into a term 
of ten years. In the language of Oriental 
metaphor, the emperor is said to have planted 
a mango tree on the commencement of the 
siege, and to have eaten the fruit of it ere 
his success was secured. This success he 
owed to the anchorite of the ravines, Shah 
Sufi. During a severe land storm the lamps 
of the entire camp were put out, and the 
light of the Shah's hut alone glimmered in 
the surrounding darkness. This extraordinary 
fact led to the Shah's being visited by some 
of the courtiers. The miraculous character 
of the event being much commented on by 
visitors, the Shah acknowledged himself to 
be under the special favour of heaven; and 
in the end the conversation turned upon the 
difficulties of the siege, and the grateful 
sense of the hermit's interference which the 
sovereign would entertain in the event of its 
being brought to a close by his holy means. 
The Shah promised the required aid, and 
declared that the fort should be captured by 
a fixed day. Thus much for the emperor. 
In respect to the Raja, the Shah acted 
effectually upon his superstitious fears; told 
him that' the fort was destined to fall ; and 
proffered his own miraculous powers to secure 
for the Raja a safe and honourable retreat for 
himself, family, and valuables. The whole 
were accordingly passed invisible through the 


besieging camp, and the Raja quitted Hindu- 
stan for the eastward. In return for this 
valuable service, the emperor bestowed half 
of an hamlet of Chandwar on the Shah. The 
place assumed the name of Sufipur, and has 
since been inhabited by the descendants of 
the Shah. The decease of Shah Sufi took 
place soon after the grant was made, and he 
was buried on the brow of a deep ravine, 
a handsome tomb being erected over his 
remains. The mausoleum is still in good 
order, and forms a picturesque object in the 
midst of the desolation of the Jamna ravines 
in the vicinity of Chandwar and Firozabad. 
Its pretty dome and minarets, commanding as 
they do the heights of the Jamna ravines, 
often lead the voyagers on the river to visit 
the shrine of the saint, and landwards the 
building is an object of interest and beauty, 
which (says Mr. Mansel, Collector of Agra, 
in a letter to the Commissioner of Revenue at 
Agra, 29th May, 1839, No. 125) all would 
regret to see lost to the country. There are 
several dalans, a handsome gate, and a small 
mosque comprised within the building, and 
the whole is kept in occasional good repair 
by the outlay of part of the funds of the 
grant. The fable of the whole is palpable. 
Indeed, the Raja, who, under the name of 
Chandarsen, was ousted from Chandwar, lived, 
it is supposed by those best acquainted with 
the annals of Firozabad, in the reign of 
'Ala-uddin, and his descendants were the 
party who fell under the displeasure of Akbar. 

Shah Sulaiman Safwi (^Lfc-Ju* *ll 

ijJue), the son of Shah Abbas II. 

king of Persia, whom he succeeded on the 
26th August, a.d. 1666, 5th Rabi ( I. a.h. 
1077. He reigned over Persia 29 years, and 
died a.d. 1694, a.h. 1106. He was succeeded 
by his son Shah Husain Safwi. 


Shah Tahir Junaidi ( 


\t*Ll) 


also called Dakhani, was the youngest brother 
of Shah Jafar. He came to India in the 
time of the emperor Humayun, and went 
afterwards to the Deccan, ana was appointed 
minister to Burhan Nizam Shah I. of 
A^madnagar. He was of the Shia sect, and 
succeeded in converting his sovereign to the 
Shia persuasion in the year a.d. 1537, a.h. 
944, and induced him to exchange the white 
canopy and scarlet pavilion for the green 
standard assumed by the followers of 'Ali. 
Shah Tahir died in the Deccan a.d. 1545, 
a.h. 952. He was an excellent poet and is 
the author of several works. 

Shah Taqi or Shaikh Taql (b *ll 
JLJ V"*"~0, a Muhammadan saint, 


who died between the years a.d. 1413 and 
a.d. 1421, and is buried at a place called 
Jhusi in the province of Allahabad, where 
a great crowd of Musalmans assemble every 
year and make offerings on his tomb.

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Shah Turkman (^U^J *li), a Mu- 

salman saint who died in February, a.d. 
1241, 24th Raiab, a.h. 638, and lies buried 
in Shahjahanabad (Dehli) at a place called 
Dargah Shall Turkman.

Shaida, Mulla 0L \sJL) t title of a 

poet who flourished in the latter part of the 
reign of Jahangir and commencement of the 
emperor Shah Jahan. He was one of the 
Sheikhzadas of Fathapfir Sikrf, and a con- 
temporary of the poets Talib Kaliro, Qudsi, 
Hakim Ilazik, and Nawab Islam Khan wazir. 
His works contain more than 60,000 verses. 
He has left a Masnawi of 12,000 verses in 
the stylo of the Mak&zan-ul-Aarar of Nizami. 
He died in a.d. 1662, a.h. 1062, in Kashmere, 
and was buried there. He also had a home 
at Agra. 


Shaikh *Alai (^ic Jfi~>), a philosopher 

of Bayana, who made a great stir in the 
world in the reign of Sultan Salim Shah 
by introducing a new system of religion. 
He called himself Imam Mahdi, who is 
believed to be the last of the prophets. 
This impostor raised great disturbances in 
the empire, and converted some thousands 
by force and persuasion. After being twice 
banished by the king, he returned and 
kindled fresh troubles, for which he was 
scourged to death at Agra, by order of the 
king, a.d. 1648, a.h. 966. He remained 
firm to his doctrine in the agonies of death; 
but his religion was not long maintained by 
his disciples.

a book on the Music of India, and called it 
M&dhoanal or Madho Ndek, after the name 
of the musician who first wrote it in Hindi.

Shaikh Buhlul ( J^L^-J £^\ the 

brother of the saint Muhammad Qbaus of 
Gwaliar. He was put to death in Agra by 
Mirza Handal, the brother of the emperor 
Humayun, about the year a.d. 1639, a.h. 945. 
His tomb is on a hill near the fort of Baiana. 


Shaikh Farid Bhakari ( 

jcJL^j), a native of Bhakar, and 

author of the work called Zal&irat-ul- 
Qawanin, which he composed in the time of 
the emperor Shah Jahan, a.d. 1660, a.h. 
1060. 

Shaikh Farid Bukhari (ju^ ^* - ), 

a nobleman, who, in the first year of Jahanjrir, 
was raised to the rank of 6000, with the title 
of Murtaza Khan, and appointed Paymaster- 
General of the army. lie died in the year 
a.d. 1616, a.h. 1025. 

Shaikhi 1st ( Jsa-*), a poet, on whom 

Murad I. had conferred a wazirship. The 
following amusing anecdote of this pott is 
recorded bv an author. In the early part of 
his career Shaikh! suffered much from a com- 
plaint in the eyes, and, being very poor, be 
was so inconsequent as to open a shop for 
the sale of eye -water. The price was an 
asper a bottle. One day, however, a stranger, 
passing by and observing the bloodshot eyes 
of the poet, stopped to purchase a bottle, and 
in paying for it laid down two aspers. " I 
charge but one asper/' said ShaiUji, " do you 
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not know that?" "Certainly I know it," 
said the stranger, "and therefore yon see I 
give yon a second." "Give me a second ! " 
replied Shaikhi angrily, « * for what ? " * * To 
enable yon to buy one of your own bottles, 
my friend," replied the other coolly, "and 
cure yourself?" The poet shrugged his 
shoulders and shut up his snop. He nourished 
about the year 1395. 

Shaikh! 2nd, a Turkish, poet, who was 
contemporary with A^madi. 

Shaikh Ibrahim (> : _*A A p**), an 

uncle of the poet Hazln. He is the author 
of the Sofa* - «/ - Khildf, which contains 
glosses on various works, and of the Kdshif- 
ul-Ohawdshi, being glosses on the Kashshaf 
as far as the 49th Sura, and of a commentary 
on Euclid. He died at Lahijan in a.d. 1707, 
ah. 1119. 

Shaikh Jalal ( Ji->- v^ 1 ), rarnamed 

Makhdum Jahanian Jahangasht; a celebrated 
saint of Multan, the son of Sayyad Ahmad 
Kablr, the son of Sayyad Jala'l Bukhari. 
He was the disciple of Shaikh Rukn-uddin 
Abu'l Fatha, grandson of Shaikh Baha- 
uddin Zikaria. He is said to have travelled 
all over the world, and is on that account 
called Jahangasht. He made seven pilgrim- 
ages to Mecca, and brought from there a 
stone bearing the footmark of the prophet, 
which he made over to Sulfcun Firoz Shah 
Tnghlaq, who became one of his disciples. 
Shaikh Jalal was born on the 8th February, 
a.d. 1308, 14th Shaban, a.h. 707, and died 
on Wednesday, the 3rd February, a.d. 
1384, 10th gil-hijja, a.d. 785, aged 78 
lunar years; he was buried at Uchcha in 
Multan. The Persian inscription is engraved 
on the gate of his mausoleum, which is 
annually visited by the pilgrims of distant 
countries. It is a popular belief that a fool 
can get restored to perfect sense by eating the 
earth of his tomb. He is the founder of the 
sect of Malang and Jalalia Faqirs in India, 
and is the brother of Sayyad Kaju Qattal. 
His memoirs were written by one of his dis- 
ciples and is called Kitab Kutbx.

Shaikh Jalal of Thanesar ( JL*- x** 

^Usr), a celebrated pious Musalman 

who lived in the time of the emperor Akbar, 
and died on the 10th January, a.d. 1582, 
14th £il-hijja, a.h. 989, and lies buried at 
Thanesar. 

Shaikh Jamali, Haulana ( JUcj- ir?^» 

b^«), was a native of Dehl! and an 

excellent Persian poet. He at first took for 
his poetical title Jalali, but subsequently 


at the request of his murthid. Shaikh Sama- 
uddin, changed into Jamali. From Dehli 
he proceeded on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and 
on his return he came to Herat in the time of 
Sulf.an Husain Mirza, where be resided for 
several years, and became acquainted with 
the celebrated Maulwi J ami. He is the 
author of the work entitled Siar-ul-'Arifin, 
or Lives of the Pious, as also of a Diwan. 
He died in the time of the emperor Huma- 
yun, a.d. 1535, a h. 942, and lies buried at 
old DehlT, where his tomb is still to be seen. 
His son, Shaikh Gada! Kamboh, served under 
Bairam Khan for several years, rose to a 
suitable rank, and died in a.d. 1568, a.h. 976. 

Shaikh Jan or Jiwan bin-Abi Sa'id- 

al-Makki (^^ £^), author of the 

. Nur-ul-Anwdr fi Sharh-al-Manar, a law 
treatise. 

Shaikh Mir ( Jm ^t £**), a nobleman 

and one of the best generals of 'Alamgir, 
whose cause he espoused and was killed in 
the last battle which took place between that 
emperor and his eldest brother, Dara Shikdh, 
at Ajmir, on Sunday the 13th March, a.d. 
1659, 29th Jumada II. a.h. 1069. He was 
buried by the orders of 'Alamgir close to the 
tomb of Khwaja Mo'In-uddln Chishti at 
Ajmir.

1001, and 
was buried at Agra, where, in the same com- 
pound, it is supposed Faizi, Abu'l Fazl, and 
Ladli, their sister, were buried. His father's 
name was Shaikh Musa, who was a Turk by 
birth.

His son Shaikh 
Sadr-uddin Musa was held in such high 
estimation that he was honoured by a visit 
from the great conqueror, Amir Tnimur. 
That monarch was so much pleased by the 
Shaikh's conversation that, at his request, he 
released all the prisoners taken in Asia Minor 
and Turkey. Many of the captives were 
persons of wealth and family, who afterwards 
enriched their benefactor by costly presents 
and acknowledged him as their tutelar saint. 
Their respect, and that of their descendants, 
was continued to him and his posterity. 
Shaikh Sail died at Ardibeil on the 7th

Shaista Khan,Amir-ul-Umra(<t^wLl 

\j+t\ j+*\ ^Vs^). His original name 

was Abu Talib, or Mirza Murad. He was 
the son of 'Asaf Khan, wazir, and grandson 
of 'Itmad-uddaula (q.v.). After the death of 
his father, a.d. 1641, he was appointed wazir 
by the emperor Shah Jahan. The large 
Jama Masiid which stood (till 1857) on the 
banks of the Jamna river to the west of the 
fortress of Allahabad, was built by him in 
the time of Shah Jahan and completed in the 
year a.d. 1646, ah. 1056. His son Khuda- 
oanda Khan also held a high rank in the 
time of * Alamgir, and was appointed Faujdar 
of the Karnatic Bijapur, and subsequently, 
after the death of Kuh-ullah Khan, he held 
the post of grand steward of the household. 
Shaista Khan was appointed governor of 
Berar by Shah Jahan in a.d. 1638 ; and in 
a.d. 1652 to the more important command 
of Gujrat. In a.d. 1656 he was employed 
by 'Alamgir (Aurangzeb), at that time viceroy 
oi the Deccan, to serve as lieutenant to his 
eldest son, Sultan Muhammad, in the war 
of Golkancja. In the contentions of Shah 
Jahan' s sons for the throne in a.d. 1658, he 
served with Dara Shikoh, whom he betraved 
by giving intelligence and guides to Aurang- 
zeb. He was appointed in July, a d. 1659, 
governor of the Deccan in the room of Mu- 
ammad Muazzim, the son of the emperor 
'Alamgir, who was recalled to the presence, 
and in a.d. 1666 as governor of Bengal. He 
kept his court at Dacca, and by his injustice 
provoked a war with Job Charnock, Governor 
of the factory of the East India Company at 
Golaghat, near Hughll. He died in the reign 
of 'Alamgir on the 31st Mav, a.d. 1694, 16th 
Shawwal, a.h. 1105, aged 93 lunar years. 
Some traces of his Rauza and garden are still 
to be seen at Agra on the banks of the Jamna.

Shamru, Samru or Sombre (, , + &), 


whose real name was Walter Reinhardt, a 
person of obscure parentage in the Electorate 
of Treves. He entered early as a common 
soldier the service of the French, taking 
for his nom -de -guerre Summer, which his 
comrades, from his saturnine complexion, 
turned into Sombre, and the Indians, by 
corruption, Samru and Shamru. At length 
he repaired to Bengal, and enlisted in one 
of the Swiss Companies then employed at 
Calcutta; but at tne end of eighteen days 
deserted to the French at Chandarnagar, 
where he became a serjeant. Deserting this 
post he fled into the Upper Provinces, and 
was for some time a private trooper in the 
cavalry of Safdar Jang, father to Shuia- 
uddaula. This service ne quitted and lea a 
vagabond life in different provinces ; but in 
ad. 1760 was with the rebel Faujdar of 
Purnia Khadim Husain Khan. Upon his 
being expelled from Bengal, Shamru left 
him and entered into the service of Gregory, 
an Armenian, then in high favour with 
Nawab Qasim 'All Khan and distinguished 
with the title of Gurgin Khun. From him 
he had the command of a battalion of Sepoys, 
and afterwards obtained from the nawab the 
addition of another. In this station he 
massacred the English captives at Patna in 
a.d. 1763. Some time previous to the battle 
of Buxar he treacherously deserted Qasim 
4 AJi with his corps, and embraced the service 
of the Nawab Shuja uddaula, who had gained 
him over by bribes. Upon the nawab' 8 defeat 
at Buxar he was entrusted with the protection 
of the Begams, and remained with nawab till 
he made peace with the English, when, 
fearful of .being delivered up to them, he 
retired to Agra, and entered into the pay of 
the J at Raja Jawahir Singh ; but quitted nim 
for the service of the Raja of Jaipur, who 
soon dismissed him on a remonstrance from 
the English General. He then again served 
the Jat.s ; quitted them once more, and came 
to Dehll, from whence he followed the 
fortunes of Nawab Najaf Khan, in whose 
service he died. Such are the outlines of 
the fortunes of this man, who had some 


merit as a soldier, but wholly obscured by 
a treacherous and blood-thirsty disposition. 
His corps was continued after his death in 
the name of his son and a favourite con- 
cubine, who received for their maintenance 
the sum of 65,000 rupees per month. He 
died, or was murdered, m the year a.d. 1778, 
a.h. 1192, at Agra, where his tomb is to be 
seen in the Roman Catholic burial-ground, 
with a Persian inscription in verse, mention- 
ing the year of his death and his name.

Shamru Begam (^Lj ^y^), the cele- 
brated princess of Sardhana, whose native 
title was Zeb-un-Nisa, was the wife, or 
rather concubine, of Shamru or Sombre. She 
held an extensive jagtr at Sardhana, and 
died on the 27th January, a.d. 1836, 8th 
Shawwal, a.h. 1251, aged 88 lunar years. 
She was buried in the church of Sardnana, 
of which she was the founder. She was one 
of the oldest and most sincere allies of the 
English. At her death she left upwards of 
six lakhs of rupees to various charitable and 
pious purposes, and gave instructions for 
founding a college for young men, to serve 
on the apostolic mission of Thibet and 
Hindustan. Captain Mundy, in his Journal 
of a Tour in India, says that the history of 
her life, if properlv known, would form a 
series of scenes such as, perhaps, no other 
female could have gone through. Colonel 
Skinner had often, during his service with the 
Marhattas, seen her, then a beautiful young 
woman, leading on her troops to the attack 
in person and displaying, in the midst of 
carnage, the greatest intrepidity and presence 
of mind. The Begam contracted a lawful 
marriage in a.d. 1793. Her first lord, 
Reinhardt, who bought her when a young 
and handsome dancing girl, married, and con- 
verted her to the Roman Catholic religion. 
Her second husband was a French adventurer, 
a soldier of fortune named Levassoult, who 
commanded her small army. It is of this 
roan that the following anecdote is related, 
which is wondrous strange, if it be true. 
Skinner used to say that her husband had 
become possessed oi wealth, power, and a 
numerous army ; of these his ambitious wife 
coveted the undivided possession, and she 
then accomplished her purpose. A mutinous 
disposition, on the subject of pay, having 
manifested itself among his body-guard, the 
Begam, then about twenty -five, exaggerated 
the danger to her husband, and got intelli- 
gence conveyed to him that the rebels had 
formed a plan to seize and confine him, and 
to dishonour his wife. They consequently 
arranged to escape together from the fury of 
the soldiery ; and: at night started secretly from 
their palace in palankeens. Towards morn- 
ing the attendants, in great alarm, announced 
that they were pursued ; and our heroine, in 
well-feigned despair, vowed that, if their 
escort were overcome, she would stab herself 
to the heart. The devoted husband, as she 
expected, swore he would not survive her. 
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Soon afterwards the pretended rebels came up, 
and after a short skirmish drove back the 
attendants, and forced the bearers to put down 
the palankeens. At this instant Levassoult 
heard a scream, and his wife's female slave 
rushed up to him and exclaimed that her 
mistress had stabbed herself to death. The 
husband, true to his vow, instantly seized a 
pistol and blew out his brains. His tomb is 
at Sardhana. [So wrote Mr. Beale, but the 
Begam's collusion has never been proved.]

Shamshir Bahadur I. (^[^ j JuaJ*), 

an illegitimate offspring of the Peshwa Baji 
Rao Marhafta by a Musalman concubine 
named Mastani, who brought him up in the 
Muhammadan religion. He " was severely 
wounded in the famous battle which took 
place between the Marhatjas and Ahmad 
Shah Abdali in January, a.d. 1761, and got 
to pig, where Surajmal Jat had his wounds 
treated with the greatest care, but he died 
soon afterwards, and was buried at pig. 

Shamshir Bahadur II. (j^l^J j + m +Ja), 

Nawab of Banda, was the eldest son of * All 
Bahadur, the son of Shamshir Bahadur I. 
the son of Bail Rao Peshwa. He succeeded 
to the territories of his father in Bundelkhand 
about the year a.d. 1802, but subsequently a 
pension or stipend of four lakhs of rupees 
annually was granted him in perpetuity by 
the British Government. He died on the 
30th August, a.d. 1823, 24th £il-Qa'da, 
a.h. 1238, and was succeeded by his brother 
Zulfiqar 'All Khan.

Shams Shahab 'Afif (c-A^i ^^aJ^ 

i^a-JLc). the eon of Malik Sad-ul- 

Mulk, who was Amaldar of Abtihar and 
Dibalpur in the reign of Sultan Ghayas- 
uddin Tughlaq. He was born the very dav 
that Suljan Flroz Shah came into the world, 
i.e. in the year a.d. 1309, a.h. 709, and was 
the grandfather of Shams Siraj Afif, the 
author of the Tartlet Flroz Shaki. 

Shams Siraj 'Afif (uJ-ix JSj* y»*J*), 

the grandson of Shams Shahab Afif, was an 
historian who flourished in the reign of 
Sultan Flroz Shah Barbak, king of Dehll, 
who reigned from a.d. 1351 to 1388. He 
is the author of the entire history of that 
monarch, called Tarlkb Flroz Shahi, in 
which he relates that when that emperor 
built the city of Flrozabad, adjoining to 
that of (old) Dehll, in the year a.d. 1354, 
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a.h. 755, he (the author) was then 12 years 
of age, and that the red stone pillar in the 
Koshak of Flrozabad, near the mosque or 
Jama Masjid, was brought by that emperor 
in the same year, with great expense and 
labour, from a place called Naweira, in the 
vicinity of Sitaura, near Khizirabad, a city- 
situated at the foot of a mountain, ninety cuft 
distant from (old) Dehll, where it then stood. 
The whole length of this pillar, says the 
author, was 32 gaz, eight of which the king 
ordered to be buried in the earth or sunk in 
the building, and the remaining 24 to be aboTO 
the surface. This pillar was called by the 
emperor, Mlnar Zarin, i.e. the Golden Minar. 
The second pillar which the emperor set up 
within his hunting -place, called Shikargah 
Flroz Shah, was brought from Mirath, and 
was somewhat smaller than the one just 
mentioned. This pillar is now called the 
Lath of Flroz Shah. These two pillars were, 
even at that period, as they are still, believed 
by the Hindus to have been the ™uk in S 
sticks of a famous hero of antiquity named 
Bhim Sen. The characters engraved round 
these two pillars the most intelligent and 
learned men of all religions were not able to 
decipher. They have now been shown to 
have been made by Asoka. The author waa 
living at the time of Tamerlane's invasion 
of India in a.d. 1398, a.h. 801, whom he 
has mentioned in his work.

Shams-nddin Altimsh, Sultan ( 

u llaL» <jkd1 ^jJD, a king of Dehll, 

whose original name was Altimsh. In his 
childhood he was bought from a merchant 
by Sul&an Qutb-nddin Aibak, kin? of Dehli, 
who afterwards gave him his daughter in 
marriage. He expelled 'Aram Shah, the son 
of Qutb-uddln, from the throne of Dehli, 
a.d. 1210, a.h. 607, and declared himself 
king, with the title of Shams-uddin. He 
defeated and imprisoned Taj-uddln Ilduz, 
king of Ghaznl, who came to Lahore with a 
large army in a.d. 1215. He besieged for a 
whole year the fortress of Gwaliar, and took 
it in a.d. 1233 ; and, after a reign of 26 years, 
died on the 30th April, a.d. 1236, a.h. 633. 
His son Sultan Ru^n-uddin Flroz succeeded 
him. It is supposed that the Qutb Miliar in 
old Dehli, which is now commonly called the 
Lath of Qutb Sahib, because it stands close 
to the dargah of the celebrated saint Khwaja 
Qutb-nddin Bakhtyar Kaki, was built or 
completed by Sultan Shams-uddin Altimsh 
some time before the year a.d. 1236. A part 
of it was injured by lightning, and was re- 
paired and completed on the 26th October, 
a.d. 1601, 13th KabI 4 II. a.h. 907, by Fatha 
Khan Masnad 'All, in the reign of Sultan 
Sikandar Shah Lodi. 

Shams-nddin Bahmani,Snltan(,u*tJ» 
^Ua-L-j ^u^j ^-jjJO, the Bon of 

Sultan Mahmud Bahmanl. He was placed 
on the throne of the Deccan on the 14 th 
June, a.d. 1397, 17th Ramazan, a.h. 799, 
after the dethronement of his brother Qhayas- 
nddin by LalchTn, who was now honoured 
with the title of Malik Naib, or regent. 
Shams-uddin had reigned only five months 
and seven days, when Firoz Khan, the son of 
Sultan Daud Shah, having deposed him, sent 
him, together with Lalchin, to confinement, 
and ascended the throne, with the title of 
Flroz Shah Rozafzun, on Thursday the 15th 
November, a.d. 1397, 23rd §afar, a.h. 800.

Shams-uddin Muhammad Kart, the son of 
Aba Bakar Kart, was the founder of the 
dynasty of Kart or Kard, a tribe of Turks. 
He commenced his reign in the year a.d. 
1268, a.h. 666, over Herat, Ghdr, Ghaznl 
and Kabul. His mother was the daughter of 
Malik Rukn-uddin GhorT, who, betore his 
death in a.d. 1245, a.h. 643, had named 
him to be his successor, and which was 
subsequently confirmed by Mangu Khan 
and Halaku Khan, kings of Persia. His 
descendants continued to reign over those 
countries for 119 lunar years and two months, 
till they were extinguished by Amir Taimur 
(Tamerlane) in a.d. 1381. He was a con- 
temporary of Abaqa Khan, king of Persia, 
and died at Tabriz in January, a.d. 1278, 
Shaban, a.h. 676, after a reign of ten years, 
and was succeeded by his son Malik Shams- 
nddin II.

He was succeeded 
by his brother Malik Hafiz, who was slain 
in 1332. After him Moi'zz-uddin Husain, 
his brother, ascended the throne.

i_^y), the nawab of Flrozpur, was 

the son of Nawab Ahmad Bakhsh Khan, a 
jagirdar of Pargana Flrozpur and Loharl. It 
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was at his instigation that Karira Khan, one 
of his confidants, murdered Mr. W. Fraser, the 
British Commissioner of Debit, on the evening 
of the 22nd March, a.d. 1835, for which act 
Earim Khan was hanged on the 26th August 
following, and subsequently the nawab, being 
found guilty after a full investigation of the 
case, was executed on the 8th October of the 
same year at Dehli. Nawab Shams- uddin 
was the Jagirdar of Flrozpur, the town of 
a large district of the same name, situated 
at a distance of sixty miles to the south-west 
of Dehli. He enjoyed a revenue variously 
estimated at from three to ten lakhs of rupees 
a year. The actual cause of his animosity 
towards Mr. Fraser, and the reason which 
induced him to instigate his murder, will, 
perhaps, ever remain a mystery. The sup- 
position is that Mr. Fraser had, in tne 
faithful discharge of his duty, apportioned 
to Amin-uddln and Ziya-uddin, the younger 
brothers of the nawab, a part or whole of 
Lohari, an extensive estate, to which the 
latter considered himself the most entitled.

In the first year of the reign of 
Arghun Khan, the son of Abaqa Khan, he 
was accused by his enemies of causing the 
death of the king's father by poison, ana was 
executed at Qara Bagh of Tabrez, on Monday 
the 16th October, a.d. 1284, 4th Shaban, 
a.h. 683. He was a good poet, and is the 
author of the work called Risdla Shamsia dar 
Urn Mantaq, a work on the science of Logic. 
His brother Ala-uddTn, surnamed Ata Malik, 
is the author of a history entitled Jakdn 
Kushd. 

Shams - uddin Muhammad Tabriz!, 
Maulana (,jr^-J S+st* ^jJl u ^aJL 

\j*iy*), commonly called Shams Ta- 
briz!, a celebrated Muhammadan of Tabriz. 
He was the master of Jalal -uddin Maulwi 
Kumi, who wrote a book of odes in his name, 
entitled the Dlicdn of Shams Tabriz*. He 
was murdered by 'Ala-uddln Mahmud, the 
son of the Maulwi, and thrown into a well, 
a.d. 1247, a.h. 645. He is considered by 
the Sufis to be one of the most celebrated 
martyrs of their sect. He was, they say, 
sentenced to be flayed alive, on account of his 
having raised a dead person to life. We are 
told that, after the law had been put into 
force, he wandered about, carrying nis own 
skin, and solicited some food to appease his 
hunger, but he had been excommunicated as 
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well as flayed, and no one would give him the 
slightest help. After four days he found a 
dead ox ; hut he could not obtain fire to dress 
it. Wearied out with the un kindness of men, 
he desired the sun to broil his meat. It 
descended to perform the office ; and the 
world was on the point of being consumed, 
when the holy Shaikh commanded the flaming 
orb to resume its station in the heavens. 

Shams-uddin Pnrbi I. CiJJlH y»*J* 

*j->jy->\ Burnamed Bhangeira. His 

proper name was Khwaja Ilias. He ascended 
the throne of Bengal after the assassination 
of *Ala-uddin Purbi, about the year ad. 
1343, a.h. 744. For 13 years he resisted 
with success the forces of the king of 
Dehli, who could never succeed, during the 
whole of that period, in making any impres- 
sion upon him. He died, after a reign of 
16 years, a.d. 1358, a.h. 760, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Sikandar Shah Purbl. 

Shams-uddin Pnrbi II. C^yj^ i-**-* 

-J^j) ascended the throne of Bengal 

after the death of his father Sultan-us-Sn latin, 
a.d. 1383, and died, after an inglorious reign 
of three years, a.d. 13K6, a.h. 788. He was 
succeeded by Raja Kans Purbi.

Shams-uddin Tibsi, Qazi ( j jA\ 

-^\i ^mJs), one of the learned men 

of Khurasan, and an excellent poet, who 
attended the court of Nizam-ul-Mulk, wazir 
to Sulfcan Jalal-uddin Malikshah. He died 
about the year a.h. 473. 

Shams-ul-'Umra, Amir Kabir Nawab 
(v-->'y j*J> f\ \j^!i\ u»aJ*), a noble- 
man or Amir-ul-'Umra of the court of the 
Nizam of Haidarabad. He was born in a.d. 
1780, and survived three successive Nizams. 
The first was Nizam *Ali Khan, by whom the 
nawab was originally appointed commander 
of the household troops, during the troubled 
periods of Tipu Sulfcan's reign. On Nizam 
' All's death in a.d. 1803, the nawab lived 
to see Mir Akbar 'AH, alias Sikandar Jah, 
raised to the masnad, and subsequently, on 
the decease of this prince in 1830, saw him 
succeeded by Nasir-uddaula, the late Nizam, 
from whom he received the title of Amir 
Qablr, in acknowledgment of his services to 
the State. As a geometrician he stood un- 
rivalled, and the compilation stvled after 
himself, Shams-ul-Handisa, besides other 
works published by him on the Arts and 


Sciences, distinguish him as an author. He 
died on the 10th April, a.d. 1863, when he 
had just completed the 83rd year of his age, 
and was the oldest nobleman then living in 
Haidarabad. He left two sons, and both 
worthy of him. The elder of the two has 
inherited his father's vast estates and his 
official titles. The younger received most 
of his father's immense wealth during his 
lifetime, and many jagirs since his death. 

Shams-nn-nisa Begam (L*i)\ i^.+jft 
j), the daughter of Hakim Kamar-

uddin Khan of Benares, but her place of 
residence was at Lucknow. She is the author 
of a small Dlwan, and was living in the year 
a.h. 1272. 

Shani (J Li), a poet who flourished in 

the reign of Shah Abbas I. king of Persia, 
and died in the year a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. 
He is sometimes called Maulana Shan! Taklu. 

Shapnr (.^Ll), a poet of Teheran, who 

died a.d. 1638, a.h. 1048. His tomb is at a 
place called Surkhab, in Tabriz. He had 
the title of Malik-ush-Shoara, or king of 
poets. 

Shapnr or Shahpnr I. (.*jLi) (the 

Sapores of the Greeks), the second king of 
Persia of the Sasanian dynasty, was the son 
of Ardisher Babigan. He began to reign 
about the year a.d. 240, and carried his arms 
into the *Roman territories, gaining many 
important victories over that nation, whose 
emperor, Valerian, he made prisoner at 
the battle of Edessa, and flayed him alive. 
According to Persian historians Shapur 
reigned 31 years, and died about the year 
a.d. 273. He was not only a good general 
hut a wise and beneficent ruler of his country. 
He was succeeded by his son Hurmuz I. the 
Hormisdes of the Greeks. Shapur conquered 
Armenia and Georgia, which he added to the 
empire. 

Shapur II. (jjjLi), surnamed Zul 

Aktaf, was the son of Hurmuz II. king of 
Persia, and was born a.d. 310, a few months 
after the death of his father, on which 
account the Persian historians say that his 
reign was a few months longer than his life. 
He died a.d. 381, aged 71 years. During 
his long reign he raised his country to a state 
of the greatest prosperity; having defeated 
all his enemies, and extended the limits of his 
empire in every direction, adding Georgia, 
Armenia, and other provinces to the empire. 
He was succeeded by his son, Ardisher II. 

Shapnr III. (^yll), the son of Shapur 

II. and the uterine brother of Ardisher II. 
whom he deposed, and mounted the throne 
of Persia, a.d. 385. This prince, who is 
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described as virtuous and beneficent, reigned 
over Persia only five years. He was killed 
by the fall of bis tent, the pole of which 
struck the monarch as he slept. 

Shaqig. Balkhi (^^ <j**-5»), a cele- 
brated pious Musalman. He died on the 
20th January, a.d. 791, 9th Ramazan, a.h. 
174, in the reign of the Khalif Harun-al- 
Rashid, and was buried at~Khatlan. 

Sharaf-ibn-Shams-uddin (^j\ ^ 

erf^' w**J*) 9 author of the Sharaf- 

nama, a Persian History of the Dynasties 
which have governed in Kurdistan. It was 
translated into English by Professor Charnioy. 

Sharaf Jahan, Mirza (^L^- uJ*^ 

\\r+), an author whose father, Qazl 

Jahan, held a high appointment at the court 
of Shah Tahmasp Safwi, but, being suspected 
of being a Sunni, he was deprived of it. 
Sharaf Jahan died in a.d. 1561, a.h. 968. 

Sharaf Qazwini Cyj«jJ i-J^), a poet 

who was a native of Qazwin, and is the 
author of a Persian diwan. He came to the 
Deccan in the reign of Qufcb Shah, in whose 
service he died. 

Sharaf-uddaula (ajj jj\ (-J^i), a noble- 
man of the reign of the emperor Muhammad 
Shah. He is the founder of the Masjid 
situated in the Darlba Bazar at Dehli, which 
he built in the year a.d. 1723, a.h. 1135. 

Sharaf-uddaula, Nawab (dl^jJl uJJ* 

i-j\y), ex-prime minister of Audh, 

was a native of Kashmere. His ancestors 
were "Rafugurs" or shawl-darners. At an 
early age he travelled to the Deccan, where 
he obtained employment under the Nizam . He 
did not, however, remain long at Haidarabad; 
the reputed splendour of the court of Lucknow 
brought him to Audh, where he found he had 
an uncle, the celebrated Maulwl Ahia, the 
residency Wakil during the reign of Nasir- 
uddTn Haidar. On the accession of Muham- 
mad «Ali Shah to the throne in a.d. 1839, 
Maulwi Ahia was advanced to the post of 
prime minister, vice Hakim Mahdi, deceased, 
and Sharaf-uddaula was appointed residency 
"Wakil, vice his uncle promoted. Maulw! 
Ahia dying soon afterwards, Sharaf-uddaula 
succeeded him as prime minister. He held 
the office up to the time of Muhammad 'All 
Shah's death, which took place in May, a.d. 
1842, when Amjad 'All Shah succeeding to 
the throne, he nominated his favourite, Amin- 
uddaula, to the premiership, obliging Sharaf- 
uddaula to retire. By the Resident personally 


the nawab was so mnch esteemed that, after 
he lost office, he (the Resident) deemed 
him the fittest man in Lucknow to manage 
the very responsible and important concerns 
of the Husainabad Imambarah, of which he 
induced the king to make him Wasiqadar, 
or stipendiary. Sharaf-uddaula was known 
by everyone to be the most sincerely attached 
iriend the British had in Audh. He was, 
therefore, looked upon with much jealousy 
and rancour by all the courtiers, but especially 
by Nawab 'AH Naqi Khan, the father-in-law 
and prime minister of Wajid 'All Shah, the 
last aing. Viewing him always as his rival, 
'Ali Naqi often contemplated his ruin, and at 
one time, in league with Nawab Waal 'All 
Khan, one of the famous abominables of the 
court of Lucknow, he would have compassed 
his end, as he had succeeded in getting the 
king to issue an order of banishment against 
Sharaf-uddaula, with his whole family, but 
for the timely interference of the Resident, 
who had the order revoked. During the 
early part of the rebellion (in 18o7) the 
insurgents surrounded his house, insisting 
that ne should become prime minister of the 
rebel government. He refused, and tried to 
excuse himself in every way, but they forcibly 
installed him in the office, which he knew he 
only nominally held, since Mammu Khan was 
the ruling spirit with the Begam. On the 
arrival of General Havelock's force for the 
relief of the Lucknow garrison, he was in 
the Keisar Bagh and received a bullet in the 
shoulder. When the final grand attack was 
made on the city by the Commander-in-Chief, 
which caused the Begam and her party to 
remove to the Musa Bagh, Sharaf-uddaula 
took advantage of the confusion and skulked 
behind, and endeavoured to steal out of the 
city, when he was recognized by some Sepoys, 
who bound him with cords, took him to Maulwl 
Ahmad-ullah Shah, who, after starving him 
for four days, had him put to death. 

Sharaf- uddln Ahmad Ahia Manlri, 
Shaikh (L^l JyA^l t .,jjJt uJ-i 

>), a celebrated saint of 



Behar. He and his eldest brother, Shaikh 
Jalal-uddin, were the disciples of Shaikh 
Najm-uddin Firdausi. Sharaf-uddin waa a 
contemporary of Shaikh Nisam-uddin Aulia. 
He resided at Behar, and is the author of the 
works called Mydatt~ul-Mgdm and Muka- 
tibdt Ahia Maniri; the latter contains the 
whole duty of a Sufi in a series of 250 letters 
addressed to his disciples and friends. He 
died in the year a.d. 1379, a.h. 781, and his 
tomb fan exact delineation of which has been 
given Dy Mr. Daniel) stands near the junction 
of the river Son with the Ganges, and is still 
the resort of devout Muhammadans. He is 
called Maniri, because he resided in a town 
called Manir, near Patna. The tomb of his 
father, Shaikh Ahia or Yehia, is in the town 
of Manir.

He lived at the court of Sultan Ibrahim, 
the son of Shahrukh Mirza, at whose request 
he wrote, in a beautiful style, the Zafar- 
natna, also called Tdrlkh Sahib Qirdni, a 
history of the celebrated conqueror Amir 
Taimur (Tamerlane), whose dominions ex- 
tended from the borders of China to the shores 
of the Mediterranean. This work was finished 
in four years and dedicated to Shahrukfr 
Mirza, a.d. 1425, a.h. 828. It has been 
translated by P. De la Croix, and the heads of 
it may be found in Gibbon's sixth volume of 
the Decline of the Roman Empire. Sharaf- 
uddln may be considered as the panegyrist of 
Taimur, while the work of Afyniad-ibn- 
Arabshah is a coarse satire on that conqueror. 
He is also the author of the Sharb hut da. 
Sharaf-uddln, who used Sharaf for his 
poetical name, died about the year a.d. 
1446, a.h. 850.

Mo 'in, who was of the race of Khwaja Shakir 
Nasir-uddln 'Abdullah, one of the greatest 
saints of Turkistan. Sharaf- uddin Husain was 
the son-in-law of the emperor Humayun, and 
was governor of Ajmir. He, with another 
chief named Abu'l Maali, had revolted at 
Naeor, before the Uzbak rebellion took place 
in Malwa, about the year a.d. 1561, a.h. 
969, had defeated the emperor Akbar's troops, 
and advanced towards Dehli. They were after- 
wards driven back in their turn, and forced to 
seek safety, the latter beyond the Indus, and 
the former to A^madabad, in Gujrat, where 
he joined the Mirzas at Barouch, in the year 
a.d. 1568, a.h. 976.

Sayyad Sharif 'Ali bin-Muhammad, is the 
author of the Edshia Kashahdf and Hoehia 
Tafstr Antcdr-ut- Tauzll, also of an Arabic 
work on philosophy called 'Adab-ul- Sharif, 
and the marginal notes on the Shamh Mat la - 
uU Anwar, and on the Mawakif Azdia, a work 
on Jurisprudence in Arabic. He also wrote 
a Commentary on the Sirajia of Sajawandi, 
which he named Sharlfia. He was born 
in a.d. 1339, a.h. 740, and died in July, 
a.d. 1413, 6th Rabi' II. a.h. 816. 

Sharif Khan Amir-ul-'Umra ( L ». A 

\j*l\j*ri &\&*), son of Khwaja Abdus 

Samad, a nobleman of the reign of the 
emperor Jahangir, who in the first year of 
his reign conferred on him the rank of 5000 
and appointed him governor of Haidarabad, 
in the Decoan, where he died after some years. 
He was an excellent poet and has left a Dlwan. 
His poetical name was Farsi.

emperor Muhammad Shah. Upon the death 
of Samsam-uddaula, he obtained the office of 
imperial Dlwan at Fatna. Attaching himself 
to the English in the several revolutions, he 
became their chief adviser in their connections 
with the country powers. He was an able 
statesman, and understood completely the 
direction of finance: under orders from the 
Court of Directors Warren Hastings held an 
enquiry into his official conduct, 1772, when 
Shatab was completely exonerated. He died 
about the year a.d. 1777, a.h. 1187. 

Shayurghamish, Mirza {^ j% +.*j % i.*t 
lir*)> a 80n °* Shahrukh Mirza. 

Slier Afgan or Afkan (^U. JLs\jJlX 

a Turkman nobleman of high lineage and 
great renown, was the first husband of the 
celebrated Nur Jahan Begam. He served in 
the wars of Akbar with extraordinary repu- 
tation, and had a jaglr at Bardwan, where 
he was slain, a.d. 1607, a.h. 1015, in an 
encounter with the Governor, Qutb-uddin. 
His original names were Asta Fillo and ( Al! 
Kulil Beg, but having killed a lion, he was 
dignified with the title of Sher Afgan Khun or 
the Destroyer of Lions. The emperor Jahangir 
married the widow some years afterwards, 
which gave rise to a legend of the emperor 
having caused his death.

Sher 'All Khan, Amir of Kabul 
(^s>- ^JiZjJ*), the youngest son of 
Dost Mohammad Khan. 

Sheri Manlana (l)^« ur^»), a poet 

who flourished in the reign of the emperor 
Akbar. When the fortress of Chittor was taken 
by that monarch in December, a.d. 1567, Ju- 
mada II. a.h. 975, and the fort of Rmthanpur 
on the 22nd March, a.d. 1569, 3rd Shawwal, 
a.h. 976, in which year the fort of Agra was 
also completed, Sheri was then living, and 
wrote the chronogram of all three. He was 
slain, together with Raja Birbal and other 
officers of note, in a battle fought against the 
Yusafzai Afghans of Sawad and Bijur in 
February, a.d. 1586, Rabi 1 1, a.h. 994. The 
author of the Masir-ul-' Umra says that he 
was the nephew of Khwaia Jahan Hirwi, a 
nobleman of the court of Akbar, who died 
in November, a.d. 1574, Shaban, a.h. 982, 
and that Sheri died in a.d. 1581, a.h. 989. 
He is the author of a Dlwan. 


Sher Khan Lodi (^j^J ^U^i), the 


son of 'Ali Amjad Khan Lodi, who died on 
the 13th November, a.d. 1673, 14th Shaban, 
a.h. 1084. Sher Khan is the author of a 
Tazkira or biography of poets called Mtrat- 
ul-Khaydb. or the Mirror of Imagination, 
which he wrote in the year a.d. 1691, a.h. 
1102, in the reign of the emperor 'Alamgir. 
It contains an account of the most celebrated 
poets and, besides, it treats on almost every 
science cultivated by the Musalmans : music, 
medicine, cosmography, oneiroscopy, talis- 
mans, etc. 

Sheroya (*j..^,), the Siroes of the 

Greeks, was the son of Khusro Parwez, or 
Chosroes, king of Persia, whom he threw into 
a dungeon and subsequently murdered, a.d. 
628, a.h. 7. He reigned only eight months, 
and died a.d. 629, a.h. 8. At the death of 
Sheroya, an ambitious noble raised Ardisher, 
the infant son of that prince, to the throne ; 
but another noble of the name of Shahryar, 
disapproving this measure, marched from" the 
province which he governed, seized Madiin, 
put Ardisher to death after he had reigned 
nve months, and usurped the crown, which, 
however, he held only a few days, having 
been slain by the adherents of the royal family. 
These not being able to discover any heir male 
of the house of Sasan, elevated Turandukht, 
the daughter of Khusro Parwez, to the throne. 

Sher Shah (*Li j^) 9 a native of 

Hissar. His original name was Farid. His 
father, Hasan, was an Afghan of the tribe of 
Sur, and a native of Roh beyond Peshawar, who 
had received from Jaraal Khan, the governor 
of Jaunpur, the districts of Sahsaram and 
Tanda in jaglr for the maintenance of 50O 
horse. Farid was for some time in the service 
of Muhammad Lohani, king of Behar, and 
on his killing a tiger, received from him the 
title of Sher tQian. He defeated the emperor 
Humayun once at Behar on the 26th Juno, 
a.d. 1539, 9th §afar, a.h. 946, and the second 
time on the 17th May, a.d. 1540, 10th Mu- 
barram, a.h. 947, at Kanauj, when he pursued 
him through Agra and Lahore to Khushab ; 
from whence Humayun eventually retreated 
towards the Indus. Sher Khan by this victory 
became the sovereign of Dehli, assumed the 
title of Sher Shah, and ascended the throne 
on the 25th January, a.d. 1542, 7th Shaw- 
wal, a.h. 948. In the 5th year of his reign 
he moved towards Kalingar, one of the 
strongest forts in Hindustan. The batteries 
were advanced close to the walls, a breach 
was made, and a general assault was ordered, 
when a shell, which was thrown against the 
fort, burst in the battery in which the king 
stood. The explosion communicating to a 
powder magazine, several gunners were blown 
up, and the king so much scorched that his 
recovery was hopeless. In this position he 
encouraged the prosecution of the attack, 
and continued to give his orders till in 
the evening news was brought him of the 
reduction of the place. He then cried out, 
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"Thanks to the Almighty God!" and ex- 
pired. His death happened on the 24th May, 
a.d. 1545, 12th Rabi< I. a.h. 952. His 
corpse was conveyed to Sahsaram, the family 
estate, where it was buried in a magnificent 
sepulchre, which is still to be seen standing 
in the centre of a reservoir of water, built 
during his own life. Tradition adds that, 
during his reign, such was the public security 
that travellers rested and slept with their 
goods by the highways without apprehension 
of robbery. He was succeeded by his son 
Salim Shah. 

Sher Singh U ( .;..,» .**£), ruler of the

Pan jab, was the second son of Kharag Singh, 
the son of Rani It Singh. After the death of 
his eldest brother, Nau Nihil Singh, which 
took place on the 17th November, a.d. 1840, 
his mother, Rani Chand Kunwar, managed 
the affairs of his country for two montos, 
when Sher Singh, her second son, deprived 
her of that power and became the sole 
manager. On the 13th September, a.d. 
1843, the royal palace was taken by a power- 
ful body of troops, and Sher Singh and his 
son Partap Singh were murdered by Sardir 
AjU Singh. Every child and all of Sher 
Singh's and Partap Singh's wives were 
brought out and murdered ; amongst the 
rest, one of Sher Singh's sons, only born 
the previous evening. After Sher Singh's 
death, Raja Dalip oingh, the youngest son 
of Maharaja Ranjit Singh, was placed on 
the Masnaa.

succeeded in a.d. 1114, a.h. 508, and was 
murdered after one year by his brother 
A real an Shah, who ascended the throne a.d. 
1115, a.h. 609. 

Shia or Shia* (<u~l). Those Muham- 

madans who assert the rights of 'All, are 
called Shias or Shiites or Sectaries, whilst 
those who consider the first three Khalifas 
preceding 'All as the rightful successors of 
Muhammad, are called Sunnls or Sannites or 
Traditionists. The animosity which exists 
between the Shias and Sunnfs fully equals 
that of the Protestants and Papists of former 
times. It was owing to their dissensions that 
Baghdad was taken, and the Khilafat over- 
turned. The Turks and Arabs are Sunnis; 
the Persians and most of the Muhammadans 
of India are Shias. A complete history of 
the Shias will be found in a work called 
Majalis-ul- Mominin. The Shia doctrines 
were adopted by the Persians at the found- 
ation of the Safwi dynasty in a.d. 1500, 
a h. 905, and from that period until the 
present time have prevailed: as the national 
religion and law of Persia, notwithstanding 
the violent efforts to substitute the Sunni 
creed made by the Afghan usurper Ashraf 
and the great Nadir Shah.

Shikeibi, Manlana (Llj* ^.j/ft), a 

poet of Persia, whose proper name is Mu- 
hammad Raza. He came to India in the 
reign of the emperor Akbar, and died in the 
time of Jahangir, a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. 

Shimbhn (^^J*), a Brahman, who is 

the author of a Zafar-nama, or hook of victory, 
containing a poetical account of the military 
career of General Lake. 

Shinasi (^L-i), title of a poet who 

died in the year a.d. 1627, a.h. 1037, and is 
the author of a work called Fazl-ndma. 

Shio Ramdas (jrbJ, j : *«\ a poet 
whose poetical title was Haya, which see. 

Shirazi (^t^J*), an author who wrote 

a commentary on the Takrir-td-MajaMti of 
Is-haq bin-Husain, and named it Hall 
Muthkilat MajuBti. 

Shirin C^-^). This word, which 

signifies in Persian, sweet, charming or agree- 
able, is the name of a lady well known through- 
out the East. Some call her Mary, and others 
Irene. The Greeks only describe her as a 
Roman by birth, a Christian by religion ; but 
she is represented as the daughter of the 
emperor Maurice in the Persian and Turkish 
romances, which celebrated the love of 
Khusro for Shirin, and of Shirin for Farhad, 
the most beautiful youth of the East. This 
celebrated beauty has been accused of giving 
those affections, which a monarch so anxiously 
sought, to the lowly Farhad, in whose breast 
her beauties kindled a flame, which deprived 
him of reason and life. We are tola that 
the son of Khusro, after putting his father 
to death, sought the favours of his father's 
mistress, who appeared to consent, but desired 
to take one look at the remains of his father. 
The murdered body of her former lover was 
shown to her, and she immediately put an end 
to her existence by stabbing herself.

Shorish (ij^jy^^, a poet, whose proper 

name is Gholara Husain and who is the author 
of a biography of Urdu poets. He died in 
a.d. 1781, a.h. 1195.

1695, 
a.h. 1107, and left a Diwan in Persian. His 
proper name is Muhammad Is-haq. 

Shouq (j^i), the poetical name of

hammad 'Ata Husain Khan Tahsin. 

Shouq ( ijJZi), the poetical name of 

Maulwi Kudrat-ullah, who has left a Diwan 
and a Biography of poets called Tabkat-uth- 
S hoar a.

Tansukh Rae, which see. 

Shouqi (^3j-l), a poet of Tahrlz, but 

he is usually called Hirwi, i.e. of Herat. 
He left the service of Sam Mirza, son of 
Shah Tahmasp Safari, and went with the 
emperor Humayun to Kabul, where he died 
in a.d. 1546, a.h. 953. 

Shouqi, Amir (^-w^ ir*y*\ a noble- 
man and poet, who lived in the time of the 
emperor Snah Jahan. His proper name was 
Mir Muhammad Husain. He died in a.d. 
1634, a.h. 1044. 

Shuhrat or Shahrat («^> v A\ the 

poetical title of Nawab Hakim -ul-Mumalik.

Shujaa* Khan or Shujaa't Khan 

(^U*- 9^="0, a relative of Sher Shah, 

Icing of Dehli, who conferred the govern- 
ment of Malwa on him after the expulsion 
of Mallu Khan entitled Qadir Shah in a.d. 
1542, a.h. 949. He governed Malwa for a 
period of 12 years, and died in a.d. 1554, 
a.h. 962. After his death his eldest son, 
Malik Bayezid, assuming the title of Baz 
Bahadur, took the reigns of government in 
his own hands. 

ShuJaaS Sultan (^ILLi £s^). Fide 
Sultan Shujaa. 

Shujaa't Khan, Nawab (^jl^A-jsA 

l t j\J ^l>), a nobleman in the ser- 
vice of the emperor 'Alamgir (vide Fakhr-un- 
Nisa Begam). He was a mansabdar of 4000 
in the time of Shah Jahan. He had a house 
at Agra, of which no trace now remains. 

Shuja-uddaula, Nawab (<djjj! clsA 

i_j^J), who played a conspicuous 
part in the early history of British India, was 


the son of Mansur 'All Khan Safdar Jang, 

fovernor of Audh. His original name was 
alal-uddin Haidar ; he was born in the year 
a.d. 1731, a.h. 1144, and after the death of 
his father succeeded to the government in 
October, a.d. 1753, £il-1?ijja, a.h. 1167. 
He was present in the famous battle which 
took place between A^mad Shah Abdali and 
the Marhaftas in January, a.d. 1761 ; was 
appointed wazir to the emperor Shah 'Alam ; 
was defeated at Buxar by the English on the 
23rd October, a.d. 1764, 26th Rabi< II. a.h. 
1178, and died at Faizabad, the seat of his 

government, in the midst of his victories and 
ighest prosperity, on the 29th January, a.d. 
1775, 24th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 1188. by his 
own subjects he was sincerely beloved, and 
the sons of Hafiz Bahmat Khan, whose 
country he had seized, wept at his death. 
He was buried at a place called Gulab Bar! 
in Faizabad, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son, 'Asaf-uddaula. For a legendary account 
of his death see Keene's Fall of the Mughal 
Empire } p. 117. 

Shuja-uddin (c->\}J ^J^ ?^F^)» 

nawab of Bengal, also called by some Shuia- 
uddaula, was a native of Burhanpur, ana a 
descendant of a Turkish tribe of Afghans in 
Khurasan. During 'Alamgir's campaigns in 
the Deccan he married Zeb-un-^isa, the 
daughter of Murshid Quli Jafar Khan Subadar 
of Bengal, and accompanied him to that 
province. Jafar Khan, who died in the year 
a.d. 1726, a.h. 1138, left at his death the 
succession to his government to his grandson 
'Ala-uddaula Sarlaraz Khan ; but Shuja- 
uddin, his father, having more interest at 
the court of Dehli than his son, procured the 
Subadari for himself, and in the year a.d. 
1735, a.h. 1148, the province of Behar also 
was conferred on him by the emperor Mu- 
hammad Shah. Shuja-uddin was celebrated 
for his clemency, justice, and good qualities. 
He died after 12 years* government of Bengal 
on the 13th March, a.d. 1739, 13th £il-hijja, 
a.h. 1151, just at the time when Nadir Shah 
was at Dehli. As there were only a few day* 
remaining for the commencement of the Hijri 
year, a.d. 1152, at his death. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son 'Ala-uddaula Sarfar&z 
Khan, a young prince whose character as a 
moral ana religious man stands high on the 
pages of native history.

about the year a.d. 1698, a.h. 1110.

I. was an Amir in the service of the emperor 
Aurangzeb 'Alamgir. He was appointed 
governor of Mewat in a.d. 1702, a.d. 1114. 

Siamak (i_£*L«») f the son of Qayo- 

murs and the father of Hoshang, the second 
king of the Pishdadian dynasty of Persia. 

Siawakhsh (JL^^\J), son of Kaikaus, 

king of Persia of the Kayanian dynasty. He 
was murdered by Afrisiab, king of Turin. 

Sibnya (ju^.^.^^). an author who re- 

ceived this name on account of his keeping 
an apple (sib) in his hand, and smelling it 
often, but his proper name was Abu Bashar 
'Umar. He died in a.d. 796, a.h. 180, aged 
32 years.

Sidi or Sayyad Mania OL* c/Ju-*), a 

yenerable sage, in a mendicant dress, who 
travelled from Jurjan towards the east and, 
arriving at Dehli, set up a great academy and 
house of entertainment for travellers and the 
poor of all denominations. Though he was 
very religious, and brought up in the Muham- 
madan faith, yet he fofiowea some particular 
tenets of his own, so that he never attended 
public worship. He kept no women nor 
slaves for himself, and lived upon rice only ; 
yet his expenses in charity were so great that, 
as he never accepted any present, men were 
astonished whence his finances were supplied, 
and actually believed that he possessed the 
art of transmuting other metals into gold. 
He made nothing of bestowing two or three 
thousand pieces of gold to relieve the wants 
of any noble family in distress. In short, 
he displayed more magnificence in his feasts 
than the princes themselves. He expended 
daily upon the po>r 1000 maunds of flour,* 
500 maunds of meat, 80 maunds of sugar, 
besides rice, oil, butter and other necessaries 
in proportion. He latterly began to bestow 
titles and offices upon his disciples, and to 
assume a tone and manner sufficiently in- 
dicative of his design on the throne. One of 
his followers, dissatisfied with the part assigned 
to him, went privately to the lung (Jalal- 
uddin Firoz lOiilji) and disclosed the plot. 
The king caused him to be apprehended and 
trodden to death by an elephant. This event 
happened in the year a.d. 1291, a.h. 690, 
and is accounted one of the most deplorable 
events that took place in the reign of that 
monarch, for many believed Sidi entirely 
innocent of the charge.

emperor of Constantinople. He is the author 
of the work called Mirat-ul-Mumalik, or 
Mirror of Countries, containing a description 
of his journey overland from the Indian shores 
to Constantinople ; and of the Muhit, that is 
the Ocean, a Turkish work on Navigation in 
the Indian Seas. This work the author 
finished at Abmadabad, the capital of Gujrat, 
in December, a.d. 1554, Mubarram, a.h. 
962. It was translated by the Baron Joseph 
von Hammer, Professor, Oriental Languages, 
at Vienna, and communicated through the 
Jour. At. Soc. of Bengal t in 1837. 

Sihl or Sehl bin-Sa'd (j^ ^ JifA 
one of the companions of Muhammad. 

Sijaj (^.Ls** 9 ), a false prophetess con- 
temporary with Musylima, another impostor. 
She was a Christian of extraordinay talents 
and eloquence, and, being prompted by an 
aspiring ambition, she announced herself a 
prophetess and, uttering her string of rhap- 
sodies in rhyme, declared that they came 
inspired from above. Struck by her success, 
Musylima thought it advisable to temporize 
with her, and accordingly, having sent agents, 
invited her to a private conference, Sijaj con- 
sented and came to an interview; she was 
deceived, and, having forfeited all pretensions 
to that purity which is the highest attribute 
of her sex, she fell from her proud pre- 
eminence and became a mere debased and 
contaminated woman. 8he subsequently en- 
rolled herself amongst the proselytes of the 
Quran. 

Sikandar, Alexander the Great (. jciLi 

^J JUlj j), called by Muhammad in 

the Quran, Zu'lqarnynthe Two-Horned Man ; 
probably by reason of his head being figured 
as Ammon, with the Ram's Horns, on coins 
and medals. Eastern commentators have 
been at a loss to decide who is intended, but 
generally agree that he was a being favoured 
of, and who believed in, the true God ; that, 
guided by the prophet Khizir, he reached the 
land of Darkness, near the Fountain of life, 
but he could not obtain permission to take 
a draught of the Eternal Spring. He died 
B.C. 327, at the age of 33 years. He con- 
quered Darius, king of Persia, in b.c. 331, 
and in 327 he he proceeded to invade India. 
He crossed the Indus without opposition. 
He was afterwards opposed by a Raja who 
is called by the Greek Poros, whose army was 
utterly routed.

Sikandar ( .,.\ v ( ,.Q, poetical name of 

Khalifa Sikandar, who used to write beautiful 
Marsias in the Purbi, Marwuri, and Panjabi 
language, and is the author of a poem con- 
taining the story of the Fish, the Ferryman 
and king Dilkhwar. 
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Sikandar *Adil Shall (*l£ J jU, jJL,), 

the last of the kings of Biiupur. He suc- 
ceeded hid father, 'Ali 'Adil Shah II. when 
an infant, about the year a. d. 1672, a.h. 1083, 
but never acquired any real power, being the 
tool of his nobility. In the year a.d. 1686, 
4th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 1097, on Monday the 13th 
September, BTjapur was taken, the young 
prince made prisoner, and the kingdom with 
its remaining dependencies was reduced to the 
Mughal yoke by the emperor 'Alamgir. He 
diedafter three "years* imprisonment. 

Sikandar (Prinoe) (a j^Li .SjjL*), 

the son of 'Uraar Shaikh Mirza, the son of 
Amir Tairaur, after whose death he had 
several battles with his two brothers, Pir 
Muhammad and Mirza Rustam, and took 
possession of Fars and Isfahan, which they 
had received as inheritance from their grand- 
father ; on which account his uncle Shahrukh 
Mirza, having defeated him in a battle, put 
out both his eyes. This circumstance took 
place in a.d. 1414, a.h. 817. 

Sikandar Begam (aJLo .Ju*£~*), the 

ruler of Bhopul. She was born in a.d. 1816. 
Her father was one of the Pathan or Afghan 
soldiers of fortune, who, after the death of 
the emperor Aurangzeb, declared himself 
independent in Bhopul. On his death his 
wife was declared Regent by his troops, and 
his daughter Sikandar Begam heir. She 
married her cousin Jahangir, in spite of her 
mother, upon condition that her husband swore 
to leave her the direct and visible control of all 
affairs. Her husband, Jahangir, died in a.d. 
1845. She was publicly presented with the 
Grand Cross_ of the Star of India at the 
Durbar at Agra. She died on the 30th 
October, a.d. 1868. Her Highness had 
conducted the administration of her prin- 
cipality since the year 1847, when she was 
first appointed Regent, with ability and 
success until the day of her decease. Her 
eldest daughter, Shahjahan Begam, succeeded 
her. 

Sikandar Jan (v-^jJ *L>- • ■>■:» ■(■ .«0, 

nnwab or Nizam of Haidarabad, succeeded 
his father, Nawab Nizam 'All Khan, to the 
Masnad of the Deccan on the 16th August, 
a.d. 1802, 16th Rabi' II. a.h. 1217, and 
died on the 23rd May, a.d. 1829, 19th ^i- 
Qa'da, a.h. 1244, after a reign of 28 lunar 
years and some months. He was succeeded 
by his son Mir Farkhunda 'AH Khan, who 
took the title of Nasir-uddaula. 

Sikandar Khan Uzbak (^l^ ,jcJL» 

l_jCJ\), a descendant of the royal 

house of that tribe, also called Sikandar Khan 
of Kashghar. He accompanied the emperor 
Humayun to India, and was created a noble- 


man by that monarch. He accompanied Mirza 
Haidar, who took possession of Kashmere in 
a.d. 1543, and died at Lucknow in the reign 
of the emperor Akbar on the 18th September, 
a.d. 1572, 10th Jumada I. a.h. 980. 

Sikandar Mnnshi ( -A. ^ * ,a • ( , r Q_ 

Secretary to Shah Abbas I. king of Persia. 
He is the author of the Tdrtkh 'A lam Arae 
Abbdsi, a history of that monarch, in three 
books, which he dedicated to him in a.d. 1616, 
a.h. 1026.

Sikandar Qadr, Mirza ( .ji .ju^JLs), 

the son of Prince Khurshaid Kada. Vide 
Taskhir. 

Sikandar Shah (&{j* .xiL>), king of 

Gujrat, succeeded his father, Muzaffar Shah 1 1. 
in February, a.d. 1526, 19th Shaban, a.h. 
932, and after a reign of only three months 
and seventeen days was assassinated on the 
30th May the same year. After his death 
his younger brother, frasir Khun, was raised 
to tne throne under the title of Muhammad 
Shah II. 


Sikandar Shah Lodi, Sultan (. j^ 

i/Jj) all), whose original name was 

Nizam Khan, was the son of Sultan Bahlol 
Lodi, whom he succeeded in July, a.d. 1489, 
Shaban, a.h. 895. Hewas the first Musal- 
man king who made Agra his capital. In 
his time a violent earthquake took place, when 
many houses were thrown down and several 
thousands of inhabitants lost their Uvea. This 
happened on Sunday the 6th Julv, a.d. 1505, 
3ra§afar, a.h. 911. It was in nis reign that 
the Hindus first commenced reading Persian. 
He reigned 21 lunar years and some months, 
and died at Agra on Sunday the 17 th 
February, a.d. 1510, 7th Zi-Qa'da, a.h. 
915. Colonel Dow and General Briggs, in 
their translation of Firishta, say that Sikandar 
Shah died in the year of the Hijri 923, cor- 
responding with a. d. 1 5 1 7 , and that he reigned 
28 years and some months ; this is evidently 
a mistake, for the words " Tar! Shud" show 
the year of his death to be a.h. 915, con- 
sequentlythe period of his reign was only 21 
years, lie was succeeded by his son Ibrahim 
Husain Lodi. Sikandar Lodi in his time had 
built a small fort at Agra on the right bank 
of the Jamna, and called it Badalgarn. The 
emperor Akbar, in the 10th year of his reign, 
viz. in a.h. 972, having demolished this fort 
laid the foundations of another fort of redstone, 
which was completed in the course of eight 
years, superintended by Qasim Khan Mir 
Itahar. This fort had three gotis and two 
windows, and cost 36 lakhs of rupees. It 
was accidentally burned down in the time of 
Shah 'Alam and Madho Rao Sendhia. 
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Sikandar Shah Purbi (iLi ^jljJLj 

^jjyi\ He was raised to the throne 

of Bengal after the death of his father, Shams- 
uddin Bhangeira, about the year a.d. 1368, 
a.r. 760. He had not lon£ entered on his 
rule before his country was invaded by Flroz 
Shah Tughlaq, king of Delhi, who was, how- 
ever, induced to retreat on Sikandar Shah 
promising to pay an annual tribute. He 
reigned in peace for a period of nine years 
ana died in a.d. 1367, a.h. 769, when he 
was succeeded by his son Ghayas-uddin Purbi. 

Sikandar Shah Sur (j*^ *l& .jjL*). 

His original name was A^mad Khan Sur, a 
nephew of Sher Shah. He ascended the 
throne of Dehli after defeating Sulftan 
Ibrahim 8ur in a battle fought in May, 
a.d. 1555, Juraada II. a.h. 962. He had 
not long enjoyed his good fortune, however, 
when he was obliged to repair to the Panjab 
to oppose the emperor Humayun, who, 
having returned from a long exile, was now 
advancing to recover his dominions. He 
engaged JBairam Khan, the general of the 
army near Sarhind, was defeated on the 22nd 
June, a.b. 1555, 3rd Shaban, a.h. 962, and 
fled to the Sewalik Mountains, from whence 
he was afterwards expelled by the emperor 
Akbar, a.d. 1557, 27th Ramazan, a.h. 964. 
He sought refuge in Bengal, where he died 
after two years. 

Sikandar Shikoh Mlrza (aJj* .&&*), 

a cousin of Bahadur Shah II. king of Dehli. 
He was executed for the murder of his wife 
in July, a.d. 1838. 

Sikandar, Sultan (^UaL^Jc>$L), king 

of Kashmere, surnamed But Shikan, or 
Destroyer of Idols, was the grandson of Shuh 
Mir D'arweish, who introduced the Muham- 
madan religion into Kashmere. Sikandar, 
with the assistance of his mother, succeeded 
his father, Sultan Qufcb-uddin, a.d. 1393, 
a.h. 796, his authority being acknowledged 
by all the nobles and other officers, and 
became one of the most powerful kings that 
ever reigned in Kashmere. Various mag- 
nificent temples and images of the Hindus 
did this Sulfcan lay in ruins ; which conduct 
obtained him the glorious title of But Saikam, 
or Iconoclast. He reigned 22 years and 
9 months, and died in a.d. 1416, a.h. 819. 
In his time Tamerlane invaded India, and 
presents passed between him and Sikandar. 
He was succeeded by his son Sultan 'All Shah. 

Sikandar Turkman (^U^j .jc£-»). 

Vide Qara Muhammad. 

Silhaddi (^Jc^Ls), a Raja of Raisin, 

who was made prisoner by Bahadur Shah 
of Gujrat, and was forced to become a 
Muhammadan in the year a.d. 1531, a.h. 


938, after which, when the fort of Raisin 
was surrendered by his brother Lachhman 
to the king, Rani'Durgawati, the daughter 
of Rana Sanka, Rana of Chittor and wife 
of Raja Silhaddi, with a heroic fortitude, 
invoking curses on the heads of those who 
should not revenge her cause, set fire to a 
pile with which she had caused the female 
apartments to be surrounded, containing seven 
hundred beautiful women. She then plunged 
into the flames, and they were all consumed. 
Silhaddi and Lachhman (his brother), with 
one hundred of their blood- relations, now 
putting on their armour, rushed impetuously 
on the Gujrat troops, and bravely met their 
fate the same year. 

Siml Naishapuri (^.yluLJ .<*-*•»), a 

very learned Musalman of NaishapQr. It is 
said that in one night and day he composed 
3,000 verses. He flourished in the time of 
Prince 'Alauddaula (the son of Baisang^ar 
Mirza), who reigned at Herat a.d. 1447. 

Sina, Abu Sina or Avioenna (L-~->). 
Vide Abu Sina. 

Sindbad Hakim (**£^> jIjX~>), author 

of a Diwan or book of Odes, which he com- 
pleted in the year a.d. 1374, a.h. 776, and 
dedicated to Shah Mahmud Bahmani. 

Sindh (sx*J) t Medieval history of. 
Vide Nasir-uddin Qabbacha. 

Sindhia (dL+jbX~J). A distinguished 

Maratha family. For Rajas of the Sindhia 
family, vide Kanoji Sindhia, Madho Rao, 
Daulat Rao, Shanko Rao, etc. 

Sipahdar Khan (^U*. j\ J<U-»), whoso 

proper name is Mirza Muhammad Salah, 
was a native of Tabriz, and his ancestors 
were reckoned among the nobles of that 
country. In the year a.d. 1592, a.h. 1000, 
he left Persia for Hindustan in company with 
Khwaja Beg Mirza, son of Masum Beg 
Safwi. On nis arrival in India he obtained 
the honour of an interview with the emperor 
Akbar. Mansabs suitable to his dignity, as 
well as the government of Gujrat, were 
conferred on him time after time. When, 
after the death of prince Murad in a.d. 1599, 
a.h. 1007, prince Danial went to the Deccan 
and captured the fort of Afcmadnagar, the 
capital of Nizam Shah, the government of 
that country was conferred upon Khwaja Beg 
Mirza and Sipahdar Khan. 

Sipahdar Khan (^U- j\j&-*~») was 

the second son of Khan Jahan Bahadur, the 
foster-brother of the emperor 'Alamglr. He 
was raised to the rank of 3000 by that 
monarch, a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103, with the 
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government of the province of Allahabad, 
which he held for several years. His brother 
Himmat Khan was killed by an arrow in 
an action with the MarhaRas about the year 
a.d. 1698, a.h. 1110, and soon afterwards 
their father, Khan Jahan Bahadur, died in 
the imperial camp. 

Sipehr Shikoh (sjLjLj^,), third son 

of Dara Shikoh. He was confined in the 
fort of Gwaliar by 'Alamgir who, in his 16th 
year, a.h. 1085, sent for him from Gwaliar, 
and married him to his daughter Badr-un- 
Nisa, of whom was born prince 'All Tabar.

Siraj (—\jJ) 9 takhallus of Siraj -uddin 

Husain of Aurangabad, who is the author of 
the Dlwdn Muntakhib, containing extracts 
from no less than 680 poets, and which he 
completed in a.d. 1756, a.h. 1169. 

Siraj Qnmmi (^j J^), a poet who 

was a native of Qumm, in Persia, and con- 
temporary with Salman Suwaji. 

Siraj - nddanla Muhammad Ghana 

Khan (^U. ejji ±+*<* ^jjl *}s*) 9 

titular Nawab of Arkot, whose poetical name 
was 'Azim, the author of the work called 
Tazkira Subh Watan, being a biography of 
the poets of the Karnatik, compiled in a.d. 
1842, a.d. 1258. It is an abstract of the 
Tazkira of Racq, also called Guldasta Kar- 
natik. 

Siraj -nddanla (l-,^ aJ jJl J1 ^1^), 

Nawab of Bengal, formerly named Mirza 
Mahmud, was the eldest son of Zain-uddin 
A I? mad, styled Haibat Jang, the nephew and 
son-in-law of Alahwardi Khan Mahabat Jang, 
governor of Bengal. On the death of his 
grandfather Mahabat Jang, which happened 
on the 10th April, a.d. 1756, 9th Kajab, 
a.h. 1169, he succeeded him in the govern- 
ment of that province, and immediately taking 
offence at the English, for their protection to 
a native officer said to have escaped from 
Dacca with treasure, he attacked Calcutta, 
carried it on the 20th June the same year, and 
allowed his officers to shut up 146 European 
prisoners in a small military prison room called 
the "Black Hole," of which number 123 
perished during the night. Mr. Drake, the 
governor of Calcutta, escaped on board a 
ship with a few Englishmen and retired to 
Madras. At that time Colonel Clive com- 
manded the Company's forces in the province 
of Arkot. It was agreed by the government 
of Madras that he should repair with a force 
to Bengal, and endeavour to regain the factory 
of Calcutta. Colonel Clive and Admiral 
Watson left Madras with 900 Europeans and 
1500 Sepoys. They reached Falta on the 


20th December, re -took Calcutta on the 2nd 
January, a.d. 1757, a.h. 1170, and forced 
Siraj -uddaula into a treaty, offensive and 
defensive, on the 9th February following. 
Clive subsequently made a secret treaty with 
Mir Ja'far, an officer of the nawab, and ad- 
vanced in June towards Murshidabad, the 
nawab* s capital. On the 23rd June, a.d. 
1757, Clive fought the battle of Plassy 
against 18,000 horse and 50,000 infantry, 
and, aided by the treachery of Mir Ja'far, 
routed the nawab' 8 troops. Siraj -uddaula 
fled, but in a few days was seized and cruelly 
assassinated on the 4th July, a.d. 1757, 15th 
Shawwal a.h. 1170, by order of Miran, the 
son of Mir Ja'far. Thus perished Siraj - 
uddaula in the 20th year of his age and the 
15th month of his reign. On the 29th June 
Mir Ja'far was raised to the masnad, and from 
that date the influence of the British may 
be said to have become paramount in Bengal. 
His tomb is not far from that of Mahabat 
Jang. 

Siraj-nddin (^jJl r)/*), son of Nur- 

uddin, author of the Sharah Buthdri and 
Sharah « Umda. He died in a.d. 1401, a.h. 
804. [ Vide Bilqaini.] 

Siraj-nddin 'All Khan (^jJ) * 

fj^c ^IsL Xe), whose poetical title 

is ( Arzu, was a native of Akbarabad (Agra), 
and a descendant of Shaikh Muhammad Gmaus 
of Gwaliar. He was an excellent poet and an 
officer of rank in the time of the emperor 
Farrukh-siyar. He is the author of several 
works, among which is a Diwan and a bio- 
graphy entitled MajmuQ-ul-Nafdes, which is 
also called Tazkira 'Arzu, containing the 
memoirs of the Indian poets who have 
written Persian, Hindustani and Deccani 
poems. 'Arzu, in a.d. 1734, a.h, 1147, met 
at Dehli the poet Hazin, who had just come 
from Persia. The jealousy between the two 
poets induced 'ArzQ to write a treatise en- 
titled Tambih-ul-Qhafitin, in which he points 
out the errors in Hazin's poems. He died at 
Lucknow on the 27th January, a.d. 1756, 
23rd Rabi* II. a.h. 1169, and was buried 
there for some time, but afterwards his re- 
mains were removed to Dehli by his nephew 
Muhammad Husain Khan. Beside the above- 
mentioned works he is the author of the 
following :

called Faraez as-Sajawandi. This hook is of 
the highest authority on the law of inheritance 
amongst the Sunnis of India. It has been 
commented upon by a vast number of writers, 
upwards of forty being enumerated in the 
Ka*hf-uz-Zunun . The most celebrated of these 
Commentaries, and the one most generally 
employed to explain the text, is the Sharijia, 
by Sayyad Sharif 'All bin- Muhammad -al- 
Jurjani. The original text of the Sirdjia, 
together with that of the Sharijia, was pub- 
lished in Calcutta in a.d. 1829. A Persian 
translation of the Sirdjia and Sharijia was 
made by Maulwi Muhammad Rashid, by 
order of Warren Hastings, and published in 
Calcutta in a.d. 1812. The most celebrated 
Commentaries on the Sirdjia, next after* the 
Shari/ia, are : that by Shahab-uddin Ahmad 
bin-Mahmud-as-Siwusf ; one by Burhan- 
uddin Haidar bin - Muhammad - al - Hirwi ; 
another by Shams -uddin bin - Hamza-al- 
Fanari; and lastly, a Persian Commentary 
entitled Al-Faroez-at-Tajifi Shark Faraez- 
as-Siraji, by 'Abdul Earim bin-Muhammad- 
al-Hamdani.

Siraj-uddin Sawai, Maulana (_L~i 

L#^* v^l-» (j-d^^i one of the cele- 
brated poets of Samana, a city in the pro- 
vince of Dehli. He is the author of the 
work called Khiljl - nam a. When Sultan 
Jalal-uddin Firoz Khilji, before his accession 
to the throne, was governor of Samana, the 
poet was ill-treated by some of his people, 
and, as the Sultan took no notice of it then, 
he wrote the above-mentioned book, in which 
he satirized the governor and the Khiljis. 
However, the Sultan, after his accession to 
the throne of DehlT in a.d. 1289, sent for the 
poet, and he, having tied a rope round his 
own neck, presented himself like a criminal 
before the king, who embraced him and made 
him one of his principal confidants. The poet 
afterwards wrote several panrgyrics in praise 
of the Sulf.an. 

Siraj-uddin, Shaikh (^-jjJI J^ 

7*V-»), a celebrated Muhammadan saint 
whose relics are deposited on an island in the 


river Krishna, near the town of Kursi, in the 
district of Raebagh Bijapur, in southern 
Hindustan. 

Siraj-uddin 'Umar {y^ ^jJI .1^-), 

who, after the death of his brother Zain-ul- 
'Abidin Nujaim, completed the work called 
Bahr-ar-Raeq about the year a.d. 1662, 
a.h. 970, and wrote anotner but inferior 
commentary on the Kanz-ul-Daqaeq, en- 
titled the Xahr-ul-Faeq.

i), a poet who wrote 


Kasidas, of which some are panegyrics on 
Sadiq Khan and his son Jafar Khan Buzi, 
kings of Persia, the latter of whom was 
murdered in a.d. 1785, a.h. 1199. 

Soz (u-j), the poetical name of Sayyad 

Muhammad, who flourished in the reign of 
the emperor Shah 'Alam, and is the author 
of a small Diwan in Urdu. He became a 
Dervish or religious mendicant, and lived to 
the age of 80. He died in a.d. 1797, a.h. 
1212. Another Soz is mentioned in the 
Mirat-ul- Khayal, who lived in the time 
of 'Alamgir. He was a native of Bukhara 
and was brought up in India. 

Sozan (^jj-0, poetical appellation of 

Nawab Ahmad 'All Khan Shoukat Jang, son 
of Nawab Iftikhar-uddaula Mirza 'All Shan, 
and nephew of Nawab Salar Jang. HeUved 
in the time of Nawab 'Asaf-uddaula of 
Lucknow, and is said to have been a good 
Urdu poet. 

Sozani, Hakim (* * <•* <VJj-»)> *ur- 

named Shama-uddin Muhammad of Samar- 
kand, a Persian poet who derived his origin 
from Salman Farsi, one of the first companions 
of Muhammad. Some authors say ne was 
a native of the city of Nakhshab. and others 

Eretend of Samarqand. It is said that when 
e was a student at Bukhara, he conceived so 
great a friendship for the apprentice of a 
needle-maker that he himself learned that 
profession, and he therefore assumed the 
takhallus of Sozani (8ozan means a needle). 
He is considered the best humoristic poet of 
his time, and is the author of a poem called 
Qasdcd Sozani, or elegies, written in a very 
devout style, containing nearly 8000 verses. 
During his youth he was a great debauchee ; 
but when advanced in years he became very 
devout, made the pilgrimage of Mecca, and 
died in a.d. 1173, a.h. 669, at Samarkand, 
aged 80 years. One of his friends declared 
that he had appeared to him after his death 
(in a dream) and said that God had forgiven 
all his sins for the sake of one of his verses, 
in which, expressing his humility and con- 
trition, he says, " Lord, I offer unto Thee 
an oblation, not to be found in Thy treasury. 
Accept thou my sins, my poverty, my repent- 
ance and my nothingness/' 
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Subaktagin (^jjjJ^U ^JIajL*), 

surnamed Nasir-uddin, a man of Turkish 
descent (according to the Tdbdk&t-i-Nasiri 
descended* from Yuzdujird, the last Persian 
king of the Sasanian dynasty), who, according 
to some historians, was purchased as a slave by 
Alaptagin Sultan of Ghazni. The latter, per- 
ceiving in him the promise of future greatness, 
raised nim by degrees to posts of confidence and 
distinction; ana his character obtained him 
the support of all the adherents and officers 
of that prince. He was raised to the throne 
of Ghaznl after the death of Abu Is-hak, 
the son of Alaptagin, a.d. 977, ah. 367. 
He enlarged its dominions, and became the 
first of a family, called Ghaznawi, and by ub 
Ghaznavides, winch outshone, at one period, 
the glory of the proudest dynasties of Asiatic 
monarchs. He conquered a part of India, 
which, when connected with his former 
possessions of Ghaznl and Kabul, gave him 
a kingdom that extended from Khurasan to 
the ranjab. Subaktagin reigne3 20 lunar 
years, and died in August, a.d. 997, Shaban, 
a.h. 387, aged 66, near Balkh, from which 
place his remains were conveyed to Ghaznl 
for interment. He was succeeded by his son, 
the celebrated Sultan Mahmud. Including 
Subaktagin sixteen kings of his race reigned 
at Ghaznl and Lahore. Their names are as

±s}y (j*^\), author of a modern 
history of jurisprudence, or rather of jurists, 


in Urdu, compiled from the works of Ibn- 
Khallikan and Sayuti, entitled Tarjuma 
Tartth-al-Hukmae wa Tazkirat-al-Muftu- 
sirtn. It was published at Dehli in a.d. 1848. 

Sub-hani Maulana (\j^ J\^\_a), a 

poet whose native country was Najaf Aahraf, 
commonly called Kufa, from which place he 
never stirred all the time of his life. He 
lived at the same period in which Shaikh 
Faizi and Zahuri flourished, and wrote nothing 
but Rubaia in the Persian language on different 
subjects, of which 12,000 were collected after 
his death. 

Sub-hi ( jsu), a poet who served 
under Sultan Shujaa, the son of Shah Jahan. 

Suohet Singh (*L~> t^sr*), a Sikh 


chief, who joined the rebels after the murder 
of Maharaja Sheir Singh, was attacked by 
Hira Singh, near Lahore, his force dispersed 
and himself killed about the 6th April, 1844. 
On hearing of the death of this chief, no less 
than 95 females of his family sacrificed them- 
selves at Lamba. 

Suda UdyJ), daughter of Zamaa, the 

second wife of Muhammad. He married her 
after the death of his first wife, Kfrudyja, and 
before his marriage with Ayesha, the daughter 
of Abu Bakr. She died in a.d. 674, a.h. 54, 
forty-three years after the death of Muhammad. 

Sudi (ijjy*), a Turkish poet who wrote 

a commentary on the Dtican-i-Hafiz in the 
Turkish language. The names of Short, 
Sayyad ( Ali, Lamai, Sururi and Shamai 
occur also as commentators on Ha/is; but 
Sudi excels all as an enlightened and accurate 
critic, not only on account of his eminent 
success in correcting the exuberances of this 
fanciful and extravagant mode of interpre- 
tation, but of the singular happiness with 
which he has illustrated the ambiguous and 
more obsolete allusions of the poet. 

Sufi (Jj-j), a sect among the Mu- 

hammadans. Kazi Nur-ullah of Shustar, a 
Persian author of very high reputation for 
his piety and judgment, has given an excellent 
account of the Sufis and their doctrine in the 
Majalis-ul-Mominin, a treatise on the Shia 
faith. " The Sufis " (he there says) " are of 
two classes : those who desire human know- 
ledge and pursue it in the accustomed war, 
observing the common ordinances of religion, 
are called Mutakallam (advocates or observers) ; 
those who practice austerities and strive to 
purify their souls, are called Sufis." This 
word literally means pure, clean. The cele- 
brated Moulwi Bum! has the following play 
upon it in one of his lines : Sufi na Snawad 
Safi ta dar narasad jam! " The Sufi will not 
be pure till he takes one cup." This is said 
to have a mystical meaning. 
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Sufi, Mulla Muhammad Sufi of Amol, 
(xkst* Lt ^Jy*), author of a /Setyf- 

»£ma, which he composed in the year a.d. 
1592, a.h. 1000. 

Sufian Suri («jrjp ^LJL*), whose 

proper name was Abu 'Abdullah, was born 
at Kufa in a.d. 713, a.h. 96. He was a 
master of the highest authority in the 
Traditions and other Sciences. He died in 
the time of the Khalifa Al-Mahdi, about the 
a.d. 777, a.h. 160, and is buried at Basra, 
where he had concealed himself in order to 
avoid accepting the office of Qazi. 

Suhyli Khurasan! ( JU^ «cW-0> 

whose full name is Amir Shaikh Abmad 
Suhyli, also called Nizam-uddin A^mad 
Shykbam, was seal -bearer to Sultan Husain 
Mirza of Herat. The work called Anwar 
Suhyli was dedicated to him by Husain Waez. 
He is the author of a Diwan. His death took 
place in a.d. 1501, a.h. 907. 

Sulaiman (^L-L>), a Khallf of the 

house of Umayya, and son of 'Abdulmalik. 
He succeeded his brother Walid I. in Syria, 
a.d. 714, a.h. 96, and died, after a reign of 
three years, in a.d. 717, a.h. 99. 

Sulaiman (^UJua), the son of Baiazid 

I. (Bajazet) was proclaimed emperor of the 
Turks in a.d. 1402, a.h. 805, at the time 
when his father was taken captive by Amir 
Taimur. He displayed great valour, out his 
glory was tarnished by his excessive love of 
pleasure. He was dethroned and murdered 
in a.d. 1410 by his brother Musa, who in his 
turn was defeated and assassinated by another 
brother, Muhammad I. who ascended the 
throne in a.d. 1413. This Sulaiman is not 
reckoned among the Turkish Sulfcans. 

Sulaiman II. Sultan (^IkL* ^UJu* 

^5U), emperor of Turkey, who suc- 
ceeded his brother Muhammad IV. in a.d. 
1687, a.h. 1098, was a very indolent prince. 
He died in the year a.d. 1691, a.h. 1102, 
and was succeeded by his brother Ahmad II. 

Sulaiman Badakshi, Mirza (,..U«L: 

))j" 15*^^' ruler of Badakhshan, 

was the son of Khan Mirza, the son of 
Sultan Abu Sa'id Mirza, a descendant of 
Amir Taimur. When his father, Khan Mirza, 
died in the year a.d. 1521, a.h. 927, he was 
then only seven years old, consequently that 
province fell into the hands of the emperor 
Babar, who was then in Kabul; he appointed 
his son Humayun to take charge of that 
country; but when Babar conquered Dehli 
in a.d. 1626, a.h. 932, he, after four years, 


restored that kingdom to Mirza Sulaiman, in 
whose possession it remained till the year a.d. 
1575, a.h. 983, when it was usurped by his 
grandson Shahrukh Mirza, the son of Ibrahim 
Mirza, who intended to assassinate him. 
Mirza Sulaiman was obliged to fly to India, 
where, on his arrival, he was received by the 
emperor Akbar with the greatest affection and 
kindness. He subsequently made a pilgrimage 
to Mecca and returned to India in a.d. 1687, 
a.h. 995, where, after two years, he died (at 
Lahore) on Saturday the 12th July, a.d. 1589, 
8th Ramazan, a.h. 997, aged 77 lunar yean.

917, and five others of the same descrip- 
tion called the Fatcded, the Jfawia, the 
Tuhfat - ul - Fakul, the Minhaj, and the 
Qiladat-ul-Shamus. 

Sulaiman bin-Ahmad Tahrani(^UJu» 
^J\j^b ±a*»»\ ^jj), author of the 

Mugjjam Kablr, Muqjjam Awat, Muqjjam 
Sag Mr , Dalael-ul-Nabuat, and many other 
works. He died in a.d. 971, a.h. 360. 

Sulaiman bin-Qutlamish ( -j ^UJui 

j^IwJjj), by the aid of Malik shah, 

who took his father prisoner, Saljuq! became 
the first king of the Saljuq dynasty of Bum, 
or Anatolia, whose capital was Iconium. He 
began his reign in a.d. 1077, a.h. 470, 
reigned eight years, and destroyed himself 
through fear of Takash, or Turtash, the son 
of Alp Arsalan. After him there was an 
interregnum of seven years, from a.d. 1085 
to 1092, when his son Daud ascended the 
throne. 

Kings of the Saljuq dynasty who reigned in

2. Daud, son of Sulaiman, having gained a 

victory over his enemies, ascended the 
throne in a.d. 1092, and died in a.d.

Crusade army and died in a.d. 1188. 

6. Qufcb-uddin Malikshah, son of 'Azz- 

uddin, deposed in a.d. 1192. 

7. Ghayas-uddin Kaikhusro, son of 'Azz- 

uddin, deposed in a.d. 1200. 
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Ghnyas-uddin Kaikhusro, restored a.d. 
1203. 

8. Rukn-uddin Sulaiman, soil of 'Azz-uddin 

Qulich Arsalan, deposed in a.d. 1203. 

9. Qisal or Qulich Arsalan, son of Rukn- 

uddin, deposed by Ghayas - uddin 
Kaikhusro in a.d. 1203. 

10. ' Azz-uddTn Kaikaus bin-Kaikhusro began 

to reign in a.d. 1210 and was deposed 
in a.d. 1219. 

11. 'Ala -uddin Kaiqubad bin-Kaikhusro, 

poisoned in a.d. 1236 or 1239. 

12. Kaikhusro, son of Kaiqubad. He was 

invaded by the Mughal princes, de- 
scendants of Changez Khan. 
'Azz-uddin Kaikaus, restored and reigned 
in nominal conjunction with his 
brothers Rukn-uddin and 'Ala-uddin, 
sons of Kaikhusro, a.d. 1245. 

13. Rukn-uddin Qulich Arsalan, son of 

Kaikhusro, began in a.d. 1257. 

14. Ghayas-uddin Kaikhusro, son of Rukn- 

uddin, began a.d. 1267. 

15. Masa'iid bin- 'Azz-uddin Kaikaus, died in 

a.d. 1308, a.h. 708. He was the last 
of this race. 

Sulaiman Qadr, Mirza ( .ji ^UJl*), 

a prince, the son of Mirza Khurshaid Qidr, 
the son of Mirza Asman Qadr. Their poetical 
titles were Taskhir, Kaisar and NamQd. 

[FufeKaisar.] 

Sulaiman Qirani ( J^ ^UJu-») was 

made governor of Bengal after the deposition 
of Bahadur Shah Afghan in a.d. 1549, a.h. 
956, but threw off his allegiance to the throne 
of Dehli after the death of Salim Shah, king 
of Dehli, a.d. 1554, a.h. 961. During his 
rule he subdued the province of Orissa ; and, 
notwithstanding he was virtually independent, 
he used frequently to send valuable presents to 
the emperor Akbar. He reigned for a period 
of 25 lunar years, and died in a.d. 1572, a.h. 
981. His eldest son, Baiazid Khan, succeeded 
him, but was murdered one month afterwards, 
and Daud Khan, his younger brother, 
ascended the throne with the title of Daud 
Shah. 

Sulaiman Shah (*l£ ^U«Lt), the son 

of Muhammad Malikshah, the Saliukide. 
He was much addicted to pleasure ana wine, 
and resigned his crown to Arsalan Shah, the 
son of Tughral II. He was killed in a.d. 
1159. 

Sulaiman Shah ( A£ ^U~L»), king of 
Persia. [ Vide Shah Sulaiman.] 

Sulaiman Shikoh (sjLt> ^UJu**), the 

eldest son of the prince Dara Shikoh, the son 
of the emperor Shah Jahan. He was born 
on the 5th April, a.d. 1635, 26th Ramazan, 
a.h. 1044. After the defeat and assassination 
of his father in a.d. 1659, a.h. 1069, he was 


seized and brought to Dehli by the officers of 
'Alamgir from Sirinagar, where he had taken 
refuge, and imprisoned by that emperor, along 
with his brother Sipehr Shikoh, in the fort of 
Gwaliar, where they both died one after the 
other and were buried in the fort. Sulaiman 
had a house built at Agra close to his father's 
palace.

Shah 'Alam and brother of Akbar Shah II. 
king of Dehli. He died on the 24th Feb- 
ruary, a.d. 1838, 29th gil-Qa'da, a.h. 1253, 
at Agra, and was buried in the mausoleum of 
Akbar the Great at Sikandara, in Agra. II is 
tomb is of white marble and has a Persian 
inscription mentioning his name and the year 
of his death. He has left a Diwan in Urdu. 


Sulaiman Sultan (^IkL* ^UJuO, 

surnamed the Magnificent, was the son of 
Salim I. whom he succeeded as emperor of 
the Turks in September, a.d. 1520, Shawwal, 
a.h. 926. His reign was splendid. He de- 
feated the Mamluks in Egypt, and made peace 
with Shah Isma'il I. Safwi, king of Persia, 
after which he carried his arms against Europe 
and took Belgrade. In 1522 he attacked 
Rhodes and took it, and then invaded Hun- 
gary and defeated the Hungarians at Mohatz 
in 1526. The conquest of Buda was followed 
by the siege of Vienna, but, after twenty un- 
successful assaults, he retreated with the loss 
of 80,000 men. In 1534 he made war against 
Shah Tahmasp Safwi, and invaded Tauris 
and Persia, but suffered a defeat. Later, he 
was disappointed in his attack on Malta. He 
died on the 4th September, a.d. 1566, §afar, 
a.h. 974, having lived 76 solar years and 
reigned 46. He was a prince more inst and 
true to his word than any other of his pre- 
decessors, but a great terror to all Christians. 
His son Sultan Salim II. succeeded him.

lJX^Sx*), a native of Mosbhad. lie 

was not so much distinguished as a poet as 
he was a caligrapher. He was in cakgraphv 
a pupil of Maulana Azhar, who was a pupil 
of Ja'far, and Ja'far was a pupil of Maulana 
Mir 'All, the inventor of the Naskhta'liq. 
Maulana Sultan *Ali lived at the court of 
Mirza Baiqara, and found a patron in Amir 
'Alishir. He was upwards of 63 years of 
age in a.d. 1650, ah. 957. 

Saltan Hnsain Mirza ( , ?nY ^ ^UaL* 

\)j"\ 8urnamed Abu'l Ghazi Baha- 
dur, was the son of Mirza Mansur, the son of 
Mirza Baiqara, the son of Mirza 'Umar Shaikh, 
the son of Amir Taimur. After the death of 
Sultan Abu Sa'id Mirza, he contrived to make 
himself master of Khurasan, and ascended 
the throne at Herat on the 24th March, a.d. 
1469, 10th Ramazan, a.h. 873. The great 
victories which this prince gained over the 
numerous competitors for the throne, as well 
as over the Uzbaks, obtained him the title of 
Ghazi, or victorious. The court of this prince 
boasted of many eminent men. The celebrated 
historian Khandamir was his subject, and 
Amir 'Alishir his wazir. He reigned in 
Khurasan 38 lunar years and 4 months, and 
died, according to the Tabkat Akbari, on 
the 10th May, a.d. 1606, corresponding with 
the 16th £il-hijja, a.h. 911, aged 70 years, 
and was buried at Herat. He was succeeded 
by his two sons Badiu'zzaman Mirza and 
Muzaffar Hnsain Mirza, who reigned con- 
jointly for some time over Khurasan. The 
former in the year a.d. 1507, a.d. 913, was 
driven from his dominions by Shasi Beg Khan 
TJzbak; and his brother, who usurped the 
throne and reigned a short time at Herat, 
afterwards shared the same fate. Sultan 
Hnsain Mirza is the author of the work 
called Majalis-ul-Ithq, a very entertaining 
work, containing a variety of stories, princi- 
pally on the subject of love. He had a turn 
for poetry, and composed a Diwan in Turki. 
His poetical name was Husainl.

son of Amir Taimur. He was defeated in 
a battle against his brother Babax Sultan, 
taken prisoner and put to death in January, 
a.d. 1452, £il-bijja, a.h. 855. 

Sultan Muhammad Saljuqi ( .UaL» 

son of Saltan Jalal-uddin Malikshah. He 
succeeded his brother Barkayaraq in December, 
a.d. 1104, a.h. 498, ana after a reign of 
about 13 years died in a.d. 1118, a.h. 511.

Pass, leading in the direction of Kandahar, 
and is built at the Ddmanphar. Though not 
much reverenced in the Dehrajat it is said 
that from 180,000 to 200,000 pilgrims, both 
Musalmans and Hundus, from the Pan jab 
and Sindh visit it annually. In February, 
March, and April disciples assemble in large 
numbers, and the fair is over in April. 
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Sultan Shah (*U> ^UaLi), son of Alp 

Arsal&n, Sultan of Khw&rizm. Some time 
after his father's death, which took place in 
a.d. 1162, a.h. 567, he was defeated in 
several battles by his elder brother, Ala-uddin 
Takash, and obliged to fly to the forests, 
where he died from hunger and distress, about 
the year a.d. 1193, Ramagan, a.d. 589. 

Sultan Shahzada (sj\j^ a ,lLL»), an 

eunuch of Fatha Shah, king of Bengal, whom 
he murdered, and ascended the throne a.d. 
1491, a.h. 896. He reigned only a few 
months and was assassinated the same year 
by Malik AndU, who succeeded him and took 
the title of Firoz Shah Purbi. 

Sultan Shujaa* (^ cLfA u lkL-> 

l^lys^l*), second son of the emperor 

Shah Jahan, was born at Ajmir on Sunday 
the 12th May, a.d. 1616, 4th Jumada 1. 
a.h. 1025, and married to the daughter of 
Mirza Rustam Safwl, brother of Muzaffar 
Husain Mirza, of the royal house of Persia. 
He was appointed governor of Bengal by his 
father, which country he governed with 

t'ustice and clemency till the accession of his 
irother the emperor 'Alamgir and the defeat 
of Dara Shikdh in a.d. 1658, when he 
marched with a powerful army towards Dehli. 
He was defeated by 'Alamgir on the 5th 
January, a.d. 1659, 19th Rabi' II. a.h. 
1069, at a place called Khajua, about thirty 
miles west of Allahabad, and pursued by Mir 
Jumla and Sultan Muhammad, the eldest son 
of 'Alamgir, to Bengal, from which place he 
was obliged to seek refuge in Arakan, where, 
two years afterwards, a.d. 1660, a.h. 1071, 
he was put in a boat with all his family and 
sunk in the river by order of the Raja of that 
country. 

Sultan-ul-Nisa Begam (LJ1 u UoL>), 

eldest daughter of the emperor Jahangir, and 
sister of Sultan Khusro. Her mother was 
the daughter of Raja Bhagwan Das, and she 
was born in the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 994. 
After the death of her brother Sultan 
ghusrau, she erected a tomb for herself close 
to his grave at Allahabad, but died at Agra 
and lies buried there in the mausoleum of 
the emperor Akbar. 


Sultan - ns - Salatin Purbi (^Lkl 


mtt 


ij^LLJl) was elevated to the throne 

of Bengal on the death of his father, Ghayas- 
uddin Purbi, a.d. 1373, a.h. 775. This 
prince was benevolent, merciful and brave. 
He died, after a reign of ten years, a.d 1383, 
a.h. 785, and was succeeded by his son 
Shams-uddXn II. Purbi. 


Sultan Walad (jjj ^Uu*), son of the 

celebrated Maulwi Rumi. He is the author 
of a beautiful poem on the Sufi doctrines, 
etc., written in imitation of the Masnawf of 
his father, a.d. 1291, a.h. 690, and also of 
a Diwan, and another work called Walad- 
natna, containing an account of his father 
and grandfather. 

Sultana Begam (*JL-J AjU? 1 J), a 

daughter of the emperor Babar Shah. 

Sultana Begam (*JLj <UlU 1 J), a 

daughter of Mirza Handal, the brother of the 
emperor Humayun. She was married to 
Shah Quli Mahram. Her sister named Ruqia 
Sultana (q.v.) was married to the emperor 
Akbar. 

Sultana Razia (<U*, <olLL>), daughter 

of Shams-uddin Altimsh, king of Dehli. She 
was raised to the throne after the deposition of 
her brother Rukn-uddln Firoz in November, 
a.d. 1236. She was deposed in November, 
a.d. 1239, and confined in the fort of Bitahnda, 
from which place she made her escape and 
contrived to raise an army with which she 
marched towards Dehli; but was defeated 
and put to death by her brother Bahrain 
Shah, who ascended the throne. The reign 
of Sultana Razia lasted 3 lunar years 6 months 
and 6 days. Her tomb is still to be seen in 
old Dehli. 

Sultana Rukia or Ruqia ( <Uj . 4*jlkL»), 

the daughter of Mirza Handal (?.*.), the son 
of the emperor Babar, was the first or chief 
wife of the emperor Akbar, by whom he had 
no children. Consequently when Shah Jahan 
was born to Jahangir, his grandfather Akbar 
made him over to her to be brought up by her. 
She was also the patroness of Nur Jahan; 
and died at Agra in January, a.d. 1626, 
Jumada I. a.h. 1035, aged 84 lunar years. 

Sunna (L«*>). This word is used generally 

to signify all the traditions, both of the say- 
ings and doings of the Prophet, and the term 
Hadis is employed in tho same comprehensive 
sense. The distinction between the Hadis 
(sayings) and the Sunan (doings) is not at- 
tended to bv doctors of the Muslim law; both 
are generally authoritative. 

Sunni ( jwi). Those Musalmans who 


assume to themselves the appellation of 
orthodox, and uphold the succession of the 
Khalifas Abu Bakr, Umar, and Usman, and 
deny the right of supremacy, either spritual 
or temporal, to the posterity of 'All, arc 
called bunnis. They are divided into an 
infinity of sects, but of these there are only 
four principal ones, which are called after 
their founders.

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Sunqar or Sanqar (.JLi—:), son of 


Maudud, cne of the Atabaks of Fan, who is 
better known by his title of Atabak Muzaffar- 
uddin, was the great-grandson of Salghar, 
the founder of this dynasty. He succeeded 
Buzaba, the last governor of Fare of this 
family, and threw off all dependence upon the 
Saljuqi Sultans about the year a.d. 1148, 
a.m. 643. He made his residence the city of 
Shiraz, which afterwards became the capital 
of his family. He died in a.d. 1161, a.h. 
656, and was succeeded by his brother 

Muzaffar-nddin Zangi, who, after a peaceful 
reign of 14 yean, left the government to 
his son Takla in a.d. 1176, a.h. 671. 

Takia, who acquired fame by employing, as 
his wazir, the victorious Khwaja Amin- 
uddin of Gazarnn, reigned 20 years, and at 
his death, which happened in a.d. 1196, 
a.h. 691, the government of Fan fell to 
his brother 

Atabak Sa'd bin-Zangi, who made a successful 
attack upon Isfahan. The memory of 
Atabak Sa'd is to this day held in great 
respect at Shiraz. He surrounded that 
city by a wall, and built the Jam'a Mas j id, 
or chief mosque, which still remains a 
monument of his piety and munificence. 
He reigned more than 30 lunar years, 
and died about the rear a.d. 1226, a.h. 
623. He was succeeded by his son 

Atabak Aba Bakr, also called Abu Nasr, a 
son every way worthy of his father. He 
gave an extraordinary proof of his fore- 
sight in his early conciliation of Changez 
Khan, to whom he sent a mission and some 
valuable presents. The conqueror received 
the advance with favour, conferred the 
Turkish title of Eutlaq Khan upon him ; 
and the province of rars, through the 
wisdom of its prince, was exempted from 
that destruction which fell on all those in 
its vicinity. In his time lived the cele- 
brated Sa'di of Shiraz, who wrote the 
OulUtdn in his name. Abu Bakr died at 
Shiraz in a.d. 1260, 6th Jumada II. a.h. 
668, after a long and prosperous reign of 
34 years, and left his government to his 
son. Daulat Shah says he died in a.h. 667. 

Atabak Sa'd II. who, at the time of his 
father's death, was with the army of 
Halaku Khan, the grandson of Changez 
Khan, hastened to take possession of his 
inheritance, but was seized with an illness, 
which terminated his existence before he 
could reach his capital. His infant son 

Atabak Muhammad was placed upon the 
maenad; and the rule devolved upon the 
child's mother, Khatun Turkan; out her 
authority received a great shock in the 
death of her son, who, two years and a half 
after his advancement, fell from the terrace 
of his palace, and was killed on the spot, 
a.d. 1262, a.h. 660. After his death 

Muhammad Shah, a chief of the family of 
Salghar, was elevated to the dignity of 
Atabak, but £hatun Turkan, after eight 
months, being displeased with his conduct, 
seized him and sent him prisoner to Halaku 


Khan; while she elevated his brother 
baljuq Shah to the government. 

Saljuq Shah, with a view of confirming his 
power, married Khatun Turkan ; but after- 
wards, in a fit of intoxication, ordered one 
of his slaves to strike off her head. Some 
officers of the emperor Halaku Khan, who 
were present, expressed their feelings at 
this horrid act and were instantly put to 
death. When Halaku heard of these 
proceedings, he immediately ordered the 
execution of his brother Muhammad. 
Saljuq, dreading the vengeance of the 
emperor, fled to Kazarun : but was seized 

_ ana put to death, a.d. 1263, a.h. 661. 

Ish, the daughter of Atabak Sad, who reigned 
one year, was married to Mangu Taimur, 
the son of Halaku, which put an end to 
this family, which lasted 120 lunar years. 

Supkaran or Subhkaran Bundela 
(aLjcj ^jL^), a Rajput, who was 

an Amir of 2600 in the service of the emperor 
'Alamgir. He died at Bahadurgarh in the 
Deccan about the year a.d. 1678, a.h. 1089, 
and was much lamented by all who knew him. 
Many of his women buried themselves upon 
the funeral pile with his corpse. He was a 
soldier unequalled, had in repeated battles 
won the prize of valour, and was in general 
successful. After his death his son Dalpat 
Rao was exalted to the rank of 600 by the 
emperor. 

Suqman bin-Ortak (<_£,! ^ ^Ua-i),

His younger 
brother, Partap Singh, built the fort of Kum- 
bhir or Kumfr. After the departure of 
Abmad Shah Abdali from India to Qandahar, 
Surajmal, taking advantage of the weakness 
of the empire, made himself master _of all the 
countries that were dependent on Agra, and 
ultimately of the town itself and many other 
important places ; but fell in battle with the 
Ronela chief Najib-uddaula in December, 
a.d. 1763, a.h. 1177. His son Jawahir 
Singh succeeded him. 
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Suraj Singh, Raja (te>-\j <*&~j 7TJ?^> 

son of Udai Singh Radnor, the son of Rae 
Maldeo. After the death of his father, a.d. 
1594, a.h. 1002, he was raised by Akbar to a 
suitable rank, and served nnder that emperor 
and his son Jahangir for several years. The 
mansab of 5000 was conferred on him by the 
latter. He died in the Deccan, a d. 1619, 
a.h. 1028, and Raja 6aj Singh, his son, 
succeeded him, and, as his father was uncle 
to the emperor Shah Jahan on the mother's 
Bide, he was in a short time raised to the rank 
of 5000. Gaj Singh died on the 6th May, 
a.d. 1638, 2nd Mubarram, a.h. 1048. His 
son A mar Singh killed Salabat Khan Mir 
Bakhshi in a.d. 1624, a.h. 1054, and was 
himself cut to pieces at one of the gates of the 
fort of Agra, now called Amar Singh Gate. 

Surdas ( Jj. *J), son of Baba Ramdas, 

a Hindu poet and an excellent musician, who 
flourished about the 16th or 17th century. 
He is the author of the work called Sur 
Sagar, in Hindi, etc. 

Surur (f«j~»), poetical name of Mirza 

Rajab 'All Beg of Lucknow. He is the 
author of a Dlwan and several other works 
and of a beautiful story in Urdu called Fisana 
Ajdcb, which he completed in the first year of 
the reign of Naslr-uddin Haidar, a.d. 1828, 
a.h. 1244. 

Surar (j)j~s), the poetical name of 

Lachhm! Ram. 


Suruxi (±Sj)jJ), poetical name of Haji 

Muhammad, a poet, who died in a.d. 1561, 
a.h. 969. He was the son of a shoemaker, 
and had so excellent a memory that he knew 
more than 30,000 verses by heart. He com- 
posed a dictionary called Mujma-ul-Fura, and 
a book in which he explains the difficult words 
of Nizami and other poets. He also wrote a 
Commentary in the Turkish language on the 
Diwan of Hafiz.

Razi-uddin, a brother of Maftun. He is the 
author of several Persian poems, besides 
which he has composed from ten to twelve 
thousand Urdu verses.

He translated, 
from the Sanskrit into Persian, the rrnbodh 
Chand (Chandrodaya) Natak, a very curious 
work on Theosophy, and dedicated it, as well 
as several otber treatises on Sufiism, to 
Karayan Chand.

Taban (^IjU), the poetical name of 

Mir 'Abdul Hai, of Dehli, a youth whose 
extraordinary beauty was the theme of con- 
temporary poets, and of whose personal 
charms it is related that they were the envy 
of the other sex and the admiration of all who 
beheld him. He was slain at an early age 
in consequence of haying himself formed a 
Terr unbecoming attachment. His odes are 
held in high estimation for delicacy and 
elegance of sentiment, and even the poet 
Sauda was among? the number of his ad- 
mirers. He lived in the time of the emperor 
Muhammad Shah.

Tabari (^^k), a celebrated historian 

of Tabarist&n, and author of the Tdrtfch 
Tabari. He was a famous Imam of Baghdad, 
and the Livy of the Arabians. He finished 
his General History in a.d.

At the request of his friends he reduced his 
work of 30,000 sheets to a more reasonable 
size. He died a.d. 922, a.h. 310.

Taba Taba (LJ? L-J?), a poet whose 

proper name was Mir Rafi-uddln Husain, a 
Sayyad, who, being of the Tabataba tribe, 
used it as his poetical name.

Tabiat (^ - • : : k), poetical name of 

Shaikh Saif-uddin Muhammad, a poet who 
lived in a.i>. 1742, a.h. 1155. 

Tadbir (-j Jj), poetical title of Prince 
Sikandar Kadr. 

Tadrawl or Tazrawi Ab-barl (^jSj), 

a nephew of Nargisi. He came from Rome 
to India, died there a.d. 1567, a.h. 975, and 
was buried at Agra. He is the author of a 
memoir or Masnawi called Risala Hasan-o- 
Tusaf Muhammad £fian. 

Tafazznl Husain Khan (^^d- J*dsu 

&\£*), the rebel Nawab of Far- 

rukhabad. He was the grandson and suc- 
cessor of Mufaffar Jang, also called Muzaffar 
Husain Khan. This man, a British protege 1 , 


caused, or sanctioned, the murder of sixty- 
two Englishmen, women, and children, 
during the insurrection of 1857, under 
circumstances of the most cold-blooded 
atrocity. After months of unavailing pursuit, 
Major Barrow, Commissioner of the district 
of Audh, to which he had fled, offered him 
his life, provided he had himself committed 
no murders. The Nawab surrendered, was 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced to death. 
The Governor-General, however, while fully 
coinciding in the verdict, held that the word 
of a British officer must be maintained, de- 
clared the criminal exempt from the punish- 
ment of death, on the condition that he 
should immediately emit the British territory 
for ever. If, ran the order, he accept this 
condition, he will be conveyed to the frontier 
as a convict, under a military guard, and there 
set at liberty. If he refuse the condition, it 
was added, or, if having accepted it, he shall 
break it, or attempt to break it, now, or at 
any future time, the capital sentence pro- 
nounced upon him will be carried out. The 
Nawab elected to be sent to Mecca. Accord- 
ingly on the 23rd May, a.d. 1859, he was 
taken, to the Magistrate's office under a 
European guard, and there fettered. He 
was allowed to see his children but not his 
wife. Two hundred men of the Fathagarh 
Levy were ordered to guard him to Bombay, 
on his way to Mecca. 

Tafta (&Ju), poetical name of MunshI 

Hargopal of Sikandar abad, by caste a Kayeth. 
He is the author of a Persian Diwan, which he 
completed and published in the Lithographic 
Press at Agra in a.d. 1851, a.h. 1267, and 
of a parody on the verses of the Gulistan in 
verse, entitled Tasmin Gulistan, published in 
a.d. 1858, a.h. 1274. 

Taftazani or Tuftazani ( »M" A?X 

which is sometimes erroneously written Tugh- 
tazani, is the surname of an author, who was 
called so from his birth-place, a city in 
Khurasan. His proper name is Mulla Sad- 
uddin Masaud bin 'Ulnar. He is the author 
of the Commentaries on the Maazid, 'Aqaed 
and Kashshdf; and also of the Sharah Sharaf 
Zanj&niy Mutouwal, which he dedicated to 
Malik Husain Kart, and Mu&tasir Tal&is, 
dedicated to Jani Beg. There is another 
work, entitled Sharah ITallaj, which is also 
attributed to him. In the latter part of his 
life he served under Tamerlane and died at 
Samarqand. According to the Muntatbib* 
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ut-TatcariJ& he was born in a.d. 1322, a.h. 
722, and died on the 10th January, a.d. 1390, 
22nd Muljarram, a.h. 792, but, according to 
Haji Khalfa, in a.h. 791. 

Taghallub (u^JJLj), a learned and 

pious Musalman, whose proper name was 
Abu'l Abbas Afomad. He was the Imam of 
the inhabitants of Kufa, and died at Baghdad 
in the year a.d. 903, a.h. 290. 

Tahawi or Al-Tahawl ( it j^ ff ). Vide 
Abu Jafar bin-Muhammad Tabawl. 

Tahir (y^lt), the grandson of Amru 
bin-Lais, which see. 

Tahir and Ghani (^i^alk), poetical 

names of Mirza, Muhammad Tahir, commonly 
called Ghani Kashmiri, which see. 

Tahir I. or Tahir ibn - Husain - al - 

Khuzai* ( *^»Xs=!l ^j****- &>\ j*^>\ 

surnamed Yeminain (Ambidexter). He was 
one of Al-Mamun' s ablest supporters and one 
of the greatest generals of his ace. He de- 
feated and slew 'AH ibn-lsa in battle, a.d. 
811, a.h. 196, and sent his head as a present 
to the Khallf Al-Mamun, his employer, who 
amply rewarded Tahir for his services. And 
when that prince was residing at Marv, the 
capital of Khurasan, he revolted against his 
brother Al-Amin, the Khallf of Baghdad, 
and despatched Tahir with an army to attack 
him at Baghdad, which place he took in a.d. 
813, §afar, a.h. 198, and, having slain Al- 
Amin, sent his head to Khurasan, that it 
might be presented to Al-Mamun, his brother, 
who conferred the government of Khurasan 
upon Tahir and his descendants with almost 
absolute and unlimited power. Tahir died on 
Saturday the 15th November, a.d. 822, 
24th Jumada II. a.h. 207, at Marv, and his 
son Talha was appointed wazir in his room. 
The following is a list of his descendants : 

Tahir I. died a.d. 823, a.h. 207. 

Talha, his son. 

'Abdullah, son of Tahir, died a.d. 846, 

a.h. 230. 
Tahir II. son of 'Abdullah. 
Muhammad, son of Tahir II. and last 

prince of this race. 

Tahir II. (dJU^s ^\ y*U?), great- 
grandson of Tahir I. and son of 'Abdullah, 
whom he succeeded in the government of 
Khurasan in the reign of Al-Mustain Billah, 
and died a natural death. He was succeeded 
by his son Muhammad, the last prince of this 
race. 

Tahir Abiwardi (u^j-j^aIL), a poet 

who flourished in the time of Sulfcan Bai- 
sanghar. 


Tahir-al-Azaz din Allah (^j Jly>lt 

<dH ^J), son of Hakim Abu Mansur, 

succeeded his father, a.d. 1020, on the throne 
of Egypt. He reigned 16 years, and left bis 
crown to a son under seven years of age, 
named al-Mustanasar Billah. Tahir died in 
a.d. 1036, a.h. 427. 

Tahir bin-Ahmad-al-Bukharl, Imam 


Iftikhar-uddin (jc^^l ^ -JbLt 

(jrjUoJO, author of a work on Ilm- 

ul-Fatawa, or science of decisions, entitled 
the Khuldsat-ul- Fatdtcd, a select collection 
of decisions of great authority. He was also 
the author of the J&uizinat-ul-Waqidt and 
the Kit&b-an-Nisab. on which books the 
Khuldsat was ^rounded, and to which many 
subsequent collections are indebted for 
numerous valuable cases. He died a.d. 
1147, a.h. 642. 

Tahir Billah (jlUIj yfcLL). Fids Al- 
Tahir Bi-amrullah, a Khallf of Baghdad. 

Tahir Bukhari (^sj^r y*U>), a very 

pious Musalman of Bukhara, and an excellent 
poet, who flourished in the reign of Sultan 
Babar of Herat. 

Tahir Muhammad bin - Imad - uddin 
Hasan bin -Sultan 'All bin -Haji 

Muhammad Husain Sabzwari (jfclb 
c/*^ {jL^ ^^ cjJ *x^«^). He is 

the author of the history called Bauzat-ut- 
Tdhirin, the Garden of the Immaculate. It 
is a general history and was commenced in 
a.d. 1602, a.h. 1011, three years before the 
death of Akbar, and concluded in a.d. 1606, 
a.h. 1016. Sir H. M. Elliot, in his Bis- 
torians of India, calls it the Jtauzat-ut-Safa. 
This is evidently a mistake, for that book was 
written by Mir Khawand 8hah, who died in 
a.d. 1498. 

Tahir Wahid, Mirza (^ j^^U?), 

son of Husain Khan Qazwini, commonly 
called Wakaa Nawis, the news-writer, was 
one of the greatest poets of the age. He was 
historigrapher of Shah Abbas II. and after- 
wards wazir to Shah Sulaiman, kings of 
Persia. Mirza Saeb, who died in a.d. 1669, 
was one of his contemporaries. Tahir Wahid 
is the author of a Diwan containing 60,000 
verses, and of a history of the Safwi kings of 
Persia. One of his works, which he wrote in 
a.d. 1666, a.h. 1066, is called Mirat-uU 
Ai'jaz, and one, which contains letters 
written by him for the king of Persia, goes 
after his name, and is called Tkhir Wahid. 
He died in a.d. 1696, a.h. 1108. 
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Tahmasp I. Shah Safari (i_-A+ {V 

c5^i-p il-1), king of Persia, was born 

on Wednesday the 22nd February, a.d. 1514, 
26th ^il-ljijja, a.h. 910, and succeeded his 
lather, Shah Isma'il I. to the throne of Persia, 
on the 24th May, a.d. 1524, 19th Baiab, 
a.h. 930, when he was ten years of age. The 
reign of this prince owes much of its celebrity 
to the truly royal and hospitable reception 
he gave to the emperor Humayun (?.*.), 
a.s. 1543, when that monarch was forced to 
fly from India, and to take shelter in his 
dominions. All the means of the kingdom 
were called forth to do honour to the royal 
guest ; and they were as liberally furnished to 
replace him upon his throne. Shah Tahmasp 
died at the age of 64 after a reign of more 
than 53 lunar years, on Tuesday the 15th 
May, a.d. 1576, 15th §afar, a.h. 984. His 
fourth son, Ismail Mirza, succeeded him. 
According to his own request he was buried 
at Mashhad. 

Tahmasp II. Shah Safavi (y_ ^.At-ft 
ftl£>), king of Persia, was the 


son of Sultan Husain. He assumed the title 
of king of Persia after the confinement of his 
father by Mahmud the African chief, and 
struggled a few years with his fate ; but a 
weak, effeminate, and debauched youth was 
unsuited for such times ; and he only merits 
a place in history as his name furnished a 
pretext for the celebrated Nadir, or Tahmasp, 
Quli Khan to lay the foundations of his great 
power. He was confined at Sabzwar in 
Khurasan, and put to death by Raza Qui! 
Khan, the son of Nadir Shah, who was then 
absent on his expedition to India in a.d. 1739, 
a.h. 1151. 

Tahmasp Quli, Mirza (A3 t_~~»sU^ 

\\j"), a Turk, and an excellent poet, 

who flourished in the time of the emperor 
Shah Jahan, and wrote a beautiful chrono- 
gram consisting of nineteen Terses in Persian 
on the marriage of the emperor* s eldest son, 
Dara Sbikoh, each hemistich of which gives 
the year a.d. 1633, a.h. 1043. 

Tahmurs (s^^L), commonly called 

Deoband or the Magician binder, a title which 
he derived from the success with which he 
warred against the enemies of his family. He 
succeeded his father, Hoshang, and was the 
third king of Persia of the first or Pishdadian 
dynasty. He governed Persia 30 years, and 
was succeeded by his nephew, the famous 
Jamshed. 

Tahsin ( . j «>» V*) y poetical name of 

Mir Muhammad 'At& Husain Khan, of 
Lucknow, who lived in the court of Nawab 
Mansur 'All Khan, Safdar Jang, and had the 
title of Murassa Baqam. His father, Mir 
Muhammad Bakir, whose poetical name was 


Shauq, was also a learned man and a poet. 
Tahsin is the author of the works called 
Zaw&bit Anareitl, Tawdrifo Qfrtmi, Imhae 
Tahsin, and of the Nauiarz Muraita, an 
Urdu version of the Four Darweishes, which 
he wrote in the commencement of the reign 
of Nawab 'Asaf-uddaula, about the year a.d. 
1775.

Tahsin 'All Khan (^IsL ^Ic. ^m**** 


\-* i*^Ayj>»), an eunuch of Nawab 

'Asaf-uddaula, of Lucknow. He died in the 
time of Nawab Sa'adat 'AH Khan, in August, 
a.d. 1813, Shaban, a.h. 1228. 

Taimur (,^4-J). Vide Amir Taimur. 
Taimur Shah (all jj^-jJ), the eldest 

son of Ahmad Shah Abdall, succeeded his 
father to the throne of Qabul and Qandahar 
in a.d. 1772, a.h. 1186, after murdering 
Shah Wall £han, his father's wazir, who 
intended to crown his son-in-law, prince 
Sulaiman, a younger brother of Taimur. He 
reigned 20 years over Qabul, Qandahar, and 
Khurasan, and died 17th May, a.d. 1793, 
7th Shawwal, a.h. 1207, aged 47 years. He 
left several sons, viz. Humayun Shah, Zaman 
Shah, Mahmud Shah, Shah Shuja'a, Firoz 
Shah, Abbas, and Ayyub. On Taimur's 
death a powerful faction, headed by his 
favourite wife and supported by Painda 
Khan, entitled Sarfaraz Khan, the head of 
the Barakzai family, placed Shah Zaman upon 
the throne, at Qabul; Humayun, the elder 
brother, proclaimed himself king of Qandahar, 
and Mahmud became the ruler of Herat. 

Taimur Sultan (^Ua.L-i j) a, « ;), the 

successor of Shaibani Khan, the chief of the 
Uzbaks, after whose death in a.d. 1510, a.h. 
919, he took possession of Samarqand, and 
Jani Beg Khan and 'Abdullah Khan divided 
Bukhara between themselves. 

Tajalli ( J*s*) t poetical title of 'All 

Raza, an encomiast of 'Aq& Husain Khwan- 
sari. He is the author of a poem called 
Mqraj-uWShayil. He died in a.d. 1677, 
a.h. 1088. 

Tajara Begam (jL+J \j\j>-\j) t the 

mother of Wajid * Ali, the ex-king of Lucknow, 
who proceeded to England after the annexa- 
tion of Audh to the British possessions, and 
died in France in a.d. 1857.

Taji ( ^\j), poetical appellation of 


Mir Muhammad Husain, the native country 
of whose forefathers was And j an, in Persia, 
lie flourished in the time of 'Alamglr, and is 
the author of a Piwan,

author of a Diwan. 

Taj-uddin 'Abdul Wahhab bin-as- 
Sabki (^ v^j^Iju-^ ^a« & 

^« & » *s\) t author of the Tabaq&t-ash- 

Shafi'at. There are numerous biographical 
collections treating of the lives of the principal 
followers of Shafa'i, besides the one just 
mentioned, which have similar titles ; but the 
most noted is by Taj-uddin. He died in 
a.d. 1369, a.h. 771. 

Taj-uddin Abu Ja'far bin-Sukman 

an author who died in a.d. 1118, a.h. 612. 

Taj-uddin Abu'l Pazl (^jJt _Lj 

jJbUo ^j J *d m a.\\yj\) t sou of Tahir, 

ruler of Sistan, also called Nlmrdz, which 
country he received from Sultan Sanjar 
Saljuqi, some time about the year a.d. 1160, 
a.h. 645. The following is a list of his 
descendants, who reigned in Sistan till the 
invasion of Changez Khan : 

1. Taj-uddin 'Abu Ja'far. 

2. Shams-uddin Muhammad, son of Taj- 

uddin, who, along with his sister, was 
slain by his own subjects. 

3. Taj-uddin Harb, son of 'Izzul Mulk, who 

is said to have reigned 60 years. 

4. Bahrain Shah, son of Taj-uddin, in whose 

time lived Abu Nasr FarahT, the author 
of the Nisdb-us-Subidn. 

5. Nasrat-uddin, son of Bahram, who was 

killed in battle against his brother Rukn- 
uddin. 

6. Rukn-uddin, son of Bahram, who was 

slain at the time of the invasion of 
Changez Khan. 

7. Shahab-uddin, son of Taj-uddin, slain in 

battle. 

8. Taj-uddin, who defended himself for two 

years in the fort of Sistan, which was 
at last taken and every soul put to the 
sword by the troops of Changez Khun. 

Taj-uddin Yalduz (^ jJb ^ jj\ U), 

king of Ghazni. It is related that Shahab- 
uddin Muhammad Ghdri, who had no children 
excepting a daughter, took pleasure in edu- 
cating Turkish slaves, whom he afterwards 
adopted. Four of these slaves, besides Qutb- 
uddin Aibak, became great princes, of whom 
Taj-uddin Yalduz was one. On the death of 
Shahab-uddin, in a.d. 1206, a.h. 602, the 
Turk! officers espoused the cause of his 
nephew, prince Mahmud, the son of Ghayaa- 
uddin Gnori ; but Mahmud, being unam- 
bitious and naturally indolent, felt satisfied 
with the throne of his ancestors at Ghor, and 
proclaimed Yalduz king of Ghazni, content to 
receive homage from that chief. Yalduz had 


several battles with Qutb-uddln Aibak, king 
of Dehli. and some time after that king's death 
recruited his army and marched towards India 
with a view to conquer that country, but was 
defeated near Dehli by Shams-uddin Altimsh 
in a.d. 1216, a.h. 611, and, being taken 
prisoner, was imprisoned in Badaon, where, 
according to some accounts, he died a natural 
death, but, according to others, he was 
poisoned. The whole length of his reign was 
nine years. A list of the Sultans of the Slave 
Dynasty of Ghor, who reigned in India, is 
given under Qutb-uddln Aibak. 

Taj-uddin Gazruni (^jjj\ _Lj 

^-Jjujl-f ), author of the Bahr-%- 

Sa'adat, the Sea of Felicity, a Persian work 
containing Essays on the goodness of God, 
the Creation of the world, on Virtue and the 
necessity of observing the moral duties, proved 
by various quotations from the Quran. 

Taj - uddin Sangreza ( -_j jlJ \ ^Lj 

tyjj.jj^j) t a Persian poet, who lived 

in the time of Gh ay as -uddin Balban, king of 
Dehli, about the year a.d. 1274, a.h. 670. 

Taj-uddin 'Umar bin- - All ( .^jJLAj 

iJV** L-S^ %i£ j* 6 '} * surnamed Fiqahl, 
an Arabian author, who died in the year a.d. 
1331, a.h. 731. 

Taj-ul-Mulk G_£L*J\ -U), whose 

original name was Malik TajQ, was appointed 
wazir by Khizir Khan, king of Dehli, in the 
first year of his reign, a.d. 1414, a.h. 817, 
with the above title. He died on the 13th 
January, a.d. 1421, 8th Mu^arram, a.h. 824, 
and his eldest son, Sikandar. succeeded him in 
the office of wizarat under the title of Malik - 
ush-Sharq. 

Takash or Taksh (^fijj), surnamed 

'Ala-uddin Sultan of Khwarizm, the son of 
Alp Arsalan, the son of Atsiz, a descendant of 
the prince of that country, who had been 
cupbearer to the celebrated Sultan Sanjar, 
king of Persia. He defeated and slew 
Tughral III. Saljuqi in a battle, a.d. 1194, 
a.h. 690. At his death, which happened 4th 
July, a.d. 1200, 19th Ramazan, a.h. 596, he 
left his kingdom to his son Sultan Muhammad, 
surnamed Qufcb-uddin, whose reign was, at 
its commencement, splendid and successful ; 
but his fortune fell before that great destroyer 
of the human race, Changez Khan, by whom 
he was defeated, his countries pillaged, and 
almost all his family made prisoners. Ho 
died of a broken heart, a.d. 1220, a.h. 617. 
His son Jalal-uddin, who was the last of 
this dynasty of kings, long bore up against 
the torrent that had overwhelmed his father, 
but was at last subdued. He was slain a.d. 
1230. 
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Takasn or Turtash (JjJj), which see. 

Takhallns (^Jls?), the poetically- 
assumed title, or pen-name, of a Persian 
writer ; of which many instances appear in 
this work. It was originally, perhaps, adopted 
from motives of caution, to conceal identity ; 
but it became a fashion, adopted even by royal 
authors. 

Takhat or Takht Singh (a£i-* u^*), 

Baja of Jodhpur Marwar, who was raised to 
the gaddi after the death of his father, Raja 
Han Singh, in November, a.d. 1843. He 
died on the 12th February, a.d. 1873, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Jaswant 
Singh, to whom he had resigned the reins of 
government some months before his death. 

Takla Cd&), a king of Fars. V%d* 
Sunqar. 

Takuji Holkar (jJDjfc ^frfi>)> tne 

nephew of Malhar Rao Holkar I. was elected 
and placed on the masnad of Indor by Ahlia 
Bai, the widow of Khande Rao, son of 
Malhar Rao, in a.d. 1768, on the death of 
her father-in-law. He reigned 30 years, and 
died on the 15th August, a.d. 1797, leaving 
two legitimate sons, Kashi Rao and Malhar 
Rao, and two illegitimate sous, Ithoji and 
Jaswant Rao. After the death of Takuji 
his eldest son, Kashi Rao, succeeded him; 
but the country was usurped by Daulat Rao 
Scindhia for some time, and afterwards made 
over to Jaswant Rao. 

Takuji Holkar (jllp j>-£>), Raja 

of Indor, was raised to the gaddi in a.d. 
1841. 

Tala' (wJLk), the poetical name of 

Mirza Niztim-uddin, brother to Mirza Qu(b- 
uddin Mael. He was an excellent poet, and 
flourished in the time of the emperor * Alamgir, 
and was living about the year a.d. 1696, a.h. 
1108. 

Talalha ibn-Khawailid (^j\ AsclLL> 

jJjpO, one of the false prophets 

who pretended to prophecy like Muhammad, 
and imitated him from ambitious motives, 
saying that inspiration came down to him 
from heaven. He was received into favour 
by the Saracens in a.d. 638, a.h. 17, by 
saving the life of Sarjabil ibn-Hasani in a 
battle against the Greeks, and was sub- 
sequently employed by the Khalif 'Umar in 
his wars against the Persians.

Talash (^5lj), the poetical name of 

Shahab-uddin Aljmad, which see. * 


Talha (y*\t ^ AjsrO, the son of Tahir, 

the general of the Khalif al-Mamun. He 
succeeded his father in the government of 
Khurasan in a.d. 822, a.h. 213, and, after 
a reign of six years, died a natural death 
in a.d. 828. His son 'AH was killed the 
same year in a battle against the rebels at 
Naishapur. 

Talha ibn-'ObeiduUah (^1 t^^ 9 

X>^ Ju^f). He, together with Zubeir 

and 'Ayesha, the widow of Muhammad, were 
'All's irreconcilable and implacable enemies. 
The Eufians, Egyptians, and the greater 
part of the Arabians were for 'Ali. A part 
of the Basorians favoured Talha, but the rest 
supported Zubeir. He was killed with Zubeir 
in a battle against 'Ali, at Basra, with an 
arrow by Marwan, the then secretary of 'Ali, 
a.d. 656, a.h. 36. 

Talib •Amnll ( J^T c-^JLt), a cele- 
brated poet of 'Amul, in Persia, who came to 
India in the reign of the emperor Akbar, and 
lived till the time of the emperor Jahangir, 
and was honoured by that monarch with the 

title of "Malik-ush-Shu'ara," or the king 
of poets, a.d. 1619, a.h. 1028. He died in 
a.d. 1626, a.h. 1035, aged nearly 100 years, 
in Kashmir, and left a Diwan of 14,000 
verses. 

Talib Jajurmi ( _« -^U- c^JU:), 

author of a poem called Manazira GbU-o- 
Chougan, or Dispute between the Bat and the 
Ball, which he dedicated to Sulfcan 'Abdullah, 
the son of Sulfcan Ibrahim, the son of 
Shahrukh. He died in a.d. 1450, a.h. 854, 
and is buried close to the tomb of JChwaja 
Hafiz at Shiraz. 

Talib Kalim (^ ^Jlt). Vide Abu 
Talib Kalim. * 

Talmasani ( jL^Jj), a poet. 


Tamanna (L^J), author of a small 

Diwan in Urdu. 

Tamas (^^13). Vide George Thomas. 
Tamerlane or Ttmurlang ( A _^U»)

Tana Shah (*L* LiU). Vide Abu'l

Tanha (l^j), poetical title of 'Abdul 
Latif Khan, who is the author of a Diwan. 

Tanha (l^J), poetical name of Mu- 
hammad 'All. 
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Tansen (^wb), a celebrated Hindi 

musician or singer who flourished in the time 
of Akbar, and was employed by him. He 
was originally in the service of a Raja named 
Ram Chand, and was sent to court at the 
special request of the emperor. He died in 
the 34th year of that monarch's reign, a.d. 
1588, a.h. 996. 

The musicians in India, both vocal and 
instrumental, ever since the Musalman con- 
quests, who have been highly esteemed, and 
whose names are handed down to posterity 
with much respect by different authors, are as 
follows : Gopil, Amir Khusro the poet, Baiju, 
Bhano, Pantfwa, Bakhshft, Lohang, Sultan 
Husain Sharqi of JaunpQr, Raja Man of 
Owaliar, founder of the Dhurpad, in whose 
time also lived the four following, viz. Chariu, 
Bhagwan, phondhi, and Palu; Tansem, 
Subhan Khan, Surgayan Khan of Fathapur, 
Chand Khan, and nis brother Suraj Khan, 
Tuntarang Khan the son of Tansein, Madan 
Rae, Ramdas and his son Surdas, a blind 
moral poet and musician, Baz Bahadur, 
Mundia, Mian Pand, Mian DaQd Mulla 
Is-haq, Shaikh Khizir, Shaikh Beichu, 
Hasan Khan 'fcini, Surat Sein and his 
brother Lala Deibi, Mirza 'Aqil, Mian 
Shori, Ghulami, Lai Khan, Nilam Prakash, 
and the Bin players, Firoz Khan and Naubat 
Khan. 

Tantia Topi (,^-jjJ W-^X a famous 

rebel chief of 1867. He was captured in 
the jungles of Perone on the 7th April, 1859, 
and hanged on the 18th. It is said that 
before his death he solemnly affirmed that he 
was the instigator of the Cawnpore massacre, 
and that the Nana, who had sworn to protect 
the Europeans, was angry with him for his 
conduct and never saw him afterwards. If 
this confession was made, it was evidently with 
the view of saving the Nana, when it could 
no longer injure himself. In his confession 
Tantia described himself as a Brahman of 
high caste, a native of Puna, which place he 
had left about 30 years before for Central 
India, where he became an Artillery soldier 
(Tom). He next obtained employment in 
the Nina's establishment at Bifchur in connec- 
tion with the Treasury, and was so employed 
in 1 857, when the Mutiny broke out. He also 
said that he commanded the rebel army of 
8000 men which attacked Colonel Greathed's 
column on the parade ground at Agra, on the 
10th October, 1857. He declared he was 
aware of the arrival of the column from 
Dehli before he opened fire on the encamp- 
ment that morning, and did not suppose ne 
had only the Agra brigade to deal with, as 
we imagined. He was deceived, however, 
after the action had commenced, by seeing 
a reinforcement of European redcoats coming 
up (Greathed's men being dressed in Khakhi), 
for whose appearance and apparent numbers 
(for they were reported to be 2500 men) he 
could not account ; but supposing them to be 
new arrivals from down-country, he imme- 
diately retreated; otherwise he would have 
held his ground, and not have allowed Colonel 


Greathed to win so easy a victory. Tantia 
also mentioned that the largest force he ever 
commanded was at the battle of the Betwa, 
when he had under him 22,000 fighting men, 
and 130 pieces of ordnance of various calibre.

TaqLi Aohadi (^jj^J ^Jj), a Persian 

poet who came to India and was living at 
Agra in a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. He is the 
author of a Diwan. 

Taqi, Imam UU ^SJ). Vide Mu- 
hammad Taqi. 

Taqi Kashanl (^liK ^JU). Vide 
Taqi-uddin Muhammad Kashanl. 

Taqi, Mir (^^ ^^-SJ), a Persian and 

Urdu poet, who is the author of six Diwans 
and several other works. He was a native of 
Agra and died at Lucknow in a.d. 1810, 
a.h. 1225. His father's name was Mu- 
hammad Muttaqi. His poetical name is 
Mir, which see. 

Taqi - uddin Muhammad bin - Ahmad 
bin-'Ali Hasani Fasi (^ JlM ^U 

ijL& ^ *U>I ^ J^^*), author of 

the work called Shafy-ul-Gharom. He died 
a.d. 1428, a.h. 832. 

Taqi - uddin Muhammad Kashani 

( JliK Jb*^* ^^\ ^jH), son of 

Sharaf-uddin 'All Husain! Zikri. He was 
born at Kashan about the year a.d. 1539, 
a.h. 946, and is the author of a bio- 
graphy called Khulasat - ul - Ashyar, tea 
Zubdut-ul-Afk&r, compiled in the year a.d. 
1585, a.h. 993. 

Taqi-uddin Sabaqi ( 1^ ^jJl Jj) f 

son of Abdul Kafi. He is the author of 
more than 150 works on different subjects. 
He died a.d. 1349, a.h. 750. 

Taqi - uddin Tamimi L^jJl 

J), author of a biographical 


treatise giving an account of the Hanafi 
lawyers, arranged in alphabetical order, 
entitled Tabaq&t u$ - Saniat ft Tarajim-ul* 
Eana/iat. He died a.d. 1596, a.h. 1005. 
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Tara Bai (J[> \ J \j) t the wife of Kaja 

Bam, the brother of Sambhaii, the son of 
Seiwaji Bhosla, the Marhafta chief of Sitara. 
After the death of her husband in March, 
a.d. 1700, she ruled as regent in the name of 
her son Seiwa, a child of two years, oyer the 
territories acquired by Seiwaji. But on 
'Alamgir's death in a.d. 1707, when Sahu, 
the son of Sambhaji, was released by 'Azim 
Shah, he (Sahu) quickly made himself master 
of Sitara and imprisoned Tara Bai. 

Tara Begram (JLj \j\j) t one of the 

wives of the emperor Akbar. She had a 
garden in AgTa consisting of 40 bigas of 
ground, now in ruins. 

Tarbiat Khan (^U. uuwy ), a noble- 
man of 4000 who served under the emperor 
'Alamgir as Mir 'Atash, or Commander of 
Artillery. After the death of that monarch, 
he espoused the cause of his son 'Azim Shah, 
and was killed in the battle against Bahadur 
Shah, a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119. He had built 
a house at Am on a piece of ground called 
Tajara, or Majara, outside the fort opposite 
to the Amar Singh gate of the fort. 

Tarbiat Khan Barlas C.A-*. cu-wjJ 

(jwJ/), title of Shafi-uUah Khan, a 

native of Persia, who came to India and 
served under the emperors Shah Jahan and 
'Alamgir. At the time of his death he held 
the rank of 4000, and was governor of 
Jaunpur, where he died a.d. 1685, a.h. 1096. 

Tari (^U), poetical title of Mulla 
'All Muhaddis. 

Tarkhan or Nawab Tarkhan (^l^-J 
<— >\jj). Vide Nur-uddln Safaiduni 

(Mulla). 

Tarki i^y), the first Sultan or em- 
peror of, and his descendants. Vide Usman 
or Uthman.

Tasalli ( Ju*J), the poetical name of 

Ibrahim of Shiraz, who came to India and 
was living in a.d. 1623, a.h. 1032. He is 
the author of a Diwan.

Tashkparizada (jrjlj ^^JLilj), sur- 
name of Mulla Aljmad bin -Mustafa, a cele- 
brated Arabian, who died a.d. 1660, a.h. 968. 

Tasir (^JU), the poetical title of 

Mirza Muhsin, who is the author of a Diwan. 
He flourished about the year a.d. 1718, a.h. 
1130. 

Taskhlr (^ir^), poetical title of 

Prince Mirza Sulaiman Qadr, the son of 
Mirza Khurshaid Qadr. Vide Qaisar. 

Taslim (*JL~j) f title* of Muhammad 

Hashim of Shiraz. He came under 'Alameir 
to India, and is the author of a Diwan. He 
was living in a.d. 1697, a.h. 1109. 

Tatar Khan (^U*. AjU), adopted son 

of Tughlaq Shah and prime minister of 
Sultan Muhammad Shah Tughlaa. He is 
the author of a Commentary on the Quran, 
entitled Tafiir Tatar Khdni, and of another 
work' on Muhammadan Law, called Fatdxcl 
Tatar Khanl. He died in the reign of 
Sultan Firoz Shah Barbak. 

Tatar Khan (^U^bti), of Khurasan ; 

a mansabdar of 1000 under Akbar. He was 
Governor of DehlT, and died there a.d. 1588, 
a.h. 986. 

Tatar Khan (^U* j\j\j), son of Mu- 

zaffar Shah I. king of Gujrat, and father of 
Afemad Shah I.

Taufiq, MuUa (^^^ 5U J-iy), of 
Kashmere, a Persian poet. 

Tanli Khan (^U. Jy), the fourth 

son of Changez Khan. On the death of his 
father, a.d. 1227, he succeeded to the kingdoms 
of Persia, Khurasan, and Qabul, and died 
three years afterwards. He left several sons, 
among whom the two eldest, viz. Mangu 
Khan and Halaku Khan, were the most 
famous. 

Taurandukht (c^ J djj>\ daughter 

of Khusro Parwiz. She was elevated to the 
throne of Persia some time after the death of 
her brother Sheroya, a.d. 631. We are told 
by Persian historians that this queen restored 
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the sacred cross, which had been home 
away from Jerusalem by Khusro Parwiz; 
and bj that act, acquired great power with 
the Roman emperor. But this is evidently 
erroneous; for there is no doubt that the 
emperor Heraclius, when he returned from 
Persia, carried that precious relic to Con- 
stantinople, which was deemed a more splendid 
trophy of victory than all his spoils and con- 
quests. Taurandukht ruled Persia only one 
year and four months. She was succeeded by 
ner cousin and lover, Shah Shananda. He 
had reigned only one month when he was 
deposed, and 'Azrarm or Arzamidukht, another 
daughter of Khusro Parwiz, was raised to the 
throne, a.d. 632. This princess, who was 
alike distinguished by her sense and beauty, 
resolved to take the whole management of 
the affairs of the kingdom into her hands. 
She would not even appoint a wazlr. But the 
fatal passion of a Persian noble defeated all 
her designs. Farrukh Hurmuz, the governor 
of Khurasan, fell violently in love with her, 
or perhaps, with her dominions. He pro- 
ceeded to court and made his love known to 
his royal mistress ; she refused her hand, and 
he was soon afterwards murdered through her 
instigation. As soon as his melancholy fate 
was Known to his son Rustam, he collected a 
large army, and marched from Khurasan to 
Madain. The queen was unable to oppose 
him ; and the young chief revengea his 
father by putting her to a cruel death. 
After her demise, Farrukh z ad, the son of 
Khusro Parwiz by a female singer of Isfahan, 
was raised to the throne ; but before he had 
reigned a month, his days were terminated by 

Siison. Such were the events which imme- 
ately preceded the rei^n of Yezdijard III. 
and the fall of the Persian monarchy. 

Tauran Shah (jL*, u ^), surnamed 

Mulik-ul-Muazzim, was the brother of the 
famous Salah-uddin, who had appointed him 
as his lieutenant in Damascus. He died at 
Alexandria on the 1st July, a.d. 1180, 5th 
§afar, a h. 576. 

Tauran Shah, Khwaja (*L& ^Ajj-j 

*>>'\y>*), surnamed Jalal-uddln, was 

wazlr of Shah Shujaa, ruler of Shlraz, and 
died on the 3rd April, a.d. 1385. 

Tausani (^^y), the poetical name of 

Manohar Das, who, though a Hindu, was 
also called Muhammad Manohar and Mirza 
Manohar. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Akbar. The name of his father was 
Lonkaran (Salt Manufacturer). He was Raja 
of Sambhar.

Tausi Maulana (UXj* ^j*^> a P oe t 

of Khurasan, who flourished in the reign of 
Babar Sul&un, after whose death he went 
over to Azurbaijan in the time of Jahan 
Shah, and died there a.d. 1487, a.h. 892. 


Tauti Begiam ( Jlj ,J5j5), one of the 

wives of the emperor Akbar. She had built 
a garden in Agra called Tota Ba^h ; there is 
also a tank in Agra which is called Tota ka 
Tal. 

Tauti, Maulana (^JLy \jly ^jt), 

of Tarshish, a learned Musalman and a good 
poet. He flourished in the time of Babar 
Sultan and died at Herat in the year a.d. 
1462, a.d. 866. As Tauti means in Persian 
a parrot, consequently Amir 'Alisher found 
the year of his death to be contained in the 
word " Khurus," which means a cock. 

Tawakkul bin-Isma*il bin-Haji Ar- 

dlbeili (J.^***^ ^i fj£}i), author of 

the work entitled Safwat~u$-Saja, containing 
the history of the celebrated Shaikh S «fi, the 
founder of the sect of Sufis in Persia, and 
from whom were descended the royal Safwi 
family, written in a.d. 1397, a.h. 800. 

Tawakkul Munshi ( &, \ + J-^^-J), 

author of the work called Sh&h-nima, Sham- 
•her Kham, a prose abridgment of the cele- 
brated Shah-nama of Firdausl, written in a.d. 
1652, a.h. 1062. A translation of this was 
again made in Urdu verse by a poet in the 
reign of the emperor Shah Akbar II. a.d. 
1810, A.n. 1225. 

Taya 4 or Tai BiUah (^ ^jU?), a 
Jchalif of Baghdad. Vide Al-Taya< Billah. 

Tayyabi ( < -Jr), author of the EGthia 

Kashshaf and Sharah Mashkut-ul-Afatdbih. 
He died in a.d. 1342, a.h. 743. 

Tazkira (j^jj), "Memoir," from ^J. 

The title of many biographical works in 
Persian and Urdu. 

Tazrawi (^Syjti). Vide Tadrawl. 

Tegh Bahadur (jjl^J +-?>), a guru or 

chief of the Sikhs, who, having collected his 
followers, levied contributions from the in* 
habitants of his neighbourhood, in conjunction 
with Hafiz 'Adam, a Musalman devotee, and 
his votaries. He was put to death as a 
dangerous heretic in the 17th year of the 
emperor 'Alanigir's reign, a.d. 1673, a.h. 
10>4. His body was divided into four parts 
and hung in the city. 

Tek Chand (jc »». L-X-J), whose ta-

khnllus is Chand, was the son of Balram, a 
Hindu of Sarhind. He is the author of the 
Guldastac Uhq, Nosegay of Love, a Masnawi 
or poem, containing the story of Kamrup, in 
Persian verse. He flourished in the time of

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Tek Chand, Munshi (x^ \_( - * ), 


whose poetical title is Bahar, was a Hindu, 
by caste a Khattri, and author of a work 
entitled Bahar Ajam, a voluminous dictionary 
of Persian idioms, and another called Na- 
vcadir-ul-Masadir.

Tipn Shah or Tippu (*Li ^J), a cele- 
brated Mnhammadan devotee of Arkafc, from 
whom the famous Tipn Sultan, the sovereign 
of Mysore, was named. His Mausoleum still 
continues a favourite resort of the pious, and 
Haidar 'All Khan, the father of Tipu Sultan, 
had a particular veneration for him. Tipu, 
or Tippu, in the Canarese language signifies 
a tiger. 

Tipu or Tippu Sultan (^IkL, jj>), 

the son of Haidar 'All Khan of Mysore. He 
was born in the year a.d. 1749, and succeeded 
his father in December, a.d. 1782, as ruler of 
Mysore. During the American war he joined 
the French against the English ; but after 
the breaking- out of the French Revolution he 
was exposed alone to the fortunes of the war. 
In a.d. 1 790 he wjs defeated in Travancore, 
and, Yielding to the British arms, he con- 
sented, in a.d. 1792, to make peace with 
Lord Cornwallis by delivering up his two 
sons as hostages, and paying, besides part of 
his dominion, above tnree millions sterling. 
His intrigues with the French, and his 
machinations to destroy the English power, 
renewed the war in a.d. 1799. He was 
attacked bv the British in his very capital, 
and was killed whilst bravely defending nim- 
self on the ramparts on the 4th May, a.d. 
1799, 28th Zil-Qa'da, a.h. 1213, aged 52 
Tears. He was buried in the mausoleum of 
his father in the garden named Lai Bagh. 
Tipu, though oppressive and capricious, 

Satronized the arts, and his fondness for 
terature was displayed in the collection of 
books found in his palace, consisting of 
various works in the Sanskrit language of the 
10th century, translations of the Quran, 
MSS. of the history of the Mughal victories, 
and historical memoirs of Hindustan, all of 
which were deposited in the Library of Cal- 
cutta, and a catalogue of them was written 
by Captain Stewart, and published. Tipu 
Sultan is the author of two books, or col- 


lections of letters, one entitled Farmdn-ba- 
nam % Ati Raja, aud the other Futh-ul- 
Majahidin. A part of the latter has been 
translated and published by Mr. B. Crisp, of 
Bengal. 

Tirandaz Khan ( U U* jtaJ^), a slave 

of the emperor Akbar Shah the Great, was 
raised to high rank and received the title of 
Khan. He built his house on a spot of 
ground, consisting of six bigas, in Agra, 
towards the south of the house of Islam 
Khun Rumi. He was raised to the rank of 
2000 and appointed governor of Abniadabad 
by the emperor Shah Jahan. 

Tirmizi («j^/ ), also called HakTm- 

al-Tirmizi. This was the title or surname of 
Abu 'Abdul ah Muhammad bin- 'All, an 
author and philosopher of Tirmiz, in Persia, 
who died in the year a.d. 8t>9, a.h. 255. 

Todar Mai or Torar Mai ( J^ .Jy ), 

the celebrated minister of finance, or Diwan 
of the emperor Akbar Shuh, was a Hindu of 
the tribe of Khattri of Lahore. He was 
appointed Subadar of Bengal in a.d. 1580, 
a.h. 988, and died at Lahore in the 36th 
year of the reign of that monarch, on Mon- 
day the 10th November, a.d. 1589, 11th 
Mub&rram, a h. 998. Abu'l Fazl describes 
him as entirely devoid of avarice and quite 
sincere, but of a malicious and vindictive 
temper, and so observant of the fasts and 
other superstitions of the Hindus as to draw 
down upon him reproof even from Akbar. 

Tnfail (J_-»_aJ?), the name of All's 
nephew. 

Tughan Khan (^U. ^Ul-), the Mu- 

hammadan governor of Bengal in a.d. 1243. 
He invaded the principality of Jahazpur, in 
Urysa, and was defeated by its Raja, who 
pursued him into Gour, his metropolis ; but 
reinforcements from Audh compelled the 
Raja subsequently to retreat. 

Tughan Shah I. (»l& ^Uk), a prince 

of the Saljuqian family, whose seat of govern- 
ment was Naishapur. This prince is said to 
have been defeated in his younger days in a 
battle fought against Ibrahim bin-Nayal, 
who took him prisoner and blinded him. 
After some time his uncle Tughral Beg seized 
Ibrahim, murdered him, and restored the 
titular kingdom to his cousin Tughan Shah. 
The poet Arzaq! lived in his time and wrote 
several panegyrics in his praise. 

Tughan Shah II. (*li u Ut), a prince 

of the Saliuq dynasty, wbo ascended the 
throne of Persia after the death of Sultan 
San jar and, after several battles, was defeated 
and slain by Takash, the Sultan of Khwarizm, 
and died in a.d. 1185, a.h. 581. 
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Tughan Taimur Khan (.***? ^Uk 

i^UO, a descendant of the Mughal 

kings of Persia and ruler of Jurjan. After 
the death of Sultan Aba Said and Arpa Khan 
he conquered several provinces of Khurasan 
and subdued the Sarbaaals of that place. lie 
was at last slain by Khwaja Ahia Kirati, 
chief of the Sarbaaals, on Saturday the 
14th December, a.d. 1363, 16th £i-Qa'da, 
a.h. 754. 

Tughlaq. (j\Ju), a slave of Sultan 

Ghayas-uddin Balban. His son, after mur- 
dering Khusro Shah, ascended the throne of 
Dehli and assumed the title of Ghayas-uddin 
Tughlaq in a.d. 1321. 

Tughlaq. Shah (»U jAJo). Fide 

Ghayas-uddin Tughlaq Shah and Muhammad 
Tughlaq Shah. 

Tughrai (jj^yiW), surname of Hasan 

Abi Isma'il of Isfahan, a celebrated wazir of 
the king of Mousal, Sultan Mas'aud Saljuqi. 
He was called Tughrai on account of his 
excellence in the species of writing styled 
Tuj&ra, and also had the title of " Honours 
of Writers,*' but is better known in Europe 
by his admired Arabic poem, entitled Carmen 
Tughrai, Being taken prisoner in a battle 
where his sovereign was defeated by his 
brother Mahmud, a.d. 1120, a.h. 514, he 
was put to death by that prince's wazir, who 
hatea him for his great abilities. A collection 
of the poems of Tughrai has been made, the 
most celebrated of which is that called Lama- 
uU'Ajam. 

Tughrai (^\J^\ title of Amir YemTn- 

uddin, of Alashhad, a poet, and author of the 
Kulliat Tughrae Mash kadi, a collection of 
poems, odes, elegies, etc., which also contains 
the following prose works, all of which are 
entertaining novels, viz. M\rat-nl-Maftuh % 
Kanz-ul-Mganii Majmilq-ul'Gharxb^ Chask- 
mae Faiz, and Anwar-ul~ Mubarak. He died 
at a place called Fareomud in a.d. 1324, a.h. 
724. There is an Insha supposed to have 
been written by him entitled % Inahae Tughrai. 
He was contemporary with the Tartar king of 
Persia, Muhammad Khuda Banda, and his 
son Abu Said. 

Tughrai, Mulla QU £\j&), an author 

who lived in the middle of the 11th century 
of the nijri. 

Tughrai Beg (L-£+> Jj/it* (the Tan- 

grolipix of the Greeks) was tho son of 
Mikail, the son of Saljuq, and the first 
Sultan of the Saljuqides. Tughrai Beg and 
his brother Ja'far Beg Daud were in the 


service of Sultan MahmQd of Ghazni. After 
defeating Sultan Mas'aud I. son of Sultan 
Mahmud, in a battle fought in a.d. 1038, 
a.h. 429, he assumed the title and state of a 
sovereign at Naishapur. He subdued 'Iraq, 
took Baghdad, and by its reduction became 
master of the person of the Khalifa al-Qaem 
Bill ah, who invested him as Sultan of Khurasan, 
appointed him vicegerent or vicar of the holy 
prophet, and the lord of all Muhammadans. 
He gave his sister in marriage to the khalif, 
and his nephew Alp Arsalan afterwards married 
the daughter of the khalif al-Muqtadi. The 
Saljuq family divided into three branches and 
settled in Hamdan, Kirman and Bum, or 
Anatolia. Tughrai Beg died, after a reign of 
25 lunar years, a.d. 1063, a.h. 455, aged 70 
lunar years, and, as he had no issue, he was 
succeeded by his nephew Sultan Alp Arsalan, 
the son of Abu Ja'far Daud. The following 
are the names of the Sultans of the Saljuq 
dynasty of Iran or Persia : 

1. Tughrai Beg, the son of Mikail, the son of 

Saljuq. 

2. Alp Arsalan, nephew of Tughrai Beg. 

3. Malikshuh, the son of Alp Arsalan. 

4. Barkayaraq, the son of Malikshah. In 

his reign the empire was divided, he re- 
taining Persia; Muhammad, his brother, 
Syria and Azarbaijan, and Sultan San jar, 
Khurasan and Mawarun-nahr. 


Tughrai II. ( Jy&), also called Tughrai 

Sultan, of the race of Saljuq, was the son of 
Sultan Muhammad, the son of Alp Arsalan. 
He was raised to the dignity of Sultan by his 
uncle Sultan Sanjar, a.d. 1132, a.h. o2o, 
after the death of his brother Sultan Mahmud, 
and, after a reign of three years, died in 
October, a.d. 1134, Mubarram, a.h. 525, 
aged 25 years. His brother Mas'aud suc- 
ceeded him. 

Tughrai III. ( Jy&), a Sultan of the 

Saljuqian family, was the son of Arsalan 
Shah, the son of Sultan Muhammad, the 
brother of Sultan Sanjar. After the death 
of Sultan Sanjar, a.d. 1157, a.h. 552, Persia 
continued, for a period of forty years, to bo 
distracted with the wars of different branches 
of the Saljuqian dynasty. The last who 
exercised power was "Tughrai III. who suc- 
ceeded his father, Arsalan Shah, in January, 
a.d. 1176, Jumada II. a.h. 571, and, after a 
reign of ten years, was seized and imprisoned 
by his uncle and wazir, Qizai Arsalan, who 
resolved to usurp the throne, but fell by the 
hand of an assassin in a.d. 1191, a.h. 587, 
and the kingdom was restored to Tughrai. 
He was, however, after some years, defeated 
in a battle, taken prisoner and executed by 
Takash, ruler of Khwarizm, a.d. 1194, 
a h. 590, and his head sent to Xasir, the 
khalifa of Baghdad. With this prince ter- 
minated the Saljuqian monarch** of Persia, 
who had governed that country from the 
commencement of the reign of Tughrai I. to 
the death of Tughrai III.— 158 years. 
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Tughtazani (^j\j\sJu). Fide Tufta- 


zani. 


Tulshi Bal (^b ^/Jj), the widow of 

Jaswant Rao Holkar. Vide Jaswant Bao 
Holkar. 

Tulshi Das (u*\j ,^1)), a Brahman 

and a celebrated poet among the Hindus. He 
is the author or the Ramayan in the Bhakha 
dialect. He flourished in the reign of the 
emperors Akbar and Jahangir, was originally 
an inhabitant of Raj a pur, near Chitarkoj; and 
Tarhuwan; but went about as an ascetic from 
one place to another, and died at Benares on 
the 24th October, a.d. 1623. In the Bhakha, 
or pure Hindi, there are still extant many 
elegant poems, songs, etc., the productions of 
Hindu poets, viz. Kab Gang, Tulshi, Bihari, 
Girdhar, Lalach, Surdas, Kabir, Nauhak ; 
and to these we may add the names of Malik 
Muhammad Jayesi, Afymad Wahab, Mu- 
hammad Afzal, Amir Khan, etc., as they 
composed in both dialects. Girdhar Das is 
the author of another Ramayan,

Tuqtamish Khan (^U* ^az3j) } ruler 

of Dasht Kapchak, whom Amir Taimur de- 
feated in a.d. 1395. 


Tnrkan Khatun (^j_jU. yj&jl), a 

daughter of Sultan Jalal-uddln of Khwarizm. 
She was given in marriage by Halaku Khan 
to Malik Shah, son of Badr-uddin Lulu, 
prince of Mausal. 

Tnrkan Khatnn (^ l-L yjijt), wife 
of Sulfcan Jalal-uddin Malikshah. 


Turkman (^L^j), the poetical name 

of a person whose father was a native of 
Shiraz, but he was born in India, and was 
living about the year a.d. 1690, a.h. 1102. 


Turtush (jjiuy ), a hrother of Malik- 
shah the Saljuoian, against whom he rebelled, 
and was compelled to save himself by leaving 
the kingdom. This appears to be the same 
person called by Ibn-hnallikan, Turtush the 
son of Alp Arsalan, who took prisoner Ateiz, 
a Sulfcan of Khwarizm, and put him to death 
on the 21st October, a.d. 1078, 11th Babi' 
II. a.h. 471. Turtush was slain in a battle 
fought against his nephew Barkayaraq, on 
Sunday the 26th February, a.d. 1095, 17th 
$afar, a.h. 488, aged 30 years. 


Tutash (JLzi). Fide Turtush. 
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'Ubid (ju*^), a poet who lived in the 


time of Saltan Ghayas-uddin Tughlaq Shah, 
and was buried alive on account of his having 
raised a false report that the king was dead, 
and that a great revolution had taken place at 
Dehli. This event took place in the second 
year of the king's reign, a.d. 1322, a.h. 722. 

'Ubid Khan ( .U. Ju-*c), ruler of the 


Uzbaks, was contemporary with Shah Tahmasp 
I. Safwi, king of Persia, who in a battle 
defeated his troops, and gave them a signal 
overthrow in a.d. 1627, a.h. 935. 

'Ubid-nllah (<dJ1 ju*r), sovereign of 


the Uzbaks. This monarch was the nephew 
of the celebrated Shahi Beg Khan, the con- 
queror. He commenced his reign about the 
year a.d. 1542, a.h. 949. 

'Ubid-nllah Ahrar Naqshband (ju*£ 

Jl v ^J L £3 j\j*»\ a1) 1 ), a celebrated learned 

Musalman and saint of Khurasan, among the 
number of whose disciples Maulwi Jam! was 
one. He died in the month of February, 
a.d. 1491, Rabr II. a.h. 896, and is buried 
at Samarqand. Amir Allsher, the celebrated 
wazir of Sulfan Husain Mirza, who much 
respected him, found the chronogram of the 
year of his death in the words ' ' Khuld Barin." 

•Ubid-ullah-al-Mahdi (<UJ1 1 > - - r 

— . 

c^Xy-*!!), a chief of Barbary, in Africa, 

who, in a.d. 910, a.h. 298, rebelled against 
the king of that country, of the race of 
Agjilab, and assumed the title of Khallf of 
Qairwan (the ancient Cyrene, and residence of 
the Aghlabite princes). To give the greater 
weight to his pretensions, he also took the 
surname of al-Mahdi, the director. According 
to some, also, he pretended to be descended 
in a right line from 'AH, the son of Abu 
Talib, and Fatima, the daughter of Muham- 
mad ; for which reason the Arabs called him 
and his descendants Fatimites. He likewise 
encouraged himself and his followers by a 
traditional prophecy of Muhammad, that at 
the end of 300 years the sun should rise out 
of the West, ilaving at length driven the 
Aghlabites into Egypt, where thev became 
known by the name of Maghraoians, he 
extended his dominions in Africa and Sicily, 
making Qairwan the place of his residence. 


He sent several of his generals at different 
times to conquer Egypt, but they were always 
defeated and obliged to fly to Qairwan. 
Al-Mahdi reigned in Barbary 24 years, and 
was succeeded by his son Abul Qasim, who 
then took the surname of al-Qityem Mahdi. 

'Ubid-ullah bin-Masa'ud (<dJ\ Ju.r 

Jyt***** ^j), author of a Commentary 

on the JFiqaya, a work on jurisprudence, 
entitled Shark Wiqaya. He is also tne author 
of the Nikaya, which is sometimes called 
MuHtatir-al- Wiqaya, being in fact am 
abridgment of that work. 'Ubid-ullah died 
a.d. 1349, a.h. 750.

Shariat.] 

'Ubid-nllah ibn-Qais (^\ dJI ju„c 

.^mJ), a distinguished Arabian poet, 

who commemorated the death of Misaa'b, the 
son of Zubeir, who was on terms of friendship 
with him, and had fought in his cause in the 
year a.d. 690, a.h. 71. 

•Ubid-nllah ibn-Zayad (^ aIN A,«r 

jb :) was appointed governor of Kufa 

by the khalif Yezid in the room of al- 
Naman, a.d. 679, a.h. 60. He beheaded 
Muslim, Hnsain's cousin, and his troops 
surrounded Husain at Karbala, who, having 
desperately engaged his troops, was after long 
resistance cut to pieces with all his men in 
October, a.d. 680, Muliarram, a.h. 61. In 
the reign of 'Abdulnialik, 'Ubid-ullah was 
sent to Kufa with leave to plunder it for 
three days ; but, before he reached that city, 
al-Mukhtar, then ruler of that place, sent 
his forces against him under the command of 
Ibruhim, the son of Alashtar, when, after a, 
sharp engagement, 'Ubid-ullah's forces were 
beaten, and himself killed in the camp. 
Ibrahim, having cut off his head, sent it to 
al-Makhtar, and burned his body. This 
circumstance took place in August, a.d. 686, 
Mubarram, a.h. 67. 


•Ubid Zakanl (^^j *.*.« r), a cele- 
brated jester and poet, was contemporary 
with the poet Salman Sawaji. He composed 
several ludicrous verses on Jahan Khatfin, the 
wife of Khwitja Aniin-uddin, wazir of Shah 
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Abu. Is-haq, ruler of Shiraz. lie is the 
author of the work called Ri»ala dar UmBaydn, 
which he dedicated to the king, and also of a 
Diwan. He died in a.d. 1370, a.h. 772. 

Udaipuri Begam (JLj sjjygif), the 

favourite wife of the emperor 'Alamgir, and 
the mother of the prince Kambakhsh, whom 
his father cherished with the utmost tender- 
ness as the son of his old ne'e. She was 
living in a.d. 1686. She is believed to have 
been a Sisodia from Jodhpur. 

Udai Singh {\j\j <dL» ^jjj), Rana of 

Chittor, was the son of Rana Sanka, the 
emperor Ba bar's competitor, but a man of 
feeble character. In his time the fort of 
Chittor was taken bv the emperor Akbar in 
March, a.d. 1568, Shaban, a.h. 975. His 
son, Rana Partap, founded the new capitil 
called Udaipur, which is still occupied by his 
descendants. Rana Partap Singh died a.d. 
1595, a.h. 1004, and A mar Singh his son 
succeeded him, and died in the 14th year of 
Jahangir, a.d. 1620, a.h. 1029. 

Udai Singh Rathouri (-* t »- . -j^ 

i j % ^ r j\J) f commonly called Mota 

Raja, wa6 the son of Rae Maldeo, of Jodhpur 
Marwar. He served under the emperor 
Akbar, and in the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 
994, gave his daughter, named Balmati, 
in marriage to Sulf.an Salira (afterwards 
JahangTr), by whom he had Shah Jahan. 
He was raised to high rank, and Jodhpur, 
bis native country, given him in jagir. He 
died a.d. 1594, a.h. 1002, and four of his 
wires burned themselves with his corpse. 
After his death his son Suraj Singh suc- 
ceeded him. 

Udham Bai, also called Kudsia Begam, 

a Hindu princess, mother of the emperor 
Ahmad Shah (?.«.). She laid out the garden 
on the banks of tne Jumna, often mentioned 
in connection with the siege of Dehli in 1857 
as the Kudsia Bagh. 

Ugarsen U^\j *~»^), a Raja who 

is said to have reigned at Agra several cen- 
turies before the time of Sultan Sikandnr 
Lodi. After him Agra became a village of 
Bayana, the name of the Raja of which 
place was Bin. 

Ulagh Beg Mirza or Ulugh Beg (jJl 

\\j+ lXj), a prince celebrated for 

his knowledge in Astronomy, was the son of 
Mirza Shahrukh, the son of Amir Taimur. 
He reigned at Samarkand for 40 years during 
the lifetime of his father, whom ne succeeded 
in March, a.d. 1447, a.h. 851. He wus a 
prince who made peaceful studies the chief 
object of his life, and had entirely neglected 
the art of war. He assembled all the astro- 


nomers of his kingdom, and the celebrated 
Tables which are known by his name, viz. 
Ztj Ulagh Beg y were the result of his labours, 
lie is said to have had very large instruments 
for making his observations, particularly a 
quadrant as high as the church of Santa Sophia 
at Constantinople, which is 180 Roman feet. 
His fate was cruel : he was defeated, taken 
prisoner, and put to death by his son Mirza 
'Abdul Latif, on the 27th October, a.d. 1449, 
Ramazan, a.h. 853. It is a consolation to 
know that this unnatural prince enjoyed the 
power he had attained by so monstrous a 
crime only for the short space of six months : 
he was slain by his own soldiers. Ulagh 
Beg's Catalogue of fixed stars, rectified lor 
a.d. 1434, was published by Hyde, at Oxford, 
in a.d. 1665, in 4to. with learned notes. 

Ulfati (.jxjLH), poetical name of Qu- 

lich JThan of Andjan, which see. 

'Umar-al-Makaus (^yJUH^e), the 

favourite master of the khalif Mu'awia II. 
who, after his father's death, consulted him 
whether he ought, or not, to accept the 
khilafat. His master told him that if he 
thought himself able to administer justice 
duly to the Musalmans, he ought to accept 
it; but otherwise he ought not to charge 
himself with it. This khalif had scarcely 
reigned six weeks, when he found himself 
too weak to sustain the weight of the govern- 
ment, and resolved to lay it down. This he 
did, and had no sooner renounced the khilafat 
but he shut himself up in a chamber, from 
whence he never stirred till he died, not long 
after his abdication, of the plague, according 
to some, and according to others of poison. 
The family at Umayya was so greatly irritated 
at his proceedings that they vented their 
resentment upon the person of 'Umar-ul- 
Maksus, whom they buried alive, because 
they supposed that it was by his advice that 
Mu'awia deposed himself. This circumstance 
took place in the year a.d. 683, a.h. 64. 

•Umar bin- 1 Abdul Aziz (ju£ ^j j*& 
jjLxJU, grandson of Marwan I. was 

the ninth l^halif of the house of Umavya. 
He succeeded Sulaiman at Damascus in Sep- 
tember or October, a.d. 717, a.h. 99, and 
died after a reign of two years and some 
months, in February, a.d. 720, a.h. 101, 
at Dyr Saraan. He was succeeded by Yezid 
II. This khalif ('Urnar 'Abdul Aziz) was 
eminent above all others for temperance and 
self-denial, insomuch that, according to the 
Muhammadan faith, he was raised to Mu- 
hammad's bosom, as a reward for his absti- 
nence in an age of corruption. 

'Umar bin-'Abdnl Aziz (jus ^j -*c 

\>.y&\) was an eminent Musalman, 
| who died in the year a.d. 742, a.h. 124. 
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'Umar bin-' Abdul Aziz bin-Maja^tx) 

**r^ &> Ji/*M±+* iJ.\ commonly 

called Husam-ush-Shahld, author of a most 
esteemed Commentary. He was killed a.d. 
1141, a.h. 536. 

[fide Abu Bakr Aljmad bin- 'Umar -al- 
Khaasaf.] 

'Umar bin-' Abdullah (<dJ1j^ ^^x), 

a famous Arabian poet, who flourished in the 
time of the khalif 'Abdulmalik. 

[Vide Jamil.] 

'Umar bin-Khattab (u^llarw ^^c), 

one of the favourite companions and father- 
in-law of Muhammad. He succeeded Abu 
Bakr Sadiq as second khalifa after Muhammad 
in August, a.d. 634, Jumacja II. a.h. 13. 
He spread his conquests over Syria and Phoe- 
nicia, and took Jerusalem after an obstinate 
siege in a.d. 637, a.h. 16. His generals 
extended his conquests over Persia and Egypt, 
and increased the worshippers of Muhammad. 
The fall of Alexandria under his power was 
marked by the destruction of its celebrated 
library, but he restored the canal between 
the Nile and the Bed Sea. During his reign 
the Muhammadans conquered 36,000 towns, 
destroyed 4,000 Christian temples, and built 
1,400 mosques. He was the first who was 
called " Amir-ul-Mominin," or the Lord of 
the Believers, and this title was ever after- 
wards used by all succeeding khallfs. He 
was married seven times, and one of his 
wives was Umm Kulsum, the daughter of 
'Ali. He was stabbed on Wednesday the 
3rd November, a.d. 644, 25th tfil.hijja, a.h. 
23, by a Persian slave named Firoz, whilst 
aaying his morning prayers in a mosque, and 
died three days afterwards, aged 63 lunar years. 
He reigned 10 years 6 months and 8 days, 
and was succeeded in the Jgiilafat by 'Uaman, 
the son of 'Affan. Waring, in his Tour to 
bhtraz, mentions that while he was at Shiraz 
(a.h. 1802), the Persians (who are Shias) 
celebrated the death of the khalif 'Umar. 
" They erected a large platform, on which 
they fixed an image, disfigured and deformed 
as much as possible. Addressing themselves 
to the image, they began to revile it for 
having supplanted ( Ali, the lawful successor 
of Muhammad ; at length, having exhausted 
all their expressions of abuse, they suddenly 
attacked the image with stones and sticks, 
until they had shattered it into pieces. The 
inside was hollow, and full of sweetmeats, 
which were greedily devoured by the mob 
who attended the ceremony.*' 

•Umar-ibn-'Ubed (ju^ ^A jAs), the 

son of Bab ; disciple of Wasil-ibn-Ala, and, 
with him, joint founder of the Mu'tazila sect 
or school in the eighth century a.d. He 
lived at Basra.

the youngest son of Suljan 'Ala-uddin Khilii, 
a boy of seven years of age, was raised to the 
throne of Dehlf, after the death of his father, 
by Malik Kafur the eunuch, in December, 
a.d. 1316, Shawwal, a.h. 716. Malik Kafur 
was assassinated after 35 days, and soon after- 
wards 'Umar Khan was deposed by his brother 
Mubarak Khan, who ascended the throne in 
January, a.d. 1317, a.h. 716. 

'Umar Khayam (*LrL -ax). He was 

originally a tent-maker, and hence his ta&allu* 
of IChayam. He is held to be one of the 
most remarkable of Persian poets, unpre- 
cedented in regard to the freedom of his 
religious opinion. The Voltaire of Persia, 
his works gave great offence to the priests, 
but are, nevertheless, highly esteemed by 
general readers, apparently with justice, as 
the animation and brilliancy of his style are 
unquestionable. His hatrea of hypocrisy and 
the tricks of false devotees appears his crime 
in the eyes of the supposed pious ; his toler- 
ance of other creeds was looked upon with 
equal suspicion and dislike. He was born 
at Naishapur, and devoted much of his time 
to the study of astronomy, of which science 
he was a distinguished professor ; but it is 
said that, instead of his studies leading him 
to the acknowledgment of the Supreme 
Being, it prompted his disbelief. The result 
of his reflections on this important subject 
is given in a poem of his, much celebrated 
under the title of Rubayat-i-' Umar Khayam. 
He was the friend of Hasan Sabbah, the 
founder of the sect of the Assassins, and, it 
has been stated on unwarranted conjecture, 
assisted him in the establishment of his 
diabolical doctrine and fellowship. Great 
allowance must, evidently, be made for the 
prejudices of Muslem historians, who would, 
of course, neglect nothing calculated to cast 
odium on one so inimical to their superstitions. 
'Umar Khayam seems particularly to direct 
his satire against the mysticisms of Mawaai, 
the most exalted poet of his time, though 
inferior in this extraordinary and incom- 
prehensible style to the later followers of 
the same school, Attar and the great Mulla. 
However reprehensible his mockery would 
be if really directed against religion in 
general, it scarcely deserves the severity it 
met when we consider that it was the abuses 
he attacked and the absurdities he ridiculed ; 
and as for the incongruities introduced into 
his poems, and his professed love of pleasure, 
he is only following, or rather pointing out 
as absurd, the contradictions of the mystic 
poets which are difficult enough to reconcile 
to the understanding, whether allegorical or 
not. The following will give an idea of the 
true spirit of 'Umar Khayam : 

"Ah ! ye who long that, in time's coming night. 
Your names should shine in characters of 
light, 
Let not this duty ever be forgot — 
Love well your neighbour ; do him no 
despite/' 
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"Ah! strive your best no human heart to 
wring, 
Let no one feel your anger burn or sting ; 

Would you be wrapped in everlasting joy, 
Learn how to suffer, and cause no suffering." 

A famous paraphrase of the Quatrains by 
Mr. Edward Fitzgerald has been published 
by Quaritch of London. Though most 
charming as poetry, this version fails to 
give a correct idea of the original, which 
is a mere collection of disjointed and in- 
consistent epigrams, and by no means the 
continuous meditations of the English poet. 
A more faithful, though less artistic, version 
has appeared in Triibner's Oriental Serie§; 
made by Mr. E. H. W. Whinfield. 'Umar 
Khayam was contemporaneous with Hasan 
Saboah, Nizam-ul-Mulk, wazir of Malikh- 
shah, and Mawasi the poet. Khushgo in his 
Tazkira has recorded the year of 'Umar 
Khayam's death a.d. 1123, a.h. 517, and 
this appears to be correct. Wajid 'All, in his 
Matla-ul-TJlum, says that he died in a.d. 
1121, a.h. 515. 

•Umar Mahrami (^^j^ j-*-*), 

author of a work called itujjat-ul-Hind, 
written in a.d. 1645. 

•Umar Mirza 0j^ j*z), one of the 

sons of Miranshah, the son of Amir Taimur. 
He was defeated and wounded in a battle 
fought against Shahrukh Mirza, and died 
after a few days in May, a.d. 1407, a.h. 809. 

'Umar Sahlan (Qazi Mir) Sawaji 
(jj-jL» ^^\5 ^JLftjAz), author of 

a work on the Science of Logic and Philosophy 
called Maaabir NaalrT, which he dedicated to 
Nasir-uddin Mahmud, the wazir of Sul(an 
Sanjar. 

•Umar Shaikh Mirza (U^ ^vj» r**), 

second son of Amir Taimur. He was governor 
of Persia during the lifetime of his father, 
and was killed in battle in a.d. 1394, a.h. 
799, aged 40 years. Baiqara Mirza who suc- 
ceeded him was one of his sons. 

*Umar Shaikh Mirza (\jy* ir^ jA&), 

one of the eleven sons of Sultan Abu Sa'Id 
Mirza, the son of Sultan Muhammad, the 
son of Miranshah, the son of Amir Taimur. 
He was the father of Babar Shah, king of 
Dehli ; born at Samarqand in the year a.d. 
1456, a.h. 860, and held the government 
of Andijan during the lifetime of his 
father, which, with the united principality 
of Farghana, he continued to govern after 
his death, which took place in a.d. 1469, 
a.h. 873. He died after a reign of 26 lunar 

J ears and 2 months, on Monday the 9th 
une f a.d. 1494, 4th Ramazan, a.h. 899, by 
the fall of a scaffold upon which he stood to 
see his pigeons fly, aged 39 lunar years. His 
son Babar, then in his eleventh year, was 
advanced to the throne by his nobles, and 
assumed the title of Zahir-uddin. 


'Umdat-ul-Mulk (uXLkN ^JXa^\ 
a title of Nawab Amir Khan. 

•Umdat-ul-Umra (\j*t\ *j*x), the 

eldest son of Muhammad 'All Khan, the 
Nawab of the Karnatik. He succeeded his 
father in October, a.d. 1795, and died on 
the 15th July, a.d. 1801. On his death the 
English resolved to take the functions of 
government into their own hands. 'All 
Husain, the next heir, refused to comply. 
The English, in consequence, raised 'Azim- 
uddaula, the nephew of the deceased nawab, 
to the nominal throne, on condition that he 
renounced the power of government in their 
favour. 

Umid (ju**l), the poetical name of 

Mirza Muhammad Baza, whose title was 
Kizalbash Khan, which see. 

Umidi Maulana (U^ <_5*V*^» one 
of the best poets of his time, born at Tehran, 
a province of Bei. Najm Sani, Mir 'Abdul 
Baal and Khwaja Habib-ullah, who were 
nobies in the service of Shah Isma'il Safwi, 
were his intimate friends ; but Shah Kawam- 
uddin Nur Bakhshi, who was also one of the 
courtiers, and was his enemy, murdered him 
one night in the year a.d. 1519, a.h. 925. 


Umm Habiba (<L~r*- J), one of the 

wives of Muhammad. She was the daughter 
of Abu Suflan, the father of Mu'awia I. and 
died in a.d. 664, a.h. 44. 

Umm Habiba (<U»»» *0, daughter of 

Rabia', and fourth wife of 'Ali, by whom she 
had one son, named 'Umar. 

Umm Hanna (\~**- J), a daughter 

of Abu Talib, and sister of 'All, the son-in- 
law of Muhammad. 

Umm Jamil (J-**>- J), daughter of 

Harb, sister of Abu Sufion, and wife of Abu 
Lahab. Because she fomented the hatred 
which her husband bore to Muhammad, a 
passage in the Quran, chap. cxi. was revealed 
against them. 

Umm Maqri (^jjLt J), one of the 

principal Muhammadan saints, born at Ghazni ; 
who acquired such great reputation by his 
sanctity that Sultan Mahmua often went to 
consult him, and refused to sit down in his 
presence out of respect for his virtues. He 
lived about the year a.d. 1000. 

Umm Salma (<uL» +\) y daughter of 

Abu Umavya and wife of Muhammad. She 
outlived all the wives of that prophet, and 
died in a.d. 679, a.h. 59. 
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Ung or Ang (L-^l), which see! 

Uns (y*J \), poetical name of Munshi 

Lalchand. Vide Lalchand. 

'Unsari (^^ai.r), commonly called 

AbO'l Qasim 'Unsari, a native of Balkh, and 
one of the learned men who lived at the court 
of Sultan M ah mud of Ghazni. He was a 
pupil of Aba'l Farah Sanjari and master of 
the poets Asjadi and Farrukhi. He is esteemed 
to hold the first rank, as to genius, in that age ; 
for besides being one of the best poets he was 
a great philosopher, versed in all the known 
sciences and all the learned languages of 
those times. Four hundred poets and learned 
men, besides all the students of the university 
of Ghazni, acknowledged him for their master. 
Among the works of 'Unsari there is an 
heroic poem upon the actions of Sultan 
Mahmud. The king one night in a debauch 
having cut off the long tresses of his favourite 
slave, Ayaz, was much concerned in the 
morning for what he had done. 'Unsari 
accosted him with some extempore lines on 
the occasion, which so pleased the kin? that 
he ordered his mouth to be thrice filled with 
jewels. He wrote a Diwan consisting of 
30,000 couplets, and died, according to Daulat 
Shah, in the reign of Sulfcan Masa'ud I. the 
son of Sul£an Mahmud, a.d. 1040, a.h. 431. 
Dr. Sprenger, in his Catalogue of Persian 
Books, 8a vs, page 15, "that 'Unsari died in 
a.d. 1049, a.h. 441." 

Unsi ( -**j w, a poet, whose proper 

name was Muhammad Shah. He died in 
a d. 1565, a.h. 973. 

'Uqail (JJ*\ the brother of 'All, the 

the son of 'Abu Talib, who, not being enter- 
tained by his brother according to his quality, 
joined Mu'awia, a.d. 660, a.h. 40, who 
received him with open arms, and assigned 
him large revenues. His son Muslim, who 
espoused the cause of his uncle Husain, was 
beneaded by 'Ubed-ullah ibn-Zayad in the 
reign of Yezid. 

'UrfL, Maulana (\Sly ^j&\ a native 

of Shiraz and an excellent poet. His proper 
name is Jamal - uddin. but he is better 
known by his poetical title, 'Urfi. He first 
came to the Heccan, and thence to Agra, 
where he passed a few years iu the service 
of Hakim Abu'l Fatha Gilani, after whose 
death, in a.d. 1589, a.h. 997, 'Abdul Rahim 
J<_han, Khan Khanan introduced him to the 
emperor Akbar, who, finding him to be a 
well learned man, and a good poet, employed 
him among his own officers. Not long after- 
wards he died, in the year a.d. 1591, a.h. 999, 
aged 36 years, at Lahore, where he was 
buried ; but as he had expressed his wish in 
one of his odes that his remains should be 
transported to Najaf Ashraf, where 'All is 


buried, his bones were accordingly, after some 
years, sent to that place bv Mir Sabir Isfahan! 
and re-interred there, lie is the author of 
several works, of which his Diwan and 
Qasaed are most esteemed ; and were, even 
during his lifetime very popular, and Bold 
in every street.

'Usman, Osman or Othman (^Itic), 

the first Sultan of the Turks, was the son of 
Amir TugUral, who died in a.d. 1288, a.h 
687. His grandfather Sulaiman was a native 
of Balkh, which country he left on the invasion 
of Changez Khan in a.d. 1414, a.h. 611, and 
went to Rome, where he was drowned. 
'Usman served under Sultan 'Ala -uddin 
Kaikubad, one of the Saljuqian Sultans of 
Iconium in Karamania. He had received a 
grant of land in the direction of ancient 
Phrygia, where he took Brusa from the 
Greek emperor, and laid the foundation of 
that power called after him Ottoman or 
'Usmania, and on the destruction of the 
Sultanate of Iconium in a.d. 1299 by the 
Mongols succeeded in obtaining possession 
of a portion of Bithynia. According to the 
work Haft Akfim, the first year of his reign 
is fixed a.d. 1289, a.h. 688, and that he 
reigned 38 lunar years and died in a.d. 1327, 
a.h. 727, and was buried at Brusa. His son 
Orkhan succeeded him.

1622, 
and Mustafa was again restored ; but not for 
long, for the same hands that raised him to 
the throne a^ain plucked him down, in a.d. 
1623, and raised Murad IV. to be their lung. 


'Usman II. ( , 


r), brother of 

Mahmud I. (or, as some call him, Muhammad 
V.), whom he succeeded to the throne as 
emperor of Constantinople in a.d. 1754, a.h. 
1168. He renewed, under severe penalties, 
the Muhammadan law that his subjects should 
drink no wine. He died after a short reign 
in a.d. 1757, a.h. 1171, aged 59 years, and 
was succeeded by Mustafa III. his nephew. 

'Usman (^lis ^ ^Ulc), the son of 

'Affan, the son of 'Abu'l 'As, the son of 
Umayya, was one of the favourite companions 
of Muhammad. He succeeded 'Umar as 
third khalif after Muhammad, in November, 
a.d. 644, Mufearram, a.h. 24, and was 
murdered, after a reign of nearly twelve years, 
in his own house at Medina by 'Al Gnafiki 
and several others on the 30th June, a.d. 665, 
18th £il-bijja, a.h. 35, aged 82 years. His 
corpse lay unburied for three days ; at last it 
was removed, bloody as it was, and buried in 
the same clothes as he was killed in, without 
so much as beine washed, and without the 
least funeral solemnity. The dissensions 
which arose on the death of the Prophet, 
with regard to the succession to the Khifafat, 
were revived with renewed fury when, on the 
murder of 'Usman. the noble and unfortunate 
4 All succeeded to the dignity of Amir-ul- 
Mominln; and they eventually caused the 
division of Islam into two great parties or 
sects, called respectively the Sunnis and the 
Shias, who diner materially in the inter- 
pretation of the Quran, and in admitting or 
rejecting various portions of the oral law. 
The hatred entertained between these rival 
sects has been the cause of constant religious 
wars and persecutions scarcely to be surpassed 
in the history of any nation or creea, and 
still separates the followers of Muhammad 
into two classes by a barrier more insur- 
mountable than that which divides the Roman 
Catholic from the Protestant.

He was married to Rukyya, third daughter of 
Muhammad, but repudiated her afterwards. 
It is said that he was torn to pieces by a lion, 
in the presence of a whole caravan, when on a 
journey to Syria. 

'Uzaeri Razi (jjl ; ijr^Li*), one of 

the learned men, and poet of the court, of 
Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni, whose poetical 
performance as a panegyrist are esteemed very 
good, for one of which he received a present 
of 4000 dirhams from the Sultan. He is 
called Assaberi Razi in the Dictionary of the 
Religion* Ceiemonies of the Eastern Nation*. 
He was a native of Rei, consequently the. 
word Razi is fixed to his name. 

Uzbak (cJoiO, a tribe of Turks. 

Uzlat (e^Ojus), the poetical name of 

Sayyad 'Abdul Wall, the son of a very learned 
ana pious man named S'adullih, in whom 
Aurangzeb had very great confidence. After 
the death of his father he went down to 
Murshidabad and was supported by Alah- 
wardi Khan. After the demise of his patron, 
in a.d. 1756, he went to the Deccan, where 
he died, and left a Dlwan. 

Uzzan Hasan (^^- ^ j \) (or Hasan 

the Long), who is also called Ilasan Beg, was 
the founder of the tribe of Turkmans called 
Aqqoinlos, or the White Sheep. After he 
had extirpated his rival, Jahan Shah, the son 
of Qara Yusaf, in a.d. 1467, and put all his 
relations to death, he engaged in a war with 
Sultan Abu S'oid Mirza, king of Persia, 
who fell into his hands and was slain, a.d. 
1449. Uzzan Hasan from this event became 
sovereign of a great part of the dominions of 
the house of Tairaur. After he had made 
himself master of Persia he turned his arms 
in the direction of Turkey ; but his career of 
greatness was arrested by" the superior genius 
of the Turkish emperor, Muhammad II. from 
whom he suffered a signal defeat, which 
terminated his schemes of ambition. He 
died, after a reign of eleven years, at the age 
of seventy, on the 7th December, a.d. 1477, 
a.h. 882. Catherine Commenus, who is 
called by the Persians, Carum Commeniah, 
was married to him. She had a daughter 
named Martha, married to Shaikh Haidar, 
father of Shah Isma'il SafwT, first monarch of 
the Saf wian dynasty of Persia. Uzzan Hasan 
was succeeded by his son Y'aqub Beg. 
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Viotoria Gaurama, Prinoess (bj*2i« 

L^Ujl-T). The Princess Victoria 

Gaurama, the daughter of his Highness Prince 
Bir Rajindar Wader, ex- Raj a of Kurg 
(Coorg), a small principality of Hindustan, 
situated near the Mysore country ; its greatest 
length is about seventy miles, and the mean 
breadth about twenty-two miles. Haidar 'Al! 
contrived, in the middle of the last century, 
to get possession of Kurg by treachery ; but 
in 1787 the young Raja Bir Rajindar, his 
prisoner, escaped from confinement, through 
the aid of several of his subjects, and 
succeeded in establishing himself in his 
dominions. At his death, in 1808, he left 
the succession to an infant daughter, to the 
exclusion of his brother, to whom of right it 
belonged, according to ancient usages; but 
the young princess soon afterwards abdicated 
in favour of her uncle, with the sanction of 
the British Government. 

The Princess Victoria Gaurama was born 
in February, a.d. 1841. The melancholy 
circumstance of the death of the mother, two 
days after the birth of the child, seems to 
have led to increased affection for his off- 
spring on the part of the father, who, from 
his own previous convictions in favour of 
Christianity, determined that his favourite 
daughter should be brought up in the prin- 
ciples of the Christian faith. From this 
period the Raja entertained an anxious desire 
to visit Europe, in order that, when she had 
arrived at a suitable age, she might be in- 
troduced into European society ; and thereby 
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receive such impressions as would promote a 
feeling favourable to Christianity. Accord* 
in^ly, in the early part of a.d. 1852, the 
prince quitted India for England, leaving' at 
the city of Benares the rest of his family, 
consisting of eleven children, with their 
mothers. On his arrival in England the 
object of his visit was made Known to 
the Queen, who at once most kindly and 
graciously consented to become sponsor to 
the young princess. The baptismal cere- 
mony was performed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in the private chapel of Bucking- 
ham Palace on the 30th June, a.d. 1852, in 
the presence of Her Majesty, the Prince 
Consort, and numerous other members of 
the Royal Family: the princess received the 
prefix of " Victoria " to her Indian name of 
"Gaurama," by which she had been called 
after one of the pagan divinities of her 
country. She married a British officer named 
Campbell. 

The princess is said to have become a good 
scholar under the care of those charged with 
her education. Her personal appearance was 
exceedingly interesting and intelligent, and 
the complexion of her skin but little darker 
than that which Europeans call a deep 
brunette. Her portrait, which Winterhalter 

Siinted by command of Her Majesty, is at 
uckingham Palace.

and a Diwan containing 2000 couplets.

Gul, a son of Shaikh Muhammad Sa'id and 
grandson of Shaikh Ahmad Sarhindi. He 
resided mostly in the Kotila, near Dehli, and 
is the author of a Diwan.

Khwaja Wazir, son of Khwaja Faqir of 
Lucknow. He died in a.d. 1854, a.h. 1270, 
and is the author of a Diwan in Urdu. 

Wazir (j j0» poetical name of Shaikh 

Wazir, author of two Diwans, Persian and 
Urdu. 

Wazir 'Ali Khan (^U. ^L: jj.\ 

for a short time Nawab of Lucknow, was the 
adopted son of Nawab 'Asaf-uddaula, on 
whose death, in September, a.d. 1797, he was 
raised to the masnad of Audh at Lucknow, but 
after a short interval, grounds for disputing 
the authenticity of his pretensions having 
been established:, he was deposed on the 2 1st 
January, a.d. 1798, by Sir John Shore, and 
Saadat 'All Khan, the brother of the late 
Nawab, was placed on the masnad. Wazir 
'Ali was sent to Benares, where he murdered 
Mr. Cherry, the Political Agent, on Monday 
the 14th January, a.d. 1799, 8th Shaban, 
a.h. 1213. He at first fled to Bufcwal, and 
afterwards took refuge with the Raja of 
Jaipur, a powerful independent chief, who 


refused to give him up unless under a 
stipulation of his life being spared. To this 
it was thought prudent to accede, and, being 
accordingly given up to the British in Decem- 
ber following, he was brought down to 
Calcutta and confined at Fort William in a 
bomb-proof, divided by iron-gratings in three 
parts ; the longest, in the centre, was occu- 
pied by Wazir *AJi, and the other two by 
sentries, one English and one native. After 
many years captivity, he was transported to a 
more suitable prison, in the palace built for 
Tipu Sudan's family in the fort of Vellore, 
where the females of his family subseauently 
joined him, and there he died. Lord Teign- 
mouth, in the Life of his father, states that 
Wazir 'All died in rigorous confinement in 
Fort William, but this appears to be a 
mistake. His death took place in the month 
of May, a.d. 1817, Rajab, a.h. 1232, after 
17 years 3 months and 4 days' confinement, 
and was buried at Kasi Baghan, close to a 
tomb of one of the sons of Tipu Sultan. 
He was then in his 36th year. His mother 
was the wife of a Farrash. The expenses 
of his marriage in a.d. 1795 amounted to 
30 lakhs of rupees, while 70 rupees were 
sufficient to defray all the cost of his funeral 
in a.d. 1817 ; a strange reveise of fortune. 

Wazir Khan (^U* ^>jj), surname of 

Muhammad Tahir, an officer of the rank of 
6000, who served under the emperor 'Alamgir. 
In the latter years of his life he was appointed 
governor of Malwa, where he died in a.d. 
1672. His nephew, Raft Khan, is the author 
of the Uamlae Haidari. 

Wazir Khan (^U* ^\ an Amir of 

the Court of the Emperor Shah Jahan, by 
whom he was raised to the rank of 5000 into 
the title of Wazir Khan, and the Subadar- 
ship of the Panjab. He built a splendid 
masjid at Lahore in a.h. 1044, which is still 
in good preservation. His proper name waa 
Hakim Alim-uddin. 

Wazir Muhammad, Nawab of Bhopal 

(*X**s* j>u\ an ally of the British 

Government, died in March, a.d. 1816, and 
his son, Nazar Muhammad Khan, succeeded 
him. 

Wazir-nddaula (ddjjjt j}j), title of 

Wazir Muhammad Khan, the Nawab of 
Tonk, the son of Nawab Amir Khan, the 
Pindara Chief. He died in June, a.d. 1864.

Xavier Hieronyxno, a Catholic Mis- 
sionary who came from Goa to Dehll in the 
reign of the emperor Jahaneir. He is the 
author of a religious work in rersian, entitled 
the Minor of Truth, which he dedicated to 
the emperor in the year a.d. 1609, and 
which has been preserved in the Library of 
Queen* s College, Cambridge. A reply to this 


book was written a few years after its appear- 
ance by Abmad ibn-Zam-ul- 'Abidin Alalwi, 
to which he gave the title of The divine rays 
in refutation of Christian error, a copy of 
which is also preserved in the same College. 
This work was written by the author in the 
month of November, a.d. 1621, Muljarram, 
a.h. 1031. 
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Yadgar Muhammad, Mirza (.L£jLj 

\\t-a *X43r^), the son of Mirza 

Muhammad, the son of Mirza Baisanghar, 
the son of Mirza Shahrukh, the son of Amir 
Taimur. After the death of Mirza Baisan- 
ghar, his grandfather, he succeeded him as 
governor of Khurasan in a.d. 1434, and held 
that situation till the death of Sultan 'Abu 
Said Mirza, who, being taken prisoner hy 
a competitor, was made over to Yadgar 
Muhammad in a.d. 1469, a.h. 873, who 
slew him. After his death Sultan Husain 
Baiqara took possession of Herat, with whom 
Yadgar Muhammad had several battles ; but 
was at last slain in a night attack on the 
26th August, a.d. 1470, 27th §afar, a.h. 
875. He was the last of the descendants of 
Shahrukh Mirza, and is said to have written 
excellent poetry. 

Yadgar Nasir, Mirza Oj^^U jlTjb), 

brother of the emperor Babar Shah. When 
the emperor Humayun, after his return from 
Persia, marched in person in the year a.d. 
1546, a.h. 953, to reduce Badakhshan, 
Yadgar Nasir, having attempted to stir up 
a sedition in the royal army, was, upon con- 
viction, sentenced to death, though he was 
uncle to the emperor. 

Yafa'I, Imam (A*\ ^*ib), a Mu- 

hammadan doctor, whose proper name was 
'Abdullah bin- Asa 'd. He was a native of 
Yifa', in Syria, from which he was called 
Yafa'I. He is also called Qutb Mecca and 
Yafa'I Nazal-ul-Haramyn. Shah Na'mat- 
ullah was one of his disciples. He is the 
author of several works in Arabic, among 
which are Durr - ul - Nazm f% Mundfa-ul- 
Qurdn, Rauzat-ul~Rayazin ft Hikaet-ul- 
Sdlahin, Khuldsat-ul-Mufa&hir ft Munaqib- 
ush- Shaikh * Abdul Qadir, and the Mirat-ul- 
Jandnfi Haivad\s-uz~Zamdn, the latter con- 
taining Memoirs of all the Muhammadan 
Generals and other illustrious characters, 
from the commencement of the Hijri era, 
a.d. 622, to the year a.d. 1300, a very in- 
teresting work. Yafa'I, according to some, 
died in ad. 1354, and according to others, 
in a.d. 1366, a.h. 765 or 767, but the latter 
date appears to be correct. He is sometimes 
called 'Abdullah bin- 'Abdul Yafa'I.

Lubbut Tawart&h, which he composed in a.d. 
1541, a.h. 948. Hail Khalfa gives his name 
as Isma'il-bin- 'Abdul Latif, and in the Masir- 
uU XJmra he is called Mir Yahia Huaainl Sail!. 
He was patronized by Shah Tahmasp Safwi, 
but his enemies, envious of his good fortune, 
endeavoured to poison his patron's mind 
against him, and at last prevailed so far as 
to induce the king to order him, together 
with his son Mir 'Abdul La|.if, to be im- 
prisoned. The latter, however, made his 
escape, but Mir Yahia died in prison after 
one year and nine months' imprisonment in 
a.d. 1556, a.h. 962, asjed 77 years. His 
second son, Ala - uddaula, known by the 
poetical name of Kami, is the author of the 
work called Nafait-ul-Mdsir. His eldest 
brother, Mir 'Abdul Lafcif, who had fled to 
Gilan, came afterwards to Hindustan with 
his family some time after Akbar had ascended 
the throne. By him he was received with 
great kindness and consideration, and was 
appointed his preceptor. He is said by some 
authors to have died at Sikri in a.d. 1563, 
a.h. 971, but the author of the MdMir-ul- 
'Umra writes that his death took place in 
a.d. 1573, a.h. 981, and that Qasim Arealan 
found the chronogram of his death to be 
" fakharalyas." His eldest son, Ghavis- 
uddin * All, was also endowed with an excellent 
disposition, and served Akbar for a long 
period. In the 26th year of Akbar's reign, 
a.d. 1581, he was honoured with the title 
of Naqib Khan, by which he is now best 
known. In the time of Jahangir he attained 
still further honours, and diea at Ajmir in 
a.d. 1614, a.h. 1023. He was buried there 
in a marble tomb within the area of Mo'in- 
uddin Chishtfs mausoleum, where his wife 
also lies buried by his side. Naqib Khan 
was one of the compilers of the first portion 
of the Tarikh Alfl, and the translator of the 
Mahdbhdrat, though this honour is usually 
ascribed to Faizi. He left a son named Mir 
'Abdul Laj.if, who was a person of great 
worth and ability and attained high honours, 
but died insane. 


Yahia bin-'Abdur Rahman (^ J^ssT

Yahia bin-Ahmad-al-HiUi or Hulli

well-known amongst the Imamia sect for his 
works on jurisprudence, and is the author of 
the Jama-u*h- Shardyq and the Madkhal dar 
Usui Fiqhy which are in the greatest repute. 
He died a.d. 1280, a.h. 679. 

Yahia bin-Aktam (^\ ^ \^r) 

was Chief Justice during the Khilafat of Al- 
Mamiin. He died in the reign of the Khalif 
Al-Mutwakkil, a.d. 856, a.h. 242. 

Yahia bin-Khalid (jJU. ^ j^), 

Grand WazTr of Harun-al-Rashid, whose son 
Ja'far-al-Barmaki was put to death by order 
of that khalif, a.d. 803, a.h. 187. 

Yahia bin-Ma'az Razi ( iU^ ^j \^r 


l5j\j\ a very learned Muhammadan, 

who died on the 9th August, a.d. 871, 
1 8th Ramagan, a.h. 257, and was buried at 
Naishapux. 

Yahia KasM, Mir (^ ^ J^), 

one of the celebrated poets of the reign of 
the emperor Shahjahan. On tbe completion 
of the palace and city of S hah j ah ana bad in 
the year a.d. 1648, a.h. 1058, he wrote a 
chronogram, for which he was rewarded by 
that monarch with 5000 rupees. He died in 
the year a.d. 1654, a.h. 1064. 

Yahia Maniri («jr,-^* £f*?X a cele- 
brated saint, who is buried at Manir. 
[ Vide Sharaf-uddin Ahmad Ahia Maniri.] 

Yahia, Mulla of Naishapur (L# J^ 

(J^jI&mj). His poetical name is 

Fattahi. He is the author of a Diwan 
and of the Persian work called Shabistdn 
Khayal, "the Chamber of Imagination." 
He flourished in the reign of Shahrukh 
Mirza, and died a.d. 1448, a.h. 852. 

Ya'jaz ( :Ls*i), the poetical name of 

Shaikh Muhammad Sa'id, a native of Agra 
and an excellent poet. He was living about 
the vear a.d. 1691, a.h. 1102, in the reign 
of tne emperor 'Alamgfr, and was employed 
in the service of Nawab Mukarram Khan, 
Nazim of Multan. He was a contemporary 
of the poet Sarkhush, who has mentioned 
him in his biography called Kalmat-uth- 
JShu'dra.

Ya'mali of Herat (j>)jJb JUju), a 
poet who is the author of a Persian Diwan. 

Yamin-nddin Amir (^1 ^ jjl ^^i\ 

entitled Malik-ul-Fuzla, or prince of the 
learned, was the father of Amir Mahmud, 
commonly called ibn-Yamin.

Yamin-nddin, Amir {^\ ^jJl ^^ 

^JySjJ), a poet who was a native 

of Nazlabad in the province of Baihaq in 
Persia. He was contemporary with the poets 
Katibi and 'All Shahab. He is the author 
of several Masnawis, viz. Mi*bah-ul~Kulub % 
containing dialogues between the Candle and 
the Moth; Minhkdt - ul - Tdlibin, dialogues 
between Wisdom and Love ; and the story of 
Fatha and Fat huh. 

Yamin-nddin Tughrai of Mashhad

Yaqin ( {1 ^h) t the poetical name of 

Ina'am-ullah Khan, an Urdu poet, who has 
left a Diwan or collection of vernacular poems, 
principally on love subjects. He was the 
son of Azhar-uddin Khan Bahadur Mubarak 
Jang, a grandson of the Mujaddid Alif Sani, 
or Reformer of the second thousandth year, 
and a pupil of Mirza Janjanan Mazhar, who 
was so fond of him that he wrote most of his 
poetry in his name ; he was killed at the age 
of 25 years, in the time of Ahmad Shan, 
about the year a.d. 1750, a.h. 1163, by his 
own father, because he brought disgrace on 
his family. His Diwan is very celebrated. 


Ya'qub Beg or Sultan Ya'qub (c-jJLo 

C— Cj), the son of TJzzan Hasan. 

whom he succeeded in a.d. 1477, a.h. 882, 
and became the king of the Turkman tribes 
called Aqqoinlu, or the White Sheep. After 
his death he was succeeded by his son Alwand 
Beg, who was defeated about the year a.d. 
1500, a.h. 996, by Shah Isma'il I. Safwi. 

Ya'qub bin-Idris (^^ J\ ^ c-^aaj).

Ya'qub bin-Lais Saffar, Amir (c^yuu 

j+*\ ijj\&* ^^ c ^)« He is also 

called Yakut. lie was the first who rebelled 
against the Abbas ides, and was the founder of 
the dvnasty of the Safari, or Safaridcs, which 
signifies a pewterer. He raised himself from 
the humble station of a coppersmith to the 
rank of a sovereign in Sistan, and having 
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obtained the possession of Khurasan and 
Tabaristan in a.d. 874, a.h. 260, from Mu- 
hammad, the son of Tahir II. whom he took 
prisoner, he was declared rebel by the Khalif 
Mo'tamid, in consequence of which he marched 
with a powerful army towards Baghdad in 
the year a.d. 878, a.h. 265, but died on the 
road after a reign of 1 1 years. He was suc- 
ceeded by his brother Amru bin-Lais.

Yar Muhammad Khan, Mir ( Jl^k-* \j 
^Ul), the son of Mir Murad 


'AIT, former ruler of the Haidarabad portion 
of Sindh. He is a brother of Muhammad 
Khan, who, being dispossessed and kept for 
some time a prisoner on the annexation of 
Sindh under Sir Charles Napier, was allowed 
to return, and afterwards lived at Haidarabad 
as a private gentleman upon a pension from 
Government. 

Yazdi (^JJj), author of a treatise 

concerning divine love, called Bitdlatfi bayan 
Muhabbat. 

Yazdijard I. (j^jjj), surnamed Al- 

'Athim or Al-'Asim, the Sinner (the Isdigertes 
of the Greeks), whom some authors term the 
brother, and others the son, of his predecessor, 
Bahrain IV. whom he succeeded to the throne 
of Persia, a.d. 404. This monarch is repre- 
sented by Persian historians to have been a 
cruel prince, and, we are told, the nation re- 

i'oiced when he was killed by the kick of a 
lorse. He died after a reign of 16 years, 
and was succeeded by his son Bahrain V. 

Yazdijard II. (j^^j), (the second 

Isdigertes of the Greeks), succeeded his father, 
Bahrain V. to the throne of Persia, a.d. 438. 
He was a wise and brave prince, and reigned 
18 years. 

Yazdijard III. (J^JJj), the son of 

Shahryar and grandson of Khusro Parwez, 
was raised to the throne of Persia after the 
dethronement of the queen Arzami Dakht, 
a.d. 632. He is the Isdigertes HI. of the 
Greeks, and a contemporary of 'Umar, the 
Khalif of Arabia. This prince, who appears 
to have been as weak as he was unfortunate, 
sat upon the throne only nine years ; that 
being the period from his elevation to the 
battle of Isahawand, which decided the fate 
of Persia, and which, from its date, a.d. 
641, fell under the dominion of the Arabian 
Khalifa. For a period of ten years afterwards 


this monarch was a fugitive, and possessed 
no power whatever. He first fled to Sistin, 
then to Khurasan, and lastly to Marv, where 
he was murdered a.d. 651, a.h. 31. He was 
the last sovereign of the house of Sasan, a 
dynasty which ruled Persia for 415 years. 
It is from the commencement of his reign 
that the Persian Era, which is in use to this 
day in Persia, is called after him the Era 
of Yezdijard. It began on Tuesday the 
16th June, a.d. 632, 20th BabT' I. a.h. 
11, being only eight days after Muhammad's 
death. 

Yazid (J^L» #\ ^ jjJj), the son of 

Abu Sufian. He died by the plague that 
raged in Syria in the year a.d. 639. The 
mortality both among men and beasts was so 
terrible that the Arabs call that year " 'Am- 
ul-ramada," or the year of destruction. By 
this pestilence the Saracens lost 25,000 men, 
among whom were Abu 'Obeida, general of 
the Saracen army at Syria, Sarjabil, ibn- 
Hasana, formerly Muhammad's secretary, 
and Yazid ibn- Sufian. 

Yazid I. (to)\x* ^ Jjjj), the son of 

Mu'awia and the second Khalif of the house 
of Umayya. His inauguration was performed 
at Damascus on the same day that his father 
died, viz. on the new moon of the month 
of Bajab, corresponding with the 7th April, 
a.d. 680, 1st Raiab, a.h. 60. He was a 
man of considerable taste and refinement, an 
eloquent orator, and an admired poet. Some 
specimens of his composition, which are still 
extant, display no ordinary powers of mind. 
The first and the last lines of the ode with 
which the bard of Persia, the celebrated Hafiz, 
opens his magnificent Diwan, are borrowed 
from Tazid. It was once sarcastically asked 
of Hafiz, " How could a, distinguished poet 
like yourself stoop to borrow rrom Yazid, 
who was not only an usurper but also the 
murderer of Imam Husain r ' He answered, 
"Which of you, seeing a dog running away 
with a diamond, would not stop the brute, 
and rescue the jewel from its unclean mouth P " 
By Persian authors Yazid is never mentioned 
without abomination, and ordinarily this im- 
precation is added to his name, " La'nat- 
ullah," that is "the curse of God be upon 
him ; " in reference not to his vices, but to 
the death of Husain, the son of 'All, whom 
he first of all attempted to destroy by poison, 
and afterwards caused to be killed, with all 
his family, on the plains of Karbala. Under 
his khilafat the Musalmans conqnered all 
Khurasan and Khwarizm, and put the terri- 
tories of the princes of Samarkand under 
contribution. The motto of his seal was 
"God is our Lord." Yazid died on the 31st 
October, a.d. 683, 4th Rabr I. a.h. 64, in 
the 39th year of his age, after he had reigned 
3 years and 8 months, and was succeeded by 
his son Muawia II. His mother's name was 
Maisana, a Bedouin of the tribe of Kalabi. 
Yazid was a debauchee, and is represented 
by some Moslem writers as an atheist. 
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Yazidll. (JU1ju£ ,.j jjjj), the 

ninth Khalif of the race of Umayya, was the 
son of the Khalif 'Ahdulmalik. He succeeded 
'Umar, the son of 'Abdul Aziz, in a.d. 720, 
a.h. 101, in Syria, and died alter a reign of 
four years, a.d. 724, a.h. 105. His brother 
Hash'ain succeeded him. 

Yazid III. (jjj ^j jj'jj), the twelfth 

Khalif of the house of Umayya, succeeded 
his father, Walid II. in Syria, a.d. 744, 
a.h. 126, and died the same year, after he 
had reigned six months. He was succeeded 
by his brother Ibrahim. 

Tunas bin - Abdur Rahman - al - 

Yuktaini (^\aaJ\±+c ^i U"Jtf)> a 

celebrated Shia traditionist. Amongst other 
works, he wrote the 'Ilal-al- Hadis, the 
IkhHlaf-al-HadUy and the Jdma-al-Kabtr. 
He is said to have made forty -five pilgrimages 
to Mecca, and fifty-four 'tlmrats when he 
merely visited the sacred city, and to have 
written the surprising number of 1,000 vols., 
controverting the opponents of the Shia 
doctrines. He died at Madina in a.d. 823, 
a.h. 208. 


Yusaf of Ahmadabad (xt>-1 u- &-»•£ 

i_;jL\), author of an Arabic work 
on Theology, called Aqaed Yusaf 


Yusaf (t^jL-jji), author of a collection 

of letters called Bad'tyuH Ituha or wonders 
of letter-writing. It is also called Inshae 
Yusaft. 

Yusaf Abu 4 l Haji Cy^U ^ ^-*~>)l\ 


one of the Moorish kings of Granada, and 
the finisher of the celebrated palace of the 
Alhambra. He ascended the throne of 
Granada in the year a.d. 1333, and his 
personal appearance and mental qualities 
were such as to win all hearts. He estab- 
lished schools in all the villages, with simple 
and uniform systems of education ; he obliged 
every hamlet of more than twelve houses to 
have a mosque, and prohibited various abuses 
and indecorums that had been introduced into 
the ceremonies of religion and the festivals 
and public amusements of the people. His 
attention was also directed towards finishing 
the great architectural works commenced by 
his predecessors, and erecting others on his 
own plans. The Alhambra, which had been 
founded by the good Muhammad ibn-Alah- 
mar, was now completed. He constructed 
the beautiful gate of Justice, forming the 
grand entrance to the fortress, which he 
finished in a.d. 1348. He likewise adorned 
many of the courts and halls of the palace, 
as may be seen by the inscriptions on the 
walls, in which his name repeatedly occurs. 


In the year a.d. 1354, as he was one day 
praying in the royal mosque of the Alhambra, 
a maniac rushed suddenly from behind, and 
plunged a dagger in his side. He was borne 
to the royal apartments, but expired almost 
immediately. The murderer was cut to pieces 
and his limbs burnt in public, to gratify the 
fury of the populace. 

Yusaf Adil Shah (*lfc J jlc <*JL»y> m ) t 

whose original name was Yusaf 'Adil Khan, 
was the founder of the 'Adil Shah! dynasty 
of Bijapur. He was a nobleman in the ser- 
vice of Muhammad Shah II. Bahmani, king 
of the Deccan. When the Sultan left this 
world, and dissensions began to prevail in 
the kingdom, most of the foreign officers 
and soldiers attached themselves to Yusaf 
'Adil Khan, who, seeing the ministers of 
Sultan Mahmud II. the successor of the late 
king, bent on his destruction, withdrew 
himself from Abmadabad, with his family 
and followers, to his government of Bijapur, 
and, resolving to become the founder of a 
kingdom, he began to add to his territories 
by conquest. In the year a.d. 1489, a.h. 
895, he, with the assent of Malik Ahmad 
Bahri, assumed the title of Shah, and read 
the khutba of Bijapur in his own name.

Nawab of Rampur. His Highness was ono 
of the few princes who were faithful to 
the British Government in the troublous 
times of a.d. 1857, when the whole of the 
North West Provinces was in a state of 
revolt and insurrection. Lord Canning 
rewarded him with liberal grants of land 
worth a lakh per annum, whilst Her Majesty 
was pleased to confer on him the Star of 
India. He died at his capital in Rohilkhand 
on the 21st April, a.d. 1865, 24th Zi-Qa'da, 
A.u. 1282.

Wy), a Persian poet, who flourished

Yusaf Khan (^IrL ±JLt)/) t governor 

of Sindh, who lived in the time of the 
emperor Shah J ah an. In his time (says 
Munshi Lutf-ullah) he built an Idgah, in 
Tatta, a splendid mosque, where all true 
believers gather together twice a year and 
perform the divine service. Its inscription 
is in beautiful large Nastalik characters, as 
follows : — 

" Yusaf Khan, the powerful lord, erected 
this place of worship as high as his fortune. 
The year of its finishing is found by cherubion 
— the temple of Makka for the virtuous. " 
A.b. 1633, a.h. 1043. 

There are upwards of 400 mosques in the 
city of Tatta (says Lutf-ullah), but almost all 
of them arc going to decay. There is also a 
Grand Mosque (Juma Masjid) begun by Shah 
Jahan, in a.d. 1647, a.h. 1057, and finished 
by Aurangzeb in a.h. 1072. The edifice is 
a magnificent one, about 200 yards long by 
30 broad, built of baked bricks and mortar. 
The whole site is roofed with 1 00 domes, 
every one of them painted in a different style 
from another. The inscriptions carved round 
the great arch of stone, and those upon the 
two Lata stones, are excellently done in large 
letters. In short, the whole scene presents 
a picture of beauty and solemnity to the 
spectator. 

Yusaf Khan, Mirza (^/r^. <-J->jj\ 

a Mansabdar of 2500 in the 30th year of 
Akbar, and subsequently governor of Kash- 
mere. Later still served with distinction 
under Abu'l Fazl in the Deccan. Died 
Jam. II. a.h. 1010; was a native of 
Mashhad, of the Sayyid tribe.

Astrabad, who was living in a.d. 1580, a.h-

Yusaf, Maulana of Naishapur (u-i-^J

poetry in Persian; he flourished about two 
hundred years after Khulll bin-Al.imad of 
Basra, wno had also written on the same 
subject in Arabic. 

Yusaf Shah Purbi ( ^ ,*j *Ll <JLi.j\ 

the son of Barbak Shah, whom he succeeded 
to the throne of Bengal in a.d. 1474, a.h. 
887. Ho reigned eight years, and died in 
a.d. 1482. His son Fatha Shah succeeded 
him. 

Yusaf, Shaikh (^vA c-i-»jA first 

king of Multan. The introduction of the 
Muhammadan faith into Multan, says Firishta, 
first took place in the latter part of the 
first century of the Hijra, about the year 
a.d. 700, by the conquest of that country by 
Muhammad Kasim, after whom, until the 
reign of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni, no 
account is to be traced of its history. Mah- 
mud conquered Multan from the infidels; 
but on the decline of the Ghazni power, 
the inhabitants succeed^ in expelling the 
Muhammadans, and establishing a separate 
government. From the period of its sub- 
jugation by Muhammad Ghori it remained 
tributary to Dehli until the year a.d. 1443, 
a.h. 847, when the governor of that province, 
like most others of the kingdom at the same 
period, declared independence, after which 
time several princes reigned in succession. 
The first of these was one Shaikh Yusaf, a 
man of learning, wisdom, and high character, 
of the tribe of Qureish, whom the inhabitants 
of Multan selected to be ruler over the people 
of Multan and Uchcha, when the public 
prayers were read and money coined in his 
name. Shaikh Yusaf had reigned but two 
years when his father-in-law, Rae Sehra, of 
the tribe of Langa, having seized him, sent 
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him under a guard to Dehli, and mounted 
the throne under the title of Qutb -uddln 
Mahmud Langa. Abu'l Fazl in the 'Ayin- 
i-Akbari, assigns seventeen years for the 
reign of Shaikh Yusaf.

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Zabita Khan (^U. dAajU), a Rohela 

chief and son of Najlb-uddaula Amir-ul- 
Umra. After the death of his father in 
October, a.d. 1770, Rajab, a.h. 1184, he 
continued to protect the royal family at Dehll 
till the return of the emperor Shah 'Alain 
from Allahabad in December, a.d. 1771. 
Ramadan, a.h. 1185, when he was convicted 
of having been deficient in respect to the 
royal authority while the emperor resided at 
Allahabad, and having abused his trust by 
corrupting the ladies of the harem, especially 
the princess Khairunnisa, the king's sister. 
His territories were seized, and he was com- 
pelled to make his escape to Shuja-uddaula, 
the nawab of Audh. But not long afterwards, 
the Marhattas obliged the emperor to confer 
on Zabita Khan the rank of Amir-ul-Umra, 
and to restore him the grant of almost all the 
districts of which he had, only a few months 
before, been deprived of by tneir assistance. 
Zabita Khan died a.d. 1785, and was the 
father of that traitor, Ghulam Qadir Khan, 
who subsequently blinded the emperor Shah 
'Alam. His second son, by name Mo'in- 
uddin Khan, commonly called Bhanbu Khan, 
receivecTa pension of 5000 rupees from the 
British Government, and after his death a 
pension of 1000 rupees monthly was granted 
to his two sons, Mahmud ghan and Jalal- 
uddln Khan. The elder rebelled in a.d. 
1857, and being subsequently arrested died 
in Meerut jail. 

Zaer or Zayer (jAj), poetical name of 

Shaikh Muhammad Fakhir. of Allahabad, 
who died in a.d. 1751, a.h. 1164. 

Zafar (y&), the poetical name of Abu 

Zafar Siraj -uddln Bahadur Shah, the ex-king 
of Dehli. Vide Bahadur Shah. 


Zafar (^ib), poetical title of Tika Ram 
a Hindu. 

Zafar Khan (^U. Jk), the original 
name of (Nawab) Roshan-uddaula, which see. 

Zafar Khan (^U.yb), son of Sultan

He 
is the author of a Dlwan. 
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Zahid, Shaikh (J^v~* jj^j), of 

Gilan, a pious Musalman, who resided in 
Ardibail, a city in Azurbaijan, about 25 
miles to the east of Taurus or Tabrez, and 
was the father - in - law of the celebrated 
Shaikh Safi or Safi-uddin Ardibeili. He 
died a.d. 1335, a.h. 735. 

Zahidi (^jjb\j), a learned Muham- 

madan, who wrote excellent Commentaries 
on the Quran in Arabic as well as in Persian, 
called 7 a/sir Zdhtdi. He died in a.d. 1260, 
a.h. 658.

Mir fthulam Husain, the father of Mir 
Hasan, of Luck now. He is the author of an 
Urdu Diwan, and every Ghazal of his are full 
of jokes.

excellent poet and the pupil of Rashidi. He 
flourished in the reign of Tug^ral III. 
Saljuqi and Atabak Kizal Arsalan. He died 
at Tabriz a.d. 1201, a.h. 598, and is buried 
close to the tomb of Khaqani at Surkhab in 
Tabriz. He is the author of a Diwan. Some 
authors say that the style of his poetry is 
far better than Anwari's. Another poet has 
written that " Should you come across with 
the Diwan of Zahir Faryabi, steal it, though 
you find it in the Qaba.

Zahir-uddin liakhdum ( -j jJL^^b

to have been despatched to assist the Mu- 
hammadan princes of Malabar against the 
Portuguese, and to have, during his stay in 
India, composed an historical account of 
Malabar in the Arabic language, which 
terminates with the Hijri year a.h. 987, 
corresponding with the year of our Lord 
1580. 

Zahir-uddin liarghashi (^ jJ^ j*^b 
Lr A_i r *), author of the Tarlkk 

Tabarutan. 

Zahir-uddin, Mir (^jj^fe), son of 

Mir Khalib-ullah of Yazd, came from Persia 
to Lahore temp. Jahangir, and rose to high 
employ. 

Zahuri, Mulla (^JLj 1* ^Jjyp), 

a native of Tarshish, a city of Sabzwar, in 
Persia. His proper name is Nur-uddin. 
After completing his studies he came to the 
Deccan in the reign of Ibrahim 'Adil Shah 
II. of Bijapur, and passed the remainder of 
his days in his service. He dedicated his 
Saqx-ndma, a celebrated poem, containing 
4000 verses, to Burhan Nizam Shah II. of 
Ahmadaagar, who made him a present of 
seven elephants loaded with valuables. He 
is also toe author of several other works, 
among which are the Mlna Bazar, Ruqaat 
Zahuri, Seh Nasr, a Diwan, Risala ITauras, 
Khicdn IJEJialil, and Otdzar Ibrahim. The 
last three he dedicated to his patron, Ibrahim 
'Adil Shah. Zahuri died one year after his 
father-in-law, Mulla Malik Qummi, i.e. in 
a.d. 1617, a h. 1026, aged more than 90. 

Zaid bin-Haria (t^U- ^ jjp, of 

the tribe of Kalb, was the emancipated slave 
of Muhammad, who married his divorced 
wife Zainab. (See the following article.) 
Zaid was killed in an attack on tne Greeks 
at Muta in Syria, a.d. 629, a.h. 8. 

Zaidbin-Sabit AbuSa'd(^lS^ ^j), 

one of Muhammad's secretaries, to whom he 
dictated the Quran. He wrote that copy 
which was used by the Khalifa or Imams at 
the command of 'Usinan, the son of Aftan, 
the third Khalif after Muhammad. He died 
about the year a.d. 665, a.h. 45 ; some say 
that he died in a.d. 673, a.h. 54. He is the 
earliest authority on the Ilm-aUFaraez and 
may be called the father of the law of inheri- 
tance. Muhammad is reported to have said 
to his followers — "The most learned among 
you in the laws of heritage is Zaid ; " and 
the Khalifas 'Umar and 'Usman considered 
him without an equal as a judge, a juris- 
consult, a calculator in the division of in- 
heritances, and a reader of the Quran. 
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Za'ifa Khatun (^y U. 4ij*j), sister 

to Sultan Sanjar, married to Malik Taj- 
uddin Ab&'l Fazl, a descendant of the royal 
family of Amru bin-Lais. 


Zainab (^ksrT <j^oj c^cjj), the 

daughter of Jahash and the wife of Mu- 
hammad. She was formerly married to 
Zaid, the emancipated slave of the prophet. 
Towards the end of the fifth year ot the 
Hijri, a.d. 626, Muhammad, going into 
the house of Zaid, did not find him at home ; 
but happening to espy his wife, he could not 
conceal the impression made upon him, but 
cried out, " Praise be to God, who turneth 
men's hearts as he pleaseth ! " Zainab heard 
him, and told it to her husband when he 
came home. Zaid, who had been greatly 
obliged to Muhammad, was very desirous to 
gratify him, and offered to divorce his wife. 
Mohammad pretended to dissuade him from 
it, but Zaid, easily perceiving how little he 
was in earnest, actually divorced her. Mu- 
hammad thereupon took her to wife, and 
celebrated the nuptials with extraordinary 
magnificence, keeping open house upon the 
occasion. She died nine years after the death 
of Muhammad, in the year a.d. 641, a.h. 20. 

Zainab (<Ujj^ cucj c^cjj), the 

daughter of Khuzyma, was also one of the 
wives of Muhammad, and died two months 
after the preceding one, in the year a.d. 
641, a.h. 20. 


Zainab (l,,,,,; , jj), a daughter of 

Muhammad married to AbQ'l 'As. This 
man, who was an unbeliever, was taken 
prisoner in the battle of Badar, and the 
prophet would fain have drawn his son-in- 
law to him, and enrolled him among his 
disciples, but Abu 4 'As remained stubborn 
in unbelief. Muhammad then offered to set 
him at liberty on condition of his returning 
to him his daughter. To this he agreed, and 
Zaid, the faithful freedman of the prophet, 
was sent with several companions to Mecca 
to bring Zainab to Medina, where after her 
arrival, Abu'l 'As was released. 

Zain Khan (^U- ^j), son of Khwaja 

Maksud, of Herat. A connection of Akbar 
and JahAngir, and Mansabdar of 4500, after- 
wards promoted to 5000 : an accomplished 
soldier and literary man. He died from the 
effects of drink in a.d. 1010. 

Zain Khan Koka (££ ^U* ^j), 

the foster-brother of the emperor Akbar. 
He was the son of Khwaja Maqsud Hirwi ; 
his mother, whose name was Pichah Jan, 
was employed as an Anaga or nurse on Akbar 
in his childhood, consequently Zain Khan 
was called Koka or foster-brother to Akbar, 


who raised him in course of time to the rank 
of 4500. Subsequently his uncle Khwaja 
Hasan's daughter was married to Sultan 
Salim, and became mother of Sultan Parwez. 
In the year a.d. 1586, a.h. 994, Zain Khan 
was despatched with a considerable detach- 
ment against the Afghans of Sawad and 
Bijour, but he was defeated, and Khwaja 
Arab Bnfehshi, Raja Birbal, Mulla Sherl, 
and many other persons of distinction, with 
8000 men, were killed in the action. In 
a.d. 1588 he was appointed to the govern- 
ment of Kabul. lie died at Agra on the 
6th Mehr, a.h. 1009, corresponding with the 
19th September, a.d. 1600. He is said to 
have been the best musician of the time of 
Akbar, but a bad poet. He played chiefly 
Hindi tunes. (The same as Zain Khan, q.v!) 

Zain-uddin Ahmad 'Ali Khan ( .j:

Zain-uddin Muhammad Haft, Shaikh

and author, who flourished in the reign of the 
emperor Humayun.

Zain-ul-'Abidin Q^juLJl ^j), 

metropolitan of Seringapatam, and author of 
the work called Muivayyad-ul-Jahidln, a 
poem consisting of 52 odes or hymns, one 
of which was ordered to be chanted in 
the mosques throughout the kingdom of 
Mysore every Friday. They are in siiteen 
different kinds of metre, and were compiled 
by order of Tipu Sulfcan to rouse the zeal 
of his Muhammadan subjects against the 
Hindus and the Christians. 

Zain-ul-'Abidin 'Ali Abdi^ jjUll ^\

Zain- 
ul-'Abidin died in a.d. 1562, a.h. 970. The 
Ashbah wan Nazair is also an elementary 
work of great reputation by Zain-ul-'Abidin, 
also the Fatawa az-Zainia y which contains 
decisions, and were collected by his son 
Al?mad about a.d. 1562. 

Zain-ul-'Abidin, Imam (^JjUM ^J 
aUI), surnamed All Asghar, was the 

son of Imam Husain, and the fourth Imam 
of the race of AH. His mother's name was 
Salafa or Shahr Bano, said to be the daughter 
of Yezdijard III. king of Persia. She was 
one of the captives when Persia was con- 
quered, and 6old to 'Ali, who gave her to 
his son Husain. It is said that the Khalif 
Walid I. suspecting him of a design upon 
the IChilafat, said to him, alluding to his 
mother having been exposed for sale as a 
slave, "You are unworthy to reign, as being 
the son of a slave." The Imam answered, 
" Hagar, the mother of Ishmael, the son of 
Abraham, was a slave, yet Muhammad was 
descended from her." The Khalif blushed 
and was silent. He was born in a.d. 657, 
a.h. 37, and died in the reign of the Khalif 
Walid I. in the month of October, a.d. 713, 
Mu^arram, a.h. 95. He was buried in the 
cemetery called Baqir in Medina, close to 
his uncle Imam Hasan's tomb. 

Zain-nl- € Abidin, Sultan (^JjUM ^j 

^A!oL»), son of Sultan Sikandar, 

ascended the throne of Kashmere, after taking 
prisoner his brother 'Ali Shah in a battle, 
in 1423. This prince improved the country 
more than any of his predecessors. He bailt 
bridges, towns and forts, and erected at Nau- 
shahra a noble palace, twelve stories high, 
each story of fifty rooms. He also enlarged 
and beautified the city of Srinagar, his capital. 
He died in a.d. 1474, after a reign of 52 
lunar years, and was succeeded by his son 
Haidar Shah, who, after reigning little more 
than a year, was killed by a fall from his 
terrace, a.d. 1475, and was succeeded by his 
son Sulfcan Hasan.

There are several copies of thia 
work to be found in the public libraries of 
London, and in private collections, some of 
them containing oeautiful and correct draw- 
ings of all the beasts, fishes, birds, trees, 
and even monsters, described in the book ;

late, contains in particular much curious 
information. 

Zakaria Khan (^U*- ^i/))i the son 

of Abdus Samad Khan, styled Saif-uddaula 
Bahadur Jang. He held the government of 
Lahore at the period of Nadir Shah's invasion 
of India, a.d. 1739, a.h. 1151, and died in 
the year a.d. 1745, 12th Jumada II. a.h. 
1158. His eldest son succeeded him in the 
government, with the title of Shahnawaz 
Ahan.

Zakhmi tj-^j), takhaUus of Fakhr- 

uddaula Dabir-ul-Mulk Raja Ratan Singh 
Bahadur. He was a native of Lucknow, 
where he was Minister of Finance. He died 
in a.d. 1850, a.h. 1266, and left a con- 
siderable Library at Bareli. A few years 
before his death, viz. in a.d. 1846, he had 
embraced the Muhammadan faith. 

Zaki ( .jU_*-Jb ^4), a poet of 

Hamdan, who lived in the time of Shah 
Tahmasp Safwi, and died about the year 
a.d. 1621, a.h. 1030. He is the author of 
a Dlwan. 

Zaki (X3\ poetical name of Jafar 

'Ali Khan of Dehli, who lived in the time 
of the emperor Shah 'Alam, 

Zaki or San-uddin Zaki Maraghai 
I, but he was simply called

Zaki. He was a poet, and died in a.d. 1210, 
a.h. 607. 

Zaki Khan (^U* ^6), who usurped 

the throne of Persia after the death of Karlm 
Khan in March, a.d. 1779, but was assas- 
sinated after two months. 
[ri<&KarimKhan.] 
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Zal ( JU), also called Zalzar, the son 

of Sam and grandson of Narlmun. He was 
the father of Rustam, and these three per- 
sonages, viz, Sam, Zal and Rustam, pass for 
the roost famous heroes of Persia ; they 
belong to the reigns of Manuchehr, Bahtnan 
and Afrasiab. It was Zal who drove Afrasiub, 
king of the Turks, out of Persia, and put 
the crown on the head of Zu or Zab, son 
of Tahmasp, a descendant of one of the kings 
of the Pishdadian dynasty. This same Zal 
was put in prison by Bahman, son of Isfan- 
diar; but he made his escape, and married 
Budaba, daughter of Mehrab, governor of 
Kabulistan, who became the mother of Rustam. 
Unfortunately, however, he fell into the hands 
of Bahman again, who put him to death. 

Zalali Hirwi (^A <J N Jj), a poet who 

was a native of Herat, and who died in the 
year a.d. 1525, a.h. 931. 

Zalali Khwansari, Mulla (,*-JS; 

L* jCjLyjLrO, who is sometimes 

called Hakim Zalali, was a native of Khwan- 
ear. He was a pupil of Mirzu Jalal Asir, 
and is the author of the following seven 
Masnawis or poems, viz. Sufaimdn-ndma, 
Shiala Dlddr, Maikhdna, Hum Gulutoz, Azur 
tea Samundar, Z<trra tea Khurshe'xd, and 
Mahmttd Ayaz, which was his last composi- 
tion, and which he commenced in a.d. 1592, 
a.h. 1001, and completed in 23 years, in a.d. 
1615, a.h. 1024, but died before he could 
arrange it. This was done in India, and 
Mulla Tughrai wrote a preface to it. 

Zalali Shirazi {^j^L ^j), an 
author, who died in a.d. 1541, a.h. 948. 

Zalim Singh (aSL* ^Jlk), the present 
Raja of Kofri. 




Zamakhshari (j^Lsr*:). Vide Jar- 
ullah. 

Zaman Shah (*U> u Uj), king of 

Kabul and Qandahar, was the son of Taimur 
Shah and grandson of the celebrated Afymad 
Shah Abdali. He ascended the throne of 
Kabul after the death of his father in a.d. 
1793, a.h. 1207. He advanced to Lahore 
in a.d. 1796, a.h. 1210, and threatened to 
visit Dehll, but soon retreated to his own 
dominions, the tranquility of which had been 
disturbed by the rebellion of one of his 
brothers. He was blinded by his younger 
brother, MahmQd Shah of Herat, about the 
year a.d. 1800, and confined in the Bala 
Hisar. When, in the year a.d. 1839, the 
British Government placed Shah Shujaa on 
the throne of Kabul, Zaman Shah was pro- 
claimed king by the Afghans in January, 
a.d. 1842. 


Zamani, Yezdi (^JJj lT^W*' a 
Persian poet, who died in a.d. 1612, a.h. 1021. 

Zamir ( /f ^a) f the poetical name of 

Sayyad Hidaet 'Alt Khan, styled Na'sTr- 
uddaula Bakhshi-ul-Mulk Asad Jang Bahadur, 
a relative of Alah Wardi Khan Mahiibat 
Jang, Nawab of Bengal. He~held for some 
time the Siibadari oi Patna, where he died 
in the beginning of the reign of Shah 'Alam, 
and is buried at Husainabad. 

Zamir (^^J), poetical name of Sayyad 

Ahmad, the brother of Sayyad Imtiyaz Khan 
Huma. 

Zamir (^ « *.«g), poetical name of 
Narayan Das, a Hindu. 

Zamiri, Maulana (Lil^ ^ . .* *), a 

celebrated poet of Persia, who flourished 
about the year a.d. 1538, a.h. 945, in the 
time of Shah Tahmasp Safwi. He is the 
author of the following six poems, viz. N-z 
tva Nayaz, Wamiq tea Azra, Bahdr wa 
Khizdn^ Laiti tea Majnun, Sikandar-ndma, 
and Jannat-ul-AJ&iydr. He also wrote two 
Diwans of Qasidas called Sahaef ) amal and 
Isddf Laal. He died in a.d. 1565, a.h. 973. 

Zamiri, Maulana (Uil^ *Jj?+*) t the 

poetical name of Shaikh Nizam, who was the 
son of Shaikh Sulaiman's sister. They were 
both inhabitants of Bilgrani, and both were 
employed in the service of the emperor Hu- 
mayun after his conquest of India the second 
time. Shaikh Sulaiman died in the reign 
of the emperor Akbar, on the 1st September, 
a.d. 1589, 1st Si-Qa'da, a.h. 997, and 
Maulana Zamiri, who was an excellent poet, 
died at Safaidun, a.d. 1594, a.h. 1003, and 
Nawab Mubarak, Khan of DehlT, found the 
chronogram of his death to consist of the 
words "Ah! Ah! Nizam." 

Zamzam (^j), a famous weU at 

Mecca, which the Muhammadans pretend was 
made from the spring of water which God 
shewed to Hagar and Ishmael, whom Abraham 
had driven from his house and obliged to 
retire to Arabia. 

Zangi Shahid (ju^ ^j), a Mu- 

hammadan saint, whose Dargah is in Agra 
towards the gate of the Hatheapul. 

Zardasht (c^lj^j), the celebrated 

Persian Magian Zoroaster, who has been 
conjecturally dated between 1000 and 550 
B.C. The religion of the first Persians 
appears to have been the worship of the 
planets ; but in the reign of Darius Hystaspes 
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or Gashtasp, the adoration of fire and the 
elements was introduced by Sapetman, called 
"Zardasht," and continued to be the religion 
of the State until its conquest by the Mu- 
hammadans. The fugitives known as Gabrs 
and Parsls still follow this faith. The doc- 
trines and practices of this system are collected 
in a work called Avesta, or Zand Avesta, 
being written in the Zand language. The 
Zand Avesta was translated into trench by 
Anquetil Du Perron, and subsequently much 
studied and elucidated by Bask, Barnouf and 
other Continental scholars. [Zardasht (corr. 
of Zarathushtra) was perhaps a title rather 
than a name, and applied to different men 
at various periods.] 

Zarra (*.j), the poetical name of 

Mirza Bhuchchu of Dehli or Lucknow, who 
has left a Persian Diwan, which he completed 
in a.d. 1774, a.h. 1188. 

Zarra (tjj), the poetical title of Mirza 

Raja Ram Nath, who served under the em- 
peror Shah 'Alaiu the blind. He chose the 
takhallus of "Zarra," i.e. atom or dust, in 
reference to " *Aftab, n the poetical appella- 
tion of his patron the king. 

Zeb-un-Nisa Begam (l l<M \\\ l^o« 

£*S) } a daughter of the emperor 

'Alamgir, born on the 5th February, a.d. 
1639, 10th Shawwal, a.h. 1048 ; was well 
versed in Persian and Arabic, had the whole 
Quran by heart, wrote a beautiful hand, and 
is the author of a commentary on the Quran 
entitled Zeb-tU-Tafasir. She was also a good 
poetess, and has left a Diwan in Persian, 
ller poetical name was Makhfi. She died, 
unmarried, in the year a.d. 1709, a.h. 1113. 
Her tomb was close to the Kabull gate at 
Dehli, but was demolished when the Raj- 
putana Railway was constructed. 

Zila'i i^y^ij), the son of Yusaf, a 

learned Musalman and author, who died a.d. 
1361, a.h. 762. 

Zilli (.JJe), poetical name of Sultan 
Muhammad Mirza, which see. 

Zinat Mahal ( J^«* l^xk), the wife 


of Bahadur Shah, king of Dehli, who was 
still living in a.d. 1873 in British Burma 
as a State prisoner. 

Zinat-un-Nisa Begam (L*J1 ^~H) 
£*S), a daughter of the emperor 

'Alamgir. She died in a.d. 1710, a.h. 1122, 
and is buried in the yard of the mosque 
called Zinat -ul-Masuj id, in Dehli. Tnis 
mosque, which is built of red stone, was 


erected by her, and is situated on the banks 
of the Jamna at a place called Dariaganj in

Zinut Mahal ( J*** e^jj\ the title 

of Bilal Kim war, the mother of Shah 'Alam, 
king of Dehli. 

Zitali (^j-LSj), (Chatterer). Vide

Ziyad (jbj), supposed to be an il- 
legitimate son of Abu Sufian by a woman 
named Abia. He was Mu'awia's brother by 
the father's side, and was publicly acknow- 
ledged by him to be his brother. He was 
reckoned one of the companions of Muhammad, 
although he was born in the first year of the 
Hijri, a.d. 622, and was but 11 years old 
when Muhammad died. In All's reign he 
was made lieutenant of Persia ; this omce he 
discharged much to his own credit, and to 
the advantage of the people. He was a man 
of incomparable parts and singular greatness 
of spirit. Besides the lieutenancy of Basra, 
Mu*awia gave Ziyad those of Khurasan, 
Sajistan, India, Bahrein and Amman. He 
died of the plague on his fingers, on the 
22nd August, a.d. 673, 3rd Ramagan, a.h. 
53, in the 53rd (lunar) year of his age, and 
was buried near Kufa. " A little before his 
death he gathered the people together and 
filled both mosque and street and castle with 
them, in order to impose upon them by oath 
the renunciation of tne line of ' AIT ; but the 
plague had just seized him, and the accident 
was afterwards looked upon by all as a 
providential deliverance. 

Ziyai Barani (^^j *U^). Tide

author of a Persian Diwan. 

Ziya-uddin Ahmad Khan, Nawab

Ahmad Baksh Khan, of Firozpflr and Lohari. 
His poetical name is Nyyar and Rakhshan. 
He succeeded to his father's estate on the 1st 
January, a.d. 1870. 

Ziya-uddin Barani (^Jj ^jJI L^), 

also called Ziyai Barani, flourished in the 
reign of Sultan Muhammad Shah Tughlaq 
and Firoz Shah Tughlaq, kings of DehlT, 
and is the author of the history called 
Tatikh Firoz Shdhi, which gives an account 
of eight kings from the first year of 
Sulfcan Ghayas-uddin Balban, ad. 1266, 
to the sixth year of Sultan Firoz Shah 
Tughlaq, a.d. 1356, a.h. 757, at which 
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period our author was 74 (lunar) years of 
age. His uncle Malik 'Ala-ul-Mulk was 
Xotwal of the city of Dehli in the reign of 
Sultan Ala-uddln Khilji, and his father, 
who held the title of Muwavyad-ul-Mulk, 
was appointed in the first year o/ that monarch, 
a.d. 1296, to the Navabat of Baran or Baran 
Shahr, now called fiulandshahr, which city 
appears to have been the birthplace of our 
author, on which account he calls himself 
in the above-mentioned history Ziyae Baran! . 
Baran is also the name of a Pergunnah in 
Bulandshahr. 

Ziya-uddin Ghazanfar, Maulana (Lj 

\j*iy JL«g.r. .ojjJO was born at 

Qumm, but educated at Kashan. Besides 
many Qasidas and Ghazals, etc., he left a 
Masnawi, called Fir wa J aw an, of about 
3000 verses. He was living about the year 
a.d. 1585, a.h. 993. 

Ziya-uddin, Ibrat. Vide Ibrat. 

Ziya-uddin Khujandi L^jJl \ 2 * 

^\j+ y^*/, a poet who died in 
a.d. 1225, a.h. 622. 

Ziya-nddin Nakshabi (.^jjJ \L^ 

j^uLac*), author of the Tatl-nama, 

or Tales of a Parrot in Persian, and also of 
a story called Gulreiz, containing the story 
of prince M'asuin Shah and the princess 
Naushaba. He is also the author of a 
treatise entitled Lazzat-un-Nisd.

Ziya-ullah, Sayyad (ju~> l^\ L*), 
an author, who died in a.d. 1691, a.h. 1103. 

Zohak (t_JU^). Vide Zuhak. 

Zona. (j^J), poetical title of Shaikh 

Muhammad Ibrahim, of Dehli, an Urdu 
poet, who passed the greatest part of his life 
in the service of Akbar II. king of Dehli, 
and was living about the year a.d. 1837. 

Zouqi Ardastani ( J\^j,l Jji), a 
poet, who died in a.d. 1635, a.h. 1045. 

Zouzani ( Jjj ;), whose full name and 

title is Al-Qazi - al - Imam Sayyad Abu 
'Abdullah-al-Zouzani, was the author of the 
Sharah Qasdtd-ul-Saba'-al-Mua'llaqd't, an 
esteemed Commentary in Arabic on the seven 


celebrated poems which were written in letters 
of gold, and suspended to the door of the 
temple of Mecca, previous to the mission 
of Muhammad. Their authors were Arari- 
al-Kais, Tarafa, Zaheir, Labid, Antar, Amru, 
and Harath. These poems have been so 
elegantly translated bv Sir William Jones, 
that, had he never published anything else, 
they would have stamped his fame as a man 
of taste, a good poet, and an excellent 
Oriental scholar. 

Zu or Zab (<*-->; \*)\\ a descendant of 

the ancient kings of Persia, whom Zal, the 
father of Rustam, raised to the throne of 
Persia, and drove Afrasiab, king of the 
Turks, who had conquered it, out of that 
kingdom. Zu died after he had conquered 
Fars, and was succeeded by his son Karshasp. 
This prince, who was soon set aside as in- 
competent by Zal, is considered by Persian 
authors as the last of the first, or Pishdadian, 
dynasty ; who, according to their own com- 
putation, governed Persia 2450 years. The 
names of twelve kin^s only of their race have 
been preserved. After Karshasp, Kaiquhad, 
who is the first king of the second, or Kay a- 
nian, dynasty, was proclaimed king of Persia. 

Zubarl (,jrjj), the son of Muslim, an 

Arabian author, who died in a.d. 742, a.h. 
124. 

Zubdatun-nisa (a\ Mk .\]\ ifjui), the 

fourth daughter of the emperor 'Alamgir. 
Her mother's name was Nawab Bai. She 
was born on the 26th Ramagan, a.h. 1061, 
and was married to one of Dara Shikoh's 
sons. She died a few days before her father, 
in the same month and year, a.h. 1118. 

Zubeda Khatun (^yU* ***^j), the 

wife of Harun-al-Rashid. She was the 
daughter of Abu Ja'far, the son of the Khalif 
Al-Mansur, and mother of the Khalif Al- 
Amin. Her chastity was ample, her conduct 
virtuous. She died at Baghdad in June, a.d. 
831, Jumada I. a.h. 216. She is said to 
have built the city of Tabriz, in a.d. 806, 
a.h. 190. 

Zuber {J£j ^ j+>j), the son of Bakkar, 

a Kazi, of Mecca, and author of the Kitdb 
Sunan and Kitdb Akhbdr Madina. He died 
in the year a.d. 870, a.h. 256. 

Zuber ibn-al-Awam ( X1\ ^\ Jt jj) f 

was the father of 'Abdullah ibn-Zuber, and 
an enemy of All. He was slain by Amru 
ibn-Jarmuz, a.d. 656, and his head carried 
to 'All, who not approving this act of his, 
Amru drew his sword and ran himself 
through. 
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Zuhak or Zohak (cJls* 5 ), or Azdahak, 

a tyrant of Persian mythology, who overcame 
Jamshid, king of Persia, in a battle, and 
became the king of that country. There are 
various accounts of the descent of Zuhak. 
Some say he was an Arabian, but descended 
from Qaiomurs (q.v.) ; others trace his descent 
to Shaddad, and term him a Syrian ; and it 
has even been conjectured that he was the 
Astyages of the Greeks. All agree in one 
fact, that he wad of a cruel and sanguinary 
temper. He is described as having had two 
dreadful cancers on his shoulders, which the 
Persian fabulists have changed into snakes, 
whose hunger nothing could appease but the 
brains of human beings : two of his subjects 
were slain daily to furnish the horrid meal, 
till the manly indignation of Kawa or Gawa, 
a blacksmith of Isfahan, whose two sons were 
on the point of being sacrificed, relieved the 
empire from this tyrant, and raised Faridun, 
a prince of the Pishdadian dynasty, to the 
throne. The fable perhaps indicates an 
ancient subjugation of Persia by a Median or 
Arab tribe who used the serpent, a dragon, 
for their standard. There is a ruin near 
Bamian called by the people " The Castle of 
Zohak." 

Zujjaj ( T U>-0, whose proper name 

was Abu Ishuq Ibrahim bin - Muhammad, 
was the author of several works. He died 
at Baghdad in the year a.d. 923, a.h. 311, 
when he was upwards of 80 years old. 

Zuka (&■>), poetical name of Mir Aulad 

Muhammad, of Bilgram, a nephew of Mir 
Gliulam All 4 Azad. He was living in a.d. 
1761, a.h. 1175. 

Zukah (a^j), poetical name of Khub- 

chand Kayeth, of Dehli, author of a bio- 
graphy of poets in UrdQ. 

Znlfiqar 'All (^ ^U^.J), whose 

poetical name was Mast, was the author of a 
Tazkira entitled Rauaz-ul- Wifak % containing 
the biography of the poets of Calcutta ana 
Benares who wrote Persian verses ; it was 
completed in a.d. 1814, a.h. 1229, at Benares. 
He is also the author of several other works. 

Znlfiqar 'All Khan(,jU. ^j\&A\,j), 

Nawab of Banda, was the son 'Ali Bahadur, 
ruler of Buudeilkhand. He succeeded his 
brother Shainshir Bahadur on the 30th of 
August, a.d. 1823, 22nd £il-bijja, a.h. 
1*238. He was succeeded by 'All Bahadur 
Khan.

former title was Y'atkad Khan, was the son 
of Asad Khan, a nobleman, of the reign of 
'Alamgir; he was born in a.d. 1657, a.h. 
1057, and held several appointments under 
that emperor. On the accession of Bahadur 
Shah in the year a.d. 1707, a.h. 1119, the 
title of Amir- ul- Umra was conferred on him 
with the government of the Deccan. It was 
by his aid and intrigues that Jahandar Shah, 
after the death of his father, Bahadur Shah, 
overcame all his brothers and ascended the 
throne of Dehli, when he was appointed to 
be chief wazir ; but after the defeat of that 
emperor in the battle against Farrukh-siyar, 
he was taken up and strangled, by order of 
the latter, as a punishment for his conduct. 
His head, with that of the late emperor 
Jahandar Shah, who had also been put to 
death in prison, was carried on poles, and 
their bodies, hanging feet upwards across an 
elephant, were exposed in the new emperor* 8 
train when he made his triumphant entry 
to the palace at Dehli, This event toot 
place in January, a.d. 1713, £il-hiija, a.h. 
1124. The aged minister, Asaa Khan, 
Zalqiqar Khan's father, was compelled to 
attend the procession, accompanied by the 
ladies of his family as spectators of their 
own disgrace. Asad Khan, who, in hopes 
of making peace with the new emperor, 
had persuaded his son to visit him. and 
had thus put him in his power, with tears 
in his eyes wrote the following chronogram 

on his death : w \y \j J**lt *j*\j\ *y*i 

(Abraham sacrificed Ishmael). Mehr-un- 
Nisa Begam, the daughter of Yemin-uddaula 
'Asaf Khan was his mother, and Shaista 
Khan, the son of 'Asaf Khan, was his 
father-in-law. 

Znlfiqar Khan Turkman (^Uw^Ui!^ J 

^Uiy), an officer who served under 

Shah Jahan and died in a.d. 1647, a.h. 
1057. 

Znlfiqar of Sabzwari(^jj^U£!tj«j>, 

a Sayyad, and a great poet, who flourished in 
the reign of Sultan Muhammad of Khwarizra, 
about a.d. 1200.

Zulqadar (^jiJ^i), the poetical name 

of Mirza Muhammad Mihsia, a Turk of tlie 
tribe of Zulqadar, the meaning of which in 
the Turkish language is an archer that never 
misses his aim. This title he assumed for 
his takhallus. He flourished about the year 
a.d. 1688, a.h. 1100, and is the author of 
a Diwan. 


Zulqarnyn (^jft^S), master of two 

horns, a title of Alexander the Great, probably 
based on coins representing him in the 
character of Ammon.

Zunnun or Zu'l Nur Misri (^vJ^O 

±jj«a*), Bumamed Abu 1 Fazl Tuban, 

son of Ibrahim, a celebrated Muhammadan 
saint of Egypt, whose merits were great in 
number, and who is said to have performed 
many miracles, and to have been the founder 
of the sect of Sufi in Egypt, where he was 
held in the greatest estimation. It is related 
in the Nafahat that at his death, when they 
were carrying him for burial, a large flock of 
birds, of a kind that was never seen before, 
overshadowed his coffin to the grave. He 
died in February, a.d. 860, £i-Qa'da, a.h. 
245, and a chapel was built over his tomb in 
Egypt, where a number of other holy men 
are buried. The work called Lataef-ul-Akkbar 
contains the Memoirs of this famous saint. 


NOTE. 


In the article on 'Alamgir I. (Aurangzeb), at 
page 49, the statement of Mr. Beale that the 
emperor's children were all the issue of one 
mother seems to demand correction. According 
to the latest investigations the two elder Mirzas 
— Muhammad, who predeceased his father, and 
Mu'azzam, who succeeded to the throne — were 
the offspring of a Hindu mother, while Eam- 
bakhsh was the son of a Georgian from the 
Zenana of the eldest brother of the emperor, 
the ill-fated Dura. The Persian lady named 
by Beale was the mother of three, or at most 


of four, of the emperor's offspring. Beale 
himself partially neutralises his error at page 
46, article Akbar, Prince. (Vide Aurangzeb, by 
Stanley Lane- Poole: " Rulers of India" series ; 
1893.)
